A RevoKition fo I'udden, lb extraordinary, and fo important in all its Confequenecs, required the 
mod wary Circumfpection in thole who projefted it, and the mod afllired Convidion, botli of its 
Juftice and NeceiUty, before they carried it into Execution. It will naturally be concluded, that; 
they proceeded on lome Proofs, or Itrong Prefumption, th.at the Brgum had diffipated or cm-i 
bezzlcd the Nabob’s Eftate, grofsly negleaed his Education, or engaged in Pro)c£ls which might 
injure the Pciceof the Countiy, the Company’s interefts, or their Connection with the Nabob j orJ 
at lead, that (lie had been concerned in Dilputes with their Government, or Encroachments onl 
^their Dewanny Privileges. [* You will expeCl, that in the Proceedings againft the Begum, the'i^ 
ftrideft Regard will have been paid to her Honour ; and every fcrupulous Attention obfervtd which \ 
the Delic<ic|’ of the Oriental Manners preferibed with relped to her Sex, and her Rank and Cha- 
racter particularly demand.

T H E Begum, fince her Difgrace, has been added to the Lift of my Accufers. The Manner 
in which this extraordinary Manceuvre was effefted will be too plainly luggefted, even by 
the Fadi which appear in the abrupt and myftcrious Relation ot it by Mr. Goring. ^ ^ 

. [f Mr, Goring was deputed by the Board to divert the Begum of her Authority, to place ttm the 
Hands of the Son of Nund Comar, to receive from the Begum the Accounts of the Nabob’s Ex- 
penccs, and to deliver them to the Gentlemen who were, at the fame Time, appointed to exarnine 
and report them to the Board. What private Inftrudlions he received I know not •, but One of his 
firft Ads of Authority, after having taken Care to irnprefs the Begum with a proper Idea ot the Ex- 
tent ot his Power over her own Perfon, by apprizing her of the Order of the Board for her Kemoval 
from the Palace to a remote Houfe in the City, and that the Execution of this Order depended folely 
on his Option, was to imprifon Etwar Ally Cawn, her chief Eunuch and confidential Servant, oa 
the Complaint of One of the Servants of the Houfehold rclpcding a private Grievance, totally 
foreign from the declared Purpofes of Mr. Cjoring’s Commiftion. By this Species ot Torture, in- 
flidled on the Mind of a weak Woman, who had hitherto been accuilomcd to the gentleft Ireat- 
nicnt, and moft refpedful Addrefs, from all Perfons of what Rank loever who approached her, 
fhe was compelled to deliver a Paper to Mr. Goring, containing an Account of Two Sums charged 
to have been paid to Mr. Middleton anA'myfell’, each amounting to 150,000 Rupees.]

Honourable Sir and Sirs, 

We beg Leave to tranfmit you Copies of Five Arzecs, which we have juft received from Ra- 
jah Indenarrain of 7 Annas Ihimlook, Ranee Janeckce of Myzadcl, Goiin Deo Hilhorc 
Chund, ( howdries of Myhutty, the Zemindars of Chuckla Hidgclec, and the Zemindar of Per- 
gunna Mahamud Ameenpore. 

[(^) 7 he Arzees ipeak fo clearly for themfclvcs, they need little Comment thereon ; but we miift 
beg Leave to obferve, that we think the Peons fent by the Supreme Court to the Zemindars of 
7 Annas Tumlook, haveaded in a molt unjuftifiable Manner, not only in prohibiting his Women 
from F'ire and Water, but particulaily in cntei mg their Apjitmcnts which have Imherto, by all 
Governments, been held facred. We hope, Gentlemen, luch unwarrantable Bcdiaviour will be 
taken Notice of by you in the Manner it deferves ; as fuch Ads of Violence, and Violation of 
the Hindoo Laws, mult tend not only to dilgracc us, as a national Body, with the Natives, but 
likewife to breed a Difguft in their Minds, that may tend to the molt ferious Consequences ;] let- 
ting afidc the inevitable Lofs it will be attended with in the Revenue, which wc have Heafon to 
think w'jll be great, from the heavy Balances (till remaining to be colleded. In iFort, (ieiulemen, 
what with the ieizing the Servants of Government, and confining them m Gaol, and what with the 
Confufion the Mofulhl is thrown into,’ we have rhe mod melancholy Prolpeft before us. 

Wc have frequently troubled you on SubjeeHs of the Nature, and we beg Leave again to 
repeat, that, from daily Experience, wc find the Authority with which you have inveftul us is 
abfolutcly, or very nearly, annihilated : Our Black Servants fear to do their Duty; and we know 
not how to compel them, from Kcalbns abovementioned, and are almoft tempted, from Defpair 
of being able to conduft the Bufinefs of our Department, either to our own Credit or your Satis- 
fadion, to requeft your Permiiiion to refign our fcvcral Employs in the Revenue Branch ; but as 
we confider fuch a Step might fubjeft us to the Cenfure of deferting the Intcrefts of our Em- 
ployers, at a Time when our moll ftrenuous Services arc required, wc arc determined to pcrlevere, 
in the belt Manner wc are able, in our F.ncleavours for their Service, relying on yours and their 
Juftice not to liold us rel'ponfible for that Succcis in their Alfairs, which we have not Power to 
procure.

Rajah Indenarrain, Zemindar of Pergunna Tumlock. 

I never was in rhe Service of any Englifh Gentleman, nor am I Potcah Holder in Calcutta, but 
one of the King’s Zemindars; yet Copy Nazir and Latta Perrifram have entered a Prolecution 
-againft me in the Supreme Court for an old Debt, and fent after me a Warrant and Peons ; they 
arrived while I was making a 'Pour of the Pergunnah, in order to look after the Bufinefs both of 
the Grain and Salt ; the common Door was fiiut, but they climbed up the Poll, and made ihcir 
Way in ; they pafied through two Apartments, and feared theinlclvcs in thole which contained the 
WL-mcn ; they prohibited them Eire and Water, and began to be abufive. 

Cuj i Petroos had before prolcciued Perjenaut Dofs, the Naib Zemindar, for an old Debt, and 
fent a Warrant ; he was frighrened, and abfeontied, and all other Officers who tranladed the 
Dulinels of the Collections abfeonded alio : 7 his was prouudive of prejudicial Conlcquenccs to 
the Revenue and Salt. I am unacquainted with the Bufinefs and Nature of Courts, and fliall not 
be able to fupport my Caule in it. I am required to give a Pottah Holder of Calcutta for my 
Security. 1 live at a Dillance from Calcutta, and have no one whom I can give for my Security 
there. An Huftabood has been taken of my Zemindarry, and it is under Scquellration. I am 
dilbcffcd for the Means of Maintenance, much Id's can I fupport an expenfive Suit in the Court.

I and my Officer? have beeh profecuted for old Debts, and on various Accounts, in the Supreme 
Court, and Warrants have Icen iffued againft us, by which we are much diftreflfed : One War- 
rant has been procured againft my Officer by Punchanand Gofe, a Rcfident of Midnaporc, who, 
in the Year 1 167 B. S, when Coflim Ally Khan was Nabob, was the Shcriffitadar of Meet Attah 
Oollah Ahdadar. At this Time he came to Myfaudil, and embezzled a confiderable Sum, after 
which he abfeonded from the Fergunnah v but he has fince drawn out two or three Memorials, 
which were never compared by any of my Officers, which he has produced in the Supreme Court, 
and procured Warrants againft my Officers. I am required to give a Pottah Holder in Calcutta for 
my Security. I am poor, and all my Officers too are poor. How can I prevail upon a Pottah 
Holder in Calcutta to be my Security ? If a Warrant is iffiicd upon every Complaint of this 
Kind, it will be Confufion to the Bufinefs of my Zemindarry : My Zemindarry has always been 
under your Care, and has never been fubjeft to the Jurifdidion of the Court. My Servants 
know not how to ad in a Court. I therefore requeft you will order Matters, which concern my 
Zemindarry, to be fettled either by the Council, or the Committee, or the Gilla Adawlct.

We are the King’s Zemindars, and are neither in the Service of the Company or any Enolifh 
Gentleman. We have never had any Pradice in Englilh Courts, nor can we form any Idea of it : 
Whenever a Warrant is taken out, we are obliged to give a Pottah Holder in Calcutta for our 
Security. We are not Pottah Holders — why then fhould we exped a Pottah Holder will be our 
Security ? Yet Buflunt Roy and Cundrip have entered Profecutions againft us, and procured Sum- 
monfes and Warrants, and diftrefled us beyond Mcafure : We therefore requeft, that if any Man 
has a juft Claim againft us, he may prefer it either in the Khalfa or in the Adawlct. Wc will 
attend to anfwer it. Wc are terrified at the Thought of the Supreme Court.

Zemindars of Pergunnah Mahomed Aumeenpore, &c. in Chuckla Houghly. 

We are the King’s Zemindars, and never have been cither in the Service of the Englilh Company 
or of Englilh Gentlemen, nor are wc Pottah Holders in Calcutta, but we attend here for the Pur- 
pofe of paying the Government’s Revenue, yet Warrants have been iflued againft us by the Su- 
preme Court, in Confequence of fome old Bonds produced, which ' were executed by our Fathers 
and Grandfathers. Wc are unacquainted with Englilh Courts. Whenever a Warrant is ilTued 
wc arc required to give a Pottah Holder in Calcutta for our Security. We arc not Pottah Holders 
in Calcutta, and why fliould any Calcutta Pottah Holder be our Security ? The Warrants ilTued 
againft us put us under Apprehenfions, even with Regard to our Lives. Should any One have 
a juft Claim upon us, he may obtain Redrefs, cither by complaining in the Khalfa or to the GiUa 
Adawlet. We are ready to anfwer any Complaint there.

T H E Governor General lays before the Board the following Letter from Bow Begum, Mother 
of the Nabob Afoph ul Dowla, received by her Servant Coja Shagoon Ally Cawn. 


From the Baboo Begham, Mother of the Nabob Afoph ul Dowla: Received the 20th 

December 1775. 

A long Space of Time has elapfed fince I have had the Pleafure of a Letter from you, 
during which I have been continually on the Rack of Expedation. I formerly knt you a Let- 
ter expreffive of my Friendfhip, through the Channel of Mr. BriAow, to which I have not yet 
been favoured with an Anfwcr : I do not impute this to UnkindncF, but fuppofe that you never 
received that Letter. How fhall I repreient you my diArefsful Situation ! My Grief is without 
Bounds, and my Life a Burthen to me. Since the Deceafe of the late bleAcd Nabob, 1 have bid 
adieu to all worldly Affairs, and with a broken Heart given myfclf up to Sorrow. 1 cannot 
bear the Refiedion of my own melancholy Situation — how can I reprefent it to others i My 
wounded Heart is made to bleed afrcAi every InAant, and Fortune feems to take Delight in tor- 
menting me. 

As my Son the Nabob Afoph ul Dowla is entirely uncxpei ienced in the Affairs of the World, 
and ignorant of what is good or bad, Murtezza Cawn has taken Advantage of his Inexj)erience, 
and turned his Thoughts to frivolous Amufements, and has taken on himfclf the entire Management 
of all the Affairs of the Government, appointing his Brethren Foujedars in all the dilFcrenc 
Soubahs. My Son the Nabob Afoph ul Dowlah took from me, the FirA Time, Thirteen Lacks 
of Rupees for the Difcharge of the Dues to the Englith Chiefs, giving me a written Engage- 
ment to repay this Sum in the Space of a Month. The Second Time he fent Salar Jung and 
Murtezza Cawn to me with a Meffage, importing, that he was in Want of Money to difcharge 
his Debts to the EnglilTi Chiefs. I then delivered Seven Lacks of Rupees, with Jewels. The 
Third Time he came to me himfelf, and informed me of the Importunity of the Englifli Chiefs. 
Though I was convinced that this was a Leffon taught him by Murtezza Cawn, I ncverthelefs 
delivered him Six Lacks of Rupees in Specie, together with Jewels. He gave me a written En- 
gagement, and promiled on Oath, that all thele Sums (hould be repaid me. Some l ime afterwards 
my Son fent Mr. BriAow to me for further Sums. Mr. BriAow wrote me many Letters, defiring 
that I would furnifli Money, or the Nabob’s Affairs would be ruined. After a long Correfpondence, 
Mr. BriA:ow went to the Nabob, and foon afterwards came to my Houfe, accompanied by Sallar 
Jung and Murtezza Cawn, and fent a Meffage to me, that if I would furniAi the Sums wanted 
quietly, it was well ; if not, he would withhold Provifions from me, and take the Money *, 
that he would even beat my People, and fend Men into my Houfe to plunder whatever they found 
there. I returned for Anlwer, ‘ Do whatever is in your Power.* As Mr. BriAow was concerned 
in this Affair, it was at laA fettled by an Agreement under that Gentleman’s Seal, on the Pay- 
ment of the Sum of Thirty Lacks of Rupees : Out of ihefe i'hirty Lacks it was agreed that 
Eleven Lacks fliould be in Goods, Elephants, and Camels, and the Remainder in Specie and 
Jewels. I affenced, concluding that, as Mr. BriAow was a Party in the Affair, it would be con- 
duced in a proper Manner; but they valued the Goods which they took at a fourth Part 
of their intrinfic Worth — how then could I make good the Sum ? The Amount of the leveral 
Sums taken from me by the Nabob Afoph ul Dowlah, in Specie, Jewels, and Goods, is Ei/tydix 
Lacks of Rupees. 

He formerly gavi: into my PoffcAion for the Difcharge of the Monies due to me, the Mahals of 
Acberpore, &c, but after a few Days took them from me again. 

My Son and Murtezza Cawn lent me Word, that I had written to, and received many Let- 
ters from, Mr. HaAings ; that I now faw of what Effect they weie — fuch ironical Anbvers did they 
fend me. I did fomc Time ago write you a Letter, but mentioned therein nothing to the Ddad- 
vantage of my Son — this you well know. Let me have a Letter in Anfwcr fiom you, and write 

[B] : to 
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to the Englifh Chiefs to afford me thejr Afliftance and Support, and communicate to me the Sub- 
ftance of fuch Leuers, that I may apply to them in Confequcncc. 

Murtezza Cawn is ftriving with all his Might for the Ruin of this antient Family, which hq 
wiflics utterly to deftroy. If it is your Pleafure that the Mother of the late bleflcd Nabob, myfelf, 
and his other Women, and Infant Children, fhould be reduced to a State of Dilhonour and Diftrei’s, 
wemuftfubmit; but if, on the contrary, you call to Mind the Friendfhip of the late blefTed Na- 
bob, you will exert yourfelf fo cffeftiially in Favour of us, who are helpleF, as to remove Mur- 
tezza Cawn. Jle.is the Author of all the Evil. I have no Dirpleafurc againfl: the Nabob Albph 
111 Dowlah— let him be Mafter of his own Affairs. If you do not approve of my remaining at Fy- 
zabad, fend a Perfon here in your Name, to remove the Mother of the late Nabob, myfelf, and 
about Two thoiiland other Women and Children of the faid bleffed Nabob’s, together with the 
Women of the Nabob Burhan ul Mulck, and thofc of Sufdar Jung, from this City, that we may 
refide with Honour and Reputation in fome other Place — we cannot even exift here. Whatever 
Remedy occurs to your Wifdom, let it be applied without Delay, for we are now brought to the 
very Brink of Dilhonour. In the Nabob’s Life-time he was polTcffed of no more than the Tingle 
Soubah, and the Dues of the Englifh Chiefs were paid out of the Revenues of it, as alfo the Ex- 
penccs of his Army and his own. At prefent, that the Soubah is increafed to Three Times its for- 
mer Extent, what becomes of the Revenue ? No one thinks of making this Inquiry ; but Sums arc 
continually taken from us hclplels Women. Murtezza Cawn poffeffes the Sole Authority in the Na- 
bob’s Family, and his Brethren are Fougedars over all the Provinces, the Revenues of which they 
embezzle and diffipate. 

Murtezza Cawn and Mr. Briftow, as foon as they had taken 30 Lacks of Rupees from me, 
went to Lucknow, from whence Murtezza Cawn fent Word, that my People were not to be ad- 
mitted into the Kellah ; in confequcncc of which they have been prohibited going there, nor are any 
of my Things fuffered to be brought our. Murtezza Cawn has alfo fent Word, that the Things 
which his People took from me are the Property of the Sirkar ; that they mult not be confidered 
as Part of the 30 Lacks of Rupees, but fent to the Nabob. — A Guard has been placed on my 
Goods. 

I one Day fent fome Copper Furniture to be fold in the Buzar, but the Guard would not 
fuffer them to pals. I fay frequently. Take the Copper Utcnfils at their Value, as a Part of 
the Eleven Lacks of Rupees-, but no one will attend to me: In a Word, I am reduced to the 
moft aftonidiing Diftrefs. For the Sake of God, and of yonr Propher, relieve me from my Mif- 
fortunes. It is written in the Coulnama, ‘‘ I have taken 56 Lacks ot Rupees on y\ccount ot my 
“ Inheritance.” 1 lent Word, that others had a Right to Part of the Inheritance. Murtezza Cawn 
replied, I have taken the Inheritance of all. — I have now given you a Detail ot every Ciicumllaiue. 

1 lend to your Piefcnce Mahomed Shagoon Ally Cawn an Eunuch, who is pofitffcd of my Con- 
’ fidcnce. I'or further Particulars 1 mult refer you to him. 

I inclofe for ycur Infpedlion Copies of the Coulnamas in my Poffeffion, under the Seals of 
Mr. Brirtow, the Nabob Afoph ul Dowlah, and Murtezza Cawn. 

[(^) I went to the Nabob, when the Hour of his Death approached, and alked him to whofe 
^ Charge he left me ? He replied, “ Apply to Mr. Haltings whenever you have Occafion for Affdl- 
“ ance -, he will befriend you when I am no more, and will comply with whatever you may dcfire 
“ of him.”] The Recolledlion of the long Fricndlhip whicl^ lubliltcd between you has induced me^ 
to write you fo particularly. 

In the Coulnama given by Mr. Biiftow and the Nabob Afoph ul Dowlah, it is written, that 
it is agreed ly Lacks of Rupees out of the 30 fhall be in Specie, and 11 Lacks in Goods, Ele- 
phants, and Camels. I accordingly paid the 19 Lacks in Specie and Jewels ^ and, with relpcft to 
the Goods, bdephants, and Camels, which I delivered on Account ot the 1 1 Lacks of Rupees, 
the Nabob Afoph ul Dowlah and Murtezzah Cawn have fent Word that they arc the Property of 
the Sirkar, and will not be allowed a Part of the ii Lacks of Rupees. I wioteafull Account ol 
thefc Circumftances to Mr. Briftow; who returned me for Anlwer, at the Delire of Muriezza 
Cawn, that thole Goods, Elephants, and Camels, are the Property of the Sirkar, I returned an 
Anfwer to Mr. Brillow, in which I laid, ‘‘ From whence fliould 1 procure them ? all that I poffcls 
is by the Bounty of the late bleffed Nabob:” Nobody will pay Attention to this, but they are bent 
at all Events to difhonour me; they have again lent People to dilgraceand force Money from 
me. I have all along placed my Reliance on you. Should the Anfv/er 10 this Letter be delayed, 
my Affairs will be ruined, and I Ihall fuffer the greatefl Difgrace: Let me be fpcedily favoured 
with a fatisfaftory Anfwer, for which I am very anxious. The Affair before mentioned was Icttled 
on Condition of my paying 30 Lacks of Rupees: I accordingly paid 19 L.acks in Specie and 
Jewels, and gave Goods, Elephants, and Camels, to the Value of 1 1 Lacks. When an Account of 
* the Price of the fcvcral Goods was making, Murtezza Cawn fent Word to have them brought without 
Valuation; which was accordingly done: I fent Word of this to Mr, Briftow, faying, ‘‘ Is this the 
Method of obferving Engagements?” He replied, I am told by the Nabob and other , that 
“ the Goods you have delivered are the Property of the Sirkar.” No one will pay Attention to 
what I fay. Afoph ul Dowlah and Murtezza Cawn have again fent People to me to demand 1 1

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Lacks of Rupees — where (hall I procure this Money ? I am opprefled beyond Meafure. Favour 
me with a Letter to Mr. Briftow to the following Purport, that One Compan^^ may be llationcd as 
a Guard at my Houle to prevent my being opprcHed *, write all'o to the Englifli Chiefs here, that 
whenever I have a Mind I may begin my Journey to Kerbclah, and that no One is to oblhud or 
hinder me. When I am delivered from the Burthen of thefe Misfortunes, I will proceed to you. 
Should 1 be tired with remaining here, I will go to Benares or Azimabad, and (lay there for fomc 
Time, or will proceed to you ; Be fo kind as to write on this Subje(f:t to the Englirti Chiefs here, 
and direft, that whenever I chufe to let off for Benares or Azimabad, they arc to fupply me with 
an Efcort to condud me thither in Safety. The late ble (Ted Nabob called youMiis Hrothn and 
mine coo. Kxert yourfelf fo effcdually in Favour of us helplcfs Women, that Muriczza Cawn 
may be difplaced, and Mahomed Klich Cawn and Mahomed Biilhcer Cawn be reftored to the Of- 
fices they held in this Soubah in the l.ife-time of the htc blelfed Nabob, by them the Revenues 
will be colledcd*, and whatever Sums are due to the Englilh Chiefs, 1 whll caule to be paid uuc 
of the Revenues : This I will ftridly perform. I am induced to reprefent all thclc Matters to you, 
f^folcly from my Regard to the Profperity of this Family. [ (a) I'o you ad in fuch a Manner as to fe- 
^ cute the Proi'perity of this Family, by which your Name will be tranfmirted with Honour to the latcft 
Pollerity, for having preferved your hVlendlbip to the late Nabob beyond the (irave.] Murtezza cCl} 
Cawn is fo far from wilhing well to this Family, that he is dcfirous ot its Deftrudion, that he may 
raife himlelf on its Ruin : He is in Fad at preicnt poflefled of abfolute Dominion. 

You have doubtlefs learnt the Tranfadions of this Part from the Ncwjpapers. I have written 
nothing but the Truth : For the Rcll, you are the Mailer, to ad as you think mod proper. Favour 
me with an inimediate Anfwcr to this Letter. 

The Enclofures mentioned above are the fame as thofe tranfmitted by Mr. Briftow, and have 
been already tranflated, and lent in to the Council.

Letter from the Governor General to the Nabob Vizier. Written 3d April 1778. 

T Have received Information through a Variety of Channels of fcvcral Mcafures adopted by your 
Excellency refpeding the Fwo Bhegums, and others of a Nature which have a 1 eiulency to draw 
Reproach on your (jovernment, and to lelTen your Credit in the Eyes ot the World : Thefe have 
likewife been confirmed by Letters from Mr. Middleton, and by the general Voice ot thole who 
have been in your Excellency’s Dominions, who concur in reporting that the family oi the late 
Nabob are reduced to lo great Diftrels, as tf) be even in Want ot the common Necefl'anes ot Lite. 

It is not without the deeped Regret that I find inylelt under the NeccfTity ot interfering in Mat- 
ters of fo delicate a Nature ; yet the Friendlhip I bear to your Excellency, and the Honoui ot my 
Employers, whole Connexion with you is fuch, that every A(ft of your Government, which either 
cncreafes or diminiflies your Reputation, affefts theirs in the fame Manner, obliges me to point 
them out to you, and to give you my Sentiments thereon, without the Icaft Referve. 

In the fir ft Place, the Bhegum your Grandmother complains, that your Excellency has deprived 
her of the Allowance cllablilhed by the late Nabob tor tlic Maintenance of the family he left be- 
hind him, and have refumed the Jaghiers and Emoluments of all her Servants and immediate De- 
pendents: That you have made no fuitable Provifion for the late Nabob’s Women and Children, 
and entirly neglcfted their Education : 'Fhat you fulfcr your favourites to infringe her Rights, and 
to intuit your Relations ; and, inftead of giving her and them Redrefs, that you appear to con- 
nive at and fecretly encourjge them in fuch Conduct, by which Means (lie is lubjefted to the greateft 
Mortifications and Indignities. — 1 hele arc the (jrievances complained ot by the Allcah Bhegum, your 
Grandmother — tholq alledgcd by Bow Bhegum, your Mother, arc of a fimilar Nature i of unkind 
Treatment from you, and of your withholding from her certain Jaghiers and Rights which (he 
is entitled to by the Gift of the late Nabob, — Another Inftance, which I cannot omit, is wha|; is 
alledged of yourConduft relative to the late Nabob Sheer Jung, who being related to your fa- 
mily, and having, from his Attachment to the late Nabob Sujah ul Dowlah, been liberally fOp- 
ported by him, teems to have dDeivcd better Treatment at your Hands j yet I am informed, that, 
not contented with refummg, in hi.s Lifc-timc, the Grants made to him by your late Father, you,

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on his Deceafr, ortlered his Property and private Eftatc to be feixed, and appropriating it to your 
own Ufe, deprived his Family of Support; and did not even leave to his Friends the Means of con- 
veying the Corpic of the Dcceafcd to Lucknow. 

Although, from the Knowledge I have of the Humanity of your Excellency’s Difpofition, I am 
convinced that thefe Reports have been exaggerated, yet they arc of fuch a Nature as to affeft your 
^'bicinOrig. Highncl's too tenderly to be fuffered * exift. While Appearances remain, the World, who are 
guided by them, will exclaim againft thefe as real Fads, and cenfure your Condnft. — As the Dic- 
tates of Natuie arc fuppofed to influence Relations to feek Support from each other in preference 
to Strangers, and as Women particularly look for Proredtion from their Relations of the other Sex, 
who poflefs the Power, it will be conceived, that no Confideration but the Experience of the moll 
unkind and mortifying Treatment could induce them to form the Refolution of withdrawing them* 
lelvcs from your Excellency’s Dominions. 

[(/j) 'rhe Duty of Children* towards Parents is enjoined by all Laws, and the Breach of it condemn- 
ed by all Nations ; this is a general Obligation, which is binding on all Mankind ; but the Bhow 
Bhegum, cxclufive of her maternal Right, has a particular Claim to your Excellency’s AflTeftion 
and Kindnefs, as you owe to her Interceflions with the late Nabob, not only your Elevation to 
your prcfenc Greatnefs, but a dill more valuable BlelTing. 

I need not point out to your Excellency the Example of your Father, whofe whole Conduft to 
the Bhegums was not only marked with Kindnefs and Refpeft, but with Bounty, in the Eflablilh- 
ment of a handlbme Provifion for them. It is incumbent on your Excellency to imitate him ; 
and by the Obfervation of fuch a Conduft, as your Duty requires, to remove every unfavourable 
Imputation ; to conciliate the good Opinion of the World; and, in (hort, to conftitute yourfclf a 
Pattern to others. 

The Bow Bhegum has a publick Title to my Interpofition, for the due Maintenance of all the 
Rights which flic poireflfcs, in virtue of the Treaty executed between your Excellency and her; as 
Mr. Briftow, at your Requeft, pledged the Honour of the Company for the Performance of it. I 
am compelled not only to folicit, but to require, by Right of the Guaranty, that you do not, cither 
clireftly or indireftly, deviate from the Treaty, but fulfil it in every Inftance.J 

Before I conclude this Subjeft, permit me to fugged fome Obfervations on the Affairs of the 
late Nabob Sheer Jung, which, although of a more private Nature than the preceding, yet, as 
the Stability of every Government depends greatly on the Attachment and Confidence impreffed 
on the Subjefts by the Equity and Moderation of the Ruler, I mud recommend to your Excel- 
lency, in the (trongcil Terms, to reverfe the Refolution you have taken to the Prejudice of this 
Family •, and to abdain from every Aft in future by which Individuals may be aggrieved, and the 
A llcftions of your Subjefts alienated. I have explained myfelf more fully on thefe feveral Sub- 
jefts to Mr. Middleton, to whom I beg Leave to refer you. 

•I mull add, on my own Part, that I do expeft your Compliance on all thefe Points. When 1 
addrefs you in my own Charafter, I know that, confidering me as the Friend of your Confidence, 
you will reply with the Franknefs and Unreferve of a Friend ; nor ought I to be offended, if my 
Advice diall fail of its entire EfFcft. But the Sentiments which I now offer are not only my own ; 
it is the colleftive Body of this Government which fpeaks you through mc; and your own Pru- 
dence will fugged to you, that fuch a Voice ought not to be heard in vain.

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His Highnefi, previous to hii Departure for Fyzabad, having told me that his Journey had 
no other Objeft than merely a Vifit of Ceremony, upon receiving Major Brown’s Letter, I ap- 
plied to the afting Mioifter to furniOi me with Copies of his Correfpondence, and fuch Informa- 
tion of his Highneis's Tranfaftiont as had come to his Knowledge. He aflfured me that the Re- 
ports of his Highnefs’a having the leaft Idea of ill treating the Begums were falfe and fcandalous, 
^nd that the moft perfcA Reconciliation had uken place between them. 

The Minifter has informed me, that the Vizier was importuned to reftore their jaghcers •, but 
that he has no Intention of complying with fuch Solicitations, purpofing to grant them fuch Al- 
lowances in Money as the State of his Pioanas may admit of.

^ I have juft received yaut Letter of the 5th Inftant with its Inclofurcs. 

The Evening of the 7th, at a Conference I had with Mirza Shuffee Cawn, he introduced a 
Subjeft refpefting the Nabob Vizier, which, however difagrecable it may be to you to know, 
and confrqucntly to me to communicate, I am under the Ncceflity of laying before you. 

He told me that he had received Information from Lucknow, that, by the Advice of Hyder 
Beer Cawn, the Vizier had determined to bring his Grandmother, the Widow of Sufdar Jung, 
from Fyzabad to Lucknow, with a View of getting a further Sum of Money from her, by feizing 
on her Eunuchs, digging up the Apartments of her Houle at Fyzabad, and putting her own 
Perfon under Rcftraint. This he faid he knew was not an Aft of our Government, but the mere 
Advice of Hyder Beg Cawn, to which the Vizier has been induced to attend. He added, that 
the old Begum had refolvcd rather to put hcrfelf to Death than fubmit to the Difgracc intended 
to be inflifted on her •, that if fuch a Circumftance ftiould happen, there is not a Man in Hin- 
doftan who will attribute the Aft to the Vizier, but every one will fix the Odium on the Englilh, 
who might cafily, by the Influence they fo largely exercife in their own Concerns there, nave 
prevented fuch unnatural Conduft in the Vizier.— He therefore called on me, as the Englifti Re- 
prefentative in this Quarter, to inform you of this, that you may prevent a Step which will de- 
ftroy all Confidence in the Englilh Nation throughout Hindoftan, and excite the bittcreft Rcfent- 
ment in all thofe who by Blood are connefted with the Houfc of Sufdar Jung. He concluded 
by faying, that “ if the Vizier fo little regarded his Family and perfonal Honour, or his natural 
Duty, as to wilh to difgracc his Father’s Mother for a Sum of Money, let him plunder her of 
“ all (he has, but let him fend her fafe up to Delhi or Agra, and, poor as I am, I will furnilh a 
** Subfiftcncc for her, which ftic fliall poflefs with Safety and Honour, though it cannot be adc- 
quatc to her Rank." 

This, Sir, is a moft exaft Detail of the Converfation, as far as related to that Affair, on the 
Part of Mirza Shuffee Cawn j on my Part I could only fay, that I imagined the Affair was mif- 
reprefented, and that I (hould write as he requefted. Let me therefore requeft that you will 
enable me to anfwer in a more effeftual Manner any further Qucllions on this Subjeft. 

As Mirza Shuffcc’s Grandfather was Brother to Sufdar Jung, there can be no Doubt of what 
his Declaration means i and if this Meafurc of diftrefling the old Begum (hould be perfifted in, 
] (hould not, from the State of Affairs, and the Charafter of Amir ul Omrah, be furprifed at 
fome immediate and violent Refolution being adopted by him.

Extract of a Coiifulcation of the 8tli November 1775. 

At a Council i Prefent, 

The Honourable Warren Haftings, Governor General, Prefident. 

Lieutenant General John Clavering. 

The Honourable George Monfon. 

Philip Francis, Efq. 

Received the following Letter from Mr. Briftow. 

To the Honourable Warren Haftings Efq. Governor General, and the Members of the Honour- 
able Supreme Council at Fort William. 

Honourable Sir and Sirs, 

I had the Honour to write lift on the 6th Inftant. 

The Honourable Board are already fully convinced of the diftrafted State of the Nabob’s 
Government, in the guaranteed Provinces; though the Brigade is upon the Spot, yet he is ex- 
ceedingly ill obeyed, and in many Parts his I'roops have been defeated, and only Seven or 
'SlcInO/ig. Eight Days * he was obliged to difpatch vSix Battalions to reinforce thofe on Command. 

A great Parc of this Country is poffefled by Zemindars, who having held their Lands in 
their Families for a long Period of Time, fupporc a perfonal Influence with their Reiats, and 
can at all Times induce them to refift the Aumils. The Zemindars ever evade the Payment 
of their Rents, frequently from a Spirit of Litigioufnefs alone, and as frequently from the De- 
mands ot the Aumils exceeding the eftabliflied Cuftoni. — Military Men arc generally appointed 
• to this Station. They have been accuftomed to cxercife alinoll unlimited Authority ; tor if the 
late Vizier obtained the Money he little regarded the Means, and when Balances acciued he 
compelled the Aumils to make good the Sums out of their private Fortunes, imagining that 
they muft have embezzled the Deficiency or caufed it by their Negligence. This was the 
Confequence of OpprefTions, for the Complaints of the People were only a Pretence tor him 
to make Kxaflions from the Aumils; and the Man, who, but a Month ago, refunded the 
Fruits of his Extortions, was frequently cntrulled with the Management of an extenfive De- 
partment. 

We may judge from what is above recited, that neither the Aumils nor the People will ever 
pay their Rents regularly, but when compelled; and without the Nabob is punftual in dL*m.iml- 
ing them, numbcrlefs Evafions will be made. This indeed is the Cafe, for he himfdf confefied 
to me that inftead of Twenty Lacks, which ought to have been collefted on the new Year, he 
had received hardly Ten. He faid it was much owing to the Drought, though 1 believe we 
may impute the principal Caufes to be the Want of Vigour and Regularity on his Pait in not 
obliging his Aumils to the Difehargeof their Duty, for at this early Period the Dearnefs cannot 
well be materially felt. At all Events I fear what has pafted cannot be retrieved for the Sea- 
fon, for the Colleftions once fiiffered to clapfe without enforcing Payment, the Balances are 
rarely recovered, and if at all, with the grcatelt Difficulty. 

To add to this unfortunate Circumftance, the Nabob has not yet been able to procure any 
Money from the Begum. 

(a) [Immediately on his Return from Fyzabad he dated hisDiftrefles to me, and begged of me to 
ufe my Endeavours to perfuade the Begum to affift him. 1 wiftied to have declined complying 
with his Excellency’s Requeft, efpccially after he had indireftly objefted to my having any Corre- 
^ fpondence with her; but being fenfiblc of bis Neccffitics, I confenced, upon the Condition of his 
♦ SlcinOflg. not expefling of * me to ule violent Meafures. I accordingly went to Fyzabad, and explained 
particularly in Writing to the Begum, how iinpoffible it was for the Nabob to conduft his Go-

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vernmcnt without her Affiftance*, and likewiTe iofinuated to her f!v’ could nor c mpl I'n nl 
him, for he had granted her an additional Jaghyr of Four Lacks a Year for the Sums he h.id al- 
ready borrowed of her, and treated her \\lch great Refped. I further mfinmued U) lier, iliat 
the Trcafurcs (he pofTefied were the Trcafurcs of the State, as flic had not lucccecicdi to tliem by 
’any legal Right, and they had been hoardcii up to provide againfl an Emerginty : 'I'hattha 
Emergency was arrived*, and I recommended it to her to fparc his Excellency the Sum ot I'll'iy 
Lacks as a Donation : If this did not pleafc her, to let the Treaibrc be divided accordin'^ to the 
Laws of the Koran, or die grant him a Loan, and that 1 could engage for iIjo Repaynunf c/f ir. 

After much Perfiiafion the Begum agreed to pay the Nabob Twelve Lack?, ai?d [hi; lli- de- 
clared was wholly to oblige me, and upon the Conditions of the Company’s being to iLcme her 
the Poflrdfion of her Jaghyrs for Life; and tiiar the Nabob fliould not interfere with her upon 
any Account. 1 excufed myldf, bccaufe of the InfigniBcancy of the Sum, but ollcied to com- 
ply with her Terms in cafe of her granting Eifty l.acks. This 1 had Authority tor from the 
Nabob, who, on dehring me to undertake the Negociation, re[)eatedly and eirneiUy expieiied 
his Ddire not to ufe any Violence ; and in older to prove it, he faid he would fubmit to the Com- 
pany’s being Mediators of all Differences between him and the Begum. But it was haid, when 
reduced to luch Diftrels, that his Mother fhould ufelefsly keep up inimcnfe Trealuies. 

On my Return lus bxcdlency approved of my Condufr, and defired of me to write to the 
Begum veiy fully, again explaining his Situation to her*, that I had interfered merely to preveni 
any Difllrenccs or Doubts lubfilling between them, which I thought the Part of a mutual Eiicml. 

'Ehat 4 had always difluaded the Nabob from violent Mcaiuies, and would continue my h'n- 
dcav'ours; but the Point in queftion was a domeftic Matter, in which 1 could not infiil on lii^ 
LxcellciKy’s following my Advice. 

'Ehc Begum, in her Anfwcr, complained much of the Adminiflration of A flairs, and told 
me, in plain Terms, that what (he would do fliould be for the fake of the Englifli, and, as for 
the Nabob, (he would not advance him a fingle Rupee upon his Word i but fooncrthiow hci 
Jewels and Money into the River. On my prefenting the Letter to his Excellency, he again 
liefired of me to to Fyzabad, and as there were great Doubts entertained of the Eunuch em* 
ployed hetw'een the Begum and me not having explained my Reprelentations fully to l.er, but 
concealed fuch Part as did not conform to his Viev/sj the Nabob ordered Sellar Jung and Bui- 
fant Ally Cawn to go to Eyzabad allb, and follow Miirtehzeh Cawn’s and my Adviie in inakiip; 
any additional Kejirclentations which might be found neceffary. It is generally believed the 
Berum has Poor Crores in her Poffeffion •, but 1 fancy I may venture to fay Ihe has One Crore and 
Seventy Lacks.— Confidcring this iinmenlc Sum, I hope, now we ate all here, and when Cireiiin- 
llances arc impartially iUted, that flie will yield to our Periuafions.J

(a)\\ have already fully explained to the Honourable Board the Parc I took in the Ne- 
gociation between the Nabob and the Begum. My Reprefentations fince my Arrival this laft 
Time have tended to prove to her Excellency, that the Nabob’s Situation was defperate ; and (he 
might have determined on what ra(h Refolutions (he pleafed in her own Mind, (till it was now a 
^cllion, whether the Nabob (hould feizc his Right, or fuffer a Lack of Souls to perilh, and the 
Sovereignty of thefe Soubahs, now in the Fourth Generation, to be transferred to another F’amily ? 

I afterwards ufed many mild Arguments. I alfo met Sellar Jung, Myrza Ally, and Murtchzeh

Cawn, 
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Cawn, and wc confulted together; and after many Meflages to the Begum, and many AItema> 
fives propoieii by both I’ariies, 1 hirty Lacies were confented to, I am fure I could have obtained 
Fifty, the Sum 1 afkcd, if Munchzch Cawn had not been impatient to return, and unguardedly 
inenrioned, tiiat the Nabob would be fatisfied with Thirty. When I preffed him to adhere to our 
lirlt Requelt, he feemed to be apprehcnfive of the Begutu’s Temper hurrying her into feme violent 
Adf, dilgraceful to the Nabob’s Government; and as the bare Probability of forcing her to Ex- 
tremities was enough to determine me from alking ever fo fmall a Sum, I at once gave up the 
Point. 

The Beinim not only grants the Nabob this Sum, but gives up to him Twenty-fix Lacks, 
for the Repayment of which ftle had Security in Land. In lieu of this, (he afked^ of the Nabob 
never to interfere with her again, upon any Pretence whatfoever ; and for her entire Satisfadlion, 
flte infiatd on having the Company the Guarantees of a Treaty to be entered into betwixt her .and 
the Nabob, and tliat I likcwifc (hould execute another diredlly with her, on the Part of the Com- 
pany ; with which having complied, I have the Honour to inclofe Copies of both Treaties, N' i 
and 2, 

1 now fubmit my Condudt in this Negociation to the Confidcration of the Honourable Board. 
It is Neceflity alone which has obliged m^to aft the Part I have done; for without the Company 
as Guarantees of the Treaty, the Begum would not have given a finglc Cowry. The Nabob 
wholly of himfclf afked me to interfere, contrary to my Inclination ; and I therefore hope the 
Ilonouiable Hoard will approve of my Conduft, cfpecially as it was the only Means of realizing 
a confuierable Sum at this Junfture. Half of the Money procured from the Begum is to be paid 
to the Company ; which, with Five Lacks now receiving, making all together Twenty Lacks, is a 
con fidei able Sum in the prefent State of the Nabob’s Affairs. 

1 have written Powers, and the Teftimony of the Perfons concerned in this Negociation, of my 
having; had the Nabob’s Sandtion: However, 1 think it neceffary to provide againft any future 
Doubts, and (hall therefore forward the Honourable Board a Treaty on the Part of the Nabob with 
tlie Company, acceding to the Terms with the Begum, which the Minilfer promifes to get executed 
with all Expedition. The Begum having at firlt inierted the Word “ Heirs,” we had very near 
broke off the Negociation ; for I pofitivcly refufed, and told her Excellency, the Company were 
in Alliance with the Nabob AufTuf ul Dowla alone, and during his Life knew of no Heirs, or any 
other Sovereign in this Country.

I Afoph ul Dowlah Bahadre engage and give this written Agreement, viz. 

I have now taken from my Mother 30 Lacks of Rupees on Account of the prefent, and 26 
Lacks on Account of former Debts, in Specie, Goods, Jewels, Elephants, Camels, &c. from the 
Patrimony of my Father, and have no further Claim on her. Having received this through the 
Engliih Chiefs, I renounce all further Demands on her. I alfo engage that I will never moled: 
my Mother in the Enjoyment of the Jaghiers, Gunges, Culladarrics, Gardens, or the Mints of 
Oude, Fyzabad, &c. conferred on her by the late blclTed Nabob, but will leave her in the full 
Poflcliionof them, during her Lifetime. — As long as my Mother lives, I will give her no Trouble 
on account of them.— Sh^c (hall collcft whatever appears to be due from the Taid Jaghiers, by her 
own People ; I will not obltroft it. 

When my Mother goes on her Pilgrimage (he is at Liberty to leave the Jagheers, &c. under 
the Charge of whomfoever (he plcafcs. — It is entirely at her Option : I will not oppofe it. 

Whether (herefulcs here or goes on her Pilgrimage, the Jagheers, &c. (hall remain in her Pof- 
fellion ; and no Perfon (hall on any Occafion obftruft or moleft her therein. To whomfoever my 
Mother (hall give Charge of the Jagheirs, &c. 1 will on every Occafion proteft and aflill him ; 
and when (he goes on her Pilgrimage (he is at Liberty to take with her fuch of her Slaves, Women, 
and Goods as me thinks proper ; I will not moleft her; nor will 1 give any Trouble to Johur Ally 
Khawn, Bahadre Aliy Khawn, Nuhaut Ally Khawn, Shegoon Ally Khawn, or to the Taveldar- 
ries, by any Demand on them. My Mother is at Liberty to aft as (he pleaies therein ; (be is the 
Miftrefs. For the Obfcrvanceof thefe Articles I give God and his Prophet, the Twelve Imaums, 
the Fourteen MaulTooms, and the Engliih Chiefs are joined in this Engagement. Further I will 
not in future demand any Loan from my Mother. 1 have no Claim on her ; nor will 1 ever de- 
viate from this Engagement. Should I aft contrary thereto, it may be fuppofed that I am eftranged 
from the Engliih Chiefs and the Company .— 1 have accordingly given this as a Coulnam^ to re- 
main as a Voucher.

Extrad of a Letter from the Governor General and Council, to the Court of Diredlors ; dated 

Fort William, 20th November 1775. 

Par. 8. \\7 E informed you in our Letter of the 3d Auguft, that we had rejefted the Propofal 
of Mr Briftow to take Affignments from the Nabob on certain Diftrids for the 
Payment of the Subfidy to the Brigade. Whilft there remained the leaft Probability of obtaining 
ready Money we thought it to be preferred to the precarious Receipts of Money, arifing from the 
Revenues of Lands -, but when we perceived the diftrefled State of the Nabob’s Finances, and 
that there could be no other Means of fccuring a Fund for the Brigade, we authorifed Mr, Briftow 
to accept them on Lands contiguous to the Situation of the Brigade, or to Chunar but to be 
particular in his Choice of them, and to take care to free them from prior Mortgages. We 
arc informed that he had received Tuncaws on Diftrifts valued at 30 Lacks per Annum, the 
Aumils of which were ordered to account for the Rents only to the Company; but underftanding 
the Colleftions would fall confiderably fliort of that Amount, he has obtained a further Afligii- 
ment to the Value of about 15 Lacks. Wc exped from him foon a particular Account of the 
Situation and net Amount of the Colledions on thofe Lands. 

[ {a) 9. The Nabob’s Mother, Buboo * Begum, retaining Polleflion of all the late 
•Sic In Grig. Vizier’s Treafure, to a very confiderable Amount, the Nabob, when he found all his other 
Means were cxliaufted, had recourfe to her for a pecuniary Aid, but Ihe was immoveable on his 
firft Applications; he at length found it nccellary to prefs Mr. Briftow to ufe the Influence of 
his Mediation, which, after fome Solicitation, he complied with. By the AflTiftance of many of 
the Nabob’s Friends, and the moft earned Entreaties to the Begum, they prevailed on her to give 
. the Nabob Thirty Lacks in ready Money, and a Releafe for a Sum of Twenty-fix Lacks, which flie 
had formerly lent him ; but her Conditions were pofuive, that he (houkl enter into a Treaty 
with her, under the Ratification of the Company, never to moled her more with Demands for 
Money, as flic would not grant the prefenc Reliel on any other Terms. The Nabob figncd the 
'I'reacy, and Mr, Briflow ratified it : Which Ratification, as the Urgency of the Cafe rendered 
neceflliry, we have approved. The Company were to receive Fifteen Lacks of this Sum, which, 
together with Five Lacks before in Courfe of Payment, wc exped Mr. Briftow will fliortly dif- 
pateli CO ns ] With the remaining Fifteen Lacks obtained from the Begum, and fome fmall Collec-,^;:^ 
tions made from the Country, we juft learn that the Nabob has for the prefent fatisfied his Troops ; 
but when thefe temporary Supplies are expended it is hard to fay how far their refradory Spirit 
may carry them, as they had even got to fuch a Height of Difobedience as to form Schemes for 
feizing the Nabob’s Ferfon. We hope, therefore, no Time will be loft in adopting fome eff'eftual 
Meafurcs for iecuring his Colledions and extricating him from the Scene of Confufion and Dif- 
tielb in which he is now involved, and we wait with great Impatience for a Copy of thofe Regu- 
lations mentioned by Mr. Briftow.

Extract of a Letter from Mr. Briftow to Mr. Haftings and Council, &c. 

To the Honourable Warren Haftings Governor General, and Council, &c. 
Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

^HE repeated Applications I receive from the Begum, of the Ill-Treatment ftae meets with, 
induce me to trouble the Honourable Board on this very difagrecable Subjed:. I hnd all my 
Endeavours to reconcile her and the Nabob in vain but as the Fads have happened, ib lhall 1 
ftate them and intreat the particular Inftrudions of the Honourable Board. 

The Heads of the Begum’s Complaints are as follows : 

Article 1 ft. That the Nabob’s Agents at Fyzabad treat her Servants in a Manner unbecomintr 
her Rank and Charadcr, fo that they have not the fame Liberty as the other Inhabitants of the 
Place. 

2d. That Murteza Khan, when at Fyzabad, threatened to prevent her Servants from bring- 
ing the Neceflaries of Life into the Zenana, and did adually, by having a Number of Military 
with him when he waited upon her, terrify her, and fent her a Mellage that he would order Sepoys 
to force Money from her, if Ihc did not willingly give it. 

3d. That the Nabob encourages his Agents to make DilBculties about the Receipt of Goods 
in Part Payment of the flipulateO Sum, by objeding to the Identity of her Property, and claim- 
ing F.ft'eds as his Excellency’s whicli belong to her. 

4th. That in Matters relative to her Treaty with the Nabob, I have not backed her Appli- 
cation in the Style I ought to have done, as the Inducement (he had for llipulating to pay any 
Sum of Money was the Contidence llie placed in the Company’s (niaraiuec of tiie Preaty, and 
the Jurticc ftie expeded to have rendered to her on all Occafions. She therclorc makes the 
Company Principals in the Violences committed againft her. 

Moft of thefe Heads I have already troubled the Honourable Board with in my Addrefs of the 
30th November. 

The Violence complained of in the Firft Article, I really, from the Evidence of any Indivi- 
duals I ever met with, do not underftand to have been committed j 1 before informed the Ho- 
nourable Board that I obtained pofitivc Orders from the Nabob not to have any Difrefped ftiewn 
to the Begum or her Servants, and indeed it is improbable any Thing of the Kind could have 
happened, for Myrfa Ally Cawn and Sellar Jung her Brothers, were both at Fyzabail a long 
Time after Murteza Cawn and I left it, and were the Governors of the Town. They arc under 
many Obligations to the Begum, and pay more Attention to her than to the Nabob himicif. 
Sellar Jung in particular always backed her Aflertions relative to her Poverty, and was even with 
Difficulty perfuaded to undertake the Negotiation, and throughout the whole of it did not pro- 
mote the Nabob’s Intcrefts fo much as he might have donej he joined the Nabob (ince we left 
Lucknow, but Mirza Ally ftill remains with the Charge of Fyzabad. In making this Com- 
plaint, the Begum forgets the improper Conduft of her own Servants, who have iiitlieito pre- 
ferved a total Independence of the Nabob’s Authority, beat the Officers of his Government, 
and refufed Obedience to his Perwannahs. 

I humbly conceive the 2d Article to be erroneous alfo; for on the Firft Vifit to the Begum, 
Mirza Ally, Sellar Jung, Murteza Cawn, and I, went together; Sellar Jung had Two Companies j 
of Sepoys as his Guard, being the Number he generally appears abroad with, and for the Kea- i 
fons given in my Firft: Aniwer, he could hardly be lulpcdlcd of agreeing to any violent Mealurcs. 

Murteza Cawn had perhaps Twenty Troopers and fome orderly Sepoys, but 111 (/t!ier Kelpeifs 
he did not go with Flalf his ufual Retinue. 'I'hc Begum’s Eunuchs did iiidullrioufly fpreacl 
Reports of Murteza Cawn’s ill Intentions to break into the Zenana and feize all the Flleds and 
Money that could be found ; on the other hand Murteza Cawn pretended to be afraid of

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Attempts on his Life, and kept a Body of Sepoys conftantly under Arms at his Houfe. I con-» 
fidered the Reports fpread by both Parlies, intended to ferve the Purpofe of diferediting each 
other’s as much as poflible, and which 1 did not believe to have any Foundation in Truth. 

Murteza Cawn, when he went from Myndigaut to Fyzabad in April laft, was faid to have fent 
a hir(h Meffage to the Begum-, but this Inftance being previous to the Solicitation for the Eng- 
lifii to interfere, of courfc no Blame, I humbly conceive, could fall on me for any Tranfaftions at 
that Period. When I was at Fyzabad, 1 am perfuaded none but refpedful Language was ufed 
to the Begun? *, dTie Thing only that 1 remember could be taken amifs, and that was my telling 
her, that unlcfs flie paid the Money the Treaty became null. Whether fuch a Hint was ncccl- 
fary, 1 fubmit to the Confideraiion of the Honourable Board *, for the Eunuchs praftifed every 
Art to delay the Payment, protefting in pofitive Terms that the Begum had neither Money nor 
Lffefts, though, upon my one Day reprefenting to her that I (hould immediately leave Fyzabad 
unlels the Conditions were fulfilled on her Part, fhe found Means to fend Six Lacks in Specie in 
Icfs than Three Hours after; and it was hardly a Month before that (he alTcrted her Inability to 
pay a finale Rupee. The Copy of the Begum’s Letter to me making this Aflertion I troubled 
the Honourable Board with in my Addrefs of the 9th September laft. 

The Third Complaint I am perfuaded is partly erroneous, from the Begum’s claiming every 
Article of the late Vizier’s Property, even to his Military Stores, 

'i'he Nabob woukl be very glad to receive any Thing, but the Appraifer appointed by the mu- 
tual Conlent of both Parties, remains at Fyzabad without having any Goods offered him, but 
fuch as are already in the Poffcffion of the Nabob’s own Officers. 

I iinderftand the late Vizier dcpoficed the Surplus of his Revenues with the Begum; and hav- 
ing died Inteftatc (or at leaft a Will was never produced, though one is faid to be fecrcted by the 
Begum), it left a Door open to the Difputcs which have happened ; for, according to the Koran, 
and the Ufages of the Country, the Nabob could claim an infinitely greater Share than he has 
got. It is beyond a Doubt that (he has Money; for her principal Eunuch brought me a Mef- 
fage one Day, not as a Matter of any Secrecy or Confidence, that the Wealth the late Vizier had 
amaffed was intended to fupply an Emergency. I anfwered, the Nabob could not well want it 
at a greater one 5 and preffed her very earncftly to fupply his neceffary Wants. 

That (he has Jaghircs equal to her Rank in every Refpefl', is evident from her own Confef- 
fion to me, in One of her Letters, wherein flie fays her own Charge amounts to 12,000 Rupees 
a Month; and her Income is known to be Seven Lacl:s a Year. If the Complaints contained 
in the Three Firft Articles arc groundlcfs, I humbly conceive the Fourth is not much better 
founded. The Begum can make no great Claim on the Company for ProtecVion, when fhe hcr- 
fclf has infringed the Conditions of the Treaty of which they were Guarantees. Let her pay 
the Nabob the ftipulated Sum, and he not only confents, but is defirous that the IVeaty Qiould 
remain in torce. He has oblcrved that Conduft to the Begum which Nature diftates; and fo 
far Pom hnrlh Lfage, he has on all Occafions treated her with the greateft Delicacy. 

Murteza Cawn is afraid to nfe her ill, for he knows the Influence (he has over the Nabob; 
and befides this, a Contradt of Marriage is to take place between his and Sellar Jung’s Chil- 
dren. 

Hie Begum had great Influence in the late Vizier’s Time. On the Nabob Aufuph ul Dowlah's 
Acceffion, he at once placed the foie Management in the Hands of Murteza Cawn, which dif- 
gufted both her and her Adherents, particularly her Eunuchs, who have their Views in keeping 
the Wealth in the Begum’s Pofleffion. The Principal, Bahar Ally Cawn, enjoys her entire Con- 
fidence ; and how far llie may be better affedled to the Englifli than the Nabob, I leave to the 
Confidcr.ition of the Honourable Board from the following Faff : — On the Conclufion of the 
Treaty between the Company and the Nabob, the Begum blamed his Excellency very highly, 
and infilled on his not ceding Benares, offering of hcrfclf a Sum of Money in heu of it. The 
Pfopolal was afterwards made to me by the Nabob; but I anfwered, I was not authorized to 
accept an Alternative ; and that if he intended to have me reprelent the Matter to the Honour- 
able Hoard, he ffiould give me his Inftruftions in Writing, and explain his Sentiments himfelf to 
the Ciovernor General — which he did not do. 

As the Begum’s Sentiments, at theprefent Junflure, will be beft explained in her own Words, 
1 trouble the Honourable Board with a Copy of the laft Letter I received from her, as alfo my 
Anfwer to it.

1 have been honoured with your friendly Letter, accompanying an Inventory of Bullocks, &c. 
with their Prices, and underftand the Contents. The Nabob conients to take the Riuhs, Bul- 
locks, Elephants, and Camels, at their real Value. I reprefented to the Nabob, and Mokter ul 
Dowlah, what you wrote me concerning the Broad Cloth, at the Price of 4 Cacks of Rupees. * 
The Nabob replied, I have not received the Broad Cloth and Linens; fuch of thole y\iricljsa3 
were out, her Highnels carried within the Mohal. As the Nabob is dcfirous of paying your 
llighnels the greateft Refpeft, and has agreed to take the Broad Cloth and Linens ; if your High- 
nefs will deliver them, and let them be appraifed by a creditable Ameen ; Auka fJccin has been 
here a long Time in Expedation of lucli Employ, Your Attendants, who related to you the 

[ E ] Circumllance 
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Circumftancc concerning the flopping your Provifions, were undoubtedly the Inventors of it 
thcnifelvcs i it never proceeded from the Nabob, for he never afted in this Manner, and it is 
contrary to the Difpofition, as well as to the Inclination, of the Nabob Azoph ul Dowlah. Some 
evil dilpofed and malicious Perfons have mifreprefented Matters to your Highnefs, and fown the 
Seeds of Diflenfion. It is incumbent on your Highnefs to give no Heed to the Reprefentations 
of infidious Men, but to regard the Advice of well-dirpofed Perfons, and fettle this Affair on an 
eligible Footing. With regard to what you write me, concerning the Compenfation for the 
llouie at Garukppre, I fliall undoubtedly take the ncccflary Meafurcs in this Affair, if you com- 
ply with the Terms of the Coulnama, It would not be proper or becoming, that your Highnefs 
fliould not give your Affenc to my Reprefentations, as, by denying it, Difgrace is brought on the 
Knglifli Chiefs. I have therefore given a full and particular Account of every Tranfaftion to 
the Governor and Council, and whatever Direftions I may receive from them, I (hall carry into 
Fx«*cution. With refpeft to your Highnefs’s Jaghiers, the Nabob agrees to one Method, which 
is, iliat you give them up entirely, and inftead thereof, receive a Monthly Stipend, through the 
Channel of any Perfon you chule to fix on; for the Nabob obferved to me, that Two Rulers 
were too much for one Country. By this Propofal, the Nabob is defiroiis of promoting 
your HighiuTs's Qiiiet, 'Franquillity, and SaiisfaAion. The Nabob fays, that in this Cafe, you 
will have no Vexation, and will conllantly receive your Stipend without Trouble.

Briftovv, commanding him to remonllrate to the Nabob againll the Seizure of the Goods as his 
own original Pioperty, which he received from his Mother in Payment of the hleven Lacks llipu- 
lated to be fo made; to infift on the Nabob’s receiving them in Payment; ami that he either 
admit of the Valuation which (he has put upon them, or that he allow them to be apprailed by 
Pcrlons appointed for that Purpofe by both Parties. And that Mr. Bnllow be further ordered to 
requeft, and, if neceffary, to infift, in the Name of this Government, that the Nabob do grant Per- 
miffion to the Beghum to repair to, and lefidc within, any Parc which ihe may chule of the Com- 
pany’s Territories.

In confcqucnce of the Information I gave the Honourable Board, I attended his Excellency to 
this Place, to obtain Payment of the Money due from the Begum, and a final Adjuftment of her 
Accounts. The Vizier claimed Nine Lacks Sixty-three thoufand Nine hundred and Sixty-fix 
Rupees -, but the Begum admitted only of Three Lacks Sixty-fix thoufand Six hundred and 
Seventy-fix Rupees, Seven Annas, and Nine Pies •, the Particulars of which arc explained in 
the cnclofed Account (N* i.). Neither Party would at firft relinquilh their Claim, and I ap- 
prehended a Settlement would not have been efFedledj but his Excellency, after Two or Three 
Interviews with the Begum, (hewed a great Inclination to come to an Adjuftment upon 
almoft any Terms ; and I, the Day before Yefterday, attended him to her Palace, when he 
agreed to take the fpecific Sum of Five Lacks. He fet off immediately after for Lucknow, and 
left with me an Acquittance, of which the enclofed is a Copy (N“ 2.). On the Vizier's 
Departure, the Begum objedted to the Payment of the whole in Money, and wanted me to 
accept three Lacks in Goods, which I declined ; and informed her, if it was not perfedtly agree- 
able to her to comply with the Vizier’s Draft, I (hould not uige her to it, contrary to her Incli- 
nation. She afterwards gave up the Point of the Goods, upon Condition that (he had Time granted 
her to provide the Money in.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

IT is with much Concern I obferve the Want of Dilcipline which ftill reigns in that Parc of the 
Vizir’s Army not under Britilh Officers. Two Battalions marched, a ffiorc Time ago, from 
their Stations to this Place, and demanded their Pay, which if they were not granted, they threat- 
ened to plunder the Town. The Vizir was obliged to comply with their Demand, and when 
he wanted to difmifs them for their mutinous Behaviour, they rcfuled to give up their Arms un- 
lefs his Excellency would promife, through me, not to ufe any Violence towards them. The 
Night of the Mutiny I was fent for at lO o’Clock, by the Vizir, to be the Arbitrator between 
him and the Mutineers, which Office I however unwillingly took upon me, in order to prevent a 
Difturbance at Fyzabad. The Troops have gone to great Extremities, and compelled the Begum 
to pay them a confidcrable Sum of Money. The Particulars of this Difturbance the Honourable 
Board will underftand from her Letters to me on this Subjed, Copies of which 1 have herewith 
the Honour to cnclofc, N® i. The Vizir, the Night before laft, received Intelligence, that after 
,thc Mutineers difpcrfcd, the Begum had thought proper to put her own People into all the • 
Offices in the Town, and difplaccd his ; That (he had confined a Soubadar and fomc Sea- 
poys who were Guards on the Store Houfes, feized the Gates, and publiflied to the World 
that (he had bought the Town for the Money the Troops had exaded from her. 1 he Vizir was 
extremely mortified at this Intelligence, and fent, at Half paft ii o’Clock at Niglit, to let me 
know, that he had fomc very particular Bufinefs to (peak to me about} and before I could return 
him an Anfwcr to his Mcffagc, he did me the Honor to call on me. He complained hcavjly of

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the Begum’s Behaviour, and declared, that if it was not for the Treaty he had made with her 
through the EngliOi, he would immediately order her two principal Eunuchs to be capitally pu- 
nifheJ. lie at hrft determined to fend the Body Guard to Fyzabad, and retake Poffeffion of the 
Town ; but changed his Mind on my afking him, whether there was a Probability of any further 
Dillurbance ? Me anfwered, theie was not the lead, as the Troops concerned in the Mutiny were 
all difperfed, and another Battalion had been ordered to Fyzabad, which would be arrived there 
by that Time. Afcei^many Propofitions, he at laft refolved on (ending the Miniftcr Huflein Reza 
Cawn, to which I advil'ed him, knowing the Begum was well aifeded towards him, and that he 
would aft with Moderation. The Vizir infifted on my immediately writing her a Letter, that 
f lulfem Reza Cawn might fet oft' with it before Day-break. I inclofe a Copy of it, N* 2. 

I am inftined to think the Begum’s Conduft has been exaggerated, in order to caul'e Ill-will be- 
tween her and his Excellency i but I hope the Honourable Board will approve the Part I was 
obliged to take to moderate Matters.

They are notwithftanding beginning to be riotous; and the two Battalions and Artillery- 
men have 1 ‘worn in a Confederacy together, with a Determination to feizc upon the Amount of 
tlieir Aftlgnments, Confider what Concern thefe Men can have with me. They without any 
Right rnife Dillurbances. It is highly neceflary to confider of fomc Expedient, for they will be 
troublefomc foon. 

Copy of a Letter from the fame to the fame. Dated 1 uh Shawaul (23d November 1776). 

I have before advifed you of the Difturbances which have been raifed by the Sepoys and 
Artillery-men through Sub ul Mahlee. They were aflTembled in a tumultuous Manner at my 
Door, a Day, the Night, and the preceding Day, in a Manner exceeding Defeription. They 
broke open Two Doors, brought their Cannon within, and difregarded every Argument which 
was ufed to diffuadc them from it. They were near coming into the inner Apartment, and 
firing the Cannon, Under fuch a NecefTity I paid them the Sum of 82,669 Rupees, partly from 
the Sum which I intended to apply to the Payment of your Kid, and partly from Money which I 
borrowed, which completes the Amount of the AfTignments. They have received this Money 
To-day, being the 8iii Shawaul, and are gone without the Town, They carried the Cutwaul 
with them, tor the Purpole of delivering to him their Mufkets, Cannon, and Cartouch Boxes. 
The Sepoys abuled all the Sirdars and others, and made a Difturbance to a Degree which cannot 
be delcribcd. I never before experienced fuch difgraceful Treatment as on the prefent Occafion. 
The Sepoys and Artillcry-men declared, when they received the Amount of the Aftlgnments, 
that they had fold their Cannon Markets to me in Return for that Money. The Cutwaul is gone 
with them to receive their Guns; but I have been informed that they refufe to deliver them up, 
Holais Roy your Mutfeddy was prefent at my Door when this Difturbance happened. I had 
before written to my Brother Muktar ul Dowla, defiring that he would prevent the ftationing 
Sepoys round my Houle; but no one attended to mc; but Affairs have fince arrived at this 
Crifis : The Sepoys have deferted from the Fort and Town, in which I have Rationed Men of 
my own. Grant them AfTignments on Almaus Ally Khan, and let no one be admitted into the 
Fort, or the fame Kind of Difturbance will recur; the Apprehenfion of which induces mc to 
requelt that you will lend Guards for the Proteftion of my Houfe. If 1 had been furniftied with 
Guards, the Difturbances would not have happened, 1 have written a very particular Account 
of what has pafied. Round the Fort of Fyzeabad there is a fine open Country, but the Fortifi- 
g cations are in Ruin, and there are many Avenues into the Fort. I write this for your In» 
• formation. 

Mr. Briftow’s Anfwcr to the Bhegum. 

I am very much concerned to hear of the Difturbances of the Sepoys and young Moguls who 
were Rationed at Fyzeabad, 1 have been informed by his Excellency the Nabob that Juakcr 
Ally Khan has placed the Fougedar, who was Rationed in the fmall outer Apartment, in the 
Guard. I am allured that you have confidcrately ordered this Mcafurc for the Security of the 
Property of the Nabob, which is in faft as your own. His Excellency has deputed HoITein

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Reza Khan, who has long borne the moft fteady Attachment, and being devoted to you and the 
Service of you and the Nabob, to fettle the Affairs of Fyzabad that he may dil'pofe every Matter 
fo judicioufly as to prevent any of the Sepoys or Military from raifing Dlfturbances in future, and 
fecurc you againft any vexatious Treatment. The Nabob is willing from his Heart to repay to 
you the Sum of 70,000 Rupees, which you have paid from your own Ca(h to the Sepoys and 
young Moguls.

‘‘ be taken in their Stead. Likewife defining every Information relative to the J igheers.’*) 

“ ( I'he A( count, Particulars of the Jagheers, 1 have the Honour to enclofe, with fuch Remarks 
'^and Papers annexed to them, as, 1 hope, will prove fully explanatory on the Points you require 
Information on. I have nothing to add, but that no one has advanced a Claim to an Exemption, 
but thole obferved upon in the Account. The Nabob certainly exerts an abfolute Authority, as to 
the continuing or refuming of every private Jagheer.] 

Immediately after the Arrival of the Board’s abovementioned Orders, I addrefled his Excel- 
lency in thecnclofed Letter marked A, which is a Tranflate, and received an Anfwcr, of which 
I forward Copy of the Perfian and Tranflate B. In confcqoence of his Excellency’s Orders, the 
“ enciofed Abftra( 5 t of the whole Amount of his Finances and Difburlcments was prepared, and 
would have been forwarded to you long ere this; but the Time it has unavoidably taken to 
arrange it for your Inlpeftion will, I hope, prove a fatisfadory Apology for the Delay. Such 
“ Remarks as arc explanatory of the Account I have annexed to it. 

‘‘ It is hardly neceflary to obferve, that the Deduftions allowed on account of the Drought are 
the chief Caufc of the Nabob’s prefent Diftrefs, as will be plainly fecn by the Second Head of 
the Abftraft. 

“ The Board will perceive in my Letter to his Excellency the Vizier, that I have defired he will 
‘‘ prohibit the fcveral Aumils from paying any further Sums to the private Tuncawdars, whofe 
Claims, according to the Abdradt, amount to R* 26,04,671 :<). This Sum, which I regarded 
as the only Source capable of furnilhing new Afllgnments, includes many of the Nabob’s public 
“ Eflablilhments, fome Tuncaws granted for the Pay of his private Debts, and others for the Ar- 
“ rears due to his Servants. The greater Part of this Sum has been paid, and fome Part will un- 
avoidably remain in Balance ; nor do I think, that in cafe a Stop was put to the further Receipts 
of thefe Tuncawdars, tliere would be obtained Three Lacks of Rupees. — In fliort, as I believe 
“ this Account contains a true Keprefentation of the State of the Nabob’s Finances; and as his 
“ private Expenccs are much circumfcribcd, in companion with former Periods, it does not ap* 
pear to me poflible that any further Expeftarions can be anfwcred in the prefent Year. 

“ Having given my Opinion upon the Honourable Board’s Requifuion for further Tunkaw.s, as 
far as I could judge from the Abftraft, and the bed Information 1 could obtain, I beg your In* 
“ dulgcnce while I lay before you the following Obfervations. 

Under the Head of Mootina, or Expenccs of Troops ttationed with the Aumils for the Pur- 
pofe of enforcing the Payment of the Revenues, there appears a Sum of 53 Lacks of Rupees. 
Tho’ from the natural State of this Country, where the Zemindars cake immediate Advantage 
of every Relaxation in the Government, and continually avail thcmfclves of the Removal of 
the Forces from their Diftrifts, by raifing Troops of their own, building Forts, and withholding 
‘‘ their Rents, fuch a Charge is always neceflary, yet the Amount of it here feems very exorbitant ; 
“ and the Purpofe for which thefe Sums arc allowed appears not to be anfwcred, becaufe when- 
ever the Aumils are prefled, they have always Recourlc to the Honourable Company’s Battalions.

You have granted Joydaad or AlTets to the Amount of 
1,06,62,000, from which there arc to be no Deduilions ■, and I now lend you enclofcd an Account 
(which was before fubmitted to you) dating 30,00,188 : 12 in Addition to the above 1,06,62,000, 
amounting in the whole to 1,36,62,188 t 12, which I hope you will be To good as to provide for. 

And if you arc pleafed to releafe any of the Jaghcers, you will grant Tunkaws in the room of 
them, upon other Lands. I therefore requeft of you that you will' be pleafed to ilFue Orders upon 
your fcveral Aumils, that they lhall pay no I’uncaws whatever of private Tunkawdars, in order 
that the Amount which was to have been received by them be brought to the Account of the 
Honourable Company, to whom 1 dcfire additional Aflignments may be granted.

I have received your Letter.— You write, that you informed the Council, in the Month of 
•SicInOflg. Maug, that 1 had not * Sources in my Country, and my Expcnccs were very great j and that you 
have received an Anfwer from the Council, that whatever Balance was due at the End of the 
Year, I (hould pay •, and that the Sum 1,06,62,000 Rupees, which were granted as Affets, Ihould 
fuffer no Diminution 5 nor will the Gentlemen of the Council allow One Rupee ; but that, agree- 
able to the Account Particulars, the Balance of 1,36,62,188 : 12 mull be affigned. ’ ^ 

1 have in no Refped failed in my Compliance with the Pleafure of the Council, or my 
Fricndlhip for the Company, as far as I have had Ability. And I have acquainted you very 
fully with the State of my Country, and the Sources of the Revenue : And 1 have even put a ftop 
to the Expellees of my Table, and the Animals which I ought to keep j and the Jagheers of my 
Servants and Attendants-, and there are AlTets of 98,98,375. After this, 1 wrote the Jagheers 
of my Giandmothcr and my Mother, and of the Nabob Sallar Jung, and of my Fam'ily, and 
the Sons of my Uncle Mirza Alla Khan, which were granted them for their Livelihood ; and 
they amounted to the Sum of 7,63,625 Rupees. By this Means has the Bufinefs been done. ’ But 
they all polTefs Engagements.

Now that the Council have, upon 
fuch a Reprefentation of my Diftrefs, written, that there lhall not be Icfs Aflignments than 
1,06,62,000 Rupees, and that the Balance of 1,36,62,188 muft be given, I am acquainted with 
the Particulars of the 1,36,6?, 188. If the Gentlemen of the Council, or you. Sir, will inform 
yourfelves from the Accounts, you will find, it is not to be obtained. Whatever, in Juftice, can 
be obtained from the Accounts, have been granted ; but at this Time Aflignments are de- 
manded of me. The Bufinefs of the World is eafy, and pafles away j and the Gentlemen of the 
Council fliould, in every Thing that is juft, be my Guardians and my Friends.

He has pofiiivcly refufed to come to any immediate 
Determination upon any one of the Icveral Points I have iubmitted to him •, anlwering me only in 
general Terms, that it is his Intention to vific Fayzabad on his Return from his Hunting Party, 
when he will requeft my perfonal Affillance in accommodating all Mattel s of Difputc between him 
and the Begums. In the mean Time, he intreats me to take every Means in my Power to prevail 
upon the old Begum to fufpend the Execution of her Purpofe, until he (ball have had an Interview 
with her I and to accomplilh this Objeft, he even authonfes me to make her fuch Alfuranccs on #s;cinOfi 
his and my own Behalf, and • in my Judgment (hall feem reafonable and jull. 

It is nccdlcfs for me to remark upon the Ambiguity of this Reply, or the indefinite Terms 
in which his Authorby to me is conceived. The Begum’s Requifitions were laid before him in tlie 
Form 1 received them, clearly and fpecifically noticed ^ (6 that it required only that he flmuld 
have given me his Sentiments upon them, and have informed me how far he wiflicd me to engage 
his Compliance i but inftcad of this, he contents himfclf with defiring me to uie every concili- 
ating Argument lean with the Begum, to diflTuadc her from her Purpofe, while he denies me the 
only Means by which he knew it could be effefted, and by his Condud, in fad, (Ircngthcns and 
confirms her Refolution. I have acquainted the Begum with the SublUncc of the Nabob’s Reply 
to my Letters, which (he is by no means I'atisficd with*, and, indeed, I am myfclf convinced 
there is very little Faith to be placed on the foregoing Aflurance *, but (he has, at my carneft 
Requeft, and from a firm Reliance on the Jufticc and Equity of the Honourable Board, con* 
fented to fufpend her Journey until I may be favoured with your Sentiments and Oecifion upon 
this Reference, which I hope to be indulged with as foon as pufbble, as any confideraMe Delay 
might perhaps raife Doubts in the Begum’s Breaft as to the Part the Honourable Board would 
take in her Affairs, and induce her, at all Events, to take her Departure before your Dccifion 
reaches me.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

I had the Pleafure to addrefs yog Yefterday ; and having clofcd the Subje<ft of the old Begum’s 3dFeb.i773. 
Complaints and Requifitions, it is ncccflTary I fhould now trouble you with thofc of the Bow Be- 
gum, who has, through me, demanded the Proteftion of our Government, and its Influence to 
reftore and confirm her Rights. 

On my Arrival here, (he addreffed a long Letter to me on the Subjeft of her Aflairs, covering 
the original Treaty which had been entered into between her and the Nabob, and guaranteed by 
my Prcdcccffor on the Part of the Honourable Company j Copies of all which 1 have now the 
Honour to lay before vou, together with a particular Account of the Begum's fcvcral Claims and 
Requifitions, with my own Obfervations on each Article. 

As mod of thefc Claims are cxprcfsly admitted in the Treaty, and guaranteed by the Rc- 
fidenc, I apprehend by public Authority, I did not fuppofc the Nabob would have hcfitated to 
comply with them : I therefore thought it unncccffary to take up the Attention of the Ho- 
nourable Board with a Matter which had before been fo particularly difeuffed and fettled, and 
which, after fuch folemn Engagements on the Part of the Nabob, they would hardly exped could 
It thit Time become a Subjedt of Difpute. Flis Excellency has, however, declined Compliance 
with them.]

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I have on all Occafions as much as poflTible avoided troublin,^ the [lonourable Boa^d with any 
Matters which reflcdl upon the Condudl or Ciovcrnmcnt of the Nabob, wifliin^j; rather to check 
and obviate Abufes, by friendly Admonitions and Rcmonflranccs to his E xcellency himfeU, than 
to corrcdl them by an Appeal to your Authority *, but fuch is his Excellency’s Dilpofuion, and lo 
entirely has he lofl the Confidence and Aftc£lions of his SubjetSs, that unKls Ibme Rcrtraint is 
impofed upon him, which would cffctftually fccurc ihofc who arc living under ihe l^rotcdion of 
his Government from Violence and Opprclfion, I am but too well convinced, that no Man of Re- 
putation or Property will long continue in iheic Provinces. Out of many of the Nab )t)’s Adbs, 
which have caufectfuch a total DdaU'ection and Want of Confidence amongfl' Ids Subjeds, I (hall 
take the Liberty to trouble the Honourable Board with One which I have laicly been a reludlant 
Witnefs to. 

The Nabob Shelr Jung, whofe Death happened in the Njb(»b’h Camp a fliort Time ago, was a 
Man nearly related to this Family, and who, in the Lifetime of the late Nabob Shujah-uLDowlah> 
had fuitablc Alluwanccs made him for the Support of his Rank, and the Dignity of his Family^ 
and which be enjoyed, without Interruption, until the AccclLcn of the prefent Nabob to the 
Muihud, who thought proper to refume them. Since that l itr.e, until the Period of his Death, 
this old Gentleman had no Means left of fupporting hinilelf, his Offspring and Dependants, buc 
from Ills private Fortune ; nor had his Children any Prolpeds or Hopes, hut from being per- 
mitted to inherit fuch Property as their Father might die poficlfed of : I hefe, however, were 
Confidcrations which had not the finalleft Weight with the Nabob j for immediately upon the 
Demifc of Sheir Jung, he himfclf fent Peo[de to feize the Tents and Ffleds of the deccafed in 
Camp, not even leaving his Friends the Means of carrying the Body to Lucknow, and difpatched 
his mod pofitivc Orders to the Minifter to do the fame with the Effeds of the deccafed wherever 
they might be found. 

As foon as I was Informed of thefc Proceedings, I took the Liberty of remonflrating to him 
againfi: a Meaiure which appeared to me unnatural and tyrannical to a Degree, and no Ids alarm- 
ing to Ids Subjeds in general. In Anfwer to which he was pleafed to fay, it was a Matter which 
did not in any refped concern me, ami that he alone was the Mailer in this Bufinefs^ but that for 
my Satisfadion he would for the prefent fuf|xrnd the Execution of his Orders, and poilpone 
finally determining upon the Difpofition of the dcceafcd’s Effeds until his Return to Lucknow, 
when he would confult with me upon the Subjed, and aft agreeable to my Advice on the Occa- 
fion. Notwithftanding thefe Affuiariccs, the Nabob has privately written to the Minifter, ordering 
him, in peremptory Language, immediately to feize all the Houfes, Effeds, and Property of Sheir 
Jung in I>ucknow, and to appropriate them to his Excellency’s Ufe. As this Mealure, if permit- 
ted to be carried into Execution, will be the Means of reducing a once opulent Family to a State 
of fndigence and Want; I hope the Honourable Board will be pleafed to take this Matter into 
their humane Confideration, and interpoie their Influence to prevent an Aft which muft inevi- 
•tably bring Difgrace upon himfelf, and a proportionate Degree of Difcredit upon the national 
Chaiafter of the Englifh, which I confidcr to be more or lefs concerned in every Aft of his Ad- 
ininiftration. — Had my Rcmonftranccs produced the dcfircd Effcft, I fhould not have troubled 
the Honourable Board with this Detail, but I cannot fee an hclplefs Family deprived of its Rights 
and only Means of Support, without endeavouring to procure them Redrefs. Befides, the Effeft: 
which fuch an Aft, if luflered to pafs unnoticed, would have upon the Minds of his Excellency’s 
Subjefts in general, and upon every Man of Property in particular, will I doubt not appear to 
the Honourable Board deferving of their moft ferious Confideration.

^T^HE Nabob Khan Khanan Salar Jong fiahadre is my elder Brother, and Uncle to my Son the 
Nabob Vizier Aloph ul Dowlah Bahadre^ his good Qualities and Virtues arc not now for 
the firft Time reprefented to you, as I am certain that you muft have long ago heard from otlier 
Qviarters with what diftinguifhed Honour he was treated by his late Majclty Mahomed Shah, 
above all the other Servants of his Majefty, being always admitted to his inoft fccrct Councils — 
you murt alfo be well acquainted with the great Regard, Rcfpcdf, and Afie6lion which the lare 
Nabob always entertained towards him. I have no Relation but that Nabob, and God knows 
how much he is attached to the Company, and howdefirous he is of your FriendHiip. It is about 
Seven Months fincc he came on a Vific to me to Fyzabad ; and in the many Interviews which we 
had his whole Converfation was a Recapitulation of your Fraiies, and while he remained with me 
he was entirely taken up with the Accounts of your great Qiialitics. 

(«) c At prefent the Naibs have begun a Negociation about the Nabob’s Jaghier, of fo remark- 
able a Nature, that it has greatly alarmed us. For firft, his Jaghier is by no means equal to his 
Dignity; yet, on account of the prefent State of Affairs, he has contented himfclf with ir, though 
it approaches not to his Expcnces. Secondly, About a Year and an Halt ago, Mr. Middleton gave 
a poiitive Promife to him, that he would take care no Interruption fhould be given to his Jaghier, 
or chat of the late Iftekar ul Dowlah, and entered into a facred Engagement to this Purport, It 
is now Matter of great Aftonifhmcnt to us, that, notwithftanding all this, fuch a Ntgocir.tion 
(hould have been thought of, fince your Highncfs can have no With that the Nabob’s im.ill In- 
come fhould be flopped, as the Promifes of the Englifh Chiefs arc as if written on a Stone, and 
can admit of not the Imallcft Variation.] 

I therefore hope that you will upon receiving this Letter grant me Letters to Mr. Purling, 
Huffein Reza Klian, and Hyder Beg Khan, diredling in a moft pofitivc Manner that no Inter- 
ruption be given to the J^hicr of the Nabob, and that they never in future think of any Nego- 
ciations of this Nature. This will be the greateft Saiisfatftion and Honour you can bcflovv on me 
;ind on my Brother. He before this fent feme Otter and Paintings to your Prefence, but has not 
yet heard whether you received them or not. As foon as I (hall be informed of their being fafe 
arrived, I will difpatch feme other Prefents to you. I am hopeful that an Intercourfe of Letters 
may be eftablifhed between your Highncfs and the Nabob, which is his greateft Wifli. I am vety 
anxious.to receive an Anfwer to my former Letter; do not delay replying to it and to my prefent 
Letter, for Friendfhip is fought againft the Seafon of Diftrcfs.

57. Par.J^TAJOR William Palmer and Mr. Davy have made known to me your Orders^ 

refpefting my Authority in the Country, with great Regard and Conlideraiion, ^ .

accordingly wrote and gave to them; they afterwards fpoke about I'en Lacks of Rupees for 
the Expenccs of the Sircar of the Company; next, they fpoke about Pour Regiments, that I 
fhould employ them from the Company’s Troops in the Sebundy’s of my Country. Rcl|)c(::ling 
thefe Two Articles, although I have no Power, yet, as Major William Palmer repeatedly laid, 
that this would be giving Plcafure to the Nawab (meaning your Highncfs), being remediLF, in 
Obedience to your Will, I wrote a Letter to Major Palmer in the Manner 1 agreed to ir, irotn 

which you will become acquainted with it. They now lay, that as important Maticis ate in 

Hand, for the Expences or the Company’s Sircar, I muft give Sixty l.,arks of Rujices by way 
of Loan, that either I muft borrow it from the Merchants, and from my Relations, and take a 
Bond, or give Aftignments on the Country. After Two Years, when this Matter flidi have 
been fettled, that Money fhall be repaid ; my Country and Property belong to your Highncfs, 
to the utmoft of my Life. I am not backward in the Company’s Affairs, and your Highncls’s 
Plcafure. By the Blefting of God you arc wife in the l imes. I'he full Particulars of my

Difficulties. — No Man of Rank is deficient in the Care of his Dependants, irt proportion to his 
Ability.] 

Notwithftanding the Exiftence of thefe DifirenTes, I am thankful and ready to fatisfy you. But 
never was the Money of the Tuncas for the Brigades, &c. received without a Balance from the 
Jaidad of the Company *, and yet the Gentlemen, to the utmoft of their Abilities, were guilty 
of no Negk£l in taking Aflignments, and rollcding the Money. This Year, that you, from 
your Good nefs, having difeovered the State of my DilliefT s, recalled the Brigade and Battalions, 
and granted me an Engagement that all Matters fliould be as in the l imr ot the deceafed Nawab, 
I took from my Mother, arid dilchargcd the Balances to the Company’s Sircar as they appeared 
from my Bond. Many Years arc required to relieve me from the former DillrcfTcs. I know, that 
as you, from real Affeition, had releafed me from the Weight of Expences, I fhould have fomc 
fmall Relief from the oeceffary Expenccs at this Time thefe Propofitions are brought forward. 
My Brother and Companions, from the Refumption of the jagheers, are reduced to great Af- 
flidion and Diftrefs ; from the Mahajens of this 'I'uwn fiiould 1 requeft the Loan of One or Two 
Lacks of Rupees, they cannot give it, having no Rcfources. 1 have never been deficient in the 
Friendlhip of the Company, and Obedience to your Plcafure. I have looked upon my. Difficul- 
ties as a Caufc of Satisfadion, and am always ready to execute your Commands. In thefe Pro- 
pofuions I am aftoniflied and confounded at my bad I'ortune, that I (liould have fuch a compaf- 
fionacc Friend as your Highnefs, and be involved in fuch a Situation. What Anfwcr can I give, 
and how can I fupport my Life ? 

Difficulty, with your Favour, becomes cafy ; what is cafy, by your Ncgled, becomes difficult. 
•Night and Day pafs in Grief and Afflidion. Either make loofc my Diihculties, or clfe call me 
to your Prefence. I will refide with your Highnefs, and whenever you fhall give me my Dif- 
miffion, wich the Favours and Affedion which belong to you, 1 lhall return to my Country, and 
be releafed from continual Afflidions*

On the Subjed of Ten Lacks of Rupees, you repeatedly have faid, that the Nawab Govrr^ 
ror’s Plcafure is, that I fliould give them for the Expenccs of the Company's Sircar. 'Ehe 
Nawab Governor's Will is binding upon me. I can make no Excufes. 'fake Ten Lacks of 
Rupees for the Expences of the Company's Sircar. But you have faid, that if I am willing to 
afiilt the Affairs of the Company's Sircar, you will fulfil my Requefis agreeably to the Paper, as 
the Nawab Governor’s Permiflion is arrived. With refped to the I’wo Points of which you h ive 
Ipoken, I agree to both of them, and will give for the Expences of the Company’s Sircar Ten 
Lacks of Rupees this Year, and Six Lacks of Rupees yearly, in lieu of Regiments, upon Con- 
dition that I obtain my Requefts and Authority. It is proper that you acljuft my Requefts, agree- 
ably to the Paper upon which the Nawab Governor has given Orders, and rcllore me to the 
Management of every Concern.

In Anfwcr to your Demand of a Loan of Sixty Lacks of Rupees, I reprefented and explained 
to you, with the greateft Reverence, the full Particulars of my Inabilities v that in Cafes where 
I have Power and Ability, i am never negligent, to the Extent of my Life, in promoting the 
Affairs of the Company’s Sircar, and in obeying the Nawab Governor's Orders. You, in my

'T'HE following Minute delivered into Council yefterday by the Governor General being 
referred for Confideration to this Dcpariment, is now recorded, having been font in Cii” 
eolation to the different Members of the Board. 


Gentlemen, 

All the Members of this Council being now affcmbled, I could wilh to point out fome 
general Flan for carrying into Execution the Regulations of the new Syftem of Government, 
agreeably to the Inftruftions received from the Company; but upon an attentive Review of the 
various Subjefts which occur, I find it neceffrry to felcrt fuch particular Parts of them a.s ficin 
to claim your earlieft Notice, referving the reft for future Confideration, to be taken up in 
the Order in which their rcfpetftivc Importance or particular Exigencies may point our. I 
lhall take the Liberty to accompany every Propofition with a brief Relation of fuch Circum- 
ftances and fuch paft Tranfadions as have any Relation to it, and arc ncccfi'aiy to be known 
for the Purpofe of forming your Refolutions upon it. I mean not. Gentlemen, to pie< hide 
any other Member of the Council from offering any Point for prefent Deliberarion, which 
in his Judgment may claim a Preference in point of Time above thofe which 1 inay wilh to 
introduce. I only propofe this Method as the moft likely to fac ilitare the Dilpatch of Bufinefs, 
which may be retarded by undertaking too many Subjects at the fame Infiant. It will un- 
avoidably take fome Time to arrange and pcrftd the new Syftem of this Adminillration. 
In the mean while the current Affairs will require your daily Afiiftance to keep them in 
Motion; and in both— I mean both in forming the new Mode of Government and coiuiufting 
the daily Bufinefs — you will find it neceffary to confult the Records of the former AdminiG 
tration for the fake of due Conncflion and Confiftcncy. I defirc alfo to fiiorten the Time 
.and ieffen the Trouble of fuch a Search aiyiong the voluminous Books of Confultations, by 
the Mode I have propofed of laying before you a fuccinft View of each Subjed with Refer- 
ences to the Confultations for the fucceffive Orders which have been ilTued, and the Advices 
which have been received concerning them. ' I think it my Duty to add, and I think I may 
do it without prefuming too much upon the Experience which I have acquired in the Allans 
of this Government, that I fliall be at all Times happy to aflift any Member of the Council 
with my Communications upon any Point upon which he may dtfire to be fo informed. 

Profeflions of Zeal and Solicitude for the public Good are too commonly made ufe of to 
be received with implicit Credit; but I feel my own Honour and my own Intcrcft fo intimately 
blended with the fuccefsful Iffuc of the Mcafurcs of this Government, that I may with Truth, 
and without Ilazard of having my Declaration fufpetfted, affirm that I have not a Wilh even 
for myfclf which has not the Good of the Company for its immediate Objed, and my own 
ultimately as derived from it. I believe I may fafely conclude the fame for the other Gen- 
tlemen embarked with me in this great Undertaking; and 1 have the moft thorough Confi- 
dence in your Difpofition to unite with me in the Profccution of the Company’s Interells; 
while I with the ftrideft Sincerity and Cordiality declare that nothing on my Part lhall be vvanting 
to render that Union cftcdual. 

The next Point which I have propofed for your Confideration is the political Syftem of 
thefe Provinces. 

The Alliance with the Nabob Shujah Dowlah, the Vizir of the Empire, is the only Foreign 
Connexion in which the Government can be with Propriety faid to be engaged. This took 
place originally by the Treaty formed by Lord Clive at Illahabad in the Year 1765. 

By a new Treaty with the Vizir, dated the 8th September 1773, in confcquence of an 
Interview which I had with him at Banares, the monthly Subfidy for the extraordinary Expence 
of our Forces employed in his Affiftance was fixed at the Sum of 210,000 Rupees for One 
Brigade, and the Provinces of Corah and Illahabad ceded to him for the Sum of Fifty L icks 

Rupees, of which Twenty Lacks were to be immediately due and were accordingly paid ; 
Fifteen Lacks were to be paid at the E.xpiration of a Year, and the remaining Fifteen at the 
Expiration of Two Years.

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At the fame Time the Vizir had folicited the Aid of oiir Troops to reduce the Rohillah 
Country, lying on tlie North of his Dominions, between thr Ganges aful the Mountains of 
Tibber. 'riie immediate Plea for thefe flodiliries was the Breath of Pairh with which tlic 
kohillah Chiefs were charged in the Supplies of Money alforded by them to the Marattas, 
againlt whom they had Iblicited and obrainetl the Vizii’s Alfiflanee, under a folemn Engage- 
ment to pay him Forty Lacks of R»rpccs on the Dcparciire of the Maratcas, and for refufing 
afterwards to fulfil that Engagement. 

1 his Enterprize, thr Defign of wldch fiirninied tlie firfl Occafir^n of iDy meeting with the 
Vizir, formed an Artu le in the onginal Draught of our I'rcaty, but it was afterwards omitted 
at his Defire, and 1 promifrd tliat it Ihoiild fliil take place if it luited the Affairs of the Com- 
pany at any other 'l iioe, when he fhould fliid hindelf in a Condnion ro refun^c it. Accord- 
ingly, in the Month of January I77a> the Vizir made a formal Requifuion of the Alliftancc 
of a Brigade of the Comjjar.yfs Forces for the Defence of iiis Dominions, and for the Profe- 
cution of his former Pill [;olc of invading thr Country of tfit Rohillahs. For this Service he en- 
gaged to pay the Company, befi ies the flioulated monthly Subikiy, Forty Lacks of Ruj;ces when 
it fhould be concluded. The V.zir’s Recpiefl was granted. T he Second Brigade was ordered 
on ihis Service, and Colonel (diam[)ion, the Pruvim ial CommamJer in Ciiief, appointed to 
the Command. I laving been joined by the V\z\r and his I roops, he entered the Rohillali 
Borders on die 17th April i and on the z ^d of the fame Month artaeked and defeated the 
Atmy of rfie Rohillahs, commanded by Hafez Kahmer tlieu* LciJer, who was killed in the 
Action. I’his Vif^tory was detifivci no other Isnemy appe.ind in r!ie Field; and the Vizir 
having obtained Poll'cfiion of the grearefl Part of the Coiintiy, bcKli Armies marched on the 
yth of May to the City of Biffooly, where Quarters were prcpaied for them, and ic was in- 
tended they flioulJ pals rhe Rains die re ; but the remaining Leadeis of the Rohill.ihs having 
affembled Forces under the Comnaand of F\2oola Cawn at Nigcecgur, a 'Fovvn on rhe North- 
ern Fionticr of the Country i the Vizir apprehending their act]iiiiing '.00 great Strength, and 
fliat the Marattas might return to interrupt the Operations before they were brought to a 
Conclufion, prevailed upon Colonel Champion to put the Brigade again in Motion about the 
latter Fnd of July, and to march with him againfl the Enemy, although the Rams wcic then 
at their Height. 

The Troops enjoyed remarkable good Health, and proceeded without Oppofition to Pot- 
tefgur, the F.nemy Hying before them to the Skirts of the Hills, whither the combined 
Armies have follow'cd them. They have lain for a coiiliderable Time within a (liort Diflancc 
of each other, Colonel Champion waiting for Orders from the Scleft Committee to purfuc the 
Enemy bc>ond the Line to which he conceived himfclf limited by lus Inftruclions ; the 
ncccHary Orders were fem out, and we have been for fomc Time part in daily Expcdlations 
(>f hearing that the War was brought to a Conclufion, either by the Attack and Defeat of the 
Ikicmy, or by Negociaiion. The laft Letters from Colonel Champion, which you, Gen- ^ 
tlemen, have read, we.^c dated the zd Inrtanr, and advife that tizoollah Cawn had delivered 
himfclf up, but that the Negociaiion was (till continued. 

The Advantages propofed from this Expedition were, ift. An Addition of Territory, and 
of courfe of Wealth, to the Vizir, in which the Company will always participate. 2d. The 
Completion of the defenfive Line of his Dominions, by freeing them froir* an inconvenient 
Neighbour, and by taking into them the whole Space included between the Ganges and the 
Noithcrn Mountains. 3d. The Employment of a Third Parc of our Force, and a laving 
at the fame Time of its Expcnccs. And, laflly. The Stipulation of Forty Lacks, to be paid on 
the Conclufion of the Undertaking. The Retreat of the Marattas to their ancient Territories, 
and the violent Diflenfions which had arifen in their State, were Arguments flrongly favouring 
the Time which was chofen for beginning the War; and the Jufticc of it is fupporced by the 
undoubted Refufal of Hafez Rahnict to fulfil the Conditions of his Treaty with the Vizir, 
of which the Original, witneffed by General Sir Robert Barker, is in our Poffeffion. 

Many detached Events, fuch as the Claim of the Army to a Share in the Blunder of the 
conquered Country, the Donation offered to them by the Vizir, a Claim of the King Shaw 
Alum to a Share of the conquered Diflrias, will appear in the Courfe of the Correfpond- 
ence between the Select Committee and Colonel Champion, and do not require further Notice 
in this Place. 

The Second Payment of the Treaty Money for Cora and Illahabad fiill remained undifeharged 
by the l ift Advices; but Orders had iffued for efftarting it, and an Englifli Gentleman had been 
appointed by the Vizir to receive and take charge of it at Fyzabad, his Capital. The Monthly 
Subfidy has been paid with fufficicnr Exaftnefs, at lead we have had no Information to the 
contrary. The B'orty Lacks of Rupees, llipulared for the Performance of the prefent Service, 

I confidcr as now due, chough the Vizir makes fome Objctflions; but the J^feat of Fyzoolla 
Cawn’s d'roops, or tlie Conclufion of the Negociation with him, has probably, by this Time, 
put ti)e Company’s Right beyond Difpute. There remains alfo a fmall Balance of former 
Accounts ftill unadjufled. Thefe will conftitutc the principal Part, if not the whole, of our 
Concerns with the Vizir. When the Bufincft on which we have been to this Time engaged 
with him is concluded, I apprehend no Difficulty in procuring Payment, ° 
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The Bounds which 1 had preferibed to myfclf in this Paper, and which I have already ex- 
ceeded, will not admit of my entering into a Difeuflion of the Benefits depending on the 
Alliance of the Company with the Vizir. Thefe will appear at large on vaiious Parts of our 
Records, to which I (hall hereafter diltin^flly refer. They may be reduced to the following 
Abridgment — A fccurc Barrier, a confiant Occupation for Parc of our Army, a Uedut^ion of 
our Military hxpenccs, and an accumulating Fund of future Wcalili. He cannot long fubfilt 
without our Proteiflion, and is incapable of himfelf of becoming an Objert of our Jcaiouly or 
Apprchenfion. 

For the better Communication with the Vizier, and for the Maintenance of that Confidence 
which is necefTary to perpetuate the Alliance between the Vizier and the Company, it has been 
judged advifablc to appoint a Refidcnc at the Dm bar as the immediate Agent of the Governor, 
with whom alone he officially correfponds. The Gentleman employed in chat Station is 
Mr. Nathaniel Middleton, with whofc Difcrction, Integrity, and Ability for the Difcliargc of 
this Trufi, I have every Reafon to be abundantly fatisfiecl. 

The King remains at Delhi, the ancient Capital of the Empire, a mere Cypher in the Ad- 
miniftration of it. W’ith him, our Connection has been a long Time fufpcntlcd, and I willi 
never to fee it renewed, as it has proved a fatal Drain to the Wealth of Bengal, and the Trea- 
fury of the Company, without yielding one Advantage or poffible Source, even of renK)te 
Benefits, in Return. The Tribuce which he claims trom the Provinces hath been withheld 
from him fince his Defertion of the Company, and his Union with their natural Enemies the 
Mahratras; and a Reference has been made to the Court of Diic^Tors for their Orders concern- 
iruj- the future Payments of it, with every Argument urged that can induce them to forbid it. 

he Mahratta State, after having threatened the whole Empire with Subjeftion during the 
a(5livc Adminirtration of their Paiibwa, or aefting Chief, M.ihdcrow, has been for this Pwelve- 
month pad the Scene of intern.al Difira<^^ions, which fiill ful)fi(K On the Death of Mah- 
derow, his Brother Narain Row fucc ceded him} he was treachci oully llain, and his Uncle 
Ra^anoc Row releafed from Prifon, and declared Paiffiwa in his Stead. I’he Miniffers of the 
Government, to whom he owed his lUcvatlon, became the Objects of his Jc;iloufy j and, 
from that Impreffion^ he made them his F.nemics ♦, they formed a powerful Combi- 
nuion a<’'ain(l him, lee up the new-born Son of Narain Row in Competition againfl Inin, and 
defeated him. He has fincc thrown himfelf on the Proteftion of Takojec Hulkar, and Ma- 
hadajee Sindea, Two Chiefs of Confideration, who were lately in the Parry of his Oppo- 
nents. The Leaders of this Oppofitibn, Sookeram Bolboo the Principal Minilter, Gaujaboy 
the Mother of the Paifhwa, Mahde Row, and Narain Row, Shubajee Bonfela the Chief of 
Berar, and the Nabob Nizam Alle : The Two lad may be rather confidcred as Auxiliaries! 

Moodajee, the Brother of Shubajee, was on tlic Side of Ragonat Row till his Defeat} both the 
Brothers arc now in Berar. The lad Letter from Mr. Mudyn the Refidcnc at Poonah, dated 
the lid Augud, explains the State of thefe Difputcs to that Period. Tlicy feem yet likely to 
be of longer Duration, and whenever concluded, will probably leave the prevailing Party coo 
weak to undertake any Plan of remote Conqued for fome Time at lead to comc} cf courfe 
we have no Caufc to apprehend any Dilturbances from the Mahiattas tiuiing the prdciic 
Scafon. 

i'hc Province of Berar, adjoining to our own Borders on the South and Wed Side of the 
Provinces, merits from that Confideration, and from the Power and Independency of its 
Rulers, a didin^l Confideration. The prefent Chief Shawbajee Bonfelah is the Brother of the 
lace Janajec Boonfla, who for many Years pad enjoyed the Sovereignty of the Country. His 
Brothers are Moodajee, who has been already mentioned in this Narrative, and Binbajee; the 
latter pofiVnes litdc other Cunfcquencc befides that which he derives from the Credit of his 
Family. The I'wo other Brothers have been long at Variance} but by ihe Mediation and 
Aurlioricy of Derriaboy, the Widow of Janojee, and a Woman of great Spine and reputed 
Ability^, prevented from carrying their Animofuies to violent Extremes. Their being engaged ♦sicinOrig. 
in oj^pofice Factions of the Mahratta State, is not a certain Proof of their mutual Enmity, 
it being (as I underdand) a Policy not uncommonly praflifed among the Mahrattas, for the 
fame Family to take difterent Sides in Civil DifTenfions, with a View to its Aggrandifemenr. — 

While I was at Benares the lad Year, a Vakeel from Shawbajee Boofia arrived at that Place 
with a Letter addrefl'cd to me by that Chief, and attended me in Calcutta nil the Month of 
September lad, when he received his Difmiffion to return to his Madcr, in confequence of 
Orders icccivcd for that Purpofe. The Purport of Shawbajec’s l.etter, and the verbal Propofitions 
made to me by his Vakeel, was to folicic the Friendffiip and Alliance of this Govcrnmint} to 
which 1 have replied in fuch Terms as were mod likely to encourage him to nearer Advances, 
if he has formed any Defigns which may make ic ftrongly his Inccrcd to court the Fritndlhip 
of the Company, lie is defeended from the ancient Rajahs of Sitterah. I he prefent Rajah 
is called Ram Rajah. He has no Children. It is worthy of Remark, and may ferve to con- 
vey fome Idea of the Indabilicy of the prefent Government of the Mahrattas, that it is exer- 
ciled through Two fubordinatc Grad.itions : The Raja, in whofc Name all the Orders of the 
State arc iffued, is deprived of all Authority! the Peiffiwa, or prime Minificr, an Infant of 
Nine Months old, and the aflual Miniftcr or Regent, who excrcifcs the legal Powers of both } a 
Man deriving his Authority folcly from the Combination of a few v\calthy Individuals. From

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this divided State of the Mahratta Empire, and the Interefts and Pretenfions of the 
leveral Competitors for Power amongft them, great political Advantages may, perhaps, bc 
attained to the Company, to which the prcfenc united Syftem of the Company's Ellablilhmcnts 
in India is well calculated to contribute.

In order that the Board may judge of the Nature and Extent of the Engagements which 
have been contraaed with Suja Dowla, and how far they have been fulfilled, by the taking of 
Puttengur, and by the entire Reduction of the Rohilla Country, and with a View to our 
claiming the borty Lacks of Rupees ftipulated by thofc Engagements, and confequcnily whe- 
ther it will be proper to fend an Order for the immediate Rccal of the Biigade, or to leave it 
there till Sujah Dowla pleafcs to fend it back, it impears abfolutely nccclfary that the whole 
of Mr, N, Middleton’s and Colonel Champion’s Corrcfpondence, which the lace Prefident 
maintained with them, they being both employed on a Public Service, (hould be communi- 
Board; and, for the Reafons above ftated, he moves that the Governor be 
defired to lay the whole of the Corrcfpondence with the Rcfident and Colonel Champion, 
according to his firft Propofal, before the Board.

(^) r'T'HE Governor delivers in the Minute in Diflcnt to the Refolution of the Majority 
_ of the Board Ycfterday, which he then promifed, as follows : 

I diflTcnt from the Refolution of the Board, bccaufc I do not think the whole of the Corre- 
fpondence which the Commander in Chief defircs to have laid before the Board, U ncccflary 
for their Information, and becaufe, as I have already declared, there arc feveral Parts of Mr, 
Middleton’s, which comprehend an unreferved and confidential Communication of his Opi- 
nion, and of fuch Occurrences as he judged neceffary for my private Information, entered into, 
and carried on by him, on my repeated AflTurances that I would nor reveal any Part of his 
Corrcfpondcncc which might fubjeft him to Ill-will or Inconvenience. 

That I had a Riglit to give Mr. Middleton fuch AflTurances at the Time I delivered him 
his Inftruilions, cannot be doubted i and it will be found pcrfciflly conlbnant to the Truft 
repofed in me by the Adminiftration. It was the Condition and exprefs Declaration of the 
Board in his Appointment, that he fliould be my official Agent in the Maintenance of that In- 
tcrcourfc with the Vizierj which the Honourable Company had i:omii)icced efpccially and folely 
to my Charge, and for which I alone was refponfiblc i fuch were the Ideas and the Praftice, 
with no Exceptions which could invalidate the Rule, of every Adminillration in Bengal, from 
the Year 1757 to the DiflTolution of the late Government j and I will venture to appeal to the 
Members of the laft Council, whether they did not undcrfland that 1 was allowed to employ 
the Services of Mr, Middleton with the Latitude I have deferibed. 

If the Latitude allowed to me in the Excrcife of ihcfe conflitutional Powers by the former 
Adminiftration, Ihould be deemed under the new Government too extenfive, it depends on 
them to retrench it j but I conceive that Engagements of whatever Nature concraded by 
me during that Period, > underftood to be confident with the Rules of the Service and the 
Powers vefted in me, can lofc no Parc of their Obligation by a Change of Government, 
If thefe Engagements were legal, no Power on Earth can authorize me to violate them ; much 
lefs (hall I fubmic to an ex poU fa^o Law of fo fudden Formation : If they were not legal, I 
lhall patiently fubmit to the Cenfure of thofe to whom only I ann accountable. 

I muft be permitted further 10 obferve. That to me the whole Proceeding in this Bufinefs 
carries the Air of an Inquifition into my perfona! Condud, in my Negociations with the Vizir. 
After having folemnly declared to the Board, that I would lay before them every Part of the 
Corrcfpondence required, which could give any Information upon public Affairs 5 without 
waiting for this Communication, without knowing whether it would furnifti them with every 
Light that could be dcfired, or whether any Chafm would be found in the Intelligence, for 
want of the reft of the Corrcfpondence, they arbitrarily rcfolve, That 1 (hould expofe to 
them all the Minutire of a confidential Correfpondence, and betray into public Record the 
unreferved Opinions of a young Man, hazarded only on the mod lacred Alfuranccs of Se- 
crecy, from the only Perfon to whom he looked upon himfclf as accountable in that iiinmcdiatc 
Duty. I muft declare, that I regard this as prejudging a Matter not yet completely laid before 
the Board, merely to convey a Cenfure on my former Adminiftration in the Branch of Corre- 
Ibondcncc with the Foreign Powers, and to introduce the Change propofed with every Circuin-* 
uance of Miircification to me. 

I will conclude with a few Words, which I think necclTary, refpefting Mr, Middleton, for 
obviating any ConftruiSion to his Prejudice which may be drawn from whac I have faid of the 
fecrec Nature of Parc of his Correfpondence. I therefore now declare, that 1 never either cx- 
pefted or received from him any Information refpedling Individuals, which the Qri6):eft Honour 
could not juftify, nor has he ever conveyed to me an Opinion or a Word reflefliing upon the

favourable to himfelf, and do Credit to me in the Choice I made of him. 

I have now formally to acquaint the Board, that all the official Letter^ of Mr. Nathaniel 
Middleton, and Ibch Parts, even of his private Correfpondcnce, as I can with Propriety (hew, 
lhall be laid before them 5 a Copy allb ffiall be delivered of my Letters addrefied to him, in 
which I ffiall obferve the Aime Refervation. 

All Colonel Champion’s official Letters ffiall ht laid before the Board, with Copies of mine 
to him if required ; but fuch as have pafled between us of a familiar and friendly Communication, 

I do not think myfelf authorized to produce, becaufe they were written only for our mutual In- 
formation, and his arc cxprefsly marked with adiftinft Mode of Addrefs, for thofc which arc in- 
tended for official, and for thofe which he intended as confidential. I am the more obfervant of 
this Rule towards Colonel Champion, becaufe our Corrcfpondencc has not been altogether cordial 
on many Points; and we have fcveral Times expoftulated with each other on thefe Topics, with 
the Freedom of private Friends, and in a Style which, though decent in every Degree, is yet dif- 
ferent perhaps from the formal Addrefles of official Corrcfpondencc.

The General thinks it proper to proteft againft the Governor’s Refufal to deliver up the 
whole of the Correfpondcnce, and will deliver his Reafons in a Minute To-morrow. 

Colonel Monfon the famci and 

Mr. Francis the fame. 

Colonel Monfon propofes the following Queftion to the Board : 

Whether or not Mr. Middleton ffiould be continued Refidcnt at the Court of the Vizir, the 
Governor having rcfufcd to lay before the Board the whole of his Corrcfpondencc f 

This Queftion being accordingly put; 

Mr. Francis thinks that he ffiould not be pontinued. 

Mr. Barwcll thinks that it would be improper to remove him at this Junfturc. 

Colonel Monfon thinks that Mr. Middleton ffiould not be continued there. 

The Commander in Chief alfo thinks that he ought not to be continued. 

The Governor objefts to the Removal of Mr. Middleton. 

Refolved by the Majority of the Board, That Mr. Nathaniel Middleton be not continued Re-* 
fidcnt at the Vizir’s Court. 

The Governor enters the following Diflcnt to this Refolution : 

I diflent from the Refolution of the Majority of the Board, for the DifmifTion of Mr. Natha- 
niel Middleton from his Employment ; and I hereby enter my folemn Proteft againft all the Con- 
fcqucnccs of fo violent a Mcafurc, which proclaims to all the Powers of Hindoftan, in almoft 
the firft Public Aft of the new Adffiiniftration, the total Abolition of the Authority which they 
have hitherto feen exercifed by me, cither in Perfon or through my official Agent, as the firft and 
executive Member of the Government of Bengal, an Authority which has been confirmed to me 
by an Aft of the Britiffi Legiftature, and efpecially affigned me by the Inftruftions of the Honour- 
able the Court of Direftors, in the Claufc appointing me the foie Channel of Correfpondcnce with 
the Princes and Powers of India.

The Commander in Chief propofes, that Mr. Middleton be immediately ordered to repair 
to the Prefidency, and direfted to bring down with him the whole of his Correfpondcnce during 
his Refidence at the Court of the Vizir; and to order Mr. Grady to comedown with the 
Money he has received from Snjah Dowla on Account of the Second Payment ftipulated in the 
Treaty of Benaras, and if he has not already received any, to come away without waiting 
further. 

Mr. Francis agrees to both Parts of the General’s Propofal. 

Mr. Barwell delivers his Opinion as follows : 

As the Majority of the Board have* refolved to call on the Governor for his original Cor- 
refpondcncc, and don’t leave him to be the Judge of what is only material for the Board’s In- 
formation, the natural Rcfult is the Call now made upon Mr. Middleton. I think, as I before 
delivered my Sentiments, that this ffiould be declined ; for I cannot imagine that private 
Correfpondcnce, for fuch I deem all that has not immediate Relation to public Affairs, can 
be of the lead Utility in judging the Subjeft before us.

SIR, 

The Honourable the Governor General and Council having judged it expedient to withdraw 
you from the Vizit’s Court, I am direded to fignify to you their Commands, that you rejiair 
immediately to the Prefidency, bringing with you the whole of your Correfpondcnce during 
your Refidencc there, and that you alio order Mr. Grady thither direftly, with the Money 
which he may have received at Fyzabad, in confequcncc of the Charge you entrufted him 
with. 

You are, on taking leave of the Vizir, to acquaint him, that your Departure will not inter- 
rupt the Intercourfe of this Government with him, and that Colonel Champion, or the Com- 
manding Officer of the Brigade, will, in the mean Time, be charged with any Negociations 
which you may have unfimlncd with him*, and you will accordingly leave in Writing with Colo- 
nel Champion, or the Commanding Officer, a State of the fevcral Sums due to the Company by 
the Vizir, in confequcncc of his different Engagements, the Payments he may have made in 
Difchargc of them, and the Balances which remain due, and, in general, all the Papers and Do- 
cuments relating to your pecuniary Tranfaflions with him, that the faid Officer may be enabled 
to liquidate thele Accounts as loon as poffiblc.

It being refolved to recall Mr. Middleton, the Commander in Chief propofes, that Colonel 
Champion, or the Officer commanding the Brigade, be appointed to treat with Suja Dowla in 
the Room of Mr. Middleton. 

Mr. Francis agrees to this Propofal. 

Mr. Bpwcll thinks, that, in confequcncc of the Recall of Mr. Middleton, the Ncccffity of 
an Appointment in his Room, in theprefent Jundlurc, is obvious-, but he never obferved, in any 
general Propofition of this Nature, that it involved the Nomination of a particular Pcrlbn; and 
he has many Reafons for objefting to our political Affairs with the Afiatic Princes being carried on 
through a military-Mcdium. For this Reafon, and in confcqucnce of the Precedent before the 
Board, Mr. Barwcll declares he muft propofe a civil Servant of the Company to this Charge, 
though he will not venture to name any partic&lar Perfon, leaving that to the Governor, as has 
been cultomary hitherto. 

Colonel Monibn agrees to the General’s Propofal. 

The Governor objeds againft appointing the military Commander. 

Refolved by the Majority, according to the General’s Propofal, that the Commanding Officer of 
the Army in the Field be appointed to treat with the Vizir in the Room of Mr. N. Middleton. 

The Governor judges it proper to enter the following Diflyit and Proteft againft this Appoint- 
1 diflent from this Refolution, and proteft againft the Confequenccs which may attend it, be- 
caufe it cuts off all Communication between Government and the Vizir but through the Channel 
of the Commander of the Army, which is contrary to the • Article of the Company’s In- 

ftruftions} becaulc it gives the Commander of the Army the Power of deciding in all Cafes of 
Difference between himfclf and the Vizir; and, by fo declared a Proof of the Prevalence of the 
military Influence, inevitably tends to diffolve the Alliance between the Company and the Vizir, 
who can hope for no Redrels from an Appeal to the Government, and muft therefore either fub- 
miffivcly acquiefee m every Ad of the military Commander, however violent, or feck for a 
Remedy in other Alliances. 

By the Syffcm hitherto effablifhed, the Controul of the Board has been Efficient to reftrain the 
Power of the military Commander from every dangerous Excefs, had he been dilpofed to make 
that ill Ule of it; and the Vizir was freed from every Apprchenfion of the Kind by his Reliance 
on the Intcrpofition of the Governor, to whom he had an immediate Appeal. To whomlbcvcr 
this dangerous Truft may be delegated, which is now given to the Officer who may chance to 
be in the Command at the Time that the Orders of the Couned may reach the Army, I declare 
that I cannot, confiftcntly with my Duty, admit his Advices as authentic, fince it is his Intereft 
to conceal from the Knowledge of the Council every Circumftancc and Tranfadion, which, if 
known, might lubjed his Condud to blame, or oppole any Dclign which his Ambition, his In- 
tereft, or Prejudices, might didate. 

The Board have been plcafcd to compliment me with the Nomination of the Perfon who lliould 
fuccced Mr. Nath. Middleton in his Office, and I have declined ir, becaufe I forefaw, in his Rc- 
mova , the Refolution to throw all Power and 'fruft into the Hands of the military Commander. 

I he Propofal was adually made to this Effcd before the Intimation of any Reference to my 
Choice; and with fo recent an Inftanceof my own Agent recalled, without a finglc Proof or Suf- 
ptcion alleged of his Mifcondud, I did not chufc to expofe any other Perfon whom I flaould re- 
commend to the Hazard of luffering the fame caufclefs Difgracc.

Mr. Francis. — I beg leave to afk the Governor General, whether he means the fame Office 
which Mr. Middleton before held at that Court, which I think the Word reftore feems to 
imply ? 

C*ovcrnor General. — I do not, in the Senfe in which Mr. Francis feems to underftand it. The 
Court of Direflors having exprefled their Difapprobation of the Channel through which he was 
to receive his Inftrudtions, that is no Part of my prefent Propofal. But, that 1 may not be mif- 
underftood, I beg leave to correeft my Motion, and to propofe, which is in Eflcft only what I . 
meant by the preceding. That Mr. Briftow be recalled from the Court of the Nabob of Oude, 
and that Mr. Nathaniel Middleton be reftored to the Appointment of Refidcnt at that Court, 
fubjedt to the Orders and Authority of the Governor General and Council. 

Mr. Francis. — My Determination to withdraw myfelf from an unavailing Conteft with the 
prefent Majority of the Board, docs not depend on any Aft of theirs v Motives of pcrfonal In- 
tereft or Animofity did not diftatc to me the Line which 1 have hitherto followed in public 
Affairs, nor (hall they have any Influence over my future Conduft. 

Without affefting to conceal my own immediate Senfe of the Injufticc done to Mr. Briftow, 

1 need look nowhere but to the Mcafurc itfclf for Arguments to oppofc itj a Propofuion to 
remove him from a Station he has filled with diftinguifhed Credit to himfclf, and Adyamagc 
to the Company, and for no other avowed Rcafon, but to give his Flace to another, is open 
to Objeftions too ferious and important in a public View to be mixed with any Confidcration 
of the pcrfonal Concern which I may receive from it. Having already mentioned them at the 
Board, I fliall content myfelf with giving a Negative to the Queftion, referving a more formal 
Declaration of my Opinion on the whole Subjedt, for a DiflTcnt to the Refolution, which 1 take 
for granted will follow the Motion.

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Ge’neral to inform the Board of his Charge againft Mr# Briflow, and the Faults which he has 
committed, that have induced Idm to make the prelent Motion for Mr# Brrftow’s Recall# 

Governor General. — I bring no Charge againU Mr. Briftow ; I do not accule him of any 
Faults i I know of no Charge that was produced ag^iinft Mr. Middleton when he was removed ; 
the Majority of the Board thought it proper at that Time to remove the public Minillcr at the 
Court of the Nabob of Oude, who had received his Nomination from me, and( to appoint 
another in his Head, in whom they had a Confidence. Highly as I cltecm the Merits of Mr. 
Middleton, I will not bring them into an invidious Comparilon with thofc of Mr. Briftow, 
whom, though •orally unknown to me but by his public Charatfter, I efteem i I have a greater Con*- 
fidence in Mr. Middleton, and as the Rcfponfibiliry of all public Meafures has been pointedly thrown 
upon myfelf and Mr. Barwell, in the numerous Dilfents and Protefts which have been recorded 
during the Courfe of the Two laft Months, 1 claim the Right belonging to that Rcfponfibility 
and conflitutionally to the Office which I fill, as the Head and executive Member of this Go- 
vernment, to cluile the Means and Inftriiments by which it may be cxercifed, and in the moft 
effedual Manner for the Good of the Service and the Credit of thofe who arc inverted with 
the Charge of it. 

General Clavering. — I am fatisfied with the Anfwcr that the Governor General has given ; 
that he brings no Charge againft Mr. Briftow, nor docs he accufc hin'i of any Faults# This 
Declaration will be at leaft iome Conlblation to Mr. Briftow and his Friends, and will fhew the 
Court of Direiftors that he has not cxercifed the Truft which has been repofed in him, even in 
the Governor General’s Opinion, unworthily. The Governor General is plcafed to fay, that he 
knew of no Charge that was produced againft Mr. Middleton when he was recalled, but it is 
impoffible that he ran have forgot the Reafons that were affigned for it. It appears in the Con- 
fultation 26th Udober 177.1, that the Governor General having refufed to deliver up the whole 
of his Correfpondence with Mr. Middleton, the Queftion was propofed and pur, That that Gen- 
tleman fliould not be continued at the Nabob’s Court any longer, and he was accordingly order- 
ed fo withdraw from that Court, and to bring the whole of his Corrcfpondcnce with him : The 
Court of Diredors have had this Subjed very fully before them, and in their Letter r5th De- 
cember 1775, they were pleafed to difapprovc of the independent and feparatc Authority which 
had been delegated to the Governor General, and afterwards to exprefs their Difapprobation that 
any Parc of Mr. Middleton’s Corrcfpondcnce had been withheld from the Pcrufal of the Supreme 
Council. The Board did not confidcr Mr# Middleton as a public Miniftcr, the Term which 
the Governor General now gives to him, but his own Agent, as he avowedly was acknowledged 
both by the Governor General himfelf, and by Mr. Middleton, on his Return to the Prefidency, 
who, in Ids Letter recorded the 6th February 1775, declares, that he conceives himfelf not to 
be authorifed to make any Communication of his Correfpondence with the late Prefident, with- 
out his exprefs Commands. Such were the Reafons which the late Majority of the Board affigned 
for the Recall of Mr. Middleton. As no Fault nor Imputation of Fault or Neglcd is allcdgcd for 
the propofed Recall of Mr. Briftow, I cannot but objed to it as a moft unjuft, unwarrantable 
'Proceeding# If the Governor General will think proper to defer his Motion till after the Arrival 
of the Eagle Packet, which may be now hourly cxpcdlcd, it is more than probable, that wc 
fhall have further Lights than have been hitherto given to us, of the Sentiments of the Court 
of Diredors, both on Mr. Middleton’s Recall and on Mr. Briftow’s Appointment to the Vizir’s 
Court# I would therefore, with the Governor General’s Confent, beg leave to propofc that the 
Motion be deferred till after the Arrival of that Ship. 

Governor General. — I think it a Duty incumbent on me to adhere to my Motion# I will not 
take up the Time of the Board by anfwcring the Objeflions which have been made to it at this 
Time, having other Qijcftions which I wifh to propofc immediately for their Determination# 

Mr. Francis . — 1 think General Clavering’s Propofal in every Refpeii: rcafonable and expedient. 
If the Inllruftions which we may receive by the Eagle Packet Iliould make no Alteration in the 
LirLiimltances or Mealurcs of this Government^ it will always be opened to the Governor Gc- 
jxr.il to purfue his prefent Plan# The DifiTcrence of Time cannot be confiderable *, but if fuch In- 
ftructionsas this Board have fome Rcafon to expcdl ffiould arrive, they cannot but produce the 
iinnieiiiatc Keverfal of the prefent Refolution *, and in that Cafe it will have ferved no Purpofe 
whatfoever cither public or private. 

Governor General . — 1 would willingly wait for the Arrival of the Engle Packet, if I thought 
ir probable that (he was on her Road; I have already waited till this Time, in the Expeftation 
of dccifivc Advices f<*om England, but I repeat, that, charged as I am, pointedly charged, with 
the Rcrponfibility of public Affairs, it is my Duty to avail myfelf of fuch Means as may enable 
me to conduft them for the public Good and my own Credit. I have Intelligence which con- 
vinces me that no public Meafurc of any Confequence rcfpcvfting this Government could have 
taken place in England fo lace as the Month of June laft. This News, though not of official 
Authority, is come to me lufficiently authenticated for my own internal Conviflion : 1 muft there- 
fore objedt to the General’s Motion. 

Mr. Barwell. — The Governor General having declined to withdraw his Motion, and the Opi- 
nion I have already given being direft to the Governor’s Motion, it precludes my faying any 
Thing to the General.

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General Clavering.— -I am forry that a Motion which I have made to prevent the daily 
Alteration of Meaujres, which is a Difgrace to all Government, (hould not have been accepted, 
particularly when the Objcft of it was to learn the clear and dccifivc Opinion of the Court of Di- 
re&ors, as well on the Sulgcft now before the Board, as on many others of the higheft Im- 
portance to this Government it is therefore fufBcicnt that I declare my DilTent to the Removal of 
Mr. Briftowj and 1 cannot agree to the Appointment of Mr. Nathaniel Middleton till he has ac- 
knowledged the Authority of this Government, in fubmitting to give up the Papers which were 
before required of him. As this is a pofuive Order of the Court of Diredlors, a Refufal from 
him can no longer be admitted. 

Mr, Francis. — I beg leave to alk the Governor General at what time he received his lateft In- 
telligence from England. 

Governor General. — About the Middle of Auguft, I believe the 14th of Auguft. 

Mr. Francis.— -I took the Liberty of afking this Queftion, becaufc the Governor General has 
faid, that he has waited to this Time in the Expedlation of decifive Advices from England : That 
ExpeAaiion muft have been founded on the Intelligence which he received on the 14th of Au- 
guft j and as he has not received any Advices fince that Period, I do not comprehend what new 
Motive or Confidcration induces him to give up the Expedfation of thofc decifive Advices for 
which he has hitherto waited. If he has hitherto expeded the Arrival of the Eagle Packet, or of 
Intelligence by any other Channel, there is no apparent Reafon why he ihould not ftill exped 
them. 

Governor General.— I have not expeded the Eagle Packet, and I think the Scafon is now too 
far advanced for Intelligence to be received for fome Months yet to come by the Route through 
which I received my laft Letters from England, which was by the Poll of Suez, and through the 
Red Sea. 

Some Arguments arifing refpeding the Regularity of the previous Queftion propofed by Ge- 
neral Clavenng for fufpending the Confidcration of the Governor General’s Motion ; 

Governor General.— lo bring the General’s Motion more regularly before the Board, I defire 
that the Queftion may be put, whether my Motion lhall be deferred till the Arrival of the 
Eagle Packet i 

Mr, Francis.— The General’s Motion cannot be more regularly put than it was by himfclf. I 
entirely approve of it. 

Mr. Barwell.— I look upon this in the Light of a previous Queftion, whether the Governor 
General’s Queftion lhall be put or not ? I have already acquiefeed to its being put, and muft 
therefore put a Negative upon this Motion. 

General Clavering agrees to the Motion. 

Governor General. — I again objed to it. 

Rclblved, That the Board do not agree to General Clavering’s Propofition for deferring the 
Confidcration of the Governor General’s Motion until the Arrival of the Eagle Packet. 

General Clavering.— The Court of Diredors having been pleafed, in the 28th Paragraph of 
their Letter, of the 15th December 1775, to declare that Mr. Nathaniel Middleton’s Corre- 
fpondcncc with the late Prefident Ihould have been addrefled to the Prefident and Council, or 
f^edily and unrclervedly laid before them by the Prefident, and to exprefs their Difapprobation 
that any Part thereof had been with-held from the Perufal of the Supreme Council ^ I move, that 
before the Confent of this Board be obtained for the Appointment of Mr. Nathaniel Middleton to 
the \ izicr’s Court, that the Orders, or at Icaft the plain and dired Intention, of the Court of 
Diredors be complied with. 

Mr. Francis. — If any Refped be due to the Senfe of our Superiors, or if we exped Submif- 
lion to our^ Authority hereafter, the Propriety of this Motion, I conceive, cannot pofilbly be 
dilpuied. Fhe Court of Diredor.', and a General Court of Proprietors, have unanimoufiy 
refolvcd, that the whole of Mr, Middleton’s Correfpondence with the Governor General ought to 
have been laid before the Board 5 and the Court of Diredors exprefs their ftrongeft Difapproba- 
• tion of the Refufal to communicate fuch Correfpondence entire to us, as long as no Propofition 
was made for employing Mr, Middleton j and as the Public Service did no longer require that we 
Ihould receive that Communication for our Guidance, it was needlcfs to renew the Refignation 
to Mr. Middleton.

Mr. Barwell.- This is the Second previous Queftion that has been put upun the Governor 
General’s Motion ; it comes indeed in a new Dreis, but ftill it is the previous Queftion ; for if it 
was not to reftorc Mr. Middleton to his Rights, and the Governor General did not think it incum- 
bent on him fo to do, I apprehend the Motion would not have been made, I acquiefee with Mr. 
F rancis, that there would have been no Neceflity for calling upon Mr. Middleton for his Correfpond- 
ence at this Jundfurc, if the Governor had not propofed to employ him, as it is evident from the 
Length of lime that haselapfed fince the Receipt of the Company’s Letter, and the Call now

I regard the Motion as a fecond previous Queftion, and put my Negative upon it. 

General Clavciing agrees to the Motion. 

tjovernor (general . — 1 objed to the Queftion, upon the finglc Ground of its being diredly 
contrary to the manifeft Intentions both of the Court of Diredtors and the General Court of 
rroprietorsi neither of thefe Courts have ordered that Mr. Middleton’s Corrcfpondencc with me 
ihould be laid before the Bo.ird. This, together with the Recall of Mr. Middleton, and the Ap« 
j;ointrnenc of Mr. Briftow, were the firft Subjedls which were referred to their DeciGon. Their 
Ojdnicns, though lolemnly given, exprcls neither ApprobatiQn nor Dilapprobation of the Recall 
fd Mr, Middleron or the A j^pointtnent of Mr. Bnftow, but leave tbofe Subjcdls open to any 
C hange which might aliervvards be propofed refpeding either. — Upon my Rcfulal to deliver up 
Mr. Middleton’s Corrclpundcncc, the Court of Direiftors have exprefied their Difapprobation, 
th.it any Part thereof had been vvith-helJ from the Perufal of the Supreme Council *, but though 
it flioLild obvioully follow, if luch was their Intention, that I fliould, on Receipt of their Orders, 
lieliver up the Correlpondcnce which I had before improperly with-held, yet no fucli Order, 
nor Intimation of lucli an Order, appears in any Parc of the General Letter quoted by the Gcnc- 
lal; and the Court of Proprictois in exprefs Terms conGne their Approbation of the Opinion 
t^clivcrul by the Court of Diredors to the Time pad. They too agree with the Opinion of the 
C'jiirt of Diititlors, that the whole Correfpondence between the Governor General and Mr. Mid- 
dleton fliould have been laid before the Members of the Supreme Council, adding, as the Reafon, 
the following Words: Who ought to have received every Information refpeding the Tranfadions 
of the Company’s Agent at Sujah Uowlah’s Court, in order to regulate their Condudt at that 
critical Period.” 

I ’oigttlulneis may be imputed to Individuals, but it is impoftible to fuppofe that Twenty Men 
of known Abilities and P.xperiencc in Bufintls, (hould have omitted fo necellary an Order, or left 
it CO be gatliered by Implication from an Opinion given upon a Subjed pall j much Icfs can fuch 
an Inadvertency be imputed to the whole Body of the Proprietors. I objed to the Motion. 

1‘hc following Motion of General Clavering’s is refolved in the Negative, viz. That before the 
Confent of this Board be obtained for the Appointment of Mr. Middleton to the Vizier’s Court, 
that the Ordcis, or at Icalt the plain and dired Intentions, of the Court of Diredors be complied 
with, v.z. TU.it Mr. Nathaniel Middleton’s Corrrclpondcncc with the late PrcGdcnt fliould be 

eedily and unrcfervedly laid before the Board.

Quahiii jcions in the Perlon who is to lucceed him. 

^d. It i', in 1 .iKcl a Dilavovval of, and Contraoidion to, the unanimous Declarations which the 
Boaid h.ive repeatedly made as well to hirnlclf as to the Court of Diredors, of the high Senfe we 
.ill (. iiiei iain of his Services to the Company, and which I am happy to find is not yet diminifhed 
ill any (;f us. 1 iiu fallowing Paftages from the Records will Ihew that, however we might differ 

vNc did on many other Q^iclliuns, Mr. Brillow’s Condud united every Opinion in his 
bavuur. 

In uur L.cttcr of the 3d Auguft 1775, we informed the Court of Diredors, that Mr. Briftow’s 
C. unduct in r.cgociating, and bringing to a happy Conclufion, the important Bufinefs committed to 
liiU’, l oCvv ulill.mvling the Difficulties which were at firft thrown in the Way, was very meritorious, 
anu iha', as the iigudl Service he rendered the Company, in the Acquilition of fo great an addi^ 
tioiul Revenue, afiorded us the Means of acknowledging his Services, without any Charge 011 
the ir ancient bund, wc determined to reward him by a Prclcnt of One Lack of Rupees. 

While IulIi diftinguifhed lellimonials accompany Mr. Briftow*s Difmifllon, the prefent Re- 
foluiidn touLlK.s nothing but the Honuur of the Board, and the Confiftency of their Proceedings : 
Our l.eitcr to iMr. Bnitow himlclf demunftrates Itill mure Itrongly the Board’s unanimous Ap- 
piobari ii of hi.. Condud. 

W e told him, 

W c iHLiiely appiove of every Article in the Treaty, and of the Ncgociation of it. 

Wc laiil, that in ratilying a I reaty fo highly honourable and advantageous to the Company, 
as th.it which )Ou have had tlic Honour of concluding with the Nabob, wc cannot, in Juftice 10 
)our ilillingoilhed Zeal and ^Iftidujty in the Courlc of this important Ncgociation, omit ex- 
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prcffing CO you the hightft Approbation of your Conduft, and returning you our Thanks for 
the Service you hr.vc rendered to the Company. The Terms you have obtained arc To complete 
and latibfaftory* that they equal our warmeft Expc6lations and you may be allurei', th;u we 
(hall not fail to reprefcnt the whole of your Conduft fincc your Appointment, to the Honourable 
Court of Dirc( 5 lors, in that favourable Light in which it appears to us, and in which we do not 
doubt it will be received by the Company. 

As a further Mark of Favour and Approbation, we have agreed to order aBon 1 to be m.ide out 
in your Favour, for One Lack of Rupees, bearing Intcreft at 5 per Cent, fre^m the 2 ill May, 
being the Date of the Signature of the Treaty, lubjedl however to the final Approval of the 
Honourable the Court ot Diredors, to whom we fhall recommend it as a jult Reward of your 
Services. 

The intended Reward however has not been received by Mr. Briftow ; it would not be impro- 
per to infert in this Place, a Copy of the whole Treaty of Fyzabad, fince there is not a Line of it, 
that does not in effeft arraign the Jullice of the preient Refolution, I lhall however only men- 
tion thofe Two Articles in favour of the Company, which a lefs faithful Servant, and a lefs 
honourable Man, might have ufed the Latitude allowed him by his Inllrudlions, and cafily have 
compounded for Abatements, yet ftill have preferved the Credit of having rcndercil an elleniuil 
Scrvi».c to his Employers : I mean the Acquifition of a nee Revenue of 'Pwenty-threc Lacks, 
with all the Rights of the Nabob over the Country of Benares, and of Six Lacks a Year in Ad- 
dition to the Subfidy, The Company, I rruflt, will long preferve the PoirdTion of thefe Acquifi- 
tions, as well as a grateful Senfe of the Ability and Integrity to wh.ch they owe it. 

4th. At a Time when the Kllablilhment of our Ally the Nabol) of Owde is reprefented to be 
inlccure, and when fomc extraordinary Meafures arc recommended for protcdling his Dominions 
againll a foreign Invafion, 1 deem it in the higheft Degree hazardous to the Welfare ot his Go- 
vernment, and ot courfe to our own, to remove a Man thoroughly acquainted with the Allairs 
ot that Country, and with the polirical Interetls, Views, and Connections of all the Indian Powers 
that (urround it; and that it the Meafure were otherwife dcfenfible, many Circumltances 
wt.ich peculiatly belong to the prefent Conjundure, ought to have deterred the Board from adopt* 
ing it. ^ 

5th. The prefent Refolution appears to me an Attack on the Authority of the Company 
thcmfclves, who arc informed of Mr. Briftovv's Appointment, who have left it unreverfed, and 

who have txprelsly adopted and confirmed the Principles on which Mr. Middleton was 

recalled. 

6th. Suppofing the prefent Majority not to be bound by any Obligation of public Duty, to 
maintain an Uniformity of Councils in the Eyes of the Indian Powers, and to preferve fomc Ap- 
pearance of Dignity and Confillency in the Operations of this Government, and fuppofing that 
the Governor General and Mr. Harwell have no Rule to confulr, but the Extent of their prefent 
Power, Co tlirc^fl them in the Ule of it; Hill I affirm that, on any Principles they can pofTibly 
avow, the Recall of Mr. Middleion is not a Precedent to juftify that of Mr. Briftow. The 

Records will (hew that the Motives on which the laic Majority aflcd, were folely of a Public 

Nature. We deemed it a Violation of the Conftitution of this or any Government, not veiled in a 
Angle Perfon, that the chief Member of it, who is no more than Firtl among his Equals, fliould 
tranfail the Affairs of the Government, through the Channel of a private Agent, receiving In- 
itrudions from him alone, and anlwcrable 10 him alone for the Execution of them: The Ho- 
nourable Court of Dircdlors tlicmfelves tell us, “ That the Conduft of the late Council in this 
Rcfpcdl was very improper. I'hcy exprcfsly order that no fuch independent or feparate Autho- 
rity be ever delegated to any Governor, or Member of Councilor to any other Perfon what- 
ever; and they declare that Mr. Middleton’s Corrcfpondencc Ihould have been addreffed to them, 
or ipeedily and unrcfervedly laid before them by the Prefuient.” 

It the public Principle on which we profeffed to a6t, be now clear and incontrovertible, it w'ill 
appear from the ftrongeft prelumptivc Evidence, that we did not alTume it to jjcovcr any fccrct 
unwarrantable Purpoje. 

1 he Governor General himfclf will acquit us of partial Views to the Eftabliftiment of any other 
Perlon at the Expence of Mr. Middleton. He cannot but rccolleifl that (ieneral Clavering, 
Colonel Monlbn, and myfelf, made him a Tender of continuing Mr. Middleton as the Public 
Kf fuknt ot the Company, which the Governor thought fit to decline. With rcfpeiff to Mr. 
Briftow, 1 moll folcmnly declare, that his Name fur this Appointment was not, to my Know- 
Iedge,^in Contemplation with any Member of the Board, till a confidcrable Time after Mr. Mid- 
dleton’s Arrival in Calcutta. If vindiftivc Meafures were in any Cafe capable of a Juflification, 
it could only ariie riotn a Coinparifon with other Meafures of the fame Temper; but, even on 
this Principle, the Removal of Mr. Briftow has no Plea to fupport it.

Extraft of a Letter from the Court of Directors to the Council at Bengal, dated 4th July 1777, 

[Par. II. TTPON the moft careful Perufal of your Proceedings of the 2d of December 
1776, relative to the Recall of Mr. Briftow from the Court of the Nabob of 
Oude, and the Appointment of Mr. Nathaniel Middleton to that Station, we muft declare our 
Itrongeft Difapprobation of the whole of that Tranfadtion. 

12, We obicrve, that the Governor General’s Motion for the Recall of Mr. Briftow, in- 
cludes that for the Rcftoration of Mr. Nathaniel Middleton ; but as neither of thofe Meafures 
appear to us ncceflary, or even juftifiable, they cannot receive our Approbation. 

I With refpeft to Mr. Briftow, we find no Shadow of Charge againft him. It appears 
that he has executed the Orders of the Board to the entire Satisfadion even of thofe Members 
of Council who did not concur in his Appointment. You have unanimoufly recommended 
him to our Notice •, Attention to your Recommendation has induced us to afford him Marks 
of our Favour, and to re-annex the Emoluments affixed by you to his Appointment, which 
liati been difeontinued by our Order. And as we muft be of Opinion that a Perfon of acknow- 
ledged Abilities, whofe Condud has thus gained him the Efteem of his Superiors, ought not 
to be degraded without juft Caufe, we do not hefitate to interpofe in his Behalf, and there- 
fore direft, that Mr. Briftow do forthwith return to his Station of Refident at Oude, from 
which he has been fo imj)roperly removed.] 

14. In regard to Mr. Nathaniel Middleton, to whofe Condud we have no other Objeflion*^^ 

than his rcfufing to fubmit his Corrcfpondence to the Perufal of the Governor General and 
Council, we feel a Concern in being obliged again to exprefs our Difapprobation of fuch Re- 
fufal, and are particularly forry that the Tendernefs with which we treated the Subjed in our 
Letter of the i^;th December 1775, fliould have induced the Governor General to draw 
Concliifions manifeilly contrary to our Intentions, and to the Sentiments expreffed in that 
Letter. * 

15. In order to obviate every Doubt on this Head, we hereby order and dired, that our 
Governor General do forthwith deliver in to your Board all fuch Parts of his Correspondence 
with Mr. Nathaniel Middleton, from the Day of his Departure from Fort William, as have 
Jiitherto been withheld from your Perufal, or withdrawn from the faid Correfpondcnce. 

16. It is alfo our exprefs Diredion that Mr. Middleton deliver to you without Delay, the 
whole of his original Corrcfpondence with the Governor General, with Sujah ul Dowlah, and 
with all and every other Perfon, on public Bufincfs, from the Time of his Departure from 
Fort William in January 1774. to his Return thither in January 177J, together with his Diary, 
and all Minutes made by him in fuch Diary; and that an authenticated Copy of the whole be 
tranfmitted to us by the firft Opportunity, for our Information.

The Governor General. 

Before the Board enter into the ConGderation of this extraordinary Motion, I muft beg leave 
to offer fome Obfervations upon it. Were the moft inveterate and determined Adverfary of 
the Britilh Nation to poffefs, by whatever Means, a Share in the Adminiftration, he could not 
devife a Meafurc in itfelf fo pernicious, or time it fo effeaually for the Ruin of the Britilh 
intcrefts in India, as that now introduced to the Board. Mr. Francis alone is confeious of his 
own Motives and Intentions j I can fpeak only to their Tendency. We are at this Inftant 
involved in a new War with perhaps the moft powerful of all the States in India, which has 
opened with a Calamity fo dreadful, as to require the moft immediate and vigorous Exertions 
of this Government to prevent wh« muft otherwife be the Confequence, the total and fpeedy 
Lofs of the Carnatic, and of all thfBritilh Eftablilhments and Pofleffions in that Part of India 
To ward off this impending Danger we have, befides immediate Preparations of War, refolvcd 
52 Peace on their own Terms to the Maractas, with whom we have been, during the part 

Two Years, engaged in a hazardous, though hitherto fuccefsful War, At fuel) a Tim^c to pro- 
claini an entire Subverfion of the Influence of this Government (for fuch muft be the EH'cdf 
whether it be or be not the Intention of the prefcnt Queftion), will be to defeat every End of the 
D have lately refolved to give Encouragement to our Enemies by the 

■ Profpeft of an inyerwd, fluauating, or divided Government, and difeourage thofe to whom 

Advances of this Government are made, when they fee the Perfon in whofe Name they are 
offered, and to whom alone they look as the reprefentative Inftrument of the Britifh Nation in 
India, treated at the fame Inftant with Contempt, and difarmed of the Power of fulfilling the 
and maintaming the Faith of the Treaties offered by him for their Acceptance. 

**’'‘** Member of the Adminiftration Ihould at fuch a Time 
hold him forth as an Inftrument for the Degradation of the firft executive Member of this Go- 
vernment. What ai>c the profeffed Objefts of his Appointment ? What are tJic Merits and 
services, or what the Qualifications, which entitle him to fuch an uncommon Diftinaion ? Is 
it for his fuperior Integrity, or from his eminent Abilities, that he is to be dignified at fuch 
Hazards of every Confidcration that ought to influence the Members of this Adminiftration ? Of 
t c former I know no Proofs. — I am furc it is not an Evidence of it, that he has been enabled 
to make himfelf the Principal in fuch a Competition i and for the Teft of his Abilities, I appeal 
^ this Board, and which I am afhamed to fay, we have 

luttercd. I defire that a Copy of it may be inferted in this Day’s Proceedings, that it may ftand 
before the Eyes of every Member of the Board, when he fhall give his Vote upon a Queftion 

giving their Confidence to a Man. their Servant, who has publicly infulted th^, his 
Maiters, and the Members of the Governnficnt to whom he owes his Obedience; who, affuming 
an Aflbcianon with the Court of Dircdlors, and erefting himfelf into a Tribunal, has arraigned 
em or Difobcdience of Orders, paflfed Judgment upon them, and condemned or acquitted 
tnem as their Magiftrate and Superior.

as their confidential Manager and Negociator with the Princes of India.] As the Motion 
been unaccompanied by any Reafons which (hould induce the Board to pafs their Acquiefcencc 
in it, I prelume that the Motion which preceded it for reading the Orders pf the Court of 
Directors, was inrended to ferve as an Argument for it, as well as an Introduftion to it. The 
lad of tho‘r Orders was diftated the 23d December 1778, almoft Two Years pad; they 
were dictated at a^Time when, I am forry to fay, the Court of Direflors were in the Habit of 
cading Reproach upon my Conduct, and heaping Indignities on my Station ; at a Time when 
their Affairs in every Part of India wore the Afpeft of Profperity ; at a Time too when the 
Renewal of the Company’s Charter was in Contemplation, and a new Settlement of Govern- 
ment was required for the Adminidration of thefe Provinces. It was certainly their Intention 
or ExfKftation that I (hould be immediately removed from this Government, and fomc other 
Perfon fubdituted in my Place. To what Caufes the Sufpcnfion of this Dcfign is to be 
aferibed I (hall not enquire} but fince they themlelves have thought it proper to continue me 
in the chief Adminidration of their Affairs, I (hall not offer fo grofs an Infult to their Under- 
(landings or Impeachment of their Integrity, as to fuppofe that they could ever think it 
confident with the Intereds and Security of their Conftituents to deprive me of thofc Au- 
thorities and Sources of Influence, which can alone enable me to fulfil the Duties they have 
aftigned me, and on the Foundation of which fo heavy a Rcfponfibility reds on me par- 
ticularly, The relative Situation of the Governor General, and of the other Members of the 
Council, has not indeed been defined by the Adi of Parliament, which has condituted their 
collcdlivc Authority; but in all Indances in which that Aft has been filent, the Powers 
and Praftire of the former Government were declared by the Aft itfclf to fubfid unchanged. 

By the ancient and immemorial Conditution of the Company, the executive Authority of 
every Prcfidency was committed to the fird Member of it. He was declared the imme- 
diate and foie Agent in all Negociations and Tranfaftions with the Country Powers, and 
his Name alone was announced to them as the Reprefentative of the Government ; as the Govern- 
ment : Let it then be confidcred, how far the Principles and obvious Defign of this Prerogative arc 
generally connefted with the Quedion now before the Board, independently of the pccu- 
liar Circumdances which attended it — (^)[Thc Removal of Mr. Middleton, my Agent at 
the Court of the Nabob of Oude, was the firft Aft of a Majority of this Adminidration in 
the Year 1774, to proclaim the Annihilation of my Authority; and the Effeft nioft com- 
pleicly anfwcred that Intention, for from that Moment I was confidered, both at the Court 
of Oude, and in every other Court, which had any Conneftion with this Government, in 
no other Light than as the condrained Indrumcnt of cxercifing an Authority which had been 
edablifhed on the Ruins of my own. Such mud be the evident Effeft of the prefent Queftion^^ 
if it fhall be carried againft me.] I will not carry this Argument to the further Lengths 
♦SlcinOfig. Conclufions to which it would warrantably lead me; but I do not ^ fulcmnly adjure the other 
Members of the Board, that, unlefs they think me totally unqualified to execute the Funftions 
of my Station, they will not give their Sanftion to a Mcafure which mud reduce me to 
the State of a nominal Member of it, which (hall take the Reins of Adminidration from my 
Hands, to place them in thofe of Mr. Francis, and which, by fubverting the natural Order of 
the Conditution, mud deprive it of its Vigour by whomfoever it may be occafionally held. 
While they pay that Obedience and Rel'peft which I am as ready as they are to yield to the 
Orders of the Court of Direftors, let them compare the Situation of Things as they dood at 
the Time when thefe Orders were iffued, with the prefent, and let them imagine what Orders 
the Court of Direftors would, at fuch a Period as this, pafs on luch a C^eftion. If they 
think, but it is impoffiblc to fuppolc it, that a Body of Men, fo refpeftable in their Cha- 
rafters and in their Rank of Life, would, at a Time like this, confent to degrade and difarm 
the fird Indrument of their Authority, let them give their Votes for the Quedion; if not, let 
them aft by their dronged Conviftion of what would be the Orders of the Company in the 
prefent Cafe, not what it is, applied to one which it was impoffiblc for the Company to have 
forefeen *, I again call upon them mod folcinnly to fupport my Authority, and at the fame 
Time their own Rights ^nd their Reputation, which arc connefted with it, both in its imme- 
diate Effeft, and its remoter but inevitable Confcqucnccs.

Under other Circumftances my Condudl 
might be deemed premature j but fituated as I am, after Three Months Solicitation in vain, X 
hope our Honourable Superiors will do me the Jufticc to confider the Delay in my Applica-

I have never given my Confent to being held out of my Office; and I mean by this Addrefs 
to efface any bad Imprcffions that might be entertained of me in thus long lufpcnding a Claim 
grounded upon the higheft Authorities.

Our Honourable Superiors have fince likewife been ple.ifcd to favour me 
with Marks of their Approbation j notwithftanding which I am treated with NegleA by your 
Honourable Board ; and the Members individually have pofitivcly refufed to do me the Jullicc 
I have every Right to claim. In order to difeharge my Duty to your Honourable Superiors, I 
humbly folicic, that it may be recorded upon your Proceedings, I have neither diredlly nor 
indireftly confented to my Right having been thus long withheld from me. 

In Jullice to Sir Eyre Coocc, I take the Liberty of mentioning that 1 have the Honour of a 
Letter from him, under Dace the 3d of laft Month, in which he declares his Determination 
of fupporting the Orders of the Court of Diredors in my Favour.

Mr. Francis. — I believe no Man living will ferioufly attribute to me the Charadler of a 
determined and inveterate Adverfary of the Britifh Nation. It is well known to every Man 
in India, that if Mr. Whclcr’s Advice, and mine, for thefe Three Years pad had been regarded, 
or if our unremitted Efforts had availed any Thing, this Government would not have been in 
the diftrcffing Situation to which it is reduced by a Series of other Meafurcs adopted and pur- 
fued in Oppofition to our Sentiments : But I have done with Conrroverfy. If t ie Company’s 
Orders are not binding on this Government — if they convey no poficive Right to Mr. Briltow, 
his Preccnfions fall to the Ground. If the contraiy be true, the is fimply, whether 

the Orders fliall be obeyed or not. In the Governor’s Minute I fee no Conneflion between the 
Premifes and the Conclufion : I fee no Proportion between the Mifehiefs fuppofed to follow 
from Mr. Briftow’s Re-appointment and the Caufc which is to produce them. The other Mem- 
bers will judge for thcmfelvcsj but I forcfce many Mifehiefs and Dangers of the firfl: Magnitude 
from this Government contradling a Habit of difobeying the Company’s Orders. Their 
Authority is the only Link by which this Dominion is held by Great Britain. If that Autho- 
rity be not binding on us, or if we may wave it when we think fir, I know not through what 
other lawful Medium the lupcrior State can exercife its Jurifdiflion over the inferior. 

The Queftion applied pcrfonally to Mr. Briftow might with equal Reafon and Propriety be 
applied to Mr. Middleton, Mr. Hofea, Mr. Purling, or any other Gentlemen in the Com- 
pany’s Service. The Paragraphs of the Company’s Letters which have been read contain a 
complete Anfwer to them; and if they do not, I am not bound to take any Part of fuch 
Queftions, fincc I reft my Propoluion on the Grounds of the Company’s pofitive and repeated 
Orders. 

Governor General. — I pafs Mr. Francis’s Minute, availing myfelf of it only to affert my 
own Pretenfions on the very Ground on which he Aipports his Queffion ; and on this Occafion 
Mr. Whcler will pardon me if 1 addrefs myfelf in a more particular and pointed Manner 
to him. 

He was my Superior at the Time I held this Government under another Syflcm; he was 
during feme Part of that Time the Chairman of the Court of Direftors, and on him I ven- 
ture to call as an Evidence of the implicit and cffcftual Obedience which I paid to the Com- 
mands of the Court of Direftors in every Inftance in which they thought it proper to put my 
Fidelity to the Trial ; for this my Reputation, my Ambition, my Intcrcfi, my private Feelings, 
were fcverally taxed ; yet in all that Period I never fuffered any Confidcration to prevail for 
a Moment in Oppofition to my Duty and to the Confidence which they generally repofed in 
me. In return, I claim from him that Porcion at lead which he can bellow of the Reward 
which was due to fuch Services, performed with fuch Sacrifices ; and as he once did me the 
Honour to think me deferving of his Applaufc, I hope that now I (hall receive his Support. — 
He will well remember the Indances to which I allude, and the Belief entertained by many 
at the Time in which thofc Orders were iffued, that I Ihould either refufe or evade the Exe- 
cution of them. 

Mr. Wilder. — The high Senfe which the Court of Direftors entertained of the peculiar 
Merits and Abilities of the Governor General, at the Period alluded to in the foregoing 
Minute, were more confpicuoufly marked by their Choice and Appointment of him to the 
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rxalted Station which he now holds, than they can pofiibly be by any particular Inftance at 
this Time recited by me. A general Compliance with the Company’s Orders I am perfuaded 
conftituted no fmall Part of thofe Merits which at that Time met with the unanimous Reward 
of the Court of Direftors. I am equally defiroos to fupport the Authority of the Governor 
General at this Period, a$ I was, when in a different Situation^ happy in promoting thofe Ends 
which I thought moft conducive to his Honour, and to the general intcreft of the Company’s 
Affairs; but in the prefent Conteft I cannot cffcdt it without a Sacrifice of that Power from 
whence I conceive he derives his Authority. 

The Orders of fte Court of Direftors arc too pointed and (Irong to leave me a Choice; I 
muft therefore give my Affcnt to the Motion in Support of them. 

Sir Eyre Cootc. — Ac a Time when I am (b engaged in the public Concern, I little expeded 
that any Queftion of a private Nature would be agitated at this Board that could poflibly 
interrupt the Harmony of it ; and that at a Time when that Harmony is fo ncccffary for 
carrying on the Public Service. The Queftion to me is of lb much Magnitude that I mult 
beg leave to defer giving my Opinion on it till To-morrow. 

The Governor General informs the Board, that for the Purpofc of concluding this De- 
bate he fhall requeft their Attendance in this Department again To-morrow Morning.

ENEWED the Confidcration of Mr. Francis’s Minute recorded on Yefterday’s Procecd- 
^ ings. Sir Eyre Cootc delivers in the following Minute. 

After having created the Board the Trouble of a fccond Meeting on the Queftion which 
formed the Subjed of Yefterday’s Debate, and for which I truft its Importance, my own 
Situation at this Jundurc, and my being without any previous Knowledge until I arrived in 
Town in the Morning, that fuch a Bufinefs was likely to come before us, will plead Excufe. 
It is not my Intention to encroach further on their Time by tedious Argument or Difcuffion. 

Whilft I am bound in Honour, by my Opinion recorded on the Proceedings of this Board 
on a former Occafion, to fupport all Orders received from the Court of Diredors, fubfequent 
to my Arrival in this Country, I ncverthclcfs hold it a Duty equally incumbent upon me as 
a Member of this Adminiftraiion, appointed under the Authority of an Ad of Parliament, 
and to which Tribunal of the Britifli Conftitution we are ultimately rcfponfible for the due 
Execution of the important Truft committed to our Charge, the Care of the Incerefts of the 
Englifii Nation in India, to judge how far, in following fuch Orders, I am likely to injure 
that firft Objed of our Attention. 

The late Requifition made of me by this Board, to take upon me the Command of the 
Army at Madras, and the Grounds upon which that Requifition was made, render it altoge- 
ther unneceffary for me to bring forward, on this Occafion, Arguments in Proof of the very 
critical State of the interefts of the Company and the Englifii Nation in India. Our un- 
animous Agreement on the Meafure, and our fubfequent Refolutions to carry it into force, 
evince its Expediency; and which I ftattered myfelf had been the Refult of a difinterefted 
Convidion in the Mind of every Member of this Board, and of a Determination to allow no 
Objeds 10 interpofe which could have a Tendency to obftrud the fucccEful Execution thereof. 
That the Reftoration of Mr. Briftow, at this Time, to the Charge of the Refidency at Luck- 
now, will produce ElTeds highly prejudicial thereto, I have not a Doubt of ; as it will gene- 
rate in the Minds of every Power of Hindoftan, that the Governor General is carrying on 
Treaties with them which he has not the Power to ratify, and will produce on their Part Confe- 
qucnces dcllrudive to all Negociacion, Indecifion and Procraftination. The Ncccffity of 
avoiding every Step that can give rife to fuch Impediments, at the very Time the Governor 
General is negociating, under the Sandion of this^ Board, Terms of Peace with the Marhattas, 
I am perfuaded is too obvious to every Member of it to require Elucidation, and that they fee it 
as a Condud highly infeparablc from the real Purpofc of their Refolvcs, to. give him every 
poffiblc Support, both in Word and Adion, for the Accoraplifhmcnt of a Bufinefs in which 
the Interefts of the Public arc fo cffcmially concerned. 
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In Ihort, although my former Declarations, added to the Rule I had laid down for my 
ConduA in all Cafes where I could have the Orders of the Court of Diredors for my CJuide, 
obliges me to give my Voice in favour of Mr. Francis’s Motion, I nevertheh-r* fee, and am’ 
fo thoroughly convinced of the great Neceflity there is in the prelent critical Conjundute of 
our Alfairs in India, of fupporting the Governor General as the rirft Indrumer.c of our Ad- 
minillration, that I here declare, I will moft heartily join with him in any Meafurc he c.m 
devife, whereby the ill Effeds of the Change at Lucknow may be obviated, and the World 
in general be convinced, that he is lldl in Pofleflion of that Authority in the Adminillration 
of the Public Bufinefs, fo abfolutcly rcquilitc for the Support of our Government. 

In urging thefc Sentiments, I am naturally led to relied on what may be my own Situa- 
tion in the Execution of that Duty which I am on the F.vc of undertaking, i!ie Operations 
of which may be materially injured by any Meafure which* in the Icall impede the Ncgocia- 
tions fet on foot by the Marattas. I therefore, as a Duty I owe mvlelf and the public 
Welfare, call upon every Member of this Board to give me fuch i'cllimony of their Deter- 
mination to fupport me in the Profecution of a Service fo important in itfeif, and in its 
Confequences, as that, when once enrtred on*, I may not be expoled to the Apprehenfion of 
Failure, from a Doubt of not receiving that ample AfTilUnce fiom them which the Natuic of 
the Undertaking renders fo indifpcniably needfary, and which they alone can afl^td.

Mr. Francis’s Motion carried in the Affirmative. 

Mr. Francis. — If the Commander in Chief will (late on what fijecific Points he wilhes to 
obtain from me a Tcllimony of my Determination to (upj^otc him iii the Ptolecuiion of the 
Service which he is going to undertake, I dare fay 1 (hall be able, ns I am lure I am defirou.s, 
to give him every Satisfadion he can defire. If the Rcquell be Itft generally, I can only 
anfwcr it by a general Affiurance to him, that it is my Determination to fupport him. 

The Reinforcement of Men, and the great Supply of Money which he will carry with 
him, will empower him to ad for a confiderablc Time at lead } and if there be any Thin "- 
clfe he wifhes for, I only beg it may be dated 

Mr. Wheler. — I have already given my feeble Support to all the Meafurcs that have 
yet been propofed for the Redoration of our Affairs in the Carnatic by the Governor General 
with the Concurrence of the Commander in Chief. I am ready to go yet fuithcr, and to 
remove every Interruption to the General’s Meafures, in a (^larter where I .apprehend they 
iniglu poffibly be oppofed. 1 doubt not but I am underftood. 

The Governor General — It is unneceffitry for me to give Affurances to the General of my 
particular Support, after having been the Mover of the Meafurcs which fo efrcntially require 
his perfonal Execution of them, and of the Requeft made to linn fo urgently by this Hoan), 
to undertake the Condud of them. I regard the Intercff, and eventually pcthajis t!ic Ex- 
idence, of this Government, to be dependent on the Succefs of his Operations} and declare, 

1 will at all Hazards make this my firfl and invariable Objed.

I cannot, confidently with what 1 confider due to the Dignity and Authority of my public 
Station, and to my own Charadcr and Feelings as' a Man, confent to affix my Signature to rlic 
Letters of Credence or Indrudions of Mr. Briftow, as Rcfident at the Court o(”oudc. The 
Court of Diredors, after having, in tlieir firlt Indrudions to this Government, exprefsly 
enjoined every Member of the Board not only to be guided by the Voice of the Majority, 
but alfo to fubferibe to all Letters, Orders, Ads, and Meafures refulting from the Decifions of 
fuch Majority, have fince thought proper to compliment General Clavering and Mr. Francis 
upon their Departure from this Rule in Indances where their Sentiments have not accorded with 
thofe of the other Members of the Board.

I have frequently written to the Nabob Amaud ud Dowlah about the Recall of Mr. John 
Briflow, and the Nabob promifed he would foon do it; but to this Time he has not had an 
Opportunity of doing it. In the mean while, Mr. Briftow refides here, and has come twice to 
pay a Vifit, but I have not yet returned it, nor will 1 return it. He is now expcifiing Orders 
from Europe, which, he fays, will give him foie ind entire Authority. Reprefent this to the 
Nabob in private. By the Blefllng of God, you are wife, and acquainted with all Matters. 
This, long Delay, after Mr. Briftow has been told that he will be recalled to Calcutta, is a Dlf- 
gracc to both Sides. I imagine the Nabob is adling prudently, fo as to prevent Mr. Briftow’s 
Attempt from reaching Europe; otherwife how could the Orders from Calcutta have been fo 
delayed? By the Blefllng of God, at this Time the Nabob, conformable to the Wifhes of 
his Friends, has got the Power; it is therefore nccclTary for him to attend to the Concerns of 
his Friends, and to recall Mr. Briftow from hence, and grant a Sunnud, in the Nature of an 
Engagement, for Mr. Middleton to remain here for ever. If it is proper, I will write to 
t'he King, the Vizier, and the Chief of the Company, in fuch Manner as he fhall direeft, and 
in the Words which he fhall order, that Mr, Briftow’s Views may be thwarted there. A long 
Time has pafled in anxious Expc( 5 tation ; let him now be favourable to me, and recall Mr. 
Briftow without Delay. Should any further Delay happen in this Matter, or no Anfwer be 
returned to my Letters, being remedilefs, I will, without the Permifllon or Knowledge of the 
Nabob, leave this Place and go to the Nabob’s Prefence. Why is Bahar Ally Khan ftill in 
that Quarter ? Do you mention it to the Nabob, and procure his Difmifllon from thence, that 
he may come to Fizcabad ; and let the Nabob write to my Mother, that when he comes in 
Perfon to this Quarter he will do whatever the Nature of Affairs fhall require.

Lieutenant General Sir Eyre Coote abfent on Command at Fort St. George. 

Received the following Letter from the Governor General. 

Gentlemen, 

A few Days before my prefent Indifpofition commenced, I informed you that I was lorry to 
find that the Rcfident at the Vizier’s Court had evidently failed in his Duty to this Govern- 
ment, 
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m*nr, in not having carried into Execution the Conditions and Spirit of dre late Treaty with 
the Vizier. 1 had further the Mortificatioa to be obliged to inform you, that neither the Rc- 
fidcot, nor his Deputy in hi# Abfence, had contlnunicated tO me the Confufions which had 
arifen in the Vizier’s Dominions, from a Negicd or Violation of the Treaty. The Letters 
which 1 wrote, in confcquence of Inch Mifmanagement, to the Refident and' the afling Mini- 
fler of the Vizier, were laid before you and approved. ' 

(a) [Upon the fame Occafion 1 obferved to you, that the Obftacie which oppofed itfcif to 
the Nomination of Mr. Bridow to the Refidentfbip at Oude no longer exided : It was removed 
by my having vindicated what muft ever bo efteemed one of the ncceffary Brivileges of this 
Government. 1 had the Pleafurc of finding, upon the moft impartial Inquiry, that the 
Condudl of Mr. Briftow, during his former Rcfidence at the Court of the Vizier, had been 
proper and attentive. I accordingly wifhed to recommend him to f'uccced the prefent Re* 
fident, provided the Vizier had no reaibnable Objeflions to his Appointment.] 

I have now great Satisfaiflion in informing you, that my Letter to the afting Miniftcrof the 
Vizier has had the happiell Effect in realizing the heavy Balances due to .the Company froni 
Oude j and it is faid that the prefent Refident and his Deputy arc brought to a proper 
Senfe of their Duty to the Company. 

But as in every AdV of my Adminillration of the Affairs of the Company, I never had an 
Object in view but their permanent intcreft, as far as my Judgment could dired me, and as 
I’rcjudices in favour of thofe in whom I have confided, or againft thofc who opppfed me, 
vaniffi in my. Mind, when the Good of the Service requires it, I now wifh you to recall 
Mr. Middleton from the Court of the Vizier, and to appoint Mr. Briftow in his Room. 

My weak State of Health obliges me to didatc this Letter from my Bed j yet I cannot but 
add, that your Inftrudions to Mr. Briftow fhould be ilrong and pofuive upon thefe Points— 
Firft, That he fhould always fhew every pofTiblc Refped to the Vizier and his Family. 
Secondly, That he fhould take the moft cffcdual Steps for fecuring all that may remain unpaid 
of the Company's Balances. Thirdly, That the Security and internal Peace of the Vizier’s 
Dominions, and the Happinefs of the People, fhould be continually in his View and that he 
fhould communicate fully and freely with this Government upon thofc Subjeds. 

The State of my Health requires my proceeding further up the River 5 and I fhall commu- 
nicate to Mr. Briftow, with your Approbation, any more particular Inftrudions that may occur 
to me, and that 1 may be able to fend them.

Meflrs. Middleton and Johnfton to the Prcfulency, that they may be called upon to account fo 
their Mifmanagcmcnt at Oude, and that the Complaints made of their Conduft, both by th 
Vizier and his afting Miniftcr, be taken into Confideration. If ever there was a Period in th 
Diftrefs of any Government when Ncglcft of Du^, or Corruption of Servants in high Sta 
tion, is fupcriorly criminal, it is the prefent Crifis of the Company’s Difjtreflcs*, and criti 
cal Situation with its few Allies and numerous Enemies.

'T^HE Secretary having, in confcquence of the Refolution of the Board of the 21ft April laft 
received from the Governor General the Letters from Mr. Middleton and Mr. Johnfon tc 
him, in order to draw up the Charges againft thofc Gentlemen, and having accordingly preparcc 
the Charges in conformity to the Board’s Orders, and circulated them, with the Letter: 
above mentioned, they are now recorded as follows, and ordered to be immediately lent tc 
Meffrs. Middleton and Johnfon refpeclivcly, that they may reply to them. 

Charges againft Mr. Nathaniel Middleton. 

ift. For leaving unexecuted the fevcral Articles of the Governor General’s peremptory Order: 
and Inftruiftionsto you, dated at Chunar, the 20th September 1781, notwithftanding thofc Inflrur- 
tions enjoined artd commanded your ftrifteft Obedience, and were, both by the Vizicr’.s forma 
Agreement, on which they were founded, and by the Tenor of them, intended to be carried inn 
immediate EfFeft, the Objeft of them being the Reduftion of the Vizier's Debt to the Company 
which was in a conftant State of Accumulation, and a Confeioufnefs of it Teemed implied in youi 
Firft Letter from Lucknow, dated 4th Oftober 1781, which contained the following Words 
** We have not yet been able to enter on any Buftnefs of Moment, but you may reft afTurcc 
“ no Time (hall be unneccfTarily confumed and in your Letter of the i aih Oflober, when 
you write in the moft prefting Terms for the Recall of the late temporary Brigade, as being c 
Parc of the Reform. Notwithftanding the Governor General, on the 26th of December following 
finding that you had not to that Time taken any Steps towards accomplifliing the Treaty, ir 
the Points in which the Vizier had engaged the Interference of our Government, wrote tc 

a you. 
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you, “ that the Reformation of the Vizier’s Army, and the new Settlement of his Revenues, 

“ were Points of immediate Concern, and ought to be immediately concluded j” and added, 

•* I now demand and' requirc you moft folemnly to anfwcr me. Are you confident in your 
«* own Ability to accOmplilh all thefe Purpofes, and the other Points of my Inftriic- 
** tions ? If you reply that you arc, I will depart with a quiet and affured Mind to the 
Prcfidency, but leave you a dreadful Refponfibility if you difappoint me. If you tell me 
“ that you cannot rely on your Power, and the other Means which you polTefs, for perform- 
** ing thefe Services, I will free you from the Charge : I will proceed myfclf to Lucknow, 

“ and I will myfclf undertake them.” To which you returned for Anfwcr, " I confidently Letter to

“ that your comiftg here is unneceflary.” Your Anfwcr to the 4th Paragraph admits, that ** 
you have erred in fuppofing that the Reform was not meant to take place that Year $ and adds, 
that “ the Inftant the Fyzabad Bufinefs is finifhed, which cannot take more than One Fort- 
“ night from the Day of marching there, I Iball take fuch Steps, as the Means in my Power 
“ will admit of, towards procuring from the Nabob Orders ro each Aumil to pay his grofs 
“ Revenues to the Minifters, and to receive the Pay of their Troops, being rcduced^into 
“ regular muftcred Eftablilhments, from the General Treafuryj and Ibould he refufe, I will

contradiflory Information of FaCts -, for by your Letters of the nth February 1782 to rlic 
Governor General, you fay you inclofe one from the Vizir, “ informing him of his Compli- 
“ ance with the only Points that remained unfinilhed of his Part of the late Agreements,” See. 
and add, “ I have, in confirmation of the above-mentioned Letter, received one from the 
“ Minifter, informing me of the Accomplifhment of this Reform, from which, with the total 
Refumption of all jaghcers, which is now pcrfcftly completed, I have every Rcal'on to hope 
“ for the moft beneficial Relult, and that every Part of this Government will now be in a State 
“ of Regularity and Tranquillity fcarccly ever before experienced.” 

“ 1 alfo truft, that you will now deem every Wilh, exprefled in your Inftruaions to me, 

“ fully performed.”— Again, in your Letter to the Governor of the loth March following, you 
fay, “ Having fucceeded in the Impreftion which I wilhed to make on the Minifters, and the 
« Reduftion which has been made in the Nabob’s Mootepna Troops ftrengthening the Ground 
** I had argued on, I availed myfclf of this Opportunity to propofe an Eftablifiiment of the 
Company’s Troops.” — In your Letter to him of the 20th of that Month, you fay, “ In • 

“ order to complete the Check you have dircAed over the Mooteyana and their Payment, I 
“ have been necefiitated to appoint an Aumcen to receive and remit to me the Collcdtions^of 
“ Licaput, Ally Cawn’s Jaidads, See." — And in your Lctrcr of the 25th March 1782, addrefted 
to the Governor General, you defined the particular Manner in which the fcvcral Parts of your 
Inftruflioris had been carried into l\xecution; but by your Letter of the 17th September 1782, 
addrefted to the Board, you only then declare, that you had ftationed an Agent of your own 
in each Aumildarry throughout thofe Provinces, as Muller Mailer of the Mooteyana Troops, 
and fay, that you “ could not with Propriety have taken lb dccifive a Line in this Bufinefs at an 
“ earlier Period, as the Nabob and Minifters returning to the Capital fo late as the Month of 
Odober found thcmfelves obliged to continue the Aumils already in Employ in their rcfpec- 
“ tivc 'I'rulls, or rifle by new Appointments at that advanced Seafon the Lofs of the whole Col- 
“ ledions on the Kierrecff or firft Crop, amounting to Two Fifths of the Annual Revenue, 

“ and the fame Circumftanccs involved the Necclftty of leaving their Agreements nearly in the 
Form in which they ftood in the preceding Year. Hence it became difticult and dangerous

For not reporting to the Governor General, or to the Board, the Progrefs which you 
had made from Time to Time in your Endeavours to comply with his Inftrudions; and if you 
met with any Impediments in the Execution of them, for omitting to ftate thofe Impediments, 
and to apply for frefh Orders upon them. 

5th. For Difobedience to the Governor General’s peremptory Orders of the 26th December 
1781, contained in the following Words: — “ I approve the Nabob’s Refolution to deprive the

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“ Begums of the ill-employcd Treafures* In both Services it muft be your Care to prevent an 
Abufc of the Power given to thofe that are employed in them. You yourfclf ought to be 
“ perfonally prefent — You muft not allow any Negociation or Forbearance, but muft prpfecutc 
both Services until the Begums arc at the entire Mercy of the Nabob, &c/*— Whereas, by a 
Letter from Major Naylor to the Governor General, dated at Camp Killa Fyzabad, 14th 
January 178a, it is declared as follows:— After my Arrival, a Couple of Days pafled in 
Negociation, but without Effeft, and the Party in the Town colledling and hourly gaining 
Strength, at length, after mature Deliberation, it was rcfolved that I Ihould, with my Regi- 
ment and Four Guns, ftorm the Town ; which 1 cfFccfted the 12th in the Morning/^— And by 
this Difobedience of the Order which forbad any Negociation or Forbearance, you allowed 
Time for OppofuicTn, which evidently had been meditated, to take its full Effeft, and for the 
Concealment of the Wealth which was in the Begum’s Pofleflion, as is acknowledged by your 
Letter of the i8th January to the Governor General. Your Letter of the 5th February is not 
a fufficient Exculpation from this Charge, as the Forbearance alluded to was before the Attack 
of the Killa, and not after the Begums were to be confidcred as entirely at the Mercy of the 
** Nabob,** which is the Time it alludes to. — It might be good policy, after they were fo re- 
duced, to obferve a temporizing Conduift, bccaufe the Treafurc was then concealed, and none 
but the AcceflTaries to its Concealment were acquainted with the Places where it was depofited.

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On my Arrival here, I was extremely concerned to find, from Colonel Hannav’s Letters to 
my Brother, that his Situation was far more critical and dangerous than I could nave had any 
Reafon to fuppofei in fhort, the Safety of himfelf and Detachnnenc appeared to depend fblely 
upon his obtaining immediate AtTiftance from this Places my Brother therefore, previous to my 
Arrival, had fent Major Naylor’s Regiment, which in confequence of your Orders had been 
detached to Lucknow, to the Colonel's Relief, and I am hopeful it will be the Means of ex> 
tricating him from his apparent Difficulties. Major John M'Pherfon, with One Battalion of 
his Regiment, arrived here Yeflerday, which enables us to fpare M^or Naylor’s, otherwife 1 
am convinced it would not have been by any Means fafe to detach it from Lucknow, as Dif- 
turbances prevail almofi univerfally around us, and fome daring Defigns have been meditated, 
though happily decccled before they were ripe for Execution, againft the Tranquillity of this 
Town. I fhall addrefs you on thefe Subjeds at large iir a Day or Two, and I truft be able to 
leave you without any Apprehenfions for this Quarter, whatever Dangers there may have 
been. 

The enclofcd Letter from Colonel Hannay will exhibit to you an unpleafant, but I fear too 
true a Pifture of his Situation, and evince to you the Necclfity there was for fending him the 
Alfiftancc we have done.

— 1 am fur- 
rounded on Three Sides by incredible Numbers of Infurgents, and I fhall not be able to keep 
the Road open to Byramgaut above another Day. My Sepoys, the Remains of Seven broken 
Companies, defert lb faft, that I (hall foon be without any ; moft of my Horfe have made their 
Terms with the Rebels, and I am helplefs. I have heard nothing more of Meer Ahmed Ally, 
and his Refaula. — I have no hope but in Aftlftance from Lucknow : For theft Three Days I 
have written to you, in the moft preftlng Terms, for Aidj but 1 am afraid my Letters have 
not got to you : Without immediate Aftlftance we are loft.

My dear Sir, Lucknow, 12th Oftober 1781. 

Inclofed I take the Liberty of tranfmitting Copies of the fevcral Papers you figned previous 
to my Departure from Chunar. The original Agreement between you and the Nabob I am 
afraid to truft to the preftnt Uncertainty of the Dauks ; it fhall however be forwarded the Mo- 
ment you defire it, and an authentic Copy may in the mean Time anfwer your immediate 
Purpofe. Thefe Papers 1 have put underaftaled Cover, that you may not have them opened 
and entered before you wifh them to become public. 

Permit me on this Occafion, my dear Sir, to fuggeft to you the Necefllty there is of the 
preparatory Steps being immediately taken towards accotr>pli(hing the Point ftipulated and 
agreed upon between you and the Nabob, by ifluing the General Orders under which the 
temporary Brigade is to prepare to move out of the Vizir’s Dominions, and the Englifh 
Officers commanding Corps in his Excellency’s Service to return to their refpe£tive Stations in 
the Company’s Service. 

Two Months from the Date of the Agreement were to be allowed (w/hich will expire in 
the enfuing Month) for the Purpofe of enabling the Troops at remote Stations to m^rch 
down or difband by Degrees, fo as that what remains of them may pafs the Nabob’s Boundaries 
by the Time ftipulated. If Orders to this Effc(ft are not now ilTued, the Time allowed will 
tlapfe without Avail, and its intended Purpofe be defeated. If you have not already fixed or 
iffued your Orders and Arrangements for this Purpofe, I venture to intrude the Propofal of 
the following Mode, which I entreat you will receive merely as it is intended, to fave, or aftift 
in laving, you any Trouble this Subjedl might give you, at a Time that your Mind and 
Attention muft be lb wholly occupied by the great Objedk more immediately under your Con- 
lldcration. 

Firft, A General Order, that all Officers now employed in the interior Service of the Vizir do 
immediately repair with their Commands to Lucknow, and there completely pay off their 
Troops, and fettle their Accounts with the Paymaftcr General of the Vizir’s Eftablilhmenc 
under Britifh Officers, fb that they (the Officers) may join their refpeflive Brigades before the 
End of next Month, or at leaft quit the Vizir's Provinces by that Period. 

Secondly, An Order that the Second, or fuch other Brigade as may be intended to occupy 
the Frontier Station, do march to Etawah, and canton there, excepting One complete Regi- 
ment of Sepoys, which is always to remain with the Refident at Lucknow, and to be relieved 
every Three Months without Deviation- 

2 Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, An Order, fignifylng, th*t as it had been ftipulated with the Nabob Vizir that 
the temporary Brigade and Cavalry (hall no longer be at his Charge after the 30th November 
next, the Officers of that Brigade are to furnilh Drafts to the ad Brigade to complete their 
Regiments to the Number newly regulated, and to march down their remaining Men to com- 
plete in like Manner the Regiments of the ift and ad Brigades, previoufly delivering over the 
Ordnance, Arms, &c. received from the Nabob Vizier— the Intention of this being, that the 
whole of the Futty Ghur and Daranagur Detachments, after being drafted for the ad Brigade 
do pafs the Nabob’s Boundaries on or before the 30th November next. The Paymafter to 
fettle all Accounts with the Refldent to that Time. 

Fourthly, An Order to direft the Paymafter of Colonel Muir’s Detachmeift, that he do not 
fend in his Eftimates for that Detachment to the Refldent, for the Pay and Allowances of any 
Period after the joih November next, but from thenceforward to make his Drafts upon the 
Military Paymafter General, or the Refldent and Colleaor of Benares, and to clofe whatever 
Accounts he may have with the Refldent at Lucknow, to the Period above mentioned. 

This laft Order feems more urgently neceflary than any of the foregoing, on account of the 
remote Situation of that Detachment, which might render any Difappointment in its Supplies 
of the moft ferious Confequence. " 

A Fifth Order, to flop the temporary Brigade from recruiting, might be of great Ufe if 
immediately iffued, as I underftand that Officers arc now employed in different Parts of the 
Vizier’s Country on that Service — In ftiort, my dear Sir, if it be true, as I have heard it lately 
reported, that you mean to re-eftablifh the Golundaz Corps, and to have an additional Military 
Eftabliftiment at Benares, the Men required for thefe Two Objedls, together with the Drafts 
fufficient to complete the 3d Brigade, will preclude all Difficulty in difpofing of the Officers 
and Men which now compofc the temporary Brigade and the Cavalry, whether you chufe to 
allot One Regiment to each Brigade, or fix the whole at Benares. 

It is alfo to be obferved, that it is not indifpenfably neceffary, by the new Agreement with the 
Nabob, that the Troops arc to leave his Dominions on a fixed Day j it is fufficient that he is 
exonerated from the Charge of maintaining them, and that the Company find Funds for their 
P^ from the Period ftipulated ; But if the Orders above fuggefted, or fome others to a fimilar 
Effedt, be not immediately iffued, the ludden Expiration of the ftipulated Time muft create 
much Confufion and Difficulty, as the effeaual Accomplilhment of this Arrangement in all 
us Branches, will neceffarily require Time, and the Provifion of new Funds and Refources muft 
become an Objedt of youc early Confideration. 

Excufe, my dear Sir, the Freedom with which I have fuggefted the above Points, as Pte- 
paratiyes to the final Execution of your Engagements with the Vizier j and do me the Tuftice 
to believe that I am adluated by no other Motive than a fincere Dcfire to favc you Embarraff- 
ment. ' 

Major Naylor’s complete Defeat of the Rebels in the Goruckpore Country has left Colonel 
Hannay without any Apprehcnfions of Danger to himfelf or Detachment} but the Country is 
yet in a very unfeltlcd, difaffcdled State, and will I fear remain fo, until fome fevere 
Examples have been made of the leading Infurgents, which the Circumftances of their local 
O^ra'don Rffoutces, and inacceffible Retreats, may render both a difficult and a tedious

I know not how to account for the little Attention which you Ihcw to my Orders, efpecially 
on a Point which you know ro be the moft important to my Reputation. Before you left this 
Place, I gave you a Lift of Papers, which I fhould want, both to explain and juftify the En* 
gagciTicnts which I had concluded with the Nabob Vizier, and you promifed to fend them on 
your Arrival at Lucknow. You obliged me to write preffingly, and I believe repeatedly for 
them. You then fent me Accounts, which, had you but looked at their Titles, you would have 
known could be of no Uie, being the Accounts of Ettablifliments, not of adtual Expen-* 
ditures, and of Eftabliftimcnts of the Year 1778, which arc either obfoicte or much changed ; 
and the Account which I moft wanted you have not fent, which was the Account of the 
Nabob’s prcl'cnt Debt to the Company. I have been prevented by your Neglcdl of me from 
fending to the Board the Report of this Tranfadion, which of courie will go Home only in 
private, and of courfe not the moft favourable Accounts of if. 

I now once more defire that you will inftantly fend me the following Accounts : 

1. An Acegunt of the Sums due to the End of tlic laft Month of the FufTulec Computation 
from the Nabob Vizier to the Company, on account of each feparate Charge. 

2. An Account of the Difburfements made and due for the laft FufTulce Year for every 
different Department paid by Mr. Wombwell, viz. The temporary Brigade, Major Martin’s 
Arfenal, Colonel Hannay’s Corps, Body Guard, Penfions and Salaries, and the adlual Ex- 
pence of Captain Ofborne’s Corps for the laft Year of his Command. 

To thefe I muft add another equally neccHary with the foregoing, which I defire you to give 
me, as you can, but not to delay the foregoing for if; viz.

My dear Sir, Lucknow, the ift December 1781. 

The Account of the Jagheers, in the Manner you defire it in your Letter of the 21ft Ultimo, 
is by no means eafy to make, with any Degree of Certainty, while they remain feparated and 
diftinft from the Mahlsof the Sircar, as every Jagheerdar finds it coo much his Intereft ,to con- 
ceal any Hxcefs of Collcftions above the Amount for which the Lands are granted to him, to 
i'uftcr an cxa< 5 t Valuation to be taken, fo long as he has the Means of preventing itj but as 
the’ Jagheers will now either be re-annexed to the Khalfa Lands, or made a feparate Aumildarry, 
under the Diredion of a Perfon of my own Recommendation, it will not be difficult for me 
to obtain the Informations you require, as their Produce, whatever it may be, will be brought 
into the Treafury, from whence thofe who arc entitled to the Mediation of the Company will 
receive their Proportions in Ready Money. I have this Day figniiicd to the Minifter my 
Expectation that the whole of the Jagheers be refumed, and their Revenue, after paying to 
fuch of the Proprietors as have a Right to claim the Mediation of our Governmenr, the 
Amount ot their Jagheers, be applied to the Liquidation of the Nabob’s Debt to the Honour- 
able Company, 1 lhall be very glad if his Excellency confents to make this Meafure an Aft 
of his own, as I conceive it would be more agreeable to you, and more confident with thofe 
Appearances which it may bethought expedient to. preferve wifh his Excellency; but if he 
declines ir, as is by no means improbable, I Iball chink myfclf juflified by your Inftruftions 
in infilling on its being done even without his Concurrence. 

I expect to be informed of his Excellency’s Determination on this Subjeft To-morrow, and 
fliall lole no I'ime in taking my Mcafurcs accordingly, and informing you thereof. 

The Miniller informs me that Meyhipnarain has not yet fent an Aumil to Khyragur, which 
caufes great Confufion in that Pergunnah ; may I thcrclore, my dear Sir, beg to be informed 
whefher it is your Intention to continue the Farm under Meyhi[)narain, or rcftorc, it to the 
Auihonty of the Vizier?

The Ellablifhmcnts of the Troops under Britifli Officers which I tranfmicted, although made, 
as you oblorve, in i!ie Year i7;S, are the fame by which the Payments arc at this Moment 
made, exLcpiing any extra Diiburfemcnt and Contingency which cannot be provided fur, ;^nd 
which but rarely occur in the Service. 

And the Revenue Accounts were of the very laft Year that had then been drawn out. 
The Accounts of tl^e new Year are not yet fettled or delivered in j and wh,at have been traivr 
fenbed lius been fince my fending the Accounts to you. 

However, 
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However, the Accounts, as you now defire them, are tranferibing, and fhall be fent you 
without a Moment’s Lofs of Time. The Receipts and Difburfements of the laft Year will 
not be quite complete, as the Accounts of, Qurruchporc and Furruckabad have not yet been 

clofed. 

Sir Elijah impey leaves us on Wednefday Morning, after which, I dare venture to aflTure 
you, you will have much Icfs Caufe to tax me with want of Punduality. I have, and muft 
neceflarily continue to be conftant in my pcrfonal Attendance upon him, which I truft you will 
admit as fome Excufe for me. ' I am, &c.

My dear Sir, Lucknow, the 2d Dec' 1781. 

I had Ycdcrday the Honour of informing you of the MclTagc I fent to the Nabob through 
the Miniller, relpcfting the jagheers, to which his Excellency this Morning returned me a 
Reply, purporting, that if the Meafore propofed was intended to procure the Payment of his 
Balance due to the Company, he could better -and more cxpcditioufly effeft that Objeft, by 
taking from his Mother what Ihc is very able to fpare, and what he has an undoubted Riglit, 
as he conceives, to exaft from her. The prefent Debt to the, Company, as he with Trutli 
obferves, is a great Part handed down from his Father ; and the Funds from which he might have 
been enabled to liquidate it, it is notorious, were withheld from him by the Begum, on the late 
Nabob’s Death. That according to the Laws of the Koran, and the invariable Cullom of the 
Country, he is juftly entitled to the whole ElUte and Trcafurcs of his Father, and could 
legally demand their being put in his PolTcfl'ion; but that the Sum he defires to take from his 
Mother (about Sixty Lacks) bears no Sort of Proportion to the immenfe Wealth which fell into 
her Hands on the Death of his Father, nor would it bear at ail hard upon her, as he knows 
how much her Trcafurcs exceed that Sum, All therefore that he a(ks, is not to be interrupted 
in recovering a Part of hi« hereditary Right, by which he will be enabled to difeharge imme- 
diately the whole of his Debt to the Company. 

This, my dear Sir, is a flattering Propofitionj and as to the Point of Right, admitting it to 
be Icfs cfear and defined than the Nabob chufes to cbnfidcr it, you may poffibiy be of Opinion 
that the Conduft of the Begums, on the late Difturbanccs at Benares, as fet forth in the fcver.d 
Teflimonies laid before you, has forfeited any Claim they might originally have had to the 
Protedion and Mediation of the Company*, and further, that it may not be political, or yet 
perfetfliy fafe, to truft them any longer with fuch powerful Means of promoting an Oppofition 
to our intcrefts. 

For my own P.art, I am fo well perfuaded of the Difaffciftion of the Begums, particularly 
the prefent Nabob’s Mother, to our Caufe, and of their Promptitude to unite in any Meafiire to 
diftrefs us, that I could very cafily reconcile it to my Confcicnce to aflift the Nabob, inftcad 
of obftrudfing him, in wrefting from^ them every Benefit they enjoy beyond a decent Main- 
tenance; however, this is only my own Opinion, and by no means meant to influence yotirs. 
The Nabob writes you himfelf on this Subjetft, and you have Ills Letter inclofcd. Ncitlier lie 
nor I expcifl that you Ihoukl give a formal Santflion to the Mcafurc propofed: It will be fufii- 
cient that you but hint your Opinion qpon it, and enable me to inform his Excellency whether 
you would or would not oppol'e his Delign. Let me therefore entreat you, my dear Sir, to 
favour me with a Line by the Return of the Dauk *, and if your Sentiments ftiould happen to 
accord with my own, I doubt not but I fliould be able to congratulate you, in a very fliort 
Space of Time, upon the Remittance of a handlbmc Sum tolhc Prefidcncy.

I underftand, from a Letter I have received from Sir Elijah fmpry, that you are not yet fatisfied 
with the Statement tranTmittecI to you of the Nabob’s Debt to the Company, which induces me 
to trouble you with a few furtlicr Remarks, 

In the Nabob’s Account Current, dated and forwarded to you the coch ultimo, I purpofcly 
particularized, as far as my Judgment could point out, any Divifion or Dc.ail in it. The Sum of 
Rupees 32,7s, 613. II. after dcdu(^ing 10,000 U‘ for an Error, was the Balance of the Year 
1187, agreeably to Mr. Purling’s Accuiinr, arifing from fhort Payments of the Claims made upon 
the Nal>ob lor tITat Year, and occafioned by the total Collections of the Country not hiving 
proved adequate to the Nabob’s own Wants and our annual Claims; and upon theic Confidera- 
tions I found mylelf obliged, upon my Adjullmcnt with his Excellency for the Year 1188, to 
take a Bond for that Amount, of which I duly informed the Honourable Board. I'he Artny 
Donation, R’ 10,50,000, was under the fame Circurnffanct s ; as the unavoidable ClaiiDS for the 
immediate Pay of the eltablilhed Troops, and other indirpthfablc I )ifburierocnt'j, fully engrolTcd 
all the Funds that could be let apart from the Naboli’s aiTblute Wants, after deducing the uiual, 
Charges of Collci^ion. For this, therefore, I was obliged to a* cept a Bond, the Honourable 
Board being informed of it, and fandifying it by their Concurrence. Both thefe Bonds I iepa- 
rately particularized at the Foot of the Nabob’s Account for ii88, and added the adual Balance 
of R* 12,09,876. 9. 8. for which pew AOignments were receiving. 

Believe me, my dear Sir, if this Explanation does not anfwer your Purpofe, it is not owing to 
tlic Want of Inclination to take any Pams to aflTord you complete Satisfadion, but to my Igno- 
rance of any clearer Mode of Hating it, or any ocher Elucidation of which the Account is fulccp- 
tible; I mud therefore entreat you will do me the Favour to inform me, what Quedion, 
iinanlvvcred by my Explanation, can be alkcd upon it, and I will indanily do my lumod to make 
it more clear and explicit. 

I underdand aifo from Sir Elijah’s Letter, ‘ that you approve of a Subfidy^ from Fayzula 

* Cavvn, and the Troops to be railed upon it to be dationed at Cawnpore or Allahabad, but not 

* higher.* 

The Troops Fayzula Cawn offered through Mr. Johnfon to hold in Readinefs upon his Inter- 
pretation of the Ticaty, were 2,000 Cavalry, and 1,000 Infantry. If Money indead of thefe be 
required, he will probably propofe his own Rates of paying them, which arc from 1410 17 
Rupees per Month for each Horfeman, with liis Arms, Accoutrements, and Horfe, and 4 R" 
each for the Infantry; wliich would only amount together to little above 4 Lacks per Annum— 
fay 5 Lacks, including Oadadars or Odkers; a Sum which 1 imagine you would confidtr fcarcely 
worth the Company’s Acceptance, and at the Rates of our own Service, the fame Number 
ot Troops would exceed T welve Lacks, which I fuppofe is confiderably beyond what he will 
voluntarily pay. How'cver, if it is your Wilh that the Claim fliould be made, I am ready to 
take it up, and you may be adlired nothing within my Power diall be left undone to carry it 
through. 1 he Tofeer or Excels of Fayzula Cawn’s Collcftions above the Valuation of his Grant, 
is faid to be equal to the laft:*nicncioned Sum. I wait only your Oiders to proceed in this 
Bufinels. 

Finding the Nabob wavering in his Determination about the Refumption of the Jagheers, I 
this Day, in Prefence of, and with the Minider’s Concurrence, ordered the ncceffary Perwannahs 
to be written to the fcvcral Aumils for that Purpofe, and it was my firm Refolution to have dif- 
patched them this F.vening, with proper People to fee them punctually and implicitly carried into 
Execution; but before they were all tranferibed, I received a Miffagc from the Nabob, who had 
been informed by the Minillerof the Refolution I had taken, intreating that 1 would withhold the 
Perwannahs until To-niorrow Morning, when he would attend me, and afford me S^tisfa^^ion oti 
this Point. As the Lois of a few Hours in the Difpaich of the Perwannahs appeared of little 
Moment, and as it is poffible the Nabob, feeing that the Bufinels will at all Evenu be done, may 
make it an A£i of his own, 1 have confented to indulge him in his Requed; but, be the Relulc 
of our Interview whatever it may, nothing fhall prevent the Ordrrs being iffued To-merrow, 
either by him or myfelf, with the Concurrence of the Miniders. Your Plcafure refpefting the 
Begums 1 have learnt from Sir Elijah; and the Meafure heretofore propolcd will loon follow the 
Kdumption of the Jagheers. From both, or indeed from the foimer alone, 1 have no Doubt of 
the complete L iquidation of the Company’s Balance,

My dear Sir, Lucknow, the 7th December 1781. 

I had the Honour to addreL you Ycdcrday, informing you of the Steps I had taken in regaid 
to the Kclumption of the Jagheers. This Morning the Vizier came to me according to his 
Agreement, but feemingly without any Intention or Dclirc to yield me Satisfatdion on the Subjeft 
under Dilcuflion V for after a great deal of Converfation, confiding on his Parc of trifling Eva- 
fion and puciilc Excufes for withholding his Aflcnt to the Meafure, though at the fame Time 

profcffjng 
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profeffing the moft implicit SubmifTion to your Wifhes I found myfelf without any other Rc- 
fource than the one of employing that cxciufive Authority with which I confidcr your Inftruc* 
tions to veil me : I therefore declared to the Nabob, in Prefence of the Miniftcr and Mr. Johnfon, 
who 1 defired might bear witnefs of the Converfation, that I conftrued his Rcjeftion of the 
Meafurc propofed as a Breach of his folemn Promife to you, and an Unwillingncfs to yield that 
Afliftance which was evidently in his Power cowards liquidating his heavy accumulating Debt to 
the Company> and that 1 mult in confrquence determine, in my own Judification, to iflbe imme- 
diately the Pci wannahs, which had only been withheld in the fanguine Hope that he would be 
prevailed upon to make that his own A6t, which nothing but the moll urgent Ncccinty could 
force me to make mine. He left me without any Reply, but afterwards fenc for his Minifter, 
and authorized him to give me Hopes that my Kequilition would be complied with ; on which 
I cxprefTed my Sirisfaftion, but declared chat I could admit of no further Delays, and unlcis 1 
received his Excellency’s formal Acquiefcencc before the Evening, 1 fliould then molt alluredly 
ilTiie my Perwannahs ; which 1 have accordingly done, not having had any Airurances from his 
Excellency that could jollify a further Sufpenlion. I lhall, as foon as poUiblc, inform you of 
the Elfedl of the Perwinnahs, which, in many Parts, I am apprchenlivc it will be found neccf* 
fary to enforce with Milirary Aid ; I am not, however, entirely without Hopes chat the Nabob, 
when he fees the InelHcacy of further Oppofuion, may alter Ins Conduct, and prevent the Con- 
fulion and difagrecable Conlcquences which would be too likely to refult from the Profcciuion of 
a Meafure of fuch Importance, without his Concurrence. His Excellency talks of going to Eay- 
zabad, for the Purpofc heretofore mentioned, in Three or Pour Days : I wilh he may be ferious 
in this Intention, and you may reft allured I flialHpaie no Pains 10 keep him to it.

I had the Honour to addrefs you on the 7th fnft.int, informing you of the Converfation which 
had palled between the Nabob and me oh the Subjeft of reluming the jagheers, and the Step I 
had taken in confequence. — His Excellency appeared to be very much hurt and incenfed at the 
Meafure, and loudly complains of the Treachery of Ills Minillers*, Full, in giving you any 
Hopes that fuch a Meafure would be adopted; and. Secondly, in tlicir promiling me their whole 
Suppoit in carrying it through : But, as 1 apprehended, rather than fulTer it to appear that the 
Point had been carried in oppofuion fo his Will, he at length yielded a nominal Acquiefcencc, 
and has this Day iflued his own Perwannahs to that Effed ; declaring however, at the fame Time, 
both to me and his Minillers, that it is an Acl of Compulfion, — I hope to be able, in a few 
Day<j, in confeqiience of this Meafure, to tranfmic you an Account of the aiflual Value and Pro- 
duce of the Jaglitcrs, oppolcd to the nominal Amount at which they Hand rated on the Books 
of the Sircar. 

1 have the Pleafure to inform you, the Nabob dill adheres to his Refolution of proceeding 
immediately to Fayzabad, for the Purpofes already mentioned to you, and will, I believe, depart 
in 1 hrcc Days from tl.is Date. I entertain the moft flattering and fanguinc Expedlations from 
his Journey ; and we fliall not be kept long in Sufpenfe concerning the Refult, as he is con- 
vinced of the Danger and Impropriety < f Delay* 

. Sir Elijah Impcy has fignihcd to me your final Commands refpcifling the Nabob of Furru^ka- . 
bad, and llhmael Beg; in both which Inllances reft ailurcd they (hall be imfdicitly obeyed. I 
wait only the arrival of Suftulla Cawn, whom Sir Elijah informed me you had difpatched to me, 
to xVithdravv every Shadow ol Interference in the Government of Furruckabad. Ifmacl Beg^s 
Accounts with the Nabob lhall be inveftigaied in the Manner you dircdl, and full Information 
tranfmiticd you ilie Moment I can fparc Time from the Two important Objeds to which you 
have direded nay firll Attention. 

Under this Date I have difpatched to you, at the Nabob’s Defire, Two Elephants, with an 
Ambarry and Howdah, Four Horfes, a Palenquin, a Maulah Secrpeach, and Caulgah, apper- 
taining to the Drefs, &c. you did him the Honour to accept at Chunar.

Sir, Bcnarc.s, 26th December 1781, 

My Mind has been for fomc Days fufpended between Two oppofitc Impulfes; one arifing from 
the Ncccffity of my Return to Calcutta 5 the other from the Apprehcnfion of my Prefence being 
more neceffiry and more urgently wanted at Lucknow, Your Aniwer to this fliall decide my 
Clio ICC, 

I have waited thus long in the Hopes of hearing that fomc Progrefs had been trade in the 
Hxccution of the Plan which I concluded with the Nabob in September laft. I do not find chat 
any Step cowards it has been yet taken, though Three Months are el.ipfcd, and little more chan 
that Period did appear to me requifiic to have accomphnicd the moft clfential Parts of it, and to 
have brought the whole into Train. This Tardinefs, and the Oppofition prepared to the only 
decKled Ati yet undertaken, have a bad Appearance. I approve the Nabob's Reiblucions to 
deprive the Begums of their ill-employed Treafures. In both Services it muft be your Care to 
prevent an Abufe of the Powcis given to thofe that arc employed in them. You yourfclf ought 
to be perfomiily prefenr. You muft not allow any Ncgociacions or Forbearance, but muft pro- 
I'ccute both Services until the Begums arc at the entire Mercy of the Nabob, their Jaghcers 
in the quiet PoircHion of his Aiimils, and their Wealth in fuch Charge as may fccurc it aaainll 
private hmbczzlcment. You will have a Force more than fufficient to effeft both thele 
Purpiofes. 

riic Reformation of his Army, and the new Settlement of liis Revenues, are alfo Points of 
immediate Concern, and ought to be immediately concluded. Has any Thing been done in 
cither ? 

I now demand and require you moft folemnly to anfwer me. Are you confident in your own 
Ability to accomplifh all theie Purpofes, and the other Points of my Inllrudions If you reply 
that you arc, I wdl depart with a quiet and alfurcd Mind to the Prcfidcncy, but leave you a 
dreadful Rcfponfibility if you dil’appoint me. If you tell me that" you cannot rely upon your

from the Charge ’, I will proceed myfelf to l.iucknow, and I will myfclf undertake them; and 
in that Cafe I iiclire "Jiat you will immetliatcly order Bearers to be ftationed, for mylclf and Two 
otlicr Geiulcmcn, l)awcen Lucknow and lllahabacf, and I will fee out from hence in Three Days 
after the Receipt of your Letre?-. 

1 am forry that I am under the Nccefilty of writing in this prcfiing Manner ; I truft implicitly 
to your Integrity : I am certain of your Attachment to myfelf, and 1 know that your Capacity 
is equal to any Service ; but I muft exprefs my Doubts of your Firmnefs and Activity, and above 
all, of your Rccolleftion of my Inftruftions, and of their Importance. My Conduift in the late 
S Arrange- 
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/mngcmcnts will be trra^ned with alt the Rancor of difappointed Rapaciryi and my Reputa- 
tion and Influence will fuffer a mortal Wound from the Failure of them. They have already 
failed in a Degree, fince no Part of them has yet taken place, but the Removal of our Forces 
from the Douab and Rohilcundt and of the Britifh Officers and Pcnfioners from the Service 
of the Nabob; and the Expences of the former thro>Vn, without any Compenfation, on the 
Company. 

I expc(ft a Supply of Money equal to the Difeharge of all rhe Nabob’s Arrears, and am much 
difappointed and mortified that I am not now able to return with it. * 

Give me an immediate Anfwcr to the Queftion which I have herein propofed, that I may lofe no 
more Time in fruitlcfs inadtion.

My dear Sir, Lucknow, the 76th Dec' 1781. 

I have long been waiting, with"very great Impatience, for the Arrival of Suftulla Cawn; who 
Sir Elijah Impey informed me you had difpatchcd to Lucknow, to adjuft with me the Account 
between the Vizier and Muzuffer Jung, and fettle the future Mode or Payment of what might 
appear due from that Chief to his Excellency ; but having heard of Sufculla’s Arrival at Fur- 
rucUabad, and of his having, as he reports, by your Authority, declared Muzuffer Jung exempted 
from all Sort of Dcpendancc on the Vizier, 1 was unwilling to delay any longer the Execution of 
your Commands, and therefore preffed upon his Excellency and the Miniftcrs rhe Neceffitv of an 
immediate Coinpliamc with your Requifition for the Recall of AlmSfs Ally Cawn from Furruc- 
kabad, which has accordingly been done ; and I have now the Honour to indole you Tranllarcof 
a Letter addrefled 10 me by his Excellency on the Subject. 

Permit me, my dear Sir, in this Place, to luggeft to you the Neceffity of your writing in very 
peremptory Terms to the Nabob Muzuffer Jung, refpcfting the Payment of his Dues to this Go- 
vernment, which 1 am more particularly anxious about, as the Amount unavoidably has become a 
Part of the Funds affigned to the Liquidation of the public annual Claim upon the Vizier. As 
yet no Security whatever has been offered for any Part of the Demand, nor any Thing paid, al- 
though Four Months of the Year arc claplcd ; and as neither his Excellency or myfelf have now 
any Means of exafting Payment, I am very apprehenfive that, without the immediare and vigor- 
ous Exertion of your Authority, very little, it any Thing, will be got from Muzuffer Jung. On 
this Point, as the Claim is confidcrable, and the Nabob, at your Requifition, has given up the 
Means he formerly had of enforcing it, 1 could wifli, on your Authority, to give him fume lutil- 
hGtory Affurance, which I hope you will enable me to do. 

As I underftand you interefted yourfclf in the Welfare of a Perfon by the Name of Hadjee 
Mahmood Caudry, who fome Time ago vifued this Court in his Way to Dclhy, 1 beg leave to 
inclofc you an Article of curious Intelligence concerning him, which has been tranl'mitred by 
Luttarefuc Ally Cawn. I have not heard what has been, or is likely to be, the Conlcqucnce 
of the Hadjec’s Manoeuvre. 

I fhall. To-morrow, do myfelf the Honour of addreffing you officially refpefting the Bhow 
Begum, whofc Conduct, on the intended Refumption of her Jaghecr, has remove i the Veil by 
which her real Difpofitions have long been covered, and Icems 10 render what 1 (liould before have 
recommended as a Meifure of Prudence, at prefent an A< 5 t of indifpcnfablc Neceffity— I mean 
. depriving her of the Power of doing Mifehief.

From Lataufut Ally Khan to Nazir Collah Beg Khan, his Vakeel. 

I have received the Letters from the Nabob and Mr. Middleton refpcdling Hadjee Shaw Mah* 

I mood Kaudrie*, alfo one from yourfclf, mentioning the fame Perfon. On his Arrival, I lodged 
him at my Houfc, furnifhing him with every Thing ncccffary, and introduced him to the King 
and Nabob Nezif Khan ; alfo obtained for him a Grant of Two Lacks of Rupees. On his rak- 
ing his leave, 1 fccured ro him the Complimcnc of a Doffiawlah and Shawl Handkerchief from 
the King; likewife from Nabob Nezif Khan Five Trays, in which were I'wo Pair of Dolhawlahs 
E'our Pieces of Shawls, One Piece of Kumbkaub, and Tw'o Shawl Handkerchiefs; notwith- 
ffandiog which, he has been guilty of the Fraudulcncy of making out Sunnuds for the Countries 
of Arcotand Hvdernaig, in the Name of Mahmud Ally Khan, under forged Seals, promifing to 
give the forged Seal-cutter a thouland Rupees, of which he paid only Two hundred, with- « 
holding the Balance, and proceeded to Defnah, diftant from Dhclly Sixteen Cofs, There were 
Four Accomplices m the E'orgery, One of whom was the Seal-cutter, and received the Two 
hundred Rupees. One out of the Four has turned Informer, and made the Nabob Nezif Khan 
acquainted with the whole, who feized the Three other People, and fent them to the King. There 
were Three of the King’s Kifmutgars on whom the forged Seals were found. The King tried the 
Seals with his own Hands on Paper, when there was not to be perceived the fmallcft Devijuion on 
comparing with his own. The People arc now in Confinement. They fay that the Hadjee pro- 
milcd them, that if they would make out the Sunnudfor Arcot, and give it him, he would pay 
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them tTen thoufanJ Rupees ; that, induced ,by this promifed Reward, and the Hadjee’s Pei^- 
fuafion, they have been guilty of this Fraud, The King has direfted Nazif Khan to apprehend 
the Hadjee, and take from him the forged Sonnud. In compliance therewith Nazif Khan has 
fent to bornah, — Explain the whole of this AlFair to the Nabob Hyder Beg Khan and Mr; 
Middleton. 

From the Nabob Vizier to the Refidcnt* 

I have receive<l*the Governor’s Letter, directing me to withdraw my Naib from Nabob Mo^ 
zuffer Jung, leaving the Bundebuft to be fettled by him •, I have accordingly been waiting for 
a rdponfiblc Perfun on the Parc of MozufFer Jung, to attend and account with you fjor the 
Company’s Alngnments, that I might then recall my vServant from thence, and afrer that addrefs 
the Governor rcl'pcding my Humiliation. Hitherto no one from Mozuffer Jung has appeared 
for that Purpofe. Mozuffer Jung, on Receipt of the Governor’s Letter, fent a Copy of it ro 
Almas Ally Khan, which I now cnclofe you. It being my Wifh to give Sacisfadion in all Refpedls 
to the Governor, I relinquifli all Interference with Mozuffer Jung’s Dominions. The Particulars 
refpefling Mozuffer Jung, from the Beginning, are thefe:— On the Death of Ahmud Khan, the 
Brothers and Family of Mozuffer Jung attempted 10 deprive him of the Mufnud, when my Fa- 
ther fent his I’roops to fupport him, who engaged with the Patans of Mhow, &c. who were in 
Oppofition, and eftablirtu'd Mozuffer Jung in his Acc flion. Since this, 1 have proteded him 
againft his Brorhers, Mcerbhaun Khan, &c. Houfchold Slaves, allotting, at my own Charge, 
C 3 nc thoofand Troops and Artillery for his Guard ; the Truth of which enquire of ochers: Yuu 
will know in what Manner he has made good, during thefe Five Years, the Tribute promifed for 
thefe Services. From ihe Beginning, when every Thing was in his own Power, by bis Indo- 
lence, and the Knavery of his Servants, nothing was received ; 1 therefore was reduced to the 
Necefficy of appointing a rci’ponfible Man v and, in the fame Manner as 1 lettlcd the Collections 
of my own Country, caufing Engagements or Bonds to be v/ritien by my Aumils for the Com- 
pany’s Afljgnments, and Payment of the fame, to you; fo Mozuffer Jung took Engagements on 
Bonds from his Aumils, to fecure the Payment of the Company’s Affignments to him ; but from 
the Ignorance of Mozuffer Jung, and Knavery of his Servants, the Affignments have not been 
paid, which will appear from the Balance accumulated during the Colle<ffor(hip of Mr. Slice. 
I hus circumftanced, I appointed Almas Ally Khan, that having adjulled every Matter rtfpctffing 
Mozuffer Jung to his Satisfadlion, he might cffc< 5 tually fettle the Bundebull of the Country.*— 

Now the Governor writes me, not to have any one there His Pleafure is the Line of my Con- 

du( 5 t. There is due to me from Nabob Mozuffer Jung, to the End of the Year, Rupees 1,58,456 ; 
— this I will affign to the Company towards the Payment of my Debt to them, which, if fatif. 
fadory to be received from Mozuffer Jung, you will give me Credit for the fame in Part Pay- 
ment of the Company’s Claim on me, and I (hall recall my Servant from thence, not meaning 
to offer any Excule. This being fettled, I (hall addrefs to thp Governor on the Subjeft of my 
prefent and future Humiliation. If I hefitate, the Governor may deem it an Oppoheion to his 
\Viil : If 1 recall my Aumil, it will be confidered by Mozuffer Jung as a Relinquilhment of my 
Claim. Do you therefore, my Friend, take immediate fatisfadory Steps for the Recovery of the 
Debt, that I may withdraw my Aumil in Obedience to the Governor’s Orders. It is notorious 
that his Friendlhip and Connexion with me exceeds that of any other Piincc ofHindoftan; and 
in Return for which, my Life and Fortune are devoted to him. The particular and declared Ob- 
jedt of my Application for the Removal of Mr. Shce, was to obtain the unconrroulcd Manage- 
ment of F'urruckabad, which was granted me accordingly, and made an Article of my laft 
Agreement. What has led the Governor to alter his Sentiments on this Point, I am at a Lofs to 
conceive. My Humiliation will reach Dehly. When you fhall have taken the ncccffary Steps for 
lecuring Payment of the Claims from thence, let me know, and I will recall the Aumil, and then 
1 will write the Governor.— My Elevation or Difgrace remains in his Breaft.

The very great Inconvenience, Lofs, and Indignities to which the Vizier has long been 
fubjcdl, from the Authority and Dominion affumed and cxcrcifcd by the Jaghcerdars with the 
Support of armed Force, and the ImpofTibility of ftriking out any Medium by which thefe 
Evils could cffeflually be remedied, have induced his Excellency to Tcfumc all the jaghcer and 
Marofee Lands throughout his Country, promifing to fuch Perfons as have juft or equitable 
Claims to his Bounty, or thofc guaranteed by the Company for the Amount of their jaghcers. 
Allowances in Ready Money equal to the Net Sum they fhall appear to have annually realized 
from their Jaghcers. 

This Mcafure, the Utility, and I may fay thcabfolute Ncccflity, whereof will not be difputcd 
by any one who has had an Opportunity of obferving the Conduft of the Jaghcerdars in 
general, and particularly fome whofc Incomes enabled them to maintain Armies not only 
fuperior to thofe of the Aumils of the Country, who fhould properly be a Check upon them, 
but even fufficient to refift the Force of the State itfelf, has met with violent Oppofition from* 
the Bhow Begum, who falls particularly under the laft Defeription, and whofe Power is ren- 
dered the more pernicious and dangerous, Firft, From its being wholly delegated to her 
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Scrrants, who have their own Views of Ambition and Intcreft to anfwcr* and in the next Place 
from the Reloftancc with which the Minifters, and even the Nabob himfelf, interfere with any 
Concerns of the Begum* ^ 

From thefe Two Circumftances, ftrengthened by the immenfe Wealth in her Pofleflion, alfo 
intriifted to her Two Chief Eunuchs, Bahar and jowar Ally Cawn, and her unrcafonablc Ex- 
peftations of Support from the Englilh Government, of all which Ihc and her Servants avail 
thcmfelvcs to the utmoft, (he is become One of the mod ferious internal Evils that, among 
others, feems ro bid fair to give great Difturbance to this Country* ^ 

The great Awe in which the Nabob, and of coiirfe every one under him, (lands of her 
Difpleafure, leaves without Bounds or Reftraint the Effc< 5 ls of her uncommonly violent Temper. 

Death and Deftruftion is the leaft * me Menace (he denounces, upon the moft trifling Up- •SicInOrig. 
pofirion to her Caprice. 

By her own Condu( 5 l, and that of all her Agents and Dependants during the Benares Trou- 
bles, it may with Truth and Jullice be affirmed, flic forfeited every Claim (he had to the 
Protcdlion of the Englifh Government, as (he evidcptly, and it is confidently faid avowedly, 
cfpoufed the Caufe of Rajah Cheyt Sing, and united in the Idea and Plan of a general Extirpa- 
tion of their Race and Power in Hindoftan. 

Her Agent at Taunda, who is the Cheyla and adopted Son of Bahr Ally Cawn, her prin- 
cipal Mifiiflcr, trcachcroufly turned his Guns upon Lieut. Gordon's Detachment, and was by 
that Gentleman's Account the fo!e Caufe of the Lofs of it. She gave every Encouragement in 
her Power to the Adherents of Cheyt Sing by her Agents; affilted them in raifing tVoops m 
the 1 Own of 'vzabad; promifed, and as is generally believed, acflually advanced Money to 
the rebellious Rajahs of the Vizier's Country; tailed Troops to (upport them, and ilTucd 
PerA/annahs for their Operations againfl the Forts garrilbned by the Nabob’s Troops under 
the Command of Bricifh Officers ; all which is fully ftated in the Depofitions made by Colonel 
Hannay and the Gentlemen of his Corps. Notwitbftanding all thefe Fafts, upon the general 
Refumption of the Jaghcers I made the Rents of her Lands payable to me; under an En- 
gagement of making the Amount good to her by fuch Inflallmeats as flic might liired, in 
Return for which I have received Letters from her, containing the mod grofs Abufe and the 
wildeft Threats that can be tranfenbed. Copies of which I have the Honour to cnclofc* 

Her chief Agent, Bahar Ally Cawn, has marched a confijerablc Force into Nabob Gunge, 

One of her Jaghcers, declaring that if any Attempt is made to refume it, he will lay the who.le 
Country of Goonda wafte. Thefe declared and repeated Adis of Rebellion arc furely more 
than fufficicnc to forfeit all Claim whatever to the Interference in her Behalf from our Govern- 
ment; and if fume Stop is not immediately put to it, it appears but too certain that flic will 
light a Flame throughout thefe Provinces, which if not difficult to cxtinguifli will at lead puc 
a heavy Bar to the Company’s Colledlions here. I cannot therefore avoid making thefe Re- 
prefentations to you, pr doubt but you will approve of the Vizier’s immediately taking tho/’e 
Steps which may be ncccflary for eftedlually ellablifliing his Government and Authority, and 
depriving the Begum of thofc great Refourcts which (he has fliewn it would be extremely 
iuipolitic and unfafe to trud longer in her Hands. On this Subjcdl the jNfabob has communi- 
cated to me his Sentiments in a long Letter, Copy whereof I have the Honour to cnclofc you, 
in which you will obfcivc he fignifics his Intention of profccuiing liis legal Claims u{>on her 
for the Public Treafurc and Effcdls belonging to his Inheritance from his Father, which flic 
detains from him, and fquanders in fuch dedrudlive Purpofes, while he is overwhelmed by 
Public Debts, principally incurred by his PredeceflTor, and on account of his Inability to dif- 
charge which the Company have indifpenfably been driven to take upon tliemfelvrs the 
Burthen of a large Military Edablifhmcnc hitherto entertained for their Service at the Charge 
of the Nabob* 

On this Head I think it unnecc(rary to offer any Remark, fince a Reference to the edabJiflied 
Laws and Cudoms of the Country will fufficiently prove his Excellency's inherent Right to 
claim the Property of his Predcccffior. 

I mud alfo take the Liberty to add my Opinion, that unlefs Fyzullah Cawn, remotely fituated 
as he is,' out of reach of Interruption, in the Centre of his own Tribe and Country, con- 
neflcd uninterruptedly with the other Two remaining Paean Powers, becomes included in this 
general Reform of the Jagheer, or fomc ctfedlual Check impofed upon him, the whole may 
prove abortive, while, if fully enforced, may favc this* Country, and with it pofTibly much of 
our own Blood and Treafurc.

Counteimand the Order to Meer Nazir Ally for the Rcfumption of my Jagheer. The prefent 
State of Matters is trifling, but the Confequcnces Ihall be great. 


From the Rcfident to the Bhowe Begum. 

I have received your Letter — recapitulated the Contents— The Nabob has thought proper, 
on account of the Inconveniences, Lofs, and Indignities he fuftains from the Authority cxer- 
cifed by the jagheerdars throughout the Country, to refumc all the jaghcers in his Dominions, 
in which yours is neccffarily included} but as the Amount of your Jagheer is confirmed to 
YOU by a written Agreement between you and the Nabob, and guaranteed by Mr. Bnflow 
in bclialf of the Governor General and Council, it will be made good to you in Ready Money. 

If vou will therefore be pleafed to tranfmit me an accurate Account of the Amount you 
realized from your fcveral Jagheers, Gunges, Bazars, &c. as fpecified in the Caulnama, after 
deduditi.r the Kxpenccsof Colleaion, Sebundee, and all other Charges, I will pledge 'inyfelf 
that the Taid Sum (hall be regularly remitted to you at fuch Hated Times, and in luch Pro- 
portions, as you Ihall preferibe:— As to any Thing farther, his Excellency is Maftcr. 

From the Bhowe Begum to Huffein Reza Khan. 

I find that Meer Nazir Ally has been vefted with Charge of Purgunnah Salonc, my Jagheer, 
which to me is unaccountable. From whence proceeds his Excellency’s Interference with my 
T_j.(,hccr ’ The Jagheer is not from his Grant, thar he (hould relume it} what his Intentions 
miv be ’l am at a Lofs to form an Idea of— Note this, that if my Jagheer falls, the Country 
fhall not Hand ; Remember this, and make the Nabob acquainted with it. It is not well that 
for a trifling Matter much Trouble (hould be occafioned. — Recall the Aumil, to whom the 
Charge of the Jagheer of Salonc has been given } if not, it will not be well done. Hitherto 
I have been filent and patient, but I cannot continue fo longer. Whence this Refulutton for 
the Rcfumption of my Jagheer ? Let me have your Anfwer fpeedily. 

From the Bhowe Begum to the Rcfident. 

The Particulars I have written you, refpefting my Jaghcers, having arrived, will be read 
bv you. The Nabob has fent Aumils to take charge of them. The Caulnama under your 
Seal is in my PoffelTion, in which all Interference with my Jagheers is dilclaimed, as well as 
all Demands on me for Money. Now the Engagements of the Nabob arc difrrgardcd, 
although the Englilh are at hand. I (hall in Ten Days, the Mohrum being over, proceed 
toLudenow, where, having fully explained and adjufted Affairs, I (hall repair to wherever 
my Will may direfl:. Your being at Lucknow will expedite the clearing and clofing the 
Affair Let there be no Interference with my Jagheer previous to my Arrival at Lucknow, 
neither vexatkiufly interfere with my People. I am repairing to Lucknow* wherefore this 
Precipitation? You are Guarantee for the Caulnama. Should the Country be loft to me, it 
(ball be loft to all. I give you this Intimation — Note it. 

From the Bhowe Begum to the Rcfident. 

Havina written to you particularly refpeaing my Jaghcers, you arc now acquainted therewith. 
Now thc'Nabob’s Order lo Meer Maboob Ally is arrived, dlredling the Rcfumption of my Jag- 
heers Nabob Gunoc, on the other Side of the River, and Bene Gunge, and their Amount Col- 
lections, to be paid° into the Treafury.— Whence this Meafure? You are acquainted with the 
Puriiort of the Caulnama, difclaiming all Interference with my Jagheers, and by the BlcITing of 
God are at hand for my Benefit. Yet am I aftonilhed with this Proceeding. The Jagheers arc 
not granted by the Nabob, that he (hould refumc them. What has he rcfolved againft me ? The 
ConIcQuenccs (hall be Extremities. There has been a Friendihip of long Date fubfifting between 
the Englilh Government and me. I underft«nd Aumils for other of my Jaghcers arc in Agitation, 
interpofe, and put a ftop to fuch Proceeding. Application was made before by Molvie Puzzle 
Azeem Khan, tor Lowanah Talook, my Jagheer* on which I wrote to Huffein Reza Khan, and 
Hyder BegCawn, who explained the Matter to the Molvie, and caufed the Matter to be dropped. 
HolTcin Reza Khan and Hyder Beg Khan are my profeffed Friends. The Bufincfs I write to them 
on is effeded With them I am perfectly fatisfied. 1 am now convinced this Trouble is caufed 

by 
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by Molvie Puzzle Azeetn Khan. Make known to him your Dir^Ieafure at it, that this Afl^air 
may be relinquifhed, forbidding him ever to enter on the SubjeAot my Jagheers, to prevent any 
further Interference of chi.s Kind therewith.

From the Rcfldcnt to the Bhowc Begum. 

I had the Honour to reply to your former Letter Yeftcrday ; to the Contents of which I muft 
beg leave to refer you, as far as relates to fecuring to you the actual IncoOie of your Jagheers, 
Gungccs, Bazars, &c. as fet forth in the Caulnama fubfifting between you aijd his Excellency the 
Nabob. I certainly am bound in Duty to interfere, becaufc the Faith of the Governor General 
and Council, my Maftersi has been pledged to you for it ; and I am ready, as I before informed 
you, to fettle that Point to your Satisfadlion^ but as to continuing the Lands, &c. in the Form 
you have hitherto held them, hi's Excellency the Nabob is the Maftcr, and I cannot oppofc his 
Pleafure. ]c bcihovcs you to refled qq this Matter* I am equally the Friend of you and your 
Son the Nabob, and can have no Prejudices in favour , qf one or the other. His Excellency de- 
clares, and 1 have niyfclf feen coo many Proofs to did^t it, that the Authority and Dominion 
exercifed by the jagheerdars is extremely prejudicial to his Revenue and Government. A Me- 
dium, therefore, being propofed, by which you lofe nothihg, and his J^Jtfiellency gains fo much, 

I fhould * you would not continue to rejed it, fince it is unqucftionably ibedame to you, whether ♦ 
you receive the Income of your Jaghecr through the Channel of an Aumil appointed under the 
Nabob^s Authority, or from the Hands of your own immediate Agent. For the regular Remit- 
tance of whatever Net Income you may heretofore have received from your Jagheers, I willingly 
make myfelf refponfiblei but I again repeat, that in all other Refpeds the Nabob is Mafter. — * 
What more fhali I fay ? 

From the Bhowc Begum to the Rcfldcnt. 

1 underftand, from HulTcin Reza Khan, that he hasfpokc to you concerning my Jagheers, and 
that you in Reply fliould fay that the Nabob’s fending Aumils into my Jagheers was not of any 
Confcqucnce or Prejudice. If thefc are your Sentiments, I cannot but be much aftonilhed. 
Had any other Perfon exprcITcd fuch, I (hould not have fclc it, but imputed them to his Igno- 
rance. Since t heard that you (hould have declared fuch as the above, 1 have been in Defpair, 
as I cannot think the Country any longer proper for my remaining in it, as thofe who bound 
themfcives by Engagements, now difregard them. After the I^ohrum is pad, I (hall repair to 
Lucknow, and take my Leave of it to fojourn clfcwherc, as ncccfTuatcd by the Gentlemen at 
Lucknow, and as my Fncliriations once led me, and is now God’s Decree ; though, (hould I be 
ncccffitatcd to quit the Cbuhiry, God grant that no Soul may be able to remain in it in Peace. 
The Power of Kxiftente rrfli not with you, but God. You are a Ruler of the Country, and caU 
take to yourfelf the Jagheers of others. Many arc involved in Diftrefs. Pride is not commend- 
able i it is not countenanced by God. How long is to be the Period of your Reign ? Infamy 
is your due. The Countries of Puttaghur, Owdc, &c. yield Four Crorc of Rupees if they arc 
not fulRcient to fatisfy you, what can my Jagheers contribute towards it ? And why, without my 
Knowledge, (hould Aumils be fent Into them ? If you mean to proceed in this Mode, fend Au- 
mils into Nezif Khan’s Country, &r. and try the Confcqucnccs. While I do remain in the 
Country, recall the Aumils from my Jagheers. Why fo precipitate ? Be alTurcd I (hall with Ex- 
pedition take my Departure. 

From the Rcfident to the Bhowc Begum. 

A Perfon aflfuming your Name has juft arrived here, with a Letter under your Seal, addreffed 
to mcj but as I cannot believe, cither from the Subject Matter or the Stile, that it can have been 
dilated by you, or written with your Knowledge, 1 cnclofc a Copy of it, that you may dcccd: the 
Forgery, and infWtl a proper exemplary Punilhment on the Perfon who (hall have dared thus to 
abule your Confidence, and infulc me. 

From the Nabob Vizier to the Rcfldcnt. 

I have received your Letter, covering Copies of Letters from my Mother to yourfelf— recapi- 
tulated"* the Contents. — She fays her Jagheers were not granted by me. At the Time of the iate 
Nabob’s Death, thefc Mahls were under the Charge or Jowaur Ally Khan, on the Footing of 
other Aumils, infomuch that the Accounts, &c. were lodged in the Dewan’s Office; thefc Ac- 
counts, as they were delivered into the Dewan’s Office to the Date of the Nabob’s Death, arc 
forthcoming. After bis Death, I, as a dutiful Son, made over thefc Mahls to her in Jaghecr, 
that it could not be faid I left my Mother unprovided. The BuGnefs and Mahls of the Khalfa 
fuffer confiderably, and are much prejudiced by the Authority and Condu<tt of the Aumils of 
thefc Jagheers, Mahls, as alfo from the Infolencc of the Houfchold Khajahs; witnefs the Con- 
duft of Bhar Ally Khan’s Naibat Tondah. My Life, Eftatc, and Dominions originate from the 
Friendfhip of the Englifh Government. Yet what Knavery have not thefc Houfchold Khajahs been 
guilty of. As therefore it is not prudent chat thefc Mahls (hould be continued in the Charge of my

SicinOrig, 
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Mother, or Houfchold Khajahs, I have appointed my own Aumils— receive the Amount arifing 
from thefe Mahls, and pay it to my Mother, after dedufling the Charges of Colledions, &c. 
abfolutc Charges. I am ready to acquiefee in any Thing for my Mother. As for the other Parts 
of her Letters, 1 truft in God they arc dictated by the Houfehold Khajahs ^ and that I have not 
caufed Shame to myfelf from my Condudk to God or my N^piJicr. After the Death of my Fa- 
ther, whatever was due from him to the Company, alfo to the Troops, I took upon myfelf j but 
whatever b ffeds there were remained with my Mother. Some Time fince Ihc gave fomc Part to 
me, but it went no Way in the Difcharge of the Claims of the Company or Troops. For thefe 
many Years I have endured much Inconvenience and Trouble for the Difcharge of thefe; yet 
Half is not made good, and I am in daily Anxiety on this Account, from a Defirc to difcharge 
all juft Dues to the Company. It is my Intention to proceed to Fyzabad in Ten Days, the 
Mol)rum being over, when I mean to requeft of my Mother the whole of my Father's Eftate, to 
enable me to pay off all Debts to the Company. Agreeable to the Laws of God, all my Father's 
KlFeds arc my Right, that I may make go^ all Claims on him. If my Mother, from AfFedion, 
confents, I lhall be happy ; if not, in whatever Manner (he may render it, I (hall pay it towards 
the Adjuftment of the Balance due to the Company. With refpeft to the Houfchold Khajahs, 1 
(hall coniine and punifli them, for the Knavery and Means they have ufed towards effeding a 
Breach between my Mother and myfelf. You will in Friendihip caufe this Letter to be tranllated 
into Englifti, and fend it immediately to the Governor, defiring him not to liften to any one, or 
what my Mother may write, neither adopt her Opinion, but dired me to receive Money from 
her, towards the Payment of the Company’s Demands. I am ready to defray and allow her for 
her Expenccs — with refped to the Amount Colledions of her jaghcers, after deduding all necef- 
fary Charges of Collcdion ; you may receive and tranfmit it to her. 

My dear Sir, Lucknow, the 28th Decern' 1781. 

1 am this Day honoured with your public Letter of the 24th Inftant ; i^nd I do not lofe a Mo- 
metic in informing you, that without a total Seizure of the Country, it is not polTible tocolfed this 
Year a larger Sum than the Nabob has already granted, which altogether exceeds that of any 
other Year, at a Time when his Colledions have been greatly diminilhed by the Mifeondud of 
Raja Bowanny Sing, late Aumil of Bycewarrah, the Infurredions acrofs the Gogra, and in Other 
Parts of his Country, and laftly the heavy RcmilTtons he has been obliged to allow on the prefenc 
Year's Rents, for the LolTes by Drought and Hail, which fell upon the Clofe of the laft Harveft. 
Hence, my dear Sir, you will be able to judge how far it would be in his Power to grant further 
Jaidads. 

If your new Demand is to be infifted upon, which your Letter Teems to portend, I muft beg 
your precife Orders upon it ; as, from the Diiftculties 1 have within thefe few Days experienced, 
in carrying the Points you had enjoined with the Nabob, I have the beft Grounds for believing 
■that he would conftder it a dired Breach of the late Agreement, and totally rejed the Propofiil as 
fuch ; and 1 muft own to you, that, in his prefent fermented State of Mind, 1 could exped no- 
shing lei's than Dcfpair, and a declared Rupture. 

He has by no means been yet able to furnilh me with Means of paying o(F the Arrears due to 
the temporary Brigade, to the ftipulated Term of its Continuance in his Service. The Funds ne- 
ccITary tor paying off and difeharging his own Military Eftablilhment under Britifh Officers, and 
his Pcnfion Lift, have been railed on the private Credit of Mr. Johnfon and myfelf, from the 
Shroffs of this Place, to whom we are at this Moment pledged for many Lacks of Rupees ; and 
without fuch Aid, which I freely and at all Hazards yielded, becaufe I conceived it was your anxious 
Defuc to relieve the Nabob, as foon as polTible, of this heavy Burden, the Eftabliffiment muft 
have been at his Charge to this Time, and probably for Months to come, while his Kefources 
were drained to the utmoft to furnilh Jaid^s for its Maintenance to this Period. I therefore he- 
fjtatc not to declare it utterly impolTible for him, under any Circumftances whatever, to provide 
Eunds for the Paymerft of the Troops you now propofe to fend him. 

The wrelling Furruckabad, Kyrague, and Fyzula Cawn’s Country from his Government (for 
in that Light, my dear Sir, I can faithfully alTure you he views the Meafures adopted in refpeft 
to thole Countries), toge ther with the Refumption of all the Jagheers, fo much againft his In- 
clination, have already brought the Nabob to a PerfoaHon, that nothing lefs than his Deftrueftion, 
or the Annihilation of every Shadow of his Power, is meant ; and all my Labours to convince 
him to the contrary have proved abortive. A fettled Melancholy has feized him, and his Health 
reduced beyond Conception ; and I do moft folcmnly believe, that the March of Four Regiments 
of Sepoys towards Lucknow, under whatever Circumftances it might be reprefented, would be 
confidercd by him as a Force ultimately to be ufed in fecuring his Perfon. In Ihort, my dear Sir, 
• it is a Matter of fuch immediate Moment, and involving apparently fuch very ferious and im- 
portant Confequences, that 1 have not only taken upon me to (ufpend the Communication of it 
CO the Nabob, until 1 (hould be honoured with your further Commands, but have alfo ventured 
to write the inclofed Letter to Colonel Morgan — Liberties which I Confldently truft you will 
excule, when you confidcr that 1 can be a6i;uated by no other Motive than a Zeal for the Public 
Service ; and that if, after all, you determine that the Meafure (hall be infifted on, it will be only 
the Lofs of Six, or at moft Eight Days, in propoftng it. But, in the laft; Event, 1 earneftly

1 have herewiih the Honour to fubmlt to you an Account of my current Claims, for the 
prefent Year, upon the Nabob Vizier, amounting to R* 70,99,882, for which Amount I have 
received Afljgnmcnts, as per the cnclofed Lift, for R* 76,38,1 14, in which I have been nccelfitated 
to include the Nabob’s Demand for the current Year upon Furruckabad ) and as his Excellency 
has now totally withdrawn his Sizawal from the Colleftion of it, as well as every Interference 
whatever, 1 beg 1 may be honoured with your Inftruflions, whether Muzuffer Jung is to pay the 
Amount at the Prefidency, or, as ufual, to me; Khyragur is in the fame Predicament, the Vizier 
having no Authority over the prefent Aumil. 

The reft I liave little Doubt of receiving, for the large Balance now due from the Nabob I am 
given ftrong Hopes of receiving Aflets from the Funds expcflcd by the Recovery of the Nabob’s 
paternal Eftatc, hitherto withheld by his Mother, but which he has now demanded. The Refult 
is yet in Sufpenfc ; as foon as any Certainty of the Grounds of this Expeftation can be determined, 
and may come to my Knowledge, I ftiall not fail to impart it to you. 

The new Regulation, of refuming the Jagheers, is carrying into Execution in every Part of 
thefe extcnfive Provinces, and, when cfFcfted, will afford a very material Encrcafe in the Nabob’s 
Revenues. 

The Order of 7 Lacks upon them could not be encreafed this Year, as, before the Seizure can 
be completed, the Collcflions upon the Firft Crop will be over •, befides which, many of the 
Jagheerdars having ftrong Family Claims upon the Nabob, he has been obliged to aftign ready 
Money Payment in lieu of the Rents of the Lands.

Sir, Benares, ill January 1782. 

I have been deceived, I know not yet by whom. The Agreement which I concluded wuh the 
Vizier has yet ferved only fo gratify Revenge, or lome concealed Inccrcft, and to make me odious 
to my own Countrymen. 

The temporary Brigade is withdrawn, and its Expence thrown on the Company, without any 
Equivalent. • 

The Englifti Officers and Pcnfioners difmincd. 

The Englifli Rclident withdrawn from Furruckahad, to give place to a worfe Tyranny, and 
the Nabob afflided and offended at my Oppolition to the latter. 

The Nabob afflided and dcfponding bccaule I oppofc his invading Fyzoolla Cawn, when he is 
confeffedl)r unable to fupprefs the Sedition of his own Subjeds. 

The Refumption of the jagheers, withheld for Three Months, now attempted againft the 
Nabob’s Confent, although originally fblicited by himfclf ; a Regiment ot Sepoys required tor us 
Execution, which you declare to be infufficient} and when I ordered a competent Force, you 
countermand it, becaufc the Nabob will not approve it. 

It was ftipulated, that a complete Brigade fhould be ftationed at Cawnporc, for the Protediori 
of theNabob^s paternal Dominions 3 but that if he wanted a further Aid, he fhould pay for it. 
He wants a further Aid; I require that it fliall be charged to his Account ; you tell me, that 
though it is wanted, you dare not let it come ; and Mr. Johnfon calls it ‘ ordering the temporary 
* Brigade to be again put on the Vizier’s Lilt.’ 

I cannot wait your Anfwcr to my Letter; but have written a Letter to the Nabob, whicli I 
defire you to prefent to him, and tell him, that if he fulpeds the Motive of my Interference, I 
will withdraw it altogether, both the Refident and the Army ; but he miifb firfl: pay the Balance 
of his Debts to the Company. — I will not hazard the Company’s Arms in fcancy Detachments, for 
Services to which they arc declared to be unequal; nor will I break the Strength of the Brigade 
while the Marrattas are yet on his Borders, and the Peace with them impcrfedlly concluded. 

I agreed to the Nabob’s Requifitions from a Dcfirc to relieve him fiom a State of Djllrcl’s, and 
to enable him to dtfeharge his Debt to the Company. You know thelc were my only Objects : 
Have either of thefe been attained ; or has any Step been yet taken to attain them? If you fay 
they liave, let me know what has been done, or what attempted. 

I muft defire, that your Letters, upon all official and public Subjects, may be official. I 
cannot receive any, or avail myfelf of them, as private; and my Kepiuation and Charadler have 
been too far committed to admit of an Intercourfe which I cannot ufe as Authority. 

You will be cautious that the Nabob docs not mifconceive my Letters as bearing any Expreffioq 
of Difpleafurc towards him. I think him too deceived. I wi(h him to regard me as his Friend, 
and to confide both in my F'aith and Attachment. I am willing to give him undoubted Proofs of 
both. I will do nothing for the Prefervation of his interefts againft his Will; but I will not 
hazard the Safety and Honour of our Arms, nor facrificc the Company’s Iiuercft and Rights to 
the Caprice of his Advifers.

In the mean Time you may 
alTure him that whatever is written in the Agreement concluded between us at Chunar ftiall be 
literally and firmly obferved on my Part. I lhall immediately compare it, for that Purpofe, 
with the Meafurcs now under Confidcration.

I have already acknowledged the Receipt of your Letter of the jodi, and am determined, 
by the Affurances and.Promifc made to me in it, to return to Calcutta, and lhall leave to you 
the Charge and Execution of the Meafurcs necelTary to the Execution of the Agreement con- 
cluded between the Nabob Vizier and myfelf in Scpcciiiber laft. 

Willing as 1 am to trull to your Declarations, 1 cannot avoid yielding to the Doubts fug- 
gelled by the Inconfiftencies of your Reprefentations of ihcir Grounds. You, in a former 
Lcttcri told me that the Nabob had required the Afliftance of a Regiment of Sepoys to enforce 
the Refumption of the Jagheers, but that it was your Opinion that a much larger Force would 

[ A a ] be 
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be required for it, as a powerful Oppofition was prepared againft it: I in confequence ordered a 
ftrong Detachment to perform this Service j you then wrote that the Nabob would not alPow 
it, that you durft not communicate it to him, that you knew he would even oppofe it by Force, 
and that the Payment of the Detachment would be a Breach of Treaty; and now you write, 
that the Nabob's Sebundy alone arc equal to this Service, and that it will be but a Fortnight’s 
Work to accomplifh it, Thefe are abfolutc Contradiftions. 

But I am moft afFcfled by your declaring, that you did not underftand it to have been my 
Intention that the Reformation of the Nabob's Military Eftablifhmcnt Ihould take place this 
Year; and that notning has been done in the new Settlement of the Revenue, for the fame 
Reafon. 

Thefe are frclh Inftances of what I have had too frequent Caufc to complain of, your total 
Inattention to my inftruftions. The like Inattention is, manifefted in a former Letter, in 
which you tell me that you did not know that I expefted a prefent Supply to the Conr.pany’s 
Treafury. 

^SicinOrig* Jn my Inflruflions I premife, as a Matter well know* to yourfclf, ** that the chief Objeit 
of my Negociation has been to induce and affift the Nabob to bring this Qovernment and 
|*SicinOrig. Finances into Regularity, f as to prevent ]iis Alliance being a Clog to the Company, and to 
enable him to diicharge his Debt to the Company in the Ihortcft Time poflible,*' 

It adds, I (hallrxpeft that the whole of the Excefs (of the Jaghcers beyond the eftimated 
** Amount) be appropriated to the Difeharge of the Nabob's Debt to the Company,*’ 

The Order in which the Meafures necclfary to the Execution of the Agreement (hall be taken 
is preferibed in the following Words: 

After fettling the Amount of the pcrfonal Difburfements of the Nabob Vizier and hi# 
** Houfehold, the next Point that will require your Exertions, towards the general Arrange^ 
ments of the public Charges, is the Reform of the c(labli(hcd and Muttaicna Troops, 
&c. &c." 

The only Point which is left for future Adjuftment, is the Eftabliflimcnt of the Courts of 
Juftice. 

The Reformation of the Nabob’s Troops, I confidcrcd as a Point which neither required nor 
admitted Delay — that his Muttaicna Troops were almoft wholly fidtitious, and his regular Efta- 
blifhmcnt fcanty in Numbers, and in long Arrears. And I confidcred and ftated this Reforma- 
tion as One of the Means of reducing the Nabob's Expcnces, and enabling him to pay hia Debt# 
to the Company. 

1 have clearly explained my Intention to be, that the Firft Receipt of the current Revenue 
ftiould furnifh the ftipulatcd Amount of the Nabob's private Expcnces; that his Aftjgnincnts 
for the Company’s Debt, .and other Charges defrayed by them, (hould remain as ufual ; and 
that the whole of the ExcclTes of the Jaghcers (hould be appropriated to the fame Account; I 
require no more; nor can I add either Explanation or Comment on the Inftrudlions which have 
been originally given to you, that can be more clearly exprefs, or more fully, than the Words 
of the original Text. 

I have carefully perufed the Agreement itfclf, and the former Treaties cxifting with the Nabob 
Vizier, but can find no Claufc in any of them which either exprcfsly, or by Implication, gives 
him a Right to employ the Company’s Forces, except thofe of the Sublidiary Brigade, 
without indemnifying the Company for their Expcnces, The Brigade itfclf is cxprefsly de- 
clared to be for the Defence of his Dominions, and therefore has always been ftationed on the 
^ E>ontier neareft to Invafion, It was never intended that its Strength (hould bcdiflTipatcd in little 

Detachments, and its Difciplinc ruined by employing it to fupprefs the Infurrcdlions of his 
Rciats, and to enforce the Payment of the Colleftions, although a difcrctionary Power has been 
given to you, in Cafes of great Emergency, to call for the Aid of Detachments from it for the 
former Service. And you know, that had our other Exigencies permitted it, it was intended 
to remand ilic whole of Sir John Cumming’s Detachment to Bengal, and to leave no more 
than the Subfidiary Brigade, and the Regiment appointed for Lucknow, in the Vizier’s 
Dominions. If the Oppofition propofed by the Begum is fo formidable as you reprefented it 
when you firft intimated it to me, your Employment of the Nabob’s Sebundy to fupprefs it 
would only ferve to make it a ferious and protrafted War; which rny Order was intended to 
prevent, by lupprefTing all Attempts inftantancoufly. I fhall now revoke my Orders; but I 
inuft pofitivcly forbid you to employ the Aid of the Regiment, which has been required and 
fent, on any Service to which you (hall judge it not fully equal. This is no Part of the 
Agreement. 

‘ I meet with a captious ExprelTion in your Letter, which, as it is not warranted by any in 
mine, I deem unbecoming. 

Alluding to Sir John Cumming’s Detachment, you defire my Determination on the future 
** Payment of the Troops, which I may ftill think ncccflfary to keep up to regulate the Na- 
bob’s internal Government” 

It is not my Intention, nor ever was, to keep up Troops to regulate the Nabob’s internal Go- 
vernment, but Iblcly to defend his Country againll Invaders, iinlcfs he (hould require occafional 
and temporary Aids to rcftorc internal Peace and Order to it, to enable him to acquit himfclf 

' of 
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of his Debt to the Company* and thereby recover the whole and unparticipated Regulation 
of his internal Government. If he conceives my Defign to be any other than this, it is now 
your Duty to undeceive him. 

^ I now refer you back to the Agreement concluded by me with the Nabob, and my Inftnic- 
tions delivered in confequence of it. Thefc arc to be your foie Guide j nor do I mean by any 
Thing which I have fince written, whether in this or any former Letter, to revoke or change 
a Tittle of what is written in them. On thefe I ground the whole of your prefent Rclponfibi- 
lity, except what I have written concerning the additional Claims made on t^ie Begums, and 
which I confider a virtual Part of my formal Inllrudions.

The 20th Regiment, under the Command of Major Martin Gilpin, which was detached fome 
Pays ago from Cawnpore to enforce the Vizier’s Order for the Refumption of the Begum’s 
Jigheer, I have thought it ncccflaiy to ftation at Lucknow, in lieu of the 8th Regiment, 
until my Return from Fayzabad, when I lhall be better able to judge how far, and what Force 
it may be neceflary to employ againft the Agents of the Begum, who I underftand have all re- 
ceived the moft pofitivc Injunftions to oppofe, by every Means in their Power, the Execution 
of the Vizier’s Orders refpeefting the Jagheers.

^ (a)[Iwashonourcd with your Letter of the ift Inftant on the Road, as alfo your fubfequent Com- 
mands of the 2d and 3d, to which I lhall pay the moft fubmiflivc Obedience } and at prefent 
trouble you with no other Obfervations on the Points they contain, excepting a Paragraph in 
the Firft, to which it is indifpcnfably incumbent on me immediately to reply, left an Accufition 
it implies, though not abfolutely applied, nor, I am perfuaded, meant to be imputed to me, 
ftiould, by any Mifreprefentation or Mifconftrudlion, be attempted to be forced upon you 
againft me.

1 was this Day honoured with your Commands of the loth Inftanr, infornning me of the 
Military Station you have cflablilhcd at Juanpore, with the Liberty you grant the Nabob 
Vizier of claiming their Aid to quell any Difturbances in the adjacent Parts of his Provinces, 

I have accordingly communicated it to his F.xcellency, who with great Juiticc was highly 
pleafed with the^Uifpofition, as in Truth the Diflrifls bordering upon the Zeunindary of Be- 
nares have for a long Period of Time been of all others the mod turbulent and difaffedled, and 
nothing Icfs than the Arrangement you have now formed could etTedually fccurc the Peace 
and Tranquillity in that Neighbourhood, fo elTential to the Prolperity of the Nabob’s Govern- 
ment and Revenues. 

With rel'ped: to the Bufinefs here, I have the Honour to inform you, that Yeflerday finding 
that the temporizing and indccifivc Conduct of the Nabob leemed to promife aft IfTue very 

♦ SicinOrig. different, * very different from that expeded in your Commands of the i6ili December lad; 

and that tlie only Ufe the Two leading Eunuchs under the Bhow Begum made of the Delay 
was, to afl’emble and call in armed Men from all Quarters, which when united with the large 
Force already in the Town under their Diredlion, would in all Piobability have brought the 
Matter to a much more fevere and arduous Ted than it at prcTent could admit of. 1 found 
myfclf necefTitated to take the moll immediate and dccifive Interference wluch the Fotce with 
me was capable of i and accordingly, having the Nabob’s written Requifuion, marched the 
23d Regiment, under the Command of Major Naylor, with a Detachment of his Excellency's 
own Troops, againd the Kclla, and had the Happinefs to fucceed in putting the Nabob’s 
Party in Podeffion of it without any Effufton of Blood ; the armed Men retiring from it on the 
Approach of our Troops, and drawing up with their Guns in a large broad Street before the 
Houfe of the old Begum, to which the Bhow Begum and her Two principal Euhuchs had 
retired the preceding Evening. This effeded, the Nabob iffued his peremptory Orders for the 
immediate Departure of all armed Men, excepting his own Troops, beyond the Prccinds of 
the Town, threatening them with an inftant Attack if they difobeyed. This Ordbr, after 
many Evafions, was promifed to be complied with ; and the Two Eunuchs, Bahr and Jowar 
Ally Cawn, at the fame Time coming in, and delivering themfclves into the Nabob’s Cuilody* 
the armed Men, amounting tO' between I'hree and Four thoufand, evacuated tlic Town and 
difperfcd. I have fince learnt, that had the Nabob’s Troops alone attempted the Seizure of 
the Kella, a very defperate Rcfiftance was refolved upon, which appeared very probable, from 
the State in which the armed Men were found, being the preceding Evening furnished with a 
large Store of Ammunition, and now drawn up in regular Order, with loaded Pieces, and their 
Matches lighted j but they were prudent enough to think themfelves unequal to the united 
Efforts of his Excellency’s Troops, fupported by an Englilh Regirnenr, and by this Convidtion 
much Mifchicf has happily been prevented. 

To-morrow I hope to be able to inform you of ilie ElTciT; of the prefent advantageous Situ- 
ation, and in the mean Time have the Honour to remain, ike, &c.

1 dircAly feot a Chubdar tp the Begum, and offered every Affiftance Ihe might 
want, and at the fame Time confiftcn? 'wjth my Inftrudlions, which fhe accepted } and now I 
have the Saiisfadion to inform you the ^hops are all open, and Peace and Tranquillity prevails 
through the Town.

I was duly honoured with your Commands of the lath and aad December lad ; the former 
refpeftirtg a Seizure which has been made by Chqja Bahr Ally Cawn of fome Cloths, manu- 
fadtured at Tanda, on Account of Gualdafs and Bolanaut, Merchants of Benares, under Pre- 
text of their being the Property of Ram Laulla, whom he had confined on a Charge of Debt ; 
and the latter recommending Gopaul Dofs in particular Terms for his Services to our Go- 
vernment, and the Punfluality with which he has acquitted himfclf of all his Engagements 
and Tranfaflions with it. To this. Sir, be aflured, I (hall pay the mtJfl attentive Regard, and 
always give his Houfc that .Preferenoe to which it has fo jud a Claim, in all Remittances which 
may pafs through my Office. 

I immediately, on my Arrival at Fayzabad, made a drift Enquiry into the Complaint of the. 
above-mentioned Seizure} and finding, from a Variety of Evidence, the Faft piecilcly as it 
had been dated to you, 1 caufed the Cloths to be rcleafed, and delivered over to the Gumadah 
of Gualdafs and Bolanaur, who attended here for that Purpofe. 

It having alfo been intimated tome, that Rarn Laulla, a Shroft, and Relation of Gopaul Dofs, 
had been imprifoned by Bahr Ally Cawn, on Pretences equally vague and unjull, whicli I had 
R^afon to believe was the Cafe, from my having failed in my Endeavours to procure his En- 
jaraement near a Twelvemonth ago, although folicited on an Ofl’er of the Security of Gopaul 
Dofs, and my own, if defired, for the Payment of whatever Sum fliould appear due from him 
on an Adjudment of their Accounts, I determined alfo to take this Opportunity of enquiring 
into that Matter, and procuring the Man Judict; for which Purpofe I applied to Bahr Ally 
Cawn to fend him to me, and repearad the Offer of Security which I had before made ; he 
however thought proper to decline, or rather evade, Compliance with my Demand, and, to 
tedify his Refentmcnt at the Application made for my Interference, he indaotly doubled the 
Guard on his Prifoncr, difparched an Efcort to bring his Family from Tanda, and by every 
Means in his Power increaled the Rigor of his Confinement. In this Situation he remained 
until the Day after the Seizure of Bahr and Jowar Ally Cawn, when he was brought to me by 
my own People, loaded with Irons j which 1 had immediately taken off, and, letting him at 
large, have defired him to deliver me a Statement of his Account with Bahr Ally Cawn, which 
1 lhall take care to fee equitably adjuded.

It very early appeared, that the Begu?H, with the Affillance of her Cojahs, had difpofed of and 
fecreted her Wealth in fuch a Manner as to elude almoft the Poffibility of obtaining Pofleflion 
of it by mere Force of Armsj and whatever rigorous Meafures it might be proper for the 
Nabob ultimately to adopt, it Icemed, at all Events, in the firft Inftance highly expedient 
that we fliould purfuc the Courfc which promifed, with the greateft Certainty, the Aceom- 
plifhment of his Firft Objeft, in which the Intcrefts of the Company, and your Dcfires, were 
too much concerned for me to hefitate a Moment in giving my Concurrence to a temporary 
Forbearance, which I had reafon to believe was the moll advifeable, and, if it did not 
fuccecd, could be attended in the Ifluc with no worfe EfFcdl thaif a few Days Delay in clofing 
the Bufinefs. 

Your Letter to the Begum, which I had the Honour to receive and forward to her Ycfterday, 
having deftroyed a Reliance, which, notwithftanding the Part I have avowed and aiftcd with 
refpeft to her, (lie probably placed in the Support and Mediation of our Government, has 
given a very favourable Turn to the Bufinefs, and afforded me a well-grounded Hope that in 
One or Two Days more I lhall be able to inform you of a fatisfaftory Conclufion of it.

I h.avc had this Day the Honour to receive your Commands of the 25th Ultimo, and am ex- 
trcmcly concerned that the Mode of conducing the Fayzabad Bufinefs, as let forth in my Ad- 
drcls Of the 1 8th January, did not meet your entire Approbation. Permit me to affure you. Sir, 
It IS with the greateft Rcluflance I ever venture to deviate from the exprefs Letter of your In- 
urudtionsi i*nd I cannot accule myfelf of having done it on any Occafion, where it did not ap- 
pear to my Jui^ment that the Objcift: and Spirit of them rendered it advifeable, and that the 
apparent Ncccffity would juftify fuch Latitude. 

In the prefent Inftance, it was more in Appearance and Exprcflion, than in Fadl, that any 
Deviation was tmdc from your Orders of the 26th December} for although I was conftrained, 
from my ftritl Regard to the Accomplilhment of what 1 confidcred the Firft Objcfl of this 
Undertaking, to admit of a temporary Forbearance, for the Reafons afligned in my Addrefs of 

!i KT k k Time to be confidered as entirely at the Mercy of 

Bie Nalwb, their Jaghcers were in the Poffelfion of his Aumils, their Troops difperfed, and the 
r k* p Fayzabad, which included alfo the Bhow Begum’s own Habitation, under the Guard 
of his Excellency s and our Troops. 
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It remained only to get polTeflloa of her Wealth t and, to tffo6t this, it was then, and is ftill, 
my firm and unalterable Opinion, that it was indifpenfably necelfaiy to employ temporizing Ex- 
pcdicnts, and to work upon the Hopes and Fears of the Beguiti hcrfclf, and more cfpccially 
upon t^ofc of her principal Agents, through whofe Means alone there appeared any probable 
C^nce of our getting Accefs to the hidden Trtsafures of the late Vizierj and when I acquaint 
you that by far the greateft Part of the Treafure which has been delivered to the Nabob was 
taken from the moft fecret Rcceffcs in the Houfes of the Two Eunuchs, whence of courfe it 
could not have been extraded without the Adoption of thofe Means which could induce the 
Difeovery, I fhall hope for your Approbation of what I did. I mull alfo»obfcrvc, that no 
further Rigour than that which 1 exerted could have been ufed againft Females in this Country, 
to whom there can be no Accefe. The Nabob and Salar Jung were the only Two who could 
enter the Zenanah : The Firft was a Son, who was to addrel's a Parent, and of courfc could ufe 
no Language or Aflion but that of carneft and reiterated Solicitation; and the other was in all 
Appeayance a Traitor to our Caufc: Where Force could be employed, it was not fpared. The 
Troops of the Begum were driven away and difperfed, their Guns taken, her Fort, and the 
outward Walls of her Houfc, feized, and occupied by our Troops, at the Nabob’s Requifition, 
and her chief Agents imprifoned and put in Irons. No further Step was left. And in this 
Situation they ttill remain, and are to continue (excepting only a Remifllon of the Irons) until 
the final Liquidation of the Payment; and if then you deem it proper, no polTible Means of 
Offence being left in her Hands or thofe of her Agents, all her Lands and Property having been 
taken, I mean, with your Sandion, to reftore her Houfc and Servants to her; and hope to be 
favoured with your early Reply, as I exped that a few Days will complete the final Surrender 
of all that is further expeded from the Begum.

The Nabob has concluded no Settlement whatever with the Begums, but left Fayzabad • 
fomc Hours before me, without taking leave of them, upon their Agents having agreed to 
complete the 55 Lacks, which appeared due to the Company upon the clofing of my Accounts 
for the laft Year, and the Begums declaring that this was the Extent of all their PoirclTions, 
including down to their Table Utenfils, which they have, and are ftill delivering, and t\o 
Proof has yet been obtained of their having more. I fhall, as you dired, ufe my Influence to 
difluade his Excellency from concluding any Settlement until I have your further Commands.

I have juft received Intelligence, which I think may be relied on, of the Death of the Nabob 
Nodziff Cawn. 

It is impoflible to pronounce, with Certainty, what may be the immediate Confequences of 
this Event. The ultimate ones, I have no Doubt, will be the total Subverfion of that extenfive 
Government, acquired alone by his powerful Influence and high military Charader, and by 
which, rather than any efleftive Force, he has been able hitherto to mainfain it. I do not 
know any one of his Partizans, whofe Talents, A<ftivity, or fuperior Influence over the reft, 
are likely to create an abfolute and permanent Authority ; Diflenfions, therefore, among the 
principal Officers of his Army may be expe<fted to enfoe, and thofe Rajahs and Chiefs who have 
been deprived of their Territorial PoflTeffions, will fcarcely omit fo favourable an Opportunity 
of attempting to retrieve them. 

Abdulihd Cawn, the laft Minifter, will probably be reftored to Office} and his Objc<fl will 
naturally be the ExtinAion of every Shadow of Nudjif Cawn’s Power. 

Upon the whole, however, I do not apprehend any Confequences which can affeifl the Honour- 
able Company’s Intcrefts, or the Security of the Nabob Vizier, unlefs Zabita Cawn, who, it ap- 
pears, has long entertained Views of attempting the Recovery of his former Pofteffions in Rohil- 
cund, Ihould be prevailed on to conftder this a favourable Occafion to profecute them. In fucli 
an Event, I fhould think it ver^ probable he would be joined by Fayzula Cawn, who, there is 
ftrong Reafon to believe, is by no means well affcdled to the Vizier’s Government, and who 
has of late made fuch Preparations, and fuch a Difpofition of his Family and Wealth, as evi- 
dently manifeft either an intended or expedted Rupture.

Upon the Spirit of your former Orders, relative to the Appointment of a Detachment under 
Sir John Gumming, for the Support and Protection of the Vizier’s internal Government, and 
your fubfequent Letters declaratory of your Senfe of the Footing on which the SubQdiary 
ijtigadc mull be undei flood to remain with his Excellency,! have had repeated Converfations with 
the Minifters, endeavouring to Ihew the Impropriety of making Detachments from the Frontier 
Brigade, originally intended folcly for the Defence of the Nabob’s Dominions againft a foreign 
Enuny, for the Affiftance of the Aitmils, or other ordinary Services of the Collcflions ; a.nd to 
convince them of the ImpofTibility of continuing that Praiftice, now that the whole effedlive Force 
of the Country was reduced to One Brigade, without perverting this obvious Defign of its Efla- 
blilhmcnt, and thereby rifleing Confequences to the Honourable Company’s Arms and his Ex- 
cellency’s Government, which it equally behoved them and myfclf to avoid } as from the fre- 
quent Calls for fuch Aid, and the Nature of the Service, and the very remote Diftlncc to which 
the Troops were occafionally fent, neither the neceflary Attention to their Difeipline could be 
paid, nor their Re jundion efteded upon any Emergency which might call for the immediate 
Exertion of the whole Force of the Brigade.

1 have been honoured with your Letter of the 20th ultimo, which was fent to me by Mirza Ab- 
doola Beg, the Aumil of Gorruckporc, who, I have the Rleafurc to acquaint you, has maniteded the 
nioft carneft Dclirc to fulfil the Wilhes of this Government, and of the Vizier his Mailer, for the 
Apptchcnfion of Futty Saw. Some Time before the Receipt of your Letter, he fent a Ferfon to 
me with Propofals for executing this Purpofe, which I immediately concurred with him in •, and, 
a Plan of Operations having been concerted in confcquencc, I comniunicated it to Major Lucas, 
commanding the Company’s Troops at Burragong, who approved, and inftantly took all Mca- 
furcs for carrying it into force. Though the Projeft was planned with all poflible Secrecy, the 
March of the Detachment from this Place appears to have been known to Futty Saw, who 
changed his Ground the Evening before the Time fixed on for making the Attack, but could 
not evade entirely the EfTc^ls of the Expedition t for Lieut. La|ly (with Two Companies of 
Major Lucas’s Regiment, which were fiationed at Bogga) having received Intelligence of this 
Motion o£ Futty Saw’s, marched diredly to the Spot where I'.c was encamped with about Three 
hundred Men, attacked and flew about Twelve of them, and was very near taking Futty Saw 
himfelf. 

It would be unjuft to Mirza Abdoola Beg, if I omitted to communicate to you the Teftimonies 
I have received of his good Behaviour. Major Lucas, in his firft Letter tome after their Juntflion, 
expreffes himfelf as follows : 

“ The Phouzdar and my Parties have met juft as we could wi(h ; he has ordered out both 
“ Horfc and Foot, and feems to be the Man you reprefcntcd. "We have agreed to join heartily 
“ in the Caufe, and hope yet to prove fuccefsful, &c.”. And again, in his Letter of the zzd 
Inftant, he fays, “ I have halted To-day by Defire of the Phoufdar, who promifed to join mcj 
“ but as he has the Country to fettle as he goes on, he has again requefted to lee and confult bc- 
“ fore 1 go farther. As he feems inclined to prove himfelf the Man you reprefcntcd, 1 wifli 
“ to have his Advice in this critical Situation, particularly as I don’t think tlie Service I am oii 
“ can be hurl by this (feeming) Delay ; for ’tis now certain that Futty Saw, with his prefent 
“ fmall Party, may evade every Effort of the moft vigilant and numerous Troops, in a Country 
“ like this.” 

Whdft a good Underftanding (which has never heretofore been the Cafe) continues to fubfift 
between the Officers of the Revenue in thcfc Diftrids and ihofc of the Vizier in Gorruckporc, I 
think I may venture to affert, chat Futty Saw will never have it in his Power to difturb the Peace 
of either.

I have the Honour to inform you, that, in confcquencc of fomc Mifmanagcmcnt having again 
intruded in the Mint of Lucknow, 1 have been under the Ncccffity of appointing a Sezaual on 
my own BehalP to check and examine every Rupee that may be iflued from it. 

I hope this unavoidable Interference with the Vizier’s Officers will meet your Approbation as 
the Prefervation of the Standard here is extremely material to the intereft and Convenience of the 
Honourable Company. 

In order to complete the Check you have direfted over the Mooteynah, and their Payment, I

was guilty of, 1 have appointed a Mufter Maftcr and Pay Matter to his Corps at Dchly. • 

The Perfon I have chofen for this Doty is Cazem Ally Cawn, whofe Abilities muft be known 
to you when formerly employed in Bengal as Phoufdar of Houghly i I therefore hope this Step 
will alfo meet with your SanAion. Since the above Arrangement was adopted, I have learned 
from certain Intelli^nce, that Letafut Ally Cawn has entered into the Pay of Nadjif Cawn, from . 
whom he has received Jaidads for the Maintenance of his Troops. It of courfc follows, that the 
Vizier can no longer retain them in his Pay and Service i upon which I have this Moment re- 
ceived a Mtfffage from the Nabob, but have waved a Reply until 1 Ihould receive your Anfwcr to 
the following ^eftion ;

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Whether you think it mod advifcable, to the better Arrangement and CEconomy of the 
Nabob’s Finances, to take this favourable Opportunity of ftopping the large Expcncc incurred 
upon this Head or, as our Intcreft and Politics muft neceffarily be conncAcd more or lefs with 
the Court of Dchly, Whether you think it beft to have any Perfon of declared Attachment to 
our Intcreft recommended to the Vizier to fill the Station vacated by the Delinquency of Lctafuc 
Ally Cawn ?

Sir, 

1 have received the Honour of your Commands under Date the zyth February. 

1 had carried the original Treaty down with me, in obedience to your Orders of the 19th 
December *, but, having determined, upon Receipt of your firft above-mentioned Letter, to return 
immediately to my Station, I have brought it back with me, and Ihall now forward it by the firft 
lafe Conveyance. 

In obedience 10 the Explanation you require, of the general Aflertion, That the Objects of the 
late Treaty have been fulfilled, I now proceed to recapitulate unitedly what 1 have hitherto in 
detached letters taken the Liberty of lubmitting to you ; and, for Regularity, I (hall take up 
the Paragraphs of your Inftruftions, accompanying the Chunar Treaty in the Order they 
ftand. ... 

Para. ift. Requires the Execution of the fcveral Articles of the Treaty, being Five in Number. 

The Firft has been fully effefted by the complete Payment of all Arrears, and the March of 
the temporary and Cavalry Brigade into the Provinces. 

Notliing remains but the Return, or Adjuftment, of the Valde of the Stores furnifhed by the 
Nabob when the temporary Brigade was firft cflablifhed ; of which only Nine Pieces of Field 
Anillcry have yet been returned by Colonel Morgan. The inclofcd is a Letter from the Nabob 
upon the Subjeft. 

Mr. Wombwell’s Office has been fully paid off and difeharged, and all the Arms and Stores of 
the different Corps delivered to the Nabob, and Affets for the Payment of the extra Regiment 
ftationed at Lucknow included in the Affignmentfor the Current Year, 

• The Second Article relates to the Refumplion of the Jaguire Lands. This has been fully cf- 
fefied. The Three moft confiderablc arc now under my Charge— the Bow Begum’s, Salar Jung’s, 
and Lctafuc Ally Cawn’s; a Meafurc I was driven to enforce, on account of the Mode in which 
the Firft Refumption of the Jaguires was conduced \ which, by leaving the refurticd Lands in the 
Farm of thofe who before held them on behalf of the Jaguirdars, little more than a Shadow of the 
intended Change was effefled. 

The Third Article, which Includes the Jaguire of Fizzulla Cawn among the reft, has hitherto 
been deferred by the Poflfcripc to your general Inftruflion, which forbids it until Circumflances 
may render it more expedient and cafy to be attempted than the prefent more material Purfuits of 
Government make it appear. 

However, I beg leave to repeat, that a Stipend or Allowance in Ready Money, to that Chief, 
in lieu of his Jaguire Lands, fuuatcd and peopled as they arc by his own Tribe, in Vicinity 
to Three capital Territories of the fame Caft, would be far more conducive to ihe Interefls 
and Security of this Government i and, as fuch, permit me to recommend it to your Con- 
fideration. 

The 4th Article, as far as regarded this Office^ was fulfilled here. 

The Fifth and laft Article being only a Provifion for a future eventual Contingency, was liable 
to no Exertion here. 

The Counterpart of the Treaty, being the Arrangements which the Nabob pledged himfclf to 
effeft towards introducing CEconomy into bis Finances, confiding chiefly in "i'hrcc Points — The 
Reduflion and Regulation of his Mooteyenah Troops— the Separation of his private Purfe from 
the public Funds — and placing the latter under the feparatc Management of the Mmifters. 

The Firft of thefe Meafures is in as great Forwardnefs as it is poffibie*. Pay and Muller Mafters 
having been appointed to the whole, and the Saving already made produced a Fund equal to 
defray the eftabliftied Charge of Three Regiments, as propoled in my Addrefs of the 10th 
Inftant. The ocher, of feparating and limiting the Privy Purfe, was immediately cftlftcd upon 
my Return here from Chunar, and with that the feparatc Public Funds placed under the 
Minifters. 

1 now proceed to the Continuation of the Paragraphs of your Letter of Inftriiftions. 

The 2d is only claiming my implicit Obedience to what follows j to fulfil which has been and 
(hill be my conllant Study. 

The 3d Paragraph is a Rccapiculadon of the chief Objeft of the Treaty, being the ftiorteft 
poffibie Liquidation of the Nabob’s Debt to the Honourable Company. — To this Purpofe 1 have 
iceured Alfignments, which 1 deem adcauate to the full Difchargc of all Demands by the End of 
the prefent F ulfu lice Year ; which, conudering the Greaincfs of the Aggregate Amount, is, I 
apprehend, as foon as could b^ expefted. 

The 
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The 4th Paragraph is partly anfwcrcd above; the Redu(Jlion has chiefly been in^the Infantry, 
foas to bring in our Troops to fnpply the Deficiency ; upon which Subjedl my Propofal is before 
you. The Corps under this Denomination here arc chiefly Nudjeibs, and empl ‘yed lor tlie Gar- 
riibns of the Aumils, Forts, Kutcherries, and Tanahs . — 1 he Corps of Cavalry could not fo 
eafily be diminiflicd or immediately reformed. — I hcy conlift moftly of Moguls, enterrained for 
the State and perlbnal Security of the Aumil, who they generally attend in Perfon ; and, fuch is 
the refradory IDifpofuion of the People, who have never yet been properly controulctb that, was 
not fome immediate vifiblc ftanding Force with the Aumil, at his Com mand, to enf rcc his 
Orders, he would neither be rcfpcdled or obeyed, and confcquenily unable to fulfil the Duties of 
his Charge. 

The Sebundy is a feparatc Rflabliflimenc from the Two above-mentioned, being a Chars^c of 
generally about 4 per Cent, upon the ColIcN^lions of the different Aumils, for a Duty txecLKeil by 
a Set of Peons, not military difciplincd Men, who are ftacioned upon the Crops and tields all 
over the Country, for iheir Proteftion. I'hefe, from the Nature and prefent State of this Go- 
vernment, appear to me abfolutely and indifpenfably neceflary for the Colle^htions, and can neither 
be embodied or farmed into any regular fixed* Effablilfiment ; but the new Year will afford an 
Opportunity of reducing their Numbers, and of bringing this Part of the Plu.n into greater 
Perfedion. 

The 5th Paragraph, regulating the Mode of paying the Mooteyanah, has been completely effa- 
blilhed, notwithltanding the Complaints and Obftrudions brought againll it by the Aum.ls j who 
are by it fubjefted to a Check and Cont^oul which they are not plealed with, and deprive.^ of an 
ideal Proportion of Authority over their Men, by the Interference of the i"ay and Muller Mailers. 

'i’o the 6th Paragraph, whicli regards the Nabob’s Choice of Officers, 1 have only to oblcrve, 
that no Vacancies have occurred which can have afforded Room for an Exertion of its Claufe, 

The 7th, regarding the Choice ot Aumils, can only come under Execution at the Commence- 
ment of the Year, when the Aumils arc named. — The few Inffantes of Change which have acci- 
dentally occurred by the Refumption of the Jaguircs, have been condudlcd under the Spirit of this 
Orcier. 

Upon the 8th Paragraph, I have written a flrong Letter to the Nabob, recommending mod 
earnelliy to him to eftablilh Courts of Jullice throughout his Dominions, beginning by a Sudder ul 
Ilukk at the Capital; of the Kffert whereof I fhall hereafter inform you. 1 have not urged an 
irff ant Adoption of the Plan, as it appears more mentioned as a Point you wifli to be brought about 
by Degrees than expecd to lee immediately enforced ; nor is the Government here yet fu/ficiently 
regulated to promife jull now thole beneficial Confequcnccs w hich arc the Objedls of luch an In- 
ftitution. 

Ti e 9th. Paragraph conveys a diferetionary Power, eventually to be cxercifed ; an Occafion for 
which hath not hitherto occurred. 

The Notice direded by the loth Paragraph has been publicly given to every Perfon coming 
under its I Vfcription, and who have fignihed their having received the Order. 

Thcfe complete your Ihftruflions; (ince which you have direfled, as an additional Article, that 
the Nabob fliould be fupported in his Claim upon the Bhow Begum, for the Inheritance of the 
late Vizier’s Public I’realbre. This has alfo been done ; 45 L acks have been recovered, and the 
Begum’s Chief Agents arc now under feverc Reftraint for the Remainder of what they engaged to 
produce. 

I'rulling that from this Explanation you will be fatisfied that I have done all that the Time I 
have had, and the Circumllanccs 1 have been under, would admit,

tnenr, and the Officers and Followers of the Army, contrary to the Agreement made by me with 
the Nabob Vizier in the Month of Augull laft, it is my pofitivc Order that you give .them freffi 
Notice to depart, and on Failure of their immediate Compliance, that you apply to the Nabob 
for his Authority for their Removal by force. Lieut. Colonel Policr, and Major Martin, arc ex- 
cepted from this Order, having received Pet-miffion of the Board to remain, provided they have 
the Nabob’s Licence; and Mr. Thomas, to whom the like Permiffion has been granted, at the 
Nabob’s exprefs Requeft.

■When his Highnefs the Vizier did me the Honour of a Vifit at Chunar, he made me a Requeft, 
that we might have an Interview once in every Year, for the Purpofes of difculling and adjuding 
the mutual Concerns of the Company and himfclf, and of improving the Harmony and Confidence 
which fubfiftcd between the Two Governments. To this Kequifition I readily aflented, and greatly 
lament that the Sitgaiion of Affairs makes it impoffiblc for me to effeft a Meeting at this Time. 
The prclent important Conjundfure demands the united and vigorous Exertions of both Govern- 
ments for their common Safety andSuccefs; and in this Situation, whilll the greateft Cordiality is 
requifitc, you inform me that his Highnefs is much diflatisfied on many Points contained in our 
late Agreement, and which he made liis own Requett. — To remove his Uncafincfs on thefc Subjedls, 
and to give him entire Satisfadlion/in others which may be the Objedts of his Fears and Sulpitions, 
and to give a lafting Cement and Encrcafe of Strength and reciprocal Advantage to our Alliance, 
would be impradlicablc by any other Mode than verbal Communication, Explanations, and Af- 
furancesi and as, for the Rcafon above affigned, I cannot make thefc in Perfon, 1 think it indif- 
penfablc to delegate the Trufl to another. — For thefe Purpofes I have deputed M jor Palmer to 
attend his Highnefs and his Miniders at Lucknow. Major Palmer, as you know, has been my 
confidential Secretary for fcvcral Years ■, I have difclofcd to him, without Referve, my Sentiments 
on every Point of the relative Connedtion between the Company and the Court of Owde, and I 
can rely upon him for a faithful Explanation of them. 

I have alfo inftrudfed Major Palmer to give the moft exprefs Affurances to the Minifters, of my 
Approbation of their Condudt, and Determination to protedl and fupport them, fo long as they 
preferye their Attachment to this Government, and purfue the real Intcreft of the Vizier. 

Major P.ilmcr has other public Objedfs in Charge, which he will pcribnally communicate to you ) 
and I moft carneftly require of you the ftrongeft Co-operation of your Authority and Influence 
towards his attaining them. I think his Succcls almoft certain, if he meets with vour cordial Sup- 
port and Affiftancc : Whatever may be the Event, a confidcrable Share in producing it will be 
attributed to you, and affedt you accordingly. 

Such Explanations as are intended Iblcly for the Satisfadlion of the Nabob, and coming front 
myfclf, I have diredfed Major Palmer to comhtunicatc feparately to him, but in doing this to ufc 
ev<;ry Precaution to avoid any Diminution of your Authority or Influence. 

1 have lent Major Davy as a confidential Afliftant to Major Palmer, and in 'cafe any Accident 
ibould happen, the latter to execute his CommilTion.

A Frenchman, whole Name 1 cannot learn, but who is faid to have been of fomc Note at Dehly, 
has lately been lent from that Court, on a foppofed Deputation from the prefent Adminirtration to 
Hyder Ally Cawn, and the French Commandant on the Coaft, and thence to the Government at 
Mauritius j for which latter Purpofc a Frigate was to be ordered for his Reception at Man- 
galore. 

He arrived at Agra on the 20th of laft Month, and flaying only One Night there, purfued his 
Journey by the Route of Bundclcund, towards Naugpore, where it is furmifcd he has alio fomc 
Ditpatches to deliver for the Mahratta State. 

If you think the Matter of fufficient Importance, an early Intimation to the Refident with M >- 
dajee Boufula might be the Means of intercepting this Agent, or at leaft of afccrtaining the Truth 
or F'alfchood of the Intelligence.

The Lofs of this Gentleman’s Services, which could not be replaced here, would be extremely 
inconvenient to me, as the Buftnefs of Accounts is what very few are converfant in, either from the 
Want of Practice, or from never having made it an Objeft of their particular Study i 1 muft there- 
fore trouble you with my Solicitations m favour of thefe Two Gentlemen, and hope for your In-

He undoubtedly conceives them to be under Pro- 
tection ; and as it is your Duty, fo I muft again defire that you will undeceive him i that you will 
reprefent to him that my Credit and the Dignity of our Government is hurt by this Contempt of 
its Authority ■, but that he is the Magiftratc of his own Country, and that it is incumbent on him 
to remove thole who have been forbidden to remain in it. — If they will not remove, why docs he 
not ufe Force to compel them ? Why docs he not caufc them to be arrefted, and tranlportcd be- 
yond his Borders, with Orders to his Aumils not to permit them to return ? 

I have been much folicited to let Mr. Scott ftayi and his Advocates have alTured me that he 
had your Promile. 1 cimnot permit it ; and if he has not left Lucknow, I muft infill on his leav- 
ing it inftantly . — 1 am told that Captain Marfack is ftill there. Why do you, and why have you 
fuffered it ? For 1 know that it is not with the Nabob’s Connivance. 

1 fome l ime fince read a Letter from Captaiin Darell, requefting to be permitted to continue at 
Lucknow, for the Recovery of his Health. If the Nabob will confcnt ro ir, I will not objeCl to his 
ftaying till the End of the Rains, if he (ball find it neceftary, but no longer.

Though this Intelligence has not come through 
its authentic Channel, I have no Doubt of its Truth *, I am compelled to credit the Reports which 
aflTurc me that every Point of the Vizier’s Adminiftration is in the fame Dlforder. For this, 
and every other Failure in tlie Inftruftions which J gave to you in Writing on the aoth Septem- 
ber, at Chunar, you arc folcly rcfponfiblc to this Government, as Ilyder Beg Cawn is to the 
Nabob i for to your conjoint Hands has the Adminiftration of his Affairs been from that Time 
committed. 

I have received your repeated Affurances, addrefled to myfclf and to the Board, that the Na- 
bob’s Debt to the Company (hould be completely difeharged by the Clofe of the Year. In my 
Fears for a Difippointmcnt in this Expetftation, and in the contrary Belief, that in its adtual 1 rain 
the Debt is more likely to exceed the Amount at which it ftood the laft Y'ear, than to be paid, I 
hereby apprize you, that if at the End of the Fuffellee Year any Part of it (hall remain in Ar- 
rears, I lhall move the Board to call upon you publicly to account for it; and, that you may 
know that this Declaration is not made on light Grounds, I (hail enter a Copy of this Letter 
upon the Company’s Records.

1 learn from Mr. Johnfon, that on 
Rvce pt of your Letter Meffrs. Scott, Orr, Marfack, Carvalho, and Darcll, were yet at Luck- 
now the I wo farmer (Gentlemen were pofitively to depart by the End of this Month at fartheft, 
and Meflrs. Marfack and Carvalho were then on the Point of ferring out. Captain D.irell, whofe 
Health I am informed is in a very indifferent State, having your Permiflion, is to remain to the 
End of the Rains, 

Brfides the abovementioned Gentlr^men, Mr. Robert Grant and Mr. Bird are, I underftand, 
refident at Furruckabad ; but I have not fignified your Orders to them, being uncertain how Lr 
they might be conficlered to fall under their Defcription. Thefc are all the Depend inis of our 
(jovernment, that I know of, refiding within the Vizier’s Jurifdidion, without public Appoint- 
ments, or the ex[)rels Licence of the Board. 

I beg leave to allure you. Sir, that I never made any Promife wliacever to Mr. Scott, or gave 
him any Ho[>es of continuing at Lucknow, excepting fuch as he migiit have derived (rom my 
confcniing to forward a Recommendation to you in his Behalf.

Contents

The hafty and ill-founded Alarms, with which the Mifreprefentations of the Enemies of the 
Vizier’s and our own Government had imprefled him, having been removed by the fulleft AfTur- 
anccs of Security and Protedion, he has relumed the Charge of the Dillrid^ he before held ; 
and I truft his future Condud will merit your Forgivenefs and continued Patronage. 

1 muft entreat. Sir, that you will fufpend your Judgment upon the S.ate of the Vir.ier’s Ad- 
miniftration, until I (hall be able to lay before you a Review of the MeaCurcs already adopted, 
and now in Agitation, for the Regulation of this Country, which 1 have not a Doubc will alford 
the mod fatisfadory Evidence of the happy EfFed of your Arrangements. 

Upon the lad Paragraph of your Commands, I mull beg leave to refer you to my Addrofs of 
this Pare to the Honourable Board, which I confidently trull you will /ecL-ive as an Acquittal of 
the Refponfibility with which you charged me; and, as you have candidly relied your Decifion 
on my Condud on the ultimate Effed of my Exertions to realize the Honourable Company’s 
Balance, conformably to the AlTuranccs I had repeatedly given on that Head, I am cncouia^^ed to 
hope tor that Tellimony of your Approbation which it has ever been equally my Study and Am- 
bition to merit, and which with me mull ever conflitute an eflTemial Part of any Satisfadfon I 
could look for in the moft fuccefsful Uilcharge of my Duty.

In the Courfe of the DifculTion with the Nabob and the Miniflers, upon the further Claim 
of the Honourable Company, as ftated by the Accomptanc General, they mentioned tlic Ki-dit, 
which they conceived his Excellency derived from the Treaty, to charge ihe Company with'^thc 
Expence of Abdul Rahaman Cawn’s Corps, and feemed to intend making it the Subjed of an 
immediate public Addrefs to you ; I have however, for the prefent, taken upon me to prevent 
foch an Application being made, wifhing to be favoured with your previous Sentiments upon it. 

If the Honourable Board are difpofed to admit thclc Prctenfions, no cmbarralling Conlcquencc 
could attend the public AfiTcrtioft of them ; but if, on the other hand, they deem it inexpedient to 
admit the Claim, and wifli to avoid a public Decifion upon it, I apprehend it would be mod ad- 
vdcable to flop it altogether here ; which I have no Doubt I (hould be able to eflTcd, if you are 
plealed to approve of my fo doing. At all Events, I flatter myfclf you will approve of the Motive 
which induced me to trouble you with this Intimation ; and that you will believe me, with the 
greateft Rcfpcd, &c. &c.

1 accomplifhed ere now, had it not been for the bad State of Health I have 

laboured under fincc February laft. My Diforders Mr. Murchifon has attended to with the moft 
att^tivc Care, without being able to remove them ; but gives me Hopes, from the prefent Change 
caion, th^y rnay come to a Crifis. He imagines my Removal from immediate Afliftance may 
c attended with Danger to my Life, before he fees a Probability of my Recovery j and as foch

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he has given me his Sentiments, which I have inclofcd you. I beg Itavc to requeft you will in- 
form the Governor General and his Excellency, that as loon as I can be moved with any Safety, 
that I (hall, in obedience to their Orders; hoping that thpy will afford my People every jullSup- 
poit for their collcdling my outftanding Advances, which were made before 1 ever knew of luch 
an Order intended to be publifhed. This makes my Situation peculiarly hard, and leaves me 
every Rcafon to dread I (hall fuflain Lois of more than my own Property, the Fruits of 15 Years 
unwearied Toils in Bufincfs. The Balances now outftanding amount to very near Four Lacks of 
Rupees. • 

Any Enquiry you choofc to make into the Truth of my AlTcrtions (hall with Checrfuincfs be 
laid before you, by,

Extrad of a Confultation of the 21ft December 1774- 

Fort William, the aift December 1774. 
At a Council ; Prefent, 

The Honourable Warren Haftings, Governor General, Prcfidenc; 

Lieutenant General John Clavering, 

The Honourable George Monfon, 


J? ESUMED the Confideration of the Governor General’s Propofal deferred for Confidcra- 
tion from the i5tli Inftant. 


The Governor General gives in the following Minute: 

The Governor General, conceiving that the Rcafons alTigncd for Mr. Middleton’s Recall 
from his Station of Refident at the Court of the Vizier will of courfe operate to preclude him 
from the Nomination now before the Board, moves. That the Honourable Mr. Frederick 
Stuart be nominated to the Office of Refident at the Court of the Vizier, and Agent on the 
Parc of this Government. 

In making this Propolition, the Governor is in part influenced by one Confideration, which at 
any other Time, or on any other Occafion, would have had little Share in direding his Judgment. 
Flib Eftimation of Mr. Stuart’s Abilities and Judgment is very high, but he confiders that at this 
particular Time, the Connedions of Mr. Stuart, and the Opinions commonly entertained of 
the Dignity and Credit of his Family, will have greater Weight on the Mind of the Vizier, 
whofc Pride and Ambition arc his predominant Qualities, and whofc Fears may be alarmed 
by the late Mcafurcs of this Government, which for want of a due Knowledge of the Motives 
that produce them, he may conceive to proceed from a Difpofuion in this Adminiftration ad- 
vcrl'c to him, and to the Engagements fubfifting between him and the Conripany, than any 
other Qualifications which might fall to that of the Perfon who might be cncruftcd with the 
Charge of the Ncgociations between him and this Government, and thereby keep him fteady 
in his Attachment to the Company, and pundual to his pecuniary Engagements, which at 
this Time are the chief Objed of our Concerns with him'. 

For Mr. Stuart’s Afliftance in the Dil’char^e of this Truft, which, from the Variety of Ac- 
counts now depending with the Vizier, and from the Probability of other incidental Affairs 
which may occupy his Attention, is likely to be a laborious one; the Governor General pro- 
pofes, that Sir John D’Oyley be appointed to accompany him in the Quality of his Affiftanf, 
for which Office he is peculiarly qualified by an ample Acquaintance with the Pcrfian Lan- 
guage, having, fince the Abfence of Mr. Redfearn the Pcrfian Tranflator, whofc Affiftant he 
now is, tranfaded all the Bufinefs of chat Office with much Ability and AlTiduity.

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Mr/Francis delivers in the following Minute on the Governor’s Qiicftion: 

Before I give my Anfwer to the Governor General’s Propofition, I beg leave to obferve 
upon the Minute with which it is introduced, that when I gave my Voice for the Recall of 
Mr. Middleton, it was not upon the Idea of any Offence or Demerit in him. 1 had no Rcafon 
to think perfonally ill of him at that Time j I have Reafon to think perfonally well of him at 
prefent : My Ground was public j I underftood that he was the Public Rcfidcnt of the Com* 
pany at the Vizier’s Court, I afked to fee the whole of his Corrcfpondcncc w^ith this Govern- 
ment. I was then told that he was the Private Agent of the Governor, who refufed to com* 
municate the whole of his Correfpondence to the Board. I thought that an Office of that 
Nature ffiould not be continued, and that the Perfon who holds it ought to be recalled to the 
Sectlcmenr, in order that the Board might obtain from him thofe Explanations which were rc- 
fufed by the Governor. If his Condu(S in this Refpeft ffiould prove fatisfadlory to the Board, 
I ffioulil think him a very proper Perfon, from all that I have heard of his private Chara£ler, 
and feen of his Proceedings, to come under the favourable Confidcration of the Board for the 
Office of Public Refident, As the Governor General however has propofed that the Appointment 
ffiould be immediately made, and as the Ncceffity of the immediate Appointment has been 
repeatedly urged to the Board, 1 yield to the Governor’s Propofal to have it determined this 
Day. I mean not to agree to the Nomination of a Refident propolcd by the Governor General 
for affirmative Reafons, which I think ought to influence my Judgment in this important 
Choice. My Rcfpecl for Mr. F. Stuart however, and for the high Connections which he has 
in England, oblige me to fay, that if I do not accede to the prefent Nomination, it is not 
owing to any peilonal DirrcfpcCl to him, or Inattention to them; on the contrary, I fliould 
think myfeif happy in having an Opportunity, where the Public Service did not, in my Jiulij:- 
ment, require from me more than barely having no Objection, to Ihew him the rCal Refp^Ct 
I feel for his Perfon and high Family. This Voice of courfe includes a Negative to the Nomina- 
tion of Sir John D’Oyley, whofe Affiftance otherwife, 1 do not doubt, would have been in- 
difpenfably neceffiary to Mr. Stuart on the Knowledge and ufe of the Perfian Language.

Mr. Barwcll declares his Sentiments as follows l 

I am for the Nomination of Mr. Stuart. Independent of thofe Particulars which have weight 
with the Governor General, from a long Refidence in the Country, I have had Opportunities 
of becoming acquainted with all the Servants of the Company, and from my Knowledge of 
the Service, I can venture to affirm, there is not a Angle Character in it, that can boaft fuperior 
natural Talents to Mr. Stuart } and if the Confidcration alone of iinderftanding the Perfian 
Language isrofway in Appointments of Importance, and where it is more abfolutcly neceffiiry 
than in a fubordinare Sphere, it is an ObjeClion againft the firft Charnflcrs of the Scttleincnr, 
and incapacitates them from all political intercourfes. For thefc Reafons I do fincerely and 
heartily wifli, for tlie Promotion of the Public Service, that Mr. Stuart ffiould be appointed 
Refident at the Vizier’s Court, and Sir John D^Oylcy, his Affiftant. 

Colonel Monfon’s Opinion, viz. 

My Motives for giving my Opinion for the Recall of Mr. Middleton from the Vizier’s 
Court, did not anfe from any DirrefpcCl; to hirtn i but confldcring him as a Peribn in a Public 
CharaClcr, I thought his Correfpondence neceflary for the Infpeftion of this Board, find as 
that was denied, I judge proper to give my Opinion for his Recall. With regard to Mr. 
Stuart, the Gentleman now propofed to be his Succeiror, I rcfpcCl him as a Man of dif- 
tinguiffied Rank ; his Abilities 1 honour, as they arc reprefented by the Governor General and 
Mr. Barwell to be of an extraordinary Extent. Thefc Confiderations have their due Confe- 
quence with me; but when I reflect, that Mr. Stuart has not as ycr appeared in any Public 
Character, I mud confidcr him at prefent as a Perfon improper for this weighty Charge, 
which has for its ObjeCt the cementing of the Fricndffiip between the Company and the 
Vizier, and the obtaining large Sums of .Money faid to be due from him ; and therefore 1 mult 
refufc my. AlFent to the Governor’s Propofal, 

General Clavering delivers his Opinion in the following Words : 

It having been determined by the Board to recall Mr. Middleton, for Reafons that have • 
been lo properly affigned both by Colonel Monfon and Mr. Francis, it now only reds 
with us to confidcr the Propriety of the Governor General’s Recommendation of the Honour- 
able Mr. Frederick Stuart for this Appointment } in which Nomination, however defirous I 
am of ffiewing my pcrfonal Regard for this Gentleman, and my RefpeCt for his Family, I 
think it my Duty only to confidcr the Fitnefs of the Perfon to take charge of fo great a Trufl 
as will be repofed in him; and as I have another Perfon in my Eye whom I imagine the 
Board will deem fitter for fuch an Employment, from his general Knowledge of Bufinefs, and h s 
8 particular 
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particular Acquaintance with the P^rfian Language, I am under the Ncctfllty of giving my 
Negative to the Governor General’s Propofition. 

Refolvcd by the Majority of the Board, That the Governor General’s Propofition be not 
agreed to* 

(a) [General Clavering now propofes. That Mr. John Briftow be appointed Rcfidcnt at the 
Vizier’s Court, as qualified for it from his general Knowledge of Bufincls, and his particular 
Acquaintance with the Pcrfian Language. 

The Governetr General objefts to this Propofition, bccaufc in his Judgment Mr. Briftbw 
is not qualified for the Office, neither by his Knowledge of the Pcrfian Language, nor by any 
diftinguiffied Abilities. 

Agreed, that the Queftion above propofed by General Clavering, be put. 

Mr. Francis delivers the following Reply : 

I am happy in hearing a Gentleman named for this high Office, to whof • Appointment I 
can fafely give a pofitive Approbation# I know him to be a Man of Sf.nle, Indiiftry, and Judg- 
ment. I have pofitive Rcafons to think that he underftands the Pcrfian Language, as well 
from the Affiflancc he has favoured me with in the Letters 1 have received and anTwered, as 
from his Public Office of Tranflator to the Khalfa. This Office implies Knowledge of Bufi- 
nefs. Knowledge of Accounts, and Knowledge of Language. I do not infift upon his Englilh 
Connections, though in this Rcfpc<5t few Gentlemen are better connefted than Mr. Briftow. I 
agree to the Propofition.

Mr. Barwcll.-— I cannot affent to the Nomination of Mr. Briftow, for the following Rea- 
fons ; becaufe I think when a Propofition from the Chair is over-ruled, there ought to be very 
good Grounds for fuch a Meafure. The Preference given to the General’s Nomination un- 
doubtedly fpeaks Inattention to the Governor ; befidcs, in this Particular, I think the Gover- 
nor (hould have been confidcred, as he is the Channel of Public Correfpondcnce, and fliould 
be fupported as the Head of this Government in the Eyes of the Princes of India. This Cha- 
radcr he will fcarccly maintain, if a Gentleman, in oppofition to his Sentiments, goes the Public 
Agent to the Court of the Vizier.

Letter from the Governor General to the Honourable Court of Direftors, and Inclofuresj 

To the Honourable Court of Directors of the Honourable United Eaft India Company. 

Honourable Sirs, On the River Ganges, lift February 1784. 

TJAVING had Occafion to difburfe from my own Calh many Sums, for Services which, though 
required to enable me to execute the Duties of my Station, I have hitherto omitted to enter 
in mv public Accounts, and my own Fortune being unequal to fo heavy a Charge, I have refolved 
to rciniburfe myfclf in a Mode the moft fuitable to the Situation of your Affairs, by charging the 
fame on my Durbar Accounts of the prefent Year, and crediting them by a Sum privately received, 
and appropriated to your Service in the fame Manner with other Sums received on Account of the 
Honourable Company, and already carried to their Account. 

The Particulars of thefe Difburfcments arc contained in the inclofcd Accounts, N* i, 2, 3, and 
4, of which N" 5 is the Abftra«a. 

I (hall fubioin a brief Explanation of each. . 

The Sum of the Account N“ 1 is the Difference between the Allowance of 300 Rupees a Month, 
which was the cuftomary Pay of the Governor’s Military Secretary, and that which I allowed to 
Lieutenant Colonel Ironfidc during the Time that he afled in that Capacity, on account of his 
fuperior Rank. It was referred to your Honourable Court in One of the General Letters of the 
Ywr 1773 or 4j but I prefume that it was ovei looked, in the Preffuic of other more important 
Matters which at that Time occupied your Attention. 

2 and 3 arc explained in the Accounts thcmfelves. 

IS" 4 confilts of Three fcveral Kinds of Charges, which 1 confefs to have been unauthorifed, 
but which 1 humbly conceive neither to be of a private Nature, nor unworthy Subjeds of the 
Bounty of a great and rifing State.— The Firft is inconfidcrable, confifting chieHy in the Subfift- 
ence of the Pundits, who were affcmblcd in Calcutta, and employed during Two Years in com- 
piling the Code of Hindoo Laws for your Ufe. The Sum allotted to them was, as 1 recoUed, 
One Rupee per Diem-, a larger Recompenfe was offered, butrefufedi nor would they receive 
this but for their daily Support : They had indeed the Promife of fome public Endowments for 
their Colleges, which yet remain unperformed. — The Second is the Amount of fundry Monthly 
Salaries paid to fome of the moft learned Profeffors of the Mahomedan Law, for tranflating, from 
the Arabic into the Pcrfian Tongue, a Compendium of their Law, called the Hcdaya, which is 
held in high Eftimation, and Part of a more voluminous Work, which I could not profecute. 
Your I lonourable Court is in Poffcffion of a Part of the Englilh Vcrfion of Hcdaya, made by Mr. 
James Anderfon, and a fubfequent Part of the fame Work has been lately tranllucd by Mr. 
Hamilton. Thefe Gentlemen arc both engaged in the Completion of it, and are both eminently 
qualified for it. It would exceed the due Bounds of this Letter, to expatiate on the Utility of this 
^ork; yet I may be allowed to vindicate the Expence of it by One fummary Argument, which is, 
that while the Mahomedan Law is allowed to be the Standard of the Criminal Jurifpiudcrice of 
your Dominion, under the Controul and Infpedion of your Englilh Servants, itfeems indifpcnfably 
ncceffary that the Judges of the Courts Ihould have a more familiar Guide for their Proceedings 
than the Books of the Arabic Tongue, of which few have Opportunities of .attaining a competent 
Knowledge i and as ncceffary that your Servants Ihould poffcfs tiie Means of confulting t :c Prin- 
cii-lcs on 'which thofe Judgments arc founded, which, in iheir ultimate Refort, and in extraordi- 
nary ( ales, may fall within their immediate Cognizance, and of the Laws of which they arc the 

Protedors. The Third Charge is that of an Academy, inftituted fo.” the Study of the different 

Branches of the Sciences taught in the Mahomedan Schools. After a Trial of about Two Years, 
finding that it was likely to anfwcr the End of its Inftitution, I recommended to the Board, and 
obtained their Confent, to pal's the fubfequent Hxpcncc of the Ellablilhment to the Account of 
the Company, and to ered a Building for the Purpofc at my own immediate Coft, but for a Com- 
pany’s Intercft Note granted me for the Reimburfement of it. It is almoft the only complete 
Tftabliftiment of the Kind now cxiftingjn India, although they were once .in univcrfal Uie, and 
the decayed Remains of thefe Schools arc yet to befecn in every capital Town or City ofHindoftan 
and Decan. It has contributed to extend the Credit of the Englilh Name, and to foften the 
Prejudices excited by the rapid Growth of the Britilh Dominion; and it is a Seminary of the moft 

ulciul Members of Society. . rj 

I humbly fubmit the Propriety of carrying thefe Expences to your Account, by the Confidera- 
tion, that it was not polTible for me to have been influenced, m incurring them, by any Purpole 
of my own Intertft. Something, perhaps, may be attributed to the Impulfc of Pride, in the 
Share which 1 might hope to derive of a public Benefadion; but certainly not to Vanity or 
Oftentation, fince I believe it to be generally conceived, that the whole bxpence, of whicn the 
createft Parc is yet my own, has been already defrayed from the Treafury of the Company. 

° ' [ Ff ] i will 
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I will candidly confefs, that when I firft engaged, both in this and the preceding Expence, I 
had no Intention oi carrying it cothe Account of the Company. Inaprovident for mylcll, zealous 
for the Honour of my Country, and the Credit and Inicrcli of my Employers, I fcldom permitted 
my I'rolpcfts of Futurity to enter into ^he View of my private Concerns. In the undifturbed 
Exercife of the Faculties which appertained to the adive Seafon of my Life, I confined all my 
Kegards to my public Character, and reckoned on a Fund of Years to come for itc Duration. 
The Infirmities of Life have fince fuccecdetl, and I have lately received more than One feverc 
Warning to reiircfroni a Scene to vyhich my bodily Strength is no longer equal, and threatens me 
with a coi refponding Decay in whatever Powers of Mind I once pofl'cffcd, to difeharge the laborious 
Duties and hard VicilTitudes of my Station. With this Change in my Condition, 1 am compelled 
to depart from that liberal Plan which I originally adopted, and to claim from your Juftice,* for 
you have forbid me to appeal to your Generofity, the l)ifcharge of a Debt which 1 can, with the 
moft I'tTupulous Integrity, aver to bejuftly my Due, and which I cannot lufiain. 

- (a) [Ir it fliouhl be obje£lcd, that the Allowance of thefe Demands would furnifli a Precedent 

for others of the like Kind, I have to remark, that in their whole Amount they arc but the Ag- 
gregate of a contingent Account of Twelve Years; and if it were to become the Pradlice of thofe 
who have paffetl their Prime of Life in your Service, and filled, as I have filled ir, the firft Office 
of your Dominion, to glean from their pad Accounts all the Articles of Expence which their In- 
accuracy or Indillcrente hath overlooked, your Interefls would fuffer infinitely lefs by the Prece- 
dent, than by a finglc Example of a Life fpent in the Accumulation of Crorcs for your Benclk, 
and doomed in its ciof'e to fuffer the Extremity of private Want, and to fink in Obfeurity.] 

I have thought it proper to complete the prefent Subjeft, by the Addition of a Charge which 1 
intended to have fubmitted regularly to the Board; but which, if divided at this Time from the 
others, might have admitted an unfair Conftruflion. 'It is in the Account N° 6, and conlids of 
C Iiiirges incurred for Boats and Budgerows provided by me, for my own Ufe, on fuch public Oc- 
( afions as require my Departure from the Prefidency on extraordinary Services. 

My Preiiccefl'ors have always had an Ellablifhment of this Kind provided for them,*and my 
Succcflbr will have a Provilion devolve to him, fuperior in Convenience and in Elegance to any 
that I have yet I'cen, and furnifhed with a Coll which would not be credited by thofe who have 
feen the Subjedls of it.

EAD the following Letter from the Refident at the Vizier's Court. 


To the Honourable Warren Haftings Efquire, Governor General, &c. Members of Council. 

Honourable Sir and Gentlemen, 

I have delayed thus long addrefling you on the Subjeft of the firll Objeft of my Bufinefs at 
this Court, in the Hope of being able to inform you chat I had obtained from his Excellency fuf- 
ftcienc Supplies for the Exigencies of the prefent Year. I have had frequent Conferences with 
him upon the Subjedt, but have found him uniform and determined in a Refufal of any more 
Tuncaws than thole obtained by Mr. Middleton, prior to my having Charge of this Appoint- 
ment, The inclufcd Paper No, i will Ihcw you what they are, and for what Services they are 
granted. No, 2. is an Eftimaie of the whole Demands upon the Nabob for this Year, From 
ihefc Accounts it will appear, that the whole Amount required for the Expcncesof the Year is 
Rupees 1,36,12,108 : 12, and the Amount granted Rupees 68,82,000. 

I have in vain laid before him the ruinous Conlequcnces of a Difmiflion of any Part of the 
Troops who are now employed under the Command of Britifli Officers, the certain Deficiency 
in the Collections, and the laying of his Country open to foreign Marauders. 

(a) [I have in vain urged him on the glaring Impropriety of refufing Tuncaws upon the fame 
Diliricts as lafi Year, and giving them to his own Troops without Difciplinc to fupport his Go- 
vernment, and always ready to plunder every Country to which they had been fent. His Anfwer 
has been invariably, that while he had the Means of providing for the Demands of the Company 
he has never refilled it, but he is now deprived of that Ability by the Drought which has obliged 
him ro give Dedueiions to the Amount of Twenty-five Lacks of Rupees, and even now the Aumils 
arc delirons of being rclealtd from their Engagements, upon the Plea of Inability to comply 
with them. His Family, and that of his Father and Grandfather, after repeated Promifes made 
to them and broken, are Hill unprovided for j that he did not believe the Council meant to feizc 
the Expcnces of his Table and Houfehold, which was all that was now left him. When I

quitted him, I declared I did not imagine the Governor and Council would give Confent to the 
Rrform of the nqw Brigade, and the ocher prefent Eftabliftimcnts for his Collections; that if 
they were not difmifl'ed they muft be paid, and from the Sources of that Country, for the Pro- 
tection of which they were railed* That I would leave him for the prclent to confidcr the 
Means of granting the Supplies, in the Hope of an Anfwer more likely to be pleafing to our 
Government. A Day or Two after I received a Letter from him, a Tranflate of which, No. 3, 

I think it ncccffary to lay before you. As I have nCvcr been able to induce his Excellency to 
adopt any other Sentiments than thofc he firft declared, and have received another Letter from 
him, cxprefling much DiflatisfaCtion at my Urgency on a Point he had determined on, and 
would not give up unlcfs he (hould be compelled by the Governor and Council, I have thought 
it necdlcfs to prefs him further at prefent, but, at his Requeft, have tranfinitred a Letter from 
him to the Governor General, fetting forth his Diftrefs. 

In this Situation it only remains for me to lay before you the following Extraft of Mr. 

Nathaniel Middleton’s Letter of the 5th Inftanr, the Day on which Charge was delivered to 
me. 

When I have of late prcflcd his Excellency for further AfTignments, he has pleaded Inabi- 
“ lity to anfwer the very heavy Demands which will this Year fall upon him, on account of 
the Drought which was unfortunately happened to the almoft total DeftruCtionof the Khur- 
rclT Harveft, and the confequent Diminution of his Revenue. I am concerned to cimtcfs 
** there are but too good Grounds for this Plea. The Misfortune has been general throughout 
the whole of the Vizier’s Dominions, obvious to every Body, and fo very fatal have been 
ics Confrquenccs, that no Perfon of either Credit or CharaCler would enter into Engage- 
mentswith Government for farming the Country, without a very heavy Direftion * in the laft asicinOri^. 
“ Year’s Jumma, which his Excellency has been compelled to allow to all who have hitherto 
been appointed to Farms; /and fome who have engaged under thefe Circumllunccs, have, to 
my Knowledge, made moft urgent Applications to the Nabob and his Miniliers to be releafed 
from their Obligations, and allowed to rclinquilh their Farms, which they found they could 
not hold but at a certain Lofs to themfelvcs. You will be loon convinced by undoubted 
Teftimony, and loud Complaints from every Quarter, of the Reality of this Misfortune, 
which has ncccflTarily been the Means of delaying the general Settlement of this Countty, 

“ and of preventing my hitherto getting AflTignments for more than Rupees 6S,s 2,000; but 
how far its Operation and ^ffcdls preclude the Nabob from anfwering the Demands upon him 
‘‘ in public Account, you will be the beft able to judge from the Statements you will obtain of 
his eftimated Revenue/' 

As it appears from the whole of this Extraft that Mr. Middleton had met with Obftacles from 
a Reafon affigned which no human Forefight could prevent, I hope your Honourable Board will 
not imagine I have been remifs and inattentive. Nothing but a compulfivc Older from me 
upon an undefined Right could obtain the Collcftion of a Rupee, more than I have Tuncaws 
for; and nothing but a decifivc and fpeedy Inftrudtion from you, when the Time elapfcd may 
not occafion a material Lofs in the Revenue, can pofTibly procure the Grants ncccflary for the 
current Difburfements from my Treafury. 

Upon this Principle it is needlefs to add, that no Bill from the Prefidency can pofiibly be 
anfwered, fince the Den^ands on the Treafury upon the prefent EftablifluDcnt exceed the ex- 
pefted Income, and the laft Drafts of the Honourable Board, and their Order for the Payment 
of Two Lacks and a Half of Rupees to Captain Popham, which havbren t omplieii with, have 
fo eflTcftually drained the Treafury, that I have not yet been able to pay the Firft Brigade for 
Oftober.] Upon the Eftimate of the prefent Year, that of the Troops under the Command 
of BritiQi Officers, paid by Mr. Wombwell, exceeds the laft Years by Rupees 4>2^,53 ^ : 1 2 : 6 , 
and the Excefs of the Eftimate of the temporary Brigade is Rupees 8,13,559 • U • 9* f Pay- 
iTiafters, upon being applied to by me, declare, that the Reafon of this Excels is, that the laft 
Year’s was only what was fuppofed would be the Expence, and the prefent Year’s Eiiimatc is 
made upon the acftual Difburfements of laft Year. As his Excellency did not ftart any Ob- 
jections to particular Articles of thefe Eftimates, but to the whole, from a wane of Revenue to 
pay them, I have not thought proper to curtail any Thing. Your Letter under Date the ^5th 
Auguft laft has occafioned the Inclufion of the Army's Donation, and the Lofs by Exchange I 
thought but a proper Demand. 

Notwithftanding what has pafled, I (hould not relax in my Endeavours to prevail upon his 
Excellency to grant the Tuncaws required, but he feems to be unmoveablc in his |)rejent Refo- 
lution. He is now preparing for his Departure to meet the General, and I imagine will not re- 
turn before the Arrival of decifivc Inftruftions from your Honourable Board. .

We have received your Letter of the 19th November, ftating the Objeflions of the Nabob 
to the immediate DilVIiarge of the Sums due from his Government, for the Expences of the 
current Year The Principle on which thele Objcdlions are made appears to us lb repayment f 
to the Nabob’s Engagements with the Company, and with the intimate Conneftion of his 
Interefts and theirs, that we cannot helitate a Moment to declare them totally inadmifTible j and 
as we have no Doubt of the Nabob’s Ability to furnilh the Sums ablolutcly neceffary for the 
Service of the Year, we require you to repeat the Demand in Writing. To give Weight and 
EfHcacy to your Requilicion, we have jaidged it expetlicnt to advife him formally, by Letter, 
of your being aurhonled to make it, and that v'c expert his ready and cheerful Acquirfccnce in 
it. In the preient Circumffances of his Government and ours, to dilband any Part of the 
Tfoo[)s that we maintain for his Service is a Meafurc no lefs improper for him to fugged th:ia 
it would be for us to adopt. He Hands engaged to our Government to maintain the Englifh 
Armies which, at his own Requed, have been formed for the Prote<dion of his Dominions *, 
and it is our Part, not his, to judge and to determine in what Manner, and at what Time, thefc 
fliall be reduced or withdrawn j but, were it otherwife, this is not the Time to propofc it, 
when we are threatened with external Dangers common to both, which require rather an Aug^ 
mentation than a Diminution of the Means which we podefs for repelling them. That this 
gives us Caufc for the mod alarming Sufpicions, fince he cannot be ignorant that the Marattas, 
5 ur Enemies, and the ancient Enemy of his Government and Family, are in Arms, and a War 
unavoidable ; that, at fuch a Juniflure, a Propofition for difbanding any Part of his Forces can- 
not fail to encourage them to attack his Dominions j that the Advice of his Miniders, who 
have indigated him to make it, will, we perfuadc ourfclvcs, appear to him as infidioiis as it is 
dangerous •, and that, wc liope, he will difmifs them from his Service and Confidence, as un- 
worthy of both.

Tranflation of a Letter from the Vizier to the Refident at his Court. 

'I he Fiiendffiip between the Honourable Company, Mr. Haftings Governor General, Su- 
] reinc CoiuKil, and ir.ylelf, has not the lead Shadow of Difunion : Dominion, Property, and 
Honour are but one and the fame to us. 

The Situ ition of my Affairs, refpeding the prefent Time, I informed Mr. Middleton of, 
bu'ih by Writing and Converfation, and I now proceed to lay the whole before you. 

During thefe Three Years pall, the Expence occafioned by the Troops in Brigade, and 
others commanded by European Officers, has much dillrefled the Support of my Houffiold, 
infomuch that the Allowance made to the Seraglio and Children of the deceafed Nabob has 
been reduced to one-fourth Parc of what it was, upon >yhich they fubfillcd in a very diftreffed 
Manner for thefe Two Years part; the Attendants, Writers, Servants, &c. of my Court have 
rcqsived no Pay for thefe Two Years ; and there is at prefent no Part of the Country that can 
be allotted to the Payment of my Father’s private Creditors, whofc Applications are daily 
prefTing upon me. All thefe Difficulties I have for thefe Three Years pad ftrugglcd through, 
and found this Confolation therein, that it was complying with the Pleafurc of the Honour- 
able Company, and in hope that the Supreme Council would make Enquiry from impartial 
Perfons into my diftreffed Situation j but I am now forced to a Reprefentation. From the 
great Increafeof Expence, the Revenues were neceffarily farmed out at a high Rate, and De- 
ficiencies followed yearly. The Country and Cultivation is abandoned j and this Year in par- 
ticular, from the exceffive Drought of the Seafon, Dcduflions of many Lacks have been 
allowed tlie Farmers, who were ftill left unfatisfied, and I have received but juft fufficient to 
fiipport my abfolute Ncccffitics ; and for this Reafon many of the old Chieftains, with their 
Troops and ufeful Attendants of the Court, were forced to leave it, and now there is left only 
a few Foot and HOrfe for the Colleilion of the Revenues \ and fliould the Zemindars be rc- 
fraftory, there is not left a fufficient Number to reduce them to the Obedience of my Colledlors. 
The late raifed Brigade at Futraghur is not only quite ufelefs to my Government, but is more- 
over tlie Caufe of mucli Lofs both in the Revenues and Cuftoms, the detached Bodies of 
Troops under other European Officers being nothing but Confufion to the Affairs of Govern- 
menc, and are entirely their own Maffers. 

In this diltreffed State of my Affairs, it is juft and rcquifitc that Mr. Haltings, General 
Sir Eyre Cootc, and the Supreme Council Ihould give me Relief. This Year I cannot poflibly 
provide for the new Brigade at Futtyghur, the Corps of Horfe, and other detached Bodies of 
'Froops in my Country. I hope you will confidcr well thefe Reprefentations, and explain them 
in a Manner you may judge proper to the Governor General and Supreme Council. On my 
Part, Counriy, Property, and Life are devoted to the Will of the Honourable Company and 
I hope they will therefore do Jullice to thefe my Complaints, and prevent my falling into 
l^iltrefs by not having wherewith to fupport the neceffary Expences of my Houffiold. For 
the Expence ofthf Brigade at Cawnpore, and other Dilburfcments, I have given Tuncaws and 
Orders upon my Country. The Remainder of my Revenue, on account of the Drought, has 
fallen fo lluji r as not to be fufficienr for my neceffary Expences, being deficient to the Amount 
of Fifteen (i ;) Lacks, and the above Provifion will bring upon me this Year very great 
Dillrcfs, What can 1 lay more ?

Letter from the Vizier to the Governor General, 

69. From the Vizier: Received 21ft April 1785. 

Whatever you faitl to Raja Gobind Ram upon every Point, the faid Raja has fully written it to 
me. My Friend, from the Beginning of the Friendfhip between the noble Chiefs of the Company, 
and the exalted Gentlemen of Council, and my deceafed Father and myfelf, no Deficiency ever 
appeared ; and after the Death of my deceafed Father 1 have conftantly remained, and Itill remain, 
employed from my Heart and Soul in preferving this Friendfhip more than formerly; and on the 
Fart of the Gentlemen alfo the Syftcm of Intimacy was preferved. In many Concerns, the Dif- 
trefies which from various Caufes had happened, the Governor General, Mr. Haftings, after 
learning, applied himfelf to relieve my Situation, and fettled a Plan by which the Company's Mo- 
ney would properly be paid by my Minifters, and the Company and all the Englifn Gentlemen 
would receive Credit, 

After his Departure, you, from your Kindnefs, were favourable to my Concerns, and preferved 
tlie Flan and Agreement which had been fettled between him and myfelf, and with the grcateil: 

Friendfhip you wrote to me the completcfl: Confirmation ; and Major Palmer, in obedience to your 
Orders, gave repeated Confolation to me and my Minifters. I am convinced that the good Situa- 
tion of my Concerns will be incrcafcd bv your Favour. Conformably to the Agreement to pay the 
Company’s Money, which w.v fcitl-d between me and the late GovernoV General, my Minifters 
have to this Idrne paid the Kills, and no Deviation has happened 5 you may learn this from Mr. 

Wombwcll. And I, confidering the Difeharge of the Company's Debt to be the moft neceflary of 
all Adairs, pay it from the Receipts of the Country and the Loans of the Bankers, and I apply 
myfelf to nothing but the Difeharge of the Company’s Debt and the Frefervation of your Friend- 
Ihip. You told Raja Gobind Ram that to this Time the Money had not been regularly paid, ac- 
cording the Agreement which had fixed Kifts for the Company’s Money : This Order aftonifhes 
and confounds me, bccaufc fiom laft Year to this Time, whatever Agreement had been made for 
the Payment of the Company’s Money, my Minifters have paid conformably to the Kifts, and are 
in future ready to pay, by the Blcfting of God, according 10 the Engagements of Payment ; but 
tour Favour and Countenance is rcquifitc. This Order muft certainly have been caufed folcly by 
the Keprefentations of interefted Perfons; and I from this am much afflidled, that notwithftanding 
the regular Payment of the Money according to the Kifts, you fliould give luch an Order upon the 
Reprefentations of interefted Perfons, otherwife fuch Oiders could not have proceeded from your 
exalted Mind, bccaufc many Days have not elapfed fince you, in Writing, gave me Confidence on 
every Point; and whilft the Money were * regularly paid, you would nor give fuch Orders ; At any ♦SicInOrlg. 
Rate, I hope from your Favour the Obfervance of this Rule, never to liltcn to the Reprefentations 
of interefted Perfons, becaufe in fuch Cafes the Affairs arc dilgraced, and the Bankers and Mi- 
nliU rs arc difpirited. With refpedt to thq Brigade at Futtyghur, you fay that you had, agreeably 
to my Requeft, fent Orders for it to march to Bchurghurra; but to this Time Hyder Beg Khan 
has not advanced the Money for their Expcnccs. My Friend, my Requeft, whatever it be, is 
known to you. Jn all Concerns there is One Word upon which I rely, that whatever Agreement 
was made between me and Mr. Haftings, and the Plan which was fettled, and yod have repeatedly 
written that you have approved of and preferved that Engagement and Flan, in that Engagementtt 1 SicinOrig. 
out ot Confidciation to my Diftrefles, whatever is piomilcd with refpeft to the Removal of that 
Biigadc is well known to you ; and you alfo have written to Major Palmer, who has given me 
Confuieoce that you, from your Kindnefs for my Relief, da not approve of keeping an incrcafed 
Army in this Country ; but that now, until the Doubts from the Weft arc removed, the Futty- 
ghur Brigade muft remaifv I alfo, who defire only your Satisfaction, approved of this Advice, 
bec.iuic, as the Reduftion of my Expcnccs, and the Relief of my Concerns, is your Whfh, it will 
be done at a proper Oj)poriuniiy. When your Letter for the Futtyghur Brigade to remain a 
little l ime longer here was received by Major Palmer, and the Major, agreeably to your Orders, 
told me, that this Year, befides One Crore and Five Lacks of Rupees, which had been engaged 

for the Payment of the Company’s Money, no more would be demanded, I was entirely let at 

Ecife by your Kindnefs. You now order, that 1 (hould make Advances for the Expcnccs of the 
Bpguie. My Situ.ition is not hiilden from you ; why fliould 1 forever trouble you, that this 
YcAr I pay from the Rcreipts of the Country, and the Loans of the Banker.s, for the Difeharge 
of the Con.pany’s Money, what ha.s been engaged. Do you yourfelf order, from your Favour and 
Kindnefs, whatever may be advifeable towards the Relief of my Concerns. The Affairs of my 

f^^nntry arui Property, and of tlie Company’s Government, through Friendfliip are the lame, 

btu h Matters depend upon your Kindnefs. You will learn full Particulars from the Letters of

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^::^Maior Palmar, (a) [With rcfpcft to the Expencts of the Gentlemen who are here, I have before 
wiit'.rn in a covered Manner j I now write plainly, that 1 have no Ability to give Money to the 
(itnileineis beeaulc I am indebted many Lacks ot Rupees to the Bankers for the Payment’ of the 
Co't pany’s I^ebc. At the Time of Mr. Haflings’s l^eparturc I reprtfented to him, that I had no 
Relourct h lor the Kxpencea of the Gentlemen. Mr. Haftings, having alcertained my dillreficcl 
Siru.iMon, f( lJ me, tliat after his Arrival m Cakutta he would confuli with the Council, and le- 
0.0 ve Irom hence the Kxpenccs ot the Gentlemen, and recall every Pcrlbn except the Gentlemen 
i;i Ofiuc htie. At this 'l ime, that all tlic Concerns are (iq)endent upon you, and you have in 
every Point given Ra'.e to njy Mind, according to Mr. Haltings’s Agreement, I hope that the

firiHig here beyond ihe Gentlemen in Office. Ahhough Major Palmer docs not at this Time 
drrnand any Thing tor the Cjenticmen, and I have no Ability to give them any Thing, yet the 
Cullom ot the Englilh (ienrlcmen is, when they remain here they will in the E.nd allc for ibme- 
I'ling. 1 his is belt, that they (houlil be recalled. ] Mr. llaitir.gs wroie to me for the Abolition^^ 
ol Capiain Fri'.lfs Battalion. At that I'irne the Dirturbances ot the Sriks cxilled in the Neigh- 
bourhood of Bcrclly, and my Army was Itaiioncd on the Ghauts of the River, at thofe Places, 
vdiieh at this Sealon are always tor. ’able. 'I'his Year many other Ghauts were fordable, and the 
Seiks croflld over to plunder, which is their Cullom. My Army, which was already there, came 
u[)on them, and pnnilhrd them, and they, finding no Strength to remain, eroded back again, and 
returned •, but if became necefTary to guard all (ihauts, and I therefore Itationcd for the Defence 
ot the Beiclly Gh luts, my old Battalions, which were fixed at Khcrrahad, and the other Mahuls ; 
and I Lnr ti c Battalions of Captain Rrith, which were newly railed for the Settlement of the 
Maluils of Kfierrabad, See. Thofe Battalions went under the Command of a Commandant 
belonging fo me, and no Englifh Gentlemen went there. In thefc Four Battalions, according 
to the Rule of all my Battalions, there are I hree thoufand Men,. and the Rxpcnce of them, in- 
cluding the Artillery, is 35,000 Rupees in each Month. For a little l ime I thought this Ex- 
j'cnce advili able tor the h'xecution of Two important Objeds, the Settlement of the Country, 
and the Expulfion ot the Seiks, which by the Bleding of God have both beenellVded: I have now 
determined to difiiand them after fatisfying them ^ but I confider it proper to guard the Ghauts 
until Chyte ; till when the Fords continue; after that, when the River be full, fo large an Army 
will not be wanted at the Ghauts. In this Cafe I requctl your Advice, that as the Army is on a 
reduced and faving Eftablifhmcnr, if you chufe, I will keep the Battalions until Chyte *, or if you 
order, I will difmifs them immediately. Captain F. ith will have no Concern in the Battalions, Com- 
mandants belonging to me will command them. With refped to Lieutenant Polhill’s Battalion, which 
with other Gentlemen, is in Attendance on the Prince, you ordered me to learn his Royal High- 
nefb’s Wifli, and that if he fliould be delirous to keep them they might remain a little Time with 
him. Upon learning his Defire, 1 , conformably to your Inllruftions, have confented to retain 
the Battalion a little Time, but I did not fpcak about retaining Lieutenant Polhill, and the other 
Gentlemen, nor does he continue with me in this Command *, I merely wrote to you in Obe- 
dience to his Royal Ilighnefs’s DTire, requefting that Lieutenant Polhill alone might remain; 
the Approbation and Refufal of which depend entirely upon your Pleafure ; I have no Ability 
to maintain the Battalion with the Gentlemen : I defire nothing but your Satisfaftion, and hope 
that luch Orders as relate to the Fricndfhip between the Company and me, and as may be your 
Pleafure, may be written in your own private Letters to rrie, through Major Palmer, or in your 
Letters to the Major, that he may, in obedience to your Orders, properly explain them to me, 
and whatever may be fettled, he may firll in fecret inform you of it, and afterwards I may write 
to you, having learnt your Pleafure : In this Way the Secrets will be known to your Mind alone, 
artd the Advice upon all the Concerns will be given in a proper Manner. — For further Security, 

J trouble you again with my Requell:, that you will not liflen ro the Reprefentarions of intcrefted 
Perlons with relpedt to my Concerns ; for in this Cafe, my AlTairs are dilgraced, and the Bankers, 
from whom 1 have borrowed many Lacks towards paying the Kifts to the Company, are 
alarmed. — I labour frotn my Heart and Soul to prefer vc your Sati^faflion, and you from 
your Rindnefs arc inclined to maintain the Plan and Agreemerit which has taken place; 
therefore to give Entrance to interefted Perfons, is laying the Bafis of Difagreement. I 
hope from your Favour that in the Concerns between me and you, no intcrefted Perfon may be 
admitted to hear the Secrets between the Company and myfclf, and your Orders.

T H E Governor General. — Mr. Middleton and Mr. Johnfon having fent in their Anfwers 
to the Charges againft them, which 1 underftand are now in Circulation, I hope the Board 
will allow me to propofe that their feveral Opinions Ihould be given upon thofe Charges before 
my own, on account of the peculiar Circumftances of thefc Accufations in their relation to 
myfelf.

To the Honourable Warren Haftings, Governor General, &c. Members of the Supreme 

Council. 

Honourable Sir and Sirs, Fort William, 28th July 1783. 

I have been honoured with your Commands of the 12th Inftant, through your Secretary, 
accompanied with a Paper of Charges againft me, arranged under Sixteen leparace Heads, 
which I am required to anfwer. — 

At a Period fo diftant from that at which I delivered over the Charge of my Office to Mr. 
Briftow, I muft be permitted to obferve I was as little prepared to receive as to anfwer Charges 
againft me for my Condudl in the Difchargc of that Office, as the Honourable Board, when 
they informed me of that Gentleman’s Appointment to fuccced me, communicated not the lead 
Hint of Difpleafure, or Difapprobation of my public Conduft; and unconicious myfelf of 
having merited Cenfure, I had not a Doubt but my Removal was in confcquence of the Orders, 
■which 1 underftood had been received from the Honourable the Court of Dircflors for the Re- 
ftoration of Mr. Briftow to the Rcfidency at Oude.— — But however unexpected this Call upon 
me may be, I am very far from complaining of any Occafion afforded me of explaining my Con- 
duct where it may hive been mifunderftood : On the contrary, I acknowledge my Obligation to 
the Honourable Board, for permitting me to date colleClivcly my ConduCt in the dole of the 
important Truft 1 have been honoured with for fuch a Series of Years. If I cannot vindicate 
my Conduct for the Period I ftand accufed, 1 fhall be lefs forward in claiming Indulgence from 
the Honourable Board; as a Succeffion (with fome Interruptions) of Nine Years Rcfidencc 
and Intercourfe with the Court and Provinces of Oude, muft imprefs an Idea of local Expe- 
rience, and continued Approbation, which would leave no other ConftruCtion upon MifeonduCt 
than a wilful NegleCl of my Duty, amounting to little Id's than a premeditated .and determined 
Breach of Truft, loaded with Ingratitude and Treachery to the intcreftsof my Employers, 

The Charges before me regarding my ConduCt for the p-uffullee Year 1189 — that is, from 
the 23d September 1781, when my InftruClions upon the Chunar Treaty were delivered to me, 
to the a3d of October 1782, when I delivered over Charge to my Succeffor Mr. Btillow. 

They generally aim to cftablifh, ift. That I did not cffcCl the various ObjeCts of the 
Treaty, adly. Difobcdicnce of fome fubfequent, though conncClcd Orders; and, jdly. In- 
attention to my Duty upon fome Heads more connected with a Difcharge of current Bufjtiofs, 
than bearing any relation to the Treaty. 

Conceiving thefe Three Diviftons to involve and deferibe the Outline of my Charges, I 
ftiall take them up in this Succeffion to fpeak to them colIcCtivdy, as my Corrd’ppndence 
during that Year to which I fhall occafionally refer, will on Examination, 1 think, be found 
to have anfwered in Detail the major Part, if not the whole, of what is now before me. 

In replying to my firft Divifion of the Charge, Non-execution of the Treaty, and In- 
ftruaions that accompanied it, I fhall beft avoid Confufion, and fliorten what I with to urge, 
by taking up unitedly the Treaty and Inftruaions, and briefly ftating, in the oppofite Column, 
V'hat was done upon them, premifing to lead the Attention of the Board, that the grand 
Objea was to liquidate the Nabob’s Debt of accumulating Balance to the Company, whicit 
the Governor General’s RccolleClion will confirm. To obtain this Liquidation, the Nabob 
was perfuaded to agree to fundry Arrangements in his Government and Finance, without 
which ic was deemed impracticable to provide adequate Rcfourccs to accomplilh it within 
the Year 1189, which, although unexpreffed, was underftood to be the Period for the At- 
tainment of this ' grand ObjeCt; nor could it poffibly be expcCled to take lefs, bccaufc the 

[ P p ] Regula- 
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Regulations of a Land Revenue (other Rcfourccs there arc not in Oude) can fcarcely ope- 
rate within the Period of a Year. 

For a clearer underftanding of my Conduft, it may not be unncccflary to advert to 
the Situation and Power of a Refidcnt at the Court of Oude, that his Succefs or Failure 
in the Services expedled from him, may be meafured by the Means he lhall appear to 
poffcfs — the only juft Criterion. 

Tlie Refident, from his Appointment, is the foie Agent from an Ally to the Court he rc- 
fidcs in, with Two obvious and peculiar Lines of Duty. One is tht political Correfpond- 
cnee for Information of our Government, and the Prefervation of a good Underftanding 
between the allied Parties. In addition to this, within thefe few Years another Objeft of 
very material public Concern has become an Appendage of his Office — the receiving the 
current Claims and Balances due to the Company. 

To cffedl this laft Obje<ft, he is competent to no pofitivc Aft of his own Authority, but is 
limited to obtain what Succefs he may, from his Influence over the Nabobs Chief Minifter. 

The current annual Claims varied from 70 to 13O Lacks of Rupees, which the Revenues 
of the Country, as will appear by Reference to former Accounts, never anfwcred to, fcldom 
yielding to the Refident’s Treafury beyond from 60 to 80 Lacks; the Confequence of which 
was, that the Balance was annually accumulating, inftcad of decreafing, by the annual Re- 
ccipts (a*) [When I took charge of the Office of Colkftor of the Vizier’s Affignmerus ro the 
Company, this Balance upon the RcfidcnPs Book, clofed to the Lnd of the Fuflullce Year 
was 32 Lacks, exclufivc of loj Lacks, Army Donation. In the Year 1 ibS it encreafed 1 2 Lacks, 
making .^4 Lacks, when the Governor General arrived at Benares the Beginning of 1189, 
To (lifeharge fo much of this Balance as was due to the Company therefore was the Objeft of 
the IVcaty ; and to infurc the Accompliffiment of it in the (horteft l ime poffible, a Plan was 
laid down, one Part of which was the Sufpcnfion of fundry Current Claims upon the Nabob, 
fuch as Mr, WombwelPs Office, and the temporary and Cavalry Brigades, which together 
amounted to fo heavy an Expence, that, with the Continuance of them, even the current 
annual Claim could not be anfwcred, much lefs the abovementioned Balance liquidated, 
(^^[but the Year 1180, from unforefeen Events, was already began ere the Treaty was 
figncd, and thefe large Bodies could not be removed without fome previous Notice; be- 
tween Two and Three Months were affigried them for Preparation, in which Time i. was 
fuppofed fufficient Funds would have been forthcoming for their Difeharge. The paying them 
off involved another Balance of Arrears to them refpeftively, not included in the Balance of 1 187 
and 1188 to the Company. Thefe Arrears farther fwelled in their Amounr, becaufe the monthly 
Colleftions, to the Period of their Difeharge, were not equal to their Pay and Arrears, and 
a Provifion for the other indifpcnlablc Difburltmcnts of my Office, which obliged me to devife 
other Means of liquidating them ; accordingly, after a long Negociation, attended with much 
Difficulty, I accomplilbed a Loan at the Beginning of the Year, on my own Credit, of 
10 Lacks, without which Exertion the Refources of the whole Year would have been clogged 
with the cncrcafing Amount of thefe Arrears,] While the EffedT: of my Negotiation was^^ 
#sicinOrig. in Sufpcnfc, another Balance, before * we heard of, amounting to upwards of 26 Lacks, 
was fent up from the Prcfidcncy. Why this Balance was unknown to the Refident, to the 
Governor General, and confcquently not included at the figning the Treaty, will be (hewn in its 
proper Place. I had pledged myfclf to the Governor General for realizing the Company’s 
Balance, which of courlc meant the Balance in Agitation before us at the figning of the Treaty, 
which had this for its declared Objeft ] ^ 

Notwithftanding which I realized both, as well as the Arrears, then alfo unknown, and 
further replaced the Failure of the Affignmcnt on Furruckabad, &c. arnounting altogether 
to 138 Lacks of F'yzabad Siccas, near a Crore and a Half of Current Rupees, inttead of 
60, 70, or 80 Lacks, which had been the utmoft Exertion of the Management of former 
Years.

Thcfe Paragraphs convey eventual Diredions, to 
enforce which no Contingency occurred. They 
were my Guide in concurring with the Minifter in 
the Choice of Aumils and Colledors, when any new 
ones were appointed, and didated the Principle on 
which I concurred with the Minifter in the Meafure 
of increafing the Farms of Almafs Ally Cawn, or 
rather, which was the Fad, reftoring to him what 
he had before held. His Rcfponfibility was unquel- 
tionable, and his Attachment to the Engblh, of 
which he gave feafonable and unequivocal Proofs 
during the Benares Infurredion, proved him worthy 
of our Confidence. 

The Governor General diftinguilhed him on this 
Occafion with honorary Teftiinonics of his Appro- 
bation. 

My Inftrudions on this Head, recommending 
this rather as a Matter for the future Confideration 
than immediate Adoption, I did little more in it 
than lay the Foundation of fuch Inftitution. 

This I availed myfelf of, as explained at length 
hereafter in my Reply to the Third Divifion of my 
Charge. 

Major Scott’s was the only Regiment iindireded 
by any immediate Order of the Board. And the 
Neccfllty of this arofe from the Execution of my 
Orders to Fyzabad. 

This was attended to; vide Refident’s Letter, 
N® 5 and 6. 


The foregoing appears to. me to comprehend the Subftance of the Chunar Treaty, and the 
Inftrpiftions given me upon it, which I have in this Place abftraacd, for the fake of Ihortemng 
my Addrcfi^} but fubjoined at large in the Appendix. I have dated what was done ^ 1 mult 
reft with the Honourable Board to decide how far I have performed my Orders. 

I fhall now date the Circumdances of the Balances which I am charged for not icalizing. 
I have faid, that the Balance, as it dood on the Refident's Books at the figninj^ of the 
Treaty, was the Balance I dood pledged to the Governor General to realize. It afterwards ap- 
peared, that upon adjuding the general Books ac the Prcfidcncy, a feparacc Balance, accumu- 
lated in a Courfe of Seven Years, was due from the Nabob for Military Stores, &c. iup- 
plied from the Company’s Magazines, E>ifferencc of Coinage, and other Heads therein particu- 
larized, amounting to 26 Lacks, to the jeth of April 1779. But from Circumftances unknown 
to me, no Intimation of any fuch Claim had ever before been given to me or my Predcccnors. 
Notwithdanding this, and its coming to me unaccompanied with any Order of the Board, I pro- 
pofed in my Letter of 2id February 1782, N" 8, to recover it, and did aftually bring the 
Amount to Credit in my Accounts for 1189, as dated in my Addrefs to the Flonourable Boaid 

of the 7th September 1782, N"* 9. 1 v 

But after this, when the General Books at the Prcfidency were brought up another Year, a 
further fimilar Claim appeared for 14 Lacks* for Military Stores, &c. lupplied the Nabob m 
that Period, the 30th April 1780. This came too late to be included within the Year 1 1^:9 t . 
I had already exceeded my Pledge, and accepted Refponfibility from 44 to 70 LacL^, above 
Half as much again. I could not venture, at fo advanced a Period, or more properly the 
Clofe of the Collcftions, to extend to 84 Lacks. The new Refources, formed on new 
Could not operate without End, nor in fuch great Proportions, within the firft Year. 
over, had I been poffeffed of Refources to enable me to include it, I met a greater Oi^pofition 
from the Nabob and his Minifter, on the fecond Claim, than I had experienced on the hrlt. 
Upon explaining the firft Account to them, when I came to the Cliarge of Military

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they demanded to have their Deliveries of Military Stores, and the Charge of the Caodah'ar 
• SielnOrig. Horfc with the Bombay Detachment, fet againft it. When • much Difficulty I prevailed fo 
far, as to induce them to fufpend this Claim, alTuring them that it would be duly and equitably 
confidered in future Accounts, which the Governor General’s AlTurances afterwards'to the Na- 
bob confirmed. — This ferved once, but would not a fecond Time; when the Demand of 
14 Lacks became repeated on the fame Grounds, fo far from acquiefeing, they called on me 
then to perform the Afliirances I had given them on the former Occafion, by fetting agaioft 
the Account th^ Amount of their Delivery of Stores, &c. which they would be fatisfied to have 
eftimated by any Mode of Valuation the Board would preferibe. They agreed, that if I would 
not agree to this, they muft conclude that their Claims were not meant to be confidered, in 
which Cafe, “ I might at once take the Country, fince Juftice was out of the Queftion.” This 
was their paffionate Language. I for the prefent yielded to it, and referred the Claim to the 
Confidcration of the Board, who alone could decide upon it. 

[Let me here be permitted to obferve, that had the whole Claims and ExpeAations of 
the Year been perfified in, they would have amount -t* to near double the Nabob’s net Re- 
venue, viz.

The fecond Divifion which I have made of my Charges, is Difobedicncc of fubfequent, 
though connefted Orders, which alludes to my Conduft at Fyzabad. In this I (land accufed 
of dilobeying the Governor General’s peremptory Commands, which I now proceed to re- 
ply to. 

Upon the Nabob’s Letter to the Honourable the Governor General, forwarded under Date 
the 2d December 1781, I received the Orders under Date the 26th of the fame Month; 
my Difobcdiencc whereof is made the Foundation of this Charge. 

1 had given the ftrongeft Hopes of liquidating the Company’s Balance, for which I ftood 
pledged, from the Fruits of this Ncgociation and that I Ihould be able to conclude it in 
Fourteen Days. I performed it within Ten Days after my Arrival at Fayzabad ; and 1 trod, 
when the Nature of this Bufincfs becomes duly confidered, my Condudl in the Execution of it 
will not appear any more a criminal Difobedicncc of Orders, chan it was a Breach of Promife 
on thefe Orders 5 as I underftood the Cafe, the Nabob had a Claim of Inheritance of his Fa- 
ther’s Treafures upon the Begums. The public Treafury was unqucftionably his Right, with 
the Dominions and Government that devolved upon him at his Father’s Death. However, 
from Confidcrations of Refpefl and Attention to the Begums, the Company (upon their 
yielding up a Part of the Treafures of the Dcceafcd, declaring it to be the whole) agreed to 
ftand between them and any Attack from the Nabob, and further guaranteed jagheers for 
their Subfiftencc. The Influence of the Company’s Refident at the Court of the Vizier be- 
came the Pledge and Security of his Excellency’s Agreement with his Family, and would pro- 
bably have continvicd to the prefent Hour, had ic not appeared that thefe Begums and their 
Agents had ufed the Property and Power, thus increafed and preferved by our Mediation, as 
Inllruments againft us. They fomented and joined in the Plan of a general Extirpation of the 
Englifli. In return for which, the Company’s Guarantee was withdrawn. I was no longer to 
yield to them the Protedlion of my Oflicc, but leave the Nabob to the Recovery of his Rights; 
my Part being to take cffedlual Care that fuch Recovery Ihould be converted to the Liqui- 
dation of the Company’s Balance, and generally to afTifl: the Nabob in efFcfting the Objeft. 
All this I did. I arrived at Fayzabad the loih January, in Three Days ; on the 13th, at 
Day-break, I put the Nabob in full and quiet Pofiefllon of the Kella and Palace of the Be- 
gums, vvho were conlequcntly at his entire Mercy and Devotion. In Seven Days more, on the 
20th, the Bufincfs was concluded. Under that Date, I informed the Governor General of my 
Succefs, to which he replied in Terms that encouraged me to hope my Conduct and complete 
Succcls in that very delicate Bufinefs had met his Approbation ; and that the Juftification of 
my firft Proceedings, oflFcred in my Addrefs of the 5th February, would be admitted. The 
whole Bufincfs took up but Ten Days. I had promifed Fourteen from the Day of March.

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1 fet out the 4th from Lucknow, which carries me Two Days beyond nny Promife : But had 
it taken Twenty Days, or even a Month, it could not, I flatter myfclf, be termed a long or 
unwarrantable Delay, when the Importance of the Bufincfs, and the peculiar Embarrafl'ments 
attending the Profccution of it to its dcfiretl End, are conlidercd. The Nabob was Son to 
the Begum we were to proceed againll. A Son againd a Mother mud at lead fave Appear- 
ances in his Mode of proceeding. Th^ Produce of his Negociation was to be received by ibe 
Company. Kccciving a Benefit, accompanying the Nabob, withdrawing their Protedion, 
were Circumdanccs fufficient to mark the Englifli as the principal Movers in this Bufincfs. 

At a Court where no Opportunity is lod to throw Odium upon us, fo favourable an Occafion 
was not mifled to perfuade the Nabob that we indigated him to didionour his Family for our 
Benefit. The impredions made by fuch Suggedbns coudantly retarded the Progrefs, and 
more than once aftually broke off the Bufincfs, which rendered the utmod Caution on my Part 
neceflary, efpccially as I had no Affidance to exped from the Miniders, who could not 
openly move in the Bufincfs. In the Ead, it is well known that no Man, either by him- 
I'clf or his Troops, can enter the Walls of a Zenani, fcarcely in the Cafe of ading againd an Of this Deli- 
open Enemy, much iefs of an Ally, an Ally ading againd his own Mother. Thc'^nitward c^cy a noble 
Walls, and the Begum’s Agents, were all that were liable to immediate Attack. They were "as 

dealt with, and fuccefsfuliy, as the Event proved. I therefore confidently tmd, if it filfinile'crc'*'^ 
lhall appear to the Honourable Board, as it docs to me, that the Spirit and main Objed of HUatbidjey 
my Orders were dridly adhered to and fulfilled, that they will not longer hold me criminal t^hcer, 
for a Deviation from the precife Letter of them. 

The Third and lad Divifion of my Charge relates to the current Bufinefs of my Ofilcc, 
unconneded with the immediate Objeds of the Treaty j this includes Want of political Inform- 
ation, exemplified in the Flight of Almafa Ally Cawni Employment of Troops ; Diforders in 
the Nabob’s Country, &c. 

In Anfwcr to this Charge, I mud be permitted to obferve, that befides the general Informa- 
tion contained in my Lid of my Public Correfpondence hereto fubjoined f, immediately after t '3* 
my Arrival at Lucknow, on the 2d Odober 1781, I gave a complete and particular Detail t i Vide Letter 
of the fpreading of the Rebellion (influenced by Rajah Cheyt Sing) throughout the Country, oaober 
with thcTcdimony of Colonel Hannay and other Officers, which was afterwards confirmed in 
fuller Detail, by the Depofitions taken on the Spot by Sir Elijah impey. After this nothing 
new in that Line occurred, the Rebellion every Day, and in every Quarter, fubfiding, not 
encreafjog. Thofe who rofe in fupport of the Begum, my Letters from Eayzabad dated, but 
they rofe and fell with the Bufincfs; excepting One of the Aids fought by the Begums in 
Bulbudder Sing, who, in fpite of all our Efforts to crulh him, continued his Refidance, and fell 
only Two Months ago. 

The Death of Nudjiff Cawn, with all the Confequenecs, probable and adual, attendant on 
that Event, I duly noticed in a Scries of Letters, to which I beg leave to refer §. $N* ij, con- 

The fuppofed Rebellion and Flight of Almafs Ally Cawn, 1 informed the Board, upon my 'lining Lec- 
Rcturn to Lucknow in September, was a premature Report, as 1 had always confidercd and fopo’V*’' 
treated it, « 

The only material Occurrence worthy the Honourable Board’s Information relative to the Na- •‘'■i’- 
bob’s interior Government, was the Affaffination of Mirza Abdoola Beg, Aumil of Gorruckporc ; 
which proceeded not from any Diforders in the Country, but an unfortunate Difpute with Two TwoLctwri 
of his own immediate Dependents. This Accident was duly communicated co the Board, as isth ditto, 
well as the Meafures that had been taken to avert any bad Confequenecs, under Date the 27th M'*' Sept. 
May 1782^1. i,thditto. 

To the other Article, Employment of Troops, I have to obferve, that there were fewer 
Regiments on Service in the Nabob’s Country, during the Year ii8y, than in many, I be- ur cfi^lie^Vh 
lieve I might affirm any, the preceding Years fince the prefent Nabob’s Acceffion to the N“ i(>. 
Mufmud, although more might in Reafon have been expefled to be wanted, upon withdraw- llVid. /.cuer 
ing of the Stations of Putty Ghur and Daranaghur. The Englilh Regiments under Colonel 
Hannay acrofs the Gogra, Captain Gall in Rohilcund, Major Clarke at Allahabad, and 
Captain Plowdcn at Lucknow ; — thefe regular and other Troops occupied the .whole Country 
in every Dire^ion in former Years. Notwithftanding Major Crabb’s Regiment at Khyrabari, 

Major Lucas’s acrofs the Gogra, Two Regiments in the Doawb, and others were employed, 
and ftill more wanted ; infiead of all thefe, in a very turbulent Year, when a Rebellion had 
fpread acrofs the Country, only Four Regiments were employed ; of thefe Four, Major Nailor’s 
had been called over during the Heat of the Infurreftion at Benares, and fent to Colonel 
Hannay’s Relief, even before I reached Lucknow. — Another, Major Griffin’s, was, in coniV- . 
qucnce of the Orders regarding the Eayzabad Bufincfs, called in to put the Begum.s Jaghires 
into the Nabob’s Hands. A Third moved in confequence of the Orders of the Boanl 
refpeding Furruckabad, although firft called in by me in confequence of the Fayzabad Bufi- 
nefs ; which had brought Bulbudder Sing into the Begum’s Jaghirc. The Fourth was obtained 
by my Afliftant Mr. Johnfoo, on an Application to Colonel Blair, in my Abfcncc, upon his 
having returned the ajd Regiment (late Major Naylor’s) to Dinaporc.

For leaving unexecuted the fcvcral Articles 
of the Governor General’s peremptory Orders 
and Inftrudlions to you, dated at Chunar the 
20th September 1781, notwithftanding thefe 
Inftruiftions enjoined and commanded your 
ftriftrft Obedience, and were, both by the Vi- 
zier’s formal Agreement, on which they were

Anfwer to the ift Charge. 

This I have fully anfwcrcd in my Firft Di- 
vifion of my Charges in the accompanying 
Addrefs. I arrived at Lucknow only on the 2d of 
O( 51 ;obcr j a Letter therefore of the 4ih, how- 
ever exprefled, could not mean to acknowledge a 
Confeioufnefs of Neglcc^l: or iinncreftary i;eJay, 
fince it muft be evident to every one that much 
more than Two Days would be required to 
concert the Means of carrying fuch weighty 
Points into Execution. If 1 wrote prefTingly on 
the 1 2th, refpefting the Troops removed by 
Treaty, it ruuft be adverted to, that I could 
not with Propriety enforce our Claim upon the 
Nabob for his Parc of the Treaty whilft it wa.s 
in his Power to plead that the previous Steps, 
upon which his Conditions were founded, had 
not yet taken place; and further, if on the 
26th December it did appear that the Re- 
gulations had not been fulfilled, it rnufl be 
remembered that I had the whole Year before 
me, within which Period I entertained the 
moft fanguine and well-grounded Expeclacions 
of accomplilhing the grand Objeft of the 
Treaty. Rough and hafty Meafurcs might 

have 
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Time taken any Steps towards accomplilhitig 
the Treaty in the Points in which the Vizier 
had engaged the Interference of our Govern^* 
ment, wrote to you, that the Reformation 
of the Vizier’s Army, and the new Settle- 
** ment of his Revenues, were Points of im- 
mediate Concern, and ought to be imme- 
diately concfudeii and added, I now 
“ demand and require you moft folemnly to 
‘‘ anlwer me ; Are you confident in your own 
‘‘ Ability to accomplifh all thefc PurpofeSj and 
‘‘ the other Points of my Inftrudlions ? If you 
reply that yoti are, I will depart with a quiet 
“ and aflured Mind to the Prefidency, but 
leave you a dreadful Refponfibility if you 
“ dil'appoiut me.

For giving not only precipitate and un- 
warranted AflTurances, as above quoted, but 
conrradiftory Information of Fafts } for, by 
your Letters of the iith February 1782 to the 
Governor General, you fay, you enclofc from 
the Vizier, ‘‘ informing him of the Compli- 
“ aiice with the only Points that remained un- 
finilhed of his Part of the late Agreements, 
&c,” and add, I have, in Confirmation of 
** the above-mentioned Letter, received One 
from the Minifter, informing me of the Ac- 
complifhmcnt of this Reform i from which, 
with the total Refumption of all Jaghcers, 
which is now pcrfcdly completed, I have every

General, and enclofed the Nabob's Letters^ 
ftating that the Plan of ccconomical Arrange- 
ments, direfted by the Treaty, had been as far 
executed as it then could, that is, by the Court’s 
having iflTued Orders throughout the Country 
confonant to the Modes laid down. The Effi- 
cacy of thofe Orders, and the Mode of exe- 
cuting them, could not be immediately ap- 
parent. In the Execution, the Irregularity 
and Confufion, and in feme Points the Dupli- 
city, of Eaftern Government, ultimately be- 
came too obvious-, I then confirmed what they 
had done, by joining throughout Agents of my 
own. This I informed the Board of, under 
Date 17th September (tf), without obfervingto 
conneft it with had been written before, as now 
explained-, which O’mifllon I truft is the Extent 
of the Crime the Honourable Board will fee 
fit to charge me with under this Article.

and to apply for frclh Orders upon them. 

Charge the 5th. 

For Difobedience to the Governor General's 
peremptory Orders of the a6th December 
1781, contained in the following Words: ** I 
” approve the Nabob’s Refolution to deprive

“ In both Services it muft be your Care to

Whereas by a Letter from 
Major Naylor to the Governor General, dated 
at Camp Kella Fyzabad, 14th January 1782, 
it is declared as follows : “ After my Arrival, 
“ a Couple of Days pafled in Negociation, but 
“ without Effect} and the Party in the Town, 
collecting and hourly gaining Strength, at 
“ length, after mature Deliberation, it was re- 
folvcd that 1 ffiould, with my Regiment and 
“ Four Guns, ftorm the Town, which I ef- 
« feCted the 12th in the Morning.” And by 
this Difobedience of the Order, which forbade 
any Negociation or Forbearance, you allowed 
Time for Oppofition, which evidently had 
been meditated, to take its full Effect, and for 
the Concealment of the Wealth (a) which was 
in the Begunt’s Poffcfllon, as is acknowledged 
by your Letter of the i8th January to the Go- 
vernor General. Your Letter of the 5th Fe- 
bruary is nor a fufficient Exculpation from this 
Charge, as the Forbearance alluded to was be- 
fore the Attack of the Kella, and not “ after 
“ the Begums were to be confidered as entirely 
“ at the Mercy of the Nabob,” which is the 
Time It alludes to. It might be good Policy, 
after they were fo reduced, to obferve a tem- 
porizing Conduct, bccaufe the Treafure was 
then concealed, and none but the Acceflaries 
to its Concealment were acquainted with the 
Places where it was depofitcd. 


Anfwer to the 3d Charge. 

This being a Part of the foregoing Charge, 
containing no new Matter, my Anfwer of 
courfe includes it. 


Anfwer to the 4th Charge. 

Annexed is my Lift of Public Correfpond- 
ence. It contained Information of all the Im- 
pediments I met with. I do not recolieCt 
meeting with any material Difficulties or Im- 
pediments, or I (hould undoubtedly have re- 
prefented them, and applied for frcffi Orders. 


Anfwer to the 5th Charge, 

This (lands fully anfwered and explained in 
my Second Divifion of my Charges in the ac- 
companying Letter. 


(a) Note, The Treafure of the Begums had been concealed long before we arrived at Fayaabad, and the Two 
principal Kunuchs, who alone were privy to its Concealment, bad taken refuge in the Begum’s private Apart- 
ments upon the Alarm of our Approach ; from whence, under the Circumftances dated in my Anfwer to the 
Second Divifion of my Charge, it would have been extremely difficult, perhaps abfolutely impoffible, to have 
lecured them by any other Means than by Negociation. Their £(cape would probably have defeated One 
great Purpofe of this Budncfs, as even the Begume thcmfelves did not know where their Treafuret were Con- 
cealed. 
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Charge the 6th. 

For neglecting to realize the whole of the 
Vizier’s Debt to the Company at the End of 
the Year 1189 Fuffulce, notwithftanding your 
repeated Aflurances that it Hiould be com- 
pletely liquidated by that Time, and in parti- 
cular the Afluranccs contained in your Let- 
ter to the Governor General, dated 6th De- 
cember 1781, that from the Begums alone 
“ you had no Doubt of the complete Liqui- 
“ dation of the Company’s Balance.” 

Charge the 7th. 

For neglecting to fecure the Means of liqui- 
dating this Debt, by only taking Tuncaws, or 
Aflignments upon the Country for the Sum 
of Rupees 76,37,458, when you mull have 
known that the Demand on the Vizier for that 
Year (1189) would amount to more than 
double that Sum.

A Reference to my Accounts for 1189 would

Having fucccedtd in the Imprefllon which I wiflied to make on the Minifters, and the Re- 
duction which has been made in the Nabob’s Mooteyna Troops ftrengthening the Grounds t 
had argued upon, I availed myfclf of this Opportunity to propofe an Eftablifhmenc of the 
Honourable Company’s Troops, which (hould at once obviate the Ncccffityof applying to the 
fubfidiary Brigade for Affiftance, and enable the Nabobs § make flill further Redudlion on his §SicinOn^rf 
Mootcyna and Sebundy Eflablilhmcnts. Three Regiments, with their Guns and complete 
Artillery Eftablilhments, I am of opinion would anfwcr this Purpofe, and the Minifters are 
now fo thoroughly convinced of the Utility of it, that they have authorifed me to fubmit the 
Meafurc to your Confidcration, with an Alfurancc that they will cheerfully co-operate with me 
in carrying it into immediate Execution, fliould it meet with your Approbation. 

To leave as little as polTiblc for future Difeuflion, and that no Dilpute might arife about the 
Payment of this Eftablifliment, I propofed a Subfidy of 25,000 Rupees per Menfem for each 
Regiment, or 75,000 for the whole; which Terms will be agreed to, and I hope be deemed 
latisfaftory by you, as they will be fully adequate to every poffible Expence of the Eftablifhmenc, 
without Staff or Commanding Officer, which, I prefumc, you will not confidcr ncccffary, as 

tht 
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the Regiments muft of courfc always be ftationecl, and employed feparately, to make them 
anfwcr the Purpofe for which they are intended. ‘ - 

I lolc not a Moment, Sir, in communicating this propofed Arrangement to you in its prcllnt 
Stage, that I may immediately receive your Sentiments and Commands upon ic i and I am 
happy in the Opportunity which it, at the fame Time, affords me of evincing to you the 
Attention which has been paid to your Orders refpefting the Reduflion of the Nabob’s Moo- 
teyna, as well as the inftant beneficial EtTed of them, fincc the Expence of the Ellabliflimcnt [ 
now propofe it^to be defrayed from that Fund, without the fmalleft additional Charge to the 
Nabob’s Government*

Sir, 

I have received the Honour of your Commands, under Date the 27th February. 

I had carried the original Treaty down with me, in obedience to your Orders of the 19th 
December, but having determined, upon Receipt of your Firft above-mentioned Letter, to 
return immediately to my Station, I have brought it back with me, and fliall now forward it by 
the firfl fafe Conveyance. 

In obedience to the Explanation you require of the general Aflertion, that the Objefts of the 
late Treaty have been fulfilledi I now proceed to recapitulate unitedly what I have hitherto 
in detached Letters taken the Liberty of fubmitting to you •, and for Regularity I fhall take 
up the Paragraphs of your Inftructions accompanying the Chunar Treaty, in the Order they 
Hand, 

Paragraph the Firft requires the Execution of the fcvcral Articles of the Treaty, being Five 
in Number. 

The Firft has been fully eflTcfted by the complete Payment of all Arrears and the March of 
the temporary and Cavalry Brigade into the Provinces. Nothing remains but the Return or 
Adjuftment of the Value of the Scares furniflicd by the Nabob when the temporary Brigade 
was firft cftablifticd, of which only Nine Pieces of Field Artillery have yet been returned by 
Colonel Morgan. The cnclofcd is a Letter from the Nabob upon the Subjedf. 

Mr. Wombwell’s Office has been fully paid off and difeharged, and all the Arms and 
Stores of the different Corps delivered to the Nabob; and aflerts* for the Payment of the extra 
Regiment ftationed at Luenow included f the Affignments for the Current Year. 

The Second Article relates to the Refumption of the Jaguire Lands. This has been fully 
effc6lcd. The Three moft confiderablc are now under my Charge. The Bow Begums, Salar 
Jung and Letafutally Cawns, a Meafure I was driven to enforce on account of the Mode on 
which the F'irft Refumption of the Jaguires was conduced, which by leaving the relumed 
Lands in the Farm of thofe who before held them on behalf of the Jaghulrdars, little more 
than a Shadow of the intended Change was effefted. 

The Third Article, which includes the Jaguire of F'izulla Cawn among the reft, • hitherto 
been deferred by the Pollfcript to your general Inftruftions, which forbids it until Circum- 
ftance f may render it more expedient and cafy to be attempted than the prefenc more material 
Purfuits of Government make ic appear. However, I beg leave to repeat, that a Stipend or 
Allowance in Ready Money to that Chief in lieu of his Jaguire Lands, lituaced and peopled 
as they are by his own Tribe, in Vicinity to Three capital Territories of the fame Caft, 
would be far more conducive to the Intcrefts and Security of this Government; and as fucli 
permit me to recommend it to your Confideration. 

The Fourth Article, as far as regarded this Office, was fulfilled h ee. 

The Fifth and lall Account, being only a Provifion for a future eventual Contingency, was 
liable to no Exertion here. 

The Counterpart of the Treaty, being the Arrangements which the Nabob pledged himfclf 
to effieft cowards introducing QEconomy into his Finances, confifting chiefly in Three Points, 
the Reduftion and Regulation of his Mootcycnah Troops, the Reparation of his Private 
Purlc from the Public Funds, and plaj:ing the latter under the feparate Management of the 
Minirters. The firft of ihefe Mcafures is in as great forwardnefs as it is poffible j Pay and 
Muftcr Mafters having been appointed to the whole, and the Saving already made produced 
a Fund equal to defray the eftabliihed Charge of Three Regiments, as propofed in my Addrels 
of the lOth Inftant. The other, of feparating and limiting the Privy Purfe, was immediately 
effefted upon my Return here from Chunar, and with that the feparate Public Funds placed 
under the Minifters. 

I now proceed to the Continuation of the Paragraphs of your Letter of Inftruftions. 

The Second is only claiming my implicit Obedience to what follows, to fulfil which has been 
and ftiall be my conftant Study. 

I The 
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The 3d Paragraph is a Recapitulation of the chief Object of the Treaty, being the fhorteft 
polTible jLiqujdation of the Nabob’s Debt to the Honourable Company. To this Purpofe I have 
fecored Aflignments which I deem adequate to the full Difeharge of all Demands by the End 
of the prefent Foflullec Year, which, confidering the Greatnefsor the aggregate Amount, is, I 
apprehend, as loon ^ have been expeifled. •SkinOrie 

The 4th Paragraph is partly anlwert'd above. The Reduflion has chiefly been in the Infantry, 
fo as to bring in our Troops to fupply the Deficiency, upon which Subjedl my Propofal is before 
you. The Corps under this Denomination here, arc chiefly Nudjeebs, and employ § for the ^sicinOtk. 
Garrilbns of the Aumils, Forts, Kutcherries, and TanaHs •, the Corps of Cavali’y could not fo ' 
cafily be diminiflicd, or immediately reformed : They confift moftly of Moguls, entertained for 
the State and perfonal Security of the Aumils, who they generally attend in'Pcrion j and fuch is 
the refraftory Difpofition of the People; who have never yet been properly cbntrouled, that was 
not fomc immediate vifible (landing Force with the Aumil, at his Command, to enforce his 
Orders, he would neither be rcfpcfled or obeyed, and confcquently unable to fulfil the Duties of 
his Charge. 

The Sebundy is a fepatate Eftablilhment from the two above mentioned, being a Charge of 
generally about 4 per Cent, upon the Colledtions of the different Aumils, for a Duty executed 
by a Set of Peons, not military difeiplined Men, who ireftationed upon the Corps f and Fields t-sklnOrk 
all over the Country for their Proteftibn. Thefc, from the Nature and prefent State of this 
Government, appear to me abfolutcly and indifpenfably ncccfl'ary for the Collciflions, and can 
neither be embodied or formed into any regular fixed Eflablilhment ) but the new Year will 
afford an Opportunity of reducing their Numbers, and of bringing this Part of the Plan into 
greater Perfeflion. 

The 5th Paragraph, regulating the Mode of paying the Mootteynah, has been completely 
eflablifhed, notwithflanding the Complaints and Obffrudiun brought againft it by the Aumils, 
who are by it fubjebl to a Check, and Controul which they are not pleated with, and depi.vtd of 
an ideal Proportioti of Authority over their Men, by the Interference of the Pay and Muller 
Mailer. 

To the 6th Paragraph, which regards the Nabob’s Choice of Officers, I have only to ob- 
ferve, that no Vacancies have occurred which can have afforded Room for an Exertion of its 
Claufe. 

The 7th, regarding the Choiefc of Aumils, can only come under Execution at the Com- 
mencement of the Year, when Aumils arc named. The few Inllanccs of Change which have 
accidentally occurred by the Rtfumption of the Jaguirc have been conduced under the Spirit of 
this Order. 

Upon the 8ih Paragraph I have written a ftrong Letter to the Nabob, recommending mod 
earncflly to him to eflablifh. Courts ofjuflice throughout his Dominions, beginning of J a Sudder .$1 in Or! 
ul Hukk at the Capital, of the Effcbt whereof I ffiall hereafter inform you. 1 have not urged * 
an inflant Adoption of the Plan, as it appears more mentioned as a Point you wifh to be brouoht 
about by degrees, than expeft to fee immediately enforced j nor is the Government here yet 
Efficiently regulated, to promife juft now the beneficial Confcqucnces which arc the Objeds of 
luch an Inflitution. 


The 9th Paragraph conveys a difcrctionary Power eventually to be cxcrcifcd, an Occafion for 
which hath not hitherto occurred. 

The Notice direded by the 10th Paragraph, has been publicly given to every Perfon coming 
under its Defeription, who have fignified their haying received the Order. 

Thefe complete your Inflrudions ; fince which you have direded as an additional Article, 
that the Nabob ihould be fupported in his Claim upon the Bow Begum for the Inheritance of the 
late Vizier’s public Treafurc. This has aifo been done. Forty-five Lacks have been recovered, 
and the Begum’s chief Agents arc now under fevere Reflraint for the Remainder of what they 
engaged to produce. ^ 

Truflingihat from this Explanation you will be fatisfied that I have done all that the Time I 
have had, and the Circumflances I have been under, would admit, 1 remain with profound

Car- 
valho, and Darcll, were yet at Lucknow j The two former Gentlemen were pofitively to d»art by 
the End of this Month at furtheft, and Meflra. Ma/(ack and Carvalho were then on the Point of 
fetting out. Captain Darell, whole Health I am informed is ftill in a very indifferent Sutc, 
having your PermilTjon, will remain till the End of the Rains. 

Befidcs the above-mentioned Gentlemen, Mr. Robert Grant and Mr. Bird are, I underftand, 
refidcnt at Furruckabad 1 but I have not fignified your Orders to them, being uncertain how far 
they might be confidered to fall under their Defeription. Thel’e are all the Dependents of our 
Government tl^t I know of, refiding within the Vizier’s Jurifdiftion, without public Appoint- 
ments, or the exprefs Licence of the Board. 

1 beg leave to aflurc you. Sir, that I never made any Promife whatever to Mr. Scott, or gave 
him any Hopes of continuing at Lucknow, excepting fuch as he might have derived from my 
confenting to forward a Recommendation to you in his Behalf.

The Nabob’s Treaty or Agreement with the Honourable the Governor General, original in 
the Perfian Language, was figned and fcaled by his Excellency. Having on my Behalf agreed to 
the Requifitions of the Nabob Vizier, without Diminution or Referve, I muft now repeat the 
Requeft which i before verbally made to him, that he will be pleafed to attend to fuch Pro- 

f ofals as 1 (hall have to make to him •, and to thefe I expert his Affent the more readily, as they 
ave for their ultimate Objeit his intereft alone, that of the Company being no further con- 
cerned than in the Influence which they will eventually have in the Payment of the Debt due 
from the Nabob to the Company. 1 therefore recommend him to reduce the great Number of 
his Sebundy and other Troops to regular and complete Eftablifliment, not to be paid by Af- 
fignments of Revenue, but in Money from the Treafury, and their Number not to exceed the 
certain Means of paying them j but as this may be difficult, without making a Separation of 
the Nabob’s public and private Funds, I further recommend that he receive into his private 
Purfe no more than a fixed monthly Sum for the Expences and Houfehold ; and that the Re- 
mainder of the Net Coliedlions be left in a public Treafure, under the Management of his 
public Miniflers, and the Infpcdion of the Rcfident, for the Difcharge of his military and civil 
Difburfement. This Advice is not meant to affeft the Affignments annually made, and which 
muft be annually renewed for the Payment of the paft Debt, and the current Demands of the 
Company.

Sir, 

Having on the 19th Inftant entered into certain Engagements with the Nabob Vizier, tending 
to relieve his Finances of a Burthen they were no longer able to fuftain, with fundry other Claufes, 
the Execution of which is entrufted to you, 1 herewith enclofe an authentic Copy of the fame for 
your Guidance. The Nabob on his Behalf has fubferibed and fealed an Agreenficnt in your 
Prefence, and in the Prclcncc of Mr. Richard Johnfon and Hyder Beg Cawn, refpcdling the bet- 
ter Adminiftration of his Affairs, of which I alfo tranfmit you an authentic Copy. 

To thefe Papers, and to the Points confcquently and neceffarily dependent on them, I think it 
necelTary to add the following Inftruflions, to which I require your moft implicit Obedience. 

1 need fcarccly inform you that my chief Obje€l in my Negotiations with the Nabob has been 
to induce and aftift him to bring his Government and Finances into fuch Regularity as to prevent 
his Alliance being a Clog inftcad of an Aid to the Company, and to enable him to difcharge his 
Debt in the (horteft Time poffiblc. To this Fnd the moft cflential Point is to limit and feparatc 
his perfonal Dilburlcmcnts from the public Accounts-, they muft not in their total annual Amount 
exceed what he has received in any of the laft Three Years; this Amount, in Twelve equal Parts, 
fliould be paid him monthly out of the firft Receipts, and the Remainder of the Net Colledions 
placed fcparatcly in a Public Treafury, from whence his Public Military and Civil Eftablilhment 
muft be paid under the foie Management and Coniroul of the Minifters with your Concurrence.— 
It is of courfe to be underftood that this has no Connexion, and is in no Shape to interfere with 
the Company’s Affignments, and the Collcftions upon them, which are to be condufted as ufual ; 
and ab by the Addition of the Jaguirc Lands, with their Revenues, to the Nabob’s regular Col- 
leiftions, his Income will, or ought to be, confiderably encreafed, I fhall expedl that the whole of 
the Excels be appropriated to the Difcharge of the Nabob’s Debt to the Company. 

After fettling the Amount of the peribnal Dilbiirfemcnts of the Nabob Vizier and his Houfe- 
hold, the next Point that will require your Exertions towards the general Arrangement of the 
4 public 
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public Charges, is the Reform of the eftabliihed and Muttaena Troops, reducing them into One 
eftabltftted Corps for the whole Service. If this Corps coukJ be brought to conlift folely of 
Cavalry, it would belt anfwer mutual BeneGts, leaving no Infantry in the Nabob’s Service, but 
what may be neceffary for his Body Guardi and to fupply the Deficiency, Ihould any occur 
•fucb Arrangement, our Infantry may be employed where Infantry are wanted. * 

The Corps reformed and eftabliflied, their Pay muft be ilTued fromthcpublicTreafuryj.no 
Afligntnents upon the Revenues to be in future granted them, and ihofe already ilTued to be re- 
called : To complete this, all Numbers above what the real Service may require, or the adtual net 
Receipts may be adequate to the full Payment of, muft be dilbandcd as faft as^heir Arrears can 
be paid oft^ 

I he Nabob will feledt and appoint his own Commanders j but if he Ibould nominate improper 
perfons, fuch as the Men commonly known by the Name of Orderlies, or other deriving their 
Influence from them, or of known Difa&ftion to our Government; you are in fuch Cafe to rc- 
monftrate againft, and if the Vizier (hall perfift in his Choice, you arc peremptorily, and in my 
Name, to oppofc it as a Breach of his Agreement. 

For the Management of the Colleftions, the Minifters, with your Concurrence, are to chufe 
all Amils and Colleiflors, and in their Choice to be guided by the Refponfibility, good Re- 
putation, and known Ability of the Perfons they cleft, that as far as poflible Changes Ihould be 
avoided. 

Much is to be faid, though little may now fuit, upon the Subjeft of the Diftribution of Jufticc 
in the Nabob’s Dominions; for the prefent I limit myfelf to direft you to urge the Nabob to en- 
deavour, gradually, if it cannot be at once, to e(tabli(h Courts of Adawlct throughout his 
Diftrifts ; the Darogas, Mouiovics, and other Officers of which muft be fclcfted, as in the Cafe 
of the Aumils, by the Minillers, with your Concurrence. The Want of thefe Courts is equally 
hurtful to the Revenue, Government, and the Reputation of the Nabob. 

In confcquence of the Difturbanccs which the rebellious Example of Rajah Chyte Sing has 
caufed in the Nabob Vizier’s Country, I have inftrufted Colonel Morgan to alTift you on the 
Requifition of the Vizier, communicated by you to him, or at your own Angle Application, if 
any Cafe of Emergency fliall make it needful, with fuch Detachments as may be neceflTary, cx- 
duflvcly of the Regiment of Sepoys, which is ftipulatcd to remain with you at Lucknow. This 
Power you arc not to ufc, but in Cafes of the moft, urgent and manifeft NecefTity. It is direfted, 
that the Regiment ordered for the immediate Proteftion of your Office and Perfon at Lucknow, 
(hall be relieved every Three Months, and during its Stay there (hall aft folely and exclufively un- 
der your Orders. 

It is finally my pofuive Order, that you do not permit any Britifh Subjeft, or others claiming 
the Name and Proteftion of the Company, to refide at Lucknow, or within any Part of the Do- 
minions of the Naoob Vizier, except the Officers and Soldiers of the Army afting in their Duty, 
and fuch Perfons as arc officially appointed to remain there; and that to fuch as are now at Luck- 
now, or in any other Part of his Dominions, not falling within the Defeription of the above Ex- 
ception, you give due Notice in Writing, that they quit the Country, allowing them a reafon.iblc 
Time, not exceeding Three Months, to fettle their Alfairs j and in cafe of their Refufal, you arc 
to inform the Nabob thereof, that he may ufe his own Authority to compel them to depart.

zdly. ExprefTing your Surprize that I fhould have limited my Affignments for the current 
Year to 76,37,458, while I had Information in the Middle of Oftober, that 26,48,571 : 3 : 8 
was claimed as a Difference of Balance on the 30th April 1780, and acknowledged on the Face of 
my own Account 55,28,512 : 12 : ii j making together a Sum of 81,77,084 : o : 7, unpro- 
vided for in the Aflignments for 1 189. 

3dly. Noticing a Negicft of the preferibed Line of my Duty, in having omitted to prepare and 
lay before the Honourable Board Eftimates of Demands and Drafts of Affignments for the Year 
1 189, owing to which Omiffion you could now only fpeak upon them from accidental Informa- 
tion. 

4thly. Requiring this preferibed Rule to be fulfilled before the End of the current Year 1189, 
by preparing and tranfmitting you fuch Eftimates and Drafts for 1190. 

5thly. Expreffino; your Dilappointment at the Profpeft of fo large a Balance at the Clofe of 
the current Year 1189, notwithftanding the great Aids the Nabob’s Finances had received from 
you, to enable him to liquidate the whole of his Balance in the Courfe of this Year. 

6thly. Obicrvmg ihat 1 have received no Part of the Tunkaw upon Furruckabad, and have 
never intimated the Caufc in my Acdrefs either to the Board or the Governor General; and

,he Honourable Board : Firft, from the Situation of the Nabob Vizier’s Country and Finances 
r the Besinnine of the current Year, as fet forth in my feveral Addreffes at that Period, but 
articuUrly in Two of the 17th and 20th of Oftober laft; of which, to lave the Honourable 
Hoard Trouble I beg leave to tranfmit Copies. I was forced to defer taking Adignments lor

Amount i and upon laying it before the Nabob and his Minifters, they ftated a Counter-claim, 
which has been referred by his Excellency to the Honourable the Governor General, and pro- 
mifed to be equitably confidered. From the feveral Objeaions to this Amount as a decided 
Claim, 1 truft the Honourable Board will not hold me dclcrving of Cenfure for not realizing it 5 
but will, on the contrary, be inclined to allow, that upon Receipt of their Order now before me, 

I have gone every juft Length in demanding and obtaining from the Nabob a conditional Depolic 
of the Money, while the Heads of the Claim undergo Inveftigation. His Extellciuy has granted 
me Aflignment for the Amount,' which 1 have pledged and mortgaged the Collcaions of to Cio- 
naul Dols Sah, and other Shroffs, who have agreed to advance the full Amount of the abovc-men- 
cioned Affignments. I fliall have the Honour of remitting the Amount within the Year, which 
is the Period ftipulated by your Board for the Execution of this Order. 

The Nabob’s Counter-claim, as already communicated to the Uovernor General by the Original 
of the inclofed Duplicate, is for Stores, Horfes, Ordnance, &c. and I have Authority from his 
Excellency to inform you, that he agrees to refer to the Evidence of the Returns of your own 
Commiffarics, and the Eftimations of your Board of Ordnance, or to wave all Amount and Va- 
luation upon Return of the adual or equivalent Stores. Upon this Head 1 would fubmit one 
further Propofition, which is, that it appears the Honourable Company have ftill a further Claim 
fora Difference of Balance to April 30th, 1781 (about Fourteen Lacks), at leaft equivalent in 
its Aggregate to the Amount of the Nabob’s Counter-claim-, that the Examination and Adjuftment 
take place upon this laft Account, and the Payment of the 26,48,571 13:8 be concluded and 
received as a full and final Payment to the Date it alludes to ; viz, to the 30th April 1780. 1 liavi- 
no Doubt of being able to bring the Nabob to agree to this Adjuftment. If this ihould, 
think it will, meet with your Approbation, in this Cafe I mult rcqucft you will be plealed 
order your Accountant General to feparate the Amount, particular and general, of this Second Claim 
from the former and here, from aKnowledgeof your Juftice, and a confequent Conviaion that you 
only mean to charge the Nabob with the real Excefs proved to be due from him, after deducting 
the Amount of any well-founded Counter-claim, I beg leave to recommend that you dirca your 
Accountant General to draw up this Dilfiyencc of Balance in Two feparate Statements, each 
agreeing with the other one being that as it now ftands drawn up to the 30th April 1781, the 
other clofing the Statement on the 30th September 1780, and from thence carried on to the 
30th April 1781.

4th. I am now preparing the Eltimatcs for the new Year, which only wait your Decifion upon 
the Propofals in the 3d Paragraph of this Letter to be completed and laid before you. 

Upon the tth Article of your Commands, I have the Pleafurc, in alleviation of this Dtfap- 
pointment you apprehend, to inform you, that I have, as per inclofed Treafury Account, not 
only realized the total Amount of the Affignments taken at the Beginning of the Year, but alfo 
an additional Sum equal to a complete Difcharge of the Excefs of Ddburfement beyond the 
Amount eftimated at the Commencement of the Year; which I have thus early effcftcd by raifmg 
the Amount upon the Balances of the Affignments, which always run in their final Adjuftment 
Two Months, at leafi, into the new Year, as all former Accounts will teftify; and this Advance I 
have extended to the Amount dilburfed, including the Excefs beyond the eftimated Sum above- 
mentioned. This Mealurc will, I flatter my fclf, prove acceptable to the Honourable Board, 
as it will enable me to make very confidcrable Remittances, much within the Period of the final 
•SicinOrig. accuftomary Adjiiftmcnt. I muft avert “ that I have been able to accomplifli this alone by afiur- 
ing the Shroffs that I fliould receive the fullcll Support from the Honourable Board in enading 
fuch Mcafures as fliall appear ncceffary to fecurc to them the complete Colleftion of the 
Balances j and upon this I hope to have your full Approbation and Sandion. 

Upon the 6th Article the- Honourable Board have anticipated my Reply, by adverting to 
what they conjeifturc may have beerf the Caufe of the total Eailure in the Colleiflions from I*ur- 
ruckabad, which was, as they have juftly fuppofed, an improper Advantage taken by Muzzuffer 
Tun ■ of tlie Mediation employed with the Nabob Vizier in his Behalf. I have therefore imme- 
diately, upon Receipt of vour Orders, withdrawn all Mediation and Interference which ftood 
between the Nabob Vizier and the Colleftion of the Tribute from Furruckabad, and afforded 
him the Afliflance direded, by fending a Regiment to fupport the Sezawal appointed by his 
Excellency for the Collcdtion of the Tribute of the enfuing Year, and have added my Inftruc- 
tions to the fame Agent to collect the Affignmcnt of Seven and a Half Lacks, firfl above- 
mentioned, upon the Tribute and Balances due to the End of the Current Year-, and as I have 
anticipated the SucccCs of this Truft, by raifmg this Amount among the other Balances as above 
dated, I have the Satisfadion to refled, that the Honourable Board will not even feel the In- 
convcnicncy arifing from the Delay that the Mediation in favour of Muzzuffer Jung has oc- 

caiioned. . j i n* 

It may be proper to explain, that the Excefs of Difburfements beyond the eitimated Amount 

has arifen from Two Caufes. The Firfl was, that the Troops of Futty Ghur, and Mr. Womb- 
well’s Office and EftabliJhmcnt, rccciyed their Pay and Allowances beyond the Date ftipulatcd 
by Treaty (upon which the Eftimatc was made), becaufe the Nabob’s Finances not being ade- 
quate to the immediate Difcharge of their Balances, and this being a previous Condition of the 
Treaty, their Pay and ulual Did>urfemcnt went on until they could be fully paid up. Secondly, 
the Army Debts were rated in the Eftimatc at Five Lacks, and have in theRefult much exceeded 
that Sum, which unavoidably caufed the Diverfion of Affets to that Channel which were exprefsiy 
granted and intended for other Purpofes. This unforefeen Accumulation of the Army Debt, 
and the Preference which it was my Duty to fhew to the Honourable Company’s Claims, have 
neceffarily retarded the Payment of the late Vizier’s promifed Donation to the Second Brigade, 
which I hope will meet your Approbation, as that Sum, as well as the Fourteen Lacks unliqui- 
dated of the Honourable Company’s new Claim, will be an cafy Provifion, with the Current 
Demands of the enfuing Year; the full Amount of which I have not a Doubt of being able to 

realize. - • l • j 

I am willing to flatter myfelf, that, under your Indulgence, I mall appear to have acquitted 
myfelf of the Refpon Ability annexed to my Office; your public Teftimony upon which lam 
the more anxious to merit, as the many unforefeen and uncommon Obftacles which have oc- 
curred in the Courfc of this Year rendered me apprehenfive that the Eftefts of my Exertions 
might fall fhort of your Expcilations.

The Begum having finally agreed to furrender to the Nabob the Trcafurcs of his late Father 
the Nabob Shujah ul Dowlah, which ftie had hitherto retained in her Poffeffion, his 
ccllency dcfircd me to withdraw the Troops from the Killa, that the Begum might return into 
it, in order to deliver the Treafure. To this I confented, as aJfo to the Re-delivery to the 
Nabob of the Two Eunuchs Baharand Jowar Ally Cawn, without whofc Prefence and Allift- 
ance nothing could be effefted, as they were the only Agents employed by the Begum in the 
fccrcting and depofiting it ; they previoufly pledging ihemfclves to be prcfcni when called 
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upon> to infwcr to the Accufation which I have informed them was laid againft them. 
In the mean while the Begum has delivered over her Chclah Shumlhccr Cawn» who was 
phoufder of Tanda when Captain Gordon arrived there j fo that I now hope the whole Bufincfs 
upon which I came here is in the moft favourable Train.

Sir, 

I have had this Day the Honour to receive your Commands of the 25th ultirt^o, and am 
extremely concerned that the Mode of conducing the Fayzabad Bufincls, as let forth in my 
Addrefs of the i8th January, did not meet your entire Approbation. Pennic me to alTurc you. 
Sir, it is with the greateft Reluctance I ever ventured to deviate from the exprefs Letter of 
your Inftru6lions, and I cannot accufe myfelf of having done it on any Occafion, where it did 
not appear to my Judgment that the Objeft and Spirit of them rendered it advifeabJe, and 
that the apparent Ncccffity would juftify fuch Latitude. 

In the prcfenc Inftancc, it was more in Appearance and Expreffion, than in FnSi, that any 
Deviation was made from your Orders of the 26th December; for although I was conftraintd, 
from ftrifl: Regard to the Acoomplilhment of what I confidcrcd the firft Objeft of this Un- 
dertaking, to admit of a temporary Forbearance for the Rcafons afligned in my Addrefs of the 
18th ultimo, the Begums were at that Time to be confidcrcd as entirely at the Mercy of the 
Nabob; their Jagheers were in pofleffion of his Aumils; their Troops difperfed at the Kella of 
Fayzabad, which included alfo the Bhow Begum’s own Habitation, under the Guard of his 
Excellency’s and our Troops. 

It remained only to get pofleffion of her Wealth; and to efteft this, it was then, and is flill, 
my unalterable Opinion, that ic was indiTpcnfably nccelTary to employ temporifing Expedients, 
and to work upon the Hopes and E'ears of the Begum hcrfclf, and more clpecially upon thofe 
of her principal Agents, through whofc Means alone there appeared any probable Chance of 
our getting Accefs to the hidden Treafurcs of the late Vizier; and when I acquaint you, 
that by far the greateft Part of the Treafure which has been delivered to the Nabob, was 
taken from the moft fecrcc RccclTcs in the Houfes of the Two Eunuchs, whence of courfc it 
could not have been extrafted without the Adoption of thofe Means which could induce the 
Difeovery, I fhall hope for your Approbation of what I did. I muft alfo obferve, that no 
further Rigour than that which I exerted could have been ufed againft Females in this 
Country, to whom there can be no Accefs. The Nabob and Salar Jung were the only Two 
who could enter the Zenanah. The firft was a Son who was to addrefs a Parent, and of courfc 
could ufe no Language or Action but that of earneft and rcicerared Solicitation; and the other 
was, in all Appearance, a Traitor to our Caufe. Where Force could be employed, ic was not 
fpared. The Troops of the Begum were driven away and difperfed, their Guns taken, her 
Fort and the outward Walls of her Houfc feized and occupied by our Troops at the Nabob’s 
Rcquifition, and her Chief Agents imprifoned and put in Irons; no further Step was left, and 
in this Situation they ftill remain, and arc to continue (excepting only the Rcmiffion of the 
Irons) until the final Liquidation of the Payment; and if then you deem it proper, no poffible 
Means of Offence being left in her Hands, or thofe of her Agents, all her Lands and Property 
having been taken, I mean with your Sandlion to rcftorc her Houfc and Servants to her, and 
hope to be favoured with your early Reply, as I expeft that a few Days will cotopJctc the final 
Surrender of all that is further expected from the Begum.

In Support of this Belief, and to prove that 
I am far from being (ingle in the Efpoufal of ir, I beg leave to trouble you with fome Extradls 
from the Letters I received from Colonel Hannay, written from the Time of the firft breaking 
out of the Rebellion, to my Return to Lucknow. His Situation for obtaining the Knowledge 
he imparts, his Experience, and his Judgment to guide what he advances, mud make his Sen- 
timents of Weight and Authenticity.

" Troops deferting, and the Angle Companies Icarccly able to join other Detachments. The Forts 
“ of Gurruckpore, Bilma, and Dumrecagunge, taken from the Aumils by the jemindars, and 
“ that even Hircarrahs cannot pafs; fo that all Communication of Intelligence from his other 
“ Detachments under Major M’Donald, Captain Williams, and Lieutenant Gordon, was Ait off. 
And at End he adds, “ this Town (Fayzabad) has morc.thc Appearance of belonging to Cheyc 
“ Sing than the Vizier. The Begums have placed Guards to prevent any of my People going to 
“ the Bazar in it. Within theie few Days Shake Chaun, with near 1000 Horfe and Foot, lias 
“ marched from hence to Benaras. They were raifed here j and I mud confel's that, for my 
** own Part, 1 have no doubt but Jewar Ally Cawn, and Behar Ally Cawn, through their Agents 
** have dirred up all the Didurbanccs which extend from hence to Fowey Azimgur. I have fent

Amora? I have alfo defired (he will give Orders for feizing the Family of Shake Chaan 
“ (above mentioned), and when HooiaTs Ray returns I will write you his Anfwer. In Khyrabad, 

« Sylack, and all the Country on the (Weft) Sides of the Gogra between Fyzabad and Khyra. 
'SicinOrig. n bad Budamlf, in Perfection.* The Aumils flying before the Gongwars, and Cannon firing at 
« all Hours. Chyte Sing has fent Money to Futtcy Saw,, Ghino Ray, Adjictmull, Zalcm Sing, 

« and all the refraClory Rajahs, to enable them to raife Men. I this Moment received Gordon’s 
Account of the Lofs of his Detachment, which puts my March to join you ouj of the quef. 
“ tion. It happened by the Villany of the Phouzdar of Tanda, Shum Sheer Khan, a Cheelah of 
“ Behar Ally Khan, who turned his Guns upon the Detachment, and an unfordabic Nulla in 
“ Front, and many Thoufands of Rajepoots, who had fought them all the Way from Chowra 
« Gaut, made the Sepoys dcfpair. Zalcm Sing, and Pretty Paul Sing, mean to attack M‘Do- 
“ nald To-morrow with 2100 Men. Behar Ally Khan deferves Death % as the Lofs of Gordon’s 
“ Detachment can only be imputed to him. His Chelah would never have aCted fo damning a 
« Part without Orders from him. Jewar Ally Khan, in the Chocke of Fyzabad, aiks every 
“ Man who bears the Appearance of a Soldier, why he goes not to Chyte Sing for Service? I 
« mention thefe Circumftances that you may mention them to Mr. Haftings and the Nabob, 
“ and the neceflary Steps be immediately taken to prevent what Delay will render a very ferious 
« Matter. A few Days more will lead the Ferment which is here to Lucknow. If the Nabob 
“ infifts of my proceeding, 1 muft bring every Body with me i for whoever is left behind will 
“ be facrificcd.” 

On the 7th September Captain Williams writes : “ Upon my Arrival here, I found that Part 
of Futty Saw’s, Ghenoo Ray’s, and Adjcet Mull’s People had crofled to Manjowlay. They 
“ have been urged to this Step by Cheyt Sing, who has fupplied them with a confidcrable Sum 
“ of Money, and promifed them great Sums if they will put the whole Country into Confufion. 
“ 5000 Men arc on the oppofite Side of the River ready to crofs. Futtey Saw has written to all 
“ his Adherents to be up in Arms. Saadit Ally and the Begums arc concerned deeply in the late 
“ Bufinefs.” , 

In a fubfequent Letter received immediately after the above, but without Date, Colonel Han- 
nay fays, “ 1 have before told you how violently the Begum’s People inflame the prefent Dif- 
** turbances', and in Addition to this, the principal Zemindars and Rajahs have all Certificates 
under the Seal of Chyte Sing, that he will fupply them with whatever Money they may require 
«* for fubfifting all the Troops they can raife. In a very Ihort Time 1 apprehend the greateft 
«* Part of the Nabob’s Dominions will be in the State we are. in here', and it is the general Belief 
of every Man in this Part of the Country, that the ConduA I have related is a concerted Plan 
for the Extirpation of the Englilh. What may be the Situation of the reft of the Nabob’s’ Do- 
minions I know not •, but it is moft certain, that from Goonda to Manjce, and from Fyzabad to 
“ Benares Diftrift, and crofs from the Gogra to the Ganges, the Country is in the utmoft Ferment. 
“ Should the prefent Difturbances proceed from a Plan of Policy, it will be concealed from you 
“ as much as poftiblc, and therefore I take all poffible Means of communicating to you what I 
really know to be Fad. I know not whether the Dauks pafs freely from you to Lucknow > 
« but if they do not, and no Meafurc is immediately taken to bring about Order and draw the 
“ Troops together, we may be deprived of all poifible Means of affifting one another, and the 
«* Army loft by detached Regiments. We have no Communication with Bengal ; and the Troops 
on this Side Benares arc at prefent too much feparated to yield one another timely Afliftancc. 
«* I hope to God a fufficient Force is ordered for the Kedudion of Chyte Sing, for the People 
who are daily fent to him, Horfc and Foot, from Fyzabad, and the Seat of Rebellion I have 
“ before named, is very great.” In his next of the i jlh he fays, « it is impoflible, in the 
« general Infurrcdion which now reigns almoft univerfally, for me to get the Force together the 
« Nabob demanded, or to force my Way to you with a lefs. The greateft Anarchy prevails. 
The prefent Infurrcdion is faid, and believed to be, with an Intention to expel the Englilh. I 
« am compelled to give up all the Country below Goondah. Be upon your Guard againft tl>e Vi. 
zier, for there are many Circumftances to make me believe he means to efpoufe the Caufe of 
Chyte Sing : The Begums have almoft thcmfdves recruited for him.” 

In his next Letter of the i8th he fays, “ If you meet but with a Check at Benares every Man 
• “ in the Country is ready to fall upon your fcattered Parties. The State of the Vizier’s Domi- 

<* nions is in general beyond Defeription : The Infurrcdion is not partial, but generally fpread 
•* throughout the whole i” though it rages moft violently in the Mahls of Sultanpoor, the Mahls 
from Fyzabad to the Banaris Country, the Mahls on this (Eaft) Side of the Gogra, and in Kooniy 
Khyrabad and Sylakt and if I may truft to the Information i receive, it is already begun, and 
will foon rage as violently in Sbajchanporc, Rohilcund, Kora, and the Doib. I have already and 
repeatedly informed you of the Difpofitions of thofe in Power in Fyzabad, which has in fad been 

one of the great Sources of the Infurrcdion, and the Place of all others in the Vizier’s Dominions 

which has fupplied Chyte Sing with the greateft Number of Troops. The old Begum does in the 

f SicinOrig. moft open and violent Manner fupport Chyte Sing’s Rebellion, and the f Refurredion j and the 

Nabob’s Mother’s accurfed Eunuchs arc not lefs induftrious than ihofc of the Burrac Begum.

It is impofllble to pronounce with Certainty what may be the immediate Conlequences pf this 
Event i the ultimate ones, I have no Doubt, will be the total Subverffon of that extenfive Governr 
roent, acquired alone by his powerful Influence and high milita^ Chara^er, and by which, rathe^ 
than arly effeiftive Force, he has been able hitherto to maintain it. I do not know any ^e of b)^ 
Partizans whofe Talents, Adlivity, or fuwrior Influence over the reft, are likely to create an 
abfolute and permanent Authority. DilTenfions therefore amongft the principal Officers of bi^ 
Army may be expeAed to enfue ; and thofe Rajas and Chie^ whp have been deprived pf their 
Territorial Pofleffions will fcarcely omit fo favourable an Opportunity pf attempting tp retrieve 
them. . 

Abdulahd Cawn, the late Minifter, will prpbably be reftpred tP Office •, and his Qbjeft tpiU 
naturally be the Extinflion of every Shadow of NudjiffiCawn’s Power.

My Opinion upon this Subjeft 1 had the Honour to fubmit to the Governor General, under 
Date the a4th February laft, upon a premature Information of the Dcccafe of that Nabob, 
which hitherto I find no Reafon to alter j I therefore beg leave to refer your Honourable B /ard 
to that, as containing every Sentiment or Information that I can at prcicni oiler upon the 
Subjeft. ‘‘ 

The Nabob Vizier feems to think it probable, or polTible, that Mahadajce Scindia may be 
induced, either at the InftigatiOn of his own Ambition, or at the King’s Solicitation, to proceed 
to Delhi upon this Conjunfture i his Alarms and Apprehenfions upon this Head, he ftates in 
his Letters, of this Day’s Date, to the Governor General, and in order to prcvi nt the only one 
of the Two aforementioned Inducements which lays within his Reach to attempt, he has 
written an Arzee to the King, alTuring him of his Attachment to his Intcreft, decl irmo himfcif 
ready to march with his Forces to fupport his Views, and mentioning your Government as equally 
well difpbfed to his Majeftyi and finally, recommending to him to call in no other foreign Aid. 
He has alfo written Letters of Condolance to the late Nabob’s Family ; and others of b n- 
couragei^enc to the principal Commanders of his Armies, advtfing them to continue firm in thi r 
Duty and Allegiance to the King, whom he tells them he is marching to Delhi to fupp 're. M< ft 
of thefe Chiefs were formerly the Servants of this Court, and many of them connected by Blood 
with the Vizier’s Family. His Excellency has alfo made an Application to Colonel Morgan to 
move the fubfidiary Brigade towards Etawa, to be in ReaJinefs to adt in cafe any Emergent y 
ihould require it.

The Contentions and Party Difputes which have prevailed at the Court of Ddhy, fince the 
Death of the late Nabob Nudjift' Cawn, leem now to have taken a decided Turn in favour of 
Mirza Shuffee Cawn, whofe Prctenfions to the chief Rule in the Adminiflration, although ac- 
knowledged and fccrctly cfpoufed by the King, have hitherto met with violent and fucccfsful 
Oppofition from AtFrafiab Cawn *, but the latter having a few Days ago found it expedient to 
move with the main Body of his Army acrofs the Jumma, for the Defence of his own PofTcinons 
againft the threatened Attacks of Mahomed Beg Cawn Amdany, who is joined with the oppofitc 
Party, Mirza Shuffee availed himlUf of this Conjunfturc to attempt, by Force, the efFeclual 
KlUblifliment of his Authority at the Capital. Accordingly, on the lilcventh Inftant, he 
marched his whole Army inio the Town, Icized upon the principal Gates and Avenues, lur- 
loundcd the Houles of Mudjeed ul Dowla the Dewan, Nudjiff Cooly Cawn, and Luttaufc Ally 
Cawn, all of whom were united in the Combination againft him, and fccured the Perfon of the 
torm6r, as he has allb, probably by this Time, that of NudifF J Cooly Cawji, who had, when 
my lart Intelligence was difpatchcd, left all his Artillery, fcveral of his principal Sirdars, and was 
icduced, as a iaft Refource, to the Neceffity of defending himfelf with Mulkctry only, within 
the Walls of his private Habitation. The Capture of his Perfon will leave Mirza Shuffee 
Cawn without any Competitor upon the Spot capable of oppofing him, and enable him immedi- 
ately to turn his whole I'orce, in conjundiion with Mahomed Beg Cawn, agai/ift Aft'rafaib and 
his Party, with the faireft Profpeft of Succefs.

Honourable Sir and Sirs, 

Conformably ro the Spirit of the Inftrudions given to me for my Guidance by the Honourable 
the Governor General, upon the Conclufion of the Agreement with the Nabob Vizier at Chunar, 

1 have the Honour to inform you, with his Excellency’s Concurrence, I have ftationed in each 
Aumildary throughout thefe Provinces an Agent of my own Nomination, in the Capacity of 
Daroga Taffuah, or Muftcr-mafter to the Mooteyna Troops, whole Duty it is to mullcr and 
tranfmit to my Office regular monthly Returns of thofc Eftabliffiments, and upon wliofc Re- 
port and Signature alone their Pay is to be iflued. This Mcafurc will eftabiilh a nccdlary 
Check upon the Condudl of the Aumils, and cffcdually obviate ihofe Abufes and Mifapplica- 
tions confequent on the former irregular Mode of conducing this Branch of Expence. I could 
not with Propriety have taken f* dccifivc a Line in this Bufincfs at an earlier Period, as the ♦sicinOrig. 
Nabob and Minifters, returning to the Capital fo late as the Month of Oflober, found them- 
fclves obliged to continue the Aumils already in Employ in their refj edlivc Trulls, or lifk by 
new Appointments at that advanced Scafon the Lofs of the whole Colledions on the Khcreef, or 
firll Corps-, which amount of 'f Two- fifths of the annual Revenue and the fame Circumllance, | Skin Ori^. 
involved the Necefllty of leaving their Agreements nearly in the Form in which they Hood the 
preceding Year. Hence it became difficult and dangerous to take any immediate Steps for the 
Introduftion of the Governor General’s Arrangements, beyond laying the Foundations of a fu- 
ture Reform, which was duly attended to-, and thefe I can now fecurcly build upon, as by 
availing mylclf of this early Period, every Aumils J is previoufly apprized of the Terms on tSicinOrig. 
which he unbarks §, and Hands without Excufc for any F^ailure in his Engagements. I (hall ^ Sic in Grig, 
have the Satisfadion of laying before you very Ihortly as corred a Kccurn ot the Troops ac- 
tually employed, as it may be pofTiblc to make, after curtailing* Numbers every where, as far 
as it can be done confiftcntly with the Security of the Collcdions > and out of the Savings, 
which 1 am confident of immediately producing, I have Hipulatcd with the MiniHer for the 
Maintenance of Four complete Regiments of the Honourable Company’s Troops, at the Rate 
ot I'wrnty-five thoufand Rupees per Month each, as eftablifhed by the Chunar Treaty; fhould 
this Meafure meet your Approbation, and it be I’uitable to your Views to enlarge the Plan, I 
have no Doubt ot being able by degrees to introduce as many more Regiments as you may 
will) to have employed, in lieu of the Government Troops now maintained for the Service. 

I have the further Satisfadion to inform your Honourable Board, that I have at length pre- 
vailed on the Nabob Vizier to carry into cfi'cdual Execution the Mcafurc recommended by the 
idonodrablc the Governor General, fur the InHitution of Courts of Adawlur, under proper 
Regulations, throughout his Dominions. Molovy Mowbean, a very reputable, learned, and 
iliHinguilhed Man of the Law, has been appointed Sudder ul Huck, and a Deputy on his Be- 
half is going out with each Aumil, accompanied with a proper and competent EHablilhmcnt for 
the due AdminiHratiun ot JuHice, independently of the Phougedars and Colledois. This 
Mcdfurc will alfo, 1 flatter myfclf, meet with your Approbation. 

It is incumbent upon me to inform you of the improper Condud of Fyzula Cawn, who for 
fome Time pall has been carrying on a conftant Corrcfpondcncc with the other Rohilla Chiefs, 
and maintains pilicourlcs in his public Durbar of a very contrary Tendency to the Line of his 
Duty and profefled Allegiance to the Vizier. 

It is not very likely he would be able to effed any Thing that could materially endanger thefe 
Provinces; yet it mull be obferved that any Attempt, however unfuccefsful 10 himfclf, would 
to a Certainty occafion a very heavy Lofs in the Vizier’s Collcdions. And * Advantage gained in Qiig. 
by his Troops in a laic unfortunate Difputc with Two of his Vizier’s Battalions at Darrangur, 
has had the natural Effed of exciting infoicnee and 'Temerity, and makes it now not very eafy 
for that Chief, were he lb inclined, to repreJs the turbulent Spirit of his Follows i". 

By the Third Article of the I'rcaty concluded between the Honourable the Governor General 
and the Vizier at Chunar, his FwXccllency is empowered to place Fayzula Cawn upon the lame 
Footing with the other Jagliccrdais, giving him his Allowances in Money inHcacI of Lands ; but 
the Honourable the Governor General, chough acceding to the Nabob’s Propolal, deeming it ;j; in- 
advifcable that the Meafure ihould be attempted in the then Situation of this Government, and 
during the adivc Scene wliich occupied the Company’s Troops, I, in conlequcnce, prevailed on 
the Nabob to fufpend it until a more convenient Opportunity might ofl'er. Thele Objcdlions to 
the Mcafurc being now, I conceive, removed, and this being the only Jagheer cxilling under the 
vizier’s Government, I would, if the I lonourablc Board arc pleafed to approve, venture to ad- 
^ife the Refumption of it as (bon as the Ceffation of the Rain*^ will permit. For this it will be 
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ncccflary the Nabob (boukl obtain not only your previous Sandlion, but Aflurance of your Sup. 
port, in calc, which I think very probable, his own Strength fhould be found unequal to the 
Undertaking. 

The l^oircfTions of FayzAila Cawn are fo fituatecl, that there is no PolTibility of cutting oflFhisRc^ 
treat, whenever he might choofc to attempt u ; and, fliould it ever fo happen, the great exrra 
Colleftions he has for fomc Years pad made beyond the Amount lor which the jaghcer was ori- 
ginally granted, How fuppored to be accumulated to One Crore and an Half of Rupees, mull 
prove a total and irreparable. Lofs to this Country. It feeins therefore worthy the Attention of 
your Honourable Hoard to co-operate with the Vizier in fuch Mcafures as may be moll eflcdual 
in obviating the Mifehitfs which his Excellency jullly apprehends from leaving FayzuU Cawn in 
his prefent unrcllrictcd Situation, erpecially as the propofed Change canifot, in my Conception, 
be confidered as any actual Innovation on the Rights of that Chief’s Treaty with the late Vizier, 
which ft cure to him an annual Income of fifteen Lacks*, and this the Nabob by no means defigns 
to deprive him of, but widics to pay it in Money infteacl of allowing him to colled above Thrice 
^SicinOrlg. that Sum from I.ands, by Means which drain the other Farts of Rohilchundof their Rccates * and 
Revenues, and enable him to maintain a large Force ready upon all Occafions to join any internal 
■\ SicinOrig. or foreign Enemy which might ■[* up in Oppolition tf) his Excellency’s Government*, and there can 
be no Doubt but Zabiita Cawn, with whom he is clofely conneilcd, and keeps up a enniUnt In- 
tercourfc, would feize any Opening which might yield him the fainted Hopes of recovering his 
hereditary Foflcirio'ns in Kohilchund.

No defined Meafurcs, under this Defci iption, be- 
ing afferted in my Accufition, or acknowledged by 
me, the Nccefftty fuppofed is not in Agitation and 
the Ncgledf of communicating any Inch falls until 
the Affirmative becomes cftablilhcd. I adopted no 
new Mealures, but 1 carnefily and unremittingly 
purfued the ufual Track of the Rules laid down to 
anfwer the 1-ndsthcy were originally intended for.

Anfwer. 

Mr. Middleton left Lucknow the tSch June, and 
returned the lart: of Auguff. I'he Duty he entrufted 
to me was limited and reffriiflcd to clofing the Ba- 
lances; in which he requefted Major Palmer, to 
whom he made over the political Department, to af- 
ftft me with his Support, if I called for it. 1 he Line 
was Ipccially drawn-, the political Information, of 
courfe, refted with the political Agent. He attended 
the Durbar, where my Bufinef; never called me. In 
my Line, nothing new or remarkable occurretl during 
the Period above mentioned. The Death of Nudjitf 
Khan, with all its Confequences, aiflual and prtibable^ 
had been fully laid before the Board and the Gover- 
nor General in the Refident’s Letters of tlie 9th, 
lOth April, to the Governor the fame Dace, and, the 
15th, to the Council ; and again, in fevcral Letters 
immediately after his Return, upon reluming the re- 
fpedive Charges entrufted to Major Palmer anil me. 
With refped to the Vizier’s Dominions, nothing new 
happened in the conftantly turbulent State of the 
Zemindars of a Country where the Rents arc col- 
ledcd at the Point of the Sword. Many Rumours 
were fpread of the intended Difaffedion and P'light of 
Allmafs Ali Khan. The Refidcnt, immediately after 
his Return, informed the Governor General, Date 
7th September*, that he had afeertained them to be 
groundlcfs Reports. While I was ading, during 
which Time the Rumour firft began,! had always an 
Agent with him. His chief Manager, and moft con- 
fidential Agent, was always with me, and with the 
ftlinifter, who likewife had an Agent conftantly with 
Allmafs. TheMiniffer’s Intelligence uniformly agreed 
with mine. I never loft an Opportunity 10 compare 
them ; and neither of us, I will confirm by Oath, 
ever believed him beyond the Nabob’s Limits. Whac 
I offer to confirm and atteft, is my own Belief, with 
the Minifter’s confonant Declarations made to me. 
And I truft, that the united Teftimony of Mr. 
Middleton, the Minifter, and myfelf, will be re- 
ceived by the Board as equal, if not fuperior in 
Weight, to that of others, who cannot have had 
Channels of Information fo much to be depended 
upon as thofc I have ftated. However, my Belief, 
well or ill grounded, being what I have ftated, I 
could not have informed the Honourable Board of an 
Aift I diferedited. 

The Fray at Daranagur was the Rcfult, immedi- 
ately brought to an liliie, of a Difpute between Two 
Individuals in the Bazar. The Caufe, Progrefs, and 
Refult, were fully afeertained. The Chiefs of the 
refpeftivc Parties rejeiftcd all Knowledge of, and In- 
terference in if. Any public Queftion, or Difcuffioii 
of it, might have proved dangerous. Fyzulla Khan 
is the moft timid of Men. The Court of Lucknow

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were fo fenfible of this, that they offered not a Word 
about it. Such Frays, termed Khanna junghcc, oc. 
cur perpetually under the bcft-regulaccd of the Up^ 
country Governments. Under all thefe Circunv 
' fiances, in Explanation of the Heads mentioned in 
the Charge, I hope it will no longer appear criminal 
my not having correfponded upon them to the Board, 
even had my Situation, and diftincl Truft, not car^ 
ried upon the Face of it the general Objeftion lirft 
above ftated in the Beginning of the Anfwcr to this 
Charge.

Anfwcr. 

I obtained no Regiment, or military Aid, from 
Colonel Morgan. One Regiment was wanted in 
conl’cqucncc of the Board’s Letter of the 1 ith July. 
Colonel Morgan could not Ipare one. Of the only 
Three Regiments employed during this uncommonly 
bufy Year, One, the 23d, had been returned to Dy- 
napore*, another, the 2oih, remained employed at 
Fyzabad; the Third, which was the 3d Regiment, 
Major Scott, appeared to have a Moment’s Refpiic at 
Sahlone 5 he was therefore fent. — The Caule and 
Objeft of his March arifing from the Orders of the 
Board, the immediate Communication of it did 
not feem to me fo very urgently ncceffary. If the 
Honourable Board judge differently, I ilaiui liable to 
the Cenfurc that fuch an Error of judging of the 
immediate Ncccffity of fuch Communication may be 
thought to deferve. After the Departure of the 2 jd 
Regiment, and the March of the 3d, the Refpite 
Bulbudder had given threatened but fhort Continu- 
ance. To prevent any Rifle from this, I availed my- 
fclf of Colonel Blair’s Offer (N® 8.), grounded on 
the Governor General’s Tender of the Troops at the 
Jaunpore Station (N° 7.), and obtained Two Batta- 
lions, which was equal to the One Regiment that had 
been returned. But upon this I fhall trouble the 
Board with no further Detail, as it is not included in 
my Charges. And in Truth, the Movement was of 
little Confequcncc. The frontier Camp was neither 
wcakjjjned or affefted by it. The Number of Troops 
on Service were not increafed, and they adled very 
little beyond their immediate Stations.

But particularly for detaching, by the 
Means of your Application to the Com^ 
manding Officer at Cawnpore, One Regi- 
ment from that Brigade, to enforce the 
Vizier’s Demands upon the Nabob of Fe- 
rockabad, notwithftanding the pofitivc Pro- 
hibition of any Interference from the Rc- 
fident in the Vizier’s Claims upon that 
Nabob, and notwithftanding the further 
pofitivc Prohibition of Detachments being 
required from the Brigade, except in Cafes 
of extreme Neceffity ; and, on all thefe 
important Occafions, for ncglcfting to 
make any Communications to this Board. 


Anfwcr. 

I have ftated in the foregoing Anfwcr^ that I ob- 
tained no Regiment from Colonel Morgan’s Brigade. 
Major Scott’s March was laid before the Honourable 
Board in the annexed L.eticr (N” 5.) from the Refi- 
dent, wherein the whole Nature of this Tranfadion 
is fully explained, fo as, I truft, to remove every 
Ground of the Criminality couched in this Charge, 
proving it to have been done in conformity with the 
Spirit of the Board’s Letter of nth July 1782. The 
Governor General ^ Orders alluded to, were of a * 
much anterior date. They were fuperfeded by the 
Letter nth July, founded upon Circumftanccs that 
arofc after the Date of the Governor’s firft Orders, 
and totally changing the Grounds of them. The 
fccond Prohibition, herein mentioned, mull of courfc 
give way, when the Board dircdl cffcftual Affiftance 
to be give t to the Vizier, to realize his Claims upon ] 

Mozuffer 
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Mozuffcr Jung. The Jeafl • Step towaids eflcftual *;<ic'nOrij-, 
Afliltancc was to cnl'urc the Arrival of the Vizier’s 
Ncgociator at Furrackabad, which was the Fnd of 
Major Scott’s March. The conchuHng Sentence ot 
this Charge is a Recapitulation of what 1 have aii> 
fwered in Detail in the Four preceding Articles. 

1 have offered to the Indulgence of the Board all that my immediate Self-judilication leemed 
indifpcnfably to require againft the Charges, as I find them Hated : But ere 1 can call for thcif 
Dccifion, 1 muft proceed to explain a Point with which I am not charged, but jjiith which I mult 
ftow charge myfclf, as I find it folely laid to Mr. Middleton. He is accufed with anticipating the 
Revenues, and loading them with an ufurious Intcreft upon an Advance made to him, and 
brought to Credit in his Accounts. This Crime originated with me. He only fanrtilied it by 
his Authority. The greater Share, if not the whole of the Blame, it may incur, mult thcicfore 
reft on me. The total Sum confifted of Two Parts, nearly Halves, 25 Lacks each ; one was a 
Negociation of the Balances due from the different A mils, agitated and fettled by the Minifter 
hinilclf : The other an Anticipation of Rents aftigned to pay a Banker for the Advance he made 
of the Amount required and ncgociatcd. The Charge is or ftiould be therefore confined to this 
laft. The whole Tranfaftion will of courfe be fully Hated by Mr. Middleton, as it Hands in- 
cluded in his Charges. All that 1 here mean to explain, is, that the Rents anticipated by 
Aflignmcnt to the Banker, in other Words the Funds upon which the Advance was made, were 
not the Rents of Lands upon which the Company had ever received their Affignmcnts, or 
which had ever fupplied the Nabob’s Treafury and Wants, but the refumed Rents of rebellions* *SicinOr;g. 
and other Jagucerdars (chiefly Lctafuts, Begums, and Salar Jungs), forming an entire new Fund, 
now and never before brought into the Nabob’s and Company’s Coffers. By this Plan it became 
therefore in fo much a net Gain to the Nabob. The Plan in other Refpeds, had it met with 
Encouragement, opened a new Channel of Refource, upon emergent Occafions, to the Nabob 
and Company. The Bankers, properly noticed and rewarded for an Advance of 50 Lacks (an 
inftance I believe never before equalled), would have been ready upon a Repetition of the Call. 

The Intcreft termed Ufury by the Board, was the ufual Intcreft of the Country wliere the Loan 

was m.tdc. The eftabliftied Intereft of a Country is no Ufury in that Country, whatever it may 

be deemed in others. But had the Intcreft been ufurious or high, the Nabob paid it •, not from 

his own Refources, Deficiencies in which could afterwards f b felt by his Allies, but from new fSicinOrig; 

Funds. He would gladly have paid it from his own, to anfwcr the great Purpofes effeded 

by it. 

It enabled him to fulfil a Treaty, a Treaty of the highefl: Concern to him j a Treaty, for the 
Performance of which himfclf, his Minifter, and the Refidcnt, ftood pledged $ the Completion 
of which, comprifed a great Benefit to the Company. They were in want of Money. The 
Treaty was calculated to anfwer this Want, and this Plan to fulfil the Treaty. Therefore, had 
even the Nabob’s own ufual Refources, or even thofe ufually afligned to the Company, been in 
Bcality anticipated, fuch Anticipation would have been an Advantage to the Company, by an 
advanced Payment, and not a Detriment or Injury, upon which alone the Difapprobation of the 
Board can be grounded. I therefore now tbope, that this Explanation will induce the Appro- 
bation, inftcad of Cenfure, of the Board upon this Mcafurc,

Mode of appointing an Aumil at the Court of Owde. 

After the Petition of an Amil to be appointed, cither from himfclf or the Introduiffion or In- 
fluence of others, and the Eledion adopted by the Minifter and Nabob, the old Accounts of 
former Years of the Province to be delivered in charge are produced by the Minifter from the 
Dewannee and other public Offices, and upon thefe, after they liavc^ guided the Agreement of 
grofs Tumma, he examines the Wajeb ub Arz, a Paper written under diftinrt and widely fe- 
parate'd Heads, exprefting every Requeft and Stipulation propofed by the intended Amil. 

Between thefe feparate Articles the Minifter writes in his own Hand his Adoption or Ktjedion of 
the refpedive Ckims, in Whole or in Parr. The Paper thus prepared goes through the De- 
wannec, Bukfhygaree, Taffcah, icc. inferior Officers, to be examined and regiftered. After all 
thefe clear and well-known Forms, the Amil receives his Sunnuds and Shukkahs under the 
Nabob’s great Seal, with the other Checks, Counterparts, and Confirmations of inferidr Officers. 

The Nabob then grants him fome of his own Troops to ettablifli and fupport him, if ncceflary ; 
and finally in Prefence of, and from the Nabob’s own Hands, the confirmed Amil receives 
his Tcbbcruck or Khelat, upon which he prefents to the Nabob a Nezar, and is at Liberty to 
proceed the firft fortunate Day upon his Commiffion. He then vifits the Minifters and other 
high Officers, to whom he likewilc prefents Nezars, and expeds Beetle, Ofter, ShauR, or Marks 
of Approbation, Favour, and Protedion, from them, without which he docs not think it late or 
prudent to let out. Of late Years, fince a Refidcnt has been in that Court, who generally has to 
much to do with many of the Amils (that is, thole upon whom the Honourable Company’s 
AUignment t arc granted) the newly appointed Amils, if under this Prcdicamcnr, and not other- jsiciBOiig.

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^ wife, think it alfo right to receive a Betle or Shaul from him, cither at the Time of his figning 
and delivering his Acknowledgments of the Affignment upon him, or any other more con- 
vcnieni Period before his Departure.

My Opinion upon this Subjedl I had the Honour to fubmit to the Governor General under 
Date 24th February lad, upon a premature Information of the Dcceafe.of that Nabob, which 
hitherto I find no Reafon to alter. I therefore beg leave to refer your Honourable Board to that, 
as containing every Sentiment or Information that i can at prefent offer upon the Subjeid. 

The Nabob Vizier feems to think it probable, or poffiblc, that Mahadajce Scindia may be in- 
duced, cither at the Indigation of his own Ambition, or at the King’s Solicitation, to proceed to 
Delhi upon this Conjumdure. His Alarms and Apprchcnfions upon tliis Head, he dates, in his 
Letter of this Day’s Date to the Governor General j*and in order to prevent the only one of the 
Two aforementioned Inducements which lays within his Reach to attempt, he has written an 
Arzec to the King, affuring him of his Attachment to his Intercds declaring himfclf ready to 
march with liis Forces to lupport his Views, and mentioning your Government as equally well 
difpofed to his Majedy, and hnally recommending to liim to call in no other Foreign Aid. lie 
has alfo written Letters of Condolance to the late Nabob’s Family, and other of Encouragement 
to the Principal Commanders of his Armies, advifing them to continue firm in their Duty and 
Allegiance to the King, whom he tells them he is marching to Delhi to fupport •, molt of iheic 
Chiefs were formerly the Servants of this Court, and many of them connefted by Blood with the 
Vizier’s Family. His Excellency has allb made an Application to Colonel Morgan to move the 
fubfidiary Brigade towards Etawa, to be in Readinefs to afl in cafe any Emergency Urould re- 
quire it. I have lent his Excellency’s Applications to the Colonel, but have only recommended 
his holding the Brigade in Readinels to march to that central Station, cither upon the Receipt ot 
your Orders to this EfFc<ff, or fome intermediate urgent Ncccflity occurring, which may preclude 
the Propriety of making any Delay whatever. This will 1 hope meet your Approbation.

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I have had the Plcafurc to find upon my Arrival that the Report of Almas Ally Cawn^s Flight 
from tfic Vizier^s Dominions was premature. His Condufk for fomc Time paft no doubt in- 
dicated fuch an Intention, and appears at one Time warranted a Belief that his Rcfolution was 
decidedly taken; but although he withdrew himfelf and his Naibs from the Charge of the Coun- 
try, he never broke off his Corrcfpondcnce with the Court, or manifefted any Difinclination to 
return to his Duty under his Excellency’s Government whenever he might be aiTured he could do 
it on Terms of undoubted Security to himfelf. 

The hafty and ill-founded Alarms with which the Mifreprefentations of the Enemies of the 
Vizier’s and our own Government |iad imprefled him, having been removeZt by the fulled 
Affurances of Sccuticy and Protcflion, he has refumed the Charge of the Diftrids he before held, 
and I truft his future Conduft will merit your Forgivenefs and continued Patronage.

“ Payment withheld may have proceeded from an Advantage taken by the Nabob MuzudVr 
Jung of your Mediation with the Nabob Vizier, you direft in fuch Cafe, that I imir.ediatclv 
“ allord his Excellency cflbdlual Aflldancc for the Recovery of what Money may be due ro him 
trom Muzuftcr Jung, and exprefsly to withdraw all other Interference with the Nabob.” 

Upon this Article, the Honourable Board have anticipated my Reply by adverting to what 
they conjefture may have been the Caufe of the total Failure in the Collertions from Furrucka- 
bad, which was, as they have juftly fuppofed, an improper Advantage taken by MuzufTcr Jung of 
the Mediation employed with the Nabob Vizier in his Behalf. 1 have therefore, immediately 
upon Receipt of your Orders, withdrawn all Mediation and Interference whicli ftood between the 
Nabob Vizier, and the Colle< 51 ion of his Tribute from F'urruckabad, and afibrded him the Affill:- 
ance diredted, by fending a Regiment to fupporc the Sezawal appointed by his Excellency tor 
the Colledlion ot the Tribute of the enfuing Year, and have added my Inllrudtion to the fame 
Agent to collcdl the Affignment of Seven and Half Lacks firft above mentioned, upon the 
Tribute and Balances due to the End of the Current Year; and as I have anticipated the Succefs 
of this Truft by raifing this Amount among the other Balances as above ftated, 1 have the 
Satisfadlion to refledt that the Honourable Board will not even feel the Incoavcniency arifing from 
the Delay that the Mediation in favour of Muzuffer Jung has occafioned. 

Tranflaiion of a Letter from the Refident at the Vizier’s Court to the Nabob. 

To Muzuffer Jung. 

A^ft'Cr the ufual Compliments : I have received your I.etter (recapitulates the Contents). 
The generous and liberal Motives which induced the Governor General to en^ploy the Medi- 
ation of the Company between the Nabob Vizier and you, arc known to the whole World, and 
require from me no Explanation, It is equally notorious what has been the Effect produced by 
that Mediation, which, however you may have underftood it, I am well affured was never 
meant to impede, ftill Icfs wholly to preclude the Colledlion of ihe Nabob Vizier’s juft Claims 
upon you*, the Communication I have received from the Governor General from the hilt to 
the laft rcfpe^ling the Nature and Objedl of his indulgent Mediation in your Behalf have corre- 
fponded invariably with my own Opinion on the Subjcdl. In his Firft Letter relative to this 
Matter, he informs me, that he has conlentcd to exert his F.ndeavours with the Vr/ier to re- 
move the Reftraint and Controul which had been laid upon you for the Collection of the Fri- 
bate, and to prevail on his Excellency to receive his Dues through your Agents, inltcad or 
employing his own,, for which Purpofc he has given the ncccft'ary Inftrudtions to Meer Suftoola 
Cawn, and difpatched him to the Nabob Vizier and myfelf, to adjuft the Amounts depending 
between you ^ his Excellency, and fettle the future Mode of Payrnenr. The Vizier inoft rea- * t 
dily acceded to the Governor General’s Wifhes on this Point, and his Excellency’s Agents and 
all Sort of Interference with the Government were in confcquencc inhanily withdrawn. But 
this was done upon the Faith of the Governor General’s Affurances that you would take 
effcdlual Care to prevent a Mcafurc which had been adopted principally for your Relief, from 
impeding the Liquidation of the Vizier’s legal and juft Claims; and agreeably to the Intima- 
tion I had from the Governor General, I waited patiently the Arrival of Suftoola Cawn j but to 
my utter Surprize 1 learnt, that inftcad of coming here as direfted, he went ftreighc to Fur- 
ruckabad, and publicly declared you cxcufcd from any further Claim of the Vizier. J his 
being fo contrary to the Tenor of the Governor General’s Advices and Commands to me, that

explicit or latisfadory Anfwcr, and no Payments either made or fcemingly intended, 1 was 
under the Necellity of referring the Matter to the Conlideration and Decifion of the Governor 
(ieneial, who, lecing the improper Advantage which had been taken by you and your Agents 
of his well-intended Mediation, to the great Prejudice of the Vizier, and the conicquent Injury 
of tile Compan'^’s E.iigagcments with him, thought proper to withdraw any further interfe. 
rence between you, and to leave tlic Vizier again uncontrouled in the Proiccution of liis jull 
and reafonable Claims upon you. 'I he Vizier has thereupon been pleafed to appoint a Sizawal 
for the Provifioii of Funds for the Payment of the cnl'uing Year’s Tribute, and it is proper 
1 inform you, that, as before it was my Duty to ufc every Means in my Power to prevent any 
Interference with your (iovernment •, lb it now becomes incumbent upon me to yield eveiy 
Afl'illance I may be able to the Nabob Vizier to enable him to afpirt and recover thofe Rights 
wliich the Pervcrlion of an Indulgence fo generoufly procured fur you, has hitherto withheld 
from him. 

What more fhall I lay ? 

N. B. Muzuffer Jung, inftead of tendering Payment of his Tribute through his own 
Agents, condantly denied owing any Thing to the Vizier. He and his Agents diiriiiL; 
the wliole Year appear totally to have niilfaken the Governor General’s humane Intei- 

pofitiun. ■ n I ■ 

The Viz'cr and his Minifters, forefecing this probable Confcquence, irififted upon the Fur- 

ruckabad Iribute being included among the Company’s Aflignments, as ajipears in the 
following Letter.

The Refult is yet in 
Sufpence ; as fbon as any Certainty of the Grounds of this Expedfation can be determined and 
may come to my Knowledge, I flrall not fail to impart it to you.

2 Should It ever be required of nae to authenticate the Veracity of thele Copies upon Uatn, 

I fliall at all l imes be ready to afford that Solemnity to the Fidelity with which they have been 
n^^dej but it cannot be expefted that I Ihould at prefent, by voluntarily making this fcrious 
Appeal to the Omnifcicnt, incur the Sufpicion of wantonly proftituting Inch folemn Affuranccs 
With Indifference ; which is an Idea that would nnoft probably be encouraged by thofe who were 
plcafecl to infiriuate, in the Eleventh Report of the ScUft Committee of the Houfe of Commons, 
that bet aufe there were other Modes, by which the NccenTity of that which I did take on i6th 
December 1782, which accompaoied Mr« Haftings’s Letter of that Date, might have been pre- 
cluded, yet, as theft? were not taken, my Affidavit merited little Credit in the Eftimation of 
Mankind. — And that the Juftice of this lofinuation may no longer be inferred, from my not 
having explained the Circumftanccs which, as I thought, rendered that Affidavit ncccffary, I

2. Mr. Haftings returned from Ben^tres to Calcutta on 5^^ February 1782 : At that Time I 
was wholly ignorant of the Letter which, on aoth January, he wrote from Patna, to the ^crec 
Committee of the Honoura^ble Court of Direftors : The rough Draft of this Lctici% in the Hand 
Writincr of Major Palmer, is now in my PoflelTion. Soon after his Arrival at the Prefidcncy, he 
requefted me to form the Account of his Receipts and Difburfements, whi^ you will find 
iournalized in the 280th, &c, and 307th Images of the Honourable Company s General Books of 
the Year 1781-2. My official Situation, as Accountant General, had prcvioufty convinced me, 
tliat Mr. Haftings could not have made the llTucs, which were acknowledged as received 
him, by tJic Accountsof fomc of the Paymafters to the Army, unlcfs he had obtained feme fuch 
Supply as that which he afterwards, viz. on the 22d May 1782, made known to me ; when! 
immediately luggeftcd to him the Ncceffity of his tranfrnitting that Account which accompanied 
his I.ettcr of that Date-, till when, the Promife contained in his Letter of 20ch January had 
entirely efcaped his Recollcaion.— The Particulars of the Paper i were read over to me, from 
a Bengal Pa[)er, Uy his Banyan Cauntoo Baboo j and, if I am not miftaken, the T^lirre hirl 
Lines of that N° 2, were read over tp me, from a Pcrfian Paper, by his Moonmy. The Iranl- 
latioii of thefe Particulars, made by me, was, as I verily believe, the firlt complete Merno- 
r.iiulum that he ever pofTcfled of them in the Englifh Language 5 and 1 am confident, * 
had not fuggeHed to him the Ncceffity of his taking this Precaution, he would, at this Moment, 
have been unable to have alTorded any fuch Information concerning them. 

4. ^J'he rough Draft of this Letter and Account having been made by Mr. Haftings, in my 
Prefence, at his Garden Houle at Alleyporc, 1 wrote the fair Copies of them. After thefe were 
rnmed by him, they were put into a Cover, direded by me, which he lealed up. I then took the 
Letter with me into I own, for the Purpolc of being delivered to the Secretary, when the dole 
of the Lively’s Faiket mijiht be near at hand, not deeming it el’gtble to deliver it before, as 
had known InlUnccs of Letters that were delivered to the Secretaries aoy Length or lime before 
the Dr-('.irtnre of a Packet, efcape their Recolleflion at the Clofc thereof. , 

c On a lit Auoult 1782, I was taken alarmingly ill, and when 1 was fufficiently recovered 
to he put into aiJudgerow for the Change of Air, apprchenfive that the Packet might be 
’ doled ere 1 returned to the Prclidency, 1 fenc the Letter by my Jemmautdar, with a verbal 
Mell'af e to Mr. Secretary Auriol, requeftmg that he would take care that it was put mto the 
1 ively’s Packet; but Mr. Auriol not knowing that it was a Letter from the Governor General, 
declined taking charge of it for this Purpolc^ allcdging that it was repugnant to the Standing Re- 
gulation of the Service, for any Servant to correrponcl with the Court of Diredors, but through

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the Governor General and Council. I was at this Time unable, to write, and not having then 
any Pcrfon about me, who could have wrote what I dit^ated, 1 fent the Letter by my jem- 
maut'dar to Mr. George Nelbitc Thomplbn, Mr. Haftings’s Private Secretary, with the lame 
Requell as that by which it had been tendered to Mr. Auriol •, 1 returned to Calcutta on 
13th December 1782, and immediately fuggefted to Mr. Haftings the Ncceflity of his accom- 
panying this Letter with the Affidavit which 1 took before Mr. Jufticc Hyde, and a Letter 
explanatory of the Apprchenfions which fuggefted this Precaution. 

6. - Upon referring to the Lift of Packet fent by the Refolution, it will be found to have been 
dated on 9th May 1782 : And although the Public Department Proceedings. of the ^otli May 
will be found to ftate, that the Commander reported, in a Letter dated 26th of that Month 
that his Difpatches had been delivered to him, but that he could not proceed to Sea until he 
had replaced the Anchors and Cables which he had loft, there will nor, I believe, be found any 
Letter or Paper, tranfmitted either to the Honourable Court, or to their Secretary, either by the 
Governor General and Council, or by either of their Secretaries, of a later Date than that of 
9th May >7^2, when I had not been made acquainted with the Tranfaiflion alluded to in Mr. 
Haftings’s Letter of aoth January 1782 : And although the Statement of a2d May 1782 might 
have been deemed in 1783 “a new Difeovery,” yet it will appear, that the Second Article of 
it had been communicated to the Secret Committee of the Honourable Court of Diredors on 
29c h November 1780, and that the laft Article of that Statement had been reported to them on 
20th January 1782. The Firft of thefe Dates will, I believe, be found prior to the Inftitution 
of any Parliamentary Enquiry into the Tranfadions of the Governor General and Council, and 
the laft of them will allb be found to be prior to any of the Refoluiions of the Houfe of Com- 
mons that were paired, which affeded Mr. Haftings; and it cannot require an Argument to prove 
that it was not poffible for him to have known in Bengal, what had not pafied in England a 
Month, when I recommended the Formation of that Account and Letter which were wrote on 
22d May 1782, when we had every Kcafon to fuppofc that the Refolution had taken her De- 
parture } but had it been known that there was an Opportunity of writing by her, yet, as that 
Ship was fo badly manned, fhe was not likely, at fo unfavourable a Seafon of the Year, *to make 
any other than a very tedious Pafliige, and as we were then in daily Expedation of the Ma- 
ntra Ticatv arriving frorq Mr. Anderfon, when it was intended todifpatch a Packet to England 
Iceitainly Ihould not have advifed Mr. Haftings to tranfmit any fuch Papers by her, uniefs 
1 could have forclcen that Ncceffity, which did not occur until after the Refolutions of the 
Houle of Commons of 15th April 1782 had become known in Bengal, when the Affidavit be- 
came neceftary ; but which could not have been the Cafe, had the Letter of 22d May 1782 been 
previoufty tranfmitted, either the Refolution or by any other Conveyance ; fincc it could not 
have been required to prove what had already been eftablift;ed. 

7. While Mr. Haftings filled the Station of Governor General, I had too much Reafon to ap- 
prehend that any Explanation which 1 could have given of thefe Circumftances, whatever might 
have been the Solemnity of the AlTurances under which they could have been given, would have 
been attributed ro the moft abandoned, as well as the moft fclfilh Motives -, and it is only upon 
the Confidence which I deem myfelf entitled to place upon the Eftimation in which my Charadlcr 
has hiihcrto been held, during the Fourteen Years that I have had the Honour to ferve the Ho- 
nourable Company, Nine of which have been pafled in executing the Duties of One of the moft 
important Offices under this Government, that I can venture to incur the Sufpicion of Itavmg 
facnficed the Duty which I owe to my Honourable Employers, and to my own Charadler to 
Motives of Gratitude for one who was my Patron, by attempting to refute the implacable Re- 
lledtions that afledl my Charadler in the Fifth Page of the Eleventh Report of the Scicd Con- 
mittee of the Iloufe of Commons. 

8. I lhall now proceed to ftate the Explanations which are required to elucidate the Corre- 

fpondence between the Papers No. i and 2, which accompany this Addrefs, and Mr. Hallincs’s 
Account of 22d May 1782. ° 

9. Although the Two firft ftated Sums are, in the Paper marked N’ 1, aflerted to have been 
p.iid to Mr. Croftes in 18th and 19th Affin 1187, which correfponds with the ill and ad Novem- 
ber 1780J yet the Copy of the Bengal running Treatury Account, which is now in England, 
will not be found to contain any fuch Sums as received from Mr. Haftings under thefe Dates * 
bccaufc thefe, together with another Sum of Sicca Rupees One Lack, which were taken from 
his own CaOi at that Time, made up the firft Supply that was fent to the Maratia Army under 
Chimnajee Boofla, which the Sub-Treafurer could not bring to Accounr, until he was authorized 
by an exprefs Order of Council upon the Treafury for that Purpofe, which was not granted until 
rth January 1781 ; after which, viz. on 15th of that Month, the Head of Secret Service was 
debited tor the Amount of that Supply, and the,Head of Money borrowed at intereft i78\ , cre- 
dited for thefe Sums, for which the Bonds N” 1539, dated ill Oaober 1780, and N” 1540, 
dated ad October 1780, each for the Sum of Current Rupees 1,16,000, or Siccas One Lack, 
were granted. The Remainder of that Amount was carried to the Credit of the Head of Four 
per Cent. Remittance I^oan ; Mr. Haftings having taken a Bond, N' 89, which has been fincc 

' ompletely liquidated conformable to the Terms of that Loan.

1 1. The Fourth Sum ftated in Mr. Haftings's Account was the Produce of fundry Payments 
made to me, bv Sadamund, Cheyte Sing's fiuxey, who either brought or fent the Gold Mohurs 
to my HouCc, from whence they were taken by me to Mr. Croftes’s, either on the fame Night or 
early in the Morning after-, they were made at different Times, and I well remember that the 
fame People never came twice. 

12. On 2 III June 1780, Mr. Haftings fent for me, and defired that I would take charge 
of a Preicnt that hed been offered to him by Cheyte Sing’s Buxey, under the Plea of atoning for 
the Oppofition which he had made towards the Payment of the extra Sublidy for defraying Part 
of the Fxpenccs of the War s but really in the Hope of its inducing Mr. Haftings to give 
up that Claim •, with which View the Preicnt had firft been offered. Mr. Haftings declared, that 
although he would not take this for his own life, he would apply it to that of the Company, in 
removing Mr. Francis’s Objedlions to the Want of a Fund for defraying the extra Expcnccs of 
Colonel Camac’s Detachment. 

13. On my Return to the Office, I wrote down the Subftance of what Mr. Haftings had faidto 
me, and requefted Mr. James Miller, my Deputy, to feal it up with his own Seal, and write 
upon it that he had then done fo at my Requeft. He was no further informed of my Motive for 
this, than merely that it contained the Subitance of a Converfation which had palfed between rrc 
and another Gentleman, which, in cafe that Converfation lltould hereafter become the Subje^ of 
Enquiry, I wiftied to be able to adduce the Memorandum then made of it, in corroboration of 
my own Teftimony; and, although that Paper has remained unopened to this Hour, and not- 
withftantjing that I kept no Memorandum whatever of the Subftance thereof, yet, as I have wrote 
this Rcprelentation under the mort fcrupulous Adherence to what 1 conceive to be Trutli, fliould it 
ever become ncceffary to refer to this Paper, I am confident that it will not be found to differ 
materially from the Subftance of this Keprelcniation. 

14. As this Preicnt paffed through my Hands, called upon as I was by the Perfon for whom 
it was deftined, and who requefted me to receive it for the Purpofe of being applied to the Ho- 
nourable Company’s Ufc, I conceived it was incumbent upon me to relate circumftantially the 
Part which 1 had taken in the Tranra( 5 tion. 

15. The Fifth Sum mentioned in Mr. Haftings’s Account, is the Amount of the Payments 
ftated by the Paper N" i to have been made to Mr. Croftes on 15 and 16 Byfack 1188, and 
will be found credited for, in the Copy of the Bengal running Treafury Account, now in Eng- 
land, under 26th April 1781, which correfponds with 16 Byfack 1188; and as it will be found 
to have been moftly made in Silver, it mutt have taken up more than One Day to count, as the 
Souesrs at the I'reafury feldom can count more than One Lack of Sicca Rupees in One Day of 
courfc, the whole Payment was brought to Account on the Date on which it was completely 
made. 

16. The Sixth Sum ftated in Mr. Haftings’s Account appears, by the Paper N° 2, to have been 
received of Nundoolol, and may, I ftiould fuppofe, be conlidercd as a Pare of the Balance of the 
Pefhcufh of Dmagepore, which is ftated in the Paper N“ 1, at Siccas 1,00,000, which would con- 
fcqucntly become reduced to 50,000 — but this was an Alteration which 1 did not chulc to make, 
that I might be enabled at all Times to fwear that ihcfe Papers have continued in their oiiginal 
State. 

(a)[iy. The Dates on which this Payment was made to Mr. Haftings, as well as thofe made 
in Part of the Produce of the Prefems enumerated in the Paper N° a, arc ftated the fame in the 
*8oih and 281ft Pages of the Honourable Company’s General Journal of i;8i-2, as they are 
brought to Account in Mr. Haftings’s private Books ; but as neither of the other Sums pifled 
through his Hands, thefe contained no fuch Specification, and confcquently could not enable him 
to afford the Information with which he has requefted me to furnifii you; and it is more than pro- 
bable, that if the Affidavit which 1 took on the 1 6th December 178?, had not expofed my 
Charafter to the Sufpicion of my being capable of committing one of the bifeft Trefpalfes upon 
the Confidence of Mankind, 1 (houH, at this Diftance of Time, have been equally unable to have 
complied with his Requeft; but after I became acquainted with the Jnfinuation I'uggcfted in the 
E leventh Report of the Sclcfl Commiitee of the Houfc of Commons, I thought it but too pro- 
bable, that, unlcfs 1 were poffcflrccl of the original Memorandums, which I had made of thefe 
Tranfaftions at the Time when I became acquainted with them, I might at fomc diftant Period 
be unable to prove that I had not defeended to commit fo bale an Adion. — I have, therefore, ^ 
always moft carefully preferved every Paper which I poffcffcd regarding thefe Tranfadion.s.l 

18. Although Mr. Haftings was extremely diffatisfied with the Excufes which Gunga Govind 
Sing afligned for not paying Mr. Croftes the Sums Hated by the Paper N* i to be in his Charge, 
he never could obtain from him any further Payments on this Account. 

19. Confeious that the Concern which I have had in thefe Tranfadfijns need neither an 
Apology nor an Excufc, and that I have in no Adion of my Life facrificccf the Duty or Fidelity 
which .1 owed to my Honourable Employers, either to the Regard which I felt for another, or 
to the Advancement of my own Fortune, I (hall conclude this Addicfi, firmly rclyiog upon the

The Honourable Governor General abfent on a ViQt to the Northern Provinces, 
ricutenant General Sir Eyre Coote abfent on Service at Fort St. George. 


M r. Whelcr begs leave to inform the Board that he has been favoured with fundry Letters 
from the Governor General fince his Arrival at Benares, moft of them appearing as dc- 
tached Accounts of the various Events that have happened fubfcquent to i6th Auguft, which was 
occafioncd by the Interception of the Dawk. Mr. Whcler judged it ncccflary to record them at 
the Tunc they came to hand, expcaing a more particular Narrative from the Governor General 
ot the various Occurrences on which they treat i but as it may be neceflary at this Time to furnilh 
the Court of Direftors with fuch Particulars as are yet come to hand, Mr. Wheler begs leave to 
record the following Letters, and to recommend that the Letter dated a9th September, being a 
Recital of the others, be copied and fent to the Court of Dirc£lors via Fort St. George. 


Governor 
General. 
*7th Auguft. 


1 have -written to you many Letters, all probably intercepted. I arrived 14th at Benares •, on 
1 6th the Rajah having been put under an Arrcft, a numerous Body of armed Men fuddenly 
crolTcd attacked, and malTacrcd the whole Party which had him in Cuftody, confiding of Lieu- 
tenant ’stalkcr, Scott, and Symes, and Two Companies of Major Popham’s Grenadier Sepoys. 
Tliefe having no Ammunition fell without Refiftancci the Rajah cfcaped and fled to Luteefgur. 
On iQthalargc Force returned to Ramnagur j Captain Blair with his Battalion, and Captain 
Mayaffrc with the Remainder of Major Popham’s Detachment were ordered to aflemble for tlie 
Att^k of that PUc,e, and Major Popham to join and conduft the Operations according to a con- 
certed Plan. The Two Corps having joined Captain Mayaffre, the Senior Officer, without waiting 
for Major Popham, and againft Orders, on the Morning of aoth marched precipitately into the 
narrow Streets of the Town, where in an Indant he fell with Captain Doxat and 33 Ran- 
oers and almoft all the Sepoys of Captain Blair’s Battalion that had entered with himj the 
reft of the Detachment returned to Chunar with the Lofs of Two Guns, one Howitz, and 
lo? Men of all Denominations killed. 1 was in Benares with the broken Remains of 
Major Popham’s firll Party, confilVmg of about 400 Men in a Place incapable of Defence, 
even with equal Numbers. Preparations were making to attack me -, I waited till the 
Evening for a Battalion ordered from Chunar to reinforce our Party i at Seven re- 
peated Intelligence arrived, that the Rajah’s Boats were in Motion. No News had arrived of 
The Battalion from Chunar i it was wfolved to meet it, and march with it to Chunar. The Rcfolu- 
tion was inftantly carried inio Execution. We paffed the Battalion, which returned, and overtook 
us and on 2’d at Day-break we gained the Banks of the River oppofuc to Chunar, having met 
no Oppofuion. I he Detachment crofied on the Morning of 23d. The Rajah’s Forces are divided 
between Ramnagur and Luteefgur. His Family is at Beejygor. His fixed Eftablimment ex-- 
cecds 10.000 Men, and all his Rciats bear Arms. Major Popham is encamped on the Plain Eaft ot 
ihc Fort 1 expert to be joined by a Regiment from Cawnpoor, one arrived for my Guard at 
Lucknow, Lieutenant Polhill with Six Companies of the Nabob’s Guard now at hand, and Major 
Mofes Crawford’s Battalion. My only Diftrefs is the Want of Money, and is great. Baboo 

Ofl'aun Sing, Dcrbijey Sing, and his Son Meyipnarain, arc with me.

Chunar, 31ft Auguft 1781. 

EncloVcd are Copies of Two Letters which I have had the Honour tow/ritc to you tlie firft in 
Duplicate from Banaris, and the laft from this Place. I doubt the Poffibility of the firft having 
t lcapcd the Vigilance of the People who arc ftationed in every Part of this Zcmccdary to intercept 
my Lctteis. For the Conveyance of this Packet I (ball truft to a light Boat, which, with a ftrong 
\Vcft Wind aiding the Rapidity of the Stream, will certainly pafs without Interruptiori, if the 
Fears of the Dandies do not urge them to quit the Boat. In the cnclofcd Letters you will receive 
a conneaed Relation of the Events which had befallen me to the 27th Inftani, though purpolciy 
abbreviated in my laft, for the fafer Means of Conveyance. 
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The Arrival of Lieutenant Polhill, whofe AAivity cannot be too much applauded, has proved 
of vi ry great Service in freeing the Communication with the oppolite Shore. Our grearelt 
Piftreis has been in the Want of Money and Provifions} the latter has been tfFeilually removed, 
anti with it the former in a Degree, by the Seizure ot a large Store of Grain made by Lieutenant 
Polhill Yrfterday Morning, in a Village about Three Miles dillant, Inibrmation having been 
given me of it the preceding Evening. He was oppufed by a confiderable Body of the Enemy, 
repo'^ted to confift ot 150 Horfes, Two Companies of Sepoys, and more than aooo Match- 
lock-Men, and Gawarras, or armed Villagers } but they were rcpulfed and difperfed with fomc 
Lois on their Side : On ours none. The Quantity of Grain fecured is cllimatcd 3t 5000 Maunds, 
which in our Situation is a molt important Acquifition, as we have every Rcafon to apprehend 
a total Eailurc of our Suiiplies when the Troops of this Place are reduced, which they loon mult 
be, to the Complement ot the Garrifon. Numbers arc yet afl'cmbling to reinforce the defeated 
Party of the Enemy, and they have been ftrengthened by Four Guns from Ramnagur, with the 
protrfTcd Determination of making one more I'.ffort. 

1 have received no Anfwcrs to the Letters which I have divcrlly and repeatedly written to Colo- 
nel Morgan, to Mr. Middleton, to Lieutenant Colonel Ahmuty, and to Major* James Crawford, 
to whom it cicapcti me in my laft to inform you that I had Cent Orders to tnareh to the Borders of 
Bidjeyguri but I have received a Letter from Co'oncl Morgan, written with a Knowledge of 
the late Evems, and cannot doubt that his Prudence will didatc to him the obvious Nctcllity, 
on an Occalion ot fuch Emergency, of fending a Party to my Relief, without waiting for the 
Formality of Orders, which he will know can with Difficulty reach him. I have Accounts, 
which 1 truft to as authentic, that Major Moles Crawford with his Regiment is on the Way, 
and my later Letters to Mr. Middleton have been fafely palTed beyond the Borders of this 
i'enieedary. Upon the whole, 1 can venture to alTure you, that my Situation is adually fuch as, 
with the Rcfervation of that Influence which under every Circumftance imift be allowed to For- 
tune in the Events attendant on a State of Warfare, will warrant the Expcdlation of an ealy 
and complete Succefs. 

Major Popham continues encamped on the Plain lying to the Eaftward of the Fort, where he 
will be ftrengthened by all the Men that can be fpared from this Garrifon i and as foon as the 
Preparations arc completed for that Service, he will march to the Attack of Ramnagur. 

In the mean time 1 have not been inattentive to our more remote Concerns, which 1 fhall referve 
for a future Detail and a more fecure Conveyance. 

The Rajah’s Situation, and the Dilpoficion of his Forces, except the Detachment which is op- 
poled to Lieutenant Polhill, arc much the fame as they have been deferibed in my laft. 

iJyder Beg Khan has been Ibmc Time arrived at Banaris, but prevented from joining me by 
the Deftrudtion of the Bridge laid over the Burna Nulla, on the lower Bank of which he is en- 
camped, and by the Ibddcn great Swell ot the Waters, which lias made it unfordablc. Yet I 
exped him loon, and his Prefence will afford me material Service. I have ordered to be enclofed 
Copies of Major Poplum's Rciurn of the Lofs fuftained in the Maflacrc of i 6 tb; of a Letter 
which has been written to me by Captain Spark, and the Returns accompanying it, of the Killed 
and Wounded in the Attack of Kamnagur on zoch Auguft; and of a Letter from Captain Blair, 
containing the Particulars ot that ill-fated F.nterprilc ; alfo a Lift ot the Gentlemen who were 
with me in Banaris on 21 ft, and who accompanied me to this Place. 

1 Cannot cloi'c this Letter without teftifying my Sati'-faaion with Lieutenant Colonel Blair, for 
his Zeal and Attention, and for the Alacrity with which he executed the Orders fent to him for the 
diiicrent Movements of the De achments from his fma 11 Garrifon ; and my entire Reliance on 
the fteady Conduct and approved Experience of Major Popham. My Regrets for the paft are 
pcrional. I fliall ever retain a painful Remembrance of that Scene of Blood, of which I have 
been too near a Spedlator, and which no future Return of Profperity can ever efface from my 
Mind i but in the Profpcbl before me, I think that I have every Rcafon to expedt the happieft 
Jcrmination of it, in the Extcnfion of the Powers and Influence ot the Company; and that the 
pad Example may contribute to the Permanency ot both, by prompting us to guard againft the 
Iccret Growth of the like Evil which has produced it,

Sir, 

Capiain Mayaffie joined me, and took the Command of the Detachment the Evening of 
19th Inftant. In the Morning of 20th, at Seven o’Clock, we marched off from Chutta Mir- 
z.ipoor towards Raitinagur, and entered the Town by a Street which would only admit of 
Six Files. We had advanced about One hundred Yards when the Enemy fired upon the 
Line from the Houles, and ftoin behind old Walls. Captain Doxat’s Corps, with a Three 
Pounder, was in Front of my Battalion. On turning into another Street, he was oppofed 
by a very conliderable Body of Men ; he fired his Gun, the only Round of Ammunition he 
had, and commenced the Adtion with Irnall Arms. His Europeans in a few Minutes were 
in Confiifion} my Grenadiers marched up clofe to their Rear, fupported by the Battalion. 
Capt in Doxar was loon after killed, and the Subaltern Officer wounded, with many Euro- 
peans killed and wounded. The Subahdar, two Jemidars of my Grenadiers, and many of the 
Men, were at this Time killed by the Firing from the Houles all round us in pofTeffion of the 
Enemy. Lieutenant Ball was wounded flightly in the Leg, making his Retreat with the few 
Gren. idlers with him, and in the Side, covering our Retreat with the Rear Guard, which he com- 
manded-, the Lafcars and Europeans were lb I'everely fired upon, that they quitted their Guns- 
tlK Remainder of the Grenadiers, with fuch Part of the Battalion as could be brought up, I 
put into fuch open Spaces, and in the Street, as I judged would annoy the Enemy inofl. 
About this rime a Mellage was brought to me to retreat, which I did in the befi: Manner the 
Smiation of the Place would permit. I regained the Banks of the Nulla, and beat to arms; 
the Men joined as they could come up. Captain MayafFrc was in the Rear of my Battalion* 
witli a Giui was there killed, which I did not know till we were out of the Town. I undcr- 
ftand he was Ihot a few Minutes after the Retreat commenced. Captain Spark’s Battalion had 
been divided Irom mine a confiderable Way by this Gun; his Men were out of the I'own I believe 
about the Time I was. So foon as poffiblc we collcded the Men, and formed upon the Plain ; 
fome Parties were advanced, which, kept the Cavalry oft' which were forming round us. The 
People followed us out of the Town, firing from inclofed Fields and the broken Groun'ds It 
was judged moft proper to gain the Banks of the River, which we did. The Troops were 
then formed, with their Rear to the River, and broken Ground on the Right, Left, and Front; 
a Shot from the Guns occafionally, and advanced Parties in the broken Grounds, kept the 
Enemy at a Diftance. They were taking polTeffion of a-fmall Village on the Left of my Bat- 
talion, and firing from it 5 I detached a Party to diflodge them, and burn the Iloufcs, which 
was immediately done. The Men’s Ammunition in their Pouches w^s nearly expended; I 
ferved them out about Twenty Rounds a Man from the extra Ammunition which I had brought 
with me. 1 hey were bringing up Guns to fire upon the Line, when it was determined" to 
march towards Chunar. About One o’Clock wc begun our March, and reached Jurgah Nul- 
lah about Seven o’Clock, with little or no Lofs, where we encamped for the Night. I had 
the moll exaift Intelligence of the Number and Situation of the Enemy from my Hircarrahs, 
Two of which returned foon after we marched. I fent to Captain MayalTre, and communi’ 
cated the Intelligence to him, with my Wilh to avoid the narrow Streets. He either did not 
truft the Intelligence, or had Reafons for his Conduft which I am unacquainted with. I am 
confident in the Opinion, that our Lois proceeds folcly from our marching by the Road we 

1 have in my Battalion One Soubadar, Two Jemidars, Three Havildars, and One Naick 
k'llcd ; and the Number of Sepoys killed and wounded I have not yet been able to afeertaini 
but believe not Icfs than One hundred. Captain Sparks has, I believe, loft about Twenty! 
Gaptain Doxat, and Twenty Men of his Corps, killed; One Lieutenant, and Seven Men, 
founded. Captain MayafFre, and Two Men of his Corps, killed; One Lieutenant, and 
1 hrcc Men, wounded, bcfides Lafcars.

Sir, Chunar, 4th September 1781. 

Yeftcrday Morning Major Popham detached Captain Blair with his Battalion, and Two 
Companies of his own Grenadiers, and Two Guns (6 Pounders), to attack the Enemy col- 
Icftcd at Pateeta. They were prepared to receive him, and made a very fpiriced Reliltance. 
After a very fevere A£lion, the Fortune of the Day was happily turned in our Favour, by a bold 
but well-judged Manoeuvre. Captain Blair detacched his Two Grenadier Companies to attack 
Two Guns which were ported on the Flanks and galled his Troops exceedingly. The Attack 
lucceeded, and the Two Guns were turned on the Enemy, who were foon after totally 
routed. Captain Blair brought off Three of their Guns, and fpiked the Fourth, the Carriage 
of which was difablcd. He alfo brought away One of their Tumbrils, and all his own loaded 
with their Ammunition. Three more of their Tumbrils, with much loofc Powder, were 
blown up on the Field. Captain Blair having no Means of bringing them away, he was 
obliged to leave about 1 500 of their Shot piled in a Village. The Enemy’s Numbers are re- 
puted 8 or 9000 Men } though Captain Blair judges them from Appearance to be only 3 or 
4000. They were their prime Men. Our Lofs, which I add with Regret, exceeds 105 Men 
killed and wounded ; theirs muft be proportionably more, though unknown. It is remarkable, 
that the Enemy’s Artillery and Cartridges made at Ramnagur are almoft equal to oursj their 
Cartridges and Portfires compounded with equal Skill, and their Powder much better. This 
IS the fecond inrtance in which the Service is fignally indebted to the colleftcd and intrepid 
Gallantry of Captain Blair. Other Praifes are due, which cannot be noticed in this. Thfe 
8th Colonel Morgan has difpatched Two Regiments of Sepoys, 40 Artillery Men, with Captain 
Hill and Two Companies of European Infantry. They were at Allahabad the ad. Major 
Crawford is by Accounts very near, and the Nabob but ao Cofs dirtant on the 5th.

I have advifed you in Triplicate of the Succefs gained by Captain Blair on 3d. It was dear/ 
but decifivc. With 550 Men oppofed to more than 4000, he completely routed them, took 
all their Guns (4), Tumbrils (4), and Ammunition immrafurable. Major Mofes Crawford is 
at Dildarnagur, about the Midway between this and Buxart there he remains till Major 
Popham moves. Ycllcrday Morning Major Crabb with his Detachment, confiding of 100 Eu- 
ropean Infantry, 30 Artillery with Captain Hill, and Two Regiments of Sc|X)ys, arrived, and 
thelc were ail tranfported to this Side before the Evening. Major Roberts with his Regiment/

fmall Guard. His Army would ftarve us. I hope that Major Popham will be able to begin his 
Operations on the 14th at the latcft. Doubt not of the fpeedy Succtfs. The Rajah has made rc*. 
•SicinOrig. peated Overtures for Peace, lefs humble in Terms than in* Mode i but I have declined to 
anlwer him, or even to temporize ; The Example is dangerous, and ought, even with Hazard, 
be checked in [he firfl Inltancc. You will have heard, and you will hear, many falfc and alarn,. 
ing Reports , for the Enemy invent, and our own Hircarrahs exaggerate. Colonel Morgan has 
aded with a Promptnefs and Decifion which merit public Thanks; and I with Plcafurc learn 
that all the Officers of the Detachment (hewed an Eagernefs equal to his. Colonel Morgan ap! 
pears to have formed the Refolution on 29th ; the Troops were embarked on 31ft, and tiuy 
arrived in lefs than Ten Days from Cawnporc. I avail myfclf of this vacant Sparc to allure 
you, that all will terminate well.

I moil heartily congratulate you on the Succefs of our Arms in the Conqueft of Patecta, for the 
Particulars of which I refer you to the incloled Letter from Myor Popham. I underftand tlu: 
large Reinforcements, both from Lutceefpoor and Ramnagur, oppofed him in the Field. It was 
fSic inOrig. intended to attack both Patccta and Luttefpoor at the fame Time, and the former f began inftant 
Aflaulr. Major Crabb, with a ftrong Detachment appointed for the latter Service, marched oa 
the Night of the 15th by a large, and, as it has fincc appeared, fcarce pradticable, Circuit, 
I SicinOrig. towards a Pafs which lies behind if, on to the South of Lutteefpoor. A Letter received ihis 
Morning mentions his Arrival on the Plain which adjoins to the Pals, after a March of Thrcr 
Days, inllead of One, as was expefted. It is the Road co Bidjeygur, and faid to be the Repofitory 
^SicinOrig. of all the § Nabob^s Ammunition. Major Popham marched at Two of the fame Night, nor did 
he reach his Ground with his whole Line until Ten, and then found the Place too ftrong to at- 
tempt it, without a regular Approach and battering Cannon. It fell atSix this Morning. 1 regard 
this Vidlory as a dccifivc Turn of our public Influence ; but the greateft Proportion of my Joy is 
derived from the COnfidcration that it was gained with little Bloodlhcd, an Advantage which I 
attribute, as I expefted it, to the fuperior Skill and known Compofure, nor lefs Humanity, of 
Major Popham. Major Crawford arrived here Yeftcrday Morning, much harafled, but with- 
out Lofs or Impediment in his Way.

I have the Happinefs to inform you we are in pofTclTion of Patccta, and I believe with little 
Lofs, When the Encrriy heard our Attack, a large Body ported on the Hills to the Left of our 
|j Sic InOrig. Rear, made for the Campj but jj European Grenadiers and Light Infantry, whom I kept as 
a Corps dc Referve, moved towards and totally routed them. Their Cavalry at the fame Time 
made a Motion, with fomc Infantry, towards the Right of our Camp, on which a Gun was fent 
through fomc high Grafs to our Out Port, and by firing Two or Three Rounds, obliged them to 
fly. Could I have afforded a few Sepoys from the Camp, or had the Cavalry done any Thing, 
Numbers of the Runaways muft have been deftroyed. I juft hear very few of our Sepoys 
have been killed, and not an Officer hurt. The Enemy has fuftained great Lofs,

' SicinOrig. Noon Major Crabb took Pofleflion of* the Place being totally deferted. I was Ycfter- 

day in Major Popham's Camp, and vifited the Fort of Patecta and its Intrcnchments. 
They arc both conccmptible, but in their actual State abfolutcly impregnable againft an At- 
tack, had they made any Rcfiftancc. The Fort, though fmall, is of Stone, with 4 Towers, 
a parallel Rampart and Towers, and a Ditch of great Depth furrounding them, and 
Town itfclf guarded by an Intrenchment extending far beyond it; and the Space between, 
Hills, Rocks, and Jungle almoft impenetrable. Ac One o’Clock we had the Satisfaftion to 
fSIcinOrig. fcccivc, by a regular Salute of 21 Guns, the inftant Information of the Poffeffing t of ^ut- 
tSicinOrig. f^cfpoor by Major Crabb. 1 have taken upon me to grant a Private J Commiffion of Ma- 
jor to Captain Lane, who commanded the Grenadiers of the Army, and performed cliitin* 

5 SicinOrig. guifhcd ScFvicc. I this Inftant receive an authentic § Infirmation of the above Iotclli^cnc< 
from Major Crabb.

I have had the Honour to inforna you, in various and fucccfTive Letters, of my Tranf- 
aflions, and of the Occurrences which have befallen me fince my Departure from Calcutta, 
and efpecially fince my Arrival at this Place, on the 14th of lafl: Month. Icjs my Intention to 
employ the iirft Hours of my Lcifure in drawing up a detached N arrative of the latter for your 
Information. In the mean Time I fliall continue to advife you, from Tiire to Time, of 
fuch Circumdances of Moment as occur in the Courfc of daily Bufinefs, both for your Informa- 
tion and for the Means of obtaining your Sentiments upon them for my AfTillancc and Guid- 
ance. I deem it a Misfortune that not one of your Letters, written witli the Knowledge of the 
late Troubles, have reached me-, and I much fear that many of mine may have milcarried i 
for which Ueafon I fliall caufc to be tranferibed Copies of all written fince j6th of lall 
Month, and fliall tranfmit them to you. 

Led my l.ctters advifing you of our late Succefll's fliould have been intercepted, I think it 
proper to repeat in this the Subdance of them. 

The Arrival of the Detachment from Cawnporc under Major Crabb, of lodi Indant, and 
Major Rohettibn, ijth, enable Major Popham to take the Field with a confiderablc Force. It 
was publicly expelled that his fird Attempt would be made upon Ramnagur but fuch In- 
formation having been given of the State of the Two Fortrefles of Luttcefjioor and Patecta, as 
Icemed to promife the certain and immediate Redudion of thofc Places, he accordingly 
formed his Army into Two Detachments, one commanded by Major Crabb, confiding of lit 
Battalion of 6ih Regiment, the 7th Regiment, the Battalion of the Nabob’s Body-guard, com- 
manded by Lieutenant Polliill, with Six 6 Pounders, and One 5’ Inch Howitzer; and tlie 
other under his own Command, confiding of 19th, 30th, and 35th Regiments, Two Compa- 
nies of European Infantry, the Corps of Rangers, and about 30 Artillery, with Six 6 Pounders, 

Twp 84 - Howitzers, and an 8 Inch Mortar. The Fird l 3 ctachmcnt marched on the Night 
of i/>th, by a large Circuit through aimed impradicablc Ways. But the Spirit of the Officers 
and Men furmounted every Difficulty. In Places where the Guns could not be drawn by Bul- 
locks, the Sepoys lifted them up the Rocks-, and at length, in the Morning of the 70th, they 
arrived at the Heights, lying behind and above the Fort of Luttcefpoor, at a Place called 
Lora, which commands a Pafs defeending to Luttcefpoor, and reported inaccefllble again (b 
Oppofition, but from above. The profound Secrecy with which this Expedition was under- 
taken, and to which the Security of the Enemy in a Region fo little frequented not a little 
contributed, prevented any Oppofition to our Troops in the difficult Parrs of their Route. 

Their fird Movement only, but neither their Strength nor their Dedination, was known, till 
their very near Approach. At Lora they met a Body of 2000 of the Enemy, which they de- 
feated and difperfed, with little Lofs on our Side, but on theirs of 200 Men killed on the Spot. 

The next Morning they took pofleffion of the Pafs, and of the Fort of Luttcefpoor, which they 
found evacuated. 

In the mean Time, Major Popham marched with his Part of the Forces, on the Morning 
of the i6tli, to Pacceca, a Place inconfidcrable in itfclf, being a fortified Stone Houle, within 
a very high Rampart and a Ditch of very great Depth, and the Town, which is of great Ex- 
tent, furrounded by Intrenchments. Thefe being all obfeured from Obfervation by Trees and 
thick Bufhes, he judged it not advifcablc to attempt an immediate Aflault upon the Place, 
which fortunately proved the Caufe of concurrent Succefs in both k'nicrprizes, almod in the 
fame Indant of Time; for in the Morning of 20th, he dormed and took Patecta, at the fame 
Time defeating and dilperfing Two Bodies of the Enemy that made an Attempt on his Camp. 

And on the fame Day, and in the fame Hour, Major Crabb fought and gained the Battle of 
Lora, which was the immediate and eventual Caufc of the Capture of Lucteefpoor. 

The News of thefc combined Succefles alarmed the Rajah to fuch a Degree, that he in- 
dantly fled, by a didant Route over the Hills, from Lutteefpoor, which, till that Time, had 
been his capital Rcfidcnce, regaining the Road to Bidjeygur, the only direft Way to it being 
through the Pafs abovementioned. 

The Cundernation of his Followers was fo great, and its Contagion fo rapid, that, in a few 
Hours, the Fort or Palace of Ramnagur, and the Fortrefs of Luttcefgur, were wholly abandoned 
and evacuated. • 

Major Balfour marched on zad, and took pofleflTion of Ramnagur. 

On the Morning of 25th, I parted from the Nabob, who fee out on that Afternoon on Ins 
Return to his Capital. It is but Judicc to the Nabob to declare, that on the fird Intelligence of 
thefe Troubles, noewithdanding my repeated and prefllng Injunctions to return to Lucknow, he 
profccutcd his March to Benares, with only a few Companies of Sepoys and lOO Horfe at that 
Time attending him; and has, in every other Indance, given the dronged Proofs of hisFiclc-

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lity and Attachm<nt. In the Evening I departed from Chunar, and on the next Morning 
arrived at Ramnagur. My Stay there being unneceflary, and it having been reprefented to/nc, 
that my Prefcncc at Benares would be a Means of quieting the Minds of the Inhabitants) I ac- 
cordingly returned hither Yeftcrday Morning, and had the Happinefs to find the City reftored 
to a State of perfect Order and Tranquillity. 

I have iflued Proclamations, offering Pardon to ail who Ihall quietly returii to Iheit Obe- 
dience, excepting the Perfons of Cheyt Sing and his Brother Sujan Sing, whom their late rebel- 
lious Conduft, and their Rancour manifefted to our Nation, in the deliberate Murder of many 
of our Soldiers, arfd even unarmed Paflengers, who had the Misfortune to fall into their Hands, 
have precluded from every Title to Lenity. 

The Perfons (landing next in the Line of Inheritance of the Zemindary, were Ranny Golaub 
Koower, the Widow of Rajah Bulwant Sing, their Daughter married to Rajah Durbijey Sing, 
and Bauboo Myipnerain their Grandfon by the Two latter. By the Concurrence of the Two 
firft Parties, and in confcqucnce of a written Acknowledgment made by the Ranny, of the Right 
of her Grandfon, Mayipnerain, I have nominated him to the SuccelTion of the Rauge •, and 1 
have appointed the Morning of To-morrow for hislnvcftiturc. 

I have forborne any particular Comments in this Place, referving them, where they will be 
more properly introduced, for my detailed Narrative-, yet I cannot fupprefs, without a Violence 
to my own Feelings, the Teffimony which is due, especially from me, to the unexampled Zeal 
and public Spirit of all our Officers, and the wonderful Activity with which thefe Qualities 
■were difplayed on the late Occafion. I have already acknowledged the early Exertions which 
were made by Colonel Blair during my former ffiorc calamitous Rendcncc at Benares. Of Ma- 
jor Popham, I cannot fay fufficient to exprefs my Senfe of his Services. Though my Letters 
were every where intercepted. Colonel Morgan, with a Decifion and Solicitude that reffed equal 
Credit on his Charadler, detached Major Crabb with his Party to my Afliftance on the firft and 
inftant Rumour of my Situation. Colonel Sir J. Cuming, with the like Alacrity, obeyed the 
Order of his March to Cawnpore, as did Colonel Ahmuty, in the immediate Difpatch of Major 
Crawford and the Troop of Cavalry. The fame Spirit animated every Officer of every Corps, 
and infufed itfelf into the Menundcr their Command, with an Effefl fo far exceeding the comopon 
Occurrences of human Affairs, that in the complete Space of One Month, this great and valu- 
able Province, which had been unexpcftedly and wholly loft, was in Subftance wholly recovered 
to the Britilh Empire,

Aave great Plcafurc in adding to the Proceedings of the Board during mv Abfcnce from 
whatever Strength may be afforded them by my general, and, 1 believe I may fay, literal Appro- 
bation of their Orders upon tlie fcvcral Subjects of this Correfpondence; and in olRring the Re- 
inarks which I defire their Pcrmiffion to make on them, I am chiefly influenced by the M(uive 
of giving them further Weight, by the Addition of fuch Reafons in rup|)ort of them as have 
come to my feparate Knowledge fince I left Calcutta, and could not have been before the Board, 
when the Letters to which they reply were under their Confidcration. 

1 entirely approve of the Mcafurc propoled to the Admiral, in the Board’s Letter of the 24th 
Ultimo, for preferving a free and open Communication between Bengal and rhe Ports on the 
C oaff, during the next Northern Monfooii. 1 have the fame Convidion of irs Neccffiry, uhicli 
the Board have, for the Reafons they have expreffed, and deem it the moft uTeful Service to the 
Company on which the Fleet, or a Part of it, can be. employed. If any Objc^lion Ihould pre- 
vail with the Admiral againff ffationing it in the Road of Balafore, Perfons converfanc in the 
Navigation of thefc Seas (and of fuch there are many Gentlemen at the l^refidency willing, and 
at all Times ready, to afford us the Aid of their Opinions upon thefe Subjedls when defired), 
could eafily point out fomc Place contiguous to it, where Ships might lie with more Convc* 
nience, and their Services be as eficcdual as in the Road of Balalbre. I remember to have 
heard that at Coringa there is a good Road for Ships to lie in. The Situation is certainly con- 
venienti but whether it will admit Ships of fuch Depth in the Water as his Majclly’s large Ships 
of War, is a CJueflion which I am not fufficiently MalUrof rhe Subjc(!ff to determine. 

I have read with Satisfaftion Sir Eyre Coore’s Letter to the Board, of the 30th July, even 
thofe Parts of it which contain an implied Cenfure of our Mcafures. The Language of it 
(lifters widely from the Terms of that ** of which we had fo much Reaft>n to complain of in 
his Letter of the iff March. It is liberal, and fucli as becomes a Man of Charadter and 
Station. I am now fixed in an Opinion which 1 have before entertained, if not expreffed to 
the Board, that the Ground of his unpleafant Differences with us, as apparent in the Courfc 
of his Correfpondence from the Time of his Arrival upon the Coaff, is the Formation of the 
Miliraiy Regulations which we i)a(rc(i in the Beginning of this Year, and wliich he feems to 
think were framed from Motives of perforal Holfility to him, and without a fiuficient Reafon, 
purpofely to overfet thofe we had palfed at his Recommendation in Augull 1779. Although 
I cannot fuppol'e fuch an Idea to exift with the Honourable the Court of DircdloVs, 
or that they can attribute fuch Motives to our Adlions, fince it docs not appear in what 
Way they can aftedl cither his Reputation or Intereff, if regarded in a vindidive 
1/ighr, <and are too intereffing to our own Credit in the Confecjucnce, to have been 
uiKicrtaken without a flrong Convidion of their Nccelfity : Yet, as the Realbns for the 
Mcaliire may not have been completely before them, or may be lightly remembered when 
tilde Srridurcs upon them are read, I muff beg the Board’s Permifllon to repeat in this Place, 
what I have before declared on our Records, and what is fufficiently apparent to any one who will 
give an impartial Confidcration to the Subjed: That thefc Regulations were framed ro anfwcr an 
i.Timediate Exigency of the public Service, and were refolvcd upon in a State of Affairs, very dif- 
ferent from that whicli exiflcd when I gave my Confent to paffing thofe which were recommended 
in 1779 by Sir F.yfc Coote. The Board will recoiled, that when we refolved to detach the Forces 
under Colonel Pearfe to the Coaft of Coromandel, the Mcafurc was founded on a particular Rc- 
queff, made to us by the General himfclf, before he took his Departure from Bengal ; and thar, 
at the fame Time that we well knew how fcrviceablc fuch a Reinforcement would be to his 
O;)crations on the Coaff, the Dangers ^ith which our own Provinces were threatened by the Neigh- 
bcurhood of the Berar Army to their Borders ; the Effeds which the Fear of Invafion might na- 
turally be fuppofed to have upon the Minds of the timid People of Bengal j and above all, the 
Confcquenccs chat might be expeded to arife from the Intrigues of Hyder’s Agents with the Coiin- 
iiy Bowers, confiderably affiffcd by his great Succefs in the Carnatic j fo large a Force could ill 
h: (pared from the Proteftion of the Company’s Poffefllons in this Part of India. It was at the 
fuuc Time, I believe, within the private Knowledge of the Members of* Board, that even our 
tf^diiccd Force was not adually I’uch as it appeared on the Returns j I mean to fay, that had we 
required mffant Service jfor the Numbers which ftood on the Returns, wc ffiould have been 
prcarly disappointed — fufch was the Pradicc of the Service, founded upon a very reproachful 
f ulloin, and all our Efforts, in the Trial of various and repeated Expedients to fupprels it, had 
I iiherto proved incffcdual. In fuch a Situation, it became not only ablblutcly neceffary that 
^ w Levies (hould be raifed to fupply the Lofs which wc lliould" fuffer from the March of

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Colonel Pcaifc's Dctach:r.ent to the Coafl, but that the nominal Strength of our Forces fliould 
alfo be its real one. Kcgulations were accordingly projwfed by Brigadier General Sfib^rr 
and rcl'olved on by us, to tlFe£t fo dcfirablc an End ; An locreafc of Numbers adequate to the 
Lofs of Colonel Pcarfe’s Detachment was to take place, and the Subaltern Officers of the 
feveral Companies of the Battalions, were feparatrly intruded with the Pay and Mufter of 
ihcir Corps, and, by the Duties preferibed to them, were made, as far as the Good of the 
Services would allow, without intruding upon the Authority ncceffarily verted in the Com- 
manding Officers, a Check upon their Captains. More was yet thought politic and expe- 
dieiu: Ac the lame Time that we refolved upon Meafures for maintaining a large Force fit 
for Duty whenever called on, and upon which we could always depend, we determined to 
incrcaCe the Number of our Battalions to aThoufand Menj this Body was called a Regiment 
and the Regimtntdivided into Two Battalions of 500 Men in each. This Diminution of Strength 
in each Battalion, as it ftood on the former Ertablilhmcnt, if known, would appear of little 
Moment in the Eyes of the Country Powers, and an Augmentation of the Numbers of our 
Battalions would imprefs them with the Awe of an inercafed Army. Having admitted no 
private Advantage whatever, and fomething more than the common Pay of the Rank of 
Captain being thought due to the Officers commanding fo large a Corps as a Regiment of 
1000 Men, wc refolved on a general Promotion, giving the Commands of the Regiments to 
Majors, and by alTording them the Pay of that Rank, and fome other Advantages, placing 
them above the Ncceffity or Defire of taking Profiis, which we wilhed to annul.* I will add 
for myfelf, that I was influenced in giving my Concurrence in this Meafurc (and I believe Mr. 
Whcler was fo likewife) by a Defirc of (hewing fome Diftinilion to a Number of deferving 
Men, whofe Exertions for the Public Service might foon become peculiarly nccelfary, and who 
would naturally feel a greater Zeal to do credit to their ProfelTion, when they found them- 
felves placed in higher and more rcfponfible Situations, than if they continued undiftinguiflied 
in lower ones. This Alteration in our ErtabliOimrnt, feparatcly confidcred, would of courfc 
be attended with fome inercafe of Charge; but it makes a Part only of a general Regulation, 
which provides a large Augmentation of Force, yet makes the Expcnce of the whole Army 
lefs than it was upor; its former Footing. In afiferting this I am warranted by the Ertimates 
delivered in to us by General Stibbert, on the a6th December laft, when the new Regulations 
were under Confideration. 

The new Regulations being in force before Colonel Pearfe's Detachment went away, ir, 
with the reft or our Army, was modelled by them; it partook, with it, of the fame general 
Benefit, as to nominal Strength, and indeed received fome Inercafe of its former Numbers; for, 
to make the Arrangement good, we added fome Companies, and fent to the General’s Afllftance 
a Detachment of Five Regiments of 1000 Men, inrtead of Six Battalions of 800. If the Officers 
on the Madrafs t rtablilhmcnt have been Sufferers by an Arrangement which the public Service 
of this Country has made necefi'ary, I will not cenfure them for complaining; but I muft attri- 
bute the Caufe to the Meafurc of breaking our Detachment, and dividing it among the Sepoy 
Corps of the Madrafs F.rtabliflimcnt, which, however neceffary in the Judgment of the Com- 
mander it) Chief, I rccoHeit to be contrary to the Inftrudlions of this Government, communicated 
to him when the Detachment moved from our Provinces. 

1 obferve that Sir Eyre Coote remarks on the Staff allowed to a Major of Colonel Pcaife’s 
Detachment, and thenceforth thinks it fit to refleft on the unneceffary Expence which wc have 
permitted to be incurred in the Charge of that Corps. The only Major of Colonel Pearfe’s De- 
tachment that had a Staff was Major Edmondfon, exprefsly appointed Second in Commandof it; It 
has been always ufual, I believe, for the Second in Command of fo large a Force to have the Staff 
which was allowed to Major Edmondfon ; but it was not intended, nor was it neceffary, that it 
fhould be continued to him longer than he held that Station, and therefore when he no more was 
Second in Command, as would be the Cafe when a Jun^Uon was effefted between the Detachment 
and the Main Army, he of courfe would lofe the Rights and Properties of the Office. 

I beg leave to alfurc the Board of my entire Concurrence in their Reply of the 24th September 
to General Goddard’s Letter of the 5th of July, and in that written by the Select Committee 
of the fame Date. 1 have the Honour to tranfmit to them Two Letters from General Goddard, 
bearing Date the nth June and 6th Auguft, which I received at Chunargur, and have not been 
till lately able to tranfmit to them, on account of the great Infccurity of the Conveyance: To 
thofe 1 have yet made no Reply, and none is now neceffary from me, fince the Sentimeots of the 
Board, entirely conformable to my own, have already been expreffed to him upon the moft material 
Points of them j and, as to the reft, the Board are much better able to judge, than I can be at this 
Diftance from the Prefidency, how far the Plan propofed by General Goddard, in his Letter of 
the nth of June, or that fubfequcntly propofed by the Prefident and Sclc£l Committee of Bom- 
bay, of which no Intimation has yet been fent me, for fupplying the Troops on the Malabar Coait 
with Provifions, can be complied with, without affeding the more effential Claims of the Army 
under Sir Eyre Coote, and the Settlement at Fort St. George. 

I have been ferry to obferve, on a Pcrufal of General Goddard’s Letter to the Board of 6th 
Auguft, that the General had miftaken the Senfe and Meaning of our Orders of the 1 ith of June, 
refpcaing a Peace with the Maratta State ; I judge fo from my prefent Recollcflion of them, for I 
have not a Copy with me.— In a Minute, which the General has delivered at a Meeting of the 

Scleft 
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Seka Committw, and extrafted in his Letter to us, he afferts, that one of the Events, in which 
the Phwers which we had granted him were to be exercifed, was the Deputation of Dewagur 
Pundit Moodajee Dewan to Poona, for the Purpofeof mediating between this Government and the 
Maratusv whereas I believe that our Inftrudllons to the General, not only provided for the De- 
putation of Dewagur Pundit to Poona, but of any one elfc who might be appointed to go there 
by the Court of Nagpoor. 

1 have already cxprelfcd my Approbation of the Orders fent to Bombay, and to Brigadier Ge- 
neral Goddard, on the J 4 th September, againft a Plan of offenfivc Operations, .and an Augment- 
ation of the Military KVablilhmcni on that Coad. The Realbning in favour of an Increafe of 
their Army, is doubtlefs overfet, by their own Confeflion of Inability to maintain what they have 
already, and we are unable to fupply them. I have not yet feen the Plan of offenfivc Opera- 
tions recommended, but I am generally againft it, not being able to difeover to what ufcful Ob- 
jedt it can tend, be it what it may. This Government has no Objcdl but a Peace j we have ac- 
quired all that we fought for when we were forced into the War, and we have offered a large Part 
of that Whole to effed a Peace. But I am influenced by ftill further Reafons for oppofing of 
the Orders fent to Brigadier General Goddard > and thefc I fliall now recite •, firft making an Apo- 
logy to the Board for not having before given them public Information of the Fads on which 
they were grounded. I alluded to them diftantly in an official Letter which 1 wrote Mr. 

■Wbtlcr fromChunar; but from a Fear of its being intercepted, it was exprelTcd with fo much 
Caution, that I fear * may not exadly have been underftood. In a private Letter, which I have •SlcinOrig. 
fince written to Mr. Wheler, 1 have been more explicit j and fhall be obliged to him if he will 
be pleafed to lay before the Board, and record upon their Proceedings, fuch Part of it as relates to 
the Subjed. 

I was made to underftand, by a Letter which I received from Colonel Muir, and by diftanc 
Advances made to me after my firft Arrival at this Place, that Madajce Scindia was very defirous 
of a Peace. His Willies coinciding with thofe of our Government, I fent Orders to Colonel 
Muir to negociate, and full Powers to conclude, a feparate Peace with him, accompanied by In- 
ftrodions for the Colonel’s Guidance in fixing tho Conditions of it. As thefc appear to be the 
Orders on which a Treaty has fince been prepared, 1 tranfmit a Copy of them eiulofed for the 
Infojfjation of the Board, together with a Copy of my Credentials to Colonel Muir : They were 
both drawn up to go in thefmallcft Compafs poftible, on account of the Danger to the Pafl'age of 
our Letters at that Period. Soon after 1 had difpatchcd thefe Orders, and before they could reach 
Colonel Muir, I received from him a Communication of his Corrcfpondencc with Scindia, with 
refpeft to the Conditions of a Peace, and was happy to find by it, that the Conditions to which 
Scindia would agree, were, except in very trivial inftanccs, the fame which 1 had empowered Co- 
lonel Muir to yield. 

I have the Honour to tranfmit cnclofed to the Board a Tranflationof the Propofal made to Co- 
lonel Muir by Scindia’s Dewan, on the Part of his Maftcr, a Copy of my Replies, and a Letter 
which I wrote to Colonel Muir on the i uh Ultimo, 

A Truce had been refpedfively agreed on between the Two Commanders, and my Inftrudfions 
to Colonel Muir fortunately reached him before the limited Period of it was expired. I have been 
for fomc Time in hourly hxjie^fation of hearing that the Treaty was concluded, having had the 
Satisfaftion to learn from Colonel Muir, that neither the Arts of Cheit Sing, nor the word State of 
our Affairs in this Country, even the moll exaggerated Account of them, appear to have affefted 
tlie amkable Difpofition of the Maratta Chief. But as it will afford the Board Plcafure to know 
what Ptogrefs Colonel Muir has made, I have the Honour to fubjoin an b'xtradlof the lall Letter 
which I received from him, under Date the 6 th Inftant : “ The Treaty is at laft fairly made out, 

“ and this Day tranfmitted to Scindia for his Approbation. To morrow it will be returned', and, 

to 

“ if approved. Captain Ford will be difpatchcd for * to his Camp to fee the Signature and Seal *SicinOrig. 
“ affixed } after which Interview I fhall be able to write you fully on every Part of the im- 
“ portant Charge entrufted to my Management.” To this Information I beg the Board’s Per- 
miffion to add an Extrail of a private Letter from Colonel Muir’s Camp, of yet a later Date: 

Seffai, dated iith Oitober 178 1 : “ The Treaty is ready, and Ford is to let out this Morning for 

the Maratta Camp, to have it executed by the Pateel, as he has already approved of the Articles 
“ in it.” 

The Board will obferve in Scindia’s Propofals for a feparate Peace, that he has promiled his Inter- 
pofition at Poona for cffeiling a general Peace with the Maratta State, and as in fuch Event it will 
be neceflary to take fomc further Steps for fecuring Succefs to fo defirable an Objed, 1 fhall foon . 
have Occafion to addrefs the Board again on this important Subjed.

I had the Honour of addrcfling you the 15 th Ultimo, acquainting you with the March of the 
Army to Calian, and my Arrival at Bombay, fince the Difpatch of which Letter, nothing mate- 
rial has occurred relative to our political Tranfadlions with the Maratta State, not have any Mca- 
luies been taken on the Part of their Government, which can be of Importance to the future Pro- 
grels or final Termination of the War, as the only Motion maJc by them, fincc the Retreat of 
their main Army up the Gauts has been the detaching a Body of Troops to the Northward to ra- 
va[;e and deftroy the Uidri£ls near Surat ; but as Major Porbes with his Force is ftationed in the 
Neighbourhood of that City, and the Colledlions from thefe new Acquificions arc almoft, if not 
entirely completed, it will not be in the Power of the Enemy to do any material Mifchief to them 

when 

♦ .sic inOrIg. till after the Rains, and * now fomc Plan muft be adopted for their Defence and Prefervation. 

The Troops under Major Forbes are equal to oppofe the Force at preient employed by the Enemy 
in that Qiiarteri and it is probable even a Part of thefe may return towards Poona, fincc by the 
lateft Accounts from thence the Minifter had not ventured to difmifs any Parc of h:s Army, ani 
it was confidently reported, that he propofed keeping them together the whole rainy Sealon in the 
Neighbourhood of the Capital. 

'Fhe great and heavy Expence this muft occafion, together with the Sums he has been already 
obliged todifouiTe to reward the Services of the diftbrcnt Chiefs, as well as to fatisfy them for the 
LcjIs both ot Men and Horfes fuftained during the late Campaign, will, it may be expefted, make 
the Miniiler dclirous of bringing the War to a fpeedy Termination, llydcr, apprehenfive of this 
Confcquence, has been, and ftill continues very freejuent and prefTing in his Reprefcncaii'^ms to the 
Poona Durbar, and exceedingly liberal in his PromiTes both of Men and Money to alTitt them 
againrt us. He has even given further and more ftriking I^roofs of his anxious Care to prevent 
any Coalition taking place between the Englifti and Maratta State at this l ime, by agreeii^ to 
pay the latter Fifty Lacks of Rupees; and it is confidently communicated to me, that of this 
Amount he has alreatly Tent Nana Furnefc Merchants Bills for 'Fwo Lacks. All thefe Circurn- 
ftanccs, added to the whole Tenor of the Miniftcr’s Condufl fincc Hyder entered the Carnatic, 

r rove To dole and intimate a Connexion between them, that it is evident no diflinft or feparatc 
inereft can be puifued by either, and that the Maratta Government will be bounded and directed 
by the Invent of the Operations on the Coaft of Coromandel. 

Here I cannot but lament the little Intercourfe we have enjoyed of late with that Qiiarter, by 
which Means wc are kept in Ignorance of the State of the War there. The laft certain Intelligence 
from thence was dated early in March; and though, fince that l^eiiod, many Reports have been 
currently and confidently fpicar.!, very favourable to the Progrcls of our Arms agair.ft Hyder, yee 
the fallacious Nature of this Species of Intelligence is too well known, from repeated Experience, 
to admit of placing any real Dependence upon fo uncertain and precarious a Foundation : It will 
not therefore be in our Power, confiftent with good Policy, to come to any fixed Determination, 
ur decide upon tfic Plan molt proper to be puriued at this Time, towards effedting an Accommo- 
dation with the Maratias, until we can obtain an adlual Knowledge of the War on the Coaft, efpe- 
cially as we have fo much Room to hope a favourable Ifluc to it, which alone can lecurc Succefs 
to our Negociations, and without which it is not probable, from what has already pafTcd, the Mi- 
niltcT would liften to any Conditions we might choofe to offer. 

1 have in a former iA tter, to which I here beg leave to call your Attention, moft earneftly re- 
commended the Expediency of connedfing the Operations of Colonel Camac’s Detaclimcnt with 
thole of the Troops on this Coaft under my Command, and leaving it to our mutual Endeavours 
and Refources to form a Junction of Forces, in order to adt with Vigour againft the Fnemy, 
fhould the War be prolonged another Campaign, You arc already acquainted with my Motives 
for propofing this Mcalure, and I (hall not therefore trouble you with a Repetition of them. 

Since writing that Letter, another Diminution of our Military Strength on this Side, but with 
it a very confiJerablc Dccreafe of Fxpence, no Icfs than that of the whole Madrafs Detachment, 
has been rcfolved upon. 

The Seledl: Committee of Bombay reprefented to me, as a Meafure which they wiflied to adopt 
• from Motives of ftrong Ncccfllty, and to prevent the Danger to which they might be expofed on 
account of the few Europeans belonging to this Eftablilhment, the incorporating the Men of the 
Madrafs Fluropean Battalion and Company of Artillery witli their own Troops, and fend round 
♦SicinOrlg. * Officers to the Coaft of Coromandel. T he Deference and Regard 1 paid to ihc'r Judg- 
ment, relpedling the Ri^ht they poftefted of taking fuch a Step, and the Ncceftity I was fcnfible 
there cxifted, from Conlidcrations for the public Good, for adopting it, if admiftiblc under any 
Circumrtances, has induced me to grant the Concurrence they required ; but, in order to cffcift 
a more complete Reduftion of the Expcncc incurred by maintaining a Detachment at this Dii- 
tance from its own Prefidcncy, and at the fame Time to contribute all in our Power to ftrengthen 

the 
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he Army Upon the Coafty I thought it further expedient to propoie to die C<>mniictee( tliat the 
Carnatic Battalion of Sepoys (hould accompany the Officers. The Committee have acquiel'ced in 
this Propofal* and Preparations are making accordingly for fending them round in the Ponibourne, 
ContraAor* and Duke of Pordandj Indiamen, which will, I conceive, be ready to fail early in 

no Time in acquainting you with this Refolution, that you may be fully informed of our 
Situation, Military Force, and the Extent of the Refources we polfefs for prolccuting the War 
next Campaign. The Reafons which have determined the Selen Committee and myfelf to dif- 
pofe of the Madrafs Troops in the Manner above mentioned, will be (fated at large and explain- 
ed to you by the Opportunity of the Difpatch of the Indiamen i and I flatter myfelf the Meafure 
will appear to you ofeful and nece/Tary for the Good of the Public Servfce, and meriting your 
Approbation. In the mean Time, I beg leave generally to point out the material Benefits we 
fliall derive from it : FirlV, the Redudion of a very heavy Hxpence, which has been hitherto 
fupported wifi* Difficulty, and which becomes every Day more and more and more • colonating. • Error in 
Serand, the Acceffion of a rcfpc< 5 fsb!c Force for the Defence of this Prcfidency, and at a trifling Cypher. 
Addition of Charge, when the Advices from Europe, and the War lately declared againft the 
Dutch, render Attention to its Security an Objeft of the greateft and moll intcrefting Confe- 
qococe: And Third, The Affiflance, however fmall, which the Return of the Officers and Se- 
poy Battalions to the Coaft of Coromandel will give to the Operations there. 

I (hall conclude this Letter by fuggefling and cameflly recommending to your Confideration a 
Meafure, which it appears may be of the greateft public Benefit, and muft, cxclufivc of the cer- 
tain Difficulty we (hall find in raifing Funds for the Payment of the Troops, be of the moft ma- 
terial AfTilUncc to relieve the Diftrefs they will be expofed to from the Want of Provifions for 
tlieir Subfiftcncc in a Country that has been fo long, and (lill continues to be, the Scat of a Ma« 
ratra War. The Meafure I would propofe is, to fend round large Supplies of Grain from Bcn- 
gd, where it can be purchafed at a moderate Price, for the Subfillcncc and foie Ufc of the 
'1 roops under my Command, which can be ferved out to them at a fixed Rate, and be received 
by them in lieu of Money. 

The Price can be calculated in fiich a Manner as to indemnify the Company for every Charge 
they may incur in the purchafing. Freight, &c. and at the fame Time the Troops will be fup- 
plied at a low and realonable Rate •, and befides that, the very probable Event of an abfolute 
Scarcity from the Caufc I have already afTigned, will be fully provided againft.

(liort, that may have intervened before any certain Advices could reach yOu, and remove the un- 
favourable Impreffion, which an Account as premature and exaggerated as that received from 
the Raja of Bcrar, muft unavoidably have made in your Minds i though permit me here to add,

‘^E^xtraft T^You*wilTreceive * the Inftruftions given for my Guidance in the Exercife of the 
Powers with which they have been pleafed to intruft me, are made to depend upon two Event?, 
neither of which has to our Knowledge yet taken place, and of wh.ch, as far as we may venture 
to iudee from Circumftances, there is at prefent no Prolpeft. Tbefe are, hrft, the Deputmon of 
Dcwfl?hcer Pundit, Moodajee's Dewar, to Poona, for the Porpofe of mediatmg Peace betwea 
the KnElifl^. and ‘Maratta State i and fccondly, the Arrival of any Overture d.rcdly from the Go* 
vernment of Poona towards an Accommodation. Whenever either of thefe Events fhall take 
place the Inftrudlions contained in the inclofed Letter will become the Rule, and f 6028, t e. 
bv which to rcRulate anv! form the Conduft of any Negociation that may of confcquence be 
entered into. In the mean Time I muft, after maturely confidermg the Contents of the 
Honourable Governor General and Council’s Letters, and in particular attending to thc.falfc and 
exaocerated Account tranfmitted to them of the Trar.ftaions of my March from Bhou Gaut, w^tph 
howver theyfeem to have fecn and underftood in the real and proper Light, I % perfift in the 
Sentiments I have already delivered to your Committee, and recommend the Profwution of the 
Plan of Operation for the enfuing Campaign, recently agreed upon, as moft confifteni with the 
exprefs Intentions of the Government of Bengal, and molt likely to promote the Succefs of their 
Views in the Attainment of an advantageous Peace» or even an honourable equal one. Since, m 
cafe Dewaaher Pundit’s adtual Arrival at Poona to affift in tffedting a Treaty, our Condition to 
profecute Hoftilities with Vigour will give Weight to his and our united Endeavours for that 

defirable Purpofe j and it is eafy to conceive, that if we are to expeft to receive any direft Over- 
^ Meant 

tores from the Maratta Government, the moft probable, indeed the only effcfkual Mcafure $ of 
producing a Difpofttion fo favourable to our Views, is to (hew that we are prepared and able to 
renter upon any aAive and decifive Campaign immediately, (hould he negleft the prefent Oppor- 
tunity, and fuffer the War to be prolonged another Seaton. [End of the Exiraft.]’ 

You fee. Gentlemen, from a Perufal of the above Extraft, that my Sentiments regarding the 
Expediency of putting ourfelves in a Condition to profecute, by every polTible vigorous Exertion, 
an offcnfive Campaign againft the Marattas, cont the fame as when I addreffed you the 
2 1 Ultimo. My Opinion upon this Occafton is founded upon the following Reafons, that as the 
Two principal Objefts of our prefent political Purfuits arc an honourable Termination of the War 
with the Marratt.is, and an Opportunity of exerting all our Strength againft Hydcr, neither of 
thefe Points can be attained, but by the Means of fomc great and dccifivc Advantage over the 
former, ftnee it is natural to fuppofc they will never fit down for a Time contented with the Lofs 
they have already fuflFered, and wait the llToc of Hydcr Ally’s Operations on the Coaft of Coro- 
mandel, which have had fo favourable a Beginning, and in whole final Succefs they know they 
muft lhare rather than agree to any Terms we might offer, provided they remain free from the 
immediate Apprehenfion of further Danger or Moleftation from us. Another Argument, and 
that a moft powerful one, is, that the great and formidable Preparations now adually making by 
the Marratta Minifter, promife an Exertion on the Part of the Enemy, which it is neceffary wc 
fhould be prepared effcOually to refift, and if poflible retaliate with double Vengeance upon them. 
This End will, 1 truft, be fully obtained by carrying into Execution the Plan I have propofed, 
and 1 therefore moft ftrenuoufly folicit that no Time may be loft in tranfmitting fuch Inftriidlions, 
and affording fuch effeaual Aid as may enable me, in Concert with this Governmenr, to adopt 
and enter upon the Meafures neceffary for its Accompliflimcnt. As the Particulars of the Plan 
above alluded to are contained in the Minute given in by me to the Seleft Committee, and ex- 
plained at large in our feveral Addreffes to you, and will be tranfmitted you by Sea, which at 
this Scafon is the moft expeditious Mode of Conveyance, I need not now fwell this Packet, by 
en-ering Into a minute Defeription of it, which muft be known Jong before this can reach you. 
It is fufficient to mention here, that it is propofed to colledl as large a Force as Circumftances 
will poffibly admit of, and adequate to the Purpofe of carrying on an offcnfive Plan of Operations 
with Effcit: That, for this Purpofe, a temporary increalc is to be made in the military 
Eftabliftimtnt : That Futty Sing is to be called upon to perform his Engagement with the 
Honourable Company, and required to give every Afflftance in his Power to the Prol’ccution of the 
War : That, exclufive of this Aid, the Utility of Horfe to carry on any diftant Operations againft 
an Enemy, whofe Strength confifts in Cavalry, is fo obvious, and their Services fo neceffary B give 
H decifive and complete Succefs to our Arms, that a Body of ferviceable Horfe ftiould be 
employed by the Company, and at their own Expence, if 00 other Means can be found of 
• 10840 them: And laftly. That the Detachment under Colonel Muir ftiould be ordered to co- 
operate entirely with me, and, if poflible, form a Junflion of Force-, without which the Plan 
propofed muft remain imperfect and defeaive : A> the Execution of this Plan will neceflarily 
involve us in a temporary Increafe of Expence, and this Government conii.iues to declare itfcii 
totally unpoffeffed of Refources for its Support, it is ncedlefs to obferve, that our entire De- 
pendence muft be placed upon you and that without your timely Aid and Exertions in our 
Behalf, it will be tmpofllble to adopt the Meafures now psopofed in their lull Extents and unlcft 
we do to, no important or adequate Succefs can be expet^lcd. 1 (hall do myfclf the Honour of 
addrcflTing you again very (horily, acquainting you with the Refult of my prefent Vifit to the 
Northward, in the BuGoefs of which, on account of the Ihort Period that has paffed fince my

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Arrival, I have not been able to effrA any Thing. After alTuring you of the cheerful and 
implicit Obedience which I Ihall moft icrupuloufly pay to the Cotnmanda with which you have 
been pleafed to honour me, I (ball conclude the prefent Addrefs by acknowledging, with the 
mod grateful Thanks for the further dtftinguiihing Marks it contains of your Favour, your 
Letter of the 14th June, which reached me this Day.

The Treachery of Rajah Cheyt Sing has compelled me to retreat toc'this Place, where I wait 
to reduce this Zemindary, a Work, I trud, of no great DifHculty or Time. 1 have received 
a Letter from you mentioning that Madagee Scindia has offered Terms of Peace. I fend you full 
Powers.— Agree with him citner for an Alliance of mutual Defence or Neutrality.— If he defires to 
include the Pclhwa, you may agree to a Treaty of Peace with the Pefhwa, and an Alliance againd 
Ilyder Aliy Cawn, and all common Enemies; or of Peace (imply on the Conditions of redoring 
all that we have acquired during the War, except Ahmedabad and and § the Territory conquered 
for Raja Futty Sing Gayevan, and the Fortreis of Guallier, and Fort and Territory of Satar. 
That we will never affid Raganaut Raw, nor interfere with his Concerns, nor admit him into our 
Forts or Territories; but we will not deliver him into the Hands of anyone; Jet a Time be 
allowed him to repair to a Place of Security. 

We will yield what is ours, and what we can in Honour grant, but we will never fufifer our 
I'ri'aties to be infrin^d nor our Faith to be violated.— Reierve for us Badein if you can, even 
if it ihould be neceflary to yield in Exchange for it all the Lands obtained by the Treaty with 
Colonel Upton, except Sallett and the other ceded Iflands, and the ceded Moiety of Baroach : 
but do not infifl on the BafTcin to the Hindrance of Peace. We want nothing from them but 
their Alliance againd Hyder Ally Cawn, and that we difpenfe with. Be careful that the Agree* 
ment do not contain any Thing hoftile to the Government of Berar, or hurtful to our Connec- 
tion with it; obtain the Reftoration of the Chundery Raja, and fecure, as far as you may have 
the Means, the Interefls of the Raja of Nurwetr, and any other Chiefs who have been adive in our 
Caufe. Include the Rana of Ghode and Futty Sing Gaycivan in the Peace, to prevent (uture 
Provocations of Hodility ; let it be agreed to exclude the French and all the European Nations 
from the Ports and Dominions of the Marrattas. If a Treaty has already taken place between 
General Goddard and the Marratta State, the prefent Treaty muft in fuch Cafe be void, but you 
may affurc Scindia that no Peace (hall be made to his Frgudice. Send, if you think proper, a 
confidential Perfon to Madajee Scindia. If he will engage on the above Terms, he mu(t con- 
clude them now : I am making my final Arrangements, and if the Time is Jo(l, a Treaty * a 
Treaty with him may be for ever precluded by them. Obviate any Conclufion which he may 
draw from the prefent Scene. — It regards myfclf perfonally, and myfelf at this Time but little.— 
Cheyt Sing, by the fudden MaBacre of fome of the Sepoys of my Guard, which diminilhed it to 
the Imall Number of too Men, (hut up with me in the clofc Suburbs of Benares, might havo 
dFciffcd my Deftruffion. I efcaped the Danger, and Troops are alTembling daily, to which he 
can afford no Oppofition. While the.Effei^ of thc(e lnftru6tions is pa(ung to Scindia, the 
Kaja’s total Exclufion ought to be accomplKhed ; I hope it will.

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Copy of a Letter from the Honble. the Governor General to Colonel Grainger Muir, dated 

Chunargur, 11th September 1781. 

Sir, 

I had juft clofed the accompanying Letter to you, when I Yefterday received your feveral Dif- 
patches of the 25th and 27th Auguft. 

^ Scindia’s Propofitions arc on the whole very nearly conformable to my Wifties 1 I now return 
them with ftiort Anfwcrs annexed to each, which I defire you will explain to his Dewan Chinnagee. 
That Part of the Firft Article in which he provides that he (hall at all Times be aflTored of the 
Afliftance and Support of our Government, if conftrued literally, would require more than we 
could at all Times be able to perform •, and as I think it nccellary that nothing (hould be in- 
ferted which, under any polTible Conftrudlion of Words, may be inconfiftent with Sincerity and 
good Faith, I have therefore qualified my Acquiefcence to the Firft Article, by explaining to 
what Extent, and under what Circumftances, AITiftance (hould be given by cither Party. 

You may further explain, that it is not expeded that he (hall afford us AITiftance in any Cafe 
againft the Peftiwa. 

The Exception with refped to Huder Naich, in the Second Article, will, I imagine, form no 
Obftaclc to your concluding an Agreement regarding the reft of Scindia’s Propofals. — He muft 
know that in the prefent bufy Scene of War on the Coaft, many important Events muft have hap- 
pened. Thcfc muft have Weight with regard to any Negociations relative to Hyder Ally, and 
thefe neither Scindia nor I can pofilbly forefee or judge of belides, he is at too great a Diftance to 
interfere in any Negotiation between us and Hyder, if we were ever dcfirous that fuch a Thing 
(hould take place. 

I am well plcafcd with the Plan which Madajee Scindia propofes with refped to the Pc(hwa, 
and even wifh that a feparate Treaty may be concluded with him without your finding it necef* 
(ary to enter into any DifculTion whatever regarding the Objeds in Difputc between the Pefhwa 
and us : Leave them open for future Difcuftlon, and accept of Madajee Scindia’s Offer of Me- 
diation; defire hirn, on concluding the feparate Treaty, to fend me Paffports and Perwannas 
without Lofs of Time, for a Gentleman whom I (hall (end to Poona in Company with a Perfon 
from him, with full Powers to fettle and conclude a Treaty between us and the Pe(hwa. 

On finilhing the feparate Treaty, you will immediately return with the Detachment under your 
Command to the Vizier’s Dominions. 

If it Ihould be agreed on betwixt you and Scindia that a Truce (hould take place between us 
and the Pefhwa, during the Period which may be limited for fettling a final Treaty betwixt us, 

1 defire that you will communicate to General Goddard this and any other Article which may 
affcdl his Operations, and forward to him the inclofed Letter from me, in which 1 have directed 
him to adhere to the Terms of your Agreement. 

You will obferve that in my Anfwer to Scindia’s Third Propofition, I have excepted generally 
the adfual Poircffions of the Rana of Gohud. I think it neceffary however here to explain this 
Anfwer more fully } Gualior muft pofitively be kept for the Rana ; but if Scindia, in the courfe 
of your Negociations, fhould infift on our reftoring Cutchwagur and the reft of the Territories 
which have, been put in the Rana’s Poffeffion by us fince the Commencement of the War, I 
dcfirc that you will not let thcfc Territories be an Obftacle to the Conclufion of Peace.— We 
may reftore them without any Deviation from the Spirit of our Treaty with the Rana, in which 
the Refervation of Gualior clearly implies a Right of difpofing of any other Conqueft ; and com- 
pared with the Acqoifition of Gualior, thcfc Territories arc of fo fmall Importance to the Rana, 
that I think it probable he will, if neceffary, agree to their being reftored.

'[eying to me Advices of Sir Eyre Coote’s Vidory over Hyder’s Army on the 27th Ult. and do 
finccrcly and heartily congratulate the Board on this glorious Event. I have given Orders for the 
immediate Difpatch of the Intelligence to the Officers of the Army without the Provinces, that 
fnay be communicated to the Troops, and a Salute fired in Joy bf our fignal Succefs. The 
News which you have done me the Honour of tranfmitting me, will, I hope, contribute to aftbrd 

advantageous Rcfult to my P/oceedings t and I beg wave to allure the Board, that nothing 
lluil be wanting on my Part to 00 Credit and Honour to the pleafing and generous Confidence 
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which they are pleafed to rcpofe in my Zeal for, and Attention to, the Iniereft of thc’public

To the Governor General. 

Sir, 

We have had the Picafurc to receive your Letters of the 13th, i8th, 22d, and 23d of UH 
Month, in the Secret Department. 

The C'ondud of Bcneram Pundit merits our Approbation in every Refpeft. We Ihall with 
Pleafure add our Signature to the Bond which you have given him for the Advance of a Lac of 
Rupees, Inde d wc (hould be happy to reward fuch an Inllancc of gctierous Attachment and 
public Confidence in any Manner that might be agreeable to him, and that would properly ex- 
prefs the Approbation of Government. 

It is difhculc for us to exprefs the Satisfadlion which we feel at your having been able fo 
fpecdily and (o fuccefsfully to fupprefs the Rebellion of Cheit Sing ; nor can we fufiicicntly ad- 
mire the Spirit and Alacrity with which the Troops flew from every Quarter to your Support. 
Much depended upon the Vigour and Rapidity with which the Forces of the rebellious Raja were 
attacked, and his Strong-holds inverted. The Meafures which you adopted, in fo critical and fo 
uncxpcdtcd an Occafion, do you no Ids Credit than the Promptitude and Ability with which your 
Orders were executed are honourable to the Officers and Soldiers who followed your Com- 
mands. 

From the great Quantity of military Stores which Cheit Sing had colleflcd, and his other Pre- 
parations, we arc perluaded that he looked ultimately to Independence, by artbeiating himfelf with 
our other Enemies. Your Arrival at Benares, and the Circumftances that followed, precipitated 
his Refolution. The Conclufion has been fortunate in every Refpedt. 

The Daringnefs of the Raja’s Condudl fhews to us how much this Government ought to be 
upon its Guard in watching the Conduft of its powerful Tributorics and Connc£lions ; and we 
are convinced, that the Ifl'uc of the Commotion will hold forth fuch an Example as muft deter 
all fuch Attempts for the future, and eftablilh more firmly the Powers of this Government. We 
repofe the utmoft Confidence in your Wifdom and Ability to bring thefe Troubles to a happy 
Termination. The Steps which you have already taken and communicated to us, appear the 
moft proper that could be adopted} nor have we a Doubt but that your final Eftablifliment of 
Peace and Security in the Zemindary will be fuch as fhall be moft for the public Honour, and 
the particular intereft of the Company, 

When we are favoured with the full Detail of your Tranfaflions, which you propofc to fend us, 
we ffiall with Pleafure difeufs this Subjed more particularly. The Interruptions to oor regular 
Communication with you, have in no Inftance, we believe, prejudiced the public Intereft ; they 
have even ferved, as you juftly remark, to ffiew the Similarity of our refpeftive Sentiments and 
Determination, at a Time when neither you nor we could be informed of the Opinion of each 
other. 

You judged right in not publiffiing our Proclamation at Benares, after your own had been 
iflued. Declarations from an Authority that might be fuppofed diflerenr, could not add to the 
Force of your Reprefentations. We wifti to ftrengthen, not to embarrafs or weaken your Hands: 
We have accordingly ordered the Refident at Benares to fupprefs our Proclamation, the Objeft of 
which Proclamation was to prevent the Contagion of Rebellion from fpreading. We wiflicd to 
imprefs the Provinces with the proper Idea of that Steadinefs to the public Faith which is the true 
Intereft of this Government, and which our Enemies arc continually endeavouring to impeach to 
our Difcredit. The Occafion afforded us alfo a happy Opportunity of teftifying to the World 
• SkinOrig. that Spirit of llnion* and Harmony in our Council which is ever defirable, but which, in the pre- 

Unity 

fent Situation of Affairs, may be faid to be indifpenfably neceffary. We arc convinced that your 
Sentiments on this Subje^ arc exaftly oor own. Even in Times of leis critical Emergency, a 
Difl'crcncc of Opinion may prevail, and often docs, with Advantage, in the Conftitution of an 
, Adminiftration fuch as ours. But the prefent Crifis admits not of the F:mbarraflrments of the 
Oppolition of Opinions. We arc furrounded with War. Its Expenccs have exhaufted our Re- 
fources. The Difficulties and Diftreffes of the prefent State are without Example and beyond 
Conception. As good Servants, as Men capable of refleaing upon the interefting Magnitude of 
our Truft, what Inducements have we not to unite cordially in exerting every Faculty°and Abi- 
■ lily which we poffcfs, to promote the Welfare of the public Intereft with which we are charged ? 

impreffed as wc muft all be with thefe Sentiments, and equally impreffed with the Ncccffity of 
Harmony among ourfelves, we need not add that wc arc perfuaded that every Latitude of Power 
t SkinOrig. with which you arc veiled f fliall be fexecuted for the public Good ; and that the Readinefs of oof 
Ai'probation can only tend to excite you to great and fuccefsfol Excrtions. 


Your 
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Yoiir Situatioiji, verted with foch Powers and Conrttlence, has already enabled you to forward 
the great and neceflary Objeft of Peace. We have every Reafon to hope that the Arrangements 
with i^cindia may lead to a fpeedy ConcJufion of the whole of the Maratta War. Your Appro- 
bation of the Letter of the Board of the a4th September to the Government of Bombay, is moft 
fati'fadory to us, as well as your Opinion of General Goddard’s Propofitions in his Letters of 
July and Auguft laft. The Force of the Expedition which was intended againrt the Cape of Good 
Hope having, upon Information of our Dillrefsin the Carnatic, been moll generpufly and wifely 
direfled by Its Commanders to come to Our Aid, wc hope it may arrive upon the Malabar Coalt 
at a Time the moft fcafonable to give Succefs to your Negociatioos at Poonah. 

We wilh to have your Opinion how the Government of Bombay Ihould be direfted to ad, in 
cafe General Meadows arrives there with the Troops under his Command ? and whether, as Ge- 
neral Meadows can have no direift Authority from the Company to ad with their I roops, this 
Government rtiould not fend him a fpecial Authority ? 

Upon this and many other intcrefling Subjects we feel the great Want of your Advice and 
Direilion •, but much as we wilh your fpeedy Return to the Prcfidcncy, wc cannot prcls it ; the great 
Advantage which your prelent Situation affords you to regulate the Affairs of the diftant Pro- 
vinces, to ftrengthen our Frontier, and forward the Bufinefs of Peace, is fuperior to every other 
Confidcration. 

As the Communication is now open between us, wc fliall inform you regularly of our Proceed- 
ings j and hope to hear of your Progrels fully and conffdcncially upon every convenient Occalion.

I have the Honour to tranfmit to you Copies of a Letter from Mr. Middleton— of my 
Anl'wtr thereto — and of my Inftruftions to Colonel Morgan in confequcncc.— 

An early and proper Exertion of our military Force will cfFcftually fupport the Authority of 
the Vizier, and in all Probability prevent any dangerous Combination amongft the Jaghcerdars, 
v\ hich their Wealth and numerous Dependants might olherwife enable them to form for rc- 
riHiiig the Hefumption of their Jaghcers. 

In exceeding the Number of Troops exprefsiy demanded on this Occafion by the Viaier, I 
have conlulted only his Security and Advantage, and I am convinced from my own Informs-^ 
lion of the State of his Country, as well as from Mr, Middleton's Reprefentations, that h is 
but anticipating a further Requifition, which, if deferred until the rcfradlory and difaffeded 
Pci foils Diall become formidable, will be attended with great Hazard and proportionate £x- 
, pence to the Vizier, 

1 he Nabob h iving experienced from me fo ready an Attention to relieve him from the con- 
ftant Expence of the temporary Brigade, cannot think it unreafonable that the Subfidy for the 
occafional Force now to be employed for his inteVnai Security, fhould be liberal, and adapted 
to the Circumflanccs under which we furniih if, as ^cll as including its afhial Difburfements. 
It is on this Principle that I lhall cAimate it, after having afeertained as prccifely as poflible the 
lixtd and contingent Expcnces,

I have now the Honour to fend you the Narrative which I promifcd m my Letter of 
the 1 6th Oftober, of the Tranfaflions and Events' which paffed during the Courfc of the 
late Infurreflion of the Province. 

I had begun it at the Time of the Date prefixed to it i but the bufy Scene which followed, 
both while I was at Chunar, and after my Return to Benares, hindered me from profecuting ic 
till a few Days. before the Date which I have fubjoined to it. I did not chufe to alter the 
Introdudion, although written at fuch a Difiance of Time from that in which the Body of the 
Work was executed, and even from the Exifience of the Events which are recorded in the 
latter, becaufe I found it not eafy to give it a new Form, without a total Omiflion of 
what had been already produced, while my Mind was animated by the recent and aflual 
Scenes in which it was engaged, to an anxious and moft feeling Solicitude, not more for 
the KTuc of the impending Conteft, than for its Confcqucnccs on my own Reputation. In the 
Conlcioufnefs of the Rcifiitude of my own Intentions, I had allowed myfclf to ufe an Appeal 
the moft folcmn and mofl facred that could bind my Relation to Truth, or imprefs the Con- 
vidlion of ic on the Hearts of others i nor could I, confiftcntly with my own Senfe of its 
Obligation, withdraw it, or coldly place it after the Narrative already written, and written un- 
der the Check which I had impofed upon it.— I know not whether I lhall be clearly underftood. 
— If 1 am not, yet let the Endeavour to explain a feeming Impropriety in the ConfiruAion of 
this Performance be accepted for its Apology. 

I have only to add my Hope, that as I have received the moft cordial Support in the pad 
Events from you, my refpcdtablc and moft rcfpcdled Aflbeiates in the Adminiftration, and as 
it has been my unvaried Study to prevent your fuffering any Embarrafimcnt from them, my 
Conduit in tliem may alfo receive its firrt Reward in the Teftimony of your Approbation.

We arc forry that the Narrative of your Proceedings during the Courfe of the late Infurrec- 
tion at Benares, did not arrive in Time to be forwarded to the Honourable the Court of Direc- 
tors by the Swallow. We had detained that Veffel for a confidcrable Time, in Expedation of 
it; but judging it neceffary at length to difpatch her without them, we adted accordingly, 
and fhe left the Pilot on the 3d Inftant. 

The Nancy, which has been coppered, was ordered immediately after to be got ready for 
conveying it, with the Papers annexed ; and they fhall be copied as fpeedily as poffible for that 
Purpofe. We are now bufy in the Perufal of them.

f'J* ('"'I [The Board having already paffed their Opinion, in Terms of the fullcft Approbation, upon 
the Governor General’s Condudl and Management in the Suppreffion of the Rebellion of Cheit 
Sing, and the Regulation of the Province and City of Banarist they think it unneceffary to 
repeat their Opinion of ihofe Meafures. 

They cannot at the fame Time but remark, that the Explanation which the Governor Ge- 
neral has given in fome Parts of his Proceedings, during his firll Difeufiions. with Cheit Sing, 
and rubfequent to the Convullion, are rather an open Avowal of the Motives that aduated his 
Mind, than the guarded Reprefentations of a public Officer, dating to his Employers the 
Meafures which an extraordinary Situation influenced, didated, andjuflifled. 

To a liberal and candid Tribunal, fuch was the natural, and certainly the wifeft i^pcal. 
The Generofity and Juftice of a Britiih Tribunal looks more to the real Motives and Zeal of 
their Agent, than to the preconcerted Artifice of his Condud, or the legal Diferiminations of 
his Defence. Even where a public Mcafurc is unfuccefsful, the Refponfibility required by the 
Agent (if rifqued upon public Principles) is frequently his Juflification, and in many Cafes 
entitles him to Applaufe. 

In thefe didant Dominions the ruling Servants of the State attend more to thofc Rules 
and Forms which proted from Refponfibility, than to an ardent Purfuit of the public Intered; 
under every private Rifque, the Hands of Adminidration may fecure thcmfelvcs againd Con- 
demnation, even though the Country (hould be lod through their Mifmanagemcnt. 

It was not by avoiding perfonal Rcrponfibility that the Servants of the Public cdablidied 
the Britidi Influence in Afiaj nor is it by fuch cold Precautions that our Power is to be main- 
tained, efpecially at an Hour of general Hodility againd us. The Board are led into thefe 
Obfervations, from an ingenuous Confideration of the Difficulties in which the Governor Gene- 
ral found himfelf involved at Banaris, and a Conviftion of the Motives under which he aided. 
The firfl were furmounicd with Ability and Fortitude: The latter they mod fincercly believe 
do him real Honour. 

Eafy would be the Talk to approve the Suppreffion of the Rebellion, and to dand difeon- 
nefted with any Refponfibilicy, by judifying thofe Aids which certainly precipitated the Storm 
from the Cloud in which it had gathered ; Aids which Judges at a Didance, Judges unoppreded 
with the aftual Embarraffments of this Government, may, with great Spccioufnefs of Argu- 
ment, condemn. But the Board widi not, they cannot permit themfclves to proceed fo diho- 
genuoufly or guardedly. They are at the fame Time aware, that in a rigid Invcdig.ition of 
the whole of this Bufinefs, the following Quedions will be afked : 

id. Where were the Governor General’s particular Indruidiions for fuch extraordinary 
Demands upon Cheit Sing i 

2dly. Why was that Chief put in Arred, when he offered to make every Conceffion ? 

3dly. Whether there was not a CompaA between hirn and the Company, which fpccified, 
that he was only to pay them a certain annual Tribute ?

In anfwer to the Firft (^eftion, the Board think the Governor GcDtral was fully authorifed 
by the general Tenor of hia Inftruftions» The Governor General having a deciding ^Vote, 
could have written out and approved more particular InftruAions. There was a Delicacy in 
the Mode he preferred j and it impofed a greater Refponfibility. 

In regard to the Second Queftion j it is evident from Cheit Sing’s Anfwcrs and Preparations, 
and the whole Tenor of his Conduft, before and at the Time, that nothing but Arreft could 
have convinced him of the Governor Gencrars Determination. 

That the Arreft was not intended to proceed farther than the Payment of a proper Fine to 
the Company, who ftood in the Place of his Sovereign and Benefadors, is evinced by the Go- 
vernor General’s Anfwer to Cheit Sing, after his Confinement. 

Had a total Revolution in the Adminiftration of the Zcmccdary been intended, the Arreft 
muft have been effected with more Force, and greater Marks of Severity. 

That the Officers who went to execute this Service were convinced that no Meafiire of dc- 
termined Severity was intended againft Cheit Sing, appears from that unfortunate Want of 
Precaution which coft them and their Followers their Lives. 

The Third Queftion involves much Argument, yet is fully anfwcrcd by that Part of the 
Governor General’s Narrative, which difeufles the Sunnud under which Cheit Sing ruled tlic 
Provinces, and which was fo liberally granted by the Company. 

The Corrcrpondence with the India States, (hews clearly their Ideas of the Rrghts of Zemec- 
dars and Rajahs proteficd in their Zemeedaries by a fuperior Power. Had Cheit Sing been 
an Ally Sovereign Prince, who paid only a fixed Subiidy, his Military Preparations, and hi» 
infidious Condud, under Pretences of Poverty, in difappointing the Expedations of the Go- 
vernment from the Army under Major Camac, juftified, together with his Correfpondence with 
our Enemies, the fevereft Exertion of Aid to alTirt the Company in their Difticfles, and atone 
for his Ingratitude and Treachery to a Power who proteded him, and to whom he owed Ins 
Situation. 

On the Subjedof the Treaty concluded on the i8th of September Jaft, between the Gover- 
nor General and the Nabob Vizeer, and which the Difficulties of the Communication pre- 
vented the Governor General from explaining fo fully before, the Board have to obferve, 
that the Treaty is evidently a political Expedient, which forfeits no Advantage, which 
promifes the Acquifition of many, and which, properly managed by this Government (as 
Events favourable, or even unfavourable, arife), may lead to the final ^nd complete 
Arrangement of an Alliance with the Vizccr. Such an Alliance, being Icfs oppreffive to him, 
may be more advantageous and honourable to the Company, and may remove that too general 
but dangerous Impreflion, which the different States of this Country have received from the 
double Charader in which we have hitherto appeared in India — that of Allies and Con- 
querors. 

If the Nabob Vizeer (hould not be able, under the Support of the Troops of this Govern- 
ment fiationed at Cawnpoor, to maintain the Tranquillity of his Dominions, and colled thofe 
Relpurces which arc neceflary to defray even his reduced Expcnccs, and difeharge his heavy 
Debt to the Company, a new Arrangement mull follow i and that Arrangement ncceiTarily, at 
the exprefs Requeft of the Vizeer, will fccure every Advantage that can be wifhed or expefted 
from his Provinces by this Government. 

The Redudion of that heavy Burthen of Expcnce, which was at once opprefllve to the 
Vizeer, and of no Return to the Company (though a Source of Patronage to this Adminiflra- 
tion), the Board approve of moft heartily j and, with a full Senfe of the Credit which i Mea- 
I'ure of fuch Difficulty and Unpleafantnefs refleds upon the Governor General, they take this 
Occafion of pledging to him and to ihcir Employers their Utmoft Support, not only irt* this, 
but in every other Branch of public ceconomical Reformation, which he may propofe. 

Upon the Return of the Governor General, the Board rcfolvc to difeufs with him thofe Parts 
of the Treaty, which carry the Appearance, of a hafty Agreement. The DifaflFbdion of many 
of the Vizecr’s principal jaghcerdars }. and the Steps which, from the Rrcprefcntations of 
Colonel Hannay and other Officers, appear to have been rapidly taken by the Begums, to 
fupport the Rebellion of Cheit Sing} were probably very early known to the Governor Ge- 
neral, and through the Medium of all the Sufpicions that his Situation, at the Time he met 
the Vizeer, had naturally created. 

At fuch a Moment, and under fuch Sufpicions, and even while the IfTue of the Confeft of 
Cheit Sing was depending, it is not furprifing that fome Parts of the Agreement between the 
Governor General and the Vizeer were fpeedily adjufied, and, as the Governor acknowledges, in 
Convf rfation at their Firll Interview. 

A fliort Time will fatisfy the Board, whether the Vizccr is willing or able to fblfil his Part 
of the Treaty : If he is, and that the Company can recover their Debt from him in the pre- 
It-nt Emergency and Diftrefs of their Affairs, the Board cannot then but agree that the Go- 
vernor General has afted in the Arrangement not only with Zeal, and the beft public Inten- 
tions, but with a maftcrly Decifion, that muft entitle him to the grateful and complete Appro- 
bation of his Employers.

Extract of a Letter from the Board at Calcutta to the Court of Direflors. 

^ (a) [Honourable Sirs, 

Par. I. TN our laft Letter from this Department, by the Swallow Packet, dated 39th December 
1781, we informed you of the Detention of that Veflel for the Purpofc of carrying 
home a complete Narrative of the Governor General’s Proceedings while at Benares and 
Chunar, which we daily expected to receive from him t however, as the Length of this Paper, 
and the great Number of References annexed to it, made it impoillble to fend them down 
fooner than he did, and we found it would require a long while to copy them after their 
Arrival, we determined to difpatch the Swallow without them, judging that you would be im- 
patient to hear from us on the Reftoration of Peace in the Diftrids of Benares, and to receive 
the lateft Accounts from Madras of the Situation of Affairs in the Carnatic. 

Par. 2. We determined at the fame Time to difpatch the Nancy Snow, Captain Kiffcrnan, 
with thefe Reports, as foon as they could be prepared •, and we have now the Pleafure to tranf- 
mit them to you, a feparate Number in this Packet. 

Par. 3. The above Papers contain fuch a full Account of all the Tranfadions of the Go- 
vernor General upon this Service, together with the Motives and Reafonings upon them, that 
we think it would be fuperfiuous to add any Thing of our own, but to recommend them to 
your attentive Perufal.] 

Par. 4. By thefe it will appear that the Treachery and Intrigues of Cheyt Sing, fupported 
by the Difaffedion and reftlefs Dlfpofition of the Bhow Begum, Mother to the Nabob of 
Owdc, atFyzabad, produced Infurredions in that Country which till lately we were unapprized 
of, on account of the Communication between that Place and Btnares being wholly cut off. 

Par, 5. At the fame Time that the firft Information of thefe Aillurbances reached us, we 
were happy to hear that they had been quelled by the Accounts received there of the fucccfsful 
Edbrts of our Troops in Benares, and the March of Two Regiments from Cawnporc to the 
Relief of Colonel Hannay, whofe Sepoys gave evident Proofs, by their Defertion, that they had 
been tampered with, and he with moft of his Officers were in great Danger of their Lives, 

■ a Detachment under Lieutenant Gordon having been adually attacked and cut oflf, and the 
reft of the Corps being furrounded by the Rabble levied under Sandion of the Begum, avow- 
edly for the Service of Raja Cheyt Sing. 

Par. 6. The Circumftance of thefe Levies is further corroborated by various Reports from 
Fyzabad, and by the Lift of Cheyt Sing’s Forces delivered to the Governor General at Chu- 
nar, in which the Troops faid to be come from Lucknow, which formed a Part of his 
Strength, muft evidently be the fame (fince they agree in Number) with thofe which Colonel 
Hannay declares to have been raifed and fent to him from Fyzabad.

^ (l>) Par. 7. The juft Grounds of Sufpicion which had been given to the Nabob, by the Begum 
and other principal Jaghyrdars in his Country, by the Symptoms of Difaffedion, and even 
Treachery difplayed in their Condiid, made it an Objed of ferious Confideration with him to 
take the firft Opportunity which (hoiild offer, confiftent'wich Jufticc, to difpoffefs them of the 
Means of becoming injurious to his Authority} and the Necefllties of his Government re- 
quiring extraordinary Aid, he refolved to take this Occafion of depriving them of thofe 
extenfivc Jaghyrs, which enabled them to become troublefome, by the Revenues which they 
yielded, and the Number of Dependents neccffarily retained for their Colledion and Defence, 
and to refume the Lands, allowing Penfions to the Jaghyrdars, in lieu of the Revenues. 

Par. 8. As the Rcfident at Lucknow had been made Guarantee to an Agreement, formerly 
executed between the Nabols and the Begum, in which he had engaged for a fpecific Sum of

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Money, to dcfifl: from all further Claims upon her. It wai neccllafy' for the 

Sanftion of this Government to his Intentions, before he could carry them iota Ewcution,. 
which the Infidelity of the Begum gave but too muck Reafon tp grant. You, will find this 
Meafurc provided for in the new Treaty ♦, concluded with the Nabob by . the Cwvernor, 
General, at Chunar, on the 19th September la(h . . 

Par. 9. On the Firft Attempt made by the Nabob to carry this Plan into Execution againft 
the Begum, fhc determined to refill his Authority, and raifed a Revolt by the Means of her 
Eunuchs, jewer Ally Cawn and Behar Ally Cawn, who had collcdled a Force of about 5000 
Men in order to ftt the Nabob at Defiance. Notice of this Second Infurrcdiion having been 
tranfmitted by the Refident, without Lofs of Time, to the Governor General at Banares, he 
immediately ordered a large Detachment to march from Campore, and the Nabob refolved to 
go in Perfon to Fyzabadj on his Arrival there, by the Afilllance of our Troops, he took 
poflenion of the Kcllai and the Eunuchs, feeing it would be in vain to make a ftand when 
iuperior Forces were expeded, furrendered thcmfclves Prifoners to the Nabol>, and their 
Followers difperfed. 

Par. 10. In Order to punilh the Begum for this daring Ill-condudt, and to put it out of her 
Power to apply the Treafurcs which (he had amafled, to the Purpofe of railing further Commo- 
tions in the Country, the Nabob refolved to feize her Wealth, which by the Mahomedan Laws 
he W.IS intituled to, as an Inheritance from his bather, who in the latter Years of his* Life had 
committed his Treafury wholly to her Charge, and it had remained with her after his Death.] ^ 

Par. II. This Wealth, whatever it might be, he determined to apply to the Payment of his 
Debt to the Company ; and we have received Information from the Refident, who attended him 
to Fyzabad, that he had aflually paid him the Sum of 5^ l.acks of Rupees in ready Money, 
and by Draft on Bahar and Jeyvar Ally Cawn, which would foon be realized.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

Herewith I have the Plcafurc to forward the Honourable Board the following Papers ; 

N* I. General Statement of the Vizier’s Afmy. 

3. Statement of the Vizier’s Military Dilburfements. 

3. Statement of the Vizier’s Civil Expcnces. 

4. Statement of the Jaghiers in the Vizier’s Dominions. 

5. Statement of the Vizier’s Revenues. 

6. Statement of the Vizier’s IlToes and Receipts on Account of the Hindoo Year 1184, 

or from the a8th of September 1776 to the 28th September 1777. 

By thefe Statements, or rather Eftimates, the Honourable Board will obferve tlie enormous Sum 
by which the Vizier’s Expenccs exceed his Income j and, as I obtained my Information from the 
beft Authority, I have great Reafon to believe that I have not over-rated them. 

The Minillers have often reprefented to the Vizier his Situation, but without EfFcdl i for though 
he may have been convinced at the Time of the NecelTity of a Reform, yet his Turn for Expence 
will render it a mod difficuUTafk to bring him to abide by any regular Syftem. Befides this Reafon, 
there is a very principal one arifes from the Oppofition his Minillers meet with from Imaum Boclk, 
"I'ipper Chund, and the favourite Tcllinga Rajas, who countcradl every Meafurc they propofe for 
introducing good Order and CEconomy. The Charadlcrs of his Excellency’s Favourites I explained 
to the Honourable Board in my Letter of the 2 ill Augufl: lad, and am ignorant of any Change 
having happened in his Sentiments towards them. 

It appears to be his Plan to intrull to the Tellinga Rajas the Management of any Farms that may 
in future fall vacant. I dread the bad Confequences that mud enfuei for it needs little Judgment 
to penetrate into the Condufk of Men of low Birth, without either Education or Abilities, and 
whom I may fafely declare totally unfit for the Charge of Government. The Country already 
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feels the Effe^^s of Violence, and the Vizier does not receive even a temporary Advantage 
from it.i **, whatever they may collect from the Country, the Payments to him from all the 
Piftrifts* fall infinitely Ihort of the former Hents. 

The Miniftera, whoever they be, will be conftantly perplexed how to aft towards the Fa- 
vourites, as their Influence with the Vizier places them above Controul, and likewife enables them 
to obtain extravagant Allowances for the Charges of Colleftion, as well as great Deduftions for the 
Failure of Crops, deferted Lands, and under various Pretences void of Foundation. Thcfe Men 
themfelves, I am told, doubt the Permanency of their Situations— they are fenfible of the general 
Difffuft which prevails againft them, and that on any Change of Government they would be the 
firft to feel the Efiefts, and therefore are the more earneft to acquire Emoluments, without regard 
to the Means. 

In my Addrefs of the 8th of Auguft laft, I informed the Honourable Board of the Abufes which 
rcianed in the Mint, and of the Improbability of their being reftified, owing to the Influence of the 
Manager, one of the principal Telltnga Rajas. I am forry to obferve, that Abufes daily encrcafe i 
for at this fhort Period of Time from my forwarding the Honourable Board a Table of Aifays, the 
Coinage at fome of the Mints has been debafed near Three per Cent. Such Departments of the 
Government as are not under the Management of the Favourites arc ncglefted, and the Perfons 
invciled with the Charge of them expofed to the greateft Difliculties. Aumils, whofc Diftrifts arc 
filled with refraftory Zemindars, and require Troops to fubjeft them, cannot obtain Afllftancc in 
proper Time, and, on this Account, I have known great Lofles often accrue in the Revenue. 
Another great Difficulty they labour under is, the Affignments granted ori them exceeding the 
Rent of the Lands they hold. To many People of Influence who have theli: Aflignments they do 
not dare to give a Refufal, for fear of being injured by them, and they are at the fame Time 
unable to comply with their Demands i fo that 1 recollcft many Inftances of Aumils, whofe At- 
tention has been more taken up in making Excufes to Tuncawdars, than in the Care of their 
Diftrifts. Every Tuncawdar fends a Vackcll, Hircarras, and a Number of People to colleft his 
Tuncaw, and if he has Troops under his Command, he detaches a Party to exaft Payment from ' 
the Aumil •, very often Troops, whom the Vizier cannot pay at the Prefence, arc fent to colleft 
their Arrears from an Aumil. They frequently treat him in the moft ignominious Manner, by 
confining and depriving him of all Suftenance, until he finds Means to fatisfy them. So confi- 
dcrable an Officer of Government as an Aumil, whofe Charaftcr fliould be held up to the People 
in the moft refpcftablc Light, to be thus dlfgraced, muft not only affeft the Vizier’s Authority, 
but his Revenue, and is 16 prejudicial, that it will be impoflTible for the Government to fubfift 
long upon this Plan. 

^ (a) [Another great Abufe which prevails, is the Contempt with which the Vizier’s Authority 

^is treated; His Orders are ill executed; his Perwannas difregarded, even in the neighbouring 
Diftrifts to the Capital, unlefs accompanied by fimilar ones from the Perfon immediately iif 
Charge of the Province. In fome diftant Parts of the Country, neither his Excellency nor his 
Aumils arc much regarded; the Gurrocporc Diftrift particularly can hardly be faid to be under 
the Vizitr’s Government, as it is held by Zemindars who pay little Obedience to the Aumils, 
difeharge their Revenues with gteat Irregularity.] 

Heretofore it was ufual to annex the Sayer, or the Cdileftion of Duties of Goods tranfported by 
Land, to the Department of the Aumil of the Province, but the Vizier has thought proper to 
make the Sayer of all his Dominions a feparate Office, and entruft it to the Management of 
Bowanhy Sing. This has been produftive of much Confufion and general Complaint, bccaufc it 
interferes with the Authority of the Aumils, and creates perpetual Difputes. The Perfons under 
the Sayer are frequently concerned in the Farming of Lands, and holding Offices under the 
Aumils. Both the Daraghaof the .Sayer, and the Aumils, have Claims on the fame Man, and 
both ilTue Warrants to feize his Perfon and Effefts. Many Aumils have found fuch great Impe- 
diments fronj this clalhing of Authority, that they have made the Darogha a Prclent to give them 
up the Farm of the Sayer. To this Evil I fee no Remedy, bccaufc the Vizier’s ftrong Attachment 
to the Darogha deters all Complainants from reprefenting their Grievances ; and the Caufes of 
Complaint are really aggravated by the Difpofltion of the Darogha, who excrcilcs his Office in a 
very arbitrary unbecoming Manner. 

In the late Vizier’s Time there was a Colleftion of the Sayer confined to Duties on Goods tranf- 
ported by Water from particular Places only ; but the Sayer, on its prefent Footing, is a very cx- 
tenfive important Department, not fo much from the large Amount of the Colleftions of it, but 
from the Opportunities it gives an ill-difpofed or incapable Man at the Head of it to caufe 
Irregularities in the Government. 

The Sale of Spirituous Liquors had become, in the late Vizier’s Time, fo great a Nuifance, that ’ 
he found it ncceftary to publiffi an bdift, making it Death to diftil or vend any. Some Offenders 
who were the moft notorious he punifhed ; ftill the Advantages accruing to the Country from ihc 
Confumplion of Articles ufed in the Still, rendered it neceffary to wink at the Infringement of this 
Edift, if it was not carried to excefs. The prefent Vizier has thought proper to cftabbffi an Office, 
under the Appellation of Abkany, merely for the Prevention of making Spirituous Liquors, the Au- 
thority of which extends to all his Dominions, and is entrufted to the Management of Rhemaum, 
who was a menial Servant of his Excellency’s. He has under him many Companies of Sepoys,

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which he difpofes of throughout the Country, accompanied by a numerous Body of AgentSt and, 
under the Pretence of Diftulers or Venders of Spirituous Liquors, every Individual is expofed to 
their Violences. This Office is not only the Caufe of great Oppreffion, but of Lofs, for the Au. 
roils on this Account complain much of the flow Sale of many Articles, particularly qf the Sugar 
Cane. In like Manner with the Sayer, the Office of Abkany interferes with the Authority of the 
Aumils. 

The Honourable Board will obferve, by the Statement of the Vizier’s Revenue, the extenfive 
Diftrids entrufted to the Management of Individuals, which has been the Caufe of much Confufioo 
and Irregularity •.•and the Divifion of them ought to be one of his Excellency’s firft Obje^s. 

I have to obferve to the Honourable Board, the Abufes which I enumerated in the Adminiftration 
of the interior Parts of the Country are at leaft equalled by thofe at the Prefence. 

The Execution of BuGnefs at the Public Offices is protrafled unneceflarily, owing to the Vizier’s 
Inattention, and the Difficulty the Minifters are under in bringing him even to give his San£lion to 
their A(5)s: Without it, however great the Latitude may be, he avowedly grants them, ilill they 
dare not proceed ■, for in the prefent divided State of the Court, the Miniflers have too much to 
apprehend from the Infinuations of their Opponents, to enter into any Meafures, unlefs exprcfsly 
authorized by his Excellency. 

On the Appointment of the Miniflers, I informed the Honourable Board of the Advice I had 
given the Vizier, and theConfidence I entertained of their earncft Wiffi to promote the joint Intercfls 
of their Mafter and the Company ; and I h^ve equal Kcafon to believe they are zealous in their 
Duty. Hyder Beg Cawnhas (hewn Abilities fufficienc to difeharge the Trufl; repofed in him; 
but, curbed and oppofed on every Occafion as he had been, it is impoffible to expcA he (houtd 
have been hitherto able to introduce a Reform in the Government. 1 (hail dwell particularly on 
this SubjeA, bccaufe I know his Attachment to the Company has expofed him to the Enmity of 
all the Court i but 1 humbly hope the Honourable Board will regard Hyder Beg Cawn as a Man 
to whom their Countenance and Protection are necelTary, as well to fupport the Vizier’s Govern- 
ment, as the Company’s Interefls. 

Tipper Chund and Imaum Buc(h are the principal Opponents of the Miniflers, bccaufe they are 
themfelves endeavouring to obtain the Adminiftration of Affairs. Imaum Buclh has a very great 
Influence with the Vizier, who has conferred every Mark of DiflinCtion and Honour on him that 
he could, and dignified him with the Title of General •, his being a weak Man, and having fucfi 
Weight with his Excellency, are ufeful and necelTary to Tipper Chund, without being in the leaft 
dangerous. Tipper Chund direCts all their Plans and, as 1 underfland, it is their conflant En- 
deavour to imprefs the Vizier with Doubts and Sufpicions of the friendly Intentions of the Einglilh, 
and the Infidelity of the Minifters. Thele Suggeftions, together with pofltive AftTUrances, that 
in cafe of their coming into play, his Excellency’s Privy Purfe (hould ever be kept full, let what 
other Funds and Affignments might fail, have fo far fucceeded, that the Vizier is inclined to make 
Tipper Chund his Mmifter, if the Honourable Board (hould approve of itt and I therefore think 
it my Duty to mention thefe Circumftances without Referve. 1 know him to be a Man avowedly 
ill-difpofed to the Englifh, and ever fince my (irft having had the Honour to hold the Station of 
Reftdent, I have met with conftant Oppofition from him in all my Negociations, particularly in 
that principal one of fecuring Funds for the Payment of the Expences of the Nabob's Troops un- 
der Britifh Officers, and the Army Subfldy. 

In refpeCl to the Tellihga Rajas, the Part they have taken in thefe Intrigues is not fo confpi- 
cuous i but the Minifters, in doing their Duty, muft clalh with their Interefls, and in confe- 
qucncc arc their ftrenuous Opponents. 1 have to obferve, by the Irregularities in the Vizier’s Go- 
vernment, the Company muft ultimately fufferi for I conceive it an Impuffibility that the Affign- 
ments granted, either for the Payment of the Subfidy or Balance, can be realized on the prelent 
Syftein. 

The Rcfldent is unable to have fuch vigilant Agents as to prevent the ColleClions of all the 
Places on which he has AfTignments from being appropriated to other Payments in preference to 
his. Some private Tuncawdars will make it the Aumils Intereft to favour them. Mutinous 
Troops exaa the Money for their Tuncaws, and thus the Deficiencies will fall on the Company. 
On the other hand, if the prefent Mode is fet alide, and Ready-money Payments demanded of 
liis Excellency, little or nothing would be realized. 

The Freedom with which I have dated the Situation of the Vizier’s Affairs, and the Neceffity 
of a Reform in them, will, I hope, meet with the Exculc of the Honouiable Board. I, for my 
Part, (hall only prefume to fay, that from the Experience I have had of his Excellency’s Difpofi- 
tion, he will hardly of himfelf regulate his Affairs, and that the only Remedy to be found is in 
the Affiftance and Proteflion of the Englifh.

The f.rc'f, in-T /wicrrancy of the perfonal Favourites of the Vizier, in oppofition to the 
Miniftei'i, v. !i ! hi. h .^cellcncy hitnfclf made choice of, and whofe Conduct he has hitherto been 
pleafed to “; p ove, appeared to me fraught with fuch dangerous Confcquences, that I have 
thought it inct."Abent on me to give the latter the ftrongeft Aflurances, that the fame Support 
they have hitherto met with from the Englilh, and which alone can infure to them the Influence 
neceflary to the due Execution of their important Truft, would be continued to them fo long as 
their Conduit fhould furnilh noCaufe of Complaint againft them j but thefe Afforanccs, without 
fome concurrent Teftimony from the Vizier himfelf, would not have had the immediate EfFeit 
which I wifti them to work : I was, at firft, (truck with this NeccITity, from the Circumftances 
which Mr. Briftow has fet forth in his Addrefs of the zad Ultimo, relpedting the Characters and 
Difpofitions of the Men who compofe the Oppofition aeainft the Miniftry, and which 1 have 
found, from every Enquiry I have been able to make, to be, fo far as regards them, juft. 1 have, 
indeed, had more convincing Proofs than my PredecclTor, of the outrageous and deftruCtive 
Lengths this FaCtion would dare to proceed, having been pretty well afeertained that it has 
been a Meafure agitated, and actually agreed on, to airalTinate the Minifter HufiTcin Reza Cawn, 
and his Naib Hyder Beg, to make room for Tipper Chund and Immaum Buxh, whom the 
Party have chofen for the Miniftry. 

The Perfons who evidently appear to be the Principals in this Confederacy, are Immaum 
Buxh, Tipper Chund, and moft of the Tellinga Rajahs. Although I am thoroughly convinced 
that his Excellency is unconcerned in, and unacquainted with, thefe Cabals, and that he is fo 
far from harbouring Ideas correfpondent with fuch Defigns, that- he has a good Opinion and a 
real Confidence in HufiTcin Rcja and Hyder Beg Cawn, both Men of Family, and among the 
oldcft of the late Vizier’s Dependants; yet fuch is the Influence of the Orderlies (particularly 
Immaum Buxh), from being the Companions of his Pleafures, over his Excellency’s Affections, 
that I (hould fear he might be ready to cxcufe in them an Aft which he himfelf would abhor the 
ConimilTion of, and even take the Perpetrators of it into the fame Degree of Favour they be- 
fore poffeffed. How foon an uncontrouled Reign of fuch People would plunge the Nabob's 
Affairs, and this Country, into irredeemable Ruin, is but too obvious from the Mifehiefs which 
rcfult from their prefent Influence, controuled and counteracted as it is. They are, indeed,' of 
Charafters, as infamous as they are, from the wapt of Abilities and every requifite Experience, 
incompetent to the Charge of the Offices they wifh to feize, by the Sacrifice of thofe who now 
hold them. In fo ferious a Conjunflure as this, 1 thought it neceffary to found the Nabob’s Dif- 
poficion towards the Miniflrrs, and as I found that he entirely approved their Conduff, and 
had no perfonal Objections to them, or any apparent Wifh to remove them for others, I 
thought it pfudent to mention to his Excellency (but witliout telling him of the Cabals forming), 
that as he affured me Itc entirely approved of the ConduCl of the Men already in Station, I could 
wilh he would be pleafed to honour them with fome new Marks of his continuing Favour, that it 
might be apparent to the World the fame ConduCt would be ohferved towards them as hereto- • 
fore ; adding, at the fame Time, that this would manifeft to the World that I heartily joined 
in wifhing to fupport Men, whom his Excellency had firft adopted, and ftUI deemed competent 
to the Charge 01 the important Offices they were entrufted with. 1 have the PIcafurc to acquaint 
the Honourable Board, that his Excellency, without the fmalleft Relutftance, but, on the con- 
trary, with the utmoft' Cheerfulncfs, acquiefeed in my Propofal, and appointed laft Night to 
beftow Khelauts'upon Huffein Reza and Hyder Beg Cawn, which was accordingly done in my 
Prefence. 

I hope the Honourable Board will approve the Conduit I obferved on this Occafion, which

(a) [The Country of Gorruckpore, particularly that Part which lies contiguous to the Moun> 
tains, although hot in actual Rebellion, is fo far unfettled, as fcarcely to be deemed a Part of the 
Vizier’s Dominions. The Revenue of that Diftrict is rated at 560,000 Rupees j but, from the 
Manner in which the Payments have hitherto been made, 1 do not apprehend that more than Half 
that Amount will be realized : And the Reafon which the Aumul alfigns for this Failure is, the 
Number of Zemindars on the Confines of the Province, who, being in Pofiefllon of Mud Forts 
withhold their Revenue, under various Pretexts, until extorted from them by Force. Under thefc 
Circumftances, the Clurge of the Army ncceffary to be kept up, in that one Diftrict, is almoft 
equal to the Amount of the Collections.] ^ 

His Excellency intends to march tow.trds Gorruckpore as foon as the Ceremony of the Mohur-*^ 
rum is over; his Plan is to bring thefe Zemindars to an equitable Adjuftment of their Accounts, 
to reduce all the Forts that are not immediately ncceflary for the Defence of the Country againft 
foreign Invafions, and to put ihofe in the Poilcflion of Men whofe Fidelity and Allegiance he 
can rely upon.

Having given you this Information, 
we have only to acquaint you further, that we cannot, in conformity with thefe Kcfolutions, fend 
to Colonel Morgan the Orders which you defire for detaching any Force to the, Affiftance of the 
Phouzdar of Allahabad } and at the fame Time that we think it proper to direct that you allow 
no Remillions or Deductions whatfoever to this Farmer, we cannot but pay the lefs Regard to the 
Keprefentations which he makes j remembering, that at the Time when Force was Rationed in the 
Diftricts of Arriel and Barrah, under his Phouldary, to affift the Collection of the Revenue j fo 
far from dcfiring the Continuance of its Aid, his Complaint effected the Recall of it, and it docs 
not appear that his Country is in a more unfcttled State now than it was at that Time.

I have received your Letter enclofing me a Paper of Accounts of the Allignments and Tuncahs 
of the Army, &c. &c. requeuing that the whole Amount of them might be difeharged in ready 
Money. This Letter gave me great Pleafure, and made me acquainted with all Particulars. My 
foie an>l ccmlfani Wilhes and Defires are, to maintain my Friendlhip with the Company, and to 
give Satisfaction to the Nabob, Governor, and the Gentlemen of the Council} and in this 1 never 
wilfully failed. The Particulars of the DiltrelTcs and Difficulties which for Four Years I have 
laboured under are well known to you ; and yet, notwithllanding all thefe Diltrelles, I remained 
ftedfaft in my Refolution to plcafc the Nabob, Governor, and Gentlemen of the Council, as my 
Fricndfliip for the Company required} and entertained Hopes, that the Nabob and Gentlemen 
would, upon difeovering my ruinous Situation, have extended their friendly Aid to me: But as 
yet this has not taken place. Laft Year, from the Want of Rain, Deficiencies happened in the 
Country, and Mr. Purling took from me all the Refources which I had for the Payment of my 
own Houfchold : But this 1 cheerfully fubmitted to, and fupported during the whole Year fuch a 
Weight of DiftrelTcs, that my Brothers were obliged to go to Delhi to keep themfelves alive, and 
my Houfchold Servants nearly died of Want. This Year, bcfidcs the Deficiencies from the 
Drought laft Year, Additions have been included in the Alignments, and I, by (topping my un- 
avoidable and nccelTary Expcnccs, together with the Stipends of my Grandmother, of the htc 
Nabob’s Wife, and of my Brothers, added to the Affignments for the Tuncahs of the Army, &c. 
every Thing which I could \ and am now unable to add any Thing more, as I have not the 
fmalleft Rclburce left ; if 1 had, I (hould not make any Excufes. I have therefore prepared Bonds 
for the Amount of the Money due, which I requeft you will fend to the Nabob, Governor, and 
to the Gentlemen of the Council, and which (hall be difeharged at a future Time. My Hopes 
are, that the Nabob, Governor, and Gentlemen of Council will take CompalTion on me, that I may 
be refeued from my Difficulties, and may not be diftrelTcd for my nccelTary F^xpenccs, and thole 
of my Brothers and Family. My Houfe and whole Country belong to the Company and Gover- 
nor and Council.

Copy of a Letter from the Nabob Vizier to Mr. Purling. 

I have received your Letter, in which you inform me, that Letters to this Purport are come to 
you from the Governor and Council That the Pay of the Sepoys ftationed with the Aumils of my 
Provinces, and the other Expcnccs of the Mahals, arc very confidcrablc ; but that all which the 
Aumils dcduifl: from the Sircar for the Payment of thofe Sepoys, and the Expcnccs of collcding, 
is not really fpent, and that every Thing lo deduded on thofe Accounts is their Profit: That if 
the Troops arc ncccfTary for the Management of the Country. You will furnifh them from the 
Company. You therefore requeft, that as the Gentlemen of the Council have written (blcly from 
their Fricndfliip, and for my Advantage, I (hould accordingly comply with their Requeft. 

All thefe Particulars I underftand, and am perfeflly convinced of the firm Friendlhip and Af- 
feftion of the Nabob, Governor, and the Gentlemen of Council ; and that they have written to 
me from the Sincerity of their Love, and for my Advantage; but the Manners and Methods of 
the Adminiftration of this Country arc not folly known to the Nabob and Gentlemen. Tlie 
Number of Horfe and Foot, and the Dedudions to the Aumils in the Time of the late Nabob, and . 
in the Two Firft Years of my Government have been greatly diminifhed; but wlien i found if 
any further Diminution was made in the Number of Horfe and Foot, the Management of the 
Country would be injured, 1 therefore fettled the Tuncahs of the Sepoys for Eight and Six 
Months (whereas in the late Nabob’s Time they received Twelve Months), that a fufficient Num- 
ber might remain for the Management of the Country, and that yet there might be a Saving : the 
Army having been long in my Service, and being attached to me, readily agreed, upon feeing 
my Difficuliics, to receive Six and Eight Months, in hopes of future Advantage : TIuis the nc- 
ceflTary Number were kept up at a dimioilhed Expence but if any were deduced, LolTcs and 

[3 03 Injuries 
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Injuries would arife in the Colleflion of the Money. The Troops which are ftationed out arc alfo 
in my Service, and the Delicriptions of them arc in the Paper of the Sircar? and Mutededdies for 
murtcring and paying them who were employed in the Time of the lute ^abob, arc now at dif- 
ferent Places, and the Aumils pay them agreeable to the former Cuftom. What Power haVc the 
Aumils to deviate from it ? There is not the fmallcft Reafon to fufpea them. As for the Com. 
pany’s Army, you yourfelf well know that they are ftationed at the Places where their Prcfencc is 
requilite, and from whence they cannot be fuffered to go and fettle the Affairs of the Country. 
The Aumils, in cafe of any Difputc with the Zemindars, who poffefs ftrong Forts, requeft from 
me Support and AfTiftance, and I, at the Times when it is requifite for their Aid, or for the Re. 
dutftion and Punifhment of Rebels, apply for One or Two Battalions from Futtyghur. It is abfo- 
lutcly necefl'ary, and it is likewife the ellablilhed Cuftom of this Country, that befides the Troops 
ftationed, further Affiftance Ihould be fent from the Sircar and the Prefente? becaufe, as the 
Troops ftationed tlifperfe and divide for the Purpofe of colleding, if on a Difputc or Attack Sue. 
cours were not fent by the Sircar, the whole Management of the Mahals would be loft. Accord* 
ingly in many Places during thefe Two Years, for want of Attention and Affiftance from the 
Prcfencc, the Aumils have been killed. If it had been poffible totranfad the Bulinefs of the Coun- 
try with a fniallcr Force, I Ibould certainly have done it? but the prefent Number cannot be dimi- 
nilhed, becaufe it is confiderably Icfs than the Force kept up by the late Nabob, and is merely 
what is abfolutely indifpenfablc. Should this be dccreafcd, the Aumils will not be able to keep 
thcmfclvcs out of the Hands of the Zemindars, nor will any Colletftions be received ? and the De- 
dudfions for the Expences are not now the Fourth Part of what they were, and what now remains 
is abfolutely neceffary. As the Payment of the Company's Troops is fo indifpenfablc a Duty of 
mine, that I am at any Rate to fubmit to any Diftrefs for the Purpofe of difeharging it? had it 
been poffible for me to pay that off by diminiOiing thofc Expences, I Ihould certainly have done 
it? without the prefent Number of People and the prefent Expences, no Money can be collected 
nor any Thing done. Do you confidcr well, and reflect maturely, that you arc to receive a con* 
fiderablc Sum on account of the Company, and that without the prefent Force and neceffary Ex- 
penccs the Country cannot be managed, nor will any Money be received from the Aumils- By 
the Bleffing of God you arc wife, and comprehend all Matters, fo that any Thing further on this 
Subject is unneceffary.

1 have been favoured with your Letter of the 9th Inftant, incloflng a Purwannah from his Ex. 
ccllcncy the Vizier, requiring a Battalion of Sepoys to be fent to Allahabad, to fubdue to Obc- 
•SicinOrig. dience the refradlory • under the Aumil there, and to compel them to the Payment of his De* 
mands. Permit me to let you know, that I am conftrained from a Compliance with his Requi- 
fition, by an Order of the Board that is in force, and forbids Detachments of fuch Strength 
being fent from the Brigade? and the Commander in Chief, when he vifited the Station, gave 
me to underrtand, that the Brigade was ftationed here with the Intent of fccuring his Excellency’s 
IDominions from being invaded or difturbed by foreign Powers ? and Battalions were not to be 
detached to affitl the Aumils in collcfting the Revenues ? and I (hould fuppofc his Excellency al- 
ways had on Foot a Force of his own fufficient to enforce the Payment of his Reveni.eL 

I have here now only Five Battalions: My Force having lately been diminifhed by a Battalion 
being fent to Benares, and the unpromifing Afpeft that our own Affairs Wear at this Jundure, 
f SicinOiig. would induce me not only to t on not weakening it farther, but make me defirous of adding to it ; 

therefore, I beg leave to requeft the Favour of you to let me know, when 1 may order Captain 
Crabb’s Battalion to join my Brigade. 

The Commander in Chief alfo affured me, that Captains Lucas and Crabb’s Battalions were not 
to remain long detached ? thofe Battalions being fent to affift in the Collcftions, muli be con- 
fidcrcd as Indulgcncies granted by the General, who had the Power of removing and detaching 
'I'roops as he thought proper? but I am not inverted with that Power, excepting on fuch Emer- 
gencies as may demand it, for the Security of the Nabob’s Dominions againft his public 
Enemies.

I enclofe you a Copy of my Anfwer to the late Refident’s fimilar Application, by which you 
will perceive that I have not the Power of complying with this Requifition. 

I wrote the Honourable the Governor General a Letter immediately, requefting hjs Inftrudlions 
on that Head, the Anfwer to which 1 expedf will arrive in Four or Five Days. I will acquaint 
you with them when they arrive, and Ihould the Authority be delegated to me, (hall immediately 
comply with his Excellency’s Kequifition. But when One Battalion is detached from this Station, 
now*, there will fcarcely remain a fufficient Number of Sepoys to perform the Camp Duties [ •SicinOrig. 
therefore, I muft requeft the Favour of you to let me know when I may fend for that Battalion 
at Kerybad, from the Command of which Major Crabb being now removed, thofe Rcafons that 
afled moft forcibly for the Detention of it there, will ccafe to exift, as I underftood the Battalion 
was fent there with an Intent of ferving him more than promoting any public Service.

(hould have found it neceffary to decline Compliance with the Nabob’s Requifition cnclofed in my 
Addrefs of the zd Inftant. Your not having been furnifticd with Authority to comply with fuch 
Requifitions, I am inclined to believe muft be owing to Ibtnc official Nt-glcift or Omifflon at the 
Prt ildency, as I am well aflured it was the Intention of the Honourable the Governor General 
and Council, that I (hould be furnifhed with every Aid from the Company’s Troops ftationed in 
the Dominions of the V'izier, that I might confidcr ablolutely ncccflary for the Protedfion and 
Security of his Excellency’s Alfignments to the Company and to evince to you the Grounds on 
which I ventured to concur in the Nabob’s Requifition, I do mylclf the Plcafurc to enclofe you 
an Extratft of the Honourable Board’s Inftrucliuns to me upon invelting me vvith my prelcnt 
Office.

I have received the Honour of your Letter of the 6th Inftant, with an Extract from the 
Honourable Governor General and Council’s Letter to you. 

Be aflurcd, Sir, that 1 hold the true Intereft of the Company warmly at heart j and that I 
am defirous of promoting and prefcrving Obedience and good Order to the Governments of 
his Excellency's (their Ally) Country, as well as of preventing Tumults- and Diforders in it. But 
I muft beg leave to remark in the Extract, the Security of this Station's Safety is the premier 
Confideration to be held in Regard, and that therein is pointed out the Neccfllty of my being fur. 
nilbed with Inflructions relative to detaching Troops on the Vizier’s Requifition. 

That I make the Safety of the Station the leading Objeft of my Care, is manifelled from m» 
Endeavours to keep together a Force formidable enough to awe the envious and watchful Powers 
that furround us from Attempts on his Excellency’s Dominions, from my Solicitude to prefervt 
good Difeipline among the Troops, which 1 muft here obferve to you, is unavoidably ruined by 
their being detached on the collcfting Buftnefs, as I with much Concern obicrved in Two very re- 
cent Inftances. I clearly apprehend how needful a Compliance with the joint Requifition of that 
Nature is ; yet being at the lame Time convinced that I am not fufficicotly warranted to detach 
a Battalion in Breach of the Orders of the Board, I, on the Receipt of Mr. Purling’s firft Ap. 
plication, immediately addrefled the Honourable the Governor General with a Requeft, that hit 
Inftrudions on that Head might be tranfmitted to me without Delay ; as in my prefent Situation 
I did not confider myfelf inverted with Authority enough to make fuch Compliance, I expefl m 
be honoured with their Inftruffions on the loth or iztn at fartheft. 

I Ihould be forry you were reduced to the Ncccflity of returning the Aftignments, yet I cannot 
imagine that the Evil is in want of an adequate Remedy. But ibould i by my Condoft hazard 
the Safety of this Country, and bring the Company’s Affairs into Perplexity, I can’t hope that 
my Juftification would be found in the Urgency of your Rcquifitions j therefore I muft at prefent I 
confidcr that my own Security is clofely involved alfo in every Mcafurc that I take. Now the 
•SicinOrig. Defence and Safety of thefc Countries (of courfe the Company and * Intcrefts) arc lodged in my | 
Hands -, and though 1 cannot venture to prcdi(ft, yet I am oblijged to apprehend, that fome bad 
+S!cinOfig. Confequence may f derive from my allowing the fmall Body of thefe I have with me now to be 
divided and detached in fuch a Manner, that a Junftion of the Parties could not be effected upon 
a very Ihort Notice, which would be a Thing impoffible to be done by Troops from Bhara and 
Areyi, and from the other Side of the Dewar. 

Your receiving daily Intelligence from every Quarter, makes it unncccffary for me to let you 
know what I learn. But it is rcquifite for me to employ my Vigilance, and to watch the Motions 
and Intrigues of the Mahrattas and Nujif Khaan. I learn that the Vakeel from Hyder Ally, now 
with Nujif, has communicated to hint) the Fall of Arcott, and I can’t doubt that you will agree 
with me in the Opinion, that thefc diftant Succeffes againlf the Company may operate advcrfanly 
in this Part of India. However, I wifti you to be affured that I (hall always be ready to lend you 
every Affiftance m my Power, and (hall have a Battalion ready to march immediately on my 
receiving the Honourable the Governor General’s Directions. I don’t fuppofc tire Delay of a 
Day or Two will be the Occafion of much Lofs in the Collection'. Permit me to requeft tliai 
you will place yourfelf in my Situation, and then review the Matter under Confideration,

Your Inftrudions of the djd Ofkober have been the * invariable Rule of my Condudl ; and now 
I have held my Office a fufficient Time to fpcak with fome Degree of Certainty to moft Points, I 
fhall enrer upon an Explanation of the State of this Government- 

Your Obfervation, that your new Meafurcs will require a long Time to execute, is but too 
true. 1 he total Want of Syftem, and lawlefs Habits which prevail, muft be correfted by pro- 
greffive Means ; the Peace and Security of the Country, and Regularity in the fcvefal Depart- 
ments of the State, will be gradually eftabliffied. I beg leave to anfwer the fcveral Heacis of 
your Intfrudkions in the fame Order in which you have placed them. 


Immediately after my Arrival I urged the afting Miniftcr to devife and recommend Arrange- 
ments for the complete Difcharge of the Balance at the Conclufion of the Year. To relieve my- 
lelf from Ctnfurc in cafe of Failure in this cffential Point, it is ncceflary I fhould explain the 
Tranladion with the Bankers. The Balance at the End of laft Year was not in fadl paid, but 
transferred to the Bankers, and encreafed by the Load of a very high Intcrcft. There were Two

bearing an Intereft of Two per Cent, per Mcnfem. I cnclofc an Eftimate (N* i) of the whole 
Demand upon the Vizier, on Account of the Honourable Company and the Bankers, by which it 
appears his Excellency has to furnilh this Year the Sum of One Crore Forty-one Lacks Two 
thoufand Five hundred and Seventy-eight Rupees (Rupees 1,41,02,578). Mr. Middleton gave 
his Bond to the Bankers, on Account of the Firft Engagement, Rupees 26,50,000, for Bills on 
the Prcfidcncy, engaging to fee them repaid their Money. The Revenues of certain Diftrids 
were affigned to him on Account of the Bankers, and were, as colledcd, to be paid to them. 

When Almals Ally Cawn returned to Lucknow, a Ncgociation was fee on Foot to transfer the 
Security from Mr. Middleton to him, and concluded a few Days before my Arrival.

zier’s Orders, and other Documents, had pafied for putting him in Pofleffion, a few Days be- 
fore my Arrival \ I was foon expefted, and Almafs of his own Accord deferred taking charge, as 
1 have already informed you and the Board, until the Mcafurc (houkl, through me, receive your 
Saniflion. 

When I confulcred the Power pofiefled by Almafs, and your Inftruaions to reduce it, if pof 
fible, I did not hefuatc to rejedt every Idea of extending his Authority ; a Difficulty occurred 
about the Bond he had granted, and a Payment he had made to the Bankers, of Three Lacks 
Seventy five (houfmd Rupees (K* 3,75,000).

I have been endeavouring to prevail upon the Vizier to fix his Dilburfements within his In- 
come: If 1 can accomplifii this Point. 1 (hall be careful that the Ella blilh men ts Ihall not be 
hereafter encroached upon j tthc Particulars will of courfe be tranfmitted to you. 

I have repeatedly informed the Minilter, no Excufes will be admitted in the Exculpation of 
a Balance at the Conclufion t>f the Year j that the whole mull be paid, and the Means reft 
with him. 

You will obferve, by the Eflimate of the Demands upon the Vizier, Fourteen Lacks were 
mentioned by Mr. Middleton as the Balance. The aifling Miniftrr expcifled he could prove 
Claims nearly to this Amount, due from the Company to the Vizier, which would liquidate the 
Account. I have explained thi i Matter fully to him, and believe he is now convinced of the 
Jullncfs of the correiftcd Account. An Examination, however, into the difputcd Points fliould, 
in my Opinion, take place, and any trifling Difference that may be eftablilhe J allowed to the 
Vizier.

Defpotifm is the Principle upon which every Meafure is founded, and the People in the in- 
terior Parts of the Country art; ruled at the Difcrction of the Aumil or Phouldar for the Time 
being. They exercife, within i he Limits of their Jurifdiction, the Powers of Life and Death, 
and l3ecifions in Civil and other Calcs, in the fame Extent as the Sovereign at the Capital. The 
Forms preferibed by the ancient Inllitutions of the Mogul Empire are unattended to, and the 
Will of the Provincial Magiftratc is the foie Law of the People. The total Relaxation of the 
Vizier’s Authority, his Inattcntkm and Diflikc to Bufinefs, leave the Aumils in PoffcITion of this 
dangerous Power, unawed, uncontroulcd by any Apprehenfion of Rctrofpection, or the Interfe- 
rence of Jull ice. I can hardly <iuote an Inllance, fince the' Vizier’s Acceffion to the Mulhud, 
of an Aumil having been punilh>?d for Oppreffton, though the Complaints of the People anj the 
State of the Country are notorious Proofs of the Violences daily co nmitted— it is even become 
unfafe for Travellers to pafs, except in large Bodies. — .Murders, Thefts, and other Enormiiics 
(hocking to Humanity, arc committed in open Day. 

Every Zemindar Ihould be confl.ituted the Magiftratc in his Zemindarry, and colledl the Reve- 
nues according to certain cllablifl'ied Rates recorded in the Cutcherry, and publilhcd throughout 
the Dillrict. The Aumil Ihould be the controlling Power between ihc Ryot and the Zemindar; 
Ihould enforce the Regulations; fee Peace and good Order preferved in the fcvcral Zemindarries • 
and make the Zemindars accountable for all Tumults, Thefts, and Murders, within their Jurif- 
diction— in great Towns there ought to be a Cutwall, or Haakccm, to dillributc Jullice. 

Such has been the Syllem of this Government, that the Oppreffions have generally originated 
with the AumiLs. They have been rarely fclectcd for their Abilities or Integrity, but from Fa- 
vour, or the Means to advance a fmall Sum upon being appointed to their Office. The Aumil 
enters upon his Trull, ruined in Reputation and Fortune; and unlcfs he accomplilhes his En- 
gagements, which is fcldom the Cafe, Difgrace and Punilhment follow. Though the Balance 
of Revenue may be rigoroufly demanded of him, it has not been ufual to inllitutc any Inquiry 
for Oppreffion. The Zemindars, thus; left at the Mercy of the Aumifs, are often driven to Re- 
bellion, The weak are obliged to lubmit to his Exactions, or fly the Country ; and the Aumil, 
wnable to reduce the more powerful, is compelled to enter into a difgraccful Compromife. Every 
Zemindar looks to his Fort for Protection, and the Country is crowded with them. Almafs 
Ally Cawn alTcrts, there arc not lefs than Seven hundred in his Diftricts ; hence it has become 
a general Cuftom to feize the Brother, Son, or fomc near Relation or Dependant of the different 
Zemindars, as Hoftages for the Security of the Revenue. A great Aumil will fomctirncs have 
Ihrcc or Four hundred of thefe Hoftagesi, whom he is obliged to confine in Places of Security. 

A few Men, like Almafs Ally Cawn and Coja ain ul Deen, have, from their Regularity in tha 
Pertormance of pecuniary Engagements, rendered thcmfelvcs ufcful to the Vizier. A llritfl 
crutiny into his Affairs was at all Times irkfome to bis Excellency; and none of the Miniflers 
about his Perfon polleffing the a.£live perfevering Spirit requifite to conduil the Detail 
of Eng.’igements for a Number of fmall Farms, it became convenient to receive a large Sum from

-oth Ultimo, and have left him to anfwer it without giving any Advice. 

^ He rendered me his Afliftance very heartily and willingly in Almafs’s Bofinefs. A Jealoufy 
had long fubfifted between Hyder Beg Caw n and Almafsi the latter having been* con fidered a 
Pretender to the Ncabut, it was fuppofed Hyder Beg intended to ruin him ; his Condodf in 
withdrawing is imputed by many who think favourably of him, to Neceflity, otherwife his For- 
tune might have been endangered. A Reconciliation took place between them, and tiiey pub- 
licly continue upon the bed Terms, but I believe neither to be fincere. If I had exprefled any 
Diffaiisfaflion againft Hydir Beg, he and Almals would probably have formed a Combination, 
and I Ihould have had new Difficulties to contend with. 

The Accounts I have called for have many of them been furnilhed, and Hyder Beg has given 
me his Information and Opinion of every Matter upon which 1 have afked them : I cannot 
help however complaining of the Delays iri tranfafting the moft common Bufinefs i this proceeds 
from no proper Channels through intermediate Offices being efiablifhed •, all Accounts arc framed 
by Hyder Beg v he plans and executes every Mcafurc ; he propofes, and in Ihort undertakes, 
Matters which (hould be trufted to fubordinate Agents, and executed off hand. Any undue 
Influence he may be thought to poflefs will be done away by the Degree of Confcquencc and 
Support you may think proper to give to the new Officers. 

1 have hitherto left Hyder Beg Cawn in the Poffeffion of bis Power, as being the adling Mi- 
nifter, and entrufted with the executive Authority fo long as he might difeharge his Duty : I 
thought 1 conformed to your Commands in fupporting him. 1 have not failed repeatedly to expof- 
tulatc with him upon the Confcquenccs of Procraftination in the Execution of the Bufinefs. In 
the Event of further Delays, 1. fhall continue my Expoftulations, and by exerting the Powers 
with which you have invefted me, avoid expofing myfclf to your Cenfure for an Appearance of 
Ncgleiff, which docs not originate with me. I beg leave to remark, by being the Infirument of 
eftablilhing Officers which are to ferve as a Controul over Hyder Beg’s hitherto unparticipated 
and intirc Adminiftration, I lhall unavoidably expofe myfclf to his Jealoufy and Kefentmenc.

The Nabob, the Minifters, and every Man of Rank at his Courr, will be intcrefted in oppofing 
the Inllitution of Courts of Jullice. The Nabob is furrounded by Perfons who, prefuming upon 
the Countenance they receive from him, commit every Kind of Oppreffion : They arc generally 
Men of low Birth, fuddenly raifed to Power and Confequence, which they are ignorant how to 
ufe. The Minifters have more creditable Dependants, but they prefume, in an equal Degree, on 
their Influence. The Refumption of jaghcers, and Reduction of Salaries, have unavoidably in- 
volved Numbers of People in Debts, which has led to the Commiffion of Adts of Violence. 

To inftitute Courts of Juttice upon a refpedable Footing, they Ihould extend to Men of all 
Deferiptions : The Favourites and Dependants of the Nabob and Minifters, long accuftomed to 
live independent of all Controul, will not eafily be brought to fubmit to a regular Jurifdidlion. 1 • 

would, however, propofe that Molavee Mowbinc, the Man recommended by Mr. Middleton,

The Battalion at Fyzabad is recalled; and my Letter to the Board of the ill Inftant has «. 
plained my Conduct to the Begum. Thc Letter 1 addrelled her, a Tranllation of which I bt» 
leave to cnclofc (N’ 2 ) Was with a View of convincing her that you readily alTcnted to herbeinj 
freed from the Reftraints which had been impofed upon her, and that your Acquicfccnce in her 
Sufferings was a Meafarc of Neceffity, to which you were forced by her extraordinary Conduct. I 
wilhed to make it appear this was a Matter on wliich you directed me to confulc the Viricr’i 
Fleafure, that it might be known you were thc Spring from whence Ihc was reftored to htt 
Dignity and Confequence. 

1 have endeavoured to conciliate the Vizier, and never undertaken any Meafure but under tlic 
Sanction of h'is Orders. Hydcr Beg Cawn did, upon my firft entering on thc Bufinefs, mtntiuD 
his Excellency’s Objections to the Mode of receiving the Company’s Claims by Alfignment on tht 
Country ; and founded me, whether it would not be practicable to induce you to make an Altcrj. 
tion in the Syflem: He even told me, the Vizier exprclfed his Difapprobation of the Detachment 
under the Command of Colonel Sir John Cumrning. His Excellency had agreed to defray the 
Expcncc of Four Regiments previous to my Arrival, but he wilhed thc Troops might not be 
ftationed in his Dominions; of this Tranfaction you have received Information. The Nabob 
told me, at my Seebnd Interview, that his Country was in Peace, and he did not require any 
further Military Aid frorri thc Company : This Language correfponded with what I had Reafon 
to expect, from your Explanations. I candidly told Hydcr Beg Cawn that I confidered it dictjtfd 
by him ; when I afterwards furnilhcd him with the Eltimate of Claims upon the Vizier, he aflentd 
to the Account, and alTured me of his entire Conviction of the Neceffity of the Detachment, and 
that the Vizier would approve its being Rationed in his Dominion^. Since this Converfation Hydcr 
Beg Cawn has not pleaded any Objection by the Vizier as Obftaclcs to my Meafures, but has 
obtained his Sanction on every Occafion that I have found it necelTary inthc Execution of my Duty. 

Hydcr Beg Cawn confclfcs to me that Funds to thc Amount of Forty-nine Lacks of Rupees 
were laR Year .appropriated to the Vizier’s Expenecs. From this Sum he was to defray not only 
the Charge of his Houfehold, but thc Penfions of thc Tuncawtiars and jaghcerdars, whofc Jag- 
heers were refumed. Thc Nature of the Dilburfemcnts you will underRand from thc Statements. 

1 think the Sums charged could not have been applied to tlie Services for which they were 
allotted; The Perfons intrufted with the great Offices about liis Excellency’s Perfon mult have 
abided thc Confidence repofed in them, as large Arrears are due to thc Nabob’s Servants;— to 
afeertain thc Fa6l will require Time. I have recommended that thc Plan you have thought propft 
to dired in tegard to the Vizier’s Expcnccs be carried into Execution; and lhall in due Time 
communicate the intended Arrangements for your Approbation. NotwithRanding the Language 
occafionally held by the Vizier, 1 have every Reafon to believe he is fenfible of thc Advantago 
he derives from his Allianc,c with the Company, and of his inability to fupport himfelf without 
It. You are fo fully acquainted with his Charader arid Difpofition, that 1 lhall not prefume to 
trouble you with any Particulars of hfs Londufl. I only- hope, in compliance with yoorDi- 
rciRions, fo long as 1 may have the Honour to hold my prefent Station, that I lhali be able to 
obtain his Confidence, and prevent F.xpoRulations which might interrupt the Confidence and Cor* 
Oiality that ouglu to luhfift between bis Excellency and your Government.

Agreeable to your Commands, I founded Hyder Beg Cawn, and am convinced it is flill his Firtcemh 
Wilh to eftablilh the Nabob*s Claim of the Refumption of the Affignments, This Mcafure 
would, he conceives, unite upon a firmer Footing the Authority he has hitherto poircfiTed, both h 

on the Part of the Vizier and the Honourable Company. He grounds this Claim upon the Pre- Re*fump“io'nr 
tence refieving the Company from, th^ EmbartalTment attending the prefent Syftcm of Detail oftheAflign- 
in the Management of the Bufinefs. I nave been afked by Hyder Beg Cawn, in the Name of the 
Nabob, if it would be poflible to induce you to confent to a Change : He informed me of the Far- 
ticulars which had pafled between Major Palmer and him on the Subject, and mentioned the En- 
couragement you had given to the Propofition j infinuating from thence, that you might not be 
averfe to it. I could only anfwer, that you were in every Rdpcct difpofed to comply with the 
Vizier’s Requilkioos.

In Addition to what I have urged in my Addrefs of this Date to the Board, I hope I lhall 
meet with your Excufc for reprefenting fome further Circumftanccs relative to the Begum. 

I have experienced great Embarraffment in trcatiAg with her, for, as the Mother of the Vizier, 
tlie People look up to her with Rcfpcdl ; and any harfh Meafurcs praffifed againft Women of her 
nigh Rank create Difeontent, and affeil our nationjl Charadler. Her Conducl in withholding 
Ins Excellency’s Patrimony, and during the Troubles at Benares, juflly loft her that Attention 
and Regard to which (he would have been otherwife entitled : Still flje is the Mother of the Prince 
of the Country j and the religious Prejudices of Muffulmen prevail too flrongly in their Minds 
or them to forget her Situation.

1 have had the Honour to receive your Letters.— Whereas the Profperity and Welfare of 
ViLer’l Affairs are the carneft Wilh of the Governor General, I have, in o^d.ence to my l„. 
ftmetions, reprefented to his Excellency, that I fhould conform to bis Pleafure in whatever he 
micht think p^roper to direct. I am happy to convey his Commands, that Major Gilpm (hall, oa 
the Arrival of Affricn Ally Cawn, march from Fyzabad, and immediately releafe Bahar Ally Cawa 
Ind Soakur ^ly Cawn. This Meafure affords me the greater Pleafure, as 1 am perfuaded, fron, 
?hc kind ExpreLns in your Letters, of the Regard you entertain for the Vizier, being dearer 
to vou than Life, that you will in future confult and chenlh his Intcrefts. - 

It is orobablc the Vizier would have continued the Reftraints upon your Excellency, if the 
GoJernoV General had not, out of Refpea for the Tics which bind you, and from a natural Be- 
nevolence of Difpofition, given his Affent. The ftrict Alliance fubfifting between the Governor 
General and the Vizier will ever render an Union of Councils and Meafures the Line of Con- 
duct of both Governments. And it is a moft plcafing Circumftance to me, to convey the Go- 
vernor General’s Approbation of the Reftoration of your Excellency to the Dignity and Confe- 
Quence to which your high Rank and Birth juftly entitle you.

*T'HE Governor General dcfires that his Inftruftions given to Mr. Briftow, were read w 

the Members of the Board, and minuted in Confultation on the 34th Oftober latt, may 
now entered. 

To Mr. John Briftow. 

Conformably to the Reference of the Board, I recommend and enjoin your flnfteft Atteniioo 

to the following Inftruftions : . . _ , r l vt and 

ill. The Balance due from the Nabob Vizier to the Company, partly from the Negligence * 

Inaccuracy with which the monthly Accounts were drawn out, and partly from the 

the late Rcfident, had been foftcred to accumulate to an Amount exceeding that at which it 

at the Clofc of the laft Year, notwithftanding the fpecial Care which 1 myfelf had taken m J 

Aareement with the Nabob Vizier, concluded on the 19th of September 1781, at Chonar, 

mv Inftruftions delivered at the fame Time to the Rcfident, fince enforced with 

and repeated Orders. This obliged me lately to write, in very ftrong and unufual Terms, 

to the Rcfident and to the Miniftcr, and produced the Effeft of an immediate 

quent Difcharge of a Part of the Balance, and Affurances of the fpeedy Payment of the Remain 


Balance and 
AfTignment. 
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I do not implicitly rely on thefc Affuranccs, but conclude, that on your Arrival you will find 
either a large Balance ftill out-ftanding of the laft Year’s Account, or that the whole has been 
paid off by Encroachment on the current Year’s Revenue. In either Cafe, your Attention will be 
equally required to the Settlement of this Year’s Affignment, unlcfs it fhall have been already ac- 
compliHicd. You will be careful to guard againft fiditioOs Efiimates ; and if any fuch (ball ap> 
pear in the Aflignments already formed, you will of courfe infift upon their being exchanged 
fbr others, or their Jumma reduced to their real Value, and others added, to complete the Sum 
of the Year’s Demands; that is to fay, the laft Year's Arrears, the Two Subfidies of the cur- 
rent Year, and the other Sums for the Payment of which our Government* has or lhall have 
made itfelf refponfible ; fo that at the Clofe of the Year the whole lhall be entirely and completely 


difeharged. 

2d. You will obferve a very confidcrable Difference between Mr. Middleton’s Account, and Account cur- 
the correded Account delivered to him by the Accountant General, and now in the Poflcfllon rent with ih« 
of your Accountant Mr. Wombwcll ; a Difference nearly equal to Thirty Lacks of Rupees. To 
the former, though made up with falfe Calculations, grofs Omillions, and even Balances falfely 
transferred from one Month’s Account to the other, Mr. Middleton has pertinaciouOy adhered, 
affeding to call the Difference a new Claim upon the Nabob. I fear this may render it an un- 
pleafant Office to you to redify his Error, as 1 have no Doubt that the fame Declaration 
which he has made to this Government will have been made as a Concefllon to the Nabob and 
his Miniftcr, and of courfe your Demand for the Difference treated as unjuft, and formed on filfe 
Pretences ; but the real Account is fo clear, and the Difference lb Iclf-apparent, that it will 
be impoffiblc for the Miniftcr to controvert or mifunderftand them, however he may affed the 


latter. 

3d. Endeavour to obtain an early and minute Information of the State of the Provinces of Owde 
efpccially, and the reft of the Nabob Vizier’s Dominions ; and report the Rcfult of your Inquiries 
to me, under the following Heads, viz. 


ift. Their Government. 

2d. Their Military Defence, and Diftribution of the Nabob’s Forces. 

3d. Revenue. 

4th. Difpofition and adrual Condud of the Zemindars, and the Means taken 
for reftoring and prefervine the (^ict of the Country. 

5th. The Charadcr and Credit of the principal Amils. 

6th. Under this general Head, I muft alfo refer to your Inquiry, and defirc 
you will inform me, whether the Sums lately levied, or affirmed to 
have been levied and brought to the Company’s Credit by Mr. John- 
lon, have been drawn from the Revenue of laft Year, or borrowed, and 
Aflignments given for the Repayment of the Revenue of that Year, 
or exacted by Anticipations of the current Revenue : One of which 
Cafes I very much fufpect, bccaufc they mull have been received at a 
Seafon in which the regular Collections arc always at a (land. 

7th. Alfo by what Mode, and through what Agents, thefc Collections were 
made. 


^ [4th. Immediately on your Arrival found the Difpofition of Hydcr Beg Cawn : His Condud has Hjder Bfg. 
for fome Time paft been highly reproachablc. Till within thefe Three Months, when Mr. John- 
fon alfumed a large Portion of his Authority, he poflefled, without Controul, both the unparti- 
cipated and entire Adminiftration, with alj the Powers annexed to that Government, the Nabob 
himfclf being, as he ever muft be in the Hands of fome Perfon, a mere Cypher in his, and the 
Sandion by which he cxercifed his Authority ; yet he has dared to ufc both the Nabob’s Name, and 
even his Seal, affixed to Letters, either didated to the Nabob, or written from him without his 
Knowledge, containing very improper Demands on our Government, and fuch as evidently tended 
to promote Hydcr Beg’s Influence and Intereft, and even to make him affumea very unbecoming 
Tone of R.cfufal, Reproach, and Rcfentmcnt, in oppofition to Meafurcs recommended by me, 
and even to Ads done by my Authority, in literal Conformity to the Nabob’s own and carneft So- 
licitations; fuch as the Refumption of the Jagheers, and the Seizure of his Father’s Treafures, 
which had been fo lung fuflered to remain in the Hands of the Begum his Mother, and the other 
Conditions of the Engagements exaded from me at Chunar. On every Occafion of this Kind, 
the late Refident has been the faithful Eclio and Support of the Minifter’s Precenftons ; I muft 
therefore have recourfe to you for the Introdudion of a new Syftem in that Government ; nor 
can I omit, while 1 exprefs my Reliance upon you for this Purpofc, to repeat the Sentiments 
which I expreffed in the verbal Inftrudions which I gave you at your Departure, “ that there 
“ can be no Medium in the Relation between the Refident and the Miniftcr, but either the Re- 
“ fiJent muft be the Slave and Vaffal of the Miniftcr, or the Miniftcr at the abfolute Devotion of 
“ the Refident.” Much as I am difpleafed at the Conduct of the Miniftcr, 1 impute it more io 
the Sufferance of Mr. Middleton than to himfeif; and if he will fubmit to hold his Office on fuch 
Conditions as I require, I would certainly prefer him to any other Man who could be nominated 
to his pffice, becaufe he pofiTcffes Abilities, and a Knowledge of Bufinefs; he exifts by his De- 
pendence on the Influence of our Government ; and above all, becaulc a Change of Adminiftra- 
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tion, in a Government fo loofe as that of Owde, where all the Parts of it arc held together by the 
Exertion of actual Hower, anJ not by the Springs of an ellablifhcd Conlfitution, would be un^, 
avoidably produflive of Confufion and Lofs of Revenue : Therefore it tnuft be advileable to try 
him by the Mode of Conciliation, in your final Converfation with him, at the fame Time that ic 
will be nccelfary to declare to him, in the plaincll Terms, the Footing and Condition on which 
he fliall be pei mitced to retain his Place, with the Alternative of Difmifiion, and a Scrutiny into his 
part Condudf, if he refules it. In the firft Place, I will not receive from the Nabob, as his. Let- 
ters dictated by the Spirit of Oppofition ; but (hall confider every fuch Attempt as the Minifter’s, 
and as an Infult on bur Government : In the fecond Place, 1 (hall expect that nothing is done in 
Ins official Character, but with your Knowledge and Participation', at the fame Time, the firft 
Mure of the Rel'ponfibility will reft with you. The other Conditions will follow diftinctly in their 
.Places, becaulc I confider you as rcfponfible for them.] ^ 

5th. No Adminiftration can be properly conducted without r^ular Offices. In that of Owde. 
there is not one, the whole being cngrolTed by the Miniftcr. Two arc indifpcnfably nccelTaiy} 
Firfi, an Office of Collections ; Secondly, an Office ofTreafury. I infift upon thefc EAabiifh- 
nicnts being formed immediately •, and it mud be your Care to appoint fuch Checks to each, that 
whatever Sums are paid from the Revenue (hall be duly entered, and Credit given for their exact 
Arnougt in the Office of Collections; and in like manner, that no Sums (hall pafs the Trealury, 
without a (imilar Controul. The Heads of thefe Offices muft of courfc be under the general, 
directions of the Miniller in all Points, excepting their Accounts ; for the Fidelity of which they 
mull be Ibicly rcfponfible, and made liable to thp fcvcral Puniffiments if they falfify them. What 
other Olfiecrs may have been in Ufe in the Time of the Nabob Suja ul Dowlah, and at this Time 
ncetllary, you will enquire, and either caufc them to be rc-eftablilhcd, or not, as it (hall appear to 
be [iropcr. 

In this lad Defeription I include the Adawlcts. You will find them recommended but condi- 
tionally in my InllruiSions to Mr. Middleton. It is certain that the Want of them, and the uni- 
vcrla! and extieme lacentioufnefs occafioned thereby, is One of the moft difrcputable Defefts in 
the Nabob’s Government; yet I much doubt whether, introduced into fuch a State at once and 
abrupily, they would not add to the Mifehiefs which they were intended to redrefs; for perhaps 
ilicrc is I'carcc an Individual who would not become immediately obnoxious to their Authority, 
and 1 fear fcarcc an Individual capable of difeharging even a (luall Portion of their Decrees. 
While they do not exift, every Man knows the Hazard which he incurs in lending his Money. 
Their Eftabliftiment might tend to deceivi} by holding out the Appearance of falfe AfTurances; 
and with refpecl to Oppreffions cf every Species, unleis each Court was armed with a ftrong Mili- 
tary Force, ic would not be in their Power to prevent or punilh them ; neither in that Cafe is it 
certain they would not thcnvfeivcs prove the greateft Inftruments of Oppreffion. The Aumils in 
the Firft Inllance, and the Munduls or Chiefs of the Villages ultimately, muft fupply this 
Defed, if it cannot be otherwife remedied. I merely intimate this Subjed to you, as proper 
for your Enquiry and Confidcration, but cannot give you any Inftrudions concerning it. 

6th. (ircac Care muft be taken in the Choice of Aumils. I (hall not defeend to J’articulars, 
but enjoin One Caution only, as indifpcnfably neccITary, that no Aumil be appointed to a 
Frontier Station, without fuch Pledge, or other Security, for compelling his pcrfonal Appear- 
ance whenever required, as may infure, beyond a Doubt, his Obedience and Fidelity; and both 
thefc and others, wherever ftationed, ought to have tlie Means of Self-protedion, and to be 
trufted and lupported. 

yth. The Means by which Almafs Ally Cawn has been permitted to acquire Independency have 
been long feen, and the Efleds of it foretold by every Perfon acquainted with the State of that 
Government, except thofc immediately intcrefted in it. The late Refident has been his conftarft 
Advocate, and 1 lately underftand that, however truly, the Miniftcr difclaims all Concern in this 
imprudent Meafurc. It is very extraordinary that his Dcfedlion, his Retreat to the Frontier, the 
fubrequent Negociations which pafled between him and the Nabob, the Engagements concluded 
between them, which refcmblc more a Treaty between equal States than a Tranfaftion between a 
Sovereign and his ValTal, have all palTed without the lead Communication or Report of them 
made to me by the Refident, or his Affiftant, or the Miniftcr-, and in a Letter which I have lately 
received from tlic Nabob, the Miniftcr has had the Prefumpiion to make the Nabob declare the 
whole to be falfe, and without Foundation, and to affirm that every Part of his Dominion en- 
joyed the moll perfeel: Peace and Trant^uillity. Upon this Subjcfl, the Behaviour of the Mi- 
iiillcr is (b rcprchtnlible, that-I think it incumbent upon me to let him know my Sentiments of 
it ; It will at lead (hew him how thin the Veil is by which he covers his own Afls, and that fuch 
Artifices will only tend to make them the more criminal, from the Falfchood and Duplicity with 
which they are alTocistcd. As for Almafs Ally Cawn himfelf, the Policy which has been ob- 
ferved towards him has been fcandaloufly derogatory from the Nabob’s Dignity and Intereft, and 
hurtful to the Reputation of our Government, as far as it is cbnnefled with it. If any Engage- 
ment (hall adually fubfift between them at the Time you have charge of the Rcfidency, it muft, 
however exceptional, be faithfully obfri-ved; but if he has been guilty of any criminal Offence to 
the Nabob his Maftcr, for which no Immunity is provided in the Engagement, or he (hall break 
any one of the Conditions of it, I do moft llriftly enjoin you, and it muft be your (pccial Care 
to endeavour, either by Force or Surprize, to fccure his Perfon, and bring him to Juftice : By 

bringing 
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bringing him to Jufticc, I mean that you urge the Nabob, on due Convidion, to punilh him 
with Death, as a rteceflary Example to deter others from the CommilTion of the like Crimes j 
nor muft you defift till this is cfFefled. — I cannot preferibe the Means ; but to guard myfclf 
againft that Obloquy to which I may be cxpqfed by a forced Mifconftruftioh of this Order, by 
thofe who may hereafter be employed in fearching our Records for Cavils and Informations 
againft me, 1 think it proper to forbid, and proteft againft, the Life of any fraudulent Artifice 
or Treachery to accomplilh the End which I have preferibed *, and as you alone are privy to the 
Order, you will of courfe obferve the urcateft Secrecy that it may not tranfpirc: But I repeat my 
Recommendation of it as One of the firft and moft e^ntial Duties of your Office., 

8th. From the Praftice which the late Refideni and his Deputy, and the Miniftcr, feemed to 
have preferibed to themfelves of withholding all official Information from me, I have been under 
thcNeccffitycf forming my Opinion of the State of the Nabob’s Government upon private 
Intelligence j but this, from its Variety, from its Concurrence, notwithflanding the various 
Channels through which it has pafled, and above all from its Notoriety, comes to me with all 
the Weight which the higheft Authority could give it. For fomc Fails I have the Teftimony 
of fworn Evidence; foch are the Tranfailions of the Rebel Zemindars of Gooruckpore and 
Bareaeh in the Infurrcflions of the laft Year, which had for their immediate Objcil the Dc- 
llrudlion of Colonel Hannay, and the Officers of his Command ; and, ultimately, the Extir- 
pation of the Englifti Influence and Power throughout the whole of the Nabob Vizier’s Do- 
minions. The Zemindars who diftinguiflied themfelves on this Occafion were Zalem Sing, 
Genoo Roy, and Perly Pall Sing. I am well infoimcd that thefe Men have perfevered in them 
rebellious Conduct, without Deviation, to the prefent Time, though the Nabob’s, and not our 
Government, is the Object of it. — Reprefent to the Nabob, and clfcctually, the bad Policy of 
fuffering fuch Examples, to pafs with Impunity. Obtain his Order for employing fome fure 
Means for apprehending thefe Zemindars; and if it (hail appear, on a fair and regular Inquiry, 
that their Conduct towards the Nabob (I pafs over that which regards ourfclvcs alone) has been 
foch as it has been reported to be, he ought, and you muft infill upon it, to puniffi them with 
Death, and to treat with the fame Rigour every Zemindar, and every Subject who fhall be the 
Leader in a Rebellion againft his Authority. Severe as this Injunction may appear at firft Sight, 
it will be Mercy in its Effects, if the Nabob will adopt the Policy, by infuring the Tranquiflity 
of his Country, and faving the Blood of his People ; for the Refolution, once publiffied, and 
enforced in a Angle inftance, will make it unncccffary to profecute it to a fccond Example. 

9th. I have been informed by the late Colonel Hannay, that fome Time before his Recall was 
determined, he had agreed to a Settlement of 23 Lacks complete, and without Deductions, for 
the Revenue of Goorookporc and Bareaeh for the prefent Year, and that on his Recall a new 
Arrangement had taken place, in which a Selection had been nude of the moft valuable Ta- 
looks or Portions of this Diftrict, and that they had been diftributed among the Domcftics and 
other Favourites of the Miniftcr, and that the reft had been farmed to one Aumil Abdool Beg, 
as 1 recollect, and the whole reduced to a Jumma of 18 Lacks from which a Provifion of fu- 
ture Remiflions was made for Seebundy Anticipations, and Pymauly, or Ravages committed 
during the late Inlurrections. Thefe arc Facts of fuch a Kind as will confirm themfelves by 
their own Evidence ; and if you find them to be fuch, it muft be your Care to correct the Abufe 
if you can, for the prefent, or at Icaft to apply the belt Remedy in your Power to it, and reftore 
tlicir future Jumma to its real Value. 1 fhall not enter further or more minutely into the Subject 
of the general Collections, but I am particularly folicitous to afeertain the real Value of this 
Diftrict, for a Reafon which I will proceed to explain. 

from the Nature of our Connection with the Government of Owde, from the Nabob’s Inca- 
pacity, and the Neceflity which will for ever cxift while we have the Claim of a Sublidy upon 
the Refourccs of his Country, of exercifing an Influence, and frequently fubftituting it entirely 
in the Place of an avowed and conftitotional Authority in the Adminiftration of his Govern- 
ment, and from the Confcquenccs inevitable in fuch a connected Syftcm, directed as it muft be 
under ail the various Changes and Kcfolutions incident to our Government by Men of various 
Character, and Degrees of Capacity and Integrity, the Time will come when that Claim fhall 
accumulate to a Sum exceeding the Nabob’s Ability to difcharge it, but by fome ancient Mca- 
lures of Accommodation, which may at the fame Time rclcafe him from an intolerable Burden, 
»nd yield to us a more rational and fubftantial, though Icfs oftenfibic Income. Such a Refourcc, 
and indeed in no other, would be afforded by an Aflignment in Property, and in Perpetuity, of 
* of Gqorookpoor and Bareah, in lieu of all Demands whatfoever for Subfidy, even 
t ough the additional Charge of extraordinary Detachments furnifhed for the Defence of his 
ominrons were added to it. Such an Accommodation, if even it Ihould take place, muft be 
produced by a flrqng Neceflity compelling it; lor neither would the Nabob, weak as he is, 
u mit to yield to it now, nor would I, firmly convinced as I am of its Expediency, recommend 
^ this Time, while fo ftrong an apparent Difference between the Produce 

ev ft taken at its higheft probable Eftimatc, and the Amount of the Subfidy, 

P ^ to it. The annual Claim of the Subfidy being 34,020,000 Rupees, and 

Rar° k ”*”‘**y’* Jumma of Goorookpore and Bareaeh, which muft be taken at its higheft 
*^» but at 23 Lacks; but as an Argument for the Meafurc, if ever it Ihould become a 
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5 ^ub)f( 5 l: of immediate Confideration, I will briefly add the Advantages' which will certainly accrue 
from it : • 

I ft. Its Situation, bounded by a great and impalTablc River, the Dava, connefting with the 
Ganges, the Boundary Line of the moft defcnfible Part of our Dominions. 

ad. The Means which it would afford us of putting a total Stop to the continual Inroads and 
Ravages by which our own Diftrid of Sircar Saurun has been, and will be continually infefted, 
from Its open Communication with the rude Territory of the lawlefs Zemindars of Goorookpore 
immediately adjoining to it. 

3d. A certain and improvcablc Revenue, inftead of a precarious Demand on Account, payable 
from a Fond ssThich I have faid muft at fume Period prove infolvent. ^ 

Having thus expofed to you my Views, I now leave them a Charge on your Recolleflion, re- 
commending it to you to obtain all the Infight which you can into the Subjeft, both with refpea to 
its prefent Revenue, to the Improvement of which it would be capable in our Hands, and to the 
Means by which the AfTignmcnt itfelf could at a proper Scafon be obtained. 

loth. On the Information of the Defedion of Almafs Ally Cawn, of Symptoms apparent of 
the like Difpofition in the Aumil of Rohilcund, and of the general Anarchy which prevailed in 
every other Part of the Nabob’s Dominions} the Board, though ofHcially unapprized of thefe, 
.ns of every other Subjcift requiring their Knowledge of them, refolved and ordered that a ftrong 
Dc-tachment, under Colonel Sir John Cummings, (hould march into the Dominions of the 
Nabob Vizier, both for its internal Defence, and for the Relief of the numerous Detachments 
which we underftood (and this alfo from private Information only) have been made by the foie 
Authority of Mr. Johnfon, covered by the Nabob’s formal Requifition, from the Army fta- 
tioned at Cawnpoor : You will receive an Order from the Board to notify to the Con^manding 
Officer of every Detachment, that its Services are no longer required; which Notification it will 
reft with your Difcietiun to make on the Inftant in which you (hall fee that it can be done with 
.Safety ; and a correfpondent Order will be fent to Colonel Morgan, to command the inftant 
Kftiirn of every Detachment within Four-and-twenty Flours after the Receipt of every fuch No- 
tification upon this Subjcifl. I dcfire you to bear in Mind, that the Army at Cawnpore, or in 
whatfoever Part of the Frontier it may be ftationed, is appointed for the internal Defence of the 
Nabob’s Dominions, and for that only; that this was its original Deftination intended by the 
Treaty of 1773, commonly known by the Treaty of Benares; and that every Deviation from 
this Objedf, and every Diminution of its Force, are impolitic and highly dangerous to our own 
Exiftcncc, by the Encouragement which it will afford to foreign Invafton. I underftand that 
at this Time there are only Two Regiments of Sepoys left to fupport the (mail Body of Euro- 
peans to which the Strength of that Station is now reduced. 

Events may hereafter arife of fo fudden and urgent an Emergency, as to require a temporary 
Deviation from this Maxim ; but it will be with the greateft RcluAance and Diffatisfadion that the 
Board will ever hear of fuch a Difpofltion, and therefore you muft be careful that the Exigency be 
fucli, from its Urgency and Ncceflaty, as will clearly juflify you in deviating from it, though but 
by the Call of a Angle Regiment of that Station to any Part of the Nabob’s internal Dominions; 
and on every fuch Occafion you muft be careful to comply with every F'ormality enjoined by my 
Inftrudions to Mr. Middleton, dated the 23d of September, and to (ranrmitjnftant Advice of it 
to the Board, not waiting for the Detail of your Reafons, which, to prevent Delays, may follow 
as you (hall have more Lcifure to form them. 

I muft make it my particular Injundion, that fuch a Notification as I have mentioned above may 
be at all Events inftantly tranfmitted to the Officer commanding the Detachment fent to Furruck- 
abad, if my Information be true, that I'uch a Mcafurc has been alTumed by Mr. Johnfon, for 
which no Pretext can juftify him. 

nth. What I have to fay under this Head is immediately conneded with the concluding Part of 
the {^receding. From a Solicitude to guard againft: any Imputations to which the Reputation of 
our Government might be expofed by its Interference in the Nabob Vizier’s Claims upon the 
Nabob Mozalfcr Jung, I made ufe of my Influence with the Miniller, enforced by firing Injunc- 
tion to the Refident, that no Force (hould be cxercifed on that Nabob, nor any Perfon fent to 
ul'urp the Charge of his Government and Colledions, while he continued to pay his ftipulatrd 
annual Tribute to the Vizier as it became due ; The Confcqucnce of this Recommendation was, 
if I may credit the Reports of the Refident and the Miniftcr, that from the Inftant that the Nabob 
withdrew his Interference, the Nabob Mozeffer Jung dcfifted from making his Payment: You 
will know with Certainty whether this Report was true; if it was, you muft leave the Nabob and 
the Miniftcr to ad in this Bufinefs in what Manner foever they pleafe, and entirely forbear from 
all Interference in it. 

lath. Mr. Middleton has written to the Board that Fyzoola Cawn has been making Prepara- 
tions for entering on open Hoftilities with the Nabob Vizier, and combining other Perfons againft 
him ; 1 fufped the Information, but Prudence requires to be prepared againft the Polllbility of fuch 
an Event, It is poffible that the apparent Wcaknefs may have excited Fyzoola Cawn to form 
(uch a Delign ; it is more probable that he has been driven to it by the public Declarations and 
Menaces both of the Refident and the Miniftcr. 1 have written a Letter to him, fuch as I think 
beft calculated to divert him from any fuch Undertaking, by AflTurancea of the favourable Dif*

an Acb to take place, until this Government (hall have received Information of it, and (hall have 
had Time to interpofe its Influence for the Preventioh of it. 

1.1th Study on every Occafion to conciliate the Good-will of the Nabob, and (hew him every 
oftenfiblc and external Mark of Refpedk. 1 (hould hope that with due Attention you would not find 
it difficult to make him himfelf the Mover of every ACk neceffary, whether for the Advancement 
of his own Interefts, or the Difcharge of his Debts to the Company. But this can never be effeded 
while the Miniftcr maintains that Afcendant over him which he at prefent holds lay the Means of a 
nearer and more private Intcrcourfe, and by affeding to be the Vindicator of his Rights againft 
the Claims of our Government. In my late Engagement with the Nabob it was ftipulated that a 
certain Sum (hould be fet apart monthly for his private Expcnces, and this made a Part of my 
Inftrudions to Mr. Middleton. The Sum was afterwards fixed, as I recoiled, of 50 Lacks. Ic 
was my Intention and Diredion, that this Appropriation (hbuld be made before any other, and 
this I make my prefent Injundion to youj requiring alfo that you do make it a Part of imme- 
diate and ftrid Inquiry, whether the Nabob has hitherto received the whole and pundual Payment 
of the Sum afllgn^ to this Account, or any Part of it has been withheld from him, whether with 
or without his Concurrence. I mention this, becaufc, from fome private Information which I 
have lately received, I have Reafon to fufped that this is actually the Cafe. Whatever Foundation 
there may be for this Report, let Jufticc be done to the Nabob i and if he has been deceived, un- 

'^'Titih.^The Nabob his repeatedly and bitterly complairted of the Indignity which he fuffers in 
his Authority, by the Ufurpations of the Company’s Refidents-, and has repeatedly demanded, 
that whenever the Company’s Balance (hall be coittpletely difeharged, he may be freed from this 
Vexatiort ; that he may be permitted to pay the Subfidy in Ready Money i and that the Affign- 
ments Which have been granted to fatisfy that Demand may be reftored him. I confefs that I 
did myfelf give Encouragement to this Propofition, knowing at the fame Time the Quarter front 
which it came, I rtieaft from Hyder Beg j and willing to exonerate this Governrnent from the 
Trouble and Rcfponfibiiity, and the Company from the Difgrace of Whatever niight attend the 
Adminiftration of the Nabob’s Government.

Letter from the Governor General to the Honourable Court of DircAors of the Honourable 

United Eaft India Company. 

Honourable Sirs, Benares, ift October 1784. 

T HAVE the Honour to fend you a Duplicate of my laft Addrefs, and a Copy of a Letter 
to the Council, dated the 20th of September laft, containing the Report of my Proceedings, 
and of the State of your Claims on the Nabob Vizier to that Period, being within Three Days 
of the Clofe of the FufTclce Year: This is fo full as to render any further Information on that 
Subjedt unneceflary. The Nabob Vizier is fo fcnfible of the juft and dilinterefted Condudi: which 
I have obferved towards him, and polieiles, if I may credit Appearances amounting to the ftrongeft 
Evidence of which fuch a Conclufion is capable, fo entire a Confidence in my Intentions re- 
fpedting his Concerns with the Company, that I have on my Part an equal Reliance on his 
fteady Support of the Arrangements which have been formed under my Infpection, both for the 
Adminiftration of his Revenue, and the Difcharge of his Debt to the Honourable Company de« 
pending on it. He has given me the firmeft Aubranccs of this, and I have every Reafon to ex- 
pect that the Influence or the moft rcfpectabie Perfons of his Family will be employed to coun- 
teract every other which may tend to warp him from it. I am lorry to fay, that fuch an AlTiftance 
was wanting ; as the Nabob, though moft gentle in his Manners, and endowed with an Under- 
Handing much above the common Level, has been unfortunately bred up to Habits that draw 
his Attention too much from the Care of his oWn AflFairs, and often fubject him to the Guidance 
of infidious and unworthy Confidants. This is One Motive of my Intention of making a longer 
Stay at Benares than is necelTary for the Settlement of this Zemindary, which is already nearly 
concluded, that I may be at hand to counteract any Attempt to defeat the Effect of my Pro- 
ceedings at Lucknow: But I believe that the Precaution, though dictated by Prudence, will 
prove unnecefTary. 

(a) [My only remaining Fear is, that the Members of the Council, feeing Affairs through a 
difl'erent Medium from that through which I view them, may be difpofed, if not to counteract 
the Syftem which I have formed, to withhold from it their Countenance and active Support. 
While I myfelf remain, it will be fufEcient if they permit it to operate without Interruption i 
and I almoll hope that in the Event of a new Adminiftration of your Affairs, which fhall confine 
itfclf to the fame Forbearance, and manifeft no Symptoms of intended Interference, the Objects 
of my Arrangements will be effectually attained for I leave them in the Charge of Agents 
whofe Interefts, Ambition, and every Profpect of Life, are interwoven with their Succefs, and 
the H.'ind of Heaven has viflbly blelfed the Soil with every elementary Source of progreflive 
Vegetation. But if a different Policy fhall be adopted i if new Agents are fent into the Country, 
and armed with Authority for the Purpofes of Vengeance or Corruption, for to no other will 
they be applied if new Demands are railed on the Nabob Vizier, and Accounts overcharged on 
One Side, with a wide Latitude taken on the other, to fweli his Debt beyond the Means of Pay- 
ment -, if political Dangers are portended, to ground on them the Pleas for burdening his 
Country with unneceflary Defences and enormous Subfidics> or if, even abftaining from direct 
Incroachment on the Nabob’s Rights, your. Government fhall Ihew but a Degree of pcrfonal 
Kindnefs to the Partizans of the late Ufurpation, or by any conftructive Indication of Partiality 
<tnd Difafteftion furnifh Grounds for the ExpeAation of an approaching Change of Syftem j— I 
arn lorry to fay, that all my Labours will prove abortive •, for the flighteft Caufes will be fuf- 
ficient to dcjcCf Minds fore with the Remembrance of paft Confli^s, and to elevate thofe whofe 
only Dcpcndance is placed in the Renewal of the Confufion which I have laboured with fuch 
Zeal to eradicate, and will of courfe debilitate the Authority which can alone enfure future 
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Succefs. I almoft fear that this Denuaciataon of Efeds, from Caufcs fe iacompeirnt as they will 
appear to thofc who have not had the' Experience which I have had of the tjuick SenfibiHcy 
which influences the Habiu of Men placed in a State of Polity fo loofe, and fubject to the con- 
tinual Variations of capricious and defpotic Authority, will be deemed overcharged, or perhaps 
void of Foundation t nor, if they fliould come to pafs, will it be cafy to trace them with any 
pofitive Evidence to their Connection j yet it is my Duty to apprize you of what I apprehend, 
on Grounds which I deem of abfolute Certainty, may come to pafs, and I rely pn your Candour 
for a fair Interpretation of my Intention.] 

It is not quite foreign from this Dodrine, as k will be highly acceptable to your Honourable 
Court to be informed, that during my Refidence (and I may take the Date further back, to the 
Expectation of it at Lucknow) the moft perfeCt Tranquillity prevailed, and it ftill fubfifts in every 
Part of the Dominions of the Nabob Vizier, a Circumftance unexampled in the Annals of that 
Government, either in any former Period, or during that in which our Influence has been blended 
with its own Conftitution i and this I attribute exclufively to the Prevalency of Opinion, or, to ap- 
ply the general Maxim, to the univerfal Conviction of a Power, and a Difpofition actually cxift- 
ing, the one equal to the Supprefllon of any Movement of Sedition, and the other determined to 
the Puniihmcnt of it : Nor has my Time been unprofitably beftowed, even in the long Interval in 
which 1 was obliged to wait for the firft Appearance of the rainy Seafon, , before I could fee the Be- 
ginning of the new Settlement. It aflbrded Leifure for the conftiiutional Adminiftration of the 
Country to recover its Authority, it imprefled the Minds of all Men, that the Government which 
I reprefented was determined to render it permanent ; and it enabled me to eflablilh my own Influ- 
ence and Afccndant over the Minds of the Nabob, his Mini (lers, and his People, on the Grounds 
of their Confidence in me. This was an eafy Line, for it required nothing to be done, nothing but 
Forbearance: I daily conferred with the Minifters, I received their Reports, I gave my Advice; 
but I left every Thing wholly to their Management. I aflumed no Appearance of Command, I 
cxcrcifed none, not even in private; I iflued not a Angle Warrant, nor fulfered any Individual of 
my Dependents to ufe my Name, even in the common Bazar, with any Privilege diftinct from the 
Rights of any other Inhabitant. The Nabob met me on the Border of his Territory, our Troops 
and Baggage were intermixed on the Road, and our Camps often joined : 1 and my People, who 
were numerous, with a large Society of Engliih Gentlemen, which was unavoidable, lived in the 
the fame City Five Months, and * of that Time within the fame common Enclofurc of 
the Nabob’s Palace ; nor in all that Time did a Angle Accident happen from fuch a Mixture of 
Society to diflurb its Peace, or to create Mifunderflanding between either the Principals or Fatties 
of eitiKr, but they continued united with the fame Harmony that exifls between the Members of 
a private Family : Nor, whether in public or in private, though Occafions of great Delicacy often 
occurred, did a Word ever pafs in Converfation between the Nabob and myfelf, inconAllent with 
theftricteft Amity and mutual good Humour. I hope this will not have the Air of Self-com- 
mendation.— Mv Behaviour was regulated by a preconcerted Policy, the Nabob’s by a natural 
Benevolence and Pliancy of Temper, joined to a PerfuaAon that I merited more than an ordinary 
Return of Kindncls from him, which left my Part very eafy, and will, I truft, ftill continue to 
operate for the common Benefit of his Intereft and yours, whatever may be my Lot ; for I have 
promifed that I will not abandon him to the Chance of another Mode of Relation, and moft con- 
fidently given him Aflurances of your Ratification and Confirmation of that which I have eftablilhed 
between n is Government and the Company. 

I hope I (hall be pardoned for repeating a Remark, which I have already made in my Letter to 
the Council (for it ought to be known and remembered) that I have provided for the complete 
Difcharge, in One Year, of a Debt contracted by the Accumulation oi many, and from a Country 
whofc Refources have been wafted and diflipated by Three fuccefilvc Years of Drought, and One of 
Anarchy.

The Recovery of lb large a Part of your Property will alfo afford a feafonable and fubftantial Re- 
lief to the Neceffities of your Government, and enable it, for fuch is my confidential Hope, to 
begin upon the Reduction of your Debt at Intereft before the Conclufion of this Year, 1 mean the 
Year of our own Computation. 

Whatever may be the Event of this Tranfactioo, I cannot conclude the Report of it without 
teftifying my Acknowledgment of the very ufeful Afliftance which I have received from the official 
Skill and Abilities of Mr. David Anderibn. His Reputation, which has been eftablilhed on the 
Merits of much more impqrtant Services, will receive little Addition from this Tribute paid to it j 
yet the Circumftances under which they were yielded on this Occafion would not allow me to fup- 
prefs it, as he had formed the Refolution of refigning the Service for the Recovery of a very de- 
clining Health, and had actually befpoke his Paftage on One of your Homeward bound Ships, when 
nis Friendihip and public Zeal induced him to remain, at my Solicitation, and to accompany me 
on this Deputation. As 1 have occafionally mentioned the Number of Gentlemen which com- 
pokd niy Family, I have a Pride and Pleafure in adding, that they all contributed, by the Cor- 
rcctnefs of their Manners, and conciliating Behaviour, to maintain that familiar and cordial Inter- 
courfc which I have already deferibed to have fubfifted between the Nabob and myfelf, and to leave 
a lalling and favourable Impreffion of the Britilh Character with his Subjects.

A fuccinft View q( the State of the political Connexion fubGfVing between Mahajee Saindeah 

and the Britilh Government in India. • 

I T has been inferred, from certain Circumflances in the early ConduA of Saindeah towards our 
Nation, that if he has not always entertained a Sort of Partiality in our Favour, he has at 
leaft been long aftueted by a Dcfire of cultivating a clofe political Connexion with us. In 
fopport of this Opinion, particular Strefs has been laid upon his Behaviour at the Capitulation 
of Worgaum, which, as it would be romantic to attribute it to an undiferiminating Generofity, 
inuft nceeffarily be traced to a different Source. The Terms obtained by the Bombay De- 
putation on this Occaflon were, it is true, fufficiently hardj but then it Icems to have been 
generally thought, that the Maharattahs, had they fo pleafed, might at that ConjunAure have 
totally deftroyed our Army. It is poffible however that the Maharattahs did not judge in the 
fame Manner, touching rhe Facility of fuch an Enterprife, with thofe, to whom, through the 
Gloom of Defpondency, it ml^t appear more praAicable than it really was i or perhaps it 
might occur to their Leaders, that no pernianent Advantages were likely to accrue to them 
from pulhing Matters to Extremity agaihft us, fince they were not ignorant that our main 
Power and Refources were eftablilhed on Foundations that exifted independently of our Pof- 
fefllons in the Bombay Quarter. They might deem it more prudent to reft fatisfied with the 
fpccific Conceffions which they found us willing to make to them at Worgaum, than, by fecking 
for greater but more precarious Advantages, to call forth our moft vigorous Exertions, in the 
Defence of our Rights and the Recovery of our Honour, and indeed, had the Conditions of 
this Treaty been ftrlAly fulfilled by us, the Event would have abundantly juftified luch a moderate 
Policy on their Parr. Our Stipulations held out to them the moft entire Security for the 
future againft our Ambition, and it is not probable that they entertained any Doubt of our 
faithful Obfcrvance of them. 

If this Reafoning fliould be thought to account adequately for the temperate ConduA of the 
Maharattahs, on the Occafion referred to, there will remain no Neceffity either for giving 
Credit to Saindeah on that Score, for a wild and improbable Generofity, for fuppofing him to 
be aAuated by a Partiality equally extravagant, — or for attributing to him, at fo early a Period, 
a fecret Dcfire of entering into a political Union with us. 

It is material to underttand this Point rightly, in order to. form an accurate Judgment of 
the Connexion fubfifting between Saindeah and the Englilh Government in India, as well as 
of the ConduA which it behoves the latter to purfue towards that Chieftain.— —It • it fuppofes 
itfelf to be undcf’dfrhtial Obligations to him, and to be, above all other Powers, the ObjeA 
of his peculiar Confidence and Regard, it will of courfe allow him to poffefs a Claim to its 
Gratitudc,—a Principle, whofe Operation, although more limited and lefs aAive among Public 
Bodies than among Individuals, is peverthelefs occafionally fufceptible of confiderable Ex- 
tcnfion in the political Commerce of States, as has been already experienced by Saindeah. — On 
the other hand, if it be believed, that bis ConduA towards us has in all Situations been de- 
termined purely by Confiderations of Convenience, we lhall then perhaps think it fufficient to 
adl by him honourably and juftly, as long as he continues to regulate his Behaviour towards us 
by the fame Standard. 

I am for my own Part thoroughly fatisfied, that Saindeah’s Deportment, in the Affair here 
alluded to, proceeded neither from the Impulfe of Generofity, from any Preference arifing 
from Admiration or particular Regard i nor from a Defire of conciliating our F’riendlhip, with 
a View to the Advancement of any political Purpofe of his own. His general CharaAer pre- 
cludes the former Idea } — national Vanity alone can account for it in the fccond Way { — and I 
can difeover nothing in his earlier Proceedings tq authorife the Conclufion of his having formed, 
at the Seafon referred to, any ambitious Defign, in the Profccution of which he could reckon 
upon deriving the leaft Advantage from a Connexion with us. That he might fometimes turn 
his Thoughts towards Hindoftan, 1 can eafily imagine i but it could not be til) a very late 
Period that he conceived the Idea of eftablilhing himfelf in that Country in the Manner he has 
fince done. ' 

Till the Death of Nujjef Khan, his Views in this Quarter moft probably never embraced 
any other than the ordinary ObjeAs of his Nation, .namely. Plunder and Contributions ; or if 
towards the Year 1781 he extended them .further, it feems likely that the ReduAion of the 
Rana of Gohud formed the qltlma^e Point at which be aimed. — He had fome Claims upon 
this Rajah, and was exafberated againft him, on account of the Alliance which be had entered 
into with the Englifli. Indeed he had very gpod Reafon to diflike this Union, but he could 
have none for fuppofing it poffible to diffolve it fo completely, as to render us indifferent to the 
DeftruAion of the Rana. He could hot fprefee that the ConduA of the latter would provoke

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• q- • One us totally to abandon his Caufe j conrequently it docs not appear prior to the * Diftridlions 
' which enVued on NujjifF Khan’s Death, wherein the Fricndlhip of the Englifli could be in any 

Shape afTiflant or beneficial to Saindeah. That he might wilh to engage our Good-will, with, 
cut any iniincdiate Views of an intcrcfled Nature, but in the Idea that Ibme future Con* 
tingency might render fuch an Acquifition valuable to him, is, I acknowledge, pofllble { yet as 
this Sort of provident Policy is by no means one of the Charaifleriftics of Saindeah, any more 
than of the Generality of Iliniiofian Princes, I do not fee the Propriety of attributing it to him, 
when his Conduct can be equally well accounted for on Principles of a more fimplc and obvious 
Kind. • 

It is obfervahle, notwithfianding what has fo often been faid, refpefbing the Generofity of 
Saindeah in tlic Affair of Worgaum, and his early Dcfire to cultivate our Friendlhip, that our 
(i )vern\Tit.nt docs not appear to have manifefted any firong Senfe of Obligations to that Chief, 
f)r Inclination to nuct his Wi flics, till the Time when he negociatcd the Treaty at prefetit 
fubfifiing between ns and the Maharattah State. Prior to this Period, he was perhaps, of all 
his Couimymcn, the one who fuftcred moll from our Arms during the Courfc of the War. 
He ic was who was chiefly harafled by the Operations of General Goddard's Army,— and 
Colonel Caniac’s Detachment was fpecially deftined againfl his Country. 

Our prtfent Connc* 5 lion with Saindeah is one of the Fruits of this laft Mcafure^ which it was 
foreiten would certainly difengage him from the War in Guzerat : — It was alfo, or at lead 
might have been forefeen, that it was no lefs calculated to bring about a Peace between us and 
the Maharata. '1 he Operations of our Troops in Malva convinced Saindeah that there was no 
Safety for h in but in a fpcedy Accommodation j and fortunately, he pofleflTed the Power as 
well as the Inclination to accomplifh an Objeft, that could not be lefs dcfirable or neceflary 
to him than it v\as to us. 

Neither therefore in his Conduft at Worgaum, nor in his Negociations for a general Peace, 
do I difeover any Thing that might nor, and that I believe did not, proceed from Confider* 
niions of immediate Convenience and Self-intereft. If this be admitted, it will follow, that 
however neceflary ic may be, in a political Point of View, to maintain a clofe and amicable 
Intcrcourfc with him, he has no Claim on our Gratitude for any extraordinary Conceflions, or 
Gver-ll rained Afts of Courtefy. 1 will not fay that we have already been too liberal to him, 
but ic is ccitain that wc have been lufficiently fo, to turn the Balance of Obligation in our 
Favour. 

Although it was unqueflionably a Dread of our Arms that fir/l infpired him with the Defire 
of treating with Colonel Muir, yet it is not to be denied that he began, about the very Period 
when his Negociations with that Officer were depending, to ciifcover, that a clofe Connexion 
with our Government might, befidcs fccuring the immediate Tranquillity of his Dominions, 
^SicinOrig. be produfUon ♦ of other capital Advantages to him. Our Expedition againfl Malva had 
drawn him involuntarily, as it were, into a Situation, from whence he was enabled to furvey 
a Scene well calculateci to llimulatc him to ambitious Purfuits, and from whence a Profpeft 
of future Aggrandizement opened itfelf to his View, of which he had probably never before 
formed even the Idea. Nuijcf Khan dying in the Beginning of 1782, after a languiffiing III- 
nefs, the Acceffion to his Dominions and Authority was difputcd by thofc who had poflcffcd his 
chief Conlidcnce and Favour. The Confcqucnces were fuch as ufually refulc in India from 
Contefls of iliis Kind j — AlTafllnations, Anarchy, and Violence, every where excited Con- 

iUrnation. In fuch a Conjundure, Saindeah had only to appear, in order to ellabliffi his Power 

on the Ruins of the Fabric whicli had been eredled by Nujjiff Khan, with lefs Poliev than 
Courage. T he principal Officers of the Army, by means of which the late Nabob had 

maintained his Sway, had feparated into Fadions, and no Perfon was to be found capable of 

re-uniting them with i'ufficient Efficacy. Men aduated by Animofuy, and other difeordant 
Principles, could form no Union which Saindeah was not able with great Eafc to diflblvc. 

It is foreign to the Objed of the prefent Difquifition to enquire whether or not this Chief 
was concerned in the Death of Afrafiab Khan. That Event was no doubt eflential to his 
Intcrclli and Ambition rarely fcruplcs to accomplifli its Purpofes even by the mofl atrocious 
Crimes. Yet the Charader of Saindeah not being chargeable with fanguinary Propenfuies, 
this Point may juftly be allowed to remain in its prefent Uncertainty, till clearer Circum- 
llances than have hitherto been adduced on the Occafion, may better qualify us to judge 
accurately refpeding it. 

llefore however Matters were fufficicntly ripe for his embarking in this important Enterprize, 
Saindeah had Time to efted the entire Redudion of the Ranna of Gohud, and of all the Country 
lying between Gualiar and the Jumma, and bounded to the Northward by the Chumbul : Indeed 
without accomplifliing thefe Objeds he would have been unable to have availed himfcif in a 
proper Manner of the favourable Conjundurc prefented to his Ambition by the diftraded State 
of the Moghul Government; and on this Occafion it was that he firft experienced the Value 
of our Friendlhip. In the feparatc Treaty concluded between Colonel Muir and Saindeah, 
the Security of the Ranna was amply provided for; but as wc had no Kcafon to be faiisficd 
with the Condud of this Ally, we tacitly confented to wave the Stipulations which wc had 
obtained in hi,s Favour, and to fufFrr Saindeah to ad by him as he might think fit. Had we 
adhered to the Ranna, and proteded him from the Refentmenc and Ambition of the Maha- 
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rattah, this Chief would very probably never have formed the Defign of pafllng the Chumbuh 
aj, in that Cafe he would perhaps have imagined that it was our Determination to oppofc our- 
fclvea to his Progrefs on the Hindoftan Side. Even our Compliance with his Wifhes in refpeft 
to the although it certainly feeincd to argue on our Part an anxious Dcfire of culti- 

vating his Goodwill (whatever Confiderations might really have induced it), and was even 
calculated in fomc Degree to encourage him in the Purfuic of his ambitious Schemes, could 
not altogether fatisfy him that we fliould perfift in viewing his Encroachments with Indiffe- 
rence j for when he called to mind the Avidity of Power and Dominion which had ufually 
marked our Tranfaftions in India, it was natural enough for him to apprehend that we might, 
in the Event of his attempting to extend his Territories, cfpccially towards our Quarter, from 
his Friends become his Rivals and his Enemies. This Idea would of courfe, while his Objefts 
were unaccompliihed, render him at the fame Time adtivc in his Endeavours to conciliate, to 
humour, and to amufc us, and prone to diftruil our Profeffions of Neutrality and Mode- 
ration. 

The nearer he approached our Frontier, the more apt would he be to fufpedl us of tem- 
porizing; nor, important as he himfclf would doubtlcfsly confider his Supcrccffion of the Vizier 
by his own Elevation to the Dignity of Wakcel Ulmutluh, could he well account on any other 
Principle for our Dcrelidtion of our Ally’s Rights on that Occafion. We might view this 
Matter in an infignificant Light (whatever the Vizier might do), and confcqucntly not think 
ic worth a Queftion ; but it is by no means likely that Saindcah fliould attribute luch Senti- 
ments to us when his own were fo very different. 

Here therefore was another Incident fecmingly well calculated to convince the Maharatta 
Chief that we were unaffedlcdly anxious to preferve for ever a cordial Underftanding with 
him *, fince our entire Silence under fuch a Circumftance as the Superceflion (and perhaps, 
both in his Ellimation and the Vizier’s, Degradation) of our ancient Ally, was not naturally 
to be aferibed to the Defirc we had of accommodating ourfclves as much as poffible to his 
Views. But although it is probable that he previoully reckoned upon our Forbearance on 
this Occafion, yet I am diTpofed to think that he would not look for it in our Friendfliip fo 
g::^much as in our Convenience ; and indeed [fuch is the Imprcffion which our former Charaflcr 
and Policy have left on the Minds of the Natives, that, notwithftanding the many Proofs 
which our more recent Conduft has furniflied of our being at prefent direded by a very 
different Spirit, I am perfuaded that neither he nor any other Hindoftan Potentate gives us 
Credit for Sincerity in the Declarations which we have latterly made on this Subject: Time 
no doubt might fubdue this obftinate Incredulity ; but who can certainly fay that wc fliall 
adhere long enough to our prefent moderate Syftem for the Purpofc of inforcing this 
Belief?] 

It is by the Imprcffion here deferibed working on a Mind naturally diftruftful, that wc can 
alone fatisfa<ftorily account for the Jealoufy and Sufpicion of us, conftantly manifefted by 
Saindcah, which would, no doubt, be increafed by our fecrctly intriguing with his Enemies, 
but whicli fubfifts in a ftrong Degree, independently of any fuch Idea. Unrcllraincd himfelf 
by the Confiderations of Honour and good Faith, he is the Icfs forward to give us Credit for 
thole Principles : Thus it is partly owing to his Temper, partly to his own habitual Difre- 
gard of the Obligations of Treaties, and partly to his Recollection of our former Policy and 
Conduft, that we in vain endeavour to infpire him with a liberal Confidence cither in our In- 
tentions or our Affuranccs. 

As to the Spirit of Forbearance and Moderation which has latterly marked all our Tranf- 
aftions with the Native Powers, it would certainly not be extravagant in him (viewing Things 
through the fallacious Medium which he does), were he to fuppofe it affumed for temporary 
Purpofes, and to proceed from the cmbarralfcd State of our Finances. And indeed I think 
it probable that he judges of us exailly in this Manner, and that he has no Idea of our 
remaining quiet any longer than the Neccffity of our Affairs may render it expedient for us to 
do fo: A PrepofiTeflion of this Sort keeping his Jealoufy and Apprehenfion of us perpetually 
awake, not only feems to preclude the Poflibility of our being ever united together in a cordial 
and unfiifpefting Friendfliip, but makes it even difficult to pieferve the Appearances of it, in 
a courteous and good-humoured Iiuercourfe with him. For under the Influence of this 
political Jaundice, which communicates to every Objedt the Colour of his Fear, the moft 
trivial Circumftance is capable of raifing in him a Belief that the fatal Period is at hand when 
wc (hall be in a Condition to give the Reins once more to the Ambition which formerly 
aftuated us, and which he imagines to be infcparable from our national Churadler. The moft 
unfounded and extravagant Rumour even, whether proceeding from the Excefs of political 
Vigilance, or from the Arts of dcfigning Men, is fufficient to produce thefc Alarms in his 
Mind, Mankind indeed are often obferved to be ftrangcly forward to believe what they are 
moft averfe to know, and Saindeah is a ftriking inftance of this curious Sort of Infatuation. 
He would appear to have Ears for none but his fecrct Intelligencers, whofc Credit with him 
does not feem to be at all weakened by the Falfchoods in which he could not fail of occa- 
fionally dctcdling them, were he to compare thefc Communications with the aflual State of 
Things. Either, however, his Judgment is not fuited to fuch deliberative Operations, or 
i* altogether blinded by his ruling PaflionSj or he has fomc ddufive Method, if not of 

reconciling 
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reconciling fuch Contradidioos* at leaft of accouMing for them vrltheut tffediiig the Credi. 
bility of hi* Informers. 

Agitated by the Doubts and by the Fears which ha;*re been deferibed; it i| net Atrorieihg 
thatSaindeah (hould with to keep both us and the Vixier atat grearsDillett^C tU ffofflbie fbtn 
all the other Powers of Hit>doQ;an» and efpecially ebofo over sworn he exercifox either Influ- 
ence or Authority. Hence his conftaoc Uneafinefi,<»and hened the D^ISstlifkd^ti tl^t he 
fometimes avows — at the flight Intercourfe which we maintain with a ftw of them. It Would 
be impofTible to convince him that our Corrdpondence with ftich ^onfi.fts purely in ah Inter- 
change of complimentary Enquiries and unfubftanrial ProfolEons of Frienaflifp. His hatyral 
Diftruft, ftrengthened by the Infinuations of evil CoonfeltorS) make hint refer every Tranf- 
adion of this Sort to a political DeQgn on our Part of undermiirifle his Power, and of paving 
the Way to the future Extenfion of our own* Probably any ferious Attempt t;o undeceive 
him on this Head would, fo far from producing the deftred Bfiisd, fetve only to confirm his 
Sufpicions; a Solicitude of this Kind arguing, in fuch a Mind as Saindcah’s, more of an ar- 
tificial and defigning than of an ingenuous Condud. 

Here is One fruitful Source of conftant Difagreement between Ssihdeah and o.uc Govern- 
ment, or rather of a Difeontent on his Part, which makes it exceeding difficult to kc« him in 
Good-humour, without (training our Complaifance for him further than nright cbnlm either 
with our Honour or our Inierelt. Another Obftacle to the Attainment of fo deGrablran End 
arifes from a certain fullen and obftinate Sort of Pride, that cohftitutes One of the rtnoft pro- 
minent Features in the Charadcr of the Maharattah Chief : This renders him, whenever em- 
barrafltfd in his Situation, more than ordinarily tenacious of his Military Reputation, and more 
than commonly boaftful of his Power and Retources. However he may yteld in fecret tb the 
ImprcfTions of Fear, he revolts at the Idea of its being imagined that he is acquainted with 
that PafTion j and this Jcaloufy of Honour (if it may be fo called) fuggefts to him on fuch Oc- 
cafions a very Angular Mode of concealing his UneaAnefs. 

This confiAs in the vapouring Language which has ju(l been noticed, and in a Condud lefs 
conciliating and amicable than ufual, towards thofe whofe Proceedings or Movements may 
have alarmed him. 

A difrcfpedful and (lighting, not to fay an infolent, Demeanour, proves, he thinks, under 
fuch Circumftanccs, his Conhdence in his own Strength, and his Difrcgard of the Power at 
which he fecrcily trembles $ whereas an obliging and accommodating Carriage might occaAon 
Inferences of a Nature dircdly oppoAte, which would at once be mortifying to his Feelings 
and prejudicial to his political Interefts. Hence it is, that whenever an Idea prevails of our 
entertaining hoAile DilpoAiions towards him (which, as there is no reftraining popular Specula- 
tions or Rumours, is fometimes the Cafe), the Harmony that ought to fubfift between us is 
more apt, than at other Times, to be difturbed v and hence it alfo arifes, that he never Expe- 
riences any Repulfe from us in the Anifter Attempts, to which he is encouraged by our prelent 
Forbearance and Moderation, without endeavouring to make himfclf annends for it by 
Aame new Procedure, not lefs calculated, it would feem, to breed lil-humoar between us, than 
to inculcate an univerfal PerfuaAon of our Submillion to his Pleafure, and CDnfequently of his 
own Superiority and Afccndancy. From the Intention of offending us on theft Occafions, I 
etitircly clear him, becaufc that cannot. be neceflary to his main DcAgn ; but as it is impolTible 
that he fliould be able to purfue the Ends which I have here and elfcwhere attributed to him, 
without frequently exciting in us much great Difpleafure, it follows that the political Pride in 
wJiich thole Views originate, muft tend greatly to augment our Difficulty in maintaining a good 
Underftanding with him. There is indeed, mi my Judgment, but one cffcftual and certain 
Means of accompliftiing this defirable Object, and that, as I have ftated on other Occafions, 
•Sic in Orig. OccaAons ♦ conAlU in reducing the Intercourfe and COnneftion between us within ftraitcr Limits 
than circumferibe them at prefenti a Meafure which I am of Opinion might be Copied with- 
out either Inconvenience or Injury to public Affairs. Having formerly been induced to con- 
Ader this Point at fomc Length, it would be ufelefs to urge it any further in the Place j and 
there would, for the fame Reafon, be as little Propriety in my touching at this Time on the 
particular Methods pra.Aifed by Saindeah, in order to the effetfluating of the Schemes in 
which his Vanity, his Fear, and his Ambition, engage him. Thcfe I have already taken fomc. 
Pains to explain, but under fuch Difadvantages as may probably have rendered' my Labour 
fouitlefs. 

Without a conGderable Knowledge of the Manners and Notions of Saindeah and of his 
Durbar, it muft be difficult to comprehend cleariy many Parts of their Condud, and not cafy 
to believe others i and ytc thofe muft be underftood and thefe credited, before a proper Key to 
tlitir Charader can be obtained. From hence I infer, that an Experience derived from peribnal 
Intercourfe is alone able to convey to the Mind a full and fatisfi^ry Convldiop on this 
Head* 

Having mentioned the fabricated Reports of fecret Infonnen'among the Caufes which fed 
and keep alive Saindbah’s Diftruft of our Government, I think it rig^t to ohftrvc, that Rajah 
Cheet Sing is at the Head of thefe Incendiaries. This wretched Fugitive for a Jong time en- 
tertained Hopes of being able, fooner or later, to foften th« Refentnicnt of foe Englftffii and 
even ultimately of obtaining an entire Pardon. 

$ Thefe 
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Thefe Hopes however appear now to have totally vaniflicd, and to have been fucceedcd by 
n juair While he indulged the Expeftation of future Forgivenefs and P'avour, his Conduft 
• rdpeia: to us was probably unexceptionable, but fince he has been infpired with Icfs fanguine 
Thoughts, I havcReafon to believe that his Endeavours have not been wanting to indiPpofe his 
Protcior ’towards us. He has a Vakeel at Calcutta, and fome Correlpondcnts at Benares, 
from whom he either aftually receives, or pretends to receive, fuch Accounts relative to our 
neficns and Tranfadfions, as, being communicated to Saindcah, conduce often I believe to con- 
firm the Sufpicions and Fears, of that Chief in regard to us. Thefc Attempts of Cheit Sing 
to diftutb the Harmony which ' we wilh to fubfift between Saindcah and our own Government, 
merit perhaps nothing but our Contempt. It is the incfFcdlual, and probably the expiring 
FlTortof an alienated Exile } but although in a political Light it be of no Importance, it 
many* neverthclefs appear improper to tolerate the Continuance of his Agent at Calcutta, * Sic InOrig. 
when it is known that his Rcfidcncc there is converted 10 infidious Purpofes. 

I hold precifely the fame Opinion of Saindeah’s Difpofitions in regard to us that I believe he 
entertains of ours towards hirnfelf. He is reftrained, I am perfuaded, from encroaching upon 
us ind the Vizier, t nothing but his Inability to do fo with any EfFcd, or with any Probability of tSIcinOrIg, 
Siicccfs, His Ambition is boundlefs, and little liable to be checked in the Purfuic of its Ob- 
kdls by’Conliderations of Gratitude, of Honour, or of good Faith ; but happily, his Situation 
teems with fo many DiflicuUics which at once dilablc him from dillurbing us, and make it his 
Intcreft to keep us quiet, that we may be fafely pronounced to be in no Sort of Danger from his 
infariablc Third of Power and Dominion. I mud of courfe be underdood as delivering this 
Opinion with fome Refcrvation ; were he, for Example, completely to lubdue the Confederacy, 
from which both his perfonal and political Exidcnce arc at this very Time in imminent 
Danger, it is not certain that he would not become fo formidable as to be able, if not to keep 
the Maharattah State in a Kind of Tutelage, at lead to throw od'his prefent Dcpcndance on it. 
Uncontroulcd by its Authority, and uninterrupted by its Coercion, he would be enabled to aft 
with mere Decifion, and with more Syllem, than he has yet been equal to. Both his Finances 
and his Military Force would affome a more regular and permanent Form than they bear at 
this Junc'turc and, in a Word, his Power would drike fo deep a Root as might not -only ex- 
cite him to an Attempt againd the Pofleffions of the Vizier, but alfo furnifii him with the 
Means of profecuting it with confiderable Profpeft of Succefs. This however is an Event or 
Situation of Affairs, which, though certainly poflable, is notwithdanding very far from pro- 
bable, and therefore the Ufs necelfary for us to guard againd. 

It cannot occur lb fuddenly but that we fliall have abundant previous Warning of it } and 
there is hardly a Stage in Saindcah’s Progrefs to that Point or State in which he might be- 
come a dangerous Neighbour, wherein wc Ihould not be able effcftually to check him, were 
we to judge fuch a Meafure expedient. 

Much as the temporifing Policy, fccretly imputed to us* by Saindcah, agrees with the real 
Dirpolitions of that Chief hiinfclf towards us, there is one Point in which our Sentiments are 
clfentially dilfimilar, and which accordingly occafions a driking Difference in our Behaviour to 
each other. This confids, on one hand, in the Dread which he entertains of our Military 
Charafterj and, on the other, in the low Edimation in which wc judly hold his. Doubtful 
as we may be of his Deligns and Inclinations, yet as we are uninfluenced by Fear of his 
Power, and are always prepared to meet its utmoR Exertions, our Carriage towards him is 
neVer marked by thofe little JealoOftes, Anxieties, and Sufpicions, which tend fo much to 
breed Diicord and to excite Mifunderdanding between neighbouring States. On the con- 
trary, it is uniformly open, liberal, indifferent (as to liis Military Operations), and good- 
humoured. Far otherwile (as has been Ihcwn) is the general Deportment of Saindcah in re- 
fpefl to us 5 and much of his ungracious Conduft is to be traced to a Fear of our Power 
working on a Mind of a very particular Frame. For the mod Part it mud be allowed that 
the Kind of Apprehenfion which I here attribute to Saindcah is apt to produce conciliating 
and fubmiflive Behaviour ; but this EfFcft is prevented in the prcl'cnt Cafe by the exceflive 
ptditical Pride of that Chief, which, generally fpeaking, is of a Quality remarkably unyielding, 
although in private or facial Life no Perfon in the World perhaps is lefs tainted with that 
Vice. 

It is here fair to acknowledge, that whatlbever Advantages Saindcah might, in the early 
State of our. Conncidion, draw cither from our Solicitude fird to engage him in our Inte- 
rffl«., and afterwards to make him adhere firmly to us, or from our Gratitude^ for aflual or 
luppofed Services, he is at prclcnt under fewer Obligations to our Fricndlhip than to the 
Change which has taken place in our political Sydem.— I do not mean to fay, that our original * 

favourable Dirpoffeion towards him has differed any Alteration or Diminution, but it is cer- 
tain that he dcrivcs.no Benefit from the Forbearance with which wc now view his ambitious 
Strides, of which he would not be equally fccurc, although there fubfided no Sort of Intcr- 
conrle between us, our Neutrality and Moderation in refpeft to hinri not being the Effcft of 
partial Attachment or Edeem, but of a deliberate and univerfa,! Policy, There was a 'jy® 
when the Edabliffiment of the Mahrattah Power in the Doab would have been oppofed, 
hy Arms or by Neeociations, as being dangerous to our Interedsj yet Saindcah was permitted 

(3U] to 
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to poflcfs himfclf of the greater Part of that Territory, without receiving (I believe) a Hint 

of his Progrefs in that Quarter being difagreeablt to m. , . « • • v , 

Our Silence on this Occafion was not owing to any exprefs Dercliaion of the Principle for, 
• SicinOrig. merly entertained on this Heard*, but to the new Connexion which had taken place between 
us and the Maharattah. Here then was a capital Advantage which Saindcah drew from our 
Fricndfliip, fince this led us tacitly to concur in what we had been ufed to think politically 
wrong, bccaufc unfafe j but what arofe, in the Inftance juft referred to, either from an cxceflive 
Anxiety to conciliate Saindcah, or from a Pcrluafion that our Treaty with the Maharattaha made 
it unneccITary any longer to guard againft them, proceeds from a fyftematic and ftcady Difregard 
of the Tranladions and Dilputcs of our Neighbours among each other, and a firm Refolutionnut 
to take up Arms, or hazard the Commencement of Hoftilitics, but in the Maintenance of our 
Honour, the Vindication of our Rights, or the Defence of our Poflefllons. — Hence it follows, 
that the Benefits which refult to Saindcah, exclufivcly and abfolutcly, from his Connexion 
with us, nuift be confined to the Effedls which his Addrefs enables him to draw from the parti- 
ciilar Modeof our liuercourfc with him, and from the general Tenor of our Conduft towards him. 
Thefc indeed have been by no means inconfiderable, as 1 have clfcwherc endeavoured to Ihcw.— 
A Concurrence, however, of various Circumftanccs has, within this Year or Two, operated 
to obftruc^ his Dcfign in the Artifices here alluded to, and perhaps at prefent there are few of 
his Neighbours who have not a tolerable accurate Notion of the Nature of the Alliance fubfift- 
ing between him and the Englilh Government. 

No doubt he perleveres in his Projedf, and ftill endeavours to inculcate the Perfuafion that we 
are at his Devotion ; yet as it is obvious that a Dclufion of this Sort cannot be always fuccefsfully 
praAifed, but mull Ibme Time or other be difeovered by thofc whom it is meant to deceive, it 
might I'eein neceflary for us to adopt any Mcafures for the Prevention of an Evil, that may be 
faid to carry its own Remedy along with it, and which cannot exift long enough to take a 
deep or dangerous Root. And in Truth, were it not that the greater Part of the Expedients 
employed by Saindcah to accomplifh his Purpofe have a Tendency to exclude from our Inter- 
courfe that Good-humour and Cordiality fo proper to be maintained between us, the Attempt 
might be fafely enough difregarded by us. Conducing it, however, as he does, it really 
is pregnant with confiderablc Inconveniences •, and on this Account, though it may not be 
worth our while di redly to oppofc his Dcfign, yet the Means which he ufes to cfFcftuate that 
Dcfi'm ought certainly to be I'o far refilled, as to induce his Difcontinuancc of them. 

There probably was a Time when Saindcah might, bcfidcs endeavouring to inculcate the 
Belief in others, have ferioufly thought himfclf that he would have no Difficulty in engaging 
us, whenever he fliould require it, to take an active Part in his Affairs; nor would there, in- 
deed, have been any Thing very extravagant in fuch an Expedati 9 n, at the particular Period 
when wc appeared moll folicitous to attach him to us, confidcring the Facility with which we 
had, on foinc former Occafions, entered into fimilar Views and Connedions. He would 
even feem, fVom certain diftant Propofals which he has latterly made, not to have yet totally 
rclinquifiied this Idea i but I am inclined to think, that in Overtures of the Kind alluded to, 
he may be more adu-ated either by a View of founding our Difpofitions, or by a Habit of Fcr- 
fSicinOrig. I'evcrancc, than by an f Hopes of Succefs. 

From the foregoing Statement, joined to other Fads fufficiently well known, it may be fum- 
marily deduced, that Saindcah is at this Time as defirous of extending his Influence and 
Dominion as ever we were formerly, or can be hereafter; that our prefent Syftem of Neu- 
trality and Moderation is in one Senfe favourable to his Views, but by no means calcu- 
lated to excite his Gratitude, or to engage him in a ftrid Attachment to us ; that he does 
not reckon upon the Duration or Firmnefs of our Friendlhip ; that his Prejudices and Am- 
bition on the one Hand, and our Policy on the other, confidcred, it moft probably is not an 
Objed with him to cultivate a cordial or finccre Connedion with us, from which it docs not 
appear that he could draw any cxclufive or abfolutc Advantage ; that it is his Intcrcft now, and 
' will in all Likelihood ever be fo, to preferve inviolate the Peace fubfiffing between us; but 
that Ihould he (in fpite of the nuOierous Chances againff him), furmounting 'all the Difficulties 
of his prefent Situation, firmly eftablilh himfclf in Hindoffan, and wc, on the contrary, be 
uncxpcdedly involved in any new Diftrefles, which might feem to offer a propitious Occafion of 
incroaching upon us, it is hardly to be doubted but hc would attempt to avail himfclf of fo in- 
viting a Conjundurc. I am thoroughly perfuaded, that the Part which he aded in lySj, 
relative to the King’s Claim of Tribute from Bengal, was by no means a rcludant one. 

, FKilhcd with his cafy and unlookrd-for Succefs, and prefumin^ perhaps on the Gencrofity, or, 
as he would probably think it, the neceflary Facility of our Condud towards him, he might 
imagine that he would hazard nothing in taking this Occafion of feeling our Pulfe. That he 
Ihould have denied the Concern which he had in this Tranfadion, is not to be wondered 
at. He found we were not fo yielding as he fuppofed it poflible for us to prove ; and not 
being in a Condition to force us into a Compliance with his Wilhes, he very prudently deter- 
mined to difavow thofe Wilhes. — His Behaviour, however, in this Inftance, begot, 1 believe, 
the lirft Sufpicioti of the real State of his Mind cowards us ; and has, I fancy, contributed con- 
fiderably to prove to Governtnent, that we have no Security from his Ambition, which doei. 
not depend either upon the EmbarraflTmentof his Affairs or the Profperity of ours. , 
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If the Fjcpofjtion of the Views and Charaftcr of Saindeah, given in the preceding Pages, be 
juft, and if the Eftimatc which I have made in this Difeourfe, and on other Occaflons, of that 
Chief’s political Strength, be accurate, it will follow that we have very little to hope from his 
Friencllhip, and as little to fear from his Ambition. Under thefe Circumftances it woyld 
appear as if the main Objedt of our Policy, in refpedt to him, fhould be the preventing him 
from entering into any Connexion with the natural Enemies of our State. Under this De- 
feription I clafs the French and 'lippoo Sultan, with both of whom I believe him to be at 
prefent totally unconnefted. The latter, indeed, there is Reafon to think is efpccially in- 
difpofcd towards*, on account of the feparatc Treaty which he concluded saith us in 1781, 
and of the adtive Part which he took in the Peace of 1782. Saindeah having in thefe Meafures 
certainly purfued no other Objeft than his own Intereft, we arc no further obliged to fupport 
liim againft the eventual Effeifls of Tippoo s Reicntmcnt than political Expediency may warrant* 
flow far fuch a preventive Policy as that which I allude to might carry us, were we at any 
Time to adopt f in its full Extent, is a Queftion of too much Magnitude and Delicacy to be 
nightly difculfed, and as it is by no means neceflary to my Subjeft, I IhaJl gladly pafs it by. 
— The Cafes are not many which can ever give rife to it in refped of Saindeah, the Ruiii 
and Embarrafl'ment of whofe Affairs can only affca: us in Two Ways: One of thefe refers 
to the Event of his Power and Dominions pafling into the H.ands either of our natural 
Enemies, or of fomc Chief or State clofely united with them : The other turns upon the 
PolTibility of his being at fome future Period lo hard prefled and involved in Difficulties 
by the Exertions of thofc Powers who may confederate againft him, as to be obliged to 
folicit foreign Aid, when, fliould he defpair of engaging our AlTiftancc, Ncceflity might throw 
him into the Arrns of our moft formidable and irreconcilcable Rivals. There are, it muft be 
owned, more Circumftances than the one laft mentioned, that might draw him into Con- 
jieeffions dangerous to our intcreftsj but I am of Opinion that they are all either very re- 
mote or very improbable. The Threats or Intrigues of Tippoo Sultan might induce him to 
make his Peace with that Chief, by entering into his Views againft our Nation} he might be 
allured, by the Profpeft of new Acquifitions, to join and co-operate with fome future Combi- 
nation of our Enemies } if ftrongly tempted at any Time to extend his Conquefts to the Eaft- 
ward, he might treat for the Support cither of the French or of Tippoo in fuch an Enterprizej 
or, finally, provoked by ill Treatment from our Government, he might, to gratify his Re- 
fcntincnt, cabal with its avowed Adverfarics. Much may be objefted to the Likelihood of each 
of thefe Contingencies } and as to the laft of them, it muft at loaft be referred beyond the 
Period of the prefent Adminiftration in India. ^ 

But however certain it may be, that our Government will never offer any real Wrong or 
intentional Slight, to Saindeah, it cannot be denied that it has a very arduous Talk in the 
political Duty of plcafing that Chief. Much of this Difficulty arifbs, as I have already 
Ihewn, from his natural Jcaloufy and Diftruft, but it muft be partly aferibed to another Caufe 
Saindeah has experienced fo much overftrained Complaifance from us, that he may be comi 
pared to the fpoiled Child, who after being indulged in a Variety of Demands, cried at laft 
hcraulc it could not obtain the Moon. He often carries his Pretenfions to nearly an equal 
I knght of Unrcafonabicnefs and Extravagance, expefting from us at Times, on the Strcn^gih 
of former Compliances, lucb Conccfllons as would confill perhaps neither with Prudence nor 
\vith Honour to grant. Hence it becomes neceflary, in confidcring both the Applications and 
the Complaints of Saindeah, to keep in mind the Charader and Views of himldf and of his 
Durbar; under which Denomination I range all his Favourites and principal Servants, 

^\ hether atflually near his Perfon, or employed at a Diftance. It is, generally if not univerfally 
Ipeaking, compofed of Men familiarized to Diffimulation, expert , at Circumvention, praftifed 
in halfehood, and in a Word, but little reftrained by any Sort of Principle. Of thefe there arc 
probably but few who look beyond themfelves, or who are really anxious to promote the. 
rrolperity of their Matter} nor will any of them, however fincerely attached they may be to 
his Inccrcfts, be found to pofTefs much true political Sagacity. They, 1 for the moft Parr 
make their Court to him, by feeding his Jealoufy and his Vanity ; and when they offer 
him Lounlcl, if it fhould not be didated by private Confjiderations, it is fuch as they knoy/ 
will he agreeable to him, or fuch as may be expe^ed from Men of contra^cd and undifeerning 
Minds, and who are noways qualified for the Condutft of great Affairs. 

Tiic Suggeftions and Reprefentations of Perfons of the foregoing Defeription will rarely 
e found, on due Examination, to merit much Regard. To fay nothing at prefent of the 
^vpphcations or Demands liable to proceed from fuch a Durbar, it may be obferved, that its 
compia, fits are very apt to be fiditious or pretended; for although the Maharattahs are but 
imc under the Influence of the more violent Paffions, as Revenge and Anger, yet they are 
ot uncomrrionly impelled by lefs worthy Incentives to indulge themfelves freely in Mifrepre- 
entation and Exaggeration. Indeed thofe Pradices appear in many Cafes to be purely the 
c 0 Habit and Education, fince it is not always poffible to refer them to intcrefted 
fahr particular Dc;fign. The End, however, ufually meant to be anfwcrcd by the 

OP here alluded to, is the invalidating or weakening fomc adual Charge, 

which the Conduct either of Saindeah, or of his Servants, may have fur- 
c Uroundsa This Artifice fomecimes precedes the Complaint which it is intended to 
9 deftroy. 
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deftroy, and at other Times follows iti it generally confifts in a Statement of Fa^s direflly 
oppofite to thofe alleged on the other Side, and carries with it, for the moft part, as few Mark* 

of Judgment as of Truth. . r 1 * 

It is j)lain, that the difregarding of fuch Complaints as are here delcribed, can never be 
produftivc of any ferious Confequcncc j for although Saindeah may feel fome flight Mortifi- 
cation at being foiled or difappointed in thefc little Views, yet an inward Confeioufnefs of his 
own Dillngenuity mult prevent his conceiving any real Offence on fuch Occafions. It is 
orherwile, however, in refpea to thofe Wrongs which he may adually, though erroneoufly, 
imagine himfelf <0 fuffer, elpecially when this Imprcflion rcfults from a Mifeonftrudion of any 
•SicinOrlg. of the Articles of the Treaty fubflfting between* us. It * fuch Cafes, it would not perhaps 
be right to ferutini/e too nicely, whether or not fuch Mi fconflrudions be affeded or fincercj 
thcre^an be no Harm in receiving them at all Times in the latter Light, and in treating them 
accordingly, on that Footing. A temperate Difcufflon of thefc Points, and a candid Explana- 
tion of the Senfe and Force affixed by ourfclves to the Engagements by which we arc bound, 
though they were always to fail of convincing and of fatisfying Saindeah, would neverthclefs 
conduce to the Frevcniion of many Heats and Difputes which arife, in critical Situations, 
from Mifunderffandings cleared up at too late a Period. If our Meaning continues to be 
mifconceivcd after Inch Explanations, we lhall be no longer chargeable with the Confe- 
quences; and mav, befides, Ufely refer a Mifapprchenfion lb pertinacious and invincible, to an 
Aftedation aflumed for fame finiftcr or fraudulent Purpofe. 

Among the Sort of Injuries lall mentioned, is to be reckoned the Behaviour of the Vizier 
in granting an Afylum to the Gufain, Kimmut Behauder. This has long been a Subjed of 
grievous Complaint with Saindeah, nor has any Thing which has been ever reprefented to him 
on the Occalion had the lealt Fiffcd towards fatisfying him of the Propriety of his Excellency’s 
Condud in this Particular. He continues either really to think, or to pretend to think, that 
the Protedion which has been afforded to this Fugitive, amounts to a Violation, not only of 
the Spirit but the l,ettcrof the Treaty fubfifting between us, and confcquently between the Vizier 
and him. Now, although it cannot be admitted to be an Infradion of any pofitivc Engagement, 
fSicinOrig. yet it certainly is much to be lamented, that his Excellency Ihould havef betrayed into a Step 
which fo ftrongly marked his Indifpofuion towards his Mahratta Neighbour. Kimmut Behaudre, 
at the very Time that he fought a Refuge in our Ally’s Dominions, flood in the Relation of 
a Traitor and an Enemy to his Excellency’s Government, againfl which he had been guilty of 
t Sicin Orig. the moft atrocious Offences. Under fuch Circumftances to favour or proted J, not lefs ob^noxious 
to Saindeah, was in the Vizier nearly equivalent to a Declaration that there could be no Crime 
{SlcinOrig. committed againfl either his own Perfon or Authority, which § not be atoned for by a marked 
Hoftility towards the Mahratta Chief. I do not pretend to fay, that Saindeah has ever drawn 
fo flrong a Conclufion from this Alfair, though, cqnfidcring the peculiar Colour, and the ufual 
Bias of his Mind, it would not be extraordinary if he ffiould. 

The Reception given by Saindeah to Cheit Sing, as it never was prcffingly objeded to by 
our Government, may not be thought to furnifli any Juflification of the Meafure here alluded 
to. I cannot, indeed, help thinking that Saindeah, in granting an Afylum to Cheit Sing, 
aded with great Impropriety and Indelicacy towards usj for although we had not at that 
Period concluded a general Peace with the Maharattahs, yet Saindeah had entered into a fepa- 
rate Convention with us, which ought to have prevented him from adopting a Line of Con- 
dud, that certainly breathed but little of that favourable Difpofition towards us, for which we 
have been ufed to give fo much Credit to this Chief. At the fame Time I am ready to own, 
that it would be very impolitic in us, were wc in our Commerce with the Mahrattahs to fquare 
our Behaviour towards them, on every Occaffon, exadly by the rigid Rule of Retaliation. It 
will, no doubt, be fometimes proper for us to enforce a Arid Performance of what may be 
due by them 19 our Honour, and to the Faith of Treaties} but it may be queflioned, whether 
the moft effcdual Way of accoinplilhing this Point, would be by imitating in any Cafe the 
cuftomary (and indeed proverbial) Loofenefs with which that People at all Times acquit 
thcmfeivcs of their Engagements. Such a Proceeding would be lefs calculated to produce a 
Change in their national Habits and Charader, than to lay the Foundation of perpetual Dif* 
agreements between us. Not being ufed to view flight or indired Infradions in the fame 
heinous Light that we do, they cannot comprehend why they (hould be very ferioufly refented, 
and confcquently this can hardly ever be done without their thinking thcmfeivcs in fome Mea- 
furc injured. Excepting, therefore, on very important Occafions, it will perhaps be more 
. dignified and more prudent to difregard, than to copy, fuch an irregular Condud. 

Frequently, however, as the Complaints of Saindeah will prove frivolous, unreafonable, 
and totally ungrounded. Candour requires it fliould be acknowledged, that in regard to the 
Vizier’s Government, it is to be feared they have at Times but too much Foundation. Nei- 
ther is this Circumftance difficult to be accounted for; His Excellency has certainly but 
little Reafon, upon the whole, to be fatisfied with the Mahrattah Chief This hereditarv 
Antipathy to the Nation of the latter out of the Queflion, more Circumftances than One 
have had the Effed of exciting in him a perfonal Difguft, and I may even venture to f')’ 
Hatred, towards Saindeah. Nor will this be much wondered at, however it m.iy be lamenrrd. 
when it is confidcred, that in confcqucnce of the fuccefsful Ufurpation of the Mahrattah, 
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has beeo deprived of an honorary Pre>enninence in the Empire, that may be afRrmed to have 
^onftituced Wrt of hit Patrimony; his Officers at Dehli have been plundered and harafled; 
his own Property there violently invaded ; fome of his difcontented and refraftor^ Relations 
countenanced ; and others, in whom he is' either reall;^, or affefts to be, interefted, imprifoned 
and maltreated. I do not pretend to affirm that Saindeah is equally blameable on all thefe 
points; neither it it to be admitted, that any of them can be properly excufed by pleading 
the licentious Nature of his Government, fince the fame Apology might, with the fame Juft- 
nefs, be offered for the moft flagrant Outrages, and might often be employed to.cover Adts of 
intentional Slight and Injury. Be this as it may, however, their Effedt on the Mind of the 
Vizier is very great ; and being alfo, it may be faid, natural, will be found the more difficult 
to correA. But as fuch an Indifpofltion towards Saindeah on the Part of his Excellency may 
be pregnant with Danger, by having, in fome Degree, a Tendency to drive the former into 
Connedlions inimical to our Interefts, it doubtlehly behoves us to labour earneflly for its Re- 
moval. For my own Part, I confefs I fee but One effedkual Way of accomplilhing fo de- 
firable an End. Our Influence over the Vizier is certainly confiderable ; but then, his Mind 
is probably not let undci* the Influence of Pride, of Jealoufy, and of an Indignation at 
Wrongs, partly perhaps real, and partly imaginary. Hence, to employ our Credit with 
him in order to reconcile him to an unqualified Refinance againft the Suggcilions of Paffions, 
commonly very uncontroulable, would, bcfidcs very • incffeftual, favour more of unreafonable *SieinOrig. 
Violence than I am furc would be agreeable to our Government. To corredl and gradually 
to fubdue thefe unfriendly Difpofitions (which the Vizier would in vain attempt to difguife, 
and which are evidently cornmunicaced to a great Part of his Subjeds), it is ncceffary, if 
not to redrefs the Circumllances that have given rife to them, at leaft to prevent for the 
future the Recurrence of fuch Matter as is calculated to keep them alive. 

To this End, it would be rcquifice to effedt a more confiderable + in the Condud and Send- f SkinOrJg. 
ments of Saindeah than I will venture to pronounce to be pradicable ; yet till this be done, 

1 am afraid it will be to no Purpofe for us to endeavour to reftrain the Vizier's Government 
within the Bounds neceflary to the great political Ends which have been hintedlat. — His Ex- 
cellency may deny that he.aflbrds Protedion to Fugitives from the Territories o the Mahrat- 
tah; he may affirm that he carries on no improper Correfpondence, or indeed any at all, with 
Tributaries or-Encmies of that Chief ; and he may even promife that effcdual Care lhail be taken 
for the Prevention of fuch Pradices; yet I hefitate not to pronounce, that all thefe Evils will 
continue, without our being able, perhaps, to afeertain with Precifion the Exiftence of any of 
them.— In a Word, the Principle of reciprocal Advantage and Honour muff be introduced into 
the Connedion fubfifting between Saindeah and our Ally the Vizier, before it can ever be made 
agreeable to the latter, or before a liberal and cordial Intercourfe can be effablifhed between 
them. — Some Appearances of Harmony may be preferved ; mutual Proteftations, Declarations, 
and Injundions may be exchanged ; but as thofe, while the Seeds of Ill-humour prevail on 
either Side, will mean nothing, neither will they ever produce any good. 

It may not be improper, before I clofe the prefent Difeourfe, to take feme flight Notice 
of the Perfons employed by Saindeah in the Management of his Concerns with our Govern- 
ment. Thefe arc offenfibly only Two, viz. Bow Buckfhee, and Apa Byhroo Naht ; but it is 
very certain that there arc others, who on particular Occafions, being more in thc'Confidencc 
of their Maffer than either of thefe Minifters, take the Lead of them rn Englifli as well as in 
other Affairs. 

Of the Charaders of thofe Two Men it is not neceffary for me to fay much, fince they differ 
little or nothing from the Bulk of the Durbar of which they are Members, and which I have 
already attempted faintly to delineate. — Apa, who is a Sort of Dependant on the Bow, and 
ads in the Capacity of his Deputy or Affiftant, appears to be rather fuperior to his Principal, 
as well in Sagacity as in Addrels. They arc both to be confidcrcd, however, rather as the In- 
ftrunnents than the Counfcllors of Saindeah, being employed for the moff Part only in executing 
what feems to that Chief himfclf advifeable, or what fome of his more confidential Servants 
fuggeft as expedient. Their Views indeed being at all Times cither very confined, or very in- 
tereffed, they are better cmalified to ad as Agents than as Counfcllors. — In the former Station 
they acquit themfelves fumcicntly well, being as fupple and as fubfervient as their Maffer can 
wilh them to be; and though they fometimes feem to move in the latter Sphere, yet it is 
rarely that they do more than propofe the Means of accomplilhing what is known to be dcfired, 
and of executing what is known to be already determined on. 

It is net to be denied, that Bow Buckflicc has derived both Confcquence and Profit from 
the Share which he has had in conduding the Intercourfe between his Maffer and our Govern- 
ment ; but it appears to me that he was not fclcded for that on any Grounds of a creditable 
Nature to himfclf. The Connedion between Saindeah and us was eftablilhcd through a fuffi- 
cient Agency. , It was Servajee Eethul Rao who was employed to negociate and conclude the 
feparatc Treaty with Colonel Muir, which laid the Foundation of the general Peace that 
cniued. The Charader of this Perfon (lands very high, not only among his Countrymen, but 
alfo in the Eftimation of their political Enemies. — His Condud, during the Ncgociations 
which he managed, received the moft honourable Tellimony from the Gentleman who treated 
with him on the Part of Colonel Muir. — He holds an important Station in the MahrattaH Em- 

r 3 X ) pire. 
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pire, arid continues to be particularly diftingutihcd by Samdeahi although no Ibngef eipployej 
by him in the political Line. — It is not difficult to account for his having loft the Confidence 
of the Mahrattah Chief; being at the Head of a Body of the Governnncnt Troops* he was not 
independent in a great Degree of Saindeah, but even in forne refpcft co-ordinate with him 
This Conikicraiion, joined to his high Reputation, rendered him eminently u(jeful in a Cool 
juntfture when the Neccifity of Saiitdeuh’s Affairs made a fpeedy Peace with the Englilh 
iridifpcnfable. This Objeft, however, atcomplifhed, and the VietVs of Saindeah changing with 
Circumltancesr, it became ncceffary for him to lay afidc Ecthul Rao/ whofc Relation to the 
Poonah Government, whofc Rank and Credit, and whofc general Charafttr, altogether difqu*. 
lified him for a Situation in which no Perfon could be fafely trufted but a Creature of his own. 
Bow Buckflice was accordingly raifed to an Office, for accompliffiing the Purpofes of which 
his loofe and flexible Principles were infinitely better fuited than the unaccotnmodating, but 
independent Spirit of F.tchcl Rao. It is remarkable, however, that although the latter has 
no longer any Share in the Conduit of Englilh Affairs, yet he continues to keep up the State 
of employing a Vakeel at Calcutta, an Affumption to which, noewithftanding it cannot be 
» sicinOrig. agreeable to Saindeah, this Chief never appears to have offered any -ny * Objedtion. 

Bhow Bucklhee docs not at this Time derive either fo much Credit or Advantage from 
his miniftcrial Station as he formerly did. The Conneflion between Saindeah and our 
Government has affumed that Kind of Form which requires and admits but little of inter- 
mediate Agency. Hence being almoft totally unemployed as a Negotiator, the Importance 
which he derived from that Situation has almoft ceafed. While he could make his Mailer 
believe that it was poffiblc to bind us to his Intcreft by clofer Tics than at prefent unite 
us together (a Piece of Addrefs which I have Keafon to think he long praftifed fuc- 
ccfsfully), he experienced no Diminution of Infiuencci but as Saindeah is by this Time, 
1 fancy, thoroughly convinced that this is an unattainable Point, and as it muft confequentiy 
appear to him that the Bhow does not poffcfs that Degree of Weight with us which he 
has always affeflcd to enjoy, I am of Opinion that the Credit of the latter is on the De- 
cline. It is probable, indeed, that he will be able to maintain his Ground for fomc Time 
longer; but whenever he lhall be marked as a proper Obje£b fot^ the rapacious Ncceffity of 
his Maftcr (which in all Likelihood will one Day be the Cafe), it is not the fubordinatt- Part 
)vhich he has in the Management of Affairs, that will protcdl: him from Difgrace and Ruin. 
His Conduft in his Revenue Employment will at any Period furnilh Arguments fufficientijr 
plaufiblc for criminating, for fquee 2 ing, and for degrading him ; and I believe he is too well 
acquainted with the Charaftcr of Saindeah to reckon upon any Support, in his Difficulties, 
f SicinOrig. from the Favour or orf Interpofition of the Englilh Government. As a View, therefore, 
to this Sort of Advantage is not likely to have any Influence on his Conduft in refped to us, 
there is the greater Rcafon for believing that the better to ingratiate himfelf with his Mailer 
and with his moft confidential Counfellors, he will enter into all the Views of the latter, and 
inftead of labouring, as he ought, to remove the former’s Diftruft of us, rather encourage and 
keep it alive by every Means in his Power ; I wilh had no Rcafon for fufpc6ling that he has 
already adopted fo i n fid ious a Policy. 

Before I quit this Subjcdl, it may not be amifs to obferve that Bhow Bukfhee has a con- 
fidcrablc Rival in Ambajcc, whofc Condudl oftener than once has plainly indicated a Defireof 
acquiring the Diretflion in Englilh Affairs. I have had very broad Overtures from him to this 
Effefl, which I of courfc difeouraged with fufficient Explicitnefs. But fupported as he is by 
Rana Khan Bhal, and high as he ftands in the Confidence of Saindeah, it is not at all unlikely 
but he may at fomc future Jundlurc refunne his Views to this Situation. It may be queftioned, 
however, whether we Ihould benefit any Thing by fuch a Change, for although Ambajee hasaf- 
fe(ffcd to charge the Bhow with Duplicity and Infinccrity in the Adminiftration of his Office, 
yet it is not clear that he could himfelf fill the Station to his Mafter’s Satisfaflion without 
pradifing the fame Arts -, nor am 1 convinced that he would feel any Reludancc in putting them 
m Execution.

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Letter from Mr. Middleton to Sir Elijah Impey. 

Mv dear Sir Elijah, Lucknow, the 5 th December i;^t. 

1 was only this Morning favoured with your very frtcndly and inicrefting Letter of the ift In- 
ftant • and I am only able at prefent, in Reply, to touch (lightly on the moft imjDortant Points of 
> In the firft Place, my dear Sir, I muft beg your Acceptance of my moft unfeigned Acknow- 
ledamcnts for the obliging and attentive Regard you have (hewn to all my Rcquifitions and 
Wifccs which are not the Icfs due to you becaufe your Endeavours have not been produftive of 
all the Succefs I hoped for from them. It would be impertinent, and, perhaps, not altogether 
decent for me to urge any Thing further on the Subjeft of Muzuffer Jung and Ifmacl Beg. 

The Governor’s Exbcdlations in regard to both muft and (hall be anfwered j and my only Defirc 
now is that he will permit the Nabob and his Minifters to make it appear a Mcafurc of their 
own and not forced upon them by his immediate Authority. I feel nothing on my own Account 
for the Furruckabad Bulincfs, as I urged it only in confequence of the Vizier’s earned Defire; 
which I thought extremely reafonable, and made on Grounds which appeared to me to bear not 
a Shadow of Doubt in regard to Juftice or Propriety. His Excellency only is the Sulfercr, and 
I think I can anfwcr for him, that he would much rather have given up his Claims on the Nabob 
of Furruckabad altogether, in his own Way, than be obliged now to withdraw his Agent, wiiich 
muft leCTen him fo much in the Eyes of his Neighbours. In regard to Ifmacl Beg, I feel myfelf 
very differently fituated j for, excluftvc of the Difapprobation it was my Duty to teftify to a 
Condudl fo extremely difrefpeaful and infulting to the Nabob and his Minifters, I could not 
help perfonally feeling and refenting the Indignities he offered, in the moft atrocious and bare- 
faced Mabncr, to my Station. But I muft own to you, my dear Sir, I feel thefc Infults, and 
the Triumph which this Villain has obtained over me, although it will give a fevere Stab to the 
Influence and Authority of my Station, Id's than I do the Mortification of feeing more Regard 
paid to the Rcprcfcn cations of others than my own, on Subjefts which fo effcntially concern 
rovfclf and which to fufpeft me capable of mifreprefenting, feems to declare me undeferving of 
the Co’nfidcnce of the Governor, and confequently of the Office I hold under him. I would 
alk my dear Sir Elijah, what intcreft, or poffiblc finiftcr View, I can have in efpoufing the 
Caufe of the Nabob againft Ifmacl Beg ? Had intereft been the Rule of my Conduft, his 
own Overtures, before he had been Six Hours in Confinement, would have didated a dif- 
ferent Line } but 1 thought his Conduft to the Nabob too infamous to pafs unpunifhed t and 
not to have refented his Condud to myfelf, and to Mr. Haftings, whofe Station and Charadcr 
he took every Means in his Power to depreciate, would have been the higheft Injufticc both to 
my Friend and myfelf. If Mr. Haftings cannot yield Credit to my folcmn Declarations rc- 
fpeding the Condud of this Man, it would, I conceive, be an eafy Matter to get all I 
have raid, and indeed much more, verified upon Oath. But after What you have (aid, I (hall 
never again open my Lips, or employ my Pen, on the Subjed. I feel the Difappointment far 
more than I can exprefs, but it is only to yourfclf that I (hall ever breathe, a Complaint upon it.— 

I muft obferve to you, that I think it very likely the Nabob may again addrefs the Governor on 
both thefc Subjeds, before he finally complies with his Injundions, in which Cale I have moft 
earneftly to entreat, that you will not fuffer Mr. Haftings to fuppofe me accefTary to it —I fo- 
lemnly affurc you 1 will do every Thing in my Power to prevent any further Delay in the Exe- 
cution of the Governor’s Orders, and if another Reference is made, it will not be with my 
Confent.— I (hall demand the Execution To-morrow Morning— if it is not complied with, 
the Nabob will of courfe difpatch his Appeal in the Evening, to which an Anfwer may be re- 
ceived in Six Days: Should the Nabob decline to withdraw his Sizauwol from Furruckabad, 
and relcafe Ifmacl Beg until the Governor’s Anfwcr arrives, I (hall be without Remedy and I 
(hall truft to your good Offices to obtain me his Indulgence, under a folemn Engagement, that 
the very Day the Anfwcr may arrive, his Orders, be they what they will, (hall be executed, 
fix? (<») [The Meafure refpeding the Begums, and the Refumption of the jaghcers, will be inftantly 
^ adopted. The latter has only been lufpended for the Governor’s Sentiments on the former, as 
the jaghcers of the' Begums and their Dependants arc the moft confidcrable-, and, to have * 
attacked them, without being prepared, at the fame Time, to enter immediately on the Execution 
of the grand Defign, would have being doing Things by Halves, and polTibly have defeated 
our Expeftations. Do not, my dear Sir Elijah, fuffer this Delay to be urged or confidcred as an 
Imputation of Blame upon me. 1 entered on the Bufincls the very Day after you left me, and 
went fo far as to look upon the Matter as finally agreed upon, the adlual Execution only fufpended 
until I could receive either yours or the Governor’s Sentiments upon the further Propofal, which

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is certainl/ of far greater Confequence than the Refumption of the Jagheers, as it will dq at 
one Stroke^ if we are not all grofsly millaken, what the Jagheers will be at leaft Two Years in 
doing. To-morrow Morning, I am to be informed of his Excellency's intended Mode of 
Attack, and thall not fail to acquaint the Governor ( in the mean Time you may be aflured, that 
whatever may be acquired by the Meafure (hall be faithfully and wholly applied to the Liquida- 
tion of the Company's Debt.] With refpcA to Cator, 1 will write when I have fpoken to him 
at prefent I have not Time even to read what I have written : 1 (hall be happy if you find it 
intelligible, and I am furc you will have the Goodnefs to excufe its Imperfcdlions.

T he Governor General delivers in the following Minute, containing his Obfervations on Mr. 
Briftow’s Letter and Defence ; 

It is with great Regret that he offers a Compolition of fuch unufoal Length for a Place in the 
Conlultstions. It was written with a ftrongcr Regret, operating as a Difeouragement on his 
Mind, and no Icfs Mortification, from the Reflexion of the Incongruity of fuch a Drudgery with 
the Cares and Functions which ought to be the Occupation of the Perfon filling a Station fo 
important as that which he holds, had he the Power of attending to the firft, or difeharging the 
latter. He folemnly declares, that the Powers of this Government are not in his Hands, nor 
cxercifed by the Principles which he pbfleflVs. Difarmed of the Means of averting, by an in- 
ftant and decided Aft of Authority, the Evils which he has long fince feen impending on the 
Britifh Charafter and Interefts, he has devoted himfelf to the Labour of difplaying them for the 
View of higher Authorities, on whofe Wifdom and. Jufiice he lecurely depends for their due 
Retribution, if this Reprefentation (hall arrive too late to produce the Remedy which he hopes 
to derive from it. — The Ruin of a great Dominion, the open Violation of Juftice and Public 
Faith, the Contempt reflefted on this Government from its Reprefentation, and Reproach from 
the Afts done under its Authority, merited at lead the Labour of a few Days for the Produftion 
of the only Refource which remained for their Removal, even from the firft and executive 
Member of the Conftitution, if they have not interfered with more urgent Calls of his Duty. — 
To him it has been the Sacrifice of a Length of Time which he reviews with Pain.— He forefecs 
the Confcquences to which it may lead, in the long Interval which muft precede its EflTcfts, but 
is prepared to meet them j and whatever may happen of the Events which he dreads in the Train 
of Affairs now fubfifting, he fhall at leaft receive this Confolation under them, that he ufed his 
utmoft Exertions to prevent them, and that in the Annals of the Nations of India which have 
been fubjefted to the Britilh Dominion, he fhall not be remembered amongft their Oppreffors.

It would have been unjuft to have preferibed to Mr. Briftow, either the Mode or Bounds of his 
Defence. I fhall afTume the fame Privilege in my Examination of it, and by throwing afide all 
the extraneous Subjefts, Reaibnings of Difficulty, or unimportant Application*, l-’ioteflions of 
Integrity, and (bunding Declamation, which make up the Bulk of the Compofition, endeavour to 
comprize all that is cfTential of the general Subjeft in the following Remarks. 

On the 21ft of April I laid before the Board Two Letters from the Nabob Vizier, and Three 
from his Minifter Hyder Beg Khaun, all filled with various Complaints of the Conduft of Mr. 
Briltow, the Rcfidcnt of this Government at the Court of the Nabob Vizier: As the conftitu- 
tional Channel of all political Correfpondence, I had no Option, had I been fo inclined, to fupprefs 
them. — They were as much the Concern of the other Members of the Board as my own t but as 
they perfonally regarded an Individual highly patronized, and then recently withdrawn from that 
Dependance on my Authority, with which 1 had endeavoured to accommodate my Submiffion to 
the Orders of the Court of Direftots in his Appointment to the Station which he held, I forefaw 
« once all the Difficulties of the Part which I had to aft, both with refpeft to my immediate 
Colleagues in Office, and my Superiors at Home. — Under this Impreffion 1 imparted the Subjeft 
with much Delicacy to the other Members of the Board, but thought I faw in its Reception a 
Temper which boded little Eafe to my Feelings in the Profecution of the Charges, or Juftice in 
the Termination of it— The Gentlemen c£ the Board muft not be offended at this Declaration ; I

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mean not to allude to what paflcd when we were in private at the Hrft Communication of the 
Complaints, but to the firft Minutes which were delivered upon them on the igih and a^d of the 
Month followinL^. I hsJ luffertfd dll the intermedidte Dcldy^ from d of Irritdtiod i and on 
the loth of May I fimpiy moved that the Charges (hould be tranfmitted to Mr. Briftow, with 
Orders to revoke all Appointments made by hm under the Government of the Nabob Vizier, 
and not appertaining to the Duties and Rights of his Office. ^ ' 

On this Qiicftion the Members of the Board entered their feparate Opinions, agreeing to 
tranfmic the Charges for Mr. Brirtow^s Defence; but objefting lo any other confequent Aft 
until he (hoiifd have replied to tbem^ as it appeared chat he had ^ not exceeded his Inurudlions, 
and that the Complaints were founded on intcrefted Modves. — Mr. Maepherfon added to his 
Opinion a Propofal, that the iimilar Charges Ihould be drawn againft Meffrs. Middleton and 
Tohnfton, on which the Board had been panjy induced to remove thofe Gentlemen from the 
’rruft fmcc committed to Mr. Bnftow ; and Mr. Stables, with a Decifion which feemed to pre- 
clude the Necciruy of any Enquiry whatever, delivered it as his OpinrK^, that, “ in Jullice and 
“ Candour to the Nabob Vizier and his Minifter, the Board ought expliciily to declare, that. 
‘‘ they could not on any Account comply with the Vizier’s Requcit, to grant him difcrctional 
“ Powers over his Country, whilll fuch heavy Debts remained due to the Company.”—! was 
filcnt, and the Debate briefly clofed without any Hefolution following it. 

On the 2 2d of May 1 laid before the Board apother Letter from Hyder Beg Cawn, withNar- 
ratives of Converfations held between him and Mr. Briftow. I recapitulated what had paffed 
with relation to the former Papers remarked on the Minutes of the preceding Council, and re- 
newed the fame Queltion, which had been left undetermined. The other Members entered their 
Opinions, which amounted to a Rcfolution, formally paflTcd, to fend to Mr. Briftow the Charges, 
but not to revoke the Appointments which he had made.— •! protefted ; declared the Inftruc- 
tions to be annulled which I had given to Mr. Briftow, and which had been pronounced a valid 
Authority for his A£ts *, requiring the other Members to form other Rules for his Coadu^ more 
confonant to their own Principles. • ' • n. • • 

In the mean Time Mr. Briftow having Intimation of the Firft Complaints againft him, which 
had been laid before the Board on the 21ft of April, addrefled a Letter to the B^rdt dated the 
ic^th of May, and filled with general Complaints againft Hyder Beg Cawn, and a fpccific Charge 
of having impeded his Endeavours to cftablifli a new Plan, which he had formed for the Ad- 
miniftration of Jufticc for the City of Lucknow and the Dominions of Oude. Tfiis Letter was 
received on ‘the 29th of May, but the Board properly agreed to fufpend the Confideration of 
it till the Receipt of his Reply to the Charges which had been preferred againft him j and thefc 
were accordingly tranfmitted to him in a Letter of that Date, which was more than Five Weeks 
after their Firft Delivery. 

1 fhall detain the Narrative in this Place but to make One brief Obfervation of the Difference 
of Mr. Maepherfon’s Behaviour on this, from that which he (hewed on a former Occafion, not 
very diffimilar : — When Mr. Johnfon, ading in the Place of Mr. Middleton, was accufed of 
having appointed Aumils or Collcftors over the Lands affigned by the Nabob Vizier for the 
Payment of the Company’s Balance and growing Debt, and of having aflumed other Ads of 
Authority which appertained folely to the regular Adminiftration of the Nabob Vizier, 1 moved 
the Board to order his immediate Recall, deeming it improper to expofe a whole Province to 
Difordcr, and the Credit of the Englifh Name to Imputation, through a Principle of Delicacy 
to an Individual, who might have 1 ime and Freedom allowed for his Defence, and, if innocent, 
might be both cffcdually acquitted by an Ad paffed at any remote Period of I ime, and receive 
full Compcnfation'by Appointment to an equal or higher Poft of Credit. I well remember with 
what Promptnefs thofe Sentiments were adopted by Mr. Maepherfon. My Motion was delivered 
on the 7th of September, in a written Mcffage to the Board, dictated tr<^ my Bed, to which I 
was confined by a fevere Indifpofition. It palTcd unanimoudy on th<{ fame Day, with Order', 
correfponding, to Mr. Middleton the Rcfidcnt, announcing Mr. Johnlbn’s Recall •, to Mr. John- 
fon, requiring his Departure within Forty-eight Hours, on Pain of Arrcft; and to Colonel Mor- 
gan, the commanding Officer at Cawnpore, commanding him to fend Mr. Johnfon a Prifoncr to 
Calcutta, if he exceeded the Time preferibed. Little more Ceremony was obferved towards 
Mr. Middleton, whofe imputed Milcondudl was the Caufc of his Removal, thougl^ a fcrupulous 
Attention to the Orders of the Court of Direftors was the Ground of Mr. Briftow’s Appointment 
to fuccced him. Thefc were Officers of my own Nomination, and how favoured and fupported by 
me, while their Conduft appeared to merit it, the World well knows. When 1 law Cauic to 
change my Opinion of them, and thought their Continuance in Office of a pernicious Tendency 
to^ the Company’s Intcrcfts, 1 moved, and Mr. Maepherfon gave his hearty and unqualific 
Voice, for their Difmiffton, without allowing them an Hour of Grace for Defence, or even lor 
a Reply. But when Mr, Briftow ftood charged with the fame Afts, and other accumulate 
Offences, Mr. Maepherfon, the Patron of Mr. Briftow, recommended that, on a Principled 
common Juftice, he (hould be heard in his' Defence; diferedited the Authority of the Mimflcr, 
which had divulged them ; and intimated, I am fare not on a Principle of common Jufticc, tnar, 
during the Procefs of the Fmquiry, Mr. Briftow’s Authority (hould be rendered cffeftual, that 
abfoliite, and the Minifter’s of courfc annihilated; yCt the Miniftcr’s was the fame Authontyi 
and the chief, if not only Authority, on which Mr. Johnfon was removed, though ^ 
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Ktbob Vtzicf t* the Accuiktioo oi Mr. Briftow, end both his Oath and his Miniitcr’s 

tcnderet) i" fupport of them. 

That I ipay not be charged with a Mifconftrudtion of Mr. Maepherfon's Words, I will fubjoin 
them, in the follwing Extract of his Minute : 

** It is my Opinion, upon a Principle of common Ju (lice, as well as from a Regard to the 
“ Company’s Regulations, that Copies of the Vizier’s Letters, and of thofe of Hyder bcij 
<* Cawn, containing Complaints againft Mr. Briilow, fbould be immediately fenc to him fur his 

« Information, and to prepare his Defence againft the Complaints.” “ And as the Reft- 

<* dent is now under heavy Accufatioos, probably for a necellary Exercife of that Power (the 
« Power of checking the Influence of the Minifter), fo it is evident fhat our Government will 
•< ftand in Sufpenfe, if it is not rendered (a) eflectuai at the Court of Oude during thele Con> 
<• tentions between the acting Minifter and our Rendent.” 

On the 23d of June the Board received a Letter from Mr. Briftow, dated the ijrh, and ac- 
knowledging the Receipt of the Board’s Orders of the 29th, with a Promife of a Ipccdy Reply, 
and a declamatory Recrimination of Hyder Beg Cawn. 

. The Promife contained in this Letter remaining unperformed on the 24th July, 1 complained to 
the Board of this Difrefpeit (hewn to their Authority ; and on the next Council Day following, 
which was the 28th, 1 moved, “ That Mr. Briftow, for Difrefpeef to the Board, and Difobediente 
of the Orders written to him by the Board on the 29th of May, and acknowledged by him 
“ on the 13th of June, in having to that I'imc avoided or negleded to reply to the fame, Ihould 
“ be removed and recalled from his Station and Office at Lucknow.” 

I alio moved, “ That as the Nabob of Oude, in his L.ettcr received on the 7th of April lalf, 
*' and laid before the Board on the 21ft of the fame Month, had deflred that Mrftrs. Briftow 
“ and Cooper, theaiftual Rcfident and Deputy appointed for the Tran faiff ion of the Company’s 
*< Affairs at his Court, might be recalled from thence, and that be might be allowed ihc Exercife 
“ of difcretional Power for the Management of his Country, and the Payment of the Company’s 
« Money or Debt-, and had engaged, that on thefe Conditions he would pay the full Amount of 
« whatever fhould be due to the Company, both of the paft and growing Debt, in fuch a ‘Man- 
ner as the Board (houid prcfcribci that the Office of Kcfident at the Court of the Nabob of 
Oude, with that of' the Deputy and other fbbordinate Parts of the fame Eftablifhment, except- 
« ing the Office of Accompesnt, fhould be diffoived, and the Nabob of Oude, and his Minifter 
“ Hyder Beg Cawn, made jointly refponfible, according to the Terms of their Letters, as let 
forth in the Extrafls fubjoined to my Minute, for the Payment of the Sums due to the Com- 
“ pany for the prefent and enfuing Year Fuffulee, ending in September 1784.” 

Mr. Maephertbn being prevented by Sicknefs from attending at the Board, it was propofed, and 
I- yielded, to defer the Decifton of my Queftion to the next Meeting. 

It muft be remarked that, on the 7th of July, the Board received a Letter from Mr. Briftow 
dated the 23d of June, mentioning that he had been Tick, and confined to his Bed fince the 20th of 
the fame Month-, and this was pleaded as an Excufe for his not having yet replied to the Board’s 
Commands of (he 29(h of May : And on the 28th of July the Secretary informed the Board that 
be had received another Letter from him, dated the i6th, repeating the fame Excufe, with a 
Promife that his Reply fhould follow on the Morrow, or next Day at fartheft. 

On the ^ift of July the Board being fully affemblcd, paffed a decided Negative on my Queftion, 
in both, the Terms of it. I was a little furpriled to find fomething like an Accufation brought 
againft mylelf by Mr. Wheler, in an Obfervation made by him in a Minute produced at the 
Board, ftating, " that it was improper to fliift the Ground of the original Charges to DifrefpeA,” 
adding, ** that this was of all others the moft improper Time to leave the Nabob and the Com- 
“ pany to the Mercy of his Minifters.” 

1 think the Remark uncandid. Nine Weeks had now paffed fince the Board had tranfmitted 
to Mr. Briftow a Series of Accufations amounting to the general Charge of his having ufurped 
thc,Sovcrcign Authority of the Subahfhipof Oude, and required his Anfwcr to them. — Under a 
Pretext of a few Days of Sicknefs be had evaded the Reply, and it yet remained a Doubt whether 
he meant to make one. From the Rumours which had arifen in the intermediate Time, of ap- 
proaching Changes in this Government, and the Advantage which Mr. Briftow was faid in his im- 
puted Converfation with Hyder Beg Cawn to have made of them, 1 did believe, and do believe, 
that his Objeft in the Delay was principally to allow Time for the Rumours, if true, to be verified 
oy their Effefl, and the Enquiry, or the Severity of it at Icaft, precluded by .my Removal from the 
Government i though it might ferve for another Purpofe, which I (hall fpeak of hereafter. It is 
certain that a fufficient Time had paffed for Mr. Briftow to have made his Defence, and for the 
Board to have received it, had his Sicknefs been fuch as he reprcfcntcd it. In the mean Time he 
retained the Powers which he had ufurped s the Credit of his Influence was eftablifhed, to the

of bis Sution elFedually without it, and Mr. Maepherfoo’s Re^^n of the Plea is an Implication of the fame 
vpoclufion, or it Hands for nothing. 

Difeourage- 
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Difcouragcmcnt both of Oppofition, and of any Evidence which might have been produced againft 
him ; he was in poHcfTion of the Privilege which forbids that a Man accufed (hall be convidledun* 
heard, with powerful Advocates to maintain it ; for even in the Debates of this Day, it was af. 
ferted in his Favour, and on the Strength of it he might maintain his Ground unmolefted to any 
indefinite Period. 1 have underftood it to be in many Cafes a Maxim of Law, that if a Man ac- 
enfed before a Tribunal competent for his Trial (hall refufc to plead to the Accufacion, his Refu- 
fal (hall be affumed to be equivalent to Convidion : It is certainly Contumacy, and as fuch, ap. 
plied to the Occ^fjon and Confequences of it, it merited both the Punifhment of the OflTrnder, 
and that Remedy for the public Dilbrdcrs attendant on it which the Board could apply; and thefe 
were the united Principles and Objeds of my Queftion. Was this a (hifting of the original 
Charges; or when thefe were evaded, and the only Alternative that remained was, either to let a 
Criminal efcape with Impunity, and divide the Authority which had called on him for his 
Defence, or to proceed to Judgment againft him— -was it not ftriflly regular in me to propofe 
the latter, and thus, by a decided A6l of Government, to remove at once both the Evil and its 
Author ? 

Mr. Maepherfon’s Objeftions to the Queftion were, that he could not condemn Mr. Briftow 
unconvi^ied ; that Mr. Briftow had been fick, and might have had other Rcafons tor the Delay; 
that he could nor confent to the Abolition of the Rcfid^ency, “ and leaving to the Vizier and his 

Miniftcr the Powers which they required,**— without full Security for the Company’s Interefts, 
and the Peace of our Frontiers adding a Suggeftion, which I do not well comprehend, re- 
lating to the Re-eftablifiimcnt of the French in India. 

I (hall only take notice of that Part of his Minute which relates to Mr. Briftow’s Plea of Sick- 
nefs — I am impelled by a Senlc of Duty, fuperior to the Confideration of perfonal Tendernefs, to 
• SlcinOrig. declare, that the Plea, even in the Terms of it, is unadmilTiblc and that I believe it to be almoft 
wholly without Foundation. Mr. Briftow acknowledged the Receipt of the Charges in a Letter 
dated the 13th of June, — On the 23d of June he wrote to the Board, that he had been fick, and 
confined to his Bed fincc the 2orh, that is, little more than Two Days ; and on the 16th of July he 
wrote' to the Secretary, that his Indifpofition had prevented him, — Surely his Indifpofition was not 
(o violent in all this long Period, but that, with the acknowledged Benefit of One entire Week of 
Health, he might have found Intervals of Eafe to finifh that Part of his Defence which required 
his perfonal Labour ; for, abftradted from the Copies of the original Papers with which he has 
conneded it, and which were the Work of his official Affiftants, his Defence alone might, in the 
Judgment of any unbiafTcd Reader, be rated as the Compolition of a very few Days. — The Ex- 
prefhon of Mr. Briflow’s Letter to the Secretary docs not convey the Idea of feverc Sicknefs ; and 

1 am glad of it, bccaufc I am morally certain that his Sicknefs, whatever it was, was not of fuch a 
Kind as to ferve for the Excufc to which he has applied it. I will give my Reafon for this Con- 
ckifion : — When Mr. Briftow’s laft Plea arrived, I afked Rajah Gobin Ram, the Vakeel of the 
Nabob Vizier, whether he had heard that Mr. Briftow was very ill, he anfwcred me with fuch an 
Air and l one of Voice as ufually accompany the Expreffion of common Information, that he had 
not ; and that if Mr. Briftow had been very ill, he (hould furcly have known it. — As my Reply 
feemed to mark a Doubt of his being truly informed, he brought to me, I believe the next Day, 
an Extrad of a Letter from his Correfpondent at Lucknow, which advifcd him of a flight Dlf- 
order with which Mr. Briftow appeared to have been affeded in February or March laft ; inferring 
from thence, that if Mr. Briftow had been ferioufly ill at a later Period, his Correfpondent would 
not have failed to inform him of it, which he had not done. — Let not Rajah Gobind Ram be the 
Objed of Difpleafurc to any one for the Ufc which I have made of his Evidence -, for to this 
Hour he knows not the Purpofc for which it was exaded, nor has, I am certain, a Sufpicion, that 
in a plain Anfwer to an unimportant Queftion, he was furnifhing an Argument of perfonal Confe- 
quence to the Gentleman 10 whom it related. 

On the iith of Auguft Mr. Briftow’s long-cxpedcd Defence arrived, with a Letter, dated the 
30th of July. 

It may not be unufeful, in this Place, to recur to the Documents which contain the Charges 
againft him: Thefe will be found at large in the Nabob Vizier’s Letters, and in the Letters and 
other Papers of his Miniftcr, Hyder Beg Cawn, which were entered on the Confultations of the

Ul'ual Introdudion. 

From the Commencement of the Fricndlhip between the late Nawaub and you, and the Gen- 
tlemen of the Council, on this Side there has been no Deficiency. In confequence of the Inter- 
change of Turbans between you and the late Nawaub, I look up to you as the Brother of my 
Father. My Country and my Dwelling are yours. I have on all Occafions (ludied ypur Pleafore, 
and the Satisfaction of the Gentlemen of the Council i you on your Part have ftill adied with the 
Duties of Fricndlhip and AfFedion, artd I feel and acknowledge the Obligation. 


The 
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The Difpofition and Conduft of Mr. Briftow were /ortncrJy known to you. You Utely wrote to 
me, that having included him in the Number of your chofen and fcledl Friends, you had fent liim 
here ; and Major Palmer, agreeable to Inftru^ions from you, returned from Cawnporc to Luck- 
now to advifc and encourage me. This he did, recommending Attention and Regard to the 
Inclinations and Satisfaflion of Mr. Briftow. 

Mr. Briftow, at his Firft Interview, affumed the Difguife of Affability and Kindnefs. His Fhft 
Propolal was, that 1 fhould entrulf him with the Management of niy Houfchold : If I would, h® 
laid, he would conduft the Biifinefs of that Department in fuch a Manner as woujd give infinite 
Satisfa(flion.“~I replied, that for the Intercll of the Company’s Surcar he had full public PowerSj 
and that I approved of them from my Heart, as the Means of confirming and llrengchening the 
Friendfliip between the Company and me, and that 1 would comply with every I hing he might 
propofe for the Benefit of the Company’s Surcar j but that in my Houfchold Concerns there was 
not any Thing of luch Importance as to render it ncceflary to trouble him. 

In a few Days he affumed a Line of Condudt correfpondent to his Difpofition— lo attempt a 
particular and minute Account of it would be vain and fruitlcfs. Not One Circumftance which 
could be produflivc of Indignity, Contempt, or the Annihilation of my Authority, has he left 
unperformed. Shoccahs refpecling the Kegiments and other Matters he has caufed to be written 
through Hyder Beg Khaun, without my Knowledge ; he has fent a Suzzawul to Furruckabad con- 
trary to njy Inclinations ; and is preparing to fend Suzzawuls to other Places. He has ftriiftly 
forbade my Miniflers from writing to you on the Stale of Things, declaring that if any prefumed 
to write a Angle Circumftance of the Tranfadions here to Calcutta, he would call him to a feverc 
Account. He lent a Meftage to me, direding me to appoint a Treafurer and Comptroller of his 
chufing} that the Monies fiom the Mahalauts {a) alfigned for the Expcncc of my Houfchold 
Eftablilhments and Domeftics fhould be paid in to the above-mentioned Treafurer and Comp- 
troller, and kept in a feparatc Houfe allotted to that Purpofc— that People fent by him fhould be 
flationcd there for its Proredion, and that what was ncccffary fhould be expended with his Know, 
ledge and under his Diredion. 

1 replied, that every one throughout the whole Empire, from the higheft to the lowcft, had 
the Diredion of his own Houfchold Eftablilhments and Domeftics i and defircd to know whether 
he would deprive me of that Authority alfo. He anfwered, that fuch were the Orders of the Gen- 
tlemen of the Council, and he would execute them. I reprefented to him, in the moft carnclt 
and forcible Terms, by Mcirage, that this Mcafurc could be of no Benefit to him, but that it 
would cover me with Indignity and Difhonour in the Eyes of all Mankind j and that it would be 
faid, the Nawaub Vizier was fo completely divefted of all Power and Authority, that by the Ap« 
poiottnent of a rreafurer and Comptroller, he had no longer any Command over his own Houfe- 
hold Ertablifliment and domeftic Servants. This Meflage had no Effedl ; He came to vifit me, 
and af]<cd why I entertained Apprehenfions from the Appointment of a Treafurer and Comptroller [ 
that he propofed it with a View to the Regulation of my Affairs ; (He had faid, at firft, that nei- 
ther he nor Hyder Beg ftiould have any Concern in the Appointments of the Treafurer and 
Comptroller, but that 1 (liould appoint whom 1 thought proper.) I replied, that the Appointments 
otTrealurer and Comptroller of my Houfchold would be a Difgrace to me: After that he pro- 
pofed. that I inyfelf fliould take upon me the Management of all my Affairs, and that the Mini- 
fters fhould be difmilled. As I knew that this Propofal for the Dilmiftion of the Miniflers was 
niadc with, a fecrct View to the full Lftablillimctu of his own Authority, in order to found his 
mtentions I obferved, that in the Time of Mohtaurul Dowlah fimilar Converfations had paffed 
between us, and that when 1 wanted to do it he himfelf proteflcd him. He replied, that 1 might 
now do whatever 1 thought proper with refpccl to the Miniftcrs, that he would give it under his 
Hand and Seal, that they fliould not receive Protedion either from him or from the Gentlemen 
of the Council. 1 faid, that the Miniflers had hitherto committed no Crime worthy of Difmiflion \ 
but that I wifhed he would give up the intended Appointments of Comptroller and Treafurer. 

He replied, that he had Orders to that Purport, and that it was not in his Power. Here the Con- 
verlation ended.

Wliatcver he chufes to have written to any one, he caufes Drafts of the Shoccans to be made 

Sheik Shuffee UlUh’j 
Kiftmutgar cr.ufcs them to be written by my Moonfhee, and having caufed my Seal alfo to be 
affixed toihem, tarries them away. Hence you may form a Judgment ot the Iixient of my Author 
rity, and of that of my Miniflcrs. 

He brought foi ward and carried into Execution a Reduiflion of the Troops, and that too even 
without conlulting me even as a common Sirifhtcdar (<j). He threatens my Miniflcrs, telling them 
to aft as he ilireds, otherwife he will caufc them to be turned out of their Offices. The Miniilcrs, 
influenced by the 'I'error of this Menace, obey him ; and this heconflrucs into the Management of 
Affaiis with the Advice and Approbation of the Miniflcrs of my Surcar. 

The whole City, and many of the Gentlemen here, arc acquainted with the Indignities I fuffer. 
My Situation, my Friend, although I am every way devoted to your Pleafure, is wretched be- 
yond Meafure. My Friends and my Relations, the Jagheerdars, and the Officers of my Govern- 
ment, arc flarving. By Enquiry inform yourfclf of the aflual Situations of thefe People. Such is 
my own Condition, that Mr. Briflow throttles me, as it were, in order to force the Morfcl from my 

Mouth. „ . t I 

I am made wretched to extreme by this Condufl of Mr. Briflow. If you will give me Leave, and 
write to me to that Purport, I will come to you. Allow me not to be rendered contemptible in 
this Country, where we have lived for Three Generations in Honour and Profperity. I will come 
to you, and I will make no Complaints t either do this, or deliver me from the Hand of this 
Man. I am devoted to your Pleafure ; 1 will not objcfl to any Thing. Whatever you may diredf, 
agreeably to that 1 will afl. If you are folicitous to promote my Profperity, confer upon me dif- 
crctional Power over my Country, and for the Payment of the Monies to the Company. By heap- 
ing thefe Milcrics and Indignities upon me, Mr. Briflow has engaged for the Payment of certain 
Sums. After obtaining a perfect Knowledge of my Situation, whatever may be the Mode on which 
you (ball determine, be plcafed to inform me thereof, and 1 will caufc the Monies to be paid to you 
through the Hands of my Miniflcrs. If any Deficiency or Default of Payment fhall arife, do, on 
the Inflant, whatever you fhall think proper. In freeing me from ihefc Indignities, you will 
procure a lalting Reputation on yourfclf.

The 
Mcafurcs on which he has determined, and which he is carrying into Execution, cannot, 1 am cer- 
tain, correfpond with your Sentiments and Intentions towards me, or with thole of the Gcnilcmtn 
of the Council.

and Council. 

loih. That on the Demand made by the Nabob Vizier for a Copy of Mr. Briftow’s Orderi fur 
afTuming the Controul of his Hoolehold, he promifed to deliver to the Nabob the fame in Writing 
whiih Promife he never pertbnned ; and that he had in like Manner promifed to wr-te to the Go- 
vernor Genei.d the Nabob Vuici’s Objetftions to that Interference, and Kcqueft to be freed front 
the fame, which Fiomile he never pertormed. 

iith. I o thelc Ch iigcs Mr. Briflow has himfelf added One more in his Letter to the Board 
dated the 13th of May, namely, that he bad attempted to carry into F.xecution a Plan for the 
Aciminillraiion of Julli e, and had invcfteci Mr. Cowper with extraordinary and undefined 
Powers for receiving Complaints from the Subjedls of the Nabob Vizier, and fupcifcribin^ 
them with (Orders in the Stile of Mandates from the Nabob Vizier for the Redrefs of the Coii^ 
plainnnts. 

I pafs over other Charges which arc either in thcmfelvcs KTs culjiable, or fuch as may derive their 
Ciiminalicy from the Claims which I poflefs to Mr. Brillow’s Refpec^ of my Authority, or to his 

petfonal Gratitude. I he Liberties which have been taken with my Charadter by my former 

Opponents in UHici-.tl'e contumelious I erms which have been ufed by the Court of Diredfors in 
almolf all their Lettcis written in a long Courfe of Years to this Government, the Wounds which 
have been inflidfcd on my official Influence even by the fame Men, the Trultccs of the Company, 
and of the national Interefts in India, and even in the molf derperatc State of their Affairs, while 
they called upon me for my particular Exertions for their Retrieval, will afford Mr. Brillow a 
Sandlion in the Opinions of many, for every Declaration or Artifice ufed by him, or imputed to 
him, which had the Deflrudlion of my Influence or Authority for its Objedh — On thefe Points I 
(hall let the original Charges and Mr. liriftow’s Defence (land uncommented, and make their own 
Impreflion. 

1 regret that the Mode in which the Charges preferred againft Mr. Briftow were tranfmitted to 
him renders it difficult to follow the Order in which 1 have arr.ingcd them, or any other, in the 
Fxamiiiaiion ot his Defence. — I could notpreferfbe a better Mode, nor could I have propoled it 
without expoftng myfelf to Mifeonftrudfions. — I muft therefore follow Mr. Brillow’s Defence, as 
he has applied it to the correfpondent Parts of Hydcr Beg Cawn’s Firil Letter, which appears to 
me 10 comprize the whole of it.— One Thing I own iurprizes me*, which is, that though the 
Nabob Vizier has been loud in his Complaints, and is the only relative Subjedt of Mr. Bnllow’s 
Guilt or innotence, in the immediate Effedls of the Adis on which they depend, Mr. Briftow 
pafles thcin either wholly without Reply, or with Remarks which arc wholly foreign from Ins 
own Acqi-iitia', and confines himfelf with a (ludied Adherence to the Firft Letter of Hvdef 
Beg C.iwn. 

Pcrh.ip.s it will be expedlcd, that I fliould firft take notice of Mr. Briftow’s Letter which 
.accompanies his Defence. — Upon this I can fay but little : When it was read at the Board, I 
lillcned to it with more than common Attention, expedling it to contain the principal Ground'of 
l.is Jullifii-ation i and was a little mortified, that in the Firft Pages of it I could catch nothing 
which 1 could fubllantially apply cither to his Acquittal or Condemnation i nothing that 1 could 
either admit or refute •, but an Elegai cc of Style exceeding by infinite Degrees the Talents of its 
oftenfiblc Writer; a charadlcriftic Prudence and Delicacy of ExprclTion, which, avoiding the 
Terms both of Affirmation and Denial, gently touched on both, and left fuch an Impreflion on 
my Mind as, hjvl 1 not wholly confined my Attention to the Expeftation of Information, would 
. have difarnKtl me < f the moft painful of the Senfations which had been excited by what 1 already 
knew too well of the general Subjeft. 

To vyhomioevcr Mr. Briftow is indebted for this CompoGtion, it is certainly not his own.— 
Combining the Date of his Letter to the Board, which befpnke the Forbearance of his Delays, 
with the Length of l ime requifite for his original Draft, or whatever Materials were furnilhcd 
for the Subflance of the Letter, t(> arrive in Calcutta > for the CompoGtion of the Letter, or for 
its Corredion ; and for its TranGnifllon to Lucknow, and final Pifpatch to Calcutta, altogether 
comprehending the exad Space of Thirty-feven Days *, — I believe it to have been the Work, I 
mean cither in the CompoGtion or Corredion, of a very diftant Hand.—! owe it in Candour to

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the PcrTon on whom my Conjedures have fixed it, to declare that I attribute it to Mr. Mac- 

now examino Mr. Briftow*s Replies to the Firft Letter of Hyder Beg Cawn, received 
the 28th Day of March. 

In the firlt. Paragraph he ufes this Expreflion : I have unremittingly perievercd in exerting my 
« Services for the Benefit of both Sircars.** 

Profefiions of this Kind are feldom taken literally ; but Mr. Briftow feizes it as an Infirument 
for dilcrediting Hyder Beg Cawn’s Evidence in all his Aflertions, becaufe he fays, ** the Articles 
« of the Treaty of Chunar are without Exception to this Hour in the fame Foswardnefs, with 
“ refped to their Accomplilhment, as they were on the 23d of September 1781, or on the Day 
“ of the Ratification.’* — I do not know what Article of the Treaty of Chunar does remain unac- 
complithed.— 'It is certain that the principal Article, which related to the Refumption of the 
Jagheers, was accotnplilhed *, for the Jagheers were not only refumed, but they were inferted in 
Mr. Briftow’s own Accounts as making Part of the laft Year’s AfTignments, granted or taken for 
the Difcharge of the Company’s Balance. — It is certain, therefore, that Mr. Briftow has in this 
Inftance hazarded an Aflertion which his own Evidence has refuted : Yet I do not think that even 
his own Example would warrant his Opponent in calling it “ a Declaration that carries Falfe- 
« hood in the Face of it,” in applying to it the Terms of “ the moll unblulhing Confidence,”— 
and, “ an utter Contempt of Truth,” or in affirming that “ it is fufficient to deftroy at once all 
“ Opinion of his Veracity.” While Mr. Briftow yields to the Impulfe of fo unguarded a 
Malevolence, in arraigning the Charafler of another, he ought at lead to be careful not to 
furnilh Weapons for wounding his own. I Ihould not have caft away a Moment’s Attention 
on fo frivolous an Argument, but that Mr. Briftow feems to have refted upon it as the prin- 
cipal Ground of his Defence I afierting univerfally, on the Strength of it, his Right to implicit 
Belief, on the Credit of his own Veracity, and the aflTumed Falfchood of Hyder Beg Cawn. 

In the Second Paragraph, Hyder Beg Cawn accounts for his pall Silence on the Subjcdl of ad Para. 

his adlual Complaints, by aferibing it to “ the ftridl Injundlions of Mr. Briftow, that no “ one 
“ (hould prefume to inform this Government of the State of Affairs here,” that is, at Luck- 
now j— to this Charge Mr. Briftow applies the full Face* of the Pofition eftablilhed in the pre- •SicinOrig. 
ceding Paragraph. His Words are fo remarkable, that any Comment upon them would but 
weaken their Imprefllon : I lhall therefore quote them at large.—** This, Gentlemen, is alfo an 
** Affertion without Proof : I crave Pcrmilfion to oppofe it by a flat Denial 1 and in Addition to 
** what I have faid in the preceding Article, I beg it may be remembered, that I have never yet 
“ been convifted of deliberate Falfchood.” 

With refpe« 5 l to the Charge itfelf, it mull be admitted, that it is, if true, capable of pofitive 
Proof, were there any Power on the Spot competent to collefl the Evidence of it } and that Hyder 
Beg has not offered to produce any Proof of it. But neither does it appear that it was intended 
as a criminal Charge, but rather as an Excufc for Forbearance j nor that it was the Defign either 
of the Minifter, or of his Mailer, to convey in their Letters more than the Reprefentation of 
Fads : The Proofs in this, as in every Inftance of the like Nature, were regularly to follow in 
the Protefs of Enquiry, inftituted on the Reception of the Charges. Yet 1 can myfclf aft'ord a 
prefumptive Proof in fupport of it, which is, that all Intercourfe between the Court of Luck- 
now and mylclf had certainly ceafed fince Mr. Briftow’s Arrival, unlefs it may be affirmed to have 
fubfifted ill a very few Letters of mere Form, or in an Application for Bramins to be lent to 
the Nabob, who were Ikilled in the Art of inoculating. 1 can pofitivcly vouch for the Effeft, 
whatever Caufe may have produced it •, nor can I devife any other, unlefs it can be fuppofed 
that the Nabob and his Minifter had early conceited this Plan ofReferve, for the Purpofe of af- fSicinOrig. 
cribing it to Mr. Briftow; aSuppofition inconfiftent with itfelf, as it Hates an Elt'eft of Rcfcnt- 
ment preceding the Ground of Injury.— This Paragraph confifts of Profcfljon on one Side, and 3d Para, 
of Denial and Invedlive on the other. They require no other Comment. 

4th Para.— This claims a different Notice. Hyder Beg Cawn accufes Mr. Briftow, firft of an 4ih Par-n. 
early Declaration of his Intention to affume the immediate and entire Charge of the Nabob’s 
Adminiftration, in moll of the Terms comprehended in the ill Article of the Charges which I 
have prefixedto this Examination ; and, fecondly, of attempting to extort from him 25 Lacks 
of Rupees of his own private Property, which is the 3d Article of my Charges. To the Firft 
Point Mr. Briftow replies, that it is a vague and unfupported Affertion, marked by its Ab- 
fiirdity, contradidlcd by Fadl, and requiring no other Refutation. — I mull differ in this Con- 
clufion; If the Charge is contradifled by Fadl, it is capable of Refutation; and the Fail ought 
to have been produced with its Evidence, to refute it. Plain Allertion and Denial are not Re- 
futation. 

On the ad Charge he dwells with a ftranger Emphafis, affirming it to be an abfolute Falfchood 
in Terms, Hating the Fadl to which it relates in contradidlion of it; and concluding with a dccla- 
matory Antithefis on the Defeat of his Antagonift, a Commendation of his own Moderation, 
and an Expreffipn of Regret, that the public interefts had fuffered by his too fc^upolous Ad- 
herence to It. I lhall only examine the Fa£l which he calls “ a moll fimple Tranfaction.” Hyder 
Beg Cawn’s State of the Claim made on him by Mr. Briftow, is expreffed in thefe Words: 

” Therefore I mull give Fivc-and-twenty Lacks of Rupees from my own private Property, to 

[4 A] “enable 
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** enable him to pay the Troops, Houfehold Eftabliflbment, and Jagbcerdanf.” Mr. Bridow 
affirms it to be " ablolutely falfe,*’ or, in other Words, that he did not require of H/der Beg 
Cawn " that he muft give Five and-twenty Lacks of Rupees from his own private Property,® 
&c. 1 propofcd, fays he, “ to the Minifter, to aflift Government with a Loan from his own 

“ Fortune, or upon his Credit i obferving, that it was incumbent on thofe who derived AdVan. 

tages from their public Station to prove their Zeal for the State, by uniformly exerting thetn> 

felvcs to relieve its Diftrefles.”— The palliating Terms, I propofed, and to aflift Government, 
will not change the Quality or Identity of the Faft. A Propqfal to aflift with a Loan, con* 
nedled with a Declaration that it was incumbent on him to yield to it, is a Demand 1 and u 
exactly the fame in Subftance, though differing, and but little, in Expreffion, from Hyder Beg’s 
State of the Fadl, which Mr. Briftow aflirms to be abfolutely falfe. As to the qualifying 
Offer, which Mr. Briftow fays he made, ** of employing his Influence with the Bankers, to procure a 
“ Sum equal to what it might be in his Power to advance,” 1 do not comprehend either the Genc- 
rofity or Object of it. If Hyder Beg Cawn was able to advance the Sum which the Bankers were 
to be influenced to lend, there feems to be little Occafion for the Ufe of any Influence for fuch a 
Purpofe, flnee there would be in that Cafe no Occafion for the Loan ; and in whatever Senfe the 
Offer was made, it was certainly meant that Hyder Beg was to make the Advance. Therefore 
it is fully proved, that Mr. Briftow did require of Hyder Beg Cawn that he muft give Five- 
and twenty Lacks of Rupees from his own private Property. Mr. Briftow will not, I hope, 
avail himfcif of the Dlftinction which the Forms of Speech will afford him, between the Terms of 
Gift and Loan, fincc it is as notorious, from the State of the Nabob Vizier’s Refources, and the 
Demands upon them, as it evidently follows, from the Reafon aflTigned for the Demand, that they 
were in that Cafe fynonymous. As Mr. Briftow has afligned no other Ground for this extraor* 
dinary I'ranfaction, but that Hyder Beg, as a Servant of the State, ought to prove his Zeal for 
ir, and that it had for its foie Object the Service of the Public ; and as there is not a Syllable in 
my Inflructions that can warrant, by the mod diftanc Conftruction, fuch a Violation of the Prin- 
ciples of common Juftice, 1 do pronounce it to be a moft flagitious Abufc of his public Truft, 
aggravated by his Concealment of it from the Knowledge of the Board. 

Paragraph 5th.— -This contains the Subftance of the 4th and 9th Charges. Hyder Beg Cawn 
aflirms, that Mr. Briftow required him to write and iflue a Shooka or Mandate, in the Name of 
the Nabob Vizier, without the Vizier’s Knowledge*, ** afferting, that he had it in Command 
“ from the Governor General and Gentlemen of the Council, to act as he fliould deem proper, 
** without waiting to inform the Nabob, or allowing his Meafures to depend on his Highnefs’s 
" Pleafure or Difpleafurc” 

To this Mr. Briftow replies, that it is moft true, that the Shooka in queftion was written 
without the Knowledge of the Vizier : But that it is as true, that it was written by the Minifter 
alone *, and adds, that in the Inftance of the Afllgnment in favour of the Toorkfawaurs Hyder 
Beg had practifed the fame Forgery, and had iflTued Shookas unknown to the Vizier. What 
follows muft be repeated in Mr. Briftow’s own Words : “ When I underftood this to have been 
** the Cafe, I feverely cenfured his Behaviour •, explaining to him withal the Abhorrence with 
“ which Acts of this Nature were regarded by the Natives of Europe; and warning him, that 
“ fhould you ever be advertifed of the Tranfaction, he would afluredly fall under your hcavieft 
“ Difpleafurc j and that my Silence would depend upon his religioufly obferving my Injunctions 
“ againft a Repetition of fuch unwarrantable Conduct.” Had Mr. Briftow ftopped here, fo 
pointed a Denial would at Icaft have left the Credit of the Fact in Sufpcnfe j and the Prejudice 
with which every Englifhman views a Conteft between One of his own Countrymen, and a Native 
of Hindoftan, would have aflixed to it a general Impreflion equivalent to a full Refutation. But 
Mr. Brillow, unfortunately for his own Safe^, purfues his Victory with too great Precipitation 
into a Field of Argument which turns the Defeat on himfelf. ** You, however. Gentlemen," lie 
adds, “ will judge how well this affected Delicacy, with rcfpect to the Application of the Na- 
'* bob’s Seal, accords with his being in a 61 ual Pofleillon of it for Years, with a difere- 
“ tionary Power alfo, as he pretends, freely granted him by his Mafter,. to ufe it as he fliould 
“ fee fit. Under this Sanction he has fince reigned with the moft unbounded Authority over 
“ the Territories of Aflbf ul Dowlah, and in commanding he has ruined them.” But if this is 
a Fadl of fuch Notoriety, as is implied by * allufive Conftruction of the Sentence which intro- 
duces the Mention of it, nor is it eafy to conceive how fuch a Fact could have exifted for Years 
without Notoriety, and if under this Sanction (that is, by ufing the Nabob’s Seal without his 
Knowledge) the Minifter had reigned with the moft unbounded Authority, and ruined the Coun- 
try, it will feem very extraordinary that Mr. Briftow fhould have felt fuch Sentiments of Abhor- 
rence on the Detection of a few recent Inftances of it, and iflued fuch peremptory Injunctions 
againft a Repetition of it, on Pain of the heavieft Difpleafure of our Government.* If Mr. 
Briftow believed that the Minifter poflefled the Nabob’s Authority for the diferetionary Ufe of 
his Sc.nl, it was an Abfurdity in Terms to charge him with Criminality for ufing it. If he knew 
that the Minifter did not poflfcfs that Authority, but knew, as he certainly muft have known, that 
the Minifter had been in the Practice of this Guilt for Years, his Indignation would have been 
excited by the Falfchood of the Minifter’s Plea of the Ncceflity of applying to the Vizier for 
ins Authority to ufe his Seal, and to ilTue the Shooka. As a Corrector of Abufes, he could not 
4 have 
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have fail**! 10 this th^ firft Ob^t Of hU Reformation i but by his Relation of the Cafe, 
he appears to have tbSered the long and uninterrupted Continuance of it without Reproach or 
Notic^ ‘and fuddenly it appear^ not on what Provocation reprobates it as a Crime regarded with 
Abhorrence by all the Natives of Europe, and denounces the fevereft Judgment and Penalties 
acainft the Repetition of it. 

But what were the Occafions in which the Nabob’s Seal and Mandates were thus fraudulently 
It appears from Mr. Briftow’s own Account, in various Pans of his Corrcfpondcncc with 
Hydcr Beg Cawn and the Nabob Vizier, and even his Letters to the Board, that it was for the 
Purpofe of carrying Two Points, which Mr. Briftow himfelf had at heart, and firft urged to the 
Miniftcr, namely, to call for the Afilftance of Regiments of the Company’s Forces, and to con- 
ftitutc new Aflignments for the Payment of the Nabob’s Houfehold Troops j 7' wo Points, to 
which he knew the Nabob Vizier would objed, if they had been propofed to him j and which form 
part of the Charges preferred by Mr. Briftow himfelf againft Hydcr Beg Cawn, for his Oppo- 
fiiion to them. Is it poflible that Hydcr Beg Cawn, charged by Mr. Briftow with fo pcrfcvciing 
a Determination to thwart him in all his Meafurcs, and availing himfelf of his Afcendcncy over 
the Nabob Vizier to that Effect, (hould have committed fo flagrant an Encroachment on the 
Nabob’s Sovereign Rights, for the fake of carrying into Execution the Meafurcs of Mr. Briftow, 
of which he himfelf difapproved, and which he had himfelf oppofed { that he fhould hazard the 
Commiffion of an Act fo repugnant to his Incereft and Credit with his Maftcr, and yet fupprefs 
the Knowledge of it from Mr. Briftow himfelf, with whom he had an undoubted 7'itle to IbrnO 
Merit in the Sacrifice ? It is impofliblc i for I affirm that fuch a Conduct is without Example in 
the whole Hiltory of Human Nature. Were extraneous Proofs wanting, in default of inherent 
Conviction, the Letters written to Mr. Briftow by Hydcr Beg Cawn, in which repeated ADufions 
are made to his having, in obedience to Mr. Briftow’s Orders, ifTued Shookas with the Nabob’s 
Seal, unknown to the Nabob, arc of thcmfelves undeniable Evidences of the Fact, for Mr. Brif- 
tow admits them without a Denial j though it will appear, on the Perufal of his Letters, that 
he dwells with Repetition on other Matters of infinitely lefs relative Moment, and palfcs, without 
a Word of Exculpation or Reply, the Imputation of an Act to which he affixes every Idea of 
Horror in his Application of it to another. 

Paragraph 6th.— ^This Paragraph contains the Particulars of the Second Charge. It ftates, 
that Mr. Briftow began by an Order to the Miniftcr to deliver to him the Accounts of the 
Vizier’s Kitchen, his Horfes, Elephants, and Camels } that on the Minifter’s Hefitation to com- 
ply with a Demand fo unufual and offenfivc to his Maftcr, Mr. Briftow infifted, with Anger, 
and faid, “ I have Orders to take pofleflion of all Papers-,” that the Miniftcr, on this Inform- 
ation, complied i that Mr. Briftow proceeded to the Appointment of a Treafurer and Comp- 
troller of the Nabob Vizier’s Houfehold, firft propofing it to the Vizier himfelf by Melfage, and 
afterwards in Perfon i that the Nabob Vizier objected, and protefted againft the Appointments, 
and againft Mr. Briftow’s Interference in his private Expences ) that the Nabob, unable to prevail 
on Mr. Briftow himfelf, deputed the Minifter to entreat him to dcfift from this Purpofe, to 
afle him why he thus perfecuted and deprefled him i adding, the little which falls to my 
Lot, even that he will not allow me to cat in Peace and C^uictnefs j that this Declaration 
was accompanied by Tears of Anguifh. Mr. Briftow’s Anfwer to this Meflage, and his 
Refleflions on the State of Mifery and Humiliation to which he had reduced the Nabob, if 
they have been fairly ftated, are equally an Outrage to Decency and Humanity. I will not 
debafe my Mind with the Drudgery of tranferibing fo foul a Subjed, nor attempt to abridge what 
ought, for our national Credit, to be alike configned to Oblivion. The Readers of this Minute 
will be furnilhed with the fame Means of reading both the original Reprefentation, and Mr, 
Briftow’s Reply *, and it will not be diflicult for a Mind accuftomed to Reprefentations, written 
under the Influence of Intereft, Pride, or Malevolence, to decompofe the Subftance of each, 
and feparate the Truth from the grofler Matters which invclope it. It is fufficient to my Subjed 
to mention, that both the Nabob’s Prayers and the Intcrce^on of the Minifter were alike un- 
availing. Mr. Briftow not only infifted on the Appointments which he had recommended, but went 
himfelf to the Vizier for the Purpofe, as he is faid to have declared, of telling him fo Face to 
Face, and in plain Terms; faying, that his Orders from the Gentlemen of the Council 
" were peremptory.” The Na^b is aflerted to have demanded a written Copy of the Orders ; 
to have bidden him take his Seal, and do by Force what he thought proper ; and to have 
declared in the Agony of his Feelings, and the confeious Shame of his Degradation, that he 
would confine himfelf within his Apartments, and exclude himfelf from all Society. Mr. 
Briftow promifed to give the Nabob a Copy of his Orders t but remained inflexible to his Point, 
declaring his Hefolution to ilToe his own Orders to the Aumils for the Delivery of their Col- 
leflions, if the Nabob <ontinued to refule the Authority of his Shookas ; and that he would keep 
the Treafury, that is, the Treafury of the Nabob’s private Expences, in his own Hands. I 
again refer to the original Letter, and add my earneft Intreaiies, that the candid Readers of this 
Minute will take their Information from that, and not from this brief and very impcrfeift State 
of it, or rather Allufion to it. - 

I proceed to Mr. Briftow’s Reply.— By the introduflory Quotation of my Inftruflions, it would 
*Ppcar that he avows the Charge, and juftifiei it by his preferibed Duty. This Quotation con-

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fids of Extracts from my IndruAions to Mr. Middleton, the preceding ReGdent) tod from t]^ 
which were perfonally direftcd to Mr. Briftow on his Appointment. ^ 

The plain Dcfign and cxprefs Charee of both was, that the Sum allotted for the Nabob's pri 
vate Expcnces Ihould be paid in equal Monthly Inftallcnents, and be allowed a Preference to evt,! 
other Demand : It was diulated with a Spirit as oppoGte to Mr. Briftow's Application, as ^ 
widcd Extremes of Nature, [It made a Part of a general Injunftion to treat the Nabob with every 
podible Delicacy, Conciliation, and Attention j and was written purely, from the Apprehetifionjf 
a Deficiency in the public Funds not admitting the full Payment of the Company'^ juft Claim, 
and the Calls of his perfonal and ncccffary Wants ; and may I add, without the Hazard of drawing 
on myfelf a fcvcrc Cenfurc from fuch of my Conftituents as (hall think that, in the Time of their 
DiftrefTes, my firft and exclufive Care (hould be given to their Relief, than that of having autho. 
rized the Deprivation of an unhappy Prince, whofe Alliance had fubjedled him to a fervilc Dy. 
pendance on the Power of this Government, that it was my Intention to preclude the Operation 
of fuch a Plea, by directing that the Nabob's perfonal Share of his own Finances (hould be fully 
allotted to him, although the Company's Debt remained wholly in Balance. Let me be judged 
with Candour. Our Alliance has proved the Extinction of his ^vcrcignty, and the Impoverilli, 
ment of his Country and Revenue i and it was but juft to allow him the Means of Subfiftence, if 
no more remained of the Refources of his Inheritance.^ 

I cannot fupprefs a Spark of Refentment in repeating Mr. Briftow’s Application of my In.'^ 
ftructions in the Words immediately following his Quotation of them “'Thefe arc the Grounds 
“ Gentlemen, upon which I recommended to the Nabob the Separation of his public and private 
“ Funds,” and for that Purpofe, as he afterwards explains it, “ the E(labli(hmcnt of an Office of 
“ Treafury,” which he calls “ the Execution of an Article fo explicitly provided for by the 
« Treaty that is to fay, that becaufc I had enjoined to Mr. Briftow a particular Care that the 
Nabob Vizier (hould, againft every other Exigency, receive the full Amount allotted to his 
private Expenccs, Mr. Briftow (hould iGTue Shookas, or Mandates, in his own Name and Seal, 
if the Nabob refufed the Sanction of his, to the Aumils, for the Affignmcnt of their Collections 
for a Fund of his own Appointment •, that he (hould himfelf, or Mr. Cowper for him, or aTrea- 
furcr for both, for the Arrangement has never been well defined, receive the Money of thefe 
AfTignmcnts; ifllic them as he pleafed, not to the Nabob, but to the menial Officers of his Houfe- 
hold 1 difpofe of his fuperfluous Horfes and other Cattle •, determine how many Elephants were 
ncccflary to the State or the Vizier of the Empire •, and the Number of Domeftics for his Attend- 
ance i and pry into his Kitchen, for the Purpofe of afeertaining the Quantity of Victuals which 
ought to be drelTcd in it j that Mr. Briftow (hould controul the Accounts of thefe Difburfements, 
and appropriate to his own Ufe, for the Confequence is inevitable, if hechofe it, the Refidue pro- 
duced by ihefeoeconomical Retrenchments. Yet Mr. Briftow has pretended that he afted by In- 
ftructions from me, and in the Execution of a Treaty made by me with the Nabob Vizier; and he 
has had the Boldncfs to affirm, that it was “ the only Mcafurc that could prevent the Nabob from 
" continuing a Cypher.”— I know not what Mr. Briftow means by his Allufion to the Treaty, 
which moft alfuredly does not contain a Syllable which can juftify his Conduct; but by the unex- 
ampled Latitude which he afiumes in his Conftructions, he may, if he pleafes, extort this or any 
other Meaning from any Fart of it. 

I (hall make no other Comment on this TranfatSlion than to obferve, that the Controul whidi 
Mr. Briftow has aflutiicd over the Nabob AlTof ul Dowlah is fuch as no Man living, however 
mean his Rank in Life, or dependant his Condition in it, would permit to be cxercilfcd by any 
other, without the Want or Forfeiture of every manly Principle; and can only be equalled in In- 
folcnce with his abetting a young Servant of the Company, his Affiftant, in didating to the Sove- 
reign of the Country the written Drafts of his own Mandates. 

Such is the State to which the Company’s Influence has reduced One, and the Firft of its 
Allies, and fuch the Example held out to the other Princes of India, who may be tempted to en- 
fnare themfelves in the fame Connedion. 

7th Paragraph. — 'This contains the Sequel of the fame Tranfadion, with the Particulars of the 
6th Charge, narncly, " That he had forcibly aflemblcd the Vizier’s Muttcfuddics, or offitid 
“ Servants, at his own Koufe, detaining them Eight Days, and compelling them to picpaif 
“ Mufter Rolls of the Nabob’s Mutayena, or Militia Forces; that he had afterwards dUbamW 
“ 4,000 Horfc and 7,000 Foot of the faid Troops, declaring his Intention of raifing Sepoys for 
“ the Nabob’s Service in their Room ; and that thefe Ads and Declarations were made without 
“ the Authority of the Nabob, either obtained or folicited.” Mr. Briftow avows the DcligPi 
but affirms that it failed through the Oppofition of the Minifter, and that the reft of this Ar- 
ticle “ as detailed by the Minifter, is an abfolute Romance”— What Part of this Article Mr. 
Briftow means by “ the reft,” docs not appear, fince no Part of his Reply exprcfsly applies to 
any Part of the Charge ; but if he was really concerned in any Part of the Condud attri- 
buted to him, it will not be cafy to feparate it from the reft, and the whole was unwarranted by 
his Inftrudlons. 

Paragraph 8.— I have not included this in the Lift of anatyfed Charges, for I do not undcrftaftl 
it. It alludes to an Attempt rnade by Mr. Briftow to remove the Minifter from his Office, 
to obfeure Converfations held with the Nabob Vizier upon it.— And Mr. Briftow’s Reply feems to

have been dictated by fome (Irong Provocation of Anger, the Caufe of which is not apparent t 
for he begins it with faying, ** I am now fully convinced, and 1 haVe told your HonoOrable 
<• Board ^ that the Salvation of Owd depends upon the £>ifmiflion of the Minifter.” There the 
Sentence c)ofes.«^l can make nothing of it, and leave it. 

Paragraph 9th.-— This is general, both in the Charge and Defence i yet there is in both an Al^ 
lufion which I muft not permit to be loft. Hyder Beg Cawn fays, “ Such is Mr. Briftow’a 
•< Difpofitioo, that he outwardly profefles and carel&s, while in reality he is endeavouring to 
•< expel me from my Office, and then frequently denies or contradidis his own Declarations. In 

the Reprefentation which I have made, I ave not in any One Inftance deviated from 
<• the Truth •, and it is a pofitive Proof of the Reality of many of the Particulars, that Mr. Briftow 
« did not reply to thofe which hare ftated in my Anfwer to his Letter, but at our next Interviety 
« affumed Appearances of Affability and Good-will.” 

This Paffage relates to the Shookas which were iffued without the Knowledge of the Nabob 
Vizier ; and of thefe the Hiftory, as related by Hyder Beg Cawn, is as follows ; 

The Firft Inftance occurred early, the Time is immaterial, and therefore I do not trace it. Mr. 
Briftow thought it neceffary to call for the Afllf^ance of the Company’s Troops from the Detachment 
commanded by Colonel Sir John Cummings, at Putty Ghur. He applied to Hyder Beg Cawn 
for the Nabob’s Shooka or Letter, under the Nabob’s private Seal, requiring them, fuch being 
the Form preferibed for fuch Occafions : Hyder Beg Cawn anfwered, that it would be neceffary to 
communicate this Affair to the Nabob Vizier. Mr. Briftow aflented, and faid he would fpcak to 
him himfelf i but changing his Mind, reproachingly ordered Hyder l^g Cawn to caufe the Shooka 
to be written, without making any Mention of it to the Nabob Vizier; faying, that fuch was the 
Pleafure of the Governor General and the Gentlemen of the Council. Hyder Beg Cawn, awed 
by this implied Menace, fubmitted, and gave him the Shooka, with the Nabob’s Seal furtively 
affixed. This Account is thus detailed in the 5th preceding Paragraph. 

The latter Inftance is thus related : — When Mr. Briftow affumed to himfelf the Controul of the 
Nabob Vizier’s Houfchold Expences, he found the Nabob’s Body Guard of Horfe, which are men- 
tioned by the Name of Toorkfawars, greatly in Arrears : He, in like Manner as before, compelled 
Hyder Beg Cawn to caufe Shookas to be written, with the Seal, and in the Name, of the Nabob 
Vizier, but without his Knowledge, to certain Aumils or CollcAors of the public Revenue, com- 
manding them to pay their Collections in Affignmeor, for the Difcharge of thofe Arrears. The 
Vizier, having Notice of it, was very much offended ; and when Mr. Briftow preffed him on the 
Subject of the Appointment of a Treafurer and Comptroller of his Houfchold, he, after long Re- 
fiftancc, yielded, being, as he faid, without Remedy ; but exacted, as a Condition, that the 
Shookas which had been iffued by Mr. Briftow fhould be at the fame Time withdrawn, and 
others iffued by himfelf in their Stead. As it feems to have been Mr. Briftow’s Practice, 
whenever he found a Difficulty in carrying any of his Meafures into Execution, to lay his Difap- 
pointment to the Account or the Minifter, imputing it either to his fecret Oppofition, or to 
Want of due Exertion, the Minifter, in Return, juftified himfelf againft thefe Imputations, by 
Appeals to Inftances of his Obedience, yielded even at the Hazard of forfeiting the Nabob’s Fa- 
vour, and efpecially to thefe in queftion. Thefe Appeals form the Subftance of his Letters to Mr. 
Briftow, which ftand on Record of the following Dates ; viz. 

I ith of Rubbe ul Owel, or t4th February 1783. 
i6ih — Ditto — ~ 19th Ditto. 

The fame SubjeAs are alfo mentioned in a Shooka or Letter written by the Nabob Vizier to Mr. 
Briftow, and returned by Mr. Briftow to Hyder Beg Cawn, with a Letter dated the zoth Rubbe 
al Owel, or a 3d of February. 

The following Extra^s from the preceding Correfpondence will illuftrate the Expofition which 
I have given of it, but cannot add to the Proofs which have been already exhibited in my Remarks 
on the 5th Paragraph, which relate particularly to the fame SubjeA. 


Extrail of a Letter from Hyder Beg Cawn to Mr. Briftow, dated the iith of Rubbeal ul Owel, 

14th February 178^. 

“ From the Moment of your Arrival I have not in any Manner been deficient in Obedience, but 
” have in every Bufinefs, and without Hefitation, fulfilled your Commands ; as in the important 

Bufinefs refpeiling the Regiments at Futty Ghur, which you were plealed to direil (hould not 
” be fufpend^ by Attention to the Nabob’s Permiffion, or by the Neceffity of informing him 
” thereof.” 

‘I'o this Letter Mr. Briftow made no Reply. 
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Extra(Jls of a Letter from Hjrder Beg Cawn to Mr, BriAow, dated the i6th of Rubbeal Owel, or 

19th February ' • 

“ And rcfpedling the Tunkhaw, which, by the Contents of the Shookas which you havecaufed 
“ to be written to the Aumils, is included in the Tunkhaw of the Company, and the Superin- 
** tendance of which has been given to Mr. Cowper, and a feparate Treafurcr appointed for the 
** fame, that you will withdraw this Mcafure, and return thefe Shookas, and that Shookas, re- 
“ fpedingthe Tunkhaw of the Toorkfuwars, may be written, diredling the Monies to be tranf- 
“ mined to his. Highnefs.”———“ His Highnefs replied to me in a PafTion, and faid, you 
hrA caufed Shookas to be written, including the Tunkaw of the Turkfawars in that of the 
“ Company, and delivered them without my Knowledge j and now that it has been agreed to 
return thofc Shookas, you again counteradl it .-— 1 will not confent. — Let that which nas been 
agreed, to be performed.”—— — “ I reprefented to you in Reply, the Things which I had 
done, both in Affairs of Importance, and in Concerns of Icfs Moment, both with and with- 
“ out the Knowledge of his Highnefs, in compliance with your Diredions, and likewife the 
“ Caufes of the Delay which had occurred in certain particular Affairs v and I furthermore re- 
‘‘ marked, that my having wrote and delivered to you the Shookas refpeding the Tunkaw of 
“ the Toorkfawars, in the Manner or to the Purport which you had direfted them to be writ- 
ten, without the Knowledge of his Highnefs, muA Aand as an inconteAable Proof of my 
“ Obedience to your Commands. And on this Account his Highnefs has repeatedly upbraided 
“ me, demanding to know how I prefumed to caufc Shookas to be written and delivered without 
“ his Knowledge. - ^ I informed you of the Nabob’s Difpleafure, and you told me to be under 

no Apprehenfion j that what I had done I had done by your Orders.” .** Notwith- 

“ Aanding fuch Proofs and DemonArations, the written Evidence of which Aill exiA, you fay 
“ that Profeffions of Duty and Obedience, unattended by the Execution of Bufinefs, are of no Avail.” 

I muA take notice that Mr. BriAow, in the Appendix to his Defence, gives a different Tranf- 
lation of this Letter from that which is entered on the Confulations, and which was not received 
when the Charges againA him werefent to him. — In his Tranflation, which is exceedingly faulty 
throughout, the Paffages which I have quoted arefo mutilated, and warped from the real Meaning, 
as to render the Tranfaftion, of which they are an Evidence, cither too obfeure for Application, 
or almoA innocent. I Aiall inAance only One Sentence of Mr. BriAow’s Tranflation, anfwering 
to that above bearing this Mark ^ { and I will add the Pcrfian I'ext in the Margin. 

«» I fcveral Times informed you of the Nabob’s Dilpleafure on this Head, and your Commands 
were, that I fhould take no Heed of it, fince the Bulinefs muA be fettled as you had ordained.’. 

There is a wide Difference between a Declaration faid to be made by Mr. BriAow, that an AA 
already done “ muA be fettled as he had ordained,” which, by the bye, is not rcconcileablc to 
common Senfe, and his Acknowledgement, that “ it had been done by his Orders And it this 
SophiAication was not an Error unintended, it will be very obvious why it was made, though 
not yet eafy to reconcile it with the Horror with which Mr. BriAow pretends to have been 
affeiflcd, when he obtained the firA Information of the Aft. 

I myfcif vouch for the Fidelity of the firA Tranflation, having compared it with the Original; 
and if it is difputed, I will put it to Proof. 

To this Letter alfo Mr. BriAow made no Reply, afllgning as a Reafon, “ that he had already 
“ explained to him in the plaineA Language his Intentions, which he Aill wilfully mifunderAood, 
« and invariably mifreprefented and “ that, having every Thing of Importance yet to do, 
“ he did not chufe to engage in a filly and endlcfs War of Words, or to fit down feriouAy to aa- 

“ fwer Fables, becaufe he chofe to dignify them with the Name of Fafts.” This is- a very 

eafy Refutation, but not fuch a one as the Magnitude of the Charge deferved, or as would com- 
monly fuffice to a Mind confeious of its Integrity, and fenfiblc to the Feelings of wounded Honour. 

Extraft of a Letter from Mr. BriAow to Hydcr Beg Cawn, dated the loth of Rubbe al Owal, or 

23d February 1783. 

« His Highnefs defires that the Monies may be kept in the Pungmahla, under the Charge of 
“ the Muttaleddies of the Sircar, and that I will return the Shookas which were formerly iffued 
« concerning the Tuncaw of the Toorklawars, agreeably to his Highnefs’s Commands.--! con- 
“ fent to both.-— P. S. I fend back his Highnefs’s Shookas addreffed to me, and Sheikh Go- 
“ laum Surroor. 

Copy of a Shooka or Letter from the Nabob Vizier to Mr. BriAow, which was returned by Mr. 

BriAow to Hyder Beg Cawn with the preceding Letter.— I cannot extraft it.

•' the Shookas, which you caufed to be written without my Knowledge, concerning the Tuncaw 
“ of the Toorkfawars, diretfling the Monies to be included in and remitted with the Tuncaw of 
the Company } and that you will hereafter, as my Friend, write to the Governor General, and 
« requeft his Orders to abolilh the Appointments of the new Treafurer and Comptroller which ar» 

“ about to be made.” 

loth Paragraph.-— This contains the 7th Charge j namely the Appointment of Mahommed Beg, 
a I rooper, to the Sczawlec of Furruckabad, by Mr. Briftow’s Order, againft the Rcmonftrancc 
of the Minifter, and the Nabob Vizier’s Dilapproval.— I pafs the reft, which is but a Repetition 
of former Charges. 

Mr. Briftow, in Anfwer, refers the Board to his Addrefs of the 30th January 1783, for Proof 
*' that he always confidcred the Appointment of aSezawel to Furruckhabad, as a defperate Alter- 
» native, but it was the only one •, that he therefore acquiefeed in it when urgently recommended 
» by the Minifter, and was happy to find that Acquiefccncc honoured and confirmed by our Ad* 

“ probation.” ^ ^ 

It is very true that Mr. Briftow did inform the Board of this Appointment, and obtained their 
Approbation of itj and fo he might of any other Tranfadlion, however unexceptionable, by fup- 
prelFing every Information which could render it fuch. He reprefented this Appointment, and 
his Participation in it, as the Effca of the defperate State of the Company’s Aflignmcnt on the 
Nabob Mozuffer Jung, the Oppreffions exerciled by the former Naib Mahomed Saced Cawn, the 
Complaints of the Nabob MozulFcr Jung, and the urgent Requeft of the Nabob Vizier and his 
Minillcr. My Inftruftions to Mr. Briftow were, to abftain entirely from all Interference in the 
'1 ranfaflioDs of the Nabob Vizier and his Minifter with the Nabob Muzuffer Jungi but neither 
could 1 nor the Board take any reafonablc Offence at his Interference, when he apologized for it, 
grounding it not only on ablblutc Neceftity, but on the united and urgent Wifties of the Nabob 
\ izitr, his Minifter, and the Nabob NlozufTur Jung, whom it principally regarded. 

The Nabob Vizier and Hydcr Beg Cawn both reprefent it as an Adi of Mr. Briftow’s own 
Choice, and executed by his own Authority, and againft the Will both of the Nabob Vizier and 
of his Minifter. Thcle are ftrong Contradi^ions t but I cannot trace them to any Proof, except 
the following Paflage in a Letter from Mr. Briftow to Hyder Beg Cawn, dated the 8th of SefFcr 
or 13th January 1783, which 1 think a ftrong one:— « Confidering the bad State of Affairs at 
” lurrukabad, it is necelTary that Mirza Mahomed Beg Ihould receive his Difmiffion as foon as 
“ polTiblc. He will be introducctl to you by this Letter. You will give him his Difmiflion To- 
” day, and in fuch a Manner that it may be unknown to every one.” 

This Letter, urging the Difpatch of the new Sezawall, giving him his Introdudlion as of a Stranger 
to the Minifter, and preferibing the Mode of his Appointment, docs not very well agree with the 
palTivc and rcludlant Part which Mr. Briftow aferibes to himfelf in the Tranfadlion j but is more * 
liltdy to be underftood by an uninformed Reader as the Addrefs of a Principal urging a Point to 
another Icfs inclined to the Acceptance of it : And with this Conftrudlion I mull leave it until Mr 
briftow can furnilh a better. 

iith Paragraph. — This requires no Comment on either Side. 

1 2th Paragraph. — This is not a Charge, but a Prayer to be freed from the Opprcflions of the 
Kchdent, with the Acceptance of the Nabob’s Offer of the Security of creditable Bankers for the 
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punftual Difchargc of the Company*s Demands. This, bf a moft extr^ordmarv Pcrv^rfion of 
Kcafoning, is feized by Mr. Briftow a$ a clear Rcfuutipn of all the Charts ^hich had b^^opit. 
feircd by Hyder Beg Cawn againft Mm ; but the Nabbb Vizier has himftlf propoftd ike Ofty, 
and has complained againft Mf. Briftow, in Language wpreffive of Ss mt)ch keenw Senfibilky, 
his Sufferings exceed the Vexations exefcifed on his Minifter. 

It is natural for a Man labouring under any Grievance to wifti for the Removal of the Caufe of 
it V and it is proverbial, that even the poor Worm will turn with the Innpatience of Aoguifh on 
the Foot that crulhes it ; but it was never before inferred, chat a Defirc to be delivered from 
the Power ^f\d Prefence of an Oppreffor, was an Evidence againft the Exiftcnce of the 

Oppreflion. . # 

1 fhall here clofe my Obfervation on Mr. Briftow^ Replies to Hjrdcr Beg Cawn's Firtt Lett^y^ 
and proceed to the Examination of Mr. Briftow’s Letter, addreffed to the Board, of the ijih May, 
which contains the Particulars of the nth Charge, namely, that he had attempted to carry into 

Execution a Plan for the Adminiftration of Jufttce, and had invefted Mr. Cowper with extraor. 
“ dinary and undefined Powers for receiving Complaints from the Subjedts of the Nabob Viaicr, 
“ and fuperferibing them with Orders in the Style of Mandates from the Nabob Vizier, for the 

Redrefs of the Complainants.** 

I have already faid, that I confidered this Letter as an Anticioation of the Complaints which 
Mr. Briftow knew had been made againft him, but which he had not received, nor indeed were 
they fent to him till the 29 ihof the fame Month. Whatever Advantage may be derived from the 
I'itic of having been the Firft Complainant, it has certainly fomc in its Influence on common 
Judgments, and this perhaps arifes from the Conftrudlion which every Man inftindlively affixes to 
rccriminarcd Accufations, as being the Eflr<^61s of a vindiftive Principle, and therefore liable at 
lead to Exaggeration. This Letter has very much this Appearance, for it has all the charac- 
teriftic Forms and Qualities of a fyftemaiic Attack. It begins with an accumulated, though 
general. Reprobation of the Condudl and Charadlcr of Hyder Beg Cawn— it proceeds to ibccir* 
cumftantiai Detail of a fpccific Faff, and concludes with a Prayer for his Difmiffion from Office. 
Mr. Briftow's Mode of writing renders it an Attempt of Difficulty to reduce the Subftance of his 
unconnefied and often unaplied Periods to prccifc Fafts or Propofitions, on which I can depend 
for their certain Relation to them. If, therefore, 1 (hall err in my Conftrudlion of them, the 
Fault is not intentionally mine, but the Effcdl of the Obfturity of the Text, which I am com- 
pelled to explain before I can make the proper Ufc of it. 

Of the Letter, which confifts of Four fmall Sheets of Paper, the Two Firft, and Part of the Third, 
contain only general Pofiiions which may becomprifed within the Two following Brief Articles: 
ift. That Hyder Beg Cawn had rejcdled all Mr. Briftow 's ‘‘ frankeft Offers of Friendfhip and 
Confidence,** and 2 d, had obftinately and contumacioufly oppofed all his ** Innovations,** which 
he is picafed to call in his firft, though not the moft refpedlful Application of my Official Title, the 
** wife Syftcm prcfciibcd by the Honourable the Governor General.** The Means by which the Mi- 
nifler is enabled ro maintain fo powerful an Oppofition, arc fummarily aferibed to “ the Influence 
of his Power, his Talents, and his Wealth,** and in a more large Detail to his Afcendency over 
the Mind of the Nabob Vizier his Mafter. His Account of this Effcdl is curious, and contradids 
every phyfical as well as moral Principle, which is fuppofed to regulate the Adlions or ftimulate the 
Paffions of Mankind. The Nabob, he fays, detefts this Minifter from a declared Convidlion 
that the Minifter has reduced his Provinces to Dcfolation, and his Court to a fpeaking Pidlurc 
** of Penury, Nakednefs, and Famine.** Yet that the Nabob fupports his Minifter againft all 
Mr. Briftow’s Endeavours to free him from fo abjedl a Thraldom, to give Peace, Order, and 
Plenty to his Country, and to adminiftcr an Abundance for the Relief of all his perfonal Wants 
— becaufc the Minifter is yet in PoflcfiiDn of his Finances, and by dealing them to his Mafter with 
a fparing and artful CEconomy, which Mr, Briftow calls alternately exerting his Hopes and 
hears,** he ‘‘ prevents the Nabob from adopting any firm and dignified Refolucion v” and this 
philofophicai Solution he concludes in the following Words ; ** Thcfc Paffions (i. e. Hopes and 
Fears) whilft in Equilibrium over the Mind, keep it hcfitating and undetermined, the Refo- 
“ lutions of Dcfpair alone arc unqualified and decifivc.** I (hall leave this Doftrinc to work its 
own Effe<!:l, and proceed to the Ipecilic Inftance, which feems introduced to prove the general 
Charge of Hyder Beg Cawn’s Oppofition to Mr, Briftow*s Innovations. 

Tliis, as 1 with Difficulty collcft it from the Letter and its Enclofures, of which the Letter is 
little more than a Comment, is as follows : 


^ In my I nftru*ftions to Mr. Middleton, 1 dircdled him to urge the Nabob Vizier to endeavour 
rrradually, it it could not be done at once, to eftablifh Courts of Jufticc throughout his Diftrifts. 
Mr. Middleton, who had (hewn little Attention to any Article of my Inftrutftions, appears to have 
taken not the Icaft Notice of this, till a (hortTime before his Recall, and when he moft probably 
expedlecl. It was then, and not till then, that without any recent Ground affigned for it, or Ad- 
vice given to me or the Board of the Mcafurc, or of his Intentioa preceding it, he prevailed upon 
the Nabob Vizier to appoint a Man named Morolevy Mobcin to the Office of Sodder ul Stuck, or 
Chief Adminillrator of Juftice to the City of Lucknow, and the Dominions of the Nabob of Owdj 
but without any Alignment of Power, local Office, or Salary j and the poor Man himfclf feems to 

13 have 
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\ have ftlt the huihiljating Confcloitfnefs of bis own Infufficiency for fo elevated a Dignity, to which 
the Uft Step of hi» Promotion was the Prt^eOion of a Schoolmafter, which had occupied the 
greateft Part of a Life already far fpent* To this feeble Inftrumenc Mr. Briftow had early ^e- 
courfe, for the Eftablifhtnent of a new Regulation for the general Adminiftration of Jufticc 
throughout the Nabob’s Dotninions j although it docs not appear, either from the Letters of Mr. 
Briftow or of Mr. Cooper, to whom Mr. Briftow appealed for the Explanation of his Inftruflions, 
that he had ever formed any prccife or defined Plan refpedting it, for both allude to it as intended 
for the Inftitution of “ proper Courts of Jufticc,” yet both ftyle it “ a Fowjdarry .Adawlet,” which 
is a Court inftituted for the Trial of Criminal Offences; and Mr. Briftow in his Correfpondence 
generally confounds it with the Office of “ Police of the City,” which is commonly the Charge of 
the Cutwall, and never affigned to the Court of Juibce cither Civil or Criminal. 

The Means ufed by Mr. Briftow to carry this Plan into Execution mark no great Extenfion of 
Defign, or Effort of Invention : — The Account which he himfelf gives of his progreffive A6ls in 
this Bufinefs is, that very early after his Arrival he defired the Minifter to eftablifti the Fowjdarry 
Adawlet upon a refpedlable Footing ; that he next applied for the Appointment of a Houfe to hold 
the Court: That all the Nabob Vizier’s Houfes being occupied (for Mr. Briftow fays, that the 
Minifter had purpofely filled them with Lumber, to ferve as an Excufc for withholding them), the 
Minifter allotted a Tent for the life of the Mowlerry. At length a Houfe was allowed him, but 
he did not like it, becaufe it was “ fituatcd in the Center of the Palace, where his Proceedings 
“ would be fubjeft to Reftraint,” the Place itfelf too confined, and fome of the Nabob’s Effeifts re- 
maining in it. The Correfpondence cnclofed by Mr. Briftow (hews that he too thought the Houfe 
too fmall, and that the Minifter maintained a contrary Opinion, but would apply for another; that 
both concurred in Opinion of the Unfitnefs of the Tent for a Court of Jufticc — the Minifter pray- 
ing for Time to get a Houfe : That Mr. Briftow required the Court to be held in the City—and 
the Minifter pleaded the Nabob’s Orders for its bcin</ held in the Palace, with other Queftions of 
the like Moment ; but that on a firm Declaration made by Mr. Briftow, that he would appeal to 
the Governor General and Council, the Minifter implicitly fubmitted, affirming, at the fame Time, 
that he had never difputed Mr. Briftow’s Orders. In the fame Period of Time another Source of 
Difference arofe, which is moft imperfeftly conncfled with the fame Subjea, and is thus explained 
by Mr. Cooper, in reply to an Appeal made to him by Mr. Briftow for that Purpofe. That Mr. Briftow 

recommended to the Nabob Vizier the immediate Inftitution of a Fowjdarry Adawlet at Luck> 

“ now — that Mr. Briftow’s “ foie Motive in this Recommendation (if Mr. Cooper had not in- 
« tcrly mifunderftood him) was to leftore Peace and Order to the Capital, and Security to its In- 
« habitants — that as the Governor General had himfelf mentioned the Want of proper Courts of 
Juftice, as a Caufe of great Evils, but advifed much Caution in their Introduaion; and as both 
Mr. Briftow and Mr. Cooper apprehended “ Danger from the abrupt Application of the Remedy, 

” when the Evil was univerfal,” Mr. Briftow, whofe Attention wai engaged by Objefts of more 
“ immediate Importance,” requefted, « that Mr. Cooper would enquire and endeavour to afeertain 
“ how far a Reformation, fo neceffary to the Profpenty and Hoppinefs both of the Prince and 
“ People, might be efftfled with the leaft poffible Inconvenience and Delay.” — That “ in con- 
“ formiiy to Mr. Briftow’s Willies, he fent for Mowlerry Mobcin, who had received his (Mr. 

“ Briftow s) Inftruflions to aflift him, propofing to enter with him into fuch Explanations as 
“ might afford him an Idea of the Syftcm of Jurirprudcnce then cftabliflicd there but the 
Mowlevy affured him, that « there was not, nor had been for Years, even the Shadow of a 

‘‘ Police;’’ that his Appointment was “ a Mockery, and himfelf a Pageant.” After much 

Difeuflion of the Unfitnefs of fuch a Man as the Mowlavy (a Schoolmafter) “ to difpcnfc Law 
“ to a whole People, and to unite, in his Perfon, the Civil and Criminal Jurifdiiflion of fuch 
" extcnfivc Countries,” which he fays was an Indication of the Difpofition of the Minifter, too 
plain to be miftaken, he adds, “ I muft confefs, I drew a Conckifion from it that at once in- 
‘‘ duced me to augur very ill of our Undertaking, and determined me to proceed in it with all 
‘‘ Warinefs and Ctrcumfpeflion.” The Iffue was, that after very mature Deliberation, he advifed 
Mr. Briftow “ to confine his Views for the prefent to the Inftitution of a Fowjdarry Court for the 
‘‘ Capital only” (which I muft obferve he had before mentioned as the original Inftitution, and 
afluafy formed) — that Mr. Briftow took his Advice, and obtained the Nabob’s Aflent, and his 
Appointment of Mowlavy Mobcin to prefide in the Court, now limited to the Capital ; “ and 
“ here,” fays he, “ the Matter ftill refts to this Hour ; and to this Hour the Inhabitants of 
“ Lucknow arc left in a Condition of Licentioufnefs, very near approaching to a State of 

I have recapitulated Mr. Cooper’s Account of his Commiffion, but I profefs that I do not under- . 
Itand the Drift either of the Appointment, or of his Explanation of it. What gave Occafion for 
the latter was this : — Mr. Cooper, by fome Commiffion from Mr. Briftow, received Petitions from 
the Inliabitants, to which he affixed Orders, in the formal Style of Mandates from the Nabob Vizier, 
lor the Redrefs of the Petitioners. This, Mr, Briftow faid, had been mifreprefented as a Superin- 
tcndance of the Court of Adawlut, and an Ufurpation of his Excellency’s Right of Sovereignty ; — 
an he therefore called upon Mr. Cooper, in Writing, to ftate the Inftrudlions which he had 
eccived from Mr, Briftow on this Occafion, and his Proceedings in confcquencc ; and ex- 
plain his Condudl relative to fuch Petitions as Mr. Briftow might have referred to him. The 
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Sum of Mr. Cooper’s Explanation is, if J conceive it rightly, that be received from Mr. firiftow 
neither Appointment por Inftrudlions, nor performed any Adi relative to either. 

With rel^dl to the Petitions, he fays, and prefaces what he fays with calling it the undifguii^ 
State of the Cafe, that as the Petitions were referred to him he had them read, and direded 
Hoflein Ali Cawn to write upon the Face of them feverally an Order, fuch as, had it finaUy 
refted with him to fettle them, he Ihould have tflfvied upon the Occafion, and then bid him 
carry them to the Minifter : “ Not,” he adds, “ that the Vizier’s Seal (hould be affixed,” but 
that the Minifter ftiould decide upon the Propriety of his Ideas, and ultimately rejeft or adopt 
them, as he faV fit. This the Minifter was to know ioftiodlivcly, as it appears from whit 
immediately follows : “ And I chofc this Mode of communicating them rather than by Letter, 
" becaufe it was the fimpleft and readied, &c.” He then refers to one of the Petitions, which 
he inclofcsj and I will infert it here, with Two others fprnilhed by Hyder Beg Cawn, for their 
Curiofity.

Let thofc who will, comment on this Tratrfadtion. It was a grofs and moll indecent Attempt 
todiflatc to the Vizir of the Empire the Words of his own Mandates, which the Vizir was to 
copy from Mr. Cowper’s Draft, and ilTue without a Knowledge of the Subjedh It is an Inlult 
to Common Senie to impofe any other Conllrudlion upon ir. 

Mr. Briftow’s Motives for giving thefe extraordinary Authorities, and enforcing them with fn 
many angry Movements, is more extraordinary than the Adis themfelves ; and I muft own that I 
fiift read them with an Idea which no confequent Adi has effaced, that he wrote them under tlie 
Conviaion that he might write what he pkaled, in the Affurance of iis being favourably received. 

1 have already mentioned the Inftruaions which I gave to Mr. Middleton, relating to the In- 
trodudlion of Courts of Jullice in the Nabob Vizir’s Dominions, which will be found, on a 
liberal Examination of them* to have been diAatcd under Doubts of its Expediency. In my 
InUruftions to Mr. Briftow, written with a fuller and recent Experience, I cxprelfed thole Doubts 
in Terms, aligning many ftrong Reafons for entertaining them, and concluded with recom- 
mending the Subjedt to his Enquiry, but without venturing to give him any Inftruaions con- 
cerning it. Mr. Briftow, in a Letter which he wrote on the izth December, profcfledly in- 
tended as a Detail of his Tranfadlions and Intentions refpedling the Execution of my Iniiiuc- 
tions, adopts all my Conclufionsi and adds to them other Arguments, much ftrongcr, againll 
the Execution of Adawicts j and fo much ftrongcr, that tbefe alone ought to have deterred him 
from attempting it. He clofes the Sobjedl with the following Words ; 

“ I would, however, propofe, that Mowlcrry M'obein, the Man recommended by Mr. Mid- 
“ dleton, (hoold continue with the Name of Soddef ul Huckv and when Regularity flull be 
“ introduced into other Branches of the Government, the Extenfion of his Power will form 
“ Part of tlie Plan.” 

Thefe swe the Authorities which Mr. Briflow quotes from his Attempt to introduce the Efta- 
blilhment of his Plan, whatever it was, for the Adminiftration of Juftice •, and they are inlcrted 
at full Length in the Third Number of the Appendix to his Letter. I appeal to the fime 
Authorities, for Proof that I gave him no" Inftrwdlions to infticute Courts of Juftice j that he 

had 
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had therefore no Authority to attempt itj that he himfelf declared it to be imp^pir » and by 
his own Interpretation of my Inftruftions, gave them the Force of O^cra proh^««n« fuch 
Attemot • that by fuch a Declaration, concluding with a Recommendation to fuffer the nominal 
Appointment to fubfift. without any fubftantial Application of he certainly intended to con- 
vcv to me the Aflurance inevitably implied by it, that he would himfelf attempt nothing l^ond 
the Appointment •. and that, by attempting it, he has confcquently been guilty of the double 

Charge of Difobcdience of Orders and Deception. • n. n* o •«. a c i.- 

I have now gone through the Examination of the Charges againft Mr. Briftow, and of his 
Anfwcrs to them, according to the Order in which he has himfelf arranged them. I (hall not 
attempt, by any Recapitulation of them, to point out the Strength of the former, or the In- 
fufficicncy of the latter. I ftiall leave both to make their own Impreflion-, and doubt not that 
they will neccflarily produce, in the Minds of others, a Conviction which they have produced 
in my own, that the truth of every Charge againft Mr. Briftow is either pofitively or prefump- 
lively eftablilhcd, even by the Authorities which he has himfelf produced to refute them. 

1 myfclf am perfonally aggrieved by Mr. Briftow’s Conduct and Pretenfions. Every Accu. 
mulation of his Guilt is doubled by the Attempt to fix the original Charge of it upon me. 
In his Declarations to the Nabob Vizir, to the Miniftcr, and even in his AddrelTes to the Board, 
he appeals to my Inftructions, as the Rule and Warrant of his Actions. To difprove this, I need 
only to appeal to my Inftructions themfclves : Thcfe had one effential Object, — the Difchargc of 
the Arrears due from the Nabob Vizir to the Company, with his growing Debt j and every 
Article of them had a Regard either to the Means of rendering this Point effectual, or to the 
Cautions requifiie in the Excrcile of an unavowed Influence, in the place of a lawful Authority. 
^ (c) [The Means by which our Government acquired this Influence, and its Right to cxercifc it, 
will require a previous Explanation : Both originated in our Connection with the Nabob Suja 
Dowla? 1 found him a Dependent on the Company, or rather on the Commander in Chief of 
the Army. Under the Authority of the Council, of which I was the Prefident, in the Year 
177 a, I concluded a Treaty with him, which left him optionally free, but virtually dependant 
on our Government, by the reciprocal Obligations of it, which on our Part confifted in Military 
A ftiftance whenever he demanded it i and on his, the Payment of a fixed Monthly Subfidy for 
the Expences attending it. He remained the abfolute Sovereign of his own Dominions v and 
whenever he found the Prcfcnce of our Army, or the Afcendant of our Alliance, too powerful 
for his Eafc or Di^rnity, he might free himfelf from both, by the Difmiftion of the former. 
But the Neceftity of his Affairs rendered it unfafe or inconvenient to part with it, as was evinced 
by the Experiment of a few Months, in which the Army was remanded to our Frontier, and 
a^ain recalled for his Service; and thus its Attachment to him, and the Kind of Tribute which 
he paid for the Ufc of it, were rendered permanent, but in fuch a Mode, as conduced to his 
jntereft and Safety, without a Diminution of perfonal Confequcnce. He was himfelf the In- 
ftrument of forming this Relation; he felt the Advantages of it; he experienced nothing 
humiliating in the Superiority of the Part aftigned to our Government in it; and in the (hort 
Interval which followed the Conftruction of it. Two rich and extenfive Members were added 
to his paternal Dominions, beCdcs that which he acquired with it. Let me add, without the 
Imputation of afiuming too much Self-conlequence, that my perfonal Behaviour to him was in- 
variably marked by a ftudied Rcfpcct. In public, I addrelfcd him as my acknowledged 
Superior ; in private, for only One Perfon was ever privy to our Conferences, 1 made my 
Demands in firm but decent Language; exacted his Compliance, by ftating the Grounds of 
our mutual NecefTuies, without either Concealment or Exaggeration; and obtained, with his 
cheerful and molt willing Conccftion, the beft Acceflion of a new Dominion, of Portion of the 
Wealth of a valuable and remote Territory, without the Burthen of its Adminiftration. He 
parted from me contented ; and if I may truft to thole Aflurances which my Station may be 
fufpccted to have extorted from private Adulation, he publicly and frequently acknowledged 
the Obligations which he owed to me ; and even in his laft Moments recurred to them, in 
the Line of Conduct which he recommended to his Son and Succcflbr, the prcfcnc Nabob 
Aflbf ul Dowlah. 

With his Death a new political Syftem commenced, and Mr. Briftow was conftituted the In- 
ftrument of its Formation, and Truftcc for the Management of it. The Nabob Afoph ul Dow- 
lah was deprived of a large Portion of his Inheritance, I mean the Province of Benares, attach- 
ed by a very feeble and precarious Tenure to our Dominions ; the Army fixed to a permanent 
Station In a remote Line of his Frontier, with an augmented and perpetual Subfidy ; a new Ar- 
my, amphibioully compoftd of Troops in his Service and Pay, commanded by EnglilTi Officers 
of our own Nomination, for the Defence of his new Conquefts ; and his own natural Troops 
annilrifitcd or alienated by the Inlufficiency of his Revenue for all his Difburfcmcnts, and the 
prior Claims of thofe which our Authority or Influence commanded ; in a Word, he became the 
ValT’al of this Government : But he (till poflcifed an oftenfible Sovereignty, his titular Rank of 
V^zir of the Empire rendered him a confpicuous Object of View to all the States and Chiefs 
of India; and on the Moderation and Jufticc with which the Britilh Government in Bengal ex-

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ercifcd its Influence over him, many Points moft eflential to its political Strength, and to the 
Honour of the Britilh Namr, depended. 

This is not a Place, nor have 1 Room, to prove in it what I (hall here content myfdf with af- 
firming, that by a facred and undcviaiing Obfcrvance of every Principle of Public Faith, ih^ 
Brai(b Dominion might have by this Time acquired the Means 6f its Extenfion, through a vir- 
tual SubmifTion to its Authority, to every Region of Indoflan and Dccan, I am not fore that I 
fliould advilc fuch a Defign, were it pradicable, which at this Time it certainly is not *, and I 
very much fear that the limited Forrration of fuch equal Alliances as might be ufcful to our 
prefrnt Condition, and conduce to its Improvement, is become liable to almoft unfurmountablc 
Difficulties. Every Power in India murf wi(h for the Support of our«, but they all dread the 
Connexion. ^ 

The Subjeftion of Bengal, and the Deprivation of thcFam^yof Jaflier Ally Cawn, though 
an Effed of inevitable Neceffity, the Ufurpaiion of the Rights of the Nabob WalUh Jah, in 
the Carnatic, and the licentious Violations of the t reaty cxifting between the Company and the 
Nabob Nizam ul Dowla, though checked by thr remenial interpofition of this Government, (land 
as terrible Precedents againft us. The EdTcAsof our Connexion with the Nabob Alfof ud Dowlah 
had a rapid Tendency to the fame Confequcncts, and it has been my invariable Study to prevent it, 
by the Removal or Reftriftion of every Authority or Influence derived from our Government which 
interfered with his, and by the Promife of whatever Means I might poflefs for withdrawing that 
Interpofition of it in the internal Management of his Affairs, which we cxcrcifed in the Afllgn- 
ments made of Portions of his Revenue for the Payment of the Company’s Debts, whenever he 
(hould either have difeharged them, or could afford a Security for their I ayment It is not un- 
known to the Members of the Board, who compofed it in the Beginning of the Year lySt, how 
much it was my Wifli, even then, to return on anew Commiffion to the RefiJcnce of the Nabob 
of Oude, provided 1 could be entrufted with Powers 10 make fuch an Accommodation, for his 
Tinanccs were daily diminilhingj the Prcfencc of the Reprefentative of our Govcrnmctic en- 
feebled that of the Nabob in its executive Atfls, and all the Provinces of his Dominions w'crc 
gradually finking into Decline, the Ktproach of which, even from our own Countrymen, was 
caft upon our Government as the Caule of it.] ^ 

Unfortunately, the Nabob Vizir wan ed the requifitc Talents for Bufincfs. His Underfland- 
Ing, though far under- rated in the common Opinion of it, was deficient in many other requifitc 
(^alitics of GovcinmcnC’, but it was united with a Gentlenefs of Manners, a Sufcepiibility of 
Kindnefs, and a I'liancy of Will, which might, in proper Hands, conftitutc an Equivalent to 
them. It was in my Reliance on the Effed of thele Qiulities that I foliciied, and in their Effed 
obtained from him, in Return for my Conceflions, his Agieement to the Admiffj(;n of the AffilU 
ance of rhe Rcfidenr, in the Charge then fpecially given to his Miniiier, of his Finances and 
public Dilbtirfcments. Diffatisfied with the Condudt of Mr. Middleton, the Kelidcnt to whom 
this Charge was lull committed, and of his Pcpuiy, Mr. Johnfon, to whom he delegated it, I 
formed the Refolution of nominating Mr. Briflow to it in their Stead. To this 1 had various and 
powerful InduccrTiCnts. The firfl: and principal was, the reiterated Order of the Court of Di- 
redors for his Appointment : Secondly, the Wifli of the other Members of the Council urgino* 
it: Thirdly, their Declarations of uniting to fupport my Authority, and other concurrent Cir- 
cumftances removing the Objedions which had hitherto oppufed it: Fourthly, a Reliance on the 
perfonal Gratitude of Mr. Briftow, for my optional Nomination of him to fo important a Truft: 
And, Fifthly, his AflurariLCs, and a Pledge given me for the Performance of them, in which I 
then repofed a religious Confidence : — I propofed, and the Board agreed to bis Appoinimenr, 
leaving it to me to give his Inflrudions. Thefe were accordingly delivered, firfl vti bally, but 
accompanied with Heads in Writing for his Remembrance, in a Difcouifc which occupied Four 
Hours of my Time, when I was yet too ill to write; and they were afterwards didaicd, for I con- 
tinued unable to write them ; and having received the Approbation of the Board, they were 
tranfmitted to him on the 24th of Odober. I have detailed the Procel's of this Affair to Ihew, 
at lead, ihe Improbability of Mr, Biiftow’s mifunderflanding my Intentions rtfpeding the Line 
of Condud which he was to purfuc, if thefe were really contrary to that which he did adopt. Hi- 
therto the Refidcnt had never interfered beyond Advice and Pcrfoafion, 1 myfelf never affedej 
a higher Claim ; nor had I a Sufpicion that Mr. Briftow would go beyond it *, it therefore never 
occurred to me to guard againft it. On the contrary, I will freely confefs, and 1 am afliamed of 
it, 1 yielded to him an implicit Confidence. As to my InftrucTions, and their real Gbjeds, I 
affirm, that they have been wholly nrgleded ; nor has any Ufe been made of them bur to per- 
vert them to Dcfigns of which I know not the Authority, nor can devife any other End but pri- 
vatc Rapacity. In One Inftance, indeed, he may appear to conform to them, which is in his 
Difagreements with the Minifter, with whole Condud I was certainly much offended on the Oc* * 
cafions which had afforded me fo much Offence againft Mr. Middleton ; and I therefore warned 
him to keep a watchful Eye on Hyder Beg Cawn, ar.d I Ijpokc of him in Terms which marked 
great Difiruftof his Principles and Diflike of his Charadcr. Whether I was right or wrong 
07 Judgment, I will not now attempt to determine ; I certainly erred in the unrcftrrvrd Man- 
ner in which I communicated it, fince it has been fo frequently and powerfully retorted upon me : 
but Hyder Beg Cawn is not the Objed of this DifcuIIion. Let his former Condud have been 
what it would, it will not juftify Mr. Briftow in Acts done confequent to it, and independent of 

[4Dj ir. 
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it. I.ct his prcfcnt Conduct be what it will, it will not warrant Mr. Briftow’s Ufurpation of aa 
Authority which was never entruded to him, and in the Cotntniffion of Infults and Indigniticj 
to a Sovereign Prince, united by Treaty to the Company and to the Britilh Nation. There is 
not a Syllabic of my Inllructions which will admit of a Conftruction of a Power to aflurtie any 
Authority whatever in the Adminiftiation of the Nabob Vizir. The only PaiTage which I find 
in a recent Search, to bear any thing like a Tendency to it, is the Clofe of the 13th Articles in 
which, fpeaking of the dangerous Abufc which the Begums had made of their Jaghcers, I direct 
him to remonrtrate in the iTrongeft Terms againft their Reftoration •, and I add, that he “ mud 
“ not permit it until this Government lhall have Information ofitj” but how far even this ExprcfTion 
was from conveying the Idea of his exercifing an Authority over the Nabob, will be dcmonllra- 
ted by the exprefl’ed Purpofe of the Communication, in the Words immediately following 5 viz. 
“ and fhall have had Time to interfere its Influence for the Prevention of it.” This Extract will 
Ihew, that in a Cafe which I deemed of the utmoft Confcquence to the Safety of the Nabob’s 
Dominions, and of our political fnterefts, in this Inftance more nearly than any other connected 
with it, I did not conceive that even the Governor General and Council, in their collective Capa- 
city, had a Right to interfere with Authority ; but could only make ufc of the Means of Per- 
fuafion, or, as it is exprefled, “ to interpofc their Influence,” for prevertting the Evils which we 
fuppofed j and can it be believed that I (hould invert Mr. Briftow with Powers of which I dif- 
avowed the Ufc niyfclf, and denied the Excrcife of them to the Adminirtratiot) of which I was 
the Firrt Member ? 

The Article refpefling the Nabob Vizier begins with an Injunftion “ to ftudy. On every Oc- 

cafion, to conciliate his Good-will, and to fhew him every ortenfiblc and external M.irk of 
“ Relpcft.” I exprefled “ my Hope, that he would not find it difficult to make the Nabob 
“ himlclf the Mover of every Ad neceflTary, whether for the Advancement of his own Interefts, 
“ or the Difchargc of his Debt to the Company.” I recommended to him to endeavour to win 
the Nabob’s Confidence from Hyder Beg Cawn j and I remember ufing this, ora very like 
Exprcffion, in my verbal Inrtrudions; — “ Be you his Miniftcr, and make yourfelf his Ad- 
“ vocate, and the Vindicator of his Rights, if his prefent Miniftcr fhall injure them.” And I 
llridly enjoined a Preference of the Nabob’s Claim to the Sum allotted to his perfonal Expenccs 
before any other, little imagining that this Claufe would be perverted to a virtual but cfiedual 
Deprivation of the Ufe of it. 

The Advice which I thus pointedly recommended to Mr. Briftow was fuch as 1 fliould have 
purfued myfelf, had I been in his Situation, and with a well-grounded Fxpedation of fucceed* 
ing in attaining the preferibed Objefts of it; for I have myfelf experienced what might be 
effected by Conciliation in .Situations the fame as his, and in others not dlffimilar from it, and 
on Minds more difficult than the meek Spirit of the Nabob Afoph u Dowlali for I never found 
either the acute Apprehenfions and quick Sufceptibility of Meer Cofllm, nor the Pride and manly 
Senfe of the Nabob Suja Dowla, impenetrable to Arguments applied to their Interefts, and de- 
livered with Truth and plain Dealing, which were all the Arts I ever ufed in my political 
Negociations. 

But I have a further Proof, and an unanfwcrable one, that I neither had, nor could have had, 
.any Defign in any Commiflion given to Mr. Briftow, either hoftile to the Nabob Vizir, Or of- 
fenfive to his Feelings, without fuch a Profligacy of Chara£ter as muft have been marked by 
the whole Tenor of my Life according with it. When I mentioned to Mr. Briftow my Intention 
of .appointing him to the Refidcncy of Lucknow, I at the fame Fimc informed him, that I could 
not yet eli'ea it, until I had an Afllirancc that it would be acceptable to the Nabob Vizir, not 
knowing whethir, from former Tranfadlions, the Nabob might not have a perfonal Exception 
to him ; and I ther.fore direded him to apply by Letter to the Nabob himfclf for his Confent 
Mr. Briftow did write to him accordingly. I alfo caufed Rajah Govind Ram, the Nabob’s 
Vakeel, to apprize his Mafter that the Application was made with my Knowledge, and with niy 
Willi that it might prove effedual, if the Nabob had not the Objeflion which I had appre- 
hended ; and left he might be induced, by his Remembrance of the Intercft by which Mr. Brif- 
tow’s former Appointment had been before made, to objcfl to it on a Principle of Dclicacv to 
mylclf, I dcfircd Rajah Govind Ram to alTure him, that Mr. Briftow fliould receive his Appoint- 
iiunt from my own Choice, not by the Impofition of any Authority contrary to it: But I ab- 
iLincd from any dired Communication of ihefe Sentiments, that the Nabob might be thO freer 
in his Dccilion upon the Propofition fobmitted to him. 1 have already alluded to this Tranf- 
aeftion in a Minute, dated the Seventh of March 1783, and ditftated on a different Occafiofl, and 
with Ollier Particulars, which are here omitted.— Mr. Briftow will not deny the Faa, as I havt 
. related it ; .and Mr. Maepherfon will poflibly recollect it. 

Is it polfiblc that I could have ufed fo much Delicacy, and afietfted fuch a Tendernefs towards 
the Nabob, if I meant to fend a Tyrant to rule over him ? 

I flinll forbear to Ipcak my Apprehenfions of the Confcquences, if it ftiall be finally rcfolved by 
the Members of this Board, that Mr. Briftow fliall be formally vefted with the Powet of ruling 
U'.c Dominions appertaining to the Nabob Afoph ul Dowlah, and guaranteed to him atviinft all 
lav.idcrs, by a lacred Treaty, by which the Faith and Honour of the Britifh Nation, and not the 
C ompany alone, are pledged to maintain it. A Syftem of fuch Controul cannot fubfift on con- 
ftriiiftivc Powers ; and if the Board do not notify to Mr. Briftow the Declaration which I have 
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made, of the Revocation of tliofe which he received from me, and which he has grofsiy abufed, 
1 ihall>{ and at his Peril let him dare hereafter to quote them, as containing the Authority for 
his Aftions. Thofe who abet him in his Conduft ought to preferibe to him the Rule of it. 
When I am made acquainted with that Rule, I will record my Opinion of it.— Would to God I 
could prevent it, and the dreadful Confequences which, however qualified, mult attend the Ek* 
ereife of any Dominion built on fuch a Foundation, and committed to fuch a Ruler I

The Inftrudions given to the Governor before his Departure for Benaras, which the Board at 
that Time thought proper to fcal up, and depofit in the Cutlody of Mr. Alderfey, are now 
t^ened and recorded as follows, with the Letters written in confequence. 

To the Honourable Warren Haftings Efquire, Prefident and Governor of Fort 

William, &c, &c. 

Honourable Sir, 

At our Confulution of the 19th April, we exprefled our Approbation of the Rclblution of 
the Selcd Committee, for your obtaining a perfonal Interview with the Vizir, and as, in con- 
fequence of the Vizir’s repeated Defire, you have now determined on proceeding for that Pur- 
pole to Banaras, we (hall beg leave to lay before you fuch Points in the political Inrereftsof the 
Company, as from the Orders of the Court of Direflors, and the prefent State of Affairs in this 
Government, are the more immediate Objects of our Wilhes: At the fame Time, the Circum- 
(lances of our Situation and Connexions with the King and the Vizir, are liable to fb many Vari- 
ations, that we find it difficult to mark out any precile Line for your ConduX ^ nor, indeed, do 
we judge it neceflary, as we repofe an entire Confidence in your Experience and Abilities to im- 
prove to the utmoR, for the Company’s Benefit, the different Events which may occur. 

It is evident, that the Treaties which at prefent fubfifl betWetn the Company and the Vizir 
are fettled upon an unequal Footing. We are called on every Occafion to his Affiftance, without 
any immediate Advantage to our Employers, or even any regular and adequate AdjuRment of the 
Stipulation in the Treaty for the Payment of our Expenecs, while, on his Part, the Aid which 
he is bound to afford us is left loofe atid undefined, and in all Probability, from the Nature and 
Conftitution of his Army, in cafe of real Danger, would prove ufelefs and incffeXual. It is 
therefore advifcable to cRcX an Alliance with him on Grounds of reciprocal Advantage and 
Support. 

Of fuch an Alliahce, One of the moR elTential Articles will be to fecure the regular Payment 
of fufficient Subfidies for the Charge of fuch Bodies of our Troops as may march at the Requifi- 
tion of the Vizir} and although, in our former Treaty, the Stipulation is made only for our 
wtraqrdinary ExpenctS} yet, when we confidef that, whilR removed at fuch a DiRance from our 
Territories, they are hi EffeX loR to 6ur own Service, we think it rcafbnable that the whole 
^pence (bould be borne by him •, but this can only be elfeXed by your Addrefs and judicibus 
Management, as the Engagements n6W fubfifting between us, from which we do not mean to 
depart, do not entitle os to claim it as a Right.

While 
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While the King continues at Delhi, whither he proceeded in ppppruion to, pur, tnpft ftre.rtuoMs 
Rcmonllrancrs, we fliall certainly confidcr the Engagements between him and the Cpm^ny as 
dl/lblved by his Alienation from them and their Intcrefts. The Province of Kprah, in this Caff^ 
will revert to them as to the original Proprietors, by bis Inability to hold it on the Terms and 
for the Purpoles for which it was ceded to him. As the PoftelTion of fo remote a Country can 
never be expecled to yield any Profit to the Company, and the Defence of it mull require a 
perpctoal Aid of their Forces, and prove a Source of much Jcaloufy to the neighbouring Powers, 
It nu)(l be our e.irnell Wifli to be freed from fo inconvenient a Pofleflion on the belt T erms whij| 
can be obtained for the Difpofal of it. If the King*s Precennons are removCvl, the Claim of ihc 
Vi/ir to this Diftrift will come next in Preference, both on account of our Alliance with hin 
its Contiguity and Relation to his Dominions, and this Pieference being confonant to the Cou. 

. pany’s Orders. In that Cafe, it would undoubtedly be our firll Wi(h to obtain from him the 
Diftri^ls of Chunar and Gausipore in Exchange for it. The Honourable Company have earnell. 
ly cnjoinetl us to emlcavour to effed this for the foie Purpofe of placing the King in the Pofld'- 
fion of a Territory fituated lo near to our Borders, and would, no doubt, be well pleafed with 
the Acquifition of it to their own Poflcflions j yet we are .^ware of the Repugnance of the Vizir 
to part with fo valuable and important a Territory *, and as we cannot, cither in Juftice, or in 
obedience to the Commands of our Superiors, which* recommend the ftrideft Delicacy in our 
Negociations with their Ally, ufe any peremptory Requifition with him to engage his Acqui. 
tfccncc in fuch an Accommodation; wc content ourfclves with intimating the utmoft Extent of 
our Defircs on this Head, leaving the Accompiifhment of them to your Management and Dif. 
cretion in fuch a Mode, and to fuch a Degree, as you fliall find yourfelf enabled to effed it. 

If, however, as is mod probable, the King fliould make Overtures to renew his former Con. 
nedions, we are of opinion, that his Right to reclaim the Diftrids of Cora and Illahabad can* 
not with Propriety be difputcd, and we authorlfe you to reftore them to him, on the Condition of 
his granting to the Company a folemn Renunciation of the Tribute which has been allowed him 
from the Provinces of Bengal and Bahar, both of the Arrears which may be due, and of all 
future Payments for ever. While we require this as a juft Retribution for the Service afforded him 
in maintaining the Poflcfllon of thefe Diftrids againft the Marattas, to whom his WcakneR hud 
abandoned them, we arc juftified by the ftronger Plea of abfolutc NeccfTity, in infifting upon it, 
as our Revenues are utterly unable to fupport any longer fo ruinous an Expcncc, ' 

It is probable, that the fevcrc Proof which he has recently experienced of his utter Inability to 
fupport his Pretcnfions to the Power and Dominions of his Anceftors, and the difgraccful Treat- 
mem which he has received from his falfc Protedors, will exempt him, from the Hazard of tlie 
like Dclufion heicafter, and induce him to remain contented with his former Refidcncr, in a 
State more fuiced to the moderate Corrpal’s of his Genius, and the reduced Influence of his 
Family ; in that Cafe, it will be his beft Policy to conned bimfclf agaiq with the Vizir, and to 
entruft him with the Adminiftration of his Affairs, as we do not fee how it is poflifilc for him to 
fubfift by his own Strength, and the State of our Finances rendering it inconvenient to us to 
burthen ourfelves with fo unprofitable a Charge. The Pride of the Vizir piay be gratified with 
fuch a Connedion, and his Authority may derive fomc Degree of Support from the Veneration 
which is yet paid to the Royal Name. This Point, therefore, we heartily recommend to your 
Attention. T he Power of the King and the Vizir being thus united, and tlie Objed tor which 
the Prcfcncc of the King near the Borders of Bahar was defned by the Company, being re- 
moved by the Renunciation of the Tribute, it will then become an immaterial Confideracion in 
what Pait of the Territories of the Vizir he fliall hereafter refide. 

We refer to you to adjuft the Claim of the Vizir on the Company, for the Tuncaw granted 
him by the King on the Treafury of Moorlhidabad, and herewith turnifli you with the Extrat^ls 
from our Confultation of 13th May, containing the only Information which we have Imhcno 
received concerning that Tranfadion; and you will, no doubt, be furniflied with the reft from 
tlie Seled Commictcc. 

Wc empower you to renew, in behalf of Raja Cheyt Sing, the Stipulation which was formerly 
made with the Vizir in favour of his Father Raja Bulwand Sing, in confidcraiion of his Services 
to the Company in the Year 1764. 

In a Treaty of firm Alliance with the Vizir, a free Intercourfc of Commerce with his Do- 
minions ought to form an Article; and as you arc acquainted with the earoeft Wiftics of the Com- 
pany on this Head, you will no doubt pay the greateft Regard to them. The Regulation of 
this Commerce with refped to the Mode of carrying it on, and the Duties to be paid, w,ill be 
an Objed of your Attention, and wc rely on your Care and Judgment for adjufting thefe to the 
Satisfadion of our Employers. A fimilar Regulation to that which we have lately adopted with 
refped to Duties in our own Territories, would be the moft,dclirablc if the Vizir’s Confent can 
be obtained. 

Mr. LaurcTl will have our Orders to meet you at Benaris, and furnilh. you with fuch Informa- 
tions as he may have colleded regarding the Diftrids of Corah and llliafaad; he will alfobe 
dirtded to conform to any Meafurc or Stipulatiort which you may engage in for the Ceffion of 
thefe Diftrids. ... i ' 1 • 

Wc have found it neceflary this Seafon, foir the more eftcdual Protedionjof the Vizir’s Domi- 
nions, to extend our Operations to the Country of the Kohillas, on the North of the Gange*^: 

We 
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We •ppfVM*eof youf concercing with the Vrair tny Plan whtcl) miy be ncMlTary for his future 
Security on (hoc S>de,confiftentiy with the Spirit or the Company’s Orders^ 

In confequenoe of the Meafures which you may adopt, it will, reft with you to determine 
whether or not any Troops fttall be flacioned in the Vizir’s Donoinions : If there Ihoulcl, we re- 
commend that the ^ond Brigade do relieve the Firft and take its Tour of that Duty. 

We have already obferved, that we mean rather to intimate our Wilbes than lay down any 
abfolute Roles for your ConduA on this Occafion. For your more particular Guidance, we fur- 
nilh you with Copies of the Public Treaties and the Company’s Orders, ex^ra^ed from their 
fevcral Letters fince the Fkft Treaty ^at was entered into with the Vizir.

P. 522. The Governor delivers in to the Board the following Report of his Ncgociations 
with the Nabob Soja ul Dowla at Benaras, and of bis other Proceedings during his Abfence from 
the Prrtdency, with all the Papers referred to in the Report. 

To William Alderfey, Efq. &c. Council at Fort William. 


Gentlemen, 

I have already advifed you, in my Letter of the 7th September from Benaris, of the Ifluc of 
my Ncgociations, and the Sum of the Treaty concluded with the Vizir. I now lay before you 
N* 1. the Treaty itfelf, a. Counterpart of which remains in his Pofteftlon. The other Papers 
which accompany this I ftiail refer to, numbering them in the Order in which they may occur. 

In the Courfe of my Journey to Benaris, I repeatedly addrellcd the King, advifing him to fend 
fomc Perfon of Confidence to meet me there with full Powers to treat upon his Affairs i he did 
not comply with my Advice, but contented himfelf with writing to the Vizir and to Munneer 
o’ Dowlah, to demand the Balance of the Tribute of Bengal, the regular Payment of it in 
future, and the Reftitufion of Corah and Allahabad to hjunnecr 0’ Dowlah on his Behalf, but 
without impowering them to deviate from thofe Demands. Under fuch Circumftanccs your In- 
ftruftioM dueled me to treat for the Ceflion of thofe Countries with the Vizir. I propofed to 
him the Exchange o 4 ,ihe Territory of Rajah Cheyt Sing for them, but I found him inflexibly 
averfe to it. He replied, that if I infifted upon it, he had not the Power to difpute it, and muft 
of Nccefliiy fubmit, but that he would never willingly confent to part with a Span of his Terri- 
tory } that his principal Inducement to wifti for the Diftri&s of Corah and Illahabad was that he 
might have the Credit of repoftelling all the Territory which he before enjoyed, and had inherited 
from his Father j that an Exchange Vfrould defeat his Purpofc •, that be could have no Rcafon 
to give up a valuable Part of bis Country, with a certain Revenue, for a DIftrift which, even 
in Time of Peace, would not yield him near fo Urge net Revenue as was paid him by Rajah 
Cheyt Sing s and in War, or even the Alarm of War, nothing, befides being continually ex- 
pofed to the Invafions of the Marattas. Thefe Arguments were certainly juft, and as my 
View was to confirm and ftrengthen the Alliance between him and the Company, and this Pro- 
pofal, if infilled upon, would have been produftive of a contrary Effcil, 1 thought it advifabic 
to drop it. Indeed I mentioned it but (lightly, knowing his Repugnance to it; and I flatter 
myfelf that the Sum of «o Lacks of Rupees, and the Stipulation of a 10000 Rupees per Month 
for the Payment of an incomplete Brigade whenever required for his Service, will appear to you. 
Gentlemen, and to our Honourable Matters, a very advantageous Compenfaiion for a Territory 
which perhaps ought in Policy to have been given to him, even though no Return had been 
made for it. 


To have kept it ourfclves would have been inconfiftent with the repeated and peremptory 
Commands of the Company. The 7th, 8th, and loth Paragraphs ot their General Letter, 
dated the mh May 1769, are (b dircaiy in Point, and mark fo forcibly their Sentiments con- 
cerning the Impropriety of holding Territories beyond the Boundary of their own Provinces, 
and feparate from them, that this Adminiftration would have been culpable in the higheft Degree 
in retaining PolfeiTion of Corah and Illahabad for any other Purpofe than that of making ant * 
Advantage by the Difpofal 6 f them. It would have irnpofed on us the Neceflity of fcndir.g our 
Troops continually out of the Provinces of Bengal, not at the Requifuion of the Vizier and 
at his Charge, but at our own Expence, and for the Protcftion of the diftant Acquifitions •, 
and as the Marattas mutt unavoidably oafs cither through thefe Diftrifls, or near them, to invade 
the Vizier, ithis would fumilh him with a perpetUf^l Excufe for refufing to bear bis Proportion 
of the Exj^nce of the Forces which (hould be' employed in his Protciftion } nor indeed would 
it ever be neceffary for him to call for their Aid, fwte the Prefcnee of our Army for the Pro- 
teftion of the Lands lying on his Frontier would' make them a fecure Barrier to him, and thus 
leave us the whole Burthen and immediate Hazard of the War, although he would be the greateft, 
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and in the End would probably appear the o.dy. Gamer by it. Nor is their Contiguity kfs ex- 
ccptionable on account of the Tendency which our Poffeffion of them would have to deftroy 
the Harmony and good Underftanding which our Honourable Matters fo earnettly enjoin us to 
n.aintain with the Vizier their Ally, fmcc. as he himfclf obferved to me upon it, they do not 
form a compaa and detached Space, which would admit of an eafy Defence from One central 
Station, with its Oounds clearly defined, but confift in a narrow Line without Breadth extending 
alone the Weftern Frontier of his Dominions, and fo intermixed with them (many Parts lying 
on the Kattcrn Bank of the River) that his Aumils and ours would be for ever engaged in mutual 
Quarrels, which could not fail to weaken the Friendlhip between him and the Company, as it 
vmuld be tmpofliblc to examine on which Side the Right lay at fo great a Diftance from our Ob- 
fervation 1 nor (to ufe the Words of our Honourable Matters) could we fend a Man or a Gun 
for the Defence “ of thefe new Acquifitions, without patting through his Country, which would 
“ be a perpetual Source of Difpute and Complaint. 

Had we reftored thefe Diftrids to the King, who fo lately abandoned thertt, and who is con- 
felTcdly unable by his own Strength to maintain them, we (bould ttill have been burthened 
with (he Caie of their Defence, or we fliould have given them only nominally to the King, but 
in reality to the Marattas ; the evil Confequenccs of which it is ncedlcfs to enumerate. 

By ceding them to the Vizier, we ftrengthen our Alliance with him i we make him more 
dependent upon us, as he is more expofed to the Hoftilities of the Marattas; we render a 
Juiidion baween him and them, which has been fometimes apprehended, morally impoflible, 
fince the Prctenlions to Corah will be a conttant Source of Animofity between them; we free 
ourfclvcs frtm the Expence and all the Dangers attending either a remote Property or a remote 
Connexion ; we adhere literally to the limited Syftem laid down by the Honourable Court of 
Direflors; we arc no longer under the Ncccflity of exhautting the Wealth of our own Provinces 
in the Pay and Dilburfcmcnts of our Brigades employed at a Diftance beyond them; but, by 
fixing the Sum to be paid by the Vizier for their Services at their whole Expence, and by re- 
moving every pofliblc Caufe for their patting our own Borders, but at his Requifition and for his 
Defence, we provide cffcftually for the Protedion of our Frontier, and reduce the Expences of 
our Army even in employing it; and, laftly,wc acquire a net Sum of 50 Lacks of Rupees, moft 
fcafonably obtained for the Relief of the Company’s Neceffities and the deficient Circulation of 
the Currency of the Provinces. 

P. 5JO. 1 he Vizier was at firft very defirous of the Attiftance of an EngUlh Force to put 
him in Poflettion of the Rohilla Country, lying North of his Dominions and Eaft of the Ganges. 
1 his has long been a favourite Objed of his Witties ; and you will recoiled that the firft Occafion 
of my late Vifit was furnilhcd by a Propofal of this Kind. He had certainly juft Grounds of Rc- 
fentment againft the Chiefs of this Nation, who had not only failed in their Engagements to pay 
him 40 Lacks of Rupees for his Protedion againft the Marattas, but had adually fupplied them 
with Money when they appeared in Arms againft him. He offered to make the Compaq a 
Confideratlon for this Service of 40 Lacks of Rupees, befides the ftipulated Sunn for the Ex- 
pences of our Troops ; but he afterwards laid afide this Defign, fearing that it would difable him 
from fulfilling his Engagements for Corah and Iliahabad. 

P. 531. The Vizier having no Occafion for the Services of the Firft Brigade, I have direded 
it to return within the Provinces, and I have ordered Lieutenant Colonel Muir, with a Battalion 
of Sepoys from the Second Brigade, to relieve Lieutenant Colonel Wilding in the Fort of 
Chunar. 

P. 532. The Vizier infifted very ftrongly on his Right to the Balance of the King’s Tun- 
caws on the Treafury of Moorfhedabad ; he faid that he advanced the Money for which they were 
granted to him on the Faith of Lord Clive’s Agreements at Iliahabad before there was the fmalleft 
Intimation that the Tribute would be difeontinued ; and that Mr. Cartier had both promifed him 
Payment and accepted his Aflignments on them. As thefe Arguments appear to be well ground- 
ed, and the Amount of the Tuncaws was aflually due to the King before he feparated himfelf 
from our Proteiflion, I thought our Credit required that this Demand fhould be complied with, 
and 1 accordingly agreed to it. 

His Engagements for the extra Expence of the Firft Brigade during the lad; Campaign have 
been adjufted, and the Account clofed to the i5ch of this Month. The Balance being 
4.52,^34 ; 13 ; 3, is to be paid by an Attlgnment; 3,23,000 on the King’s Toncaw, and the rc- 
• maining 1,29,834; 13 : 3, in ready Money at Fyzabad. No. 14 is a Copy of the Account. 

In the Courfe of our Conferences he made a Demand upon me for the Pay of the Nineteenth 
Battalion of Sepoys from the Time it was firft Rationed with him, and was very urgent for the 
Payment. I told him I was not then furnilhed with the necettary Papers to enable me to adjuft 
the Account at Benaris, this being the firft Intimation that I had ever received of hit having fuch 
a Claim, but promifed to fettle it equitably after my Return to Calcutta. The Vehemence with 
which he infifted on the immediate Conclufion of this Bufinefs, notwithftanding the Length of Time 
in which it had remained unnoticed, proved an Interruption to the other more important Affairs 
which were depenumg. The inclofed Tranflaiion of our Correfpondence on the SubjeA, No. i5» 

will 
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will cxpla*" CircumftancM of this Demand. You will obferve tJjat thft Vizief denies his hav- 
■ „ agreed to pay ifiOOO R* a Month for his Half of the extra Expenccs of the Brigade at Ilia- 
habad ; Bht this Circumftance feems to be very well atceded } and ne at length acquiefeed to re- 
ler it to our Rccofds, and if thefe fliould eftablilh the Claims to allow it to (land againft his Ad-r 
vancts for the Nineteenth Battalion. 

I had much Converfatioh with the Viair concerning a free Intercourfc of Commerce with his 
t)ominions, and recommended to him an Edablilbrnent of Cuftoms fimilar to that which we have 
lately adopted in Bengal* of which 1 gave him a Plan and Explanation in Writing, but I found 
jt impofli hie to convince hirn of the Utility of either. He feemed confirmed in tht Perfuafion 
that the current Specie of his Country would be drained by a free Trade with oursj that if the 
Engl'di Gomaftahs were authoriaed to refidc there, they would cxcrcilean Authority prejudicial to 
|,is Revenue, notwithftanding any Regulations or Ke(lri^ions of our Government, and involve 
him in difputcs which perhaps might end in the Ruin of his Conneflions with the Company, i 
promifed that no Engliih Gentleman (hould refide in his Country, and that 1 would never inter- 
fere in any Diiputcs between Englifh Gdmafiahs and his People, which I left to be decided by his 
Officers, who might cxcrctfc the fame Authority over them as 6ver his own Subjefts. As 1 found 
itimpolTiblc to overcome his Objeilions, and I learnt that Myrzapoor was the Mart from which 
not only his Dominions, but all the interior Parts of Indofian were fupplied with Goods from 
Bengal, 1 judged it improper to prefs him any further to agree to Innovations fo much againft his 
Will, when I could effeft the fame Purpofes by an Agreement with Rajah Cheyt Sing, to whom the 
Town of Myrzapoor belongs, as wdll as all the intermediate Country from the Borders of Bahar, 

I informed him of my Intention, to which be faid he had no Objcdlion. I accordingly fettled 
ttiith Raja Cheyt Sing, that the Articles of Broad Cloth, Copper, and Lead bought at the Com- 
pany’s Sales ihould pafs Duty free through his Territories at Myrzapoor, and that on all other 
Goods he (hall colleft an equal Rate of Duties from all Merchants, European or Native, or others 
mdilcriminatcly. 

P. 536. I applied to the Vizir for the Difminion of Mr. Gtntil, ufing foch Arguments aS t 
thought moft likely to induce him to make it his voluntary A^l, but not infilling on it. He 
promifed that he would difmifs himt but I confefs I much doubt whether he will. As the per- 
emptory Injundlions of the Company in the fzd and 5^d Paragraphs of their Letter to the Com- 
milTioners, dated the zjd March 1770, required my Endeavours to obtain this Point, fo I have 
literally obferved their Orders in the Mode in which I folicitcd his Compliance with it. At the fame 
Time 1 mull declare my Opinion, that the Man has acquired his Importance only from the No- 
tice with which he has been thus repeatedly honoured, having neither Abilities nor Influence which 
are likely to alFcfl; our IntereR. 

e, ("<»_)“ [In the Courfe of our Converfation, the Vizier frequently exprelTcd the Satisfaftion which 
^he had received from our Meeting, and from the friendly and confidential Intercourle which had 
taken place between us. Though fuch ProfeiTions are not always to be received in their literal 
Senfc, I took Occafion from them to alk him, whether it would be agreeable to him that a Per- 
Ibii in whom I confide (hould be appointed by me to refide near his Perfon, for the fake of per- 
petuating and (Irengchening the good Underdanding fo happily begun, as well as for the Tranfac- 
tion of fuch ordinary Affairs as might not foit the Formality of a Corrcfpondence by Letter, but 
which, in their Amount, arc always found to be produAivc of important Effcdls ? 1 hat I dcfircd 
it myfelf; but unlefs it was equally his Wi(h, I would neither propofe nor confent to it, as it 
1 would not, in fvlch a Cafe, be produdlive of the good EfFcifls which I meant to derive from it.

In any other Mode, I (car the Appointment would exclude me from being 
any longer the Channel of Conne£lion between this Government and the Vizier, and prevent me 
from availing myfelf of that Influence with him, which 1 have taken much Pains to ellablifh, and 
1 hope not altogether unl'uccefsfully.”]

P. 540. Treaty with Sujah ul Dowlah. No. 1. 

The Vizir of the Empire Afiph jah Shujah ul Mulk, the Nabob Shujah ul Dowlah, Aboool 
Munloor Cawn Bahader, Sifdar Jung Sippah Salah on the one Part, and Warren Hallmgs Ef- 
quire, Prefident of the Council, Governor of Fort William, and Commander in Chief of the 
hurces of the Engliih Company, in the Provinces of Bengal, Bahar, and Oriffa, for and in the 
Name of the Engliih Company, on the other Part, do agree on the following Articles ; 

ift. Whereas in the Treaty concluded at Allahabad, the 16th AuguR 1765, between the Vi- 
2ir and the Compatiy, it is exprefled that the DiRrifts of Corah and Allahabad were given to his 
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Maiefty for his Expencesj and whereas his Majcfty has abandoned the Poffeflio^n of the aforefaU 
Diftridsk and even given a Sunnud for Corah and Currah to the Marattas, to the 6reat.Prejuduj 
of the Interefts both of the Vizir and of the Englilh Company, and contrary to the Meaning of 
the faid Treaty, and hath thereby forfeited his Right to the faid Diftnds, which has reverted to 
the Company, from whom he received it; it is therefore agreed, that the aforclaid Diftrids 0,a|| 
be put into the Pofleffion of the Vizier on the following Conditions ; and that in the fame Man. 
ncr as the Province of Owd artd the other Dominions of the Vizir are pofleffed by him, fo 
he poirefs Corah, and Curray, and Allahabad, for ever; he fhall by no Means, and Under no Prc. 
tt nee, be liable to any Obftrudions in the aforclaid Countries from the Company and Engl, ft, 
Chiefs ; and cxclufive of the Money now ftipulated, no Mention or Requifition (hall by an, 
Means be made to him for any Thing elfc on this Account. This Argument (hall be oblervcd 
by all the Englilh Chiefs, Gentlemen of the Council, and by the Company, nor (hall it ever be 
broke or deviated from. 

CONDITIONS: viz*. 

He lhall pay to the Company Fifty Lacks (50,00000) of Sicca Rupees, according to the 
Currency of the Province of Owd, as follows, viz. 

In ready Money, - " 20,00,000 

In Two Years after the Date hereof ; viz. 

The Firft Year, - > 15,00,000 

The Second- Year, - - 15,00,000'

Sicca Rupees 50,00,000 

2d. To prevent any Difpute arifing concerning the Payments which lhall be made by the 
Vizir, for the Expcnces of the Company’s Troops that may march tb his AUlftance, it is 
agreed, that the Expcnce of a Brigade lhall be computed at Two Lacks Ten Thoufand (2,10,000) 
Sicca Rupees per Month, according to the Currency of the Province of Owd.— -By a Brigade is 
meant as follows viz. 

2 Battalions of Europeans. 

6 Battalions of Sepoys. 

1 Company of Artillery. 

The Expcnce of the faid Troops lhall be defrayed by the Vizir, from the Time that they (hall 
have paired the Borders of his Dominions, till they return within the Borders of the Province of 
Bahar ; and exclufive of the abovementloned Sum, no more lhall on any Account be demanded 
from him. Should the Company and the Englilh Chiefs have occafion to fend for the Troops of 
the Vizir, the Company and Englilh Chiefs lhall alfo pay their Expenccs in the like Manner.

P. 546. From the King to the Governor. N” 8. 

We arc informed, by our loyal Servant Mannecr ul Dowlali, that you, the Strength of our 
Empire, have lent your own Aumils into the Diftriffs of Allahabad and Corah. My chofen Ser- 
vant ! it is now Two Years fince wc have received any Money from Bengal, Allahabad, or 
Corah, and our Diftrefs for Money is in the greateft Degree. The Englilh Chiefs are bound bjr 
a Treaty of Allegiance to our facred Perfon, to pay our Tribute from Bengal, and at what Place 
foever wc may refide, to let Corah and Allahabad remain in the Hands of our own Servants. 
From this Treaty we are alTured there will be no Deviation, confidcring the Loyalty and Rcfli* 
tude of you our loyal Servant. We have full Confidence that you will remit to our Prefence 
the Balance of our Tribute from Bengal, and continue the monthly Payments in future ; and that 
you will deliver up Corah and Allahabad into the Hands of Munnecr ul Dowlah, and at the fame 
Time enforce Payment of our Revenue from thence, regularly Month by Month. Do you our 
loyal Servant, in concert with our Brother as dear as Life, the Vizir of the Empire, come to our 
Royal Prefence. Should it happen that you cannot yourfelf come, let General Barker be lent, 
and after their Arrival wc lhall aflent to whatfoever they may propofe. We had Intentions of fend- 
ing to you our noble Kinfman Mujad ul Dowlah, to communicate to you our Commands, and 
to reconcile you to our Royal Perfon, of which wc informed you in a former Shulcha : After- 
wards this Counfcl occurred to our enlightened Mind ; that if we were informed that you had In- 
tentions of fettling the Affairs of our Empire, wc would then ftnd our noble Kinfman to yon. 
that after learning from him our Royal Commands, you might difpatch the General with the Vi- 
zier to pur Prefence ; and we could then be affured, that when we had Two fuch Support 
wiili us as the Vizir and the General, your Emulation would not fuffer you to permit the 
and Difturbers of the Peace of our Empire, fuch as the Jauts and the Rohillas, to hold Pofleffions 
lb near our Capital, As lor the reft, know that our Royal Favour attends you. Remit out 
1 Tribuit 
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Tribute from Ben^I. and give up Corah and Allahabad, which will give the utmoft SatUfac* 
tion to our facred Perfon. 

Poftfcript in the King’s own Hand. 

Do yoUi our loyal Servants, come with ChccrfuTnefs to our Prcfcnce. After fettling Aifkirs 
jjjfe we Ihall give our Royal AlTent to whatever you may reprefent.

From the Governor to His Majcfty Shah Allum. N* 9. 

Written the 13 th September 1773. 

I have had the Honour to receive your Majefty’s Commands by the Hands of Mahomed 
Jacob Cawn, which I have thoroughly underftood. 

•’ Long before my Arrival at Benaras, I repeatedly addrefled your Majefty with a Requeft, that fomc 
Perfon of Confidence, and impowered to treat upon your Majefty’s Affairs, might be appointed 
to meet me at that Place: And I was happy when you intimated to me your Pleafurc, that 
Mogid ul Dowlah was deputed for this Bufincfs, becaufc 1 had no Doubt, that with the Aflift- 
ance of fo capable a Perfon every Thing would be adjufted to your Majefty’s Satisfaftion, as 1 rc- 
prefented in the Addrefles which I fent on this Subjeft. But upon my Arrival at Benaras, I un- 
derftood that the Orders for his Departure were repealed, and that your Majclty’s Attention was 
engaged in other Affairs. In this Cafe I was remedilefs. The Vizir having afforded me a 
Meeting at the abovementioned Place, after many Conferences, I judged it moft expedient, 
for the Security of the Peace and Tranquillity of ihcfe Parts, and even for the Benefit of your 
Majefty’s Affairs, that the Chucklahs of Corah and Allahabad fhould be reftored to his PolTcf- 
fion, and I have accordingly affigncd them to him. I think it incumbent on me to explain to 
your Majefty folly my Motives for this Tranfaftion. While the Union between yourfelf and the 
Company fubfifted, your Majcfty is Wicnefs, and all the World have feen, that, poftpohing 
the Confidcration of every other Concern, the Wealth and Forces of the Englifti Company were 
continually employed in promoting your Profperity, and in the Care of your Safety the fame De- 
fire and Attachment ftill prevail •, but the Neccflity of the Times requires other Mcafurcs and 
other Counfcls. When your Majcfty feparated yourfelf from the Fnglifh and the Vizir, and 
gave your Preference to, and conferred your royal Favours on others, whofc Views have ever 
been hoftile to your former Friends and Allies. Whatever IPowcr your Majefty poffeffcd inftantly 
became theirs, and prefuming upon it, they oppofed their Taxes to the Vizir and the Forces 
of the Englifli Company, and even proceeded to Arts of Violence againft both, which we for- 
bore to repel, from Refpeft to your Perfon, which authorized their Proceedings. What Return 
of Loyalty and Services your Majcfty received for the Grace which you thus bellowed upon them, 
your Majefty beft knows. In Addition to your other Bounties, you were pleafed to grant them 
Sunnuds for the Diftrifts of Corah and Currah, which in effeft would have alfo given them 
the Command of Allahabad. By whatever Means the Sunnuds were obtained, it is evident that 
your Majcfty cither wanted Power to retain thefe Diftricts, or that you abandoned them of your 
own free Will to Strangers, whofc Defigns and interefts were ever contrary to the Defigns and 
interefts of tfie Company. As thefe Diftricts were originally alTigncd by the Company for 
the Purpofe of paying your Expcnccs, when they ceafed to be your Property, by the univerfal 
Principles of Juftice they reverted to the Company, from whom you firft received them ; and I 
accordingly caufed Poffcffion to be taken of them in the Name of the Company, both for 
the Security of their Rights, and to prevent an Enemy from ufurping them : And I have 
given them to the Vizir for thefe Reafons •, firft, bccaufc as his Interefts and the Company’s 
were the fame, and this Country lay contiguous to his, the Defence of it would be more eafy, and 
our mutual Alliance become ftrongcr by this Addition to his Dominions. Secondly, Bccaulc the 
Vizir being your Firft Servant, and the only Rcprefcntaiivc of your Perfon, it would enable him 
hereafter more effcitually to ferve your Majefty, and to retrieve your Affairs. It was certainly my 
Intention to have put thefe Diftrifts again into your Hands, and it was with this View that I fo 
repeatedly entreated your Majefty to lend a Perfon of your Confidence, to Icttlc with me the 
Means of effefling this, and the other Arrangements dependent on the Company. But as no one 
came, and being informed that nobody would come, and I knew, that without fomc well con- 
certed Plan of Defence, to reftore them to your Hands would in effeft be to give them up to the 
Marattas, and prove a certain Means of arming their Hands againft us, I was therefore com- 
pelled to change my firft Defign, and adt as the Neccflity of the Scafon advifed. 

Upon the Affairs of Bengal, 1 have before, in my Letters, reprefented the diftrefted Conditions 
of the People, and the Poverty of the Country, which arc folely owiAg to the heavy Drafts which 
have been made of its current Specie for your Majefty’s Remittances. As it is the Will of God, 
and agreeable to the Commands of the Englifti Company, my Mafters, that I am entrufttd with 
che Care and Protection of the People of thefe Provinces, and as their Condition, which is at this 
1 ime on the Edge of Mifcry, would be ruined paft Remedy, by draining the Country of the 
I'tilc Wealth which remains in it, 1 muft plainly declare, that until the Safety and Welfare of 
Provinces will admit of it, 1 cannot confent that a fingic Rupee be fent out of them, which

To the Nabob Vizier.— ‘Written aift May 1777 . 

T H E Alliance which has fo long fubfifted, and is now fo firmly eftablifbed, baween your 
Excellency and the Company, has happily been produ61ive of the greateft Advantages to 
both, and it is evident that no Benefit or Misfortune can attend either, of which the other will 
not cffentially participate. This Union of infeparable Interefts renders it my indifpenfable Duty, 
as the Reprefentative of the Englilh Nation and of the Eaft India Company, not only to advife, 
but to urge in the moft earneft Terms, every Expedient that may promote the Profperity of 
your Dominions and the Increafe of your Reputation, but more efpeciaUy fuch as are required 
for your Safety from impending Danger. 

It is now Two Years unce, at your KcqueB, I aflented to the Appointment of Britifh Officers, for 
the command and difciplining of your Troops. The Deference which I always pay to your Wilbes 
would alone have been Motive fulficient to engage my Compliance with them on that OccaGon, 
but a more forcible Reafon fubfiflcd in the Danger to which your Perfon and Domibiont were 
expofed, from the licentious Outrage of your Sepoys. Thefe were ConCdcfations of too alarm, 
ing a Nature to admit of Delay, although I plainly perceived the Defers of the Syfletn then 
adopted, and which have in fad fince attended it ; They are many, but I (hall content myfclf 
with mentioning only the principal ones. 

111. The Officers employed in your Excellency’s Service are releafed from the Company’s Au- 
thority, without being fubjed to yours in fuch a Degree, as is nccefTary for eftabliihipg a proper 
Dependence on you, and due Obedience to your Commands. 

zdly. The Expence of your Army being uncontroulcd by the Authority of this Government, 
cannot be regulated by that CEconomy which in Keafon and Juftice ought to be obferved for 
your Excellency’s Advantage. 

The Abufes arifing from thefe Defeds are daily accumulating, and unld& immediately re- 
medied muft terminate in the mofl fatal Conrcqucnces, from a total Relaxation in the Difeipline 
of the Troops, and an Increafe of Expence too enormous for your Excellency to bear. 

The finccre Friendfliip which i entertain for your Excellency, and the anxious Concern which 
1 feel for your Welfare, have excited my utmoft Attention, and engaged a conliderable Portioa 
of my Time, in devifing Means for obviating the Eflfeds which muft follow the Continuatioa 
of fo faulty a Syfiem. 

After revolving many Plans in my Mind, I have at length adopted the following, whitoon 
the matured Deliberation is, 1 am convinced, the bed that can at prefent be formed for our 
mutual Advantage, and abfolutcly necedary to be carried into immediate Execution— -It is this: 

[That of the Troops now belonging to your Excellency, and commanded by Britilh 
Officers, the following Corps be transferred to the Service of the Company, viz. Nine Battalions 
of Sepoys, Three Companies of Artillery, and Two Regiments of Horic, — One more to be added 
for that Purpofe, to complete the Edablidiment. 

zdly. That thefe Corps be formed into a Brigade, for the Service of your Excellency entirely i 
but, for the fake of maintaining Difeipline and Subordination, be immediately fubjedlcd to the 
Authority of this Government, by which their Pay is to be iffued, their Accounts regulated, 
their Expence controulcd, and their Conduct ultimately directed but they ihall act folely under 
your Orders, in all their military Operations, for the Defence of every Part of your Domioioos, 
whilft you retain them in your Service.

A fter reeapitukthig the Conteots of the Governor’s Letter of the 2 tft of May, he proceeds 
thus: 

The De&As whicb you point out in the Syftem on which the Forces tinder Britilb Officers are

It is well kndwn that the EtiglUh Chiefs, keeping the Inttreft and ^ofperity of my Government 
conltanily in View, have exerted themfelves on all Occaflons to promote thefe Ends, and having 
never been deficient in affording me their Aid and Aflidance, have been the Supporters of my 
Honour and Dignity, and they will continue fuch. — It is needlefs to mention this. 

(a) [It is alio equally certain, that I regardltas'an'indifpenfable Obligation on me to preferve 
the warmed Friendlhip for the illudrious Englldi Chiefs from that Day, when, by the Means of 
the Englidi Friendlhip, I afeended, by hereditary Right, the Mufnud of my Ancedors. It has 
been my mod earned Defire deeply engraved on my Mind; by fvery Means to preferve a drift 
Friendlhip and Union with them, and to cultivate and improve it to the utmod, which would be 
the Means of infuring my Stability and IntCteA* Afluated by thefe Sentiments, 1 intruded my 
Intereds to the Enjpilh Chiefs, and have, on every Occafion, regulated my Conduft by their 
Opinion and Advice, and have never in any one InlUnce afted contrary to their Pleafure.] 

I have accordingly found the Affairs of my Government improving daily, and it is jnorally cer< 
tain, that I Iball ever preferve the drifted Friendlhip for |hcm, and always keep in View the 
Duties which fuch Friendlhip and Union require at my Haids, and on no Account deviate there- 
from. : . ' • 

The new Forces which you wilb to wife to complete |he prefent Sydem, I entirely approve of 
and agree to: Of the Troops now commanded by Britilh Officers, I have transferred to the 
Company 9 Battalions of Sepoys, 3 Companies of Artillery, 1 Regitnenta of Horfe, and One 
more Regiment of Horfe to be raifed in the Room of 3 Battalions which lhall be didnifikd - from 
the 1 2 Battalions now on Foot. I have accordingly given Colonel Goddard Information of this. 
It now dppends on you and the. Gentlemen of Council to difeipUpe'and direft thefe Forces, which 
I have transfi^fed to (he Company, in fuch Manner ' ypu'may think the Circumftanpes pf the 
Times require.

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Claims Excellency hu ordered bis Minlftcrs to lay l:^fofe me fuch a State of Aflignmentt as 
0 iall, in Amount and Security, appear to tne fully fufficient, and gave me a ftdemn AlTurance, that 
he woijd not make a Grant of a ui^le Tuncaw upon any of his Diftrifts until this be done. As 
the making the Bundobuft of the Country, with the Tingle Stipulatioh in favour of Bow Anny 
Sing, has been committed to the Minidry, 1 hope, with their Aflidance, to have fuch Aumils 
appointed, and fuch an Influence over them, that 1 need be under no Apprehenflons, where I have 
even only partial Drafts on them, of their paying the Claims of others in Preference, or to the 
Injury of the Company’s. The Nabob’s Orderlies, from whom 1 (hould have mod to dread, 
will be excluded, unlefs it may, perhaps, be judged expedient to give fome fmall Didrifls to 
one or two of them, who have fome Claim to Favour, from having paid the AlTigpmcnts on them 
this Year entirely, or nearly, without Balance. For a further Security to the realizing the Af- 
fignmentS given in favour of the Honourable Company, and to obviate one of the molt ordinary 
and principal Caufes of Balances this Year, the diforderly Behaviour of the Troops ftationed for 
the Defence of the Provinces, or quartered on them for Sobfillcncc, I have obtained his Excel- 
lency’s Confentto Three of his Battalions being delivered over to me, for the Purpofe of alTifting 
the Aumils in the Maintenance of their Auihority, both over the Zemindars, and againft any 
Troops who may didrefs the Province by riotous Behaviour or oppreflive Exactions j and alfo to 
fecurcthe realizing of my Claims, when and wherever 1 may think them in Danger of being in- 
vaded or violated.] 

I have this Day enclofcd to the Governor General a Letter from his Excellency, requeding 
that a commanding Officer, and Three others under him, may be appointed by the Honourable 
Board to thefc Troops, With this p'orce, which is to be paid by me in the fame Manner as his 
other Troops under Britifh Officers, I think it will be cafy to prevent any Alienations of the Com- 
pany’s Rights from the Violence of the Nabob’s lawlefs Troops, and alfo that Devaftation to the 
Country itfelf, and real Injury to its Revenues, which was fo generally occafioned from the fame 
Caufe. As it will take fome Time to adjud exaflly this Year’s Balance and Receipts Account, 
the Army’s SubCdy, the Company’s Account Current, and the Vizier’s Troops under Britifh 
Officers, as well as to fettle the Aumils Account for this Year, and to make the Settlement with 
them for the next, I mud defer the drawing out a general Statement to an After-period. In the 
mean while 1 have the Pleafurc to inform you that the Doaub has been already affigned over to 
me, and an Aumil appointed thereto of the bed and mod edablifhed Reputation in the Country, 
and that I am dudioufly and unremittingly endeavouring, in conjundion with the Miniders, to 
fettle the whole Claims on his Excellency in a Manner which I flatter myfelf will meet with your 
Approbation. As foon as ever Matters may be finally adjuded, I fhall not fail to forward you 
the mod particular Account both of the Balances of this Year, and the Nature of the Aflign- 
menc for the Liquidation of them, and the Demand for the next Year.

The Governor General,— Although the Continuance of the Three remaining Battalions of the Minute, of 
Nabob’s difeiplined Sepoys on their original Footing, is liable to the fame Ol^eAions in Part as the Board on 
thofc which I have dated againd the entire Corps to which they formerly belonged •, yet as the 
Nabob’s Affignments have hitherto proved fo defeftive^ and as I know that no Part of his Re- 
venues cap be realized without a drong military Force, as well to enforce Payment from the Ze- 
mindars, as to oppofc the Competitions of others, on whom the Nabob may lavifh Grants on the fame 
Lands i and as the Meafure has come recommended both by the Vizier and the Refident, I mud 
propofe that it be confirmed, that the Board do permit fuch of their Officers to command them as 
may be required for that Purpofe, but that the Term of their Service be limited to One Year, or 
a lei's Time, if other Means can be devifed in the intermediate Time, for the Security of the 
Tuncaw Colleilions.

Mr. Francis delivers his Opinion in the following Minute. 

A Plan for a great military Arrangement, which h.is not been concerted with the Commander 
in Chief, nor communicated to him, comes before me witliout that Authority which his Kccunv 
mendation would give to any Mcafuie properly belonging to his Department. The Views of 
the Lcgiflaturc in General Clavering’s Appointment arc well known. 1 he Company concurred 
in them, by appointing him Commander in Chief of all ilieir Forces in India. The Tenor of 
their IndruClions, and the Approbation they have fince given him, Ihew plainly how much they 
originally depended on his Knowledge and 1 ' xperience in .military Affairs, and liow much they 
ftill fxpedt from his Services. Our Inftruflions evidently draw a Line b«ween the Civil and 
Military Departments, which had not bei n prefenbed to any former Government, and give 
Powers to the Commander in Chief, which had heretofore been extreifed by the Prcfident of 
the Council, yet without limiting any of thole which belong to the former a| a Member of the 
Adminillration. A DiBribution of Power cBabliBied by fuch Authority, ought to be inviolably' 
preferved, and every Evafion of it oppofed. On thefe Principles I objeft, in the firft InBance, 
to the Introdu6lion of a Plan for a new military EBablilbment to which the Commander in Cnief 
is not a Party i and fuppoBng the Meafure to be rcfolved on without his Concurrence, Bull deem 
the Governor General and Mr. Harwell particularly refponfible for all the Confequences that may 
attend it. 

My Objections to the Meafure itfelf are partly to the Propriety of the Plan in its Detail, with- 
out a Reference to its main ObjeCl, but principally to its general Purpofe and Operation. The 
laB arc fundamental, and not to be removed by any Arguments by which the Brft might be an- 
fwered. 1 mean, that if the Plan within itfelf were unexceptionable, as a military Arrangement j 
that alone would not be to me a fuBicient Motive for adopting it. 

iB. I underBand it is propofed to augment the Company’s prefent Force with Nine Batta- 
lions of Sepoys, Three Companies of Artillery, and Six Regiments of Cavalry. Thefe, whether 
paid by the Nabob or not, are to conBitute Part of our Banding Army, though not for the De- 
fence of Bengal. Three of the above Regiments of Cavalry are, however, not to be raifed 
without the Company’s Orders, out of whofe Treafury this Part of the Expence is to be provided 
for. The prefent Eflablilhment of the Company’s Army has been deemed adequate to the or- 
dinary Defence of their Territories } and as this Force has been found fuBicient, not only for 
that Purpofe, but to fpare One whole Brigade for the Defence of the Nabob of Oude’s Domi- 
nions, I muB fuppofe any Augmentation to be inconfiBcnt with the Views of the Court of Di- 
rectors i nor can I conceive it to be neccBary on any Suppofuion, but that of an Invafion by the 
French. But according to the Governor’s Plan, no additional Force will be kept up within the 
Provinces •, at the fame Time that the Number of the Nabob’s Troops under Britifli OBicers will 
be confiderably diminilhed. 

Far from confiJering an Augmentation to the Company’s EBablifliment in this Form, and fo 
dirpofed, as a Meafure which muB conduce to Safety and Succefs, I think it ufelcfs in point 
of Safety, and as for Succefs, I know not in what Defigns we arc to fucceed, unlels it 
be in depriving the Nabob of the Government of his Country, or in Schemes of Con- 
quelt, in which I never lhall concur. With refpeCt to the Nabob, the InjuBice is mani- 
feB, if he is to pay an Army without beii^ allowed any Share in the Command, or any 
Judgment in the Difpofition of it, for the Defence of his Dominions, a confulerable Part of 
, which cannot be defended by the Company’s Army, without a Breach of their Orders ; I mean 
the Doab and Rohilchund. If this Arrangement is to be impofed on the Nabob, by means of 
the aiBoal Power we have over him, it is a Violation of JuBicc, and a Breach of Ipecific Treaty 
with him, for which this Government can have no Exculc. 

sdly. 1 cannot agree that the aftual ExiBence of a Sum of Money in our Treafury will 
authorife this Government tolavidi it in raifing Regiments of Cavalry not ncceHary to the Defence 
of Bengal, much Icfs that the general Circulation of the Country (fo much dillrelfed as the Go- 
vernor obferves, by its lying ufelcfs in our Coffers) will be bencBted cither bv the Purchafe of 
Horfes (the whole of which will be fpent out of the Provinces), or by an Encteafe of Military

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EftsWilhwent, for the conftant Support of which the Country muft hei^fter be taxed. Aug- 
incming the ftanding Force of a Country, in order to promote Circulacion, is a new Idea, and 
plainly (news the Inutility of racking thefe Provinces in the Manner they have been. When it 
is confidercd, however, that our Treafury has been fupplied, and that the prefent Surplus created 
by Rcfources which do not properly belong to Bengal, and on which we have no Right to place 
iconftant ncpendancc, I mean by the Subfidy of the Brigade and direft Paymenrs from the 
Nabob of Oude, I think there is no Realon to apprehend that it will remain long unemployed. 
If my Judgment of the Incline of our own Revenues, on which alone we ciuv fafely depend! 
be not much miltaken, the T* ime is, not very diltant when the Supply of the invedment and the 
Support of our prefent Kftablilhment will gradually fink and appropriate the cxilfino' Surplus 
At all livents, inftead of fquandcring Money bccaufe we have it, I conceive that a more^ beneficial 
anJ benevolent Ufc might be made of it, by applying it to Current Services, and by granting 
a proportionate Remiffion for a few Years in the Taxation of the Country. In this Way, what- 
ever we fow we Ihould reapj whereas an Increafe of the (landing Army in the Firft Inftance 
abforbs the Saving in hand, and leaves the Country burthened with an additional Efiablifijmenr. 
This Argument I deem to be valid againil any Augmentation whicli has not fof us Obieft the 
direft Security of Bengal. 

3 dly. It is admitted, that the Eftablilhment of the Troops under Britifli Oflicers has anfwcrcd 
the Ends of Difcipline and Subordination to a certain Degree. The Dcfffls therefore which may 
ftil) attend it might cafily be removed or correfted by Savings an.l Reduftions, in which I 
Ihould readily concur with the Governor General, without fo violent an Alteration as that which 
ihc Flan propofes. ill.

If clfedlual Checks on the Expenccs of thefe Troops are nut yet provided, the Office of 
Audit and Control has been to no Purpol'e. 1 believe the Governor is miilaken in affirming that 
t!ie Paymafters and Officers arc allowed to draw for Advances from the Nabob’s Treafury and 
that they confidcr themfclves as rcfponfible to him alone for the Application of them. I undcr- 
ftand the eftabliffied Pay and Contingencies arc iffued according to Abftraifls, taken from aaual 
Mufters, figned by the commanding Officers, and by the Commiffiiries.

to the Meafure propofed; however, I relirve to myfclf to alter my Opinion, Iliould I be convinced 
that it is formed upon wrong Grounds. 

General Clavering. — Mr. Barwell has mentioned, that when the Military Fffablifhtnent was 
formed for the Defence of the Vizier’s Dominions, he fuggefted the Propriety of rendering that 
Eftablifhinent ufcful to this Government. — If it would not be too much Trouble to him, 1 wuuU 
beg leave to defire that he would ftate the Confultation where that Suggeffion is in. 

Mr. Barwell— It is in Conlultation 14th December 1775} I beg that a Copy of it may be re- 
corded in this Place. 


Extraft Confultation, 14th December 1775. 

“ I receive the General’s Plan for forming a Body of Troops for the Service of the Nabob of 
« Oude, but at the fame Time I think it fhould be confidered, whether in difviplining a Body of 
“ Infantry, and regulating a Corps of Artillery, we may not arm him againlt ourlclvea? Th s 
“ Government, I conceive, can well fpare a fufficient Body of Black Troops for the Service of 
« the Nabob. A proper Body of Cavalry, difeiplined and commanded by our Officers, may, 1 
“ apprehend, be of great Utility both to his Government and ours. 1 have no Objeftion to the 
“ General’s Plan, upon the Principle that we cannot fpare fuch a Body of Sepoys and Artillery 
“ from our own Forces as is now propofed to be kept up for the Nabob’s Service.” 

General Clavering delivers in the following Minute. 

Although I might be difeouraged by the fruitlefs Endeavours I have hitherto made to avert the 
Mifehiefs which former Projefts Teemed to me calculated to produce; yet in whatever Light the 
Plan now under the Confideration of the Board is regarded, whether as political, military, or 
teconomical, I am equally called upon in my Capacity as a Counfellor of this Government, or 
Commander in Chief of the Company’s Armies in India, to deliver my Sentiments freely upon a 
Meafure conneaed with each of thefe Situations, however unavailing I am apprehenfive my At- 

f oments may prove on this Occafiom In delivering my Sentiments therefore on the Plan before me, 
am forry I muft be obliged to declare, that I cannot receive it in the Light which Mr. Haftings 
offers it, as a Scheme of difinterefted Utility, but as a Meafure without an ObjeA, not prompted 
by Necellity or any adequate Motive, pofitively infringing the Orders of the Court of Direaors, 
and lavilhing the Treafurc of the Company; nor yet can I agree with him in looking upon iris 
no Innovation, or no Stricture upon paft Mtafurcs ; Becaufc, in the firft Place, 1 cannot confidcr i 
a total Subverfion of an Eftablilhmcnt, new-modelling Corps, altering the Rank of Officers, 
otherwife than as an Innovation ; Becaufc in the fecond Place, 1 cannot regard the five Objections 
he has endeavoured to cftablilh, and the Invective and Afperfions (deftitute of all Proofs) with 
which he has branded the Service of the Nabob, in any other Light than a partial Cenfure of paft 
Meafures. For my own Part, I hold myfclf always open to the Confequenccs of any Acft in 
which I have concurred ; but in the prefent Infiance, the Governor General (hould have forefeen, 
that in blaming the Meafure he condemns himfelf; as in fafl, I only gave the official Courle to* 
Plan that he himfelf propofed, accompanied with his moft hearty Concurrence; and upon this 
Occafion, as UTOn many others, 1 would moft earnelUy have wifhed that the Governor General 
had abided by his Declaration on the aSch November laft, in the following Words : “ I had de- 
” termined to avoid all Kind of Innovations, and to confine the Influence which had thus uncx- 
•• pedtcdly devolved upon me to the current and ordinary Occurrences of Government,”’ Indw*!* 
upon Confideration of the Dilapprobation with which his previous Condudf had been K' 
Cfivcd in England, Prudence might have fuggefted to him not to engage in new Plans until he 
was informed of the Succels of his old ones.

And agaioi on the i4tb December Mr* BarwclPs Recommendation of the Company’s 
Sepoys being employed in his Service ; a Mcafurc that could not be adopted by the Board, 
becaufe of the Limitation to the Operation of our Troops within the Bounds of the guaranteed 
Provinces, by which they would have been rendered totally ufclcfs to the Nabob in relpcft to the 
Defence of his other Provinces. 

Extrafl: of the Governor’s Note, 20th November 1775. 

As the Diforders which have prevailed in the Nabob’s Troops require an inflanrancous and 
‘‘ cffcilual Remedy ; and that the Propofal in this Letter promifes the furelt Succefs, 1 heartily 
“ fubferibe to it. If the other Members of the Board join in this Opinion, they will allb fee 
“ with me the Ncceflity of fignifying it immediately to Mr. Briftow, and of forming the Ar- 
“ rangement required for its Refolution.” 

To this Mr, Barwell aflents, as a Mcafurc of Security and CEconomy to the Company. 

Extraft of the 14th December 1775. 

Mr. Harwell apprehends we (hall hereby arm him againft ourfelvcs, and adds, “ This Go* 

“ vernment, I conceive, can well fparc a fufficient Body of Black Troops for the Service of the 
Nabob*, a proper Body of Cavalry, difeiplined and commanded by our Officers, may, I ap- 
prehend, be of great Utility, both to his Government and to ours. I have no Objeftions to 
“ the General’s Plan, upon the Principle that we cannot fparc fuch a Body of Sepoys and Artil- 
Icry from our own Forces as is now propofed to be kept up for the Nabob’s Service.” 

From thefc ExtraSs it plainly appears, that if any Cenfure is due for the Confequences of the 
above Plan, it muft fall upon the Governor General, who propofed it ; and if any Merit can be 
claimed for the Innovation now attempted, it cannot be aferibed to Mr. Harwell, whofc Views 
evidently had a very different Tendency from that which is now under Confideration 5 viz. of 
the Thirteen Battalions aftually in the Service of the Nabob, taking Nine, Three Companies of 
Artillery, Two Regiments of Horfe now cxifting, and a new one to be immediately raifed into 
the Company’s Service, and to add Three more to them when the Company’s Inftruftions aic 
received. 

N. B. The firft mentioned Three arc to be paid by the Nabob. 

The Governor General feems to fuppofc, that there have been Two Plans, of which the latter 
has not removed the bad Effefts of the former. The Faft is, there has been only One Plan ; 
the Eftabliffimcnt has been the fame from the Beginning. The Regiments that had been efla- 
bliflicd by the late Nabob having been made over to European Officers, they mutinied and were 
broke, and were raifed again with other Men, prccifcly in the fame Form with the original Con* 
lliiution of the Officers. 

I will now proceed to the Objc£lions offered by the Governor General to this Eftabliffimcnt.

But if Reference be made to the Diredions 
originally given to Mr. Briftow, it will be feea 
that no Precautions were omitted that could be 
taken, to prevent even the Poflibility of any Over- 
charge ; for he was prohibited difebarging any 
Bills for contingent Expcnces, but to (end them 
down to the Board. Vide Letter of 5th February 
1776, which Order remained in force till Col. 
Goddard was appointed, whofe Inftrudions, rc^ 
fpcifling this Matter, were drawn up by the Go- 
vernor General, as may be feen by his own Hand- 
writing in the foul Draught (a), altering the former 
Mode to the allowing CoL Goddard to counter- 
ffgn them himl'elf j the Governox’s Words were, 
** Wc leave it to you to countcrfign fuch Bills as 
“ you (hall approve, and we confide in your 
“ Zeal and Attention to the Service, for prevent- 
“ ing any improper and unrcafonaidc Charges." 
If Col. Goddard has abufed his Troft, or Capr. 
Webber (to criminate whom was the profclTcd 
Objeft in calling for this Account) has raifed the 
large Fortune the Governor General once alcribed 
to him, let each of them anfwcr for it. But the 
Governor General's Silence upon Capt. Webber's 
particular Account, at a Time when he not only 
poffeffes the Accounts, but is Mafter of the whole 
Country, to come at every poffible Information 
againft him, and now running into general Invec- 
tive, affords a ftrong Frefumption that his Intelli- 
gence is too void of Foundation to be produced as 
a Charge. 

By a Reference to the only pofitive Faft which 
he advances, that the Board were Seven Months 
in obtaining ihefe Accounts, it will appear, that 
the Letter, requiring the Accounts, was dated the 
2d December, and the Anfwcr, returning the Ac- 
counts, was of the 22d March, As that Letter 
was received here the 4th April, or I'hirtccn Days 
after its Date, the fame Time muft be allowed for 
the Letter, which ordered the Account, reaching 
Col. Goddard, which \yll bring it to the 15th 
December, leaving Three Months and Seven Days 
for what the Governor calls Seven Months.

Thefe Five are the Objeftions that the prefent Syftem is faid to be fo fraught with } and to 
remove which, the Governor General thinks it neceffary to introduce his new Plan, which in faft 
is making an Augmentation of the Company’s Troops, and (as he fagacioufiy obferves) employ- 
ing the Company’s Treafures, now loft to Circulation, all in order to correft the Nabob’s 
Accounts. 

If it fhall be found that the Objeftions upon which the Governor General eftablifhes the Ne- 
ceffity of his Plan are removed by the above Obfervations } or if not thereby obviated, that 
more moderate and applicable Means, or lefs ruinous to the Company, cannot be found to cor- 
reft them, I will Hill hope that a maturer Confideration of the Welfare of the Company will 
outweigh whatever private Engagements he may have entered into, and induce him to drop a 
Project fo varioufly infringing their pofitive Orders, upon the Pretence of Difficulties, which, if 
true and united, would not juftify the Infringement of the moft trifling Order the Company fends 
out, much lefs of thofe Regulations which they lay down as the grand fundamental Principles of 
their political and commercial Interefts. 

I therefore fay, I hope his Prudence will make him defift from violently enforcing this; as in 
the Cafe of continuing his Negociations with NudJiflTCawn, although the Motives alleged by 
himfclf for making a Subfidiary Treaty with him have long fince difappeared, and Nucljiff Cawn’s 
Refufal to accept of our fupplicating Propofuions, have humiliated us in the Eyes of every Po- 
tentate in Indoftan.

Qiiere, Will not thefe Three Regiments be liable to all the Evils enumerated as the Caufe for 
transferring them to the Pay of the Company, not having a natural and permanent Dcpendance 
on us, while in the Pay of a foreign Prince ? The ambiguous Terms in which the whole is couched, 

1 confefs, makes me diffident of deciding upon the pofitive Meaning of every Part of it i if there- 
fore 1 have committed any Error, the Governor will be plcafed to redlify it by an Explanation. 

It may be feen that 1 have all along taken it for granted, that the Company are to bear the 
Expenceof this new Plan, excepting the Three Regiments particularly allotted to the Nabob, 
becaufe no Mention is made of the Payment of the Remainder of the Army by him j on the con- 
trary, the Objedlion lays • againft the prefent Eftablilhmcnr, on account of the Troops being *s- • o' 
in the Pay of a foreign Prince, which the Plan under Confideration profefics to obviate, by mak- 
ing them Part of our own Eftabliflimcnt i that becaufe it is propofed, that Part of thefe Troops are 
to ferve in the Company’s Provinces, where it would be highly abfurd to fuppofe that the 
Nabob is to pay them } and becaufe the Plan fets forth the great Ability of the Company to bear 
the t xpcnce, and the Necclfity of circulating their Treafurc; That, finally, becaufe Arms and 
Accoutrements are to be fupplied to the Cavalry out of the Company’s Stores : Therefore, on 
the Suppofition that I have not miftakcn Mr. Haftings’s real Intentions, it is nccelTary to Ihtc 
the Expence taken from the comparative Eftimatc accompanying the Plan. 

It would be mif-fpending Time to ftaie all the Objedlions that occur againft the comparative 
Eftimatej as for Inftance, the Saving arifing from a Comparifun of dilfimilar Numbers (which 
can only deceive thofe who look no ^’urther than Sums total), or by dating impradlicablc Efta- 
blidimcnts, which, when attempted to be realized, would be made up by contingent Bills. 

In the Year 177J, the European Regiments, which confided of ao Companies of 50 Men 
each, were reduced to 10 Companies of 100 each; a Saving certainly arofe of the Pay of 
One Half of the Officers j but, according to the Opinion of every Officer of Eminence, the 
Service has been much injured and weakened by itj for if Three Officers are only thought 
lufficient for 50 Men in Europe, much lefs can they be thought fufficient for 100 Men in this 
Climate, where the Men require more Difeipline and the Officers more Relief. 

In the prefent Inftance he compares the full annual Charge of maintaining 14,787 Men for 

33 » 9 ^iO *8 with the foil annual Charge of maintaining only 1 i,X54. for k’a7,o6,840, and dates 
thepifierence ofR’688,188 as a Saving; although, according to the Sutement, the only Difference 
m the Rate of the Expence is, that in the latter Number is included 480 Horfe more than in 
the former.

but this Eftimate makes no Allowances even for the very Propolals contained in the Plan to 
which it is annexed, and which it profeffci to be calculated for j nor has the Governor Gcneial 
chofen to avail himfclf of his own Experience upon Record, to endeavour to bring it in Ibmc 
rational Degree near the Truth. 

ift. Arms, Accoutrements, Ammunition, and an exceflive Number of various other Con- 
tingencics, are left unexprefted. 

ad. No Account is made of the Seventy-two Officers which the Nine Battalions will require, 
agreeable to his Remark upon the Second Article, when they come to be relieved, to make them 
equal to the Brigade Eftabliffimcnt, though the Plan, with profound Wifdom, declares, that as 
the Want of them will not be materially felt while upon Service, it follows that the Troops that 
go up to relieve muft leave Seventy-two of the Officers behind, to be transferred to the return- 
ing Proop upon the Peace Eftabliftimcnt, while the Remainder carry the Men into the Field. 

3d. The I' xpencc of the Cavalry does not feem to include the Fftcft, in any Degree, of the 
fourth Regulation of the Plan for the Eftabliffimcnt of the new Cavalry. 

It makes no Allowance for the ift Article of the 4th Regulation for Hones killed in Battle, 
or by Marchc.s exceeding i5Cofs: Either Circumftance entitles the Rider (and, if he dies, moil 
probably his Eflatc) to the full Price of his Horfc, eftimated at 600 Rupees. 

Nor does it make Allowance for the 2d Article of the 4th Regulation, providing for the Loft 
of Horfes that die, or become unfit for Service without extraordinary Accidents. A Horfc is ta 
be received at Six Years Service, and indeed it is rational to fuppole that they will not be fit for 
Service after that Period ; confequently that the whole will be paid for during that Term. E.kIi 
R egiment will at the lead poftefs 545 Horfes-, allowing but One for Officers and Men indif ri- 
minately, and rating both at 600 Rupees per Horfe, without Diftinftion between Olfia-rs .m l 
Private (though doubtlcfs a fuffi’eient one will be made), each Regiment in the Courfc of S jc 
Y ears will receive 3,27,000, which, for Six Regiments, makes Rupees 19,62,000. 

But had this Capital been added to the Eftimate of Cavalry, even erronc-oufly as that now 
ftands, it would not near amount to what the Governor General’s Experience might have poinic'l 
out to him as the adlual Charge of this Mode of raifing Cavalry. To cvinLe*^this, I will only 
quote his own Proceedings (a) of the 23d May 1772, from which it will be evidenr, that a Corps of 
480 Men ffiould with more Accuracy be rated at 4,80,000 annua! Expence than 2,63,508; for 
if the Body of Cavalry then in Pay, confiding of 300 Men, colt 3,01,000, it may fafely be ud- 
vanced, that 480 will coft 4,80,000, conlequently for the Six Regiments 28,80,000. 

As the Governor General declares the chief Objedion againft his Plan is, that it is m dired Op- 
pofition to the Orders of the Court of Directors, and tiurc-tore defers levying the Cavalry, it nmy 
be hoped, now that it has been pointed out to him, that cv ry Article of it is in the fame Pu h- j 
cament, that out of Deference to their Authority, and his Wiffi to ad immediately from ir, lie 
will equally defer the whole. 


This then falfifies the Number of Men by 553 Men; and the Sum of (t) Rs. 10,39,170 by 3,21,7741 
the Three new Regiments Ihould only amount, according to No. 6. to Rupees 7,17,396.

It is a demonftrable Truth, of which the Court 
of Directors as well as Mr. Hadings canpot but 
be convinced, that our prefent Abundance of 
Treafure has entirely arifen from extraordinary 
and unnatural Refources. We have no Rcafoo 
to expect any further Supplies from our Ally, 
Afoph ul Dowlah} that Source, whence our Trea- 
fury has been replenilhed, feems now quite ex- 
hjuded } his Debt to the Company, which on tlic 
28th September laft was 28 Lacks, is now en* 
creafed to 35 Lacks. His Arrears to the Troops 
under Britilli ‘Officers have been lately feveral 
Months more in Arrear than before. Finally, by 
the F.ftimatc Mr. Briftow made of his Receipts 
and Dilburfements, it appears there is an Excels 
in the latter of 58 Lacks. 

What further Mine of Wealth Mr. Haftings 
promifes himlclf, whether by his new Settlement, 
or by new Conqueds, it is impoffible to difeover. 
1 am afraid to conjecture what his Views are. 
Should his Ncceffities drive him to poflefs himfclf 
of the Revenues of Afoph ul Dowhh, under 
Pretence of reforming his Finances, I leave to 
Iniaginaiiun to guefs what a Scene of Oppredion, 
Kapinc and Plunder mud enfue from fending 
Collectors into that Country. 

But perhaps the making the Mountains of 
Thibet and Tartary the Boundaries of our Pof- 
feffions may be the political Barrier to this Coun- 
try, which the Governor General fo pathetically 
laments in his Minute of the 25ih November, 
that his InHiiencc and Authority was too circum- 
feribed to complete.

To the Nabob Afoph ul Dowlah. 

The Alliance which has fo long fubfided, and is now fo Firmly edablilbed, between your 
Excellency and the Company, has happily been produdlive of the greated Advantages to both; 
and it is evident that no Benefit or Misfortune can attend either, of which the other will not 
cffcntially participate. This Union of inieparable Intcrcds renders it my indifpenfable Duty, 
as the Keprefentative of the Englidi Nation and of the Eaft India Company, not only to advife, 
but to urge, in the mod earneft Terms, every Expedient that may promote the Profperity of 
your Dominions and the increafe of your Reputation ■, but more efpccially fuch as are required 
for your Safety from impending Danger. 

It is now Two Years fmee, at your Requed, I adented to the Appointment of Brltidi Officers 
for the Command and Difeipline of your Troops; The Deference which' I always pay to your 
Wilhes would alone have been Motive fufficient to engage my Compliance wiih them on that 
Occafioni but a more forcible Reafon fubfided, in the Danger to which your Perfon and Dominions 
were expofed from the licentious Outrage of your Sepoys. Thefe were Confiderations of too 
alarming a Nature to admit of a Delay, although I plainly perceived the Defedts of the Sydem 
then adopted, and which have, in fadf, fince attended it : They are many, but I (hall content 
myfelf with mentioning only the principles Ones. 

I ft. The Officers employed in your Excellency’s Service are releafed from the Company’s 
Authority, without being fubjeft to yours in fuch a Degree as is nccellary for eftablilbing a pro- 
per Dependance on you, and due Obedience to your Commands. 

ad. The Expcncc of your Army being uncontroulcd by the Authority of this Govern- 
ment, cannot be regulated by that CEconomy which in Keafon and Juftice bught to be obferved 
for your Excellency’s Advantage.

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The Abufcs arifing from thcfe Dcfcfts arc daily accumulating, and unlcfs immediately remedied 
muft terminate in the moft fatal Confcqucnccs, from a total Relaxation in the Difcipline of the 
Troops,* and an Incrcafc of Expence too enormous for your Excellency to bear. 

The finccrc Friendihip which I entertain for your Excellency, and the anxious Concern which 
I feel for your Welfare, have excited my utmoft Attention, and engaged a confiderablc Portion 
of my Time, in devifing Means for obviating the ElFefts which muft follow the Continuation of fo 
faulty a Syftf m. 

After revolving many Plans in my Mind, 1 have at length adopted the following*, which, orl 
the matureft Deliberation, is, lam convinced, the bed that can at prefent be forqjjd for our mu- 
tual Advantage, and abfolutcly ncceflary to be carried into immediate Execution. It is this: 

ift. That of the Troops now belonging to your Excellency, and commanded by Britifli 
OfBccrs, the following Corps be transferred to the Service of the Company ; viz. Nine Battalions 
of Se[)oys, Three Companies of Artillery, and Two Regiments of Horfe, One more to be added 
lor that Purpofc to complete the Eftablilhment. 

2d. That thefe Corps be formed into a Brigade for the Service of your Excellency entirely ; 
hut, for the fake of maintaining Difcipline and Subordination, be immediately fubjeded to the 
Authority of this Government, by which their Pay is to beiniied, their Accounts regulated, their 
Expellee controulcd, and their Conduct ultimately direfted ; but they flull act folcly under your 
Orders in all their Military Operations for the Defence of every Part of your Dominions, 
whilft you retain them in your Service. 

gdly. That an Ellimate be formed of this Eftablilhment, on the Trial of One or Two Months* 
which your Excellency will defray, and after that the fame (hall remain a fixed Charge, for fo 
long a Time as you (hall require the Corps for your Service. 

Your Excellency will perceive by this Plan, that no fubftantial Change is made by it, either 
in the Strength or Service of the prefent Eftablilhment ; but that it is formally converted to the 
Service of the Company, for the foie Purpofes of rendering it more effcftual to yours, and the 
Icaft burthcnlomc to your Finances. 

If you approve of this Meafure, as this is the Seafun for executing it, I hope that you will 
be pleafed to iflTue immediate Orders to Colonel Goddard to that Eficd, I have written to him 
accordingly.

Not having feen Mr. Haftings’s Minute of the 6th January 1774, at the Time that I wrote 
mine in the Month of May laft, wherein I proved, by Calculation, that allowing the Men to 
purchafe their own Horfes would be more expenfive than if the Horfes were purchaled by Govern- 
ment, I am glad now to find that my Opinion is therein fupported by the Authority of Mr. 
Haftings himfclf, who then declared it a great Saving, in the following Words “ The Differ- 
« ence between this Plan and a Troop on the old Eftablilhmcnt, is Rupees i6,9»6 : 12 • 6 per 
« Annum. I propofe the Purchafe of the Horfe on the Company’s Account ; becaufe ir is the 
" only Method by which the Cavalry can be formed on an uniform Plan of Difciplinc, or the 
Conduft of the Men fecured.” It is true that Opinion has been fince overfet by a very oppofitc 
one delivered by him in May laft; when he fays, » There are other eflTential Objeftions to this 
« Mode i their current F.xpencc is too great •, their Contingencies indefinite 5 and every 
“ Cafualty proves an immediate Lofs, and becomes the heavier by the Want of an Intereft in 
“ thofc who have the Charge of the Horfes to prevent it.” But from what Lights he has adopted 
an Opinion fo very different from his Firft, cannot be conjeftiircd, unlefs the Kxpence of his 
Troop of Cavalry, which has appeared to have exceeded the Eftimatc very confidcrably, thoiiRh 
thcEflimatc was declared fo high as to afford Room for a Reduftion, has made Mr. Haftings 
miftake an Abufc that ought immediately to have been reformed by the Commifliry General for 
an Error of Calculation. *

tlonourablc Sir, and Sirs, 

I HAVE now, in obedience to your Orders of the 12th May, the Pleaforc to forward you the 
Nabob’s Account Current with the Company to the End of May laft •, his Account Current 
with the Army under Britilh Officers to the bndof February laft, Wanfil Bankces, on Kill 
Bundccs of the Tunkaws, granted in favour of the Company, the above-mentioned Army, and 
the Rohillas, to the End of lhait Jumma Wanfil Bankee of the fame Tunkaws, to the fame 
Periods, in the Form required by the Honourable Board •, as alfo Accounts Ca(h in the Hands of 
the Relident for April and May. My Ca(h Account for April, as well as an Account Current to 
that Period, have been delayed to this Time, merely from the Hopes I entertained of being able 
to tranfmit the Army Account with them long ere this : Such, however, was the Intricacy of the 
Military Accounts, in confequence of the State of Arreats, the Troops were delivered over to 
the Britilh Officers in the total Want of Funds. At firft, the ftow and inadequate realizing of 
thofe Funds when they were affigned, and afterwards the Confufion created by the Mutinies, the 
few Affiftants there were for that Employment, and the Want of having been fornifhed with the 
Regulations prevailing in the other Paymaftcr’s Offices, that 1 have utterly been unable to colled 
thefe Accounts before into any Form or Order, and them only to the Month of February laft. _ A 
regular Office having been eftablKhed from that Time under the Deputy Paymaftcr General, 
the preparing the Accounts to a very late Period will be attended with little Trouble j and 1 thcre- 
• fore hope to tranfmit the Honourable Board the military Accounts to the fame Period to which 
I have drawn out the others, in a few Days. The Balance of the Company’s Account Current 
amounts to Rupees 26,64,697 13:2} that of the Company’s Tuncaws unreceived to only about 
a Lack of Rupees more. As there are Four Months of the Year remaining, during which the 
Nabob’s Debts will increafe by 2,60,000 Rupees a Month, or 10,40,000 ; it follows, that, fhould 
even every Rupee remaining due on the Tuncaws be received, the Aflets would ftill be inluf- 
ficient to the Liquidation of the Nabob’s Debt to the Company by above Nine Lacks of Rupees. 
Sorry I am, however, to be obliged to pbferve, that, fo far from there being a Probability ot the

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Balances on theTuncaws being nearly realized, I have little ExpeAation of realizing Ten Lacks 
of Rupee* more on that Account. The Seafon of the Collcffions may now be looked upon as 
over, and what further Monies may be received will be chiefly raifed on the Credit of next Year’s 

Colleftions. 

On the Account Current of Military Receipts and Drlburfements, there appears Balance of 
^1,35,138! 6: I Rupees. This Account 1 believe 1 may venture to offer to the Honourable 
Board as correft, unlcfs fome very trifling Sums may be due, which the Officers may have neg- 
Icfled to draw for, and the Deputy Paymaflers to charge, in confequcnce q£ Monies having 
been at firtt, when the Funds came in, in no Degree proportionate to the Expcnces advanced 
them on Account: Such Differences, however, mufl: be exceedingly trifling, if any, and fliall 
be immediately reffified if they exift. This Account being only drawn out to the End of 
February laft, it is neccffary tO obferve, that full Twenty Lacks u>f Rupees have been received 
fince that Time } and as the Military Expenccs for March, April, May, and June, can fcarcely 
exceed Fourteen Lacks of Rupees, at 3,50,000 per Month, it will follow, that this Balance 
muft now be reduced to about Fifteen Lacks of Rupees. It appears from the Wanfil Bakce 
of the Military Tuncaws, that the Balance remaining to be received on thefe Tuncaws is 
Rupees 20,78,034 : 6 : 2 } eftimating the Debits of the remaining Two Months at 3.50,000 R* 
per Month, the Amount thereof, being 7,00,000, added to the bcforc-incntionid Balance due 
to the Troops, will make the Sum of 22,00,000 R', or about a Lack more than the Amount 
remaining due on the Tuncaws, were this to be realized : But there is little Rci fon to think that 
thefe Monies, any more than the Company’s, will be nearly realized. The Profpeef of fuciv 
large Bdances accruing in both the Company’s and Military Funds, the abfolute Ncceffiiy of 
providing for the Difburfements of the Brigade, and the almoft equal Neceffity of providing 
Jbr thofc of the Troops under Britifh Officers, important as I conceive the Honourable Boaid 
would confider their being kept upon a regular Footing to the Company’s Interefts, were the 
Reafons which induced me to forbear fending down the Company’s Lafla in Hand, till 1 could 
prelent juft Statements to the Board of the Sums likely to be realized on the Company’s and 
Military Tuncaws, and obtain their Orders in confequcnce, as to the Propriety of remitting the 
Money, or detaining it for the Ufc of the Brigade, and in cafe of Neceffity appropriating Part to 
the Diiburfements of the Troops under Britifh Officers. The Balances have by no means in- 
creafed, fince my taking charge of this Station, more than in proportion to the additi0n.1l 
Kills which have become due : In Truth, the Evils, which have occafioned thefe Balances, have 
originated from the Time of the Tuncaws being granted, have continued to the prefent Pe- 
riod, and have been fuch as neither my Predcceffor or myl'clf could poffibly remedy •, nor can 
indeed any Remedy be applied in future but by the Adoption of a new Syftem. It is my Duty 
to reprefent, in ftiort, what thefe Evils are, and to propofc what appears to me the only cffcL^ual 
Remedy •, that the Honourable Board may take the Matter into their ferious Confidcration, and 
either adopt the Mode propofcd by me, or fuch other as they may deem moft expedient. The 
Caufes of fuch Balances having accrued arc, firft, the Revenues having been injured by the 
Lands having been given in Farm to improper People, particularly the Orderlies and Favourites 
about the Nabob; Men, as I have already obferved, of the lowcft Extradion, moft of them 
raifed from common Sepoys, of Difpofitions as mean as their Extraflions, and who, from 
Want of Education, muft be totally ignorant of the farming Bufinefs. Thus elevated, and, as 
moft Men fuddenly raifed to Polls of Power and Station are, rapacious, they have plundered 
the Ryots wherever they have had Charge of Provinces, and of coiirfe made them defert, dc- 
Iblatcd the Country, and ruined its Revenues. Secondly, the Vizier’s Defire to raife his Re- 
venues, which will Icarcely in any inftance bear fuch an Incrcafe, without certain enfuing Lofs. 
This has not only been the Cafe in making a new Bundabuft, but often Two Months after En- 
gagements entered into by Government with Aumils, when an increafe on the Revenues has 
been offered by any Adventurer, without any Charge of Delinquency, or even a Failure on the 
old Aumii’s Pan — the Vizier, from his idle Extravagancies ever diftreffed for ready Money, 
and allured by Pailhgee, ufually paid here on the firft Inftalmcnt of an Auinil, has accepted 
the new Offer, difgraccd the old Aumil, though an unexceptionable one, and put in a needy 
Adventurer, who, if he does any way realize his Increafe, muft do it by plundering the 
Country, and fucking the Blood of the Inhabitants. It is evident, that Proceedings like thefe 
mull deftroy all Confidence in Government, and effectually deter any creditable Men, felicitous 
of performing their public Engagcmcnt.«, and to improve the Countfy, from taking the Lands. 
Lalily and principally, in Addition to the foregoing Circumftanccs, his Excellency’s public and 
private Expcnces arc fo inordinate and difproportioned to his Revenues, fo ill calculated for any • 
ufcful Ends, and the Conduft of them entrufted in fuch improper Hands, his Parafiies, and the 
Minifters of his unworthy Pleafures, that he is perpetually furrounded with clamorous Credi- 
tors; and, to get rid of their Importunities, he grants frefh Tuncaws on the Lands, although 
thofe he may formerly have given exceed the utmoft Amouiit of their Rents. A great Part of 
thefe Lreditors confining ot his Excellency’s undifciplincd Troops, it is but too evident how 
much an Evil fo great in itfelf muft be cncrcafcd by fo lawlcfs a Rabble being let loofc in the 
Country, who will naturally plunder as they may be able, neither paying any Regard to what 
•fiy be their juft Demand, nor the Mode in which they levy it i hence it has, within my Know-

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lecloc, frequently happened, that the Troops, which have been ftationed with an Aumil for hij 
Protedion and Afliftancc, have put him in Confinement, and not fuffered either him or his Of. 
fleers to meddle with the Collcflions, until he has fatisfied their exorbitant Demands. Thefe 
united Caufes have occafioned the Balances which have fallen fo heavily on the Company’s and 
Military Toncaws ; Caufes which it has been impofliblc to obviate, thefe Toncaws having been 
partial Drafts on the Revenues of particular Provinces, where the Vizier’s Authority remained 
in full Force, and where the Rcfident had no Troops to oppofe the Nabob’s lawlefs Rabble. I 
have been continually reprefenting to his Excellency the ImpolTlbUity of the Company’s and MU 
litary Tuncaws being realized, while he continued granting others, exceeding the aflual Revenud 
of the Provinces. My Rcmonftranccs have, however, proved inefFc<aual and as I had no Au- 
thority over the Aumils, in oppofiiion to hi«, the Evils l>avc continued incteafing ioftead of di- 
- miniflfmg. Plunged irretrievably, as the Nabob is, in idicnefs, Extravagance, and Luxury, it 
is in vain to cxpeil that he fliould a6l, or indeed be able to a^f, another Year, in a Manner !cfs 
injurious to the realizing the F'nglifh Tuncaws, unlefs I am impowered by the Honourable Board 
to demand from his Excellency the exclufive Aflignments of the whole Revenues of certain Pro. 
vinces, to an Amount ecpial to the Demands upon him j with an exprefs Stipulation that the 
Rents (liould be wholly paid into my flands, without any Interference on the Part of his ExceU 
lency’s (iovernment 5 fo that it fliall by no means be allowed to difmifs the Aumils on whom 
fucli Aflignments are given, unlefs on a Reprefentation from me that they have failed in 
their Payments, or that from their Conduft I have Reafon to expeft fuch Failure ; alfo that 
the Troops ftationed for the Service of the Colle^lions lhall by no means be changed, but ai 
my inftance, in confcquence of any Complaints from the Aumils of their Milbehaviour. If the 
Honourable Board think proper to inveft me with Authority to make the above Demands from 
his Excellency, I think 1 may venture to afforc them, that whatever Balances may be due on 
the Honourable Company’s and the Military Accounts, at the Clofc of this Year, may be very 
nearly if not wholly realized in the Courfc of the next Year*, cfpccially if the Honourable Board 
Ihould alfo judge proper to authorize me to demand from his Excellency, that only fuch Troops 
as may really aflitt the Colledlions be ftationed in the Provinces aftlgncd me, to the Exclufion of 
Cavalry, which is not only an ufelefs but a moft pernicious Charge on the Country. 

In noticing the Accounts which accompany this Letter, I omitted to mention an Abftraft of 
Difburfements to the Vizier’s Troops under Britifh Officers, under their fefpeClivc Heads, from 
the Beginning of the Eftabliftiment to the 28th February 1777, which I have alfo inclofcd for the 
Information of the Honourable Board. 

As the Seafon for forming the new Settlement is now near at hand, I entreat to be favoured 
with the Honourable Board’s Sentiments and Determination upon the above Subjedls as foon at 
poflible, that my Meafurcs may be taken accordingly.

Ordered, That the Rcfident be direflcd to make the necefiary Advances 
to the Military Paymafter of the Troops in the Field, and retain the Amount of One Month’s Pay 
in Advance for the new Brigade •, that he remit the Balance of Cafli, which may then remain in his 
PoiVeffion, to the Prcfidcncy, according to the (landing Orders for that Purpofe. 

Mr. Barwell. — I am of Opinion, that this Government has nothing at all to do with any Debts 
contraiftcd with by Nabob, but with the Company. I have not the Icaft Objedlion to any of 
the Officers, or other Individuals, belonging to the Company, lending their Money to the 
Nabob •, but I objeift to any Kind of Interpofition whatever, in this Government, to force the 
Nabob to the Payment of (uch Loans. 1 move that Mr. Middleton be ordered to ftrike thefe 
Loans out of his Accounts, and to order the Deputy Paymafters to do the fame \ unlefs there is 
lome politivc Engagement, authorized by the public Miniftcr who is or has been at the Vizier’s 
(.ourt, to take up fuch Loans on Account of the Nabob, and to pafs them in Account between 
the Company and him. 

Mr. Francis, — The Title of the Account in queftion deferibes it to be an Account Current be- 
tween the Nabob and his Troops under Britifh Officers. TheCharges, which I fuppofe arc con- 
formable to the F.ftablilhmenr, are ftated on One Side ; the Receipts^ or Means out of which 
thofe Charges arc defrayed, are ftated on the other*, among the latter are ftated certain Sums 
I'uppofcd to have been lent to the Nabob by Britilh Officers and others, and applied to the 
Difcharge of the Expenccs of the Military Eftabliftiment on the other Side : This cannot 
properly be called an Account of the Nabob’s private Debts. If it can be proved that fuch 
Sums were really lent and applied to the Pay of the Troops, it is a public Debt, for which his 
Treafory muft be anfwcrable. I agree with the Governor General in the Enquiries he propofesto 
make, and in the Order to be given to Mr. Middleton until we are fatisfied with the Rcfult of thofe 
Enquiries j but 1 cannot agree with Mr. Barwell, that thefe l.oans ought to be ftruck out of the 
Account, if they were borrowed and applied for the Purpole expreftied) they belong to this 
Account, and cannot be ftruck out of it without lojufticc to the. Creditors. When we have ob- 
tained a Lift of all the fuppofed Creditors,, with, the rcfpeiftivc Sums due to them, and the R*'* 
8 of 
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of Intercft at whicl) the Debts ftahd, I think we Ihould tranfmit it to the Court of Directors, that 
they mjy ^tvants have profited in that Service i but I cannot confent that any Mo- 

ney, really lent for public ^vice, (hould not be repaid : And, fince we have taken the Govern- 
ment of the Country, in Effect, from the Nabob, an Attempt to fliift the Debt perfonally upon 
him would be the fame Thing with not paying it at ail. 

Mr. Barwell.— I moft fpeak a few Words by way of Obfervation to Mr. Francis's Reply. 

Upon the prefenl Occafion, and upon a very late Inftance, Mr. Francis affWls noticing, that we 
have taken the Government of Oude from the Nabob : I know of no particular Change that 
this Government has undergone fince the Nomination of Refidcnt at the Court of Oude of Mr. 
Briftow was made by Mr. Francis j nor do 1 know of any Aft of the prefent Refident’s, coun- 
tenanced or not countenanced by this Government, of a Nature fo exceptionable and fo deroga- 
tory of the Authority of the Nabob, as the humiliating Conceffion the Nabob was forced to fign 
by Mr. Briftow, touching the Execution of Ragonaut Metre Sircar, his own Subjeft, and the 
Manner in which that was infifted upon j but I efteem it the Unhappinefs of Mr. Middleton to 
have held this Office under the Appointment of the Governor General, as it fubjedied him to 
the Removal from his Station on the Commencement of the new Government, and may poffibly 
to many Difficulties hereafter, efpecially as his Reftoration is marked by the Recall of Mr. 
Briftow. I cannot fuppofc that on the Commencement of the Nabob’s Government, when Mr; 
Briftow was Refidcnt, and when all the Officers of the Nabob’s Houfchold were appointed under 
his Influence j when the Sum of near Fifty Lacs of Rupees was claimed from the Bhegum, and 
compromifed for Thirty j furely at this Time, with the lead Attention to the Finances of the 
Nabob, a Flan might have been ftruck out and executed which would have amply providfed an 
Eftablilhmcnt for the Civil and Military of his Government > but as the greater the Degree of 
Irregularity, and the greater the Treafurcs left to his Diflipation, the greater would be his Means 
to gratify the Dependants of the Court. The Military Eftablifliment has been left unfounded, 
his Wealth fwallowed up by greedy Dependants, and a Sum of at Lacks of Sicca Rupees accu- 
mulated, with which the Government will be burthened, if tlicfe Loans are not ftruck out of 
the Public Accounts, and thrown entirely upon the Nabob. The Revenues of the Suba of 
Oude arc above Crorcs of Rupees, as dated by Mr. Briftow himfelf \ out of this the Subfidy 
and the new Eftablifhment, which he is to pay into the Hands of our Rcfident, may amount to 
70 Lacks per Annum j there will then remain for him to dil'pofe at his Flcafure One Crorc odd 
Lacks. It could not, therefore, have fubjefted him to any Difficulty, had the Rcfident at hil 
Court infifted on his fupporting an Eftablifliment he applied for himfelf, inftead of burthening 
the Government with a Debt to many Individuals, under the Pretext of enabling the Nabob to 
defray the Charge incurred by their Troops. 

Mr. Francis.— As I have not mentioned Mr. Middleton’s Name, nor alluded, either dircflly 
or remotely, to any Adt of his, I prefume Mr. Barwell will explain, in proper Time, for what 
Purpofc the prefent Striftures on Mr. Briftow’s Condudf, and the Comparifon between his Situa- 
tion and that of Mr. Middleton, are introduced. The Fadl referred to by Mr, Barwell, I muft 
aflert, is not candidly ftated •, Mr. Briftow, at the earneft perfonal Solicitation of the Nabob, 
took upon him the Office of Mediator between him and fomc Battalions of his mutinous Troops, 
and, at the fame Solicitation, pledged his Faith to the Men that their Offence Ihould be forgiven j 
the Nabob afterwards caufed One of them to be executed, without any Form of Trial, or pre- 
vious Notice to Mr. Briftow.— Mr. Briftow confidered himfelf as aggrieved and dilhonoured by 
this Adi. He forefaw, that many bad Confequences might follow, if the Interpofition of the 
F.nglifli Name, and of the Authority of the Company’s Reprefentative, were fuflered to be a 
Malk of Deception j he therefore infilled on an Acknowledgment from the Nabob, that he had 
violated his perfonal Faith pledged to him, and that he, Mf. Briftow, was not a Party to it. 

This is the Fadl ; whether he did right or not is another Queftion : If it deferved Cenfure, 
it Ihould have received it at the fame Time when it happened.

gone fince the Nomination of Refidcnt at the Court of Oude of Mr. Briftow by Mr. Francis.— 
Haid, that we had in EflTcct taken the Government from the Nabob: 1 will not put it upon 
Mr. Barwell to affirm the contrary. The Nabob is a Cypher, and known to be fo to all Hin- 
dnftan. Within thefc very few Months we have taken his Army from him i we have infifted on 
ms committing the Civil Adminiftration to one particular Perfon > we have infilled on 
difmifling his Favourites j and now Mr, Middleton tells us, that he has taken the Collection 
of the Revenues of the Doaub and Rohilchund under his own Direction, or to that Effect. I 
trier to his Letter of the 1 8th Auguft. I Ihould be glad to know what Branch of the Sove- 
reign Power is really left to the Nabob. As for the reft, I lhall content myfclf with obferving, 
that all the foregoing Acts are rubfequent to Mr. Briftow’s Recall. Before this happened, he 
oeither had nor could have the Power which Mr. Barwell attributes to him.] I do not mcan,*^

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Mr. Barwell.-— My Reafon for mentioning Mr. Middleton’s Name, is warranted by the con. 
eluding Words of Mr. Francis’s Reply to, my Minute. My contrafting the Conduaiof Mr, 
Briftow, was to (hew in the ftrongeft Light how Gentlemen may regard Aftions of different Mfii 
in different Points of View. Mr. Middleton appears treated under the fame Circumftances under 
which Mr. Briftow afted as Nabob of Oude •, and Mr. Briftow, who fubjefted the Nabob to tl)c 
moll htimiliating Condition, and excrcifed the moft arbitrary and dcfpotic Influence over the 
Nabob, was regarded as the fimplc Agent of this Government. 1 defire Mr. Francis will re. 
collca,’ whether tlic Army, the Treafures, and the Civil Government, were not much more 
within the Power of the Refidcnr, to do what he plcafcd with, during the Time that Mr. Briftow 
a^ed, than in the prclcnt. It is true that the Civil, Military, and Financiering Departmenr, . 
carried a different Form, which did indeed fubjefl: our Rcfidcnt to very Ijttlc Rcfponfibiliiy ,n 
the Afls of the Nabob, while they allowed his private InBucnce the utmoft Sway. I deny that 
the Power of the Uclident at the Court of Oude is cncrcafcd •, fo far from it, that in the Mea. 
lures I have approved, I approved them under a Convidion of fliatkling his Authority, and ic. 
curing to this Government its juft Rights-, the more our Rcfident Hands forth entrufted with 
Securities for the Payment of the Public Money, the Icfs Means he has of perverting thofe 
Securities to any other Purpofe. For my own Part, I difclaim all Kind of Interference in the 
Government of Oude, declare I have no Kind of Corrcfpondcncc with any of the leading Men 
in the Government, or even any private Gentlemen, who from Station or 'Truft could be of Ufe 
to me in that Light. The Sovereignty of Oude is left, unimpaired with the Nabob. If the 
Recovery of the Debts due to this Government, and the Means of fecuring fo great a Part of 
the Company’s Property, is a Crime, by its being infinuated to take fiom the Nabob’s Sove* 
reignty, it is a Crime which the little Care and Attention of the former Adminiftration in thij 
Country has forced upon the prefent it is a Crime that I ftiall always regard as a great Hap. 
pintfs to the Company, if it could but procure to them the Payment of the monftrous Debt that 
IS at this Moment outftandiog. The Allufion I made to the interpofition of Mr. Briftow, upon 
a certain Occafion, upon an Examination of the Fad, I am certain will be found to be canclith 
If 1 miftakc not, Mr. Briftow was deceived, and the Perfon on whofe Behalf he interpofed was 
punifticd for the Crime of cheating the Sepoys of their Pay— a Crime totally independent of the 
Mutiny, and I believe it happened Three Months after it. 

Mr. Francis. — It is admitted that the Form at leaft is changed, though the Power is faid to 
be the fame with that exercifed by Mr. Briftow. He undoubtedly had confiderable Influence at 
the Court of Oude, as the Company’s Refidcnt always muft have -, but it was an Influence ob- 
tained by Negociation, not by direct Power. The Facts are before our Superiors, to whofe 
Judgment I fubmit. I fhall give the Board no further Trouble on this Queftion, nor perhaps on 
any other— I am too fenfiblc that it is giving both them and myfclf a very ufelefs Trouble. 

Mr. Harwell.— I muft beg leave to be underftood by the Word Form, Amply the Manner or 
Mode of conduding the Buflnefs, not any Thing relative to the Fundamentals of the Govern* 
ment. I have often heard Mr. Francis’s Opinions with much Deference, and fhall with Plea- 
fure give that Weight to his Rcafonings upon all OccaAons, when they arc not partially diredled 
in Support or Condemnation of a particular Set of Mcafurcs or Men. This is not a Ample 
Profcffion, 1 feel what I exprefs.

In the Firft Place we do not underftand with what Propriety the Nabob’.s Debts arc brought into 
a public Account of his Military Difburfements. In the Second Place we totally difapprove of 
Money being lent to the Nabob by any Individuals in the Service of the Company, nor will w« 
fuA'cr the Company’s InAuence to be mifufed for the Recovery of fuch Debts. 

We defire you will tranfmit to us a fair State of the Money adually jent by each of the Perfons 
whole Names are inferted in the above Account of Balances, the Rates of Intefeft charged on 
tlieir reipedive Loans, and the Names of thofe for whom we fuppofe Mr. O'Donnel is an Agent} 
as it appears morally impofliblc that he could have been pofTeffed of Property to the Amount 
which (lands in his Name, being Sicca Rupees 7,32,205 : n : 8. ' 

Wc alio forbid you to make any Payments in difeharge of thcfc Bonds, from your Office, 
witliout fpccial Orders from us for that Purpofe.

The Day before Yefterday I encamped near Allahabad, where the Vizier did me the Ho- 
nour of a Vifltj and Yelterday Morning, in my Way hither, I returned it, and was received by 
his Excellency with every Mark of RefpeA and Diftindion. 

This Morning he called here, and we had fome general Converfation, which principally turn- 
ed upon the Suqefl of his Atuchment to the Englilh, and his Readinefs to (hew the Sincerity of 
it upon all Occafions. 

It is to be wifhed we had employed the Influence which fuch favourable Sentiments mud 
have given us more to the Benefit of the CpMtry and Qurfelves i but I fear the Diftrefies which 
evidently appear on the Face of the one, and the Failure of Revenues to the other, are not to be 
wholly afcribed to the Vizier’s Management.] 

Captain Popham has jud informed me that his Party is ready to move except the Candahar 
HorlV, which were not arrived. I fpoke to the Nabob concerning them this Morning, who af- 



future} fo that you will now. Gentlemen, pleafe to sive your final Orders refpeaing the Move- 
ment of this Detachment, which fhall be followed by fuch Military Indrudions as I may find 
necefiary to give. However, I wifh fome further Accounts may cbm * from General Goddard re- •SicIaOrig; 
lative to his Situation befoie thole Orders are put in Execution : For if all the flying Reporn I 
hear be true, it may be truef, it. may be neceflary to move a great Part of the Troops here in fSicinOrig;

Dignity and Honour are a; one, and that 
oor Dominions are in the Hands of our Servants. 

The Want of an Army and the Difagreement amongd our own Nobles, have obliged us to 
retire to Dchli, having no Hope but in the AfTidancc which we look for from you, our Bro* 
ther. The Soubahof Dhakah, the Soubah of Behar, and the whole of Bengal, are in the Pof* 
fcffionof the Englilh.--Moreover, by the Peifuafrons of Sujah ul Dowlah, they have trailer^ 
oufly with'hcld from us, ever fince our Arrival at the Capital, the Trifle which they ftipulated for 
the Support of our Houiehold, viz. lliahabad, and alfo the Tribute they engaged to pay us. 

(^a) (Sujah ul Dowlah, by the Influence of the Englifh, even took polftfllon for hlthfclf of

or delay this. We are prevented fending you any of the Produftions of this Cbuntry, ott ac- 
count of thofe lawlefs Banditti, the Infidel Sykst but where fo fincere and perfe^ a Friendlhlp 
isedablilhed in our Hearts there is the lefs Neceflity for Prefents to prove it. 

Abdulaid Khan fent his Majefty’s Letter in an Arzee from himfelf, and fent it by Shah Ab- 
dul Ullah to Timur Shah. 

The Subftance of his Arzee was as follows : 

His Majedy is anxioufly defirous of your Arrival— I am alfo your Servant, and cannot ekpitft 
the Earnedneu of my Defire to pay you my Rcfpe6ts. Since I fird heard of yout advalicihg your 
Standard towards thefe Parts, i have been employed Night and Day in Prayers that you ttiay 
fpeedily arrive vi&orious in Hindoftan. It caufes me the greated Regret that t eanhot pay my 
KefpeAs to you in Perfon at the River Atuck, but the unfettled State of Affairs iti Hindodan 
prevents the Foifibiiity of it. Enemies have fprung up in every Quarter and feized on the Do- 
minions of the Empire Rebellion prevails in every Parc, all Allegiance is thfowh oflf ! Doubilefs 
you have learnt this from the Public Papers, and (here h no Hope of teftoriiig the Affkirk of the 
Empire except by your Prefence. 

Abdulaid Khan ordered 500 K* to the Meer Bahor for the Purpofo of erefding the Bridge, ahd 
gave drift Orders that the greeted Expedition fhould be employed to At rt flnilnied. 

Abdulaid Khan ordered Bahram Kcmy Khan to fend hia Tents on C^els to the Other Side of 
the River Jummon. 

Yedcrday Atiernoon the Nabob Abdolsid RhaOVeceived Letters from Bow Niaifrut Sing, alfo 
sn Arzee from Roy Moochcram, from the Army of Nijuff Khan, mentioning that the Nktxtb 
Nijuff Kfian came before the Fort of Bifwa, and dernanded that whatever Tribute they had been 
accudomed to pay to Sooruje Mull Jaut, and others of that Nation, they Ihould transfer to him, 
amt thu he would make no further Demand on them.

Anilted by fuch Patronage and Support, and deeming my Fidelity and 
Attachment to the Company, and to the Nabob Vizier, as Duties which admitted of no Dillinc- 
tion or Separation, I have, as is well known to you, unremittingly perfcvcrcd in exerting my 
Services for the Benedt of both Sarcars. 

At this Period, and for fome Time paft, various Circumftances and Events have come to pafs, 
which, in confequcncc of ftrid Injundions, that no one lhall prefume to inform you of the State 
of Affairs here, my Apprehenfions have hitherto deterred me from communicating -, hoping at 
the fame Time, that you might learn them from public Report, and that the neceffary Remedies 
would be applied} or that Mr. Briftow would himfelf adopt more favourable Dirpofitions,— 
As neither of thefc Events has happened, 1 lee no Remedy or Expedient whatever, except in 
a Rcprefentaiion to you of all that has palfcd \ and am therefore ncceffuaicd to make this Com* 
tnunication. 

In conlequcnce of the Receipt of your frequent and iterated Informations and Declarations, 
both to his Highnefs and to me, by Letters immediately from yourfelf, and alfo through the 
Medium of Major Palmer, who returning from Cawnpnre did perfonally, at various Intcrview.s, 
and repeatedly through the Medium of others, communicate your Sentiments refpeding Obedi- 
ence to the Diredions, and Attention to the Satisfadion, of Mr. Briftow-, declaring that in the firmeft 
Reliance on his Condud, you had veiled him with ample Powers in the Arrangement and Re- 
gulation of the Nuwaub’s Affairs, and as your chofen and fcled Friend had appointed him to the 
Execution of this Office 5 that we Ihould not deviate in the minutcll Degree from his Directions, 
or in the fmalleft Point negled or difregard his Plcafure j and that we Ihould j-iay the fame At- 
tention to his Satisfadion as we would to yours. In confequence of the foregoing, as his High- 
nefs and myfelf regard an implicit Refped and Obedience to your Advice and Dircdlons as the 
firft and only Objeds of our Attention} therefore, agreeably to your Commands communicated 
by Letter, and by Major Palmer, I have in every Particular obeyed the Diredions of Mr. 
Briftow, frona the Hour of his Arrival down to the prelent Moment. 

Papers which he demanded I have delivered, contrary to the Plcafurc of the Vizier; in no Point 
whatever have 1 been deficient in Obedience and Submilfion. Whatever he has direded, on what- 
ever Subjed, 1 have confidered a Compliance with his Diredions as Obedience to your Commands, 
and without Difficulty or Hefitation have fulfilled them. Volumes would be iiifufficient to con-* 
tain the Particulars on this Ground} to relate them circumftantially is therefore impradicable; 
and you mull already be well and fully informed on the Subjed, as many of the Gentlemen refiding 
here are perfcdl'y acquainted with moll of the Circumftances. Notwitfiftanding this cniire and 
implicit Obedience and Attendance on his Will, every Mark of Attention, and every Jnllanceof 
Support, which you, in your Solicitude for the Happinefs and Well-being of his Highnels, and 
from your Regard for the Honour and Refpedability of his Minillcrs, have always and uniformly 
Ihewn, and which the Gentlemen heretofore appointed to this Office, in Obedience to your 
Pleafure, were wont to exhibit, have been totally neglcded and difregai;dcd by Mr. Briftow. I’he 
firft Order that he gave on his Arrival was, that I Ihould deliver up my Papers to him. He cx- 
atnined them, and after an Interval of fome Days, declared that he was to take all the Affairs of 
this Country, all the Officers, Houfchold Eftablifhments, &c. &c. and all the Troop? in the Ser- 
vice of his Highnefs, under his own immediate Management, and make the Dilburfcments to each 
'I'ith his own Hand; that as the Military Expcnccs, thofe of the Houfchold, of the Jaghcerdars 
and Tunkawdars, appeared to be very confiderable, an A'Wition to the Ways and Means would be 
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wanting, and therefore I muft give 25 Lacks of Rupees from my own private Property, to enable 
him to "pay the Troops, the Houfchold Eftablilhmcnts, Jaghcerdars, &c. I reprefented fb him, 
that from the moderate Kuflbom granted and confirmed to us, under the Sign Manual of his 
Highnefs, 1 had annually advanced more or Icfs to the Nuvvaub Vizier, in Proportion to his 
Necefljticsi and that what remained had been difburfed in defraying my own neceffary hxpences; 
that the Accounts refpefting the Ruflbom, from my firft Appointment to thcNeabut, were forth* 
coming, which he might examine. He replied, that Accounts were ufeldsi that I had accumu* 
larcd great Wealth •, it 1 would give the Sum he had mentioned, it was well; if not, he would, by a 
Change in the Office of Neabut, find Means to procure the Money. I alked him. Whether the 
Money could be procured by making that Change? He replied in the Affirmative ; and I rciircd 
from his Prefence. 

By One of his Friends I afterwards fent him the following Mcfljgc : — That the Ncabut, anj 
the Refpeftability which I poflefled, were the Gifts of the Governor General ; that his Highnef , 
with his ufual Benevolence towards his Servants, had Ihcwn me Favour ; and that to the prefent 
Time I had not been wanting or deficient in my Duty to cither Sircar; that as he, Mr* Briftow, 
had been induced, at the Inftigations of my Enemies, to make the preceding Declarations, if he 
was really and pofitivcly determined, in confcquencc of fuch Advice, to difmifs me from my 
Office, it was well, I would retire with my Family to Calcutta. His Friend replied by Meffage, 
that what he, Mr. Briftow, had faid, had proceeded from the Itnpulfe of a violent Temper, 
worked upon by the Advice of fevcral mifehievoufly-difpofed Perfons ; and that it would in the 
End fubfide. I returned for Anfwer, that I would wait upon Mr. Briftow the next Day, and 
never quit him, Day or Night, until I had fucceeded in removing the Idea which he entertained 
refpedting my Wealth. With this Intention I waited upon him on the following Morning : What 
Converfation had pafled between him and his Friend I know not; but immediately on my 
Arrival at his Houfc, he fent me a Meffage, adjuring me to lay afide all Appearances of Anger, 
as inconfiftent and improper ; and propofing that we (hould meet, and confer together upon 
Affairs as ufual. 

Deeming it in every Rclpedl neceffary to obey, I conduced myfclf as he had defired ; and, 
without entering upon the iSubjcd, delivered to him the Accounts, written at large, ot the Re- 
ceipts of Ruffoom for the laft Six Years; obferving that the Country and the Aumils, both thofc 
in and thofc out of Employment, were forthcoming, and that he might oppofc and compare thefc 
with their Accounts. He replied, that at all events Money muft be railed. I anfwercd, that I 
(hould not have been backward, if the Means had been in my Poffcffion. 

After the preceding Affair, he brought forward the Bufinefs refpefting the ftationing of the Re- 
giments faying, that I muft procure a Shoccah to be written by his Highnefs on that ^ubjeft. I 
obferved, that it would be neceffary to communicate the Matter to the Navaub Vizier, and obtain 
his Confenr. At firft he agreed, and faid he would fpeak to his Highnefs on the Subjeft. After 
fome Days employed in Conferences on this Bufinefs, deeming it impn^per to mention it to the 
Navaub, he told me that it was altogether unnccclfary ; complained at the fame Time, that on 
all Occafions I was wont to introduce the Name of the Vizier, demanding my Kcaibns for lb 
doing. I replied, that every Mcafurc which was carried into Execution without the Vizier’s 
Knowledge muft ultimately draw the Difpleafurc of both Parties upon me. He afferted the con- 
trary, faying, he had it in Command from the Governor and Gentlemen of the Council, 
to adt as he (hould deem proper, without waiting to inform the Nabob, or allowing his Mcafures 
to depend on his Highnels*s Pleafurc or Difpleafurc, and ordered me to caufe the Shoccah to be 
written. 

As 1 confidcr his Highnefs’s Well-being and Profperity to be promoted by my Attachment to 
the Company, and cftccming it a Duty, in obedience to your Commands, to obey Mr. Briftow, I 
thought it improper to fay any Thing further to him on the Subjedl ; and therefore I did as he had 
dircdled, and without the Vizier’s Knowledge cau fed the Shoccah to be written, and delivered it to 
Mr. Briftow. In the fame Manner, from the Apprchcnfion of fuffering Difgracc, I was induced 
to write and deliver to him, by his Orders, fcveral other Shoccahs, without his Highnefs’s Know- 
ledge. At length the Vizier obtained Information of thefc Particulars, and 1 tell under his Dif- 
pleafure. Still confidering my Duty to the Company’s Sircar, and my Duty to his Highnefs as 
infcparable froqi each other, and looking up to you for Favour and.Proccftion, I continued to 
exert myfclf as ufual. 

The preceding was followed by an Order from Mr. Briftow, to make out and deliver to him an Ac- 
count of theExpenccs of theNuwaub’sKitchen, Horfes, Elephants, Camels&c\ &i:\ 1 reprefented 
that he had n^ver, during his former Rcfidcncy, demanded thefc Papers, nor had they ever been 
demanded by either of the Gentlemen who fucceeded him ; and that if 1 fliould now prefome to 
deliver them without his Highnefs’s Confenr, he would certainly refent it. To which Mr^ Briftow 
replied, In every Bufineis you ftill introduce the Name of his Highnefs — it will not be well (t>r 
you; I have Orders to take poffeffion of all Papers. Without Remedy I delivered to him 
Accounts above-mentioned. He then demanded the Military Accounts ; and thofc alfo I delivered 
This was followed by an Order to write, and fend to him, Muftcr Rolls of the Troops, both the 
Mootaiya-nch and thofc attending the Prefencc. I reprefented to him, that he had already taken from 
me the whole of the Revenue Accounts; that a full Statement of the Mootaiya-neh was incluiled 
therein. He replied, that I muft write and deliver feparatc Muller Rolls of chc Troops to him* 
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I requeftcd a Refpite of a few Days for this Purpofe. He anfwered, No— that would be improper, 
that the Mootafudecs muft be fent to his Houfe, and write there. Accordingly, he gave Orders to 
Mr. Cooper to affcmble them there, and there they continued, in the Style of Prifoners, writing 
from Sun-rife till Nine at Night, for the Space of Seven or Eight Days. When the Regiftcr or 
Muftcr Roll was finilhed, Mr. Briftow ordered Four thoufand Horfe and Seven thoufand Foot of 
the Mootaiyaneh to be difeharged ; faying, that if the Aumits (hould have Occafion for more 
Troops, he had fent for Fifteen thoufand Stands of Arms from Calcutta—he would raife Sepoys 
and in lieu of the Troops, he would fend thofe Sepoys entertained by himfelf to tbp Aiimils. 1 re- 
plied, that he was Mailer, and poflefled of fupreme Power — he was to aift as he thought proper. 
Some • after he told me, that the Arms which he had fent for from Calcutta were not arrived} 
that on the Commencement of the Year he Ihould feton Foot an Eflablifhment here for the repair- 
ing and making of Arms, and raife Troops, as he had faid before. It was now become neceUary 
for roc to approve and acquiefee, with entire Submidion, in every Thing which he was plcafeU to 
fay or dircdl. 

Mr. Briftow now declared, that a Treafurer and Comptroller muft be appointed to the Navaub’s 
Ilouiehold. This Meafurc he at llrft propofed to his Bighnefs through the Medium of other Per- 
fons: At laft he himfelf vifiicd thcNavaub, and on this Occafion communicated to his Highnefs 
certain Arrangements, implying Advice or Propofals for my utter Expulfion from Office. To 
which the Navaub replied, “ On a former Occafion I was prevailed upon by your Counfcls to 
“ adopt a Conduft fimilar to that which you now recommend towards Mochtaur-u-Dowlah, and 
“ afterwards you yourfclf ftood forth to aid and protefl him — What arc your real Intentions now ?” 
Mr. Briftow replied, that his Highnefs might fet his Heart at Eafe with refpcdl to him ; that he 
would be a Surety, and would give an Engagement in Writing, under his Seal, that on this Occa- 
fion no Protcilion or Affiftance (hould be afforded to his Highnefs’s Minifters on the Part of the 
Englilb -, that his Highnefs, in changing the faid Minifters, and fubftituting others, might take 
whatever Steps he thought proper. 

As the Navvaub did not acquicfcc in this Meafurc, but on the contrary made Ohjeftions to the 
Appointments of Treafurer and Comptroller, Mr. Briftow applied to and dircdled me to prev.ail 
upon his Highnefs to' make thofe Appointments. Agreeably to his Orders, 1 waited upon and 
made the neceffary Reprefentations to the Navvaub, who in Reply faid, “ Mr. Briftow, the Day 
“ before Ycfterday, declared to me, that Hydcr Beg Khawn ftiould have nothing to do in thefe 
“ Affairs — after what Manner was it poflible to hitn to communicate this Meffage to you r” I 
anfwered, that, except by the Direftions of Mr. Briftow, I could not have brought the Mellagc. 
His Highnefs commanded me to return to Mr. Briftow, and to reprefent to him, in Terms the 
moft forcible, that he Mr. Briftow could obtain no Benefit by the Appointments of Treafurer and 
Comptroller} but that thofe Appointments would refledl Difgrace and Contempt upon his High- 
nefs, fince it would become apparent that the Vizier poffcffcd no Authority whatever, even over 
his Houfehold Eftablilhments, Domcftics, and Bcafts of Carriage and Burden •, to afk him why he 
thus perfecuted and diftrefled him — adding. “ The little which falls to my Cot, even that he will 
“ not allow me to eat in Peace and Quietnefs.” This Declaration was accompanied with fears 
of Anguilh. 

1 delivered his Highnefs’s Meffage to Mr. Briftow, and reprefented to him all that had paffed, 
and the State of Mind in which he was. Mr. Briftow replied, that with refpc6t to the Navaub’s 
crying, fuch Tricks and Artifices were of no Avail with him. I hat the Navaub knew him well 
— knew him to be that Mr. Briftow who always did that which he had faid and declared he would 
do} that he ffiould do fo on the prefent Occafion ; That he had laboured hard for Six Years } that 
the Gentlemen in Europe would have appointed him to a Seat in the Supreme Council, but he had 
refufed it, he had been labouring to obtain this Office — the Government of this Country •, that all 
People, and all his Friends, had told him he would never obtain it. Yet at laft he was come, and 
he had pofitive Orders to a£l in every Refpcdl as he ihould think bed } that he was poffcffcd of 
full and complete Authority •, that he ihould caufe the Treafurer and Comptroller to be appointed 
this Year, and from the Beginning of the next he would take the total Revenue or Treafury of the 
whole Country into his own Hands, and would himfelf iffue in Specie fuch Sums as ihould be 
neceffary } that fuch Expenccs for Elephants, Horfes, &c. were extravagant Expcnccs } the 
Number of Domcftics was immoderate} and that there was more -Vidluds than was ncceflary 
drefled in the Navvaub’s-Kitchen } that he would not permit or fuffer fuch Expenccs. I aiked Mr. 
Briffow, if I was to communicate what he had faid to the Navvaub ? Yes, he replied, and that 
I ihould tell his Highnefs what he had faid in plain Terms} that he alfo would go Face to Face, 
and tell him fo. Accordingly, at the End or Two Days, he came to the Navaub, and defired 
him to make the Appointments of Treafurer aud Comptroller-, adding, that they were Points 
which he never would give up, that his Orders from the Gentlemen of the Council were per- 
emptory. 

His Highnefs replied, “ If you have peremptory Orders on this Subjetft, give to me a written 
“ Copy of thofe Orders •, my Seal is forthcoming, take it, and do by Force whatever you think 
“ proper. I will ihut up the Doors of my Houle, and there I will fit, and fccludc niyfelf from 
“ all Society.” 

Mr. Briftow replied, that he would give him a written Copy of the Orders from the Gentlemen 
of the Council } and with regard to his Seal, which hcoficred to fend, he might fend it.

For Two D-ivs aDcr the preceding Converfation, the Navvaub (ent his Seal by the Mohvy 
alonp with me to Mr. Briilow} in conlcquencc of which, Mr. Briftow faid, that if the N^wjub 
thoimhr i.roper he would aft as he (Mr, Briftow) had defircd, and in that Cale himlclf affix hi, 
Sralio the Short ahs; if not, he would not allow the Bufinefs to depend upon the Navvaub’s Seal, 
iie'would lend Letters under his own Seal to the Aumils, dircaing them to tranfmit the Money 
to him, and would keep the Treafury in his own Hands. , • , 

1 her having wrote titole L.ettcrs is mentioned by Mr. Briftow in his Letter to me (vide Copy^ 
N’ i) • to luch a Dcprcc has he dcprelfcd and degraded the Nuvvaub ! The Converlations which 
Jiave palled, an^ an Account of the Oppreffions cxcrcifcd towards his HighncF, wiil be m=cle 
known to you by his Letter. When the Nuvvaub made Objedions to the Appointmenis of 
I'rcafurcr and Comptroller, grounded on the Indignity and Contempt which thofc Appointments 
would brim^ upon him, Mr. Bnftow direded his Sofpicions towards me, and wrote me a Lcurr, 
to whith 1 replied. Copies of both Letters arc fubmitted to your Inlpcdlion (vide Copies, N» ^ 
and r ) ; thence my Culpabil ty or Innocence, together with Mr. Brillow’s Declarations reljjedting 
my llilmiffion from Office, and other Particulars, will be made known to you. As my l.,e(icr 
in Reply romained a Matter of Fad Recapitulation of all that had palled, Mr. Bnftow did not 

reply to or contradict iC. ^ n i i i -i j l i 

I he next 'rime I waited upon him, he propofed that we (liould be reconciled to each other. I 

faid that 1 was obedient to his Pleafure -, that 1 had not hitherto been wanting in Obed-cncc, and 
that in future I (liouki not •, but that Kmdncfs on his Parc was alfo ncccIFary. He replied, that 
Reconciliation on his Part wouKI depend upon my not having wrote to the Governor Gcntrd 
any Information of what was palfing here. 1 replied, that I had nothing to do with wiitin|. 
Accounts of what palled here •, but that thofe Things which he had done, and thole which he 
intended to do, were known to People of all Deferiptions in this City. That Mirza ifmael Beg, 
who was his Counfcllor and Manager, had publiffied them to every one, and that People fpoke 
of them without Referve to each other. Mr. Briftow anfwcrcd, tliat he had never mentiorej 
any I hing on thefc Subjeds to Ifmael Beg. I faid, “ If that be the Cafe, why docs he prdumc 
to tell the People that you will turn out tlie Navvaub’s Aumils, and appoint Aumils of your 
own ? Many to whom he has made this Declaration arc ready to bear wicncfs to the Truth of 
it.” On hearing this, he coldly replied, that he had never laid fo ; for as Ifmael Beg had pro- 
pap.attd thele Reports agieeable to Mr. Briftow’s Inclinations, he did not think it proper to tall 

liim to any Account for them. , • . 

Such is Mr. Briftow’s Uiipofition, that he outwardly profefles and careftes, while in Reality he 
is endeavouring to expel me from tny Office, and then frequently denies or contradicts his own 
Declarations. In the Reprclentation which 1 have made, I have not, in any One Inftancc, de- 
viated from the Truth ; and it is a pofitivc Proof of the Reality of many of the Particulars, that 
Mr. Briftow did not reply to thofc which are Rated in my Anlwcr to his Letter j but at our next 
Interview aftuined Appearances of Affability and Good-will. All Perlons of Rank and Con- 
dition in this City arc fully acquainted wi h the foregoing Circumftanccs. The abfolutc Power 
.illumed by Mr. Bnftow in the Affairs of this Surcar is arrived at fuch a Pitch, that to confilt 
the Plealure of the Navvaub, or to advde with me in the Conduft of Affairs, are Circumftances 
which he totally difregards. Thus the Appointment of Mahommed Beg, a Trooper under 
Mir/a Aboo Tulib, the Intimate of Mr. Johnfon, to the Sezawully of Furruckabad, by the 
Removal of Mahomud Syed Kawn, and through the Interpofition of Ifnacl Beg, which Ionic 
Time fince took place, is a Circumftance known to all Mankind. I reprclented to Mr. Briftow, 
that his nigluiels did not approve of the Appointment; but my Reprefentation was difregarded, 
and he iioliiively obliged me to write and deliver to him a Shoccah appointing Mahomud Beg. 
In the fame Manner he has rcl'olved, and intends to fend out Sezawuls Iroin himfelf to all the 
Mlialauts. He moreover, on all Occalions, both in private and in public, declares, and tus 
repeatedly laid the lame to me, that at the Commencement of the enfuing Year he will turn 
out all the Nawaub Vizier’s Aumils, and appoint Aumils of bis own; that he will order tlic 
whole of the Revenues to be paid in to him ; and that he will iffuc to the Navvaub in Specie, 
with liis own Hand, wh.it he himfelf may think neceffary for Ins Highnefs’s F.xpences ; and that 
he Will not fuffer the Authority of this bircar to remain in a fingic Mahaul. He frequently fays 
“ Why dots I lie Navvaub keep I'o many Elephants and Horfes ? Why are fuch C^iantities of 
“ Proviliuns dreffed in his Kitchen? Such Numbers of Domcllics arc unnccclLry ; 1 will curt,.d 

the whole.” 

With refiiCLl to us who are your Dependents, and the Minillers of his Ilighnefs, our Credit 
and executive Authoilty in all Affairs is utterly annihilated. Like the Hoaichold Servants (f 
Mr. Bnftow, who are Day and Night attending liis Commands yee even by this Condud he 
will not be prevailed u[)on to govern with Candour and Comfdacency : Notwithftanding all that 
we do, our Hours arc filled with unremitting Alarms for the Safety of our Honour. We have 
no Resource, but in your Benevolence ; no Proiped of Kedrefs, but from your Equity and 
Jufticc. Impelled by the moft urgent Neceffity, his I Jighncls has written to you a Narrative ot 
Ills Situation \ and I, your devoted Servant, have thus reprclented all that has paffed under n.y 
Ohicivation, to the prefenc Time, without Addition or Diminution, that we, the Miniftcr.s, iniy 
not hcirafter be* deemed guilty of Neglect, in withholding the necell'ary Information of the pr-- 
fent Siate of Thiix-rs here. The Happinefs and Prolperity of the Navvaub depend upon \oi.r 
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Favour and Kindncfsj our Honour and Stability on your Bounty and Support. Whatever may 
be your Determination in behalf of the Surcar, it will be received with Joy and Rcfpect. Deem- 
ing it.a Duty to make this Reprefentation^ 1 have thus laid it before you. It was heretofore the 
eftabliihed Cuftom with the Gentlemen appointed to fuperintend the Company’s Affairs at this 
Courts to take Jauedauds to the Amount of the Company’s Demand, and to leave the Balance 
of Revenue, arifing from the Remainder of the Country, at the Difpofal of his Highnefs-, in 
confequcnccof which, more or lefs was forthcoming to the Tunkawdars, Jagheerdars, and Huz- 
zoory Troops, and for the Expcncts of the Nawaub’s Houfehold lirtablifhmcnts, Elephants, 
Horics, Camels, &c. In the prefent Year, Mr. Briftow, after taking the Company’s Jauedaud, 
gave Orders, that from the Remainder of the Revenues of this Country, no Monc-y fliould be 
idbed to any Perfon whatever : That, having appointed a Treafurcr and Comptroller, he would 
call in the Monies, and direct the Difburlcmcnts liimfelf ; in coniequence of whic*', to the 
prefent Period, no Subfiftence whatever has been received by the Tunkawdars, Jarrl.eeruars, 
Hindollan Troops, or People employed in the Offices of Governmenr, and ilu y arc one and all 
calling out for Redrefs and Jullice. Such is the Situation of Things here, that all Mankind 
are reduced to a State of Dcfpair by the Hand of Mr. Briflow. 

Mmifters, owe our prefent Stations to your Bounty, Mis Highnefs allb is devoted 
I to your Plcaiure in all Rcrpects; and from the InleD Iiange of Turbans between you and the 
late Nabob, he confiders you as the Brother of bis Father. Whatever may be your Plcafure in 
I Behalf of his Highnefs, and with reiped to the Wclbgovcrnmcnt of this Country, which in a 

[ peculiar Manner appertains to you, his Mighnels does in no Rclpcd whatever objed i whatever 

Diredions you may give, thole Diredions he will obey.] ^ 

I. from the Kindnefs and Affedion which you b ar towards his Highnefs, you lhall pleafe to 
' confer upon him difcretionary Powers for the Dilcharge of the Company’s Demands, whatever 

i may be the Sum dated by Mr. Briftow to you as payable and to be paid in the Courfc of the 

current Year, his Highnefs, on receiving Information of the Amount, is ready and willing, with 
liich Powers, to difeharge the fame*, and we, the Minidcrs, in obed cnee to your Plcafure, and 
flrengthcned and fupported by you, will at all Events raile the nectflary Supplies for the Pay- 
ment thereof : And for the enfuing Year, agreeably to I'uch Plan or Syltem as you may determine 
upon for the Payment of the current Demand, with difcretionary Powers to his Highnefs, we will 
take Meafures for the Payment of the fame in fuch Manner, that under the Favour of God, and 
under your Protedion, the Sums payable to the Company’s Sircar ffiall be punclually received. 
By fuch a Syftcm, your Fame and the Fame of the lingliffi People (liall extend throughout this 
Empire*, and due Regard to your controlling Power, Submiffion and Obedience to your Orders, 
though fecrctly operating, fliall be fo firmly cftabliflied, as (hall afford you ample Caufe for Sa- 
tisfadion. The Succefs of thefe Propolals depends upon your Favour: With you it muff: reft to 
form fuch a Plan for the Payment of the Company’s Demands, as may be confiftent with the 
Honour and the Dignity of the Nabob Vizier \ and whatever Mode you may pleafe to point out, 
with the Blcfflng of God, agreeably thereto your Plcafure ffiall be fulfilled, without the fmalleft 
Deviation. Through God’s Favour, your Knowledge and Experience arc celebrated among 
Men; you arc the Support and Protedor of your Friends, and AlLirs of every Defeription arc 
familiar to your Penetration. It is apparent, that in cafe his Highnefs’s Authority fliall be re- 
ftored, Bankers, Merchants, Friends, and Connexions — all will be filled with Confidence. Look- 
ing forward to future Benefits, every one will confider his Difficulties as Objeds of Indifference 
or Satisfadion. The Payment of the Company’s Demands, and the Fulfilment of your Pleafure, 
will be the Firll Objeds of their Views and Wiffies. No Man will complain of Hardfhips •, but 
in the Expedation of futuie Profperity, one and all with Gratitude acknowledge your Goodnefs, 
and cheerfully fubmit to every poffible Saving, for the Purpofe of difeharging the Debt to the 
Company. With relpcd to thefe Arrangements, whatever may be your Plcaiure will he proper 
and juft, and our Obedience is unlimited, Redrefs and Protedion in Behalf of his Highnefs, 
from the Hand of Mr. Briftow, under whom the moft unbounded Oppreflion is experienced, 
peculiarly depend upon your Benevolence. Whatever may appear to you moft proper, let us 
be favoured with your Orders, and they (hall be obeyed.

Memorandum. The Navvaub Vizier and Hyder Beg Khaun declare, that difgraccful as it is 
held amongft Mahommiidans of their Rank to prove Fads upon Oath, they will fubmit to it, with 
refped to the Contents of the preceding Narratives, if the Governor General and Council re- 
quire it. 

Extraft from a Letter from the Governor General to Hyder Beg. 

The Firft is this, to Ihow how thin the Veil is by which you attempt to cover this Policy, 
and of courfc to convince you that 1 fliall receive and conftruc every Declaration, however made 
to me from the Navvaub, and every Letter written in his Name, tending to deftroy or leffen 
the Fricndfliip fubfifting between us, as your Declaration, as your Letter: The zd is, That 
as I do not fo much aferibe thefe Artifices to you as to the evil Counfcis and Encouragements 
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which you have lately received from other Perfons, whofe Namet I need not mention, you 
may fee and know on what Terms you may cxpeft htreaftcr to retain that Friendfliip and Sup. 
port which I have hitherto given you. For the reft 1 refer you to Mr. Briftow, to whom, bot|i 
verbally and in Writing, I have communicated every Tittle of my Sentiments, Intentions, 
and Expectations upon this SubjeCt. 

Anfwer from Hyder Beg Khan to Mr. Briftow. 

I have received your Favour j agreeably to your Commands I will make the Reprefentation 
what he may plejfc to fay in Reply. The Letters to the Aumils 1 will write and deliver to you 
agieeably to your Orders. You arc pleafed to fay, “ That from your Reliance on me you have' 
refrained hitherto. That if, poflefllng an entire Authority and Power in the Surcorof the Vizier 
1 declare that he refufes to attend to my Reprefentations, the worft Confequences are to beappre! 

' hended therefrom to me, inafmuch as I am the Deputy of the Nuvvaub, polTening unlimited 
Authority, — yet reprefent and lay before him Meafures of Importance, and am unable to obtain 
hia AlTent to them. That whenever the Confidence of the Vizier is withdrawn from me, and 

necefiary Meafures can no longer be carried into Execution, the Hufinefs is at an End.” Al- 

though to reply to thefe Particulars of your Plcafure is to deviate from the Refpeft due from the 
Obedient j yet when, without Caufc and without Fault, the Hour of Crimination arrives to 
reprefent the rc.il State of Things becomes unavoidable, (a) (My Power and Authority in the 
^ Surcar of his llighncfs is the Gift of the Governor General. And I have hitherto received the 
Support and Anillancc of the Gentlemen in Power here •, regardlcfs of the Enmity of People at 
this Court, and contemning their Animofity, I have continued to do my Doty j and in Return 
for faithful Services I have been included in the ObjeCls of the Governor General’s Favour. 
From you I hoped for an Increalc of Support and Afliftance, of Credit and of Power*. 
It muft have proceeded from a Change in my own Fortune, and not from any Deficiency 
of F.ivour on your Part, that my Rcprclcntations, by the Efforts of Enemies, have been ren- 
dered ineftcClual. 

From the Moment of your Arrival, I have not in any Manner whatever been deficient in Obe- 
dience j but have in every Bufinefs, and without Hefitation, fulfilled your Commands, of what- 
ever Nature they might be-, as in the important Bufinefs refpefting the Regiments at Fuity Gufr 
the Execution of which you were pleafed to dircdl (hould not be fufpended by Attention to the 
Nabob’s Permiflion, or by the Neceflity of informing him thereof : In the fame Manner in every 
Bufinefs whatever, on which 1 have received your Orders, at whatever Time received, and what- 
ever the Nature of them, I have paid the moft implicit Obedience to thofc Orders, on the In- 
ftant. From my firft Appointment to the Neabut, 1 have been enabled to condudl the Affairs of both 
Surcars, which I have ever confidered as one and the fame, by the Afliftance and Support of the 
Gentlemen here, and have on all Occafions ailed in Obedience to their Direflions. And thus I 
have repeatedly repeatedly reprefented to you, that on Condition of Support and Afliftance, I 
would execute all your Commands ; and that in the Affairs of the Company I was ready to fulfil 
the Commands of the Governor General, thofc of the Gentlemen of the Council, and your 
Plcafure, without Hefitation or Evafion, at the Hazard of my Life, inafmuch as I confider my 
own Intereft and Profperity as depending thereon. 

When you formerly fpoke to me refpefting the Toorkfuwaurs, and the Houfehold Eftablifli- 
ments of the Nuvvaub Vizier, 1 then informed you, that I never had any Concern in the Ma- 
nagement of thofc Eftablifliments — that this Circumftance was known to the whole World, that 
they were under the Dircilion of the Vizier’s own People — and that he never would voluntarily 
conicnt to the Mcafurc. You told me in Reply, “ That the Governor General’s Orders were to 
“ be obeyed, and fo I muft inform the Nabob.” 

I, on my Part, told his Highnefs, in the moft pointed Terms, that there was a Neceflity for 
his Compliance with whatever Propofals you (hould make by the Governor’s Order for the Im- 
(irovemcnt of his Affairs. But other People, at the fame Time, carried Meflages from you to 
the Nabob, importing that whatever his Plcafure might be, you would aft agreeably thereto j nay, 
you even went fo far as to recommend in Perfon to the Nabob, that I fliould not be employed in 
thefe Affairs, but that he (hould conduft them as he thought proper himfelf. Other Expreflions 
dropt from you with refpeft to me, which I know not how to repeat, for fuch I never could have 
expefted from you. This being the Cafe, in Juftice confider, that having expreffed yourfelf as 
you did exprefs yourfelf, what Authority, or Influence, or Refpeftabiliiy can remain with me? 
The Conduft of this Bufinefs did not depend upon me, and therefore the Delay cannot have 
arifen from Ncgleft on my Part. Several People have been employed in Conferences on this 
. Subject with the Nabob Vizier, by your Orders. Now that, from Motives of Kindnefs and 
F.tvour, you have directed me to forward this Bufinefs, and added Declarations rcfpccting Support 
and Afliftance, I am, as I have always declared, ready to obey-, to whatever you (hall pleafe to 
Command, I fhail never object i and every way ready to obey your Orders in the Execution of 
Affairs, independent of the Inclinations of the Nabob Vizier, if you will affure me of Support 
and Protection in cafe of his Difpleafure : I have never yet objected, nor will I now object. 
Devoted and powcrlcfs as I am, the increafe of my Refpcctability and Influence depends upon 
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vour Favour towards me, and their Diminution proceeds from oppofite Caufes. Tlius 1 have 
Lcraftedt and this I have repeatedly declared, and 1 now repeat, that in the Affairs of both 
c^-cors 1 am ready to obey the Orders of the Governor General, and the Gentlemen of the 
Council, and yours, at the Hazard of my Life, and without Evafipn or Excofe.] 1 he Delay 
which has hitherto come to pafs in this Bufinefs has not in any Manner proceeded from Negleft on 
mv Parts the Negotiation of this Affair did not depend upon mes whenever I fpokc to his 
Hiiihnefs on the Subjed, he always replied, “ Mr. Briftow has told me that you muft have no- 
thinff to do in thefe Affairs •, why then do you talk to me on the Subjeft ? leave it to me and 
« Mr.^ Briftow.” This Particular I have heretofore fully and repeatedly mentioned to you. 
■Now that, from Motives oi Kindnefs, you have favoured me with your Commands, I am ready 
to obey them, I will a£l agreeably to your Direftions j if ,you had favoured me with them for- 
merly they would have been inftantly executed, no Delays would have intervened. 

1 widied the Day before Yefterday to lay this Reprefentation of the State of Things before 
vou but was deterred by my Apprehenfions of your Aptnefs to Anger. As I entertain the fulled 
Hones from your Favour, I have at length ventured on this Communication of my Situation.

Juft now 
Two or Three Lacks of Rupees for the Exptnees of the Sepoys and Battalions of the Sublime 
Prefrnce are wanted •, therefore it is written with the Pen Ihedding Jewels, that on the Defcent 
of the facred Shokch, having colledlcd the Sum, you fend it, or write to Major BroWne that he 
may obtain it and convey it to the Sublime Prcfcnce. The late Nawab Vizier ul Momalic 
paid us many Lacks, and we bellowed them upon him again, and we will now give you Tun- 
caws on the Dillridts for the Sum, fo that it may be paid j at this Time whatever Duty and 
Service you Ihall perform will gain you much Merit. Further Particulars will be made known 
to you from the Letters of Major Browne. Eftecm us mindful of you.

bad, &c. Thofe Battalions went under the Command of a Commandant belonging to me, and no 
Engiifh Gentlenpen went there. In thefe 4Battalions, according to the Rule of all my Battalions, there 
are Three thoufand Men, and the Expence of them, including -the Artillery, is 25,000 Rupees incach 
Month. For a little Time 1 thought this Expence advifeable, fur the Execution of Two imporca.-it 
Objefts, the Settlement of the Country, and the Expulltun of the Seiks, which by the BielFina 
of God have both been eSe&ed.

Upon learning his Defire, I, conformably to your In- 
ftrufhions, have confented to retain the Battalion a little Time, but 1 did not fpeak about rctaminT 
Lieutenant Polhill, and the other Gentlemen, nor does he continue with me in this Command ■ 1 
merely wrote to you in obedience to hiS Royal Highnefs’s Defirc, requefiing that Lieutenant Polhill 
alone might remain t the Approbation and Refufal of which depend entirely upon your Plcafurc- 
have no Ability to maintain the Battalion with the Gentlemen : (a) [1 defire nothing but your 
Satisfadion, and hope that fuch Orders as relate to the Fricndlhip between the Company and me 
and as may be your Pleafure, may be written in your own private Letters to me, through Major 
Palmer, or in your Letters to the Major, that he may, in obedience to your OrJer.s, properly 
explain them to me j and whatever may be fettled, he may firft in fccret inform you or it, and 
afterwards I may write to you, having learnt your Pleafure : In this Way the Secrets will be 
known to your Mind alone, and the Advice upon all the Concerns will be given in a proper 
Manner.] For further Security, I trouble you again with my Requeft, that you will not liftcn,d 
to the Reprefentations of interefted Perfons with refped to my Concerns v for in this Cafe, 
Aftairs are difgraced, and the Bankers, from whom i have borrowed many Lacks towards paying 
the Kifts to the Company, arc alarmed.'— I labour from my Heart and Soul to preferve your Satib 
fadion, and you from your Kindnefs are inclined to maintain the Plan and Agreement which has 
taken place i therefore to give Entrance to interefted Perfons, is laying the Bafis of Difagrec- 
ment. I hope from your Favour that in the Concerns between me and you, no interefted Perfon 
may be admitted to hear the Secrets between the Company and myfclf, and your Orders.

Till 
this Time 1 have never to my own Knowledge been guilty of any Deficiency in the Duties of At- 
tachment to both Governments, and of Allegiance and Obedience to your Commands. An Arzie 
of Rajah Gobind Ram, containing all your Orders, was received by his Highnefs, from whom 
a Letter in Anfwcr to every Point will be prefented to you, and from it you will le.»rn all 
Particulars : 1 do not therefore write the Circumftances explicitly and at large » but I rcprcfent 
the AfFaits concifely.

Gentlemen, 

I left Benares on the 7th of this Month ; the flow Progrefs which I have made thus far, has 
been occafioned as much by purpofed Delays, as by natural Impediments. I am now decided in 
my Journey, and compute to be at the Prcfidcncy very early in the next Month. 

Since the Suppreflion of the late Revolt of the Zemeendary of Benaris, three diflinft Objefti 
have engaged my Attention and Rcfidence in that Quarter, not fo much for the Purpofe of txe* 
cuting any determinate Mcafurcs requiring my Preftnee, as for that of being at hand, and ready 
for any immediate Occafion which might eventually demand my pcrfonal interpofition. Thcte 
Objedls arc as follow : 

ift. The Negotiation with Madajee Scindia. You are already acquainted with my firft In« 
ftruflions to Mr. Anderfon, and with the fubfequent Orders which I thought it proper to fend to 
him, on the Advice of Mhadagee Scindia’s having exprefTcd a DifiRclination to Admit Mr. Ander- 
Ton’s Deputation, until he fhould be authorized by Anfwers to the Letters which he had written to 
Poonah for that Purpofe, and of his having received Cheit Sing into his Protection, with fomc 
apparent Marks of Encouragement. A few Days after, I received Letters from both Colonel 
Muir and Mr. Anderfon, advifing me, that Mhadagee Scindia had prcffingly invited Mr. Anderfon 
to proceed to him, and that he had rejected the Solicitations of Cheit Smg : On this Occafion, I 
wrote to Mr. Anderfon to profccutc his Journey, and to pay no regard 10 my former Letter, re- 
quiring only the Removal of Cheit Sing from the Prcfencc of Mhadagee Scindia, while Mr. Anderfon 
was with him. In the mean time, that Gentleman having conformed to the Subftance of my firft 
Orders, had obtained from Mhada^c Scindia a formal Aflurance, that he would neither accept 
the Solicitations of Cheit Sing, nor auift him in any Way whatever, and that he would even prohibit 
him and his Attendants from his Durbar and Cutchirry. Mr. Anderfon, faiisfied with this Concef- 
fion, had rcfolved to proceed to his Camp immediately j his laft Letter upon the Subjeft was .pri- 
vate, and dated the 3d Inftant, from Banuerc, which was about Sixteen Cofs from Scindia’s Camp. 
It contains Expreflions of much Sacisfaftion, and fo firm a Convidion of the Sincerity of that 
Chief, that he was preparing to fend the Notification, direded in my Inftrudions of the 12th 
oltimo, to Colonel Muir, for the Removal of the Troops to the Stnions allotted them by the late 
Arrangements, with a Promife, that he would foon addrefs me publicly on the fame Subjed. 

I have long firtcc rclinquifticd the Defign, which I firft entertained, of vifjting Scindia myfclff 
and, indeed, I fee fo fair and carneft a Dilpofition in him to become the infirument of terminating 
the War yet fubfifting between his Principals and our Government his intcreft is fo evidently con- 
neded with it, and 1 have Ib well-grounded a Confidence in the Ability of Mr. Anderfon* to con-

^ v)y. The 2cmcendary of Benaris has hkhertp engaged my principal Attention. I had juft 
Grounds to apprehend, that the (lightcft Caufes might occafion frcih Difturbances in that Country 
from the Novelty and Weaknefs ot the new Adminiftration, and could not therefore venture to 
j avc it until I had fecn that Adminiftration firmly eftablifticd, and until I had formed feme Ex- 
ftrience of the Ability of the Naib for conducing it. I have the Saiisfa^lion to inform you, 

[hat his Authority is everywhere completely eftabliftied, and that I have every Rcafon to hope 
for the full Performance of his Engagements. The Difpofition which I have made oT the Forces 
allotted for the Peace of this Zcmccdary is fufficient to anfwcr, with Certainty, every Purpofc of 
internal Defence, and, at the fame Time, to prove a Cheek on the Zemendars of the Dominions 
of the Nabob Vizier which border upon it, this being the moft likely Scene of new Difturbances, 
from the natural Turbulcncy of the Nabob’s Subjefts, and their Collufion with their Neighbours 
in this Zcmccndary. Copies of thefe Orders, with the other military Orders, which I have 
thought proper to ifluc for the Diftribution of the Troops of that Station, will be forwarded to 
you as foon as they can be tranferibed, after the Difpatch of this Letter.] 

^ The new Naib appears to have conduced himfclf in his Office with great Dili^ncc and Af- 
fiduity ; and as he poffelTcd a good Underftanding, I have no Doubt of his Succels. 

As 1 found it difficult to accommodate the Claims of the fcveral Zemendars, to whom a Pro- 
mife had been made of reftoring to them, in confequcncc of their late Attachment, the Rights 
which they poffcffcd in the Lands, from which they were formerly excluded by Rajah Cheit Sing, 
with the Influence and Intcreft of the prcfenc Adminiftration, I have granted to them Stinnuds ; 
which at the fame Time eftabliffied their Rights, and inritlcd them to a Maulk kunah, or Pro- 
portion of the Revenue, to be paid them by the Rcfidcnt, inftead of prefent PofTcfTion, which I 
have thought it more prudent to referve to the Rajah. Copies of thefe Sunnuds, and of other 
Orders, which have been iffued to the Refidenf, (hall alfo be tranfmiitcd after this Letter. 

jdly. The Engagements concluded on the 19th September with the Nabob of Oude, I did 
hope, that on his Return to his Capital, which 1 had urged for that Purpofe, he would immedi- 
ately have entered upon the Execution of the Meafures neccITary for the Accomplifliment of the 
Plan which we had mutually agreed upon, and particularly the Refumption of the Jagheers*, an 
Ad equally neceflfary to the Reftoration of the Peace of his Country, and to the Difeharge of his 
Debt to the Compatty. 

After having long waited with much Impatience for this Effeft, I was apprifed by the Refi- 
dent’s Letters, that the Nabob, from what Caufc 1 know not, had (hewn a great Rcluftance to enter 
onthisBufincfs, notwithftanding the Warmth with which he himiclf originally (blicited my Acquief- 
ccnce in it ; that he at length did rcfolvc to carry it into Execution, and accordingly appointed 
an Aumil to take pofTcfTion of the fcqueftered Jaghcers j but that a powerful Oppofition had 
been prepared by the Begums, which had obliged him to apply for the Affiftanceof our Troops ; 
and that the Refident had accordingly written to Colonel Morgan to fend a Regiment of Sepoys 
for that Service. As the Refident at the fame Time expreifed to me his Opinion, that a larger 
Force would be requifuc to furmount the intended Oppofition, I judged it improper to expole a 
Service of fuch Importance, either to the Hazard of a Defeat, or to the Chance ot a Delay, and 
ihcrcforc immediately ilTucd Orders, of which you have already been advifeil, for the Marcli of 
Colonel Sir John Gumming, with his entire Detachment, for the Performance of ir, advifing 
the Refident of ir. He in Reply cxpreflbd an Apprchcnfion, that the Nabob Vizier would cb- 
to the Movement of fo large a Force into the Heart of his Dominions, without what he 
would deem an adequate Occafion for it, to other Motives, which might be produ(5livc of Confe- 
qjcnccs hurtful to our Connexion with him, and intreated that the Order might be revoked, 
afluring me, that there was no preffing Occafion for ir. 

I accordingly ordered it to be fufpended. In the mean Time, as I had conceived fome Alarm 
from the Delays and Difficulties which had attended this Bufinefs, which did not appear to me 
ot a Nature fufccptiblc of them, 1 wrote to the Refident, reejutfting him Iblemniy to declare 
to me whether, with the Powers with which he had been inverted, he was competent to carry 
into Execution this and the other Meafures dirciftcd in my lnftru6lions j that if he were nor, I 
would myfclf proceed to Lucknow, and afford the Nabob my perfonai Affillancc for carrying 
them into Execution j but that if in his Anfwcr he (hould affure me that he was capable of 
occomplilbing this Service, I would leaVe the Charge and Refponfibility of it to him, and depart 
(or the Frcfidcncy, I wrote a Lette'r to the Nabob in fimilar Terms. 1 received the Rcfidcnt's 
Anfwcr on the 2d of January ; it contained a Declaration that my Prelcncc was in no Shape 
neaeffary in that Quarter, and that he was fully competent to undertake and to eficdl the * 
Accomplilhmcnt of all the Meafures required by my Inftruftions, and that he (hould imme- 
diately march with the Nabb to Fyiabad for the Purport: of enforcing his Claims on the 
Begums. 

On the Receipt of this Letter, concluding that the Nabob’s Anfwer would be to the fame 
Eftect, and that I (hould be fufficicntly warranted by them to leave the Bulinefs in their Hands,

my final Heioluiion until 1 had received his Letter in anfwer to mine, ftill rettimng the 
tion of conforming to the Contents of it. If thefc (hould require me to proceed to his Prefcoce^ '*^ 
cording to the Tenor of the Proffer, and that if I did not receive it before my Arrival at 
I would wait for it there. It was not till my Arrival at Patna, which was on the 19th 
that I did receive his Anfwer, a Tranflation of which (hall accompany this. As it contained onl^^‘ 
complirnentary Invitation, accompanied with an Affurance fimilar to that given nie by the r' 
fident, in relation to the impending Bufinefs, 1 confidered it as intended to leave me the f/" 
Option cither to accept of his Invitation on the Footing he had exprefled it, or to return to 
Prcfidcncy. After much Hefitation, andl will confeis with fome Reluctance, I have rcfolvcdo^ 
the latter. I dread the Imbccillity and irrefolution which too much prevail in the Nabob’s Council' 
and muft influence in fome Degree both the Conduct of the Rcfidcnc and the Minifters j and I coni 
fidcr the impending Meafurc of too much Confequcnce to be expofed to the Rifle of a Difappointl 
ment j yet the prefljng Letters which I have written to the Nabob, the ftrong Injundlions which ( 
have repeated to the Refidcnt, and the pofitivc Afluranccs which I have received from both, afford 
me every Realon to hope that they will be carried into Execution, without further Difficulty or Dc- 
lay, and I am further confirmed in this Conclufion, by the fubfequent Advices which I have received 
fince my Departure: Thefc amount to the following Subftance — that the Nabob Vizier arrived 
at Fyzabad on the 8th, the Refidcnt accompanying him i that on the I^th he found it ncccffary 
to employ a Military Force to take poITcffion of the Kcllah, which was effefted without any 
Effufion of Blood. The Two Eunuchs, Bahar and Jowarhur Aliy Cawn, who were the prime 
Movers of the late Troubles, and the aftivc Leaders of the prefent Oppofition, were taken into 
Cuftody, and their Followers, amounting to about Three or Four Thoufand armed Men, ex- 
pelled from the Town and difperfed. I think it proper to tranfmit to you a Copy of the Re- 
fldent’s Letter, and to refer you to it for the Particulars of this Event. 

It may be ncccflary in this Place to inform you, that in Addition to the former Refolution of 
refuming the Begum’s jaghcers, the Nabob had declared his Refolution of reclaiming all the 
Treafurcs of his Family, which were in their PoflcnTion, and to which, by the Mahometan Laws, 
he was entitled. This Refolution I have ftrenuoufly encouraged and fupported j not fo much for 
the Reafons afligned by the Nabob, as becaufc 1 think it equally unjuft and impolitic that they 
(hould be allowed to retain the Means of which they have already made fo pernicious a Ufc, by 
exciting Difturbances in the Country, and a Revolt againft the Nabob, their Sovereign. 1 am 
not fanguinc in my Expeftations of the Refulc of thcic Proceedings, but have required and re- 
ceived the Nabob’s Promife that whatever Acquifitions (hall be obtained from thcKTue of them, 
it (hall be primarly • applied to the Difcharge of the Balance aftually due from him to the Company. 

Notwithftanding the Refolution which 1 have taken to return to the Prcfidcncy, I yet forcfec 
that many Events may happen which may again require my perfonal Attendance in this Quarter, 
but even thefc will require that 1 Ihould firft concert with you the Plan of my future Conduft rc- 
fpefting them. Though the Powers which I polTcfs are ample and fufficienc for every Purpofe 
which may occur, yet as they were granted in a very different State of Affairs, it is become abfolutc- 
ly ncceflary that I (hould avail myfclf of a tree and full Communication with you upon every pro- 
bable Contingency, which may proceed from the Effefts of the late Changes, before I can ven- 
ture again if it (hall be at all necelTary to interfere with my own Authority in any of the Affairs 
of this Quarter, 

I have made fuch a Provifion for this Event that I (hall at any Time have it in my Power to 
arrive at Lucknow within at leall Three Weeks from my Departure from the Prcfidcncy, and 
there is little Caufc to apprehend any material Change of AflFairs in the (hort Interval which mull 
ncccflarily precede my Arrival there.

I was this Day honoured with your Commands of the loth Inftant, informing me of the 
Military Station you have formed at Jaunpore, with the Liberty you grant the Nabob Vizier of 
claiming their Aid to quiet any Difturbances in the adjacent Parts of his Province. 

I have accordingly communicated it to his Excellency, who, with great Jufticc, was highly 
plcafed with the Difpofition, as in truth the Diftrifls bordering upon the Zemendary of Be- 
nares have, for a long Period of Time, been of all others the moft turbulent and dlfaffcAcd 2 
and nothing Icfs than the Arrangements you have now formed, could effedlually fccure the Peace 
and Tranquillity of that Neighbourhood, fo elTcntial to the Profperity of the Nabob’s Govern- 
ment and Revenues. 

With refpeft to the Bufinefs here, I have the Honour to inform you, that Ycftcrday finding

I found myfelf neccfllcated to take the moil im« 
mediate and decifivc Interference which the Force with me was capable of j and accordingly, hav- 
ing the Nabobs written RequiGtion, marched the Twcniy*ihird Rcgimcnr, under the Command 
of Major Naylor, with a Detachment of hit Excellency’s own Troops, againft the Kella, and 
hath the Happinefs to fucceed in putting the Nabob’s Party in pofTcnion of it without any FfFu* 
hon of Blood I the armed Men retiring from it on the Approach of our Troops, and drawing 
up with their Guns in a large broad Street before the Houie of the old Beegum, to which the 
Bhow Beegum and her Two principal Eunuchs had mired the preceding Evening. This ef« 
fefted, the Nabob iffued his peremptory Orders for the immediate Departure of all armed Men, 
excepting his own Troops, beyond the Prccindlsof the Town, threatening them with* inftanc At- 
tack if they difobeyed. This Order, after many EviiGons, was promifed to be complied with ; 
and the Two Eunuchs, Bahr and Jowar Ally Cawn, ac the fame Time coming in and delivering 
thcmfclvcs into the Nabob’s Cuftody, the armed Men, amounting to between Three and four 
Thoufand, evacuated the Town and difperfed. I have fince learnt, that had the Nabob’s Troops 
alone attempted the Seizure of the Killer, a very defperate Rcfiftancc was refolved upon ; which 
appeared very probable from the State in which the armed Men were found, being the preceding 
Evening furnimed with a very larec Store of Ammunition, and now drawn up in regular Order 
with loaded Pieces and their Matches lighted 1 but they were prudent enough to think themfclvcs 
unequal to the united Efforts of his Excellency’s Troops fupported by an Englifh Regiment, and 
by this Convidlion much Mifchicf has been happily been f prevented. 

To-morrow I hope to be able to inform you of the Effedl of the prefent advantageous Situa- 
tion, and in the mean time have the Honour to remain, with the greateft Refpefl,

1 have, to confirm and increafe our Friendihip, even done that which was not thought 
of or refolved on. You will be informed of the whole by the Letters of Mr. Middleton. I wilh 
much to fee you and Mrs, Haftings, and have come to complain, that you have allowed fo much 
Time to clapfc at Banaris without coming here, notwithftanding I had requefted you fo to do. 
Refufing to confider my Houfc as yours, as is apparent from your not coming, 1 had Caufc to 
complain of your Want of Fricndfhip.

T he frequent Robberies and Murders perpetrated In his Excellency the Vizier’s Dominions 
have too often been the Subjeft of my Reprefentations to your Honourable Board. From 
the total Want of Police, hardly a Day elapfes but 1 am informed ot fome tragical Event, whereof 
the bare Recital is (hocking to Humanity. About Two Months fince an Attempt was made to 
alTalTinate Raja Ticket Roy, the ading Minifier’s confidential Agent, but he happily cfcapcd 
unhurt : Nabob Bahadrc, his Highnefs's Brother, has not been fo fortunate, as will appear from 
Tranflations of Two of his Letters to me, N* i, which I have the Honour to enclofe for your 
Information. Although my Feelings are fcnfibly hurt, and my Compaflion ftrongly excited, by 
the difgraceful and mifcrable State of Poverty to which his Excellency’s Brothers are reduced ; 
yet, fituated as I am, it is not in my Power to interfere with Effcd. My Efforts on a former 
Occafion failed of Succefs, and my Interpofition now would only excite the Rcfentment of the 
Miniftcr towards the unhappy Sufferers, in confcquence of their Application to me * from whona 
alone, however, they hope for Relief from their prefent Diftrefs, which, their near Connedion 
with the Vizier confidcred, is both flianieful and unprecedented. 

That no regular Courts of Jufticc have been eftabliflied in this Country, is particularly point- 
ed at in my Inftrudions, as “ the moft difreputable Dcfcd in his Highnefs’s Government *” yet 
thcMinifter feems determined on abolifhing even the Shadow of fo neceffary an Inftitution. The 
Office of Sudder ul Huck, as held by Molovy Moubinc, was ever nugatory, but now it is funk 
into the lowed Contempt. The original Eftablifhment, inadequate as it was, is mouldering 
away, and the Officers now attached to it arc literally darving, as no Part of their Allowances 
has been paid for above Six Months pad : He himfclf has propofed to rcfign his Appointment, 
being every Way precluded from a Poffibility of exercifing the Duties of it.

Bcfides being 
without Food, or the Means of providing any, this Misfortune has befallen me. 1 am defirous 
of fendinu the Coffin to your Door. It is your Duty, both for the Sake of G' d and of Chrid, 
to cx' cute Judice, and to enquire what Harm 1 have done to the Murderer, fufficient to deferve 
Affaffination, or even Injury. — You now dand in the Place of his Excellency the Vizier: I requed 
you will do me Juuice. What can I fay more? 

P. S. I am alfo defirous to Ihcw you my Wounds.

The manly and generous Conduft of the Englifli Gentlemen towards all Nations is as clear as 
the Sun at Noon Day ; fo well known is the Favour dicwn by the Company, the Governor and 
you, to our late Father, and our whole Houfe, that it is unneceffary to write the Particulars.-^ 
We before this communicated to you, through Myrza Iflimael Beg, feme general Circumftanccs 
concerning our Didrefs, to which you returned for anfwcr, that you would caufe 2,000 Rupees 
a Month to be paid to each of us, and alk us to vifit you. It is fomc Time fince we received 
this Meffage, and we go on without any Means of Subfidcnce, and in the utmod Mifery, en- 
tirely upon the Hopes of your Friendftiip. Apparently, from the Multiplicity of Bufinefs on 
your Hands, you have forgot your Promife. Our Situation is not fit to be reprefented ; for I’wo 
Years we have not received a Hubba on Account of our Tuncaw, though the Miniders have 
annually charged a Lack of Rupees, and never paid us any Thing.

We have, through your Favour, received Mr, Bridow’s Anfwcr; it has been Tboufands of a

ferve Health to you, who have (hewn us all this Favour.— Our Pens fail in exprcffing our Grati- 
tude.

The Women feeing 
the Treachery of Latafut, proceeded to throw Stones and Bricks at the Sepoys, and again attempted 
to ect out} but finding that impoffible from the Gates being Ihut, they kept up a continual Dif- 
liarnc till'about Twelve o’Clock, when, finding their Situation deiperate, they retired into the Rung 
Mahal and forced their Way from thence into the Palace, and difperfed themfelvcs about the 
Houfe*and Gardens : After this they were defirous of getting into the Begum’s Apartments, but 
fee being apprized of their Intentions, ordered the Doors to be (hut. In the mean Time Latafut 
and* Hofhmund Ally Khan ppftcd Centuries to fccurc the Gates of the IclTcr Mahal. During the 
whole of this Conflift, the Ladies and Women remained expofed to the View of the Sepoys. 

The Begum then font for Latafut and Hoftimund Ally Khan, whom (he feverely reprimanded, 
and infifted upon knowing the Caufe of this infamous Behaviour. They pleaded, in their De- 
fence, the Impoffibility or helping it, as the Treatment the Women had met with had only been 
conformably to his Excellency the Vizier’s Orders. The Begum alleged, that, even admitting 
that the Nabob had given thefe Orders, they were by no Means authorifed in this Manner to dii- 
grace the Family of Sujah Dowlah i and, (hould they not receive their Allowances for a Day or 
Two it could be of no great Moment : What had pafled was now at an end, but that the Vizier 
Ihould certainly be acquainted with the whole of the Affair, and that whatever he direfted (he 
(hould implicitly comply with. The Begum then fent for Two of the Children who were wounded 
in the Alfoay of laft Night, and, after endeavouring to footh them, (he fent again for Latafut 
and Hufoiund * Ally Khan, and in the Prcfcncc of the Children again exprefled her Difappro- •SicinOrig, 
bation of their Conduift, and the Improbability of Afoph ul Dowlah’s fuffering the Ladies and 
Children of Sujah Dowlah to be difgraced, by being expofed to the View of the Rabble: Upon 
which Latafut produced the Letter from the Nabob, reprefenting that he was amenable only to 
the Order of his Excellency, and that whatever he ordered it was his Duty to obey; and that had 
the Ladies thought proper to have retired quietly into their Apartments, he would not have ufed 
the Means he had taken to compel them.— The Begum again obferved, that what had pafled was 
now over}— (he then gave the Children 4,60 Rupees and difmiflcd them, and fent Word by Sum- 
rud and the other Eunuchs, that if the Ladies would peaceably retire to their Apartments, Latafut 
would fupply them with 3 or 4,000 Rupees for their prefent Expenccs, and recommended to them 
not to incur any further Difgracej and that if they did not think proper to aft agreeable to her 
Direftions they would do wrong. The Ladies followed her Advice, and about 10 at Night went 
back into the Zennana.— The next Morning the Begum waited upon the Mother of Sujah Dowlah, 
and related to her all the Circuinftarv:cs of the Diltiwbancc. The Mother of Sujah Dowlah re- 
turned for Anfwer,, that after there being no Accounts kept of Crorcs of Revenue, (he was not 
furprized that the Family of Sujah Dowlah, in their Endeavours to procure Subfiftencc, (hould be 
obliged to expofc tbemfelves to the me^neft of People. After bewailing their Misfortunes, and 
(bedding many Tears, the Pegtira took her Leave and returned Home.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

I have the Honour to inclofe a Copy of a Letter which I have received from Mr. Bridow 
the Ref.dent at the Court of the Viticr Afuph ul Dowla. Of the Perfons he claims, only One 
has yet been difeovered in the Pergunnah Cowaree j and 1 requeft to be favoured with your 
Orders relative to his being delivered up, and that you will alfo be pleafed to inftruil me in re- 
gard to others who may be in the fame Predicament. Within the Company's Dominions in the 
Province of Bahar, in all Cafes of Tallookdars or Ryots abfeonding from the Payment of the 
juft Demands of Government, the Liquidation of the Sum due is all that is required, or ever 
complied with; but no Reftraint whatever is exercifed on the Perfon of the Defaulter to oblige 
him to refide in any particular Diftridl contrary to his Inclination; and I beg leave to remarkon 
the prefent inftance, that Rajah Soorut Sing, the Aumil of Goruckpore (a Copy of whofc Re- 
prefentation has been tranfmitted to * by Mr. Briftow), does not charge the Perfons he folicits 
for with any Crimes, but merely with withholding their Rents. 

I have acquainted Mr. Briftow, in reply to his Letter, that my Endeavours fhall not be 
wanting to caufc Payment of any Balances of Revenue that may be due by Tallookdars or 
others who take refuge in the Diftridls under my Supcrintcndance, and that I have addreffed you 
for Orders relative to the Requifition for their being delivered up.

Application has been 
made to me by the Aumil Raja Soorut Sing to requeft your Afliftance in apprehending the ahove- 
f.)id Perfons, and delivering them over to his Charge. I trouble you with a Copy of the Repre- 
lentation. 

The Honourable the Governor and Council have dircflcd me to obtain Orders from the Vizier 
to his Aumils, ordering them to prevent Futty Saw and other refradlory Zemindars from finding 
an Alylum in his Dominions. Major Lucas has informed me of the particular Perfons under this 
Defeription, and I have fuccecdcd in obtaining the ncceflary Orders. The Application 1 now 
make you being of a fimilar Nature, I beg Leave to inform you it is his Excellency's the Nabob 
Vizier’s Wilh, to unite with the Board in putting an entire ftop to the Depredations of Zemindars 
on the frontier Provinces. I have addrefled the Governor General and Council upon this Subjeft, 
and if you (hould not think yourfclf authorized to apprehend the Offenders until you may receive 
a regular Order to do it, you will oblige me by afeertaining their Places of Refort.

We direft that you accurUingly deliver up eiciier or both of 
theie Men if they can be found ; and in any future Inlfantes when the Nabob’s Ammh fliall attempt 
to take refuge within the Limits of your Junididion, and the Rchdent (hall apply to you for that 
Purpofc, you will order them to be delivered up to the Vizier’s Officers.

P. 236. Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 

1 now beg leave to lay before you a Detail of the Services on which Detachments from the 
Honourable Company’s Troops have been employed in the Vizier’s Dominions. 

The Infurredtions in Sahlone and its Dependencies were created and fupported by Rajah Bul- 
budder Sing, Zemindar of Tellooie, who having been difpofleffi-d of his Zemindary during the Go- 
vernment of the late Vizier Suja ul Dowla, thereupon attempting to raife Dillurbanccs, and colU-6lcd 
numerous Followers. Suja ul Dowla immediately detached a very large Force to Sahlone, wiili 
Orders to ftew no Mercy. Great Numbers of People, taken in Arms, were put to death ’in tl.e 
Courfe of the Campaign, and Bulbuddcr never again oppofed the Authority of Government 
during his Life-time. 

When Sahlone was granted in Jaghyr to the Begum, ffie agreed to give this Rebel an Allow- 
ance, in lieu of Land, of 500 Rupees per Month, and a Beit upon the Country, amounting al- 
together to about 12,000 Rupees annually, and he llipulated not to create Difturbanccs. When 
the Jaghyrs were refumed, that of the Begum fell under the general Regulation, and the Aumil 
appointed by the Vizier refufed to continue this Allowance to Bulbuddcr, who in Conlequcnce 
renewed his former Depredations. Since the Month of February laft, the Majors Gilpin, Scott, and 
Lumfdainc, have been fucceffively employed in endeavouring to reduce him to Obedience ■, i’c ap- 
pears by the Letters of thofe Officers, that he has met with repeated Defeats ; he nevertliclcrs 
conttantly appeared again after a Ibort Time, followed by as great Numbers as before. The 
Inhabitants of that Country in general look up to Bulbudder’s Family as the Stock from wliich 
they have all defeended ; and Zeal for their Chief has united the circumjacent Towns and 
Villages in a League, to co-operate offenfivcly and defenfivcly in his Favour. He is thus en- 
abled to alTcmblc, at the ffiorteft Notice, Bodies of Eight or Ten Thoufand Men ; and when 
attacked, if defeated, he mixes with the Crowd, and all Attempts to appudicnd him Gil. His 
ufual Refort upon thefe Occafions is to the thick Woods within the Diitrid of S.-ihlonc and its 
Dependencies-, and unlefs Detachments can be fixed at proper Stations, to oppofe and intenept 
his March from Place to Place, and prevent the People from aflembling, it appears little Succd's 
would be likely to follow any military Operations againrt him. When hard prefied, he flics 

to fome other Provinces of the Vizier’s Dominions, or takes refuge in the Bundlccund 
Country. 

T he Officers who have commanded on this Service accufc the Aurnils and Phouzedars of Neg- 
ligence, and fome of them even of conniving at the Rebel’s Depredations. I have urgently re- 
commended it to the Vizier to publilh in their Diflrifts his Determination to piinifh,° with the 
mmoft Severity, the Adherents and Abettors of refraiftory Zemindars. The Aurnils make a 
Practice of exaggerating the Mifchief done by thefe Commotions, urging them as a Plea 
for Balances and Claims of Deduaions j and thus, by their Intrigues and Management,

lances ; his Cafe appears hard, and I have folicited his Releafe. AlmalTallee Cawn collected ih 
Revenue, durii'g his Admitiiftration, by over-running the Country with ^numerous Force, and 
cxcrcifing great Cruelties. The Mifchiefs arifing fometimes from the total Relaxation of Ay. 
ihority, and at others from the too violent Exertion of if, has materially affected the Cukivi! 
tion. Thofe^Diftricts however being remarkably fertile, 1 am in Hopes they may, by gogj 
Management,* be quickly reftored. It appears, from_ the Reprefentations of Major Nicol, that 
they contain a Number of Forts, but being moftly in fuch bad Repair as to be fcarcely tenable 
1 have Expectations that his Afliftance will have great Effect in realizing the Revenue. He is a| 
prefent with the Aumil on a Circuit through the Diftricts, for the l^urpofe of awing and compelling 
the Appearance of the refractory Zemindars*, all of whom, cxceptOne, as far as their Circuit h4 
extended, have given their Attendance ■, and it is with Plcafute I inform you, the Mcafurcs 
adopted by Mahomed Huflein Cawn, the Aumil, arc exceedingly mild, having fucccedcd hi. 
therto more by the Terror of his Force than the actual Exertion of it. 

Khyrabad ami Mhaumdy were farmed by Almafs Alice Cawn at the Time of his withdrawing 
himfelf from the Vizier’s Authority: His Naibs in confcquence relinquifhed their Charge ^ and 
they were for a Period of fomc Months in a State of Anarchy, no new Aomil having been appoint- 
ed to them. The Inhabitants, relieved from the Severities of his Adminiftration, quickly refumed 
their former Habi's of Independance; and the Viziers not having made any Provifionforan Event 
like that of Almafs ’s Sccefllon, and being unable to furnifh a fullicient Body of Troops to quell 
the Infurredions chat followed, he was obliged to apply for a Regiment from the Brigade. 1 hope 
Peace will Toon be rc-eftabli(hcd} and as the Bankers have an AfTignment on thofe Diftricts, Ire- 
commend the Continuance of the Detachment. 

Mitza Ifmael Beg, the Soubadar of Allahabad, has always moft earneftly folicited Support from 
the Con.pany’s Troops, the Force allotted him by the Vizier not being fufticient for the Subjeftion 
of the Country, which is in many Parts filled with Forts, and in Ariel the Zemindars are ever 
ready to create Commotions; Captain Robeit Dennis, with a Battalion from Chunar, was there, 
fore detached on this Service in September laft; he is now on the other Side of the Jumna, qudl. 
ing (bine Difturbanccs which have lately happened in that Quarter. 

(a) [Major Gilpin, with One Battalion, has been ftationed at Fyzabad, for the Purpolc of fup- 
porting the Vizier’s Claim againft the Begum for the Recovery of his Patrimony depolited in her 
Charge. I applied to the Vizier immediately upon my Arrival, for his Confent to withdraw this 
Battalion, feeing little Probability that violent Mcafores would cfFcft any further Payments. I 
propofed to him, to truft to her Gcncrofity for the Liquidation of the Balance, which was about 
Eive Lacks. The Vizier would not at that Time acquiefee in my Propofal, but determined on 
making one more Effort previous to leaving it in her Diferetion to prolong the Term of Payment; 
his Excellency accordingly addrefled a Letter to the Begum, conveying his Senfe of her evading 
the Performance of her Engagements, in very harfti Terms ; and threatening, in cafe of Non- 
compliance with them, that her Eunuchs Ihould continue in Confinement, and Means be taken 
to recover the Money from her, as the Company would never be fatisfied without it ; The Begura 
in reply reprefented her Inability, having paid away all the Treafure ever entrufted to lier Charge 
by the late Vizier; but if the Eunuchs were enlarged, fhe might, with their Afliftance, be enabled 
to raife the Money upon Credit. On his Excellency’s receiving this Anfwcr, I renewed my Soli- 
citations for PermifTion to withdraw the Battalion, refting the Matter upon the Begum’s Promife 
of difeharging the Balance when her Eunuchs fhould be releafed : 1 was induced to this Meafure 
by the Repreientations of Major Gilpin, who had been employed in the Bufinefs fronn the Com- 
mencement ; bis Opinion, afferting that every praflicable coercive Exertion had been ufed, I brg 
leave to fubmit to you in the cnclofcd Copy of his Letter to me on the Subject. The Vizier at 
length acquiefeed in the Battalion’s being withdrawn; for which I was the more anxious, as your 
Infirudions to me difapprove of Detachments, and the State of Affairs requires the Appearance 
of a formidable Force on the Frontiers.] 

There will now remain on Detachments a compleat Regiment at Khyrabad, another at Sahlone,*^ 
and a Battalion at Allahabad, making altogether Two Regiments and a-Half, which I redommend 
to be continued for the prefent, as thofe Countries appear to require their Afiiftance. — One of the 
* Sicln Orig. Battalions at Salilone, and that of Allahabad, belonging to the Chunar Station * ; Colonel Morgan 
has ftill with him a Body of Three Regiments and a Battalion, and Colonel Sir John Cumming’s 
. Force is compleat. Whenever I may be apprized of the leaft Danger upon the Frontiers, I fhall 
not fail immediately to communicate my Intelligence to the Commanding Officers. 

In my Account of the Troops upon Detachment I have omitted to mention the Regiment at 
Lucknow, that being authorized by your exprefs Sanftion.

bearing an Intereft of 2 per Cent, per Menfem.— The whole Demand upon the Vizier, on Ac- 
count of the Honourable Company and the Bankers, will this Year amount to the SUm of One 
Crore Forty-one Lacks Two thouland Five hundred and Seventy-eight Rupees (1,41,02,578); 
Mr. Middleton gave his Bond to the Bankers, on Account the Firft Engagement, for Rupees 
26,50,000, engaging to fee them repaid their Money. The Revenues of certain Dillrids were 
afljgned to him on Account of the Bankers, and were, as collcfted, to be paid to them. 

When Almafs Ally Cawn returned to Lucknow, a Negociation was fet on foot to transfer the 
Security from Mr. Middleton to him, and concluded a few Days before my Arrival. The Bond 
was returned to Mr. Middleton, and Almafs’s granted in lieu of it. The additional Diftriifls 
propoied to have been entrufted to Almafs were Part of thofe affigned to the Bankers, and the 
Vizier’s Order and other Documents had paffed for putting him in Poffenion a few Days be- 
fore my Arrival. I was fo foon expefted, that Almafs of his own accord defi rred taking* 
Charge, as 1 have already informed you, until the Mcafurc fliould through me receive your 
^aivdion. 

Wlitn I confidercd the Power poffeffcd by Almafs, I did not hefitate to rejeft every Idea 
r>f extending his Authority. A Difficulty occurred about the Bond he had granted, and a 
Payment he had made to the Bankers of Three Lacks Seventy-five choufand (R’ 75,000}, the 

latter Part was eafily ictiled by giving him Credit for that Sum, on Account the Revenues 
^ h.rawa, Corah, &c*. but the Bankers refufed any Security except mine, in lieu of the Bond. 
The Bills of Exchange had adlually been craHrmittcd to the Board, and were in Courfe of

Although my Attention has been principally direflcd to the Liquidation of the Balance, I hav 
hitherto found it utterly impolFible to procure Anignments equal to the Amount required. 

Hrids have been over-rated to me; and before I can conclude a fair Engagement with any Aumil" 
I am obliged in every Inftance to feparate fiflitious from juft Eftimates, which takes up Time, and* 
is the Caufc of my not fending the Accounts of the Vizier’s Revenues, which arc now copyino 
and will be forwarded in the Courfe of a very few Days, ^ 

The Bankers upon my Arrival claimed my Proiedlion in realizing their Demands; and on tna- 
turely confidcring the Matter, it appeared to me moft advifablc to blend the Honourable Com- 
pany’s and their Claims under One Head; unlcfs 1 had done this, there would have been a per- 
petual Interference in the Colledion of the Aflignments ; and in cafe the Bankers fliould have 
failed in realizing their Monies, they would have fallen proportionably (hort in their Payments at 
the Prefidcncy. 'I hefe were thcReafons which induced me to unite the Two Accounts, and I hope 
they will meet with your Approbation. 

There remains a Sum of Thirteen Lacks on Account of the Teeps, for which Bills of Exchange 
on the Prefidcncy arc now due. 1 took charge of my Office without any CaOi in the Treafu^ 
and a Sum of near 30,09,000 Rupees due to the Bankers, I afterwards, under Date the 2d No- 
vember, tranfmitted you Bills of Exchange for 6,50,000 Rupees, which (as my Receipts at that 
Period were very inconfidcrable) accumulated the Debt to near 36,59,000, the whole bearing an 
intereft of Two per Cent, per Menfem. The Bankers were difinefined to give any more Bills 
until Part of this Balance was liquidated. The Seafon of the heavy Colleftions being fo near at 
hand, it appeared to me moft advilable to delay tranfmitcing you other Bills, until fuch Time as 
1 might be able to pay the Balance due to them, and I could receive further Monies, and give 
them Cafli for their Bills, by which the Vizier would derive the additional Advantage of faving 
the Intereft j and the Difference to the Company would have been the Delay of perhaps Three 
Months only in the Receipt of the Remainder to be remitted to the Prefidcncy, on account of the 
Teeps. 

All Sums hitherto collected have been paid to the Bankers. In order to fupply the Demands 
of the Paymafters to the Troops in the Field, 1 have borrowed a Sum of Fyz" 16 S" S* R* 
3,59,670 : 4 : 4; for this the Vizier is to pay an Intereft of One per Cent, per Menfem only, where- 
by a Saving of as much more will arilc on the Intereft, and was the Reafon why I preferred a 
Loan to flopping that Amount from the Receipt of the Bankers. 

My Time has of late been principally employed in urging the Miniftcr to fupply Funds for 
the current Difburlemcnt of the Vizier’s Government, and the complete Difcharge of the Balance 
due to the Honourable Company, my Endeavours fhall not be wanting to accomplifh an Ob- 
jed which I know will render fuch cflential . Service to the Company’s Affairs at the prefent 
Jundure. The propofed Retrenchments will be very confiderable, and I fhall (hortly fubmit 
them to your Confideration.

Supreme Council, Fort William. 

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

Under Date the tft Ultimo, I had the Honour to communicate to you a Detail of the Services 
upon which Detachments had been made from the Honourable Company’s Troops. The Vizier 
has found it ncceffiry to continue the Regiments at Sahlone and Khyrabad, a Battalion at Allaha- 
bad, and Six Companies in the Diftricts of Furickabad. 

I have the Pleafure to inform you. Three of the moft refractory Zemindars in Khyrabad, named 
Mohum Sing, Hindoo Sing, and Nayfut Sing, have been apprehended by the Aumil Mahomed 
Hufl’cen Cawn ; owing to this Circumllancc, the other Zemindars have been awed, the Peace of 
that Diftrict is in a fair Way of being reftored, and I entertain great Hopes the full Amount of 
the Honourable Company’s Affignments will be realized. 

. The Detachment in Sahlone has been conftantly employed on Service againft refractory Zemin- 
dars in that and the neighbouring Diftrift of Pcrtabgur. The Plan of inducing Bulbudder to 
return to his Allegiance to the Vizier, by the Grant of a Penfion and - a Beit upon the Country, 
was found impracticable. He demanded a Confideration of about Thirty thoufand Rupees a 
Year, and remained in the Country threatening to create Difturbances, if his Demands were not 
complied with. A Treaty with a Rebel aCling upon this Principle was fubverfive of the Vizier’s 
Authority, and holding forth Impunity to other ill-difpofed Zemindars. He was told to quit 
the Country, or attend at Lucknow, and a fubmiffive obedient Conduft in future might intitle 
him to the Vizier’s Favour; but as he rejcCled ihcfc PropoAtions, a Reward of Twenty thoufand 
4 Rupees 
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Rupees h«« bwn pot 'Opon iiis HeW). The Aomth of Sultanpore, PurtabguPi Sablone, and the 
adjacent Diftridb, ikcpc directed to ofc their otmoft Exei'cions to expel him the Country, to alccr- 
lain the Zcmwditrs of Villages from which he draws his Support } and that if the Aumils Ihould 
ever fuffer him to remain unmolcllcd within their Jurifdiftions, no Dedoftion of Revenue would 
be allt»wed, and they muft expei^ the levereft Punilhnsent for their Neglcdl. They are direflcd 
to co-operate, and detach the Troops they may not immediately require for the Collcftions in 
jonftant Purfuit of Bulbiulder. The Vizier has thought proper to approve a Propol'al of Major 
Lumfdaine’s, for keeping One Battalion for the Protedbon of Sahlonc, and detach the other 
upon this Service. 1 have recommended to him to avoid burning or deftroying Villages, upon 
the Suppofition-that the Inhabitants aflift Bulbudder. Such Perfons as arc found in A'rms he is 
rrqiieftcd to ufe hi« Endeavours to apprehend, that the Vizier may adminifter Juftice after a 
formal and fair Trial. 

The Reward put upon Bulbudder’s Head, and the ftridl: Injundlions to the Aumils, if they be 
enforced, ought ultimately to cfFedf the Seizure of Bulbudder, or clfc render his Refidence, 
which I hope it has clfcdlcd, in the Country fo dangerous, that it at all Events will prevent his 
creating Dillurbances in future. I have applied to Mr. Markham to endeavour to feize him, 
if he Ihould take refuge in Benares, which he ufed to do whilft Cheit Sing held the Zc- 

niindarry. 

I Ycfterciay received Intelligence that Bulbudder, Bahadur Sing, and Amrow Sing, had col- 
leflcd a great Force at Norvaijee, a Fort on the Confines of the Dillrids of Monickpore, Alla- 
habad, Porrabgur, and Sahlonc. Captain Jaques, with One Battalion of Sepoys, in conjunc- 
tion with the Aumils, had furrounded and taken the Fort, in which they feized between Eight 
and Nine hundred Perfons. Bulbudder and Behadur Sing bad made their Efcapc} but Amrou 
Sing, and a famous Infurgcnt of the Name of Gundcharry, were fecured, and they and their 
Families have been detained by the Aumils. The other Prifoners were funcred to leave the Fort 
upon laying down their Arms, to the Number of Five hundred Matchlocks, bcfides Swords, 
Bows, and Arrows. The People with Bulbudder arc difperfed, and I underftand he has 
quitted the Country. This Succefs was attended with the Lois of very few Lives j and I hope 
a capital Example of thp Two Ringleaders, aficr a fair Trial, will immediate • other rcfradlory 
Zemindars. 

I have the Pleafurc to inform you the Kills of the Honourable Company's Aflignmcnt on 
Sahlonc have been regularly paid, entirely owing to the military Aid granted by the Honourable 
Company. 

The Ijire Means of rendering the Vizier’s Alliance honourable and advantageous, will be to 
reftore his Authority, and the Peace of his Dominions. Great Lofles in the Revenue have un- 
avoidably arifcn, owing to the total Want of Subordination among all Ranks of the Officers of 
Government, and the perpetual infurreftions of Zemindars; The Vizier can only look to the 
Honourable Company for cfTcdting a Change 1 his own Military is at prefent unequal to the TaOc ; 
and 1 hope you will aflent to the Detachments remaining until the Service may be completed, 
cfpccially as great Advantages are derived by them to the Vizier’s Affairs. 

A general Order has been ilTued by the Vizier to prevent Zemindars from building or repairing 
Forts, and that thofe taken Ihould either be garrifoned by his Excellency’s Troops, or dettroyed, 
whichever might be moll advifable.

ift Decern', 30tli Jan^. We approve very much of the Conduft which you have obferved re- 
fpccting the rebellious Zemindars, and the Means which you inform us you had recommended to 
the Vizier for quieting the Diforders, and reftoring the Peace of his Country. On this Occafion 
we have only to recommend the ftrifteft Attention to the Inflrudions which you have received 
from the Governor General, and to defire that you will make them your conftant Guide. 

While the diibrdercd State of the Vizier’s Dominions lhall require the Prefence of the Mili- 
tary Detachments which have been ftationed for their Defence, we muft approve of the Con:i* 
nuance of them, and cruft to your Diferetion and Judgment, polTefled as you are of our Sc:n:i- 
ments on this Subjert, to prolong or abridge the Period of their Continuance, according to the 
Nature of the Circumtlances which may prefent themfelvcs j yet it does not appear to us why lo 
inaiiy Detachir.eius arc ntceflTary, wlulc the Army under the Command of Colonel Sir John Gum- 
ming lemains inadive, and confined to a finglc Station, fince tlic fame Services which arc [)cr- 
formed by the other Detachments might be icndcred with equal Efted by this Corps.

Appendix to Confultationt 3d March 1783. 

To John Briftow Efquire, Refident at the Vizier’s Court. 

Sir^ 

From your having requefted me in your Letters to ufe my utmoft Endeavours to rcftorc Peace 
to this diftracted Country, I take the Liberty of laying before you my Sentiments of the Mode 
I judge moft cflTcctual to attain the End you feem fo much to dcfirc. 

To eftabliftx Peace and Quiet in this Country Two Ways can only be adopted, cither quelling 
the Difturbanccs by Force, or by giving the Rajah Bulbudder fuch Allowances as may be thought 
adequate to his Rank and Influence in the Country. As an Officer at the Head of a Detachment 
employed to crufh the Rebellion, the dccifive Exertions of a Military Force firft naturally prefenc 
thcmfclvcs, and there can be iictlc Doubt entertained but that a Detachment of Artillery, a Regi- 
ment of Sepoys, and 500 of his Excellency the Vizier’s Horfe, is a fuflicient Force to compel 
the Rebel to rclinquifli this Country, or even to expel him the Vizier’s Dominions : Were the 
different P'ouzedars, under the fevereft Penalties, obliged to attack him and his Adherents, where- 
ever they fhould take refuge in their particular Diftricts, and to punifh in a moft exemplary 
Manner fuch of the Zemindars in their Governments, who fliould conceal, protect, or aflilt the 
Rebel, fuch a Plan, vigoroufly executed, would no doubt force the Rebel to quit the Vizier’s 
Dominions. The Difficulty of apprehending him is fo great, that it can fcarccly be hoped for. 
It is probable, that when he found himfcif attacked on all Sides, he would retire acrofs the Jumna 
to Chicterpore, the Place of his Rcfidcncc in the Time of the late Vizier \ and that immediately 
on the Recall of the Detachment from this Country he would again return, and recommence his 
dcftructive Depredations j nor would it be ncceflTary for him to bring a Force with him j no Parc 
of the World abounds fo much with Soldiers of Fortune as Indollan, who in C»-owds enlift un- 
der any Standard, encouraged by the Hopes of Plunder or of Pay, The Zemindars are much at» 
tached to the Rajah, whom they confider as their hereditary Prince, and never fail to afTift him i 
they alfo find their Advantage in fomenting the Difturbanccs, as they withhold their Rents from 
Government under various Pretences, and give but a trifling Conlidcration to the Rebel. 

From the above Rcafons I am clearly of Opinion, that the allowing ihe Rajah a Penfion, fuit- 
able to his Rank and Influence in the Country, is the moft certain Mode of attaining a perma- 
nent Peace; and when it is confidercd in an oeconomical View, the Advantages to the Vizier, 
indeed I may fay to the Company, their Affairs being fo connected, are fo obvious, that it is un- 
neceffary to remark them. The Vizier will get rid of the Kxpence of the Detachment, and the 
Company will have a Force which may be employed elfewhere. The great Difficulty which the 
Officers of Government at prefent meet with, in realizing the Revenues of the Country, will be 
removed, as the Inhabitants, on the Difturbanccs being quieted, would bring back to their Vil- 
lages their Families, Cattle, and Effects ; of courfe Government would have fome Security for 
the Revenue, whereas at prefent they have none. 

When 1 confider the Matter further in a political View, I fee alfo flrong Reafons for coming 
to an Accommodation. — The Rajah Bulbudder is the lineal Defendant of the moll powerful 
Hindo Family in this Part of Hindoftan. Connections with him arc eagerly fought after, as 
they arc thought to confer Honour ; he is much rcfpected himfelf, nor is his Rebellion agalnll 
Government looked on as a Crime; on the contrary, all of the Zemindars in the contiguous Dif- 
tricts are inclined to aflift him, and fome are even induced to follow his Example. 

I have given you my Opinions with Candour, and to the bed of my Judgment; in delivering ^ 
them, I have been guided folcly by a Defirc to promote, to the utrrioft of my Power, the Public 
Good. They miift appear to you difintcrefted, for if the Plan I fubmit to you is followed, the 
Occafion for my Services in this Part of the Vizier’s Dominions will I hope Ibon ccafe.

What Probability there may now be of ever receiving the Balance from the Begum, you (from 

her Letter to the Nabob) will be bcR able to judge; but I am clearly of Opinion, that whilft 
her Eunuchs Bahar and Jewar Ally Cawn remain Prifoners, and the Battalion continues here 
with any Reftraint on her, that fhe never will agree to pay a further Sum on the Score required; 
and indeed it appears to me only recoverable by moderate Means. If the Prifoners were releaf, 
cii, and the Troops withdrawn from her, I fancy Ihc would, in a Ihort Period, enter into a 
Negociation with you ; and on certain Terms be induced to pay the Sum wanted. 

Eoclofed I fend you the Copy of a Letter which 1 received this Morning from her. The 
Circumftance of her Servants quitting her for Want of Subfiftance is very certain and public ; 
and whether real or fictitious, I will not take upon me to determine j but I judge it neceflary to 
make you acquainted with the Circumfiance.

Extrail from Mr. Middleton’s Letter, dated 23d Odlobcr 1782. 

The moft material Objeil: I have to claim your Attention to, is the collateral Agreement con. 
eluded by me, on behalf of the Honourable the Governor General and Council, with the Houfe 
of Gopaul Dofs Sah and others, for their Security and Reimburfement in the Advance they were 
prevailed upon to make the Vizier, upon the Credit and Faith of this Ofiicc, for the Liquidation 
of his Excellency’s Debts to the Company, and which Subjed you will find ftated in my Addrefs 
to the Board of the 7th Ultimo. 

The Advance for which the Houfe of Gopaul Dofs Sah fingly and exclufivcly engaged was 
26, CO, 00c Rupees, which included the Balance of the Vizier’s Account Current with the Honour, 
able Company, as it flood before the additional Claim lately made out by the Accountant General, 
at the Prelidency, and fundry Army Debts of his Excellency, for which as they were an Excefs upon 
the original Eftimaie formed at the Commencement of the Year, no Provifion had been made. The 
other Sum of 26,00,000, for which Teeps were granted in Partnerfhip by Gopaul Dofs Buch Rauge 
Eukhar Chuncl, and Kifll-n Chund, payable by Inftallments, as exprefled in the Teeps, were intended 
as a Depofit in the Hands of the Governor General and Council, for the Liquidation of fuch Part of 
the additional Claim of 26,48,571 : 8 : 8, made out by the Accountant General, and tranfmitted to 
this Office in Oflober laft, as the Board, after taking into Confideration the Counter-claims, and 
Expeilations of the Vizier, (hould deem equitable. For further Information on this Head, permit me 
to refer you to the Contents of my Addrefs to the Honourable Board of the 7th September, to which 
1 have received no Reply. F'cr both thefe Sums the Vizier has palFed his feparate Obligations to 
the refpedive Parties, and has granted Affignments upon his Revenue for the Rc-payment. But 
this alone. Sir, would have gone a very little Way towards inducing the Shroffs to hazard I'o large a 
Property in the Nabob’s Funds, had not the Faith of our Government been alfo pledged for their 
collateral Security, which has been done by the ftrongeft verbal Afforances it was in my Power to 
give them in my Official Capacity ; and in the Cafe of Gopaul Dofs Sah, who is much deeper con- 
cerned than any of the others, a written Engagement to fupport him to the utmoft of my Power 
in the Recovery of his Debts, for which Almafs Ally Cawn Hands immediately and exclufively rc- 
fponfiblc. He has already paid him to the Amount of Nine Lacks, promifing Four more in 
the Courfe of Fifteen or I'wenty Days, and the remaining Thirteen Lacks he agrees to make good 
in tqual Kills, in the enfuing Three Months of Aughun, Phoos, and Maug, which I have not 
a Doubt of his punflually fulfilling, if you think proper to confirm the Affuranccs I have given, 
and yield' your Influence to the Support of them, which 1 perfuade myfdf you will fee the Pro- 
priety of, as well from a Principle of common Jufticc, as an Inducement to fimilar future 
Exertions, Ihould the Exigency of the Honourable Company’s Affijiirs at any Time call for 
thfm. The other Advance of Twenty-fix Lacks being fecured by Affignments upon reputable 
Aumils, I have little Fear of its being realized, without giving you any farther Trouble, than 
that of giving your Sanftion to the Meafurc, and octafionally making, ufe of the Influence of 
your Station, to expedite the Payment of the Kills, when the Aumils may Ihcw a Difpofition to 
be tardy.

that you may find Means to effect the Recovery of this Balance •, which, among other Balances, 
oriennally conftitutcd a Part of the Securities made over to Gopaul Dofs, for the Repayment of 
his^Advance to the Vizier for the Company’s Ulc, and fhould, I apprehend, if poffible, be re- 
alized for Almafs Ally Cawn, who has employed his own Credit upon the Faith of thole Funds 
for the immediate Satisfaction of Gopaul Dofs’s Debt.]

I have experienced great Embarraflment in treating with her, for, as the Mother of the Vizier, 
the People look up to her with Refpedi and any harlh Meafures practifed againft Women of hd 
high Rank create Difeoncent, and affect our national Character. Her Conduct in withholding his 
Excellency’s Patrimony, and during the Troubles at Benares, juftly loft her that Attention and 
Regard to which (he would have been otherwife entitled: Still me is the Mother of the Prince of 
the Country •, and the religious Prejudices of MulTulmen prevail too ftrongly in their Minds for 
them to forget her Situation. Superior Wifdom will guide your Meafures, and I (hall willingly 
execute. every Order I may receive; but I think it my Duty, and a Tribute I owe to the Confi. 
dcnce you have placed in me, freely and candidly to offer my Sentiments on fuch Subject as from 
a near View may prefent Difficulties that would not occur to Perfons at a Diftance. 

I would recommend every pcrfoafive Argument might be urged to the Begum to induce her to 
fulfil her Engagements. I would even endeavour to convince her that it was intended to renew 
the Reftraints upon her ; but I really think it not advifeable to, carry them into Execution.

I have had the Honour to receive your Letters ; — ^Whereas the Profperity and Welfare of the 
Vizier’s Affairs are the earneft Wifti of the Governor General, I have, in obedience to my Inftruc* 
tions, reprefnted to his Excellency that I ftiould conform to his Pleafurc in whatever he might 
think proper to dircfl. I am happy to convey his Commands, that Major Gilpin fliall, on the 
Arrival of Auffrein Ally Cawn, march from Fyzabad, and immediately releafe Bahar Ally Cawn • 
and Joaluir Ally Cawn. This Meafurc affords me the greater Pleafurc, as I am perfuaded, from 
the kind Exprefllons in your Letters, of the Regard you entertain for the Vizier, being dearer to 
you than Life, that you will in future confute and chcrilh his Interefts. 

It is probable the Vizier would have continued the Reftraints upon your Excellency, if the 
Governor General had nor, out of Refpcdl for the Ties which bind you, and from a natural Bene- 
volence of Difpofition, given his Aflcnt. The 'ftri£f Alliance fubfifting between the Governor

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General and the Vizier will ever render an Union of Councils and Mcafures the Line of Conduft 
of both Governments. And it is a moft pleafihg Circumftance to me, to convey the Governor 
General’s Approbation of the Reftoration of your Excellency to the Dignity and Gonfeqdencc to 
which your high Rank and Birth iuftly entitle you. 

I beg leave to return my Thanks for the Senfe you exprefs of the becoming Condudl of M ijor 
Gilpin in the Execution of his Duty. 

Permit me to remind your Excellency, that there is ftill a Balance of above Five Lacks due, on 
Account of your Engagements ; and as you promifed, immediately on the Enlargement of yo(,f 
Eunuchs, to pay that Sum, I hope you will excufe my Solicitations and AlTurances, that by a Com- 
pliance you will render a Service both to the Vizier and the Company, whofc Affairs at prdent 
require the Afllftance of every pecuniary Aid.

Extraft of a General Letter from the Prefident and Council at Calcutta, in Bengal, to the 
Seleft Committee of the Honourable the Court of DtreAors, dated 30th Sept. 1 765. 

^ (4) [^Honourable Sirs, 

I. rjpH E accompinying Proceedings of the Seleft Committee will explain our Motives for pur- 
A chaAog the Admir^ Stevens to convey to your Hands thefe Difpatches, which we hope will 
be deemed of fufiicieot Iniportance to merit any extraordinary Expence therein incurred, an Ex- 
j)enee which we flatter ouiwves will be folly defrayed by the valuaDle Cargo me carries home at 
this early Seafon. 

a. By the General Letter of this Date you will be informed by the Prefident and Council of 
every nuterial Concern that has been tranfafled before the Board. At the fame Time we beg Leave 
to refer to the Letters difpacched by the Vanfittart and Bute (whereof Duplicates are now enclofed) 
for a Detail of the Military Operations, Political Occurrences, and cfpecially the very important 
Tranfaflions previous to our Arrival, and fubfequent to the Death of Meer Jaffier : An Event 
that furnilbed themoft glorious Opportunity of cflablilhing your Influence and Power on fo fotid 
a Bafis as muft Toon have rendered the Englifli Eaft India Company the mod potent Comtnercial 
Body that ever flourilhed at any Period of Time. 

3. It is from a due &nfe of. the Regard we owe and profefs to your Interefls and to our own 
Honour, that we think it indifpenfably neceflary to lay open to your View a Series of Tranfaflions 
too notorioufljr known to be fupprefled, and too affefling to your Intereft, to the national Charafler, 
and to the Exiftence of the Company in Bengal, to eicape unnoticed and uncenfured. Tranl^ 
iftions which feem to demonftrate, that every Spring of this Government was fmeared with Cor- 
ruption, that Principles of Rapacity and OppreEion univerfally prevailed, and that every Spark of 
Sentiment and publick Spirit was loft and extinguiflied in the unbounded Lull of unmerited Wealth. 

4. To illullrate thefe Pofitions we muft exhibit to- your View a moll unpleaflng Variety of 
Complaints, Inquiries, Accufations, and,Vindications, the Particulars of which arc entered in our 
Proceedings, and the Appendix } afluring you, that we undertake this Talk with peculiar Re- 
luAance, from the perlbnal Regard we entertain for fomc of the Gentlemen whofc Charaflcrs will 
appear to be deeply aSefled. 

5. At Fort St. George we received the Firft Advices of the Demife of Mcer Jaffier, and of 
Shuja powlah’s Defeat. It was there firmly imagined that no definitive Meafurcs would be taken, 
either in reljpcdk w a Peace, or filling the Vacancy in the Nizamut, before our Arrival; as the 
Lapwing arrived in the Month of January with your general Ixttcr, and the Appointment of a 
Committee with exprefs Powers to that Purpolev for the fuccefsful Exertion of which, the 
nappieft Occafion rtow offored. However, a contray Refolution lyrailed in the Council. The 
Opportunity of acquiring immenfe Fortunes was too inviting to be Mjlflfled, and the Ten^^tion 
too powerful to be refilled, ijl Treaty was hallily drawn up by the Board, or rather tran^n>ed, 
with few unimportant Additions, frqpi ^hat concluded with Mcer Jaffier ; and a Deputation,, 
confiftingof ^^flrs. Johnftone f^nior, Middleton, and Lcyccllcr, appointed to ratfe the Natural 
Son of tnedecealed Nabob to the Subahdarry, in prejudice of the Claim of the Grandfon: And 
for this Meafure fuch Reafons ^re affigned as ought to have dictated a diametrically oppofite 
Refolution. Miran's ^n was ,a Minor, which Circumllance alone would have naturally browht 
ilie whole Adminiftration into pu^ Hands at a Junfture when it became indifpenfably itt^flary 
we mould realize that Shadow Power and Influence, which haviqg no folid Founda^Mras • 
expofed to the Danger of being, annihilated by the Firft Stroke of adverfe Fortune. But this 
Inconfjftencc wm nOt regarded; nor was it material to the Vicw 4 for precipitating the Treaty, 
w^icli was. prefled on the young Nabob at the Firft Interview, in fo earneft and indelicate a 
'banner, as highly dirgullcd him and chagrined his Minillcrs ; while not a Single Rupee was 
tipuiatcd for the Company, whofe Interefts were facrificed .thar their Servants might revet in the 

polls of a Treafury before impoverllhed, but now totally cxhaiifted.

But, that not the leaft Shadow of a Doubt might remain of the Candour and 
Equity of the Mcafures we purfued, we readily confented that the fame Mootyram might be re- 
examined in the Prefence of the Co un cil, where he...CMi&MMd,- without Contradiflion or Evaiion, 
every material Circumftance fet forth in his firft Evidence. The Remainder of Mr. Johnflone’s 
Minute, you will perceive, doth not affefl the Committee as a Body. It confiks entirely of perfo- 
nal Inve^ive, loofe and virulent Declamation, the genuine Edefls of enraged Difappointment and 
Deteflion. Yet (hould any Thing further be required in Anfwcr, beg Leave to refer you to the 
Replies made by Lord Clive and the Members oi the Committee, which we flatter ourfclvcs will 
appear full and explicit. 

12. One Circumftance more occurs in theCourfe of thofe Gentlemen’s Minute, that merits our 
Obfervnion. It is declared by Mr.’ Leycefter upon Oath, that he did not receive the Prefent in- 
tended him by Mahomed Reza Cawn, and that his Letters will dtmonllrate his Intention was to have 
refufed it. This is a Faft, of the Truth of which we entertain not the Icaft Doubt •, but it proves 
nothing more than that Mr. Leycefter would not' receive a Sutn of Money after the Covenants had 
been enforced by the Committee, and an Enquiry fet on Foot eonctrning the Diftribution of that 
very Money, a Part of which was now privately tendered back to Mahomed Reza Cawn. He will 
not deny, that he knew of the intended Prefent when he was at Coffimbuzar : The Letters of McflT. 
Senior and Middleton prove that he did. He will not deny, that Bills, to the Amount of 50,000 
Rupees, were made out in his Name : Their being now offered back to Maliomed Reza Cawn, and 
Mootyram’s being detected in the Fa£t, evince It. The Whole therefore of this folemn Afleveration 
amounts only to an Evaiion, in refpeA to Time and Circumftances, which no way affedt the Na- 
ture of the Adi itfclf. 

15. Having now explained the Origin and Progtefs of this difagreeable Enquiry, we beg Leave to 
touch upon a few Circumftances in juftifleation of the Lenity of our Opinions delivered, and Refolu- 
tions entered in the Committee Proceedings of the 21ft of June. And here we muft obferve, that 
noewithftanding we believed a Reformation of Abufes to be adlually our Duty, yet we could not 
think the fame Duty neccflarily extended to the PuniOiment of Tran%;reflion$. We owed a Re- 
gard to the Perfbn! an^ Charadlets of fome of th,e Gentlemen concerned, who muft fuffer ex- 
tremely by a Sufpenflon or Difmiflion. The great Objedls pf ogr Wilbes were, that your Service 
might in future be condiidled with Integrity, Diligence, and CEconomy, without a Retrofpedt 
to the pad where it could be avoided. The Subjedl inde^ of the prefent Enquiry was fo recent, 
it was of fo interefting a Nature to the Publick, and came recommended to us, or rather was forced 
upon us, with fuch peculiar Circumftances, as rendered our .Proceeding to a Scrutiny neceflary to 
our own Reputatiofl ( but the Severity of Judgement and Decjfiop, which would bar# luft ,fi> great 
a Void in your Countih .was not equally, npceflary uitber to y ow 1 nterqft pf to our Honour* Such

OuiT ^ Committee invefted with extraordinary Powers by the Court of 

pircAors, conilantly enga^d in reforming the Abufes which had crept into the feveral 

pepartineotsofmi Government. The important Work has been llcadily proieciited with Zeal, 
piligence, and D^^ptereftednefs on our Pacts and the Succefs of our Labours gives us Reafon to 
hope that our Employers will be of Opinion wc have eftablifhed many ufeful and necelTary Regu- 
lations. Many others however are dill wanting to complete our Plan*, but I doubt not that the 
liime Principles, which have hitherto guided our Conduft, will continue to direft and to juftify 
the Mcafbrcs we have yet to purfue. 

To place the Prefident in luch a Situation as will render his Government completely honour- 
able to himfelf, and advantageous to the Company, appears to me an Objc<5l of as much Confe- 
quence as any that has been taken into our Confide ration. To * here fuch immenfe Revenues arc • sic in Orig. 
concerned where Power and Authority are fo enlarged, and where the Eye of Jufticc and Equity 
fliould be ever watchful, a Governor ought not to be embarrafied with private Bufinefs ; he ought 
to be free from every Occupation in which his Judgment can poflibly be biafled by his loiereft. 

The extenfive commercial Affairs, the Study of the Finances, the Politics of the Country, the 
Epiftolary Corrclpondcnce, the Proceedings of Council and Committee, thefe arc fufficient to 
employ every Moment of his Time, and 1 am confident that they cannot be conduced with the 
requifite Attention to the Company’s Interell, if the Mind of the Governor be diverted by com- 
plicated mercantile Accounts of his own. 

If we look back upon thofc unhappy Diflentions which have frequently brought the Com- 
pany’s Poffeflions in Bengal almoft to the Point of Defirudion, wc fiiall find that they have gene- 
rally proceeded from the Condud of Governors, who, too eager in Purfuit of private Intcrcft, 
have involved thcmfclvcs in Affairs which could not be reconciled to the firid Principles of In- 
tegrity. To prevent Scrutinies and Difeoveries which might in any Degree affed their Honour, 
they have frequently been reduced to the Neccffity of conniving at Abufes which would otherwile 
have been brought to light, and remedied. The Welfare of this great Company (hould be the foie 
Study of a Governor attached to that Point alone, his Mcafures could never be thwarted by the 
Malice of Oppofition, bccaufc they would all be propofed for the Publick Good ■, and Adions 
will always be juftified or condemned from the Principles on which they arc founded. 

Such a State of Independency and Honour muft be highly eligible to a Governor; and in 
my Opinion, it can only be acquired by cutting off all Poflibility of his benefiting himfelf cither 
by Trade or by that Influence which his Power neceflarily gives him in thefe opulent Provinces. 

I therefore propofe, that the Governor lhall, in the moll public Manner, in the Prefence of 
all the Company’s Servants, the Mayor and Aldermen, and free Merchants, affembicd at the 
Mayor’s Court, take the Oath and execute the Penalty Bond hereunto annexed. I'hc Confi- 
deration 1 have propofed, is One anti One Eighth per Cent, upon the Revenues collcdcd, except- 
ing thofc arifing from the Company’s own l.ands at Calcutta, Burdwan, Midnapore, and Chit- 
tagong. 

Although by thefe Means a Governor will not be able to amafs a Fortune of a Million or Half 
a Million in the Space of I'wo or Three Years, yet he will acquire a very handfoinc Imlcpcndcncy, 
and be in that very Situation which a Man of nice Honour, and true Zeal for the Service, would 
wifh to podefs ; Thus fituated, he may defy all Oppofition in Council; he will have nothing 
to afle, nothing to propofe, but what he means for the A'ivamage of his Employers ; he may 
defy tlie Law, becaufe thefe * can be no Foundation for a Bill of Difeovery, and he may defy the * in Otig. 
Oblot^uy of the World, bccaufc thefe t can be nothing cenfurablc in his Condudl. In (hurt, if tsklnOrig. 
Stability can be infured to fuch a Government as this, where Riches have been acquired in 
Abundance, in a fmall ^ace of Time, by all Ways and Means, and by Men witli or without

Extraft of a Letter from the Prefident and Counc^at Fort William to the Court of Direftors, 

dated 5th and 9th Dewmber 1766. 

8. pURTHER to enforce the Spirit of your Inftruftions contained in Paragraphs loth, iith and 
" 1 2th of your feparate Letter, under Date the 24th December 1765, we fleliberated on the 
propereft Mcafurcs for reftraining that pernicious Influence which enables a Commercial Governor of 
this Settlement, in a Manner, to engrofs in his own Hands the whole Trade of this Country. I he 
Prefideni’s Minute entered in our Proceedings the 19th of September, very clearly and forcibly cx- 
prefles the many falutary Effefts that muft arife to the Company and the Publick, from placing the 
Governor in fo affluent and refpeftable a Situation, that his Attention lhall no longer be diftrafted 
with the perplexing Cares of an extenfive Trade, nor diverted from the Duty of his Station hy 
too clofe an Application to Ways and Means of promoting his own private Intereft. He is now 
to renounce all Concerns in every Branch of Commerce. By a folemn Oath, and Penal Bond tof 
150,000!. executed in Prefence of the Mayor’s Court, the Company’s Servants and the other In- 
habitants of the Prcfidcncy, he is reftrifted from every poflible Method of accumulating Wealthi 
ami even from the lending out Money at more than the common Rate of Intereft, or otherwife 

9 , enlarging 
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enlarging his Fortune except by the regular and ftated Appointments of his Office. We have 
not only bound him down by the ftrongcfl; Ties of Law, of Hoi^our^ and of Confciencc j but v\e 
Iiave endeavroured to remove every Temptation to exceed the Limits prefcribeci, by rendering; tl-c 
Emoluments of Appointment fuitablc to the Rank he holds in the Settlement, the Dignify Irj 
mnrt neccflarily maintain in the Eyes of the Natives, and the Profpeft of Indepcndancc which l.c 
ought to enjoy at the CJofe of a long Courfe of faithful Service, 

For thefe Purpofes we have affigned to your Governor a Commiflion of One and One Eighth upon 
all the Revenues of which the Company arc Colicitors for the King, the Confulage on Coral, the 
Duties on Coinage, and fuch otJier Emoluments and Perquifites as the Court of Directors luve 
ufually annexed to his Station and Office. As the Prcfidcnc's own Words arc the molt exprefiivc 
of the Meaning of the Committee, we beg Leave to quote the following Paragraph of his Loid- 
fhip’s Minutes, in which he enumerates the happy Confcqucnces that nnirt: rellilt from divclling 
the Prefident of all other Cares than thofe of his Station. 

“ Although by thefe Means a Governor will not be able to amafs a Million or Half a Million 
w in the Space of Two or Three Years, yet he will acquire a very handlbme Independency, and 
« be in that very Situation which a Man of nice Honour and true Zeal for the Service would 
“ wifh to poffefs. Thus fituated, he may defy all Oppofition in Council ; he will have nothing 
« to afle, nothing to propofe, but what he means for the Advantage of his Employers. He may 
defy the Law, bccaufc there can be no Foundation for a Bill of Difeovery ; and he may defy 
the Obloquy of the World, becaulc there can be nothing ccnfurablc in his Conduft. In fliorr, 

« if Stability can be infured to fuch a Government as this, where Kiclies have been acquired in 
‘‘ Abundance in a fliort Space of Time, by all Ways and Means, and by Men with or without 
“ Capacities, it muft be effcAcd by a Governor thus reftrifted.”

In Obedience to your Commands, fignified to me in your Letter of the 24th inttant, I have the 
Satisfadion to acquaint you, that I have this Morning feized the Perfons of Mahomed Reza Cawn, 
and his Dewan, Aumrut Sing, and placed proper Guards upon their Houfes and EfTeds. 

As you were pleafed to intimate your Wifh, that 1 ftiould avoid a perfonal Interview with the 
Nabob, I deputed Mr. Anderfon, One of my Aflittants, to wait upon him with a Letter from 
me, and to communicate the difagrccable Orders I had received regarding him ; at the fame Time 
an Officer, with Eight Companies of Sepoys, was detached from the Brigade, to expedite the 
Execution of thefe Ordcis, and to guard againft any evil Confequcnces which might have en- 
filed in the City. Apprehending that this Alarm would occafion feme Difturbance, I went myfclf 
with a Part of this Force, joined to fome Companies of Pergunnah Sepoys, to the Kellah, with a 
View to explain the Matter to the young Nabob, and to obviate any Confternation or Surprize 
which might have feized him, from an Event thus fudden and unexpeded, and at the fame 1 ime 
to prevent any Irregularities which, at this critical Jundure, the Nizemul Scapoys, or the Nabob’s 
own Servants, might have been tempted to commit; but 1 had the Satisfadion to find, that 
however prudent Circumftances might have made ihcfc Meafures appear, there was in Fad no 
abfolute Ncceffity for their Adoption, for I did not difeover the Icalt Tendency to Tumult or 
Diforder througliout his Excellency’s Dependants; and fo little Inclination did Mahomed Reza 
Cawn Ihcw to oppofe or impede the immediate Execution of your Orders, that he was no fooner 
acquainted with the Purport of them, than he made a voluntary Ref^nation of himfclf and Effeds 
to the Officer* to the Officer who was deputed to take him into Cuftody. And here I ftiould not 
do Juftice to the calm Submiffion with which he met his unhappy Fate, was I not to notice the 
Keadinefs he manifefted to comply with your Orders in their fullcft Extent; and fo far from 
wilhing to protraft the Period of his Departure from hence, I can venture to aflure you, you can- 
not be more impatient for his Arrival in Calcutta than be appears to be^; and he accordingly 
j'rocccds on his Journey To-night under an Efcort of Two Companies of Sepoys, commanded by 
Lieutenant Lucas.

Refolved, That they cannot, confidently with the Orders of the Company, and his prefent 
Situation, receive him with the Honours which were ufually paid him on the Occafion of his former

iiillained by his Mifmanagement and corrupt Adminidration. 

Refolved in confequence. That Mr. Graham be appointed to wait upon his Excellency on his 
Arrival at Chitporc \ and upon that Gentleman’s Motion for particular Indrudions to regulate 
his Condud in the Difcharge of fo irkfomc a Duty, 

The Board is of Opinion, he fhould be furnidied with a Letter from the Governor to the fol- 
lowing Purport. 

Copy of a Letter from the Governor to the Nabob Mahomed Reza Cawn, 

I have already, in a former Letter, acquainted you in Part with the Orders which I have 
received from the Company : The particular Caufes which have induced the Company to require 
your Prefence in Calcutta you will be informed of verbally by Mr. Graham, whom 1 havedeputedi 
for that Purpofe to meet you, and to give you fuch Adurances of the equitable Intentions of the 
Company, as the Occafion may require. 

And that he further inform the Nabob, in general Terms, of the Heads of the Accufations laid 
to his Charge, which will afterwards be properly digeded and delivered to him in Writing. He is 
alfo to acquaint his Excellency, that it is left at his Option, cither to remain at Chitporc, or pro- 
ceed to his Houfc in Calcutta: And (hould he find the Nabob under any Apprehenlion or Alarm 
for the Safety of his Perfon, he is to remove fuch wrong Imprcdions, by giving him full Adurance 
of his perfonal Safety : And further, to didipate all groundlefs Fears, it becomes necedary he 
(hould give his Excellency a competent Idea of the Honourable Company’s Intention in his Sei- 
zure, which is merely to render him amenable to a due Courfe of Judicc. 

The Prefidenr, Mr. Alderfey, Mr. Harris, and Mr, Goodwin, beg Leave to enter their Diflencs 
the lad Refolution. 

I think that deputing a Member of the Council to meet Mahomed Reza Cawn at Chitporc, 
though not meant as a Mark of Refpeft by the Board, mud have that Appearance in the Eyes of 
vrople in general v and I apprehend the Company will alfo deem it as fuch, which I take to be 
ottprefsly contrary to their Intentions, as well as inconfidcnt with the Circumdances and Situation 
M. R. Cawn at prefent is in; whereas I take it to be the Meaning of the Company, by their having 
pleafed to dived M. R. Cawn of his Office, and ordering his Perfon, with his Relations, 
"tpendantjf, and Adherents to be feized and brought down to Calcutta, and that Meafures be 
*^ken to prevent their making their Efcape, that no Honors whatever, or even the Appearance 
j*f them, can or ought to be ffiewn him : Befides, it may have fuch an Effeft with the Natives that

For thell- Rcafons, 1 mud beg Leave to enter my Diflent to the Rcfolution of the Majority of 
the Board, for deputing One of its Members with the Letter from the Governor to M. R. c, 
which 1 tliink would have a better Appearance if conveyed to him through the Secretary, as pro! 
pofed by the I’refidcnt, or through the Pcrfian Tranflator.

The Prcfidcnt having informed us, that he had in Part put in Execution the Orders of the 
Honourable Comp.any addrclled to him direft by their Sclent Committee, in a feparate Letter 
per Lapwing, enjoining him to feize and fecure the Perfons of Mahomed Reza Cawn, his Rela. 
tions, Dependants, and Adherents, and that the faid Mahomed Reza Cawn, with his Dewan, arc 
on their Way to the Prefidency as Prifoners, under Charge of an Officer’s Party j it appears to me 
that he thereby fuffers the moft apparent Marks of Difgrace, and their Dirpleafure > that the 
deputing therefore a Member of the Board to receive him on his Arrival, is but an ill Compli- 
ment to him in his prefent Situation ■, and as,- whilft labouring under the ferious and heavy 
Charges picfcrrcd againll him by the Honourable Company, he muft be confidered as a Culprit 
till he has vindicated his Conduct, he cannot, with Propriety, receive the Honours heretofore due 
to his Station ; confequcntly, as a Member of that Tribunal before which he is to prove his Inno- 
cence or Hand condemned, I ftiould objeft to vifiting him in my public Capacity. The Intention 
of the Majority of this Board to confolc him thereby under his Misfortunes, I am convinced pro- 
cceds from the moll humane Sentiments •, but 1 Ihould fuppofe the AflTu ranees from the Prefident 
of a candid and fair Trial, with the moll juft and equitable Decilion, ought to be deemed fuffi.

In my Opinion, there will be a manifeft Impropriety in deputing a Member of the Adminillration 
to Mahomed Reza Cawn on his Arrival at Chitporc or at thcTrcfidency, as 1 cannot help think- 
ing that it may be regarded in the l-ight of a Compliment at leall, and that every Appearance of 
that Kind Ihould be avoided, as totally inconfiftent with the Intentions of our Employers, both 
as to the Mode they have preferibed for making a Scrutiny into the Conduft of that Miniftcr, as 
Naib Dewan and Naib Subah, and the Tendency that any Mark of Rcfpedl paid to him under 
his prefent Circumltanccs may have to difappoint thofe Intentions, or render it the more difficult 
to execute the exprefs Commands we have received from the Court of Dire.ftors by the Lapwing 
P.icket i and that whatever it may be thought ncceflary to communicate from the Board to Ma- 
homed Reza Cawn, on his Arrival at the Prclidcncy, Ihould be done by the Hands of their Secre- 
tary, or Pcrfian Interpreter.

The Prefident thinks it his Duty to minute, that thc'Second Rcfolution has paflTed without his 
AITcnt ; he wilhes to Ihcw Mahomed Reza Cawn every Mark of Attention, and even of Kefpcdl, 
due to the Station which he has fo lately filled in the Adminillration of the Provinces, and Hill 
proper, while his Condudl is only a Subjedl of Enquiry ; he alfo thinks it becoming the Dignity 
and Juftice of the Government to give him fuch AlTurances as a Man in his Situation may ftand 
in Need of, whole Ideas of the Confequcnces of minifterial Difgrace have been originally formed 
on the Defpotifm and Violence of Afiatic Manners ; that however rigidly we may profecute the 
Enquiries which the Company have ordered to be made into his Conduil, no pcrl'onaf Ill-will 
lhall be allowed to take place againft him, and that equal and ftrift Juftice (hall be Ihewn to him; 
to this Eftlift the Prefident has already written a Letter to Mahomed Reza Cawn. 

But however he may approve of fuch private Intimations, he is of Opinion that any publick 
Shew of Rclpcdl to M. R. Cawn in his prefent Circumltanccs will be inconfiftent with the Rellraint 
which has been impofed upon him, and may counteraA the End intended by it, in creating an 
Opinion in the Minds of the Publick that his Power is but fufpended, and thereby difcouragc thofe 
who may have Complaints to prefer againft him, by the Fear of their falling hereafter under the 
Eftedls of his Rcfentmcnt. He alfo thinks it very unbecoming the Character and Dignity of a 
Member of this Adminillration to be employed in a publick Deputation to a Man who Hands 
accufed by the Court of Direftors thcmfclvcs of the moft criminal Condufl. ^ 

Since however the Majority of the Board have refolvcd otherwilc, he thinks it very proper that 
Mahomed Reza Cawn Ihould, on this Occafion, be apprized verbally, and in general Terms, of 
the Articles which have been laid to his Charge.

Read again the Proceedings of the 28th ultimo. 

Mr. Graham lays before the Board the following Report of his Interview with the Nabob Ma- 
homed Reza Cawn, in confequcncc of their Orders of the 28th ultimo. 

In obedience to the Refolution and Inflrudions of the Board recorded on the Confultation of 
the 28th ultimo, I proceeded Ycftcrday Evening to Chitporc, where the Nabob M. R. Cawn 
had arrived fome Hours before. I introduced tlie Purpolc of my Million, by delivering to him 
the PrefidenPs Letter, which he had no fooncr perufed, than he teftified an Eagernefs to learn 
what were the Caufes of his Seizure. I related them to him as briefly and diftindly as I could ; 
and when I had gone through the Whole, he faid he would reply to the PrefidenPs Letter*, but 
that I might alio acquaint him, that he held himfclf greatly indebted for this Mark of Jullicc 
and Humanity : For that until he was thus apprized, the Siiddennefs of his Seizure, at a I'imc 
he expeded to have been fuinmoncd to Calcutta, had filled his Mind with the greateft Anxiety j 
but that now he was fatisficcl he would have Jufticc done him. 

Upon my telling the Nabob, that the Company look to the Board to obtain them Satisfadion 
for the Injuries they conceive their Affairs to have fuftained by his Mifmanagemcnt and Mal-admini- 
ftration *, he replied, that he too confidcrcd the Board as his Judges, to do Jufticc between the 
Company and him ; that he hoped he would foon be furniflied with an exad Copy of the Ac- 
cufations againft him, to which he would deliver in an Anfwcr •, and upon which the Enquiry 
might be taken up and profccutcd *, that he further hoped, as he was now in waiting on the Board's 
Pleafure, he fhoukl be confronted with his Accufers •, and that they would be obliged to prove 
the Charges they had lodged with the Company, to the Prejudice of his Honour and good Name. 

When I informed him, that he would be called upon to account for the Balances of Dacca 
whilft he was Renter of that Province, he dcfircd that the Tohud (Contraft) under his Seal 
might be fent for from the Khalfa, together with the Account Jumma Waflil Bakee (Settlement 
Collcftions and Balances) for the Bengal Years 1170 and 1171, and that according to thefc Do- 
cuments he would be ready to anfwer to this Charge. 

When he was apprized that an Enquiry into the Application of the Nabob’s Stipends would 
form One Branch of the Scrutiny, he defired it might be remarked, that he had no Concern in 
the Management of the Iloufchold of the Nabobs Nejim o* Dowla and Syfe ul Dowla, or in the 
Dilburicmcnt of their Mccr Sum any Expcnccs j but that the Sepoy Allowance he had always 
diiburfcd agreeably to 'Freaty. 

The Intimation of being deprived of his Office feemed to ftrike the Nabob with a Degree of 
Surprize ; but, after a few Minutes Recollection, he obferved, that the Company had a Right to 
decide as they thought proper, and to pronounce the Period of his Services ; but that he could 
not help exprcffing his Affliction at having been fo much mifreprefented to them. 

The Nabob infilled a good deal more on the SubjeCt of the Enquiry ; which all tended to exprefs 
his Anxiety for an Opportunity being aflorded him of juftifying- his Character from the pi'efent 
heavy Reproaches. 

. As to the Option of remaining at Chitporc or coming into Town, the Nabob only replied, 
that he fhoukl be glad to repofe a few Days at the former Place ; for notwithftanding my Affurance 
that it refted entirely with himfelf to determine, he did not feem perfuaded that it was a Point 
on which he could have a Choice whilft he continued in his prefent^Situation. 

Upon leaving the Nabob, 1 diredted Lieutenant Lucas to remain at Chitporc until he fhould 
receive further Orders from the Governor, and in the Interim ftriClly to adhere to the Inftrudions 
he had received from Mr. Middleton with refpeCt to his ConduCt towards the Nabob.

Though we have not a Doubt but that, by the Exertion of your Abilities, and the 
Cafe and Afiiduity of our Servants in the Superintendency of the Revenues, the Colleaions will be 
condufted with more Advantage to the Company and Eafe to the Natives, than by means of a 
Naib Dewan, we are fully fenfible of the Expediency of fupporting fome oftcnfible Minifter in the 
Company’s Intcrcft at the Nabob’s Court, to tranfaft the political Affairs of the Circar, and inter- 
pofe between the Company and the Subjeas of any European Power, in all Cafes wherein they 
may thwart our Intcred, or encroach on our Authority ; and as Mahomed Reza Cawn can no 
longer be confidcrcd by us as one to whom fuch aPower can fafely be committed, we iruft to your 
local Knowledge, the Selection of fome Perfon well qualified for the Affairs of Government, and 
of whofc Attadimcnt to the Company you fliall be well alfured — Such Perfon you will recom- 
mend to the Nabob, to fuccced Mahomed Reza, as Minifter of the Govenimfnt, and Guardian 
of the Nabob’s Minority •, and we perfuade ourfelvcs, that the Nabob will pay fuch Regard to 
your Recommendation as to inveft him with the neceflary Power and Authority. 

25. As the Advantages which the Company may receive from the Appointment of fucli Mi- 
nifter will depend upon his Readinefs to promote our Views and advance our Intcrcft, we arc willinj* 
to allow him fo Tibet al a Gratification as may excite his Zeal, and tnfure his Attachment to the 
Company •, wc theiefore empower you to grant to the Perfon, whom you ftiall think worthy of 
this Triift, an annual Allowance, not exceeding Three Lacks of Rupees, which we confider not 
only as a munificent Reward for any Services he fliall render the Company, but fufficient to en- 
able him to fupport his Station with fuitable Rank and Dignity. And here wc myft add, that in 
the Choice you (hall make of a Perfon to be the aflive Minifter of the Nabob’s Government, we 
hope and truft, that you will fticw yourfclves worthy of the Confidence we have placed in you, by 
being aaiuted therein by no other Motives than thofc of the public Good, and the Safety and 
liueieft of the Company.

^ intendency of the Nabob’s Education, the Management of his lioufchold. the Regulation of iiis 
Expences, the Reprefentation of his Perfon, the Chief Adminiftration of Juftice, the Ifluing of 
all Orders, and Direftion of all Meafurcs which refpeft the Government and Police of the Pro- 
vinces, the Conduct of all publick Negociations, and Execution of Treaties in a Word, every 
Branch of Executive Government. We do not mention the Military Command, that having been 
by Treaty ceded to the Company : But even this great Charge cannot be wholly alienated from the 
Naib Soubah, if there is one 5 fincc, by virtue of his Office, it is his Name which muft authorife 
every Adi of Compulfion with regard to the European Companies.] By the Exercife of 
fuch extenfive Powers united in the ume Perfon, the Rights and Prerogatives of the ancient Go- 
vernment will ftill be preferved, and the Minds of the People, inllead of being familiarized to the 
Authority of the Company, will be taught to look forward to the Time when the Nabob (hall 
refume the Sovereignty and State of his PrcdccclTors, from which his prclent Youth excludes 
him. 

We are not informed what Line our Superiors mean to purfue on the Conclufion of the Nabob’s 
Minority. We can plainly fee, that whatever Faith may be due to the Treaties fubfifting on 
Grounds of very controvertible Authority, a divided Government cannot lad, but muft be pro- 
dudlive of continual Contefts, and end at length in a Scene of Bloodlhcd, like that which we have 
once already experienced. For thefe Reafons, it is our Duty to fuppofe the PolTibility of a total 
Change of Government, by Degrees, taking place, which (hall fubftitute the real Power which 
protedls this Country, in the Place of that which claims PolTclTion'of it by a Right it is unable 
to alTcrt or fupport j and to provide for the gradual Completion of it by fuch Means as can be 
regularly and juftifiably exerted. The Nabw’s Minority incontcftably affords us fuch Means i 
fiace whatever Share of Authority we (hould leave in his liands, or whatever Portion of the 
public Revenue we (hould allow for his Ufc, were to prove of no Beneiic' to him \ the former 
would be ufurped to gratify the Purpofes of private Ambition, and employed perhaps to his 
Deftruflion ) the latter would be diffipated by the Minions of his Court. In whofe Hands can 
both reft with fuch Propriety as in ihofe to which they naturally belong ? And if, at the Expi- 
ration of the Term which (hall be fixed to his Minority, it fliall then be refolvcd to refign to him 
the Authority which his Rank and Station may claim, fuch a Ceftion will have fo much the more 
Merit as the Temptation and Means of withholding are the greater.

Wc know no Perfon fo fit for theTruft of Guardian to the Nabob as the Widow of the 
Ltc Nabob Jaffier Ally Cawn, Minnee Begum her Rank may give' her a Claim to this Pre- 
eminence, without Hazard to our own Policy s nor will it be found incompatible with the Rules 
prcfcribed to her Sex by the Laws and Manners of her Country, as her Authority will be con- 
fined to the Walls of the Nabob’s Palace, and the Dewan will ad of courfe in all Cafes in which 
llie cannot perlbnally appear. Great Abilities are not to be expeded in a Zennana, but in thefe 
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nic is very far from Wng deficient, nor is any extraordinary R«ach of Underftanding requifite for 
fo limited an Employ. She is faid to have acquired a great Afcendant ov«r the Spiru .of the 
Nabob beinp the only Pcribn of whom he ftands in any Kind of Awe *, a Circumitance highly 
necefla^y for ’fulfilling the chief Part of her Duty in direfting his Education and Conduft, which 
appear to have been hitherto much neglcded.

It is very e vident from thefe Orders, that it was the Intention of the Court of Diredors to make 
an entire Reformation in the Government of thefe Provinces, and to begin with the Abolition of 
that /\uihority wliich had been cftablilhed in it during the Courfc of tire lall Seven Years. Indeed, 
if this had not been exprelTcd, it mull neceflarily have been implied in their Commands, fince it 
was not to be expeded that a new Plan of Government could effcclually take Place while the 
Influence of the former fubfifted. The fame Man, till lately, had the Charge of the Nabob’s 
Houlchold, the foie Application of his vaft Stipend, the Adminillration of Juftice, and the Col- 
ledion of the Revenues of the Province-, in a Word, every Branch of the Adminiftration was cen- 
tered in the Pcifon of Mahomed Reza Cawn. 

It is true that his Authority was much diminilhed in the Colledions by the Inftitution of the 
Suiicrvilbrs •, but he ftill retained an Influence in moll Parts of the Province, and on fome his 
fetrec Power was even fuperior to that of the Supervifor. In the Diredion of the Nabob’s 
I loofchold, lie aded without Check or Controul. The Nabob’s Servants were all of his Appoint- 
menf, bis Crcatuics and Dependants. Thefe ftill continue in Charge of the Nabob’s Perfon, 
and in Pofleffion of his Mind, which they may be naturally fuppofed to bend to fuch Inclinations 
and Purpoles as may bell fuit the Views and Intercfts of their Patron, 

Thele Reafons will juftify the Nomination of a Man to fupply the Place of the late Nabob 
Soobah, who is known to be his moft violent Opponent, and rnoft capable of oppofing him. h 
is not pretended that thefe Ends are to he obtained merely from the Abilities of Rajah Goordalii. 
His Youth and Inexperience render him, although unexceptionable in other Refpeds, inadequate 
to the real Piirpofes of his Appointment; but his Father hath all the Abilities, Perfeverance, and 
Temper re(]uifite for fuch Ends in a Degree perhaps exceeding any Man in Bengal. Thefe 
Talents heretofore made him obnoxious to Government itlelf, and therefore it might be thought 
unlafe to trull lum with an Authority fo nc.nr the Nabob, whom he might infpirc with his own 
Ambition, and .ilTill with the iMeans of carrying it to the moft dangerous Extremes. It is 
poflible that this might be the Cafe, were he immediately and formally eiurufted with the Charge 
in Ouellion ; and therefore it is propofed to confer it upon his Son, who is of himfclf incapable of 
making a very bad Ule of it ; and to allow of his ading under the Influence and Inltrudion of 
Ills Father, who holding no Office under the Nabob, and being a Subject of our Government, 
m .y be temoverl without Frlat, or the KmH Appearance of Vi ilence, whenever he lhall be proved 
or even fiilpcCled to abufe his Truft, .and apply it to Deligns hurtful to the Intercfts of the Ho- 
iiouiable Comp.iny.

Honourable Sirs* Fort William, i8th May 1775. 

You will be informed by the General Letter from the Secret Department of the Decree palfeci 
by the Majority on the oth inftant, for difmining Munny Begum from her Office of Guardian to 
the Nabob, and from the Chai^ of his Moulehold, and tor conferring thefe Trufts on Raja 
Goordafs, the Son of Maha Raja Nundcomar. 

A Refolution ib fudden, fo extraordinary, and fo important in all its Confequences, required 
the moft wary Circumipedion in thofe who proje^ed it, and the molt aflured ConviAion both of ica 
Juftice and Neceffity before they carried it into Execution. It will naturally be concluded that they 
proceeded on fome Proofs, or ^ng Prefumption, that the Begum had diffipated or embezzled the 
Nabob’s Eftate, grofsly negleAed his Education, or engaged in ProjeAs which might injure the Peace 
of the Country, the Company’s Intereits, or their Connexion with the Nabob, or at leaft that Ihe 
had been concerned in Dilputes with their Government, or Encroachments on their Dewanny Privi* 

^leges. [You will exped, that in the Proceedings againft the Begum the ftridleft R^ard will have 
^ been paid to her Honour, and every fcrupulous Attention obferved which the Delicacy of the 
Oriental Manners prefcribes with refpeA to her Sex, and her Rank and Charaffer particularly 
demand t and that in the Choice of her Succeflbr due Confideration has been paid to the Requi- 
iites for fo diftinguiihed a Charge ^ that his Rank is fuch as at leaft may not wound the Nabob’s 
Honour, or leflen his Credit in the Eftimation of the People, by the magifterial Command which 
the new Guardian muft exercife over him t with Abilities and Vigor of Mind equal to the Support 
of that Authority ; and the World will expeA that the Guardian be efpecially qualified by his own 
acquired Endowments to difcharge the Duties of that Relation, in the Education of his young 
Pupil, to infpire him with Sentiments fuitable to the Dignity of his Birth, and to inftruA him in 
the Principles of his Religion.] 

How far thefe Points have been attended to by the Majority in this Tranfadion, will beft appear 
from the following authentic Detail of it. 

On the id inftant General Clavering reported to the Board, that Mr. James Grant had obtained 
Pofleffion of the Accounts of the Nabob’s Houfehold for Eight Years paft, and had brought them 
to Calcutta, with the Perfon from whom he had received them, for the Purpofe of depofiting them 
in the Hands of Government, thinking them of great Importance to the Company’s Intereft. 

Mr. James Grant was called before the Board, with his Informant Noonit Roy, and delivered 
a Parcel of Papers, containing Accounts, written in the Perfian Language, which they faid were 
the Accounts of the Nizamuc, and would prove that Munny Begum, on her Appointment to the 
Management of the Nabob’s Houfehold, had overcharged Nine Lacks fixty thoufand and odd 
Rupees, in the Arrears then due to that Office. This is the Sum of the Information given by Mr. 

Grant and Noonit Roy, and was not obtained from them without great Difficulty, and many re« 
prated Interrogatories. Their Examination merits your Attention. 

On the 5th Mr. Grant was again called before the Board, and explained the above Charge in the 
following Words : ** I venture to fay, that from the Accounts in my PofTeffion, and the other 
corroborating Circumftances, the Sum of Nine Lacks and flxty-feven thoufand Rupees and odd, 
could be proved to be due from the Houfehold, on Account of the Advance of the Twenty Lacks 
twenty-five thoufand and fifty-two Rupees paid for Arrears.” That is, as I fuppofe, for I do noc 
think he has yet made his Meaning fufficiently apparent;, of 20,15,052 Rupees which were paid 
here in Account by the Company for the Nabob’s Stipend, the i^gum had dilburfed no more than 
10,48,000, and had defrauded either the Servants of the Houfehold, or the Nabob, of the Re- 
mainder. 

To prove this, Mr. Grant propofed, that he might have Authority granted him, affifted by 
Noonit Roy, to examine all the Accounts and Officers of the Nizamut. On the 9th Mr. Grant 
produced an Englilh AbftraA of the fame Account, and exprefted a Doubt, whether a further Sum 
of 2,69,565 : 15 would not appear, on Inveftigation, to have been unaccounted for by the 
Begum. 

On thefe Grounds the following Motions were immediately made and carried by the Majority.' 

Motion by General Clavering. — *• I move that a Gentleman of proper Rank in the Service be ap- 
pointed to'^ to the City, to acquaint the Nabob and the Begum with the Information that has 
bnn given tO the Board, and to demand of her an Order to the proper Officers to deliver over to . 
him the Nizamut, the Bahlla, andConfumary * Accounts, from the Middle of April, in the Year 'Sic in Orig. 
1764, to the Middle of Auguft 1 772 } and that the Intenrions of Government of inveftigaring thefe 
Accounts may be efteRuaBy carried into Execution, that the Begum be divefted of the Office of 
Guardian to the Nabob, that her Influence over the Officers of the Houfehold may not prevent 
them from giving true Evidence when called npon for any Explanation of the above Accounts » 

*Qd that he do aiTo demand of her the Accounts from that Time to the lanft Period of the Year 
1 181, to which they can be clofed.’’

Care of the prefent Duan Rajah Goordafs, until further Orders.” 

To thefe Rclblutions I objefted, and protefted againft the firft and laft. 


The next Day Mr. Goring applied to the Board for an Authority to remove Munny Begum 
from the Kella or ths Nabob’s Palace, to a Houfe formerly belonging to the Nabob Meer 
Jafficr, which is fituatcd at a confiderable Diftance from it in the City, and to feparate from her 
Councils, " fuch Perfons as he (hould find endeavouring to throw Obftacles in the Way of his 
Enquiries, and cither to lend them to Calcutta, or keep them in Confinement until his Refcarches 
were completed.” 

To thefe Propofitions the Board agreed. 

I obje^cd and protefted. 

Thus, on a vague unfupported Charge, which, even proved as to thcFa^^ will require other 
Proofs to fix upon it the Charge of Criminality, Munny Begum, the Firft Woman of thefe 
Provinces, has been difmiflcd from the Offices which Ihe heldl)y a folemn Aft of your Govern- 
ment, confirmed by your fulleft Approbation, and is now expofed to be imominioufly excluded 
from her Houfe, and the Proteftion of her Family, at the Direaion of Mr Goring who has never 
yet afforded Proof either of that Judgement or Integrity which could qualify him for lb uncommon 
aTruft i and the Nabob’s Perfon, Houfehold, and Education committed to the Charge of Rajah 
Goordafs, who was lately her Servant i a young Man of mean Abilities, a Gentoo, and the Son 
of Maha Raja Nundcomar. . . , 

Whatever oftcnfible Colour may be given to this violent Meafure, it is evidently connefted 
with the Objeft which has been invariably purfued by the Majority, of eradicating my Authority, 
and fo well calculated to fupporc the Influence of their Creature, Nundepmar, and deter Wk* 
nelles from appearing againft him, that 1 make no Scruple to afiert my 9 clicf, that thefe are the 
real Motives of the Difgracc of Munny Begum, and the unmerited Elevation of Raja Goordafs. 

It is unneceffary to offer Proofs at this Time of the determined Defign of the M^ority to deftrpy 
my Authority nothing was wanting to compleat it, but to repeal the firft Me^urc of my Go- 
vernment, which was underftood to have taken place under your exprefs Authority,i and was 
confpicuous to the View of all the Inhabitants of tne Two Provinces. 

For Proofs of the laft Motive affigned for this Tranfaftion, I appeal to the whok T«00r of the 
public Condudl obfcrvcd by thefe Gentlemen towards Nundcomar. 

They never afforded him the flighteft Countenance till he became roy oftenfible Accufer j from 
that Time he has pofteffed every external Mark of their Favour. 

On the 20th April, Nundcomar was examined by the Judges of tlic Supreme Court, on a 
Charge of a Confpiracy againft myfclf and others, the principal Members of your prefent and late 
Adminiftration and the Judges declared there was Matter fufficient for a Profecutfoa- On the 
Day following, the Gentlemen of the Majority honoured Nundcomar with a public Vifit. Their 
Motive for this cannot be mifunderftood, and could be no other than that of fuftainii^ the Credit 
of Nundcomar againft the Effeils of a criminal Arraignment j thereby proclaiming the Patronage 
and Support of him, at a Scafon and on an Occafion in which, of all others, it will be. generally 
thought that they ought to have avoided every Appearance of a Connexion with him, 

On the 6th of this Month, Nundcomar was committed to Jail, in order to undergq a Trial at 
the next Affizes for a Charge of Forgery, which was exhibited againft him by Mohun Purfaud, 
a Merchant of this Settlement. On the 9th, the Gentlemen of the Majority pafled the Adi alwdy 
mentioned in Favour of his Son, which elevated him to a Rank fcarcely inferior to the Sovereignty 
of thefe Provinces. 

For farther Proofs of their Attachment to Nundcomar, of the Temper with which, they have 
endeavoured to fupport him, and even to conteft the Powers of Judicatum iu his Favour, I 
Leave to refer to the Confultations of the zoth and a4th April, and the 8th of Ma^ in the Se- 
• cret Department, the Poftfeript to the General Letter from that Department, and the to 

which it alludes. 

1 mull obferve that the Poftfeript was drawn up by Gkneral Clavering, and coqtainr, a Declare 
tion of Fadls which do not appear upon Record, neither did I ever hear of then» uotil I read 
them in that Performance. From whomfoever the General received his InformatioOk the Faos 
ought certainly to have been prcvioutly made known to the Board, and eftabUlhed, before 
were made to declare them as authentic Truths in an Addrefs to your Honourabk CctUXb

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My Adwr^ic* haw plawd me u ■ Sitwlkin peculiariy difficult and delicate. They have 
n3adcniette^tt^u«»»fmgPcrfflcotkm for thefe Seven Months part, and have called down 
the whole Hoft of lotmwera from every Quarter of Ben^l againft me j yet when I have endea* 
voured to bring to Jnftice Men charged witii a Confpiracy to ruin my Fortune, and blaft my 
Charafter, with forged gad libellous Accufatioes, the fame Charge is retorted upon myfcif by the 
Gentlemen of tte Majority, although in all their moft violent Attacks upon me they have made 
Proieffions of the deepeft Concern for the Honour of the Governor General > and the Profecution 
of K.iiah Nundcomar, and others, for a Confpiracy, is reprefented by them as having “ a Tendency 
(which in tWa Arrangement can only mean a Defign or Intention) to prevent or deter him from 
proceeding in making good thofe Difeoveries which he has laid before the Board.” 

This is the very Wantonnefi of OppreflVon. It is like putting a Man to the Rack, and ex- 
claiming againft him for ftruggling with his Tormentors. A Charge fo improbable need not the 
Aid even of Evidence for its Refutation. If, after pafling the beft Part of my I.ifc in public Affairs 
with a Reputation tried and unfpotted, I could at this Time defeend to ihfc bafe Ads of Subor- 
nation, whCTC could I find inftruments for my Purpofe i I have neither Power to intimidate, 
nor Offices in my Dilbofal to allure, Cumall ull Decn, the original Profecutor of Mr. Fowke 
and Maha Raja Nundcomar, is a Man with whom I never had the fiighteft Intercourfe, but on 
the Two Occafions in which he came to me with Reprefentations of the Attempt which had been 
made to draw him to be my Accufer. He is a capital Farmer of Two Branches of your Revenue, 
and, fuitably to the natural Prejudice of Mankind, which are likely to make an additional Im! 
preflion on his Mind, from the late partial Sclcdion of his Farms, for an inveftigation before the 
Su^ior Council, has too much Caufc to exped the moft ruinous Confcqucnces from the Hand 
or rower, by perfifting in his Accufations. From me he can neither hope for Favour nor Pro- 
tedion, if he perfcvercs; nor fear my Refentmenr, (hould he rctrad the Information which he 
has given.

Honourable Sirs, 

The Detention of the Anfon at Achim, and the Failure of the Northumberland in her Firft 
Attempt to clear the River in May laft, will probably bring all the fucccffive Difpatchcs of the 
laft Five Months to your Hands fo near the fame Point of Time, that you will be overwhelmed 
with the Load of fo much accumulated Matter. I with great Repugnance contribute my Share 
of it, unwilling to add to your Difficulties, and the more fo as I have been made the principal 
Subjed of them. For tht Sake of Pcrfpicuity, I will beg Leave to recapitulate the Subftance of 
thofe Difpatches. 

Page 270. The Accufatlon of Mr. James Grant and Noonit Roy againft Munny Begum, the late 
Guardian of the Nabob and Adminiftratrix of hisHoufehold i her confequent Difiniffion ; the Ele- 
vation of the Son of Nundcomar to thofe high Offices in her Stead ( and the extraordinary Powers 
wanted to Mr. Goring, deputed for the Execution of thofe Purpofes to Moorlhedavad % the 
Charge of a Confpiracy produced by Mr. Barwell, Mr. Vanfittart, and myfelf, againft Mr. jofeph 
Fowke, Mr. Francis Fowke, Maha Raja Nundcomar, and Roy Radachurn, in the Supreme 
Court of Jufticci and the Vifit made to Maha Raja Nundcomar on that Occ^ion by the Gen- 
tlemen of theM^ority for his Protedionv the Commitment of Maha Raja Nundcomar by the 
Chief Juftice and Judges of the Supreme Court on a Charge of Forgery i the Correfpondence 
which pafled on this Occafion between the Board and the Supreme Court •, and the extraordinary 
Promotion of the Son of Maha Raja Nundcomar, as aforementioned ■, which I repeat, as it took 
place at the fame Period of Time, and with a Defign too apparently connedfed with it. 

The Begum, fince her Difgrace, has been added to the Lift of my Accufers. The Manner in 
which this extraordinary Manoeuvre was elfcaed, will be too plainly fuggefted even by the Fafts 
which appear in the abrupt and myfterious Relation of it by Mr. Goring. 

Mr. ^ring was deputed by the Board to diveft the Begum of her Authority, to place it in the 
Hands of the Son of Nundcomar t to receive from the Begum the Accounts of the Nabob’s 
Expenccs, and to deliver them to the Gentlemen who were at the fame Time appointed to exa- 
mine and report them to the Board; What private Inftruaions he received I know not ; but one 
of his firft Aas of Authericy, after having taken Care to irhprefs the Begum with a proper Idea 
of the Extent of his Power over her own ftrfon, by apprizing her of the Order of the Board, for 
her Removal from the Palace to a remote Houfe in the City, and that the Execution of. this 
Order depended folcly on his Option i was to imprifon Elwar Ally Cawn, her Chief Eunuch and 
confidential Servant, on the Complaint of one of the Servana of the Nabob’s Houfehoid, refped- 
ing a private Grievance, totally foreign from the declared Purpofes of Mr. Goring’s Commilfion. 

By this Species of Fortune *, inflifted on the Mind of a weak Moman*", who had hitherto been • 
j“^uftoined 10 the gentleft Treatment and moft refpe£lful Addrefs from all Perfons of what Rank 
wver who approached her, Ihe was compelled to deliver a Paper to Mr. Goring, containing an 
Account of Two Sums charged to have been paid to Mr. Middleton and myfcif, each amounting 
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to 1,50,000 Rupees. Elwar AUyCtwn was* in confequence, immedUtely retell ftdm Impri. 
fonmcnr, and the Begum permitted to continue in Pt^feffion of her own Aptrtmenti. It 1 $ re. 
markable, that even the obvious Precaution of introducing this ftrange Produ^ioo, with feme 
Circumftances which might mark it as the voluntary Aft of the Begum, WM totally difregarded 
and the Bt gum, the Woman of the firft Rank in the Province, made abruptly to prefent a formal 
Acculation againft the firft Member of the prefent, and the Two firft Members of the lift Admi. 
niftration, with the gloomy Silence of a common mercenary Informer. 

TIic following Extrafts will ferve as a Specimen of the Oppreflion exerciied on the Begum and 
her Officers, the Mode chofen by Mr. Goring for eluding me Appeals which Ihe micht be pro. 
voked to make to the Supreme Court of Juftice, and the Derifion with which this infolent young 
Man has dared to treat her Feelings, even in a Letter written by him to the Council. 

Extract of a Letter from Mr. Goring to the Board, dated the lyih May 177^. 

*‘ On the Begum’s hearing that Part of the Letter read, relating to her beinc removed to Meet 
Jafficr’s 1 loufe, (he exclaimed againft it, and faid, that if (he was to quit the Kella, (he would go 
to Calcutta. I told her this was a diferetionary Order, and left to me, if I thought it necefiary, 
explaining to her that Part of my Inftrudtions, and alTuring her (he would be uled with the ut- 
moft Refpeit, according to your Orders. 1 beg to know' however, if you will admit of her going 
to Calcutta, Ihould I find it necefiary to remove her from the Kella, which I fear I lhall, from 
the Charaftcr of the People about her, particularly Etwar Ally Cawn, and Roy And Sing the 
Head of the Hircarrahs, who have been the Chief Managers fince the Begum hat had Charge of 
the Nabob, and who have accumulated great Wealth, particularly the former, by his Excellency’s 
Account, who was raifed from a menial Station to the one he now holds. As the Begum 
hinted that there were Courts of Juftice at Calcutta, and that, though amneved, could there get 
Redrefs *. if you think proper all Orders for confining the ^rvants who may be, or are faulty, 
(hall be ilTued in the Nabob’s Name, who, 1 apprehend, has an undoubted Right over them. 

Extrad of a Letter from Mr. Goring to the Board, dated the 5th June. 

I have to add, that previous to fending the above Papers, I waited on her (the Begum) with 
the Nabob, and Goordafs. On mentioning the Matter (he dew into a violent Pallion, abufed 
Goordafs, beat herfclf, and denied the Whole.” 

Extradof a Letter from Noonid Roy, addrefied to the General, and the Gentlemen of the 
Council, and entered into Confultation of the 34th July. 

On the Second of the fame Month, between Seven and Eight this Morning, Rajah Goordafs 
went to Ferrabaug, and was received very gracioufly by Mr. Goring, who exprelled his Pleafure 
at the Kindnefs of the Rajah in this Vifit. After which they entered into Confultation with Chyton 
Durr the BehlaTreafurcr, concerning the Nezeranna given to the Governor, amounting to Two 
Lacks of Rupees, which were fent to Calcutta at the Time of the Begum’s being inverted with 
the Adminiftration. At laft the Treafurer mentioned fomething contrary to the Orders of the 
faid Gentleman, and was therefore put under a Guard of Sepoys for near TVo Hours. After 
•which he agreed, that he would relate, in the Evening, whatever he might be able to difeover 
from Yatebar Ally Cawn, and from Examination into the Papers. On this he was releafed. Raja 
Goordafs, and the faid Treafurer went in the Evening to Ferrabaug, and remained there till near 
Eight at Night. I underftand that nothing was fettled. Vidfuals being fent to Mr. Goring from 
the Nabob’s Circars, according to our eftablilhed Cuftom, he fent it back again. The Papers of 
the Sherilhta of the Nizamut, Behla, &c. remained open from Nine o’Clo» in the Morning till 
Seven in the Evening.” 

Mr. Goring dill continues at the City, notwithftanding the oftenfible Purpofes of his Commiffion 
are, or ought to have been, long ago concluded, retaining the Begum in the moft abibluce State 
of Dependance, and perfilUng in his Endeavours to extort from her further Accufations i fome* 
times pradifing on her Fears by Threats, at others tempting her by Promiles of reftoring her 
former Authority. This I learn from private Information ^ but I do not think it (afe to divulge 
my Authority. You will judge of the Probability of it from the Fa6U avowed by Mr, Goring in hw 
Letters, and from the general Tenor of his Commiffion. This Treatment of the Begum has bithett® 
produced no other Eftcft than to irritate her to (hort Gufts of Anger, and ineffisdtual Refolutions 
. to come down to Calcutta for an Afylum againft a Tyranny which (he could no longer .fubmit to. 
Such is the State ot the Perfon whom your former Adminiftration thought worthy of being placed 
in the firft Office of Dignity in thefe Provinces, and whom your fubfequent Commands have fmcc 
confirmed in that Truft, with Rxnrcffions of your fulleft Approbation, and even the moft honouf* 
able Teftimonies of your Applaulc beftowed on myfelf for the Part which I had in the Pla® 
Conduct ot this Tranfaflion, As your Curiofity may be excited to read at large the JProfeedings 
on the Difmiffion and fubfequent Treatment or Munny Begum, and the other Matters prodocw 
from both, I beg Leave to recommend to your Perufal the following Confultations of the . Secret 
Department, in which they will be found, viz. ift, 5th, 9th, loth, and 35th of Mayj 8th a®*!

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i2th June, and a4th July. The Bounds which I have preferibed to tnyfelf in this Addrefs will 
pot admit of my cmeriBg pn the wide Field which has been opened by the Trials of Meffrs. Fowke,

acquitted on ifieJFIrft Trial, in which I was. the Profecotori and iliat with the Aid of his Son’s 
Evidence, whicn Mr. Fowke bad complained of being denied him on that Trial, he and Muha 
Kaja Nundcomar were found guilty on the Second, in which Mr. Barwell was the Profccutor.

Minute from General Clavering, Colonel Monfon, and Mr. Francis. 

The laborious Duties in which we arc conftantly engaged, will not permit us to enter into a 
regular Detail of our Proceedings. The voluminous Records fent home by the prefent Ship 
will (hew the Court of Directors, that every Moment of our Time has been dedicated, in one 
Shape or other, to the Profecution of their Service. Whether confiftcntly with our Doty to the 
India Company, we could have adopted and purfued a different Syftcm of Conduft, muft be 
left to their Determination. Since the Difpatch of the Anfon, fome interefting Fafts have been 
brought before us in the different Departments of the Board. I’hat they may not be loft or over* 
looked in the Multitude of other Affairs, with which the Confultations are filled, we have thought 
proper to collcdt them briefly into one Point of View, and to lay them before the Court of Direc- 
tors without any Obfervations upon them. 

ift. 1‘he B^um is removed from her Office of Guardian to the Nabob. The Charge againft 
her is for the Embczzlcmcnl of a Sum of Money, not Icfs than Ten Lack, in the Adjultment of 
the Nabob’s Accounts with his Houfehold. The Difeovery was unexpefted. The origi.nal Ac- 
counts of the Nizamut are produced by a Peribn lately in the Begum's Service. Mr. James Grant, 
the Gentleman to whom they were communicated at Muxadavad, comes down to Calcutt.i on pur- 
pofe to lay the Papers before the Board. The Steps taken by us in order to invefiigate the Truth 

Secret 

of this Difeovery appear fully on the Records of the Revenue Department. Whether the Sums 
fuppofed to be embezzled belong to the Nabob, or to his Creditors, or to the Company, cannot be 
yet afeertained. They appear to have been received by the Begum, though not fairly accounted 
for by her. Her Removal from all Influence or Authority while the Enquiry was depending, ap- 
peared to us indifpcnfably neceffary. 1 he Natives of this Country have neither Virtue nor Courage 
enough toftand forth aa Evidences againft Perfons aftually high in Power. This Lady is no way 
related to the Nabob-, nor can we perceive any Juft Reafon why flic fliould ever have been ap- 
pointed to be his Guardian. Such an Office, in our Opinion, Ihould never have been intrulled to 
a Woman, particularly in this Country, where every Circumftancc contributes to make a Woman 
incapable of executing it. The Nabob, we hear, is a young Man of a moft promifing Difpo- 
fition and Charadler, though his Education has been fhamcfully negledlcd, and little Atten- 
tion paid to the Care of his Morals. He is now of an Age not to require much longer the 
Supcrintcndancc of a Guardian, and the Expcnce of that Office may be faved to the Company.

Wc beg Leave by this feparate Minute, to draw the Attention of the Honourable Court of 
Diredlors-to fome Fadls, which we deem of particular Importance to their Service, referring 
them to the rcfpcclivc Confultations for more exafl: Information on each Article. 

I ft. By an Account Current between the Company and the Nabob Mobareck ull Dowl.i, confuitation 
made up by Mr. Croftes to the End of February laft, it appeared that there was a Balance then i» June 1775. 
due to him on Account of his Pcnfion of Sicca Rupees 7,64,958. As his Affairs have been left 
in the utmoft Confufion by the Begum, and very confidcrable Debts are due from him to tivc 
Servants of the Houfehold, Sepoys, and others, we were in hopes, that by a juft and careful Ap- 
plication of the above Balance, the moft urgent of his Creditors, who are in great Diftrefs, and 
of Courfc very clamorous, might have been paid, and the Nabob himfelf relieved from a Variety 
of preffing Difficulties, in which the Embezzlement or Mifmanagcmcnt of his Stipend had 
involved him. On a more minute Enquiry however into the State of his Accounts with the 
Company, wc difeovered with equal Surprife and Concern, that a material Error had taken Place 
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in adjufting thofe Accounts, in conicquence of which, irvftaad of having a Balance dot to Ih 
at the End of February la(f, he was adoally overpaid, In Conformity (0 dieexpKB Ordeh of,^ 
Court of Dircflors, dated 10th April if 71, the ReduAiort of his Sti^nd from 3r,$f,8db Rob!/ 
to 16 Lacks, was to take Place on the 31ft of January 1772, and the Remainder ordered tos! 
appropriated to the Payment of Debts and other Services j yet it appears that the whole Stioe.^ 
according to the higher Eftablilhment, was ifliied tcr him up to the End of the Year 1772 tP 
Error, which the Governor General admits to be a very material one, and fays muft be i&ified •

The Lack of Rupees which the 
Governor received from the Maha Raja, was taken up by him on a Loan, bearing Intereft, from 
the Bankers in Part Payment of this Debt. I received through Yate Bar Ally Cawn, Two Bills 
from the Hands of Chiton Durr, Gomaftah to the Bahlah Treafury, One for 35,000 Rupees, and 
the other for 15,000 Rupees.

On the fame Day, about » o’Clock in the Afternoon, Yaterbar Ally Cawn and the Rajah 
coming to Mr. Goring, he dcUred the former to relate to him the Particulars concerning the 
Two Lacks of Rupees. Yaterbar Ally Cawn made anfwer, I know nothing of th« Matter, nor 
docs the Begum, nor did fbe caufe it to be given through any other Perfon.

Goring, Yatcbar Ally Cawn, and myfclf, on the 3d of Rubbcc Affanee, or June, relative to the 
Two Lacks of Rupees, given by Agreement to the Bhegum, and the Lack and a Half of Ru- 
pees for Entertainment, paid from his Highnefs’s Circar, a Dcpofition of which Converfation is in 
Mr. Goring’s Pofleftion. The Particulars of the Lack and Half of Rupees for Entertainment for 
the Governor from his Highnefs, and alfo of the Two Lacks of Rupees which the Bhegum agreed 
to give to the Governor on her own Part, arc as follows ; 

After the Appointment of Munney Bhegum to the Adminiftration of the Affairs of the Niza- 
mut Bahlah, &c. (he wrote a Letter under her own Seal to Mahah Rajah Nundcomar, to pay the 
Sum of One Lack of Rupees in Part of her Agreements of Two Lacks to the Governor. Mahah 
Rajah, in Compliance with the Bhegum’s Direftions, took up a Lack of Rupees on a Loan, bear- 
ing Intcreft, from the Bankers, and delivered it to the Governor. In Confequcnce of an Order from 
the Bhegum, I received from Chiton Durr 50,000 Rupees in Two Bills, one for 35,000, and the 
other for 15,000 Rupees, in Part Payment of this Sum. Yatcbar Ally CaWn gave Diredlions to 
Chiton Durr to pay me the Remainoer of the Principal, amounting to 50,000 Rupees, and take 
back the Bhegum’s Voucher j but on account of the Nonpayment of the Brokerage of the Bills and 
Intcreft of the Bankers, I did not take this Sum ; the Balance is yet due.

The Scrifhtadcrs and Mohorurs of the Nizamut have prefented me with a Complaint, a Copy of 
which I inclofe you. From the Perufal of it you will perceive the difgraccful Manner in which 
Noonda Roy treats the People at the Durbar, and the improper Exprcflfions he makes ufe of to- 
wards them. I imagined that Noonda Roy would have affifted me with the Whole of his Expe- 
rience in the Affairs of this Place •, I now perceive, from the whole Tenor of his Conduft, that he 
invents Stories of his own. He alfo, of his own Authority, has placed Mohuflels on a great 
Number of People, fends for them, and makes improper Demands of them. I have made En- 
quiries from Mr. Maxwell, and the other Three Gentlemen, concerning this Affair, and learn 
from their Anfwcrs, that they have given no Orders to Noonda Roy relative to this Bufinefs. It 
is therefore neceflary that you prohibit him coming to the Cutcherry, and appoint a trully Mutfudy 
to attend there, where there will be Mohorurs on my Part to adjuft the Papers from the Shc- 
riftaders of the Nizamut, who may take Care, and fee that none of the Papers arc fccrctcd or 
altered.

As we have never been guilty of any fuch Frauds, and Noonda 
Roy has malicioufly accufed us falfely, we cannot carry on the Bufineis under fuch a Perfon. Wc 
hope that, having ftriftly examined into this Matter, you will bring this Dcfamcr to Punilhment. 

We beg Leave farther to reprefcnt, that where the Pcrlbn, who has malicioufly accufed us to the 
Government, is intrufted with the Management of the Enquiry, there is no doubt but he will 
oKcrt himfclf to the utmoH, by any Means, to make good his Accufation ; not will it be polTible 
to obtain Jufticc from him. This * like fttting a Wolf to guard the Sheep. We have the . 

greateft Hopes from your Favour, that a Mutfuddy may be appointed as Aumin on the Part 
of the Government, to make the ftrifteft Examination into this Accufation which he has pre- 
ferred againft us.

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^ Since you did not the Sum of 3,000 Rupees to Mr. Martin, why did you charge it in 
his Name? 

A. On the Death Ist Nallur Ullah Cawn Mcerfamdeeh, the Mutfaddies of theDewannee went to 
hi$ Houfc by Order of the Bhegutn, and took an Inventory of all his EflFe^s and Money, and the 
latter amounted to apiooo Rupees; exclulivc of the Effects. This Information being, carried to 
• the Bhegum, Ihe Jent the Inventory to the Nabob to receive his Signature for a Remifllon of the 
Amount } the Nabob accordingly figned the Remillion. Rajah Gourdafs obierved, “ it is not 
proper to remit the Specie.*’ I went and reported this to the Bhegum, who faid. When the Nabob 
has remitted the Specie, to take it afterwards in his Name would not be proper. I reprefented, 
that this Money muft be taken under an official Pretence, and accordingly delivered a Mcflage to 
Auriz Ally Cawn, that he muft give a Nuzzeranah of 10,000 Rupees lor his Appointment, and 
5,000 Rupees to me. Auriz Ally Cawn replied, lam not able to give 10,000 Rupees j take 
7,000. He accordingly agreed to a Nuzzerana Of 7,000 Rupees to the Citcars and I took 5,000 
Rupees in my own Name > and, giving an Example of my Zeal to the Sircar, took 3,000 Rupees 
in Mr. Martin’s Name, and depofitcd the whole 15,000 Rupees in the Bhegum’s Sircar. 

Q£ Formerly, on an Enquiry into this Affair, you declared in Writing, that you took the Sum 
of 15,000 Rupees from Auriz Ally Cawn, on Account of his Appointment to the Office of Mecr 
Samaun, and depofited it in the Bhala Sircar, through Chiton Durr •, but upon Examination, it 
appears clearly, from the written Teftimony of Collicherun, and Mahomed Kittal, Tavildars of 
the Bhala, that what you wrote was falfc j artd that you depofitcd the faid Sum in the Bhala, after 
being rcleafcd from Confinement, and not before. 

A. I told the Kuzzanchee to deduft the Sum of 15,000 Rupees out of the Fazcl of the Bhe- 
gum’s Sircar, on Account of Auriz Ally Cawn, and to carry it to your Account. 

Q. The Sheriftadar has the Charge of the Jumma Kurch, and not the Zuzzanchee, whofe Bufi- 
nefs is to Ihroff the Money and exchange it ? 

A. The Sheriftadar has undoubtedly the Charge of the Jumma Kurch. 

Q. You caufed the Sum of 15,000 Rupees to be debited in the Bhala Scriffitah, on Account of 
the Fuzzel of the Bhegum — Afterwards how did you pay it in Specie ? 

A. The very Day on which I was rcleafcd from Confinement, the Bhegum fent the Sum of 15,000 
Rupees from her own Apartment to the Bhala, and faid, When the Books and Accounts of the 
Fazil are adjufted, I will then clear it up.

Mr. Geying lent for Rajah Ram Sewruk, and queftioned him : After which he faid to Rajah Goor.' 
()a& Roy* What Fault have 1 beea guilty of towards you, to induce you to draw up fuch a Kind 
of Sourrut h 41 againft mo? The Rajah replied, What Occafion was there that I Ihould prepare a 
Sourrut h^l ? Mr. Goring immediately fent for Meerdoolah and Sidcr Muflaoud, the WitMflles, 
and faid to them. Declare truly whether you did, or did nor, affix your Seals to the Sourrut hal. 
Meer Doola replied hrft i On the Application of Kifhwbor Cawn I put my Seal to it.” Sedee 
MuSaoud faid, ** Being given to undernand by Kilhwoor Cawn, that it was the Order of the Nabob 
and Rajah, 1 alto affixed my Seal as a Witnefs to it.” Mr. Goring faid,' If I prove Kithwoor 
Cawn a Servant of yours, will you then allow the Truth of what I have faid, or not ?” — The Rajah 
replied, ** My Servant will anfwer for himfelf i and if he had afted in Coniequence of my Orders, 

I ibouid undoubtedly have been acquainted with the Affair.” Mr. Goring at lad fent for Kilhwoor 
Cawn, wIk> was ablent on fome Bufinefs of his Mader’s, and therefore did not come immediately. 
The Rajah took his Leave between 10 and it, and went to the Hayelu of Horum Cooly Cawn, 
and Mr. Goring went to an Entertainment at the Houfe of Munny Bhegum. About Three in the 
Morning he arrived at the Kellah, and afterwards fent a Chubdar to call the Rajah, who faid to 
the Chubdar, ** Carry my Compliments to Mr. Goring, and fay, that the Night is far fpent, and 
that it is a very unreafonable Ikiur to go out, but that I will wait on him in the Morning.” Mr. 
Goring then fent a Chubdar, in the Nabob’s Name, to call the Rajah, who made the fame Anfwer 
to him as the former. Afterwards a Chubdar from Mr. Goring came to the Rajah, with many 
Compliments, defiring he and Rajah Purbooram would go on the Morrow to the Chahil Suttoon 
(Apartment of Forty Pillars), and examine into the Circumdances relative to the Witnefles of the 
Sourrut hal, and that on his Return from Hunting he would hear the Particulars. On the 27th 
of Rubbee-ul-awul f28th of May), Mr. Goring and the Nabob went to take the Diverflon of 
Hunting in the Park near Kerut Kona. Between Seven and Eight in the Morning Rajah Gour* 
dafs went to the Kellah, and remained there till Noon employed in the Cucherry Bufinefs ^ after 
which he went to the Havelee of HuflTan Cooly Cawn. Rajah Purboorum went to worlhip a 
Chunda Town, which Ceremony being over, he came about Noon to his own Houfe. At 3 o* 
Clock in the Afternoon, Rea Ungnoo Sing Debee Perfaud and Sumboonauk went to Rajah Pur- 
booram’s Houfe, and entered into a Confultation with the Rajah. Between Five and Six in the 
Evening the Nabob arrived at the Kellah, and Mr. Goring at Serrah Baug about Sun-fet. Rajah 
Gourdafs Roy went to the Kella to pay his Compliments to the Nabob, and Rajah Purbooram, 
accompan'ied by the Three Perfons above mentioned, went to Mr. Goring, in whofe Prefence 
Rajah Purbooram caufed them to relate, that the Sourrut hM was prepared through the Endea* 
vours of Rajah Gourdafs, and lealed through thofe of Kiihwood Cawn, his Aruz Beg.— On hear- 
ing this, Mr. Goring faid, “You will be called on to prove this To-morrow.” They ,all Three 
rq)lied, “It will be proved To-morrow from the Reports of the Witnefles to it : In truth, the 
Rajah caufed the Sourrut hal to be drawn up.” From Nine in the Morning till after Eight at 
Night, the Papers of the Scrilbta Dewanny, of the Sepoy Buflcfhy gorree, of the Shagurd Pciflia, 
and Tope Kn^nik continued open before the Mohurers of Rajah Purbooram, who caufed them to 
be indorfed and numbered. On the aSth of Rubbee ul awul (29th May) Rajah Goordafs, fitting 
in the Audience Chamber with his Officers, was informed Mr. Goring was coming i on which he 
arofe, and went to the Nabob, where Mr. Goring, accompanied by Rajah Purbooram, coming, 
queftioned him, in the Nabob’s Prefcnce, in the following Manner, “ What Fault have I been 
guilty of towards you, that you Ihould, through the Means of Kilhwoor Cawn, procure the 
Signatures of the Officers and Dependants of the Houfehold of his Highnefs’s Sircar to the 
Sourut h 4 l of Noonda Roy ?” The Rajah made Anfwer, “ It is proper that you Ihould frown on 
my Aflbeiates, and make ufe of harfli and angry Eimrcffions. One whole Words are true, is void 
of all Apprchenlions, and will not admit Fear or Uneafinefs to have a Place in his Breaft. You 
are not invefted with fuch Authority from the Council as to terrify me, or to lodge a falfe Ac- 
cufation againft me.” Afterwards the Witnefles, who affixed their Seals to the Sourut hal, 
were called. Accordingly Merza Khoul Ulla Beg, Darogah of the Stables, and other Witnefles, 
came into the Prefence t and Mr. Goring alked them, “ What did you underftand were the Con- 
tents of the Sourut hll to which you affixed your Seal ?” One of them, named Ally Mahomed 
Cawn, a Sepoy, anfwered, “ Being thoroughly acquainted with the Contents of the Sourut hal, which 
v'cre, that Mr. Goring who was come, by Orders from the Council of Calcutta, in the Quality of‘ 
Aumeen of the Nizamut, &c. to get a Knowledge of the Accounts, had invefted the b^ob and 
Rajah with the foie Management of Affairs, and fufpended the Munny Begum from the Admi- 
niftration of the Nizamut, &c. imprifoned Yatebar Ally Cawn, and caufed his own and the Seal of 
the Nabob to be affixed to all the Papers of tlie Dewanny, Murfawnee, Bahlaha, &c. by Mootealsl 
and Meer Jewad Ally, under the Direflion of Noonda Roy, s that after Two or Three Days, Ya- 
tebar Ally Cawn was fet at Liberty : That Rajah Purbooram, by Mr. Goring’s Order, broke the 
from all the Nizamut Papers, and gave them into tlie Charge of his own Mohorerrs, and 
the Serihtadars of the Dufteer. I gave my Evidence to the Truth of them.” Imaum Buklh, a

“ I am an illiterate Man, and placing Confidence in Kimwor Cawn I fet my Seal as a Witnefs to 
k.” Afterwards Rajah Purbooram laid to Kilbwor Cawn, “ I will ftald yA> to CAco^ to prOvo 
this.” Kifliwor Cawn replied, “ I am ready this Inftant j ther» is ao Fear of piwiAg what is 
true ” On this, Mr. Goring fwd to the Rajah, “ Send for Noonda Roy.” The Rajah anfwered, 
« I cannot fend for him » you are the Matter to order or forbid. Do you fe^ for him, and 
queftion him on whatever Pointt you pleafe.” The Durbar then broke up about Three o*Ctock •. 
the Rajah went home, and Mr. Goring went to an Entertainment at theHaveHee of HadjceMaho. 
med Beg. Ac Si* o’Clock the Rajah came to the Kcllah, and went into the Prefence of the Na* 
bob, and employed himfelf in the Affairs under his Charge. All the Papers of the Dewanny, 
Sepoy, Bukihuguerre, Shagurd Peilha, and Tope Khana remained open under the Charge o* th* 
Mohureers of Rajah Purbooram from Nine in the Morning till Eight at Night, they wcfc cm. 
ployed in indorfing and numbering them. . ^ . .. o. 

On Tuelday the 29th of RubT^e ul Awul, equal to the 30^ of May, about St* o’ClocIc in 
the Morning, Mr, Goring went to vifit the Seets, and about Nine Rajah Purbooram came to the 
Kellah, and had a Conference with Munny Bhc^m; at Ten o’clock Mr, Goriro cametothe 
Kellah and vifited Munny Bhegum, with whom he had a private Conference till Half paft Twelve; 
afterwards, in confcquence of fome Infinuatton of Yatebar Ally Cawn Deby Perfaud, Shcrilhadar 
of the Nizamut, and Shin Naut, Sherifhadar of the Bhela Department, being font for with their 
Papers, they went to Jaggernaut Acharge, Rajah Purbooram’s Naib, who had been appointed to 
the Nizamut Cutcherry for the Examination of the Accounts, and reported to him their being few 
for with their Papers by Munny Bhegum, and Rqah Purbooram Acharge accordingly gave Orderi 
to his People to deliver them the Papers wanted ; but Rajah Goordafs, upon receiving a Meffage 
from thefe Sherilhtadars with the fame Information, qbferved, that it was expreffed in the Inftruc* 
tions from the Gentlemen of the Council, that until the Accounts had been examined, and an 
Abftraft of them prepared, the Sherilhtadars Ihould have no Intercourfe with the Bhegum ; and 
that confequently, if he was to give them Orders to wait upon her, he Ihould be guilty of a Breach 
of Orders, which would do him no Good. Ncvertbclels, in defiance of thofe Orders, the She. 
rilhtadars took the Papers they wanted, and with the Permiffion of Acharge carried them to the 
Bhcffum and Rajah Purbooram. Upon this, Huxzaree Mull, a Mohruer, who at the Re. 
quett of Mr. Goring had been appointed in Behalf of Rajah Goordafs to take a Lift of the 
Papers, left the Cutcherry, and going to the Rajah, laid to him, “ I will refign my Employ ; I am 1 
pow Mohreer, and witti to avoid a bad Name. When the Gentlemen of the Council lhall be in- 
formed of a Breach of their Orders, 1 lhall be made refponfible.” From that Day the Mohrur 
never attended the Cutcherry for fear of bringing DUgrace upon himfelf. Near One o’Clock in 
the Afternoon Mr. Goring, Rajah Purbooram, with the Two Sherittadars aforc-mentioned, came 
out of the Bhegum’s Apartments and went to the Nabob, before whom all the Officers of the Niza- 
mut had been fummoned. Mr. Goring was fome Time taken up in talking to the Nabob ; after 
which Kilhwor Cawn, who was accufed by that Gentleman of having through Noonda Roy fealed 
the Souruthal, to acquit himfelf of the Charge, and to defend his Charadter and Reputation, pre- 
fented an Arzee of Complaint againft Noonda Roy to the Nabob, whom he defired might he lent 
for into the Prcfcnce, and interrogated on the Subjeft. Accordingly, when Noonda Roy made 
his Appearance, the Nabob and Mr. Goring put this Queftion to him : “ What was your Reafon 
for drawing up a Souruthil ?” he replied, “ A Regard to my own Reputation, and to acquit 
myfclf to the Gentlemen of the Council, to whom I have delivered an Account of Ten Lacksot 
Rupees, tranttated by Mr. James Grant, in confcquence of which Three Gentlemen have Ixren 
appointed to examine thefe Accounts.” The Nabob then alked, « Where is the Souruthal ? 
Noned Roy replied, “ I have got a Copy of it, and the Original is with the Three Gentlemen at 
Mootyil.” The Nabob, upon this, demanded the Copy ; which being delivered to him and Mr. 
Goring by Noned Roy, the Nabob ordered Moonibee Bucht Mull to read it. The Moonllice 
then read and explained the Contents of it to the Nabob, Rajah Gourdafs, all the Officers of the 
Nizamut, and all the Evidences which Mr. Goring had fummoned ; and carefully comparing. 
Word for Word, the Depofuions of all the Evidences, with the Contents of the Souruthal, bclore 
Noned Roy, he anfwered with the greateft Prccifion every Queftion that Was put to him, 
every Circumftancc he acquitted himfelf with Honour, -both before the Nabob and every l^don 
then prefent. Noned Roy then declared, that, having given in an Account of Ten Lacks 0 
* Rupees to the Gentlemen of the Council, and having feized upon and affixed a Seal upon all tlie 
Accounts of the Nizamut, the Seal was afterwards broke off, the Accounts opened and dcliverc 
by Rajah Perbooram to the Officers of the Nizamut, who had to account for Sums of 
the Company j that he laid hold of, and carried away whatever Papers he pleafed from the one- 
riftadars j that he, Noned Roy, being therefore remedilefi, the proving or difproving all M«»P' 
plication of Monies retted with Rajah Perbooram, and calling upon the Name of the Company 
and the Gentlemen of the Council, declared, that Rajah Perbooram knowingly and intention^iy 
put a Stop to the Bufinefs of the Company. Rajah Perbooram then faid, “ I am no 
vant to Mr. Goring, nor to the Company, nor to the Nabob i I am my own Matter, and mall $<* 
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. I plcafc.’* Noned Roy replied, “ Until the Ten Lacks of Rupees arc difcliargcci, I 
•n*iivA in your Skirts i the Money is the Company's, and by your Avarice and Interference, 
a htf the Proteiftion you have given to People who are the Company’s Debtors, you have 
foned them the Lofs of an immenfe Sum.” Mr. Goring then acquitting Rajah Perbooram, and 
ff all the Blame upon himfclf, Noned Roy again replied, “ Todifcharge the Company’s Money 

• ht and juft i you are at the Head of this Bufincfs, and no Doubt fome Time or other a 
*** "^'^foe^ion will take place •, the Company’s Money is not to go with the Wind.” Afterwards 

took Mr. Goring into his Englilh Apartment, where they dined, and Rajah Goordafs, 
•h Perbooram, Nooned Roy, and all the Officers, went to their refpeftive Homes. At Six 
Mr. Goring went to Ferrah Baugh, where, about Ten the fame Evening, Yatebar Ally 
Row Unghroo Sing, Roy Zoda Ram, formerly Dewan of the Nizamut, and Roy Cawn 
all waited upon him •, and having fent for H ijah Purbooram, they confultcd together and 
as their Endeavours for overfetting the Bufincfs of Noned Roy had been defeared by 
wn Queftions and Anfwers, an Arzee of Complaint againft him ftiouldbc written and tranf-

On the Firft of Rubbee Aflanec, or June, between the Hours of Eight and Nine in the Morn- 
ing, Rajah Gourdafs went to vifit Mr. Anderfon, and abdut Ten came to the Kellah and applied 
himfclf diligently to the Bufinefs of the Cuchery. Rajah Furbooram coming to the Muhny Bhe* 
gum’s Door, entered into a private Confultation with Yatebar Ally Cawn, which lafted near Three 
Hours v after which he went to Fcrrah Baug, where Mr. Goring continued till the Evening, and 
then went to Mr. Anderfon, and remained with him, Mr. Maxwell, and Mr. James Grant, till 
Nine at Night, and then returned to the Gardens. On the Second of the fame Month, between 
Seven and Fight in the Morning, Rajah Gourdafs went to Ferrabaug, and was received very 
gracioufly by Mr. Goring, who exprefled his Pleafure at the Kindnefs of the Rajah in this Vifit, 
After which they entered into Converfation with Chiton Durr the Bahlah Treafurer, concerning 
the Nizzurana given to the Governor, amounting to Two Lacks of Rupees, which was fent to 
Calcutta at the Time of the Bhegum’s being inverted with the Adminiftration. At lart the faid 
Trcaltirer mentioned fomething contrary to the Orders of the faid Gentlemen, and was therefore 
put under a Guard of Sepoys for near Two Hours, after which he agreed that he would relate in 
the Evening whatever he might be able to difeover from Yatcbar Ally Cawn, and from an Elx- 
amination into Papers[v on this he was releafed.

aflembling together all the old and new Officers who were Under Apprehenlions on Account of the 
mifapplied Money, carried them to Mr. Goring, and thus advifed him, “ Let your Enquiries be

Lacks, it was neceffiwy to begin with reforming the ufelcfs Servants of the Court, and retrenching 
the idle Parade of Elephants, Menageries, &c. which loaded the Civil Lift. This coft little Re- 
gret in performir^ •, but the Prefident, who took upon him the chief Share in this Bufinefs, acknow- 
ledges he fuffeied conftderably in his Feelings, when he came to touch on the Penfion Lift j 
feme Hundreds of Perfons of the ancient Nobility of the Country excluded, under our Govtrnmenr, 
from almoft all Employments, Civil or Military, had, ever fincc the Revolution, depended on the 
Bounty of the Nabob j and near lo Lacks were bellowed that Way. It is not that the Diftribu- 
tion was always tnade with Judgement or ♦ impartial, and much Room was left for a Reform t ♦Sic in Orlj.

It was done } and every poffibk Regard was had to Equity, and the Prctcnfions of Individuals, in 
fettling thofe which were allowed to remain, 

12. The Dependants of the late Naib Soubnh were, without Exception, cut off the Lift ; and 
the Remainder of the Reduction chiefly confined to thole who were cither of lefs Pretenfions or 
more Independance of Fortune than the old Penfioners. In Ihort, the whole Eftablifhment was 
adjufted to the Nabob’s new Income, beyond which the Begum was given to underftand Ihc muft 
not go. The general State of it was intended tube fent; but, as it may be well imagined, the 
minute Houfehold Accounts of 32 Lacks could not be examined by the proper Officers in a few 
Dayst the Prcfidcnt’s Departure prefled •, they promifed to fend it after him •, it is not yet come ;

The Prefidcnt lays before the Board the following Utter from the Prefident at the Durbar 
accompanied by the Accounts of the Receipts and Dilburfements in the Niiamut and Bhaila De’ 
partments, during the ^riod of Mahmud Reza Cawn’s Adminillration i which he received in 
Courfe, according to us Date. 

To the Honourable Warren Haftings Ffq. 

I have at length obtained from the Begum, and have now the Pleafure to forward to you, all 
the Nizamut Accounts, from the Beginning to the End of M. R. Cawn’s Adminiftration. Ac- 
companying thefe, I alfo fend Englifli Tranflations of them j and for your further Sadsfadion, I 
to make fuch Remarks on the Nature of each particular Charge, beginning with 
the Duburlcmcnts in the Bhalia Department, as occur to me from my own Knowledge, grounded 
on common Report, the Enquiries I have purpofely made, or from the fpccial Information of fuch 
Perfoni as were privy to thefe Dilburfeinents. 

The firft Five Articles are all acknowledged. 

Mahmud EUoll, an old Servant or Slave of Meer Jaffier’s, and Tavildar of the Bhcla Depart- 
ment, acknowledges Receipt of the Sum palled under his Name; and Vouchers for his Diiburfcmenc 
of It arc depofited in the different Duftahs. 

Sevooram Pundit held the fame Appointment with Mahmud EUoll for fome Months, and gives 
the fame fatisfaCtory Account of the Money with which he is charged. 

Charges Confummany and Tulhaw Connah, were defrayed by Oudwanfing the Peilhear, as fet 
forth in the Accounts. 

Charges Emmarut, at Calcutta and Moorlhedabad, as well as thole of Emaum Barry, arc all 
m like Manner accounted for, and acknowledged as juft. 

Charges Extraordinary i viz. 

Jewels were purchafed to the Amount fpecified, Part of which were given to Baboo Begum, as 
per her Receipt 5 the Remainder are now in the Poftellion of the Nabob Mabarruk ut Dowlah, 
Paelhculh to tlw King i and Purchafe of Books appear to be juft Charges. Way-charges of 
Mahbut Jungs Begum from Dacca, incurred at the Defirc of Munny Begum, Money lent to fundry 
rerlons ; Part of this Sum has been accounted for with the Nabob, and for the Remainder there 
are Bonds in his Poflenion. Purchafe of Shawls : This Money was paid to Cojah Huffat, imme> 
tliately from the Khalfa i Particulars of which appear in the Confumanny Duftah. Batta R’ 
tti j*; This Tranfaaion happened in the Time of Nizam-ut-Dowiah ; The Money was 
dilburled from the Nabob’s Treafury in Calcutta, in different Species of Coin j and the Lofs 
ariling on the Whole was made good here, to the above Amount. Clocks, &c. curious Pieces of 
Mecbanifm and other Jewelry, wrought in England, purchafed foon after Mabarruk ut Dowlah’s 
Acceflioa : Charges for Saltpetre, Seerpoolles, and Houfes, appear all to be juft. 

Elephant Charges are acknowledged by the Derogha, with this Difference, that the Charge of 
maintaining them for Two Years at Dacca, is included in the Sum of R’. 75,000, and that the 
^'Hargc of R’. 9,115 9 was incurred on former Occafions, but not before brought to Account,

Mohurs on various Occafions j Durbar Charges at the King’s Court, dilDurfed by Setab Roy ; 
jugget Seat’s Debt and Payment, arc Rated right. 

Of the Deficiency between the Receipts and Difburfements, Account the Bhela Department 
U’. 78,862 3 to, are faid to have been paid to Jeffaurut Cawn, in Part of Newarrah Charges • 
Vouchers for which arc forth-coming. 

The Sum of Rupees 36,444 8 6 3 is faid to be the Amount of Aflignments from the Khalfa 
ontiain Chund and others, which were never paid. For Rupees 9,80a i 5, Charges Emarut, 
Vouchcis are forth-coming i fo that the whole Sum of Rupees 30,41,335 9 2, allwted for the 
Bltcla Department, feems to be fully accounted for. In the like Manner, all the Dilburfements 
entered in the Accounts particularly diilinguiflied by the Name of Nizamut, arc acknowledged, 
and Vouclicrs appear for them in the different OflSces. Rajah Goordafs has however remarked to 
me, that a Number of M. R. Cawn’s Friends and Dependants have by his own Appointment 
received their Maintenance from the Allotment made from the Nizamut Department, and on this 
Head has delivered to me a Paper N" 1, which particularizes thefc Appointments, and will Ihew 
the Amount of them to be about 27 Lacks. The Paper N“ 2, delivered alfo by Rajab Goor- 
dals, relates to the fame Subjeft, as it contains a Lift of fuch of M. R. Cawn’s Relations, &c. 
as iieUl Offices under the Government in different Places, and received at the fame Time an 
Allowance from the Sircar, together with an Account of Servants and Prifoners received from 
the Begum, and taken from authentic Vouchers. I likewife fend you Two Perfian Accounts of 
thefc which were given to me by Rajah Goordafs t that marked with the Letter A correfponds 
exaclly vith the Begum’s *, that marked B, and which was delivered fubfequently to the Account A, 
was found erroneous, as many Perfons are therein faid to be introduced by M. R. Cawn, who it 
evidently appears had their Appointments from Jafficr Alii Cawn, or who had their Appointments 
only confirmed by the former, or their Salaries increafed. It being further obferved to me by 
Rajah Goordafs that a Number of Horfemen and Sepoys had been retained in the Service of 
M. R. Cawn, and paid from the Sircar without any Kind of Authority, I was led to make an 
Enquiry into the Matter, and it appeared that when Lord Clive was at Moorfhedabad he formed 
.111 Ettablifliment for M. R. Cawn, as follows : 100 Horfemen, 350 Cofs Burdars or Mufquiteers. 
Thefc Men were paid from the Tope Cannah Department s but M. R. Cawn difmifled them, and 
fubftituted the like Number of Sepoys at the fame Rate of Pay in their Room. Thefc received 
their Allowance from the Gardee or Sepoy Departmenr, and in fubfequent Years the Number of 
them was altered as follows :

So that, at the Time of M. R. C.awn’s Difmiffion, the public Servants ftationed with him were 
100 Horfemen and 530 Sepoys. ^ 

The Article of Batta is brought as another Charge againft M. R, Cawn by Rajah Goordafs, 
but nothing appears in the Nizamut Records. The Account N“ 3, is what was delivered to me 
by Roy Sunder Sing, the Perfon the Pcrfon*who managed this Bufinefs. Goordafs fays that it 
amounts to a much larger Sum, but he has not as yet furnifhed me with any Proofs. 

On thefc Accounts, therefore, I have only further to remark to you, that the Sum of 2,31,044 
Rupees, which is ftated againft Mahmud Rizza Cawn as a Balance is, in faft, the Amount of 
fundi y Aflignments, as reprefented in my Letter to the Board underrate the 18th November 
1772, accompanying the Nabob’s Accounts j for although the Sums do not cxaAly agree, yet on 
a Reference to the Accounts now fenr, it will be ten that the Amount for which Vouchers have 
been firice delivered (Rupees 2,69,563 15), and the Sum in Queftion, make the exaft Difference 
of (Rupees 5,00,608 2 8 3), fpccified in the Accounts tranfmitted with my above mentioned 
, Letter.

In compliance with the Defire of the Council, I take the Liberty of writing to your h xecl- 
lency on a Sutnefl which immediately concerns your own Welfare and the Order and QJeonomy 
of your domeuic Afiairs. They ooferve with great Concern, that notwithftanding the Notifi- 
cation from the Board to your Excellency by the Letter of Mr. Cartier fo long ago as the Month 
of January laft, of the Reduflion of your Revenue to 16 Lacks, your Eftablilhment and current 
Expences ftill continue on the Footing of your former Allowance. Tliey think it therefore their 
Duty to remind your Excellency of this Reduftion which at f it proceeds from the pofitive Orders f sic in Oiig. 
of the Company, it admits neither of Recall or Mitigation. The Receipt of Mr, Cartier’s Letter, 
which your Excellency regularly acknowledged, fixes the Date of its Commencement; it 
takes place from that Time.] Your Excellency will therefore fee the Propriety and even Ne- 
ceflity of regulating your Expences according to your prefent Income, to prevent Confufion in 
your Affairs : In this fo necelTary a Work, myfelf and the Gentlemen of the Committee will, 
with the greateft Cheerfulnefs, lend our Afliftancc •, and I hereby offer it to your Excellency, con- 
feious that with proper Attention to Order and CEconotny, your Expences may with great Eafe 
be fettled on a Plan calculated to free you from all Embarraflments on that Account in future, and 
to maintain you in the Dignity and Honor which your Station requires.

Extract of a Letter from Mr. Hallings to the Court of DireAors, dated Fort WilHam thi* 

25th March 1775. ’ 

[(j) Honourable Sirs, 

I have the Honour to fend you a Triplicate of my Addrefsof the loth of January, a Duplicate of 
my laft, and Obfcrvations on the Minutes fcnt by the Gentlemen of the Majority to your Honour 
able Court with the laft Difpatchesr ^ 

The various and accumulated Attacks which have been made upon me by my Adverfarif$ 
exceed my Abilities, and the narrow Compafs of my Time, to repel them by that circumftantial 
Mode of Defence which I have made ufe of in my former Addrefles. 

I beg Leave to recall to your Attention the original Points of Controverfy which formed the 
SubjcAs of our Firft Appeals. Thcfc were, on their Part, a Condemnation of the Kohilia War 
a Judification of their Refolutions for the Recall of the Brigade, and the DirmilTion of my publick 
Agent from his Appointment at the Court of the Vizier Sujah Dowla j and on mine, a Vindication 
of that War, and a Proteftation againft their Refolutions. 

Not trufting to their Strength on this Ground, they fliiftcd the Scene to the Treaty of Benaris 
which they endeavoured to decry, and I have defended. ’ 

Their next Attack was on the Management of your Colledlions and Finances. Thofe were 
reprefented as in a State of irretrievable Ruin, and thefc exhaufted ; with what Truth you will 
judge from Fafts, which fuperlede all Argument. 

On all thcfc Points I have fully replied ; and it refts with you to determine on the Juflicc of 
, their Accufations and my Defence. Neither my Judgement nor my Confcience will allow me for 
a Moment to fear for the Iffue of your Dccifion. 

To this Period the Contefts between the Majority and me were confined to Subjefts of a public 
Nature, although my Condudt and Charafter, my Credit at home, and my Influence here, were 
the ultirnate Objefts of them. Perhaps even thcfc Retrofpeftions were foreign from the Defign of 
the Legiflature in the Conftitution of this new Government, invefted with fuch extended Powers, 

, and a Charge of fuch vaft Importance to the Britilh State. I have long ago, in my Letter to the Ho- 
' nourable Court of Direilors, dated nth November 1773, offered to you my Opinion of their 
£ffe<fb$, at a Time when it was impoifibie for me to forefce the prefcnt Occaflon for the Ap- 
plication of it. 

The firft Afts of the Majority manifcftly Ihcw, that their Aim was either by continual Pro- 
vocations to induce me to throw up my Scar, and leave them the foie uncontrolled Matters of 
this valuable State, or by annihilating my prefcnt Influence, to render me a Cypher in it ; and, 
by mifreprefenting the Mcafures of my former Adminiftration as univerfally tending, and even 
fyftematically calculated for the Ruin of your interetts, and the national Honour, in this Country, to 
cffcfl: my Removal by a fuperior and legal Authority. 

The ruling Principle and Spring of all their Aftions is fairly but rather unguardedly ex- 
plained in their firft Letter of Appeal, in the Declaration, “ That the Juftification of their Con- 
dudl muft of Ncceflity carry with it, and could only be fupported by a ftrong and deliberate Cen- 
fure of tte preceding Adminiftration.” I have admitted the Truth of this Propofition, in the 
• Sle In Oiig. Application of it, to fuch of their Meafures as are diredlly contradidfory of • thofe of the preceding 
Adminiftration, but I will not allow it to be cither juft or fair, applied to Meafures with which 
thefc have no Relation j but it is a powerful, though trite. Policy, to which the unthinking Part 
of the World have too often been the Dupes } to fuch let them addrefs thcmfclvcs j I truft that my 
Caufc will be decided by other Judges. 

The fubfequent Tranfadions have not even the Pretext of a publick Objedt, but are dircclly 
and openly levelled at myfelf. The Ground is popular, and calculated to the Temper of the 
Times •, and whatever be the IflTuc of them, there arc Thoufands on whom the bare Allegations 
will fix an indelible impreflion. 

• On the 10th inftant an Englilh l.,etter, containing Englifli Accounts, was brought to the 
Board, in the Name of the Ranny of Burdwan, by a Servant of Mr. Jofeph Fowke, charging me 
perfonally with having received the Sum of 15,000 Rupees as a Prefcnt from Dewan Bndjoo 
Kifliorc Roy. 

On the next Day a weightier Charge was delivered to the Board, in the Public Department, 
through the Hands of Mr. Francis, from Maha Raja Nundcomar, of various Prcfcnts having 
been received by me, which, on the moft probable Eftimation of the indefinite Sums added to thole 
which are particularly fpecified, muft have amounted to many Millions of Rupees.

Thofe relating to the Allegations of Rajah Nundcomar have been committed to the Hands of 
vour Attorney, tor the Purpofe of commencing a Suit at Law againft me, in the Name of the 
Company, for the Recovery of the Sums faid to have been received by me from Munny Begum 
the Year 177a. Ireferve my Defence for the fame Channel, not chufing to give my Adver- 
farics an Advantage by anticipating it, nor to befpeak your premature Judgement on a Caufe 
thus depending. I do not mean to teftria myfclf folely to this Mode of Defence j let the Law 
have it’s Effeft, and I am willing, and 1 (hall be proud to fubmii all my Tranfadlions, of what 
Nature foever, to your Jufticc, in any Way or Form which you (hall preferibe. In the mean 
Time. I beg that you will fufpend your Opinion upon my Conduft, except In thofe Parts of it, 
on which you have complete Materials to decide, artd on Which your earlieft Deci(i6n it required i 
in this Dccifion the Cortduft of my Opponents muft nccelTarily be Involved. 

A combined and declared Majority of the Council have Rood forth as my Accufers. I appeal, 
frtr the Truth of this AITertion, to the whole Tenor of their Condudl fince their Arrival in this 


Country, and to the undoubted Evidences which appear on the public Records of the Ult 
Fifteen Days Confultations, that thefe Gentlemen arc thcmfclves Parties, if not the Principals, 
as in my Heart I believe them to be, and fuch the World cftcems them, and the Ranny of 
Burdwan and Rajah Niindcomar little more than InRruments and oftenfible Agents in the Accu- 

falions preferred by them againft me. tjvi- .1 ■ 

Whether confidcred as my Accufers, of as joint Members of the Admimltration, 1 dilclaim tncir 
Right to ercck thcmfclves into a Tribunal to try my Conduft, nor (hould any Confideration prevail 
wjon me to fubjeft myfelf to fuch a State of Humiliation. . - a 

As little do 1 judge it confiftcni with my own Honour, or yoijr intereft, to fuftirr the firft Mem- 
ber of this State to oc pcrfonally arraigned at the Council Board, and expofed to the Inlblcrice and 
Calumnies of a Mifcrcant like Nundcomar, Had the Majority been difpofcd to accept of my Pro- 
pofition, of appointing a Committee for profccuiing their Enquiries either into thefe or the Ranny ’s 
Allegations, they might have obtained the fame Knowledge and all the Satisfaftion in this Way 
that they could have expefted from an Inquifition taken by the Board at large j their Proceedings 
would have had the Appearance at lead: of Regularity, and my Credit wwld I)ave befcn Ids 
aifeAed by them. The only Point which they could polTibly gain by perfifting in brii^ing fuch 
a Subjeft before the Board, was to gain a public Triumph over me, and to expofe my Plifcc and 

Perfon to Infolt. , . « , l r » i. 

Reduced to this Extremity, and fupported only by a Tingle Member of the Board, whole Beha- 
viour and Reafonings on this Occafton will, I truft, do him Honour in your Eyes, although they 
availed but little againft a pre-comtined Refolution, I had no Alternative left, but to yield to 
the indignities olFered me, or to make Ufc of the Authority which the ancient and unr^alcd 
Conftitution of your Service has vefted in the Prdident of your Council, to declare the Meeting 
dilTolved. My Declaration had no Effcft with them, nor did I expeft it would. It refts with 
you to determine, whether, in this inftance, I ufurped (or, to fpcak more properly, aftertc ) a 
Privilege to which I had no lawful Claim ; or whether I am juftified by the anewnt and invariable 
Practice of the Service, and by the NeccITuy of the Cafe, in that Refolution.

tnent, is not for me at prefent to enquire-, but furciy it is conclufivc as to t eir i 
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oeither diminllhing nor abrogating the inherent Rights of the former Chiefs^ uolels^^cirily 
taken away by other Clau&s of the Aft. Befldcs, I even find in the Aft Hfelf m poOtive DccU. 
ration, that the Rights of the Governor General and Council lhall remain to them, in 
Manner, to all Intents and Purpofes, as they were at any Time before eitercifed by (he Prefideot 
and Councils. 1 may err in this Couftruftion, and fulTer a Subjeft top nearly allied to my Feelingc 
to impofe on my Judgement j but I am confident, whatever may be the Opinion as to the Right, 
that with you, Gentlemen, and with ail wife and moderate Men, nothing will juftify the Intern’ 
perance of my Opponents, who compelled me, by every Circumftance of vfelefs and indecent 
Provocation, to fiy to fuch an Expedient, as the only Means of faving me from perfonal 
Infuit. 

You will obferve the Attempts that have been repeatedly made by the Majority to compel the 
Attendance of my Two principal Servants before them : In this Inftancf alfo I prefume t . i^fiirtn 
that they afted without a Precedent, and without any legal Authority. To thofe who kjiow 
the Cufiom and Manners of the Country, this will be confidered as an Outrage offered diredlly to 
niyfelf, .and, whatever Colour may be given to it, I believe there is not a Man in this Place that 
looks upon it as intended for any other Purpole : If it were polCble to aferibe it to any other, 
the Behaviour of General Clavering at the public Council Board on the aoch would have put it 
beyond the PofTibilicy of a Doubt. 

Again I beg Leave to refer you to the Perufal of the Confultationi upon thefe Subjcfla, of which 
I with that not a fingle Word fhould elcape your Obfervation, 

Although I have declined entering at this Time and Place into a Refutation of the Accufat' n$ 
which have been preferred againfl me in the Names of Nundcomar and the Ranny of Burdwan, 
yet I do not think it proper to pafs them wholly unnoticed. 

You are well informed of the Reafons which firft induced me to give any Share of my Con- 
ficlence to Nundcomar, with whole Charafler I was acquainted by an Experience of many Years, 
The Means which he himfelf took to acquire it were peculiar to himfelf ; He lent a Meflenger to 
me at Madrafs, on the firft News of my Appointment to this Prcfidency, with pretended Letters 
from Munny Begum, and the Nabob Yeteram o’DowIa, the Brother of the Nabob JalHer Ally 
Cawn, filled with bitter Inve^ives againft Mahomed Reza Cawn, and of as warm Recommenda. 
tions, as I recolledl, of Nundcomar. I have been fince informed by the Begum, that the Letter 
which bore her Seal was a complete Forgery, and that Ihe was totally unacquainted with the Ufe 
which had been made of her Name ’till informed of it by Juggut Chund, Nundcomar’s Son-in- 
law, who was lent to her exprelsly to intreat her not to divulge it. Mr. Middleton, whom Ihe 
confultcd on the Occafion, can atteft the Truth of this Story. 1 have not yet had the Curiofity 
to enquire of the Nabob Yeteram o’Dowlah whether his Letter was of the fame Stamp ; but I 
cannot doubt it. 

The Promife, which he fays I made him, that he Ihould be conftituted Aumeen, that is, Inqui- 
fitor General over the whole Country, and that 1 would delegate to him my whole Power and 
Jnfiuence, is fomething more than a negative Falfehood. He did Once or Twice intimate to me a 
Wilh of the Kind, but with fo little Succefs, that for a While he wholly dropt it. On Mr. 
Reed’s return from theCoaft, where he had been on Leaveof Abfence, Nundcomar made his Ap- 
plication CO him for the fame Employment, hoping through his Influence to obtain it. Mr. Reed, 
deceived by his Suggeftions, brought the Propofition bemre the Board, and fupported it with 
Warmth •, but it was rejefted. The Manner in which this Matter was then intr^uced; contains 
ftriking Broofs of the incendiary Charadler of tlte Man, and the Proceedings will Ihcw the Grounds 
on which the Propofition was rejected. 

For the Enquiries which were made into the Condudt of Mahomed Reza Cawn and Raja 
Shitabr6y, I beg Leave to refer to the Proceedings themfelves, in which every Voucher and 
every Evidence th^ I could obtain from Nundcomar are recorded at length, and you will 
yourfclves be the beft Judges of the Diligence which was exerted by me in the Profecution 
them. Mahomed Reza Cawn, who was brought to Trial by your exprefs Commands on formal 
Charges exhibited againft him, was confined under a Guard of Sepoys, from April 1772 to June 
1773. Shitabrdy, although there had not been any exprefs Commands received from you con** 
cerning him, was in like Manner confined from May 1772 to June 1773; and the moft public 
Notice was given with refpeci to both, that every Complaint againft them would be heard and 
ft tidily tried. 

The Reafons for appointing a native Officer at the Head of the Khalfa, and the particular 
Reafons which induced the Committee to make Choice of the Son of Raja Doolubram for that 
Office, appear on the Records of that Time. 

I recoiled an Information given me by Nundcomar, concerning the pretended Ufurpations 
ma*de by the R.ijah of Benares of the Purgunnahs of Keera, Mongrora, and Bcdjygur* on the 
Province of Bahar, but at a much more diftant Period of Time (ban Nundcomar Iwa aflertedt 
I do not recoiled his mentioning it again whpn I fet out for Bcnare:$, neitlwr did 1 ever intimate 
thc.Sobjed either to Cheyt Sing or his Minifters, becaufe I knew I could not fupport the Claimt 
and to have made it and dropped it would have been in every Senfe dilhonourablc.

Since my Return hither I have been makine oar- 
ticular Enquiry, and I imagine Mungrore muft be the Pergunnah you fpoke of, but it is not in 
the Ncighbourhi^ of Rotas ; It Wongs properly to Shawbad, and is fituatcd not far from 
B,inaris. It paid its Revenue to this Province till 1085, or 1677. I" »o86 it was all given away to 
jaghcedars, and the Bahar Government has never fmee received a Rupee from it. About F.iaht 
Years ago Meer Jaffier made a Prefent of it to Bui want Sing, to whom it was confirmed by Lord 
Clive and * Carnac j and he afterwaids procured Sunnuds, as an Altumgau, from the King and the 
Vizier. Inclofcd arc Copies of thcle feveral Papers. °

Copy of a Perwannah under the Seal of the Vizier ul Mulk Sujah ul Dowlah Baliadre Sufdur 
Jung, from the 29th of Shabaan in the 8th Year of the Reign of his Majefty Sha Allum, agreeably 
to the above illuftrious Firmaun of the 15th of Shabaan, in the 8th Year of the Reign, the Sum of 
16,80,083 Daums on the whole Pergunnah of Mungrora, the Revenue of which amounts to 50,000 
Rupees and upwards, with an Exemption from the Payment of all Duties from the Middle of 
Rubby ul Owel, agreeably to Zimman, is granted as a free and unconditional Gift to Raja Bulbant 
Sing Bahadrc, and to his Heirs.

The Reafons which prevailed on the late Board to grant the Purgunnah of Bahbund to Cantoo 
Baboo my Servant, will appear in the Confultations of the izth and 19th of July 1774, inth; 
Revenue Department i to thole I refer. You will find that this is not a Part of the Zemindarry of 
Ranny Bowanny, nor ever in her Poflcflioo, but a Mahl or Diftrift depending imiriediately on Go- 
vernment, and lying on the Frontier of the Province ; that no Kind of Indulgence was (hewn m 
my Servant in this Grant, but an Advantage provided for Government by the Fcfhkulh, or Fine 
to be paid, and by the Security which the Colledions of it would naturally derive from being in the 
Charge of a Man of Bufinefs and Property. 

I'he Sunnud was never granted, though ready drawn up, and iij my PolTcIfion, from the Time 
of the Order of Councils, nor of Courfe the Pe(kku(li paid, becaufe I chole to defet the Con- 
firmation of it till the Affcmbly of the new Council. 

The Majority, in their fepatate Meeting of the lyih inftanr, have thought proper to deprive 
Cantoo Baboo of this Grant, for Reafons which they are yet to feek. One, indeed, they have 
alfigncd i namely, that the Perfon in whofe Name it was granted was deferibed as a Man of Credit 
and Property, but proved, on Enquiry, to be a Boy of Ten Years of Age. You, Gentlemen, need 
not be told, that it is the conftant Praftice of the Gentoos to regifter all Deeds and Contrafls, and 
apply for all Grants in the Names of their Sons : Locknaut Nundee, the nominal Zemindar, is 
tlic Sun of Cantoo Baboo, wliom the Board intended by the above Defeription. 

As to the Charge of withholding from Nundcomar a Palakccn which he lays Claim to, I am 
afhamed to reply to fo futile an Accufation. The Enclofure, N° 2, delivered to me by Mudgelis 
Roy, tie Vakeel of Rajah Shitabrdy, contains all that I know of this Affair) except that the Fala- 
keen is in my PolTeflion, as I am told, for I have never feen it. 

The Appointment of Munny Begum to the Management of the Nabob’s Houfehold, and ol 
Rajah Goordafs, and the other Relations and Dependants of Nundcomar to the Dewanny and fub- 
fidiary Offices of the Nizamut and Behla, took Place in the Month of Augufl i772* My Moiivt! 
in thefe Arrangements have been already fully explained to you in the Minutes of the Committee ol 
Circuit, and the General Letters of that Year, and in my Addrefs to your Secret Committee, datcc 
the i(l September. 

I believe there is fcarcc a Man in Bengal who docs not now commend my Choice of Munn; 
Begum for the Truft affigned her. I believe there were few tO whom the Diftinftion which wj 
fltewn by me on that Occafion to the Family of Nundcomar did not afibrd Matter of niuci 
Allonifhment, as his Character was known to all, and my Opinion of it to all who knew me.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

I addrefled you a Letter • from Plaficy, which I hope you have received, and have only further *, 
to add on the Subject of it, that I met with no Attendance whatever from tlience to this Place, yjnue Dept, 
where I arrived Yetterday Morning at Four o’clock, very much fatigued. 

At Twelve ©’Clock To-day I waited on the Nabob, and opened my Commiffion to him and the 
Begum, and delivered your Two Letters to them, which were read in the Durbar, as well as that 
to Rajah GouVdafs, who I invetted with the Authority the Begum had over the Nabob and his 
Houfchold, after having divefted her of it, and fully explained both to her and the Nabob the 
Extent of the CommilTion you have honoured me with. The Nabob exprefled himfelf highly 
delighted at being delivered out of her Hands. He complained to me that he had been treated 
with great Severity by her, was denied the mott trifling Requetts, even to the ncceflary Linen, &c, ^ 
for the Ufe of his Zenana, and Beetle for his own *, which Allowance, he fays, has been fhortened t *• sic in orfj. 
and though the Begum allowed him openly 1000 Rupees a Month for his Expences, yet he did 
not receive above 400 of it till the News of my coming, when it was encreafed to 3000 Rupees a 
Month. He complains too, that mott of the antient Servants of his Houfchold have been di- 
vetted of their Employments, and that thofe who remain were about to undergo the fame Fate, to 
make Room for a Set of People that he knew nothing of, the Creatures of the Begum’s Eunuch

As no Complaints have ever been made ^ toe. agiinft any of the principal Officers or Servants 
of the Nizamut, I cannot accufe them of NegledI of Duty or Impropriety in their Behavioar' I 
lhall pay a particular Attention to your Orders refpefting their Conduft, and give you the carlieft 
Intimation of every Tranfaftion that (hall appear to be culpable. 

From all the Enquiries that I have been able to make^ I cannot find out that any Perlbn has had 
Accefs to the Bhegum on any real Bufinefs, and Ibe has herfelf aflured me that no Vifiu have 
been lately paid to her, except thofe of Ceremony only, and which Ihe has been accuftomed to 
receive from thofe Gentlemen who before had paid the fame Compliment to the Nabob : If it j. 
your Pleafurc to have a Lift of thefe, I (hall take care to tranfmit one regularly i at the fame 
Time, I (hall pay the ftriaeft Attention to the Inftrudliont contained in the latter Paragraph of 
your Letter, relative to any fecret Negociations which may be carrying on at the Nabob’s Court 
and (hall ufe my Endeavours to make myfclf acquainted with all Matters of Bufinefs tranfafted 
there, and acquaint you accordingly. 

I have communicated both to the Nabob and the Begum your Inftruftions rcgaiding the Mode 
of Application to the prefent Government, and the Manner of tranfmitting their Addrefs, which 
will be punctually complied with.

I am favoured, with your Letter of the 25th indant, and have now the Pleafure of tranfmietiiw

Sicca Rup* 951 5 5. Ac the fame Time I beg Leave to acquaint you, that the Nabob has made 
repeated Applications to me for Money for tne Ufe of his Houfehold, which it has pot been in 
my Power to comply with, being informed by the Provincial Council of Revenue at Moorflic. 
dabad, that .they have not at prelent any Calb in their Treafury to anfwer the Demands i and you 
will obferve, that 1 have not been able to obtain more than 10,000 Rupees from them in the 
Courfe of this Month. 

I (hall acquaint the Begum with your Refolution relative * her Salary as Guardian to the Nabobs 
and Ihall calft care to difeontinue the Payment of it in future.

Olid Sum from Ewaz Ally Cawn, or any other Confidcration from him at any Time, either before 
or Once, nor has any Conllderation been received from him by any of my Servants with my Privity 
or Confent. The Unwillingnefs you have (hewn to credit a Report fo prejudicial to my CharaRer, 
by the Favour you have confenid upon me in giving me theearlied Intimation, fo as’ to adbrd 
me an Opportunity of clearing pp my Condudl, claims a graceful Acknowledgement, and has 
drawn from me this open Declaration, even without .the Knowledge of my Accuftr i and I 
Batter myl'elf it will be confidered as a full Refutation of the unjuft Charge exhibited againft met 
but as the bare Contradiidion of pne Man may not be thought fufEcient to invalidate the Aflertion 
of another, or be deemed an ample Juftification of his Innocence, I wi(h hot to fereen myfelf 
by this Difavowal from the ftrtideft, Enquiry you may think proper to diredi into the Grounds of 
fuch an Accufation, fatisded within myfelf of the Improbability to prove an abfolute Falfity, 
even though any Perfon (hould be daring enough to .attempt it.

That it be recommended to the Board to confer this Office on Mr. Charles Crofees, the pro* 
f nt Accomptant trf the Board of Revenue, whole Diligence and Practice in that Buflnefs, and 
the particular Inftrudtioos of the Honourable the Court ot Dircdlors, juftly entitles him to that im* 
porcant Charge. 

After he had remained in this Employment for fomc Time* the Governor and Council were 
pleafed to honour him with the following Recommendation to the Court of Diredtors. 

Extrafl of the General Letter from the Honourable the Prcfidcnt and Council of Revenue at Fort 
William, to the Honourable the Court of Directors, dated the 5th January 1773. 

In this Place we beg Leave to refer you to the particular Recommendation made by the late 
Council of Revenue, at Moorlhcdabad, in their Proceedings of the 8th September lall, in Favour 
of Mr. Charles Croftes the Accomptant to that Department, who is now employed as our Ac- 
comptant General to the Dewannee, and from whofc Services and diligent Attention to his Bufi 
nefs, we hope to have the Accounts of your Revenues perfectly balanced in an uniform and regular 
Manner at the Expiration of every Scafon. 

He continued in this Station till his Health was fo much impaired that he was no longer able 
to attend the Duties of ib laborious an Office, and a Change of Air became abfolutely ncccflrary. 
There was at that Time no other Appointment at the Subordinate vacant, except that of Ac- 
comptant to the Buniwan Council, to which he was in ExpeClation of fucceeding to a Seat in 
that Council on the firft Vacancy. But his Health amending, he was induced to folicit thePer- 
milTion of the Board to remain in his Station at the Prcfitlency.— He received this Permiffion, as 
appears front the following Minute. 

The Prefident begs Leave to acquaint the Board, that Mr. Charles Croftes, at the Time he 
folicited and obtained the Appointment of Accomptant to the Burdwan Provincial Diviflon, la- 
boured under a very fevere Fit of an Indilpofition, of which he had before had repeated Attacks } 
that this Circumllancc, in a Manner incapacitating him for Bufinefs, rendered him anxious to 
procure a Change of Air and Situation > but that h.>ving fince perfcaiy recovered his Health, he 
IS now defirous; with the Board’s Approbation, of continuing to execute thofc Offices at the Pre- 
fidcncy, which they did him fo much Honour in appointing him to, at fo early a Period of his 
Service. From the great Regularity and • All^ity which Mr. Croftes has hitherto teftified in 'the-' 
Difchargc of his Duty, the Prcfidcnt doubts not the Board will readily confcnl to indulge him (Mr. 
Croftes) in the llequcll which he makes. 

Agreed that Mr. Croftes be permitted to continue in his prefent Offices, and that Mr. Fleet- 
wood be appointed Accomptant at Burdwan.

— The Board being now met to conGder and determine on the Subjeil and Proof 
of this Accufation againft Nundcomar, read the fevcral Proceedings thereon Gncc the Commence- 
ment of the En<}uii y, whereby it appears to be clearly proved by theTcilimony of fcvcral WitnefiTes, 
corrobomting the Declaration of Garicunt Battegce, that he, the faid Garicunt, was not in C.al- 
ciKta at the Time that Nundcomar alledgcs in his Defence to have given him the Letters from 
Mr. Law.

But as thofe Confultations are voluminous, and as they are at the fame Time open for further

As the Major (Major Carnac) continued prefling me very earneftly, I acquainted him With every 
Thing that had com <5 to my Knowledge, to the following Pi^ort. ^ 

One Day Hajec Abdulla, who fought for Mcer Coffim in Patna Fort, and is now with the 
Army in Rajah Nundcomar’s Service, informed me that Rajah Nundcomar had been fpcaking to 
him about making an Agreement with Meer Coflfim, whereby he (Nundcomar) would cngagjc con- 
flantly to fend him faithful Accounts of all the Tranfa£lions of the Englifh Army, on condition 
that he would appoint him to the Dewany of the Province of Bengal, &c. Moreover he had fet 
his Seal to a blank Paper, and given it to a Perfon to carry it to Meer Coffim, and write thereon 
whatever Engagements might be ncceffary for hin Sacisfadtion, and deliver it to him* I told Hajec 
Abdulla I was not a Hircarrah, that I fbould reprefent this Matter to the Nabob > thatMoorly 
Aurr had the Office of Hircarrah, and that he ihould inform him of thclc Particulars, that he 
might reprefent them to his Excellency. Accordingly Hajec Abdulla acquainted Moorly Aurr 
with the Affair, whereupon he fenc fomc of his Hircarrahs to apprehend the People who were 
carrying tlic Paper under Nundc<»mar*s Sc-*U but as Nundcomar’a People went away the Day 
before, the Hircarrahs could not catch them. Moreover, when Dundyal Miflkr received the 
Agreement from yoj and the Nabob, and wa^* difmiflcd to Rajah Bulwand Sing, Rajah Nundcomar 
fpoke to him by Ni^^ht in his Tent in ihc tollowmg Terms : It is out of Friendihtp that I give 
tnis Admonition ; tell the Ruja it is unjuffifiablc and diffionourablc for him to revolt from his 
Mafter ; ihefc Gentlemen here are wavering in their Councils ; be furc you fail not to mentioa 
this*’* 

Copy of a Letter from Raja Nundcomar to Raj.! Bulwand Sing, recorded on Confultation the 

1 ith Odober 1764. 

I have had the Pleafure to receive your Letter by the Hands of Dundyau) Miflar. A Treaty is 
now lent you from hence under the Care of the faid Miflar. I who am fincerely your Wcll-wiflicr, 
and look upon your Profperity as my own, write you out of Fricndlhip, that your revolting from 
your Mafter and Duty, is contrary to the Rules of Honour and Jufticc* Here, that ihcfc 
Gentlemen arc every Minute changing their Councils, and purfue nothing with Steadinefs, you 
IhoulJ not place any Confidence in their Writings or Agreements. Dundyaul Miflar acquainted 
me fully with the Meflage you fent by him, and I have fent you by his Mouth the Particulars of 
my Anlwer and Advice, agreeably to my Friendfhip for you 1 moreover he has fecn with his own 
Eyes; he will inform you of every Thing. You fhould adl conformable thereto, and believe me 
to be your Wcll-wifher. 

Copy of a Letter to the Honourable Prefident, from Mr. Vanfittart, recorded on Confultation, i6Lh 

March 1765. 

Agreeably to your Orders, I now lay before you what Information I have received relative to 
Nundcomar*s treafonablc Corrcfpondencc with the Enemy. On my Arrival at Parna, in my Way 
, to Camp, Mcer AlbrufF, being introduced to me by Mr. Billers, complained much of the Hard- 
Ihips he had lliffcred on Account of his Accufation againll Nundcomar, and begged that I would 
« SicinOrig, ufc my Endeavours to difeover the Truth, • the he might be freed from the Imputation of Falfe- 
hood, and his Bufintls freed from the Obftruftions by which it had been long totally put a Stop 
to, I immediately alked him by what Means he had got NundcomaPs Letter into his Hands *, he 
laid, theU on the News of Bulwand Sing’s having paid aVific to Suja ul Dowla, and offered his 
Service to him, he wrote to Kamchurn Pundit, his Gomaftah at Benares, exprefling his Surprize ac 
this his Conduft, and deliring to know the Reafon of it; his Gomaftah, in Aofwcr fent him 
Nundcomar’s Letter, which was given him by a Munihy of Bulwand Sing, and wrote him that was 
the Reafon, In Proof of his Affertion, I made him give me a Copy of his Letter to Ramchund Pun* 
dit, and Ramchuncl’s original Anfwer, which, together with their Tranflations, I have here cncIolcJ 
(N'" I and 2.) I then enquired what could be his Reafon for never having (hewn Nundcomarb 
Letter to General Carnac ; he intimated, that looking upon him to be prejudiced in Nundcoiuai’s 
Favour, he did not chufe to (hew it him alone, but faid he cold him he had further Proofs 
againll Nundcomar, which he would produce in Pretence of Meflrs.*Bacfon and Billers; but the 
^ General would not confcnc to any Examination in concert with thofc Gentlemen : Indeed it is d't' 
ficult to conceive any other Realbn for Meer AthrufPs not having proodued the Letter, than that 
which he afligns, as 1 am well aflured it was in his Hands, Dodor Fullerton having told me that 
he had himfclf feen it, and adually had it in his Pofleffion at the Time when Meer Alhruff was 
ftrongly prclfcd to fign the Paper teftifying Nundcomar’s Innocence. When I fet out for Bc^ 
naris, I carried Nundcomat’s original Letter with mc; and the firft Opportunity I had of feeing 
Bulwand Sing, I produced it to him, and made Enquiry of him concerning the Authority of u:

You are well acquainted with the Treaty made by Rajah Bulwand Sing t that he promifed to 
afl entirely in Conjundion with the Nabob Meer Mahmud Jaffier Cawn to the Engliih Gentlemen, 
and continue in a Arid Alliance with them : Accordingly a Copy of an Agreement was made out 
and fenc to him. Now that the llajah, in Contradidion to the Agreement, has joined with 
Sujah ul Dowlah, and is ready for War, what is the Reafon of it? What is become of the 
Agreement he made with the Nabob Meer Mahmud Jafoer Cawn and the Englifh Gentlemen ? 

It IS requillte you make full Enquiry into thefe Matters from the Rajah or his People, and inform 
me thereof, for this Affair furprifes me greatly acquaint me without Delay. .- < ■ 


From Rawchund Pundit to Meer Alhruff. 

I have had the Honour to receive your Letter, wherein you write, that Raja Bulwand Sing 
entered into an Agreement with the Nabob Meer Mahmud Jaffier Cawn and the Englilh Gen- 
tlemen to ad entirely in Conjundion with them } what can be the Reafon that in Coniradidion 
thereto he is now coming with Sujah Dowlah, and is ready for War-, that I Ihould make 
enquiry into this Matter, and inform you thereof.— Sir, Rajah Nundcomar has 'written to R«^h 
Bulwand Sing, that thefe Gentlemen are not firm to their Agreements, and this is the Rcalot) 
of his having joined with Suja ul Dowla. This Letter the Raja has delivered to me •, enclofcd I 
fend it to you ; thereby you will be acquainted with the Particulars : this is the Caufe of 
Bulwand Sing’s Departure from his Agreement. Indeed when a Dewan, who has the Management 
of Affairs, writes in this Manner, how can any one have Confidence in bis Maficr’s Agreements ? 

The 24tb of February 1765, Raja Bulwand Sing being on a Vifu to Mr. Marriott at Benaras 
I took out of my Pocket, in the Prefence of Meflrs. Marriott, Taylor, and Pollier, and feveral of 
the Rajah’s own Peojile, the original Letter, which Meer Alhruff acculed Nundcomar of having 
written to the Raja, and prefented to the Raja, and at the Timefaid to him, ‘ Mr. Marriott and 
‘ i are defirous Of knowing whether, when Suja-ul-Dowlah' was preparing to invade the Bengal 
‘ Dominions, you received this Letter from Nundcomar or not?’ After reading the Letter, 
he replied, ‘ It would be a Dilhonouf to me to fpeak a Falfehood, and fpeaking the IVuth may 
‘ be auended with ill Confequences to mej but, (fays he, addrefling himlcU to Mr. Marriott) I 
‘ will inform you by and by Accordingly, about Half an Hour afterwards, he told Mr. Marriott 
fecretly he had received it i Mr. Marriott alked himrif he had wHtteh any Anfwerto it; he faid that 
be had, that he would look for it among his Papers, ahd if he could find it would fehd it to him. 
hnmcdiately after I feated myfirif clOfe to rhe Raja, and aiked him again fecretly whether he had ’ 
received the Letter or notj he told me that he had: 1 afked him ho W Meer Alhruff had got 
It into his Hands t he told me that he font it to him: 1 t|Kn faid, You. mull remember, that at 
that Time there was a Negotiation on Foot between you and the Englilh Meer Alhruff informed 
jne. that on the News of your having paid a Vifit to Slija ul Elo'wia, and offered him your Service, 
hew^rote to his Gomaftah,' exprefflng his Surjarife at your Cohdu£l, artd defifing to know i he 
Keafon of it ; and that his Gomaftah in artfwer enclofed him Nuridcomar’s Letter, and told Iriitt 
t 3 t Letter was the Reafon: pray is this Matter of Faft or not? He anfwercd. You are ac- 
quainted with all Particulars already, what Occafion is there for me to mention them to you ? I 
^peated my Queftion, But is what Meer Alhruff told me Matter of Fa^l or not ? ' He faid, 'It is 
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fo enrirclr ^ I thw aflcM hirt, if ht had reechoed any more of fuclvSwt of LettcM from Nund. 
tomaf : He told rtie, that h4 had received Two or Thrae^ but that Soja Doeda bad' reaeiyJ 
Fifty. I aflwd hiiTii if he had feed any of t^fe Letters which were wiicKR to Siqa ul Oawl«> 
He f^d, that he hai^' not,- bvM that being with Sqa trl Powla^ ho vory weiTknew that he did 
receive them. I defired that he would let mO nave ihofe Twaor Three. Letters- that yrcrc written 
to hlmfclf t . he toW md that he would look foe them among hn f'tpnSi and deliver ibeny to Mr.

In a Day or Two wc arc in hopes of eompleating fuch a State of the preie'nt Colledtioni and 
Divifions of the Revenues as may enable us to propofc to you the Diftribution you diredlt b'ut as 
ic has been propofed to place One Branch in the Hands of Nundcomar, we think it nccelTary 
before this be fixed to acquaint you, that Mr. George Vanfmart, juil arrived from the Army, h« 
Cviinmunicated to us fome very corroborative Proofs of the treacherous Correfpondence imputed 
t‘) Nundcomar in April 1764, which may perhaps induce you to alter the intended Partition of 
ilufmcfs. Tlie Fads, as attefted, muft, for the prefent, deftroy all Confidence between us and 
Nundeomar, and, if fully proved, muft expofe him to the fevereft Rcfentment of our Govern- 
ment. . 

The Prefulent informs the Board, Mr. George Vanfittart arrived Ycftcrday in Town, and tn-it 
he had defired him to produce the Proofs which the Gentlemen of the Deputation mention hkn to 
be poficircd of in their lall Letter, concerning the treacherous Correfpondence in\puted to Nund- 
•contar in laft April v and he accordingly now lays before them the following Loner from, and 
Pai>ers therein referred to.

The Boafd taking thh Affair again intb Confideratibn, from the Circumftanttfs bifott 
It appears, fuppbfing the Charge to be fully proved againft Nundcofnar, that k is abfoWitdy 
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fither for 1** or * 1 * N^)ob, that he Ihouk) have any the fmatleft Share in the Bofinefs of the 
(Jovernment k awl thcHcforei^ as there now appears f’uch corroborattve Circumftances againft him, it 
i) refolvcd, that he be uttraediately ealleci to Calcutta, and the Enquiry into it here refiimed. 
Agreed, therefore, that the Deputies do make a proper Repn^fentation on the Subjefl to th« 
Nabob, and dtfirc, as the Enquicy can only properly be made here, that he will lend him down 
accoriling^iy i that he fhall liave a fair and candid Examination, and when the lame is completed, 
his EitccUencjr be fully advifed and coofultcd on the Meafures ftill further ncccnary.— I'liat the 
prefidentdo alfo addrefe be Nabob on theOccafion, referring him to the Geotlcmen lor Partictlars 
and urging h» Compliance with the Application to be made to him by them. 1 hat Doftor Fullar- 
ton as hefow mentioned, Mccr AlhruflF, Jlamchurn Pundit his Gomaftah, be calltd from Patna, 
and Hajce Abdulla (mentiooed in Meer Aihruff’s Narrative to have been acquainted with this and 
other Cirgumftances of Nundcomar’s Treachery) from Murfltedabad, where wc find he now is, to 
give their peribnal Evidences on the Charge. A Letter is accordingly wrote to the Deputies, 
with -a Copy of the Proceedings for their Guidance, and a Letter to Patna for the Thice Evi- 
dences. As the Branch of the Revmue intended to be allotted to Nundcomar may fuffer greatly 
by his Abfence, it appearing not fafe to truft fo great a Charge folely to the Management of his 
Servants or Creatures, while his Charader lays under fo dilhonourable an Imputation, withfucli 
juriicular Proofs of his Delinquency j agreed, the Deputies be defired to urge to the N.ibob the 
Pifpofat of fuch Allotment to other trufly Servants, until we have come to a Determination con- 
cerning Nundcomar. 

N. B. The Nabob for fome Time declined comjdying with the Council’s Dcfire; and upon the 
Deputies applying for frcih Orders, the Council direfted them, (Conf. 25th March) flaoukl the 
Nabob pcrlcvcre in his Rcfufal, to feize Nundcomar and fend him a Prifoncr to Calcutta. 

Extraikof tlie Firft Letter from the Deputies at Moorlhcdabad, dated 25th February 1765. 

We found the Nabob’s Mind greatly prcponclTcd with the Sufpicion of our aimintf to raile 
Mahomed Reza Cawn to the Subahlhip ; we loon convinced him how idle were his Fccirs on this 
Head, and how ncedfels and abfurd the Steps wc were now taking to fccure him, in the mod 
eflTedual Manner, in the full and quiet Enjoyment of the Subadarry by the Faith of the moll 
folemn Treaty, if we aiSlually had any fuch Dcfign. This naturally led us to enquire of the 
Nabob concerning the Perwanna Ik had wrote to Mahomed Reza Cawn forwarded in his Letter to 
the Prefident, under Date the 29ch inllant, exprefily forbidding him to ftir from Dacca, notwith- 
llanding he knew the Purport ot the Letter wrote by the Prefident, with the Approbation of the 
Biard, defiring him to let out immediately and meet the Deputies here, and after that he had 
alFurcd Mr. MidiUtton, that this Perwanna, which was font fealed up in that addrefied for the 
Goveinor, fhould be cxpreiTal in the fame Terms t this was fully proved to have been dilated by 
Nuadcomar in examining thi Muhihee in Pretence of the Nabob. 

Extracts from further Letters of the Deputies at Moorlhcdabad. One of tlie 3d of March. 

Wc before mentioned that wc thought it not advileable to feat the Nabob on the Mufnud till 
Mahomed RezaCawn’s Arrival. The Nabob himfelf by no Means exprcHed his Dcfire to have it 
done till he arrived, and has ever fince feemed willing to defer it } and it was done this Day at our 
particular Dcfire. Wc could by no Ways account tor the Nabob’s Backwaidnefs to he li-atcd on 
the Mufnud till this Morning, when Nundcomar came to us with a Perwana to the Nabob, ob- 
tained feoin'the King through Shkab Roy, under the private Seal, in conlcqucncc of the Appli- 
cation tliat the Nabw had made on the Death of his Father, promifing his Confirmation in the 
S^lhip, and deiiring to know whether a Tent (hould, as ulual on fuch Occafions, be erefted 
without Uk City, whenc the Nabob might publkkly, and with due Reverence, receive this Per- 
waaa of the King. 

We went loon after to the Keila, and explained the Impropriety of fuch a Meafure to the 
Nabob, who was lb cafdy convinced, and fo readily acquiefeed in receiving the Government only 
from the Company, that we fuppofe it a Meafure put into his Head by I’ook ill Advifers. If 
Sunnuds from the King fliould ever appear necefiary, we explained to the Nabi^b that they were to 
be obtained dirough the Board's Application alone. He feemed perfedly happy with what had 
been done for him, and fully cuntem to ro^imfclf upon the Board’s Advkc and Proteftion.

That you may not be forprHed that wc have not yet addrelTed you on the other Points of youi* 
Jnllruftion, it is ncceffary you IhouW be acquainted, tnat we find it a much more dilBcult and more

Such a publick Oppofition to tlie Board’s Mcaforta appears^ ^IKtiwly in^Qt^ 
and has greatly obftru^ed our I'roce^ings j and as, in ContradiAioti to the ArttCK of the Treaty 
in favour of Mahomed Reaa Cawtti, he appeared ftiH a principat Advtfer of the Nab^,a®d-.to 
be tranfading liofinefs, and carrying on Correfpondence, which only* belong tOtheNarbi^hah, , 
we thought It nccefiary, in Prefence of the Nabob, he and the Moonmy fllMld -^^vieo to 
underftand the Limit! of NundcotnaPt Authority, and that that was to be^onnlied loWjy tothe 
Collections.

Mahomed Reza Cawm, as all the People about the Nabob’s Perfon arc abfoluteljr devoted w 
NurKlcortiar, and Enemies to this Change; arxi though Meh^qf very low Conditfon, we have 
Reafon co fear they have a very improper Influence over the Mind of the young Nabob,ithoueH 
he always rxpred'es himfelf to us perfectly happy in what hw been done for him. Of the Affeiri 
of Bchar wc h.ive as yet no Information, and have been told by Nundcomar that there is no 
Account hitherto come of thole Collcaions, by which wc might obtain a general Idea of the 
Whole. A Muttifuddy, who was of the Patna Kalfa in Coffim’s Time, ilates the i Revenue, at 
above a Crorc of Ro^rees. 

Extract from the Letter of the Deputies at Moorfhedabad, in Anfwer to the Board’s Orden for 
perfuading the Nabob to remove Nundcomar, and fend him to Calcutta.' 

If the Nabob had the Dependence he ought to have upon the Englifh, he wwld hot, in fd 
warm a Manner, be protecting a Man we muft efleem an Enemy to us, nor put his 'Wn Hqnw 
and the Honor of at lealt a iufpcacd Traitor to us on a Footing. HoW ffiameful mull it appeSr 
that lie fliill hefitate to part with fuch a Man, or propqfe himfelf to accompany him to Caltotti, 
Such a Step on his Part would be placing Nundcomar in the higheft Point of View ; it is putting 
his Attachment to Nundcomar and us too much on the Level ; and his Prefence in Calcutta, on 
fuch an Occafion, would fo overawe the Witneflcs, that the Truth could fcarcely be got from them; 
n<jr could fuch a Proceeding but give a very low Impreffion of him through the Kih^om, and 
throw the Affairs every where into C'onfufion; and we doubt not will in every R'Cfpeft^lccm asnh- 
proper to you as it now docs to us to admit of it. .to • i ■ 

After all, fuppofing that Nundcomar Ihould ever be cleared. of that, the mflucnce, it is hia- 
"'nifeft, he has over the Nabob, the conftant Endeavours he has ufed to fecure his own Power, and 
'thwart the Plan the Board would have purfued, the Refcntment he entertains himfelf, anclinftOb 
into the Nabob, againft Mahomed Reza Cawn, not to mention the very great Abufes thqre apwws, 
to be in the Managcnr.cni of the ColleClions, ferve only to confirm our Opinion, arid that of the 
Board, how extremely dangerous and improper it is, that fuch a Perlqn Ihould continue longer to 
be the chief Advifer and DircClorof this young and unexperienced Prince. , 

All ihefc Extraas ferve to place in the ftrongeft Point of View the dangtroos Charaaer and m- 
triguing Dilpofition of Nundcomar, as well as his uniform Diffaffcaion to the Company, they 
exhibit him accufed of Practices tending materially to prejudice the Company’s Aflairs; and twfe 
committed not cniy when he was out of Place and Employ, but alfo when a ConcurretKC of tor- 
tuitous Circumllanccs had elevated him to the higlnft Pinnacle of Greatnefs that could be enjoyed 
by a Subjea in thefe Provinces. In the former Situation, wc find him endeavouring, by Forgery 
and fal'c Accufations to ruin Individuals, guilty of carrying bn Correfpondence hurtful to the 
Company’s intcrefts, and inflrumcntal in conveying Letters between the Shazadeh and the Gover- 
rvor General of Pondicherry for all tlicfe Mifdcmeanors, our then Adminiftration unanimoufly ad* 
judged Nundcom.ar defervingof perpetual Reftraint, and the Honourable the Court of 
confirmed the Sentence. In the latter Situation, at a Time when Mutiny and Deferuon had pread

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II inclined to him, «nd difpofcd to controvert every Ad and Mcafure of their Predeceffors, yet 
under this Prejudice they did not prefume to acquit Nundcomar : But they thought proper 
onhne him to his Houfe, and entirely exclude him from any Share in the Adminiliration ■, a 
n^' fion which could only arife from an imprefled Convidion of Nundcomar’s Guilt, had they 
h uaht him to Trial.

It 
P * be argued that in thefe Inftances he manifeded his Zeal for the Intered of his immediate 
Mauers, I>tit furcly it was no Proof of his Regard or Attachment to the Company and the 
1 tter (iialitics are direded to be' confidcred as efiential Requifites in our prefent Choice. A 
Man thus poflefled of Talents for Intrigue, and Pronenefs to exercife them on all Occafions, even to 
he Prejudice of the Company’s Affairs, we can never edeem a proper Perfon to be cholen Dewan 
of the Houfehold, and Manager of the Finances of a minor Nalrab, efpecially at a Time when 
the Situ-ition of our Territories, both with refped to the Defigns of the French, and thofe of the 
Morattas, render the inveding fuch a Man with the fainted Power, or the mod didant Oppor- 
tunity of doing Mifchief, equally dangerous and impolitic. It can never we think be a Maxim 
cither in Prudence or in Policy, to repeat a Trial of the Services of a Man whofc bad Principles 
arc fo very notorious, and who has been already proved to have repeatedly exerted them to the 
Injury of our State j and is • it is not refulcd that the Son of Nundcomar is to aft under the • sicinOrinb’ ' 
InftrU(51ioii and Influence of the Father, we hope that wc lhall be judified in withholding from 
him our Suffrages, knowing that he has neither the Abilities nor the Refolution to dare to con- 
tradift his Father’s Will. 

Mahomed Heza Cawn’s Power and Influence in the Country have been on the Decline ever fiiicc 
the Ellablifhmcnt of our Council of Revenue, and Supervilbrs in the Didridfs, and with his Dif- 
milTion from all his Offices we apprehend they have totally expired : But admitting that any Relifts 
of them do dill remain, and that the prefent Appointment would be attended with the dcfirable 
Purpofe of efleftually eradicating them, we think it would be purchafing this Objeft at too great 
an Expence, were wc thereby to expofc the Affairs of our Employers to ihe Rifk of being in- 
volved*^ in frclh Troubles by the Machinations of Nundcomar j more efpecially as we can fix that 
Choice upon fomc other Perfon wlio is equally from every Motive and Confidcration the Enemy 
of Mahomed Reza Cawn j whole Charaftcr is fair and unblemilhed, and who f Loyalty and + sk ii» Orlg. 
Attachment to the Company have been repeatedly proved, and never fufpefted. 

We beg Leave to conclude this Minute with declaring, that we difier from the Sentiments of > 
the Prefident on this Point with Pain and Rcluftance, fenfiblc of the good Effefts which mud ever 
refult from Unanimity in the Conduft of the Company’s Affairs j but when our Senfe of the ” 

Duty and Fidelity wc owe our Employers, of the exprefs Letter of their pad Orders which wc 
have quoted, and our Ideas of thofe now before os, which direft that wc be guided in our Choice 
by a Regard to the publick Good, and the Safety and Intered of the Company i when Confide- 
rations, wc fay, of this Nature influence us to that contrary Way of thinking, wc flatter ourfclves 
we fhall be judified in diffenting.

The Governor General dclivera in the following Minute,, and requefta that one Copy may be 
fent in Cypher with the Letter written on tlic Sulycd, to go over-land to the Court of Direfiors, 
and that another Copy may be font with a Duplicate of that Letter, by the Anfon. 

The Gentlemen of the Majority having let forth in a Minute, dated the 20th inl^n^ Uiat “ I 
have repeatedly chimed and endeavoured to exercife a Power of diflblving this Council in its fcve- 
ral Departments, and that I have repeatedly and publicly declared rny Opinion, that any Adj 
done by the Majority of the Council in my Abfence, (when I had quitted the Chair in Oppofitioa 
to the Senfe of tiie Majority) were not the A6ts of the Board, nor legal v and having requefted 
that I will communicate to them the Arguments, which induce me to think fuch f^injons and 
fuch Conduit arc conformable to the Adt of Parliament, which conftitutes the preient Goyetfl- 

I think it proper in the firft Place to inform them, that my Opinions and Condudt, and the Ar- 
gumems on which I ground my Support of both, Hand already recorded and fully (jaied in the 
Minutes of Confultation of the Public Department, dated the 13th inftant, and in thofc of the Re- 
venue Department, dated the 14th indant. 

For the further Information of my Superiors, I (liall next relate the Ground« 00 which ihisQucf- 
tion arofe, and proceed to aflign my Rcalons at large in fuppqrt of my Part of it. 

On the loth iiilVant, a Packet containing an Englifh Addrefs to the Board, from tl^e Ranny of 
Burdwan, with fundry Accounts in the fame Language, and a Copy of the former in the Perfian 
Tongue, was brought to the Council of Revenue by a Servant of Mr. joieph Fowke, the Agent 
of General CUvering, In thefc PajKrs a formal Charge was produced agaioft me, of having 
received, in the Month of May or June 1773, a Prefent from Brii^oo Kifforc Roy, the Dewan of 
the Rajah of Burdwan, amounting to 15,000 Rupees. 

On the luh indant, Mr. Francis delivered to the Board a fealed Letter from Rajah Nundcooiar, 
containing a fpcdfic Charge againd me of having, in September jyyz, received a Prefent from 
Munny Begum of 3,54., 105 Rupees, and other Charges of indefinue Sums received by roe, a* 
Prefents from fundry other Perfons, to the apparent Amount of many Millions of Rupees. 

On the r^tli indant, a Motion was made by Colonel Monfon, and lupported by General Co- 
vering and Mr. Francis, that Rajuh Nundcomar fliould be called ^forc the Board, and required to 
produce the Proofs of his Allegations. To this I drongly objcfled, declaring that I looked upon 
the Members of the Majority tlicmfclves as my Accufers, that they were therefore unfit to fit in 
Judgment upon me; that I would not fuffer the Dignity of the firft Magiftrate of this Government 
to be dtbafed, by fitting to be arraigned as a Criminal at the Council Board, of which he was the 
Prcfidcot, by a Man of a Charailcr fo notorioufly infamous as that of Rajah Nundcomar; and 
that I difclaimcd their Right, in any Rcfpeift, to creft themfclvcs into a Tribunal to judge my 
Conduft; that 1 had no Objedion, and would confent to their forming themfclvcs into a Com- 
mitte for the Purpofe of obtaining fuch Information as they required, but would not fuffer them 
to bring fuch a Bufincl's before the Board. They perftftcd m their Purpofe, and I declared 
the Meeting diffolved : 1 accordingly departed, Mr. Barwell did the fame ; the other Members 
paid no Regard to my Declaration, but continued to fit. 

[(a) The next Day, being the 14th, the Council being aQembkd in the Revenue Department, a 
like Motion witli that of the preceding Day was made by General Clavering, that Bridjoo Kiforc Royi 
and Roopnarain Chowdry, who was the principal Agent in the Accufation preferred by the Ranny 
of Burdwan, Ihould lie called before the Board for the like Purpofe of enquiring into thofe Accoiij 
tions. I objcdled in l.kc Manner, and repeated my PropofitioD, that a Committee (hould be forme 
for thefe Enquiries, but without Effcft ; I again tkclared the Meeting diffolved, and left them;

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»hich they had been exprf&y aHembled, a M<>tioa was immediately made by General Clavering, 
and lapportcd by the other Members, that Cantoo Baboo and Kilhcn Chattije, my principal Scr> 
vants, Ihould be Mued before them, ^or the Purpotes of qtiedioning them concerning a fup- 
pofed Contempt (hewn to the Authority of the Boatd,. in having refufed to obey the like Syiii- 
mons lent to them by the Majority ia their preceding Meetings held after my Declaration of 
their Diflblution, and of fupporting the Authority of the Board, As, I had Caufc, from the 
Terms ot the Motion, from the Vioknee of their former Proceedings, and from their Ucfiifal to 
give me the AITurance, whiclv I demanded- of them, of the perfonal Safety of my Servants, if 
they appeared before them, to apprehend fdfne dUgraceful Treatment of theic Men, which in the 
Eyes of the People of this Country would have been equal to the greateft Perfonal Indignity of- 
fered to myfclf, 1, after repeated flcmqnllrences, again proceeded to the laft, but incffcdual’ Re- 
iburce which wa» left me, and a Third Time declared them diffolved. 

How far I was JuaiBed in my 3wfpicion of the Viplence which might be intended to be offered 
to the Perfons of my Servants, will beft »ppear from a Motion which was ailually made by Ck- 
neral Clavering at the Public Council Board, on the aoth inftant, to inflift a Punilhment on my 
Servant Cantoo Baboo, to which none but the meaneft of the People arc ever ientenced } that he 
Ihould be put into the common Stocks.] 

I have been thus particular in the Detail of the Tranfaftions which gave Rife to the Queftion ^ 
now before the Board, ^caufe, in whatever Way it may hereafter be determined, by thole who 
areto be the Judgw of it, nothing can fo elTedually jurafy my Conduct, in proceeding to foch 
apparent Extrernities, (for, in effedl, they are rather Declarations of a Right than the Excrcifc of a 
Power) as the Violence of thole who compelled me to it. 

I lhall now proceed to the C^eftion itfdf, which I lhall take the Liberty to repeat in Words 
more applicable to the Subjefl in Debate. 

1 am called upon to communicate to the Board the Arguments by which I fupport my Claim to 
diflblve the Meetings of the Council, and my Opinion that the Adis done by the Majority of the 
Board, after fuch a Diffolution, arc illegal \ and why I think fuch a Claim, and fuch an Opinion, 
conformable to the Adi of F..rliamcnt which condituces the prefent Government. 

I anfwer that my Claim and Opinion are grounded on Reafon, and the immemorial Ufage of 
the late Prcfidency, approved by the Court of Diredtors, and paffed into a pofttive Law by the Adi; 
of Parliament. 

The Power of fummoning and diffolving the Council muft exjft fomewhere $ it is rcafonable that 
it Ihould exift in the Firft and executive Member of it. The Members of the Council domot poffefs 
any Authority, as fuch, but when they are adembled •, they cannot therefore affcmbic’ thcmfelves, 
becaufe that would be to cxcrcife an Adi of Authority, f'he Governor only therefore has the 
Power of affembling them*, it is equally rcafonable that the fame Power Ihould dilfolvc them. If 
this Privilege refted only with the collcdtive Body of the Council, and the Prcfident had no Au- 
thority to diffolve them, a prevailing Fadlion in the Council would always have it in their Power 
to Ileal in or obtrude Bulinefs on the Board, for which the other Members were unprepared, 
and to impofc fuch Infult and Indignities upon their Prefident, as he could not otherwife avert 
than by an inftant Refignation of his Office, and of the Service *, a Cafe neceffary to be ftrongly 
guarded again!!, as the Temptation to force him to fuch a Refignation *are powerful in a Body .sicinOrij. 
whofe Number is fmall, and whofe Succeffion to the firft Port in the Government is immutably 
fixed. 

Our Honourable Employers have an undoubted Right to the Affiftance and Advice of every 
Member of the Board ; (his they cannot haVe, uniefs each Member has an Opportunity of con- 
fidering and deliberating on each Queftion before it paffes into an A6t of the Board. Such an 
Opportunity cannot be afeertained (o them without the Exiftence of this Power. 

I he Bufinefs to be difculled at each Meeting of the Board, (except the current Bofinefs,* which 
is always fuppofed to be the Firft in courfc of Difpatch), ought to be fpecified in the Summons by 
which the Council is convened, and, without the Conlenc of each individual Member, Bufinefs, 
not fpecified in the Summons, cannot legally be entered ujwn ; but if a Majority, notwithllanding 
the Reafonablcnefs of the Objeftion, will perfift to go through with fuch Bufinefs, the only Means 
of preventing illegal Adis from affuming the Sandion of the Board is, that the Governor General, 
as Prefider\t of the Affembly, lhall diffolve the Meeting. This Power, as he apprehends, is no 
more than what is incidental to, and univcrfally exeicilcd by the Mayor, or other Prcfident, of 
every Corporation in England. 

That this Right, founded in Reafon, has been fupported by the immemorial Ufage of tha 
former Prefidency, ami of all the Prefidcncics cftabblhed by the Honourable Company to this 
Day, I appeal to the Confijltations of this and the other Prclldcncics ) I appeal to the Court of 
Direclors, whether they have not ever underftood this to be the Rule. That the Prcfidents have 
univerlally the Right of fummoniog the Councils is not difputcd : That they alone have that 
Power, and that they have a Power of diffolving the Councils, is equally certain, if there never 
>ot was an Inftance of any Council’s being either affemblcd, or of their Meeting continued, in 
Dppofition to the Authority of the Prcfident. I firmly ^licve, that no fuch Inllancc did ever 
occur ; if fuch cvCr did in this Government fince the Time in which I have been acquainted with 
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the Service, that is fince the Year 1749, it may be eafily traced in the Records which are in th^ 
PoflctTion of the Honourable Court of Direftors, and I am wiHing to truft to the Iffue of luch a 
Search as dccifivc of the Queftion. 

That the Power which 1 have deferibed has been confirmed by the Court of Diredors, I appeal 
to the General Inllruaions of the Honourable Company, written with the Knowledge of the 
Exercife of fuch a Power, and not forbidding it. 

The Right being rcalbnable, and having exifted in and been exercilM by the Prefident of thii 
Settlement, has it been abrogated by the Aft of Parliament ? No, it has in expreft Words been 
confirmed ; the Firft Claufc of the Aft produced by the Gentlemen of the Majority, though with 
an Attempt to explain it away, is direft in point to prove it, viz. 

» The whole Civil and Military Government of the faid Prefidency, &c. (hall, during fuch 
Time as the territorial Acquifitions and Revenues Ihall remain in the Pof&ifion of the fiud United 
Company, be, and arc hereby vefted in the faid Governor General and Council of the faid Prefi. 
dency of Fort William in Bengal, in like Manner, to all Intents and Purpofes whatfoever, as the 
fame now are, or at any Time heretofore might have been exercifed by the Prefident and Council, 
or Secret Committee, in the faid Kingdoms.” 

The Powers arc given in like Manner, to all Intents and Purpofes, as the fame now are, or at 
any Time heretofore might have been exercifed by the Prefident and Council or Sclcft Committee. 
Such a Power was heretofore exercifed by the Prefident j it follows, reddendo fingula fingulis, that 
it may be exercifed by the Governor General, who is fiibftituted in his Place. I am at a Lofs to 
find out why this Claufc feemsto the Gentlemen of the Majority only to fix and afeertain the Extent 
of the Powers, when the Words plainly and cxprcfsly apply both to the Extent and the Mode of 
excrcifing them. Their Conftruftion it forced and unnatural. Had the Legiflature meant to 
confine it to the Extent only, they would have ufed fewer Words, and by that Means have conveyed 
their Meaning more clearly inftead of, “ In the like Manner as the fame now are, or heretofore 
might have been exercifed,” they would have left out “ In like Manner,” which plainly refer to the 
Mode of excrcifing, and have fimply vefted fuch Powers in the Governor General and Council as 
were vefted in the Prefident and Council. They have not been contented with vefting the Governor 
General and Council with the Powers, but have vefted them in like Manner as they were here- 
tofore exercifed. 

I underftand it to be a Rule of Conftruftion amongft Lawyers, that in all Afts of Parliament, 
or Grants, every Word, if it can, confiftcntly with the general Tenor of the Aft or Grant, ihould 
have an EfFcft given to it ; and if poftible, that no Words Ihould be rejefted. By my Conftruftion, 
the clear and obvious Efttft of all the Words is given to them confiftcntly with the Aft i by the 
other, the Words “ In like Manner,” which arc operative, are totally rejefted. 

It is by no Means true, as is aflerted, that ‘* Our Conftitution in India hath been wholly new- 
modelled.” The fubftantial Operation of the Aft on the Conftitution, has only been to annihilate 
the Prefident and Council appointed by the Authority of the Honourable Company ; and to ereft, 
by its own Authority, a new One limited to a Icfs Number of Members in its Stead, to give that 
Number a greater Permanency in their Offices, and to fix a certain Succeffion to the chief Office of 
the Government. The very fame Powers, and no others, as far as they relate to the Government of 
the Settlement, arc vefted in them, as were vefted in the Prefident and Council and Scleft Com- 
mittee, and the Mode of excrcifing them is enafted to be the fame. They ftill remain Servants of 
the Honourable Company, and are required “ to pay due Obedience to all fuch Orders as they (liall 
receive from the Court of Direftors.” 

The Honourable Company Irave confidcred the Conftitution no further altered, as is evident 
from the 39di Article of the Inftruclions, in which they treat the new as a Continuation of the 
old, and clearly intend that the Government ffiould be adminiftered as formerly. They cxprcfsly 
direft, that the Governor General and Council ffiall ftriftly attend, not only to the ftanding Orders 
of the Company, communicated to their Prefidency of Fort William, but to all fuch Orders and 
Inftruftions as the Court of Direftors have tranfmitted to tiic Governor and Council, or the Scleft: 
Committee. Had they fimply not altered their former Orders and Inftruftions, I apprehend thofe 
Orders and Inftruftions would have been the proper Rules of Aftion for the Governor General and 
Council. 

The other Claufc in the Aft, cited by the fame Gentlemen^ docs not, in my Opinion, apply to 
the Queftion •, “ That in all Cafes whatfoever, wherein any Difference of Opinion ffiall arife upon 
any Queftion propofed in any Confultation, the faid Governor General and Council ffiall be bound 
and concluded by the Opinion and Decifion of the major Part of thofe prefent.” This is no more 
than would have been implied had it not been exprefled i it is the Law of all Affcmblics, except 
there is an exprefs Provifion to the contrary, and no Argument can be drawn from the Lcgifijturc 
fimply expreffing that which would have been implied.

If 
by Ablence froin the Prcfi^ncy by Sicknefs, or any other unavoidable Caufe, 1 (hall be unable 
myfcif to attend, I will, as has heretofore been the Pradicc, cither give Notice of it to the Council 
affembled by my Orders, and the eldeft Member prefent will of Courfe take my Place % and in the 
CJc of my leaving the Pfefidency, it has been the Rule to delegate my Office in Form to the 
next in Succeffion, on whom all the lUghta of the Prefident devolve of courfe.

Governor General. — ‘I beg Leave to irtform the Board, that, as far as I underftand the Culfom, 
the Khelaut is not ufu-illy granted when a Zemindar attends, at the Sudder,. or Capital, on a Re* 
quifition of liis ov/n, and not for the Service or at the Summons of Government. The Reafon 
affigned for the Ranny’s Appearance in Calcutta was, that fhe was in Fear of heti Life, a"'* 
dcfircd to come down to Calcutta as to an Afylum } and I think therefore that neither Ihe or her 
Son are entitled to a Khelaut at their Return. . 

Mr. Francis. — I do not pretend to affirm, that tlie Ranny or her Son are ftritlly entitled to this 
Mark’of our Regard. I underftand the conferring the Khelaut to be a Compliment, A Com- 
pliment implies voluntary Grace and Favor. 'J’hc Ranny, as a Woman of tl.c Fi'rft ' Rank, and as 
a Widow, and her Son the R.ijah as an Infant, feem to me to deferve not only a real and effec- 
tual Proteiftion' from' this Government, bCit Marks of Grace and Favor i particularly thole Maiks, 
the Kcfui'al of which, in the Eyes of the Natives, amounts to a pofitive Diigracc. Of this Nature 
I underftand conferring the Khelaut to be. 

Mr. Barvycll.— I do not recolleft in any of the Proceedings of the' Government, fine# the Com- 
pany’s Accefriorl 10 the Dewanny, a Motion fuch as the prefent.

I cannot therefore give my Voice for granting the 
Prayer of her Petition in this Particular, as I conceive it would be dccl.iring to the World that it 
is a Mortification we inflid on the Prefident, for the Gratification of the Ranny of Burdwan, 
who win niore than ever, from the Succefs and Management of her Applications, be encouraged 
to look down upon the firft Officer in the State, and to hold him merely in the Light of a Pa- 
geant.

The Rclblutipns . of the Board can. be carried into Execution only by their Prefident or by 
their Secretary, and they have no Right tO fubftitutc any other Member of the Board to perform 
that Office: It is w raife that Member above the Prefident, which I believe to be the Intent of 
Ihe Board; all their Meafor^s ha,vc an evident Tendency to that Find. I will not be prefent at ir, 
nor will I fummon'a Counc;l for thatPurpof'c,; T will meet the Board daily, and Twice a Day, if 
they will enter bpon the DifculTlon of fuch Affairs as regard the Inicreft of the Company, but I 
wll not aflift them in a Triumph, over tnyfclf. 

Mr. Francts.-4.I beg Leave to afW the Governor General a Queftion for Information. Whether 
it is his Opinion that, if he, or any future Governor General, as this Government is now confti- 
tutecl, (hould refolvc not to fend out Summons for the Meeting of the Council, there could for 
that Reafon be no Council affcmbled ? 

Governor General. — Cafes . may polTibly occur, and have occurred in the Courfc of human 
Affairs, which have rendered it ncccflfary to break through the moll pofitive Inllitotions, and the 
Necelfity has been commonly deemed a Juftification for the Breach of them. It is the Rule of 
this Service, that the Prefident only can fummon the Meetings of the Board and dilfolve the Meet- 
ings. I bciicve l may venture to affirm, that there is not an inftance in the Company’s An- 
nals of the Council having cither been fummoned by any other Authority, or adjourned by any 
other, and 1 conceive it to be a Poiftt indifputable, that all tite former Rules and Ufages of the 
Service, which have not been abrogated or changed by the late A& of Parliament and the Inllruc- 
tions of the Court of Direftors fublequent to it, Hill remaiin in full Force.

I am further to requeft, you will be pleafed to reprefent the Neceflity for my receiving Orders 
to return to my Station, as the Bufinefs of my Office, where I have no Affiftant, is fallen much be- 
hind Hand.

The Governor General. — As the Objeft of thefc Informations does not clearly appear, and as 1 
was doubtful myfelf when they were firft delivered to the Board, whether it was a Charge againft 
the late Adminidration for having paid more to the Begum on Account of Arrears due to the 
Nabob than was due, by the Difference of Nine Lacks of Rupees, or whether the Charge refpefted 
the Adjurtment of the Accounts between the Bhegum and the Servants of the Nabob’s Houfr- 
hold ; i deftre that the Accomptant General of the Khalfa may be ordered to lay before 
the Board an Abflrad Account of the Sums due to the Nabob, and of the Payments made by 
him to the 16th of Auguft 1772, and alfo a Continuation of the fame Account brought onto 
this Time. 

Mr. Francis.— I do not underftand that thefe Papers lead to prove that there has been any over 
Payment on Account of the Nabob’s Stipend from this Government. The Queftion, as I under- 
Hand it, is, whether the Begum having received the whole Balance due to the Servants at her Ap- 
pointment to licr prefeiu Office, has or has not withheld the Sum of Nine Lacks and odd Rupees 
lor her own Ufe, or whether that Sum is fairly accounted for in the Accounts of the Nizamut? 
From the Evidence laid before tite Board by Mr. Grant and Noned Roy, it appears to me to be 
afcci tained, that the Accounts now before us arc authentic, at leaft that there is Ground for 
thinking them lb, i'uflicicnt to authorize this Board to make a ftriA Enquiry into the State of 
the Bhegum’s Accounts with the young Nabob, in order that if it (hall appear, that the above 
Sum fuppoled to be withheld by her has been really fo, (he may be obliged to refund or account 
for it. I make no Objcdlion to the Motion made by the Governor General, except that I con- 
ceive that the Accounts to be called for can only prove what is notin Difpute. 

General Clavering . — >1 agree with the Governor General’s Motion, without having the fmalkH 
Sulpicion that any Sums have been overpaid by this Government to the Nabob j but as I think 
they may tend to elucidate the Account between the Bhegum and the Nabob, in which Account, 
•IS delivered in by Mr. Grant, there appears to be due a Balance of Nine Lack by the Bhegum; 
whether it be to the Nabob or to his Servants, 1 do not yet know •, but I think it is proper that this 
Government Ihould imerpofe to have the Account examined. 

Ordered, 1 hat tire Account as fpecified by the Governor General be prepared. 

Mr. Grant and Mr. Jolinfon being arrived and called in ; Mr, Grant is defired by Mr. 
to ftatc to the Board the Obfervation which he has verbally made relative to the Authenticity of 
the Accounts. , 

A. The Mohorers now employed in taking Copies of them for Mr. Barwell, have obfctvw 
that they arc after a true Form, and feem indiiputable. 

j QiiellioB 
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Queftion by the Governor General to Mr. Grant— By what Criterion could Mr. Barwell’s Mo- 
Jiows know whether the Accounts were juft or not ? 

A. I ftould prefume from having copied the Accounts from which the Abftrafl: laid before the 
Board has been drawn. 

n By what Criterion could they judge whether thole Accounts were juft ? 

A. A Qiieftion which can be anl'wcred alone, by the Mohorers of the Country •, I have obferved 
before that a Mohrir at the City told me, they were after a true Seri(hta or Form. 

Q. You weredefired to inform the Board what Time it will take to complete the TranQation of 
the Account Particulars, and you promifed to reply to it. 

A. With proper Affiftance, and no intervening Bufinefs, in Five and twenty or Thiity Days. 

Queftion by General Clavering to Mr. Grant.— According to this Account, how much do you 
conceive to be due from the Bhegum, cither to the Nabob or to the Servants of the Nizamut ? 

A. If the Account be a true one, and (he is entitled to no Profits or Perquifitcs, but merely 
her Stipend for making the Difourlemcnts of the Houfchold, it would appear from the Abilradl 
Account, that R* 9>67,693 15 6i arc due from her, and 2,69,563 15, bcfides, dubious. 

Meffrs. Grant and Johnfon arc now dcfired to withdraw. 


^ [(a) General Clavering.— I move, that a Gentleman of proper Rank in tlic Service be appointed 

^ to go to the City, to acquaint the Nabob and the Bhegum with this Information that has been 
oiven to the Board, and to demand of her an Order to the proper Officers to deliver over to him 
The Nizamut, the Bhela, and the Confummance Accounts, from the Middle of April, in the Year 
1764, to the Middle of Auguft 1772*, and that the Intentions of Government, of invefligating 
thefe Accounts, may be cffeftually carried into Execution, that the Begum be diverted of the 
Office of Guardian to the Nabob, that her Influence over the Officers of the Houfchold may not 
prevent them from giving true Evidence, when called upon for any Explanation of the above Acw 
counts i and that he do alfo demand of her the Accounts from that Time to the laft Day of the 
Year 1181, or the lateft. Period to which they can be clofed. 

Mr. Francis. — The Charge againft the Bhegum, in my Opinion, comes before the Board with 
a Degree of Authenticity fufficient to warrant my agreeing to the Motion. The fuppofed Em- 
bezzlement is for a very confidcrable Sum ; and with refpeft to the difpoflening her of her Employ- 
ment, I apprehend that it would be difficult, if not impoffible, to obtain the neceflary Lights fron\ 
the Nabob’s Officers to verify this or any other. Charge againft the Bhegum, while (he hcrfclf con- 
tinued in full Power and Authority over the Houfchold. 

Colonel Monfon. — The Account now before the Board, bears thofe Marks of Authenticity 
which I think juftifics me in requiring an inveftigation to be made into them. The fuppofed Km- 
bczzlcment is for a confidcrable Sum*, and I think there is a Poffibility, by a minute infpeftion 
into thefe Accounts, to (hew that the late Adminiftration may have been impofed upon in the 
Balances claimed by the Bhegum, at fettling the Account in Auguft 1772 *, I think it necefTary 
that the Bhegum (huuld be difplaced from her prefent Station, as the Influence flic would have 
by continuing in ir, might prevent the Gentleman employed upon this Service from obtaining 
that Information which is neceflary to afeertain the Account. 

The Qovefnor General— I fee no Caufe to enter into an Examination of the Bhegum’s 
Accounts, and muft difagrec with the Gentlemen of the Majority in their Opinion of the Authen- 
ticity of the Accounts produced by Mr. Grant and Nuned Roy j I fee not the Icaft: Marks of any 
Authenticity in them, but regard them as Ample unfupported Aficrtions ; and even granting 
that the Accounts were true, I do not fee that they can prove any Mifmanagcmcnc in the 
Bhegum, unlcfs further Proofs could, alfo be obtained, that the Savings made in the Payments in 
the Houfchold were fccrctcd for her own feparate Ufc, and not for that of the Nabob, her Ward. 
I am well informed, that in all Payments made to the Servants and Dependants, not only of 
the Nabob, but of all other Perfons of his Rank and Station, confidcrable Deduftions arc always 
made from the Sums nominally due. It does not appear of what Nature the Arrears are, with 
which the Bhegum is cliarged, nor whether they arife from the cuftomary Deduftions to which I 
have alluded; nor can I conceive the Bhegum, who has neither Children or Connedions without 
the Walls of the Nabob’s Palace, (hould fcertte and embezzle fo great a Proportion of the Money 
cntruftcd to her Charge, for the Benefit of the Nabob; ncverthelels, I (hould not objed to the Rc- 
quifition of her Accounts, if it went no farther, believing that the KTuc of an Inveftigation into 
them, if fairly made, will do her Credit: But I objed, and folemnly proicft, againft the Removal of 
^ IVfon of her Rank, Charader, and Authority, from the Office which (he now holds, and her 
Appointment to which was confirmed by the mo(l complete Approbation of tlie Court of Dircdors, 
without having committed any Crime, or done any Tiling which could poffibly be imputed to 
as a Difqualification. 

Oeiieral Clavering. — If the Accounts which have been produced to this Board arc authentic, 
of which there can be very little Doubt, feeing the Acknowledgment that was made of them by

the BaLnccs which the muft have received : In either Cafe it is neceffary to diveft her of her Au- 
thority, and if upon Examination of the Account it lhall appear, as the Governor General fuppofes, 
tliat fhc adminiftcred to the Nabob’s Affairs with Integrity, I (halt be as ready to rettore her to her 
Office again, provided that it (liall appear requiftte to do fo hereafter } the Age and Circumftances 
of ilie Nabob being confidcred. 

Mr. Francis. — I beg Leave to obferve, that Mr, Grant was defirotw of confirming upon Oath 
the Aflertion he made to this Board concerning the Application made to him by the Bhegum’s 
chief Eunuch, for the Recovery of the Papers. After what 1 have heard and fecn or thefe Papers, I 
can form no Suppofition of a Poffibility of their being forged. 

Kcfolvcd, That the Board agree to the Motion of General Clavering, for an Examination of 
the Accounts therein fpecified, and for diverting Munny Begum of the Office of Guardian to the 
Nabob, th.it this Examination may be made with the greater Certainty, by the Officers of the Nabob’s 
rioufch&ld being unbialTed by the Influence ftie muft otherwife have. 

Mr. Francis. — I move that Mr. Goring be appointed to repair to the City, to execute the pre- 
ceding Refolution of the Board, and to deliver over the Accounts to Mr. Maxwell, Mr. Andcrfon, 
and Mr. Grant ; that thefe Gentlemen be appointed to examine them, and to report to the Board 
what Balance appears by thole Accounts to be due to the Nabob, or remains unaccounted for by 
the Bhegum, with fuch other Obfervations as they may think material for the Information of the 
Board : That tliey be allowed fuch a Number of Mohrirs as they may deem neceffary to aflTift them 
in the Ex.imination of the Accounts, and that Nuned Roy be appointed Chief of the Mohorirs. 

Governor General.— I objed to the Deputation of Mr. Goring, not underftanding what Pur- 
pofe it can j)oflibly anfwer. 

The Majority of the Board agree to il>e Motion of Mr. Francis. 

Colonel Monfon. — I move, that the Nabob’s Pcrlbn and Hou&hold be delivered to the Care 
of the prefent Duan Rajah Goordafs until further Orders. 

Mr. Francis. — I agree. 

General Clavering . — 1 agree. 

Governor General. — I both objeift, and proteft againft it. 

Rcfolved, That Rajah Goordafs be accordingly appointed Guardian to the Nabob’s Perfbn 
and Houfchold until further Orders. 

Ordered, That Mr. Goring be directed to proceed immediately to Moorlhcdabad, to execute the 
Commiffion above allotted to him } he is therefore inflruiftcd as follows.

The following Letter from Mr, Jufiicc Lc Maiftre, and Mr. Jufilce Hyde, having been 
received, is now read. 

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

We have received your Anfwer to our Letter of the 10th Inftanr, refufing to comply with our 
Requifltion to be furnilhed with Copies of any Minutes entered on your Proceedings, in which 
our Names may have been mentioned, and which may relate to the Exercife of the Authority 
vefted in us by his Majefty’s Charter •, and which Minutes, we have Reafon to imagine, have 
been fent home to England, without our having had any Opportunity of controverting the Fads 
which may be there contained. 

You will pleafe to obferve, that we did not give you any Reafon why we required to be fur- 
rilhed with thofe Minutes, and defire to be underllood, that it was not with any View of condc- 
feending to controvert thofe Fads before your Board, but the Meaning we intended to convey 
was, that we confidercd your not having offered us Copies of thofe Papers (ih^ Fads contained 
in which we might controvert, if we thought proper, at Home) as an uncandid Proceeding, and 
a confiderablc Aggravation of the fccrct Injury which we conceive to be intended to us by thofe 
Minutes. 

We apprehend, that in a Matter which concerns our own Honour, we are the propereft Per- 
fons to determine what are and what are not fuch Fads as we deem necelTary for the Purpofe for 
which we require them. It feems fufficient for our Requificion, that we are concerned in the 
Contents, and upon that Ground we muft beg leave to renew that Requifltion, as a Matter of 
Decency due to our Stations, and which was not denied to the Under Sheriff on his Examination, 
againft whom we do not find there cither was or could be a dired Charge properly cognizable by 
your Board. With regard to that Examination we fay nothing more, becaufc he was prudent 
enough previoufly to afk, and had our exprefs PermilTion to attend on your Board, witliouc 
which we fhould have deemed it great Mifeondud in our Officer to have given to you any Ac- 
count of our Warrant, or of any Orders wc thought proper to give in the Execution of it j and 
his Attendance on your Summons is to be confidereJ as his voluntary Ad, as he was by no 
means compellable to obey your Orders. The Copy of this Examination of the Under Sheriff, 
which we have fecn, and the Admiffion in your Letter of the 2 2d Inftanr, which we have be- 
fore us, leaves • us no Room to doubt that you have thought proper to affume to yourfilvcs a Right 
of enquiring into our Condud, and a Liberty of correfponding thereupon with your Superiors, 
the Court of Diredors, both of which we deem highly improper, as it tends to weaken that 
Independence without which it is impoffible to adminifter impartial Juftice. 

The Charaders of fuperior Magiftrates arc much too facred to be a Subjed of your Cor- 
refpondence, and more particularly for lb public a Corrcfpondencc as yours is for the Court of 
Diredors, which immediately after its Arrival ncccffarily becomes of public Nototictyi and fhould 
any Infinuation or Refledion on the Charaders of fuch Magiftrates appear upon the Face of that 
Corrcfpondencc, we conceive it to be an Offence of a very high Nature, much more illegal and 
unwarrantable than a dired Charge, and a much more ferious Injury to the Individual, not any 
wife juftifiablc, as we apprehend, by the general Powers in vefted in you by the Ad of Parliament, 
and much left fo by the Inftrudiona of your honourable Employers, who feem carefully to 
have avoided any Interference with our Authority, In fupport therefore of the Dignity of the 
Stations in which wc arc pla:cd by his Majefty’s Authority, wc think it incumbent upon us to 
proteft in the ftrongeft Manner againft any Right you may ufurp to make our Condud either 
individually or colledively the Objed of your Enquiry or Animadverfion, either by formal Pro- 
ceedings at your Board, or by Words or Writings to any PcrI’on or Peribns whatfoever, declaring 
that we hold ourfelves tot.iIly independent of any Control, Check, or Supcrintcndance, of your 
Board, at all Times, and in all Cafes and Circumftances whatfoever j and fhould there appear 
upon your Minutes, when they come to be made public, any Infinuation or Refledion which may 
throw an Imputation upon our, or either of our Charaders, and which tends to weaken that 
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Rcfpeft wlikli wc ou^lit to have in the Eyes of the Public, we lhall hold every Individual at your 
Board, who i<)ins in '?uUi Defamation, as perfonally refponfible to us to the utmoft Extent of the 

Law of England. . , , . u ** * * 

It would have been in vain that the Legiflature had abohlhed the Mayor s Court, as having 
been too liable to the Influence of the late Prcfident and Council, if the Members of the new 
Adminillration fliould at any Time prefome, upon their Weight of Intereft at home, to intimU 
date the Jud, es from daring to aft contrary to the Wiflies and Inclinations of the Council, under 
The rerror of fecret and partial Reprefentations of their Conduit, fent home under colour of 
Information to tlic Court of Diredors, but in faft intended to prejudice them in the Opinion of 
his Majefty’s Minifters, before whom thofc Proceedings mud neceffarily be produced. 

Juft and tenacious of the great Purpofe for which it was his Majetty’s Pleafurc to fend us to 
this Country, ntiihcr the tumultuous Clamour of the hdultitude, nor the angry Erown of Au* 
ihority, fhall ever move us ; and whatever Party-Warmth may at any Time difturb this Setilc- 
ment, it is our Inclination as well as our Duty to preferve the moft difpaflionate Neutrality, 
flriflly conlining ourlelvcs to the Exercife of our own Powers, and direftly purluing the ftraight 
Path of our Duty without fwerving to the right Hand or to the kft.

Whatever may be the l^lblution of the Board concerning the Reqoifition repeated 
Letter^from Mr. Jufticc Lc Maitre, and Mr. JuHicc Hyde, dated the 251!! ultimo, 1 t i 
incumbent upon me to offer my particular Sentiments upon it. j 
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I have already given my Opinion, that the Requifiiiort ought to have been complied with when 
ic was firft made and propofed: That fuch Parts of the Confultation of the 8th ultimo, to which 
it ncteffarily alludcdi as contained the Names of thefe Gentlemen, or related to the b.xercifc of 
the Authority vetted in them by his Majetty’s Charter, (hould be copied and tranfmitted to them, 
with an Omifllon of the Names of the particular Members by whom the fevcral Minutes flood 
recorded. This would at once have afforded to the* to the Judges al! the Satisfadtion which •SicinOdj* 
they had a Right to require, and removed the only Objeftion which could have been properly 
made to fuch a Communication ; namely, that it would involve the individual Members of the 
Board in pcrfonal DifTcnfions, and afFeft the Freedom of Sentiment which is neceflary for the 
Difculflon of Points intended for the Information of our Superiors. 

The Examination of the Sheriff and Deputy Sheriff,* relative to the Commitment of Raja 
Nundcomaf, unavoidably implied a Doubt entertained of the Legality of the Condudl of the 
tudges who committed hin>; and as thefe Doubts mutt have been expreffed in the Hcfolution 
for calling on thofe Officers, or in the Minutes on which the Refolution was formed, I conceive, 
that the Judges have an undoubted Right to know what thofe Doubts were, fincc they had all 
(he Effect of criminal Charges until they were removed, and the Judges could not know that they 
were removed ; nor if they did, was it to be expedled that they could be contented with their 
Acquittal, in Terms which were not communicated to them, of Charges with which they were alfo 

unacquainted. 

It is certain, that the Caufe for which the Sheriff and Under Sheriff were fent for before the 
Board, and examined by them, was to enquire whether the Commitment of Raja Nundcomar 
was legal. The Minutes of Colonel Monfon and Mr. Francis ftrongly imply a Doubt of its 
Legality, and their Belief chat it was the foie Aft of Mr. Jufticc Le Maiflrc exceeding the Terms 
of the Warrant of Commitment. The Words of thefe Minutes to which I allude are as fol- 
lows : 

Extraft from Colonel Monfon’s Minute. 


I do not underfland that he was committed to Prifon by the Authority of the Judges, but 
by Two of the Judges afting in their Capacity as Jufticcs of the Peace: That the Wat rant of the 
Jufticts of the Peace to the Sheriff was for him to take cuflody of Nundcomar’s Perfon : That 
thefe Jufticcs, after having figncd the Warrant, went to the Houfc of the Chief Jufticc, from whence 
a Note was wrote by Mr. Juftice Le Maiftre to Mr. Tolfree, Under Sherilf, acquainting him, 
that it was their Opinion, meaning the Opinion of the Chief Jufticc, Mr. Hyde, and Mr. Le 
Maitre, that Nundcomar fhould be fent to the common Jail, to which Mr. 1 olfree immediately 
committed him without waiting for the Orders of the Sheriff, to whom he had fent a Meflenger, 
and who arrived a few Minutes after he was committed.” 


Extraft of Mr. Francises Minute. 

I beg leave to inform the Board, that I underftand the Raja Nundcomar, fincc his Com- 
miiment to the common Jail, in confequence of the Opinion of Mr, Juftice Le Maiflrc exceed- 
ing the Terms of the Warrant of Commitment, has taken no Suftcnance, &c.” We cannot take 
the Prayer of the Raja’s Petition into confidcraiion, until we are regularly informed by what 
Authority he is committed to the common Jail. If it fljould appear, that the Warrant docs 
not exprefs a Commitment to the common Jail, but that fuch Commitment has arifen folcly 
from the extrajudicial of Opinion Mr. Juftice Le Maiflrc, I then think it may legally be within 
the Power of this Board to prevent the Death of the Rajah, by relieving him from the vile 
Confinement under which he has been placed in the fame Prifon with all the Felons of Cal- 
cutta, and fccuring him in feme other Manner under the fafe Cuflody of the Sheriff; this, I 
conceive, may be done without any Infringement of the Authority of the Supreme Court of 
Judicature. 

It does not appear to me that more would be neceffary for the Satisfaftion of the Judges, than 
«o inform them, that the Commitment of Maha Raja Nundcomar did appear to fome of the 
Members of the Board, from Circumftanccs communicated to them, to have been not according 
to the ftrift Form of Law, and that it was for this Purpofe the Sheriff atid Deputy Sheriff were 
lummoned to attend the Board, and to report the Particulars of Nundcomar’s Commitment in 
thole Points, which had been reprefented irregular. I cannot myfcif fee any Impropriety or Ob- 
jection to the Information which the Judges require being given to them in thefe Terms. For 
the fake of Peace, and the Maintenance of the good Underftanding fo cffcntially neceffary be- 
tween the Council and the Supreme Court of Judicature, I wifh the Board to make fome fatiP 
taclory Reply to the Letter from Meflrs. Le Maiftre and Hyde. For the fake of common 
juftice, I wilh (his Opportunity given them to acquit thcmfclvcs of the Imputation flanding 
i^gainft them.

The Chit was as follows : I am at pref’ent forbid to enter the 
Killah -, I therefore fend you a Souruth^, under the Seals of Ten or Twelve People. You mull 
procure the Seals of Five or Ten of the Nizamut Officers to it, and return it to me by which 
you will do an Ail of Friendlhip, and confer the grcatcfl Obligation on me. Out of Fiiend- 
lliip for Noonda Roy 1 fhewed this Souruthal to the Officers of the Nizmut, and defired them, 
that if thc-y thought proper, and had no Objcdlion, they would affix their Seals to it: Accoidingly, 
having fecn the Souruthal, and the Seals of the Witnefies, they all voluntarily fet their Seals to 
it. Having conformably to Noonda Roy’s Defire procured Seals to the Souruthal, I lent it back 
to him by his Servant. You arc the Ruler of the Country : I am therefore hopeful that you will 
lend for Noonda Roy, with the Souruthal, to your Prcfence j and do Jurticc.

A true Account of what happened on the Arrival of Mr. Goring at Moorffiedabad of the 
inverting the Nabob and Rajah Goordafs with the Adminiftration of Afi'airs, and of the difplacing 
the Begum, and Yatebar Ally Cawn, in confcquencc of Orders from the Governor and Council 
for the Regulation of the Company’s Affairs, from the 13th Rubbc-ul-Awul or 14th May of ilie 
preicnt Year. All fuch as are acquainted with thefe Circumllances arc requefted to give Evidence 
to the Truth of the. following Particulars: 

On the 13th of Rubbee-ul-Awl, or 14 May, Mr. Goring arrived at the Houfe of Mirza 
Zincul Abdicn, in the City of Moorfliedabad j on the 15th, Mr. James Grant earned Noonda 
*^oy, and introduced him to Mr. Goting, who received him in the molt gracious M.tnner, and 
told him to remain near him, and condudl the Company’s Bufinefs. Mr. Goring informed Mr. 
Grant, that on account of the Fatigue which he had fuffered from his Journey, he could not go 
'0 the Killah that Day, but that he would go and vifit the Nabob on the Morrow, and .u‘t 
agreeable to his Inflruilions from the Board. On the 16th, Mr. Goring accordingly went vvitli 
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his Indruaions to the Kellah, and waited on the Nabob i and opening hU Inftruaioflj it, ihg 
iTcfcnce of all the Q/Ficers of the Nizamot, he made every one acquainted wtth their Purport. 
About Three Qiiarters of an Hour after his Arrival in the Kellah, he went with the Nabdb and 
the Kaiah to the Munny Bhegum, and informing her of the Purport of his Inttruflions, divefted 
her of the Adminiftration of Affairs. Mr. Goring then came fingly into the Audience Chamber; 
alter a few Minutes, the Nabob and Rajah joined him, when he fent for Noonda Roy, and giving 
his own Seal into the Hands of Meet Jowad Ally, the Nabob alfo giving his to Salla Mooteclal, 
they clireiled him to take poflcfllon of all the Papers and Records, and to the Seals to 
them i afterwards, taking Ten Hircarrahs from Ungnoo Sing, they appointed them to attend on 
Noonda Roy, and gave him the ftriaeft Directions to place MohuOiU on all the Officers and 
Recorders, and to take from every one of them a regular Machulka to this Purport, that all the 
Papers from the Beginning of Suffeer of the 6 Son, to the i6th of Rubbcc ul Awul of ihc 
i6th Sun, are under the Seals i and that if other Papers fliall come to light they arc liable to 
Piiniaimcnt for it. In conlequcnce of this Order, Mohuffils were placed upon, and, a Machulka 
to the above Lffcit was taken from every one of the Keepers of the Records. Mr. Goring 
remained in the Kella all that Night, and in the Evening of the fame Day, he lent a Chubdat 
to bring Kliolhaul Chund, Yatebar Ally Cawn’s Pcifhwar, who formerly, and till the 13th Sun, 
held the OlRcc of Scrilhtadar to the Sirah under the Nizamut : In about an Hour and a Quarter 
the Chubdar returned, and informed his Mafter that he had brought Khofaul Chund ; on this 
Mr. Goring charged Noonda Roy, in the ftrongeft Terms, not to perttlit Khofaul to depart out of 
his Cuflody till he had given up all the Papers of his former and prefent Offices, that they 
might be put under Seal, and alfo a Machulka in the cuftomary Forms. Noonda Roy accordingly 
fent him to Yatcbar|Ally Cawn. The Pciffiear and Chubadar foon after returned with Eight large 
Parcels of Papers loaded on a Dooly, and depofited them under the Seals in the Cutcherry, and 
alio gave a Machulka in the ufual Forms; afterwards Rogoonaut Pundit, Treafurer; Munfur- 
ram, hisGomaftah; and Ramnarain, his Peilhcar, took all the daily Accounts of the Treafury 
from thence, and carried them to the Houfc of the former at Punditpore. This being reported 
to Mr. Goring, he immediately difpatched Four Sepoys under the Conduft of one of Meer 
Juwad Ally’s People, to Noonda Roy, direfling him immediately to place the Sepoys as 
Mohuffels on the Treafurer ; to get poffeffion of the Papers, and put them under the Seals, and 
not to withdraw the Sepoys till he had received the Papers. In little more than an Hour after- 
wards, the Treafurer delivered up the Papers, which were depofited under Security of the Seals, 
and gave a Muchulka in the Form above fpccificd. On the 17th of May, Mr. Goring employed 
hinifclf from Morning till Evening with the greateft Afliduity in the Profecution of the Com- 
pany’s Bufinefs, and then went to Terrabaug and remained there all Night. On the i^’th, in 
the Morniii", Noonda Roy went there to pay his Compliments ; immediately on his Arrival, 
Mr. Gorino^clirefled him to place Mohuffils wherever they were neceffary, and to procure, without 
Delay, fuc h Parers as ftill remained, and to take Machulkas ; and told him, that he expeded 
Rajah* Purbooram in Two Days, when they mull conjointly exert themfelves in the Profecution 
of the Company’s Bufinefs; Noonda Roy replied, That they would condufl themfelves in the 
Manner molt advantageous to the Affairs of the Company and the Nabob. On the 19th, m 
the Evening, Kajah Purbooram arrived, and immediately waited on Mr. Goring. On the zoth, 
in the Morning, Mr. Goring came to the Kellah, accompanied by the faid Rajah, and introduced 
him to the Nabob, defiring of him, that no Step might be taken in the Bufinefs of ihc Cutcherry 
witl.oiit tlie Knowledge of the faid Rajah ; afterwards the Nabob, Mr. Goring, and Rajah 
Uoorcials, being aircniblccl in thoi Europe Chamber, fent for Yatebar Ally Cawn, and the Ofneers 
of the Meei I'amence and Bahlah j all thofe Officers proved on Yatebar Ally Cawn the Receipt ot 
I c oco Rupees rollufively from Ally Cawn, for his Appointment to the Office of Mcclaman, 
in the Room of Nuffur Ullah Cawn. Mr. Goring immediately placed a Guard of Sepoys over 
Yatebar Ally Cawn, and Collicherrun, the Keeper of the Bahlah Records, and Baugwut Durr, 
the Treafurer’s Gomaftah. The 21ft was employed in the fame Bufinefs, and Mr. Goring con- 
tinued at Fcrrah Bang. On the aad, from about Five in the Evening till Nine at Night, Rajah 
Pcerbooram, accompanied by Ungnoo Sing, were with the Munny Bhegum employed in ac- 
commodaiing Matters, and afterwards went to Mr. Goring at Ferrabaug. On the 23 '’. ““^ 
Ten in the Morning, Mr. Goring, accompanied by Rajah Purbooram, coming to the Kellan, 
• Rajah Gourdafs jpeke to the Nabob for the Releafe of Tatebar Ally Cawn-, a few Minutes ojlcr 
Kvhich he was Jet at Ltberty. The Nabob, Mr. Goring, and. Rajah Pcrboorani, taking 
with them Yatebar Ally Cawn, then went to the Munny Bhegum. On the lame Day, tm 
Mohoreers came into the Curcherry from Rajah Perbooram, and publiffied Mr. oo- 
ring's Orders ; That the Papers which had been taken into Charge ftiould be opened,

booraro enquired of Mr. Goring his Refolutiort in confequence of Noonda Roy’s Rcprelenta- 
tion. Mr. Gorine, on hearing this, flew into a Paflion, and faid, I (hall aft agreeable to my 
Inftruftiohs } if Nwnda Roy does not come in to the Cucherry, you are neverthelefs to prolwute 
the Buflnefs. Noonda Roy, apprehending the Dlfpleafole of the faid Gentleman, went imme- 
diately, accompanied by Five Mohoreers, to the Cucherry* where all the Officers of the Neza. 
mut were afiembled, and began to indorfe, number, and to place the Papers in Order. In the 
Courfe of the whole Day, and till Nine at Night, 4,737 Papers were finilhed. On the 
24ih, Rajah Perbooram and Ungnoo Sing brought atwut an Accommodation between the 
Munny and Baboo fibegums, under the SanSion of Oaths, on the following Terms : That they 
Ihould both agree in their Relation refpedling any Matter that fliould be brought to light by the 
Refcarcbes of Noonda Roy. On the fame Day, 14 Mohoreers on the Part of Rajah Perboo- 
ram, and to on the Part of Noonda Roy, went to the Cutcherry, and applied to the taking an 
Account of the Papers. In the Afternoon, Debeeperfaud, a Serilhiadar, took a Bundle of I'a- 
pers from a Heap, and examined them feparately, and took from amongft them Two Papers 
relative to falfc Entries in the Account Colleflions, and laid them near his left Thigh. Bulram a 
Mohorer, who was fitting behind Debeeperfaud, with great Art bent himfelf forward, and flily 
took away thefe Papers. This being feen by Noonda Roy’s Mohurrers, they oppofed his De- 
fign, alking him where he was going to carry thofc Papers. On this Munnear Sing, a Mo- 
hurrer of the Dewanny, with the greateft Expedition took the Papers out of Bulram's 
Hand, and replaced them in the Bundle from which they had been purloined. Jagger- 
naut Auharjc, one of the Perbooram’s Mohoreers, took Three Papers relative to the Re- 
ceipts of the Khalfah out of the Hand of Debee Perfaud, and fet himfelf fecretly to make 
Copies of them, but being difeovered and prevented by Noonda Roy’s Mohurrers, immediately 
tore what he had copie 1, and put it in his Cummerbund. Debee Perfaud inftantly replaced them 
amongft the others. The Bufincfs of indorfing, &c. was flopped that Day. As thefe are the 
Records of a noble Houfe, there are probably Two or Three Crorcs of diftintt Papers which 
would take at Icaft Two Years to indorfe, fire, in the Plan now commenced. How arc they then to 
be examined into? On the 25th Noonda Roy, apprchenfive of incurring the Difpleafure of the 
Council, went to Rajah Goordafs and Rajah Perbooram, and gave them an Account of the In* 
dorfement, &c. of the Papers, and reprefented that the M^oreers would be employed from 
Morning till Night for the Space of Two Years before they could finilh them, and that the 
Company undoubtedly would not pay them their Allowances during all that Length of Time; 
that he never faw or heard of fuch an Undertaking! that after Two Years Delay, when the Account 
of the Papers fhould be tranfmitted to the Council, they would gain no Credit by ir, bcfides that 
if all the Papers of the Nabob’s Sircar fhould remain under Charge for Two Years, the Bufincfs 
could not poflibly be conduced. In confequence of this Reprefentation Rajah Gourtlafs fent for 
Three or Four Serifhtadars, and afked them in what Manner it had been cuftomaty to indorfe 
the Papers; they replied that it had been ufual to put a Seal on every large Parcel and to write, 
on it to what Department it belonged, but they never faw or heard of an Inftance of indorfing and 
numbering the Papers feparately; Rajah Gourdafs accordingly direfted them to proceed in the 
indorfing of Papers ill the ufual Way, that the Bufinefs of the Company might not be flopped, 
Bajah Perbooram, being greatly difheartencd, took leave of the Nabob and went to the Apart- 
ments of the Munny Bheguni, and remained Two Hours in private Confultaiion with her; 
During this Period he fent a Chubdar to call Sumboonaut Keeper of the Bahlah Records ; Noon- 
day Roy made ah Excufe for his Non-compliance, faying that the Inftrudions from tlie Council 
forbad any Serilhtadar or Mohorccr to have AdmifTion to the Bhegutn till the Examination was 
brought to a Conclufion, and that it would be improper to adl in oppofuion to them ; that when 
Rajah Perbooram came to the Cucherry he would fend Sumboonaut there, that he might make 
what i nquiries of him he thought proper. On this Rajah Perbooram went from the Kellah to 
Mr. Goring, and made ufc of a great deal of abufivc Language againft Noonda Roy. At Seven 
in the Evening of the fame Day he fent for Yatebar Ally Cawn to Ferrabaug, and when he 
arrived they coUfuUcd together and prefented an Arzee from Dcbce Perfaud and other Serifhtadars 
and Mohoreers againft Noonda Roy to Mr. Goring, with a View to hurt the Affairs of the 
Company, and to prevent an Examination into the Papers. They alfo fent a Copy of the Arzee 
to Rajah Gourdafs for his Information. On the 26th, Rajah Perbooram accompanied Mr. Goring 
into the Kellah, and caufed the faid Gentleman to give an Order to Rajah Gourdafs to prohibit 
Noonda Roy from entering into the Kellah. The Rajah made anfwer, Noonda Roy gave in a 
Dill to the Council of 1 en Lacs of Rupees more or Icfs, and was fent here, how cun I forbid 
hini to come into the KilUh ? it is at your Option. Afterwards Mr. Goring changed the Sub- 
faying that he would appoint Moharreer on his Part, and that the Rajah fliould likewife ap- 
point one who fhould carry on the Btf^fincfs. The Rajah replied. Without Noonda Roy, I will 
JJtVfr on any Account go near the Papers. Rajah Perbooram afterwards caufed Baugweet Durr, 
Gomaftah to Chiton Durr, the Bahlah Gomaftah, who was put to Confinement with Yatebar Ally 
Cawn, to be releafcd, and then went home. Mr. Goring continued in the Kellah, and Rajah 
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Gourdafs went to the Havellee of HufTen Cquly Cawn i JJotpnda Roy continually cried out on 
the Council and Company for Juftice, and -faid, all the former and p^efert't Oftcejrr* a^ihft Whom 
the Embezzlements arc to be ptuved* are protean by the Influence of ftajjah Tirhoomm 
which is the Caufe of great Diiadvantage to the Company’s AflFairs) I atn theretote ho lonj>e| 
aniwerable for the Sums embezslcd, the Cham devolves on Rajah Perbooram. On the 2)th 
at Noon Rajah Gourdafs received a Note from Mr. Goring, , dcfiring him to appoint fo^ 
confldential Mohoteer to attehd at the Cucherry on his Part, that the Papers might be adjufted in 
his Prefence. 1 he Rajah wrote an Anfwer to this Purport » are the Mailer, whether I 
appoint a Mutfuddy or not, is of no moment. Afterwards JRajah Perbroram, attended byhi$ 
own Mohoreers, coming into the Cucherree, gave Orders to each of the Sirilhtadars to open the 
Parcels of Papers which had been taken charge of. The Parcels containing the Records of the 
Dc#anny, the Papers of the Serah Buklby, and pf the Servants of the Nizamut, were accordingly 
opened. The former and prefent Seriftitadars apd Managers of Affairs of the Nizamut, Seci 
who have fraudulently embezzled large Sums and m^e falfe Entries in the Accounts to enable 
them to hurt the Affairs of the Goveromeot, by fecrcting the Papers, procured an Ojrdcr from 
Rajah Perbooram that no Perfon fhotdd be prefent at the Cucherry whilft the Examiriation was 
carrying on, except his own Mohoreers and the former and prefent Serifhtadars. About Seven in 
the Evening Mr. Goring came into the Kellah, and fent for Rajah Perbooram and Rajah Ram 
Sewick, and the Papers remained open from Noon till bight at Night. Whoever is acquainted 
with thefe Circutnflances, let them witnefs to the Truth of them by figning this Paper, or 
giving Permiflion to others to fign for them, and they will be praifed by Men and rewarded 
by God. 

Kilhwor Cawn prefented an Arzee in his own Name to the Nabob. In confequence of a Re- 
quell contained therein, the Nabob fent for Noonda Roy, who prefented him with a Paper. The 
Nabob faid 1 knew nothing of this Paper : ” The Rajah alfo faid, 1 know nothing of it, I 
law that it was prefented to me Prefence.”

I Meer Jawred Ally, an Alfociate of Mr. Goring, and a fincere Well-wilher to the Company’s 
Government, depofe as follows. — Mr. Goring, in purfuance of the Council’s Inftruftions, arrived 
at Moorlhedabad on the 15th of Rubbee-ul-Awrcl (16th May), and read his Inftrufrions in 
the Frcfence of the Nabob in the Durbar-, after which Mr. Goring, the Nabob, and Rajah 
Gourdafs, went to the Munny Bhegum, and read the InllruAions to her, and then returned to the 
Audience Chamber. Mr. Goring propofed to the Nabob, that he Ihould introll his Seal to feme 
of his Officers, and that he himleif would give his Seal into the Hands of one of his AITociates. 
The Nabob accordingly delivered his Seal to Rajah Goordafs, and Mr. Goring delivered his to 
me. Rajah * dafs afterwards gave the Nabpb’s Seal to Motccram, his own Seriftadar. 
Moteeram and 1 then took charge of the Papers, and affixed the Seals to them, for the greater 
Security. Mr. Goring then dircdlcd Noonda Roy to go to the Cucherry, and take Muchuleas 
from the Sherilladars to the following Purport, that if any Frauds or Embezzlements Ihould 
appear againll them, they were guilty both to the Company and Nabob, and liable to Punilh* 
ment. Noonda Roy, myfelf, and Mooteram, were employed till Midnight of the ijth, and 
Two Days afterwards, in this Bufinefs. Three or Four Days afterwards. Rajah Peerbooram arrived 
at the City, and Mr. Goring defired him to appoint a Mohorreer to attend the Cutcherry on his 
Part, who might jointly with Noonda Roy be employed in the Adjuftment of the Papers. This 
was by no means agreeable to Noonda Roy s nor could he bear to fubmit to the Aflbeiation ot 
the Rajah’s Mutfuddy with him, but began to a£l with great Perverfenefs and Malignity, 
and entered into continual unreafonable Difputes with the Mutfuddies of the Nizamut, and 
accufed them falfcly of purloining the Papers : He alfo, b)[ his own Authority, placed Hir- 
carrahs. Peons, and Sepoys, as Mohuflils, on whomfoever of the Serilladars he plcafcd. The 
Mutfuddies went and complained of this to Mr. Goring, telling him that they were rcfpcilable 
Charaflers, and that no one of the former Mutfuddies had ever fpoken harlhly to them, or 
brought fuch falfe Accufations againll them ; That it was contrary to Cullom to leave the Papers 
under the Direflion of the Perfon who had given the Information, but that it was ufual to appoint 
an Aumeen between the Accufer and the Accufed, to hear both Sides, and to determine agreeable 
to the ellablilhcd Culloms of the Country : That Noonda Roy was evidently their Enemy, ai™ 
that their Charafters would be ruined if they were left at his Mercy. Mr. Goring, hearing tbex 
Complaints, explained to Noonda Roy that this Severity, without having proved the Crimes on 
the Mutfuddies, was highly improper, and that he mulldcGIl} and that he had po Orders from 
the Council to authorize fuch Severity. Noonda Roy, from the Shallownefs of his Under-

Mr Gorinrr replied, It is very furpriGng that a conGdential Servant of yours could fit in your 
^n Houl‘c° and caufe Seals to be affixed to Papers without your Knowledge. Mr. Goring then 
fent for Two of thofe whofe Seals were to the Paper, the one named Mohomed Affiuk, Da- 
roeah of the Nateb’s Stables, and the other named Meer Doolah, the Daroga of the Kitchen, 
and made Inquiries of them. They replied, Kiffiwor came to us, and brought a long Paper 
in his Hand, and faid, It is the Order of the Nabob and Rajah, that you affix your Seals to 
this Piper. Hearing the Names of the Nabob and Rajah, we put our Seals to it, but knew 

othinK of the Contents. Hearing this, Mr. Goring immediately had their Depofuions written 
down and their Seals affixed thereto. Every one or thofe whofe Seals were to the Paper gave 
different Accounts. Mr. Goring caufed all their Depofuions to be written, and their Seals fet to 
them and fends them down, by which you will clearly comprehend the Circumftances.

^ (a) “ Mr. Francis propofes, that the following Paragraph may be inferred in the General 
Letter after the Subjeft of the French Claims. 

The Mention of ihefc Differences with the French^ leads us to requeft your ferious Attention 
to that Part of the Opinions of the Judges delivered upon another Occafion from the Bench, in 
which the Sovereignty of the Nabob Mobarcck ull Dowla, as Soubah of thefe Provinces, is denied. 
Thcfe Opinions, fo publicly delivered, and of fuch Authority, will, we conceive, preclude your 
Governor and Council from any Ufc of the Soubah's Name, or of the Authority of this Country 
Government, in any future Differences with the French and other Foreign Fadtories, We do not 
take upon us to affent to or condemn the Dofirine avowed by the Judges, in refpedt to the Rights 
which may belong to the Soubah, but we hope that the Difficulty in which the Declaration of it 
may involve this Prcfidency, and which may ultimately affedt the Peace of Europe, will be duly 
confidercd by you j and if itlhould be determined by you, that the Soubah's Government is an- 
nihilated, that you will inftrudt us in what Form the Government of the Provinces is to be admi- 
niftertd for the future/* 

The Governor General.—*^ I objedt to the Motion, becaufc I do not apprehend that the Decla- 
ration of the Judges, rcfpedling the Nabob’s Sovereignty, will involve this Government in any 
Difficulties with the French or other Foreign Nations. 

“ How liule the Screen of the Nabob’s Name has hitherto availed, will appear in the fre- 
quent and inconclufive Correfpondence which has been maintained with the Foreign Settlements, 
the French efpecially, fince the Company have thought proper to Hand forth in their real Charadlcr 
in the Exercife of the Dewanny. From that Period the Government of thefe Provinces has been 
wholly theirs, nor can all the Subtleties and'Diftindlions of political Sophiftry conceal the PolTcflion 
of Power where the Exercife of it is openly pradlifcd, and univcrfally felt in its Operation. 

“ In Deference to the Commands ot the Company, we have generally endeavoured, in all our 
Correfpondence with Foreigners, to evade the direft Avowal of our pofTcffing the aftual Rule of 
the Country, employing the unapplied Term Government for the Power to which we exadted their 
Submiffion ; but I do not remember any Inftance, and I hope none will be found, of our having been 
fo difingenuoiis as toclifclaimourown Power, or to affirm that the Nabob was the real Sovereign of 
thefe Provinces. 

In effedf, I do not hcfitatc to fay, that 1 look upon this State of Indccifion to have been produdlive 
of all the EmbarralTmcnis which wc have experienced with the Foreign Settlements. None of them 
have ever owned any Dominion but, that of the Britilh Government in thefe Provinces. Mr. 
Chevalier has repeatedly declared that he will not acknowledge any other, but will look to that 
only for the Support of the Privileges poffifTed by his Nation, and lhall protefl againfl that alone, 
as alone refponfiblc for any Adi of Power by which their Privileges may be violated, or their 
Property diftiirbed. The Dutch * the Danes have fcvcrally applied to this Government as to the 
ruin g Power for the Grant of Indulgencics, and the Redrefs ot their Grievances. In our Replies 
to all we have conftamly affiimcd the Prerogatives of that Charadlcr, but eluded the Jiredt 
Avowal of it. Under the Name of Influence wc have offered them Protcdlion, and we have 
gr.nted them the Indulgencics of Government. Under clufivc Expreffions, fomciimcs applied to 
our Treaties with the Nabobs, fometimes to our own Rights as the Dewan, fomeumes openly 
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declaring the virtual Rule which we held of thefe Provinces^ we have contended with them f 
the Rights of Government, and threatened to repel, with Force, their Encroachments ‘on 
We, in One or Two Inftanccs, have adlually put thefe Threats in Execution, by Orders tlircQ*^’ 
iffued to the Officers of Government, and enforced by Detachments from our ow.i Militar^ 
Forces. The Nabob was never confulted, nor was the Pretence ever made that his Orde^^ 
or Concurrence were neceflary. In a word, we have always allowed ourfelves to be treated 
Principals ; but we have contented ourfelves with letting our Adfions infinuatc the Charaft” 
which we effedively poOelTed without aflerting it. 

For my own Part, I have ever confidered the Referve which has been enjoined us in this 
refpeft as a Confcquencc of the Doubts which have long prevailed, and which are ftill lufFcrcdto 
fubfift, concerning the Rights of the Britilh Government and the Company to the Property and 
Dominion of thefe Provinces, not as inferring a Doubt with refped to any Foreign Power. It has 
however, been produdivc of great Inconveniencies: It has prevented our ading with Vigour in 
ourDifputes with the Dutch and French. The former refule, to this Day, the Payment of the 
Bahar Peifficuffi, although the Right is inconteftably againll them, and we have threatened to 
enforce it. Both Nations refufc to be bound by our Decrees, or to fubmit to our Regulations. 
They refufe to fubmit to the Payment of the Duties on the Foreign Commerce but in their own 
Way, which amounts almoR to a total Exemption. They refufe to fubmit to the Duty of to per 
Cent, which is levied on Foreign Salt, by which (unlcfs a Stop can be put to it by a more 
decifive Rule) they will draw the whole of that important Trade into their own Colonies } and 
even in the fingle Inftancc in which they have allowed us to preferibe to them, namely, the Em- 
bargo on Grain on the Apprehenfton of a Dearth, I am myfclf perfuaded that they acquiefeed 
from the Iccrct Defign of taking the Advantage of the general Surpenlion, by exporting Grain 
clandeftinely, under Cover of their ColourSf which they knew would fcrcen them from the rigo- 
rous Examination of our Officers. 

“ We are precluded from forming many Arrangements of general Utility, becaufe of 
•SicinOrig. their * Want of Control over the European Settlements j and a great Part of the Defeds which 
fubfiR in the Government and commercial State of the Country are ultimately derived from 
this Source. 

** I have not the flighted Sufpicion, that a more open and decided Conduct would expofe us 
to worfe Confequenccs from the European Nations. On the contrary, we have the word of the 
Argument while we contend with them under falfe Colours; while they declare they know us 
under the Difguife, and we have not the Confidence to difown it. What we have done and may 
do under an affiimed Charader, is full as likely to involve us in a War with France, a Natioa 
not much influenced by logical Weapons, if fuch can be fuppofed to be the likely Confcquence of 
our trifling Oifagreement with them, as if we ftood forth their avowed Opponents. 

“ To conclude: Indcad of regretting, with Mr. Francis, the Occaflon which deprives us of 
fo ufelefs and hurtful a Difguife, I (hould rather rejoice (were it really the Cafe) and confider it 
as a Crifis which freed the ConHitution of our Government from one of its greated Defeds: And 
if the Commands of our Honourable Employers, which arc expeded by the Ships of theSeafon, 
(hall leave us unindruded on this Subjed, which has been fo pointedly referred to them in the 
Letters of the late Adininidration, I now declare that I (hall condrue the Omiffiun as a tacit and 
difcretional Reference of the Subjed to the Judgment and Determination of this Board, and 
will propofc that we do dand forth, in the Name of the Company, as the adual Government ot 
thefe Provinces, and aflume the Exercife of it in every Indance, without any Concealment or 
Participation. 

“ Though I have thus fully declared my Opinion with refped: to the EflTrds of the De* 
cifion of the Judges, upon the Plea of the Nabob’s Sovereignty, I think it incumbent upon 
me to remark, that even on the .Suppofltion that their Decifion was replete with the moft 
dangerous Canftqiiences, it would be uncandid to reproach them with it. They were bound 
by their Duty and by their Oaths to give Judgment on the Plea which w>s brought before 
them according to Law and Truth, regardlcfs of any Confequenccs which might attend it. 
The Gentlemen of the Majority, who were under no Obligation to bring a Plea before the 
Court, which they mud at lead have known to be liable to fuch a Decifion, are alone accountable 
for the Efteds of it; and it is not eafy to fee bow they could have expelled any other Decifion, 
while they declare that they confider the Nabob’s Name as a political Screen to cover the Afls 
of our Government.

“ Mr. Barwcll. — I entirely agree with the Governor General, that the Nabob Mobarcck ul 
Dowla is dependant on the Englilh Government in all refpeAs, and wholly independant of the 
French, Dutch, and other Foreign Nations. That he a£ls by a Commiffion from the Court ot 
Delhi in the Adminidration of the Provinces; and that the Moorifh Polity being judged neceflary 
to the Welfare of the People, the Company’s Government have allowed it to prevail, and fupport 
the Exercife of it in the Nabob’s Perfon, and the Officers of the Nizamet Phouzdarries, with 
Checks and Modifications to regulate any Abufe of Power. The Company’s Government cer- 

I tainly 
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,ainIyhave *Powef to anhihilatr tht whole Civil and Criminal Jurifdiaion eliablilhed in the 
Country! but it docs not follow that they ought to exercife that Power becaufe they poffcfs it, and 
introduce Anarchy and Confufion in the Place of Order and Juftice , or becaufc they decline to 
excrafe it, tacitly or avoweJW declare an independent Sovereignty in a mere Officer of 

the State. f 'be Jfurifprudence of the Mogul Government is allowed of, the Perfon who 
holds the Mogul s Sunnuds will of courfe be permitted to exercife the Fundlioni of his Office i 
and the Company have ordered him a Stipend equal to the Support of the Kank and Charailer he is 
honoured with. Laltly, I cannot conceive that the Englilh Government, allowing a coercive Power to 
the Mogul JurifpruMwe, dws, in any refpeft, authorife Foreign Nations to clifputc it or to 
oppofe the Mogul s Officer afting with its Concurrence and Support. In Ihort. I do not compre- 
hend what Difficulties are apprehended by Mr. Francis to our Intercourfc with Foreign F-iftones; 
by the Judges Opinions delivered from the Bench, that Duty will not allow any Individual to 
fcreeii himfelf from the Engliffi Law by alTuming a fidlitious Charafter, under a Plea of the 
Soobali s Rights to veil him with one (a).

General Clavering delivers in the following in Reply to the above of the Governor General 

The Minutes ot the Governor General and Mr. Harwell having been inferred On thcConVuIt- 
atioii of the 31ft July, without being communicated to mej and the whole Confultation being 
afterwards figned by thofc two Gentlemen to be fent to England, with an apparent Intention to 
preclude my antwcring the Objeftions made by them to the Paragraph propoied by Mr. Francis 
in the general Letter, I think it proper to diffent to fo unfair a Proceeding, defiring, that the 
following Arguments may be entered at ihe End of that Confultation. That the Treaty made 
between the Governor and Council of Fort William, and the Nabob Mobarick ul Dowla on the 
Jill March 1770, engaging to fccurc to him the Soubahdarry of Bengal, Bahar, and Orifla did 
confirm the former Treaties made with his Father, and his Brothers, the Nabobs Nudium and 
Syef ul Dowla. That by thofc Treaties, not only the Rights of Sovereignty arc referved by thofc 
Nabobs, but the a^ftual Exercife of them was preferved, by their granting fpecial Picnipotentiafy 
Powers to Lord Clive and Mr. Cartier to treat for them. That ihe Redudlion of the Nabob's 
Stipend without his Confenr, is no Proof that the Company meant to take from him the Rights 
which tky had acknowledged to be in him. They confidered themfelves as his Guardian, and 
in that Capacity did appropriate a Part of his Stipend, during his Non-age, towards the Payment 
of l^bts which had been made chargeable to the Nabob’s Account, exprcfsly declaring, that 
the Overplus Ihou Id be applied to the Defence of the Country. 

That the Claim of Privilege urged by the Governor General and Council, in favour of Roy 
Radachurn might have been difmilTcd by the Judges, without difculTing the Quellion upon the 
Chambers ** ** ^ remember, was prudently avoided by Mr. Juftice 

That the concealing from the Honourable Court of Direftors, and the King’s Minifters, 
t rough them, our adlual Situation, and the Confequcnces we apprehend from it by this De- 
claration of the Judges, would be highly criminal in the Governor General and Council, feeing 
that neither the Treaty of Paris, nor the diflfcrcnt AAs of Parliament which have paffed Gnce 
that Treaty, have either diredlly or indiredlly taken the Sovereignty from the Nabob, or vefted it 
in the Crown of Great Britain. 

That It appears from what the Governor General himfelf fays, that it was by the Command 
ft * ,'j Court of Direflors, that the Correfpondence with the Foreign Companies 

ouid be tranfaflcd through the Medium of the Country Government, evidently to avoid, with 
Quarrels Policy, treating the Differences between them and the Company as national 

That fo far from joining the Governor General in feizing this Crifis (by which I fuppofe he 
fun*'*V • Declaration) to free the Conflitution of this Government from the Defefl he 

ihf r * double Government, I declare I will, as far as my Voice will operate in 

Council, fupport it and the Treaty with Mobareck ul Dowla, till I receive the Orders of my 
superiors to break it.

You are hard prefled to make ufc of that Argument; the Company will not thank you for 
ftating the Right to be in Mobarek, for if it is, the Excrcife of the Power muft be a * Ufurp- 
ation in the India Company*, but I do not take it to be fo, for the Treaty which you have 
produced is a Surrender by him of all Power into the Hands of the Company.] 

In the Dccifion of this Queftion, it will not be neceffary to enter into the Common-phcc 
Learning concerning the Rights of Ambafladors, nor in what Manner they have been fanftificd, 
not only by the moll polifhed, but even by the moll barbarous Nations: All Nations who have 
had Intercourfc with others have held their Charadlcrs facred. The Rights of Ambafladors, as 
far as they relate to the C^eftion before us, the Jus mvocandi Domum, arc clearly eftablifhed by 
all the Writers on the Subjed. Nor will it be neceflary to decide whether the Ea(l India Com- 
pany have or have not a Right to receive public Minifters, upon whom all the Rights of Am- 
bafTadors will attach. They arc authorifed to make Treaties, War and Peace, with the Country 
Powers in India*, it is mod certainly neceffary that they fhould receive Agents from thofc 
Powers for the Tranfadion of their public Bufinefs *, I do not abfolutcly fay that it is a Confc* 
qucnce, that thofe Agents fhould be put in the Situation of Foreign Minifters at European 
Courts, nor would I by any means be underftood to put a Negative upon it *, it is not neceflary 
in this Cafe, and perhaps no Cafe may ever arife wherein it may be neceffary to determine it : I give 
no Opinion about it, and I dcfire that may be clearly underftood. Therefore, however this Cafe 
may be determined, the Dignity, Honour, and Powers of the Government of this Settlement arc 
fafe, they arc not affeded by it; the Court will always fupport them when they arc fairly, openly, 
and legally cxcrciled : There is enough and enough to determine this Claim without entering into 
that C^ieftion. 

But though the Rights themfelvcs arc clearly eftablifhed, it will be proper to confider the true 
and fubrtantial Reafon that has induced that common Confcnc of Nations, which is called theJuJ 
Gcnlhim^ and gives Sandion to them. One Reafon, and a common one affigncd is, that theyre- 
prefent the Perfon of their Prince, and carry his Majcfty about them, and therefore their Perfons 
muft be facred : This is rather a captivating and dazzling than a fubftaniial Reafon; it is a Fiflion. 
No Nation was more civilized than the Romans, no Nation (with very few Exceptions) were 
more attentive to the Privileges of Ambafladors ; yet mere Sacrednefs of Perfon did not among 
them proted from Juftice ; the Vcftal Virgins, the Tribunes of the People, the high Priefts, the 
Pontijices maximi (unlefs adually officiating), and all others who had nothing to proted them but 
the Sandiiy of their Perfons, were fubjed to the Courts of Juftice. 1 do not recoiled any Claim 
made Amply on that Ground, but the Exemption claimed by the Popes for the Romifh Clergy* 
Perfona enim quantumvis fanda, fola in Jus Vocatione non violator. There is another 
that Ambafladors are not confidcred as within the Territory of the Prince to which they arc fent: 
This, and what I before mentioned, arc not properly Reafons, but Fidions formed to faiisfy the 
Rcafonings on the municipal Laws of the Countries to which the Ambafladors are fent; the true 
and fubftantial Reafon is derived from the Neccffity of proteding Perfons fent on ma:erial Bu- 
finefs in which the Public is concerned; it is ne ab Officio fufeepto Legationis avoccniur, ne 
impediatur Legatio, ne prohibcantur Publico Muncrc fungi: The main great Bufinefs which 
chiefly operates to give this Right is, that of making Treaties, more cfpccially fuch as concern 
War and Peace, quia Pads ct Feedcrum funt Nuntii ct Proxenetje, ct fine his Gentium Socieias 
ct arnica Quits falva effc ncqui^ Among Powers capable of making real Treaties, and or 
making War and Peace, it is abfolutcly neceffary there (hould be intermediate Agents, who'c 
Pcrlons (hould be proteded even from the Laws, left the Laws (hould be made the Inftrurrcnt o

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defesiing N^oiUtionl, which might ^ of the utmoft Confequence to the State t otherwife Na- 
tions fnuft live in eternal War or in infidious Peace ; fur if there were not Perfons, Harbingers 
of peace, who could with Safety come to the oppofitc Party to propofe Peace, and the TtTms 
on which it Ihould be held inviolable, though the contending Powers were each peaceably in- 
clined, the Horrors of War muft continue, and when they were tired out, an infccure Armillicc 
would take place, to laft no longer than till one of the Parties had recovered Strength and Spirits 
t^fiifRcient to renew Hoftilities. [(«) It is from the real Bufinefs to be tranlaaed between Nation and 
Nation, not from any Rcprefcntation of fuppofed Majcfty, that their Rights arc fubllantially 
founded# Is Mobarck ul powla, or was he ever, a Prince, in a Siciiarion of tranfafting any public 
Bufinefs of Confequence with this Settlement ? Is he, from the Evidence befurc us, capable of 
making War and Peace with this Settlement ? If not, though there may remain in him a Shadow 
of Majefty, 1 think no SancTrity of Perlon can be derived to his Vakeel, wliich will be fufficient 
to give him the Rights of an Ambaflador. for this Realbn, I threw out, when this was before 
mentioned, what 1 thought would be necefTary for the Governor General and Council to make 
ouf before they could fupport this Claim •, I did it, that if they could not make it out, they might 
have an Opportunity of relinquifhing a Claim, which I was fully aware muft embarraCs them i 
ihey have cholen to pcrfift in it, and to force the Court to a Determination on a Qiicftion which 
their Counfcl ftates to be political, and that to proteft a Man charged (whether properly or no 
will appear when the Indiftmcnt is tried) with a Confpiracy againft the firft Man in this Settle- 
ment— the Governor General. Whatever my Opinion may be, the Gentlemen of the Council 
mud have been clearly convinced of the Juftnefs and indirpt-nfabiliiy of the Claim, or in fucli a 
Calc I am furc they would not have made it. 

We had faid it would be ncccffary that the Governor General and Council (hould verify by Af- 
fidavit that Mobarcck-ul-Dowla was a fqvcreign Prince, in a Situation to make War and Peace 
with this Settlement } that he was fui juris, that he appointed his own Minifters, that he per- 
forms all Ads of Sovereignty independently and without the Control of this Government, 
that he is in ail Negotiations treated as a Prince fui jurisi that a Vackecl is a public Minifter, 
having the jus rcvocandi domum, that the Governor General and Council have alwavs treated 
Roy Rada Churn as invefted with the Rights which they claim for him, and that they do not 
confidcr him fubjcift to the Order and Control of this Government. No fuch Affidavit has 

been made, I Ihould have been much furprized if there had j but the Realbn given for the 

Want of ffie Affidavit is not the true one, namely, that the Fafls would not bear them out ; the 
Realon given by their Counfel is, that the Governor General and Council could not make the 
A/hdavits required, btcauft they are a Corporation. 1 cannot imagine from what Confulion of 
Ideas this Notion has fprung : In fadl they are no Corporation } if they were, could it enter into 
the Mind of any Man, that it was fufficient for a Corporation merely to make a Claim without 
fupporting it by Proof ? to fling a Claim or Paper into Court, and leave it to eftabliffi itfclf 
without tvidcncc ? Though a Body Corporate quia Corporate cannot make an Affidavit, yet 
each Individual that compofes it can j in fadl, the Governor Gcneial has: — The Individuals, if 
the Fads would have bore them our, might, and I have no Doubt would have made the 

Atildavits, clpccially as the Court had informed them, if they did not, the Negative of the 

Queftions put would be taken for granted. 

They hav^ not even fworn or given any Evidence, that they themfelves do now, or ever have, 
treated Roy Rada Churn as a Perfon invefted with the Rights they claim for him from us j nor 
that they do not confidcr him fobjeft to the Order and Control of this Government. 

Is he then to be treated as a public Minifter merely to elude Juftice, and in no other re- 
fpeft to be fo treated ? 1 have little Doubt but that this Man was originally appointed by the 

Influence of the late Adminiftration, and am not furprifed that thofe who form the Govern- 
ment of this Prefldcncy, which undoubtedly exercifes Authority over the Maftcr, cannot fwear 
that they do not think the Servant liable to the Control of the Government of this Prefidcncy. 

What has been produced in Support of this Claim ? A Paper which has been called a Treaty 
with Mobarek, a Sunnud of Mcer Jafficr Ally Kawn, the Affidavit of Roy Rada Churn, and two 
Letters to the Governor General, which arc called the Credentials. 

n if^* Treaty, indeed, by its firft Article nominally guarantees to him the Pofleffion of Bengal, 
nahar, and Oriira-, but by the other Articles, all Power whatfoever is taken from him, nothing 
n k empty Title and 31,31,991 Rupees annually; even that Sum is appropriated, 

but 16 Lack, to his Houfhold; and it is cxprefsly ftipulated, that the remaining 16 Lack 
hould be expended by the Officer named in the Treaty, in maintaining the Peons, &c. of his 
- wany : He is therefore obliged to keep up the Enfigns of Power, and maintain the outfidc 
omp of a Prince, by the very Inftrument which is an aAual Surrender of his Sovereignty, if he 
"'as, which is not in Proof, ever poffeflTcd of it. 

It was ftated by the Counlel at the Bar, to induce the Court to believe that the military 
fubftantial Evidence of Royalty, was in bis Hands, that he kept an Army on Foot. 

to be ? a mere Swarry, to keep up oftenfible Pomp, and make him appear 
hat he is not. It is a miferable Attempt to impofc on the Court. 

As to the Sunnud of Mcer Jafficr, that is produced to Ihcw that Mobarek has a Right to a 
mt, another Mark of Sovereignty j does it prove it ?

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It proves that the Eaft India Company had exercifed the Right of coining Money, and wh 
they ptiHefled before is confirmed to then> by this Grant of Jaflieri by what Authority thd gA 
India Company claimed it before this Grant does not appear; it does appear they exercifed h. 
But though Mccr Jafficr might be a Sovereign, how is Mobarelt conneded with him ? No Title 
has been attempted to be derived, nor any SuccefTion proved, from JafHer to Mobarek. 1$ ^1,^, 
any Proof that Mobarek ever coined Money in bis own Nmtf All this is mere Colour, and fb 
faint, that 1 can hardly induce myfelf to think, that the Gentlemen who made the Application 
do tlu mfelvcs believe what they are dcfirous the Court fhould believe.] (til The Credentials ^ 
as they arc called, inftcad of fupporting the Claim, prove exprefsly that Roy Rada Churn wat 
not Vakeel to Mobareck, either at the Time the OSence charged in the Indictment Was com. 
niitted, nor at the Time the Matter was enquired into, and Roy Rada Churn bound over by the 
Judges to appear at the prefent Seffions. He was appointed two Years ago j on the aid of Mat 
1775 the lalt Letter was received by the Governor from Mobarek uI>DowIa, informing 
him, that as Roy Rada Churn had been a very idle Perfon, and that he confidered his having 
a Va^kccl as an ufclefs Expence, he had therefore difmifled him from'^he firft of SafRer, which 
corrclponds with the lecond of April : The Faft complained of, and the binding over, was all in 
April i he is reinftated on the 30th of May. 1 he Grounds on which he was difeharged are 
worthy of Obfervation. I cannot help feeling for Mobareck, who by that Letter feems to fed 
his own Situation j he thinks the having a Vackcel, or, as he is affeded to be called, a public 
Minider, was needlefs, and the Expence unprofitable. So it was : Had he any Affairs of Con- 
fcqucncc to negotiate here f Could he make War or Peace ? Why was Rada Churn difmiffcd ? 
Becaufc he was an idle Perfon, and bccaufe he was chargeable to the Nabob; he is difeharged 
for good Caufe. Is any Rcafon given why be was reftored ? Had be become Icfs idle ? Had 
Mobareck more Bufinefs to tranfadf ? The faving his Salary could not be great during his Ihort 
Difmiflion : Was the Nabob grown richer ? Why then was he reftored ? The true Rcafon is too 
obvious ; Roy Rada Churn had got into a very difagrecable Scrape, Mobareck was dcfirous of 
jirotedling him from it; though the Idea of protedling in this Manner was by no means Afiatic. I 
1 will not fuppofc that any Influence, other than the perfonal Intercft of Roy Rada Churn, was 
exerted over the Nabob on this Occaflon. 

We next come to Roy Rada Churn’s Affidavit. I think the Perfon who drew that Affidavit, 
and fuffered him to fwear to it, is moft highly to be cenfured. What is he made to fwear? that 
he now is, and for two Ycais laft pad has been, refident in Calcutta, as ihe public Mnijltr at 
Vackeel of Mobareck, except for about the Space of ten Days in May laft, and in no other 
CharadUr; and that he has been charged with conducing and tranfafting his Affairs with the 
t'aft India Company and others at this Prefidency, and that there is not any other public Minifter 
or Vackeel of the Nabob Mobareck refident in Calcutta, as he verily believes. This laft is, 

1 have no Doubt, pcrfedlly true, and he might, I dare to fay, have fafcly added, nor at any 
other Place whatfoever. The Letters to the Governor Genera] are not Credentials for tranfafting 
Bufinefs wiib the Eaft India Company and others. But what I chiefly blame is, the fuffering him 
to fwear what is not true ; that he refided as a public Minifter or Vackcel, when he was not 
a Vackeel. It is faid that he did not know, till thefe Letters were fhcwii him, that he had 
been difmiffcd ; why then did he make an Exception to ten Days in May ? He muft have known 
it when he fworc the Affidavit ; if he did nor, the Affidavit might have been amended ; if it was 
not amended, at lead it fhould have been explained to the Court when the Affidavit was read. I 
called upon the Counfcl, when the Letters were read, to acquaint the Court whether the Faffs 
charged on Roy Rada Churn, an^l the Enquiry into them, was during the Time of his Difmif- 
fion, but could receive no Aofwcr. He that drew the Affidavit muft have known it. He 
fwears he was in the Charadler of Vackcel for two Years laft paft, except ten Days in May ; if 
that had been true, he would have continued Vackeel till after the Time he was bound over. 

I Ic thought, or rather thofe that drew the Affidavit thought, the Time material. It is plain this 
could nut be Accident. He is cither made to fwear what is not true, or to prevaricate moft abo* 
minably. 

But there is another Circumftance in which the Drawer of the Affidavit is moft highly culpable. 

He is made to fwear to what he could not underftand ; the Term public Minifter ; It conveys 
Ideas that are hardly to be explained to the Natives of this Country ; And for what Porpofe f Could 
ic be expeded that the Court would only attend to the Sound of Words i Could it be thought 
he was nearer proving himfelf a public Minifter, on whom the Rights of Ambaffadors could 
attach, by ufing thofe Words, than if he had fimply fworn himfelf Vackcel ? There is no Affi* 
davit of the Place of Rclidence of Roy Rada Churn before his firft Appointmenit ; but it turns 
out from the Affidavit, that he was refident here before his laft Appointment, and therefore 
fubjedl to the Fnglilh Laws; if fo, he is anfwcrable here; for an Ambaflador, any more than 
another Perfon, is not to commit Crimes with Impunity ; he will be fubjeft to that Tribunal) 
to which he was fubjcA before he was invefted with his public Chara6ler. If he was a Sobjeft 
of the Prince who fent him, he will be fubjeft to his Courts of Law; if he was amenable to 
the Courts of Law of another Prince, he muft be called upon in that Prince’s Courts ; if he was 
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heforf fubjcft to the State in which he was employed, which is the prei^nt Cafe, he will (till be 
enable to the Courts. For if before the bmbalTy he was not fubjeft to the Prince in whofe 
t^ploy he is, the foie Aft of making him AmbalTador will not make him liable to his Courts, 

^cept perhaps in Matters which relate to his EmbtfTy. There arc Differences of Opinions on 
*his Sobjeft, as I ftaied the other Day i but I take the Reafon and Weight of Authorities to 
be on this Side. I then ftated why Wicquefort was a (Irenuous Oppofer of this Doftrine. Byn- 
herftock is firm in this Opinion. 

(a) [Thus it ftands on the Evidence in fupport of the Claim, it is mere colourable Evidence i 
h t when the Affidavits on the other Side are read, that Colour immediately vanifhes. 

The Governor General fwears, that the late Admimftration, by their own Authority, appoint- 
d Munny Begum to be Guardian to the Nabob, and Raja Goordafs Dewan of his Houlehold, 

*llowin<r each of them large Salaries : That the fame Adminiftration planned and conftituted Cri- 
m'nal a^d Civil Courts by their own Authority, without confulting the Nabob or requiring his 
Concuricnce : The Civil were made dependent on the Prcfidcncy I'olely, and the Criminal, though 
held in the Name of * Nabob, arc in faft under the Control and Infpeftion of the ''crvants • d«A in 
of the Eaft India Company : That the Management of the Revenues (the Sinews of War) are Orig. 
entirely in the Hands of the Eaft India Company and their Reprefentatives, without the fmalleft 
Participation of the Nabob: That in confequence of Orders from the Court of Direftors, the 
annual Stipend which was allowed him was reduced from 31,31,991 Rupres to 16,00,000. 

By what Authority did they appoint a Guardian ? The Company had no natural Connexion 
by Blood with Mobarck : By what Authority did they appoint the Dewan of his Houlcliold, 
and allow them large Salaries ? It could only be done in their political Capacity, by that Au- 
ihoriiy which they excrcil'e over him. If the Treaty given in Evidence was in the Nature of a 
f(al Treaty with a Sovereign Prince, wlien there were mutual Agreements and Confiderations, 
bow came this Stipend, for fo it is called (a Word hardly applicable to an independent Sove» 
rtian Prince), to be reduced to 16,00,000 Rupees? By wlut Authority did they ereft the 
Courts of Law, and fuperintend the Adminiftration of juftice, without any Communication 

**Had"he himfclf an Idea he was a Sovereign ? Docs he complain of the Reduftion of his 
Stipend, or the Infringement of Treaties ? Noj he confidcrcd himfclf what he really is ahfolutely 
dependent on the Con.nany, and was willing to accept any Pittance they would allow him for his 
Maintenance : He claims no Right. Does he complain that the Adminiftration ot Juftice is taken 
into the Hands of the Company ? No -, by the Treaty the Proteftion of his Subjefts is delivered 
up to the Company •, and he well knew, whoever is held up as the oftenfible Prince, the Ad- 
miniftration of Juftice muft be in the Hands of thofe who have Power to enforce it. 

The Governor General, who, I fuppofe, had a Delicacy to ftatc more than what has before 
been made public, clofes his Affidavit with faying. That all he has depofed to he believes to 
be publicly known, as it is particularly fet forth in the Reports of the Committee of the Houle 
of Commons. I knew it was there, and was therefore lurprifed at this Application : It is fo 
notorious that every body in the Settlement muft have known i when I lay every Body, 1 mean 
with an Exception to the Gentlemen who apply to the Court : The only Reafon I can give for 
their applying, is the little Time they have been in the Country, and the Want ot Knowlcogc of 
former Tranfaftions of Government, and the Cuftoms and Manners of the People. I 
Governor General had pointed out this PalTage to them, for if he had, it ought, and 1 have 
therefore no Doubt would have prevented this Application. , . ^ , aj • • 

The Governor General’s Affidavit proves the Revenues, their Colleftion, the whole Admim- 
ftration of Juftice, both Civil and Criminal, and even the appointing of the Officers of his Honle- 
hold, tobein the Company , Mr. Lane, Mr. Hurft, and Mr. Vanfmart, all Members of the late 
Council, dtpofe, that the Military isfo likcwilc: They fwcar that the whole military Power of the 
Province is, and has been for levcral Years, entirely under the Control of the Company, and of 
their Reprefentatives i they fwear that he performs no Afts of Sovereignty independent oj. 
without the Confent of the Reprefentatives of the fc aft India Company : Nothing, t^fore, is 
left to Mobarek but an empty Title. This has been faid to have been a 3 ?u?r?eli 

and that the Determination of it againft the Right of the Vakeel might lae produftive of Quarrel 
with foreign Nations, cfpccially the French. 1 think it can have no fuch Effeft » for whether the 
territorial Acquifitions belong to the Crown or the Company, if either of them have a Right 
to execute Sovereignty here, and chufe fo far to poftfionc their own Dignity as to fet up another 
Perion, through whom, and in whofe Name, they will excrcife the Power, ^‘ 1 ®" * 
any foreign State has any Right to complain. Nor do 1 think this Determination can effi^ft 
the Legality of the Courts cftablilhcd in this Province : Al that is determined in this Cafe a, 
that Mobark ul Dowla, who furrendered his l^iwer entirely into the Hands “ 

Company, cannot himfclf, nor can the Eaft India Company in his Name, hnquents, 

fubjeft to the Jurifdiftion of this Court, from being punilhed by the Laws of G«“t Bntain . 

That the Agents of the Ea(t India Company cannot, by making him f .f . 

direftly what they would not alTome to do direftly. It cannot be a politica 
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fcrious Nature, in the Opinion of the Gentlemen making the Claim j had it been fo, the. 
would not have prefled a Decifion on it in this very unfavourable Cafe : It is no Right alaimcj 
by the Nabob v both he and his Vakeel, as the Vakeel as to himfelf candidly confelles in hij 
Memorial, were wholly ignorant of the Rights and Privileges to which he was entitled by the 
Laws of Great Britain, as an Ambaflador or public Miniftcr : If any material Confcquencei 
follow from it, the Gentlemen (hould have been backward in forcing us to i DeciOon 5 
for we mult give fuch an Opinion, whatever may be the Confequences, as we think founded 
in Law. 

They were to judge of the Politics; they have thought it Right to have it determined; the 
Evidence is before us, we cannot determine contrary to it : We muft judge by Law, not by Pq. 
litics. Perhaps this Qucllion might have been determined merely on the Dates of the Letters 
to the Governor General ; but as the Council have made the other a fcrious Queftion, 1 Ihould 
not have thought that I had done my Duty, if I had not given a full and determinate Opi. 
nion upon it ; 1 flioold have been forry if I had left it doubtful, whether the empty Name of 1 
Nabob could be thruft between a Delinquent and the Laws, fo as cflFeflually toproteft hint 
from the Hands of Jufticc (d).] Had this been allowed, I don’t know how far it mighty 
have been carried. The Rights claimed extend not only to the Ambaflador, but his Family anj 
Servants, It is proper that the Public (hould be relieved from the Anxiety they muft nccclTariljr 
be under from fuch a Doubt ; it is proper that Mobarek fltould be informed of our Opinion, 
that he may not make the fame Attempt in future. 

The Rights of Ambafl'adors, as we have been treating of them, are founded on Reafonings 
upon the jus gentium in Europe: It is by no means clear, that prccifcly the fame Ideas rulem 
this great I'cninfiila of Hindoftan, where the Laws, Cuftoms, and Manners of the Natives that 
inhabit it, are as dilfonant from thole of the Nations in Europe, as the Country is far removed 
from it. We know by Hiftory, that the Charadcr of an AmbaflTador of a certain Rank is held 
as facred here, or perhaps more fo than in any Part of Europe : But does it follow, though in 
Europe the Rights of Ambafl'adors are given to all public Minifters of whatever Denomination, 
that it is fo in this Country ? Has there been any Proof of it ? There is to the contrary. Mr. 
Hurd, Mr. Lane, and Mr. V'anltttart, who have rcfidcd long in this Country, fwear they never 
undcrflood that a Perfon rcfiding under the Denomination of a Vackeel, was a public Minillet 
entitled to the Rights of an AmbaflTador; but that they conceive fuch a Perfon is liable to the 
local Jurildidion of the Courts Civil and Criminal where he refidcs : What is there to oppofe 
this ? In Europe there was a Time that thefe Rights were at fomc Courts denied to Agents and 
Refidents. As I have been informed that one of the Gentlemen of the Council has ferved in 
the Charaifter of a Public Miniftcr, I will not fuppofc him not acquainted with the Laws of 
Naiions on this Subjeft. 

I do not go fo far as to fay that Mobareck-ul-Dowla might not have a public Miniftcr here, 
but I think the Miniftcr, in the higheft Character in which he could fend him, cannot have 
any Pretcnfions to the full Rights of an AmbaftTador fent from a fovereign independent Prince. 
The highcll Light fuch a Miniftcr could be received in, would be (which is carrying it a great 
Way) that of the provincial or municipal Ambaflfadors fent to Rome in the Time of the Roman 
Eirnpire; they were confidered rather as Mandata Viri, or Procuratores, and were amenable to 
the Courts at Rome for Offences committed during their Embaffy. This Country does appear 
to me in fomc Mcafurc in the Nature of a Province. I would obferve, what has been be- 
fore obferved by feveral Authors, that the Diftindfion of Ambaffadors from foreign Princes, and 
thofc Minifters who were fent from the Provinces and Towns fubjedt to the Empire, clears up 
that which otherwife in the Roman Law feems contrary to the jus gentium, as now underftood 
concerning the Rights of Ambaffadors. Whatever is faid derogatory to thofc Rights, is where 
they arc treating ol provincial and municipal Minifters ; of the Rights of thofc of foreign Powers 
no Nation entertained in geneial an higher Reverence, or adlcd with greater Delicacy. In the 
Infancy of Rome, when the Ambaffadors of Tarquin confpired with fomc of the Roman Citizens 
to reftorc him, Livy fays, L. a. C. 24- “ Proditoribus cxtemplo in vincula conjcdlis, dc Icgatis 
“ paululum addubitatum eft, ct quamquam vift funt commififlc ut hoftium loco effent, jus 
“ lamcn gentium valuit,” They adted exadlly conformably to the prefent Idea of the Law of 
Nations. 

1 am glad I am reminded of the Application for Punifhment ; it would not have efcaped me, 

I was on the Point of coming to it. It was demanded in the Memorial, in the Letter from 
the Council, and it is again repeated from the Counfel at the Bar : That is indeed treating cMs 
Affair with a very high Hand. In my Opinion the Application is indecent and unjuft. Who 
are the Perfons to be punilhed ? the Profcciitor, and thofc who ferved the Procefs. Who is 
the Profecutor ? the Governor General, the firft Magiftrate in the Settlement. The very Perfons 
who apply to have him punifticd, very well know no Punifhment can be inftidfed on him by 
the Court ; the calling for it is indecent to the greateft Degree. A Punifhment can only be m* 
flidled for a Crime ; it muft be known both to the Counfel and his Clients, that, except Cafes 
of Trcalbn and Felony, the Governor General and Council are exempt from the 
Jufticc of this Court. I’hofe who ferved the Procefs did it by exprefs Command of all the 
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loes : Is ‘t decent to apply to have them puniflied ? It is not like takihg out a Proceft 
Suit, which is the voluntary A£t of the Party, under no Coercion of any Order from a 
M* iftrate. Is it juft that any one Ihould be punilhcd on this Account ? The Vackccl fays, he 
^*®i ^orant of the Rights now claimed for him when he was bound over ; he had no Appre- 
^**fi(ws he had fuch Rights: Could it be fuppofed that thofe who ferved the Summons, and 
ad under the Order of the Judges, could be apprized of thofe Rights that Roy Rada Churn 
t' fclf ignorant of ? On what Idea of Juftice then can a Demand be made to punilh 
. "’ cent Men, adling exprefsly under the Order of all the Judges, for violating Rights which 
never heard of, and which in faft do not exift ? But was it a Cafe for Punilhment, 1 ihould 
he of opinion that a Puniihment ihould be devifed fimilar to the one inflidlcd at Naples on one 
f the principal Officers of an Ambaflador from an Italian Prince j it was the Pope’s Nuncio. 
H's Rc^rcncc had been found by the Officers of the Police in a public Brothel *, they hurried 
away to the Magiftrates, who declared that the San£lity of his Charailer exempted him 
* f ^ their Jurifdiftion. The Reverend Father complained to his Reverend Excellence, who 
*'^°mDlaincd to the Viceroy. The Viceroy was inccnl'ed at the Indignity which had been 
*^ut on fo high an Officer of the Nuncio, and refolvcd to punilh it with all the Severity due 
P'’ fo orofs an Outrage on the Law of Nations. He condemned the Officers of the Police to 
this infamous Puniihment j that they ihould be carried through all the Market-ftrccts and 
ublic Places in the City, with this icandalous Label on their Backs : “ Thcfc Men are expofed 
fo Shame, bccaufe they would not fuffer the reverend Father, firft .Miniilcr and Confidant of his 
reverend Excellency, the Nuncio of our Holy Father the Pope, to indulge himfclf in the innocent 
Recreations of the Stews.” 

The more I confider it, the more I am feandalized at the Affidavit made by Roy Rada Churn. 
I do not lo much blame him as I do the Drawer of the Affidavit. It is fcandalous, it is flagi- 
tioos to let' him fwear to his being a public Miniftcr } an Idea which is almoft impof- 
fible’to be explained to him to make him fwear to what is not true, as it turns out, that he was 
a public Miniftcr or Vackeel for upwards of two Years, with the Exception only of ten Days : 
Thofe who made that Exception for him muft have known he was without that Charadcr for a 
longer Time. If I again fee an Affidavit of this Nature fworn to by a Native, 1 will enquire 
who drew the Affidavit, and the Court will animadvert moil feverely upon him. It is not to 
be endured, that the Confcicnccs of the Natives, fwcaring in a foreign Language, iliould be 

^'^Tconfider this to be an Attempt of Mobareck (for I defirc it to be imderftood clearly, that 
I do not fuppofe any Infiucnce exerted over him in this Cafe) to fee how far the Court would fut- 
fer him to intcrpofc himfclf between Criminals and Juftice ; an Attempt the more bold, as the 
Party intended to be fcrecned was adually under Profccution before the writing of the pretended 
Letters of Credence. . 


Mr. Juftice Chambers. — I agree with mv Lord Chief Juftice in Opinion, that Roy Rada Mr. Juiire 
Churn is not entitled to Exemption from this Profccution, and that the indiftment ought not to Chamber!, 
be qualhed •, though, in dcli*ring the Reafons of my Opinion, 1 may not perhaps cxprcisly and 
entirely afl'ent to all the Pofitions from which his Lordlhlp has deduced that Conclufion. 

In confidering this Subjeft, I lhall nearly follow the Method oblervcd by the Advocate wh 9 
made this Motion on the Fart of the India Company, and lhall Ihortly exanrine, 

I. The, Right of the India Company to receive AmbaiTadors. 

a. The Privileges of AmbaiTadors lb received. And, 

3 . Whether in faft Roy Rada Churn is now, and was at the Time when the Offence was 
committed, adlually invefted with the Charaaer of an Ambaffador, by having been duly ap- 
pointed and duly received. 

I. That the Eaft India Company has, in India, a Right to make War and Peace, will not, I 
believe, be denied: And I agree with my Lord Chief Juftice, that the Right of making War 
and Peace is the chief Ground of fending and receiving AmbaiTadors. That Law, by which 
the Perfon of an Ambaffador is fecured from Violation, is univerfally obierved, becaufc univerfal 
Reafon has demonftrated, that of War there could be no End, unlcfs fome Man might fafely 
propound Terms of Peace v and that a CelTation of Hoftilities, produced by mere Laffitude, 
could not long continue, unlcfs an Ambaflador might fafely offer Conditions for its Continuance. 

The Power, therefore, of receiving AmbaiTadors, does not appear to me to be fuch an Incident 
to the Right of making War and Peace, as may or may not accompany its Subjeft j it feems 
rather to be an eflential Property, without which the Subjedt cannot exift : Without fuch Power 
it could not be a Right of making War and Peace, but a Right of making War without Poffi- 
bility of Endi a Right, which every found Moralift will allow that Man can neither polTcfs nor 
confer. 

Many Inftances might be given of Viceroys and Generals, who, by virtue of a delegated 
Power to make War, have Tent and received AmbaiTadors. In the prefent Cafe, as the Power 

of making War, delcRaced by the Crowo to the India Companyi is confined to the taft Indies, 
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their Reception of Ambafladprs muft, I conceive, have the fame Limits, and an Ambafladorto 
the India Company may be received in this Satlcment by the Company’s Reprefentatives the Go- 

vernor and Council. r j a. r 

■ 2 . The Privileges and Exemptions of Ambafliidors lo received muft, I conceive, be the 
fame which they might lawfully claim if they hail been received in England by the King himfclf. 
The Eaft India Company can neither wage War, nor receive an Ambaflador, by any . intrinfic 
Authority of its own ; it does both by the Authority of the King of Great Britain, and under 
Sandiion of his Sovereignty. The Miniftcr, wbofc public Character is acknowledged by virtue 
of this delegated Power, may be conlidcred as acknowledged by the King himielf, and may 
therefore expeft from the King’s Court the Immunities due to that Charafter. I have already 
laid, that the firft great Immunity of an Ambaflador, the Security of his Life, depends on natural 
Law univerfally oblcrvcd ^ and it may not be improper to add, that it is obferved by^lVlahome* 
tan Princes, even towards Chrillian Enemies, not merely by Irnitation, but as a religious ami 
moral Duty. Qiim fine peccatto committi nequeunt. I fay this on the Credit of Relandus, ia t 
\\\s Trciih'i: De jure mill lari Mobammedanorum contra Cbrijlianos helium gerentium : But I mention 
it rather as a Matter of Ciiriofity than of Importance to the Queftion before us, becaufc he fays 
nothing of other Privileges that pals beyond perfonal Security j and alfo becaufc I take it to be 
clear, that in 1-ingland the Ambaflador of the moft inconfiderable Mahometan State is entitled to 
the fame Exemption from civil and criminal Jurifdidion, which is allowed to the Miniftcr of 

the moft powerful Piince in Chriftendom. i r- n • 

a. It is of more Importance, in the prefent Cafe, to inquire what the Facts are on which Roy 
Rada Churn founds his Claim to be exempt from Profccution : He ftates himfelf to have been 
for abovcrtwo Years “ Vacketlox public Miniftcr of Mobarcck ul Dowla, Nabob of Bengal, &c. 
and charged with the conduct ing and tranfa^fting his Affairs and Concerns with the Honourable 
Eaft India Company, and others, at the Prcfidcncy of Fort William.” This is by no mcans*s 
clear and fufficient Defeription of an Ambaffadors and it is certain that our Ideas of an Am- 
baflador are not necelfarily comprized in the Term Vackccl, which generally means no more than 
Jzent, and is frequently applied to very low People employed by private Men in the Manage- 
ment of their Affairs. It is true, that if he be really a public Meffengcr, lent by a Sovereign 
with Authority to nprefent his Perfon to a Foreign Power, he muft be entitled to the legal Pri. 
vileges and Exemptions of an Ambaflador, by whatfoever Title or Denomination he is diflin- 
p-uilhed v but we know that the Term Ekhey is as much appropriated to the Office among Ma- 
hometans, as Ambaffador is in Europe •, and it has not been proved, that a public Miniftcr either 
of the firft or Iccond Order, is ever called a V.ickccl } neither, if proved, would it in any Degree 
avail Roy Rada Churn, who appears on Examination not to have been in faft employed by Mo- 
bareck ul Dowla, cither at the Time when the Otfence with which he is charged is fworn to have 
been committed, or at the Time when the Enquiry into it was fee on foot. The Nabob fays, 
in one of the Letters now given in Evidence, that he had difmiflcd Roy Rada Churn from the 
ift of Suffer, that is, from the id of April laft, and the fubfequent Letter, replacing him, was 
not received by the Cjovernor General and Council, till the 3 ^^^ May, during^ which Interval 
both thefe Events happened. This, in my Opinion, entirely puts^an end to his Claim of Ex- 
emption j forfurcly no one will fay, that his fccond Appointment as Vackeel ought to put a 
flop to a Profccution already commenced for an Offence committed while he refided here as a 
private Man. In the laft Century, Wicquefort, a Native of Amrtcrdam, who had an Employ- 
menr, with a SaUuy, under the States General, was appointed by the Duke of Lunenbourg to 
be his Kcfident at the Hague; while he remained there in that Capacity, he was tried by the 
Court of Holfind for revealing by Letters fome Secrets of the Republic, which it was his Duty 
to have conceal, d, and was condemned to perpetual Imprifonment and Forfeiture of Goods. Ot 
this Treatment, as of a Violation of the Law of Nations, he complained >n a Work which he 
piiblilhcd loon after, intituled, “ Mcmoircs touchant Ics Ambaffadeurs : While thofc who de- 
tended tlic Dccifion of the L'utch Court of Jufticc infiftcd, that if a Native, or fettW Inha- 
bitant of any Country, is appointed by a Foreign Prince to be his Anibaffador in that Country, 
he continues fubieft to the lame Jurifdiaion as before. This has l>«en among the Writers ot 
natural Law a difputed Qiicftion ever fince; and to avoid the Neceffity of determining it, for the 
future both the States of Holland and the French Court have rcfolved, that they will not here- 
after receive a Subicift of their own as an Ambaflador. But had Wicquefori’s Offence been com- 
mitted and the Profccution .againft him been commenced before the Duke of Luncnbwrg n»oc 
him his Miniftcr, I believe no one would have dreamed that his new Charaacr Could flop me 
Courle of Jufticc, and exempt him from Ponilhmcnt. a-l f,f 

Being for this Realbn clearly of opinion, that the IndKftment againft Roy Rada Churn oog 
not to be quafhed, I think it unncceflary to determine whether the Nabob Mobareckul Dow 
is a fovereign independent Prince, who can give to his Meflcnger the Privileges “n*!! 
of an Ambaflador. Were there no Objedion to his Sovereignty and Independence but his no 
minal Subordination to the Mogul, 1 fhould not perhaps hcfitate to fay, that if he and his An- 
ceftors, Subahdars of Bengal, have excrcifcd the Power of making Peace and War, they have 
good a Right to receive and fend Arobafladors as the Princes and free Towns in Germany, wn'c 
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owe a nominal Obedience w the Emperoc and to the Laws of the Empire. But the Difficulty 
whicl^ 1 is greater in itfelf, and more perplexing on account of its Confequences : On the 
one Hand it appears, that by a folemn Treaty very lately executed, the Engliffi Eaft India 
Conip-iny have guaranteed to the Nabob the PoHedion of the three Provinces of Bengal, Bahari 
and Orixa, with the Title of Subahdar j on the other Hand it is manifell, partly from the fame 
I'reaty, and partly from the Depcfitiona of the Governor General and other Gentlemen, that he 
has no military Force, no Revenue, except a Penlion from the Company ; and no Share in the 
piftribution of Jufticc throughout the Country, except a nominal Superintcndancc over the cri- 
minal Courts. 

In this State of Things (the Caufc before me not calling for fuch Determination) I (hould not 
think myfcif obliged, whatever might be my private Opinion, unncccflarily to decide that the 
King my Mafter is not Sovereign of thefc Provinces ; and to decide that he is, I would chufc like- 
V,iic^i0 avoid, bccaufe the Parliament feems cautioufly to have avoided it, by founding the Jurif- 
(liition of this Court over thofe who do not refuie in Calcutta or the inferior Fadories, on per- 
ional and not on local Subjeflion •, and beraufe fuch a Decifion might engage us in Quarrels with 
the French and other European Nations who have Pofleflions in Bengal. 


Mr. Juftice Lc Maiftre . — 1 defire to teflify my Acquiefccncc to every Part of my Lord Mr. juftice 
Chief Jullicc’s learned and ingenious Argument, and defire to be underftood as giving no precife Maiilre. 
Opinion as to the Queftion, whether or no the Fall India Company can or cannot fend and re- 
ceive AmbaffadOfS or public Minillers, upon whom the Rights of Ambaffadors, or public Mi- 
niilcrs (as acknowledged in Europe) will attach at the fame Time I cannot help declaring, that 
I am very far from acceding to my Brother Chambers’s Opinion, that fuch Right adually does 
exift in the Eaft India Company, as a ncccITary Incident to that limited Right of making War 
and Peace, which they have from his Majefty’s Charter for the Protedtion of their Settlements. 

I think it a Queftion of great Confcqucnce, and which will admit of a confiderablc Degree of 
Doubr, and that which ought not to he determined raftily without folemn Argument, and upon 
mature Deliberation. Every Definition I have met with in the Books of Ambaflador, or public 
Minifter, is a Perfon fent from one Sovereign to another, with Authority, by Letters of Cre- 
dence, to treat upon AfTaiis of State. I cannot admit any Sovereignty in the Eaft India Com- 
pany; in every Charter granted to them by the Crown, there is an exprefs Refervation of So- 
vereignty to the King of Great Britain, his Heirs and Succeffors ; and I am inclined to think, 
by fume of the late Charters granted to the Eaft India Company, that their Rights under former 
Charters have been very ftridlly conftrued, and that no more Jura regalia have b^ecn ever allowed 
them, as incidental to any Power they derive from their Charter, beyond what exprefsly appears 
upon the Face of fuch Grants or Charters. 

Wlien the Eaft India Company had taken Plunder, it was doubted if that Plunder could be 
veiled in them without the King’s Grant; a Charter was therefore applied for and granted for that 
Purpofe. 

When they were inclinable to conclude a Treaty of Peace, they had confiderablc Doubts how 
far they could give up any Forts or Places, the Sovereignty of which was vefted in the Crown ; 

Application was made for a Charter to this Purpofe, which they likcwifc obtained. 

Surely the having the Property in Plunder, and the Right of furrendenng Forts and Places 
taken by their Forces, arc as necclT^ry Incidents to a Right of making Peace and War, as the 
receiving Ambaffadors; and if the King’s Law Officers doubted as to thefe Points, and did not 
confidcr them as incidental to the Powers granted by former Charters, I think the prefent Matter 
full as doubtful, and deferving of Confidcration. 

^ [(a) With regard to this Phantom, this Man of Straw, Mobarcck ul Dowla, it is an Infult on 
the Underftanding of the Court to have made the Qiieftion of his Sovereignty. 

But it came from the Governor General and Council ; I have too much Rcfpcfl for that Body 
to treat it ludicroufly, and 1 confefs 1 cannot confidcr it fcrioufly.]

This is what 1 laid in Court; but as my Brother Chambers's Opinion varies materially from 
^hat he there faid, and is lefs dccifivc upon the principal Point in which I dilTcrcd from him, and 
ttiore enlarged upon others; and as there arc many Things in the Opinion which he has now 
ktu us in which I have the Misfortune to differ from him ; what 1 then faid cannot, and I defire 
nor, bcconfidcrcd as an Attempt to give an Anfwer to thofc Pofitions ; and fomc Things 
'^hich were adapted to meet his former Opinion, arc now without the Application intended.

Mr. Jufticc Hyde.— I am happy to find I agree in Opinion with my three Brethren, that Mr. Judicc 
Rada Churn is not entitled to the Privilege claimed for him by Uic Governor General and Hyde, 
^^uncil, not claimed by him. 

My Brother Chambers feems to differ, but docs not really differ from my Lord Chief Jufticc ; 

was declared by his Lordffiip on the Right of the Company to receive Am- 
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My Brother Chambers has declared his Opinion that the Company have fuch a Right. I 
fire to be iinderltood to give no Opinion on the Subjert, whether they can or cannot receive 
baifadors, uho will be entitled to ail the Privileges annexed to that Charadcr. It is unnccciTarv 
to decide the Qiieftion in this Cafe, becaufc the Situation of the Perfon fending is fufficicntf^l 
the Dccifion but whenever it does arife, it will be a Queftion of great Confequence, and will 
deferve much Confidcration ; the Safety of this Town may depend on it. If it (hall be under- 
flood that public Minifters, with the vaft Retinue which the Cuftom of this Country requires 
to attend them, arc exempt from any legal Reftraint, it may be attended with great Inconvenience* 
even the PoflcfTion of the Town may be hazarded. * 

'I'he fubftaniial Reafon for the Privileges of Ambaffidors is, that Perfons 
come to treat of Pe. ee or War *, but it docs not appear to me ncccflary for that 
fliould be exempt from all legal Reflraint. When the Queftion comes before 
ceffary to be informed, and to confidcr, what Rights are underftood in this Country, in Indofian 
to be confcrretl on Ambaftadors, and whether the Cuftoms of this Country do not make a Dif! 
tindion in the Degree of the Perfon fent, giving to one ftyled Elchcy, Privileges which arc not 
given to a Vackccl. 

(a) [By the I'reaty which has been read, it appears, Mobareck ul Dowla deprives himfclfofthc 
great tnfign of Sovereignty, the Right to proted his own Subjeds ; he declares that ftiall be 
done by the Company. 

The Ad of Parliament docs not confidcr him as a Sovereign Prince. The Jurifdidion of this 
Court extends over all his Dominions, to fuch Perfons as arc Servants of the Company, or of 
any Britifii Subjed, and to every one of his Subjeds who chufes to fubmic himfclf to our Jurif- 
clidion, and exempt himfelf from that of his Courts, by making a Contraft above 500 Rupees 
in Value; and declaring any Difputc on it fhall be determined in this Court only ; fo that, if we 
allowed this Claim, his Vackecl would be the only Perfon in his Dominions to whom he could 
extend the Arm of Protedion.] ^ 

Roy Rada Churn has not produced his Inltrudions, which ought to have been done to (hew 
he came on public Bufinefs, fuch as is the proper Subjed of Treaty between Sovereign Bowers; 
for what appears, if this were a proper Place for it, his Bufinefs as a Vackecl might be to buy 
Horfes. 

On the whole therefore, I am of opinion, the Defendant is not entitled to the Privileges 
claimed (or him, becaufc I think the Situation of the Perfon fending him is not fuch as will enable 
him to confer the Charader of Ambaflador.

{b) [The unanimous Opinion of the Court delivered by the Chief Juftice in confequence of 
a Letter figncd J. Clavering, Geo. Monfon, and 1‘, Francis.] 






It is with the deepeft Concern we find the Council ftill perfift to addrefs the Court by Letter on 
Subjeds pending in Court, or on which the Court have given their Opinion ; and that notwith- 
Handing the frequent Declarations and unanimous Opinion of the Court upon the Impropriety of 
that Mode of Addrefs ; for it is a grofs Miftake, if it is thought that Mr. Juftice Chambers was 
of a dKTaent Opinion*, he has declared the contrary publicly in Court. 

We exprciTcd our Apprchenfions,ihat if the Court and Council did not exadly agree in Opinion, 
it would lead to Aliercation, the lead ill Confequences of which would be lowering both the 
Council and Court in the Eyes of the Public : AITailed as we have been on all Sides both in and 
out of Court, nothing fliall provoke us to depart from that Equality of Temper and Sobriety of 
Sentiment which is peculiarly ncccITary to our Stations in thefe Times. 

We have alVcrted the Impropriety of this Mode of Application. No Attention is paid to our 
Reprefeniatiuns or Helped to our Opinions; they ftill perfift, there is no Power here to decide 
between us : Nothing but abfolute Uutrage, which we are fure will never happen, and therefore 
we may fay nothing will provoke us to appeal to his Majefty, or make any Reprcfcncations to the 
Eaft India Company, on the Condud of their Servants. We will not incrcafc the EmbarralTmcnc 
which his Maj/fty*s Minifters muft be under on account of Indian Affairs, nor will we add to the 
Did refs of the Eaft India Company. 

All the Proceedings muft be fent to England ; our Condud (hall fpcak for ilfclf without a 
Comment. 

In the mean lime we muft (leer between creating Confufion and departing from our 
Dignity. 

We fiiall ever be for furnifhing the Eaft India Company with every Light and every Alfiitancc 
judicially or extrajudicially, which we think we legally may, be the Application ever foimpropc*^* 
or the Condud: ot their Servants ever fo exceptionable. vt u h 

(c) [The Letter from the Council inclofcs one of a mod extraordinary Nature from the Nabo 
Mobarck. His Age, hft Situation is fuch, that there is no Man either in England or India wi 
believe he would be induced to write fuch a Letter, was it not didated to him by the Agents 0

thofc who rule this ^ttlcment, o'* unlefs he was perfeflly convinced it would be agreeable to and 
coinCKk wuht^heir Sentiments. We always have and always fhall conf.der a Lefter of Buf.nef, 
front that Nateb the fame as a Letter from the Governor General and Council. He fays in that 
Letter, that if^Complaintsagam his Vac keel are to be admitted in the Court, it will refleft 
the greateft Difgrace and Indignity on him. 

Such an Idea never entered into the Head of an Indian Nabob with refpea to his Vackeel. 
What docs ‘he Vacketl think of it ? He has no fuch Ideas. By his Memorial he claims it only as 
a new Right given to h'm by the Laws of hngland, of which Right he was wholly ignorant. That 
is not all ; I have an Affidavit in my Hand made before me by Roy Radachund for a different 
Purpo ej he fays, “ I never heard of the Word Public Minifter, I underftand the meaning of 
Vakeel > but what the meaning of Public Minifter is I know not. Vakeel is one thing, Eluhw; is 
another. I never before imagined I ffiould have been exempted from Puniftiment becaufe I was a 
Vakeel. every where refpeft the Vakeel of the Nabob. 1 never before heard that if the 

Vakeel of the Nabob, or even of the King himfelf, (houU commit a Crime, he would be 
cxemptijd from the Punifliment eftabliftied for fuch a Crimes perhaps if the Nabob or Kins 
was to write a Letter, the Vakeel might be forgiven.” ® 

V\ e will order a Copy of this Affidavit to be delivered with the Minutes of the Opinion of 
the Court, as it will give great Lights into this Matter. 

Can any one after this believe that the Nabob really entertained the Sentiments which he adopts 
in the Letter . I he Counicl or Attorney for the Company lliould have enquired into the Vakeel’s 
own Opinion of the Rights belonging to a Vakeel, and it would have been but candid to have laid 
it before the Court. 

But the Clofe of the Letter is really alarming •, it is addreffed to the Governor GenemI and 
Council j and fpcaking of Complaints being received in Court againft his Vakeel, he fays, » You 
Gentlemen, I hope, will not approve oi fuch a Proceeding, bMifpeak in fuch Terms to the Gentle- 
mnef the Court, as will prevent my Affairs from being impeded or difgraced.” Thefc arc the 
very Words made ufe of in the Tranflation tranfmitted to us. Did the Nabob ever before write 
in this Style to the Governor General and Council ? This Letter is tranfmitted to us after our 
Opinions have been given, if it is the real Opinion of the Nabob that we can be fpoke to 
in fuch Terms as to influence our Judgments, and that it is ncceffary our Proceedings Jhould be 
approved by the Council j from whence did he colleft it ? 

Wc have a Right to demand and do demand from the Governor General and Council, that in 
anfwer to that Letter they do acquaint him that our Judgments do not require their Approbation, 
and that it is highly derogatory both to the Honour of the Council and the Court to entertain 
any Idea that the Council would attempt to fpeak to us in the Terms he defired, and if they did, 
that the Opinions of this Court could be in the Icaft influenced thereby. 

As there is a Poffibility that a contrary Idea may prevail, we think it neceffary on this Occafioii 
to allert that there doth not refide in tlie Governor General and Council any Authority whatibever 
to correfl or control any Adis of the Judges cither in or out of Court, be thofc Adis ever 
to erroneous, and that no fuppofed Ncccdity whatfoever can authorife any Check or Control 
over their Adis. 

If the Governor General and Council Ihould affert fuch a Right, they make thcmfclves 

Judges of the Neceffity, and they and not the King’s Julticcs would adminifter the Law in this 
Country. 


^e could have hoped that the Governor General and Council, inflead of tranfmitting this in- 
Kilting Letter to the Court, defiring an Intcrpofition fo illegal, would have acquainted the Nabob 
now highly criminal it would be in them to comply with his Solicitations. 

I cannot help obferving a fmall Circumftance. I have fincc the Claim made by the Counfel for 
Roy Radachurn, received two l etters from the Nabob dircdled to myfclf, and an original Letter 
from him dircdled to the Governor General and Council to the Court. Though improper, wc took 
no Notice of that Letter. I bad before received Letters from him 5 they had the ufiial Alcob, 
is given to the firft in Council. The Letters to me fincc the Difputcs, to give him 
a higher Air of Confcqucnce, make the Alcob much inferior. The fame Artifice is made ufe 
of m that fent to the Governor General and Council. The Alcob fent to the Governor General 
and Council is infinitely inferior to that formerly fent to the firft in Council and myfelf ; they bell 
any other Period the;^ would have admitted a Letter from him with that Alcob; 
they belt know whether the Company in future is to be treated with the fame Inferiority. This 
Ubiervation will not be fo ftriking to thofc who arc not converfant with the Cuftoms and Ideas of 
and do not know how tenacious they arc of that Addrefs. 

With refpcdl to the Letter from the Council, if our Opinions are carefully examined, wc think 
u theQueftion of figning Warrants for the Execution of Criminals; but 

t they may have taken their Idea of our Judgment from loofc Notes and partial Reprefent- 
anons ; the Judges have written their Opinions, which were delivered on the late Queftion, 
and will tranfmit them to the Governor General and Council with the prefent Opinion of the 
f ^i** Jufticc Chambers having taken no Notes of what he faid, has delivered his Opinion 
tom his Rccolledlion and fuch Notes as the Chief Jufticc was able to furnilh him with ; tiiis I 
■nention at Mr. Jufticc Chambers’s Dtfirc. The Opinion of the reft of the Court was as near 
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as mav be in the very Words they were delivered i but left any Doubt (hould after that remiin, 
and to prevent any pofTible Occafion of impeding or obftrufting the Joftice of the Country, 
we explicitly declare, that there is nothing in the Opinion of the Judges which ought » pr^ent 
the W^arrants being figned as ufual by the NaibNazeot, who is paid out of the Khal^Ta Treafury ; 
nothing is decided by that Judgment, but that neither the Eaft India Company nor their .ervants, 
both being lubjeft to the Laws of the King of Great Britan, can, by interpoftng the Name of 
the Nabob, fereen any Criminal from ihc Jufticcof this Court. j’ i. 

We have exprefsiy faid, that our Opinions did not affeft the Country Courts eftablilhed in this 

^ '^lliw'^’far Mobarek is a Sovereign with refpeft to the Company in the Opinion of thefe 
Gentlemen, is apparent by putting the Queftion hovi ttey are to aft with refpeft to the figoing c»f 
Warrants for the Execution of Criminals-, it is plain we do not diftr in Opinion upon that 
Queftion. Nobody cither in India or in England will impute to the Chief Juftice the making 
- uk of Arguments becauCc they have been ufed by the French v nor can it ^ thought that Argu- 
ments arc weaker bccaufc they have occurred to others. What the Chief Juftice ftid, was not 
ftmply his Opinion i if it was not in every Circumftance the Opim^ of ih^e whole Court, it was 
that of the Majority of the Bench, had he not been there-, but in faft heither the Chief 
Tuftice nor any of the Jufticcs made ufe of the Arguments attubuted to them. They never 
aflerted there was no double Government in this Country. All that a Negative is put upon 
is the illegal Exertion of the Powers of a double Government to defeat the Kings Laws; they 
were far, v?ry f ar, from drawing the Confcquencc imputed to them, namely, that the Proceedings 
of the Courts of Dewanny againft the French who rcfide without thofc Places that are alTigned 
to them by the Treaty of Paris, arc direft Attacks of the Englifh Nation upon that of hrance -, 
we never thought of the Treaty of Paris •, we think the Pofition itfclfj^as ftated by the French, 
not true, and arcaftonifhed to fee it afTcrtcd as our Opinion ; we have affirmed the very contrary, 

• SicinOrig, I have/rejwu/* dcfired, to prevent partial and malicious Repefentations, that the Company 

would employ a Perfon able to take down the Opinions of the Court corrcftly. 

I can forefee no political Confequences from our Dccifion -, but be it remembered with what 
Ueluftance we entered into the Queftion ; we flung out what it was ncceflary for the Council to 
ma-.ntain, and told them the Conlcquenccs of not maintaining i^ We did it to fa ve the Honour 
of Government. We did it that they might not pcrfift in a Claim which I feared it would be 
impoffiblc for them to fupport. They were Judges of their own Politics. They urged u$ to a 
Dccifion we wiflu-d to avoid wc were obliged to judge from the Evidence before us of the 

• SicinOrig. l.cgality of tlic Claim ttclbe * political ConfcqnenLCS. It (which I do not believe) any ill Con- 

fcquences follow to the State, they who uniieccfTarily urged us to the Dccifion, not we who are 
bound to decide according to Law. arc anfwcrable for them. Did they expeft that wc who 
muft adminifter Juftice according to our Oaths fhoukl, contrary to Evivlence, dctcrtninc that 
which, though within their own Knowledge, they would not take upon themfclves tofwcarto? 

I do not know a worfe Charaftcr than a political Judge; I do not know a n^re dangerous one. 
Can any one believe this ftrong Struggle with the Court is fimply to proteft Roy Radichund. 
Is it dignus vindicc ? It is clearly to Icrve other Porpofes, which, for fear of prejudicing the 
enfuing Trial, I will not mention ; but the Attempt is a miftaken Principle. r , , 

The Rulers of a State fhould be very referved in bringing on political Queftions of reaU'"- 
poitance, except they are furc the Law on theSuhjeft is with them. They muft not expeft om- 
pUifance from Judges. We muft execute flern Juftice. Were Judges to look to political Conic- 
quences, they muft be diftated to by thofc who hold the Power of the State. 

It was necelTary to determine that Queftion in this Cafe. Mr. Juftice Chambers injed 
avoided it, and hinted fomething like what is advanced by the C ounfel ; but the other Judge 
could not reft tlicir Opinion fimply on the Dates of the Credentials. As Mr. Juftice Cham- 
•SicinOrig. bcrs was of opinion that an AmbalTador, a Subjeft of the Ellate *10 which he is -■ 

not amenable to the Courts of Juftice where he rcfidcs, Radachund, now being » Vakeel, to 
accepted by the Eaft India Company, if that fhould give him the Eights of an Ambaflador, on 
thofe Principles ought not to be amenable to this Court, though the Offence was commi"" 
when he was not an Ambaflador. The Chief Joftice, though of a different C^tnion, advanced 
what he faid on that Head with a Degree of Diffidence, and only gave his Opinion on whicn 
Side the Weight of Authorities lay. The other Jufticcs likewife thought the fame. AS 
the Queftion put concerning the Right of the Sovereignty of this Country a feems to 
if it w.ts meant to draw us into a Dilemma -, but wc were never lefs embarralTcd. 

As to the Slate of Mobarek, wc have before declared it is not altered by this Deofion. A 
the Queftion between the Crown and the Company, it is of a very delicate Nature; botn 
Crown and the Company have been anxious to avoid bringing it to a Dccifion. 

Wc therefore arc much furprifed that the Servants of the Company Ihould prefe 
cial Opinion upon it: Nor, if given, do wc believe it 

fhould be much concerned if they brought a Cafe before us which would make ttncceiiy 
for us to determine ir. Wc would avoid it if wc could ; if it became abfolutely 
we would not rctradl from giving our Opinion, but we would not give it till we had heara c 
Thing that could be faid on either Side, nor until wc had obtained all the Lights and ini 
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jon thJt could be obtained on the Subjcft: But we mull decline precipitately and wantonly 
*';ving f’’. extrajudicial Opinion of lb much Confequcnce, cfpecially as fuch high Offence was 
^aken, ^hat the Court had tried an Indiftment, in wliich a Robbery which was committed here 
*as charged to be ccnninittcd on the King’s Highway j it being erroncoudy underftood, that 
ihe Court thereby had taken upon iifelf to determine the very Queftion now propofed to the 
Court, though it had been, and muft have been, the Form of the IndiCtmcnts when the Prefident 
jnd Council were Juftices of Oyer and Terminer and Gaol Delivery. We will not enter into any 
Argument on a Matter of Law with the Gentlemen, much Icfs break in upon their Province to 
deade upon a Matter of Politics. 

We (hould have declined taking any Notice of this Letter, had we not feared that Occa- 
fon might have been taken, from our Silence, to put a ftop to the criminal Juflice in the Pro- 
vinces. I take this Opportunity to declare, that the Edablifhment of this Court hath made 
no Alteration in refpeft to the Adminiftration of criminal Jufticc, except only in this Town, and 
the Faflories fubordinate to this Settlement. We declare it, that if there is a Stoppage of Juflice, 
it is not occafioned by this Court. My Brother Chambers has pointed out to me a PafTage 
in Roy Radachund’s Affidavit, which I had negledlcd to make any Obfervation upon. He fays, 
«i He thinks he is obliged to obey the Orders of the Council •, and that they may fummon him ; 
and that in faff he was called to appear before the Council when thefe Gentlemen who make the 
Claim for him were prefent. He faid, in his Inftruftions for the Affidavit, it was not left to my 
Pleafiire whether I would come or not •, it was faid. Come. What then was the Senfc of thefe 
Gtndeinen as to his having the Riglits of an Ambaflador ! Is he not to be confidcred merely 
to elude the Juflice of this Court ? 


Tranflation of the Affidavit made by Roy Radachurn, before Sir Elijah impey, Knight, on the 

4th July 1775. 

1 knew nothing with refpeft to the Rights of a Vakeel, or Elchee, till Mr. Farrer afleed me, Roy Rada-’ 
What was my Employment ? to which I anfwercd, that 1 was a Vakeel of the Nabob. When ehurn’i 
Mr Farrer and Mr. jarret were together, I mentioned to them, that I had been the Nabob’s 
Vakeel for near three Years-, and they caufed an Anec to be written, which I figned. I 
imagine that it was necefTary for me to obey every Order iffiied to me by the Council, and that 1 
mull attend upon them in conformity to any Summons they may fend to me. I was one Day 
called to appear before the Council, or Committee, and attended accordingly. The Governor 
General, the General, Colonel Monfon, and Mr. Francis, were prefent. Cummaul dun Cawn 
had before that prefented fome Papers to Mr. Fowke. The Gentlemen of the Council afked me 
if he had given the Papers to Mr. Fowke to keep, or with the Intention that they might be pre- 
fented to the Council. Mr. Farrer and Mr. Jarret caufed a Paper to be written out in the Englifh 
Language, to the Truth of the Contents of which I fwore before Mr. Hyde ■, but they never ex- 
plained the Words, Public Minifter, to me ■, they only mentioned the Word Vakeel j I knew no- 
thing with refpeft to my having been difmiired from the Service of the Nabob for ten Days. 

The Nabob never wrote any Thing of it to me. Perhaps Mr. Farrer and Mr. Jarret may have 
heard it from Report. Mr. Farrcf faid to me, “ You was not in the Nabob’s Service for ten 
Days;” and faid nothing more. He probably heard this from others-, I never heard any Thing 
of it from any one. Mr. Farrer never told me that I had been difmifled from the Beginning of 
the Month of Suffer.— One Day 1 went to the Houfe of Colonel Monfon, who faid, Perhaps you 
was difmiffed for fome Days from the Service of the Nabob: Do you know any thing of it f 
1 anfweted, I knew nothing of it. This Converfation pafled after I had made the Affidavit before 
Mr. Hyde.— I never heard the Words, Public Mmiftcri I undcrlland Vakeel, but what is the 
Meaning of Public Minifter, I do not know. Vakeel is one Thing, and Elchee is another. 1 
never before imagined that I Ihould have been exempted from Puniffiment becaufe 1 was a Va- 
kcil. People every where refpe£l the Vakeel of the Nabob. I never before heard that if the 
Vakeel of the Nabob, or even of the King, (hould commit a Crime, he would be exempted 
from the Punifhment eftablifhed for fuch a Crime. 

Perhaps if the Nabob or King was to write a Letter, the Vakeel might be forgiven. 

Mr. Farrer faid to me, 1 heard that you was difmilTed from the Nabob’s Service for ten Days. 

This was after 1 had made the Affidavit. I never before had heard a Word of it.

Letter from “ 1 I’^vc alicady addreffed repeated Letters to your Excellency, dating very fully the Trouble 
the Nabob and Uneafinefs I fuft'ered from the Nabob Mahomed Reza Khan’s being inveded with the Office 
Mobarck ul the Naibfliip of the Nizainut, with the Management of the Affairs of the Country, and of 
* ■ the fcvtral Offices of my liuufchold, the Adminidration of the Bulinefs of the Adawlut and 
Phouldarry within the Soubahs, and of all the Affairs of the Nizamut, as well as of my domeftic 
Concerns, and the Supcrintcndance of myfclf and Family ; bccaufe the faid Nabob, regarding 
only his own Benefit, and the Increafc of his Greatnefs in future, pays no Regard or Attention to 
my Intercll or Advantage. 

“ The Nabob Mahomed Reza Khan is neither connefted with me by the Tics of near Rela- 
tionfliip, nor of fincerc Attachment; that he ffiould therefore be invcRcd with fuch a Degree of 
Power is highly oppreffivc and diffionourable to my Family. 1 am now, by the Favour of God, 
come to the Years of Maturity, and to that Ape when, by the Precepts of our Holy Law, and' 
the Ufage of Mahomedanifin, I ought to take Charge and Management of my own Affairs; and 
by the Blcffing of the Almighty, I am not fo devoid of Underdanding as to be incapable of con- 
ducing them. I am therefore hopeful, from your Favour and Regard to Judicc, that you will 
deliver me from the Authority of the aforefaid Nabob, and give your Pcrmilfion that I take on 
myfclf the Management of the Adawlut and Phoufdarry of the Soubahs, as well as of my own 
Houfehold, and the Bufinefs of the Nizamut, which is my Right. 

“ The Company, who have acquired fo great Authority in this Country, and railed themfelvfs 
to their prefent Degree of Greatnefs and Dominion, arc indebted for the Advantages folely to the 
warm Support of my Anecdorsj and you well know what Degree of Authoiity 1 am at prefent 
poffeffed of. 1 therefore a(k nothing more than my Right; and ffiould the Company, difregarding 
the Situation and Rights of this Family, refufe their Approbation to my Kcqued, which is per- 
fcdly jud and tight, it will be highly inequitable. 

“ 1 am hopeful, that maturely weighing this Matter, your Excellency will give me the Ma- 
nagement of the Affairs of the Nizamut, of my own Houfehold, and the Offices attached there- 
to, together with the Adminidration of the Adawlut and Phoufdarry within the Soubahs, which 
are my Right. This will be an Aft of the highed Judice in the Gentlemen, and will engage 
niy Gratitude, and that of all the hclplcfs Dependants of this Family.}” ^

ad, Becaufc it deprives the Court of Dircdlors of their Jurifdidlion over a Queftion of the 
utmoft Importance to their Affairs, and to the good Order of this Government, without any 
one Reafon why the Decifion of that Queftion Ihould be preffed at this Time, and not re- 
ferred to their Judgment. 

Mr. Wheler. — I likewife beg leave to enter my Diffcnt for the Reafons already affigned 
by Mr. F'rancis.

Mr. Wilder and Mr. Francis having given their Opinions on the original Queftion in the 
laft Confultation, 

Mr. Barwell proceeds to deliver his Sentiments as follow : 

Mr. Barwell.— I am of opinion, that as the Nabob is plcafed to demand and aflert the 
pofitive Rights of his Office as Nazim of the Provinces, and as he has been invariably 
acknowledged fuch by the Company and this Government ; I do not fee upon what Ground 
we can deny his Requeft. A Reference at this Time for the Orders of the Company would be 
an Evafion rcflc«fling on their Honour, and unbecoming the Juftice of the Government. 

Governor General. — The Nabob’s Demands are grounded on pofitive Rights, which will 
not admit of a Difeuffion. 

He has an incontcftablc Right to the Management of his own Houfehold. 

He has an inconteftable Right to the Nizamut. It is his by Inheritance; the Dependants of 
the Nizamur, Adawlut, and of the Fowfdarry, have been repeatedly declared by the Company 
and by this Government to appertain to the Nizamut.

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For thcfe R^afons I am of opinion that the Requifltions contained in the Nabob’s Letter, 
jjigfcd in Coofultation 23d ultimo, ought to be complied with. 

Mr! Francis.—- Since it has been rcfolved, that the Confideration of the original Q^'cftion 
jliould be refumed, I dcfire that the Secretary will read to the Board the repeated Letters 
already addreffed to the Governor General by the Nabob on this Subjeft, previous to the lafl, 
as they will probably throw Ligh s upon it, which arc not before us at prelcnt. 

Governor General. — I muft beg Mr. Francis’s Pardon for objefting to the prefent Motion, at 
i, Joes not arife out of any new Matter produced at this Meeting, and as thefe Letters, if they 
are fuppofed to contain any additional Lights, ought to have been confidered by him before he 
cave his Opinion. 1 have no Objeftion to their being produced } the Letter Book containing the 
Perfian Corrcipondcncc ought always to be before the Board, and this is the only Day in which 
1 recolleft that they were not lying upon the Table. My Objedion goes only to the Lois of 
Tune, which will be confumed in tracing the Nabob’s Letters which may have been written on 
this Subjeft, and in reading them to the Board. The Letter Books are now produced s I 
dcfire that the Afliftant Secretary will examine them, and fhew Mr. Francis fuch Letters as he 
finds contained in them from the Nabob. This I apprehend will anfwer all the Purpolcs for 
which he can require them, and tlie Time of the Board will be fp.tred. 

Mr. Francis. — I underftood the original Queftion was refumed d: novo. In delivering my 
former Opinion, I rei'erved to myfclf a Right to alter it according to the Arguments which 
iniglit be Hated in the Courfe of the Debate. The Letters in qucllion, if they arc entered on 
the Pcrfian Correfpondcnce, might have been read while we have been talking upon the Subjeft. 

1 generally have examined the Perfian Correfpondcnce, but do not recolleff to have feen any Let- 
ter from the Nabob, Hating, as he fays, very fully the Trouble and Unealinefs he fuffers, from 
the Nabob Mahomed Reza Cawn’s being invcHed with the Offices he now holds. From what I 
have heard of his ConduiH, and of thofe Perfons whoare moH in his Confidence, and have greatcH 
Influence with him, I can eafily believe that Mahomed Kcza Cawn’s Authority is a RcHraint over 
him. When that ReHrainc is removed, I do not doubt that he will immediately become what 
he was before,— ‘ an eafy Prey to his menial Servants, whole utter Want of Ability, Integrity, General Let- 
and Attention to render him in any Degree rcfpe<H,iblc even in the Eyes of the Natives,” arc well ter, 24th Dec. 
known to the Court of Diredors. When the Rights of the Nabob to the Management of ' 776 'Pa'’- 3 S* 
his Houfeholdj and to tlie Excrcife of the great Offices dependent on the Ni^amur, arc lb 
peremptorily declared, I Qiould have conceived that bis Ability to judge and ad for himfclr, and 
his Capacity to execute Offices of fuch tlTcntial Importance to the Welfare of the Country, 
would alfo have been confidcred by a prudent Government. I know with Certainty that he is in 
his own Perfon utterly incapable of executing ary of thefe Offices j nor does it follow, from any Ac- 
knowledgment of his Rights, that it Hioold not be the Duty of this Government to recommend 
to him wife and able Men, and fuch as tlie Company thcmfclves are known to confide in, to 
fupport and carry on that Part of the public Bufinels which is Hill left, or fuppofed to be 
left, with the Nazim. The Company will judge of the real Motives and Ubjed of the Requift- 
tions brought before us in his Name, and how far fuch an Addrefs fiom him will juffify the Re- 
moval of a Miniflcr, whofe Appointment has been cxprcEly, and in the highell Terms, approved 
by them on the 24th December 1776. The Secretary has yet pointed out to me but one Let- 
ter from the Nabob, which appears to have been received on the 17th November. In that Let- 
ter he fays, “ 1 am hopeful you will not keep me longer in this painful Sufpenfe, but will be 
kindly pleafed to write immediately to the Munny Begum, that flic take on hcifelf the Admini- 
ftration of the Affairs of the Nizamut, which is in fad her own F'amily, without the Inter- 
ference of any other PeiTon wliatfoevcr. By this you will give me complete Satisfadion,” The 
Way then to give this young Prince complete Satisfadion, if we can fuppoJl- fuch Letters arc 
really didaicd by him, is to rcHore Munny Begum to the Adminiflration of the Alfairs of the Ni- 
zatnut, without the Interference of any other Perfon whatfoever. By this RequcH it appears how 
little he thought himfelf qualified three Months ago to take upon himfclf the Qfficcs which lie now 
dcfires to be inveHcd with. I do not doubt that the Objed of the prefent Meafure is to rc- 
florc Munny Begum in Fad, if not in Form, to the Power of which fhc was diveHed by a 
former Ad of this Government. The Merits of this Lady arc well known to the Company ; 
but it may be proper to repeat in this Place what the Court of Diredors have, with great 
Rfafon, thought fit to fay of her : “ Notwithftanding fuch vaH Sums have been earned to the General Let- 
Nabob’s Account, over and above his Stipend, in fo Ihort a Space of Time, we obferve, that in ter, 24ihDec. 
^*y ‘775 there, was not a Rupee in his Treafury, though there were Demands upon him to a 1776- 
wge Amount. This CircumHance alone, were there no other Improprieties in the Condud of 
Mutiny Begum, would juHify her Removal from the Office of Guardian to the Nabob; bccaufe 
Jt is evident that, under her immediate Superintendance, great Part of bis Allowance muH have 
embezzled, or very grofsly mifapplied.” 

1 That the Requifltions contained in the Letter from the Nabob Mobarcck ul Dovv- 

in Conlultation 23d February, be complied with. 

Mr. Francis.— I diflent from, and proteH againH this Refolution : Bccaufe, in addition to all 
">6 other Reafons exprefled by me, it is a dited and pofitive Dilbhedicnee of the Oidcrs of the 
vouri of Diredors, exprefTcd in their high Approbation of the Appointment of Mahomcd^czs 
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Cawn to his prcfcnt Employment ; and bccaufe this important Rcfolutlon is taken without an 
one Rcafon being affigned in fupport of the NcccflTity or Expediency of it, ^ 

Mr. Wheler. — I accede to every Objc6l ion pointed out by Mr. Francis; and likewifc Jq] 
with him in his Diflent and Proteft. Further, as the Nabob has thought proper at this Period 
to demand his pofitivc Rights, and as thofc Rights may probably prove much more cxtenfjvc 
than appears from the Queftion now before the Board, I am confirmed in my former Opinion 
that his Highnefs’s Requeft ought to be referred to the deliberate Dccifion of the Court of I)i* 
reftors, and not at prclent receive the Sanftion and hafty Determination of this Board.] ^ 

Governor General. — I now move. That a Letter be addreffed to the Nabob Mobareck ui 
Dowlah, informing him that the Board have agreed to comply with the Requifitions contained in 
his Letter; but that he be requefted to permit the prefent Judges and Officers of the Nizamut 
Adawlut, and of the Foufdarry, to continue in Office until he (hall have formed a new Ar- 
^SlcinOrlg. rangement of thofe* Offices, and (hall have advifed the Board of the fame through the regular 
Channel of the Governor General. I move alfo, That the Subftance of the preceding Refolution 
be communicated to Mahomed Reza Cawn. 

Mr. Wheler.— I objeft to the Letter, for the fame Rcafons that I have objefted to the ge- 
neral Queftion. 

Mr. Francis. — I agree with Mr. Wheler. 

Mr. Barwell.— I agree to both the above Motions. 

Rcfolved, That a Letter be addreffed to the Nabob Mobareck ul Dowlah, informing him, 
that the Board have complied with the Requifiiions contained in his Letter; and that he be 
requefted to permit the prefent Judges and Officers of the Nizamut Adawlut, and of the Phouf. 
darry, to continue in their prefent Appointments, until he (hall have formed a new Arrange, 
ment of thofc Officers, and (hall have advifed the Board of the fame, through the regular Channel 
of the Governor General.

Read the following Letters from the Nabob Mobareck ul Dowla, and from Mahomed Reza 
Cawn. 

From the Nabob Mobaruck ul Dowlah, enclofcd in a Letter from the Rcfident at the Durbar, 
dated the lOth, and received the 12th of December. 

Mobamk ul I have been favoured with your friendly Letter, under Date the 21ft Zchaida. 

Dowla. You write, that a Letter has been lately received from the Court of Direftors, exprelTing their 

Plcafure that the Nabob Mahomed Rezah Khan be reftored to the Office of Naib Soubah. 
My Patron, when the aforefaid Nabob was firft appointed to the Naib Soubahflup, it was en- 
tirely on this Account, that by rcafon of my tender Age, I could not tranfaft my own Affairs 
in Perfon, but required the Affiftance of a Naib. When I became of Age, there was no fur- 
ther Occafion for a Naib ; and I accordingly wrote to you on the Subjeft, and informed you that 
I would take on myfclf the Management of my own Affairs, and had no further Ule Lr a 
Naib: And as this was pcrfcftly rcafonablc, you in Council gave your Sandlion thereto, anu 
favoured me with a Letter, authorifing me to take the Adminiftration on myfclf, and to dilmils 
the faid Nabob ; which was accordingly done ; and from that Time to the prclent, the 
of the Nizamut, Foujcdarcy, and Adawlut, depending on the Nizamut, have been concluded 
on that Place by my Authority. The Letter received from the Court of Direftors, fignifyi'i^ 
their Plcafure that the faid Nabob be reftored to the Naib Soubaftiip, (ills me with the 
A(toni(hmcnt ; nor can 1 penetrate the Motive of it. Perhaps the Circumftancc ot my being 
arrived at Years of Maturity has not yet reached the Ears of the Court of Diredors 1 
Europe i and notwiihftanding the Number of Children and Dependents which I have, ^ 
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0ill reckon me an Infant. Otherwifc, would they have determined to place my Family under 
ihe Authority of another, and written you for that Furpofe? In a Word, it was ncccllary that 
1 fltould inform you of my Situation, which I formerly did, and it depend* on you to tratil* *SicinOiig. 
nut luch Information to the Court of Direftors. 

It is notorious that the meaneftof the People will not admit of the Authority of a Stranger in 
their Familiesj how can it then be cxpcilcdof me? In a Word, I adminillcr the Affairs of the 
J^izamot, which arc in fafl the Affairs of my own Family, by my own Authority, and flrall 
do fo, and I can never on any account agrei to the Appointment of the faid Nabob to the 
I^iaib Soobahlbip, which would being •the greateft Dilhonour, Difgrace, and Contempt on *sitinOfig. 
n,e. 1 will never of my own Confent admit the faid Nabob to any Authority in the Alfairi of 
the Nizamut, Foujcdarcy, and Adawlut, dcj-endant on the Nezamuf, and from Motives of 
Juftfce I expeft, that regarding the Rights which my late Father is allowed to have had on the 
Company, you will never confent tli^ any Compullion be pot in praflice againft me on 
account of this Bufinefs, and that you will ufe every Means for the Prefervation of my 
Credit, Honour, and Dignity. 

From Mahomed Rezah Khan, addrefled to the Governor General, 14th December; 

Your gracious Letter, informing me that you had received a Letter from the Court of 
Direflors fignifying their Plcafutc that 1 be reftored to the Office of Naib Soubah, and be aflured 
that as long as 1 fhall merit their Favour by my Attachment to the Company, and a faithful 
Difcharge of the Duties of that Office, their Protedion will be continued to me, honoured me by 
its Arrival on the l+th of Zckaicia (3d December). My Tongue has been ever fince employed 
in expreffing my 1 hankfulnefs to the Company for their great Kindnefs to me, and my Heart 
is deeply imprefled with Gratitude for your Favours ; and fiom the Abundance of your Bounty 
and Regard to me, 1 am hopeful that, taking Companion on my unfortunate Situation, you will 
reftorc me to the Station 1 held before, and make me ever grateful to you for fuch mighty 
Obligations. 

1 was always from the Bottom cf my Heart attached to the Company, and kept their fntcreft 
in View, and fliall now continue to (licw my Attachment to them, and to execute the Bu- 
finefs belonging to that Station with all my Abilities. Mcer Scid Ally is at your Prcfcncc : I 
hope he will meet with your Favour •, whatever you are pleafed at any Time to direft him to do 
(hall be performed. 

From the fame to the Council. 


Your gracious Letter, &c, &c. honoured rtic by its Arrival oh the 24th pf Zekaida (3d 
December). I have been ever fincc crrlploycd in returning Thank.s for the Kindnefs of the 
Company, and the Protedlion of the Governor General and the Gentlemen of the Council. 
Fiom ihe Greatneis of your Bounty I am hopeful that, being favourably inclined to me, you 
will reftorc me to my former Station. I have always been faithfully attached to the Intcrcft of 
the Company, and fliall now continue 10 (hew my Attachment to them, and to perfdrm the 
Duties ot that Scaiion.

Mr. Francis. — I muft requeft the Attention of the Board to a fliort Recapitulation of thc^ 
principal Steps taken, and Declarations made by the Nabob, and by this Government, in 
lation to the Removal of Mahomed Reza Cawn, and to the fuccceding Diftribution of the fcvcral 
Offices held by him. 

In a Letter received from the Nabob on the 17th of November 1777, he defircs that Munny 
Begum may be allowed to take on hcrfclf the Adminiftraiion of the Affairs of the Nizamut, 
without the Interference of any other Perfon whatever \ and adds, that by this the Governor will 
give him complete Saiisfaftion. 

In his next Letter he defines that Mahomed Reza Cawn may be removed, and expreffes his 
Hopes, that, as he himfcif is now come to Vears of Maturity, and, by the Blcffing of God, 
is not fo devoid of Underftanding as to be incapable of conducting his own Affairs,” the 
Governor will give him the Management of the Affairs of the Nizamut, and of his own 
Houfchold, together with the Adminiftraiion of the Adaulct and Phouzdarcy, 

As the Court of Dirc6tors thcmfelvcs have fully difeoffed the Claims and PretenfiiOns dated in 
this Letter, I (hall not attempt to add any thing to their Obfervaiions thereupon. 

On the 7th of March 1778, a Letter from the Governor informs the Nabob, that it had been 
agreed, that his Excellency being now arrived at Years of Maturity, the Control of his own 
Houfehold, and of the Courts dependent on the Nizamut^ and ^ and Phouzdarcy fliould be placed 
in his Hands.” And Mahomed Reza Cawn was dircdlcd at the faniC Time to refign his Authoiity 
to the Nabob. «

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In a Letter received from ihc Nabob on the 4th of May 1778, he fays, ** He as marf 
choice of Sudder ul Hoe Khan to fill the Station of Naib of his Adaulut and Phouzdarry, 
of Rajah Gourdafs for the Office of the Nizamut •, and defires that Mahomed Reza Cawn* 
Salary may be divided between thofc Two Perfons and the Two Begums.’* On the 
♦SicInOiig. contained in * Letter, and immediately complied with, 1 have nothing to add to the Remark* 
Rated in my Minutes of the yih of May 1778, except that there could not be a groffer Con* 
tradition than firft to remove Mahomed Reza Cawn on Pretence of the Nabob’s executing jk* 
fcveral Offices himfelf, and immediately afterwards to appoint other Perfons to execute tho/ 
Offices ; and at the fame Time to give a confiderablc Portion of the Salary annexed to them 
the I'wo Begums. ^ 

Suddcrul Hoe Khan, in a Letter received ift September 1778, fays, HisILghnefs himfelf 
is not deficient in Regard for me*, but certain bad Men have gained an Afcendancy over his 
Temper, by whofc Inlligation he ads.” After compla?#ng of the Slights he receives from the 
Nabob, he adds, Thus they caufc the Nabob to treat me fometimes with Indignity, at others 
•SicinOng. yvith Kindnefs, juft as they think proper to advife him. Their Views is*, that by compeliinr^me 
to Difpleafurc at fuch unworthy Treatment, they may force me either to relinquiffi my Station or 
to join with them and ad by their Advice, and appoint Creatures of their Recommendation to 
the different Offices, from which they might draw Profit to thcmfclvcs.” 

In afubfequent I.cttcr to the Governor, Sudder nl Hoe Khan fays, “ The Begum’s Minifiers 
before my Arrival, with the Advice of their Counfellors, caufed the Nabob to fign a Receipt, in 
confequence of wliich they received at two different Times near 50,000 Rupees in the Name of 
the Officers of the Audawlet Fouzdarry, See. from the Company’s Sircar \ and having drawn up an 
Account Current in the Manner they wiffied, they got the Nabob to fign ir, and then fent it to 
me.” In the fame Letter he aflercs that thefe People have the Nabob entirely in their 
Power. 

On the ift of September 1778, the Governor informs the Nabob, that ‘‘It is highly ex. 
pedient that Sudder ul Hoc Khan fhould have full Control in all Matters relative to his Ollier, ^ 
and the foie Appointment and Difmiffion of the Sudder and Mofufil Officers ; and that his Seal 
and Signature ffiould be authentic to all Papers having relation to the Bufinefs entrufled to him; 

I therefore intimate to you, that he ffiould appoint and difmifs all the Officers under him, and 
that your Excellency ffiould not interfere in any one,” 

The Nabob, in a Letter to the Governor, received ^d September 1778, fays, “ Agreeably to 
your Pleafure, I have relinquiffied all Concern with the Affairs of the Fouzdarry and Audalct, 
leaving the entire Management of them in Sudder ul Hoe Khan’s Hands.” 

Sudder ul Hoe Khan, in a Letter received 30th September, fays, “ Yatibar Ally Cawn (Munny 
SicinOrlg. Chief Eunuch) from the Amount* Salaries of the Officers of the Adawlet and Phouz* 

darry, which before my Arrival he had received for two Months from the Sirkar, made Difburfe- 
ments according to his own Pleafure. He had before caufed the Sum of 7,400 Rupees, on Ac* 
count of the Price of mine and my Paifehars Kellauts, to be "carried to Account ; and now con* 
tinually fends a Man to demand from me Four thoufand Three hundred and odd Rupees, as the 
Balance of the Price of Kellauts ; and conftantly prclFes me to take it from the Amount of the 
Salaries of the Officers of the Adawlct and Fouzdarry, and fend it to himi and I fliall be under 
the Neceffity of complying. I mention this for your Information.” 

The Governor General’s Letter to the Nabob, dated the loth of Oftober 1778, contains a 
Reprefentation fo pointed and fo very juft, of the fatal Effefts which had attended the Nabob’s 
interfering in the Adminhlration of Jufticc, that 1 ffiall infert it entire ; but without any Comment. 

In fail, it fpeaks too plainly to require one, 

“ At your Excellency's Requeft, I fent Sudder ul Hoc Khan to tdkc on him the Adminiftra- 
tion of the Affairs of the Audawlut and Phouzdarry, and hoped by that Means not only to have 
given Satisfadion to your Excellency, but that, through his Abilities and Experience, thefe 
Affairs would have been conducted in fuch Manner as to have fccurcd the Peace of the Country 
and the Happinefs of the People : And it is with the greateft Concern 1 learn, that this Mcafure 
is fo far from being attended with the expefled Advantages, that the Affairs both of thc.Fouz- 
dary and Adawlut arc in the greateft Confufion imaginable; and daily Robberies and Murders 
arc perpetrated throughout the Country, 

“ This is evidently owing to the Want of a proper Authority in the Perfon appointed to fu- 
perintend them : I therefore addrefled your Excellency on the Importance and Delicacy of the 
Affairs in queftion, and of the Neceffity of lodging full Power in the Hands of the Perfon choftn 
to adminifter them. In reply to which, your Excellency exprefled Sentiments coincident with 
mine. Notwithfianding which, your Dependants and People, aftuated by felfiffi and avaricious 
Views, have by their Interference fo impeded the Bufinefs as to throw the whole Country into a 
State of Confufion, fiom which nothing can retrieve it but an unlimited Power lodged in the 
Hands of the Superintendant. I therefore requeft that your Excellency will give the ftridell 
Injunftions to all your Dcplndants, not to interfere in any Manner with any Matter relative to 
the Affairs of the Adawlut and Phouzdarry, and that you will yourfelf relinquiffi all Interference 
therein, and leave them entirely to the Management of Sudder ul Hoe Khan. This is abfoluiely 
neccffi«ry to teftorc the Country to a State of 'iVanquillity ; and if your Excellency has any 
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Plan W propofe for the Mansgcment of Affairs in future, be plcafcd to communicate it to me, 
j every Attention (hall be paid to give your lixcellency Satisfaftion. In the mean time, I 
have Sudder ui Hoe Khan to take the foie Management of them into his 

\vn Hands, and to apply afllduoufly to the Reftoration of Tranquillity and good Order in the 
Country s and ^ requeft that your Excellency will confirm them by fimilar Orders to him ; 
therwifu a Meaforc which I adopted at your Excellency’s Rcqocfl, and with a View to your 
Satisfaflion and the Benefit of the Country, will be attended with quite contrary Eiffefts, and 
bring Difcrcdit on me.” 

From the p+eceJing Correfpondcnce, I think it appears beyond Difpute, that the Nabob 
hinifelf has hitherto been a mere Cypher through the whole Tranfaftion, or rather an Inftru- 
ment in the Hands of Munny Begum and others employed by them, and for their Porpofes 
only to accomplifh the Removal of Mahommud Reza Cawn. That thefe People have made 
a moll dangerous and iniquitous Ufe 6f the Natob’s Name and Authority while they had both 
at their Difpofal, and that the Governor General himfclfwas convinced that the Interference of the 
Kabob, or of thole who afted for him, in the Affairs of the Nizamut, had been attended witii 
the moft ruinous Confcquenccs, which he accordingly endeavoured to obviate by dircAing him 
not to concert! himfclf in any Shape in the Conduifl of the Bufinefs entrufted to the Naib 
Subadar. 

With refped to the Nabob, I mall only oblcrve, that his Letters involve him in a very dif- 
vraceful Dilemma. If • could believe it pofTiblc that, freely, and of his own mere Motion, he 
could recommend “ ‘That Munny Begum Jhou!d take on herfetf the Management of the Affairs of the

but if at the Age of Twenty* one, he docs not perceive the Folly and Ablurdity of fuch Pro- 
pofiiions and luch Contradiftions, I fliould dcfpair of his ever arriving at Years of Difcrction. 
On the other Hand, if thefe Letters are written for him, which I am thoroughly fatisfied is the 
Cafe; if he has no Will of his own, and if the Rights and Authorities demanded in his Name 
are in reality to devolve to Munny Begum, to her Chief Eunuch, and to the other Perfons of 
whofe Mifcondudl the late Naib Subadar made fo many Complaints to the Governor *, what 
Opinion are we to entertain of his Excellency’s Underftanding and Veracity, or on what Ground 
can we commit the Management of fuch important Affairs to a young Man fo dependant on 
Munny Begum, and evidently fo incapable of judging or adingfor himfelf? 

1 now proceed to the laft Orders from the Court of Diredors. They confidcr the whole Subjed 
in the fame Light that I doj they acknowledge no Right of Inheritance in the Nabob*, they 
iinderftand every oftenfible Acceffton to his Power as a real one to that of Munny Begum j 
they deem it for the Welfare of the Country that the Office of Naib Subadar Ihould be con- 
tinued j and they pofitivcly dired us forthwith to fignify to the Nabob their Plealure, that Ma- 
homed Reza Cawn be immediately reftored to ir.

Y {a) [“ The Governor General reports to the Board, that a Perfon of the Name of Meerza 
Mul'cta is lately arrived at the Prefidcncy, charged with a confidential CommiAion from the 
Nabob Mobarcck ul Dowla, which is contained in the accompanying Papers} and he requefts 
that they may be taken into immediate Confidcration, and a Decifion palTed upon them before his 
Departure. 

“ The Requifition mdde by the Nabob, as the Inference from his Papers, is, that he may be 
permitted to difpofc of his own Stipend, without being made to depend upon the Will of another. 
We have been fo much in the Habit of calling him a Minor, that the Denomination feems to 
have grown into a confirmed Opinion with the Length of Time which has advanced him to the 
Years of Maturity. He is now arrived at that Time of Life when a Man may be fuppofed 
capable, if ever, of managing his own Concerns. He is near Twenty-fix Years of Age, and is 

the Father of Eight Children} and, as 1 am informed, his Underftanding is much improved of 

late by an Attention to his Education } thefe arc CircumAances which give him a Claim to the 
uncontrouled Exercife of domeftic Authority, unlefs it is intended to keep him in a State of 
perpetual Pupilage. It may reafonably - be fuppofed that he will pay greater Regard to a juft 
Oeconomy in his own Family than has been obferved by Muzuffer Jung, who is an Alien to 

if, or by his Sons, to whom he has committed the principal Management of the Nabob’s 

Houfehold, and who, in Years and Experience, arc inferior to him, and in Capacity not his

You fhould confider this as a 
Proof of the Sincerity of the above Arrangements which have been recommended to you, and of 
their Expediency to your real Intcrcftsi and your Attention to them will be a Means of recon- 
ciling the Company to the Refolution which we have taken, andtwkich will be reported to 
them in a Light very hurtful both to you and to us, if an improper Effcft ihould attend it, Thefe 
1 have ordered Sir John D’Oylcy to read in your Prcfcncc, and to explain them to you, ihat no 
Part of them may cfcape your Notice j and he has my pofitivc Orders to remonftrate to you 
againft every Departure from them. 

Upon all thcle Occafions 1 hope and expcift that you will give him a particular and cordial 
Attention, and regard what he lhall fay, as if faid by myfelf ; for I know him to be a Perfon of 
the ftrii-Tcrt Honour and Integrity. I have a pcrfcdl Reliance on himj and you crfnnot have a 
more attached or more difinterefted Counfcllor. Although I defirc to receive your Letters fre- 
quently, yet as many Matters will occur which cannot foeafily be explained by Letters as by Con*

The Variety of more important Occupations to which my Attention has been direfted fincc' 
my Return to the Prefidency, has hitherto prevented my fubmitting to the Honourable Board a 
Report upon the Subjedt of my Deputation to Moorfhedabad. 

My R^idence 3 s the Objedls of my Inquiry were general only. On the 

a8th ot December I had hrft the Honour of an Interview with the Nabob Mubarick Uddowlah 
and on the 7th of January following I took my leave. ’ 

Noiwithftandingthemoft fleering Expreffions of Satisfaflion at my Deputation, I was forrv 
to obferve from the Nabobs Converfatton that uncommon Pains had been ufed to imprefs his 
Mind with an unfavourable Idea as to the Objcdl of it, and I had frequent Occafion aft^er wards 
to make the lacne Remark. 

Before my Departure from Cajeutta the Nabob wrote me a Letter, which he difpatched by one 
of his confidential Servants ; but it was not delivered to me until 1 wo Days after • Arrival at Moor- 
(hedabad. In this he informs me That Reports had been circulated that a new Plan had been 
formed in the Supreme Council for the Conduft of the Bufinefs of Nizamin : That though he 
did not hirnfclf give credit to them, he could not avoid refleding on them : 1 hat lie remembered 
the Con^iffion executed by Mr. Goring, which had made a fevere ImprcITion upon him, never 
to be effaced, although it had taken place when he was young : That he was now more advanced 
in Years, and underuood his own Affairs perfedly } and that there was not the Icaft Necefflty for 
any public Inquiry into them, which would prove highly difrcfpeaable to him : That chough 

he entertained very different Sentiments refpeaing my Commi/non, as being intended rather to 
promote my Wilhesj yet he deemed it neceffary to communicate to me what he had heard, 
with the Confidence of a Friehd, and to requeft that if any Refolution to the Effca above men! 
tioncd had pafled in Council, 1 would ncvcrthclefs reprefent to Lord Cornwallis, that the Mcafures 
formerly adopted, notwithftanding his Youth, were highly difgraceful to him-, but that a Re- 
newal ot them would accumulate Indignity upon the Nizamur, and he hoped the Honour and 
Inclinations ot the Nazim might be attended toj he concluded with expreffing an anxious Wi(h 
lie might foon fee me. r & 

In anfwcr to this, I affured the Nabob generally, that it was my Wifh to promote the Credit 

as well as his perfonal Eafe and Satisfadion. As to the Motives

Kajah Soondcr Sing, from an Apprehenfion that his intcrefis might be effentially injured by that 
Inveftigation which the Nabob expreffed fo much Anxiety to avoid.

By an Account taken from the Nizamut Debts, to the Period when this Arrangement was 
made, the Total amounted to Rup* 17,82,303. it. 14. i. The Account includes a Period of 
about Sixteen Years. From the Inattention of the Nabob and potfibly from the Want of CEco- 
nomy in thofe who managed his Affairs during his Minority, his Expences had exceeded his Income, 
and the Aggregate of the Excefs amounts to the Sum above ftated. The P 4 rticuUrs will appear 
in tile Account fubjoined. 

In the Month of July 1784, the Refident at the Durbar, Sir John D’Oily, by what Authority 
is not recorded, made an Addition of 4C00 Rupees per Month to the Article of the Privy 
Purfe, reducing the faving Fund, in the fame Proportion, to Rup* 9,557. 4. per Month. 

It is worthy of Remark, that the prefent Refident at the Durbar declared to me, that the Plan 
formed by Mr. Haftings does not cxill in his official Records y and that he had never feen it until 
1 produced it for his Pcrufal. 

The monthly Proportions of the 1 6 Lacs are received from the Company by the Refident at 
the Durbar j and after deducing the Penfions to the Munny Begum and Meer Sidoo, which are 
paid by the Refident, the Remainder is delivered to the Duan of the Nabob, Rajah Suiider Sin^ 
and by him the particular Difburfements are made. 

Notwithftanding the Afiertions of the Nabob, that he underftands his own ASairs, I had very 
fufficient Reafon to conclude, from the Converfations that pafled between us, sthat he has no real 
Knowledge of them. The Detail of the Management is given up entirely to Rajah Sunder Sing, 
the Duan, nor docs the Nabtjb ever interfere in it, except perhaps when compelled by the clamor- 
ous Importunity of Individuals, when the Payment of tneir St^ends is withheld or delayed, or 
when his own Gratifications require additional Funds. It is true, I bclicve, that no extraordinary 
Difburfements, beyond the Elfablilhment, are made without the Sanction of his Seal or Signature ; 
and thefe Orders might, upon Inquiry, be adduced as Proofs of his Attention to his own Af- 
fairs i but the Faft is, that the implicit Confidence he repofes in his Duan, and his Averfion 
to all Bufinefs, induce him to fign, with the utmoft Facility, whatever Papers and Accounts be 
lays before him. 

As it may perhaps be ufeful to know the Nabob's real Charadber, I lhall give my Ideapf 
That he pofTefres many good Qualities cannot be diftrufied i he is good-natured, benevolent, and 
humane » his Underfianding is naturally good, and might have been equal to the Management of 
his own Affairs, but it has not acquired much Improvement from Education, nor Vigour fro® 
Excrcife. The Nabob, as my Situation formerly enabled me to learn, fell early into nsbits®

Portion of his Tun* u ipent in the Haram, where he daily retire! from the Importunity of Suppli> 
cants, -or CompUioiott, who furround him in the Morning* ATI Accefs is denied to them 
whilti be is there, except through the Intervention of the Eunuchs i and the Solicitors, after wait- 
ing to no Purpofe, generally retire without obtaining an Audience. The Facility of • Nabob’s 
pifpofuioft fometime* Iwtrays him into Infincerity, whilft it fubjeas him to Impofltions. I have 
already given one Proof of the Eafe with which he yields Credit to idle ReportSi and 1 have good 
Rcafon to mink that thefe are often propagated, and Infinuations fuggefted, to accomplilh inte- 
refted Purpofes, by alarming hia Fears, or exciting his Expeaations. In the Management of his 
own Affairs, notwithftaiiding his folemn Affurances pledged to Mr. Haftings, his • is no Oeco- 
mift, but is ready to gratify his Inclinations for any Expence, without Thought or Confidcration 
(ybenee the Fond for it is to be fupplied. 

This Attachment to Rajah Sunder Sing is at prefent very ftrong | * 1 have it in Commidion 
fiom the Nabob to. declare his entire Approbation of him v this he repeatedly exprefled to me 
and profefl'cd himfelf fatisfied with his Condufl:, which he affir.mtd to be faithful, dutiful and 
affeflionate. ’ 

During the Rtfidence of the Nabob in Calcutta, the Confidence he repofed in me, and the Re- 
liance he profeflVd on my Regard for his Welfare and Dignity, induced me to communicate, with 
a Freedom warranted by his Declarations, my Opinion of the Charaaer of Rjjah Sunder Sina. 
which was very unfavourable. He heard me with Patience and Good-nature, but without ap- 
pearing to be at all impreft with what I faidj and I have no Doubt that he communicated the 
Subftance at lean, if not the Particulars, to his Favourite at Moorfhedabad. As I had no Rcafon 
to adopt any new Opinions regarding, the Rajah, I did not hefiiatc to explain my Sentiments 
to the Nabob. His Anfwer was to this Effcdl— That no Man could exped to efcape the Shafts of 
Slander and Malice » that Sunder Sing had pleafed him by his Condu^, and had difeharged his 
Duty faithfully to him, and with Jufticc to the Dependants of the Niaamut ; and that if he had 
aiftcd otherwife, he would immediately difinifs him from his Service, and punifli him fcvcrcly for 
his Mifbchayiour ; That no Complaints were made againft him j and until Complaints were pre- 
ferred he had no Reafon to fufpedl his Mifeonduff, ^ 

There is Candour and good Senfe in this Declaration j and it would be perftdly fatisfa^ory if 
the Charaaer of the Nabob would allow him to aa up to it. To him I replied only, that he was 
too well acquainted with the Cuftoms of this Country, not to be aware that no Dependant would 
ever venture to impeach the Condua of a Servant known to poflefs the Confidence and Influ- 
ence of his Maftcr, unlcfs driven to it by the laftDiftrefsi and that real Caufe of Diffatisfaaion 
would long exift before Individuals would dare to prefer their Complaints. I did not add, what 
I might have urged, that the Partiality of the Nabob for the Rajah, together with his Ignorance 
of his own Afl^airi, and his Difinclination to all Bufinefs, were fully lofiicieiit to preclude all 
Reprefentations, as the Difeuflion muft Nineteen Times in Twenty terminate in the Acquittal of 
his Servant, and in expofing the Complainants to his Enmity and Rcfentmcnt. 

As Rajah Sunder Sing is cntrultcd with the whole Management of • Nizamut Affairs, I (hall 
communicate to the Board my Opinion of his Charafler. The predominant Features in it are 
Cunning, Artifice, and Infincerity ; the • Behaviour to his Mafter, or Superior, is marked with 
a Degree of Servility and fawning Adulation which I fcarccly ever faw in any other Native. 
By thefe Talents, and by gratifying the Nabob in his Extravagancies, at the hxpence, as I firmly 
believe, of the Dependants of the Nizamut, he has obtained a cornpletc Afcendancy over him. 

It is but Juftice to add, chat he has a Capacity for Bufinefs, for the Tranfaclion of which he has 
been well educated, and has icquifite Application. 

I had never thought it ncccffary to conceal my Opinion of Rajah Sunder Sing, and he was 
nimicif well aware of it, and had taken every necelfary Precaution to prevent my * vanfyine it 
by Fadls or Evidence. When he attended the Nabob to Calcutta he produced to me an Attcfla- 
tmn of the Merit of his Services, figned by the Nabob himfelf, and mofl of the Dependants of 
I c Nizamut, even the muR menial. Upon my Arrival at Moorfhedabad I was informed, by 
Authority which I had no Reafon to diftruft, that he had been employed in paying up ilic 
Arrears of the Servants of the Nizamut, and in preparing a new Attcftation in his Favour which 
hr produced lo me : I made no Hefitation in telling him that fuch Atteftations bad no Weight 
with me, that I deemed it beneath the Charaiftcr of a Man confeious of the Integrity of his 
Actions to reft his Merit and Reputation upon fuch Teftimonies, which he well knew would at 
^ny Time be granted to the Influence of a Servant fo notorioufly patronized by his Mailer’s 
l avours, and that his Adllons and Accounts muft furijilh the Teft of his Condud. It is merely 
"1 Juftite to him that I mention the Circumftance i the Board will form their own Judgment on 
me 1 ropriety of my Opinion. He profcflTed himfelf willing and very defirous lo lay before me a 
''>:atcment of the Nizamut Accounts, and accordingly prepared fevcral for me j if they were of 
®'’y Die, I fliould communicate to the Honourable Board j to me tltey appear unfatisfaflory. 

^ have acknowledged that I proceeded to Moorfhedabad with an Opinion unfavourable to Rajah 
under Sing : It was formed partly from my own Knowledge of him, and partly from the Inform- 
•* ion of indifFerent People. But the Queftion before the Board is, in what Manner be has con- 
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^SicinOrlg. dueled * his, the Affairs of the Nizamut» and what Proofs I have obtained, either prefuo^iK 
pofitive, as to his ConduA ? , 

To this I freely anfwer, that I have no poflcive Proofs Of his Mifcooduff, and t^at my 
of it is founded on general Information only. Early after my Arrival nt Moorfhedabad { 
Intelligence from various Channels that Means had been ufed to fatisfy and intimidate the Coth. 
plainants, and that no Complaints would be made to me, fince the Coafequence to thofe who 
made them would be Difmiirion from the Eftablilhment. To this 1 could only reply, that ittyu 
no Part of my Duty to folicit Complaints, that 1 was ready to bear all Parties, and that thofe 
who had Complaints to make would be ^tended to if they preferred them, but 1 (hould not invite 
them to complain. People of any Rank or Reputation are Qow to prefer Complaints, whilft 
thofe in a lower Rank of Life are rafily reconciled or intimidated. 

It was not either from the Sufferers or Dependants on the Nizamut that I could cxpeA Inform, 
ation, without taking Meafures to obtain it particularly offenfive to the Nabob } but as 1 
received Vifits from Numbers of People of Credit at Moorfhedabad, and wholly unconneded 
with the Nizamut, I took an Opportunity of afleing them generally, if from their own Obferv*. 
tion, or from common Reports, they had Reafon to believe that the Dependants on the Nizamut 
were well paid ■, and the Information obtained by thefe Means was decidedly and uniyerfally, with 
an Exception of the Nabob himfelf, and his Mother Bubboo Begum, sgainft the Conduft of 
Sunder Sing. 

A Circumdance of a trifling Nature afforded me a flrong Prefumption of the Truth of this 
Information. The Nabob thought proper to pay me a Vifit at Moorfhedabab i and during the 
Courfe of it his Servants who accompanied him, in cheir familiar Converfation with each other 
were complaining againfl Sunder Sing, and did not hefitace to bedow upon him the mod unqua* 
lided Abufe, expreding their Hopes that he would be foon difmided. 

Syed Cadim Alii Khawn, and Amdutunnefs, a Begum, made fpccidc Complaints to me, and 

•SiciaOrig. * they were precifely of the fame Nature I lhall date that of the former only. 

At the End of January 1786, when Drafts were ilfued in Part Payment of the 'Stipend to the 
Nizamut, Cadim Ally Khawn had a Demand for Six Months Allowances, amounting to 2,4.00 Rs,( 
for this Sum Drafts were tendered to him, but he refufed to accept them i he was at laft induced 
to complain fird to Mr. Maepherfon, through his Vakeel, and afterwards to Lord Cornwallis; 
and in July 1786, the Nabob Mobaruk Ud Dowla fent a Letter, through the Refidtnt at the 
Durbar, to Mr. Maepherfon refpcf^fing the Contumacy of the Two Perfons above mentioned in 
refufing to accept Drafts in Liquidation of their Arrears. 

The Ground on which Drafts were tendered for thefe Arrears was this ♦, that, by the Adver* 
tifement of the 29th December 1785, all Perfons receiving monthly Stipends at Moorfhedabad 
were to receive the Arrears due to them on the 31ft January 86, in Certificates. 

The Point to be determined is, whether the Complaints were as dated by the Nabob, the 
Refident at the Durbar, and Rajah Sunder Sing guilty of Contumacy, or if they had juft Grounds 
of Complaint, and good Reafons for refufing to fubmit to the Lofs of the Difeount of the 
Drafts. 

Taking the Orders contained in the Extradl from the Advertifement in the mod extenfive 
Senfc, no greater Inference could be drawn from this Authority, than that the Dependants of 
the Nizamut fhould receive their Stipends from the Nabob in the fame Proportions of Paper 

•SkinOrlg. and Cafh as he received • generally from the Company’s Trealury, The Balance due to the 
Nizamut, on the 31ft January 1786, and which was afterwards paid in Certificates, was 
** 4+>395 9 • which little exceeds the Stipulation of One Month; whereas the Petitioners 
were intitled to Six Months Pay at that Period, although they ought not to have been Two 
Months in Arrears. 

♦ SicInOrig. This Explanation fully cxculpatcs the Complaints * from the Cenfure of Contumacy. They 

remained without receiving any Pay until the 4th Poos 1 193, when the Arrears of Seventeen Months 

• sicinOrig. wcr« dut to tlurm. On that Date their Allowances for Fourteen Months are paid, and for • 

firit Six Months in Calh, notwithftantling their Contumacy, without any Deduftipn. 

Rajah Sunder Sing acknowledged, that his Fears bad induced him to give up this conteftod 
Point regarding the Paper, endeavouring by the apparent Candour of the Confenion to make 
'J'ruth ferve the Purpoles of Ealfehood. If the Claims of the Claimants were, as he endeavoured 
to reprefent them, unjuft, he facnficed the Dignity and Intereft of his Mafter in yielding to 
them ; but a little Attention to Fa 61 s and Dates will, 1 prefume, convince the Board, as it has 
me, that the Complainants have been unjuftly accufed and ilEtreated.' I am bound in juftiecto 
mention, that Cadom Ally Khawn, in ftaiing thefe Circumftances, declared to me, that he had 
now no Complaint againft the Refident; and it is but juft alfo to mention that his Charafter is 
not fo mean and defpicable as the Refident reprefenis it in his Correfpondence with Mr. Mac* 
pheiibn. 

♦sicinOrig. I now beg leave to refer to • the Honourable Board to the TranQation (N* 8.) of a Letter 
fent to OMJ from the Nabob Munny Begum, as an Introduftion to an Explanation of fonr.c 
Circumftances relating to the Tofhnhhana, or Wardrobe.

® It is neceflary to call the Attention of the Board to the Article of Tofiiukkana, as it ftands in 
he Ellablifhment at 27,580 Rs. per Month •, an Account of the particular Sums compofing 
this aggregate Amount was furnilhed me by a Perfon named Holdar, who was at that Time in 
he Service of Sir John D’Oily. Several of the Articles ftated in this Account were, I underftand, 
Dorpofely over-rated, in order to furnilh a Fund for contingent Expcnccs, and for Articles of a 
Liable Nature 5 and that on the whole, a confiderablc Saving ought annually to be made. The 
Account was drawn out by Sir John D’Oily and the Nabob •, and 1 confidcrcd it as an official 
one : Yet upon calling upon Mr. Pott and Rajah Sunder Sing for it feparately, they both dif- 
svowed the Knowledge of any fuch Account. Sunder Sing however, conlciousof* the Fallacy • 
of this Obfervation, as far as regarded himfclf, mutt be detefled, in order to fecurc himfclf, 
produced to me, on the Evening (tf my Departure from the City, an Account which 1 had never 
Lied fort viz. the Diftmrfcments of the Tolhukkana and Meer Samanee, pretending that he 
underdo^ 'before, that the Account contained Articles refpefting the Female Dependants of the 
Nabob i but on procuring it from the Nabob, he found that no iuch Articles were inferred in itt 
and therefore he had no longor aay Hefitation to produce it. His Denial of any Knowledge of 
the Eftabliffiment of the Tolhukkana, as well as his pretended Ignorance as to the Nature of the. 
Dilburfements in it, arc grofsly and notorioufly falfe, and afford aSufpicioo that the Complaints of 
the Nabob Munnic Beegum on this Head are not without Foundation. 

Since my Return to Calcutta a Petition has been delivered to me by Bunwany Loll, a Copy of 
which I think it my Duty to lay before the Board. If the Charges contained in it arc true, an 
Opinion 1 am not warranted by any Evidence or Inquiry to affirm, the Conduft of Sunder Sing 
merits Punifhmemt : If otherwife, the Coroplaittanits ought to be brought to Account for Aflertions 
fo inj .rious to his Charaftert at all Events I prefumc it will be deemed an Objeft worthy of 

Inveftigation. r 1 t- /• r l 

Nothing would have contributed more to the Dignity of the Nizamut and pcrfonal Eafc of the 
Nabob Mobarick Uddowlah than an Adherence to the Inftruflions given by Mr. Haftings, 
which arc calculated to promote thefc Objefts. But fo little Attention has been paid to them, 
that new Debts have been contradfed lincc that Period, although a very fmall Proportion of the 
Amount arifing from tJjc annual Surplus of Ri. i6z,687, haa been appropriated to the Liquida- 
tion of old Claims. * 

The Nabob and Rajah Sunder Sing explain this by afferting that the enhanced Expenceof the 
Nabob’s increafine Family has abforbed this Surplus. That his Expences would naturally in- 
creafe with, his Family is certain, but I am equally convinced that a moderate Attention to 
(Economy, and proper Appropriation pf his public Income, would have enabled him from his 
Funds to have found a Provifion for all pemands. -r - 

The Arrangement by which a Fund of Rs. 13,557 1 4 • ^ • 3 '*** *ttablilhcd for a Provifion for 
the Liquidation of old Debts, took place on the i6th July 1781 \ but a Deduftion of Rs. 4,000 
was made on this Sum on the 14th July 1784. From the Date of this Arrangement to the 
9th February 1786, being a Period of Four Years and Seven Months nearly, the Sum amounts 
to Rs 668,745 : 15 : 10 : j 1 of this, Rs. 206,489 ; to have been appropriated to the Difcharge of 
old Debts i and the Remainder, being Rs. 462,316: 5: 10:3, applied to current Contingencies, 
which have exceeded this Fund by the Sum of Rs. 151,31^ : 9 1 ; 2, agreeable to Accounts 
delivered me by Rajah Sunder Sing 1 and this laft Amount forms a new Debt of the Nabob.

The Allowances to the Penfioncrs of the Nizamut having fallen in Arrears, in confcquenccofthc 
Difburfements exceeding the Sum of 16 Lacs per Annum, as appears by the Accounts n«de ^ 
to the 22d of Shair Rufjul, in the, 23d Year of his Majefty’s Reign, his Highneft and Sir JoW 
D’Oyltry, from that Date, correfponding with the 3d of Sauwun 1188 B. S. and with the i6<ho 
July 1781 E. S. made a Retrenchment of R* 13557. 4 A. 6 G. 3 C. per Month, 'from the 
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0Ot Molhaifaf* 4 nd his Highnefs's privy Porfc, in order to provide for the Difcharge 6f thoft 
Arrears* and of extra Difburfements. 1 ‘hofe who were to be difmiflcd by this Arrangement, 
becoming turbulent and troublelbme, received at the End of Rumzaum, in the 25th Year of his 
J^^ajelly’s Reign, cofrefponding with the ■15th of Bhandoon, I190B. and with the 28ih of Au- 
ciiU 1782, Rupees 185125. 15. in Difcharge of their Arrears, agreeable to the accompanying 
fc-parate Account. Befides this. Sir John D’Oyley applied R* I56517. 7. for the Expenccs of 
the Birth of his Highnefs’s Children, and of the Ceremonies attendant thereon, and for the Dif- 
charge of other Expdnces not provided for in the fixed Difburfements •, all of which were confi- 
dertd of a more prefling Nature than the outftanding Arrears. At that Time, Moha Rajali 
Sooiider Sing was not in Power from the preceding Date (being the Time sfrhcn the Moha Rajah 
firft came into Power) to the 23d of Sha Sbabaum, in the 26th Year of his Majefty’s Reign, 
correfponding with the Ena of Aflar 1191 B* S. and with the 13th of July 1783, the Sum of 
21 '03. 13* applied, by the Orders of his Highnefs arid Sir John D’Oyley, in Payment of 
the* above-mentioned Arrears, and Receipt for a conliderable Amount, taken by the Malia Rajah, 
v/ith a View to the Benefit and Advantage of his Highneis. In this Manner the Arrears were 
(liminiflied, and the Sum gained thereby applied to the extra Dilburfcments of his Highnefs, as 
may be feen ip the Ehgacley Bund of the outftanding Arrears. Sir John D’Oyley, in the fame 
Year, applied Rs. 157250. lo. 5. to defray the increafed Expences of his Highnefs, and the 
iiiciilental Charges of his Children, in like Manner as in the Time of Holdan. The Particulars are 
ipccified in a feparatc Account. 

Allhough Sir John D’Oyley made Advance from the above-mentioned Fund, whenever his 
Hiohnefs’s indifpenfable Difburfemcnts required them, as in the inftance of Rupees 1,56,517. 7, 
advanced in the Time of Holdan, and Ks. 157,258. 13. 15. in the Time of Maha Rajah, yet 
being frequently unable to fupply the Sum required, his Highnefs was diftreffed, and thefe Dif- 
trelfcs were increafed by the Number ol Officers, and the confequent Increafe of Expence, in his 
Ruilumdaunhkannah. When Mr. Haftings arrived at * City, Sir John D’Oyley reprefented to *sicjnOrlgi 
him, that no one Perfon on the Nizamut Eftabliffiment could fubfift without fome Addition to 
his fixed Allowance 1 that his Highnefs was conftantly preffing him for Money j that the Sunn 
allowed for the Rullumdaunkhannah during the Minority of his Highnefs, was not now fuffi- 
cient for that Purpofe j and that though he fupplied large Sums from the Arrear Fund, yet 
his Highnefs was much diftrelTcd and difiatisfied. From the 24th of Shaw Caun, in the 26th 
Year of his Majefty's Reign, correfponding with the ift of Sauwum 1191 B. S. with the 14th 
of July 1784, 4000 Rupees per Month have beeri taken from the Arrear * Found, and added *SIcinOrig. 
to the Eftablifhment of the Rullumdaunkhannah, and the Remainder of the Retrenchments con- 
ftituting that Fund being Rs« 95,5974 a. C. 6. D. 3. have been applied from the fiime Period 
to defray the increafed Expences of his Highnefs. This Arrangement continued to the 
of Rubley Ufamy, in the 27th Year of his Majefty’s Reign, correfponding with the End of 
May 1192, B. S. and with the End of January 1786, E. S. as may be feen in the fepatate Ac- 
count. But fince that Time no Part of thefe Sums have been received, fo that fuch of the extra 
Expences, as it became abfolutely indifpenfable to difcharge immediately, were defrayed from 
Sums obtained from Mahajtns, and his Highnefs’s Rullumdaunkhaunah. The Expence of his 
Highnefs’s Vifit to Calcutta, and the Preparations he made in confequence, as alfo his Prefent 
to the Dutch, and his Nuzzer difpatched to the Shawjudaw, muft be liquidated from the above- 
mentioned Fund. His Highnefs has only received 20672 Rupees of the Amount due to him ott 
his Account y the Remainder is in Depofit, and unlefs it be paid to him, he will be unable to 
difcharge the Junkacos of the Office of the RuUumdawnkhaunah, and bis Difficulties and Etn- 
barraffments will increafe.

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From the Nibob Muftney Begum to Mr. Shore. 

It i* f>roper that t (hould rtprefcnt to you the Particulars of my former Situation and lri» 
fl.)tnce. and I hope that you will not only honour me with your Attention, but reprcfent in a 
lavourable Manner to Lord Cornwallis the Dignity I formerly poflcflVd, fo that be may be 
(riendiy inclined towards me, and prevent Indignity or Diftrefs bef^alling cither me or the Depend- 
ant? of 'he late Nabob Mecr Mohomed Jaffier Cawn. You yourfelf are acquainted with whatever 
rrlates to the People of Bengal, and his Lordfhip was probably informed in Europe of the State 
ot the Durbar of Moorftiedaoad. It is unneceflary for me to enter into a minute Detail of the 
Influence, Refpcil, and Authority, that belonged to me, aS that would render my Reprefenta- 
tion very long and troublcfome to you. This is only neceiTary for me to inform you, that 
for a long Time during the Life of Jaffier Cawn, and fince his Death (till within thefe Two 
Years), I entrufted with the entire Management of the Bufinefs of the Nizamut, the Regu- 
lation of the Nabob's Houfchold t and whatever related to the Durbar was in faft my own. I 
have attended to it with the greateft Diligence and Anxiety j and having taken charge of the 
Family, I intcrefted myfelf in all its Concerns j I took care of the Relations and Dependants of 
the deceafed Nabob, and the prefent Nabob always afled by my Concurrence and Approbation. 
But within thefe Two Years wicked and improper People have colledled about him. I there- 
fore, both for his Sake, and for the Sake of the Nizamut, which comprehends Thoufands of fu- 
perior and inferior Ranks of Life, think it neceflary to give you Notice, by way of Precaution, 
that Lord Cornwallis may have previous Information for me, of the Inftanccs in which the Pro- 
fperity and Satisfaction of the Nizamut have been confidcred, and in thofe in which the Rc* 
verfe has taken place : And may he fully conceive the whole, nor partially or haflily form any 
Arrangement for the Affairs or the Durbar. To give Lord Cornwallis a Knowledge of thefe 
Circumftances, he will obferve, that throughout the City of Moorfhedabad it is known with Fear 
and Aftonilbment, that Rajah Sunder Sing is defirous of retaining, with the fulled Power, the 
Office of Dewan to the Nizamut, independent of the Interference or Authority of the Reftdent 
on the Part of the Company. In order to carry his Dcfign into Execution, he has indrufted 
the Nabob to reprefent to Lord Cornwallis, that the Bufinefs of the Nizamut fhould be fepa- 
ratedt that the Payment of the Tuncaws (hould be left without Interference; and that he (hould 
appoint Rajah Sunder Sing his Dewan. The Nabob is in himfelf of virtuous Difpofuion, but he 
does not give himfelf Time to refleft i and it requires to conduft the Bufinefs of the Nizamut, 
not only fuperior Abilities, but a Dignity of Charafler, and a conciliatory and kind Difpofition. 
I wifli Lord Cornwallis to obferve, that in what 1 have (hid I by no means intend any Thing difre- 
fpedlful towards the Nabob : The Nabob is neared my Heart, and is the Support of the Family ; 
and what I urge is only with a View to prclervc his Intered and Dignity. He will difgrace himfelf 
through Sunder Sing, becaufe that is a Man of mean Extraflion, replete with Craft, Falfchood, 
and Treachery, and it is impolTible that any Thing but Ruin and Dedruftion can proceed from 
his Arrangement. He conciliates himfelf with the Nabob, whom he deceives, by making 
him Allowances out of his (the Nabob’s) own Treafury. The Sum Mr. Hallings ordered 
to be fet apart for the Payment of the Debts of the Arrears of the People of the Niza- 
niut, and which the Nabob confented to, he difllpatcs in various Ways. From the Time 
Sunder Sing came into the entire Management of the Nizamut, he has procured feveral 
Khclauis to be given to himfelf, in order to imprefs the People of the Nizamut with his own 
Importance ; formerly in the Houfehold of the Nizamut there was no Dedtiency of any 
Thing; in the Todiukkana * a Wardrobe, and other Departments, there were Bales of Shauls, 
ot Broad Cloth, and Velvets, as alfo all Kinds of white Clotfis, fuch as Mullins, ColTahs, and 
other Valuables. There • was likewife Elephants, Camels, Horfes, and other Beads, confident 
with the Dignity of Nazum, and Name of Nabob. The Expences of every Department of the 
Nizamut * wu punctually advanced from the Nizamut Treafury; the Servants and Dependants 
received their Tuncaws without Trouble, or the NeccITity of complaining to the Nabob. In- 
ftcad of this, Sunder Sing, under Pretence of Attachment, blinds the Eyes of the Nabob, and 
attends merely to his own Intered. The Walls of the Palace and Zeenanah are out of Repair to 
a Degree, and are little better than a Ruin. In the Houfehold nothing is left, and the Ward- 
robe is undoubtedly empty. How many Elephants, Horfes, or Camels, at prefent exift? In 
what Manner arc the Dependants of the Nizamut conduced ? or what has become of the Sur- 
plus of the annual Stipend, which by this Time ought to have accumulated to Six Lacks Fifty 
Ihoufand Rupees in ready Money, or been appropriated to the Difcharge of either of the 
Debts or Arrears of the Nizamut ^ For what Reafon it • is, that the Servants and Dependants 
of the Nizamut do not receive their Tuncaws, and labour under fuch Didrefs t I, and all 
the Oflicers of the Nizamut, entreat that Lord Cornwallis will attentively confider all thefe Cir- 
tumdances, make himfelf acquainted with the Particulars of the Nizamut, and ordain fuch 
Regulations as may be productive of Relief to the prelent Difirefifes, and fupport the Dig- 
"'•y of my own Charader, and thofe of the Officers of the Nizamut. But the Regulations 
calculated to fecurc thefe Objefts cannot take place through the Means of a DeWan only, with- 
out the Intervention and Security of a Refident on the Pan of the Council, from whom the 

People 
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PfOpIe will receive tlieir flipulatcd Aflignments, and to whom they can prefer their Complji^. 
in the Kvent of Opprcflioiw cxercifcd on them by the Uewan. I requert you will rcpreljnt t* 
J.ord Cornwallis what the prefent Kcfident (with the Authority invefted in him by the Council 
has done to benefit or conciliate the People of the Nizamut} that (hould he have cacetclt i 
or differed from his Orders, that another be appointed of a more obliging Difpofition, of gooa 
•Senfe and good Nature, and who will aft with Propriety towards the Of]S:ers of theNiza^m, 
That his Lordlhip will inquire fiom other Channels the Circumllances relating to the Dcwan- 
if his Conduft towards the Officers of the Nizamut fhould appear Ctisfaftory and prupe/ 
it is well; but if he fhould be found to have been treacherous, ill-natured, and totally uh! 
worthy of his Truft, that Lord Cornwallis do, of himfeU, feleft a Perfon worthy of Co. fidcncf 
of Abilities, and of good Difpofition, who would treat every Man according to Rank, 
would not deviate from Truth and Sincerity, and not aft in the Manner of Sunder Sing; for (ijj. 
Language he holds is highly unbecoming him, and difgraceful to the Nabob. 

For the Information of you and Lord Cornwallis, lam led to reprefent other Circumflanc« ; 
On the Arrival of his Lordfhip, great Arrears were due to the Servants of the Nizamut; Ibijte 
were Eight Months, fome Ten, fome Twelve, and fume even Fifteen Months in Balance 
although the Stipend had been regularly paid by the Company to the Rcfidcnr. Mr. Haftings in 
the Year 1782 appropriated the monthly Sum of 13.557 Kupees, ft r the Difcharge of former 
Debts ; and while Rajah Gour Dofs remained as Dewan, near Two Lacks of Rupees were paid by 
thefe Means to the old Creditors ; but fince Sunder Sing has been in Office, I know not that the 
Creditors have received any Part. It is his Objeft to keep the Nabob latisfied with him ; he has 
incrcafed the Allowance of the Cullumdaum (the Nabob’s ptivate Expcnces) Connah Four Thoii- 
fand Rupees a Month ; and, thinking himfelf fccure on all Sides, declares he keeps in Depofit 
the above Surplus for contingent Expences, although in reality he has expended by various 
Methods the whole Sum on himfelf. He has deceived and oppreffed many Hcoplc of the Nias- 
mut, by falfc Accounts, Drafts, &c. ; Forinftance, from the Month of January laft they (hould 
be paid in Drafts ; now, for a Year preceding January he has brought Drafts into their Accounts, 
dedufting Nineteen per Cent., and even more, from their Pay ; fome of the Officers, from Fear 
that by Rcfufalihey Ihould lofe their Stations, have figned Receipts, and not even received the 
Money. 1 know the Rcfident has received the Stipend to September, and even Oftober, notwith- 
Handing which Four Months arc due to me ; Five Months are due to Bhow Begum, the Nabob’s 
Mother, and more to others; and though they arc in want of every Thing, no one among the 
Merchants dare fupply them, but through Sunder Sing, who docs juft as he pleafes. If his 
Lordihip will enquire into the Particulars, he will even find many Things come of thcmfclves to 
Light that I omitted mentioning. 


Letter from the Nabob Mobarick ud Dowla, received 5th January. 

Agreeable to your Dcfire I fent Sy’d Ally Cawn to you, as the moft intimate Friendffiip fubfifts 
between us, and there is no Ceremony ; although I am convinced that you have no Intentions 
but what arc for my Sirvicc and Gratification, yet his attending you has created a Report in 
the City, that what was before faid will come to pafs, that the fame Indignity will be 
praftifed. 

When I confidcr the Dignity and Benevolence of Lord Cornwallis, and your Friendihip, I 
cannot entertain the Icaft Apprehenfion of this myfclf; and notwithftanding the Slanders and 
Reports propagated by the malicious, fooliffi, and interefted, 1 give no Credit to them, and 
have a Confidence that you will not allow them the leaft Credit. 

Petition from Bunwany Loll. 

I beg leave to fubmit to you a fliort Abftraft of my Situation, as the Particulars of it are 
prolix. My maternal Uncle Maha Rajah^Kam Noraien, the Subehdar of Azumeabad, was 
cut off by Meet Coffim Khawn on account of his Attachment to the Englifh, as may be 
found in the Company’s Records; a Ihort lime after, his younger Brother Dhirj Naraien 
was, in confidcration of his Claims on the Company, appointed by them in the room of his 
Brother, but was afterwards fet afide by Maha Rajah Snetaub Rai, who prevailed upon Lord 
Clive, by falfeand fpecious Pretences, to nominate him to that Station. His Lordfliip, however, 
granted Dhiij Naraien a monthly Allowance of 1200 Rupees for his neceffary Expcnces, not- 
withftanding which he died fome Time after in Debt; when this Event took place, the Sum of 
600 Rupees per Month was fettled upon me and the reft of his Family, as the Nephew and 
near Relation of Dhirj Narraien, and his Elder Brother, and the Allowance has been con- 
tinued to us ever fince ; it has enabled us indeed to fubfift, but not to difcharge the Debts of 
our deceafed Relation. 

From the 22d of Shair Showal, in the 25th Year of his Majefty’s Reign, correfponding 
with the 15th of Bhadoon 1190 B.S. (when Rajah Sunder Sing fucceeded Rai Ram Chund 
Haidar, as Dewan to Sir John D’Oylcy) to the Month of Aflin 1193 B. S. our Allowance fell 
in Arrears R' 8625, which our Vakeel never has been able to realize. 
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yfhso yoo ?»ine up to Moorihcdabad Soonder Sing defired our Vakeel to bring Receipts for 
of the Arrears, and to receive Cafli to that Amount, adding at the fame Time, that 
fhe Ren»«oder Ihould paid-, our Vakeel accordingly tendered Two Receipts for the 4500 
RopeeSi which SundetBinc took, but never paid the Monty. 

We arc therefore hopeful that an Order may be iflued to him to difeharge the whole Balance of 
Rupees 8615, due to u$, and to refund to us the 16 per Cent, which he compolfivcly deduded 
under the Head of Burcha (or Charges) from every Sum that he paid us, for which we are 
fure'iic has no Authority frtJm the Governor General and Council. We have no Oljrdion to 
nay the Commiflion of 5 per Cent, eftablilhed by Government from the ift January 1786. 

" The Almighty has fent you to adminifter Juftice, which wc are ip Hopes of receiving from 
your Hands: What can be a greater Injuftice than to take Receipts and • without paying the •SieinOrig. 
Amount of them. We ate much diftreffed on account of not receiving our Allowances, not 
only fbr the Means of difehargiog the Debts of our deccafed Relation, but for the immediate 
Necellarics of Lifci both of which depend on that Source. We hope, therefore, that the Sacri- 
fice which our Anceftors made to the lotcrefl; of the Company will give us fome Claim to Favor 
and Supputc 

Mr. Rott to the Nabob Munney Begum. 


The Nabob, wilhing for a fecret and confidential Converfation with Lord Cornwallis, communi- 
cated to Mr. Shore his Defirc that Lord Cornwallis would wait upon himj and accordingly, laft 
Night, the ill of Suffer, his Lordfhip, accompanied by Mr. Shore, vifited the Nabob, who, in 
private, communicated to Lord Cornwallis in a fecret Manner, without my Privacy, whatever he 
^eafed. I waif not prefent at this Converfation, and have not the lead Knowledge of what paffed 
there. 

When the Nabob arrived at Houghly he appeared averfe from • me, and indeed this has been 
vifiblc from the Time Rajah Sunder Sing difpatched the Nabob from Moorfbedabad. The Nabob 
in every Thing afls by the Advice and Inftrudlions of the Rajah, who has acquired a complete 
AfcendJncy over him, fo that he docs not deviate from his Inftrudlions in the fmallcft Degree. 
Never did I advife the Nabob to come to Calcutta, but he adopted this Meafure by the Advice 
of Rajah Sunder Sing, who it) fadl is now all-powerful, recomntends what he pleafes, and con- 
dudts every Thing. Every Two or Three Days he pays me a Vifit, but talks of the moft 
trifling Matters only i for infttnee, That it is a very cold Day, or how the Nabob’s Elephants 
arrived j but docs not enter on any confidential Matters. From other Qiiartcrs I have dif- 
covered that the Nabob and Sunder Sing conftder my Company as an Intrufion-, for which 
Keafon my Vifits are Ihort, and my Converfation on general Matters only and after a Ihorc 
Time 1 take my leave. From a Knowledge of this, I did not attend on the Night when Lord 
Cornwallis vifited the Nabob, left he IhouTd confider my Prefence as preventing him communi- 
cating what he pleafed to his Lordfhip, whether Accufations of me or any Thing elfe. W hat 
paffed at that Converfation with the Concurrence of Rajah Sunder Sing, what was then faid, what 
Cumplaints or Accufations againft me were made, I know not, and cannot inform you. Yet it 
is my Bufinefs, in concert with the Nabob, to reprefent whatever is neceflary to Lord Cornwallis. 
Sunder Sing js never abfent from the Nabob One finglc Moment, to allow me an Opportunity of 
fpeakingto^lm^ and he adopts implicitly whatever Sunder Sing inftrudts him to fay. Whether 
the coming ojf the Nabob to Calcutta, and the Advice of Sunder Sing, will be to his Advantage 
and good, or not, I cahnot fay. '

and how confidcrablc a Share of the T rade they engrofs the inclofed Lift will evince. 1 know the 
(ienius of the Nizamut too well to expeft, unlcfs they arc checked in the prelent Attempt, that they 
will pay one Rupee Duty of any Sort, without Altercation, Conteft, and Referent^. 

Though all the Impediments and Vexations I experience originate from the Cabal alluded to, 1 
cannot obtain fuch Documents as will enable me publicly to prove what no Man in the City is 
ignorant of, nor enable me to commence a legal Profecution for Bribery, Perjury, and a Libel 
againft the Party. I throw myfelf, Gentlemen, on your Libtftality, and doubt not but myfclf 
and my Daraga will experience Juftice and Redrefs from your Hands, and Support in my Office, 
while it is thought proper to continue its Exiftcnce.

Tranflation of a Letter frorti the Munny Begum to Mr* Pott, received on the 23d of 

Auguft 1787. 

At the Chook and Other Places there are Mahals belonging to me, which arc exempt from 
Taxes. Never did the Amlahs of any former Gentlemen, fuch as Mr. Sykes, Mr. Beecher, Mr. 
Middleton, Mr. Baber, and Mr. Martin, and Sir John Doylcy, fend Peons there. But fomc 
Time paft. In your Time, Ram-toonoo Roy Dewan unjuftly fent Peons into the Mahals exempt 
Ironi Doties appertaining to me, to take by P'orcc uncuftomary Taxes, and by Force took the 
Jlyots from thence, and confined them, and gave them Trouble, and in conrcqucncc of which 
Acft of Violence many of the Houfes of the Ryots arc deferted ; but from the Regard which 
txifts between you and me I never made you acquainted with h, and I imagined it vras com- 
miitcd by the aforefaid Dewan, without your Privacy or Concurrence; but Ycderciay 1 wo 
I'eons, bearing a Bengal Paper, with your Seal affixed, and a Signature in Engiilh, came to the 
Chenk, from Ram Toonoo, for the Purpofe of carrying away Purulram Kullol, and wanteti to 
•*kc the faid Kullol by Force ; but the Dependants of the Dewry, rcfledling that tire Mahals of the 
Pewry exempt from Taxes had never paid any to the Panchullra, or any other Plate, would not 
permit of it; and gave me Information of it. From hearing thefc Cfrcumftanrcs, and feeing 
jour Bengal Letter, 1 was exceedingly aftonifbed* reflcifting to what a Pals the Mahals of ine 
Dewry exempt from Taxes wcie come to, when you fanflified and carried into L.xecution 
0 ‘^ers for the Collcftion of uncuftomary Duties. I fend you a Copy of the Bengal Letter foi your 
^formation. Perhaps fomc Orders arc received from the Council or Board for colleifting Duties 
mm the Kutrols of my Mahals exempt from Duties, or cHe you would not have given your 
^»nftion to the Order. I therefore trouble you, that if any Orders may have arrived from the 
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Council or Board on this Subjefl you will let me kpow, that they may be complied with ; Wit is 
not my Wiih to deviate from them. If no Orders are come from the Council or Board, and it 
is newly Matter of Oppreffion of the faid Dewans, it will then be neceifary «od proper you ta|tg 
fuch Meafures as to prevent the like again occurring, and that the Ryotts of roy Dfrwry may not 
be opprclTed. What more ?

Trandation of an Anfwer to the above, fentby Mr. Pott, Auguft a4th 1787. 

Your Letter of the following Purport (which was fpccifled) I liave received. It is very true 
that none of ihofe Gentlemen ever interfered in the Mahals of theDewry, as I have done. The 
Rcafon was, that none of thofc Gentlemen ever received Orders for the Collection of a Duty on 
Arrack from the Council, and they therefore never collected it. From the Time of Mr. Martin 
to the prefenc Time, many new Orders have been iflued to the Panebuttra, refpeCting the Coliec* 
lion of Taxes, &c. : But whatever Orders were iffued arc well known to every one, ana a Copy 
of every Order now in force in the Panchuttra, is hung up in the Cutcherry, for the Purpofe 
that every one may fee and read them. And whenever an Order with refpeCt to the Panchuttra 
is received from the Council, which affeCts the People of the Nizamut, or other People of Rank, 
I fend a Copy of the Order on the Receipt of it, and give them Intelligence. And when the 
Orders of Government on this Bufinefs was received lali Year, I fent you a Tranflatioo of the 
Orders of Government, and a Letter, a Copy of which I now fend you j but you did not fa* 
vour me with any Anfwer to my Letter ; at the fame Time l{wrote a Letter to nis Highnefs the 
Nabob on the fame SubjcCf. He was fo kind as immediately to give Orders to his Dependants 
to pay the Duties agreeable to the Orders of Government t and they have regularly paid them. 
That you write it as an unauthorifed Tax I am much aftonifhed, becaufe I fent you a Copy of 
the Order of Government for it on my receiving itv and it is very well known, and publicly 
proclaimed. I now again fend you a Copy of the Order ; if you will perufe it, you will be con* 
vinced that neither mylelf or my Dewan have ellablilhed this Tax of ourfelves, for it is the 
Order of Council, and therefore done. As long as this Order (hall remain in force, I hope from 
your Friendlhip, that you will permit the Dependants of the Dewry to pay the Tax, and that 
you will give fuch Direftions to your Dependants, that in carrying into Execution the Orders 
of Government, I may not meet Oppofition or Trouble.

Ic ought to be made known, however, to the I ngliih Nation, that the 
Forgery of which the- Rajah was accufed muft have been committed fcveral Years ago- i hat in 
the Interim he had been protected and employed by Mr. Haftings; that his Son was appointed to 
One of the firft Offices in the Nabob’s Houfehold, with a Salary of One Lark of Rupees: And 
that the Accufati in, which ended in his l)eftru(!:f(on, was not produced, until he came forward 
and brought a Ipecific Qiargc againft the Governor of Corruption in his Office. If Mr. Haftings 
had been careful of his own Honour, we think he would not have appeared himfelf as the Pro- 
fecutor of his AccidVr, and that he would have exerted his Influence with Mohun Petfaud to

B irth a Woman of any Rank, but originally, as we are inlormed, a Slave and a Danc;nu

lified for ihe Affairs of Government, and to recommend him to the Nabob to be Miniderofihe 
Government, and Guardian of the Nabob’s Minority. Indead of obeying thefe judicious Orcirrs, 
Mr. Hadings and hit Council divided the Office, and the Salary annexed to it, among I'hrcepcrl 
Tons I the Fird, a weak Woman, incapable, in this Country, of any aditive Employment; we be- 
lieve there never was an In dance in India of fuch a Triid lb dilpuied of. The Second, Rajih 
Goonlafs, whom Mr. Hadings now calls a young Man of mean Aoiliiies, a Gentoo, and the bon 
of Rajah Nundcomar. The Third, Rajah Bullub, whole \outh and Inexperience evidently mjd: 
it impoflible that he Ihould be lit for fuch an Office as that of Roy Royan ; in the Hands of tbe 
Governor General he may be a convenient Indrument. By this State of the whole Tranfaction it 
appears, that the Fird Meafure of Mr. Hadings’s .Government was a direid Difbbedicnce of the 
Company’s Orders. ^ . 

“ 1 5. Our Appointment of Rsjsh Goordafs was temporary; we had no Choice but between him 
and the Nabob’s Mother. As for Mony Begum, the prefent Oillreffes of the Nabob and hii 
Family, the Clamours of his Creditors,. .and' the mean and dilhonouraulc* State in which he wit 
kept, fufficicntly Ihow what Care IKS took of his Revenues, and in what Manner they wne dif- 
pofed of. Her Care of his Education dands much upon the fame Footing ; while die was deftroying 
nis Fortune, it is not likely chat .fl)e,.(h.ould attend to the Cultivation of his Mind ; nor do we con* 
ceive it jpoffible that (he could be qualified for fuch a Trud. The Accounts brought down by Mr. 
James Grant are under Examination! The Over-payment of near 14 Lacks, on Account of the ! 
Nabob’s Pendon in the Year 1 773, is admitted by Mr. H.<dings as a material fitroi^i'TKNabob’t 
preient Debts, contraAed during the Guardianlhip of the Begum, are Tuppofed to amount to Nine 
Lacks. If any Regard had been paid to the Company’s Orders of Augud 1771, which dircA that 
the Minider at the Durbar diould deliver annually to the Board a regular and exaA Account of 
the Application of the feveral Sums paid by the Company to the Nabob, fuch Wade and bin* 
bezzlement cou)d not have happened ; but on the other Hand, fome Gentlemen who appear to 
have profited by the Begum’s Bounty would have been precluded fh>m one 'df the principal 
Sources of their Emoluments. 

“ 20. We now proceed to the Governor’s Minute of the 30th July. He aderts, that the Begum 
was compelled to deliver a Paper to Mr. Goring, containing an Account of Two Sums, of a Lcic 
and a Half each, given to Mr. Middleton and the Governor. We pay no Regard to that puvate 
Informa ion from which the Governor colleAs his Accounts of Mr. Goring’s fuppofed ill 
ment of the Begum. We do not believe that any Compulfion was ufed with her to induce hrr o 
make this Difeovery. If there was, let him prove it. The Court of Direflors will fee, that on 
her mentioning an Intention to come to Calcutta, Ihe ’ had immediate Permiffion given her to 
remove to this Town, or to any other Part of the Provinces. We confefs it appears very eatri* 
ordinary that Mr. Hadinga Ihould employ fo much Time and Labour 10 Ihew that the D lcovrnei 
agatnft him have been obtained by improper Means, but that he fhoold take no Step whaifoevtr 
to invalidate the Truth of them; he does not deny the Receipt of the Money. The BegomJ 
Anfwers to the C^eftions put to her at his own Defire, make it impoflible that he flioutd deny it> 
It iMms he has formed (bme Plan of Defence a^ainft this and fimilar Charges, which he ttimK) 
will avail him in a Court of Juftice, and which it would be imprudent in him to anticipate at this 
Time. If he has not received the Money, we fee no Reafon for fuch a guarded and csutiout

Extraft from Mr. Haftings’s MS. Defence before the Houfc of Commons. 

Anfwcr to the Eighth Charge. 

RECEIPTS AND PRESENTS. 

n E F 0 R E I enter on my Defence againft this Article of Charge, I mud premife that fome 
^ Farts of it relate to Tranfaftions which paffed Fourteen Years ago •, and what is very remark- 
able, Tranfadiions, which at that Period received the entire Approbation of my Employers, are 
now converted into Afts of Criminality. I therefore lay my Claim to plead the Sandbon ot the 
Court of Diredtors, for a full Acquittal of my Condudl: in every Inftance where I can produce iti 
and this Honourable Moufe muff fee the Jufticc and Ncccffity of this Claim, for if it be not ad- 
mitted, there never can be an End to the Controverfy, and they mult 
petition of the Volumes which have been already written on this exhaufted Subjea. 

In this Article my Acculcr charges me with “ the Receipt of hirge Sums of Money corrupt y 
taken before the Promulgation of the Regulating Aft of 1773. contrary to my Covenants with 
the Compdny, and with the Receipt of very large Sums taken fince, m Defiance of that Law, 
and contrary to my declared Senfe of its Frovifions.” And he ulhcrs in this Charge m the 
lowing pompous Didion “ That in March 1775 the late Rajah Nundcomar, a native Hindoo 
of the highell Caft in his Religion, and of the higheft Rank in Society, by the Offices which he 
had held under the Country Government, did lay before the Council an Account of 
Sums of Money. &c.” It would naturally ftrike every Pcrion, ignorant of the Charadcr ot 
Nundcomar, that an Accul'ation made by a Peribn of the highcfi Caff in his Region. 
higheft Rank by his Offices, demanded particular Notice, and acquired a conliderable Dcgl’cc ot 
Credit from a prevalent Affociation of Ideas, that a nice Senfe of Honour is conneded with an 
elevated Rank of Life ; But when this Honourable Houle is informed that my Accufer knew 
(though he fupprclfed the Fads) that this Perfon of high Rank, and high Call, had forfeited 
every Pretenfion to Honour, Veracity, and Credit; that there arc Fads 
Proceedings which my Accufer partially quotes, proving this Man to have cen gui y 
flagrant Forgery of Letters from Munny Begum, and the Nabob Yctratrihul-Dowlah ( ndt pen- 
dent of the FoJgery for which he fuffered Death), of the moft deliberate Treachery to the State 
for which he was confined, by the Orders of the Court of Diredors, to the Lini'ts of the I c wn 
of Calcutta,' In cirdcr to prevent his dangerous Intrigues ; and of having viola c . ^ . A 

of common Honefty in private Life; I lay, when this Honourable Houfc is acquainted it from 
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mutilated and garbled AHertionl, founded on the Teftimony of fuch an Evidence, without th 
whole Matter being fairly dated, I do hope and trud it will^be fuflicient for them to rejeft 
thefe vague and unlupportcd Charges, in like Manner as th^ were before rejeded by tho Court 
of Directors, and His Majedy’s Miniders, when they were fird made by General Clavering, Cq. 
loncl Monfon, and Mr. Francis. 

I mud here interrupt the Courfe of my Defence, to explain on what Grounds I employed, or 
h.id any Connexion with a Man of fo flagitious a CharaAcr as Nundcomar. This hard *and 
odious Tafk was impofed upon me by the Court of Direffors. It was their Orders that he (hould 
be employed. Thefe Orders too were private and particular to myfclf, fo that a rigid Obedience 
to the Will of my Superiors, and a drift Pcformaocc of One of the fevered Duties which could 
be required of me, fubjefted me for a Time, not only to the Obloquy of my Colleagues, but 
allb to the Reproach of all Orders and Defeription of Men in the Settlement, and at the fame 
Time forced me to Communications with a Man, who knew that I both defpifed and detefted 
him, and who, from thefe Motives, I foretold would one Day prove the Enemy he fince proved 
himfclf. My Opinion of this Man has never varied, and it has been uniformly given at various 
Times on the Records of the Company. The Court of Direftors too, when they direfted me to 
employ him in the Invedigation of Mahommed Reza Cawn's Adminidration, were aware of the 
Difficulties they laid me under, and of the Danger of having fuch an Agent ; but being “ fatisfied 
that I was too well apprized of the Subtlety and Difpofiition of Nundcomar to yield him any 
Trud or Authority which might prove detrimental to their Intered, and relying on my Wifdom 
and Caution, they dircited me to make ufc of his Intelligence to deteft the Mal-Adminiftration 
of Mahomed Reza Cawn, whofc Power had been the Objeft of Nundcomar’s Envy, and whole 
Office the Aim of his Ambition.” In this Situation of Nundcomar’s apparent Cpnfidcnce with 
me, the Majority of the Supreme Council, in the Year 1775, thought him a fit Agent to deftroy 
my Reputation, and eradicate my Authority, concluding that he had been truded by me, and 
knowing that if he were, he would betray me. Under thefe Impreffions General Clavering, Co- 
lonel Monfon, and Mr. Francis, felefted him for that Purpofe, and here the Scene opens which 
the prdent Article exhibits, and which I lhall now proceed to anfwer. 

It is in vain that I have defended myfelf againd fome of thefe Charges, fince they are renewed 
again and again t and all my former Explanations, which at the Time fatisfied both my Em- 
ployers and the Miniders of Government, are forgotten, and configned to Oblivion. However, 
fince the Accufation is revived, I mud repeat my Defence, and appeal to my former Vindication. 
My Accufer dates, that, “ indead of offering any Thing in my Defence, I declared I would not 
fulfcr Nundcomar to appear before the Board t” but he withholds every material Part of my Ob- 
jeftions, and quotes only a fingle Line, which he marks in Italics, out of a Page of Reafons that 
I gave for objefting to the Proceedings of the Council at that Time, and which are as follow. 

“ A combined and declared Majority have dood forth as my Accufers. I appeal, for the 
Truth of this Aflertion, to the whole Tenor of their Conduft fince their Arrival in this 
Country, and the undoubted Evidences which appear on the public Records of the lad Fituen 
Days Confultations, that thefe Gentlemen arc thcmfelvcs Parties, if not the Principals, as m 
my Heart I believe them to be, and fuch the World edeems them, and the Ranny of Burdwan, 
and Rajah Nundcomar, little more than Indruments and odcnfiblc Agents, in the Accufations 


preferred by them againd me. 

“ As little do I judge it confident with my own Honour, or your Intered, to differ the Firft 
Member of thjs State to be Pcrfonally arraigned at the Council Board, and expoled to the 
Infolence and Calumnies of a Mifcreant like Nundcomar. Had the Majority been difpofed to 
accept my Propofition of appointing a Committee for profccuting their Enquiries, cither into 
thefe or the Ranny’s Allegations, they might have obtained the fame Knowledge, and all the 
Satisfaftion, in this Way, that they could have expefted from an Inquifition taken by the 
Board at large j their Proceedings would have had the Appearance at lead of Regularity, and 
my Credit would have been lefs affefted by them. The only Point which they could poUibly 
gain by bringing fuch a Subjeft before the Board, was to gain a public Triumph over me, and 
to expofe my Place and Pcrlbn to Infulc. 

“ Althougli 1 have declined entering, at this Time and Place, into a Refutation of the Acco- 
fitions which have been preferred againd me, in the Names of Nundcomar and the Ranny oi 
Burdwan, yet 1 do not think it proper to pafs them wholly unnoticed. 

“ You are well informed of the Reafons which fird induced me to give any Share of my Con- 
fidence to Nundcoma-, with whofc Charaftcr I was acquainted by an Experience of many 
Years. The Means wliich he himfclf took to acquire it were peculiar to himfclf. Hefenta 
Mtflcngcr to me at Madras, on the fird News of my Appointment to this Prefidency, with 
pretended Letters from Munny Begum, and the Nabob Yetram ul Dowlah, the Brother of the 
Nabob Jaffier Aly Khan, filled with bitter inveftives againd Mahomed Reza Khan, and ol as 
warm Recommendations, as I rccollcft, of Nundcomar. I have been fince informed, by the 
Begum, that the Letter, which bore her Seal, was a complete Forgery, and that (he 
totally unacquainted with the Ufc which had been made of her Name, till I informed her 0 
it. Juggut Chund, Nundcomar’s Son-in-Law, was fent to her exprefsly to entreat ‘her not to 
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w it. Mr. Middleton, whom (he confultcd on the Occafion, can atteft the Truth of this 
rv? I have not yet had the Curiofity to enquire of the Nabob Yetram ul Dowlah whether 
h Uftcr was of the fame Stamp, but I cannot doubt it. 

The Promifc which he fays I made him, that he fliould be conftituted Aumcen (that is, 
Inauifitor General over the whole Country), and that I would delegate the whole Power and 
Influence to him, is fomething more than a negative Falfehood. He did Once or Twice inti- 
atc to me a Will) of the Kind, but with fo little Succefs that for a While he wholly dropt 
^ On Mr. Reed’s Return from the Coaft, where he had been on Leave of Abfcncc, Nund- 
'omar made his Application to him for the fame Employment, hoping, through his Influence, 
m obtain it. Mr. Reed, deceived by his Suggeftions, brought the Propofition before the 
Board, and fupported it with Warmth, and it was rejefted. The Manner in which this Mat- 
ter Had been introduced contains ftriking Proofs of the incendiary Charafter of the Man ; and 
the Proceedings will (hew the Grounds on which the Propofition was rejefted.” 

It is further alledged, that the Evidence of this Man, Nundcomar, not having been encoun- 
tered at the Time when it might and ought to have been, remains juftly in Force againft me, 
and is no^ abated by the Capital Punifhment of the faid Nundcomar, but rather confirmed by 
the Time and Circumftanccs in which the Accufer fuffered Death.** This Rcafoning is inconfe- 
Quent and malicious. In the Firft Place, the Evidence of this Man was encountered by the Pro- 
pofitiun I made at the Time to the Majority, of appointing a Committee for profccuting an Enquiry 
iiito his Allegations i Secondly, thel'e Allegations were committed to the Hands of the Company’s So- 
licitor, for the Purpofc of commencing a Suit againft me, where I muft have encountered them, had 
they l^n thought lufficiently auihcniic to have maintained an Aftion i and, laftly, I voluntarily 
offered to the Court of Directors, in my Addiefs before mentioned, to fubmit all my Tranfaftions, 
of what Nature foever, to their Juftice, in any Way or P'orm they (hould preferibe. But to this 
Hour they never have thought fuch Accufacions, from fuch a Wretch, worthy their Notice; and 
the Attorney General told tnem, in his Opinion, Nundcomar’s Information goes for nothing.** 

To the malicious Parts of this Charge, which is the Condemnation of Nundcomar for a For- 
gery, I do declare, in the moft folcmn and unreferved Manner, that I had no Concern, cither 
directly or indireftly, in the apprehending, profccuting, or Execution of Nundcomar. He fuf- 
fered for a Crime of Forgery, which he had committed in a private Truft that was delegated to 
him, and for which he had been prol'ceuted in the Dewanny Courts of the Country bctorc the 
Inftituiionof the Supreme Court of Judicature. To adduce this Circumftance therefore as a 
Confirmati<m of what was before lufpicious from his general Depravity of Character, is juft as 
reafonablc as to aflTert, that the Accufations of Epfom and Dudley were confirmed, becaufc they 
i fuffered Death for their atrocious Ads. 

It 18 alledged that “ the Account laid by Nundcomar before the Council is ftated with a mi- 
nute Particularity and Precifion ; the Date of each Payment fpccificd, the various Coins in 
which it waj> paid, and the different Perfons through whofc Hands the Money paffed ;** and it 
is argued, T hat if no Advantage be taken of fuch Particularity in the Charge, to deteft 
the Faliehoud theieof, and no Defence whatever made, a Prefumption juftly arifes in Favour 
of the Truth of fuch a Charge.** In the Apprehenfion of every candid Perfon, the Prefump- 
lionmuft be exactly the Reverfe, for if there were all thofc minute Particulars to refer to, and fo 
many Terlons to authenticate them, what prevented my Enemies, the Majority of the Board, 
armed as they were with full Power, from proving Fafts ib cafily to be eftablifhed ? And how 
can this Argument, of there being different Perfons concerned, be reconciled to that of faying, 
the Death (ff a Angle Perfon prevented all Proof; or that I, without any Influence, flopped the 
Courfc of their Proceedings, when it is further afferteci in the I’amc Charge, and almoft in the fame 
Breath, that “ the Majority of the Board continued to fit and examine WitncflTcs,** and when it 
is evident they might have carried on the Bufinefs of their Inquifition as fully and effcdually 
'^ 'hwut my Prcfencc as with it ? I'o fuch Contradiftions arc added bold Aflerdons in Vio- 
laiiun of all Truth ; and in order to fupport a fallacious Principle of the Accufer’s own ftacing, 
the C harge afferts it is not true, as I have faid, that it was repugnant to the Manners either of 
the Mufllilman or Hindoo to take an Oath.** Now it is not poffiblc for me to have made 
sn Aflertion more true, or more generally acknowledged, than that it is repugnant to the Man- 
ners both of Muffulmcn and Hindoos to take an Oath. It has been proved by an Appeal that 
was made to eminent Perfons of both Religions : It may be proved by a Number of Witneffes 
now in England, who know any Thing ol the Cuftoms of the Natives ; and I therefore repeat 
the Aflertion, and retort the Untruth on my Accufer. 

With regard to the Appointment of Munny Begum to the Office for which it is alledged fte 
was unqualified, and incapable of difeharging its Duties, I (hall only obferve that it is One of 
the Iiiftances wherein I ffiall avail myfclf for my Defence of the entire Approbation of the Court 
5 Dircaors, to whom the whole Particulars were minutely detailed, and by whont they were 
highly approved. 

The next Perfon who is produced is Khan Jehan Khan and I muft again refer to the Pro- 
Jtenings of that Time for a full Account of this Meafurc. The Ample Faft is, that an obfeure 
a Native of Bengal, preiented a Petition to the Supreme Council on the 3 ^^h March 
I '7/5. letting forth that the Foogedar of Houghlty, Khan Jehan Khan (a Man of high Rank and 
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Office') was allowed 72,000 Rupees a Year, 40,000 of which he had paid to me and my Banian, 
and that he would do the Duty himfclf for 32,000, by which the Company wmM fa»c,4o,oS 
Rupees a Year. So extraordinary a Petition as this, in which a low and obfeure Individual defin, 
a Port of high Truft and great Importance, on the novel Plea of obtaining 32,000 Rupees a 
for himfelf, who had never been in any Office of a Tythe of the Value, wa^ I believe, nevet 
orefented to a Public Body. However, he had accufed me, and that was fofficient for the 
writv to fummon him before them. He was afleed by them, who he was. an^d m what Condition 
of Life. The Man replied, “ In no Employment now ; I was a Parmer of Tunnlook.” Two 
Evidences were then called, who dtreftly contradidled each other. Notwithftandmg this, the 
Majority declared their Belief of the Charge j Khan Jehan Khan is next called upon •, and bc- 
cauVe he declined to take an Oath, pleading that it was repugnant to the Manners of his Country, 
and in this Inftance to every Idea of Jufticc in any Country, he is difmmed from his Office for 
Contempt of Authority. Soon after the Death of Colonel Monfon, he was reftored to his Office : 
and all Oueftions being carried by my calling Vote (lays the Charge) and that Rcftcration not 
havinebcen preceded, accompanied, or followed, by any Explanation or Defence whatlocvcr, or 
even by a Denial of the fpccific Charge of Collufion with the laid Khan Jehan Khan, the Truth 

of the faid Charge is confirmed. . , ,1. u r» 

To this Article I have only to reply, that the Charge carried halfity on the very Face of it, from 
the Contradiaion of the Witneffes who introduced it : 1 Iblemnly declare, that as far as relates to 
mvfclf it is. wholly falfe and groundlefs; and 1 believe it to be falfe as it relates to my Banyan; 
but as’ 1 thought Khan Jehan Khan had been dilmilTcd without any Crime, it was but juft to 

give my Vote for his Rcltoration. , ... 

Muen Strefs is laid upon a Declaration repeatedly made by me in my Letters, “ that it was my 
fixed Determination, mofi fully and liberally to explain every Circumftance on the Points on which 
I have been arraigned, not doubting both to convey the cleareft Conviction of my own Integrity, 
and of the Purity of my Motives for declining a prefent Defence of it.” 

In my Addrefs to the Court of Directors of the 25th March 1775, I informed them, that « the 
Allegations of Rajah Nundcomar have been committed to the Hands of your Attorney, for the 
Purpofe of commencing a Suit at Law againft me, in the Name of the Company, for the Reco- 
very of Sums faid to have been received by me from Munny Begum, in the Year 1772 : I referve 
my Defence for the fame Channel, not choofing to give my Adverfarics an Advantage, by anti- 
cipating it, nor to befpeak your premature Judgment on a Caufe thus depending.” When theli: 
Allegauons were tranfmitted to the Court of Direftors, they in like Manner referred them to the 
great Law Officers for their Opinions, which I beg Leave to quote.

Confequcnccs of it, I thought at the I'imc that I did all that wai ncceffary, by declarin^th,! 
it was not my own, and that I neither could nor would have received it but for their Ufe. ° 

After this Explanation I hope this Honourable Houfe will acc^uit me of any corrupt Motive 
or any View of private Advantage, in the Manner of accepting this Offer. * 

The reft of the Sums which arc entered in the public Treafury Accounts, either as Money 
lent on Bond, or placed on Depofit, were taken, as I have already faid, in the Time of the moft 
prefiing Ncccflity, in order to relieve the Exigencies of the State, which I felt fo forcibly, that 
attentive only to provide for them, I did not refleft on an Interpretation which might be put on 
my Aftions fo totally foreign to the Purity of their Motives. I cannot better prove this Purity 
of Intention to the Satisfaftion of the Honourable Houfe, than by (hewing that every Step I took 
in this Bufincfs led to a public Application of the Money i and to put it out of my own Power to 
benefit by the Acceptance of it. 

[I have already fully explained the Tranfaftion of the Two Lacks of Rupees given by Sada^ 
nund •, the Sum of 406,000 Rupees, for which Bonds were given, was paid dircdtly into the Com- 
pany’s Treafury for their Ufe, and never palTcd through my Hands ; and in a few Months after 
the Receipt of it, when I was about to leave the Prcfidcncy to proceed up the Country on a Ser- 
vice liable to Pcrfonal Danger, 1 endorfed the Bonds payable to the Company, and left them in 
the Hands of Mr. Larkins, our Accountant General, with exprefs Diredtions to deliver them up. 

I hope I need not detain this Honourable Houfe by obviating the Cavil that an Indorfemcnt on a 
Bond is not good in Common Law, though it is in Equity. I flatter myfclf it will be evident 
that I had no corrupt Motive in taking this Money *, that it was bona fide for the Company’s 
Ufe i that they and not I had the Benefit of it i and that the Alienation of my Right, by the 
Indorfement, was in Fadt as cffcdlual as a formal Transfer. {a)\ . 

Two other Sums, of 232,000 Rupees, and of 58,000 Rupees, were paid into the Treafury, 
received from me on Account of Durbar Charges j which is a regular Official Account, as much ' 
under the Infpedlion of the Supreme Council as all the other public Accounts, and confcqucntly 
no Concealment could have been made or intended, and they hereby became immediately as much 
the Property of the Company as if they had been a regular Revenue. 

[The laft Part of the Charge dates, I'hat in my Letter to the Court of Dlredlors of the 2i(lof 
February 1784, I have confeffed to have received another Sum of Money, the Amount of which 
is not declared, but which, from the Application of it, could not be lefs than Thirty-four thou, 
fand Pounds Sterling, &c. — In the Year 1783, when I was adtually in Want of a Sum of Monty 
for my private Expences, owing to the Company not having at that Time fufficient Cafli in their 
Trcalury to pay my Salary, I borrowed Three Lacks of itupccs of Rajah NobkilTen, an Inha- 
bitantof Calcutta, whom I dcfircd to call upon me with a Bond properly filled up*, hedidio, 
but at the Time I was going to execute it, he entreated I would rather accept the Money than 
execute the Bond. I neither accepted the Offer nor refufed it, and my Determination upon it 
remained fufpended between the Alternative of keeping the Money as a Loan to be repaid, and 
of taking it, and applying it, as I had done other Sums, to the Company’s Ule; and there [he 
Matter retted till I undertook my Journey to Lucknow, when I determined ro accept the Money 
for the Company’s Ufe ; and thefe were my Motives : — Having made Difburfements from my 
own Ca(h for Services which, though required to enable me to execute the Duties of my Station, 

I had hitherto omitted to enter' into my public Accounts, I rcfolvcd to reimburic myfelt m a 
Mode moft fuitablc to the Situation of the Company’s Affairs, by charging thefe Difburlcincnis 
in my Durbar Accounts of the prefent Year, and crediting them by a Sum privately reieivtd, 
which was this of Nobkifhen’s. If my Claims upon the Company were not founded in Julba*, and 
bona fide due, my Acceptance of Three Lacks of Rupees from Nobkiflen by no Means prcc lucks 
them from recovering that Sum from me. [No Member of this Honourable Houfe fulpcds mt, 

I hope, of the Meannefs and Guilt of prefenting falfc Accounts — I have never benefited by 
tingent Charges, or by retaining the Money of the Public in my own PofTelfion, for my pdvatc 
Emolument. (/>)] ^ 

I have purpofcly refrained from any Remarks or Obfervations on fomc unfair Dcdu^lions and 
unjuft Inferences in the Reafoning of this Charge, as well as on fome Afiertions which arc not 
true, in order to avoid breaking in u^on the Narrative of thefe Tranfaftions : But I muft uojv 
take Leave to obferve to this Honourable Houfe, that the Infifnuations which arc made againft 
me for not communicating thefe Circumftanccs “ till I was apprized of the Enquiries made in the 
Houfe of Commons, and when a Dread of the Confequcnces of thefe Enquiries might aft 
my Mind,” arc equally injurious and groundlcfs. My Firft Communication to the Court ot 
Direftors was dated the 29th November 1780, when no Enquiry had commenced. When ^ 
•SicinOrig. wrote my Letter to the Directors, in May 1782, I could not poflibly have known of the Charge 
of Minirtry in the preceding March, which is another Confequcncc alluded to.

corrupt Intered with the Court of Direftors, I never fought to obtain a corrupt intcred with 
them ^ but have always been anxious that the Court of Direftors and the World at large would 
determine on my Conduft from my Adions, not from my Profefllons.— I told them, with great 
Truih tliat my private Fortune was inadequate to the Situation which I had lb long filled in their 
Service, but I fcorned at all Times to incrcafc it by improper or unjudifiable Means ; and I 
am as ready as any Man to confefs, that with a very little Attention to my own Concerns, I 
(houU at this Moment have podelTed a Fortune far beyond my Wants, or my Wilhes. This 
Honourable Houfe will, I hope, pardon me for tliis Digrefllon, the Subjeft in fome Degree has 
forced me into it.

[The Board having at fcvcral Meetings, fincc the Receipt of the Harcourt*s Advices, debated 
on the various Means which occurred to them for carrying into Execution the Intentions of the 
Honourable Court of Dircdlors, for the future Controul and Management of the Revenue, and 
for the Removal of the Collcdlors from their Stations *, and having maturely confidcred and 
weighed all the Confequcnccs which may attend every Mcafurc that may be adopted, are of 
Opinion, that the immediate Removal of the Colledlors, or the Eftablilhmcnt of any confiftent 
and permanent Syftcm, without fuch preparatory Mcafures as mi^t prevent the bad Confequcnccs 
of too iudden a Change, and gradually introduce a more perfect Form of Superintendancy, would

I he Colledorlhip of the Cofli Beyhar to be put upon the fame F'ooting as Ramgur 
and Cuirickpore. — 1 he Officers to receive their Orders folely from the Governor, and only to fend 
their Accounts to the Councils of their rclpeftivc Divifions, for the fake of Regularity. 

'20th. The Naibs of the Diftrifts under each Provincial Council to hold Courts of Dewanny 
Adavvlut according to the prefent Regulation, and tranfmit their Proceedings to the Provincial 
Councils, but Appeals in all Cafes to be allowed from them to the provincial Sudder Adawlutof 
the Divifion without the 5 per Cent. Fee. Thcfe Courts Courts of Provincial Sudder Adawlutto 
be liiperintended in Rotation by the Members who are not of the Council of Fort William *, to 
decide ultimately on all Calcs not exceeding 1000 Rupees (in this is included Mal^uzany Land, 
of which the Jumma or Produce is not more than 1000 Rupees and alienated or tree Lands, of 
which the Jumma is not more than 100 Rupees : In Caics exceeding that Sum, an Appeal to 
be, as at prefent, to the Sudder Dewanny Adawlut. In all Cafes the Provincial Councils at 
large may revife the Decifions of the luperintending Member. Complaints againft the head 
I'anners, Naibs of the Diftrifts, Zemindars, and other principal Officers of the Government, 
relative to their Conduft in the Revenue, to be decided by the Provincial Councils, and entered on 
their Proceedings. If any of them think thcmfelvcs aggrieved, they may apply ultimately to 
the fuperi(iur Council of Revenue at Calcutta. Sunnuds for Lands, whofe jumma is no more than 
above mentioned, may be granted by the Provincial Councils, under the public Seal and the Signa- 
ture of the Chief, after being regiftcred by the Secretary in a Book kept for that Purpofe, of which a 
Copy (hall be tranfmitted Monthly to the Prefidency, and a complete Alphabetical Copy annually. 

2 1 ft. Strift Orders (liall be given in Writing to every Officer commanding the Sepoy Stations, 
fojbidding them to detach any Sepoys, either fingly or in Parties, for any Purpofe whatever, be- 
yond their (^larters, except when required on Military Service i to puniQi or confine any Perfon 
not appertaining to his Command-, to lend or borrow Money; to take any Concern in Farms, 
Taalucs, or Securities to purchafe or fell, or contraft to purchafe or fell, any Article whatever, 
either in the Diftrift in which he refides or in any other-, or to have Dealings of any Kind what- 
ever with any Dewan, Zemindar, Farmer, Rior, or other Dependant or Officer of the Revenue. 

Fhe lame Orders (hall be publiflicd, to be obicrved by the other Officers, both European and 
Native, of the Battalion, and to all the Sepoys and Followers of it: — It (hall be declared likewife, 
that the Commanding Officer (hall be rcfponfible for any publick Breach of thefe Orders by any 
Perfon whatever under his Command -, and the Governor (hall have the Power of recalling them, 
without afiigning a Rcalon to them, or to the Board. 

2 2d. The Officers of the Phozedarry Adawluts fliall be forbid to hold Farms or other Offices in 
the MofiuHil ; they (lull be obliged to recede, on Pain of forfeiting their Employments, and k 
(hall be declared criminal in any Perfon to officiate in the Courts of Adawlut in the Capacity of 
Naibs or Gom.iftahs for PrinciiTals non-refidcnt. 

23d. Complaints againft the Officers of the Phouzdarry Adawluts to be made to the Governor, 
and to be referred by him to the Sudder Nizamut Adawlut for their Enquiry and Determination. 

♦ N. H. An alienated or free Land of 100 Rupees annual Produce is valued at Ten Years Purchafe, 
c<nircqiKnt!v equal to 1000 Rupees ; whereas in a Land paying Revenue, the Zemindar's Share is reckoned only 
1 icih, and the other 9-iotlis are the Government's ; fo that though its Produce be 1000 Rupees, it will yicl 
him only 100 Rupees annual Profit.

The Export Warchoutc- keeper at Calcutta to be reftrided from the Trade in fuch Articles 
conftitutc the Company’s Inveftment and the Export Warehoul'e-kccpers of the Divifions, and 
the Rcfidents of Bowlca, Comcrcolly, Malda, Run^pore, Luckiporc, and Colinda, from the 
f me Articles within their refpedtivc Divifions or Diftrids. 

* 26ih. The Members and Afliftants of the Provincial Council?, and the other covenanted Ser- 
vants of the Company, refiding in the fubordinate Fadories and out Diftrids, to be rellrided 
from making Advances for Grain, or any fuch Articles as contribute to the Subfiftance of the 
Natives, and cannot be dealt in without Oppreflion to them, lush as Ghee, Oil, Filh, Jute, 
fdatts, Straw, Bamboos, Beetle Nut, and Tobacco, which they lhall purchafe with ready Money 
only at the Capital Markets of the Country j and it is expeded that the Chief ot every Provincial 
Council will give particular Attention to the rigid Obfcrvance of this Regulation : And if any of 
(he Servants in his Divifion, of whatfoever Rank, Ihould deviate from it, or in any Relped carry 
on a Commerce oppreflive to the Inhabitants, he is hereby authorized and requiied to addrefs the 
Board of Calcutta on this Subjed, independent of his Council, and, by his own Authority, to feize 
any other Perfon accufed of committing any adual Violence on the Perfons or Property of the 
Inhabitants, that he may take his Trial at the Provincial Court of Adawlut. 

27ih. It lhall be made an Article in the Inftrudions given to the Chief and Council of every 
Divifion, that they make particular Enquiry concerning every Taaluc, or other fmaller Portion of 
Land included within each Diftrift of their Divifion, but appenaining to fonie other Dilbid, 
whether of their own or any other Divifion ; that they afeertain the Limits Malgiizany, and Profits 
of the fame; that in like Manner they obtain an Account of every Portion of Land belonging 
to cither of the Diftrids of their Divifion, but not included in it, and that they report the fame to 
the Superior Council, with the Names of the Proprietors, and every other Circumftancc which may 
enable them to effed an Exchange or Alienation of thefc feparated Lands on Cuch Terms as may 
be fatisfadory to the Owners, and to form a more complete and entire Arrangement of the Dillrids 
for the better Government and the eaficr Management of the Collodions. 

> [(«)lt being the profelTcd Intention of the Board to make the Plan now adopted fubfervient to 

that which they propofe for a future and perpetual Syftcm, it is their further Di.fign, that when- 
ever the Accounts and Arrai^cments of any One Divifion lhall be fo regulated and complcatcd as 
to enable them to bring the Controul down to the Prefidcncy, the Provincial Council fhall be 
accordingly withdrawn, and either continue to condud the Bufinefs of the Divifion at the Pre- 
fidtncy, or transfer it at once to the Committee. By fuch progreflive Method an cafy Change may 
be clFcded without the fmallelt Hazard of any Lois or EmbarrafiTment, at the fame Time that a 
Provifion is made for the Admiftion of fuch other Improvements as the Honourable Court of 
Diredors may enjoin, and which would either be precluded by any other Mode, or the new Mea- 
furcs which may have been eftablilbed muft be abolilhcd to make Room lor them, which would 
Occafion frefh Perplexities in the Revenue, and fill the Minds of the People with Apprehcnfions 
of perpetual Changes. 

It has been already remarked, that the great Weight of Affairs with which the Adminiftra- 
tion is alre.idy loaded, will not admit of the immediate Introdudlion of the propofed Syftcm, and 
it is poffible that it may ftill remain a Charge too great for One Body to manage, even with all 
the Regularity which Time and Experience can give it ; but if it fliould be found fo, the Colleftion 
will be better conduded at the Prefidcncy by the fame Provincial Councils, under the pielent 
Inlpedion of the fuperior Council, than under the fame Controul within the Diftrids, bccaule of 
the dangerous Abule which may be made of the pcrfonal Influence of the Members compofing thole 
Provincial Councils, and refident within their lOivifions ; neither will their Bufinefs fulTcr by the 
Diftance of their Situation, except only in the Cafe of extraordinary Invelligations, which may 
require the Prcfencc of Individuals,' or the Infpedion of Mofuflit Papers. 

The Allowance which is propofed by the 24th Article for the Members of the Council, of 
3.000 Rupees to each per Month, will amount when the Board is complete to 36,000 per Month, 

4.32.000 per Annum.— It is propofed that this Sum be paid from a Fund to be raifed from 
Trade of Ophium*, as rclblvcd on this Day’s Proceedings. It will be a reafonable Com[')en- «SIc in Oiij, 
Istion for the Lofs which the Members of the Superior Council may be fuppoled to fiiftaiii by 
lieing excluded from every Benefit of Trade, which they could not cxercife, however dilpolcd in 
themfclves, without fome Degree of Oppreflion. They will have more Lcilure to aitcntl to the 
Duties of their Stations, and the Chiefs of the Provincial Councils will be more at Ifibcny to 
check and corred any Irregularities of others, being under no Reftraini on account of their own 
private Concerns. If it can be fuppofed that Men of the firft Diftindion in the Service, having ac- 
^pted of fuch a Compenfation, Ihould, nolwithftanding, fofar forget the Principles of Ficfeliiy aiul 
Honour, as to engage in any Concerns contrary to this Prohibition, the Jealoufy of their Councils

it would be inipoffibie to conceal. The Confidence which our Employers have 
in our Attachment to their Service, renders it more particularly our Duty to- 
ments on a Sobjeft of fuch Importance without Referve, although our Declarations may ^ • 
of a Mifeonftiudion againft ourfelves as Men. The Servants ot the Company are not cxem 
from the Frailties and Wants of Humanity. If allowed the Liberty of Ttatk while they 
an unbounded Power, (and who lhall bind thofe who conftirute the Government itfelf?Wlv^ 
Trade will be a Monopoly and an OpprcflTion.— If forbidden to trade without fome Reparat' 
for the Lofs, and fome allowed Means of acquiring a Livelihood, and even the Profpeft pf 
Competency, the feeble Words of a publick Edift will not hold them, but they will, with litti* 
Scruple, break through them, and obtain thofe Ends by unallowed Means, becauie they willthi k 
that a Decree which impolcs upon them the NccclDty of perpetual Penury could not have be" 
really intended for their rigid Obfervance j fuch having been, in many InRances, the fatal Prafhee 
of this Service. — Wc fay fatal, becaufc Laws and Reftriftions which have no Coercion^ and bear too 
hardly on the Paflions for the common Sufferance of Mankind, inevitably defeat their own Pur 
pole; they become totally difregarded, nor is it deemed an Impeachment of Morality to tranferefj 
them. And it is a Confcquencc as infallible, that where Men are once allowed to pafs the Line of 
their preferibed Duty at their own Option, they will, by Degrees, extend the Latitude to the fur. 
theft Extremes of Corruption, Embezzlement, and Rapine.(<i)] For thefc Reaibns we have judged 
it advifcable to withitold the Temptation of Oppreffion from thofe whofe fuperior Influence would*^ 
afford them the moft ready Means of excrcifing it, and to fecure thetr Forbearance by an equi. 
valent and certain Income. Thus far wc think ourfelves warranted by the full Powers granted 
us by our llonuur.ible Employers, although the Purpolcs to which they dcflgned our Application 
of them are not dilbndlly alcertained. Wc fhould wifli to extend the like Rule to the inferior 
St-rv.!nts in Power, elpccially thofe of the Provincial Councils, by reftraining them alfo totally 
f rom I'racie, and making them proportionable Allowances ( but we cannot proceed to fuch a 
Length without an expreis Authority, becaufc wc have no. other Fund to indemnify the Company 
for Inch an Addition as this would make to their Expences, unlefs we were to apply the Profits 
of the Sait Trade to that Purpofe, to which there is this Objeftion, that they are already appro, 
priated, and referred to the Company for their Determination concerning them. We have 
therefore left the inferior Servants in Poffcfllon of the Privilege of a fair Trade, and we hope 
that the Diftinflion which we have made will prove a fufHcient Guard againft any great Abufc of 
it. The Exceptions which we made to the general Prohibition of Trade for the Members of the 
fuperiour Council, cannot be produdlivc of any evil Confcquenccs, and may be a neceflary En- 
couragement to the Promotion of Trade. 

In order to carry the temporary Plan into Execution, the Board is further agreed on the fob 
lowing Refolutions:

Extraft of a Letter from the Court of Direftors to the Governor General and Council at Fort 
I William in Bengal, dated London, 5th February 1777, beginning at Page 395. 

Par. 8. We apprehend that a fiiddcn Tranfition from one Mode to another, in the inveftigation 
and Colleftion of our Revenues in Bengal, may have alarmed the Inhabitants^* particularly the 
native Zemindars and Landholders, IcflTcncd their Confidence in our Stability, and been attended 
with other Evils j yet, as it is acknowledged on all Hands to have produced the good Fffea of lativc to the 
afeertaining, with a fufficient Degree of Precifion, what Revenue may be collcfted from the 
Country without OpprelTion, we lhall avail oiirfelvcs of this Information, and arc well plcafcd to 
find it in our Power to yield proper Relief to the Natives, without involving ihc Company in the 
Icaft Inconvenience. 

9. From the Inequality of natural Advantages poflefled by the Natives in the fcvcral Diftrifts, 
from Calamities experienced in a different Degree by Lofs of Inhabitants in the late Famine, and 
from a Variety of other local Caufcs, we fear it will be difficult, it not impoffiblc, to lay down 
any Plan, which (hall be found applicable in all Cafes, and equally beneficial to every Part of the 
Country j much muft necclTarily be left to your Prudence, as your Conduft on many Occafions 
will be influenced by temporary Circumflances •, we (hall thcretorc only point out fuch Regula- 
tions, as from the Materials before us appear proper to be adopted in diipofing of the Lands of 

10. Without entering minutely into the Reports made by the Chiefs of Provincial Councils, 
wc arc happy to find by Eftimates founded^upon, and fupporied by Accounts of a( 5 tual Receipts 
and Difburfements, with other Documents ot dccilive Authority, that wc need not entertain the 
lead Apprehenfion of a Difappointment in any reafonable Expeftation formed by us refpefting the 
Revenues of Bengal, and of their Sufficiency under proper Manawment, unlcfs in Times of 
publick Calamity, to fupport our Government, to provide the moft ample inveftments, and to 
afford conliderable Affiftance to our other Settlements. 

I ^ [(a) II. The Diftance of many Diftrifts from Calcutta will render it ncccffary for Zemindars or 
Farmers to treat with Provincial Councils, or other Agents of the Company on the Spot •, but it 
is our Order, that no Agreements for Lands or Revenues, wherein the ftipulatcd Amount (hall 
exceed* Rupees, be finally concluded, until reported to, and authorized by the Governor ^ 

General and Council.

more eligible for the Whole to ftand charged with the Balance incurred, and that, if dcemeil 
ceftary, the Zemindar’s Authority and intereft (hould be totally fufpended, and a Deputy appointed 
to manage his Affairs till all his Debts to Government arc fully paid and fatisned, when the 
Zem\ndary (hould be reftored entire to him or his Heirs, 

• and not difmembered if it can poffibly be avoided. 

14. As the Inhabitants of the Duanny Lands, and particularly of the diftant Provinces, are re. 
prefented more indigent than thofe nearer the Scat of Government, you will be careful to yield them 
fuch Relief as (hall be rcquifuc in their particular Circumftances. 

[(^) 15. Although we do not, for the prefent, think it expedient to let the Lands on Lcafes for 
Lives, or on Terms more permanent than thofe already fpecified, it is neverthclefs ourcarneft 
Defire to imprefs the Zemindars and Renters with a full Confidence in the Juftice of our Pro- 
ccedings, and particularly to convince them, that while they behave with Honour to us, and 
with Kindnefs to their Under-Tenants and Cultivators, they (hall moft certainly experience our 
Favour, and that nothing but a contrary Conduft can ever fubjccl them to our Difpleafure. Wc 
therefore direft, that wherever Lands have been let at a rcafonablc Rent, and the Zemindar or 
Renter has fulfilled his Engagement to your Satisfaction, no fuch Perfon be difpoffcffed of Lands, 
or compelled to pay an advanced Rent, without the moft fubftancial Reafons for fuch Advance, 
and even then he (hall have the Preference of all others, and be fuffered to continue at a mode- 
rate additional Rent i but in all Inftances where fuch increafed Value (hall not be confiderablc 
enough to become an Object of Confequcnce to Government, no Zemindar or Renter (Irall bt 
dirpoffefted or molefted, but permitted to enjoy the Fruits of his Induftry and Improvements, and 
to renew his Leife or Agreement from Year to Year without any Increafe of Rent.] 44 

16. We direct that in every Agreement for Lands, Care be taken that the principal Farmer or 
Zemindar be obliged to grant Pottahs to his Ryots or Under-Tenants, fpecifying the exaCt Amount 
to be paid by each •, and that every Breach of this Regulation (hall fubjeCt the Principal, if a 
Farmer, to the Lofs of his Farm, or if a Zemindar, to the Lofs of his Zemindarry •, and it is our 
further Order, that a proper Form for Pottahs be prepared by you, and that no Pottah be deemed 
legal or binding on the Parties, unicfs made out cxaCtly in the Form preferibed.

[(«) I muft beg Leave to conclude this Subjed with carneftly offering my Advice for the Con- 
tinuation of this Syftcm in all its Parts, with fuch Alterations only as the late Change in the 
Government has rendered indifpenfibly neceflary. Innovations arc always attended with Difficul- 
ties and Inconveniences : Innovations in the Revenue, with a Sufpenfion of the Collcaions, and a 
Chancre, at this Seafon of the Year, would be particularly dangerous, as the l ime of the heavieft 
Payments is now approaching. For the fame Rcafon, your fpeedy Determination upon the future 
Mode of managing and colleaing the Revenues would prove of eflTcntial Service.

The continual Variations in the Modes ot' 
collefting the Revenue, and the continual Ufurpa- 
tions on the Rights of the People, which have been 
produced by the Remi/fnefs or the Rapacity of the 
Mogul Government, and, in the Englilh, by the 
Defire of acquiring a Reputation from a hidden 
Jncreale of the CoUeftions, without fufHcient Atten- 
tion to remote Confequences, have fixed in the Minds 
of the Ryots fo rooted a Diftruft of the Ordinances 
of Government, that no AflfurarKes, however ftrong, 
will perfuade them, tfiat Laws, which have no appa- 
rent Objeft but the Eafc of the People and the Secu- 
rity ot Property, can be of long Duration, onlefs 
confirmed by a ftrongcr Pledge than the Refolution 
of a fluftuating Adminiftration.

*he future Settlement of the Revenue, we wilh to be fwoilbcd with their Seotimenu on the Rule

Both by the MuBulmen and the Gentoo Lawv. an Inheritance (hould be divided amongft the 
Sons in equal ProMruons. yet it has been eftablilhed by Cuftom that the large Zemindarries 
(ball not oc divide^ but be jpoflefled entire by the eldeft Son. who it to fupport his younger 
Brothers. — On the contrary, it is ufual for the fmall Zemindarries to be divided amongft all me 
Sons i but in many Parts of the Country, the Cuftom prevails that the eldeft (hould have feme- 
thing more than the others. 

The Reverfe of thefe Cuftoms we think would be for the Intereft of the Government, we mean, 
that the large Zemindarries Ihould be divided, and that the fmall ones (hould be preferved entire. 

The Bofinefs of the Revenue, we think, would be beft conduced with Zemindars whofe 
Eftates yield them from 10,000 to Two Lacks of Rupees a Year: They vary at piefcnt from 
300 or 400 Rupees to 40 Lacks. 

^ The Proprietors of the very extenfive Zemindarries arc generally opprcITivc and extravagant, 
and polTefs an Influence which they employ in Oppofuion to Government, and in cale of a War, 
they might even become formidable, as was the Cafe in former Times. At the beft they find the 
Management of their Eftates a more laborious Talk than they arc able or willing to undertake, and 
leave it too muc h to their Servants } and, on the other Hand, the Colleftion of the Revenue from 
f» very fmall Zemindarries is attended with Trouble and Expencc. [(a) With refpeftto the Mode of 
managing the ColleAion of the Revenue, and the Adminiftration of Juftice, none occur to us fo 
eood as the Syftem which is already eftablilhed of Provincial Councils, as explained in the Reve> 
pue Confultations of the * * Oof* 

We are under feme Apprehenfion however, left the Members of thefe (hould divide into 
Parties, and fo the Currency of Bufinefs be impeded, and Difputcs engrofs the Time which ought 
to be employed in a minute Attention to the Detail of their Duty, ami to Difpatch, which ia the 
Life of the Collections : It is the natural Confequence of Diflentions in the fuperior Council, and 
our conftant Care will be required to prevent it.

“ The accompanying Sheets contain the Draught or Scheme of an A« of Parliament, formed 
on the Plan, which we had the Honour to trwimil to you in Duplicate by the laft Difpatches, tor 
ihe better Adminiftration of Juftice in thefe Provinces, and drawn up at our Inftance by the 
Chief Jufticel The cnclofed Copy oft Letter from him to the Governor General, now lent with 
his Permiffion, vyill beft explain our Motivea for engaging his Attention to fo laborious and dif- 

ficult an Undertaking. , , , . , , . 

The other Judges, to whofe candid Affiftance we muft alfo acknowledge ourfclvcs greatly in- 
debted, have together levifed the Whole with great Cape and Attention, and have been pleaW to 
lignify their general Approbation of it, in a Letter which we likewife enclofc for your Saul* 

faftion. 

Though incompetent Judges of a Compofition of this Nature, it appears to us to ^ written 
with fuch Accuracy and Perfpicuity, and guarded with fuch ample Provifions, that we believe it 
; will noVneed the Allowance which the Chief Juftice has thought proper to claim for its Deleas. 
Yft it is a Duty which we owe to his Appeal, to d^are that, although it was moft cncarfully 
undertaken, it was begun immediately after a Fit of Sicknefs, fo late as the Time of the Clolc ot 
our publick Difpatches, and delivered as it was finilhed in Parts for repeated Rcvifal.

cl refs, they would prove loo heavy a Charge upon the Provincial Councils, and encroach too 
much upon the Time which they ought to beRow on the Receipt and Management of the laraer 
Collcdions, • ' ^ 

By this Diftribution, the Objeflion is in a great. Degree removed which might have been nude 
to the mixed Powers which were propofed by our Firfl: Plan to be given to the Provin^al Councils^ 
and we hope it will be found that the judicial Authority which is dill left with them, is no more 
than will be indifpenlably neceflary to enable them to conduft the Bufinefe of their official Depart- 
ment, without the Embarraffinencs and Delays to which it would be perpetually expofed in the 
ordinary and daily Procefs of their Colleftions, by Applications to the Courts of Juflice from liti- 
gious and infolvent Debtors of Government. 

Of the other Alterations and Additions which have been introduced by the Chief Jufticc into 
the Plan as it now Rands, we think fufficient to declare, that they have our entire Approbation, 
being calculated, as far as we arc able to judge, to promote the Kafe of the People, and the Bene- 
fits of Society, to render the Procefs of the Courts cfFcdive of , the Ends of their Inftitution, and to 
free it from unncccflary Expence, Trouble, and Vexation. 

In thus delivering our Opinion of the probable Effects of the Regulations laid down in this Bill, 
we prefiimc not to look beyond the Line preferibed by our own local Knowledge, It will reft with 
you, Honourable Sirs, to confuler in what Manner they may afifeft your general Interefts, and to 
thole to wliofe profeffional Knowledge of the Principles and Forms of Law it may be thought pro* 
per totruft the Rcvifal of them, to decide on their Propriety or Expediency in other Rcfpc<Us. 

However it may be your Dcfire to govern the People of this Country by the fixed Rules of Law 
and Jufticc, we dare venture to pror^ounce that it will be impoffible to cfFcft this by any Syftcm, 
however judicious, which (hall not have the Sanftion of Sovereign Authority, cfpecially with 
Courts which arc to cxercifc a concurrent Jurifdidtiou with the high Powers granted by Parliament 
to the Supreme Court of Judicatuic. ^ 

We have already had lome Experience of the Courts which were eftabliffied in the Year 1772. 
Thefei though imperfect for the Keafon above affigned, have been univcrfally approvctl by the 
Inhabitants of thefe Provinces, and with the Improvements propofed by this Aft, by giving them 
a Icgiil Sanftion, and placing them under the Gontroul and Inllruftion of the Supreme Court, we 
have every Rcafon to promife ourfclvcs that they will prove in Aid of that Court an effeftual 
Security to private Pioperty, and eventually the Inftruments of adding both to the Population and 
Revenue of the Couinry. For, while the Farmer »dcpcpds on the arbitrary Will of Government, 
a large Portion of* the Rents will be unavoidably funk in the intermediate Channels, before it can 
find its Way to the public Trealury, which v^ould not be the C«tfe, at leaft not in lb great a Degree, 
if his Engagements were fccurcd by legal Proteftion, and could be furc of immediate Rcdrcls 
’againft the Attempts of undue Influence, or the Chicanery of Office, And if the Rciat is guarded 
frofn the Extortions of the lower Agents of the Collcftions, when the Experience of a few Years 
fh.ill have confirtned the public Confidence that their Pottahs will prove the full Meafurcof their 
Kents, it is our Belief that fuch an Encouragement will draw Multitudes of new Inhabitants 
into Bengal, who may hope to enjoy a State of Tranquillity unknown to any other Government 
in India, 

We (hall not offer any Opinion concerning the Conftitution of your prefent Government in thclc 
Provinces. Many Realbns at this Time forbid it, although we conceive it to be of effential Im- 
portance in the Formation of a complete Syftem of judicial Controul, that the Power which is to 
proteft' and give Vigour to its Operations Ihould be as free as it can be rendered from Imperfc( 3 ion. 
A Senie of Duty required us, by this brief Intimation, to bring before your Notice a Subjeft fo 
apparently connefted with the Objeft of our prefehc Addreft, and to leave the Profccutton of it 
to your fuperior Wifdom.

P-inr? c, 
Fort William, in Bengal, dated London, 31ft January 1776

^ [(fl) 21. Your Advices refpeaing Banyans holding of Lands, and Chiefs of Councils interfering^ 1 "^ 

^ in Farms, have alarmed us exceedingly j and although we are not prepared by this Difpatch to aivc 
our Sentiments fully on the Syftcm of letting the Lands, we cannot pafs this bubjeft over 

unnoticed. 

22 . We are forry to obferve, that many ufcful Regulations eftablilhed by the Council of 
Revenue and Committee of Circuit, in 1772, have been totally difregarded, I hc following 
Abftrafts of their Proceedings compared with fubfequent Tranlaaions, verify this Obfervation, 
and convince us that thofe Regulations have been grofsly evaded, and to an enormous Extent. * 

23. By the 17th Article of thofe Regulations, Banyans, and other Servants of the Collcftor, of 
whatever Denomination, are totally precluded from holding any Concern, direflly or indircdlly, 
in any Farm j and if any Perfon under a falfc Name, or by any Kind of Collufion, evades this 
Regulation, he is to be fubjeft to an heavy Fine, and to forfeit his Farm ; and if the Colledtor 
connive at a Breach therwf, he Hands ipfo fadto difmifled from his Collcflorfhip j and no European 
is permitted, directly or indiredlly, to rent Lands in any Part of the Country. 

24. The Obfervations of the Committee of Revenue on this Regulation are, That if Col- 
leftors, or any Perfons who partake of their Authority, are permitted to be the Farmers of the 
Country, no other Perfons will dare to be their Competitors •, that of courfe they will obtain the 
Farms on their own Terms that it is not fitting for the Servants of the Company to become 
Dealers with their Mafters j — that CollcAors are Checks on the Farmers, but if they thcmfclves 
turn Farmers, no Checks can be found for them •, — that the Company will not have any Security 
for their Property, nor the Ryots be able to obtain Relief againft OpprelBons. 

25. In 1773 the Collcftors of Revenue were recalled, and the Office was executed by a 
Chief and Council. 

26. If it was thought dangerous to permit the Banyan of a Colleflor to be concerned in 
Farms, we muft conclude, that the fame or ftrongcr Olgeftions will always lie agwnft the Go- 
vernor’s Banyan being thus concerned j and we direft that you enforce the faid 17th Regulation, 

27. By the nth Article of the faid Regulations it is iltpuiatcd, that the Farmer’s Payments to 
Government lhall be alcertained and eftablifhed, and no Demand made upon him, over and above 
the Sum exprefled in the Rent Roll delivered him with his Leafe. 

28. The Reafoning of the Committee on this Article appears very excellent; but to our 
Concern we find lb little Regard paid thereto, that 1,25,500 Rupees per Annum have been demanded, 
and upwards of 98,000 Rupees received upon Two inconfidcrable Farms, independent of the 
Agreement made with the Company, and claimed by our Servants as a Fcrquifite of Office, or 
Emolument of Station. 

29. Whatever may be our final Determination on thefe Proceedings, it is our pofitivc Com- 
mand, that no Perfon in our Service do prefume to afk, accept, or receive, dindtly or indirciftly, 
any Gift, Gratuity, Reward, or Benefit, from any Farmer of our Lands or Revenue', or on 
Account of any Farm, contrary to the true Intent and Meaning of cl>c faid i ith ' Article above 
mentioned. 

30. It is alfo our exprefs Direftion that Pottahs be regularly prepared and delivered to the 
Ryots, and that the Farmer do not receive more from the Ryot than the ftipulated Amount of his 
Pottah; according to the loth Regulation. 

31. You will take Care that the Second Article be ftri«flly obferved, and that no Farmer be 
permitted to rent Lands to a greater Amount chan 100,00a Rupees, hereditary Zemindars ex- 
cepted 1 and except allb there lhall be an evident Ncccflity for departing liom this Rule to prevent 
Confufion or Inconvenience, which may be occafioned by the SubdivillOT of Pergunnahs.] 

32. We further direft, that the Prohibition contained in the 18th Article, relative to the lending 
of Money to Zemindars, Farmers, or Ryots, be extended to all our Servants of every Dcnomi- 
®*tion, and that every Perfon who lhall be found offending againft this Order be forthwith fuf- 
pended from holding any Employment under the Company till our Plealure lhall be known. 

33 * We recommend it to you fo to regulate the Kills of the Farmer, that they may become pay- 
able at the ufual Times of Harveft, agreeably to the 19th Regulation.

Par. 40. Before we enter upon the very important Confideration of Meafures to be purfued, and 
Diredions to be given with refpedl to the new Grants of Leafes on the Bengal Lands, we are glad 
to teftify our lingular Approbation of the Care ’and Attention of the feveral Mcnibers of our 
Council in tranfmitting to us fuch accurate and clear Statements and Plans as have given us great 
Information. We arc only to fignify our Expedlation that you will continue from Time to Time 
to furnifh us with authentic and digefted Materials for regulating our Judgment on this great De- 
partment of your Prefidency. 

[(j) 41. Having confidered the different Circumftances of letting your Lands on Leafes for Lives, 
or in Perpetuity, we do not, for many weighty Reafons, think it at prefent advifeabic to adopt 
either of thefe Modes j but in the mean while, we direft that the Lands be let for the fucceeding 
Year on the moft advantageous Terms, and that none be in future let by publick Audiion. 

42. But in every Difpofal of the Lands, it is our ftridl Injundlion, that a Preference be given, 
and every Indulgence Ihewn, to the Natives refident on the S^t j and that no European, nor the 
Banyan of any European, be permitted to hold any Share therein j from which Iniundiion we, 
however, except the Jungletcrry, or Corry Jury Lands, where the fuperior Knowledge of our 
own People may be of great Service, by clearing fubh Parts as lie uncultivated, and where fuch 
Mifehiefs are not likely to be produced as are too generally found to attend the Meafurc of letting 

Lands to Europeans. « n 1 

43. We direct, that Demands be made on the refpedtive Landholders for all outftanding Balances 
or Arrears of Rent •, and that every juft and proper Step be taken to realize fuch Sums as may 
ftand an apparent Value in our Books : But if it ihall appear, from fuch Circumftances as require 
Lenity, that thefe Balances cannot be colledted, the Whole, or Pan thereof, may be remitted tot 
which we muft depend on the Judgment and Diferetion of our Governor General and Council, 
whofe local Knowledge will beft enable them to decide with Accuracy and Precifion ] 

44. We approve of your letting the Province of Dinagepore to the Rajah for Life as an Experi- 
ment, the Iffoe of which will, in fome Meafurc, enable us to judge of the Propriety of adoptHig 
a general Syftem on fimilar Principles •, but you will not proceed further in letting other DU- 
trios or Lands on the like Terms till our future Oiders.

tf JjteLetWof the 5 th of February 1777, we exprefled our Apprehenfions that a 

fudden Tfan^W One Mt^e to another in the Inveftigation and ColIcdUon of our Revenues 
might have alarmed the Inhabitants, lelfened their Confidence in our Proceedings, and been 
attended with other E?iU| yet m we were led to hope that fuch Information had been obtained 
as would enable us to afeerum with a fufficient Degree of Precifion what Revenues might be col- 
kAed from the Country witteuc oppreffing the Natives, we felt fomc Satisfadion in confidering 
thofe Evils as at an End, and proc^d to give fuch InftruAions as appcaretl to us neceflarv for 
your Guidance in a future Setttement of the Lands. ^ 

37. In this State of the Buflnefs our Surprife and Concern were great, on finding, by otir Go- 
vernor Generals Mln^utc of ift November 1776, that, after more than Seven Years Inveftigation, 
Information is ftill fo incompkcc as render another Innovation^ ftill more extraordinary than 
any of the former, abiolutely neceiTary, in order to the Formation of a new Settlement. 

38. In 17^, Supervilbrs were appointed profeficdly to inveftigate the Subjeft ; in 1770, 
wmptrolln^ Councils Revenue were inftituted-, in 1772, the Office of Naib Duan was abo- 
Jiihcd, Nativea were dnearded, and a Committee of Circuit formed, who, we were told, prccil'cly 
and diftinaiy afeertained what was neceflary to be known; and now, in 1777, Two junior Ser- 
vants, with the Affiftancc.of a few Natives, arc employed to coUeft and digeft Materials, which 
have already undergone the Colkaion, Infpeftion, and Rcvifion of fo many of our Servants of all 
Denominations, We by no Means difapprove the Attempt to obtain further Information, if it be 
neceflary, but are ferry that the ConduA of the Majority of the Council on the Occafion has been 
fuch as muft have our utter Difapprobatipn. (a)] 

39. We fl^ld have hoped, that when you knew our Sentiments refpedling the Condudt of 
our late Adminiftratien in delegating feparate Powers to their Prefidcnt, it would have been fuf- 
ficient to prevent us further Trouble on fuch Occafions ; but to our Concern we find, that no 
fooncr was our Council reduced by the Death of Colonel Monfon to a Number which rendered 
the Prefident’s cafting Vote Confequcnce to him, than he exercifed it to invert himfelf with an 
improper Degree 01 Power in the Builncls of the Revenue, which he could never have expected 
from other Authority. 

40. I'he Goverrior General ftates, in AnfWer to General Clavering’s Objedtions, that there is a 
clear and folid Diftindtion between the Powers of preparing, and thole of ordering, governing and 
managing the Revenues | pnd adds, that the Council have conferred upon him no Authority 
which he did not ^fore legally and conftitutionaHy poflefs. Without entering into the Governor 

* ^®gal Diftindlions, we declare the Powers alTumed by him, with the Confent of Mr. Bar- 
well, fuch as we neither approve nor can permit to he exercifed by any Perfon whatever. We 
therefore dir^, that no feparate Controul be henceforth exercifed by the Governor General, nor 
any Orders iflii^ from any Publick Office, or otharwife, in the Name of the Governor General 
only, except Military Orders in the Garrifon of Fort William. 

4 ** And we further direA, that no Member pf the Board be debarred the Infpcdlion of any 
rapers. Accounts or Materials, which may have been colledtrd in the firlf Inftance, nor precluded 
wh«e*”^ ^-^orcife of that Controul which is inverted in him by Law, on any Account or Pretence 

, The Reafons given by the Governor General why the Bufinefs could not be entirely left to 

e ProvincUl Councils; namely, Becaufe it “ required Uniformity in Dcfign, and Authority in 
ih**^*o Wtally inadmiffible. It was certainly in your Power to render the Proceedings of 
wh’ Councils uniform, and perfedly fafe to truft them with any Degrees of Authority, 

ich could with Propriety be delegated to their Juniors in the Service, or to any Officer of this 
temporary Eftabliflunent. ' ® *'

45. The Supcrintendnnt of the Khalfa Records and Pcrfian Trandator are unworthy th '

weconfider the Preparation of Materials, upon which a General Rent Roll of the Provinces muft 
be formed, as interfering moll cflentially with ?he ordering and Management of the Revenues * 
mull be of Opinion that the Members of our Council could not legally relinquilh their Power 
immediate In'pcdion and Siipcrintcndancc of thofe Materials in the Firft Inftance, nor delegate” 
feparatc Power of future Controul in the Degree and to the Extent now vetted in the Perfon rtf 
the Governor General ; becaufe, though there might be no Reafon to cxpeA unfair Proceedings in 
the prcl'cnt Cafe, it was abfolutcly neceffary to guard againft the PoflibiKty of enabling the*Go 
vernor General to fiipprel's or rejedt Papers or Accounts which might be decmc^ilBclwy Indru" 
ments of Information by other Members of the Council. iHp 

46. In regard to the Idea of deputing Natives on occafional Inveftigations, we are really 
allonilhed at luch a Propofition. If a Committee of Circuit and Council of Revenue, compofed 
of the mult intelligent and refpeclable Charaders in our Service, and armed with all the Power of 
tlie Prcfidency, have failed in their Attempts to obtain neceffary Information, from whence are 
iheic Natives to procure it? And if Collufions have been pradifed by. Members of Adminiftra- 
tion when deputed into the Diftrids, what Reafon have wc to exped that the Condud of native 
Deputies, who cannot be ignorant of former Tranfadions, will be found more unexceptionable 
than that of their Superiors ? It will certainly be allowed that they are liable to great Temptations 
becaufe their Report mull determine, in fome Degree at lead, the Amount of Revenue to be 
taken from thole Diftrids which are to be the Subjeds of their Inveftigation. 

47. The Minutes of General Clavering and Mr. Francis leave us little to add on this dif- 

agreeable Subjed. Their Reafons againft delegating a feparate Power of Controul to the Governor 
are folid and judicious, and wc arc happy in declaring that their Condud on the Occafion meets 
with our Approbation, (a)] ,

To the Honourable the Court of Dirc<£lors for Affairs of the Honourable the United 
Company of Merchants of England trading to the Eaft Indies. 

Honourable Sirs, 

par. !• lo our Addrefs by the Colebrooke, dated the 13th April lall', we acquainted you with port winum 
the State of your Revenues in Bengal to that Period, fincc which we have doled the Account of RtvenuePro- 
the neat Settlements and Colledions for the laft Bengal Year, a Copy of which we now tranlmit 
j Number in this Packet. From it you will plcale to obferve, that the Total Receipts, including Committee 
Ibme IJcdudions written off to Profit and Lofs in the Moorflicdabad Treafury, amounted for c-to"? r.‘°* 

laft Yrar to Sicca Rupees 1,57,26,576 : 10 ; 2 : i j fo that the Balances for that Year arc now ' 

reduced to Rupees 12,40,812 : 7 : 15, a great Part of which we fhall (till hope to realize ^ and 
we flatter ourrelves that this Reduction of the Btilances, and the comparative View wc hope you 
will take of the ^ngal Collections for thefc feveral Years part with thofe of the lalt Year, will 
fully fatisfy you as to the favourable Succefs wc have met with in the Colledion of the Revenues. 

The Moorflicdabad Books that will be tranl'micted you by the next Ship compleatly balanced, will 

further elucidate the .Statement of the laft Year’s Revenue, which we have now the Honour of 

cnclofing. . r ^ . 

2. At a Meeting of yoilr Council of the 30th Auguft, it was unanimotifly refolved to .adopt CfiTitrb'irsr, 
the Plan propofed by our Prcfident and Members of the Committee of Circuit at Coflimbuzar, for »8tii July and 
removing the Seat of the Revenue Bufinefs to the Prefidency, and for putting tliis important Avguft. 
Branch of your Affairs under the immediate Management of your Gbvernor and Council ; in 
confequence of which, we formed ourlclves into a Board of Revenue the i3ih ultimo; lince 

that Tune, all Affairs refpefting the Collcdlions or internal Government of the Provinces have 
been confined folely to this Department ; and we fliall henceforth addrefs you leparatcly upon all 
Matters which come under thefe Heads. 

3. In order to give you a diftinifb Idea of this Subjeft, and to make it the more coinpleat, wc fhall 
begin by recapitulating the moll important Meafures that have been lately taken, and of which 
you have been in part advifed in our former Letters. 

•SlcinOiig. 

4. In our Letter by the Nottingham, you were informed of our Intention of letting the Land.s 
throughout the Provinces in Farm upon long and well regulated Leafes and we are happy to 
refledt that fuch a material and principal Mode of conducing the Collcdions fliould coincide io 

entirely with your Sentiments and Orders on the Subjeft/^ After the moft ferious and mature •SicinOrig, 

Deliberations on this Point, we determined, in our Proceedings of the Committee ot Revenue of 

the 14th May, to cRablifh a Plan for fettling the feveral Diftnds upon this Footing, and lor the 

future Government of your Collcdions. This being the Conftiiutional Ground Woik of all our 

fubfequent Meafures, and of the Syftem which wc have fincc attempted to build upon it, we have 

thought it neceflary, for your more immediate Attention, to tranlmit a Copy of it as a Number 

in the Packet, with our Rcafons at large for adopting the Regulations therein laid down. 

5. Before we proceed farther upon this Subjed, it may not be improper to premife fome 
rcneral Remarks on the State of the Province at this Jundure. 

6. The Effeds of the dreadful Famine which vifited thefe Provinces in the Year 1770, and 
raged during the whole Courfc of that Year, have been regularly made known to you by our 
former Advices, and to the Public by laboured Dellriptions, in which every Circnmlfamc of 
Faft, and every Art of Language have been accumulated to raife Compafiion, and to excite 
Indignation againft your Servants, whofe unhappy Lot it was to be the Wicncffes and Spedacors 
of the Sufferings of their Fellow Creatures. But its Influence on the Revenue has been yet un- 
noticed, and even unfelt but by thofe from whom it is colleded ; For notwithftanding the Lofs 
of at lead One-third of the Inhabitants of the Province, and the confequenc Decreafe of the Cul- 
tivation, the nett Collcdions of the Year 1771 exceeded even thole of 176H, as will appear from 
the following Abftrad of Accounts of the Board of Kevenue at Moorfhedabad for the Pour lalt

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It was naturally to be expefted that the Dinainution of the Revpuo ft^ld have kept an t 
Pace with the other Confequences of fo great a Calamity v that it did^tiot, was owing t ' 
being violently kept up to its former Standard. To afeertain ail the Means by which 
effeited, will not be cafy j it is difficult to trace the Progreis of the CoUeftions through aii*^ 
intricate Channels, or even to comprehend all the Articles which compofe the Revenue in 
firft Operations, One Tax however we will endeavour to deferibe, as it may ferve to account f'* 
the Equality which has been preferved in the pall Colledions, and ta which it has principal]! 

contributed. It is called Najay •, and is an AflelTment upon the a6lual Inhabitants of every ’ 
ferior Divifion of the Lands, to make up for the Lofs fullained in the Rents of their NeighboJ*' 
who are cither dead or have fled the Country. This though equally impolitic in its 
tution and oppreflive in the Mode of cxadling it, was authoriied bv the ^antienc and general UiJ! 
of the Country. It had not the Sanction of Government, but took place as a Matter of Cour^ * 
In ordinary Cafes, and while the Lands were in a State of Cultivation, it was fearedy felt^ i 
never or rarely complained of. However irreconcilcable to ftrifl Juftice, it afibrded a Reparation 
to the State for occafional Deficiencies, it was a Kind of Security anmft Defertion, by making the 
Inhabitants thus mutually refponfiblc for each other, and precluded die inferior Colledor from 
availing himl'clf of the Pretext of waftc or delerted Lands, to withhold any Part of his Colledionj, 
But the fame Pradicc wiiich, at another Time and under different Circumllances, would liave been 
beneficial, became at this Period an infupportable Burthen upon the Inhabitants. The Tax not 
being levied by any fixed Kate or Standard, fell heavieft upon the wretched Survivors of thole 
Villages which had fuffered the greateft Depopulation, and were of courfe the molt entitled to the 
Lenity of Government. It had alfo this additional Evil attending it in common with every other 
Variation from the regular Pradlice, that it afforded an Opportunity to the Farmers and Shiedarj 
to levy other Contributions on the People under Colour of it, and even to increaie this to what- 
ever Magnitude they pleafed, fince they were in courfe the Judges of the Lofs fuAained, and of 
the Proportion which the Inhabitants were to pay to replace it. 

8. Complaints againll this Grievance were univerfal throughout the Province,, and it was eo be 
feared that the Continuance of it would be fo great a Check to the Induftry of the IVople, as to 
impoverilh the Revenue in the lafl Degree, when their former Savings by which it was fup. 

ported were gone f ^ . Though Seven Years had clapfed fince the Company became pofltl&d of 

the Dewanny, yet no regular Procefs had ever been formed for conducing the Bufinef* of the Re- 
venue. Every Zemindarree and every Taaluk was left to its own peculiar Cuftoms ; thofe indeed 
were not inviolably adhered to : The Novelty of the Bufincfs to thofe who were appointed to fuper- 
intend it, the Chicanery of the People whom they were obliged to employ as their Agents, the 
accidental Exigencies of each Diftridl, and, not unfrcquently, the juft Difccrnmcnt of the Col- 
leflor, occafioned many Changes ; every Change added to the Confufion which involved the 
Whole, and fe* were either authorized or known by the prefiding Members of the Government 
The Articles which compofed the Revenue, the Form of keeping Accounts, the Computation of 
Time, even the technical Terms, which ever form the greateft Fart of the Obfeurity of every Science, 
differed as much as the Soil and Productions of the Province. This Confufion had its Origin in 
the Nature of the former Government. The Nazims exadlcd what they could from the Zemi- 
dars and great Farmers of the Revenue, whom they left at Liberty to plunder all below them, 
referving to thcmfclves the Prerogative of plundering them in their Turn, when they were fup- 
pofed to have enriched themfelves with the Spoils of the Country. The Muttefeddees, who 
between the Nazim and the Zemidars, or between them and the People, had each their refpeflive 
Shares of the publick Wealth. Thcfe Profits were confidered as illegal Embpzzlements, nmi 
therefore were taken with every Caution which could enfure Secrecy t and being confcquemly 
fixed by no Rule, depended on the Temper, Abilities, or Power, of each Individual tor ihc 
Amount. It therefore became a Duty in every Man, to lake the moft effcrftual Mcafures to con- 
ceal the Value of his Property, and elude every Enquiry into his Condudl, while tlic Zcniidars 
and other Landholders who had the Advantage of long Polfelfion, availed themfelves of it by 
complex Divifions of the Lands, and intricate Modes of Colledion, to perplex the Olfictrs of 
the Government, and confine the Knowledge of the Rents to themfelves. It will be eafily ima- 
gined that much of the current Wealth flopped in its Way to the publick Treafury. It is rather 
foreign from the Purpole of this Expofition, but tpo appofite not to be remarked, that it was 
fortunate fiich a Syftem did prevail, fince the Embezzlements which it covered prefcrvtd tl>« 
current Specie of the Country, and returned it into Circulation, while a great Part of the Wealth 
received by the Government was expended in the Country, and but a fmall Superfluity remamtu 
for Remittances to the Court of Delhic, where it was loft for ever to this Province. 

10 . To the original Defefts inherent in the Conftitution of thcfe Provinces, were added the un- 
equal and unfettlcd Government of them. Since they became our Property, s Part of the Lands 
which were before in our Poffefnon, fuch as Burdevan, Midnaporc* and Chittagong, continued luu- ^ 
je£l to the Authority of their Chiefs, who were immediately accountable to the Prcfidcncy. a * I 
Twenty-four Pergunnahs granted by the Treaty of Plaifey to fhe Company, were | 

different Tenure, being their immediate Property, by the Exclufion of the Zemindars, 
ditary Proprietors j their Rents were received by Agents appoiq^d to each Pergunna, ana i • 
mitted to the Collci5lor, who rffided in Calcutta. 

9 
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The Reft of the Province was for foine Time entrufted to the joint Charge of i!k' N.-il) Dewan 
apd Refident of the Durbar, and afterwards to the Council of Revenue at Moorllu J.ibad nnJ 
to the Supervilors who were accotintabk to that Coiint.l. The Adminillratiun iifdf vv.is totally 
excluded from a Concern in this Branch of the Revenue. ^ 

The internal Ar;anoemcnt ot each Diftria varied no k-fs than that of the whole Provi-ice 
The Lands fubjeft to the fame Collectors, and inte. mixed with each other, were lome held Lv 
Farm, Ibmc fupermwnded by Shicdars or Agents on the Part of the Collector, and feme kit to 
the Zemindars or Talucdars tliemlclvcs, under various Degrees of Coiurotil. The lirft were 
racked without Mercy, becaulc the Leaks were but of a Year’s llandin<r, and’ tlic Firmer liad 
no Intcrcll or Check to reltrain him from exading more than the Land could liear. I'he Second 
were equally drained, and the Rents embezzled, as it w..s not poliible ior the Colkdor with 
the greateft Degree of Attention on his Part, to deteCt or prevent it. '1 he latter it maybe 
luppofed, were not exempted from the general Corruption. If they wcie, the odwr I inds 
which lay near them would fuffer by the Migration of their Inhabitants, wlio would ndturallv leek 
Refuge from Opprellion, in a milder and more equitable Government. ^ 

n. The Adminiftration of Juftice has lb intimate a Conneflion with the Revenue, that we 
cannot omit the Mention of it, while we are treating of this SubjeCl in a general View ’althoiml, 
we have already given our Sentiments upon it at large in another l^lace, to wliieli we Ihnll ci .uc 
leave to refer. The Security of private Property is the grcatell E.icouragcme'U to InduHiy, On 
which the Wealth of every State depends. The Limitation of the Powcis annexed tothc Mi- 
giftiacy, the Suppreffion of every Ufurpation of them by private Autliority, and the facilitatinO 
of the Accefs to Juflice, were the only Means by which fuch a Security coidd be obtained. Biic 
this was impofliblc under the Circumftanccs which had hitherto prevailed. Wink the Nizamiit 
and the Dewanee were in different Hands, and all the Rights of the toimcr were admitted, the 
Courts of Juftice, which were the foie Province of the Nazim, though conllitiiied for the ge- 
neral Relief of the, Subj Cts, could receive no Reformation. Tlie Court and Officers of The 
Nizamut were cootinued, but their Efficacy was deftroyed by ilic ruling Influence of the De- 
wanee. The regular Courfc of Juftice was everywhere fufpended ; but every Man cxcrcilcti it 
who had the Power of compelling others to fubmit to his Dccifions. The People were opprcflld •, 
they were difeouraged, and dilablcd from improving the Culture of their Lands anti; in pro! 
portion as they had the Demands of Individuals to gratify, they were prevented from difeharging 
what was legally due to Government. 

13. Such was the State of the Revenue when your Commands were received bv tlic Lapwing, 
and happily removed the Difficulties winch bad hitherto oppofed the Introdikiion of a mo'ie 
perfect Syftem, by aboliffiing the Offite of Naib Duan, and authorifing your Adminiftration 
to affuinc openly the Management of the Dewannee in your Name, without any Foreign Inter- 
vention. . ° 

14.. In the Execution of thefe your Intentions, the Prjints which claimed our princip.d Atten- 
tion, as will appear from the above Defeription, were to render the Accounts cf tlie Revenue 
fimple and intelligible, to cftabliik fixed Rates for tlie Colleftions, to make the Mndc of them 
uniform in all Parts of the Province, and to provide for an equal Adminilb.. ion of Juftite. In the 
Sreps which we have already taken, we have laboured to obtain iheic Ends ; witii what Succcls 
will be feen hereafter. 

15. 1 he Regulations which we. have before mentioned being compleated, and the Committee 
of Circuit appointed, confifting (as we mentioned in our laft) of the Governor, Mefl'. Middleton, 

Dacres; Lawrell, and Graham, we publifticd our Intention of farming all tlie Lands of tlie Pio- 
vince of Bengal on Leafes of Live Years, and invited all Perfons to make Propofals. 

Committee firft proceeded to Kilhennagur, and there entered on the Settlement of Kiflim' 
the Diftridt of Nuddea. I'he Pfopofals which were there delivered to them were exprefied 10 .1'lS junt. 
in fo vague and uncertain a Manner, and differed lb widely from each other in Form, that 
it was impolTiblc to make a Comparifon, or to afeertain the projrortional Amount of each*, 
and the few only that wcic intelligible contained very low and diladvantageous Terms. Tlie 
Committee were therefore of Opinion, that tliefe Offers fliould be rejeclcd ■, and that the 
Lands Ihould be put up at Public Auction, though contrary to the original Inrenrion. To rc- 
niove all Obftaclcs that might prefent themfelvcs, from an Uncertainty in the Bidders, with rc- 
ipcil to the more minute Articles of the Colleiffions, and the Grounils on which tlie Settlement 
was ta be eftabliffied betwe-en the Farmer and Cultivator, the Committee found it indifpenlably 
neceffary, before the Sale began, to form an entire new Huftabood, or Explanation of the divei fe 
and complex Articles wliich were to compole the Colledtions. Thefe confiftctl ot the A Hail, or 
otiginal Ground Rent, and a Variety of I’axcs c.illcd Aboabs* which had been inilircrimirieUcly 
levied at different Periods by the Govcrninenr, the Zemindars, Farmers, and even by the in/c:i.>r 
^olkctors. One of thefe Aboabs we have explained above j many of them are incapable of any 

c-xplanation. 

17* After the Committee had made a thorough Invc^ftigntion of the above Articles of the Ive- 
they propofed to cleduft fuch as appeared mofl oppreffive to the Inhabiranis, or ot a 
Fftablifhmcnt, at the lame lime referving thole which were oi\ long Standing, and liad been 
^^^carfully fubmitted to by the Ryotts, ih'cfc being in fa<Jl a confiderablc Fait ol the Neat Kents.

Among the former were the Duties arbitrarily levied by the Zemindars and Farmers upon 11 
Gootls and Neceflaries of Life palling by Water through the interior Part of the Country. i>li 
Bazec Jumma, or Fines for Petty Crimes and Mifdemeanors, were alfo, agreeably to the hunt 
and equitable Spirit of your Orders, totally abolilhed, as well as the Haldarry or Tax ud"* 
Marriage, which yielded a trifling Revenue to Government, was very injurious to the State a !j 
could tend only to the Difeouragement and Decreafe of Population, an Objeft at all Times of 
general Importance, but more efpecially at this Period, from the great Lofs of Inhabitants which 
the Country has fuftained by the late Famine, and the Mortality which attended it. Thcfc feveral 
Deduftions in favour of the Natives, altho’ the immediate Caufe of dccrcaftng the Rent Roll, »i|| 
doubtld's in Time be produftive of the moft falutary Eflefts, as they tend to encourage the 
Manufafturcs and Trade of the Country, to retrieve the Lofs of Inhabitants, to free the People 
from vexatious Profecutions, and by promoting the general Eafc of the Country, virtually to 
fupport and improve Its Revenue. 

18. In order to fecurc the Inhabitants in the quiet Pofleflion of the Lands whilft they held 
them on Terms of Cultivation, and to prevent fuch Exadfions as aforementioned in future, the 
Committee formed new Amulnamas or Leafes, in which the Claims upon the Ryotts were precifclv 
and diftindly afeertained, and the Farmers reftridted from making any further Demands, under 
tlic fevereft Penalties. To this End, and to prevent the Farmers from eluding this Rcflridlion 
they were ordered to grant new Pottahs or Deeds to the Ryotrs, the Form of which was drawn 
out by the Committee, and made public, fpecifying the Conditions on which they were to hold 
their Land, the feparate Heads or Articles of the Rents, and every Encouragement was con- 
tained in them to cultivate the Wafte Ground on a moderate and increafing Rent. 

19. Another principal Objeft with the Committee, was to reduce the Charges of Collcdlion as 
low as poflible, from a Conviftion that the Retrenchment of in^roper and unncceflkry Expencts 
opens a Source of Increafe of Revenue the moft eligible, becaulc the moft confiftent with the Eafc 
of the Inhabitants. F'or this Porpofe we have formed an uniform and regular Eftablifhmenc, for 
all the neceffary Charges to be incurred in the Cutcherrics of the feveral Diftrids, under pofitivc 
Rellriftions, that they lhall not be exceeded without our being previoufly advifed. This we 
doubt not will prove a great Saving to the Honourable Company, as it will be the effeclual Means 
of preventing in future all fuperfluous and unncceflary Dilburfements. And we think we may 
venture to promife that this Article will be duly attended to, as it will be almoft the only Care of 
the Auditor, to prevent every Deviation from it in the Accounts which arc to pafs his Infpcdlion, 

20. After thefe previous Sttps were refolved on, the Lands of Kishenager were put up to Public 
Audion, and a final Settlement was made for five Years on an accumulating Increafe, for the 
Particulars of which we muft beg Leave to refer you to the Proceedings of the Committee, which 
are now tranfmitted. 

21. During the Courfe of the Sale at Kifhenagur, the Rajah of that Place gave in Propofds 
for farming the whole Dillrid •, which leads us to the following general Obfervations on tlie 
Subjed of Zemindars and Talookdars in the Province of Bengal. 


[22. Where it can be done with Propriety, the entrufting the Collcdions of the Diftrids to the 
hereditary Zemindars, would be a Mcafure wc (hould be very willing to adopt, as we believe 
that the People would be treated with more Tendernefs, the Rents more improved, and the 
Cultivation more likely to be encouraged •, the Zemindar Icfs liable to Failure or Deficiencies tfian 
the Farmer, from the perpetual intereft which the former hath in the Country, and bccaufe his 
Inheritance cannot be removed; and it would be improbable he would rifk the Lofs of it by 
eloping from his Diftrid, which is too frequently pradifed by a Farmer when he is hard 
prefTcd for the Payment of his Ballances, and as frequently predetermined when he receives his 
Farm. (<t)] + + ^ 

23. Wich refpeft to the Talookdarrys, and inconfiderable Zemindarrys, which formed a Part of 
the Hnzzon Zelahs or Dilbifts which paid their Rents immediately to the general Cutcherry at 
Moorlhedabad, as well as many others of the fame Kind in different Parts of Bengal; all Argu- 
ments have been weighed whether in favour of the juft Claim Government has upon thefe Lands 
for a Revenue adequate to the real Value, or of the Zemindars and Talookdars in Support of 
their Rights and Privileges, grounded upon the Poffcflrion of regular Grants, a long Scries of 
Family Succcnioii and fair Purchafe, I'hefe being duly confidercd there occurred to us only 
the two following Modes which could be purfued in making their Settlement. The firft was 
to let their Lands to Farm, to put the Renters in entire PofrefTion and Authority over thcmi 
obliging them to pay each Zemindar or Talookdar a certain Allowance or per Centage for the 
Subliftcnce of himlclf and Family. The Second was to fettle with the Zemindars themfclves on 
the Footing of Faimirs, obliging them firft to enter into all the Conditions of a Farmer’s Leak; 
Secondly, to pay the fame Revenue that could be expefted from Farmers ; Thirdly, to give 
rel'ponlibie Securities; and Fourthly, to admit a Referve in favour of Government, for making, 
(luring the Courfe of their aftual Leafe, an exaft Huftabood (Valuation from Accounts) ora 
Meafurement of their Pofieflions, in order to afeertain their true Value at a future Settlement,

[oRiflf* Authority given to the Farmers would reduce the prefent Incumbents to the 

1 cvcl of mere Penfioners, and greatly weaken their Claims as Proprietors, I’o, in the Courl’e of a 
long Leafes, their Rights and Titles might, from the Dcfigns of the Farmers to eftablifli 
themrelres in their Eftates, the Death of the old Inheritors, and the Succclhon of Minors, be 
involved in fuch Obfeurity, Doubt and Controverfy, as to deprive them totally of their Inheritance. 

"To expofe the Zemindars and Talookdars to this Rilk, is neither confilfcnt with our Notions of 
fqiiity, nor with your Orders, which direct, “ that we do not by any ludden Change alter the ,o.|, /uos 
Conftitution, nor deprive the Zemindars, &c. of their antient Pi ivileges and Immunities.** i/Sf. 

Another Argument, drawn from the Condudl naturally to be expeCted from the Zemindars 
and Talookdars, weighs ftrongly with us, and proves an Objection to adopting the fiift Mode. 

{•rom a long Continuance of the Lands in their Families, it is to be concluded they have rivetted 
an Authority in the DiftriCt, acquired an Afccndancy over the Minds of the Ryotts, and ingratiated 
their Affections. From Caufes like thefe, if entire Deprivation were to take Place, there could not 
be expected lefs material EffeCts than all the Evils of a divided Authority, Prejudice to the 
Revenue, and Defertion and Defolation to the Lands : Whereas, from continuing ihc Lands under 
the Management of thole who have a natural and perpetual Intcrell in their Profperity, provided 
their Value is not of too great an Amount, folid Advantages may be expected to accrue. 

Rvery Confidcration then fways us, where it can be done with the ProIpcCt of the Advantage before 
mentioned, to adopt the Second Mode in fettling with the inferior Zemindars and Talookdars } firft, 
anquivalent Revenue may be thereby obtained, with Security for its punctual Payment i Secondly, 
the converting them into Farmers, cftablifties the Government’s Right of putting their Lands on 
that Footing, whcnevci they Ihall think proper, the Awe of which moft conftantly operate to infure 
their gootl Behaviour and good Management •, Thirdly, the Claule of Scrutiny to which they arc 
fubjeCted will alfo have the fame Tendency, at the fame Time that it may be ilriClly put in force, 
where there is Caufe to fufpcCf Concealment, or a ProIpcCf prefents of inercale to the Revenue. 

24. Agreeably to thefe Ideas, the Committee at Kilhenagur exempted the feveral 1 alooks in Kilhmagur. 
that DiftriCf from the Public Sale, as the Poireflbrs engaged to aoide by fuch a Settlement as 

Ihall be deemed equivalent and juft i and an exaCt Valuation was accordingly made of their Lands. 

It was however found that the Terms offered by the Zemindar of Kilhenagur, as before mentioned, 
were not equivalent to the Expectations the Commitrcc had reafon to entertain from the Public 
Auction of the feparate Farms j and the Faith of Government having been already efigaged to luch 
Fanners, whofc Offers had been formerly accepted > for thefe Reafons, joined with the well known 
fubtile and faithiefs Characters of the Zemindar, it was determined to rejeCt his Propofals, and to 
give the Preference to the Offers of the Farmers, which were more advantageous to Government. 

25. The Settlement of Kilhenagur being concluded, a fixed Dewan was chofen by the Committee 
to be joined with the Collector in the Superintendancy of the Revenues, conformably to our 
eltablimed Regulations before referred to, and InftruClions were accordingly given him for his 
Guidance. 

26. We have been thus explicit in relating the TranfaCtions at Kilhenagur, both as thefe will 
ferve to point out the various EffeCts of our previous Determinations, as well as the Motives 
which gave Occafion to thofc which were fuperadded by the Committee, from local or general 
Obfervations, and to convey an Idea of the Plan on which the Settlement of the whole Province 
will be form^, of which that of Kilhenagur may be regarded as the Model. 

27. From Kilhenagur the Committee proceeded to Collimbuzar, and arrived there the Beginning CoffimiiuzKr. 
of July. One of their firft ObjcCfs was the regulating the Nabob’s Houlliold and Stipend, and the ,Y]d». 
appointing the neceffary Ofiiccrs for the Management of his Affairs. But as thefe Matters will be 

fully difeufied in our Letter from the General Department, we lhall confine this Addrefs folely 
to the current Bufinefs of the Revenue. 

28. The Province of Radlhahy and the Huzzoor Zclahs, were taken next into Confideration, and 
the fame Regulations eflablilhed previous to their Settlement as at 'Kilhenagur. Public Adveriifc- 
oients being made for receiving Propolals for the farming the different Purgunnahs in Radlhahy, and 

a proper Time limited for their Delivery, the Terms given in tor the Whole of the Weftern Di- j Auguil. 
vifion were examined, and the Offers of the Farmers and Zemindar accurately compared. Thofe 
of the latter were found more advantageous to Government: a Settlement for Five Years was ac^ 
oordingly concluded with the Ranny Bowanny, the Zemindar of that Diftridt, whole Subftance, 

Credit and Charafter rendered the Conditions of her Offer the more defirablc, efpcclally as Ihe 
confented to the Committee’s Plan of fubdividing the Lands into Fourteen Lots or Farms, and 
^ogaged to clcpolit the Farmers Cabooleats or Agreements, as a collateral Security with her own, for 
‘he punftual Payment of her Rents. No other Propofals being given in for the Eaftern Divifion ,, Augo*. 

“1 Radlhahy, it was in like Manner farmed to the Zemindar, whofc Knowledge of, and long 
etablilhcd Reputation in the Country, enabled her to make more advantageous Offers for this

We take the Liberty of lajiii, 
before you the Grounds upon which wc have ventured to make this Alteration, in the flattering

3 3. As the Adminiftration of Juftice, and the Colleftion of the Revenue, are by far the moft 

important Obic-as of Government, they certainly claim the fiift Attention ot your Prefident and

arc entrufted by you to our Invdligation and Judgment, and when the State of the Country re- 
quires timely, well digefted, and fpirited Meafures. While the controuling and executive Em a 
tlie Revenue, and the Corrdpondciicc with tlie Collc-aors, was carried on by a Council at M. or- 
fhedab.ad, the Members of your Adminiftration had not an Opportunity of acquiring tltac thorough 
and comprehenfivc Knowledge of the Revenue which can only refulc from pradtical Experiincc:

47. In purfuance of your pohtiye Injundlions, we have been endeavouring for fomc Time 
colled the fulleft information concerning the Salt Buhnefs in Bengal, that we may be enaS i 
form fiich Regulations as fliall appear the beft calculated for fecuring the Duties of Cover "* 
upon that Article, and for the general Benefit of the Trade. For our Proceedings in thcfe 

fo far as we have hitherto been able to cfFed, we refer you to the Confultations now tranfnf 
and particularly to that of the 7th of Odober. And as the Subjed is one of the firft that will n 
under our Confideration, we exped in our next Advices to furnilh you with a complcat State of ' 

48. The Houghly difputed Ballanccs of Salt, which have been a Matter of Contention t 
Difficulty for thcfe Two Years pjlf, we have at length happily adjufted, as recorded in our o 
ccedings of the i ft of Odober. 

49. The Bukftibunder or Cuftoms at Houghly, as well as thofe of the Pachetra at Mootfli 
dabad, have not been let to farm, but continue to be colleded by the Officers of Government ' 
order that no Obftaclcs may occur in new modelling this Source of your Revenue, agrceablv 
your Inftrudions. At prefent we wait for Advices and further Lights from the Committee of 
Circuit at Dacca, concerning the Shawbunder or Head Cuftom Houfe in that Diftrid. Ben 
furnilhed with thefe, we (hall proceed to form one general and uniform Plan for the Collcfli 
of Duties, which will be duly tranfmitted for your Information. 

50. The humane Attention (hewn in your Commands of the 30th June 1769, and recommended 
in many of your Letters fince that Date, to the Rights of the Zemidars who have inherited Lands 
from their Anceftors, encourages us to folicit your Companion for the ancient Proprietors of ihc 
Twenty.four Pergunnas, or Calcutta Lands, which became the Company’s Zemidarry by il,c 
Treaty of Flanby, and from which they were confcqucntly diCpolTeired t a fmall Part of thcfe Lands 
were before that Time united with the Zemidarries of Burdwan and Nuddea, whofe Zemidars arc 
amply provided for. The other Zemidars and Taalucdars have continued fince that Time in a 
State of extreme Indigence. Some of them have large Families to maintain. It has been the ufual 
Rule of the Mogul Government, when any Zemidar was divefted of Authority, to allow him a 
Subftance out of the Rents of his Zemidarree, proportioned to the Annual Income of it. This 
Proportion commonly amounted to One Tenth, We would not recommend fo large an Allowance 
for thefe People. Vie arc perfuaded that they will be contented with a much more moderate 
Income, and receive it with Gratitude. As this Indulgence has been extended to all the other 
Zemidars in both the Provinces, fince they were placed under your Government, we have judged 
that this Reprefentation of the Cafe of thofe who alone have been excluded from it, would not\e 
unacceptable to you. 

51. As the Settlement of the Province ofBahar had been made for a Term of Years, and there- 
fore did not require any immediate Alteration, we (hall wait to fini(b the whole of our Regulations 
in Bengal, befirre wc attempt any Innovations in that Province. The only Point on which vse 
think we can give you any previous Intimation of our future Proceedings in thofe Parts is, that we 
deem it proper to unite the Colleftions with thofe of Bengal, and eftablifh the fame Regulations 

as foon as we can do it with Convcnicncy, and without adding to our prefent

Read and approved the Proceedings of the loth inftant. 


It has already been rcfolved, in Confultation of the i6th^ltimo, to let the Lands of the Pro- 
vince in Farm, and for long Leafesj and this Rcfolution has been communicated to the Court of 
Diredors in the laft General Letter. This, therefore, being the Ground-work of our Deliberations 
on the general Meafures which arc to be taken for the future Settlement of the Collcdlions, it may 
not be improper, in this Place, to alTign the Kcafons which have induced us to form thclc 
Refolutions. 

There is no Doubt that the Mode of letting the Lands in Farm is, in every Refpea, the moft 
eligible ; it is the moft fimple, and therefore the belt adapted to a Government conftituted lilfe 
that of the Company, which cannot enter into the Detail and Minutiae of the Colleftions. Any 
Mode of Agency by which the Rents might be received is liable to Incertainty, to perplexed and 
inextricable Accounts, to an Infinity of little Balances, and to Embezzlements. In a Word, both 
the Intereft of the State, and the Property of the People, muft be at the Mercy of the Agents. 
Nor is it an Objeft of trivial Confidcration, that the Bufinefs of the Service, already fo great 
that much of it is unavoidably neglcded, would be thereby rendered fo voluminous, and the At- 
tention of the Board fo divided, that nothing would be ducly attended to*, the current Affairs 
would fall into irrecoverable Arrears, the Refolutions upon them be precipitate and dcfiiltory, the 
Authority of the Government let at nought, the Power which it muft ncccffarily delegate to others 
would bcabufed, and the moft pernicious Conlcquenccs enfuc from the Impoffibility of finding 
Time to examine and correft them. That fuch would be the Cafe, we, with Confidence, affirm, 
fince we already experience the Exiftcnce of thefe Evils, in Parr, from the great Encrcafc of Affairs 
which has devolved to the Charges of this Government ♦, and the Want of a reduced Syltem no lefs 
than from a Want of immediate Infpcdlion and Execution. This is a Point well worth the Atten- 
tion f'' the Board in every Propofition that may come before them, as it effcntiully refpefts the 
Conftitiition and general Intereft of the Company. 

^ To let th^ Lands for long Leafes is a neccOary Confcquencc of letting them, [{a) The Farmer 
who holds his Farm for One Year only, having no Intereft in the next, takes what he can 
with the Hand of Rigour, which, even in the Execution of legal Claims, is often equivalent 
to Violence. — He is under the Ncccffity of being rigid and even cruel, for what is left in 
Arrcar after the Expiration of his Power, is at beft a doubtful Debt, if ever recoverable.],^;;::^ 
§(“ He will be tempted to exceed the Bounds of Right, and to augment his Income by irregular 
hxaftions, and by racking the Tenants, for which Pretences will not be wanting, where the 
Farms pafs annually from One Hand to another. What (houkl hinder him? He has nothing 
“ to lofc by the Defertion of the Inhabitants, or the Decay of Cultivation. Some of the licheft 
“ Articles of Tillage require a Length of Time to come to Perfe6fion ; the Ground muft he ma- 
“ nured, banked, watered, ploughed, and fowed or planted. Thofe Operations arc begun in 
‘‘ one Scafon, and coft a heavy Expence, which is to be repaid by the Crops of the fuccceding 
“ Year. What Farmer will give cither Encouragement or Affiftance to a Culture of which another 
“ is to reap the Fruits ? 

“ The Difeouragements which the Tenants feci from being transferred every Year to new

Regulations. The Board now proceed to the final Confideratton of the Meafurcs requifue for 
the Settlement of the Colle^Hons, and are agreed on the following Refolutions. 


The only general Principles to 
guide our Determination on this 
Point arc, that the Lcafes be not 
too Ihort, for the Reafons above 
recited, nor too long, left the 
Farmer acquire an Influence (o 
great in the Lands as to imure 
the Rights or Authority of his 
ftucceflbr, or left the Knowledge 
of their Value be confined to the 
prefent Poflcflbr, and loft to 
others. We are of Opinion, that 
a longer Term than Six Years 
might be liable to thefe Objec- 
tions, as a fhorter than Three 
would not anfwer the Ends pro- 
pofed by farming the Lands. 
There are no valm Reafons for 
alligning a Preference to any one 
particular Term of Years above 
another within theie Extremes of 
3 and 6 , fince the Caules which 
might operate in favour of any 
Period for one Place from the 
Confideration of the Soil, Crops, 
or any other local Accidents, 
would not hold good in others.

25^* That Orders be alfo fent to the Colledlors, to prepare 
an cxadl and explicit Rent-roll of each Farm, arranged in Per- 
gunnahs, together with full Accounts of all Charges Sedder 
and Moffuflil, accompanied with an Explanation of their 
Ufc, and Rcafons for their being deemed neceflary to render 
the Rent-roll more pcrlcft ; they arc further to prepare a fe- 
paratc Account, tracing the Jumma of each Farm to the 
hightft Value it has ever flood at, and afligning the Caufe of 
its Decrcafc to the prefent Standard. 

24th. That as the Superviforfhip of Dacca, not only from 
the Extent cf its Limits and the Magnitude of its Revenue, 
but alfo from its being entirely compofed of a Multitude of 
inconfidcrable Zemindarrees of Taalucs, appears to be a Charge 
of too complicated a Nature to be managed by the Chief of 
Dacca, at the prefent Seat of his Kefuience, with proper Care 
and .Succefs ; and as it appears further that many of the fubfi- 
diary Diftridls annexed to the other Superviforfhips arc in 
their Situations fo diflant and fcattered as to be liable to the 
fame Inconveniencies, the Committee fliall be authorized fo to 
regulate the Dacca Province, and thofe fubfidiary Diftnils, as 
to bring them into a proper Compnfs for the Management of 
a Collcftor, and within the Scope and Efficacy of thefe Retru- 
lations. 


Mr. Aldcrfey being the Senior Member of Council upon the Spot, it becomes neceflary that Aideriey 
he (hould remain at the Prefidcncy to aft during the Governor’s' Abfencc. Ciicuua!'* 

Mr. Barwell begs leave to record the following Minute. With the greaieft Deference to the 
Refolution of the Board, I muft for myfclf beg Leave to decline the Ballot. My Motives arc Minwte. 
neither a Diflrufl of my being unequal to the Duty as a Member of the Committee, nor a Defirc 
of avoiding any Share of Bufinefs which falls to the Station in which I am placed. I am at all 
Times ready to receive the Commands of the Board, and to participate with the Gentlemen with 
whom I have the Happinefs to fit in Council, in ail their Cares and Labours for the publick 
Goodi but in the Matter now in Decifion, I am entirely without a Wiffi of Preference for one 
Service rather than the other. I look upon the Talk left to the Gentlemen here as equally arduous 
and important with that afllgncd to the Committee, and equally affording Oppf rtunities of dif- 
playing Zeal and Attachment to the Service of our Honourable Employers. I agree in the Pro- 
priety of leaving Mr. Alderfey, the Second at prefent in Rank here, at the Preficlency during the 
Abfence of the Governor, and concur in the Nomination of the Chief of the Durbar, Mr. 

Middleton, to the Committee. Thclc Points being fettled, there are only Thice Members more 
to be ballottcd for ; and 1 have already declared I have no Prcdilcftion in the Duty to be de- 
termined by the Ballot ; I wifh to leave the Chance of the Ballot more free to fuch Gentlemen as 
niay, from Motives equally laudable, have a Preference in their Minds of which mine is not 
fcnfiblc.

Kyots from the Oppreffion of Zemindars, Zemindars*, &c.’* We have thought it necefiary to 
enter thus minutely into the Inveftigation of the Intent and Expectation of our Employers, 
bccaule it vvill be fcarce poffible to proceed in a Work of this Nature, without deviating from 
the Orders which they have formerly laid down for our Conduift. They have been pleafedto 
direft a total Change of Syftem, and have left the Plan and Execution of it to the Diferetionof 
the Board, without any formal Repeal of the Regulations which they had before framed and 
adapted to another Syftem, the Abolition of which neceflarily includes that of its fubfidiary In- 
ftitutions, unlcfs they lhall be found to coincide with the new. 

[In the Confidcration of the Subjeft before us, the Firft Point of Enquiry is, whether the 1 
^ Bufinefs of the Dewannee fhall be condufted as it hath hitherto been, in Part by the Agency of ! 
the Company’s inferior Servants, conftituting a Board of Revenue at Moorffiedabad, or be pot 
under the immediate Controul of the Members of their Adminiltration, We fhall not hefitatcto 
determine in favour of the latter; the Revenue is beyond all Queftion the firfl Objeft of Govern- 
ment, that on which all the reft depend, and to which every other fhould be made fubfervient. 
There mull be a controlling Power in this Department, it cannot be partially delegated; but in 
whatever Hands it is lodged it muft be abfolutc and independant. But the Superior Council, 
which is, conftitucionally, the controuling Power, having no Cognizance nor Connexion with the 
inferior Department, can have no Knowledge of what is tranfafted but from the Informations of 
the Board of Revenue, which, however fair and impartial, cannot poffibly convey that intimate 
Intelligence which ^rilirs from daily Pradicc, and a direft Communication with the Servants of the 
Revenue. Without fuch an Intelligence, what Authority can the Adminiftraiion pofTcfs in the 
Affairs of the Colle£lions ; or, with what Confidence can they ilfuc any Orders for their Improvement, 
imprefled, as they muft be, with the Confeioufnefs that they arc but imperfeft Judges of Matters 
on which they diftaie to others better informed ? In effe^f, all Authority and Command will reft 
with the Board of Revenue. J All Appeals for Juftice from the Provincial Courts murtjcM _ 
5 n regular Courfe, be made to the Council of Revenue, and from them to the Prefidcnt and 
Council in Calcutta. The common People, unufed to fuch a multiplied Procefs of Judicature, 
impatient of Delays, and taught to look up to the Firft Department of Government tor the Re- 
drefs of their Wrongs, will be continually violating the Precifion of our Rules, and running to the 
Prefidency on every Occafion of Complaint. If their Caufes have not palTcd through the iccond 
Court, they muft be fent back to MoorlhedabacI, and from thence the Litigious will coine wa 
Appeals to the Prefidency : Thus an Inhabicant of Anwarpoor, if he thinks himfelt ng^tnevea, 
mult make his Complaint to the Cutcherry at Kiffienagur ; having gone through all the 
Forms and ncceflary Delays of that Court, if he is diffatisfied with the Decree, he will carry n\s 
Appeal to the City ; there too he muft go through the fame Forms, the fame Attendance to obuia

through the fame tedious Profccution of it with him, and as unlikely (by any Mode hitlieuo 
difcovcred) that he will make good his Right without it / s / / ouc nitlieito 

Such would be the Calc of the poor Plamtilf, fuppofing that Jullicc were rcsular’y adminillered 
,n thefc Forms : But we know that hitherto it l.aih been quite othe.wile, anti that the> W l"en 
prodoftivc of no other Effeds but to affcmblc Multitudes ot difcontented Suppliants from all 
Quarters of the Provmce, who crowd our Streets, and harrafs us with Clamours Redrefs am 
as often with as loud Reproaches for being denied it. As yet no better Expedient has been tbn 
for relieving them than to refer them back to the Colledors, with Injundions to enter inm a S 
Examination of their Complaints, and to decide finally upon them ; an Expedient which Sw 
fobmit to, till convinced, by a long fruitlcls Attendance, that no other Ikfourcc is left them 
But few arc the Inftanccs of Redrefs obtained by this Way, and much fewer of the Letters evrn 
being delivered, as the timid Sufferers rather chufc to put up with all their Lolfes than expole 
tbcn^elvcs to the Collcdor or his Muttafuddies, by exhibiting the Proofs of their Appeal iVoin 
his Juftice, or of their Complaints againft his Pc. fon. " " 

We do not pretend to hope for a total Removal of thefe Evils hv any Mode which is now 
offered to our Choice i but we arc furc they will be Icfs frequent and Icfs grievous if the Apoeak 
are made at once to the fupremc Court without any intermediate Delays. 

From all thefe Reafons the Committee arc of Opinion, that the Revenue, in all its Branches 
be put under the immediate Controul of the Prcfidcnt and Council at the Prcfidt ncy. Such 1 
Ciiange, independant of the Adt’antages which we hope to derive from it, in cllablilhincr a more 
regular Plan of Bufinefs, and acquiring a pradical Knowledge and Command of the Collcftions 
will be produaive of many other important Confequcnccs. ’ 

The numerous Officers and Retainers of the Khalfa, and of the new Courts of Judicature with 
all their Families, Domefticks, and Dependants, will incrcafe the Demand for the Necellaries and 
Convcnicncies of Life, and of courfe require a N umber of Tradefmen, Artifans, and Market People 
to fupply it. This vail Infiux of People will be drawn to Calcutta, and with it a great increafe of 
Wealth. The Confcquence of the Prcfidency will be much improved with its Population, as it 
will leffen that of Moorfhedabad, which will no longer remain the Capital of the Province, having 
nothing to fupport it but thePrcfencc of the Nabob and a few Families of Confidcration, who 
poflefling valuable Property on the Spot, will of courfe chufc to continue there. The Confe- 
qucnce of the Nabob himfclf will fink in Proportion, and the Eyes of the People will be turned 
to Calcutta as the Center of Government, and to the Company as their Sovereign. 

Their Mviners, by a conllant Intercourfc, will by Degrees afTimilate with ours, and breed a 
Kind of hew Relation and Attachment to us. This too will open a new Source of Trade advan- 
tageous to the Mother Country, by the Confumption of its mod valuable M.Tnufa(5liires ^ nor is 
this the mere Suggeftiqn of Fancy, fincc we already fee that in their Habits, in their Equipages, 
in the Furniture of their Houfes, in their Buildings, and in fliort in every Thing where their Re- 
ligion and the Difference of Climate will permit it, they begin to affect the Fafliions of the 
Englilh. 

In enumerating the Dcfcfts'of the prefent Syftem, we omitted to mention the Infecurity of the 
public Treafury and the public Records at Moorfhedabad, an open and draggling Town, which a 
jew defperate Deceits might enter with Eale, and plunder at Difcrction, before any Force could 
be collected to repel them i an Event of this Kind is not' the Icfs improbable from its having 
not yet come to pafs. The Town of Calcutta is not only fhcltercd againd fuch Dangers, bu't 
the fort offers a mod complete Security both for public and private Property under all Cir- 
cumdances. 

It is certain that fuch a Change as we have here propofcd is liable to its Inconveniences all 
I^ovations arc fubjcdl to them: We own wc forefee many DilBcultics and Impediments to their 
carried into Execution, which we hope will only aifetl ourlclves in the additional l.aboiir 
•oich it will require to remove them. The only Inconvenience of any great Importance which occurs 
to us, is that which may arifc from the undetermined Jurifditdion of the Mayot’s Court, and the 
EmbarralTments to' which it may fuhgedl our Management of the Revenue : This wc mention only 
a poffiblc Event, which can only proceed from a more litigious Spirit than wc have hitherto 
known to prevail in the Members of that Court, and we hope by proper Cautions and judicious 
Reflations may be prevented. But this is ■ Subjefl of itfelf too copious to admit of our en- 
Jarging upon It further in this Placet it may be fufficient to remark, that no inconfidcrable 
wwch 01 the ColleAions, we mean thofc of the Calcutta Pergunnahs, have been quietly con- 
uu«cd by Cutcherries eftablifhed in Calcutta for thefe Fifteen Years pad, without meeting with 
^y^terruption from the Mayor’s Court, or clalbing in any Inllance that wc recolUft with its

We have the Honour to inform you, that on the 20th inftant we alTcmblcd and entered on the 
Duties which, by your Inftru<flions of the 9th inftant, you have been pleafed to commit to our 
Charge. 

We beg leave to lay before you an EftabliJhmcnt which we have formed for the Englilh Offices 
under our Department, which we hope will meet with your Approbation. We have annexed to 
the Eftablilhment a Lift of the Gentlemen whom we beg leave to recommend to be appointed 
Aftiftants under us.

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 

Agreeable to the 8th Article in the Regulations preferibed for our Conduft, wc have pre- 
pared temporary Edablilhments for the Chiefs of the Divifjons, and Collcdlors of the Diftrids, 
which we have now the Honour to lay before you for your Approbation, 

Thefc Eftabliffiments do not differ in Form from thofc which at prefent exift. In order, how- 
ever, to diRinguilh the real Expences made in the Colledion of the Revenues from the Charges 

h»vt 

incurred on Account of different Services, we Ivo** * omitted in thefe Eftabliffiments to infert the 
Expences of the Fouzdary, or Dewanny Adawluts, Law Charges, and Infpedlors of Opium, 
which in future we propofc ffiall be entered under the Head of “ Fort William Prdidcncy.” For 
the fame Reafon the Articles of Diet Money, Family Allowance, iSic. which were formerly paid 
by the Buxey in Calcutta, are omitted i and we propofc that this Mode of Payment ffiall be 
adopted in future. 

Several of the Gentlemen at the different Subordinates have drawn Allowances for tlwir Moon- 
Ihees. , If you think proper to continue thefc Allowances, we recommend that they be paid as 
formerly by the Buxey, under the Approbation of the Honourable the Governor General. 

The Zemindars of Hajffiahy, Rocunpore, Beerbhoom, and BilTenpore, have been allowed 
annual Remiffions, upon Account of their religious Ceremonies, or for their Servants, as follows ;

Thefe Articles wc have deducted from the Zemindary Charges, and they will of courfe become 
additional to the Revenue paid by thefe Zemindars refpeftively. 

It appears to us, on a general Review of the Zemindary Charges, that fomc Refiimptions may 
with Juftice and Propriety, be made from them ; but as this Subjefk is of Importance, we mean 
to obtain more particular Information as to the Nature and original Eftablilhmcnt of th^fc 
Allowances, before we recommend any further Refiimptions. For the prelent therefore theic 
Charges ftand as in the former Kllablifliments. 

In fcvcral of the Diflric“ls, Sums are charged monthly for temporary Services, which do not 
ftand as Articles in thefe Hllablifiimcnts, as they cannot be confidered as permanent, but will of 
courfe ceafe as foon as the Services for which they are now appropriated are executed, 

Wc obferve, that Rajah Cullean Sing receives Monthly Allowances at Patna to the Amount of 
R‘ 4166 : 17 : 6, If this Salary is paid to him as Dewan we think it unneceflary, as he is him- 
felf the Farmer — But we rather fuppofe it given to him as a Penfion ; in which Cafe, it IhoulJ 
not be confidered as a Charge upon the Revenue. Wc fubmit to you the Propriety of a Refump. 
tion of this Article. 

Upon the Whole, thefe Eftablifliments arc calculated to anfwcr the Purpofes for which they are 
defigned at as little Expence as poflible. That you may be the better enabled to judge of the 
ReduAion which has been made in the Amount of the Charges, wc have the Honour to lay 
before you Two Accounts, one fliewing in general the Amount of the Redudion, and the other 
fpccifying more particularly the Articles in which thefe Retrenchments have been made. 

Wc do not propofe theic Ellablilhments as finally fixed and permanent. Some Articles of Ex- 
pence will remain for further Confideration, upon which we cannot decide till we have obtained 
E'xplanations from the Collcdors regarding them. 

.Some Circumllanccs may alfo occur to render Variations in thefe Ellablilhments indifpcnfably 
neceflary -, and we rcqucll your Pcrmifllon to make fuch Variations, where they lhall appear to us 
indifpenfable, reporting them to you as they lhall lake place. 

With refped to the Alfiftants who are to remain with the Chiefs of the Diftrids, we propofe, 
with your Approbation, to leave the Choice of them to the Chiefs themfclvcs, direding them in 
general to give a Preference to thole Perfons who at prefent hold Military Paymaltcrlhips, or aic 
employed at any out Stations. 

Wc propofe that thefe Ellablilhments, if they Ihould be honoured wi^h your Approbation, fliall 
take place from the Beginning of the enfuing Bengal Year 1188. The intervening Period is 
Ihort, and will be neceflary for the Chiefs and Collcdors to complete their Records, and arrange 
their Ellablilhments, according to the Plans now lubmitted to you.

“ and propofe fuch Alterations as (hall appear nccelTary for making them anfwerable to the Pur- 
“ pofes of their Inftitucions, the Committee now proceed to take into Conllderation thefe Refo' 
« iutions and Orders.

8th. In our Addrefs of the 25th of lad November, we mentioned the Propofils which has been 
ocliveicd to us by Rajah Kullyan Sing, Naib Dewan of the Soubah of Bahar, for renting many 
w the principal DiftriCls of that Province. Thcfe Propofals which included the whole Divifion, 
excepting Sircar Sarun, Hufiypore, and Champarun, (the Collections of which had been de- 
fied from tlie Management of the Provincial Chief and Council rellding at Patna, and fuper- 
"'ttndejj by a feparatc Collector) ; you will obferve from our Proceedings, we Ihortly afterwards 
accepted under certain Corrections, making it a Condition of the Agreement, that it fhonld con- 
•niic permanent fo long as the ftipulated Kifts Ihould be regularly paid, and no Oppreffions were 
I Inhabitants, and that the Rajah fhould prefer no Claims for Dcduiftions on the

creafe of Five Lacks of Rupees on the laft Year’s Settlement.

18th. The Plan of fuperintending and colleAlng the public Revenue of thefe Provinces through 
the Agency of Provincial Councils, as recorded on the Proceedings of the late Prefident and

Council; we have lately conftituted, in conformity to this Defign, a Committee of Revenue con- 
fiding of Four Covenanted Servants, who have been entriiftcd with the Charge and Adminiftra- 
tion of the public Revenues of thefe Provinces, and invelled ip the fullcft Manner with all the 
Powers and Authority under our own Controul which we poficF, and (hall not referve cxclufivdy 

i*gthf The Provincial Councils have been accordingly diffolvcd, and their Charge and Powers 
transferred to the Committee of Revenue, and the Members of the Councils called to the Pre- 
fulency except the Chiefs of each, who, with the Collcdlors of the feparare Difirids, remain in 
the temporary Charge of their refpedive Stations under the Authority of the Committee, until

Month, after deduding the Charges incurred in the fame Month, has, on the paffing of each

In Confeaucnce of the Requefl; made by'rtie Committee to deliver an Opinion on the Orders of 
the Court of Dire£ton, and on a Claufe in the late AEt of Parliament •, Mr. Francis begs leave 
to give in his Opinion. 

Mr,* Francis. — If due Obedience had been paid to the pofitive Orders of the Court of 
Diret'itors, contained in the i8ch and 19th * Paragraph of their Letter of 17th May 1766, I (hould 
have deemed it unnecelTary and irregular to have introduced a Queftion concerning the true 
Meaning and Propriety of thofe Orders. But Once it appears, not only from the Diljx)fltion of the 
Salt Farms claimed by Mr. Barwell, but from other Inftances of a fimilar Nature now before the 
Board, that the Company’s Covenanted Servants and other Britilh Subjedls have been permitted 
to hold Land, and to be concerned in Farms and Revenues, contrary to the Prohibition contained 
in the Paragraphs abovementioned, I think that the Court of Diredlors ought to be furnilhed 
with our feveral Opinions on this SubjeA, that they may underftand upon what Grounds a 
Deviation from their Orders has been permitted, and at the fame Time be enabled to judge of 
the Exediency of recalling or inforcing them for the future. 

The particular and immediate Rcafon for giving them is clearly Hated by the Court of Diredors 

themfclvcs. The general Principles which eftablifh the Neceflity of fuch Re^ridtions, have not 
in my Opinion loH any part of their Force, by the Increafe or Confirmation of the Britilh Influence 
in Bengal. 

1. If nothing but Grants of Wafte Lands were in queftion, it would ftill be an Objefl of ferious 
Confidcration. Firft, to the Britilh Government, whether or no it would be advilcable to en- 
courage Colonization here. Secondly, to the Eaft India Company, whether it be for their Intereft 
to fuffer their Servants to engage in the Bufinefs of Farming, which cannot be done without 
felinquilhtng their Commercial Views and Occupations. This Opinion ia not meant to prohibit 
the Introduftion of new Articles of Commerce, which can only be raifixl or brought to Perfeftion 
by the Skill of Europeans, and which arc likely to bring Money into the Country. Encouragement 
Ihould be given to every Improvement of this Nature, and in this View I conceive that Grants 
of Wafte Lands, under certain Reftriflions, may be made to Europeans with general Advantage 
to the Company. The employing Wafte Lands in the Produolon of new Articles, tends to 
encrcafe the Value of Lands already in Cultivation. 

2. With rcfpedl to their renting improved Farms from the Company, the Objeftions to fuch 1 

Mcafure appear very weighty.— If the Farms arc put up to Public Sale, what Native will venture 
to bid againft a Britilh Subjeft? If they arc otherwife difpofed of, it may happen that the moft 
beneficial Farms may be felcdled and engrofted by Gentlemen high in the Company’s Service, 
or by their Friends, Servants, or Dependants. . 

3. It feems contrary to every Principle of good Government, that the fame Perfons whostt 
as Truftecs for the Company, which is more or Icfs the Cafe with all the Company’s 
Ihould make Agreements with themfelves in Behalf of the Company^ or that they fliould off 
allowed to place themfclvcs in a Situation in which they and their Empl^ers muft have oppo»tj 
intcrefts.

Salt.— A Subjeft of his Majefty fo concerned in fuch Trade afls, as I apprehend, againft thU 
Ipecihc Provifion of the Aft now under our Conhderation. 

Mr. Monfon. — The late Aft of Parliament prohibits any of His Majefty’s Subjefts to enw 
intermeddle, or be any way concerned, direftly or indireftly, in the Inland I'rade in Salt, BeetlM^’ 
&c. An European who holds a Salt Farm, and obtains an Advantage from the nnanufafturinff'^'f 
that Article of Trade, and contrafts with oftenfible Farmers or Agents, to deliver cm ' 
Quantities of Salt at fixed Rates to the Government, will I think come within the Spirit of th" 
Law. * 

If the Paragraphs in the General Letter of the 1 7th of March had been attended to, and th 
pofitive Orders then given by the Court of Direftors had been obferved as invariable* Laws I 
Ihould not have found myfelf now in the unpleafant Situation, either to cenfure the Afts of the 
late Adminifiracion, or to give a Sanftion to their Conduft in Oppofition to the Mandates of m 
Honorable Employers. ^ 

The Queftion now before the Board, on which I am required to give ari Opinion, may be 
confidered in a Political View. v ^ 

ift. Whether it is for the Intcreft of Great Britain to colonife in Eaft India, 
ad. Whether fuch a Colony would be for the Advantage of the inejia Company. 

The Migrations to Countries believed to be the Regions of Wealth, would be lb confiderable 
that the Mother Country would foon feel the dire Confequenccs of them. ’ 

Every Perfon who comes into this Country, is imprefled with the Idea of making in a Ihort Time 
a confiderable Independant Fortune, The Means to be purfued for this End operate to the 
Impoverilhment and Defiruftion of the Country : If Europeans were allowed to hold Farms as 
their Influence is great, they would in fomc Degree opprefs the Natives, as in the infeinces now 
before us : Such Checks on the Cultivation of the Lands will occafion them to fall confiderably 
under their Value befides } they are entirely unacquainted with the Mode of Culture in th's 
Country j the Language, the Cuftoras and Manners of the People are fo diffimilar to theirs that 
it is impolfible for Foreigners to cultivate on equal Terms with the Natives. ’ 

Their Manner of Life will not permit them to ^ivc equal Profits to the Government with the 
Natives, as their Expence on every Article of Subliftence is more confiderable } confequently the 
Europeans will be in a worfc Condition than the Native, or Government muft be fatisfied witha kfs 
Revenue from the Lands, in order to enable them to live. , 

The few Wants of the Natives, who are fatisfied with the more NccelTaries of Life, will allow them 
to pay larger Taxes to Government from the fame Quantity of Land, in the fame State of Culture, 
than a European can afford to do ; it is evident therefore, that it cannot be for the Intcreft of the 
Company to allow Europeans to become Landholders, 

The uncultivated Lands, under a mild and fixed Government, might foon be brought into 
Culture, by giving Premiums and making Advances of Money to the Natives. 

Providence has ordained, by her Formation of the Confiitution of Europeans, that they Ihould 
not become the Cultivators of this Country j they can only be Tafk Mailers, and will enrich them- 
felvcs, having no permanent Interdl here, to the Prejudice of the Natives, and to the Lofs of 
Government. 

The Contrivance and Execution of all general Arrangements take Time ; the Abufes now com- 
plained of, require an immediate Stop to be put to them, for the Repetition of them may have 
fuch fatal Effefts, that a general Remedy may come too late. 

The Ueafons that induced the Directs to prohibit their Servants, in 1766, to hold Farms 
direftly or indireftly, or to be concerned in the Revenue, are more cogent now than they were 
at the Time the Orders were given, as the Influence of their Servants is become more confiderable. 

General Clavering — I'lic Two Paragraphs in the General Letter of the 17th of March 1766, 
contain, in my Opinion, the fullell Rcitriftions that can polfibly be laid by Mailers on their 
Servants. 

The 1 8th Paragraph is filled with the fcverefl Reproaches againft the Servants of the Company, 
for having abuled the Confidence which the Court of Direftors had placed in them, by fclefling 
the moll lucrative Farms on their own Account. Not contented with prohibiting them, they inforcc 
this Prohibition by a Declaration in the enfuing Paragraph, that fuch of their covenanted 
Servants Ihall be difmifi'ed their Service, who lhall, for tS: future, be found to hold any Land on 
his own Account, direftly or indireftly, in his own Name, or that of others, or be concerned in 
any Farms or Revenues whatfoever. Thefe Reftriftions, when they have not been obferved, ferve 
to prove that thefe Servants who have been guilty of an in f Obfcrvancc of them, failed Icfs from 
being ignorant of their Duty and the Company’s Commands, than from a determined Defign to 
evade them whenever they interfered with their private Interells.

Company s Property in this Manner from one Account to the other, in oTder to mTe the 
Balances appear Icfs on the Revenue Department, and to increafe them on the Salt Farms, is 
jubjefting the Company to a certain Lofi ; for unlefs the Advances are regularly made to the Salt 
farm. It is impoffiblc for tlic Farmer to deliver the Quantity of Salt whifh hc^has contrafted foi 
by wh'th niMns a conndcrable Deficiency is made in his Deliveries, on which the Company are 
confiderablc L^ers, and the Ballances arc irrecoverable -, as is now the Cafe with the Renter bcine 
in Arrear to C^vernment on his Salt Farm, upwards of 1,47,000 Rupees, as appears by thf 
Account fent in by the Calcutta Committee. 1 think this Proceeding of Gonga Govind^^Sing dcLves

I therefore Jhould not regard his Charge againft Gunga Govind Sing, if I had not heard, fincem* 
fliort Refidence in this Country, that Gonga Govind Sing is a Man of a moft rapacious Bifpofition} 
which Charaftcr, 1 think, is confirmed by the Wealth and Affluence he now enjoys, being efteemed 
one of the moft wealthy Inhabitants of Calcutta. I think a Perfon of an avaricious Difpofiticn and 
high Ambition is not proper to be entrufted in the Company’s Service, efpecially with that Degree 
of Infiiicncc which I am told he poflTcfles over the Minds of many principal People in this Country-, 

I therefore think he (hould be removed from his prefent Employment. 

General Clavering.— The Caufes of the Decreafe of the Revenue, and the great Increafe of^he 
Balances, I have endeavoured to account for, irt my Minute on the Petition of the Rajah of 
Rajcfhaby. I ftiould be wanting in the Performance of that Truft and Confidence which the 
Legiflature placed in me, when it appointed me one of the Council of Bengal, if I did not ufc tny 
beft Endeavours to remove thofe Caufes to which the Company are to attribute the Lofs they 
have fuftained in the Revenue •, a corrupt Duan of the Province is the great Channel through 
which all thofe Evils have pafted of which I have fpoken*, and I think it indumbent on me to 
declare, that in this Inftance, and every other where I have Proof of Sufpicion that a Duan is 
corrupt, I will give my Vote to remove him.— On the Evidence therefore before me, 1 think 
Gonga Govind Sing mould be removed from his Place of Duan of the Calcutta Provincial 
Council. 

Governor General.— I am againft the Queftion, bccaufc I know of no Fault that he has com. 
mitted, and have very good Keafbn to believe that he by no Means merits the Charaffer which 
has been reported of him to Mr, Francis.— He had many Enemies at the Time that he was pro- 
pofed to be employed in the Company’s Service, and not One Advocate among the Natives, 
who had immediate Accefs to myfclf j I think, therefore, if his Charaflcr had been fuch as 
has been dcicribed, the Knowledge of it could hardly have failed to have' been afeertained to me 
by fpecifick Fadls. I have heard him loaded, as I have many others, with general Reproaches, 
but have never heard any one exprefs a Doubt of his Abilities. 

Refolved he be difmiflcd from his Station of Naib Duan to the Provincial Council of Calcutta ; 
and the Council advifed accordingly ( 0 )]. ^ 

Mr. Francis. — I beg leave to recommend Roy Ramchunder Scin to fill the Office of Naib 
Duan. He is a Man of whofc Talents and Charafter I have heard a good Account, and I have 
been particular in my Enquiries t at the fame Time I will not pretend to anfwer for him, or any 
other black Man.— If, upon Trial, he Ihould be found to follow the Steps of his Prcile- 
ceflTors, 1 (hall be the firft to move for his Difmiffion. I do not in general think, that the Ap- 
pointment or Difmiffion of the Black Officers in the Civil Company’s Service is a Matter about which 
we need be over and above delicate. The Charafter of the Natives of Bengal in general, efpe* 
cially of thofe who have been employed under Government, is not fuch as obliges us to confidcr 
any Thing in their Appointment or Difmiffion, but the immediate Service of the Company. If 
there be Objeftions to this Man, I am not aware of them. 

Mr. Barwell. — I can have no Objeftion to a Man I am unacquainted with. I think, however, 
that the Recommendation would with greater Propriety have proceeded from the Chair. 

Mr. Monfon.— I am not acquainted with the Perfon recommended by Mr. Francis. I have 
, heard him fpoke of as a Man of Abilities, and think that • 1 1 have been told that he has filled 
feveral Offices in Government •, but if he fhould prove unworthy of the Charge to which he has 
beert recommended, I (hall readily fecond the Propofition made by Mr. Francis for bis Difmiflion. 

I therefore agree to the Motion. 

General Clavering, — The Perfon of Roy Ramchunder Sein is unknown to me, to the beftof^y 
Knowledge, but I have heard him fpoke of as a Man of Talents. In regard to the I ntegrity of all 
thofe who have been in Employment in Bengal fince the Englifh Influence prevailed, I am al- 
moft afraid to fay, that there is little Choice amongft them. We muft depend ultimately u^n 
the Virtue of the Provincial Councils j and hoping that they will follow the Example which has 
been fet them by this Adminiftration, I am willing to flatter myfelf, in a Courfc of Tinje, many 
of the Black Officers may be formed to a Prailice of Virtue.

He has 
affixed the Names of the Gentlemen whom he wiffies to be nominated to the Superintcncicncy ot 
this Edablilhment, becaufe he confiders them as edential Parts of it, having made Choice of tht ni 
as Perfons endowed both with Talents, and Knowledge peculiarly adapted to the Duties affigneci 
them, and on whofc Dilpofitions he can entirely depend for their cordial Agreement with each 
other in the Difcharge of them.

My own Sentiments, it is true, are clearly fora Reduaion of the Revenue, as ablblutely requi- 
fite tor the future Welfare ot this Country > and while I heartily coincide with Mr. Francis in 
molt of his general Ideas upon this Subjed, lb far as they clafh not with the peculiar Cudoms of 
Bengal, I think they may well be reconciled to the Invedigations propofed by the Honourable 
£pIcs’of’Ac^UMc 7 ^ Judgn’ent in fo intcreding a Bufincls Ihould be formed upon the belt 

r ‘* 1 .® cleared Point of View, let us confiderit from the Governor’s Propo- 

fition for the Inditution of a temporary Office. A new Settlement of the Provinces will be ncceflJry 
upon the Expiration of the prelcnt Leafes : We arc unanimoiidy agreed, that a fixed Valuation 
Ihould take place in the Revenues, and that fome Diminution Ihould be made in the prefenc 
Kents ; Ladly, we propofe that this important Settlement Ihould be permanent. On fuch a Stco 
we would fure y endeavour to convince the Company, whole Agents we are, and whofe Profperity 
IS blended with that of this Country, that we have not negligently flumbered over their Intercds, 
or omitted any pofiible Mode of afccrtaining the true and ultimate Value of their Poffcfiions. Nor 
IS this all: We would convince them decifivcly, that no future Adminidration may have the 
mailed Opening to hint that deeper Refearches might have produced a more equal and equitable 
WIT A Natives, and a more advantageous Bargain for our Employers. Another good 

Wfett to which we fhould turn our Thoughts is, that of rendering the Bulk of the People well 
altcded to Government; an Attempt which can never fuccccd but in their deady Reliance on its 
impartiality 5 and with all Deference to the high Authorities quoted by Mr. Francis, and in con- 
currcnce with them, I will venture to affirm, that an equitable Taxation is the great Dcfidcratum, 
and mould be the fird Objedl of a good Government and that fuch an Attention to the Welfare 
01 the Uafant and the Manufadlurcr, is the Ground- work of a well regulated State. 

1 he fird Improvements of the Revenues, and Relief of the laborious Part of the Kingdom in 
ranee, were projefted by the great Duke of Sully upon the fame Principles, and brought to Effeft 
y an Application of the very fame Means as thofe now propofed by the Governor General. He 
commenced with a mod extcnfive and arduous Colleftion of minute Details in that Branch ; and, 

'rom mature Confidcration of thofe detached voluminous Materials, deteaed every Species of Arti- 
nec and Fraud committed by the Farmers, and employed the Rcfult of his Dilcovcrics towards 
Burthen upon the Shoulders of the Commonalty. 

We now wifi) to fiiakc off all rival Adventurers, and, indead of farming, to fix the Rates of 
-anus with the fcveral old Zemindars, wherever it can be done with a Probability of Siicccfs. 
nis Mode of Settlement, though it has certainly many Advantages, is yet liable, under certain 
rcumltances, to very drong Objeftions, fome arifing from the Zemindar himfelf, as his Mino- 
ly, or total l^ncapacity for Bufinefs, and fome from the Nature of the Lands : Befidcs, as the 
P cicnt propofed Syftcm mud preclude all Competition of Candidates for the fame Lands, by

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granting them to their hereditary Proprietors, it neceflarily opens a large Field for Indulgence and 
Partialuy, to which the former Moile of Settlement precluded all Accefs, by allowing the 
indilcriniin.ue Tender of Propofals. For which Rcafon it is clearly my Opinion, that our Em- 
ployers will but faintly co-Oi)cratc with our Mcafurcs, or ratify our Decifions, ifwc appear tbhave 
hallily cniployed the Informations gained from the temporary Engagements, which they may 
j:ioiribly thmk imperfeft, as Materials for our own more lading Eftablilhmcnt, efpccially while wc 
had in our Hands ihe Means of procuring more accurate Knowledge, and while we were timely 
warnid by tlic firft Member of the State to exert them. 

Ttu-relore, when wc propolc a more impartial, and at the fame Time a reduced Taxation, the 
Jcaii: wc can do is furcly to give the Company fatisfadloiy Rcafons for this Drawback upon their 
Income, and fufficicnt Evidence that the jmpoverilhed State of ihc Country loudly pleaded for (uch 
an Abatement. A Propofition of this Nature does not carry felf-evidcnt Conviflion upon the 
I ’ace of it, but muft be fupported by Argument, confirmed by Experience, and eftablillicd upon 
Proofs, by which the prefent Excefs of the I'axation may be made to ferve as a Reafon, and as the 
Authority for our Admiflion of a Decrcafc. The mod probable Method of acquitting ourfelvts 
by thefc Proofs, is offered to us by the Governor General, in the Propofal of gaining the mod 
accurate poflible Accounts of the Payments adually .made by the Hulbandmen, cxclufive of its 
being clfential to the Relief which it may be ncceffary to give them, before Government can 
venture to cxpc<d any adequate Advantage from fixing the Revenue. Add to this, that there 
feems but fmall Occafion for doubting the Authenticity of the Materials to be procured collateral 
Informations will aways ferve as a Check upon each other, while every Man is adluated by a 
feparate and peculiar Motive, or fo long as there remains a divided Opinion in the World. 

I am likcwile perfuaded that Adminidration cannot have a more important Tojiic of Dif- 
cuffion, or Objcdl of Adlion, than to define and fccure the Rights of the People : And in this 
Country, where all territorial Property centers ultimately in Government, and where the Ze- 
mindar holds his own Lands but by a Pottah, the fame Tenure by which his under Tenants holds 
ilicm again from him, I think the public Eye Ihould have a Watch upon thofe as well as the 
lormer, and that it would tend as much to the inrereft of the State, as to the Satisfadion of the 
greater Number of Inhabitants, that all Pottahs fhould be equally well defined, and be guaranteed 
trom all Violation with an equal Authority. 

Perfonal Property ought as much to be facred in the Pittance of the Poor, as in the PoirelTions 
of the Rich •, and as I have faid, “ The Welfare of the Hulbandmen and Manufadurer is the 
Groundwork of a well regulated State,” it follows, that I deem it to be the firft Objed of this 
Government, to fence and fecurc the Ryotts againfl: the arbitrary Power of their Zemindars-, 
otherwife, no one Regulation wc may rcfolve on can, in its immediate or remote Confequcnccs, 
anfwer the beneficent Defign for which it was formed. The Wealth of every Country is to be 
found in the Wealth of the Commonalty alone, efpecially in this Country, where the pcculi.ir 
Manners and Superftitions of the higher Clafs, either influence thdu to fccrcte their Acquifitions, 
to dilfipatc it in religious Endowments out of the Provinces, or in the oflentatious Folly of giving 
daily Food and Subfiftence to a Number of idle Dependants, who by fuch Means are totally 
feparated from the Bulk of the People, and who muft otherwife have been ufefully employed in 
the Manufadurcs and Cultivation of the Country. 1 acknowledge the Tafk is extremely difficult 
and arduous •, but unicfs the Rights of the common People are well defined and well lecured, I 

am perfuaded all our. Speculations will only tend to enrich the Zemindars, and cither lock up in 

their Hands a large Portion of the current Specie, or divert it to the molt pernicious Purpofes, 
and precipitate that very Decay wc arc endeavouring to guard againft. 

1 he Secretary lays before the Board the following Minute received from the General on the 
fame Subjed. 

General Clavering. — I have perufed with Attention the Governor General’s Minute of ift 
inrtant, and tonfefs myfclf at a Lofs for Words to exprefs my Alloniftiment at fuch an Attempt 
to wreft out of the Hands of the Council fo important a Branch of tlie Adminiftration ot this 
Country, as the Ordering, Management, and Government of all the territorial Acquifitions of 
the Kingdom of Bengal, &c. vefted in them by the late Ad of Parliament, of which I hold it a 

dired Breach, being a moft illegal Ufurpation of the Powers conferred by that Ad upon the 

united Members of this Government, and, as fuch, I moft folcmnly proteft againft it. 

If, to elude this Proteft, it fhould be ftated, that the Objed of the Mcafure protefled againft is 
only to colled Materials for future Management, and not to ufurp the Ordering or Management 
itfclf, let me afk •, Why at this Time, when it is notorious that the Government of this Country 
i', in Fad, vefted in the Governor General and Mr. Barwtll exclufively, though nominally ana 
deferiptively in the Governor General and Council, that the Governor General fhould propolc to 
have all Orders written in his own Name, and the Controul committed to hU immediate Charge r 
Again j will not the Orders to be ilTued by the Governor General throughout Provinces lu * 
pend the Adion of all the other Orders given by the Governor General and Council, or their Dele- 
gates, the Provincial Councils, by virtue of the Independant Powers now required to be given 
to him ? And will not the Exiftcncc of fuch Authority, unlimited both in Duration and Extent, 
deprive the other Members of Adminiftration of the Power of taking any further Steps in the 
Ordering and Maiiagcmcnt of the Revenues for the Purpofe of forming the new Settlement,

It is difficult to guefs by wliom a Projeft, fo big with Mifchicfs, could be devifed. I am told 
the Natives, however afcr.be it to Cantoo Baboo, the Governor's Banyan.-He had been ablcnt 
for more than a Year from the Prefidency. He was no Iboner returned than the Plan made its 
Appearance ; tis true he is more interefted than any Body in concealing the aftual Col- 
leftion of his Farms, and in fccrcting the Value of his Talooks. which he holds as an In- 
heritance. ““ 

Whether or not I have aferibed the Projeft to its proper Owner, and have accounted rightly for 
his Intention in It, it ts mod certain that it will be carried on and managed under his immediate 
Influence, and that he will have the Appointment of all the Native Officers under it 

The firft obvious Mcafurc of the new Office mull be to eftablifh their own Power, and that of 
their Agents, throughout the Provinces ; and with what Moderation they will cxcrcife that Power 
countenanced and fupported as they will be, I leave to Mr. Haftings’s Knowledge of the Charaac? 
i can well judge whether they arc likely to be diftnterefted in taking 

the Moffufll Accounts, and not ftiewing Favour where they arc moft rewarded. He can determine 
whether they are not likely to difturb rlic prefent Colleaions, and whether, in that Cafe, the 
Failure of the prefent Year’s Revenue is to be imputed to the Mcafures. of the late Majority, or to 
the Ap^arance of fo many rapacious Agents in the Diftrias. I think it cannot be doubted but 
that, when It is 10 - ucli the Intcreft of the Ryotc to conceal his Property, that it is not likely he 
will witiuiolu a 1 ributc to the Agent to fccure himfclf againft a perpetual Taxation. ^ 

The Governor General muft know the Neceffity there is of holding the Poonah in April for the 
new Setilcincnt, and for that Purpofe, that at leaft Two Months previous Notice ought to be 
given of the Intentions of Government in forming It; and he ought therefore to be aware of the 
Shortnefs of the l ime, and how improbable it is that thefe Agents, even fuppofing they were not 
to be diverted from the Object of their Miffion by the Honour and Lucre of their Employ, it will 
w for them to go through an accurate Inveftigation of the Accompts of each Village in fuch a 
Ihort Period. ° 


Upon a Suppofition however that they had over-rOn the Country, and collcfted together the 
Accompts, fuch as they may be fuppofed to be under fuch Management, then there ftill remains 
the Inconvenience of concentring in the Governor General all the Information which may be 
obtained by their Enquiries. ^ 

If the Eagle Packet, which the Company acquainted us would fail in June laft, fliould arrive, 
and bri^ out Orders that ftiould obftruft the Governor General in the Purfuit of his Plan, juft 
at the Time when it may be ripe for Execution, the Council, unacquainted with the whole Plan, 
will neither be able to complete it, nor to adopt any other. 

^ Next as to the Expence, if that can be allowed to be a Confideration, when fo great a Benefit 
the fmall Part of it already fixed amounts to 5,<X)0 R* per Month, and for 
the Reft, the Governor himfclf does not even venture to throw a Guefs at what it may amount to ; 
but this he deems immaterial, as he readily obviates the Difficulty, by the old Plan of levying it Ankle i»th.

far the Remiffions he has lately found neceflary to make of the whole Amount Balances of the to 
Aiinagur Rajah, and others, will fupport that Opinion.

I will only add, that, by the prclcnt Plan, all former Arguments of the late Majority againft 

the Committee of Circuit (hind not only confirmed, but redoubled by this Self Condemnation 

What the penetrating Eye of the mod: experienced and oldeft Servants (all Members of the 
Council, with the Governor at their Head) thcmfelves upon the Spot, with the whole Power of 
Goveramcnc in their Hand, could not attain a true Infighc of, and this fincc correfted, and dif. 
c'-udld by Five Years Colledions, is yet to be fought for, and now to be expedccl, at the Dilhncc 
of fume Hundred Miles, by Two Junior Servants, One of whom is barely out of his Writcr(hi|), 
above One Year of which he was ablent from the Country. 

If a new Inveftigation is now neceffary, I can fee no Point of it that cannot be as eftcdually 
compaffed, and even much more fo, by the Provincial Councils ; a natural unalarming Channel, 
without Expence, and without any unnatural Medium, or unconftitutional Authority — Whereas, 
the new Plan diredly the contrary, and will poffibly be totally thwarted (at leaft in the At- 
tainment of any Good) in the very firft Outfet, by the univeifal Alarm, fo cxccntric a Motion 
will create, and muft continue to caufe. 

Mr. Francis has more fully anfwered the Particulars, wherein chiefly coinciding, I forbear 
Repetitions, excepting to the Circumftance of the Pottahs, upon which I will only fay, that if 
they have not yet been iffued, although ordered Five Years part, the Governor General mult 
look to himfclf for the Blame », for had he exerted his Authority, when the Committee was upon 
the relpcdivc Spots, or had he not by himfelf, and the Influence of his executive Powers^ and 
the Counteradions of his Dependants, thwarted our Attempts to effed it, they would not now 
lemain to be dilcuffed in a new Plan*, and, confidcring the prefent Conftitution of the Govern- 
ment, I cannot, with Mr. Francis, flatter myfelf with Hopes of Succeis in the Accomplilhment 
of our late Orders to Burdwan upon this Subjed. 

In one Point further I differ with Mr. Francis; my Objedions to this Meafurc not depending 
on Opinion, but being made diredly to its Illegality, I cannot ftrain my Senfe of Duty to pro- 
mife, as he does, that I will fupporc it when it is rcfolved to be carried into Execution. 

^ [In the Appointment that the Governor General has made of Officers to fill the new Office, 
he has very particularly let forth the Merits of Gunga Govind Sing, whom he had, but a few Days 
before, rellorctl to his Office of Duan to the Calcutta Committee, as if the Office of Right be- 
longed to him ; it muft be remarked however, that the Governor General has been very guarded 
in not adding official Probity in the Encomiums which he has fo liberally given to him ■, it is 
very well known that he was difmiflcd from his Office on an Accufation of Cumaul ul Deen 
Cawn, whofe Teftimony the Governor General cannot but admit, particularly as the Faft has been 
trtablilhcd in the Supreme Court, on the Trial of Mr. Fowke, that he Gunga Govind Sing had 
taken from him Twenty-two thoufand Rupees collufively for certain Porpofes, and for which he 
was to allow Comaul ul Dicn to run a certain Quantity of Salt. (<j)3 ^ 

As the Duties of the new Office muft necclfarily engage the whole Time of this Minifttr, it 
would have been reafonable when the Governor General thought proper to appoint him Peffi- 
car at the Khalfa, with a Salary of Seven hundred Rupees a Month, that he would have been 
plealed to have taken into Confideration, that it will be impoffible for this fame Man to per- 
iorm fo many various Duties, together with thole belonging to his Office of Duan to the Calcutta 
Committee ; wiiicli Office will probably be totally neglected if fome other Man is not appointed 
to fuperintend it. 


The Gbvernor General delivers in the following Reply to Mr. Francis’s Minute of the 5 th inftant. 

Governor General. — I am thankful to Mr. Francis for the Promife which he has given me of 
his Affiftance in promoting the Arrangements which may be formed for the new Settlement, even 
though they may not be fuch as he approves. After fuch an AlTurance, even his Objeftions to 
the Office which I have recommended for that Purpofc, have a Claim to my Acknowledgments ; 
and I hope to benefit by his Affiftance, more cheerfully given, when he £ball difeover that our 
Objefts are the fame j and that though we do not agree in our Opinion of the Means which I 
have recommended, yet the Difficulties which he apprehends in the Execution of them, are not 
only furmountable,’ but fuch as have always yielded to the fame Mode of Inveftigation, conftantly 
and fucccfsfully praAifed under the Mogul Government.

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When 1 recommend the Inflitution of an Office for compiling the Materials which were rtecef- 
firv for the new Settlement, I meant no more than to Ihcw the Ncceflity of it, and to propofc the 
yliiniafe Objefts of its Rcfearches. It was as foreign from my Purpofe, as it would have been 
nreir.atore, to mark out every Stage of its Progrcl’s, which, from the Nature of it, muft be fub- 
ictt to Variations, or to determine cither the precife Mode, or Amount of the Settlement, which it 
was the profeijed Dcfign of this Inveftigation to afeertain. 

for the SatisfaiSion however which Mr. Francis requires, I will endeavour to give him a fuller 
pj(pl,nation of the Dcfign of the Office which I have recommended, and of the Detail of Bufmefs 
»hich is to be, or may be, affigned to it. 

I have already faid, that the general Dcfign of it was to obtain an accurate State of the real Value 
of the Lands, as the only Ground Work on which the new Settlement could be conftrufted ; I mean, 
on wl'ich it could be conftrufted, fo that the Burthen of the Public Kevenue (hould reft with an 
tqujl Weight upon the whole Body of the People.

More ufed to the Praflicc of Bufinefs than to Speculation, I beg to be cxcufcd from difciiffing 
thefe Propofitions as general and abftrafl Qiieftions •, and inftcad of confidcring them as Principles 
which are equally applicable to any Country, I wifti to confine them merely to the Revenue of

th(jfc Countries where the Land Tax bears but a fmall Proportion to the Amount of the Produce; 
and any Attempt to alter the Proportions of a Land Tax which have been eftabliftied by ancient 
Cuftom might, as they fuppofe, give Rife to tliofe Difeontents, which, amongft a high fpirited People, 
every Innovation is apt to excite j but the Cafe is very different in Bengal. 

Let us fuppofe, for Inftance, that in England the Proportion of the Rent of Land taken by 
Guvernment is a Fifth Part, and in fomc Places, from an Inequality in the Afleffhient, amounts only 
to an Ei'^hth Part. — In the Firft Cafe the Proprietor after paving the Tax will have Four Fifths or 
Sixteen Shillings in the Pound, and in the laft Seventeen Shillings and Sixpence, to himfclf. But 
in Bengal Nine Tenths of the Nett Produce, or Eighteen Shillings in the Pound, are generally 
fuppofeJ to belong to Government, and the remaining Tenth to be the Property of the Landholder ; 
ot in other Words, a Zemindar whofe Land produces 1,00,000 Rupees pays 90,000 to Government, 
and h.is a Right to retain the remaining 10,000 to himfelf ; but ffiould this Land happen to be 
rated at 1,05,000 Rupees, or only One Twentieth Part above its Value, then inftcad of Jc,ooo 
Rupees, the PoffefTor would receive only 5,500 Rupees, or little more than One Half of his juft 
Income > while another Man who inherits a Zemindarry of equal Value, but which is reputed to be 
worth only 95,000 Rupees, or One Twentieth Part under rated, will inftcad of 10,000 Rupees 
enjoy an Income of 14,500 Rupees. Thus the Inaccuracy of a Twentieth Part in the Valuation, 
more or lefs, will render the Eftatc of one Zemindar almoft Three Times more profitable to him 


1 he Opinions of Montcfquieu, Sir James Stewart, and Dodfor Smith, which arc produced 
(j,L-w that an unequal AflcfTment is attended with few or no Inconveniences, may be juft as 


thjn that of another, whole Lands arc of equal Value; and this operates not only as an In- 


convenience, but as a heavy Oppreffion. ■ 

It iscafy to fliew, that the unequal Valuation of Lands in Bengal is produffive of this Evil, and 
that while lome Landhpldcrs, after paying their Rents, retain enough to live in Eafc and Affluence, 
mlicrs are reduced to Beggary, and unlefs the Mercy of Government interpofes to fave ihciti, their 
ElUics are fold to make good the Portion of Revenue which has been arbitrarily aflrelTed upon 
ilicm. The Truth of this Fa<ft is eftablilhecl by the Difpofal which has been made of Zemindarries 
on tiie Divifion of Dacca, by the Sale which was propofed of the Rajah of Nudelea’s Lands, by 
'he Number of wealthy Farmers who have been ruined in the Bahar Province, and by the Sale of 
Llcoks lately made by the Council at Moorffiedabad. 

Nor is any Alteration in the Afieffiuent likely to produce Difeontents, bccaufe it will be no 
Innovation. The ancient Tumar and Tuckfeem, or Diftribution of the Land Rent which was 
formed about Two hundred and twenty Years ago, has long fince ccafed to ferve as a Rule: 

1 finder the old Government, this Diftribution was annually corrected by the Accounts, which

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If the Commands and Exigencies of the Cdmpany-'^sriM admit, of it, i (hall be ready to join in 
lowering the Revenue •, but the peculiar Neceflities of this Government will not perhaps allow of 
a confuleraLilc Diminution of the Rents ; and whatever it may be, it will' be felt as a Relief pnly 
according to the Diltribution of it, and the Manner in which it is proportioned to the State and 
Abilities of thofe who are to pay it. 

I concur entirely with Mr. Francis in his Arguments a^ainft raifing the greateft poITible Revenue 
from Beng,il, by deftroying all the intermediate Orders of Men between the Ruler and the Culti. 
varor. liut as my Objed in endeavouring to procure an accurate Account of the Rents is only to 
m.ike .in tcjual Diftiibution, and has no kind of Conncclion with the Propofition of raifing the 
largcft Revenue, nor with that of deftroying the intermediate Orders of Men, I imiginc it is 
unneerfiary to follow Mr. Francis through all the abftrad Reafonings which he has introduced on 
Subjects fo remote from my own Intentions. 

Brfides the immeiiiatc Bufinefs of the propofed Office, 1 have recommended, as a fecond Objed 
of its Rcl'carches, the better and more cffeaual Regulation of Pottahs for the Security of the Heiats in 
the perjietual and uiidifturbecl PofTefiion of their Lands, and to guard them agHinft arbitrary Taxa- 
t’oiis. The Words, ‘ perpetual Poncfllon,' and ‘ their Lands,’ which may be mere Inaccuracies of 
ExprelFiun, for they were not meant to convey the Idea of any pofuive or exclufive Right of Rof. 
finion, have been noticed by Mr. Francis as contradiftory to the Rights of Property which are 
veiled in the Zemindar. I lhall not here attempt to account for the Diftindions, of Property as 
they are umlerffood in this Country ; it is fufficient for me to obferve, that while the Reiat pays his 
Kent, the Zemindar has no Right todifpollels him, nor caa the Zemindar by any legal Right exad 
a higher Rtiu fiom him than his Poctah preferibes. 

Mr. Francis feems to luppofe, that there is no NecefTity for the Interpofition of Government 
between the Zemindar and tlie Reiat. He obferves, “ that if they are left to thcmfclves, they 
will foon come to an Agreement, in which each Party will find his Advantage.” This would be a 
jult Conclufion, if the Zemindars were all capable or diftinguilhing what was for their Advantage: 
But it is a Fad which will with Difficulty obtain Credit in England, though the Notoriety will 
jufiity me in afierting it here, that much the greateft Part of the Zemindars, both of Bengal and 
Bah.ir, are incapable of judging or ading for thcmfelvcs, being cither Minors or Men of weak Un- 
derlt.uidmgs, or abfulute Idiots. This Circunillance, and the confequent Opprcifions which are 
exeicifed by thofe who ad for them without Interell in the Profperity of the Zemindarry, renders 
it neccliary to provide for tlic Security of the Reiats by Checks and Regulations. It is to be 
oblcived alfo, th.it theic are two Kinds of Reiats. The more valuable are thofc who rtfide 
in c,ne fixed Spot, where they have built themfelves fubftantial Houfes, or derived them by In- 
heritance from their Fathers. Thcfe Men will fuffer much before they abandon their Habitations, 
and therefore they are made to fuffer much j but when once forced to quit them they become 
vagrant Reiats. The vagrant Reiats (as Mr. Francis obferves) have it in theif Power, in fomc 
Meafure, to make their own Terms with the Zemindars. They take Land at an under Rent, 
hold it for one Sealbn ; the Zemindar then encreafes their Rent, or evads more from them than 
their /tgreement, and the Reiats cither defert, or, if they continue, they hold their Land at a 
Rent lower than the eftablifhed Rate of the Country. Thus the ancient and induftrious Tenants 
are obliged to fubmit to undue Exadtions, while the vagrant Reiats enjoy Lands at Half Price, 
which operates as an Encouragement to Defertion* and to the Depopulation of the Country. 

The general Subject of Pottahs, and the Abufes and Opprelfions arjfing from their prefent 
Uncertainty, and the Variety of Articles that compofc the Reiats Accounts, have been often 
Matter of juft Complaint j and I believe every Member of the Board is fatisfied that they require 
to be reformed. All that 1 now propofe is to colled the Materials of Information on this 
Subjed, to be laid before the Board for their future Determination on the moft effedual Means 
regulating the Pottahs. At prefent 1 am not prepared to propofe a complete Plan, and decline 
giving a premature and partial Opinion, while I am profcflcdly fecking for the Grounds to 
determine it.

rf<j)Thc Secretary lays before * the following Minutes, and Papers accompanying them, from 
^ the late Governor General. 

The Governor General. — The Regret which I cannot but feel in rclinquifhing the Service of 
Honourable Employers would be much imbittered, were it accompanied by tlie Reflexion 
{hat I had neglcded the Merits of a Man who deferves no lefs of them than of mylelf, Gunga 
Govind Sing, who, from his earlieft Youth, had been employed in the Collcdtion of the Re- 
venues, was, about Eleven Years ago, fcleded, for his fuperior Talents, to fill the Offi>.e of 
Dtwan to the Calcutta Committee. He has, from that Time, with .a very Ihort Intcrmillion, 
been the principal native Agent in the Colledtion of the Company’s Revenues ; and I can t.ike 
upon mylelf to fay, that he has performed the Duties of his Office with Fidelity, I'filigcncc, and 
Ability. To tnyfclf he has given Proofs of a Conftancy and Attachment which neither the Fears 
nor bxpedtatioos excited by the Prevalence of a different Influence could fliake, and at a Time 
too when thefe Qualities were fo dangerous, that far from finding them amongft the Generality of 
bis Countrymen, I did not invariably meet with them amongft my own. With fuch a Si nfe of 
bis Merits, it is natural that I ffiould feel a* Dcfire of rewarding them •, for Juftice, (latitude, 
Generufity, and even Policy demand it. And I relbrt to the Board for the Means of performing 
fo neceffary a Duty, in full Confidence that as thofe which I fliall point out are neither imeompa- 
tible with the Company’s Interefts nor prejudicial to the Rights of others, they will not be with- 
held liom me. At the Requeft therefore of Gunga Govind Sing, I deliver the accompanying 
Darkhaufts, or Petitions, for Grants of Lands lying in different Diftri^fs, the total Jumma, or 
Rent, of which amount to Rupees 2,38,061 : 12 : i. The Petition marked A, is prefented in 
the Name of his Trtiftee Rhada Gobind Ghofe, and folicits a grant of Lands which arc now 
totally vacant j the annual Rent now received by Government from thofe Lands is 75,533 : 6 : 10 •, 
(iunea Govind Sing offers to -pay the fame Rent, with a Peifficuffi, or Fine, of Sicca Rupees 
28,000. The Petition marked B is prefented in the Name of another Truftee, named Bridjoo 
KilVore Ghole, and is for Lands which, though occupied, have no legal Owner j the annual Rent 
now payable to the Company for thofe Lands is 92,528 14: 15. He engages to pay the lame 
Rent, with a Pcilhculh, or Fjne, upon receiving the Sunnud, of Sicca Rupees 27,000 : o : o. 

1 lie Third Petition, marked C, requefts only a Sunnud for Lands which he has adlually pur- 
chaled in the Name of his Truftee Rhada Gobind Ghofe, of the Perfons, and upon the Terms, 
Ipccificd in the fcveral Papers annexed to that Petition, and marked i, 2, 3 > 4 * Ihefc Lands, 
whim poffeffed by their late Owner, yielded to Government a Revenue of about Seventy thoufand 
Rupees, and they will continue to do the fame in the Poffeffion ol (Junga Govind Sing. 

For fome of thefe Lands he had, during my Abfcnce from Calcutta, prefented Petitions to 
Mr. Whcler, who referred them to the Committee of Revenue, where they were examined and 
approved, but have never yet received the Confirmation of the Board. For the Lands which he 
has aiftually purchafed, I prefume, there cannot be the fmalleft Objeaion to give him a Sunnud j 
nor do I fuppofe that the Board will hcficate to give him Sunnuds for thofe comprized in 1 
non marked A, fincc they are, to my own Knowledge, vacant, and confeficdly therefor^ by the 
Laws of this as well as of moft other Countries, in the abfolutc Gift of Government. Thclc, if 
not bellowed on Gunga Govind Sing, will probably be granted to others much lefs defcrving of 
ihem.

la't'ed* nefs to co-operate with my Colleagues in every Improvement .which they may fugged: in the general 

Condudl or Detail of public Affairs, is, in my Opinion, as dcllfable a Claim to Approbation in my 
prefent Situation, as the Credit of introducing New Plans. The Object before us, as Members 
of this Government, is no lefs great than the Merit of attaining it muft an equal Credit to us 
all. That Objeft is, in the Firft View of it, thc immediate Relief of the puUic Diftrefs, fountkd 
upon a Permanency of Syftcm in the great Political Line of our Management. The Reduftion 
of our Expcnces to the loweft Standard of Safety, is the next Conltderation : And - the Improve- 
ment of our Revenues, on a Syftem of permanent Produftion, with Eafe and Convenience to the 
Natives, is certainly a principal Part of our public Object ; it might juftly be called the Primary 
Duty of this Government ; In this Light I have always confidered itj and from the Time I be* 
came a Member of thc Government, 1 have endeavoured to inform myflflf fully and minutely 
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upon the Subjcfl of the Revenues : I have looked back as far as our Records would direft me, to 
ihc different Modes of colleiting, and adminiflcring the Revenues ; and I have attended particu- 
larly to the great Changes which our Revenue Syftem has occafionally undergone from the Period 
of the Dewanny. I hc DifcufTions which took place on this important Concern, between the late 
Governor General and Mr. Francis, form the moft interefting and enlightened Part of our Re- 
cords : They patronized different and oppofite Syftems •, and fupported them rcfpedtively, not 
only with their own extraordinary Abilities, but with the Aid of the bell Information from the moft 
experienced Servants that ever were employed by the Company in the Revenue Line. From fomc 
of thofc Servants I obtained Memorials, containing their impartial Sentiments, founded upon 
long and real Experience, and fiiggcfting to me the beft Plans for realizing a full and perma- 
nent Revenue from thefc Provinces, m^ing the Security and Happinefs of the Natives the 
fundamental Principle of the Collcftion. 1 (hall, with the Permiflion of the Board, take the Li- 
berty to record, in this Place, One of the Memorials to which I allude, and which has been in 
juy Poffcffion, as appears by* the Superfcripcion upon it, from the 13th January 1782 : I received 
it from Mr. Shore, who prefulcd lb long at the Head of the Committee of Revenue *, I need not 
mention with what Honour to himfclf : The univerfal Teftimony which the Voice of the Na- 
tives, the repeated Approbation of this Government, and the fuperior Kflecm df his fellow Ser- 
vants, bore to the Merits of Mr. Shore, renders it unncceffary for me to add to the Praife to 
which he was intitJed, for his Knowledge and Integrity in the Adminiftration of the Revenue. As 
the Memorial which he gave me was not meant for the public Eye, but to give me a clear View of 
the Subjeft, to forward the public Advantage, the Truths which he has Hated appear in their 
naked Simplicity, and thereby convey a more forcible Impreflion than Drefs or Arrangement 
could give them. In confidcring the Productions of the Soil, and the Revenue to be colleClcd 
from them, he has been equally attentive to the Charadcr of the People, and their peculiar Dif- 
pofuions and Cuftoms. 1 am afraid the Picture which he draws, and the low Ebb at which he 
itates the popular Virtues of the Bengallys, arc not fictitious Reprefentations : But thefc Ihould 
not difeourage the Jufticc or the Care of Government : If the Virtues of the Bengallys, as a Na- 
tion or as Tribes of Men, are of an inferior Standard, their Vices are not the moll dangerous to 
the Peace or Order of Society \ the more we are acquainted with their Genius and Manners, the 
more it becomes incumbent upon us to endeavour to make them ufeful and happy SubjcCls j and 
if they arc incapable of meriting the Freedom of Britifh Laws, let us endeavour to leave thcni 
the Happinefs and Security of their own Inflitutions unviolatcd. The Progrefs which many of 
our Servants have made in learning their Language, and the Tranflations which we have ob- 
tained of their Laws, together with the Lights which we pofTefs relative to the Adminiftration 
of their former Mahometan Rulers, open to us a clear ProfpeCt for accommodating our Dominion 
over thefc Provinces to the Happinefs of the People. In the Courfc of a few Years, I trull, it 
may be faid with Truth, that the Natives of Bengal arc the happieft SubjeCls of any great State 
in India : In Proportion as they are made happy, ic is to be hoped, that their Virtues as a People 
will appear in a more engaging Light. It was Mr. Shore’s Opinion, that much ot their Security 
and Quiet would depend on uniting the Powers of the ColkCtor and Magiftratc together in one 
Deputation of Authority, Though 1 agree generally with Mr. Shore in this Opinion, and 
though Mr. Stuart’s Propofition for uniting the Adawlut of each DillriCl with the ColleClorlhip, 
is founded upon the fame Belief, I very much doubt whether we are as yet fufficicntly advanced 
to rifquc the Confequenccs of veiling lb unchecked a Power generally in the Hands of our Scr- 
/Vants. The Inftitution of the Adawlets, or feparate Eftabhlhments of Provincial Magiftracy, 
did great Honour to its Authors ; and I freely confefs, that it is only by Degrees, and after wit- 
nerffing the Succefs of progreffive Experiments, that I can for my own Part conlcnt to the Abo- 
lition of the Adawluts, or the Transfer of that feparate Jurifdiilionto the lame Hands wh|ch polTefs 
the Power of the Colledlions. Here I am forry to be obliged to differ with Mr. Stuart in a 
leading Principle of his Syftem •, in other Points, where Mr. Stuart’s Plan correfponds, in fomc 
Mcafurc, with the Doftrine laid down by Mr. Shore, I am prevented from giving my Acquief- 
ccncc on the Grounds of general Confiderations. 

When I fuccccded in February laft to the Charge of my prcfcnt Office, I laid it down as a 
general and ncccflary Principle, to avoid Innovation in the Syftem of Government; to cn^deavour 
toconduft the public Affairs, in the Train in which they had devolved upon me, reftifying, at 
the fame Time, fuch Abufes as could be remedied without any Violence to cftabliftied Ar- 
rangements;. and it was only in the Abolition of unneceflary Expences, and the Redudionof 
ufelefs Offices, that I ventured to propofe Alterations, or to introduce new Mcafurcs, without firft 
fubmittiiw them to the Approbation of the Company. Many were my Reafons for prcfcribing 
lomyfelfthis Line of Conaud, and I communicated them freely and candidly to the Board.-— 

Every Change of Syftem in Government, and efpccially in fo important a Source of its Exifte^c 
as that of its Revenue, is, in my Opinion, to be avoided, excepting in extraordinary Cafes: To 
attempt fuch a Change * in the Government itfclf ought to be permanent, the Advantages or the ♦SicmOrig. 
Change to be certain, great, and dcmonflrable ; nor Ihould it be attempted but with a previous 
Sanftion and full App'robatipn of the Power which alone can give it Permanency as a Regulation. 

*rhc Inconveniencies and cver^ Evils of exifting Syftems arc always obvious, and may be calily 
^xpofed ; the Advantages of any Syftem are never dcmonftrablc but from Experience : Diladvan- 
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taaes may arife where they arc lead appreheadeiii and the mod Inditutions of Legination 

Policy, arc often found defeftive frotp the Ihexperichce and Romhm of 
When it was firft fuggeded at the Board to change the pre/ent Sydem of cdlefting the Re.

I am convinced tlie other Mem- 
bers of the Committee will ejtert thcmfclves fully to difeharge their Duty, and do Credit to the 
prefent Adroiniftration ; And I beg Leave to obferve to the Board, that there is hardly any 
Medium, between the moft ample Power and real Refponfibility, in a Truft fuch as that which 
we have delegated to the Committee of Revenue.— The Monthly Rotation of Controul, whicli 
Mr. Stuart propofes for a Member of Council to execute, by fitting in the Khalfa as Comptroller 
of the CbUe^lipns, would, I fear, ferve only to weaken the efficient Authority of the Committee, 
without introducing a more powerful Check. The Controul mud be permanent in one Authority 
to be cither efficient or refponfible, and it requires the undivided Attention of any one Officer 
of Government. But upon what Days of the Week could this Controul be excrcilcd by any of 
the Members of Government individually ?— there being public Councils, at which tlie Prelcnce 
of all the Members is occeifary, except on Saturdays and Sundays.

Remarks on the Mode of adminidering Judice to the Natives in Bengal, and on the Collcdlion 

of the Revenue. 

id. The Company are in Pofieffion of a veiy extenfive Territorial Jurifdiftion in Bengal, equally 
fertile, populous, and (advantageous to the Britiffi Nation, for the large Returns it makes in 
Revenues and Manufadures. 

It becomes a Quedion, What Sydem of Government can be bed adopted for the Management 
of this Territory ? This cannot be anfwered till Icveral leading Fa£ls have been afeertained. 

Bengal is inhabited by various Sefts, amongd which that of the Hindoos may be edeemed to 
make up Eight Tenths of the Population : They arc the Aborigines of the Country, and by Na* 
ture and Religion arc peaceable and inoffcnfive. 

Their National Charaftcr is the Compound of their Charaflers as Individuals : An obdinate 
Attachment to all their Cudoms and Prejudices, whether fuperditious, ceremonious, or traditional, 
may be deemed a general Charafleridic of the Hindoos. 

Their Manners partake of the Nature of the Government under which they have ever lived : 
And this has b^ arbitrary or defpotic ; the Natives are timid and fcrvilc. As Individuals, they are 
infolent to their Inferiors i to their Superiors, generally fpeaking, I'ubmiffivc ; though they are to 
them allb guilty of Infolence, where they can be fo with Impunity. 

Speculation they leldom indulge In any Tranfadlions 1 the prefent Hour is what they alone look 
to the Advantage of, which they will not forego for greater certain Profpedts, if remote. They 
are as little moved by Curiofity. 

Individuals have little Senfc of Honour; and the Nation is wholly void of Public Virtue. They 
make not the lead Scruple of lying, where Falfehood is attended with Advantage j yet both Hin- 
doos and Mahomedans continually fpeak of their Credit and Reputation, by which they mean little 
more than the Appearance they make to the World. Of the Two, the latter arc more tenacious of 
this ; the fame Man that will fubmit to the greated Indignities cxcrcifed upon him in private, will 
be clamorous at an Affront put upon him before his Servants or the Public. 

Cunning and Artifice is Wifdom with them j to deceive and overreach is to acquire tlic Cha- 
raftcrof a Wife Man. 

The greateft Difgracc they can fuffer is to lofc their Cad, or, as we fay, to be excommunicated, 
ihis Punilhment is inflifted for the Breach of the Injunflions of their Religion; or, what is the 
lame, of the Ordinances of their Prieds. To lie, deal, plunder, ravilh, or murder, arc not deemed 
lufficicnt Crimes to merit Expulfion from Society. 

With a Hindoo, all is centered in hiinfelf ; his own Intered is his Guide ; Ambition is a fecondary 
Quality with him ; and the Love of Money is the Source of this Paflion. 

The Advantage they derive over Europeans, is by praflifing thofe Arts of Meannefs which an 
European deteds. A Man mud be long acquainted with them, before he can believe them capable 
of that barefaced Falfehood, fervile Adulation, and deliberate Deception, which they daily pradife. 

To our Government they have little Attachment ; yet it is certain that, in general, Pro[ierty ha.s 
ten n^ore fKure, and Individuals lefs opprefied, than under the Dcfpotifm of their Nabobs. I 
P i n!*** **** Confidence Conviflion infpiKS. I believe them to be as much attached to the 

Jj-oglilh Government as they would be to any other ; but if another Dominion could cdabliffi itfclf, 
oy would embrace • with Indifference. The Reafon of this mud be fought for in the Confe- 
rences of a defpotic Authority; and by tracing them, the Charailcrs of the Natives will be eafily 

u,L- underftood; in them will be feen the Source of Timidity, Adulation, and Deceit, 
"'nich prevail.

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It is very obvious, that within the laft Ten or Twelve Years, a conflderable Alteration has taken 
Place in the Manners of the People. This Alteration is the natural Coniequrnce of a greater De. 
g-^ce of Intimacy with Europeans, than they formerly were admitted to.. Thofc Parts of our 
Charaiffer which firft drew their Attention, were Bravery, Clemency, and Good "Faith. They have 
fince found that we arc not wholly deftitutc of Wcaknefles and "Vices j and that Europeans, hkg 
all others, are open to Temptation ; The Refpeft they entertained for us as Individuals, or as a 
Nation, is diminilhed v and they now confidcr themfelves upon a more equal Footing. 

The Introduftion of the Supreme Court of Judicature has largely contributed to the Elevation 
of the Natives, and to the Depreflion of Europeans. This Syftem, which was meant for the Re. 
lief of the Natives, has, in very few Refpefts, anfwered that Objeft •, in many Inftances it has been 
a heavy Grievance to them •, and the Natives themfelves have found out the Art of making the 
Powers of the Court the Means and InRrument of forwarding their own Views of Intereft and 
Oppreflion, of eluding the Power of the Government, and of weakening its Authority, by engaging 
the I'wo Tribunals in Conicfts with each other. 

It is in vain that we fearch for Men of enlightened Underftandina,deep Reafoning, and Refleftion, 
amongft the Natives. The Education of the Hindoos is confined to their being taught their own 
Language : The Mahomedans are little better inftrudfed t the Acquifition of a few moral • politi- 
cal MaxTms, which in Pradticc they negleiff, is all they know of the Art of Government j if fix. 
ceptions can be found, they arc very rare. 

Such are the Inhabitants of Bengal, over whom the European Jurifdiftion is cftablilhed: Pru- 
dence may, no doubt, render it permanent, but Prudence and Policy alone can efFedb this j from 
a Comparifon of their Numbers with ourfclvcs, it muft be evident to all, that the Power by which 
we rule is lefs real than ideal. 

The grand Objeft of our Government in this Country Ihould be to conciliate the Minds of the 
Natives : this may be efFcdcd by allowing them the free Enjoyment of all their Prejudices, and by 
lecuring to them their Rights and Property. The Form of it fiiould, I think, hie defpotic, and 
the Natives (hould Rill be retained in thole Habits of Submifllon which are natural and familiar to 
them ; to this they will make no ObjeAion, whilft they are treated with Humanity and Jufticci 

Between the Head Tribunal of Government and its Subjefts, I would prelcrve a great and re- 
fpeftablc Diftance ; nor fuffer the Perfons of the Members of the State to Bfe treated with a Fa- 
miliarity which inducts Contempt. 

In Fa£t, the Supreme Council in Bengal Ihoutd be a Council of Comptrol merely to fuperintend 
the Conduit of all the other Departments of the State, and oblige them to do their Duty. As 
a Government, or as Individuals, they Ihould not interfere in the executive Duties of fobordinatc 
Stations j but be attentive only to correit their Errors, reform their Abufes, or puni(h their In- 
jufticc V they (hould preferibe Rules of Conduit, and leave the Execution of them to others. 

Their Bufinefs upon this Scale would be limited, fimple, and eafy : But where the Members of 
the State, or the collcitive Body of it, attend to all Applications, interfere in all Appointments, 
and undertake Bufinefs of a trifling Nature, they can neither ail with Propriety as an Office of 
Comptrol, nor as an Office of Difpatch, whilft they leave it in the Power of the lowed to judge 
of their Capacities and Intentions. 

Upon this Principle, all the fobordinatc Offices of Government Ihould alfo be formed : The 
Gradation from the Firft to the L.aft (hould be eafy and connefted ■, and all Bufinefs in its Progrefs 
Ihould obferve thefe Gradations : And we muft be careful not to fuffer the Exiftence of Two Au- 
thorities that cla(h with the Operations and countcraift the Influence of each other. 

Tliefe are the general Outlines i in the Application of them we arc to confidcr the Three great 
Departments of the Government •, viz. The Adminiftration of Jufticc, the Management of the Re- 
venues, and the Commercial Intcrefts — The Political Department relates to other Objefts, fo wide 
and extenfive, that it muft be confidered feparately. _ 

Several Syftems have been .adopted for the Management of the Revenues, and the Adminiftra- 
tion of Jufticc ; at one Period they have been united, at another they have been feparated. 

Till the Year 1770 the Revenues, with a few partial Exceptions, were under the Controul of 
the Natives •, but it was then deemed more advantageous to the Company to employ their Ser- 
vants. In Confequcncc of this Determination, Europeans were appointed as Supervifors, and the 
■Comptrol of the Diftrids, in Matters of Revenue, as well as in what related to the Adminiftration 
of Jufticc, was vefted in them. 

Two Councils of Comptrol were cftablilhed ; one at Moorftiedabad, and one at Patna j to ttieic 
the Collcdors were fobordinatc, and aded under their Orders and Authority. 

Thefe Councils were, in their Turn, fobordinatc to the Council at the Prefidency, compofed or 
the Members of the Government themfelves. j u a 

The Khalfa, or Head Revenue Court of the Country, was at that Period fixed at Moorfljedaoaa ; 
but it was thought proper to remove it to Calcutta, and the Council at Fort William took upon 
themfelves the immediate Diredion and Comptrol of the Collcdors i in confequcncc of which the 
Two Councils at Moorfliedabad and Patna were aboliflicd. 

In 1774 the Collcdors wereTccalled, and the Diftrids were formed into Divifions, and rto* 
vincial Councils of Revenue appointed for each j their Stations were at Calcutta, Bufdwan, 
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Djccj, MnorlliKlabjd, and IJnag^re. The Adminitttation of Cieil Joftice was vedul in the 
Council at large, but held in Rotation by One of the Members. 

In the Year 1780 the Adminiftration of Juflice feparated from the Comntrol over the Ke- 
venoes, and vefted in Perfons, neither conneaed with the Revenue Department, nor iubordin.ue 
to It* 

In 1 78 1, the Plan wase«endcd, and the Number of the Courts of Adawluts encrcafed i and in 
the Beginning or the fame Year the prefent Syftcm for the Management of tlie Rcvoiuic took Place 
1 0 all thele Plan.s excepting the Firft, very folid Objeftions may be made. In propofinc. the' 
Syftem which appears to me the fimplcft and bed, I (hall give Attention to them ^ ^ 

The following are the Outlines of the Plan : 

Id. That in the two Departments of the Adminidration of Judice in Civil Cafes and the 
Management and Coinptrol o> the Revenues, the Servants of tl.e Company fl.ould be cm’ploycd

After the Charafter which has been given of the Natives, it is needlefs to add. that I think Remarks 
them ill calcularcd for theie important fruds. I might appeal to every Kuropc.in wlio has had 
Opportunities of feeing the Natives in Office, in Support of my Opinion. 

Affairs in Bengal is now wholly different from what it was Ten Yc’rs 
ago: The Scale of Connedions and Intereds is greatly extended, and Englilh Forms of Policy 
and Law are introduced. Ihc Natives no longer look upon One of their own Country and Sedl 
Head, but to Europeans ; nor can they adt, as formerly, without our Advice 

and Alfiitance. 

It is the Part of a wife Government to provide againd all Contingencies : We ought not therefore 

^ the Natives or on a fuppodd Attachment to us ; but 
eltablilh fuch a Comptrol in all Parts of the Country, that in cale of a Foreign Invafion bv an 
European Power, or ot the Inroads of an Kadcrn Enemy, or the Event of Rebellion in any of 
our Provinces, the Payment of the Revenues may not be fufpended, illicit Correfpondcncc or 
dangerous Confederacies may be checked, and the Contagion of Rebellion ffiifted *. • sic i>, orig. 

lhat the Servants of the Company are (Qualified lor the Talk J propofc to allot to them I may 
venture to pronounce. 1 he Colledlion of the Revenues is in itfelf fimple j and if it is now attended 
With particular Embarraffments, they arilc from the Sydem which has been edablifhed, or from 

j j r » i Senfe, a competent Knowlcdce of t.he Language, Application, 

and Reifitude of Intention, arc all the Qualities required either for this, or in the Didribution of 
Julticc. It IS the P<vt of the Comptrolling Power to retain every Man in his Duty, and prevent the 
Abufeof Auihority. r 

An Englifhman cannot defeend to thofe little Plaices of Oppreffion or Extortion fo familiar to 
the Natives •, his Mind revolts at the Idea ot them ; And admitting even that fomc arc, by H ibit, 

Connexions, or Neceffity, become depraved, there is, after all, in every Bread a Scnlc of Honour 
and Virtue that recoils from the low vicious Arts of a Native of Bengal. 

Ip reverting to the Period when this Sydem was cdablidied, I cannot rccollcX any ObicXions 
Againd It i lome might be drawn from the perlbnal CharaXcis of the Individuals employed 1 
but thofe can no more be urged againd the Plan itfelf, than tlieVicts of the Prieds can be adduced 
to prove the Chridian Religion wrong. If a Government will differ Crimes and Vices to go un- 
punilhed, no Sydem can be adopted that will anfwcr any good Purpofe.

People long accudomed to a defpotic Authority fhould only look to One Madcr. It is impoffible Remaik^.' 
to ciraw a Line between ilic Revenue and Judicial Departments in fuch a Manner as to prevent their 
^ ^ a* ’ 4 ^ *** Cafe, either the Uevenucs mud liider, or the Adminidration ot Judice be fuf- 
pended Theprefent Regulations define theObjeXs of the Two fcveral JiirifdiXions with Clear- 
nets and Precifioni yet they clafh in PraXicc : Complaints are fo blended, that it is often impof- 
1 e to determine to which I ribunal they belong ; and that there has not been more Confufion 
lan as actually happened, is owing to the Difcreiion of thofe who have been entrufted with the 
Adminiftration of Jufticc. 

It may be poftibic in the Courfe of Time to induce the Native.s to pay iheir Rents with Regu- 
3 nty^ and without Coinpulfion *, but this is not the Cafe at prek nt, U any Force ivS offered, a Coin- 
p amt IS niadc in a Court of Juftice, and whether true or falfc, a temporary Frotcftion is given to 

* r ^^plamant, who is relcaled from the Demands upon him : To realize them afterwards is no 
caiy Matter.

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Tf the prefent Syftem fiiould continue, it will be neceflary to fecure the RegoktIoM fpr the Ad- 
miniftration of J iiftice : In general they are very proper, but feme few Alterations will be oecelEiry t 
and to reduce them to the Underftandings of the People, they r^uire to be fimplified, ' 

It has been the Fate of this Government to fSrm good Regulations, but not to enforce them •, and 
this gave Room to thofc Objedlions, which were made againRthe Powers of the Courts of Revenue 
and JuJlicc being excrcifed by the fame Perfons j the Error was not in the Inftitution, but in the 
Negledt of Duty. 

If any folid Arguments can be urged on the other Side, it is, that the Bufinefs of either Depart, 
ment will be found fufficient to occupy the whole Time and Attention of one Man. It is'^rtain 
lie will not have much Lcifure; but I am convinced may ncvcrthelefs perform the Duties of both 
Offices to the Satisfaction of himfclf and his Superiors, by a welUre^latcd Method and proper 
Attention.

ciii»rk». Remarks on the Firft Article, one great Advantage of this Syftem has been pointed out ^ 

others are not wanting. 

In the aftual Collection of the Revenues, nothing is more neceflary than to give immediate 
Attention to all Complaints, which are preferred daily without Number, and difpatch them in 
a fummary Manner. This cannot be done where the Comptrol is remote. 

In every Pergunnah throughout Bengal, there are fome diftinCt Ufages which cannot be clearly 
known at a Diftance j yet, in all Complaints of Opprefflon or Extortion, thefc muft be known 
before a Dccifion can be pronounced. But to learn at Calcutta the particular Cuftoms of a Diftrifk 
of If adlhahy or Dacca, is almoft impoffiblc } and confidering the Channels through which an 
Explanation muft pafs, and through which the Complaint is made, any Colouring may be given to 
it, and Oppreffion and Extortion, to the Ruin of a DiftriCb, may be praCkilcd with Impunity. 

This is a continual Source of Embarraflmcnt to the Committee of Revenue in Calcutta. One 
Objcdl of their Inftitution is, to bring the Revenues without Agency to the Prcfidency j and all 
local Comptrol is removed from over the Renters who pay at Calcutta, or what is called Huzzoory j 
when Complaints arc made againft them, it is almoft impoffiblc to diferiminate Troth from Falfe- 
liood } and to prevent a Failure in the Revenues, it is found neceflary in all doubtful Cafes to fup* 
port the Farmer v a Circumftance which may confirm the moft cruel Afts of Oppreffion. 

The real State of any Diftricft cannot be known by the Committee i a Farmer or Zemindar may 
plead, that an Inundation has ruined him, or that his Country is a Defart from Want of Rain : An 
Aumecn is fent to examine the Complaint; he returns with an exaggerated Account of Loffes, 
proved in Volumes of intricate Accounts, which the Committee have no Time to read, and for 
which the Aumcen is well paid •, poflibly, however, the whole Account is falfe. Suppofc no 
Aumcen is employed, and the Renter is held to the Tenor of his Engagements, the Lofs, if real, 
muft occafion his Ruin, unlefs his Aflcflment is very moderate indeed, 

I may venture to pronounce, that the real State of the Diftridls is nowlefs known, and the Reve- 
nues lefs underftood, than in 1 774. Since the Natives have had the Difpofal of Accounts, fince they 
have been introduced as Agents, and trufted with Authority, Intricacy and Confufion have taken 
Place i the Records and Accounts which have been compiled are numerous ; yet, when any par- 
ticular Account is wanted, it cannot be found. It is the Bufinefs of all, from the Ryott to the 
•Ifiie inOrig. pewan, to conceal and deceive j the fimplcft Matter f of Faft are defigncdly covered with a Veil, 
through which no human Underftanding can penetrate. 

With refped to. the prefent Committee of Revenue, it is morally impoflible for them to execute 
the Bufinefs they are entrufted with j they are vefted with a general Comptrol, and they have an 
executive Authority, larger than ever was before given to any Board or Body of Men ; they may 
and muft get through the Bufinefs ; but to pretend to aflert that they really execute it, would be 

Folly and Falfehood. v u 

The grand Objeft of the Natives is to acquire independant Comptrol j and for many Years they 
have purfued this with wonderful Art. The Farmers and Zemindars under the Committee profe- 
cute the fame Plan, and have ready Objeftions to any Thing that has the Icaft Appearance 01 
ReftriAion •, all Comptrol removed, they can plunder as they pleafe. , 

The Committee muft have a Dewan, or executive Officer, call him by what Name you pleale. 
This Man, in Faft, has all the Revenue paid at the Prefidency at his Difpofal » and can, if he has 
any Abilities, bring all the Renters under Contribution. It is little Advantage to rcftrain the 
Committee themfelves from Bribery or Corruption, when their executive Officer has the Power ot 


praftifing both undetefted. , 

To difplay the Arts employed by a Native on fuch Occafions would fill a Volume. ^ He diic 
vers the fecret Refources of the Zemindars and Renters, their Enemies and Competitors j Md, 
by the Engines of Hope and Fear railed upon thefc P'oundations, he can work them to his Pu^ 
pofe. The Committee, with the beft Intentions, belt Abilities, and fteadieft Application, muK 
after all be a Tool in the Hands of their Dewan. , . 

• skiaoiig. This would never be the Cafe* in the Cafe in the Syftem I propofe,a8 the Dewan would neitne 
be the Channel of Information nor of executing Orders ; his Bufinefs would be liroi^. 
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The ft^Pbwflions that wtnailcagainft the i^refcnt Committee of Revenue may be applied 
to the Syft^ Provincial CoudciIs *, ic is fufficient to fay of them, that the iinivcrfal Opinion, 
(litngihcn^ by pperwnce,' has pronounced the Syttem fundamentally wron-, and inapplicable to 
,ny good Purpofcs. ’ . > a rv 

After all, the Government tnuft confider, that to make people do their Duty, Hope muft be held 
out as well M Reward \ or, in the Words of a Gentleman, formcrlv a Member of the Supreme 
Council, no Governnient will be Icrved faithfully that docs not reward 'its Sei vants liberally. 

This is one great BefeA in the Syftcm for the Adminiftration of Juflice •, the Pay of the Judacs 
jj equal only to t^ir Subfiftence, and their prefcnt Rank is the lall Step of the Scale. Havintr 
no Obje^f m this Line, they have little Inducement to exert themlelves in it, but arc anxioui to 
get removed to fome other where their Profpefts are better. 

Fougdarry Jurildiftlon.— Of the Fougdarry JurifdiAion nothing has yet been f.iid. In this 
Department, Criminal Joftice is adminiftered, and it is the only Office left to the Nabob. 

I do not fee any particular Reafon-for changing the Syftcm itfclf, and perhaps it would, on 
many Accounts, be improper; but fome Regulations arc highly ncccffiiry. 

Mahomed Reza is at the Hcad of this Department, and is the only Perfon I know in the Country 
quaiilied for it. If he were left to himfelf, I have not a Doubt but he would conduit it well ; 
but he is fo circumferibed by Recommendations of particular Perfons, and by the Proteaion held 
out to his Officers by Europeans, that, to my Knowledge, he has not been able to punilh them 
even when they have been convidted of the greatcit Enormities ; and he has often on this Account 
been blamed where his Hands were tied up. 

The prelent Fouzdarry Syftcm, unlels it has lately undergone great Alterations from the Controul 
over the Foujedars vefted in the Judges of the Adawlut, is a mere Syftcm of Rapine and Plunder, 
and furnifhes another Proof againft leaving Natives with uncontroulcd Power. 

What is particularly wanted is, to impofe Checks and Reftraints uixm the Foujedarry Officers 
feattcred about the different Diftrids; and this might be done, confident with the Plan I propofe, 
by lodging a Controuling Power with the Collcdlors over them. With refpea to the Trial of 
Dylinquents, that fhould be left with the Natives alone; the Trial is always fent to the Naib 
Nazim, and muft be confirmed by him, and receive his Sandlion, before the Sentence can be cai - 
ritd into Execution. 

I do not think it would be unbecoming the Dignity or Humanity of this Government, to pro- 
cure fome Alteration in particular Punilhments, which are a Difgrace to Humanny ; I allude 
in particular to the cutting off Limbs, and impaling; the very Mention of whicli makes Nature 
Ihudder. 

As to the Mode of Controul, it might be as follows : To fix the Station of the Head Foujed.ir 
of a Diftrift at the fame Place with the Superintendanr, and to oblige him to make a daily Re- 
port of all the Prifoners under his Charge ; to order him to obey the Orders of the Colledtor for 
the Seizure of any Delinquents, and if the Crimes , of the Priibners merit Trial, to make the 
Foujedar deliver them over without Delay to the proper Officers for that Purpofc ; to abolilh all 
Fines whatever as Punilhments; and to reduce the Number of Petty Tannahs or Guards which 
are now fcattered about the Country. 

N. B. To prevent an Abule which arifes from the Pay of Peons employed by the Court, and 
which is made an Article of Profit, a Reftriftion might be laid upon the Foujedar not to ilTuc 
Summonfes but under the Signature of the Superintendanr. 

• It was formerly the Duty of the Zemindars to preferve the Peace within their refpciftivc Diftrit^s, 
and to apprehend all Robbers and Breakers of the Peace : This cannot be done univerfally, but 
may ftill be adopted in particular Diftrifts ; for Inftance, in Burdwan. 

It may now be propicr to take a general Review of the Syftcm I propofe. The Adminifiration 
of Jufticc, and CoUeAion of the Revenues of the whole Country, having been veiled in Company’s 
Servants, appointed to the different Diltrifts, it will be neceffary to eftabliHi a Controul over them. 

For this Purpofe, a Council of Controul, fimilar to the prefent Committee of Revenue, Ihould 
be eftablilhed in Calcutta, with whom the Collcblors Ihould correfpond, and whole Orders they 
arc to obey. To them they are to fend their Monthly Accounts of their Collcdions and Dif- 
burfemcnis, and remit the former to them. 

This Council Ihould be fimply deliberative, nor have any Office of Colledlion itfelf: I would not 
show them any judicial Authority, except merely to refer Complaints of any Kind to the Colleftors. 

The prefent Court of Appeal, under the Name of Sudder Dewanny Adawlut, may ft II con- 
tinue with all its Powers ; to this Court the Colledlors, in their judicial Capacities, arc to be fubjcdl, 
and to make their Returns to it, as at prefent. 

The Supreme Council will ftill have a Controul over the Whole: The Committee arc to fend 
tl>e Monthly Accounts to them, with their Proceedings, as at prefent, with a general 
upon the State of the Bufinefs and Condudl of the Collectors. 

Every fubordinate Office muft be poflefled of full Authority: The Committee muft not in- 
terfere in the Duties of theCollerftor, who, within his Juril'diClion, Ihoul i be confidcred as delpotic. 

The Committee Ihould not decide primft facie upon Keprefentations fiom tlic Native^, but 
Ihould refer them to the Collediors. It will be One Part of their Duty to hear all Complaints 
a^gainft the ColleAors, and call upon them to anfwer them. The Committee, in this Cafe, muft 
he ordered to lay a State of their Proceedings before the Supreme Council, who will pals fucli a

If the prtfent Situation of AflFairs were in any Refpeft eligible, ! Ihotild hot proptilh «i Altera, 
tion i but I am convinced it is fundamentidly bad \ and that the Syfttsb now pvbpbftd, aAinittine 
it to be incomplete, will in evei7 Refpelft be infinitdy better. '1 do not howeew wilk ^ 
introduced, unlefs with a DeternU nation of adhering to itt and if the Govertnwnt will compel 
every Man to do his Duty, by rewarding thofc who do execute it, and by diOniillng (hole who 
arc eitlier incapable or negligent of the Performance of. it, 1 may venture to pronouaeet that the 
Syftem itfclf will anfwcr every Objefk intended by it. 

In taking into Confideration the Management of the Revenues, it is ncceflary at the fame 
Time to confider the Mode of Settlement. ^ ■ 

It may not be pradHcable, confidering the Settlement formed by the Committee of Revenue, to 
make any confidcrable Alceratton during the prefcnt Year t but a Foundation (hould be laid, and 
the Plan Iketched out at full, and filled Up atterwarda as Circuroftancea admit. 

It may he pronounced, that upon the Whole, the Zemindars, who have the Bwateft Riches, 
are alfo the propereft Perfons for the Management of the Revenues of their own Diftri^s: Some 
Exceptions to this as a general Rule will hereafter be j^nted out. 

I therefore propofe that the Settlement be made with the Zemindars themfclvea, and that the 
Amount of the Jumma be irrevocably fixed during the Lifetime of the Zemindar. 

The AflefTment Ihould alfo be moderate, and in that Cafe the 2 iemindar Ihould be compelled 
to pay it, taking upon himfelf all Profits and LoflTes : If the Aflfcffment is exceflive, there will b« 
either a Ncccfllty to admit an Abatement in Cafe of Loft, or the Lands.muft be Ibid. 

The former Alternative is the beft i and in that Cafe it might be made a Rule to fell a Portion of 
the Zemindarry to make good Arrears. I would even limit a Day when this Operation Ihould 
take place ; to the Firft Day of the Second Month of the New Year. 

The Exceptions againft this Rule arife from the Incapacity of the Zemindars, owing to Sex or 
Minority. Both the Zemindars of Dinagepore and Burdwan are Minors, and wholly incapable 
at ptefent of managing the Rents of their own Diftrids : In thefe Cafes the following Modes occurs 
either to appoint an Officer on the Part of Government to take the Management of the Rents; or, 
to let the Lands to Farm. 

In the former Cafe the Perfon appointed is only anfwcrabicibr what he adlually oolleAi) in the 
latter Cafe, he is refponfible for a certain Sum. 

If proper Perfons (hould be found for the T ruft, the former Mode appears to me preferable i and 
it may be adopted when the Zemindar himfelf has any near Relations capable of the Truft: The 
Fear of Difmiffion will be fomc Reftraint upon him. 

The latter Mode alfo has its Advantages ^ but thefe depend allb upon the Choice ttf Perfons. 
I would not abfolutely fix upon either, but adopt one or the other as Circumftanccs indicate. 

In whatever Inftances a Farmer is employed, it ought not to be for one Year but for a Term} 
as he ought not to be admitted without fufficient ftealon, he ought not to be difpoffcfled merely 
to make Room for another Perfon. 

Every Zemindar has Land under the Denomination of Bert, Bermooter, 8fc. which are Rent- 
free. For the Management of thefe Lands, I would propofe that a Perfon Ihould be nominated 
by Governmenr, where the Diftrift is not left with the Zemindar himfelf. 

Under every Situation, however, the Government muft talce upon themfelves the Care of the 
Zeniindar’s Education during his Minority : Experience teaches, that this Truft, when left at the 
Diferetion of their Relations, or a Farmer, is never executed faithfully. The Confequcnce is 
that the Zemindars arc incapable of managing their Lands at the Time they are qualified by their 
Age to undertake it. . . i 

If the Government fix the AflcflTment, they muft at the fame Tinnc fix their own Expcnces. It 
was formerly remarked, that tlic Habit of this Government to eneveafe its Expenors was enor- 
mous. A Comparifon of the Progrefs of Expcncc fince this Remark was m^e, in the Begin- 
ning of 1776, will fully verify it. 

To conclude : If the Plan now recommended, for the Adminiftration of Juftice and the Mana^ 
ment of the Revenues, take place •, and if thofc employed in it arc retain^ in their * 

Courfc of Two or Three Years, the Syftem which is now confufed and complicated, will become 
cafy and fimple, neither difficult to underftand, nor embarraffing to perform. , 

With refpeft to the Expence of this Plan, it will not be lb great as at prefent, even afw h>t «*5 
certain Profits for the l*crfons employed, by allowing them Ciommiflions, upbn the net Colle^j^ 
which I think the propereft Mode of paying them : But that this Matter may not be left j" 
the whole Detail of the Syftem and Expence Ihould precede the Adoption of it } and this may ^ 
done eafily. If thefe Reflexions are deemed of fufficient Weight to meiit Coofideiwon» 
•Writer will chearfolly embrace the Trouble of this Detail. ^ j .

The following Minutes were received from Mr. Stuart, and having been fent in Circulation, 
arc now here recorded. 

Mr. Stuart lays before the Board the following Minute, whicli he had prepared in Coniequcnce 
of the One recorded by Mr. Stables, on the Proceedings of the i8th Ultimo, and in Conicqucncc 
of a Letter propofed to be written to the Committee of Revenue on the 20th following, but whicli 
he has been prevented by Sicknefs from delivering in fooner. 

Mr. Stuart. — I have long thought Gunga Govind Sing, and his Son Prawnkiflen, very improper 
Ferfons to hold the Offices of Dewan and Naib Dewan to the Committee ot Revenue j and 1 
therefore heartily l^ond Mr. Stables’s Motion for their Removal. 

Mr. Stables obierves that the Committee have not made any Remarks on the Subjeft of the 
Dinagepore Rajah’s Petition referred to them by the Board but I am difpofed on this Occafion to 
acquit them of any intentional Neglcd of their Duty, feeing that the Aniwer delivered in by Gunga 
Govind Sing amounts in Fadt to an Acknowledgement of the Guilt whereof he Hands accufed, 
and therefore rendered any further Enquiry by the Committee altogether unnccefliiry. 

As the Zemindar’s Vakeel adverts in his Petition to the Settlement made by Mr. Macdowall, 
for the Truth of his Aflertion with refpedf to the Value of the Pergunnah Salbarry, I thought it 
neceffary to refer to the Accounts tranfmitted by that Gentleman to the Committee of Rc^nuc,

The Fraud in this Cafe is eHablifhed by dcHroying the Rcfourccs of Government in the annual 
Sum of 42,474, as Hated in Mr. Stables’s Minute. — ^The Collufion is eHabliIhrd by the very Deeds 
produced in Support of the Tranfadlion, in falfcly Hating, ‘ that the DiHrnHs are annually 

* fuffering from the Defertion of the Ryots to fo great a Degree, as to render all my (the Rajah’s) 
‘ Efforts to keep the Lands in Cultivation inelfcdtual, and as in Confcqucnce of this a great

ift. Becaufc many Complainu pf a vejry fcnolM Nature have been made againft thefe Two 
Men and their Agents, in difierent Fhits of cho Country, of Opptefilofls, and various Extortions, 
the Truth of which cannot be afcertained, fo long as they poflefs their prefent Inlluencr. 

adly. Becaufe they ftand arraigned of being either Concerned, or AcceOaries in a Forgery 
committed to the Amount of fome Lacks of Rupees, on the Xhalfa T reafury. * 

3dly. Becaufe it appears to me, on penillng the Proceedings refpeding Oolaum Afhruff, that if 
Gunga Govind Sing and Prawn Kifhen have pot been adually concerned in the Forgery, thev 
at lead; appear to have been guilty of the moft fcandalous and moft unaccountable Negled of Duty, 
whereby the Company have (uffered a great LoB — and this' of itielf is a Reafon of fo much Forced 
that nothing could jullify their being continued in Office^ it has come to the Knowledge of 
the Board. 

4thly. Becaufe they have acquired an Influence, which i^ie of the abled Servants of the 
Company, ading in the Committee, did not find them&lvci al^ to cenntcrad, and which operates 
highly to the Prejudice of the Country, and muft Continue to do fo whilft they remain in Office. 

5thiy. Becaufe, if it is neceflkry to appmnt Dewans, and to arm them with fo much Power and 
Authority as thofe Men have been permuted to cxercifc, it is proper to rcmqve them every Two 
or Three Years, to prevent them from acquiring fo improper an influence. 

And 6thly, ^aufe in a Plan which I have laid before the Board for the Management of the 
Revenues, 1 have given it as my Opinion, that the Expence of their Appointments and Eda< 
blifhments may be faved to the Company, and thef Influence of the Native Agents effcclbally 
checked. 

I Iccond Mr. Stables’s Motion, for the Roy Royan’s beihg ordered to take Charge of the Office 
hitherto cxercifed by Gunga Govind Sing j and further propofe, that he may be empowered to 
call upon him for all Papers and Records relative to the Revenues, or appertaining to the OHices 
which have been under his Management. 

And as an unavoidable Confequence of the Grounds upon which I have given my Opinion for 
the DirmiOion of the Dewan Gunga Govind Sing, and of Prawnkifhen his Son, the Naib Dewan, 
I move that they be put under Reftraint, until they have rendered a full and latisfaCtory Account 
of their Adminiftration. 

As the Opinions of a Majority of the Board on the Papers concerning the collufive Sale, and 
fraudulent Purchafe of the Pergunnah Salbarry, &c. in the Zemindarry of Dinagepore, circulated 
by Orders on the i8th inftant, arc already pafiRxl for the DifmifTion of Gunga Govind Sing, See. 
and for the Roy Royan to take Charge of the Bufinefs hitherto committed to the Management 
of Gunga Govind Sing I propoie, that inftead of the laft Paragraph of the Board’s Letter of the 
30th inftant, now fenc round for Signature, the following be fubftituted : 

** As Gunga Govind Sing and his Son PrawnkillCn nave, by a Refolution of the inftant, 
been difmifled from their Offices of Dewan, and Naib DCwan to your Committee, and the Roy 
Royan ordered to take Charge of them, we have therefore directed him to attend you to re- 
ceive Charge accordingly, and to allift in forming tl\Q ^ttlement of the Fluzzoor Mahals, for the 
prefent Year tiqa, and to prevent the Roy Royan meeting any Impediments in affording His Aid 
in the Execution of this important Service, we ftriCtly enjoin your enforcing the immediate Deli- 
very of all fuch Papers and Accounts relative to the Revenues, as he may call upon Gunga Go- 
vind Sing, See. for } and in cafe of their making any vague Plea, or Pretence, for Noncompliance, 
we direct you to put them under Reftraint, as being chargeable with Refiltance to the Authority 
of Government, and to depute proper Perfons to fcarch the public Papers in his Pofleffion for fuch 
as may be required.” 1 further propofe, that the 2d Paragraph of the Letter to the Committee of 
Revenue be left out. 

Becaufe, being in my Conception contrary to the eftabliihed Practice, and fundamental Prin- 
ciples of the Conftitution of this Government, I do hereby proteft, as well now as in future, againft 
any Minutes of the Supreme Board being fent to any infnior Department, unlefs firft exprefsiy 
adopted by the Board as Rules for the pofitive Guidance of fuch Department, and tranfmiitcd 
accordingly for that Purpofe.

Mr. Stuart.-— Since I have been capable of attending to Bufinefs, I have perulcd the Minutes of 
the Governor General, and Mr. Subles, on the above SubjeCt, recorded on the Board’s Pro- 
ceedings of the 34th May, and fent to me in Circulation. On thefe Papers I now beg leave to 
make the following Obiervations. 

From the whole Tenor of the Governor General’s Minute relpeCVing Gunga Govind Sing, it appears 
that his foie Realbn for objeCling to the Meafure propofed by Mr, Stables, and feconded by me, 
of difmiffing Gunga Govind Sing from Office, is. the Want fuflSdent Grounds foil ^ 
much Rigour. This Obie^ion being removed, 1 doubt not but the Board will be unanimous in a

The liealbns adduced hi my Minute aWw recorded, not having been yet feen by the Governor 
General, they will, I hope, have their due Weight in removing his Objeaions. Were the frau- 
dulent Purchafe of Pergunnah Sabarry entirely out trf thcQueftion, I ftill think that thofc Rea- 
foDS arc more than fufficient to render it our Duty to difmifsGunga Govind Sing, and the Whole 
of hia Aumlah. The pernicious Effefts of his NcgUgence in Office, to fay no worfc, in the Cafe 
of the Forgery, have already been feverely felt by our Employers and this Circumftancc being 
brought home to our ConviAion, as it certainly is, ihould we not be legally held rclponfible to 
them for the Amount of any Lofs that might accrue from a fimilar TranfaAion under his Ad- 
mimftralion ? And permit roe to aflc» what Security we have that TranfaAions of the fame Na- 
ture are not at this Moment carrying on ? The Committee of Revenue have once been deceived j 
and why may they not be deedved Main ? 

The Governor General bys great Streft upon the Recommendation of the late Governor Ge- 
neral in favour of Gunga Ciovind Sing ; but I tnuft confefi It has not the fame Weight with me. 

On the contrary, as the Aj^lication m the Sunnud was artftilly deferred until a few Days before 
Mr. Haftings failed, it is evidrot to me, not only from the Rflkfons already quoted on tliis Sub- 
jeA, but from Mr. Vonfittatt^s Narrative of what paflfed between him and Bubram, that Gunga 
Govind was afraid to apply fooner, left Mr. Hainngs Ihotfld enquire into tha Matter, deteA his 
Collufion, and bring him to Punifhmenc. 

The Governor General propofes to refer Mr. Vanfittart’s Paper to Gunga Govind Sing for his 
Anfwer, and to call Evidence with refpcA to the Circumftances ftated in me Defence. The hrft 
I could wilh to avoid, out of Delicacy to Mr. Vanfittart ; and becaufe, front the Nature of the 
Circumftances reptefented in the Paper, Gunga Govind’s Anfwer could not tend to his own Ac- 
quittal, further than by a Ample Denial of the Charge made by Bubram. The Second, vie. 
calling in Eviderfoe, I think altogether unneceAary, becaufe the FaAs are, in my Opinion, fuf- 
Aciently eftabliAied by the ftrongeft circumftantial Proofs, and becaufe Gunga Govind Sing, pof- 
feiTed of his pre^t InAuence, would have it in his Power to protraA, with endicfs EmbarraAT- 
roents, any judicial Enquiry which the Board might think proper to inftitute. Nay, fuch are the 
powerful EncAs of Fear upon the Natives of this Country, that if he is continued in Office, I 
Aiall not be at all furprized to fee another Letter produced from the Infant Zemindar of Dinage- 
pore, requefting the Favour that the Board will be pleafed to grant a Sunnud to Gunga Govind 
Sing for the Purgunnah Salbarry, thereby alienating from himfelf, and his Heirs for ever, a large 
Portion of his Zemindarry. Does it become a Queftion, whether fuch an AA can be a volun- 
ury one or not f I will even fuppofc, for a Moment, that the Accufation of extorting the Title 
Deeds cannot be proven j but Ihould 1 therefore be more dil^fed to believe, that an ancient Fa- 
indy would, of their own free Will, without any Neceffity, and contrary to their Honor, Dig- 
nity, and Intereft, yield up a Part of their Landed PoffclAons, the Extent of which is the prin- 
cipal Rule for afeertaining the Rank and Eminence of the Princes of India ? I fecond Mr. Stablcs’s 
Motion for reftoring the Title Deeds to the Zemindar. 

With rdpeA to the Complaint of Ranijeemull, mentioned in the Governor General’s Minute ; 

I muft declare that I did not take it up without the beft Grounds for believing it to be trucj in my 
Opinion, the Examination, fo far as it wient, proved that in fo doing I dkl right. — I have not yet 
feen tlic Defence made by Praunkilfaen, to tbfe Charge againft him.-^n the Day of Examination, 
there appeared only his bare Denial, in OppoAtion to the Evidence of the People who paid the 
Money, and which Evidences they offered to conHrm on Oath. 

My foie Reafon for feconding Mr. Stables’s Motion, for direAing the Roy Royan to take 
Charge of the Records, was becaufe the Court of DircAors, on taking Notice of Gunga Goyind 
Sing’s former Difmiflion, declare the Royan to be the proper Perfon to tranlaA the BuAnefs of the 
Records. I have no PredileAion to this Man •, and ftiall heartily give my Vote for any Perfon 
recommended by the Governor General, provided he be no ways conneAed with Gunga (iovind 
Sing. The Committee of Revenue ought not in my Opinion to be confulted officially, with 
Re^eA to the Nomination of a Dewan, who Ihould certainly be totally dependant for his 
Appointment upon the Supreme Authority. 

As the Governor General gives to Gunga Govind Sing fomc Degree of Credit for his Exertions 
in realizing the Balances, I think it proper here to obferve, that I have not yet feen the laft Towjee 
Account, and therefore can give no Opinion on the SubjcA. 1 fee with Plcafurc that the Governor 
General propofed to direA the Committee of Revenue to make the Settlement without his 
Afliftance •, and I cannot but exprefs my Hopes that they have not employed him in a Bufintis, 
wherein the Intereft of our Employers is fo much at Stake.

Extract from the Proceedings of the Honourable the Governor General and Council, 
in the Secret Department of Infpedion, the 27th of June 1785. 

Refolved, that the Net Salary and Allowances of the Prefident of the Committee of Revenue be 
reduced to 55,000 Rupees per Annum, and thofe of each Member to 45,000 Rupees per Annum •, 
but fhould there be any general Increafe in the Net Colleflions of the next Years refpedtively 
beyond the average Amount of the Net Colledlions for the laft Four Years, it is agreed that a 
Commidion be granted to them and the efiablilhed Colledors of the Revenue, in Addition to 
their Salaries, and divided by the Board at the End of each Year, in fuch Proportions as we may 
think proper to determine, upon this Principle, viz. That the whole Receipts of the Prefident 
of the Committee of Revenue fhall not exceed 60,000 Rupees, and of each Member 50,000 
Rupees per Annum i and of each of the CoUcAors 3,000 Rupees per Menfem. 

Should there be no general Increafe in the net Colledlions of the next Year, the Board will not 
agree to any Addition to the Allowances hereby reduced, to the Prefident and Members of the 
Committee of Revenue, or to thofe now drawn by the Coliedlors i but an Increafe in the net 
Colleflions made at the Huzzoon, beyond the Average of fuch Colledlions for the laft Three Years, 
and an Increafe in the net Colle^lions of any particular Colleftor derived from RulToom, or ocher- 
wife, will entitle the Prefident and Memixrs of the Committee of Revenue, and the particular 
Colle^or, to an Increafe of Allowances in fuch liberal Proportions as the Board may determine, at 
the End of each Year. 

While the prelenc Accountant General of the Revenue Department afls as Sub Treafurer, the 
old Allowance drawn for the former Office (hall be drawn for by the Gentleman aprainted under 
him in the Treafury t when he retires from the Service, his Seat in the Committee of Revenue fliall 
not be filled up. The Allowance to the Sub Treafurer Ihall be at the Rate of Rupees 25,000 per 
Annum } and his SuccelTor, as Accountant General of the Revenue Department, (hall then become 
entitled to an Allowance equal to 30,000 Rupees per Annum. By the Arrangement, the Com- 
pany will have Two Servants employed in Two difiPerent Offices of greatTruft and Importance, and 
at left Expence than they now pay for One. 

The Office of Preparer of Reports to the Revenue Department, being an Office of great Trull 
and various Employment, Refolved, that his Allowance be fixed at 45,000 Rupees per Annum. 
This is a Saving in his prefent Allowances of Rupees 25,448. Of this however it is piobablc 
that Rupees 11,280 will be paid to him by the Zemindars for his Fee on Amilnamahs, &c. — 
Should his adlual Receipts on this Account fall Ihort of that Sum, the DinTercncc Ihall be made up 
to him at the End of the Year, until which Time he is Monthly to be paid upon the Monthly 
Average of the Remainder of Rupees 45,000 per Annum. 

The Preparer of Reports, and Accountant General arc to have the fame Share of the Increafe 
on the Colledlions as a Member of the Committee. Refolved, that the Accountant General, who 
now receives 64,400 Rupees per Annum, do receive the fame Allowance as the Preparer of Reports 
to the Revenue Depanmeni. 

Refolved, that the Allowances to the Comptroller of the Salt Department, aqd Salt Agents, be 
reduced to a Level with thofe of the Prefident and Members of the Committee of Revenue, and 
encrcafed in the fame Manner, and upon the fame Principles, on_any Addition that is cITcdtcd from 
Year to Year, upon the Average of the Salt- Colledions for the laft Three Years. The Agents 
are to draw Monthly the Sums which they have feverally ftated to the Accountant Gcneial as 
adually dilburfed by them for Sircars, and other. Servants; but in their Bills for thclc, they arc to 
declare that the Sums which are drawn, have been adlually dilburfed by them for the Rurpolcs 
for which they were drawn. 

Refolved, that the Prefident of the Department of Cuftoms do receive 50,000 Rupees per 
Annum, and a proportionate Encreafe, fimilar to that fuggefted for the Committee of Revenue, 
and Salt Agents. The Allowance to be given from the Period from which Mr. Mackenzie has 
not been in the Receipt of any Salary or CommilTion. The Colledlors of Government Cuftoms to 
continue to draw their prefent Allowances, but on Condition that they be put at the End of 
the Year upon the lame Footing with the CoUe&ors and Revenue Chiefs; fo that their Fees

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which Aw ^ to ftate upon Oath, and their Allowances, together with their Share of the Increafe 
in ;he Collections, may amount to 3,000 Rupees per Menfcm. 

Rcfolved, That thele Regulations do take Place from the ift of July next.

The Office Rdnt to the Committee of Revenue reduced to 600 Rupees per Menfem.

The Superintendant of the Collcdions at Futtyling, Purnca, Twenty- four Pergunnahs, and 
Patna, to receive only the Houfr Rent of their refpeflivc Ranks in the Service. 

The Superintendant of Opium, to receive only the Houfe Rent of his Rank. 

The Houle Rent to the Deputy CuRom Mailer, and Collcdlor of Government Cuftoms, abo- 
lilhed. They have Offices in the CuRom Houfe.

Mr. Stuart lays before the Board the following Minute. 

Mr. Stuart. — I have perufed the Governor General’s Minute of the iSthof May J785, on ihc 
Subjedl of the Revenues : And although he does not agree with me in all the Points propofed 
in my Plan for the future Management of the Colle£lions, yet I am happy to find, that our Opi- 
nions are the fame with refpefl; to the Appointment of Colledors or Superintendants in all the 
Diftrifts I which I confider the moft important Objedi: of the Syftem which I wifh to fw carried 
into Execution . — 1 fhould have been glad that the Governor General had alfo agreed with me in 
the other leading Principle of my Planj viz. the Union of the Powers Pf the Magiftrate and 
Colleger j becaufe I have formerly had an Opportunity of witnclfing thO '^od Effcdls arifing 
from the Jundlion of thofe Offices. The Governor General’s only Qmedlioa is, that he docs 
not think we are fufficlently advanced to rifque the Confequences of veiling fo unchecked Power 
generally in jthe Hands of our Servants but if they are Truft- worthy in one Department, they 
arc certainly fo in both. At prefenr, the Colledlors and Magiftrates are by no means Checks 
upon each other •, and Government docs not now pofiels a greater Degree of Controul over them 
Individually, than they would do were the Two Authorities united. 

The Governor General Hates, That by the Account annexed to his Minute it appears that the 
Grofs ColleAions have been more by levcral Lacks, during the Time of the Committee, than 
at any former Period > but if it be allowed, that the Charges have been more than proportionably 
increafed (which they certainly have been in Confcqucncc of the Syftem now exifting) a Lofs no 
doubt ultimately falls upon Government by fuch unneceffary Increafe j from which there is no 
Relief but by a Change of the Meafures which created it. The Governor General obferves, 
that the Increafe in the Article of Charges Collcdion, may more properly be called “ the In- 
creafing Expenccs of Government, than, the Increafed Expence ©f collcfting the Revenue >” 
but as I have (hewn by my Plan, that a Saving can be made of 16 Lacks of Rupees, bcfides 
providing in the moft liberal Manner for the ColTcftions, I muft ftill think that the Increafe in the 
Charges has proceeded folely from the Inftitution of ufclefs Revenue Eftablilhments : And fuppofing 
the additional Allowances which I propofed for the CoUedlors were not granted, the Saving in 
that Cafe by my Plan would be about 25 Lacks per Annum *, a Sum very little Ihort of the 
Total Increafe in the Article of Charges Collection, which has gradually been accumulating fince 
the Year 1772, from Rupees 41,56,970 9 18 2 to Rupees 71,29,093 14 4 i, as dated in 
the Account accompanying the Governor General’s Minute.— —In judging ot Two Syftems, that 
which (hall appear to be the moft advantageous to Government, certainly dclcrvcs the Preference. 
That the Old Syftem is therefore beft, appears from the following Account of the aCtual Receipts 
into the Company’s Treafury for Twelve Years fucceffively, extracted from the Papers delivered 
in by the Governor General with his Minute of the 18th of May. In my Plan, the Net 
Collections appear to be erroneoufly dated, owing to fome OyetCght or Oiniffion » but this 
Account, formed from Official Documents recently prepared, affon^ the rrioft authentic 
mation, and ffiews more clearly than the other Account, the Propriety of ch^ Change which t 
propofed.

It will be faid, perhaps, that the Amount of Tunkaws, Bills, &c. ftated above, cannot be 
confidercd as a Part of the Balance, becaufe they are in a Courfe of Payment : But as the actual 
Colledions of the laft Year have long fince ceafed, the above Sum mull therefore be paid out of 
the Relburccs of the next Ycarj a PraCtice by no Means juftifiable, although 1 undertond it has 
prevailed more or lefs for feveral Years paft. 

The Board not having thought it expedient to make any Change in the prefent Revenue 
Syftem, I Ihall, notwithftanding * of it, concur molt heartily with my Colleagues in every 
Meafure that may be judged likdy to contribute towards its Succefs.—With refp^ to the Al- 
lowances lately grantod to the Collectors, I do not difapprove of the Amount ot tliem j but I 
wilh they had been contrived to arife either out of a Saving by the Abolition of unneceflary 
^enue Eftablilhments, as propofed in my Plan, or from any Source in Preference to that of 
bereafing the Demands upon the Country j which is evidently not the ObjeCt of Government 
at Hornet and which ia contrary to one of the leading Principles of the Syftem which I 
propofed. 

The Objection which the Governor General ftates againft « the controlling Authority of a 
Member of the Board in the Revenue D^artment,” viz. « the Want of Time,” is eafily an- 
fwered Although there is a Meeting of the Council almoft every Day in the Week, yet the 
Members feldom aflemble till towards Noon $ fo that the Comptrolling Member could with 
liafe give up Two or Three Hours every Day, if nccelTary, to attend to the Bufinti's of his 
Department. 

I have thought it neceflary to make thefe Obfervations, not with a View to bring the Qiteftion 
which I formerly oropofed again before the Board j but merely to lupport the Syftem ^ich it 
was my Wilh to lee introduced, becaufe I thought then, and ftill continue to think, it is the belt 
that can be edopfed by this Government for the intereft of our Employers.

Statement of Peroo and Nenoor (Article 5th), which he dedu£lsfrom Shahabad (Article laih), 
i,id ftate* Rupees 71,000, wherew it ought to have been thcfe 3 Pice Id's. 

In the 8th Allotment Kullyan Sing (fates the laft Year’s Jumma ot Bycuntpoor to be only 
1,301 Rupees^ whereas the Patna Council make it 7,000 Rupees more; which l)ifFcrencc is how- 
ever brought awih 'to account by Kullyan Sing in the laft Article (lath), under the feparatc Head 
of the Jaguir of Ifhmacl Ally Khan. 

The Deficiency between the Sum Toul of the ad Column, exhibiting Kullyan Sing’s Propifals, 
jnd the faid Aggregate as ftated in his own Account, is Rupees 4,125 ; which is owing to the 
following Dedudions the Board have lately made in the Jumma, and which he has not noticed ;

The Petition having been trandated, is read t and recorded as follows. 

Tranflation of a Reprefentation from Rajah Davy Sing. 

A Duduck reciting that I am in Balance R* 3,90,200 and odd Rupees, and that I have put 
many Perlbns to Death, having been fent to me with fome PeOns, I have been ordered to be kept 
in the Khal^ which Order I have without the rmallcft Altercation obeyed, and am now there in 
the Charge of Peons ; but as 1 am the Servant, the Subjed of, and obedient in all Refpedts to 
the Government, and have never been deficient in any Matter, I cannot tlierefore but greatly 
wonder over the Infelicity of my Fate, that, without my being fent for to the Prcfcnce, I mould, 
without being made acquainted with or quedioned relative either to the Matter ot the Balance, or 
that of the Murders, &c. be at once thrown into Confinement. Wherefore, I beg Leave to repre* 
fent, if in refoeft to the Balances outdanding in the Country of Rungpore, and due from the 
Zemindars, the Colle6tion of which was prevented by Mr. Paterfon, on what Authority 1 do not 
prefume to determine s if forgiving the Zemindars thefe B.tlances, it be, nevcrthclefs, your Plea- 
fure to exaft them from me, why is my Credit thus dedroyed, and my Reputation and Charaftef 
thus injured, fince a Lofs of Charader to me mud inevitably carry along with it every Lofs to 
Government ? BeQdes, that Life itfclf is but a fecondary Confideration, to be devoted to the Pre- 
fervation of one’s Honour. When Things come to this Pafs, Government will then be no 
Gainers. I am therefore hopeful that, calling me before you, you will fird enquire into the 
Merits of my Anfwer delivered on the 20th February, relative to the Matter or the Balances t 
and I make not the lead Objeftion to pay whatever may appear jodly due from me, for I am not 
of the Profeflion of a Zemindar i and I have heretofore paid towards the Revenue to the Amount 
of more than Two Lacks of Rupees, which I was obliged to acquire for that Purpofe, by taking 
up the Amount on Loan ; and now alfo 1 remain under the Shadow of Government with my 
Life, Property, and Family, at their Difpofal ; and if the Gentlemen have entertained Sulbicions 
of my having put any one Perfon to Death, and that my Oppredions are to be proved by the 
Declarations of thofe Perfons who arc in Balance, and the very People who have been the Caufes 
of all the Didurbance (for from foch Information are the Tedimonies procured by Mr. Paterfon, 
and delivered in by him to the Committee) •, it without Enquiry you, Gentlemen, (huuld have 
deemed fuch Produftions valid, and have thereupon conceived me guilty ot fuch Acts, in Rcfent- 
ment for which my Confinement has been ordered -, I can nevcrthclefs aver, anci atlure you, that 
the Fadts fo charged to my Account will never be verified or eftablifhed for, in 7 rutli, I have 
not put to Death or murdered fo much as a Bird \ and if any one Murder can be proved on me, I 
am ready to make Reftitucion for it with my own Perfon, and thofe ot all my taiiiily ; but, 
until the Truth be afeertained, I cannot confidcr it but very oppofiie to the Crecht ot the Gen- 
tlemens* Government, that I fhould in the mean while fufFcr without Caufe. Conuder alfo, whac 
Conftraint I have been under for this Twelve Months pall, to have obliged me to repmr to Cal- 
cutta, and to remain here in conftant Attendance on the Gentlemen, whole every 
uniformly met with my ready Obedience, and to whom I have never failed reg^ulaily to deliver in 
my Anfwers to the Complaints, without having ever made ufc of the Imallelt Eyaficm or Delay# 
All I now afk or folicit is a fair Trial and ftritt Jufticci inftcad of which, the prcicnt Orders have 
been iflued. — Befidcs the Englifh GentlenKn, I have no other Depcndance ; I, therefore, rely on 
their liflcning to my Reprefentations, and pafling a juft Judgment on my Condu»^t.

9699 : II. Cottahs containing 168 Dull, which my Mailer has been deprived of, and which is 
equal to Beghas 19,399 : 2. According to the ellablilhed Qiiantity of Land that goes to make 
One Begahs f in Pergunnah Havilee Penjra, &c. After 1 had reprefented this, the Gentlemen 
of the Zclla, in the fame Year, fent Shewram Aumeen to meafure the above Jout. The Au- 
meen, being arrived upon the Spot, meafured the Ground in the fame Manner as the above 
Gentleman j had done before, and fenc the Meafurement to the Zclla, where the Jumma was 
fixed at Rupees 11,625. 15. 14. being lower than the medium Rate at which Land was fettled 
in other Parts of the Pergunnah. My Conftituent was not fatisfied with this Settlement, becaufe, 
according to the Jummabundy of the above Pergunnah, he ought to receive much more; and 
even for the Payment of the Jumma that was fettled by the Gentlemen of the Zclla, my Confti- 
tuent has repeatedly applied, from the Beginning of the Year 1182 to the End of the prefent Year, 
but the faid Mr. Chriftee refufes to pay it. There is due to my‘ Conftituent from the Beginning 
of 1182 to the End of 1187, B. S. about the Sum of Rupees 69,754. 15. 4. according to the 
Jummabundy of the Gentlemen of the Zella : Exchifivc of the above Jout he has fince included 
in it feveral whole Mouzahs, Pucka, and Straw Houfes belonging to Lala Dermecder, &c. and 
to the Ryotts and Inhabitants, befides Hindoo Takeers and Muflelman Molques, which he has 
ruined and deftroyed. He has alfo carried ofF the Records of the ahdve Pergunnah, and con- 
verted its Cutcherries into Wine Houfes. Such OpprelTion as he has been guilty of in my Con- 
ftituent’s Zemindarry no one has ever heard of. For this Reafon the above Pergunnah is become 
dcfolatc, and a Deficiency will arife in the Company’s Malguzary. Therefore I requeft that the 
Revenue of the above Jout, according to the Jummabundy of the' Zclla, from the Beginning of 
1182 to the End of the prefent Year, may bededudled from the Account of the Balance againft 
me at prclcnt •, that whatever Amount of Land I may be able to prove before you, to be over 
and above the faid Quantity in Mr. Chriftic’s Poflcfliors, cither from his former or recent Appro- 
bations, may be dedufled afterwards.

[Brfore we proceed to this Taflt, we fhall firft reply to the Rcquifitions in your Letter. 

Rajah Deby Sing was Farmer, Security, and Dewan of Rungpore. The Union of the Two 
former Offices in the fame Pcrfon requires no Explanation, fince the Practice is very general 
and is founded upon folid and obvious Reafons ; the Inveftiture in the Office of Dewan, during 
the Period in which he held the Farm, is Icfs common, but not without a Precedent, for Rajah 
Cullyan Sing Rood precifely in the fame Predicament, with re^rd to the Province of Beyhar 
The Appointment in Queftion was alfo notified to your Honourable Board (4).] And as thc*^^ 
Eftabliflimcnt attending it was admitted, we have Reaibn to prefume it was not difapproved. 

The Imputations thrown out by Mr. Paterfon on the Grounds of this Appointment appear to us 
of little Confequence. The Reafons are deduced from Conjcfturcs, not from Fadls ; and as the 
DifcuiSon would be long, we (hall not enter upon it.

Tranllation of a Copy of the Sewazully Sunnud, given to Roy Behader Sing. 

Whereas the Office of Seaawulof a Kiftmut of Pergunnah Chundlay Satraject has been given to 
Roy Behader Sing, it is required, that having performed the Duties of his Station with Propriety 
and Integrity, and having exerted his utraoft Vigilance and .Afliduity in the Difeharge of his TruR, 
he obferve fuch a conciliating Conduft towards the Ryots at large, that being eafy in their 
Situations, they may attend to the Improvcmene of the Country in fuch a Manner, that Signs of an 
increafe of Cultivation and Population may daily appear. Let him make a Huftabood of the 
Kiftmut, exchifive of the Berroooter, Dewutter, Kheiraut, &c. Lands, and tranfmit the Accounts 
thereof, when complete, to the Hoazoor. Let him hdd the Pooncah on a fortunate Day, and 
difpatch the Revenues at the fixed and ftated Periods. Let him fee that the Chokidars, 
Sewanahdars, and Tannahdars,^ do their Duty. If, however, (God grant it may not be fo!) any 
Robbery or Murder ftowtd happen within his Jurifdidlion, he muft, in Conjonaion with the 
Officers of the Foujet^ Adawlwr, fcizo the Delinquents, and reftorc the Goods and Effeds 
to the Owner. Let Mm not dhburfe a fingle Dhirrum without previoufly obtaining a particular 
Order from the Huzzoor for that Purpofe» and, regardful of the Prohibitions of Government, 
let him dedu^ his own, and his Omlah’s Allowances, from the Receipts of Revenue, as per 
Eftablhhrtient. Let him oonfider this as peremptory, and obey it as fuch.

Extraft from Governor General’s Minute. 


The Defigri of the propofed Inflrudions to M.ijor Carnac has been mifunderdood, and the 
intended Senie of it inverted. It is not meant ‘ to give Major Carnac a Latitude to carry the 
Company’s Arms wherever he thinks proper i’ but to order him to carry the Company’s Arms to 
a preferibed Scene of Aftion,' unlcfs he thinks it improper. 

The Objection made to the Expence is a material One, but a vigorous Exertion cannot be 
made without Expence $ nor can 'the War be either concluded honourably or profecuted fuccefs- 
fully without fuch an Exertion. Feeble Meafurcs and Advances for Peace, will but add to the 
Strength and Prefumption of our Adverfariesj difeourage our Friends, and perhaps induce them 
to become Parties againd us. The Refources of this Government, exhaufted as they are, and 
withheld from it by its internal Imbecility, arc yet equal to every probable Contingency of the 
prefent War, if it is conduced on a conliftent Plan, and that not varied by dcfultory Votes of 
Council on every Meafure required for its Profecution. 

I mud here take Notice that the Expence of Captain Popham’s Detachment has been greatly 
over-rated. It is aflerted that the Expence of a Detachment of only 2,000 Drafts under Captain 
Popham, has been fwellcd to more than 91,000 Rupees a Month, and in another Place this Sum 
is dated .is a fixed Amount. — The Truth is, that the Expence of this Detachment has exceeded 
its due Bounds, yet not in the Degree imputed to it, which would be indeed enormous. The 
Detachment, befides the Two thoufand Drafts (they are in Fadt 2,400), confids of Artillery and 
Cavalry. The monthly Expence of the Whole was, on a Medium, about 82,000 R* 1 of this Sum 
the Cavalry alone produce ~ — — J2,8ii 

And the Artillery — — 8,300 


Making both together — — — 21,1 1* 

And this Sum deduced from the Total, leaves 61,000 Rupees for the Drafts, including the 
Staff, and Contingencies of Four Battalions into which they were formed, though their Number 
was equal only to Three. 

The Part which this Government has hitherto borne in the War is mine, and has been madti 
exclufively mine, the other Members having repeatedly difclaimed their Share in the Refponfibility 
attending it. It is har^ that while they load me with the Weight of fuch a Charge, they Ihould 
bind my Hands, and deny me the Means of fupporting it. 

If Mr. Francis (I am compelled to fpeak thus plainly) thinks that he can better and more 
effeftually condudt the War to tlie Termination which we both profefs to aim at •, anej that he can, 
in Honour, deprive me of the Right, which I claim, to dilate the Means of accomplifliing it, let 
him avowedly take the I.ead ; but if I am to be charged with the Conlequcnces of it, or if the Right 
which I claim be juftly mine, let him allow me to poflefs and cxcrcife it. It is impoffiblc to com- 
bine the Principles of Enterprize and Inadtion in the lame general Meafure j and as impofilble for 
his Sentiments and mine to be brought into Agreement on the Subjeft of the Maratta War. I have 
in vain laboured to accommodate them, by a ftudied Attention to his Opinions, in every Meafure 
which I have ventured to propofe in the Courfc of the laft Fifteen Months, and have reftrained 
niyfclf from urging others, which, however proper and neceflary for the Occafion, exclufively con- 
fidered, were inconfiftent with the actual State and Temper of this Government. 

^ [I now revert to my Propofuion, and requelt the Board to reconfidcr their Objeftions to the 
Inftrudlions which I have propofed to be given to Major Carnac. I have not the Prefumption to 
«xpeft that they will be influenced by any Rcafonings which I have ufed, • having had too much 
Experience of the Infufficicncy of Official Argument to overcome a decided, and much lels a con- 
federate Oppofition ; but as the Expence which will attend the Meafure which I have recommend- 
ed, is the only formal ObjeAion made to it, I hope I may be allowed to remove it by offering to 
exonerate the Company from it, and to take it upon myfelf. That this Propofition may not Iw 

A iTiirunclcriioocj| 
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mifunderftood, and that I may not bind myfelf hy Engagcmcnti, which may exceed mv Pnu,*. 
to fulfil them, I will explain myfelf : 

The regular Pay and Batta of the Troops which arc to form Major Carnac’s Dctachfnenr 
conftitutc no Part of the Expcnce of it, fince thefe would be the fame in their Amount, alchoueh 
the Battalions remained in their original (garters. Neither ought the Sufpenfion of the Subfidy to 
be charged to the Expedition, fince it is probable, and I regard it as certain, that the Rannah, hav. 
ving no further Call for our Aid within his Country for me foie Defence of it, will be glad’ to be 
relieved from the Expence attending it, and becaufc it is' propofed, in the laft of the Minutes of 
Meflts. Francis and Whelcr, to withdraw it. The Contingencies of the Detachment are, there- 
fore, the only Expence that can be reafonably charged to the Expedition. Thefe I rate far below 
Two Lacks of Rupees. That Sum I offer to contribute to this Difburfement : I have already dc- 
pofited it, within a fmall Amount, in the Hands of the Sub-Treafurer j and I beg that the Board 
will permit it to be accepted for that Service.] (n)

1 depute you to go to Lucknow, and to wait upon the Nabob Vizier in my Name, oblerving the 
following Inftrudtions : 

I ft. You will affure him, that I feel it a fenfible Difappointment that I am myfelf difabled from 
performing the Vifit to his Court which I promifed him at Chunar, by many Caufes which at this

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Tirn^ render my Prefcnee Calcutta indifpenfably ncccflary, Thefc Caufcs, as they arc fully 
Known to you, you will explain as far as you lhall judge it proper, or conducive to the other and 
more eflential Potna of your Commiffion- 

2dly. It has been a Matter of equal Concern and Surprize to me, to learn by the Letters of the 
Refident, that the Nabob Vizier was with Difficulty, and an almoll unconquerable Reluctance, in- 
duced to give his Confent to the Attachment of the 1 reafurc depofited by his Father under the 
Charge of the Beagum his Mother^ ^nd to the Refumption of her Jaghier, and the other Jaghiers of 
the Individuals oi his Family, although thefe Meafurcs were the Etfccls of his own Suggeftion, and 
propofed with great Earneftnefs to me for my Concurrence. 

I dcfire that you will inform him, that in thefe and the other Meafurcs which were either pro- 
pofed by him, or received his Concurrence in the Agreement pafTed between us at Chunar, I nei- 
ther had, nor could have any Objedk but his Relief, and the ilrengthcning of his Conncdlions with 
the Company, and that 1 (hould noton any other Ground have expofed myfclf to the pcrfonal Ob- 
loQuy which they could not fail to draw upon me by my Participation in them, but left him to re- 
gulate by his own Diferetion, and by his own Means, the OEconomy of his own Finances, and with 
much morc Caiifc the AfTertion of hisdomeftic Right. In thefe he had no regular Claim to my In- 
terference, nor had I, in my public Charaftcr, any Claim upon him, but for the Payment of the Debt 
then due trom him to the Company, although I was under the ftrongcll Obligations to require it for 
the Relief of the prelllng Exigencies of their Affairs. He will well remember the Manner in which, 
at a Vifit to him in his own Tent, 1 declared my Acquicfccnce freely and without Hefitation to each 
Propofjtion, which afterwards formed the Subftance of a written Agreement as he fcverally made 
them t and he can want no other Evidences of my Motive for fo chcarful a Confent, nor for the Rc- 
queft which I added to the Means of fulfilling his Purpofes in them. Had he not made thefe Mea- 
furcs his own Option, I (hould not have propofed them ; but having once adopted them, and made 
them the Conditions of a formal and iacred Agreement, I had no longer an Option to difpenfc with 
them, but was bound to the complete Performance and Execution of them as Points of public 
Duty and of national Faith, for which I was refponfiblc to my King and the Company, my imme- 
diate Superiors ; and this was the Rcafon for my infifting fo peremptorily on their Performance and 
Execution, when I was told that the Nabob himfcif had relaxed from his original Purpole, and cx- 
preffed a Rcluftance to proceed in it. 

When you have given him this Explanation of my Motives in regard to the late Tranfaftions, you 
will endeavour to learn, both by immediate Application for that Effeft to the Nabob himfcif, and 
by Enquiry with others, what were the real Caufes which influenced the apparent Change in his In- 
clination refpeding this Tranfadion •, and whether he had any Grounds for Offence or Diffatisfadion 
in the Courle of it. 

As thefe, if they exift, are beyond the Reach of any fatisfadory Conjedurc which I can form, I 
can givo-you no fpccial Inftrudions for your Reply, but leave you to remove the Nabob’s Excep- 
tion by fuch Affuranccs as you may be enabled to make to him by your general but intimate Know- 
ledge of my Sentiments and Intentions in whatever has a Relation to his Interefts, and his Alliance 
with the Company and the Britifli Nation. 

3dly. I defirc you to endeavour to obtain from the Minifters, and from Almafs Ally Cawn, fuch . 
Sums of Money as they can fpare from their own Means, or raife by their Credit upon Loan, for the 
Service of the Company. To effed this, it will be nccclfary to convince them, that they will be no 
l^ofers by it ; but that, on the contrary, their Property will acquire a Security from being lodged 
in the Company*s Funds, Explain to them the Nature of the Company’s Interell Notes, and the 
Means of Credit by which they pafs in Circulation, and are transferable from the original to other 
fucceffive Proprietors, fo as to give them a juft Idea of the Tenure, and of the equal Footing on 
which Native, Alien, and Bricifli Proprietors (land in the PolTcffion of them. At the fame l ime, 
it will be proper to apprize them of the Fluduation of their current Value, which it would be cri- 
minal to fupprefs. You may afliirc them that when Peace is rcllored loour Eftabliflimenr, and our 
Expences are confequcntly .diminifhcd, the Debt will be gradually paid off, as a former Debt, con- 
traded before my Appointment, to the Government, to a much larger Amount, was difeharged in 
the Courfe of Two Years, within your own Remembrance; and that the eftimaicd Value of the 
Notes will rife to the Rates of their Ipccific Sums, and even above them, on the Profped of Pay- 
ment ; fo that the Proprietors will be fubjeded to no Lois, unlefs they (hall chufc to part with their 
Property in the Notes during the intermediate Time of our Inability to dilcharge them, the Annual 
Inlerert due in the Interval being duly and punduaily paid. 1 have no Doubt of their bidclity, but 
it can no Way be fo ftrongly (hewn, nor the Company’s Support of them fo ftrongly engaged, as by 
the Affiltance required.

cannot be anlwerable for the Ads of others, independent of me. I hope it will not be difficult to 
convince him of this Truth -, for I have certainly afforded Proofs of it, nor has the Reverfc been ever 
^rfonally imputed lo me. It is my Defire toaffifthim ia regulating his Ad minift ration, becaufethe 
Soccefs of my own is nearly connciffed with it ; but k much more liable to fuffer by its Defeas or 
Misfortunes.— The Invcrfjon of this Obfcrvatioo will not apply to theEflfcas of our Misfortunes on 
L defperatc Extremes.— >Thougn wchave been involved in Wars with all 

the Stares around us, his Dominions have enjoyed a State of Tranquilliiy undifturbed by foreign Ene 
niics, becaule we have flood between him and thofe who might have been his Enemies. But were we 

to withdraw that Interpofition, he would foon experience a dreadful Reverfe I know not how you 

will convince him of this by Words, nor do I wifh to put it to fhe Proof j but you may affure 
him, that we will never interfere in his Affairs beyond his own Defire, nor make any Claim upon him 
but for what may remain of his Debt to the Company, the Payment of his Subfidy, and of the future 
Charges incurred by other Detachments employed at his Requifition and for his Defence. Much 
Delicacy and Caution will be required in your Declarations on this Subjeft, left they Ihould be con- 
ftrued to extend to an injmediatc Change in the Adminiftration of his Affairs, or to the inftruments 
of It. Their Perfons muft be confidered as facred, while they afl with the Participation of our In- 
fluence. This Diftiniftion the Nabob uoderftands, nor will it be cither neceffary or proper to allude 
to It, unlefs he himfelf fhould firft introduce the Subjefl. 

6thly . Give the Minifter privately AlTuranccs of the prefent Support and future Prtitcaion of our 
Government. 

Let your Stay with the Nabob Vizier be fhorr, and be careful to prevent its affeSing the In- 
fliiencc of the Refident. ® 

For your complete Information upon the Subjeft of thefe Inftruaions, I (hall furnifli you with 
Copies ot the Agreement made by me with the Nabob Vizier in Auguft lall, and of my Inftruaions 
to the Rclidcnt refpefting it. 

I (hall allb give you Letters of Introduaion both to thfc Nabob Vizier, and to the Minifters. 
The following are given you as the Heads of the Subjeas recommended to your Enquiry, but 
too variable for fpccific Inftruaions : ’ *

You will communicate thefe Inftruaions, and my Sentiments on every other Subjea of your

The Governor General delivers in the following Obfervations on Mr. Johnfon’s Defence : Minute from 

I. 2. Mr. Johnfon had no Authority to recommend the Perfons for Appointment to the Office of Oencrai. 
AumilS' My Inftrudtions, which he quotes, allow him only a negative Power ; and was well un- 
derdo^ by Mr. JoKnlbn to apply to the Nabob’s Orderlies, a mean and wrctchcil Crew, whom 
his difgraceful Partiality had admitted to fuch Trufts. Mr. Johnfon, by acknowledging that he 
did recommend Perfons for fuch Appointments, and that he fupported his Recommendations by 
urgent and reiterated Importunity, proves the fubfVantial Fart of thefe Charges againft himfclf. 

1^ [1 am morally certain that Jaidaads or Aflers for Ten Lacks, cither in Affignment of Land or 

Bills, had been prepared, and were in the Charge or PolTcffion of Mr. Middleton before Major 
Palmer’s Arrival, and left with Mr. Johnfon on Mr. Middleton’s Departure. This Sum was 
declaredly given for my Ufe, but never accepted by me. '1 he only Advantage 1 made of the 
Ofi'er was, to requeft the Nabob to transfer it, with the Obligation Bill rcBing with equal Weight 
upon my Gratitude for the original Deftination of it, to the Company for the Relief of their 
preffing Neceflities. 

The Redtitude of this Tranfaftion depends effentially upon Principles which every Man feels 
and acknowledges in his own BreaB, but can hardly be fudged by the Tclt of any official Rule. 

It might, indeed, have added to the Company’s Claims on the Nabob, but 1 am not forry that Mr. 

Johnfon chofe to defeat my Intentions, fince it would have added to the Nabob’s Diftrefles, but 
with no immediate Relief to the Company. If, in his own Breaft, he can view the fecret Motives 
of this Tranfadlion, and on their Teftimony approve it, I alfo acquit him v as I do acquit him of 
the Charge on publick Ground; (i)] 

Mr. Johnfon having involved this Subjedl: with other pretended Claims, which I believe to be 
mifreprefented, I cannot reply to them with a certain Knowledge. This can only be obtained 
from Major Palmer j but their Objcdl is not worth the Trouble or Delay of fuch a Reference.

Mr. Macpherfon.— The Charges which the Sccretarv has made out frotn the Records, againft 
Mr. Richard Johnfon, for his Condudt as Afting Preftdcnt at Lucknow, arc in fomc Degree im- 
perfedt from the Want or Lofs of one of the Original letters, which dated his Mifmanagcmcnt. 
He has not availed himfclf of any Advantage by this Deficiency, but has avowed his Condud 
relative to the principal Charge about the Ten Lacks, accufeing * the Vizir's Minider, Hydcr Beg 
Cawn, of the Arguments which he was faid to have ufed with the Vizir to prevent him from tranf- 
ferring to the Company t..c Sum which he meant for the Governor General in that Donation. 
'I he original Letter of Complaint againd Mr. Johnfon is fince found, and entered on the Records, 
'fhe Court of Diredors will determine Whether Mr. Johnfon's Arguments arc fufFuient to vindicate 
him II. thi ‘mportant Tranfadlion. As the Tranfadion was dated to me in September 1782, 
when Mr. loi.nfon was ordered to quit his Station, 1 confidcred it as equally injurious to the 
Widics o. the Governor General, and replete with Infidelity on the Part of Mr. johnfon to his 
Employers. It remains dill to be cleared up between Mr. Johnfon and Hyder Beg Khan. I had 
undei uood at the Time, that the Ten Lacks were in Bills, and not a mere Offer to pay fuch a

7'he 4th ano 5ih Charges conftituted the principal Grounds on which Mr. Johnfon was removed 
from his Station, and with fuch violent Marks of tlie Difpleafurc of this Government, Mr. Johnfon 
had, with Mr. Middleton, attended the Governor General when the Treaty of Chunar was made. 
The Governor General underdood the Treaty to be in every Refped conformable to the Wilhes of 
the Vizier, and MtfTrs. Middleton and Johnfon, who knew the State of the Vizier’s Country, and 
the Powers of liis Government, thought both could be maintained in Order and Security under 
the ProtcAion of the Brigade at Cawnpore, and by tlie propolwl improved Sydem of internal Go- 
vernment. Our Troops at Fotty Ghur were accordingly withdrawn, and independent Corps, 
under the Command of Englilh Officers, were annulled. 

The Refnit of thefe Arrangements fo little correfponded with the' Expectations of this Govern- 
ment, that in a few Months they became apprchenfive for the aClual Safety of the Vizier’s Country. 
Almas Ali Cawn, in Charge of a very great Part of the Vizier’s Revenues and Forces, had thrown 
off all Ooedicnce to the Vizier. The Spirit of Revolt was extending. Two of the Vizier’s Batta- 
lions were cut off in a Conted with fomc of Fuzula Cawn’s Horfc at Darngheer. Mr. Anderfon 
iaformed us from Scindia’s Camp, upon the Confines of the Vizier’s Country, that the didraCted 
State of Oude was a SubjeCt of Speculation in the Maratta Camp. Yet, during fo critical a Period 
(and it became mod alarming while Mr. Johnfon was ACling Rcfident) he furnilhed this Govern- 
ment with no official Intelligence, that applied to the real State of Affairs. Col. Hannay, Major 
Davy, and other Officers of Credit, who came immediately from the Vizier’s Country, confirmed 
the Accounts given of the didraCfed State of Affairs there. It was fuppofed a general Confufion 
would immediately enfuc : Propofitions, that might tend to increafe that Confufion, looked very 
fufpicious I thofe about refuming Fyzula Cawn’s Jagheer by Force had that Appearance. On 
the 7th September 1782, the very Day on which Major Davy brought me from the Governor 
General, who was then ill, the Letters of Major Palmer and of Hyder Beg Cawn on the Sub- 
jeft of Mr. Johnfon’s Conduct, and on which he was removed from Office, I was credibly 
affured, that he had ordered Fyzula Cawn’s Vaqueel, at Lucknow, to be publickly difgraced.

Sir John Gumming effected his March before the Difturbances in the Vizier’s Country got to a 
greater Height j but it » now allcdged by Mr. Middleton and Mr. Jobnfon, that Almas Ali 
pawn had never abfolutely rebelled j that theLofs of the Vizier’s Battalions at Darnagur happened 
in a Scuffle, and that the ufual good Order prevailed over all the Vizier’s Dominions, at a Time 
when they were reprefented to be in Confufion. Mr. Johnfon alledgcs further, that he Hood 
relieved of political Gdttcfpondence, during the Ihort Period of his acting as Rcftdent, by Major 
Palmerr to wthoiii Mr. Middleton, on the i8th of June, lySz, transferred the political Depart- 
ment of the Rcfidency at Oude, ^ 

The Court of Diretftors, after a due Confideration of the State of Affairs at the Time, and 
after comparing Mr. Johnfon’s Defence, with the Charges urged againft him, are alone competent 
to his Acquittal, if his Vindication appears to them fufficiently explanatory. — It is a Jufticc which 
1 owe him, and which I readily render to him, to confefs, that I believe the Reprefentationsof the 
Confufions in the Vizier’s Country were, in foine Degree, exaggerated by Prejudice, and the Dif. 
appointment of fome whofe Intcrcfts were aflfcdM by the Arrangements of the Treaty of Chunar.

The Governor General delivers in the following Minute on Mr. Middleton’s Defence. 

I have not Time to examine Mr. Middleton’s Defence on the Charges againft him. My Letters, 
which were written to him on the different Occafions, which drew on him the Declarations of my 
Diffatisfadlion with his Condud, and his, in Reply, ought to be read with his Defence, and will 
aftbrd both equally tbe ftrongeft Evidence againft him. His Defence appears to me rather an 
Elufion of the Charges, than an Anfwer to them. This Obfervation will particularly apply to the 
5th Article, and his Reply. I was pointed in my Orders to Mr. Mit^dletoo, that he fbould ** not 
allow any Negociation or Forbearance,” when he had once employed the Company’s Influence 
or Power in aflerting the Nabob’s Claims oa the Beagums for the Recovery of his Father’s Trea- 
fures. My principal, if not foie. Inducement for this Order, which, with the Inftruclions follow- 
ing it, was as abfolute. as could be exprclfed, was to prevent the Imputation, which is too fre- 
quently, with whatever Colour of Reafon, caft on Tranfadions of this Nature, begun with De- 
mands of Sums of Money to an. enormous Amount, fupported with a great Military Parade and 
Dmunciationsof Vengeance for a Refufat, and all relentina into the Acceptance of perfonalSub- 
miiriOQ.and'Promife.of Ameodment. In plainer Words, 1 did not chufe. either to be made the 
Inftrument of private Rapacity, if any fuch Defign exifted, nor to expofe myfelf to the Obloquy 
of it, if fu'ch a Deflgn did not'exift. My Order was abfolute, and allowed of no Reafbning upon

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it. It required a rigid and fcrupulous Obedience 5 and Mr. Middleton, without Scruple or Hefita- 
tion, and even without a Reafon afligned, difobeyed it. 

, [I perceive that Mr. Middleton has alluded, as N^r. Johnfon has alfo done, to certain un- 
explained Claims made on the Nabob Vizier by Major Palmer, amounting to 82 Lacks of 
jiopees. As neither explain them, but fpeak of them as Points of undoubted Credit, I think ie 
proper to declare my Doubts and Dilbelief of them, and to aflign my Rcafons, as far as 1 can in 
remote Recolleftion, of the little which I have ever known concerning them. Ten Lacks of 
this Sum have been explained by me, to relate to a Provifion to that Amount aftually made % and, 
,5 1 have ever underftood, delivered to the Prefident for its deftined Appropriation.^ («) 
pifty Lacks are Rated by Mr. Johnfon aS a Loan propofed to be received from the Nabob. 
Major Palmer had no Order from me to exafl fuch a Contribution from the Nabob. It was the 
general Belief that Hyder Beg Cawn and Alntafs Ally Cawn puHefled much private Wealth •, and 
as the Means of fecuring private Wealth in India confift only in Two very hazardous Expedients, 
f itft, by depofiting it rlvith Shroffs or Bankers, who may fail or refufe to return the Truft, and 
Secondly, by burying it in the Bowels of the Earth from whence it never returns to its Proprietors i 
I dtfired Major Palmer to explain to both, the Nature and Currency of the Company’s Interefl 
Notes, and perfuade them to inveft their Money in thofe better Securities. I have a very faint 
Rccolleftion of fomething like a Propofal to unite the Nabob’s Name in the Tranfaflionj but it 
ended without any Kind of Effcft, nor could it at any Time have been confidercd as a fpecific 
Demand. The remaining 20 or 22 Lacks was, as I believe, the edimaced Expence of an Ella- 
blilhmenc of Seepoys propofed to be raifed for the Purpofe of defending the Nabob’s internal 
Dominions. But neither was this or could it be a fpecific Demand, for 1 difeouraged it as foon 
as it was made known to me, and it went no further than mere Speculation. 

As Mr. Middleton and Mr. Johnfon have fwelled the Amount of the current Demands, by an 
Excels of 82,00,000 Rupees, fo has Mr. Middleton added to his Receipts 26 Lacks which do not 
belong to them, being an Anticipation of the Revenue of the fucceeding Year. 

I am unable to proceed further in my Remarks. But I muft formally declare that Mr. Mid- 
dleton is, in my Judgement, guilty of all the Charges which have been preferred againft him.

I was Yefterday honoured with your Commands of the at ft ihftant through your Secretary.

The Secretary lays before the Board the following Minutes, which have been circulated on 
the Subject of the Guard of Sepoys granted to Nundilolh 

Governor General.—! have condantly fent Efcorts into the Country, on various Occafions, fince 
the new Government, and have thought myfelf authorized to do fo by my Command over the 
Troops dationed in Fort William and the Town of Calcutta. The General mud alfo know, by 
the fame Returns, that I have ordered a Guard of Sepoys to attend Mr. Judice Chambers, and 
his Family, for their Protedlion, on a Journey which he has undertaken to Chittagong ^ and 1 am 
furprifed that the General has pafled over this and other Indances of the like Nature, to fix a 
Blame only on the Protedion granted to a Minider of Government. It is not a fimple Difappro- 
bation or Proted of any Member of the Board, or of the whole Board colleflivcly, that can render 
wy pad Aft of mine deferving of Cenfurc. I lhall therefore expeft, that the General and Mr. 
Francis will point out the impropriety of my Conduft, by its Deviation from fomc exprefs Order 
Company, or Ufage of the Service j and that I may not aft hereafter with a doubtful Au- 
thority, I defire, that the Opinions of the Members of the Board may be taken upon the following 
^tdion; Whether the Governor General may lawfully order any Part of the Forces under his

Mr. fiarwell.-— I think the Governor General may * lawfully order any Part of the Forces,

General Clavering. — I conceive the Diftindlion between granting Efcorts to Gentlemen who ar 
travelling on the Road, not vefted with Authority, ‘ and a Publick Officer, vefted according t' 
the Governor General and Mr. Barwcll’s Opinion with the highelt diferetionary Power, that w ** 
ufually delegated by the Mogul Government,’ is fo obvious, that I cannot comprehend* how the 
can be confidcred as the fame A<ft. By the Company’s Indruiftions, the Governor General m ^ 
certainly give Orders to the Troops Rationed in Calcutta j but I apprehend he is not authorized to 
fend Orders to the Commanding Officer at Dacca, whence the Detachment of Filty Men have bee 
made, to attend on the Aumeen in that Didridl.

Rcfolvcd, That it is the Opinion of this Board, that the Governor General may lawfully order 
any Part of the Forces under his immediate Command on Efcort beyond the Boundaries of Fnrr 
William and the Town of Calcutta. 

General Clavering now records the following further Minute on the foregoing Subjeft. 

General Clavering.— Upon examining the laft Return of the Calcutta Troops, I do not find a 
finglc Man detached from it to attend Nundeloll Roy, the Aumeen at Dacca. Therefore mull 
conclude, there muft be fome Miftakc in the Governor General’s Apprchenfion, that he had fur- 
nilhed the Detachment of fifty Men to the Aumeen from the Troops at the Prefidencyj as it 
plainly appears, from the Dacca Returns, which I have produced to the Board, that the D’ctacli- 
ment in Queftion has been given in Confcqucnce of fome Orders fent to Dacca. 

Governor General. — I have a faint Recollcdlion that Nunduloll applied to me for an Efcort of 
Sepoys i and did imagine, when the General mentioned his being attended with Sepoys, that I 
had allowed a Guard to attend him from Calcutta. Had I attended to the Number mentioned it 
would have prevented me from falling into the Miftake-, as I do not remember that I ever, upon 
any Occafion, allowed of fo large a Detachment from the Troops of this Garrifon. My Minute, 
refpc6ling this Subject', was hallily dicElated by me to the Secretary, on my departing from the 
Council Board, and confifted only of what prefented itfclf immediately to my RecoIIcflion at 
the Time. 

General Clavering. — As I conceive that Troops employed and adling under the Orders of an 
Aumeen can only be employed for oppreffive Purpofes, I move that the Detachment which has 
been given to Nundeloll be recoiled *. 

Governor General.— I mud objeft to the Qiicftion, ‘ becaufe the Board are yet unacquainted 
with the Realbns tor which this Guard has been granted to the Aumeen j and the Orders fo abruptly 
given would be conRrued as a M.irk of the Difplcafure of Government, and in the Difpofition 
which the Zemindars and the Farmers of Dacca have already Ihcwn to oppofe the Enquiry com- 
mitted to his Charge, I apprehend that it v/ould prove totally fubverfive of his Authority and 
Influence. 

Mr. F rancis.— I think the Detachment Ihould be recalled, as it does not yet appear that there 
was any Neceffity for granting it, at lead the Bo.ird is not acquainted with any Fadls to induce us 
to fuppofc it ncceflary. It the Aumeen Ihould reprefont that an Efcort is wanted for his Security 
in travelling, I imagine a much fmaller Number would be fuflicient. 

Mr. Barwell. — 1 admit the Force of the Governor General’s Objections, which are entirely 
confonant to my own Sentiments i I am therefore againd the Motion. 

General Clavering. — ^I'lie various Reports that have come to my Ears of the tyrannical Ufe 
that Nundiloll has made of his Authority, makes me peculiarly deflrous, from the Station I fill 
of Commander in Chief of the Company’s Troops, to difeharge rnyfelf from the Confcquences 
which I am apprehenfive have or may enfue from the Employment of the Company’s Troops oa 
fuch an Occafion. I am of Opinion that the Aid of the Military Ihould never be taken but in 
Cafes of adlual Didurbances or InfurrcClions, and then always by the exprcls Authority of 
Government. 

Governor General. — -My Belief and firm Perfuafion, from a Knowledge of the Charafler of 
Nupdialol), that he is incapable of an ACl of Tyranny and Oppreffion, though of no Authority, 
may, I hope, ftand with equal Credit with the oppolite Opinion declared by the General. I be- 
lieve I have faid already, ‘that I do notknow for what Purpofe the Guard of Sepoys was granted to 
Nundiloll.* The Provincial Council was ordered to fupporc the Aumeen in the Execution of hi«

Commifllon. The biftrift of Dacca, •/* equal in Extent to One Fourth of the Province of 
Bengali every Part is infefted with Robbers i and mod of the finaller Zemindars arc Dccoits by 
ProfdQon. * NundiloU has deputed fubordinate Aumecns to differeht Stations in the Diftrid of 
Dacca,’ *hofe Perions would be cxpofed to great Danger, without fome Protcflion. 

I therefore adhere to my Firft Objeftion againft the General’s Queftion ; and move, that a 
Letter be written to the Council at Dacca, direding them to inform us lor what Services, and to 
what Stations thefe Sepoys have been dctaclicd i with Orders, in the mean Time, to allow of their 
Continuance. 

Mr. Francis.— I agree. 

General Clavering.— The Governor General has mlftaken me, when he mentions that I have 
given any Opinion on Nundullol’s Chatadcr. I mentioned, that the Reports that had come to 
my Knowledge of the tyrannical Ufc he had made of his Authority, had made me peculiarly 
tlefirous to difeharge myfclf of the Confequences of allowing him the Aid of Troops. Tlic only 
Opinion I gave, was on the Impropriety of fending a Military Force into the Mofuffill but in Calcs 
of adfual Infurredion. I know nothing more of the Charadfer of Nunduloll than what may be 
known to the Court of Diredlors } namely, that he was Pailhear, or Manager, to Diilcel Roy, 
the former Farmer of Rajclhahy, who was difinifled from his Farm by this Board for his Ex- 
adtions on the Riotts of that Zemindary. In regard to the Governor General’s Qiieftion, I have 
no Objedtion to its being acquielced to j but I forefee, that in the Firft Place, that Council will 
not be enabled to give the neceflary Information on what Stations the Detachment may be fepa- 
rately fubdivided ; and in the next Place, that their Anfwer, in the Abfence of the Chief^ Mr. 
Rous, will be'formed fo as to coincide with the Sentiments of the prefent Majority of Voices in this 
Board. 

Governor General.— I ftiall reply only to one Obfervation on the preceding Minute of the 
General, namely. That Nunduloll wasdilmiflcd from the Service of Ranny Bowanny the Zemindar 
of Rajcftiahy, but never was in the Service of Duleelroy, nor in any Refpedl dependant or even 
connedfed with him. 

General Clavering. — I thought I was not miftaken when I afterted that Nunduloll was Paifehar, 
or Manager to Duleel Roy. Whilft the Governor General was writing his Minute 1 called upon 
the VaquecI of Rajclhahy, and queftioned him on the FadI } his Anfwer is, that he was Sazawul 
to Dclcel Roy. 

Governor General. — I fpokc from a Convidlion almoft equal to a Certainty, when I afterted that 
Nunduloll was not a Servant or Dependant of Duleel Royj I ftill think it impoflible that 1 can 
have been miftaken. Neither, indeed, do I underftand by what Right or Ufage a Farmer could 
appoint a Sazawul, which I have always underftood to be an Officer of Government. If the Ge- 
neral ftill credits the Aftfertion of the Vaquccl, the Truth may be known by Application to the 
Council of Moorfticdabad. 

General Clavering. — Upon a further Reference to the Vaquccl of Rajeflialiy, I find that I was 
miftaken in mentioning that Nunduloll h<td been Zezawul to Deled Roy. The V.aqucd fays, he 
was employed by him at the Sudder, or at Moorlhedabad, and held a Farm under him ; but the 
Perfon 1 alluded to, when I mentioned that his Charadler would be as well known to the Court of 
Diredlors as to me, was Prawn Bofe, now employed as Aumecn at Nuddeah. 'I hat Man was a 
Servant of Deled Roy, and one of his under Farmers, as may be feen in the Petition of Rajah 
Hamkiflen, entered in the Confultation of 13th June. 

Rcfolved, That the following Letter be written to the Provincial Council of Dacca, 

To Mr. Charles William Boughten Rous, Chief, &c. Provincial Council of Revenue at Dacca. 
Gentlemen, 

We dcfirc you will inform us for what Services, and to what Stations, the Sepoys allowed to 
Nunduloll have been detached. In the mean Time you will continue them where they may be 
ftationed.

The Secretary lays before the Board the following Report. 

Calcutta, 14th March 1777, 

1 have the Honour to lay before the Board the following Anfwcrs received from the Mohrirs, 
whom the Board directed me to call upon laft Council Day for Information regarding the Power 
vetted in Sezawuls and Aumeens. In Explanation of which, 1 beg Leave to acquaint the Boafd, 
that, on my finding the written Anfwer Munnohir Dofs had given, as in N“. 1, did not contain 
what he told me on my firft putting the Queftions to him, 1 lent for him and Ram Ram Bofe on 
Wednefday Morning, and alkcd them. Why they had not anfwcred the Queftion put to them the 
Day before ? Munnohir Dofs anfwcred. That he would give them to me. I told him, it was by 
the Board’s Order that I put the Queftions to him, and that it was necelTary he Ihould anfwer. 

[ II I ;] Upon 
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Upon which both Munnohir Dofs and Ram Ram Bofc wrote, and gave me the further Anfw/>r. 
marked N-. 2, 3. 

Finding, when thefe were tranflated, that Munnohir Dofs had not given an Anfwer as to the 
Aumcens, but only regarding the Sezawuls, I mentioned the Circumftance to the Governor Ge. 
neral when I waited on him on Thurlday Morning, and that the Anfwers were not fo full as they 
had verbally given them to me. The Governor’s Anfwer was, the Queftions were not anfwcred 
or Words to hat Effeft. Upon which I fent for Munnohir Dofs, an^ told him, he muft anfwer 
the fame Queftions with Rcfpe(fl: to the Aumeens, as he had done regarding the Sezawuls, which 
he did as contained in N'*. 4. 

I beg Leave alio to lay before the Board, the Paper from which the firft Queftions were put to 
both Munnohir Dofs and Ram Ram Bole, N*. 5. ^

Anfwer of Monohur Dofs. N". r. 

During the Time of Mohaubut Jung, and of the former Nazims, the Zemindars either paid 
their Revenue direiftly to Government themfelves, or through Mutahuds, or Mhalzamins j and 
for this Reafon there were not Aumcens font into the different Diftrids, excepting in cafe of the 
Revenue falling in Arrears. The Aumcens fent upon thefe Occafion • collcdcd fuch Accounts as 
they had Orders to do from the Country, and tranfmitted them to Government through the Mut- 
fuddies of the Khalfa. In cafe of any Zemindar’s ncgleding or evading to deliver his Accounts, 
the Aumecn reported his Conclud to Government, and aded with retped to him according to 
fuch Orders as he received in Anfwer. 

Anfwer of Ram Ram Chowderry. 

In the Time of Mohaubut Jung, and former Nazims, the Zemindars cither paid their Revenue 
tlircdly themfelves, or through Mutaheds and Mhalzamins. It was not, therefore, cuftomary to 
fend Aumeens into the Country ; but when Aumcens were fent, their Duty was to colled exad 
Accounts. If any Zemindar ncglcdcd giving in his Accounts, according to the Orders of Go- 
vernment, the Aumecn reprefented the Matter to the Ruler, and obeyed fuch Orders as he after- 
wards received, with refped to exading fuch Perfon’s Accounts from him. 

N°. 2. Anfwer of Ram Ram Chowderry with refped to Aumeens. 

During the Time of Mohaubut Jung, and other Nazims, and down to the Death of Jaffier 
Ally Khawn, it was not the Pradice to lend Aumcens into the Country in order to make a Hufta- 
bood -, bccaufc then the Zemindars either paid their Revenue dircdly themfelves, or through 
Mhalzartiins and Mutaheds. However, after the Mahrattas had ravaged any of the Rarah Dif- 
trids (Diftrids lying to the Weftward of the Ganges), a Sazahawul ufed to be appointed to the 
aumeny of them. This Perfon had full Authority to colled the Huftabood Papers, and thefe he 
brought up to the Sudder, and then made a Settlement. 

Anfwer with refped to Sazahwuls. 

In the Time of Mohaubut Jung, and former Nazims, it was ufual to lend Sazabawuls into fuch 
Mahals as h.id fallen into Decline, bccaufc their Commiflion was low, being only 2 per Cent. 
Thcle went into the Country, and by encouraging the Ryots, brought them to cultivate their 
Lands j they made fuch an Allowance to the Zemindar for his Maintainance as they thought fuf- 
fjcicnt, and as was approved of by Government, and aded in whatever Manner they thought was 
moft beneficial for the State. They ferutinized into the Papers for fomc Years back, and then 
made a .Report of the Particulars of the Decline of the Mahal to Government. When their Au- 
thority was oppofed, they had a Right to confine and inflid corporal Punilhment. 

N” 3. Anfwer of Monohur Dofs with refped to Sazahawuls. 

It was the Sazahawuls Bufinefs to colled the Dues of Government agreeable to the Sudder 
Kiftbundee. He entered into a Kiftbundee at the Sudder, and then went into the Country. If 
the Zemindar agreed to the fame Settlement he had entered into, he took a Torahbundee from 
him on the like Terms, and left him in Pofleffion of the Country } but if he failed in paying 
agreeable Co cheic Terms, the Sazahawul made a Huftabood, and took Charge of the Colled>o'<^ 
bimfclf. 

The Sazahawul, in cafe of being impeded> in his Bufinefs by the Knavery or Negled of the 
Zemindars, ufed to infiid Punilhmenc, and to beat. 
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, N 4. Anfwcr of Monnohir Dofs with refpeft to Aumeens. 

tn the Jin'® of Mohaubut Junga, and former Nazims, it was not ciiftomary, as the Zemindars p 

either P*’*! or through Mhalzamins and^ Mutaheds, to fend ^rZnp.'ny 

Aumeens into every Mahal, Aumeens were however fent into fuch Diftrids as had fallen into ‘ 

Arrears in order to reftore the Revenue t if the Zemindars attended on ^fc Aunieens in a 
propef Manner, and delivered them the requifite Accounts agreeable to Cuftom, it was well i but 
,f they made ufc of any Knavery, or evaded clelivering thefe Accounts, the Aumeens, in order to 
execute the Bufincfs of Government with which they were intruded, inflided corporal Puiiilhment 
of every Kind, and reported the Circumftanccs of the Cafe to the Ruler. ^ 

N" 5. Queftions firft put to Munnohur Dofs and Ram Ram Bofe. 

What Authority was verted in Aumeens in the Timeof the Nabob Alevcrdy Cawn, or in pre- 
ceding 1 imes } and what was their immediate Duty ? / > t 

What in Sezawuls ? 

What Means had they of enforcing that Authority ? Did they inflid corporal Punirtiment ? 

Mr. Francis.— It was the Order of the Board that the Queftions fliould be put to the Two 
Mohrirs 01 the Khalla in Writing, and that their Anfwers (hould be received in Writing. I he 
Stcrctary was not authorized to hold any Convcrlation, or to put any Qiirftions verbally to either 
oF thele Perfons. The firft Anfwcr he received was ftridlly in Point, but it abfoliuely denies any 
Power being velted in the Aumeens to inflift corporal Punifhment. This Anfwcr, it appears, was 
not thought fatisiaftory, and another Aniwer was required. The Power denied in the firft 
Anfwcr is admitted in the Second.— 1 (hall make no Comment on this Tranfaftion, bccaufe I think 
the Fails fpeak very plainly for themfclves. 

General Clavering. I think the Conduit of the Secretary in this Tranfailion totally inexcufabic. 

Not finding the Anfwers turn out according to the Expedlations of the Governor General, he 
carried to him, without any Orders of the Board, the Two Anfwers of Monnohur Dofs, and 
received his Orders to quellion him again on the Subjeil. In Reward for this Service the Go- 
vernor General has, 1 fuppofe, made the Propofition this Day for the Aumentation ♦ of his 
Salary* 

Governor General. — The Secretary has, in my Opinion, ailed regularly and according to 
the Orders of the Board. He received no Orders from me, at Icaft I remember none that 1 gave 
him. When the Mohrirs eluded to give Anfwers to the (^icftion put to them, it was the Duty 
cf the Secretary to call upon them for their Anfwcr, and to repeat the Demand till it was com- 
plied with and compleatly. 

The Infinuation with which the General has been plcafcd to conclude his Minute, I confider 
only as the EfFeil of the intemperate Spirit, which I have experienced from General Clavering in 
almoft every Meeting of the Bjard, in every Department. I fhall therefore let it pals without 
Reply. 

General Clavering. — If the many intemperate Proceedings that have been entered by tlic 
Governor Gcr^ral againft Mr. Harwell, againft Mr. Francis, and myfelf, in this and the other 
Department, in which he has taken Liberties with us, all Three at different Times, were to be 
tollc£led and compared with any Thing that I have written of him, it would be found, that con- 
fidcring the Provocation that he affords from the Violences with which he is carrying on this Go- 
vernment, and tliu Abufes which he is landifying by the Support he gives them, I have never 
trcfpaffcd fo often as he has on iIk Refpedl which is due to the Station he fills, as he has done to 
m^and others. 

Mr. Barwell. — As an Altercation has arifen on the Anfwers received from the Mohorirs to the 
Queftions propofed by the Secretary, and Motives are infinuated highly prejudicial to his Inte- 
grity in the taking of thefe Aniwers, as well as to an undue Influence uled by the Governor General 
^obtain them, I move that the Secretary be called upon to recoiled: himiclf, and make a lolcmn 
I^claration on Oath to the verbal Anfwcr delivered to him on the Queftions, when the ^ firft put 
them to Monnohur Dofs and Ram Ram Bofe, as it is the only Means that, under the prefent Cir- 
^umftances, is, in my Opinion, offered to him for vindicating him from the Charge of having aded 
under an improper Influence. 

Mr. Francis. — I objed to putting the Secretary, or any Man over whom I have any Degree of 
Authority, ro a Tcft which may perhaps compel him to accufc himlelf : I believe it to be illegal, 
lam furc it is unjull. The Secretary is at Liberty to ftate any Matter he thinks proper in his own 
I cfcncc ; and, if he pleafcs, he may do it on Oath *, but this muft be his own voluntary Ad. I 
Will never join in requiring him to do it, nor fhall think myfelf at Liberty, confideting myfelf as a 
of his Condud, to draw any Conclufion to his Difadvantage from his declining ro do it. 

Mt, Barwell. — I civtircly acquieicc in Mr, Francis’s Objedions, and wave the Motion. 

. The Secretary. — I beg the Board will do me the Favour to call Munnohir Dols before them 
Jf^mcdiately, who is attending, and take his Anfwcr on Oath to the following Qiieltion. Whether, 

On my alking him on TuefiJay Evening if the Aumeens did or did not inflid corporal Punilh. 
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ment, which is the Fourth (^cftion in the Paper I gave in this Morning, he did or did no 
declare that they uled to punim and flog. . ^ 

Governor General.— I think it improper to commie the Credid of an Officer of fuch Important 
as the Secretary of the Revenue Department, in a Contention refpefting a FaA dependinit on the' 
Veracity, with an inferior Bengal Officer of the Khalfa. ^ 

Mr. Francis .— 1 am agatnfl italfo, but for different keafons. 

Mr. Barwell.— No Qwftion being before me, and -the Governor General thinking it in, 
proper to put one on th^ecretary’s Requeft, I acquielce in his Reafont for declining to'^put the 
Queftion. 

General Clavering.— Seeing the Dependance which all the Officers of the Government have on 
the prefent Majority, who take all Occafions to bold out to the Natives what the Confequences 
mult be of oppofing their arbitrary Will, I think it is furprifing that cither one or the other of 
thelc poor Mohrirs ffiould have had the Refolution to have delivered the unprejudiced Anfwer 
which it appears Monohur Dofs gave in Writing when he was queftioned. 1 underftand, when 
he was applied to the Second Time for another Anfwer, the Man at firft refufed it, and faij 
What can I do? I have give* my Anfwer already. If Mr. Sumner had thought that Anfwers* 
had not been direft to the Queftions which he had put to him, it was his Bufinefs to have taken the 
Opinion of the Bo.ird, and not to have run to the Governor General with them. The Governor 
General may illegally affiime, as he has done in regard to the Office of the Aumeens, the whole 
Power veiled by Parliament in the Council at large ; but as long as I continue a Member in this 
Council, I will never tamely fubmit to acknowledge any Right in him more than in any ocher 
Member of the Board, to decide upon the Refoluttons of the Council. 

Governor General.— I dcfire the Secretary will bring me the Proceedings, and I will minute any 
Reply I may think necelTary. 

Mr. Ffancis. — The principal Queftions to the Mohorirs were, * What Means the Aumeens had 
of enforcing their Authority, whether they infliCled corporal Punifhmcnts.’ The firft Anfwer, 
N° I, is as follows: ‘ In cafe of any Zemindar’s neglcAihg or evading to deliver his Accounts, 
the Aumecn reported his Condudl to Government, and aaed with rcfpedl to him according to 
fuch Orders as he received in Anfwer.* 

The Court of Diredors will judge whether this Anfwer was, or was not, in point and complete, 
and fur what Purpofe it could be neceffary to demand any other Anfwer from them. It was 
given in Writing, and they were bound by it. I will make no further Obfervation on a Tranf- 
adiort, on which I conceive it is impoffiblc for any Two unprejudiced Men to differ in Opinion. 

Governor General.— I defire that this Day’s Proceeding, and thofe of the nth, on the Subjcdls 
cOnfidcred this Day, may be fent a Number in the Packet. 

The Board having been pleafed to affent to the Secretary’s Letter of the 15th, on the foregoing 
Subjed, being annexed to this Day’s Proceedings, it was entered as follows with the fubfequenc 
Minutes.

Some of the Members of the Honourable Board having deemed my Condufl rcprehenfibic, in 
the Mode of applying to Monnohir Dofs and Ram Ram Bofe, for the Information which they 
dircifted me to obtain fro'm them regarding the Power formerly exercifed by Sexawuls and Aumeens, 
I beg Leave to record my Affidavit, that- the Report I made this Day to them is, in every Refpeft, 
to the beft of my Recolle^ion, a true State of my Condu£l on this Occafion i and that on my 
Firft verbal Appfication to Monohir Dofs on Tuefday in the Afternoon, in the Prefence of Ratn 
Ram Bofe, whether Aumeens had formerly exercifed the Power of inftifiing corporal Punilhment, 
he anfwcred, that they ufcd to punifh and fl(^ Perfons who refufed Obedience ta their Applica- 
tions to them. , 

1 beg Leave further to declare, that I tlu^ght I could not, conftftcntly with my Duty, and the 
Truft repoled io'me by the Honourable Board on this Occafion, admit of their declining to ancf'* 
in Writing, the Purport of what they had declared to me verbally •, that I was entirely guidcu 
by this Senfcof Duty by the Second Application I made on Wednefday to them j and that 1 was 
afluatcd by this Senl'e, and the Governor’s obferving that the Q^ftions were not anfwcred, when i 
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iflade the Application to Monnohur Dofi on ThurfUay for an Anfwcr to that Part of the Queftiona 
which he had not replied to. ^ 

I hope Mr. Francis will allow nie to obltrvc* that it did not appear to me I was reftriflcd by 
the Boards Orders from calling bn them in any other Manner than in Writing, but that 1 was 
direfted to obtain the Information, and, for my own Juilification, thought it mod advilcable to 
take their Anfwers in Writing •, and that I did not doubt but they had given their written Anfvvtra 
on Tuefday to the Purport which they mentioned to me, or 1 (hould not have omitted to have 
repeated my Application to them, had I fecn the Anfwers before they left niy Houfe, which 
was whilft I was laid down, and they left them on my Table.

Mr. Barwcll.— -t make ho Doubt that, on the Face of the Proceedings, the Charge of improper 
Condudl brought againlt Mr. Sumner will appear to every unbialTcd Reader to be groundlcfs, and 
that he will ftand as much acquitted in the Opinion of others, as he is in mine, of an Imputation 
fo injurious to his Character. The Secretary was particularly direfted to afk whether the Aumeens 
infliiiled corporal Puniftiment: To this Qiieftion he folemnly declares, that Monnohir Dofs replied, 
that they ufed to punilh and flog Perfons who refufed Obedience to their Applications to them. 
Upon his receiving this Anfwcr, it appears from the Secretary’s folemn Declaration, that fatigued 
with the Bufinefs of the Day, he retired to Reft without minuting his Reply, deftring Monnohir 
Dofs to commit what he had faid to him to Writing; that upon his receiving the Tranftation of 
the Anfwcr, and finding that fo eflential a Part of the Anfwcr that had been given, had been 
omitted, and upon the Oblei vation of the Governor General, that the Queftion was not anfwered, 
he had conceived it incumbent on him to fend for Monnohir Dofs, and repeat the Queftion. What 
could have been the Man’s Motive for eluding in Writing the Fait he had mentioned by Word of 
Mouth, is only known to himfclf •, it is evident from what pafled fubfequcntly, that he wilhed to 
decline committing to Paper what he had fpoken, and that, when he did commit it to Paper, it 
was with Rcluftance. This (hews in a very ftrong Light, that he was under the Influence of fomc 
Motives, little confiftent with the Ingenuity and Candour he ought to have obferved in delivering 
an Account of the Fatfts within his Knowledge. His being prelfed to deplare what to his Know* 
ledge was the Ufage of the Country, touching the Power of the Aumeens iii former Governments, 
alters in no Refped the Fullncfs of his laft Reply to the Queftion, or brings tlie Truth of it into 
Queftion ; he would, if it had been in his Power, have * have declared in the Negative to the 
Queftion this is plain from his Attempts to elude a Reply, and when he found he was not 
able to do it, attefting the Fad. I ftiall pafs no Obfervations on the Refledions the General has 
thitiwn out, as I make no Doubt they will ftrike every Reader upon the firft View of the Subjed* 
Tlnd that the Secretary will in confcqucnce ftand fully vindicated in their Opinions. 

Governor General. — Let the Imputation which General Clavering has endeavoured to call both 
on Mr. Sumner and myfclf in the following Words of One of his Minutes, entered in Con- 
fultationof the 14th inftant, viz. “ In Reward for this Service, the Governor General has, I fup« 
pofc, made the Propofition this Day for the Augmentation of his Salary,” — Ihould injure the 
Credit of that Gentleman in the Minds of his Honourable Employers, 1 think it ncceflary to 
declare, that it is more than a Month, and, I believe, I might with Truth aftume a much more 
diftant Period, fince I gave Mr. Sumner an abfolute Promile, that I would cither propofe to the 
Board to raife his Salary to an Equality with that of the Secretary of the General Department, or 
that I would aflent to the Requeft, if made by himfelf in Form to the Board, for the fame Pur- 
pofe. This Afllirance I gave him, equally from a Convidion of the Neceffity of aflbrding that 
general Encouragement to an Office of fuch Truft and Importance, and of the Juftice which was 
particularly doe to his acknowledged Affiduity and Abilities in the Condud of it. The Court of

Intelligence has juft been brought, that Maha Ranny Bowanny has reprefented to the Governor 
and Council through her Vaqueel, that you, upon your Arrival in the Country, fummoned theTahfil- 
dars, Currumchanes, Pautwarics, and other Officers of the Mofufful, in order to receive their Ac- 
counts, and now deuin their • about you. That further, Anindcram Pailhear leaguing with Prawn 
Bofe, her confirmed Opponent, demands Jummakeereche Accounts, which are not fpecified in your 
Inftruftions, and has difgraced the Amadcny Neewcefs, and other Officers of the Moffuffil, by 
beating them. That the Colleftions arc by this Means impeded, and that (he will be unable to 
anfwer her Engagement, if her Officers who have the Charge of her Revenues arc thus treated.

Tranllation of a Letter from Ram Ram Bole, in Anfwer to the Perwannah written him by the 

Chief and Council of Moorlhedabad. 

After the ufual Beginning— Upon my Arrival at the Sudder Curchcry of Bhettoreah, I firft, 
agreeable to nw Inftruftions, demanded the Sudder Huftabood, and Jumma Walfell Baky Accounts, 
with their fubndiary Papers, from the Zemindary Officers j and 1 have already tranfmitted a Lift 
of the Papers which were delivered to me in Confequence. I was next, by my Inftruftions, to 
apply to the Sudder Farmers. In thele Diftrifts there are no Farmers for the Pergunnahs, but the 
Colleftions, both of the Sudder and the MoffulTuI, are carried on by the Zemindar, and I there, 
fore required the Zen^dany Officers to make the Aumeeny Mohrirs of the fcveral Purgunnahs 
attend me > however, to this Day they have, evafively, only produced the Officers of 49 Mahals 
out of 68, (which is the whole Number, including petty Mahals). 

EncloM is a Copy of the Lift of Papers which 1 gave to fuch Mohrirs as have yet attended 
me: They have not yet given in many Papers which are necelTary to cheque the Sudder 
Huftabood, and Jumma Wafel Bakee, with ttor fubfidiary Accounts. Some fay, that they will 
deliver them as loon as they can get them from the Country i but they have broke feveral 
Promifes which they made, to deliver them within a certain Time { others allcdge, that there are 
none. Such are the Evafions of thefe People { and thus Delay is occafioned in checking the 
Accounts of the Sudder Officers. 

I have never yet required the Attendance of the Tahfieldars, Currumcharies, Pautwarries, &c. 
from the Officers of the Zemindarry i nor have any them attended at my Call. Aninderatn 
Bucklhy has neither demanded the Jumma Koreche Accounts, nor evef fummomed any of the 
Amadeny Neeweels Officers \ I conftantly attend myiclf at the' Cutchery, and do not n^left rhe 
Bufinefs and leave it to a Pruflicar. In order to check the Jumma Walfel Baky Accounu de- 
livered by the Sudder Officers, Aninderam demanded the Seah Accounts of the Shoomae Neeweefs, 
and v^n his making fotne Delays in delivmag them, he reproved him, but how Ihould he have 
thought of beating mm.

as A«8 of Government, he admits the Truth ot my Afiertion, “ that he meant only ^ take the »«sicinOri^ 
Opinions of General Clavering and Mr. Francis ofHcially as ufual/’ It the Court of Diredors 
have not long fince ccafed to wonder at the Conduft of Mr. Haftings in the many Afts, by which 
he has abufed their Confidence, they miift feel the utmoll Aftoniflimcnt at a Confcflion which he 
has not fcrupled to make of the Ufurpation of the Government, in faft, in himfclf, a Charge I 
have at various Times brought againft him, but never betore received his Confcflion of it. 

How the Governor General means to anfwer to the Court of Uireftors his making his Opmion 
a decifive and formal Aft of Government, with a Declaration that he will only take the Opinions 
officially of the other Members of the Adminiftration who are joined with him in the Government, 
mufl: be left to his own Imagination, fertile in Refourccs of glofling over the Irregularities of his 
Conduft. 

The Rcafons which Mr. Haftinfjs urges for fetting afide the Opinions of Two Members of the 
Board, is the Delay which the taking Inch Opinions would require. If this Argument has any 
Weight, Mr. Haftings is not aware how much more it will operate againft himfelf, for the Delay 
which he pretends was occafioncd to public Bufincfs, from the 21ft Oftober 1774 to September 
1776, when this Country, for its irrecoverable Mi.sfortune, loft Colonel Monfon, than for the 
few Months fince that Period, nor how much the Patience of the then Majority mull: have fuf*. 
fered by his long and tedious Minutes, evidently only calculated to diftraft our Attention, and 
embarrafs our Meafures j but the Majority then confidered that the Aft of Pailiamcnt enjoined, 
that whenever there might be a Difference of Opinion, the Determination fliould relulc from the 
Majority of concurring Voices given after every Information received by Arguments on both 
Sides. However enlightened or well informed a Man may be in public Bufincls, it is ffill great 
Prefumption in him to fuppofc that the other Members may not be capable to throw fomc new 
Light on the Subjeft, which he has ofiTcred for Confideration, that may poflibly caufc an Altera- 
tion in his own Opinion. But the Declaration which Mr. Haftings makes, that he will only take 
the Opinion officially of the other Members without waiting the Clofc of any Arguments, as it 
in Faft formally excludes Mr. Francis and myfelf afting in the Government, fo it can only be 
pralcllcd by the arbitrary Proceeding of Lord Pigot’s excluding Two Members from his Council, 
bccaufe their Opinions did not coincide with his own. 

Upon the Obfervation that the Governor General makes of my ufing the Privilege, which he is 
lb kind to acknowledge I poflefs by Aft of Parliament, though he deprives the Company of the 
intended ElRft of it, on Account, as he aflerts, of my applying that Privilege to perlbnal In- 
yeftive, I mull fay, that, independent of the Retaliation which I am compelled to make to his 
illiberal Scurrility, of which the Court of Direftors muft remember a remaikable Inftance, when 
he tells them, that, like the Trumpet of Sedition, I awe the timid from their Duty, and excite 
the Seditious to Rebellion,” I cannot help feeling a Degree ot Indignation at my Difappoint- 
ment in a Man, who, at the Time I accepted my prcicnt Appointment, I revered as the Solon of 
Bengal; and even carried my Infatuation tor him fo far, as to become a Sollicitor with my Sove- 
reign for Marks of Honour to be conferred upon him j it, I fay, under the Mortification of this Dif- 
appointment, I exprefs myfelt occafionally in the warmeft Terms, when I am obliged to fpcak of 
his paft or prefent Conduft, the Occafions need no Apology. As, for Example, his Committee 
of Circuit, with all its fatal Eftefts, both on the Revenue and on the Country ; the immenfe Ba- 
lances remaining due, notwithftanding the great Remiffions which have been granted ; his diftri- 
buting lucrative Farms to his Banian, and giving him Contrafts to an immenfe great Amount 
for the Inveftment ; his RohillaWar; his breaking a Treaty, made by his Picdcccffor in the 
Government between Cheit Sing and the Vizier, under the mod frivolous and unwarrantable Pre- 
tences; his cftablilhing the Bank ; his Sale Monopoly ; his conniving at Mr. Barwcll's Tranfac- 
tions at Dacca ; at Mr. Barton’s at Luckypore •, at Mr. Thackeray’s at Silket; the Partiripaiion 
be had in the very honourable Tranfaftions with the Begum, as alfo with thofe ot Burdwan and Ra- 
dilhai ; his creditable Stipulation with the Fouzedar of floughley ; and, iince the Death of Co-

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lonel Monfon, his propofing and carrying at the Board, a confiderable Remiffion to the Rajah of 
Nucldea and the Farmers of Bahar-, his Attempt to load the Compaiw with the Payment. of the 
Salt Balances ; his fending Major Hannay to negociate a fubfidiary Treaty with NudjifTCawn; 
his Secretary’s vi£tualling Contraft ; a gratuitous Grant to Mr. Lyon of a large Portion of 
Ground, in the moil valuable Part of the Town of Calcutta i all the Fort Conrrafts, that to Mr. 
'I'cmpler for Flephants j and to crown the long Lift of which are to immortalize his Name 
in Bengal, there only wanted the iniqJitous Plan now executing under his own immediate Con- 
traiil, for extorting from tlie Zemindars and Farmers their Accompts by various Punifliments, 
and, probably, the beneficial Settlement that is to follow, and will be made upon it.

‘ The Papers the Aumeens requite do not belong to Government; they arc the private Accompts 
between the upper and under Farmers, in wi;ich, I conceive. Government has no Projierty,’ par- 
ticularly when they pay their Rents, I could not have imagined, that the humble Intreaty I made 
to the Court of Directors to read Mr. Haftings’s Letter to the Council of MiK)rflicd.ib.id with vit- 
tention, in order to inform their Judgments concerning the State of Civil Liberty in Bengal ; and 
particularly to oblerve, from thclc Orders, how far the Lftabliiliment of tlic Court of Juilicarurc 
has anfwered the F.xpcdations of tile Publick in that Refpeft, would have been deemed a Icveic 
Cenfure on the Court. But fhould Mr. Haflings’s Conclufion be warranted by any legal Autho- 
rity, then in;lced a Proiccution for a Libel, or a Contempt of the Court, would fully compkat 
the Pidture of the State of Civil Liberty in Bengal.

A fimplc Infpccllon of our Confultations will enable the Honourable Court of Diredtors to 
determine, which Side has moll Realon to complain of the Length of Minutes didlated at the 
Board. My Patience allb, I can truly affirm, h,.s been fuliicientiy cxercilcd ; thougli I do not 
think myfelf at Liberty to complain of this, or any other Inconvenience belonging to niy Situation, 
much lefs to avoid it by attempting to limit the flridl Right of any Member of the Board, or by 
departing from the regular Forms of Debate cftablilhed by Cuftom, hiiltcrto unvaried, and con- 
firmed by Law. The Council inllituted by the Lcgiflature does, in Fact, ccafe to cxill, if free- 
dom of Debate be excluded ; if the Prcfidenc colledts only the Votes of the Members without 
liftening to their Advice ; or if .any Refolutions of Confequence be taken without a previous De- 
liberation of the whole Board. I give Mr. Haltings Credit for the Candour with which he declarts 
his determined Purpole to exoncr.atc me from any future Concern or Influence in the Mcalurcsot 
this Government. He ‘ frankly owns that he means only to take my Opinion officially and that 
‘ he fliall think himfclf jullificd in chooling fuch Meafures, in Conjundtion with the only Member 
of the Board on whom he can rely for Alfillance, as fliall appear to them moft conducive to die 
Service, and carry them into Execution, without waiting the Clofeof every Series of Argumentation 
with which the other Members may endeavour to protradl it.* In plainer Terms, if any Teims 
can be pkiiner, the Governor might have faid, “ I confider myfelf and Mr. Barwcll as in fadt the 
Government. I will lillcn to no Advice but that of Mr. Barwell ; nor will 1 even fo far comply 
with the Forms of a Council, inllituted .by Pailiament, as to wait for the Opinions of the other 
Members of the Board.” 

After this Declaration I know not for what Purpofe he fliould hereafter fummon me to attend 
the Council. My Opinion is not to be lillened to, and my Vote can have no EfFcdl. Whether 
fuch a Declaration, c.irricd into Execution, does not amount to a Diflblution of the Government 
cftablilhed by Law, is a (^lellion which, I doubt not, will be fubmitted by the Honourable Court 
ofDiredlors to the hightmt legal Judgement in England. The Charge and the Confelfion go 
home together ; at;d, I truft, that the fame Determination which may acquit Mr. Haftings 01 
having violated the Laws of his Country in this Inftance, will recall me from a Situation, in 
which the moil zealous lindcavours on my Part to promote the Publick Service will be iiltlvls 
to the Company, and ferve only to expofe me to perfonal Mortification. Sojpc Paflages in the 
Governor Cicneral’s Miiuite of the 2 ill inll tnt require an Explanation, which I fliall now lubmk 
to the Court of Directors with the utmoll Brevity and Moderation.

appears that Nundololl has alfo deputed fubordinate Aumcens, for whofe Proteftion the Governor M.ij.*' ’’

alarmed at thefe Proceedings, and more fo when wc confidcr that Zemindars and other refpeftablc

We obfcrve, that General Clavering, hat figned (everal Letters tn conformity to our 
Or Jurs, ' though he has thought it ncceHary to proteft againit the Contents} but he hopes we (lull 
forgive him tor refufing to affix his Signature to the Order before mentioned. His Rcafo’ns tor 
fucii Refufal were, becaufe he would not authorife, with his Naooe, the Commiflion of Enormities 
which it might produce. We find allb, that Mr. Francis refufed to figii it j and we are happy in 
tedifying, that the humane Sentiments exprefled by the General and Mr. Francis on that Occafion 
coincide entirely with our own. But as refufing to fign Orders of the Board is contrary to 

the Letter of our Inftruftions, dated the nth of December 1762, (which Orders muft always be 
fuppofed lawful) we think it right, before we decide upon the Propriety of Two Members 
of the Board refufing their Signature, to take the ablcft Opinions which can be obtained, whether 
the Power delegated to and exercifed by the Governor General is ftriclly legal, becaufe we find it 
has been declared wholly illegal by our ftanding Council at Fort William. 

63d. Although it docs not appear to us, that your Secretary was confeious of a(fling improperly 
in applying to the Governor General, before he produced the Anfweis of the Mohrirs to the 
Board, we certainly think his Condudl, in that Refpeft, irregular. It was, firidly, his Duty to 
have laid thofe Anfwcrs, in the firft Infiance, be^re the Council and more efpecially fo, as he 
knew the Members had differed in Opinion rcfpedling the Powers delegated to Aumeens during the 
Mogul Government. If the firft Information, given in Writing, appeared to him unfatisfadlory, 
the fame Authority, by which the Queftions were propofed, (hould have declared it 16 j and the 
Secretary (hould have taken the Sentiments of the Board thereon, before he renewed his Appli- 
cation.

Refuming the Confideration of the Governor’s Letter, entered in Confultation of the i5ih The StiUjoft 
biSober, regarding the Ophium Trade in the Province of Bahar, Mr. Vanfittart delivers in the oftheOi>mm 
following Minute : cd. 

Ever fincc the Eftablilhmcnt of our Induence in Bengal by the Battle of PlalTay, alnioft the 
whole Opium Trade of the Bahar Province , has been in the Hands of the Gentlemen refiding at Mmutf. 

Patna. Through different Gomaftahs being employed, frequent Difputes arofe, and fomctimcs 
Lives were loft in the Frays which happened between them, as has already .ippcared upon the 
Company’s Records. Since the Year 1765, it has been uninterruptedly carried on as a joint 
Concern under the Charge of a Angle Gomaftah* I believe the (^laniity received in the Year of 
the Famine, inclufive of what was delivered to the Dutch, was lei's than 800 Chefts ; it increafed 
the next Year to near 1,400, and the Year after to upward of 1,800, although Perwanahs were 
each Year circulated through the Province, and inforced with all pofllble Attention, that no Ryot 
Ihould be obliged to cultivate the Poppy againft his Will, whether he had formerly cultivated it 
or not. I mention this Circumftancc as a Proof that the Mode of carrying on the Trade was not 
oppreflive to the Ryots : — Indeed the Price which is now paid them is more than they ufed to 
receive before the Eftablilhmcnt of the Englilli Influence in the Country. It does not appear to 
me that, in the prefent Situation of Things, an Attempt to lay the Trade open, would be cither 
advantageous to them, or beneficial to the Commerce of the Province— Had every Merchant 
free Liberty to make them Advances, they would receive Money in Abundance, they would 
dilfipatc a Part of it, they would be unable to manufadurc Ophium fufficient to complete their 
Engagements ; at the Sealbn of Delivery every Merchant would be anxious to fccurc the Quan- 
tity for which he contradfed ; Battles would be fought, as was the Cafe before the Year 1765 ; the 
Ryots would be feized and imprifoned ; and each Farmer would difeourage the Cultivation, to 
prevent his Diftrift from being a Scene of Difturbanccs By this Means the Produce would be 
diminifhed ; moreover the Ryots would adulterate tlieir Ophium to compenfate for their Defi- 
cicnces, and both thefe Circumftanccs would materially injure this Country, by having an imme- 



conlequencc continue on nearly the fame Footing as it is at prefent ; or were it pollible to take 
effcaual Mcafurcs to inforcc the Prohibition of Advances, the Cultivation of the Poppy would 
be almoft entirely prevented, and the Ryots have not Subftance fufficient to undertake it at their 

ownExpcnce. -

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As thefe Dilutes have been carried to a great Height, and in order, as much as in my Power 
to guard againu fo heavy a Lofs to the Company's Opium Inveftment, as the Continuance of them 
mull inevitably produce, I have diredted the Infpe^ors to proceed on the Manufadlure as uRial 
fetcing apart fuch Opium as may be deemed of an inferior Quality, until your Fleafure is made 
known. 

I beg leave to obferve, that the uncommon Humidity and Dampnefs of the Air, proceeding from 
the conftant Eafterly Winds which have prevailed in this Province throughout the Seafon, would 
prove very prejudicial to the Intereft of the Contradlor if any Delay was made in the manufaftur- 
ing of the Opium after being brought into the Company's Godown j for it is a known Faft, that 
unmanufadlurcd Opium, being expofed to the Eafterly Wind, always lofes much of its n'atural 
Subftance, whereas, by being made into Cakes, and covered with a Coat, is preferved in its pure 
and genuine State. The near Approach of the Rains render it abfolutcly neceflary that the Manu- 
fadturc Ihould not be fufpended even for a Day ; I therefore conceived it my Duty to interfere 
upon Receipt of Mr. Campbell’s Reprefentation, and to diredl: the infpeftors to proceed on the 
Bufinefs until your Determination could be obtained, in order that the Inveftment might not fuffer 
by a Delay, which might prove of very bad Confequcncc at this Seafon of the Year.

We do not mean 
to convey any Cenfure on Mr. Sulivan refpedling this Trahlaldllort, but we cannot wi-hhold our 
Difpleafure from the Governor General and Council, at fuch an Inftance of Contempt of our Au- 
thoritji^ ^[Neither can we approVe of your having aboliihed the Office of Infpcdtor, and at the

As the Seafon for receiving new Propofals for the Ophium Contrafts nearly approachpi, I 
hope you will pardon the Neceflity which urges me to call upon your Attention, in otde. jrc 
fully to lay before you the Nature and prefent Situation of this BuOnefs. 

The Severity of the Drought had deprived the Riotts of all Power to profecute the Cultivation 
of the Poppy without the greateft Affittance' from me. The heavy Lofles they had fuftained in 
the Khurtuff and Buddory Harvefts hardly left them the Means of fupporting themfelvcs till the 
ripening of the Hubby, in confequence of which I found it unavoidably neceflary to increalc the 
.ufual Advances to One Third more than had been cuftomary v befidcs which I was obliged to 
ineur a very confiderable Expence by digging Wells in feveral Parts where the Drynefs of the 
Seafon had deprived the Ryotts of the ufual Refervoirs to water their Lands. By thefe Means 
‘1 prevailed upon the Riotts to remain in the Country, which an oppofite Conduct would have 
obliged them to dcfcrt *, and by the large Encouragement which I gave, had the good Fortune to 
introduce the Poppy Cultivation into feveral Pergunnahs where it had been before unknown, 
The Riotts finding in me an indulgent Proteftor applied themfelves to the Culture of their 
Grounds with Alacrity, and thereby in feme Meafure repaired the unhappy Effefts of the Drought, 
which, together with the Lofs of Time occafioned by the Delay in my Contraft, muft otherwife 
have proved fatal, 

■Scnfiblc of the Ardudufnefs of the Talk which I had entered upon under fo many and great 
Difadvantages, 1 confidcring my Chafadlcr at Stake for the Accomplilhment of my Engagements, 
'I determined to facrifice every other View to that alone. In order, therefore, to prevent the Icaft 
Interruption to the Bufinefs, or Severity to the Ryotts by the Colleftion of the late Contraftor’s 
Balance, 1 took the Whole upon fnytclf at a certain Lofs, and tliercby removed (as far as was in 
my Power) every Obftacle to the Cultivation. 

Having but a fmall Capital of my own, I was confcquently obliged to take up large Sums of 
Money at Interefl:, the Wnole of which, together with the Advances I have received from Go- 
vernment, are now outftanding in the ^untr^. Had the Seafon been favourable 1 might have 
hoped to realize my Balances in Opium^^nd to have reimburfed myfclf for the Expenccs I had 
been at by the Premium allowed for an Encreafe in the Quantity; but as the Severity of the 
Weather, by (hortening * Produce, has deprived me of thofe Advantages, and I can now expeft to 
provide very little or nothing more than the Quantity for which I have contrafted, I fliall be 
involved in infuperable Difficulties, unlefs you arc pleafed to prolong my Engagements to a further 
Term, as the diftrefled Situation of the Ryotts utterly difable them from paying my Balances, 
which If I were this Year to attempt the Colleftion of wbuld caufe a general Defertion. A more 
favourable Seafon may enable them to difeharge their Debts ; and Experience having already 
taught them to confide in me, they will doubtlefs exert themfelves in improving the future Cul- 
tivation, as they are lenfible it is not my Dcfire, and would not in that Cafe be my incereft, to 
diftrefs them. 

The Fadls here aflerted are of public Notoriety, and I am certain, upon Application being 
made to the Gentlemen of the Patna Council, will be confirmed by them. I Ihould not however

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itoobled you wUh a Rdation of thcfe Circumftances, but rather have acquicfce8 in the 
DHBculties which unfor^een Accidents had brought upon me, were I not convinced by Expe- 
rience of ttedangcroiis C^fequcncea enfuing from , ytarly Change of Cofirradors, which, with 
the greateft Deference, I beg Leave to lay before you, and at the fame Time to point out the 
falutary Eftets which may be experienced - by prolonging the Management of this Bufinefs in the 
Hands or the fame renon. 


As the Extent and Improvement of the Poppy Cultivation folely depends on the Meafurcs 
adopted by the C^traftor, it is unquettionably his Intcrca (when his Engagements arc for a lone 
Term) to condOdt himfelf with that Juftice and Lenity which is the only Mode of conciliating the 
good Opinion and Confidence of the Kiotts, and thereby encouraging them to pay their whole and 
unremittcd Attention to the Produce of their Lands t They will then, and not till then, heartily 
join with the Contrador in extending the Cultivation, and readily adopt any Mode which he may 
point out for the Improvement thereof. Thcfe happy Efteds can never be exfwienced while 
the Engagements arc limited to one Year j the Contrador having no future Objed finds it ncccflary 
to exad his utmoft Dues from the Riott, who, as he expeds a new Maftcr, his whole Attentioit 
is confequently bent on taking Advantage of the Ignorance and divided Authority of the new and 
old Contradors, whofe Views and Interefts being diredly contrary molt conftantly clalh with 
and oppofe each other i for the Contrador who makes Advances from September ’nil the Month 
of March following is not able to colled in the Whole of his Opium ’till the Beginning of the 
next Year, at which Time he muft unavoidably have fcveral Sums outflanding from different 
Ryotts who have not completed their Engagements. The old Contrador will infill upon col- 
kfting thcfe Balances, in confcqucnce of which the Hyott either abicontls or pays him the Ad- 
vancef which he has juft received from the new Contrador to prepare his Land for the t nfuing 
Crop t in either Cafe, not only the Cultivation but the Revenue of the Country muft confidcrably 
fuffer. 

^ fThe Manufadure of Opium is an Art which requires long Experience, joined with the moft 
minute Attention, to become Maftcr of. I had made it an Objed of my particular Enquiries 
long before I undercook my Contrad, and am convinced that great Improvements may be made 
on the prefenc Mode*, this, however, cannot be hoped for but by the continued Study anti 
Obfervation of the fame Contrador. The Manufadurers accuftomed to one cftabliflied 

(though perhaps erroneous) Mode will never of themfclves change it t and though it is the Con- 
trador’s Intcrcft to improve the Quality, yet this cannot be accomplifhed without many Experi- 
ments. A new Contrador takes Charge of his Bufinefs totally ignorant of the Nature and 
Procefs of it i and before he has Time to become fulficiently acquainted with it his Contrad 
expires, which abfolutely precludes all PolTibility of Improypmcnt in this Branch. ■ 

If the Confideration of thefe Circumftances fhould induce you to extend my Contrad to a 
longer Time, I fhall make it my whole Study to realize the Expedations of Government, by a 
conuderable Improvement in the Quality and Encreaie in the Quantity of the Opium<

was figned, that my People did not arrive at the different Places where it is produced ’till many 
Months after the Advances ought to have been made. This Circumftance will not only confi- 
derably affed the Quantity of Opium, but will lubjed me to great Lois, from the Preparations 
I made for fulfilling my Engagements with the Company. I lent out an Eftablilhmcnt for ma- 
nufaduring looo or 1200 Cherts, but the Latenefs of the Seafon would not permit me to get 
Half that Quantity 5 when this extra Expence therefore comes to be added to the reduced Qiian- 
tity, it will greatly enhance the Price: Bcfidcs all this, 1 run the Rifquc of Hill greater Lois by 
outflanding Balances, unlefs you (hall be plcafcd to aftb-d me Affiftancc. 

I have fpared no Expence of any’Kind, but fear that ftill it will be impoffible for me to 
procure a Quantity in any Manner adequate to my Expedations when 1 gave in Propofals for 
the Contrail ; at the fame Tinne I am ftill perfuaded that the Quantity propolcd, or even a 
greater, may be procured, if it fhall plcale you to extend the Terms of the Contrail lor Three 
Years longer. 

This is the proper Seafon for making the Advances to any Advantage j my Contrad does not 
expire till the 31ft of December, amt if a new Contrad is entered into, and new People lent up, 
the Confufion and Lofs to all Parties will be endlcfs j but it will fall chiefly on the Company, in 
the unavoidable Diftrefs and Ruin of the Ryotts.

Anfwcr to the Seventh, Tenth, Eleventh, and Twelfth Charges. 

Contrails, and Increafe of Edablifhments. 

In the 7th, 10th, nth, and 12 th Charges, I am accufed of making improvident Contra^fs, and for ‘r** 
B Wafte of the Public Money, by granting cxceflive Allowances in the Civil Branch of the Ser- 
vice : Thefe Charges I Dtall anfwer as fully and didinftly as the Materials which 1 poflefs, and the 
Time allowed to me, will permit. 

In the 7th Charge it is allerted, that ‘ it was the fundamental Rule of the Company’s Service in 

• Bengal that all Contraffs fhould be publickly advertifed, that they fhould be granted to the lowcft 
< Bidder, and that in particular the ContraA for Provifions, and for Draught and Carriage Bullocks, 

* (hould be annual.’ I am charged with afting in direi^l Difobedience to thefe Orders ; Firft, for 

not advertifing for Propofals ; and Secondly, for prolonging the Periods for which I granted the 
Bullock Contraft beyond One Year, and that I further afted againft the Orders of my Superiors, 
who had not left me in this Cafe an Option, by declaring that I difapproved of publilhing for Propo- 
fals, and that the Contraff for Draught Bullocks had been reduced too low already. I'o the latter 
Part of this Charge 1 reply, that, according to my Conftruftion of the Company’s Orders, they never 
were or can be meant, in any Inftance, to leave their Adminiftration in India without an Option, At 
fuch a Diftance from the Parent State, the Government upon the Spot muft be vefted with a Difcre- 
tionary Power j but where pofitive Orders arefent, where thofe Orders are difobeyed, and the Rca- 
fons afllgncdfor fuch Difobedience are not fatis factory, Cenfure or Puniihmcnt invariably ought to 
follow. In my Opinion, the very Exiftence of the Empire in Bengal depends upon our Army beiJ'g in 
a Situation to move, if required, at the (horteft Notice, and the Movement of our Army mull always 
depend upon the State of our Draught and Carriage Bullocks. the Year 1777, when the 

Board gave the Bullock Contra^ to Mr. E. Johnfon, it is a FaA of public Notoriety, that by having 
made that Contraft annual, and by granting it to the loweft Bidder, it was taken lower, by 50 per 
Cent, than it was polTible for any Man to keep the Bullocks fit for Service, provided the Conuaft 
bad been fully executed, and the Number contracted for kept up. I appeal to the Records of thofe 
Days to prove the Complaints of the Commanding Officers of the weak State of their Carriage 
Cattle ( I appeal to our Revenue Confultations to certify the Amount of the Deductions that were 
made from the Revenues for Bullocks violently feiicd, whenever any Detachment of our Army 
marched through any Part of Bengal or Bahar. To remedy thefe Inconveniences, itnd to fix tlic 
Contract upon fuch fair and equitable Terms as fhould infure a ftriCt Performance of the Public Ser- 
vice, and afford to the Contractor the ProfpeCt of a reafonable Profit for hisTrouble and Rilk, I joined 
in giving the Bullock Contract to Mr. Johnfon in 1777 ,]^^ § {“ and the Contract for Elephants 

to Mr, Templar in the Year 1779. I heartily concurred with Sir Fyre Cootc in granting the Pro- 
vifion and Bullock Contract to Mr, R, Johnion for Five Years, thereby performing, in my hum- 
4« blc Opinion, a molt effential and important Service to the Eaft India Company, my refpeCted 
“ Employers. From 1779 to 1 783 we were in a State of War with European and Country Pow- 
“ ers ; we had Two confiderable Detachments of our Army upon Foreign Service, the one upon 
“ the Coaft of Coromandel, the other in Guzzerat, and our Army in Bengal was fit for immediate 
“ Service : I can therefore confidently aflert, that in every Point of View the Bullock Contract was 
“ highly advantageous to the Company ; and fo fully am I imprtfled with the Ncccffity of granting 
“ the Contract, or the Agency, for the Supply of Draught and Carri.ige Bullocks, upon fair and 
“ liberal Terms at all Times, that I took the Liberty to give thefe Sentiments to the Court of 
“ Directors fince my Return to England when they did me the Honour to afk my Opinion of cer- 
“ tairi Military Arrangements which they had at that Fime under Confuleration : And it will not 
“ be deemed irregular or indecent in me, I trull, to quote to this Honourable Houfc foe Opinion 
“ of a Gentleman (Sir George Wombwell) on theSubjeCtof Contracts, who, at the Time he gave 
“ if, was a Member of this Houfe, and Chairman of the Eaft India Company. Sir George laid, 

“ Thai he believed putting up Contracts to public Sale would be prejudicial to the Public Scr-

We advcrtifcd, in the Year 1777, for Propofals for keeping 
in Repair the Cantonments of Burrampoor and Dinapore by Comraftj an Enfign in the &r- 
** vice, a Mr. Fofter, gave in the loweft Propofak ; but she 'Board were icnfible of the ImpoiTi^iltty 
“ of performing the Service for the Sum for which he was ready to undertake it, and we agreed 
to nominate Mr. Vanduhagden to perform the Duty by Agency j yet this was a direft Breach 
“ of the Company’s Orders, and by the Realbning in the Charge, we were left in this Cafe 
« without an Option. I lhall conclude my Obfervations upon the Contrad for Draught and 
** Carriage Bullocks with the following Quotation from the Letter of the Court of Directors to 
“ Ikngal, of the nth April 1781. 

General Coote remarks, that being in a State of actual War, it was unneceflTary to fet forth 
** the indifpenfable NecefTity of having the Draught and Carriage Bullocks put in the bc(t Train 
“ pofliblc, becaufe the Succefs of every Operation in War depends fo very particularly on the 
bad or good Condition of the Artillery Train : and in this Opinion we cotKur with the 
“ General. 

Upon the mod impartial Confidcration of all the Materials before us, we candidly allow your 
“ Syftcm for the Provifion of Cattle for the Service of the Trains to have been excellent, provided 
you had advertifed for Propofals, and thereby afeertained the loweft Terms procurable, with 
“ good Security for Performance of the Contra^ s but the Offer, without advertiftng for Propol'als, 
appears to us very improper. 

We arc neverthelefs of Opinion, that provided the Terms were realbnable, it might not, for 
the moft obvious Keafuns, be for the good of the Service in Time ol War, to renew the Bullock 
“ Contraft every Year.’”) (a) ^ 

MR. BELLI’S CONTRACT. 

The next Charge is, for giving the Agency for fupplying the Garrifon of Fort William with 
Provifjons to my private Secretary, Mr. John Belli. My Rcaibns are entered at large upon Re- 
cord, and to thefe I fhall refer in the Courfe of this Proceeding j but for the prefent I affirm, that 
by an authentic Account, entered upon our ConfuUations, the adual Profit of Mr. Bclli’s Agency, 
for Three Years, arc proved to be One Lack and two thoufand Rupees, or 10,000 1 . Sterling, 
inftead of 15,970!. per Annum, as it is erroneoufly afferted in the Charge to have been. This 
Agency was afterwards converted into a Contract for Five Years : I deemed it of infinite Ctmfc- 
quence to beftow it on a Man, in whofe Integrity and Honour I could place the firmeft Reliance} 
and the Court of Directors have never exprefted the fmalleft Difapprobation of Mr, BcHi’s Con- 
tract. When I propofed originally to grant to Mr. Belli the Agency for fupplying Fort William 
with Provifions, General Claverine calculated the Profits of this Agency to be 10,000 1 . a Year: 
Upon that Occafion I affured the Court of Directors, that if they were pickled to require it, the 
Profits arifing from the Agency (hould be paid into the Company’s Tfeafury. The Court of 
Directors, adopting the General’s Calculation as to the Profits, ftated them at 30,000 1 . and or- 
dered that One Third of the Amount of them, or 10,000 1 . Ihould be paid by me into the Com- 
pany’s Treafury, when, in FaCt, the Profits of the Three Years did not amount to more than 

10.000 1 . Upon receiving this Explanation, the Directors were fully fatisfied.— I hope and trutt, 
that this Honourable Houfe will not adopt the Sentiments of my Accufer } I lhall content myfelf 
with denying, in the moft public Manner, that I had any Connexion, direftly or indireCtly, with 
Mr. Belli, in his Agency or his ContraCt, or with any other Perfon holding cither Agency or 
Contract during my Government. I never expeCted fo bafe and unworthy an Infinuation from 
any Charter, and this is the only Reply I lhall ever make to it. 

SIR EYRE COOTE’S ALLOWANCES. 

I am next charged with having formed an Eftablilhment for Sir Eyre Coote, and for having 
continued it, after Orders were received from the Court of Directors to difeontinue it. In Reply 
to this Charge, I lhall merely ftatc the FaCts j if they will not exculpate me, I (hall fubmit with 
Willingnefs to any Cenfure or Ponilhment that this Honourable Houfe may think proper to 
inflict. V 

[When Sir Eyre Coote arrived in Calcutta, in April 1779, propofed vifiting the different 
Stations of the Army, and he moved at the Board that a Field Eftablilhment Ihould be formed for 
him. The Allowances of General Stibbert, the Provincial Commander in Chief, as authorized 
by the Court of Directors, were very confiderable*, his Table Allowance alone was above 7,000!. 
a Year} and Sir Eyre Coote’s Allowances of every Kind, as ordered by the Court of DireSo<‘*» 

6.000 1 . a Year. An Eftablilhment was formed for Sir Eyre Coote for Boats, Budgerows, Tabic 
Expenccs, Camp Equipage, &c. when in the Field, calculated, as I firmly believe, fo as not w 
exceed the additional Expences which he incurred by his Abfence from Calcutta •, for it was then 
only that he was to draw thefe additional Allowances. On his crofting the Carumnaffa, the Al*

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lowances were paid by the Nabob Vizier. In the Month of September 1780, he returned to 
Calcutta! and cmMrkw for Madras with a powerful Reinforcemenr, and a large Sup; ly of Trea- 
for^ durmg the Height of the Monfoon, on a mod important and hazardous Service. In the 
Month 01 April 1781, the Order of the Court ot Dircfliors arrived, difipproving of the Allow- 
ances wnwh we had granted to Sir Eyre Coote, and pofitivcly ordering them to be Itruck off i and 
they were irnmediately difeontinued. By what Authority Sir Eyre Coote continued to leccivc this 
Allowance from the Nabob \ izicr I know nor, but I have a faint Recolleflion of Mr. Croftes 
having mentioned the Circumffance to me a (liort Time before Sir Eyre was returning to Madras, 
in the Month of January 1783, and I have no Doubt of his having received my Authority to write 
to Mr. Brinow.~Sir Eyre Coote was then on the Point of returning to Madias, with a Conllitution 
worn out in the Public Service by Exertions almoft beyond Belief. His I.ife w.is of the utrnoft 
Importance i I had not a Doubt of his Succels .againff Mr. Bufl'y, couiii he have arrived in tole- 
rable Health upon the Coaib — This was not a Time for me to difpu'.c any Point that could add , 
to his Chagrin. — His Expenccs were confiderablc — He had Three leparatc 1 - (labliflimcms ; "One 
at Calcutta, One at Madras, and the Third in the Field. The Allowance, as I undcrltood, was 
voluntarily paid by the Vizier. 1 could have had no private Interclf of niy own to gratity at any 
Period of our Connexion, more efpecially at a Moment when the whole World knew that Sir 
Eyre Coote could not live Six Months, having, when he returned to M.idras, as he truly laid, 

‘One Foot in the Grave, and the other at the Kdgc of it.’— I his Honourable Hmife u now in 
Polleflion of the Tranfaiffion, and of my Motives for the Share which I had in it.] (n) 

nth. OPHIUM CONTRACTS. 

I am accufed in this Charge of giving the Ophium Contrail to Mr. Mackenzie in 1777, and Page 583. 
to Mr. Sulivan in 1781. This Honourable Houle has ordered a Paper to be printed, by which it 
appears, that from 1765 to i 772 » when I luccceded to the (jovcrniuent of Bengal, Ophium was a 
Monopoly for the Benefit of Individual.?, and the Company acquired no Revenue from this Aiticle : 

It has produced to the Company, during my Adminiftration, 5j4,ooy I. Sterling j ami it is an im- 
proving Branch of Revenue. I did not give the Contrad to Mr. M.ukenzie, or to .Mr. Gr.ffnii, 
who preceded him ; but I avow having given it to Mr. Sulivan, upon the lame Terms t'l.n Mr. 
Mackenzie held it. I affirm alfo, that the Company benefited more by it during Mr. SuLvan’s 
Management than Mr. Mackenzie’s. I alfo affirm, that the Provifion of Ophium ever mull be 
a Monopoly, and that if it is to be put up to Sale, and granted to the lowed Balder, ihe Com. 
pany will lofe the Revenue altogcti.cr, by Competition and Adulteration. I find my ovsn Seiui- 
mepts on this Subjed, confirmed by the, Opinion of one of my Colleague.?, Mr. Fianci?, who 
obferyed, in a Minute on the Subjed of this Contrad in May 1775, ‘ th.it he fliould think it un- 
‘ advifcable to engage on very low Terms with any Contrador.’ I claim the Meiit of having 
created this Revenue to the Company, and in One Initance in the Courfe of my Governn.cnt a 
Gentleman, whole Intercft I had at Heart, has ondoubtcdly benefited by that Contrad, which lomc 
Perfon or other mud have held. 1 concurred in giving this Contrad to Mr. Mackenzie m 1777 ; 
but if it could be fuppofed that I had been aduated in my public Condud by the Motives which 
my Accufer imputes to me, Mr. Mackenzie was the lad Man in Bengal whom I fliould Jiave pa- 
tronized, his Connedions in this Country and in India having been invariably hodile to me, 1 le 
went originally a Cadet to Bombay in 1770, and aded as Secretary to the late General VVeddci burn j 
upon his Death he returned to England, and was fent to Bengal with the Rank of a l aflor in 
1776, by the Influence, as I have always iinderftood, of Lord Loughborough. He was on the 
mod intimate Terms with my Opponent, Mr. Francis; and it is impolfible for any Man to fuji- 
pofe that I could have any private or perfonal Motives to gratify, when I concurred in granting the 
Ophium Contrad to a Gentleman whofc Connedions were fo adverfc to me. I fliould be nfhamed 
to notice fuch trivial Circumdanccs to this Honourable Houfc, if my Accufer had not charged 
me with attempting to cdablilh a corrupt Intered in Great Britain, by the Dilpofal of the Ikitron- 
age annexed to my Station in India. 

[My Accufer has taken much Pains to prove that I was guilty of Inattention to tlie Intered of my 
Condituents, by loading a Quantity of Opliium in Two Ship?, for the Purpofc of remitting a con- 
fiderable Sum, on the Company’s Account, to China. I fliall merely obicrve upon this I’aic of 
the Charge, that in the critical Situation of our Affairs in India, in the Year 1781, when piivate 
Merchants were precluded from the Purchafeof Ophium, fird by the Scarcity of Specie, and next 
by the Dangers to which Ships were cxpolcd in the Indian Seas, the QuclUon to coiilid r was this, 
whether I fliould take the Chance of fending Ophium to China and the Eadcrn Iflands on the 
Company’s Account, in order to furnifli our Supra Cargoes at China with a .Supply of Specie, or • ‘ 
fuflPer the Ophium to remain One Seafon in Calcutta, and rifque the Detention of the Company’s 
Ships for One Year at Canton, Mr. VVheler and myfcif (for the Plan was Mr. Whcier’.?) deter- 
mined to make the Experiment. The Supra Cargoes gave the following Information to the 
Diredors, which my Accufer has carefully lupprefled : ‘ The Objed of the Governor General

« tage. The Betfey was taken ; Had her Voyafx been accomplilhed, we have great Realbn to 

* imagine, that the Honourable Company would nave received confiderable Advantage from it. 

* She fold as much of her Cargo as produced 59,600 Dollars, which was paid into the Honour-' 

* ablc'Company’s Trcafury here.’ The Ophium fent to China and the Iflands, in 1781, fold for 

Nincty-three thoufand three hundred and forty>five Pounds Sterling, which was paid into the 
Trcafury at Canton. The Scheme was a temporary one, and the NecefTity urgent, both for 
railing a Sum of Money in Bengal, and remitting a confiderable Sum to China. What my Ac- 
cufer means, by dating that I was guilty of a Breach of Yrud, by monopolizing an Article for 
which there was no Sale, I do not underdandi had I thrown the Trade open, or relinquifhcd the 
Contradk for One Year, the Revenue had been lod to the Company for ever. From whence my 
Accufer received the Information that Mr. Sulivan fold his ConcraA to Mr. Benn, or that Mr. 
Benn afterwards fold it to another Perfbn, I know not : If the Fa6l is lb, the Sale was made 
without my Privity or Confent, nor can it be a Part of the prefent (^edion.] (a) ^ 

I am accufed of having appointed a Rcfident to Goa, where the Company never had one before 
that the Office was a nominal one, and given to a Peribn not in the Company’s Service. The Ap- 
pointment was made at a Moment when it appeared to the Board to be a very neceffary one, in the 
mod critical Moment of the late War } it was given to a Gentleman who had been Ten Years 
Governor of Bombay, and was reduced by unextxded Misfortunes, in the Decline of Life, to 
return in a private Station to India. The Court of Directors recommended him to our Notice; 
he was ordered to be treated with Refped and Attention, in Confcquence of the high Station he 
had filled. I did not create the Office of Refident at Goa for Mr. Crummelin ; I never faw him 
until he arrived in Bengal, and had then no Conneflion with him ; but 1 conceived, at the Time 
I conferred the Office upon him, that it would be approved of by the Court of Dirc^ors. 


MR. AURIOL’S AGENCY. 

I am next charged with giving to Mr. Auriol, our Secretary, the Agency for the Supply of Rice 
and Provifions for the Prefidcncics of Madras and Bombay, upon very improvident Terms; 1 
appeal to Mr. Aurior.s moft excellent explanatory Letter, to my Minutes, and to the Proceedings 
upon this SubjeA, for my complete Juftification. Mr. Auriol received 15 ^ Cent. CommilTion 
for the Firft Year, and 5 ^ Cent, from that Time ; he performed the Service with which I en- 
trufted him with uncommon Diligence and Fidelity ; his Merits are well known to the Court of 
DireAors, and have been acknowledged by them. The Supplies fent from Bengal in the Year 
1782, the Firft of Mr. Auriol’s Agency, were fo ample ana confiderable, that we reduced the 
Commifllon from 1 5, which had been the cuftomary Rate allowed for thefe Services, to 5 ^ Cent. 
What my Accufer means by faying I was guilty of a Deception, I cannot underftand ; Mr. Auriol 
was entitled to receive Ready Money for his Purchafes, but from the State of the Treaiury in 
1783* we had it not in our Power to difeharge his Bills as they became due : Trcafury Orders were 
given to him, and, in common with other Orders of a fimilar Nature, they bore an Intereft of 8 
^ Cent, until difeharged ; which was, in FaA, a confiderable Lofs to Mr. Auriol, as, he was 
compelled to pay 10 and 12 ^ Cent, for the Money he borrowed to complete his Purchafes, 
while he received an intereft of 8 fp' Cent, only for Sums due to him from the Company, In 
fa£b, what my Accufer has dated as an Advantage to Mr. Auriol, and a Deception on my Parr, 
was a very great Lofs to him, and a confiderable Drawback from the Profits of his Agency. 
Before this Honourable Houfe (hall adopt the Sentiments of my Accufer, I am well convinced 
they will confidcr the critical Period at which I adopted the Meafure complained of, the prodi- 
gious Supplies that were fent, and the unexampled Efforts that were made to avert the Miferies 
of the Famine which raged with Violence at Madras, and on the Coaft of Coromandel.

We have great Reafon to complain of the uncommon Hurry and Ptccipirarion, with which the 
propofed ContradV, for fupplying the Army with Draught and Carriage Bullocks for Five Years, 
h*is been engrofled and brought before the Board, to be executed on 1 holiday the 26th inftant. 

Confidering the very extraordinary Charge which the Company is to incur by this Contradl, and 
the Number of new and intricate Claufes and Frovifions of whii^h it confills, it was tl e Secretary’s 
Duty to have prepared a Draft of the Contradf, and to have lubinitted it to the Approbailon of 
the Board before he gave Directions to the Attorney for having it ingroilcd. This ncccll.iry 
Form not having been obferved, wc have not a fufHcient Time allowed us to cofifulcr every 
Article of the ContraCl with the Attention it deferves •, but this fhall not prevent our laying before 
the Board fuch Remarks as immediately occur to us, in hopes that they may Bill be eirly enougli to 
mducc the other Members to weigh the Subjeft more deliberately, and not to put their Names to 
an Inflrument, in which, as wc think, the Company’s Intereft is intirely facrificed, andrheir Orders 
flatly dilobeyed. If neverthelcfs a Majority of the Board (hould pcrflil in their Intentions to exe-

confideraWy. 

We folemnly proteft againft every Attempt to load the Company with fuch an immoderate 
Expence, and particularly againd the Intention to fix it irrevocably for any Term of Years. 

In the Contrad now exidmg, and in all the former Bullock Contrafts, a Claufe has been inva- 
riably inferred, by which tlie Company or the Government hcie, or even the Colonels of the Bri- 
gades, had a Power referved to them, of dil'charging any Number of fuperfluous or unncccffary 
Bollocks, giving One Month’s Notice to the Conti adorj but no fuch Claufe is inlcrtcd in the 
intended Contrad, fo that the Company mud at all Events keep up the intire Number of Six 
thoufand feven hundred Bullocks for Five Years, or at lead pay for them, under every Change of 
Circumdanccs whatlocvcr, and even though they fliould find it neceffary to reduce or new model 
tf.cir Army in the mean Time. 

In the propofed Contrad no Didindion is made between Draught and Carriage Bullocks, or 
whetiier within or without the Provinces. Every Bullock is to be paid for at the Rate of Sicca 
Rupees 8 12 ^ Month, or Sonat Rupees 9 2 3!, including the Drivers. 

By the prefent Contr.nd, without the Provinces, 

A Draught Bullock, employed or unemployed, is — .Son' R'. 500 

Cairiage Do. Do. Do. — — 3 to o 

Draught and Carriage unemployed within the Provinces, Son' R‘ 296 

and for this he feeds them, and finds them in Drivers, Pads, Ropes, &c. 

The Difference between the Two Rates is fo extraordinary, that we imagine no Member of the 
Board, who gives his Attention to the Subjed, will ever conlent to it. 

In the 3d Article of the Propofals it is dated, that condemned Bullocks diall be thrown on the 
ILmds of the Contrador, but without any Penalty, which we think there ought to be, confidering 
how much the Service may fuffer, and that he is allowed Ewelvc Sicca Rupees per Annum, for 
every Bullock in the Army, to make good LolEs tli.it may liappcn by the Enemy, Death, Rejec- 
tion, See. befides a Bounty of Ten Sicca Rupees lor every Extra Bullock fouml upon Notice 
given. 

He is to incur a Penalty of Three Times the adu.1l Bazar Price of the Grain, if the Bullocks 
are not vidtualled agreeable to the Terms of tlie Contrad. This latter Part the Commanding 
Odicer of Brigade, and Commanding Officer of Artillery, may ccitily on the Bills j but as the 
Commiffary general is to be the Check, how is he to know the aiUial Bizar Price of Grain at the 
fevcral Stations ? We think it would be much better to have the Penalty fixed .at a certain Rate. 

By the 5th Article, the Contrador is to be paid by Extra Bills for any Increafe of Food given 
to the Bullocks by Order of the Commanding Officer. I'his wc think highly unre.ilonable, as the 
Terms of the Contrad are in themlclves alre.idy much too liber.il, and it is the Intcrefl of the Con- 
trador that his Bullocks fliould be properly ted. 

The Expence of Drivers, Sirdar Drivers, Bridles, Picket Ropes, Pads, fke. was never before 
charged to the Company. 

Loffes by forced Marches or Overloading are to be made good to the Contrador. He is allowed 
a Sicca Rupee F Month for each Bullock, to make good l-ollis by the Enemy, Death, Rejedion, 
&c.‘ Every Bullock that dies will be drawn for on either of thole Accounts. It is dilhcult to 
afeertain the Fadj but if the Claufe is admitted, at what Kate is the Commiffary-genci al to allow 
within and without the Provinces for Draught and for Carriage Bollocks which have owing 
to thofc two Caufes ? and what Proof or Evidence is he to accept, that the Death of the Bullock 
was owing to one or other of the above Caufes f

Prices he is to be allowed nothing. In the Bounty there is no Diftindion made between Extra 
Draught and Extra Carriage Bullocks. The former ought furely to coft more than the latter, at 
Icaft there has been always a Difference both in the Price and Charges of feeding hitherto. Con. 
fidcring the Time allowed in the 15th Article, -qo Bounty fhould be given: Tlie Contrattor is 
fufficiently rewarded by the Increafe, without any other Emolument. 


,<th Artide. If the Bills arc not prefented by the Contrador’s Agent to the Officers, whofc Doty it is to coun- 
tcrfign them, within a certain Number of Days after the Mutter, the Contrador Ihouid be liable 
to a Dedudion of Ten per Cent. Many Irregularities arc produced from Bills being drawn fomc- 
times Ten and Twelve Months in Arrears. After the Words, “ tha't the Bills Ihall not Jay above 
Eight Days in the Commiflary General’s Office,” it fhould be added, “ unlcfs he has Occafion 
to make Reference to the Officers who have counterfigned the Bills j” as this will neceflarily 
ocfcafion fome Delay. 

, til Article. enable the Contrador to execute this moft lucrative Contrad, he is to have the 

‘ “ * Value of Three Fourths of his Stock advanced to him out of the Public Trcafurics when he may 
require it ; and by the following Article, we are to provide him with a Piece of Ground for keep- 
ing his Cattle. As we know not in what Terms to exprefs our Dil'approbation of thefe extra- 
vagant Conditions, we Ihall content ourfclves with ftating them for the Company’s Obferva- 
t.on. 

»oth Article. The Penalty of 50 Sicca Rupees for every Bullock hired from Officers Civil or Military, feems 
to us a nugatory Claufc, thrown in for no other Purpofe but to give the Contrad an Air of Rigour, 
which by no Means belongs to it ■, fuch a Penalty can never be enforced. 

To conclude : Wc fuggett thefe curfory Remarks to the Board, as fatal to the propofed Con- 
trad on its own Principles, and exclufive of the Illegality of granting a Contrad on any 
Conditions for the Term in quettion. Many other Objedions, we doubt not, would occur to 
Perfons better verfed in the Subjed than we are ; but what has been faid, we trutt, will be fuffi- 
cient to juftify to the Company, and to the Public in genera], the Part wc have taken, or may 
hereafter take, in refitting fo enormous and unprecedented a Watte of the Company’s Property.

I’jrag. 13+. It is our exprefs Orders, and we hereby pofitively dired, that you do not fail every Year to 
advertife for and receive fuch Propofals as may be offered for lupplying the Troops with Frovi- 
fions, and for furnilhing Draught and Carriage Bullocks to be employed with our Army ; and that 
you do in all Cafes accept thofe Fropofals which may appear the moft rcafonable in point of Charge : 
and you are alfo to take care that, in all your Advcrtifemcnts, a fufficient Time be allowed before 
the Expiration of the Contrad which may then fubfift, or the Time which you may limit for 
receiving Fropofals for fuch Contrad. 

And in order to prevent Abufes in future, wc dired, that the Commanding Officer of out 
Troops at your Prcfidcncy do require from every fubordinatc Officer in the feveral Departments, 
every Fourteen Days or oftener, a Report of the Number, Size, and Condition of the Draught 
and Carriage Bollocks furnilhed for and employed with the Army ; and that he do report the fame 
to the Preudent and Council, monthly or oftener,; as Occafion may require j and if the Bullocks 
Ihouid at any Time be deficient, he ffiall fully explain to what Caule fuch Deficiencies may be 
juftly attributed, whether to Want of Size, Negled of feeding, Milmanagemenc, or other Abufe, 
or to unavoidable Cafualties or other Circumftances, fuch as Length of Time in Service, the 
Nature of fuch Service or otherwife ; and he is alfo to inform himfell', and fignify to our PrefidenC 
and Council at the fame Time, in all Cafes according to the beft of his Judgement, how DcfeflS 
of every Kind relative to Bullocks in the Service may be remedied.

For the Delivery of Beef ar the 
Prefidcncy, I now receive 5 Annahs and 4 Pice. In lieu thcrcfoic of the Alteration you propofc 
upon my Claim for the Delivery of Mutton, I beg leave to olfer as a Medium fur the whole Term 
ot the new Contraft, that the Contrador deliver at the Prefidcncy Mutton for the Six hot Monthi 
(April to September inclu/ivc), and during the remaining Six Months Mutton and Beef evciy 
ocher Day alternately^ lor which he (IkiII be permitted to draw 6 Annahs and 10 Pice Sonar ^ 
Day throughout the whole Year. This l^opofal only to vary, under the Reguluions of full and 
half Batta, whichever the I'roops at the Prelidency may be entitled to receive.

— The Offer made by the Contrn( 5 lor approaches very nearly to the Refo- Govnnoi Gt- 
lution of the Boaref, the Proportirms being fince confidcrably varied by my Suggeftion to the 
Contrador, as it appears to me ? (ccffiry loat the Allowance of Beef and Mutton to the Soldiers, 
even in the Winter Months, ought be in equal C^u unifies. I iinderltarul the Piicc uf Mutton 
in Calcutta to be jull Double the Price ot Beu, anvl the Rate now propolcd will be founci, on 
Examination, to make up the exaft Dilference between the Provifion of Beef alone at the former 
Rate, and of Beef and Mutton in the Proportions of d’hree Fourths of ihe latter, and One Fourth 
of the former, at the common Rate piopofcd. 

I therefore agree to it.

Unlefs fuch Advertifements arc made, and a fair Competition allowed, I do not fee how the 
Board can judge whether the Contrador’s Projiolals arc rcalonable or not. It cannot be expected 
that the Members of this Board can be competent Judges of the comparative Prices between 
Beef and Mutton in all Parts of this Country, within and without the Provinces, where Troops 
may ferve, or at what Rates the Contradtor may be able to procuie them, allowing for the Dif- 
ference between wholefale and retail Purchafes. 

Such a Queftion is more fit’ to be decided by profefiional Men, than by Members of this 
Council. Irlcfc to make their Offers according to the Orders of the Court of Direftors, fome of

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them would, idKthout Doubt, bring the moft reafonable Propofalg before the Board of which tl,- 
Naturc of the Service was capable, and it would then belong to the Board to judge which Ofi ' 
was mofl: advantageous. 

I mull however oblerve that the Contrador Hates the DifFcrchcc that will arife by fupplyip.. 
Mutton inflead of Beef, to be i Anna 6 Pice Sonaut ^ Man ^ Day *, and in confequt nce 
eng aging to deliver Mutton only for the Six hot Months, and Mutton and Beef alternately for ii,^ 
llcmaindcr of the Year, he, in Oppofition to his own Piinciple, requires to be paid the Difference 
between the Two Articles thioughoiit the whole Year. 

I do not believe the Price ot Mutt, n will exceed that of Beef, fuppofing the Qitality to b* 
equal, and each conl'iimed in its proper Scafon ; but granting that the former fliall exceed the 
latter even to the Exunt Hated by the Contrador, under what Pictcncc docs he claim t||e 
Addition of i Anna and 6 Picc ^ Man ^ Day for the whole Year, when he contracts only to 
change or vaty the Diet for Three Quarters of the Year ? 

In other Kefpeds I muH confidcr myfelf as left entirely without the ncccffary Information oi 
this Su. jed, and can therefore only lay before the Council, for the Information of the Court of 
Diredors, an Eflimate fltewing the Difference and Excefs of Expcnce between the late Contract 
and the prefent Propofal for vidualling the European Soldiers Hationed at the Prefidency, toge- 
tlicr with the further Excefs, provided the Contract be extended to the Supply of the wliolc 
European h Hahliflimcnr, both within and without the Provinces, which will be confidcrably in- 
created when ilic Eftablilhmcnt is completed according to the Propofals of the Commander in 
Chief.

This Corpfe to be under the immediate InfpeAion of the Lieutenant at Arms, who will be 
particularly attentive to their being properly diiciplined ; alfo, that their Perfons and Arms are 
conftantly kept clean, and that they make as military an Appearance as poffible, to which nothing 
can contribute more than putting their Turbans and Cloaths on fmartly. 

13. The Pay of the Lafears of this Corps can only commence at the Difcharge of the Invalids, 
which will take Place on the Ships Returns to Calcutta, when their imprefs will expire. 

It being alfo extremely eflential to the Service to fall on fome Mode of fecuring our prefsot 
Crew of Lafears, the Lofs of whom would be feverely felt by the Marine, after the great Pains 
and Trouble the Officers have taken to break them into the Exercife and Management of the 
great Guns, and the various other Parts of Difeipline that is praiftiini on Board of Ships of War, 
which the Commodore obferves with Pleafure thev are well verfed in ; he is therefore of Opinion, 
that in Order to attach them to their refpe£tive Ships, each Individual Ihould be made fenfible of 
the Pay he is entitled to, and the Serangs prevented from appropriating or holding any Part 
thereof to their own Ufe further than what is allotted to them, not as a Right, but as an Encou* 
ragement, which will be withheld from them whenever they ceafe to acquit themfelves as become 
their Stations. And as a Military Appearance in the People will greatly contribute to the Credit of 
the Service to which they belong, and at the fame Time excite a proper Emulation, and infpire 
them with a becoming Pride, to effed which deftrable End, it is the Commodore’s Intention that 
the Lafears be put in Uniform, which is to be a blue Jacket, with buff Facings, blue Turbans, 
&c. for the Provifion of which, with the Concurrency. and Approbation of the Honble. Board to

Honble Sir, and Sirs, 

I have received your Secretary's Letter under Date the 20th inftant, conveying to me your Re- 
marks on my Bill for Provifion fuj plied the Marine, from the 10th of November 1778 to 31ft 
January 1779. In reply, I beg Leave to inform you, that the Differences between the Charges 
and Indents arife from no Indents having been furnilhed for the Supplies in Petty Warrant or 
River Vidualling, which, from the Nature of them, could not be afccitained with Exaftnefe, 
owing to the Change which almoll daily happened, from Defertion or Entries. A general Re- 
ceipt having been paffed by the figning Officers of the Ships for the whole Quantity of Provi- 
fions furnilhed, (diftinguilhing the Supplies in Petty Warrant and Sea Vidualling), I concluded, 
that they would be more ample Vouchers for my having fupplicd the Stores, than Indents which 
could be no actual Proof thereof, and tranfmitted them accordingly along with my Bill. 

1 fhall however, in future, ftiidtly adhere to the Regulations laid down, and on the Return of 
the Ships, obtain Indents for the Provifions already fupplicd. 

I have dedufted the Commiffion charged on the Articles pointed out by your Honble. Board.' 
In Obedience to your Orders, under Date the 25th March, I lent Provifions on Board the Bri- 
tannia to complete the Viftualling for 6 Months, and beg Leave to reprefent to you, that no 
proper Receipt therefore has been leturned to me, owing, I imagine, to the Hurry occalioncd by 
their fudden Departure, on which Account I am obliged to defer making out my Bill until her 
Return.

The Contrafls were returned to the Secretary, executed by the Governor General, Mr. BarwelL 
and Sir Eyre Cooce, with the following Minutes. 

Governor General. — 1 do not underdand that the Claufe extraded by the Secretary is any Addi- 
tion to the Articles laid before the Board, unlcfs every legal Provifion and technical Term of the 
Indenture may be called fuch. Neither will the Firlt Reafon which he afligns for it, apply to it in 
any Senfe — The 1 5th Article exprefles, that the Eftablilhment of 6,700 Bullocks lhall be kept in 
Pay during the whole Term of the Contraft, to which the Company’s Attorney has fubjoined the 
obvious and neceflary Provifion, and implied of Courle in the Article itfclf, that fuch Number do 
adtually cxift ; if not^ the cxilting Number, or the Number mentioned, (hall only be paid for -, 
therefore the Claufe in Qucllion was no Provifion for the defeflivc Part of this Article. 

The Claufe is inferted for the other Reafons mentioned by the Secretary, viz. as a Provifion for 
the Admifiion and Payment of the Bullocks which arc at tnis Time in the Service, and for fuch as 
may be admitted before the Expiration of the Period of Six Months, to which the Commencement 
of the Contradl is limited. 

It is no Addition, but an impliod Part of the Articles. — Approved. 

Mr. Whcler. — I have already delivered my Objeflions to the Bullock and Viflualling Contradb; 
fiiould any further occur, the Board (hall likewife be furnifhed with them.— The Artidcs of Agree- 
ment arc in confcqucncc returned without my Signature. 

Mr. Francis alfo returned the Contrads, declining to fign them. 

Ordered, that Copies of the Contrafts be entered after this Day’s Proceedings, that they be pub- 
lilhcd in General Orders, and that Copies be tranfmitted to the Commandant of Artillery, Com- 
manding Officers of Brigades, and Commifiary General.

Mr. Francis.— In Addition to the Remarks contained in Mr. Whcler’s Minute and mine 
of the 3 1 ft of Auguft on the propofed Bullock Contrail, 1 beg Leave to lay the annexed Papers 
before the Board, and to requeft the Attention of the Members to the Cakulations contained there- 
in, before any further Steps are taken in this Bufineli). Calculations of this Nature ought to have 
accompanied the Plan in the firft inftance, that the Board might know what they were doing, and 
not be hurried blindly into Engagements, of the Extent, Confequeoces, and Expence of which 
they could not pofllbly have formed an Idea; 

The annexed Papers (Number^ 1 and a.) Ihcw the full Amount of all the Draft and Carriage 
Bu\locks necefiary for the compkat Service of the Three intire Brigades, fuppofing them ail m 
the Field i by which it appears, that th^ Number of Bullocks propolMl to oe kept up for Five 
Years,^ exceeds what the whole Army oh, a coynplcat War Eftablilhment; would r^uire by 2,769. 
'I hefe fupernumetary Bullocks, therefore, if they are maintained, will have nothing to do], tAera 
are not Guns or Carriages for them to draw i there is literally nothing for them to carry. But 
before this Tiihie, who ever heard of keeping up a compleat War Eftablilhment of Bullocks with- 
out adlual Service in any Part Of the Pr<iv«icct,f Wiiat are the Bullock* to do at the Prefidcncy ?

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W 4 # ^ ihc^ificient QantiQ^ In Truth, I might wUh great Reafbn aflc 
(with tbtExc^ptioo of a^ry napdjtra^C J^umbcr), what.Oci;alion havd wc fbr an Eftablifhmcnt of 
BuUAcka.in)l where ? When th^y ^fe wantre^ ^hey may be hired or prefftd, is in Faft they haVe 
been batiM^Ot MtwitblUn^ing the But. admitting that iblhc Eiftabllftlment ought to 

be maintained, it will be diftcult to al^n a good Rcafon why it Ihould exceed the Compfchieat 
necclTi^ for the Troops in the Field. Suppoling a Third of Ihe Army to be diaintained on a War 
Eftablifhmcnt^ the Number of Draft and Carriage Bullocks, taken together, ought not to exceed 
i,3XOiir'^n this Principle, which of itfelf would lead us into an exorbitant Expence, the propofed 
Contradkis to maintain 5,390 Bullocks more than can be wanted, which, for Five Years, at. the 
xicw Contraft Rates, will be found to amount to the enorrpous Sum of Current Rupees 32,82,510, 
abfolutely given out of the Company’s Treafury, or fquandcred without any Ntccfflty or Service 
whatfoever, 

N®. 3. contains a Calculation of the DifFcrcncc of Expeiicc bet>^een the propofed Eftablifh- 
mcnt and that which would be necclTary for the whole Army in the Field calculated at the new 
Contradk Rates j even on this extravagant Principle, the Expcncc would fall Ihorc of the propofed 
Contraft by near Seventeen Lack of Current Rupees in Five Years. 

N®. 4. Ihcws what the Expence of a compleat Eftablifhmenc for the Whole Army would amount 
to if calculated at the prefenc Contraft Rates.— The Difference betweerv this and the propofed 
Rates and Numbers, amounts in Five Years to no Icfs than C R* 30,48^541 very near 
305,000 L Sterling. 

If a Majority ot the Board, with fuch glaring Fafts before them, can entertain a Thought 
of proceeding farther in i.hc propofed Contraft, I cannot hope that they will pay the Icaft Regard 
to any Obferyations I can make upon it. — To acquit myfelf neverthclefs of the Duty I owe to the 
Company on this importnni Occ^fipn, I think it right to (late the following general Confid?ra- 
lions. — My prefent ill State, of Health will not allow me to go fo deep into the Subjcfl as f (hopld 
do at another Time. 

Although no Evil is more feverely felt, yet there is not apparently any lefs attended to than 
the Number of Followers of the Army j they confifl of- a Multitude of predatory Vagrants, and 
whatever tends to increafe their Number, tends to embarrafs and impede the Service. Provifions 
and Forage are nor only rernlercd conlfantly dearer than they need be, but frequent Scarcity of 
both are occnfioned by this Rabble, which thereby bring into imminent Danger llic Safety and 
Exiflence of the Troop*' 

In this View, th - Nuaiber of Bullock Drivers propofed appears to be highly detrimental to, the 
Good of the Service. — it vo dd not be credited in Europe, that Twelve Bullocks Ihould require 
Seven Keepers — but this h m;r the Extent of the Evil— ^omc at lead of thofc Seven carry along 
with them their Families i liioie have their Attendants, with Bullocks or Taitocs to carrv their 
Provifions, and ihofe inulf have Drivers, who alfo mutt have Provifions. — I'hus the Number of 
Followers encreafes beyond Calculation. . Meafurcs tending to reduce their Numbers would be 
ufcful indeed, and defervingof the higheft Applaufc*, but what (hall we fay of Schemes which ma- 
nifeftly tend to increafe them ? What Effeft can they have ben to incrcafe the Confufion of our 
Camps, to enhance the Difficulties of procuring Forage and Provifions, to extend and weaken the 
Line of March, and in the End to noakc your Army little better than a Convoy for your Bag- 
gaget 

Having not had it in my Power to enter into a particular Confidcration of the new viAualling 
Contraft, I take this Opportunity of declaring, that I entirely concur in Mr. Whcler’s Remarks 
upon it. I find it is formed upon the fame exorbitant Principles with the Bullock Contraft, and 
to be executed by the fame Pei Ions •, — that is, a Variety of concealed Interelb are to be provided 
for under the Name of Mr. Croftes, On this Part of the Subjeft I mutt obferve, that the Two 
Concradls ought not on any Account be in the fame Hands. No One Perfon is equal to the 
Conduct of Two fuch cxccnfivc Concerns. — In the fecond Place, I mutt declare that the prefent 
Contraftors, whoever they are, arc the moft improper Perfons that could be chofen for the like 
Truft in future. The Conirads never were fo ill executed as by the prefent ContraAors. Their 
Bullocks have never been ready or fit for Service when called Upon, and the Provifions to the Eu- 
ropeans, particularly the Beef, have been fuch as mutt have produced a Mortality among therii it 
they had catcfi it. I he Contractors have never given an Ounce of Mmton to the Europeans in Port 
William fince February laft j in Conlcquencc of which they have ufually taken Cowries in lieu of 
the Carrion Beef with which he would havc.fupplicd them. 

On the Increafe of the Rates in both Contracts^ there is one general Obfcrvaiion to be, made, 
which I think muft ftrike every Man conveefant inpublickBufinefe. In engaging for the Supply of 
any Article whatfoever, the Contrador proportions his Rate or Price to the Quantity of the i hinty 
demanded. If hefupplies a little, his Rate or Price mutt be proportionably higher-, if he fupplics 
n great deal, he can afford to reduce his Terms, fince the Profit upon the Whole compen^tes tor 
the Redudtion on the Rate of the fpecific Articles. In the propofed Bullock Contraft this uni- 
vcrfal Principle is manifettly reverfed. The Number of Bullocks, on the Pay of which the Con- 
traftor’s Profit is to arlfe, is increafed in nearly the Proportion of Seventeen to Nine, and 
during which the Contrad is to endure is enlarged from One Year to five. One would exped from

Johnfon, the Executor of his late Brother the ContraAor, of engaging with him on the Terms 
preferibed therein, inltead of the ContraA then in Force. Some Alterations being alfu deemed 
ncceflary in the ContraA which then fubfiffed for viAualling the Troops, the Executor's Accept- 
ance of them was alfo requited. 

1 19. The Executor acquiefeed in the Alterations propofed for both ContraAs, and at the fame 
Time acquainted us, that he had, with a View to the Liquidation of his Brother’s Eftate, tranf- 
ferred its Concern in them to Mr. Charles Croftes, who was before a Partner, and therefore re- 
quefted th«f new ContraA might be drawn in his Name. He further requefted, that as they had 
hitherto been kept in the fame Hands, tite ContraA for viAualiy * the Troops might be granted 
fbrtbe fame Terfn, (viz') Five Years, which you will find to be One of the. Conditions of the new 
Plan for the Cattle ContraA. 

120. We fhall only oblervc in this Place, that better Propofitions were agreed to by a Majority 
of the Board, and the ContraAs concluded with feme Alterations which were afterwards propofed 
and made in the Terms of them, begging Leave to refer you to our Confultations noted in the 
Marc pn, for our Proceedings generally upon the SubjeA. Mcff'* Francis and Wheler, for the 
Reaio ns alTigned in their Minute, declined executing thde Deeds, as well as thole dilTolving the 
ContraAs with Mr. Johnfon.

Mr. Wheler dcliven in the following Minute refpefting the Adiuftment of the Bullock ContraA 
and Appointment of Sir Charles Blunt to the Agency. 

Mr. Wheler.— I have faid lefa upon the Subjeft of the Bullock Contraft, becaufe my Senti- 
ments were fo folly recorded upon its Inftitution. 1 am ncverthclefs under the Neceflity of ob- 
iervbig, that however improvident the original Engagement may have appeared to me, I have ihc 
Satisfaction of fering it clofed with an Advantage to the Company of, at Icaft, One L.ick and a 
Half of Rupees } which Advantage rcfults from the Difference between the Sum paid as^ an 
Indenonification to the ContraAor, and the Monies he would have received had the Contract been 
continued till it’s intended Period. In refpeCt to the Orders of the Court of Oireftors of adver- 
tifing for fealed Pn^fals, the Experiment has already been tried with much Inconvenience to ilie 
Company, and Lofi to the Party contracting. This requires no further Elucidation, it being per- 
ftaiy well know to the Members of Government at the Time the Contract fo entered into cxpirqL 
and whetlwr the Reduction from the prefent Contract of Sicca Rupees 8 'ti to S‘R‘4 6^ 
Month, will juftify the Board in their Deviation from the Arid Orders of the Company, muft be' 
determined by our Superiors, and can be as eafily afeertained by many Individuals now refiding in 
England, as it is already proved to my Satisfaction i and for the above Reafons I fhould thii^ I 
did an ACt of great Injuftice to the Company, were I to withhold nry Confent to the Redemption 
of the prefent Contract whenever the War with the different Powers of Hindoftan fh^l be oeter- 
mined, and the principal Detachments re-united to the Army i it will then be proper to confider 
whether to continue the Agency now eftablifhed, or to enter into a more permanent Engagement, 
by fupplying the Army with Bullocks upon Contract for the Period recommended by the Court 
of Directors ; and I therefore agree to the Appointment of Sir Charles Blunt.

Sheds and 
other Buildings are no doubt requifite, but whether it was intended that thefc fhould be provided 
out of the Commiflion allowed to the Agent, the Board- can beft determine. The Public Service 
requires that the Breaking-in Carriages fhould be kept in Repair; and as no Allowance is exprcfslv 
fixed for this Purpofc a certain Sum fhould be granted. ^ 

The 5th and 6th Articles regard the Batta on Rupees, and the Variation of Weights at the 
different Stations, which being Matters not fo immediately relating to the Public Service, I fhall 
not trouble the Board with any Opinions thereon.

Mr. Whcler having delivered the following Minute, on the foregoing Proceedings being fhewn 
to him by the Secretary, it is entered in this Place for the Sake of Connedtion.

Mr. Wheler. — The Arguments made ufc of by the Governor General, to evince the Necclfity 
of an Augmentation of Allowances to the Commander in Chief, when in the Field, arc by no 
Means fufhcienc to obviate thofe Objections which, from a pcrfcift Knowledge of the Regulations 
alluded to, fuggeft themfelves to my Mind. 

In the Firft Place, the Allowance to the Commander in Chief, by the fundamental Regulations 
of this Government, was not an Aft of the Court of Direftors, but of the' Proprietory at large 
convened together for that Purpolc, and by their Orders communicated to their Servants in 
Bengal, by the executive Part of their Conftitution, the Court of Direftors j thence it appears to 
me neither optional in the Court of Direftors to incrcale or diminilh an Allowance voted to their 
Commander in Chief by a general Court of Proprietors, For if it was, with the fame Degree of 
Propriety that the Court of Direftors could revoke the Orders of their Conftituents, by augmenting 
an Allowance fixed as above to their Commander in Chief, they might revoke any and every 
Aft of the Proprietors at large. 

It naturally follows, that the Court of Direftors do not, in themfelves, poffcfs the Power of 
altering the Allowance fixed to the Office of the Commander in Chief*, and it is equally con- 
clufive with me, that no fuch Power can poffibly be veiled in our Board. 

But, even admitting their Power, it is plain from the 5th Parsgraph of their General Letter, 
dated 7th May 1778, by the Stafford, that it was not their Intention to deviate from the eftab- 
lilhed Allowance granted to their late Commander in Chief. 

Without entering therefore into the Detail of this Bufincfs, or expreffing my Difapprobation of 
the Enormity of each particular Article of Incrcafc, I lhall content myfelf with objefting to

Honble. Sir, and Sirs, 

We have had the Honor to receive your Letter of the aid ultimo. 

A Confcioulncfs of the Difficulty of your getting Tonnage for the Conveyance of Supplies to 
this Preddency, led no doubt to the Suggeftions in the Letter of 21ft May from the late Govern* 
ment here, concerning the free Importation of Coail Salt into Bengal as the Means of fecuring 
luffictent Tonnage. We are aware that fuch a Liberty could anfwer no good End, unlefs it were 
by proper Regulations confined to VefTeh bound to make their Returns in Grain to this Prefidency. 
Should Tonnage even then be not more eafily procured, or Rate of Freight on the public Account 
diminifhed, the Meafure might however operate to encourage the private Trade of Grain, by which 
we might be Tupplied, efpecially if it be true that the fmall Veflels called Donnys cannot on the 
likely Profits of returning Cargoes of Grain afford to go in Ballad in Search of it. 

No Regulation to be made at this late Period can indeed ferve to increafe the Importation of 
Rice to this Coad during the prefent Seafon, and can have in View only to fecure that Plenty for 
the next Year, which would prevent the DidrelTcs and the Delay in our Military Operations, which 
from a Scarcity of Provifions we have hitherto experienced. . ^ 

It was probable that the Prefence of His Ma]cfty's Squadron on this Coaft would render the 
Intercourle perfe^ly jafe, between the Ports in the Northern Circars and thofe of the Carnatic. 
The Faft is however otherwife. The Poffibility of the Return of the French Fleet not only 
announced on its Departure from hence, but mentioned as a Certainty in fome Letters lately intercepted 
by Admiral Sir Edward Hughes, has made it necefTary for him to keep mod of his Ships together 
to the Southward in the Neighbourhood of Negapatam, being the moll likely Place, from whence in the 
prefent Monfoon he may follow the Motions of the French Fleet, as foon as it fhall appear on the 
Coad : In the mean Time fcvcral Veflels under Englifh Colours have been taken to the Northward, 
as appears by the cnclofcd Papers. The Exportation of Grain is therefore almod entifdy flopped 
from thence : it can be revived only by the Removal of all Danger, or the Poffibility of great Gain : 
For In all commercial Undertakings the Profped of Profit mod at lead be equal to the Chance of 
Lofs; But we are confeious how much better Judges you arc of the Regulations which in your 
Prefidency would really tend to our Advantage, and fhall therefore fecureiy leave them to 'youc 
Confideration. 

On our Parts, we mean to encourage the Importation of Grain, by extending the Sufpenfion of 
all Duties thereupon until the End of the next Seafon, as you are pleated to advife us to do, and we 
requed you will make known our Intentions accordingly.

for your Intention of fending us the Stores of which an Indent was tranfmitted to you from hence.

To the Honble. Warren Haftings Illq. Governor General, &c. Council. 

Honble. Sir, and Sirs, 

After the general Refutation of General Charges from the Garrifon Storckeefcr at Fort Sr, 
George upon the Qtiality of the Rice fent thither, which I had the lloniHir to deliver you on ilie 
6th of February 1782, I muft confefs I did not expect that the Gentlemen .at Madr.ils would have 
repeated the fame loofe Mode of Actufation, which I then with Ib mtuh Juflite tomphuned ot. 
My Letter declared, that ‘ a gcoeral Charge of this Nature was too vague I Lonccived to he rehu^d 
‘ otherwife than by general A (Tertion.s,* an<l a Copy of it was iranfmiueil to them. I therefore at 
lead flattered mylelf, if any future Complaints fliouKl be made, that they would be fpecific, and 
applied to the particular Calcs whence they originated, that my Defence might have a pofuive Ol - 
je£l: to guide it to the Point which requires Explanation or Refutation ; and the Evidence I IhouUl 
think it neceflary to offer might neither be negative or prefumptive, as general Evidence muff, be, 
nor foreign to the Subjcift in C^ertion. 

In the prefent Inftance, I muff: endeavour to fix the Allufion of the Charge myfelf, and reply to 
iti for my Confciencc revolts at the Idea of an Imputation of Ncglcft or worfe, when, lb far from 
dclcrving it, I can and do folemnly decl.ire, that I have aiflually taken great Pains to prevent .any 
Caufc of Complaint by uniformly procuring the beft Grain which was to be purchafed lor the Sup- 
ply of Madrals. I can only fuppofc the Complaint to lie againff fome of the Rice dilpatclied upon 
Dhioncs or Country Vcflels in December laft, but chiefly .againlt a Quantity fent clown by the 
Collector of Rungporc, a Part of which was orcicreci by the Hoard to be rcjeiflccl,* and the cnclofed 
Letter N° I. written to him in confequcnce on the nth November 1782. But late in December, 
no Anfwer having been received, nor any Perfon appearing on his Part to take Charge of the 
rejcdlcd Rice, a Number of Dhonies being partly laden for Madrals, and all the Rice at that Time 
procurcable in the wholcfale Markets of Calcutta being infuflkient to complete their Lading, as 
the new Rice of tliac Year’s Crop was not yet come in, I was reduced to the Option of filling up 
thefe Vefl'els partly with the promifeuous Remains of Rice in the Calcutta Maikcts, fome Muflers 
of which, though not bad, I had before declined to boy, and partly with the bad Rice from liung- 
pore, if I wiflicd todifpatch themj early, or to keep them heie upon Demurrage, and at a greater 
Hazard of falling in with the Enemy by failing later, till the new Rice flioulJ come in. 'l lie 
Quantity which I had in Store, and the Difficulty of procuring more, will be Icen by my Addrefs 
to you of the zzd Oftober 1783, in which I faki, tlnat ‘ all the Country Craf t ought to lie ililpatch- 

* ed from hence to Madrals by the iff of December, or earlier if j-soflible, fince ilu y would run Icfs 

* Rifkof falling in with the Enemy’s Cruizers by failing early. I think it neceflary to acqu.iint 
‘ you that Rice in Calcutta has now rifen in Price to 35 Seer Rupee, at which Rate I do not 
« think it advilcablc to purchafe any at preli-nt, or till I am at greater Certainty with rclpcft to the 
‘ Difpatches from Rongpore •, yet the Ncccflities of the Prefidency of Fort St. George are fo great, 
‘ that 1 cannot defer proceeding for a Moment in my Supplies without apprizing you of fo impor- 

* tant a Circumftance, left it Ihould be all ri bed to a Helaxaiion of that Attention which I have 
‘ conffantly endeavoured to Ihcw to this Branch of the Public Service.’ 1 refilled the firfl Alterna- 
tive above-mentioned, againft the decided Opinions of my Brother and my Agents, tor fome Time, 
till convinced of the Expediency and Propriety of it, as the Settlement at Madrals were then in ex- 
treme Diftrefs for Grain, and had written to tlVis Government, ‘ that they were little able to do any 
Thing otherwife than by foliciting you for a moll plentiful Supply of Money, Provifions, and Gun- 
powder. 'I hey knew your Rcadinefs to alfill their Settlement, and had only to fuggell to you, that 
ft may be proper, in Default of Tonnage procured with the Confent of Individuals, to prefs fuch 
further Tonnage as m.ay be within your Power i width Suggellion could only relate to Rice, tis 
Money and Gunpowder would require but little Tonnage to traniport them. On confidering thclc 
Points I no longer hcfitated, but adopted the Meafurc of difpatching the Vcflels with the Rice 
above-mentioned > and after they had all failed I wrote a Letter, as per enclofed Copy N'' II. to the 
Secretary at Madrafs, with Intention to prevent any Imputation or Reproach upon me for the 
bad Quality of fome of the Rice which they contained, but it certainly did not deierve the Epithet 

* dear,’ becaule no Price whatever was affixed to it ; that was left tQ be fettled with the Collector of 
Kungpore, and not fpecified in the Invoices.- If I w.is wrong in fending the Rungporc Rice, I 
erred only from my Zeal to do right ; for it w.is certainly conir.iry to my own Inteicll to lend l\i 5 e 
not purchafed by myfelf, and on which I chew no Commilfion, when, by wailing till I could pur- 
chafe it, I might have drawn a Commilfion •, but the Relief of the Famine, which w.is raging at 
Madrafs, was to me a more powerful Call than any other, and this was my Motive for finding it. 

Fortunately another Advantage attended ilic eaily Dilpatcli of theic Vellcls, the Importance of 
which may be an Elxcufe for the * Diereflion. Our M.et was gone to the Malabar Coall j the 
Enemies left undillurbed Mailers of the Bay of Bengali and ihc Settlement of Madrals in the 
horrid Panas of an adlual Famine. The Company’s Dhonii;*^, Vrhich failed early in the Scafonj

Several Dlionics^ laden by 
Individuals, and were freighted for the Company^ which failed later, feH into the Enemy’s Haixit^ 
and were deftroyed by them after having adirjinilleretl to their Support.

•SicinOrig. and the Exigencies of your Settlement prefling for a fpeedy for • a Supply, it was thought 
preferable to fend it than to detain the Dhonics. All tlie Rungpore Rice has been fenc down by 
the Collcdor of that Diftrid, in Conkqucncc of Orders from Government.

Madras, being from the Month of January 1781, to the End of September in the fame Year, he 
did occafionally examine the Muflers of Rice brought to him for Purchase ; that he always declined 
taking any which appeared to him to be bad, or even of indifferent Qiiality, when he thought better 
was procurable ; and that he never authorized his Agents, by a General Power, to purchafe any 
but Car^ Rice, as good as the Market could furnilh. However, this Deponent remarks, that in 
one Inllance (and this is not an Exception to tl>e Rule above-mentioned), about the Month 
Kovember or December 1782, the only Rice which could be purchalcd, by Wholefale, in the pub- 
lick Markets of Calcutta, was rather indifferent in Quality, and he rejefted it on that Account v

Check, from Time to lime, upon the Servants employed in the Bufincu, he has generally ob- 
tained Mullers of the Rice Ihipped from the Captains thcmfcltfes, to compare with thofc front 
which he had pur hafed it, and has never had Reafon to complain of any Dclincjuency on this 
Score. And the faid John Lewis Auriol further maketh Qath^ and faith,* That having upwards 
of One hundred Dhonies, or Coafting Veflcl?, to load towaWS the Clofe of the laft Year, and 
Grain becoming extremely fcarce, he was under the NcceiBty of reprefenting to his Brother 
James Peter Auriol aforelaid, ‘ That if he did not Confent to the Shipping of a Qiianrity of 
* Rice,’ which had ^n fent down by the Colleflor at Rungpore, on- an Eingagmcnt with 
Government, and which, though it had been rejeded, he averred to be not inferior to a Quan- 
tity which had been fhipped on the Tartar Indiaman at Ganjam, for the Prcfidcncy att'oit 
Saint George, but brought hereby an Alteration in her Voyage, and tranlhipped by Order of 
the Board for that Prcfidcncy, to another Vcflcl, “ it would jjc impofiible to dilpatch all the faid 
Veffcls in the proper Seafon, and few, in Time, to avoid the Danger of falling into the Enemy’s 
Hands, (hould they proceed towards Bengal, as he, this Deponent, then apprehended, unlcfs 
the faid Vcflels were laden and difpatchcd without Delay, urging alfo, “ That the NccclTitics of 
the Prcfidcncy of Fort Saint George would be fuch as to make them prefer that Rice, bad as it 
was, to the Lofs of fo great a Portion as the Capture of a Parr, or perhaps the Whole, of fo 
many Veflcls as muft be delayed for Want of Cargoes, if the faid Rice was not allowed to be 
(hipped, and that if they were to be detained for the new Crop, or the Arrival of more Rice 
from Backergunge, they would be in Danger of meeting the Enemy,” a Circumfiance which he, 
this Deponent, then apprehended, and which, from the Return and Declarations of a Number 
of the lateft difpatchcd Syrangs, viz. “ That they had been taken by the French, their VelTcIs 
funk, a'ld thcml'c ves fenc back, or landed on the neared Shore,” there is but too great Reafon 
to think would have been the Cafe. And the faid John Lewis Auriol further maketh Oath, and 
faith. That he the faid James Peter Auriol being perfuaded by the Force of his Argument, con- 
•SicinOiig. fenrei, though rcluClantly, that the faid Rungpore Rice fliould be fent, that in * confcqucntly 
was Ihipped and placed at the Bottom of each Cargo, that it might fuftain the principal Damage 
that might accrue upon the Cargoes of the faid Veffcls, and all the Cargo Rice that could be 
got at the Market Price, to this .Deponent’s Knowledge, in or about the Town of Calcutta, in 
any wholcfalc Quantities of a mercantile Quality, was brought to fill up thefc Vcflcls and Mr. 
Touchet’s Vcflcls. And the faid Ji hn. i^ewis Auriol further maketh Oath, and faith. That the 
•SicinOiig. faid Scarcity abovc alludcd to (which, though not fo alarming from a plentiful Corp • on the 
Ground, and approaching Harveft, but, as btf verily believes, far greater in Fad than the 
prefent adual Deficiency) was the Occafion of Rice being fent, which in Times of greater Plenty 
no Confidcration whatever would have induced cither him to propole, or his Brother to have con- 
fented to.

Kifienram Bofe, of the Town of Calcutta, Banyan to James Peter Auriol Efq; of the fame 
Place, maketh Oath and faith. That he has been employed by the faid James Peter Auriol Efq-, 
fince the Month of December 1780, for the Purpofe of purcITafing Rice and other Articles, and 
fending them to Madrafs , that he occafionally received Orders and Diredions from the faid James 
Peter Auriol Efq; but, to avoid Delays from his other Bufinefs, was more efpecially placed by 
him under the Diredions and Inflrudions of his Brother Mr. John Lewis Auriol, who was likc- 
wife employed in the Service of the Agency ; that he, this Deponent, was repeatedly and particu- 
larly ordered and enjoined, by |5oth his Principals, always to bring Mufters of the beft Cargo Rice 
which could be purchafed in Calcutta, and never to permit the (hipping of any which was bad s 
that he always did enquire for and bri.ig the bed Mullers which were to be found, attending to the 
Size, Soundnefs, and CIcarnefs of the Grain •, that he always (hewed them to Mr. John Lewis 
Auriol, for his Approbation of them, before any Bargain was made with the Owners, and occa- 
fionally to Mr. Auriol i and that all the Rice fo purchafed was weighed off in Prefence of an Otliccr 
or Sircar belonging to the Captain of the Ship who was to receive it, and delivered according to 
the Nf ufiers ’, that it was then packed up in Bags, and the Company’s Seal affixed to each Bag, 
(tnce that was fo ordered} that he, this Deponent, has good Grounds to believe, that the faid Seal 
was of no Avail, for he frequently heard of the Bags being opened and darted, noiwithdanding 
they were fo feaied ; that after they were laden, he this Deponent condantiy caulcd a Muder of 
the- Rice to be put into a fmall Linen Bag, which was feaied up in the Secretary’s Office with the 
Company’s Seal, and delivered to the Captain of the Ship, with a Letter of Advice to the. Secretary 
at M’adrafs. This Deponent declares. That he firmly wlievcs the Rice exported to Madrals, on 
the Company’s Account, was much better in general than the Rice commonly exporu-d by the 
private Traciers $ that it was flu* the greateft Part pf it fine fiachergunge Rice, which is the bed 
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koown by the Nime of Car^o Kice, and that it was always of this Kind when it could be 

f lrocured i but that m November and December laft, there being a great Scarcity of all Sorts of 
tice in Calcutta, and it being impoffiblc to purchafe a fufficient Quantity of Backergungc Rice to 
complete their Loading and Difpatch of all the firft Fleet of Dh^ies engaged on the Company’s 
Account, he, this Deponent, did ftrongly recommend it to his principal James Peter Auriol Kfqj 
to purchafe fuch Rice as could be had, andto fend away the Dhonies, for they had been detained 
a confiderable Time, and the Syrangs were very ttoublcfome to go 1 that he, this Deponent, did 
oonlequently procure Mufters ot the beft Country Rice then to be had for this Purpofc, but Mr. 
Auriol rejcdcd them, and ordered him to enquire for better Rice, as he was determined always to fend 
the belt he could getj that this Deponent did fend out from Place to Place for the foundeft and 
fulleft Rice which was to be bad, but, from his inquiries, was unable to procure any better 
than the Mufters before produced, without waiting a Month for the Produce of the nevv Crop. 
Mr. Auriol did therefore, after fomc Time, agree to purchafe the faid Rice, and ordered him, this 
Deponent, to fend it by Dhonies to Madras but this being infufficieiit to complete the Loading 
ot the fitft Fleet of thefc Veflels, he ordered him to fend alio on Board a Quantity of Rungporc 
Rice, whuli had been fen t down by the Collector, and which was very bad and black, and, as 
this Deponent undei (lands, had been rejected. This Deponent, in all this, obc\ed the Orders he 
received ftrittly, and has no Reafon to think that thofe who ailed under him have changed the 
Rice, or admitted ot bad Rice to be fliipped. But this Deponent further declares. That a 
Quantity of good Rue was laden upon Mr. Touclict’s VclTcIs, which were unable to fail in the 
fair Seafon before laft, but returned, and that it got wet by Leakage, and was landed by Mr. 
I'ouchet’s People, and dried in the Sun ; and that the faid Rice, with other more inditfcrcnt Rice, 
to make up the Qiiantity, was afterwards received from them, and (hipped again on his Ve(rcls 
which failed for Madras in the Scafun after, which was in the laft cold Weather.

Honble. Sir, and Sirs, 

I have been honoured with your Reference of Yeftcrday, refpefling the Cargoes laden by me on 
the Calcui;^, Kcnr, Major, and Southampton, 

The great Deficiency reinarked in the Cargo of the Calcutta arifes, as die Purfer h.is juftly 
ftafed, from the Captain’s taking out and irturmog to Town 412 Bags of her original Lading. As 
vthefe Bag? were brought up to me, and were the Company’s, i could not decline receiving them, 
but this is not the only Inftance of fuch an Irr^olarity, as 1 have already had the Honor toreprefent 
to you, and 1 think does in the leaft invalidate the Company’s Right to recover Freight, at 
Icaft, for the, whole Deficiency, from the Owhera or Commanders. 

Had the intire Lading of' the Ships confdled only of the Company’s Property, and the Ships 
beep unable to fail vddlooe taking out a Plwt of iti the Lpfa or Irtconvenience of leaving it behind 
mull of Courfc liave fMeo t^pontheConipanyi but^wheoih is well known that the Company’s 

6 ' Property, 
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fngthyf^m Pon to Pon ^^t, being wly the Charter Party Tonnage, does not form 
above Half the Amount of Cargo, and the Captains are indulged *ich the Surplus I 
conceive that the Company’s Property ought, in no Cafe, to be turned out of the Ship, which 
can hardly, in any Inftance, teouire to be lightened by Half her Cargo. 

With lefpoa to the Keot,<4i^lj|iGp of the Amount of her Cargo was forwarded by her for 
the Secretary at Madras ; bat tlttf Bm of Lading (as will appear by one which I enclole) were 
figncd by the Purfer after the Dt^arture of the Ship, on the Arrival of the Olficcrs lUctipts in 
Calcutta, for the Quantity of Riqsiirbtch Ihe had a^ually taken on Board. 

The Letter of Captain Arthur, C^mandcr of the Major, explains the Cafe of that Ship, by 
the propofed Arrangement of fending Horfes by her, and the Dedudion allowed for iheni in the 
Carter * Party Tonnage. He had obtained an additional Sp.acc tor Surplus ronnj.;e, which they 
filled up with Ried on his own Account. When this Airingement was ahcied, and he was 
obliged to relinquilh that additional Space to make Room for the Company’s Charter Tonnage, 
it was an Advantage, both to the Company and to him, to transfer the Purchale of his Ricc 
already on Board, which faved the Company the Rifk of tranfporting it to the Ship at a bail 
Seafon of the Year, and him the Expence and Rifk of unlading and returning it to Calcutta, 
The Muftcr of the Firft Sort appears very fine } the Second is indifferent. But Captain Arthur 
had bought it for his own Ufe, not the Company’s, which is the beft Proof that no Want of 
Care for their Intereft exifted in this Tranfaflion. 

On the Cargo of Southampton 1 am forty to obferve, that Captain Lennox’s Letter, which im> 
plies the greateft Irregula/itics in my Agents, employed in lotsding liis Ship, is loofcly written, and 
appears not pcrfeflly coaufient in Terms t for in One Pari it declares, ‘ Some (Kicc was received) 

* from the Warren Haftings, &c. A few Bags of this was marked Poor’s liiccP and not many 
Lines afterwards it contains the following Pafiage : ‘ The whole Quantity I received was 5065 

* Bags, which was on Account of the Honble. Company, and no Kicc whatever was tendered 
‘ to us for the Poor, notwithfianding they have lent an Invoice for 490 Bags.* To explain the 
only Irregularity in ladbg and dtfpatching this Ship, 1 am happy that your Records contain the 
Copy of a Letter which 1 wrote on the i2tb of June lull, to the Secretary at Madras, in the 
following Words. 


To Charles Freeman Efquire, Secretary to the Right Honble. the Prefident and Council at 

Fort St. George. 

‘ Si'-. . . V 

‘ The inclofed Bill of Lading for Rice fhtpped on the Southampton, nb^ fpecifying the full 
Quantity which was laden on Board, appears by the Officers Receipts, brought up by the Serangs 
in Return for their Cargoes, I beg Leave to tranfmit you an Abftraa of them, that the 
Quantity which has been Ihipped may be demanded agreeably to the accompanying. Cor- 
redfed Invoice 490, Bags of Rice, as ^ inclofed Invoice, have alfo been laden on this Ship 
for Account of the Poor, and configned to the Minifler and Churchwardens i but whether due 
Attention has been paid to receiving the proper marked Bags amidff the unavoidable Irregu* 
larities which attend the lading of Ship * in fuch Situations', I cannot lay. The Officers Re< 
ceipts from all the Europe Ships were detained till the aftual C^iantity with which they might 
be able to fail fhoutd be afeertained} but it being impradlicable to know this to the uft 
Moment, the Calcutta and Latham having adfually returned a Part of the Rice which they 
had taken on Board, and not One of the Ships having, received the full Cargo prepared for 
them, on Account of the Shallownefs of the River immediately below Culpec and Kedgeree, 
and the uncommon Violence of the Seafon, which rendered it impoffiblc to fend any Slot^ 
lower down, they failed, of Courfe, without giving regular Bills of Lading, checked by the 
Officers Receipts.

Irregularities and DifappointmentS' are unavoidable in loading Ships at Culpee, Kedgeree, and 
In^lee, in the blowing ^nth of April, efpecially with Rice, which is heavy, and brings tbj 
Sloops fo dccfy into the Water, that they cannot be alongfide of large Ships in a high Sea, witl^ 
out Damage, nor can they, where! fo many Ships together arc to be laden with the fame Kidd trf 
Goods, be governed by precife Deftinations without Lofs of Time, as the Strength of Wind, and 
Rapidity^ may drive them pad one Ship, or prevent tKcir reaching anothefi while they might be 
abfe M fetch to a Third, and deliver their Cargo. To obviate all Inconveniences as much as 
poffible, I employed, at my own Expence, an aftive and intelligent European, (Captain ^eth), 
to fuperintend this Bufuiefs, and he went backwards and forwards, from Ship to Ship, when the 
Weather permitted. I have qucRioned him about the Cargo of the Southampton, and beg Leave 

to enclofc his Anfwers, which he is willing to confirm upon Oath. 

[ ta M ] I remember 
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I Fcmember well that tbeSouthamp^ arrived hear lari: in the Sealw t Mid due Capflriiw^aoox 
prefird much for a fpeedy Loading* that he might fail again before the Seafon clofed. It was late 
in March* and impollible at that Time to procure River Ccaft ion loading all the Ships without 
Delay. I was th^fore obliged to contraft with Mr. Barretto, who had Rice io his Golas at 
Kedgeree* to lade a ^antity direfUy from thence* otherwife the.jShips could not all have got 
away. To this Rice it was imprafticablc to affix the Company’s* Seal •, Mr. Barretto even remon- 
ftrated againft the Delay of marking the Bags •* but the Sputhampeoi had none of it. The Quan- 
tity of the Rice laden on the Southampton, as per the Officers Receipts in my PoReffion, a Lift of 
which 1 cnclofed with the above Letter to Madras, was 5,755 Bag* } but Captain Lennox only 
mentions to have received 5,065 Bags. By my Account his Cargowhs compofcd as follows : ^

Fortunately I have found Mutters of Rice transferred from the Warren Haftings, and of that 
fent down in the Bulrampcrfaud j which laft confided of Two Sorts. I have the Honour to lay 
them before you. The lirft was weighed off in Prefence of Captain Larkin’s Sircar j and the 
Weighmen, who weighed both that and the Cargo of the Bulramjxrfaud* arc ready to be fworn 
to the Authenticity of the Mullers, if you think proper to call on them. 

I have no Muller of the Rice delivered Irom tne Mermaid ; mull therefore reft the Goodnefs of 
its Quality on the Evidence of Captain Ereth 1 to whidi I beg Leave to add* that 206 Bags of it 
were Part of the Red Rice* or Augull Crop, which 1 had been obliged to purchafe in December, 
when no other Rice could be procured •* but this, I trull, I have accounted for and explained to 
your Satisfaflion, in my Addrels of the 31ft ult. and the Affidavits which accompanied it. 

I come next to fpeak of the Mullers received from Madrafs, which, I mull fuppofe, have been 
impartially taken, though I can neither reconcile them with my Mullers, nor with the C^antities of 
which the different AlTortments of the Carp^ confifted > but I feel a Satisfa6lion at feeing, in tiik 
Inltance, a SMcification of Complaint which enables me to reply to it with greater Certainty than 
to a general Charm. 

The Muller, N* i, is laid to be of 2,310 Bags, and certainly yet appears to be good Cargo Rice. 

N° 2, is a Muller of mixed Rice, which is Red, and very indifferent * of this Sort there are fiiid 
to be 1,948. 

N” 3, is Hill worle, and faid to conlift of 679 Bags. 

N* 4, appears to have been the fame Rice as N” 1 i but is totally damaged, and confills of only 
134 Bags. 

. Thcle Four Sorts make together 5,071 Bags » that is to fay, 6 Bags more than Captain Lennox, 
in his Letter, acknowledges to have received. ^ 

The Ship failed from Kedmiee before the Mullers of her Cargo could with Certainty be put up, 
and the Bill of Lading, which in the common Courle they would have accompanied, was dUpatch- 
•ed by the Dawk. My Letter to the ^rctary, above entered, will in fome Meafure account for 
this, and explain the Circumllance of the Poor’s Rice, which was of the lame Cfoality as the 
other. 

Before 1 conclude, I beg Leave alfo to explain the Circumllance mentioned by Captain Lennox, 
of One Vefiel’s having brought her Cargo in Bulk, which was put into Bags at Kidgerce. This 
was the Mermaid, the Serangs of the Dhonies difpatchcd in December, while their VelTels were 
lading, reprelenc^, that in the preceding Seafon fome of them had been Hopped by the French 
Cruizers in the Bay, and that all the Rice which was dilcovered or alledged to belong to the Com- 
pany had been feized and deftreyed t but that many of the Dhonies, conuining only private Pro- 
perty, bad been allowed to elca^, with the Lofs only of fuch trifiing Articles as were immediately 
wanted by the Enemy. The Serangs, therefore, refuelled that the Company’s Seal and Mark 
' might be difpenfed with on this Occauon i and, for this Reafon, were allowed, as they had no Rice 
. on Board but theConnipany’s, to ftart in the Hold over the Bags which had containea it.

Queftions put by Mr. Auriol to Captain Thomas Ereth i the Anfwers to which he is ready to 

attett upon Oath. 

You were employed by me in March and April latt to fuperintend the loading of Rice bn 
Board the Europe Ships at Culpee and Kedgeree j do you remember having laden any on the 
Southampton i 

Anfwer. I remeinber loading a Part of the Southampton’s Rice in April latt i but I was taken 
ill, and obliged to come up to Calcutta for my Health before it was completed. 

Relate what you know of the Rice delivered on Board the Southampton, particularly of its 
Quality, and whence it came ? 

Anfwer. 1,500 Bags were delivered from the Mermaid, a Country Snow, which had returned 
leaky to Kedjeree i this Rice had been ttarted a fmall Quantity at Top t about 300 Bags was red 
Rice, but the reft was all of a good Quality. The Ofticers of the Southampton attended on 
Board to receive it, and were defired only to take the good Rice, There was fomc of it da> 
ma^, rather more than 200 Bags, which they did not take •, and there were Weights and Scales 
on Board the Mermaid to weigh it off to them, There were Two Ballafore Velfels laden with 
Rice, which arrived from Town at the Southampton, while I was there, and delivered their Car- 
goa on Board } 1 believe the Bags were fealed. I never faw any Bags Tent from Calcutta by you 
which were not fealed •, but I did not take Notice of the Quality of the Rice from the Balafore 
VelTels. I do not know what was received from the Warren Hattings, but I loaded her Cargo. 

I remember that the Bags were fealed, and all I faw of the Rice was very good. Mr. Bolts, 
Agent to Mr. Barretto at Kedjeree, was to have Ihipped a Quantity of Rice to complete the — 
Southampton’s Cargo I and told me, that my ttaying there was u no life, for that he would 1^ 
it done. Ill as I was I (hould not have colbe up, it he had not told me this j but the Day after 
I left Kedjeree, I underttand he declined doing it i and 1 don’t know any Thing further, or from 
whence the Southampton Cargo was compleated. 

Quettion. Look at thefe Samples } what do you think of them (ihewing him the Samples te* 
ceived from Madrafs) f 

Anfwer. The Firtt Sort appears to have been very good Rice, and the damaged Rice ieems 
to have been of the fame Quality. The Second Sort is a mixed Rice, and may have been taken 
from the Top of the Mermaid’s Cargo, which confitted of a fmall Quantity of the Red Rice 
thrown a-top of the good Rice. The Third is coarfe Red Rice } I never remember to have feen 
any of this Sort among what you lent down.

Governor General.~Mr. l^rwell has already fo fully anfwered every Objedion urged by Mr. 
Francis againft the Propriety of continuing to Mr. Belli the Agency for fupplying the Garrifon of 
Fore William with Provifions for Five Years, that any further Remarks from me appear to be 
unneceffary. But when I confider Mr. Belli’s Situation in my Family, and the Acrimony of Style 
difplayed in Mr. Francis's Proteft, as well as the fevefal Infinuations contained in it, | cannot Jielp 
deeming the violent Oppofuion he has made to my Motion aa perfonal j and viewing it in this Light; 
I (hall trouble the Board with a few Remarks upon the Subjeft, after having thankfutly.acknow- 
ledged how much I think myfelf obliged to Mr. Harwell, whatever were his Motives, both for 
the Rcadinefs and Ability witn which he has refuted the Arguments offered by Mr. Francb againft 
this Mcafure. 

Mr. Francis begins by obferving, that this Contract is in direfl Oppofuion to the Company’s 
Orders, and that the Bufincfs has hitherto been performed by Agency, &c. 

To fornifh a Depot of Provifions for the Garrifon of Fort William is not a Bufinefs for Procla- 
mation, nor to be difpofed of to the lowed Bidder, for the Kealbns which i before uled, and 
which Mr. Francis, I know not why, has quoted againd it. 

An Agency with a fixed Rase and a fixed Commiffion is, to all Intents and Porpofes, a Contfact. 
All that I have now propoled is to fix the Term, and to bind the ContraAor by Penalties. 

I can by no Means agree with Mr, Francis, ‘ that the Agent Vicluallcr enjoys the mod profit- 
* able Employment that ever exided in this Government.’ . . r 

Mr. Livius has an Agency with 15 per Cent, CommilTion on Articles rated by former Charges 
of Commifl'aries, of courfe greatly above the real Cod, Mr. Livius is profcdcdly patronised by 
Mr. Francis, whopaffeshis BilU; Nine or Ten Lacks thus paid to him are yet unaccounted for.

** Purchafes, by being made at handi arc from thedeareft as well as the ncareft Markets, He may

“ this one Article prove his Ruin. 

• ** With what Propriety can the Profits of this Agency be ftyled immoderate ? 

The Rates were fixed by accurate and adual Rates of the Market, and the Agent was allowed 
the cuftomary Commifllon of 1$^ Cenr. on the PtiYchafes. He* was obliged to change the 
“ Stores, and allowed for Damages (which in many Xvould be the Lofs of the Whole, anti in all 
” of fomething) 15 ^ Cent, on the Prime Colt ib fold. This Mr. Francis calls 30 Cent, and 
“ rates it as a clear Profit. 

“ Befides this Drawback, the Agent, as will appear from an Infpeiflion of his Books, if called 
for, has frequently been obliged to purchafe Stores at a Price far exceeding the Allowances made 


to him by the Company. 

“In the Purchafe of Ghee he has loft , — — — 20 Cent. 

Moong — — — 25 Do, 

Turmerick — — • — 17^ Do. 

Oil — — — — 52 Do, 

Salt Beef — — — 33 Do. 


“ He is likewife liable to Loftl s in the Tranfportation of Goods to Calcutta •, and by an Ad- 

venture from Purnea, laft Scafon, fiaftained a Lofs of »o,ooo Rupees. 

“ Mr. Francis Rating the Sum of C* 2,29,912 as clear gain to the Agent, makes no Deduc- 
“ tions for the Loffes I have fpecified, nor has he confid^cred the Decay, Waftage, Servants 
“ Wages, Cooley Hire, and other unavoidable Expences attending the Agency for near I'hree 
“ Tears. But in order to fwell this Sum as much as pofliblc, he has tnchided in it about 70,000 
“ Rupees as received by the Agent, though the Rilk for which it was paid to him will not expire 
“ till May 1780. 

“ Mr. Francis once thought differently of my Phan. The Words of his Minute, delivered on the 
“ 4ch November 1776, when it was firft read at the Board, were, ‘ if the Service be necclfiry 
“ in any Degree, it is a Service of the firft Neccffity, and (hould not be ftinted for the Sake of any 
“ inconfiderable Saving, which, in the Event, perhaps might only be apparent.’ 

“ I am firmly of Opinion, and am happy to be confirmed in it by the Sentiments of theCom- 

mandec 40 Chief, that the Service muft continue of the fiift Neceflity while we continue in 
“ Poircflion of Fort William. I alfo moft heartily concur with the Commander in Chief in Opinion, 
“ that the Board could not confer a Contratft of this Importance on a Gentleman of more llo- 
“ nour and Integrity than Mr. Belli, or who would more confeientioufly dilcharge the Duties of it. 

“ In reply to Mr. Francis’s Obfervations, that Mr. Belli enjoys the Eavour and Protcdlion of 
“ Government, I do moft folcmnly declare, that he has never applied to me for the moft trifling 
“ Interference or Support in his Agency. 

“ I have One Remaik to make on the Subjeft of this Agency, fince Mr. Francis has thought
